uaTS^  VjifiT  and  interesUng  as  are  the  ereots  which  have  now  btten  traced, 
>"«■  ^_  spriBging  out  of  the  wan  of  the  French  Itevolulion,  they  are  7«t 
tu?*°di..  '  outdone  by  the  spectacle  which,  at  the  same  period,  the  Oriental 
World  exhibited.  The  Bbitisu  Empire  in  luam  forms,  beyond  all  quesliiMi, 
(he  most  dazzling  object  in  that  age  of  wonders ;  perhaps  the  most  extraor- 
dinary phenomenon  in  the  history  of  the  species.  Antiquity  may  be  searched 
in  vain  for  a  parallel  to  its  lustre.  During  thi  plenitude  of  its  pow^,  ifafl 
Iloman  Empire  never  contained  above  a  hundred  and  twenty  millioiis  ei 
inhabitanU,  and  they  were  congregated  round  the  shores  of  tbi  Hediierrt- 
uean,  with  a  great  inland  sea  to  form  their  interior  line  of  conunuiiicatioii, 
and  an  army  of  four  hundred  thousand  men  to  secure  the  submission  of  its 
multibrious  inhabitants.  HagniHccnt  causeways,  emanating  from  Rome,  the 
centre  of  authority,  reached  the  farthest  extremities  of  its  domiuimu]  tho 
legions  not  only  conquered  but  humanized  mankind;  and  the  proconsuls, 
whether  tbey  journeyed  from  the  Forum  to  the  wall  of  Antoninus  and  the 
solitudes  of  Caledonia,  or  the  shores  of  the  Euphrates  and  the  sands  of  Par^ 
tbia,  the  cataracts  of  the  Nile,  Ibe  banka  of  tbe  Danube,  or  the  monntaiiu 
of  Atlas,  rolled  along  the  great  roads  with  which  these  indomitable  pioneers 
of  civilisation  had  penetrated  the  wilds  of  nature.  Their  immense  dominions 
were  the  result  of  three  centuries  of  conquest ;  and  the  genius  of  Scipio, 
Cxsar,  and  Severus,  not  less  than  the  civic  virtues  of  Regulns,  Calo,  and  Ci- 
eero,  were  required  to  extend  and  cement  the  mighty  fabric. 
Ti!^''°'  ^^^  ''^  ""^  Eastern  world,  an  empire  hartUy  less  extensive  or  po- 
j^«'>^  pulous,  embracing  as  great  a  variety  of  people,  ud  rich  in  as 
BritiAdo-  many  millions  and  provinces,  has  been  conquered  by  the  Britidi 
TtSl!'  "  arms  iu  less  than  eighty  years,  at  the  distance  of  above  eight  lhou9> 
and  miles  from  the  ruling  state.  That  vast  region,  the  fabled  scene  of  opu- 
lence and  grandeur  since  the  dawn  of  civilisation,  from  which  the  arms  of 
Alexander  rolled  back,  which  the  ferocity  of  Timour  Imperfectly  Tanquished, 
and  ihe  banners  of  Nadir  Shah  traversed  only  to  destroy,  has  been  perma- 
nently subdued  and  moulded  into  a  regular  province  by  a  company  of  Bri- 
tish merchants, -originally  settled  as  obscure  trafficker  on  the  shores  of  Ifln- 
doslan ;  who  have  been  dragged  to  their  present  perilous  height  of  power  by 
incessant  attempts  at  their  destruction  by  the  native  princ«a;  whote  rise 
was  contemporaneous  with  numerous  and  desperate  struggles  of  the  British 
nation  with  its  European  rivals,  nd  who  never  had  a  fourth  part  of  the  dis- 
posable national  strength  at  their  command.  For  inch  a  body,  in  such  times, 
and  with  such  fwcei,  t»  have  acquired  so  immense  ■  dominion,  is  one  of 
tiiose  prodigies  of  civilisation  of  which  the  history  of  the  last  haU  cmlnry  is 
so  pregnant;  with  wluch  weare  too  familiar  to  he  afalefully  to  appreciate  the 
wonder;  and  which  must  be  viewed  by  mankind,  simplifled  by  distance, 
andgildedby  thecoloursofhistory,  before  Kb  dnepropoitiolu  cm  bennder- 
iiood.  '

{g^ggS  Tbe  Britisfa  empire  is  India, — axlendiog  iww,  wiih  few  interrupt 
»g™^'  tions,  aud  thow  only  of  tribnUry  or  allied  Elaies,  from  Cape  Co- 
hn^ik.  oionQ  to  tbo  Uimataja  moustoliu,— comprehends  by  far  tberichett 
and  most  important  pan  of  Southern  Asia;  is  Dearly  four  times  in  extent  the 
■reaof  yraMe(l),  andftixtioM  that  of  Gnat  Britain  and  Ireland;  contains 
abore  a  hundred  miltions  of  inhabitants  (S) ;  and  yields  a  revenue  of  nearly 
twenty  millioos  sterling  (3J.  The  land  forces  rose  in  tbe  year  1826,  when 
twe  bloody  wars  were  to  be  maintained  at  tlis  same  time,|  to  the  enormous 
amonnt  of  260,000  natife  bx»ps.  Including  45,000  cavaky,  and  1000  pieces  of 
artillery,  besides  31,000  native  English;  and  even  under  the  reduced  peace 
(SUblisbment  of  the  present  time,  they  still  amount  to  194,000,  of  whom 
S,00O  are  British  soldiers  (4).  This  immense  force,  all  in  the  very  highest 
Slate  ofdisciplina  and  eqnipmentjis  raised  entirely  by  voluntary  enrolment, 
wilboat  a  cempulaory  eonscription  ever  being  resorted  to ;  and  so  popular  i* 
the  BritiA  serviee,  and  w  unbounded  the  general  confidence  both  in  tbe 
Company's  stability  and  its  fidelity  to  its  engagements,  that  the  only  difficulty 
the  anthMities  experience,  is  to  select  the  most  deserving  from  the  numerous 
canpetiiers  who  are  desirous  of  being  enrolled  under  its  banners.  If  public 
danger  ihra«t«ied,  oc  tbe  Rassiao  eagles  approached  the  Indus,  this  force 
might  be  iBsUBtiy  raised  by  tbe  same  means  to  a  million  of  armed  men. 
Wba  tbe  British  power  was  threatened  with  a  double  atuck,  and  the  Rajah 
"*'  of  Hiurtpore  raised  the  standard  of  revolt  at  the  time  that  the  bulk 

•f  Arir  forces  were  entangled  in  the  jungles  of  the  Irrawuddy,  or  dying 
under  tbe  fterera  of  Arracan ,  no  vacillation  or  weakness  appeared  in  the  Bri- 
lisb  eonneils;  with  the  right  hand  they  humbled  what  the  Orientals  styled 
>he  giant  strengUi  of  Ava,  while  with  the  left  they  crushed  the  rising  power 
of  tbe  nortbera  rajahs ;  and  while  a  larger  force  than  combated  in  Portugal 
Bnder  Welliiigton  was  pursuing  the  career  of  conquest  in  the  Burmese  em- 
1^  and  advancing  the  British  standard  almost  to  the  minarets  of  Ummera- 
poon,  a  greats  force  than  the  native  British  who  conquered  at  Waterloo 
■Mnriiled  as  if  by  enchantment  round  the  walls  of  Bhurtpore,  and,  at  the 
liistanceoffourleen  hundred  miles  from  Calcutta,  and  ten  thousand  from  the 
Britidi  isles,  carried  the  last  and  hitherto  impregnable  stronghold  of  Hindoo 
indepeDdence  (B).  Tbe  neatness  of  Napolton  Sits  as  a  brilliant  vision  across 
oar  reeeQecUon  i  dte  power  of  Rusria  stands  forth  a  present  ohject  of  terror 
le  our  Bcnses ;  bat  Rusala  never  invaded  Persia  or  Turkey,  albeit  adjoining 
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her  own  frontiers,  with  forces  equal  to  those  which  England  has  arrayed  in 
the  plains  of  Hindostan  (1) :  and  the  host  which  followed  Napol^n  to  Auslei^ 
lit!  and  Fried  land  was  inferiorto  that  with  which  Lord  Hastings  made  war  on 
the  Uahratta  stales  (2). 
Pb^ini  If-  Imagination  IlseK  can  scarcely  do  justice  to  the  varied  and  magni- 
tuVX^  Ccent  scenery  of  HindoslaD.  From  the  snowy  summits  of  the  Hi- 
tvnixHb.  malayato  thegreenslopesof CapeComorin,fromthe  steepGhauts 
of  Malabar  to  the  sandy  shores  of  Coromandel,  it  exhibits  a  succession  of  the 
most  noble  or  beautiful  features:  atlimes  stupendous  mountain  ranges,  their 
sides  clothed  with  lofty  forests,  their  peaks  reposing  in  icy  stillness;  at  others, 
vast  plains  rivalling  the  Delia  of  Egypt  in  richness,  and,  like  it,  submerged 
yearly  by  the  ferfiiiiingwalPTs  of  the  (Jnnges;  here  lofty  ghauts  running  pa- 
rallel, at  a  short  distance  from  the  shore  of  the  ocean,  to  the  edge  of  its 
waters,  and  marking  the  line  of  dcm  area  lion  between  the  low  rich  or  sandy 
plains  on  the  sea-side,  and  the  elevated  table-land,  several  thousand  feet  in 
height,  in  the  interior ;  there,  rugged  hilts  or  thick  forests  teeming  with  the 
riches  of  a  southern  sun.  The  natural  boundaries  of  India  are  (he  Himalaya 
range  and  mountains  of  Cabul  and  Candahar  on  the  north;  the  splendid  and 
rapid  stream  of  the  Indus,  seventeen  hundred  miles  in  length,  of  which  seven 
hundred  and  sixty  are  navigable,  flowing  impetuously  from  their  perennial 
SDow$,on  the  north-west;  the  deepand  stagnant Irrawuddy, fourteen  hundred 
miles  in  length,  fed  by  the  eastern  extremity  of  the  chain, and  winding  its  way 
to  theBay  of  Bengal  through  therankluxurianceof  tropical  vegetation,  on  tbe 
north-east ;  and  the  encircling  ocean  oA  the  coasts  of  Ualabar  and  Coromandel, 
on  the  south.  Nature  every  where  appears  in  this  highly  favoured  region  in  her 
most  imposing  array ;  the  Himalaya  mountains,  surmounting  even  t^him bora zo 
inelevation;  the  Indus,  rivalling  the  river  of  the  Amaions  in  magnitude;  the 
plain  of  Bengal,  out-stripping  Mesopotamia  itself  in  fertility, — form  some  of 
die  features  of  a  country  which  from  the  earliest  times  has  been  (he  seat  of 
civilisation,  and  the  fabled  abode  of  opulence  and  magniGcence  (3). 
Sii'ISraS'  *"  *'"'  productionsof  the  globe  are  to  be  found,  and  for  the  most 
prudu.;iiau  part  flourish  to  perTeclion,  in  the  varied  climates  and  soils  of  this 
splendid  peninsula.  The  forests,  the  fruits,  the  crops  of  Europe,  are  re- 
cognised by  Ihe  delighted  traveller  in  the  Uimalaya  Mountains,  where  the 
prodigy  is  exhibited  of  valleys  tolerably  peopled,  and  bearing  crops,  at  the 
height  of  sixteen  or  seventeen  thousand  feet  above  the  sea,  or  considerably 
above  the  summit  of  Mount  Blanc,  or  tbe  Great  Glochner.  Tbe  peach,  the 
apricot,  the  nectarine,  even  apples,  pears,  and  strawberries,  refresh  the  Eu- 
ropean, to  whom  they  recall,  in  a  distant  land  and  amidst  Oriental  luxuries, 
the  images  and  enjoyments  of  his  youth.  Wheat,  barley,  and  oals,  with  noble 
forests  of  teak  and  oak,  flourish  on  the  cool  slopes  of  the  mountains;  while 
at  their  feet  the  vast  plain  of  Bengal  is  covered  to  an  incalculable  extent  with 
double  crops  yearly  of  rice,  or  thickets  of  bamboo  canes,  fed  by  the  fertilizii^ 
floods,  which,  often  to  the  breadth  of  a  hundred  miles,  exhibit  a  sea  of  water 
interspersed  only  with  tufts  of  wood,  soUtary  palms,  hamlets,  and  pagodas. 
Indigo  grows  in  luxuriance  in  many  districts,  and  forms  a  stable  article  of

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commerce  lo  the  connlr;;  sngar  Ihrives  as  well  as  in  the  West  Indiea,  and 
jnvmises  to  fill  up  the  gap  in  the  production  of  the  globe,  occasioned  by  the 
disastrous  emancipation  o{  the  slaves  in  the  western  tropical  regions;  grapes, 
melons,  pine-apples,  figs,  dates,  mangoes,  are  every  where  found  in  profu- 
sioB,  wiUi  many  other  fruits  still  more  luscious,  peculiar. to  the  Eastern 
Hemisphere.  The  elephant,  at  once  the  strongest,  the  most  sagacious,  and 
the  most  docile  of  aoimals;  the  camel,  the  ship  of  the  desert;  the  horse,  the 
companion  and  fellow -soldier  of  man, — alike  nourish  In  a  country  where  the 
tiger  and  the  rhinoceros  rule  Ihe  wilds  of  nature.  Even  the  flowers  and  birds 
partake  of  the  splendid  character  of  creation :  the  roses  of  Cachmere  and 
Delhi  send  their  highly  prized  perfume  through  the  world ;  the  scarlet  flow- 
ers of  the  iiora  and  mussonda,  and  iununtenble  other  tropical  plants,  diffuse 
a  blase  of  beauty  through  the  woods :  the  scarlet  plumage  of  the  flamingo,  the 
varied  hues  of  the  parrot,  rival  the  colours  of  the  setting  sun.  But  the  woods 
are  silent,  or  resound  only  with  the  harsh  scream  of  birds,  or  the  fearful  cry 
of  beasts,  of  pre;  (1);  no  troops  of  feathered  songsters  fill  the  air  with  their 
melodious  voices,  nor  welcome  in  the  breath  of  spring  with  the  voice  of  glad- 
ness and  the  notes  of  love. 
l^^^.  In  the  transactions  of  Europe,  the  historian  has  loo  good  reason 
~'^^^^ frequently  to  lament  the  indecision  and  want  of  foresight  with 
ibIu  ku  which  both  diplomatic  negotiations  and  milil^ry  operations  have 
nrviSr  been  conducted  b;  the  English  Cabinet ;  and  he  is,  perhaps,  driven 
to  the  conclusion,  that  greatness  has  rather  been  forced  on  the  stale  by  the 
energy  and. virtues  of  its  inhabitants,  than  conferred  upon  the  inhabitants  by 
the  wisdom  or  ability  of  the  Covemment.  But  in  the  East,  the  reverse  has 
from  the  outset  been  the  case.  If  the  intelligence,  vigour,  and  bravery  of  the 
middle  and  working-classes  of  England,  who  sent  forth  their  sons  to  push 
their  fortunes  in  the  plains  of  Hindostan,  has  furnished  an  inexhaustible 
supply  of  talent  and  resolution  to  conduct  their  enterprises,  the  foresight  and 
capacity  of  the  Indian  Government  has  almost  invariably  brought  their  qua- 
lities to  bear  upon  the  public  service  in  the  most  cflicicnt  manner.  Perhaps 
(here  is  not  to  be  found  in  the  history  of  any  country,  so  remarkable  a  suc- 
cession of  able  statesmen  and  warriors  as  in  India  have  reared  the  mighty 
fabric  of  British  greatness.  The  cool,  daring,  invincible  inlrcpiJity  and  mi- 
litary genius  of  Lorb  Cuve  laid  the  foundation  of  the  structure ;  the  quick 
sagadlf,  prompt  delcrmination,  and  high  moral  courage  of  Wahhe:*  Hastings 
rescued  it  more  than  once  from  ruin  :  but  it  was  the  enlarged  views,  states- 
man-like wisdom,  and  energetic  conduct  of  H.\hql-is  Welleslev  which  com- 
pleted the  superstructure,  and  left  to  succeeding  governors  a  force  which 
nothing  could  resist,  a  moral  ascendency  which  nothing  could  counler- 
balarue.  Maequis  Hastings  has  since,  with  equal  ability,  followed  out  the 
same  enlightened  principles;  crushed  the  united  confederacy  of  the  Uahrat- 
Us  and  Pindarries ;  vanquished  the  hill  strength  of  the  Coorkbas,  and  left  to 
his  snecessors  a  matchless  empire,  from  the  Himalaya  snows  to  the  Cape  Co- 
moriii,  and  from  the  frontiers  of  China  to  the  banks  of  the  Indus,  united 
under  one  rule,  obeying  qub  GovernmeDt,  and  actuated  by  one  commoD 
sense  of  experience  and  obDgation. 
^ZH^i  ^-  ^i^"  l**^  "'^  that  if  ihe  English  were  to  be  expelled  firam 
^^tg>o-  India,  they  would  leave  no  better  traces  of  their  dominion  than  Uie 
wMj»w  bysna  or  the  Uger.  Even  at  the  period  when  this  celebrated  ex- 
tS^S^    fttuin  WW  used,  it  uvoured  mMo  of  the  fire  of  tho  orator  than 
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the  Bober  jadgment  of  the  statesman;  bnt  bad  that  freat  man  snrriTed  to 
these  times  he  would  bare  gTSt«fiillj  retracted  the  larcam,  and  admitted 
that,  of  all  the  marvels  attending  the  British  iway  in  the  East,  the  most  woa- 
derfal  b  the  eitraordinary  blessings  vhidi  it  has  confeired  npon  the  in- 
habitants. Facts  more  eloquent  than  words,  statisUcs  more  irresistible  than 
arguments,  place  this  important  point  beyond  the  possibility  of  a  doubt. 
While  under  its  native  princes,  the  slate  of  capita!  in  India  was  so  insecure 
that  twelve  per  cent  was  the  common,  and  thirly-six  per  cent  no  unusual 
rate  of  interest :  under  the  British  rule,  the  interest  of  the  public  debt  has, 
for  the  first  time  in  eastern  history,  been  lowered  to  five  per  cent;  and  at 
that  reduced  rate,  the  capitalists  of  Arabia  and  Armenia  daily  transmit  their 
surplus  funds  to  be  purchased  itlo  the  Company's  stock,  as  the  most  secure 
investment  in  the  East.  Of  the  public  debt  of  L.47,000,000,  a  large  propor- 
tion fs  duo  to  native  or  Asiatic  capitalists ;  and  such  is  the  unbounded  oan- 
fidence  in  the  good  faith  and  probity  of  the  Government,  that  bales  stamped 
with  (heir  sjgnale  circulate  unopened,  like  coined  money,  throngh  the  vast 
empire  of  China.  So  complete  has  been  the  protection,  so  ample  the  security 
enjoyed  by  theinhabitanlsoftheBritisbprovinces,  compared  with  what  ob- 
tains  under  their  native  rajahs,  that  the  people  from  every  part  of  India 
flock ,  as  Bishop  Heber  has  observed,  to  the  three  Presidencies ;  and  ihe  exten- 
sion of  the  Company's  empire,  in  whatever  direction, is  immediately  foUo wed 
by  a  vast  concourse  of  population,  and  increase  of  industry,  by  the  settlers 
from  the  adjoining  native  dominions  (IJ. 
cirniMiij.i.  Brilliant  as  has  been  the  career  of  England  in  the  European  world 
rtXilh* '  ''"'■'"S  ""^  1^*^  l*^'^  century,  there  are  several  circumsUnces  in  its 
-I'/  internal  situation,  which  cannot  be  contemplated  without  punfiit 
feelings.  Among  the£e,  the  constant  and  uninlerrupled  increase  of  crime 
through  all  Ihe  vicissitudes  of  peace  and  war,  uncbedced  by  penal  vigilance, 
undiminished  by  inlelleclual  cultivation,  is  one  of  the  most  alannhig.  But 
under  the  British  Empire  in  the  East,  a  very  difi^renl  and  much  more  satis- 
factory progress  has  taken  place.  Rapid  as  has  been  the  growth  of  crime 
in  the  European  dominions  of  England  during  the  last  half  century,  its 
decrease  in  her  Eastern  possessions  has  been  still  more  striking;  and  the 
steady  powerful  rule  of  a  central  Government  has  done  as  much  for  the 
inhabitants  of  Hindostan,  as  the  vices  consequent  on  a  corrupted  manufactur- 
ing population  have  undone  for  the  people  of  Great  Britain  (2).  From  our 
returns  of  commitments  and  crime  in  many  different  provinces  of  India  for 
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the  iMt  libtr  jwn,  tt  ffliandy  iiiiMm  Atl  erinie  bu,  daring  thit  pvlod, 
iliminiAtrl  »iw  balf,-in  nany  pliMKBBBk  i*  a  sixtk,  im  the  gut;  while  it  hat 
IB  tba  MBa  lime  nora  tbaa  ^udrnplcd  in  ttie  Brittb  lalanda,  asd  Id  Irelaiul 
■allipliMlMiiuMd(lj.  MoriiU  difficoltto  pooriTeto  wIuImub  thitic- 
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markiblfl  dEDbranee  ti  owing.  Robbery  and  plunder,  the  crfmes  of  Tiolence, 
-were  those  cbiefiy  prevalent  in  [ndis,  growing  out  of  the  lawtess  habits  which 
ages  of  misrule  had  dimised  through  a  large  portion  of  the  popofaiion. 
These  savage  tod  dangerous  crimes  have  been  every  where  severely  re- 
pressed, in  some  districts  totally  esthpated,  by  the  strong  lod  steady  arm  otf 
the  En^^ish  Goreninient.  The  loDg<«stahUshed  hordes  of  robbers  have  been 
In  moat  places  dlisirfved ;  the  Plndarrles,  wfeo  so  long  spread  min  and  desols- 
tion  through  central  India,  rooted  oat ;  the  gangs  of  Daeoila  and  Loottcs,  wh« 
levied  a  frightfbl  tax  on  honest  indmuy,  transported  or  broken  up.  Bat  if 
this  unwonted  feeling  of  security  against  hostile  spoHatJon,  is  so  generally 
perceptible  even  in  the  provinces  which  have  enjoyed  the  benefit  of  English 
protection  for  the  longest  period,  what  mast  it  be  to  those  which  have  boea 
lately  reicned  fram  a  state  of  anarchy,  misery,  and  bloodshed,  unparaUded 
in  thd  modem  history  of  the  world  (l}f 
gth  "  Nothing,"  says  an  intelligent  observn-,  "  can  be  more  grati^In^

J*^,'^",^'"  provinces,  so  long  tlie  theatre  of  merciless  and  oppressive  war,  and

lima.  wrongfat.  Every  viUageinthatpaitoftbecountrywasdoselysnr- 
rounded  by  fortifications,  and  no  man  ventured  to  go  to  the  labours  of  ifae 
ploDgfaortheloom  withontbeing  armed  with  hissword  and  shield.  Now  the 
forts  are  useless,  and  are  slowly  crumbling  into  ruin ;  substantial  houses 
begin  for  the  first  time  to  be  built  in  the  open  plain,-  caltivBtioQ  is  extesded 
over  the  distant  and  undefended  Gelds;  the  useless  Incumbrance  of  defensive 
armour  is  laid  aside,  and  the  peasant  may  fearlessly  venture  to  enjoy  the 
wealth  and  comforts  which  his  Industry  and  labour  enable  him  to  acquire. 
In  short,  the  course  of  events  within  the  last  fifteen  years  has  done  more  Uian 
the  whole  preceding  century,  to  improve  the  condition  of  the  middle  and 
lower  classes  through  the  whole  of  India ;  to  give  them  a  taste  for-  the  com-  . 
forts  and  conveniences  of  life,  and  to  relieve  their  indastry  from  the  paralyris 
under  which  a  long  continuance  of  inlemal  dissension  had  caused  it  to  ^k. 
Englishmen,  who  have  so  long  been  blessed  with  internal  branquillily,  and  to 
whom  the  idea  of  an  invasion  presents  only  a  vague  and  indistinct  notion  of 
confusion,  bloodshed,  and  rapine,  can  hardly  conceive  the  rapturous  delight 
which  animates  the  Hindoo  peasant,  who  has  had  from  time  immemorial  a 
wretched  experience  of  these  frightful  realities,  or  (he  gratitude  he  feels  to 
those  who  protect  him  from  them,  who  enable  him  to  reap  his  harvest  in 
security,  defend  his  home  from  profanation,  and  bis  property  from  the  nev«r- 
ending  extortion  of  the  powerful  (%). 
^^J'°~  This  progress,  accordingly,  of  wealth,  comfort,  and  population 
"".Mm'*'  •''•""B  "i*  '•"t  twenty  years,  especially  in  Central  India,  has  been 
■u  «>fen,  rapid  in  a  most  extraordinary  degree ;  and  even  that  short  period 
<tii.  of  Grm  paciBc  administration  has  gone  &r  to  obliterate  the  deep 

furrows  which  tiie  devastating  wars  and  interminable  oppression  of  former 
times  had  produced.  Old  neglected  tanks  liave  been  cleared  out,  their  banks 
restored  and  again  filled  wiA  vivifymg  floods;  roads  repaired  or  struck  out 
anew  in  the  most  important  lines  of  commnnication;  harbours  excavated, 
bridges  erected,  aqueducts  c«istnicted,  with  all  tfae  advanuges  of  European 
skill;  irrigation  spread  over  Ihc  thirsty  plains,  and  cultivation  extended  fiar 
into  the  open  country,  at  a  distance  from  any  villages,  tfae  centres,  in  foroier.

I  grrwl  infrmnii  In  thr  nnmlinf  i  nf  ihn  people,  co-eiislent  viUi  a  marked 
eleiatun  in  ibeir  slandard  fk  comfort  and  indiTidntd  prosperity  (3) . 
^j;;;^  The  effea  of  this  progieisiTe  elevation  in  the  situatioD  of  the 
*^^w-  wddla,  and  improTement  in  the  drcumslances  of  the  lower  orden, 
m.  lulu,  has  drMdy  been  sirangly  and  beneficially  felt  in  the  extended  com- 
mcrdal  intarcown  between  India  and  the  British  Islands.  The  growing  taste 
for  British  manofactnres  of  almost  erery  kind,  as  well  as  the  increased  capa- 
bility of  ih«  wnrkiag  gIosms  to  purchase  them,  in  erery  part  of  Hindostan, 
was  long  ago  renamed  Iiy  Bishop  Heber,  and  the  same  gratifying  change 
Ihs,  since'  bis  time,  been  noticed  by  not  leas  competent  observers.  The 
gndnal  jrioe  of  the  more  opulent  of  the  working  into  a  middle  class,  has 
ifnad  a  toato  am  wig  them  for  luxuries  and  conveniences  to  which  their 
&lb(n,  during  the  many  ages  of  Hindosian  oppression,  were  strangers.  The 
c^icoas  and  long  doths  of  Manchester  and  Paisley  have  now  obtained  as  un- 
di^Hited  pMscaaion  of  the  markets  of  the  East,  as  the  hardwares  of  She&ield, 
Birmingham^  and  Leeds;  and  the  abundance  and  cheapness  of  Briiish  ma- 
nvbctores  have  diOuaed  a  taste  for  these  ortides  among  classes  who  formerly 
never  bod  a  wish  beyond  the  mere  necessaries  of  life.  While  the  industry  of 
Indian  miaaos  was,  in  former  times,  exclusively  directed  to  fabricate  only 
the  coarsest  xrtides  for  the  poorer,  and  the  most  costly  luxuries  for  the  richer 
dasMs,  the  rapid  iocraaBe  of  the  consumption  of  a  superior  sort  of  fabric, 
(still  much  below  the  Cachmere  shawls  and  brocades  of  the  rich,)  unknonn 
till  within  these  twenty  years  in  any  part  of  Hindostan,  marks  the  slow  but 
ptdoal  growth,  under  British  protection,  of  an  inteimediale  class  in  society, 
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superior  to  the  naked  r;ot,  but  interitt  to  tDe  psmpend  Khtinte- 1  «ldl«, 
liy  one  of  those  chan^  which  bespeak  the  revolntiotn  of  ages,  and  m«a«iie 
the  (Hfference  in  the  progress  of  different  quarters  of  the  globe,  the  ootkm  of 
India,  transported  to  the  British  shores  and  mannCictured  by  the  reflmoisiKB 
of  European  machinery,  is  sent  back  to  the  East,  end,  by  Ita  greater  diMp- 
Rcss,  has  opened  to  a  class  who  never  before  eould  enjoy  tbem,  die  eonrfortc 
of  the  original  prodnmof  HindosUn  (1). 
h!^  w"  "^^  eitraordinary  diminution  of  crime,  cspetJaHy  of  ■  vfoloK 
ull^^ltai  ^'^^} '°  "U  P""^*  "f  **  Indian  peninsula  of  laU  years,  and  pro- 
BcBt^.t'i  grcssivc  amelioration  of  the  people,  Is  in  a  great  measure  to  be 
!ti.*'?a>«>  ascribed  to  the  extensive  and  powerful  police  farce  wMch  is  very 
generally  established.  The  discipline  and  organiEatlon  of  lUs  dvil  body  is 
admirable ;  and  such  is  its  extent,  that  in  Ibe  provinces  of  Bengal  and  Bahar 
ft  numbers  one  hnndred  and  sixty  thousand  men  in  Ha  raaks.  In  most  Til- 
lages there  are  two  or  three,  in  many,  ten  or  twelve  of  this  protecting  fwca 
permanently  established.  Europeans  maf  feel  astanisbed  at  Uie  magnllode  of 
this  establishment;  but  experience  has  completdy  demoBstrated  Uiat  it  is 
highly  usefal,  and  indeed  indispensable,  amidst  the  hri)its  of  lawlees  vlelenoe 
to  which  ages  of  licence  and  rapine  have  inured  the  inhabitants  of  India. 
The  rapid  diminuilon  of  crimes  of  violence  in  Bengal  nnder  the  operation  of 
this  preventive  system,  proves  that  a  remedy  has  been  disoorered  and  applied 
to  the  prevailing  causes  of  evil  In  those  regions :  would  that  hnman  ^risdom 
could  devise  an  equally  effectual  preservative  against  the  passion  for  llUcit 
gain,  sensual  indulgence,  and  habitual  inioirication,  which  are  now,  like  a 
gangrene,  overspreading  the  face  of  society  in  the  British  Islands^]! 
li'J^^T  Taxation  in  India  Is  for  the  most  part  direct;  that  Is,  itconslsts  of 
T>'>ii«.  the  rent  of  lands  belonging  f  n  property  to  the  Goremmenl,  and 
which,  Itom  time  immemorial,  have  been  devoled  to  the  maintenance  of  the 
supreme  authority.  Of  the  nineteen  millions  which  at  present  constitute  tbe 
general  revenue  of  India,  nearly  eleven  millions  are  drawn  in  this  manner 
from  the  rem  ofiheGovemment  lands.  Theprindpleon  which  iMsimmeoBa 
revenue  is  derived  from  land,  has  no  analogy  to  the  European  land-tax, 
which  is  a  burden  superinduced  npon  the  owner  of  the  rent;  it  is,  on  the 
eonirary  the  rent  itsdf.  The  modes  in  which  this  tax  is  levied  over  India  are 
three :  either  a  perpetual  settlement  with,  or  dxed  nnt  eottstantly  payable 
by,  theproprietorsof  land;  or  a  tomporary  settlement  with  the  heads  of  vil- 
lages or  townships ;  or  a  definite  settlement  with  each  individual  occDpant  of 
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the  grooDd.  Hmm  dUferent  modes  of  taxation  an  all  tbUDded  on  one  prin- 
dpfe,  which  is  nnlTcruU;  admitted  and  acknowledged  In  erery  part  of 
HiMdosIan,  tIx.,  that  Goreniment,  as  the  parimount  owner  of  the  soil,  hai 
light  Is  a  certain  porliOD  of  the  gross  produce  of  every  foot  of  culiivated 
liad,  which  may  be  conunuted  generally  or  partially,  by  permanent  or  partial 
tMikmentt,  with  classes  of  men  or  separate  individuals,  biit  never  can  be 
whdly  alienated  by  any  mler  to  the  prejudice  of  his  successors.  Goremment 
ihatfore,  in  India,  b  at  once  the  ruling  power  and  the  universal  landlord  In 
the  state;  and  hoMeUiegenwal  and  omnipotent  Influence  which  its  Beverity 
orjostice  has  upon  the  prosperity  and  well-being  of  the  people,  and  the 
iaaiediatc  elTect  of  the  Britiib  sway,— by  whose  agents  the  collection  of  rent 
kas  been  fixed,  spos  comparatlrely  equitable  principles,— upon  the  welfare 
of  the  hombler  classes  (1). 
r   J  When  the  East  India  Company  came  Into  possession  of  the  Bengal 

jjj'^JJ^f^iroTinces,  they  found  the  Jand-revcnoe  every  where  collected  hy 
*^»j-'~  the  interventioD  of  officers  under  the  Mahommedan  Goverament, 
who  had  charge  of  districts  or  provinces  under  the  title  of  umladart.  These 
tCSecn  were  paid  by  a  per  centage  on  the  sums  which  they  collected  :  the 
■tm«t  irr^ularlty  and  abuse  generally  existed ;  military  force  was  constantly 
rfaort^  to,  to  enforce  the  collection;  and  some  of  thera  held  their  offices  for 
life  oaly,  others  transmitted  them,  by  hereditary  succession,  to  their  descen- 
dants. Misled  by  the  analogy  of  European  institutions,  or  desirous  of  laying 
the  Cnmdation  for  their  establishment  in  the  East,  Harquis  Comwaltis,  in 
JT95,  conceived  end  carried  into  effect  the  Idea  of  transforming  the  zemin- 
dars into  landed  proprietors,  by  conferring  npon  them  and  their  descendants 
an  indefeasible  right  to  the  territories  over  which  their  powers  extended,  so 
kng  as  they  continued  to  pay  regularly  the  Gxed  land-tax  to  Government. 
The  propriety  of  this  change  was  very  much  doubted  at  the  time,  and  gave 
rise  to  a  long  and  Interesting  controversy ;  but  it  was,  nevertheless,  carried 
into  exccntion,  and  now  forms  the  basis  on  which  the  taxation  of  two  hun- 
dred thousand  square  miles  of  the  Bengal  territory,  a  district  thrice  the  size 
of  Great  Britain,  is  founded.  Thougb  framed  on  the  principles  of  benevolence 
and  moderation,  it  has,  however,  like  almost  all  similar  institutions  borrow- 
ed from  tfaeanaktgy  of  othernations,  and  a  different  state  of  society,  proved 
altogetiier  ineffective  for  the  principal  object  in  view.  The  zemindars  could 
not,  by  the  mere  regulation  of  the  Company,  be  converted  from  Asiatic  to 
Ennpean  habits  :  Instead  of  acquiring  the  interests  and  views  of  hereditary 
landholders,  they  continued  to  act  with  the  characteristic  improvidence  of 
eastern  mlers.  To  squeeze  the  last  farthing,  by  any  means  bow  unjust  soever, 
from  the  ryots,  and  squander  It  in  extravagance  or  luxury  upon  themselves 
or  their  ftimiliea,  was  the  general  practice  :  numbers  were  mined  and  dis- 
possessed by  the  Company,  who  exacted  the  quit  rent  with  unrelenting  and 
injudicious  rigonr  (2} ;  and  thus  no  step  was  made  towards  the  formation  of 
a  landed  aristocracy,  while  no  alleviation  was  experienced  fn  the  burdens  of 
the  poor. 

■■  _rtMt  The  eril,  in  eObct,  became  so  great,  that  ft  hu  in  some  degree 
*•"*''"'  worked  out,  like  all  other  excessive  ills,  its  own  cure.  The  zemin- 
dar system  has  come  in  the  end  to  beneOt  a  class  of  landed  proprietors, 
Uwngh  not  the  one  whiclt  Lord  Cornwallis  originally  intended.  From  the 
general  min  which  overlook  these  pow^ul  olficers,  and  the  terror  every 
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where  inipired  by  the  rigorous  euclioiu  of  the  Company,  the  price  of  esutes 
fell  so  law,  thatel  last  il  became  a  prudeot  matter  of  speculation  to  huy  land, 
and  look  to  its  returns  for  the  interest  of  the  price.  A  dlScrent  and  more  pro- 
vident dags  has  thus,  to  a  considerable  eileut,  been  introduced  into  (he 
ntaaagement  of  estates;  and,  aslbeland^rent  which  they  are  required  to  pay 
continues  fixed,  ihey  have  the  strongest  possible  inducemeht  (o  increase  by 
good  management  the  surplus  which  may  accrue  to  themselves  and  their  fa- 
milies. But,  unfortunately,  they  have  not  learned  in  the  East  to  look  so  far 
itdo  the  future  as  to  see  that  this  is  to  be  most  elTectually  done  by  equitable 
and  just  dealings  towards  the  cultivators  ;  the  burdens  imposed  on  the  ryots 
are  still  generally  exorbitant,  oftes  ruinous;  and  the  benefits  of  the  British 
Government  arefelt  by  that  numeronaand  important  class  rather  by  the  ces- 
sation of  war  and  depredation  than  in  any  practical  diminution  of  the  duties 
legally  exigiUe  from  them  by  their  landlords  (1).  , 

n>  HjDi-  Impressed  with  these  evils,  a  different  system  was  adopted  by  Sir 
wu  S].i<m.  Thomas  Munro,  late  Governor  of  Uadras,  in  hb  administration  of 
some  of  the  newly  acquiredprovincesof, that  presidency.  The  principle  act«d 
on  by  that  able  ruler,  of  whom  Ur.  Canning  justly  said,  that  "Asia  did  not 
possess  A  braver  warrior,  nor  Europe  a  more  enlightened  statesman,"  was  to 
consider  the  ryot,  according  to  the  true  oriental  principle,  as  the  real  pro- 
prietor; to  dispense  altogether  with  the  zemindar  or  intermediate  collector ; 
and  to  levy  the  Government  duties,  fixed  for  ever  in  amount,  directly  from 
the  cultivator  or  landholder,  whatever  was  the  size  of  his  possession.  It  is 
evident  that  this  system  is  calculated  to  be  much  more  beneCcial  than  the 
zemindar  one  to  the  cultivators  of  the  soil;  because  they  are  thereby  brought 
directly  into  contact  with  Government,  and  participate  at  once,  wiLhout  the 
intervention  of  any  middleman,  in  the  benefit  of  a  Bxed  quitrent  only  being 
exacted  from  the  land.  It  has,  accordingly,  found  many  and  able  supporters, 
and  in  some  districts  has  been  found  in  practice  to  be  attended  with  the  most 
admirable  effects  (2).  But  when  so  powerful  a  parly  as  Gover^imeat  is  brought 
into  immediate  contact  with  the  eultivalors,  iu  a  matter  of  such  vital  impor- 
tance as  the  rent  of  land,  it  is  indispensable  to  the  success  of  the  system  that 
its  demands  should  be  moderate,  and  enforced  with  justiceand  considers- 
tion;  and,  unfortunately,' this  can  luffdly  be  generally  expected  under  an 
empire  of  such  immeose  extent  as  that  of  llindostan,  in  which  the  supreme 
authority  is  situated  at  such  adislaoce  from  the  theatre  of  its  fiscal  ope  rations. 
The  land-lax  is  usually  taken  at  twelve  shilling  in  Ibe  pound,  of  the  net 
produce  of  the  soil ;  an  enormous  exaction,  rendered  still  more  burdensome 
by  the  rigour  with  which  it  is  coIlecLed.  The  project  of  bringing  the  cultiva- 
tor at  once  into  contact  with  Government,  so  equitable  in  theory,  has  often 
proved  most  fallacious  in  praeliee;  for  such  is  the  subdivision  of  formsin  most 
parts  of  India,  that  the  immediate  collection  of  the  land-revenue  by  the  Go- 
vernment oollector  is  out  of  the  question.  lleisoUiged  to  delegate  his  duties 
to  a  host  of  subordinate  agents,  over  whose  operations  or  oppression  he  is 
little  able  lo  keep  any  effectual  control :  the  treasury  officers  too  often  come 
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to  esteem  «  subordibate  ftmctlonar;  in  proportion  (o  the  regultrlty  md 
amoDDt  of  his  remitUnces,  rather  than'  any  other  quality  .-  the  expenses  of 
collectioD  rise  enormonsly  with  the  moltiplication  of  Inferior  agents,  and  the 
ryot  ho  often  little  reason  to  congratnlate  hhnsetf  on  the  exchan|^  of  a  Brt- 
tcdi  collector  for  a  native  zemindar  (1). 
Tkr  Tiii.^  A  third  system  of  land-renU  is  die  Pillage  system .  This  preraib 
■luo.  chiefly  in  the  upper  districts  of  India,  and  is  the  prevalent  fnstitn- 
tiou  over  the  greater  part  of  the  East,  to  irhich,  probably,  more  than  any 
other  cause,  the  preserration  of  its  population  and  industry  amidst  the  end- 
less devastations  of  wars  is  to  be  ascribed .  Each  vfllage  forms  a  little  commu- 
nity or  republicin  itself,  possessing  a  certain  district  of  snrronnding  territory, 
and  paying  a  certain  fixed  rent  for  the  whole  to  Government.  As  long  as  this 
is  regularly  paid,  the  public  sntfaortilea  hare  no  title  to  interfere  In  the  in- 
tCTsal  concerns  of  (he  commiiBity :  tbey  elect  their  own  moenMlm*,  or  bead 
men,  who  kry  the  proportions  of  the  quitrent  firom  each  individiial,  settle 
disptates,  and  allocate  to  each  profession  or  indindaal  the  share  of  the  gene- 
ral |nt>duce  of  the  public^erriiory  which  is  to  belong  to  it.  As  the  commu- 
nity is  justly  desirous  of  avoiding  any  pretext  ibr  the  interference  of  the  state 
GoUectors  in  its  internal  concerns,  they  make  good  the  quota  of  every  de- 
fanlter  from  tlie  fnnds  of  bis  neigfahonrs,  so  as  to  exhibit  no  defalcations  in 
tbe  general  return  to  Goremment.  The  only  point  in  which  the  interference 
of  the  lutiona!  andioTlties  is  required,  is  in  fixing  tbe  limits  of  the  village  tei^ 
ritories  in  a  question  with  each  other,  which  Is  done  with  great  care  by  sur- 
veyon,  in  presence  of  the  competing  patties  and  their  witnesses,  and  a  great 
eonconiseof  the  neigiibouring  inhaMlants.  In  times  of  trouble  they  arm  and 
fertifr  tbemselves,  drive  their  cattle  within  their  walls,  and  often  contrive) 
by  tbepaymentofacertainconlribution,  to  avoid  the  evils  of  actual  pUli^, 
even  by  the  most  considerable  armies.  These  villagesare,  indeed,  frequently 
buTDed  or  destroyed  hy  hostile  forces,  Che  little  community  disperaed,  and 
its  lands  restored  to  a  siatcof  nature;  hut  when  better  timea  return,  and  the 
means  of  peaceable  occupation  ore  again  restored,  the  rernnant  re-assemble 
wiih  Aeir  children  in  their  paternal  inheritance.  A  generation  may  piss 
away,  but  the  succeeding  generation  return :  the  sons  take  the  place  of  their 
btbers ;  the  same  trades  end  occupations  are  filled  by  the  descendants  of  the 
saraeindividnals;  tbe  same  division  of  lands  takes  place;  the  very  houses  are 
retmilt  on  the  site  of  those  which  had  been  destroyed ;  and,  emerging  from 
the  storm,  Ihe  community  revives,  "another  and  llie  same (2)." 
tS^!^^^  It  is  in  these  village  municipalilies  that  the  real  secret  of  the  du- 
bjTtoX  rabiKty  of  society  in  the  East  is  to  be  found,  if  weoontemplale  the 
•r>-  desolating  invasions  to  which,  from  the  earliest  limes,  the  Asiatic 
monarchies  have  been  exposed  from  iheir  proximity  to  the  regions  of  central 
Asia ;  if  we  reflect  on  the  wide-spread  devastation  consequent  on  the  twelve 
dreadful  frruptions  of  the  Tartars  into  IDndostaD ;  and  recollect  ttiat  society, 
in  the  intervals  of  these  terrifii:  scourges,  has  invariably  been  subjeclcd  to  tbe 
varied  but  never-ending  oppression  of  difibreut  rulers,  who  seemed  to  have 
DOQiher  idea  of  government  bul  to  extract  as  large  contributions  as  possible 
from  the  people,  -it  seems  sarprising  how  the  human  race  did  not  become 
extinct  under  such  a  succession  of  calamities.  But  amidst  tliosc  multiplied 
evils,  the  village  system  has  provided  an  unheeded,  but  endoring  and 
eSeclnal  refuge  for  mankind.  Invaslob  may  succeed  invasion,  horde  after 
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horde  miy  sweep  <"er  the  country— dynuty  mey  oTertnni  dynasty,  revoln- 
tlon  be  followed  by  revolntlos;  bnt  the  wide-spreed  fouodations  of  rnral 
society  tra  unchanged :  the  social  families  foend,  but  break  not,  beneatb  the 
storm ;  industry  revires  in  its  ancient  seats,  and  in  its  pristine  form,  under 
whatever  government  ultimatdy  prevails;  and  the  dominant  power,  intent 
only  on  fresh  objects  of  plunder  or  aggrandizement,  rolls  past  these  anbeeded 
fountains  of  Induslry  and  population.  Tbe  Hindoos,  the  Patans,  the  Moguls, 
the  Hahrattas,  the  Seiks,  and  the  English ,  have  all  been  masters  In  turn ;  but 
the  village  communities  remain  the  same.  Abuses  and  oppression,  without 
doubt,  may  prevail  In  this  as  In  all  oUierbumaoinsiitaiions;  bnt  its  exten- 
tive  establishment  and  long  duration  in  the  East,  proves  that  it  has  been 
found  capable  by  esperience  of  affording  tolerable  security  to  the  labouring 
classes;  and  perhapsby  no  other  means,  in  the  absence  of  those  effective  bul- 
warks of  fr^om  which  the  intelligence,  hereditary  suceeaslon,  and  free 
epirtt  of  Europe,  create,  ts  the  inestimable  blessing  of  protection  to  humble 
Industry  to  he  so  generally  andeSectually  obtained.  The  whole  upper  and 
western  provinces  of  Bengal,  the  greater  part  of  the  Bombay  territories,  the

tnrta  of  The  concentration  In  the  hands  of  Government  of  so  large  a  pro> 
bild'.^ii<  portion  of  the  surplos  produce  of  the  earth,  as  is  effected  by  tfao 
"Ij^,"^^,  great  land-tax  of  India,  is  undonbtedly  prejudicial  to  society,  in  m 
muim.  tar  as  it  prevents  the  growth  of  that  important  class,  so  well  known 
in  European  Civilisation — a  body  of  hereditary  independent  landed  proprie- 
tors; hut  it  is  attended  by  this  important  advanl^e,  that  it  renders  tlM  other 
imposts  of  the  slate  extremely  trifling.  Of  the  total  revenue  of  L.19,900,000, 
more  than  a  half  is  derived  from  the  land  revenue;  and  of  the  indirect  taxes, 
nearly  two-thirds  is  laid  on  the  single  articles  of  salt  and  opium  (SJ.  When  we 
reflect  on  (be  numerous  taxes  which  are  levied  on  almost  every  article  otcan- 
■umption  in  Great  Britain,  ihismust  appear  no  small  recommendation  of  the 
Eastern  system.  It  is  obvionsly  the  same  advantage  to  a  nallon  to  have  a  con- 
siderable portion  of  its  revenue  derived  from  Crown  lands,  as  it  is  to  have  lU 
ecclesiastical  or  charitable  institutions  supported  by  separate  property  of 
their  own.  In  either  case,  the  cost  of  these  expensive  establishmenis,  essential 
to  Ihe  protection,  religious  instruction,  or  relief  of  the  people,  is  laid  upon 
Iheir  own  funds,  instead  of  being  imposed  as  a  burden  upon  the  earnings  of 
the  other  classes  of  the  community.  It  is,  perhaps,  the  most  remarkable  in- 
stance of  political  blindness  on  record,  that  the  republican  party,  both  in 
Prance  and  England,  should  so  long  have  endeavoured,  and  in  the  former 
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CM»U7  fiwceiiAill;,  to  dcMraj  the  proptttj  both  of  ibe  Cborch  lod  th« 
corporativubddingfuiub  devoted  to  the  purpoaes  of  charily  and  education; 
tfaal  ii,  to  tenniDate  the  pajFDMot  of  Itteu  necessary  estabtiabments  by  their 
•WB  &iadi,  and  throw  thai  maiDtenance  ai  a  lax  on  ibe  wages  of  labour. 
And,  without  going  the  length  of  the  opinion,  that  the  orieaUl  ayslem  Is  pre- 
fcrahlo  10  the  Und«d  pn^wielm  of  nuMkin  Euiope,  with  the  stability  which 
tbcy  canfo  aftn  ■actMjtU  um;  safely  he  asserted,  that  the  receipt  (rfa  cos* 
liderable  partion  of  the  public  revenue  from  landed  propeTty,  Tested  In  Go* 
Tennent  or  public  bodiea,  is  an  invaluable  featuie  in  poUlhad  instit^tioIU^ 
«td  the-Tery  kaH  wtdch*  real  patriot  wouM  seek  to  subvtrt. 
^^vjw  Bdigioitt  differeMe,  and  the  exclnsive  poastasion  of  power  bj 
^iSSSU  P*"*"***"*  w*  iwctesiaatical  establishment,  political  party,  or  domt- 
n  tMb.  neat  race,  hare  been  found  to  be  the  great  obslaclea  to  the  pacifi- 
Blin  of  the  fcjinptam"  of  nudera  Europe ;  and  in  Uw  centre  of  her  power, 
En^aod  has  furnd  it  impossible  to  condUate  the  affections  or  OTereome  the 
antipaihyof  the  native  inhabitants  of  Ireland.  But,  in  her  Eastern  empire^ 
paUtiai  oshi^on  In  more  rigid,  religious  distinctions  far  more  irrecon- 
dUle,  haTs,  under  the  able  and  judicious  management  of  the  (kmipauy, 
inoTedaoabalaole  to  thecoasoJidationofaTast  and  peaceabledonioion.  In 
India,  BOtwilhrtanrting  the  l<»g  period  that  some  districts  have  been  in  Bri- 
tish poMeaaiaa,aul  the  aaiversal  peace  which  reigns  from  Cape  Comorin  to 
the  Bimalaya  moonlaiDS,  the  natives  »n  slillineligible  to  offices  of  trust,  both 
in  diacivil  and  military  departmwls.  In  religion,  theprintiple  of  separation 
h  Hillaore  rigid.  Hindostan  has,  in  different  ages,  becoiorermn,  BOtnarelr 
by  eanqnercn  of  differail  races,  agreeing  only  in  Ibear  fm>city  to  the  v 


the  savage  pagans  of  Tartar;,  the  impetaoos  fira-worshippera  of  Persia,  the 
fiiHDphjuit  fc^wen  of  Hahomet,  the  disciplined  battalions  of  Christ.  These 
diffiront  and  hostile  religions  hare  imprinted  their  traces  deeply  and  ind^ 
llUy  en  the  Hindoo  p<^ulation;  and  of  the  two  hundred  miUions  who  now 
inhabit  the  ratt  Peninsula  to  the  south  of  the  Himalaya  mountains,  a  consi- 
^wable  proportion  stlU  foUow  the  faith  of  the  dominant  races  fnun  which 
they  severallT  sprang.

Visimn,  which  has  endured  unchanged  for  four  thousand  years ;  fifteen  mil-

*l^  the  tenets  of  Irianlsmandthe  doctrines  of  tbelDndooblth  are  strangely 
coB^ojiDdsd  togetbo-.  Heathens  and  cannibals  are  found  in  great  numbers 
CO  the  hfllyregiona  of  the  north-eastern  frontier ;  a  numerous  fragment  of 
'^■nces  or  Gre-wonhippm,  scattered  through  various  parte  of  India,  still 
V^ftem,  mtsinled  by  foreign  usage,  tbe  pare  tenets,  charitable  practices, 
mhI  elevating  worship  of  Zoroaster ;  Jews  are  to  be  seen  in  many  places,  whose 
^  Tcttanmtt,  coming  down  no  further  than  the'BabylonUn  caplirity,  indt- 
wies  that  the?  had  strayed  to  the  East  after  that  memorable  event;  while  a 
WdlnuBibertrfCbristians  have  preserved  inviolate,  through  eighteen  hun- 
°'*<i  yean,  the  fnndamental  principles  of  tbe  Gospel,  and  Itaces  are  to  be 
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foand  in  some  remoto  qnartcn  of  Itie  lost  Mbw  of  Ibe  dtfldnn  of  bnel(4).

IIm  rerttie,  howora-,  is  so  mndi 
the  case,  that  ft  ii  owing  to  this,  nuire,  periiaps,  than  any  oUmt  cause,  ibtt 
the  snt^ection  of  so  great  a  bod;  ofnatires  totliegoTeninMntefBhanMilot 
Ennpeans  is  to  be  ascribed .  Ilie  Indian  population  is  diridod  into  so  greit 
a  nnmber  of  dt^renl  faltiis,  that  no  one  is  predominant  w  can  daim  an  on- 
dispD  ted  pre-«ninence  over  the  others ;  and  political  power  Ims  so  kmg  lieea 
dissevered  fhim  religions  belief,  that  it  noloi^^  conatltatM  a  bond  ef  union 
by  which  any  formidable  coalition  can  be  behJ  tofOtber.  Not  only  are  then 
to  be  found  Hindoos  of  erery  prorince,  and  tribe,  and  dialect,  in  the  ranks  of 
the  British  native  army,  but  tbe  worshippers  of  ShiTa,  the  vlotas  of  Tishaa, 
a  multitude  of  Hahommedans,  both  of  the  Soonee  andSliiah  sects,  Protestant 
and  Catholic  hat'-casles,  and  even  Jews  and  Ghdiirs.  By  ifaii  intermixlare, 
unparalleled  id  history,  the  chances  of  any  considerable  eonibination,  either 
for  the  purposes  of  military  revolt  w  political  faostility,  have  been  consider- 
ably reduced.  Although  all  classes  live  together  on  terms  of  matual  fbrbeai^ 
ance,  and  this  amazing  diversity  of  religious  sentiment  in  no  way  intarrupts 
tbe  chain  of  military  subordination,  no  sooner  are  tiieir  professional  daUes 
at  an  end  than  the  distinctions  of  religion  and  casie  return  with  undimini^ied 
inflnence.  When  the  Tegiraeotal  parade  is  dismisaed,  the  soldiers  break  into 
separate  knots;  the  gradation  of  caste  is  restored,  tbe  distinotiom  of  futh 
return ;  the  Sudra  sergeflnt  makes  bis  tala/m  to  the  Brahmin  or  the  Bajpoot 
private ;  the  Huasnlman  avoids  tbe  Christian,  the  Shiah  tiie  Soonee,  tbe  Hin- 
doo all ;  and  an  almost  impassable  barrier  of  mntnal  disttnst  and  jealonsy 
obstracis  all  amalgamation  of  opinion,  or  imily  of  action,  even  upon  those 
national  objects  which  separately  interest  tite  whole  body.  Thus  the  heier<w 
geoeous  and  discordant  mass  is  kept  in  a  state  of  compliele  sobordiBatMHS  by 
the  only  power  among  them  whidi  possesses  the  inratimatrie  advantage  at 
unity  of  action;  and  the  British  Governinent,  strong  in  its  eslablidwd  pro- 
bity, and  tbe  good  (ailh  with  which  it  observes  its  engagements  both  towwda 
its  subjects  and  ils  enemies,  is  enabled  to  mainiaiD  an  undisputed  dominion 
over  ils  innumerable  and  multifarious  subjects  (2J. 
vut  Tirinr  It  is  a  common  opinion  in  Great  Britain, — vi4iere  tbe  real  nature 
°hi1^TcTi>  ^  ^''^  ^>3^^i  doDunions  is  unknown  loan  extent  which,  a  priori, 
iRiu.  would  appear  incredible, — that  Ibe  whole  of  India  is  inhabited  by 
a  race  of  meek  and  inoDiensive  Hindoos,  who  willingly  bow  the  node  to  every 
invader  who  chooses  to  oppress  tliem,  and  are  incapable,  aUke  from  their 
character,  climate,  and  ignorance,  of  opposing  any  effectual  resjstanoe  to  an 
European  invader.  The  slightest  acquaintance,  not  merely  with  IndiBn  imt 
Asiaticbbtory,mu$tbe>u£Gcienttodemonstrate  theanfaundednatweof  this 
opinion.  In  no  part  of  tbe  world,  perhaps,  has  foreign  oooqueat  impianled 
its  traces  in  more  iDdeUbIa  features  on  the  orlgiiial  population ;  in  none  is 
variety  of  present  character  and  qnilities  so  conspicuous.  So  br  from  lite 
inhabitantsoflndia  being  all  of  one  description,  aUke  timid  and  inoffensive, 
there  is  within  its  Umits  to  be  found  a  greater  intenaixture  of  races  than  in 
any  part  of  tbe  world,  and  as  large  a  proportion  of  hardy  valour  anddespwM* 
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dwigg-Mte  HtypMplenMnMiBliiibMT.  fiisbop  ad>«  joaMy  dbMrvm, 
ifaal  thve  if  u  greit  a  diifMrfty  between  the  iahatHtnta  of  Guzeral,  Bengal, 
(be Jteab,  aiid  tiw  Deccan,  ai  between  toy  four  ootioBg  of  Europe;  and  tbat 
*be  iafcabilaptt  of  Uie  preaidibeiea  of  MadBM  ami  Bombay ,  and  of  ibe  Deccaii, 
are  as  diOtnDt'  inn  each  otiier  aft  Ihe  French  and  Portugueie  inm  the 
Craefci,  Gennuu,  or  Pole*.  -iDdependeat  of  the  variety  of  the  proper  Indian

If  we  penetrate  into  more 
disUat  peaaeaiians,  the  virieties  of  human  cluracter  are  fiiili  more  remark- 
'  aUe;  (he  inbabitaBla  of  the  swanps  of  An-acan,  or  the  meadows  of  the  Ir- 
i»wiBdd]r,ar«atdistactfpeiBthe  btghlanders  of  Piepaui  as  the  ricegrowraa 
•f  (be  (Pangea  are  ironi  the  faonenen  of  Mysore,  or  Ihe  Pindanies  of  Malwa. 
It  was  in  (he plains  of  Bengal  alom,  tbat  the  British  force  met  with  the  genuine 
IIiBdeonoe,andthare«ictory  was  of  GoniparatiTely  easy  acquisition:  hut,as 
foreign  aggression,  or  the  necessities  of  their  situation,  forced  them  into 
Btore  distant  warfare,  they  wen  brought  in  collisiQa  with  nations  as  fierce, 
and  fiorccs  as  ftormidabte,  as  any  tbat  are  arrayed  under  the  tMnners  of  West- 
sn  Eitfvpe.  The  desperate  .defence  of  Saragossa,  the  obstinate  valour  of 
lapem,  liw  enthmiaatic  gaUanlry  of  Tyrol,  have  all  their  parallels  in  lljo 
MoalsofindiuwariiDeiaBdlbeberoiiiEwith  which  Napoleon  aud  his  re- 
doubtable fellowers  reaiatedand  overcame  the&e  varied  modes  of  hostility, 
w«  not  jester  (ban  that  with  which  the  British  soldiers,  aod  their  worthy 
native  alUcs,  eeubaled  on  the  plaleaa  ofUyswe,  the  hills  of  iMepaul,  or  the 
plaina  of  lUndoatan.

mi  the  daciiibn  and  skill  whkh  converted  the  petils  of  Assaye  into  a  decisive 
victory,  were  not  outdone  by  the  auM  illvMrious  deeds  of  the  conqueror  of 
n4MdeoB(l).

^r^'  ieranee  of  nee^  have  exerdaed  their  wonted  influence  on  the  cha- 
•HB.  .  •lactar  of  the  Indian  popMlation.  In  the  Oat,  hot  regions  of  Bengal, 
OB  the  riieres  of  the  Ganges,  and  amidtt  the  meanderiags  of  its  tributary 
streana,  is  le  he  fiMud  a  (imid,  gentle,  paqificy  race :  educated,  but  prone  to 
aaperstMon;  servile  i«  their  snperiorB^  but  tyrannical  to  iheir  inferiors  i  ob- 
ssquieas,yet  Ireat^cnnu;  skilled  in  the  arts  of  Eastern  sdulaiioD,  but  mild 
and  imrfEnaiTe  in  their  intercotttse  with  each  other.  In  the  elevated  regions 
of  ilie  PfMiiMla,  ••  the  oihet  hand,  on  the  high  (able-land  of  Mysore,  in  the 
wildJullseiAlniorahf  OB  the  lofty  mouutaiDsi^Iijepaul,  the  iuhabitants  are 
braTe,aniait,aiidiapetueiis;  glowing  with  ardour,  chivaha us  to  women, 
eomteeue  lo-  strangnt,  glmryi&g  in  deeds  of  heroism,  faittif ul  in  their  fiiend- 
ihips,  Tehewenlin  their  hatnid.  With  these  elevatedqualitiesaremingled, 
however,  others  which  belong  to  the  same  national  character;  a  lierce  and 
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revengeful  lemptT,  a  di«po»itiDnniicolliTated  MidJiBpalleiitAf  diietpline; 
habits  prons  to  TJoleoce,  and  nursed  to  crime  by  ages  of  nneonlroll^  licen- 
tiousneaa.  It  is  in  the»e  nations,  among  the  proad  Rajpoots,  (he  roTftig  Hahnt- 
las,  the  daring  ASgtukDS,  that  the  restrainti  of  regalar  gevemmont  are  widt 
most  difflcultr  introduced,  and  its  blesdngs  most  sentlMyMtby  tbefnba^ 
UnU;  but  itii  amongst  them  abotiiat  the  miliUrr  spirit  is  most  prevalent, 
attd  the  British  GoTernment  has  fbnnd  its  most  faltliM  end  intrepid  natfYe 
defenderafl).

^Ti^  none,  perhaps,  is  so  exUvordloBrf  as  tlw  rise,  progress,  and  fldelH^r 
*™'        oftheSaPofFottcE.  It  was  is  Bomhay  (hat  these  fiiTaluahle  auxi- 
liaries were  originalty  organiEod,  and  flte  first  mention  of  ihem  In  hbtory  ta 
when  a  corps  of  100  mttiTes  from  Bombay ,  and  400  from  Telliefaerry,  assisted 
the  armf  a(  Hadras  in'lT47.  From  these  hnmble  beginnings  has  ai^n  the 
present  munificent  native  amy  of  India,  which  at  one  period  amounted  to 
nearly  three  hundred  thonsand  men,  and  even  now,  on  a  reduced  peace 
establishment,  nombert  a  hundred  and  ninety-flve  thousand.  Their  ranks 
havefrom  theflnt  been  filled  indiscrimhiately  with  reemits  of  all  satians  and 
religious  persuasions ;  and  Hahommedans,  Hindoos,  Parser,  Jews,  and  Chris- 
tians are  to  be  found  blended  among  them,  withonf  the  dislinetion  of  race 
having  ever  interfered  with  tfaennity  of  action,  or  the  difference  of  religion 
aver  shaken  fidelity  to  duly.  The  whole  have  tbroughoat  been  raised  entirely 
by  Toliintary  enrolment,  widioat  a  cmscriirtton  or  forced  levy  having  ever , 
beenfottnd  necessary ;  and,  great  ss  the  present  amy  is,  it  con)dbequadrTi|Ued 
In  a  finv  months,  H  the  circomstances  of  the  Indian  Government  required 
SBch  an  augmentation  of  force.  11i«  fMlity  wHh  which  -nst  armies  can  be 
raised  in  die  East,  when  compared  to  the  violent. measures  by  which  it  has 
been  fbund  necessary  iti  Etnope  to  accomplish  the  same  ^}ect,  appears  at 
first  ^ht  sarprisiog ;  bat  it  ceases  to  be  so,  when  the  el^eU  otflie  distinction 
of  castes,  and  the  relative  sitnation  of  die  sepoy  scrfdters  and  the  other  classes 
of  the  commnnity,  are  considered.  The  military  form  a  distinct  caste  in  all 
the  Hindoo  communities ;  and  from  lather  to  son,  deeds  of  arms  are  handed 
down,  as  the  only  object  of  honourable  ambition,  the  4rue  Incitement  to 
glorious  exploit.  The  Rajpoot  of  Bengal  is  bom  a  soldier.  The  motber  r«- 
eounts  acts  of  heroism  to  her  iitbnt ;  from  earliest  youth  he  is  haUiuated  to 
the  use  and  exercise  of  arms.  Even  when  s^l  a  child,  the  future  warrior  is 
accustomed  to  handle  the  sword  and  da^er,  and  to  look  wHhoat  fear  on  the 
tanplementsof  death.  Whis  father  tills  the  ground,  the  sword  and  ■h.ield  are 
placed  near  the  furrow,  and  moved  as  his  labour  advances.  Thefiimaof  Ae 
youth  Is  constantly  strengthened  by  martial  exercises;  he  is  haMtbally  tem- 
perate in  his  diet;  of  agenerous  though  warm  disposition;  and,  if  well  breated, 
Eealons,  failhfol,  and  obedient.  It  was  from  this  military  caste  that  the  chief 
Indian  armies  were  first  farmed,  and  they  still  form  the  strength  of  the  nativo 
Infhntry.  In  process  of  time,  however,  as  our  empire  has  eitiended  into  more 
distant  regions,  dio  miUtarv  qualities  of  its  varied  inhabitants  have  been 
eolted  hito  action;  and  the  desnitory  activity  of  theMahTttta  horse,  not  less 
than  the  firm  intrei^ity  of  the  Mysore  cavalry,  or  th«  chivairons  valour  of 
the  Afl^han  gunners,  have  contributed  to  Ihie  formation  of  onr  mighty  do- 
ulnfoni(S).

valuable  qualities  :  Uie  uea  are  fearless  riders^  indefatigable  in  Ifae  senice 
of  light  Uoopi,  sober  aad  vigilant ;  they  talce  exemplar;  care  of  Uieir  hwaes, 
many  of  which  are  of  the  best  Persian  and  Arabiui  hreeda,  and  in  the  swwd 
exercise  or  single  combat  are  superior  tg  almcnt  any  of  (he  cavalien  of  Enrape. 
Nor  is  the  artillery  inferior  to  any  in  the  world,  either  in  the  iMrfeotion  at  lb« 
material,  the  condilian  of  the  horses,  or  the  cooIneM,  preciston,  or  bmtry  of 
the  gunners.  The  immense  host  is  entirely  under  the  direction  of  Biiiiih 
officers,  nearly  five  thousand  of  whom  are  employed  in  this  impottant  serriee ; 
but  the  non-commissioned  officers  and  subalterns  always  were  nativas,  aod 
the  avenue  to  more  elevated  promotion  is  now  opened  ifi  the  moat  deeervii^ 
of  then-  number  (1).  In  the  shock  of  a  regular  charge  alone,  the  n>tf  re  bone 
is  still  inferior  to  the  British,  a  peculiarity  which  has  dislingnidtad  tfa«- 
cavalry  of  the  eastern  and  western  worlds  in  every  age,  icom  the  daya  of 
Uarathon  to  [hose  of  the  Crusades  (SJ. 
1l^^°^,t  Volumes  miglit  be  filled  with  the  anecdotes  which  have  oGcaired 
',L  MMi,  wiLhin  the  last  eighty  years,  Ulustntive  of  the  sleady  courage  and 
w^T  incorruptiUehdaiily  of  liie  sepoy  troops.  They  first  rose  to  erainenoe 
ivthe  wars  of  Lord  Clive,  Lawrence,  Sotith,  tmd  Cooie,  in  the  middle  of  tba 
last  century;  and  Ihenumberof  Europeans  who- were  then  engaged  in  lodiw' 
warfare  was  so  iaconsideraUe,  that  almost  the  whole  glory  of  thejr  marvelloaa 
victories  is  in  reality  due  to  the  sepoys.  Thp  hardships  which  were  onder- 
pine  at  this  period,  by  all  the  soldiers,  both  native  aud  European,  from  the 
defective  state,  or  rather  total  want  of  a  commissariat,  were  excessive  ;bnt, 
although  the  British  power  was  then  only  in  iia  infancy,  and  little  promised  ' 
future  stability  toils  empire,  nothing  could  shake  the  fid;ehty  bflhe  sepoy 
troops.  On  one  occasion,  when  the  provisions  of  a  garrison  were  very  low 
and  a  surrender,  in  conse^iueDce  appeared  unavoidable,  the  Uinduo  soldiers 
entreated  their  commauder  to  al|ow  them  to  boil  their  rice,  the  .only  food  left 
■  for  the  whole  garrison.  "  Your  finglisU  soldiers,"  said  they,  "can  eat  from 
our  hands,  though  we  cannot  from  theirs ;  we  will  allow  ihem  as  their  shai« 
every  grain  of  the  rice,  and  subsist  ourselves  by  (prinking  the  water  in  which, 
it  has  been  boiled."  In  the  year  1780, 1781,  and  1782,  they  suffered  hardships 
almost  unparalleled;  there  was  hardly  a  corps  that  wd&  not  twenty' months  ' 
In  arrear,'  and  their  families,  under  the  pressure  of  a  dreadful  famine,  were 
expiring  on  all  sides;  nevertheless  their  .fidelity  never  gave  way  under  Ibis 
extreme  trial,  and  they  repaid  with  gratitude  and  atlocbment,  the  con- 
sideration, to  ihem  unwonted,  with  which  they  were  treated  by  their  Euro- 
[>ean  officers.  The  campaigns  of  Sir  Eyre  Coole  and  Lord  Ciive^  in  which  they 
bore  so  prominent  a  part,  still  form  an  object  -of  well-founded  pride  to  Xhs 
sepoys  of  Madras;  and  when  a  regiment  conies  into  garrison,  they  lead  thejr  . 
children  into  llie  great  room  of  the  exchange  of  that  capital,  to  point  out  the 
portraits  of  the  chiefs  who  first  led  their  fathers  to  victory  (3}.' 
5t,"f."'.'  Towards  the  close  of  the  war  with  Tippoo,  in  1782,  General  Ha- 
E^u^  Ihcwe,  with  his  whole  troops,  almost  entirely  native,  were. made 
■rial.  "  prisoners.  tlieSullaa,  sensible  of  the  advantages  he  might.derive 
from  the  services  of  so  large  a  body  of  disciplined  mm  iu  his  ranks,  made  - . 
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4*07  diurt  to  indDce  Ibe  Engflsh  sepoys  to  enter  bis  army,  but  In  T&In.  He 
tbm  tried  severity,  and  subjected  them  for  long  to  the  most  rigorous  con- 
ffBemeat,  and  uDbealtby'emptoymetits;  bat  notbing  coold  shake  their  fide- 
lily  ;  and  at  the  peace  of  f  78S,  fifteen  hundred  of  these  brave  men  manned 
a  distance  of  five  hundred  miles  to  Madras,  to  embark  and  rejoin  the  army 
to  which  ibey  belonged,  at  Bombay.  During  the  march,  the  utmost  pains 
wcM  taken  by  Tippoo's  guards  to  keep  the  Hindoo  privates  separate  from 
'  their  EanpMn  ofGcers,  in  the  hope  that  their  fidelity  might  yet  sink  under 
the  hardsHips  to  wbtcfa  they  were  exposed,  but  in  vain ;  and  not  only  did  they 
■U  remain  trae  to  their  colours,  but  swam  the  tanks  and  rivers  by  which 
tiMy  were  separated  from  the  officers  during  the  night,  bringingthem  all 
they  coold  uvefrmn  their  little  pittance;  "for  we,"  they  said,  "  can  live  oil 
Miy  thing,  bni  yon  require  beef  and  mutton."  A  battalion  of  the  Bombay ' 
12lh  regiment  mutinied  in  1704,  on  account  of  some  prohiises  made  to  the  ' 
'  soldiers,  having,  as  the;  aald,  been  broken.  A  severe  example  was  thought  ' 
necewary,  and  twenty-eight  of  the  most  guilty  were  sentenced  to  be  blown. 
frmn  the  moath  of  a'cannon.  As  they  were  on  the  point  of  being  execiiled, 
three  grenadiers  Who  happened  to  be  among  them,  Blcppcd  forward  and 
claimed  the  honour  of  being  blown  away  from  the  right  guns :  "  they  had  - 
■Iwafs  fought  oti  the  rfgbt,"  they  said,  "  and  they  hoped  they  should  be  al-    ' 

'  lowed  to  die  at  that  post  of  honour  (1)."  In  the  Advance  of  Lord  Lake's  army 
to  Delhi  and  Agra  in  1804,  the  hardships  and  privations  which  the  troops  of 
aUsortstndurod  were  such,  as  almost  to  breakdown  (he  spirit  of  the  SritJsfa 
oficers;  bdl  the  Hindotf  privates  never  showed  the  least  symptoms  offaiot- 
itaa  or -despondence,  saying, ,"  Keep  up  your  spirits,  sir;  we  will  bring  you 

'  in  safely  to  Agrt."  When  in  square,  and  sustaining  charges  of  the  enemies' 
horae,  i(  more  than  once  happencdj  y/htn  a  musket  was  fired  by  a  young 

.  wldier,  diat  a  veteran  struck  him  with  the  bu'l-Cnd  of  his  firelock,  exclaim- 
ing :  "  Are  yon  mad,  to  destroy  our  disciphne,  and  make  us  like '  th6  rabble 
that  are  attacking  us?  "  Nor  was  the  same  steady  courage  and  devoted  fide- 
lity'waitling,  on  sUllmor^. trying  occasions,  when  the  national  or  religions, 
prejudiceaof  the  native  soldier  were  brought  still  more  violently  in  collision 
wttfa  tbeir  military  duties.  At  the  Aiutiny  of  Vellore,  which' shook- the  Indian 
empire  to  its  foundation,  and  was  brought  on  by  an  absurd  interference, 
vitti  the  religious  feelings  of  the. troops,  the  sabres  of  the  native  dragoons 
Wen  dyed  as  deep  as  those  of'  l^e,  BritisH  in  the  blood  of  their  unhappy 
cenntrytnen';  and  on  occasion  of  a  recent  tumult  at  Bareilly,  the  capital  of  ' 
RohilcuAd,  occasioned  hj  the  fntroduction  of  a  necessary  but  unpopular 
poHce  tax,  which  commanded  the  sympathy  of  the  whole  neighbouring  po-^ 
pnlation,  a  battalion  of  the  27th  native  infhtiiry,  with  four  hundred.  Rohilla'  - 
none  recently  embodied,  were  all  that  could  be  brought  against  the  insur-  , 
genta,  who  were  above  twelve  thousand  strong.  They  continued  to  resist 
tiO  two  thoftiand  were  slain;  and,  although  many  of  them  were  their  rela- 
tions and  neighbours,  and  their  priest  advanced  and  Invoked  them  to  join 

.  thflr  tutpral  friends,  only  one'  man  w^s  found  wanting  to  his  duty,  and  he 
1^  InMdiately  pot  tq  death  by  his  comrades,  who  throughout  maintained 
flttfiHatt  iffitfiateta  fidelity  and  courage  (2}.    >

policy  with  which  the  East  India  Company,  through  every  Tidssitade  of 
fortune,  have  made  good  their  engagements,  and  the  inviolable  fidelity  with 
which  tliey  have  rewarded  the  services  of  the  troops  engaged  in  their  ranks. 
From  the  earliest  times  the  Indian  princes  have  known  no  other  why  of 
paying  their  troops  than  by  qnartering  them  on  some  of  the  hereditary  or 
conquered  provinces  of  their  dominions;  where,  though  military  license  itas 
allowed  every  latitude  in  the  exaction  of  their  pay  or  provisions,  the  soldfers . 
experienced  great  dlfGcuIty,  and  were  suhject  to  a  most  vexatious  uncerUtnty 
in  the  recovery  of  their  dues.  When,  therefore,  Instead  of  this  harassing  and 
oppressive  system,  the  Indian  sepoys  found  that  they  received  thdr  daily 
pay  as  regularly  as  an  English  soldier;  that  their  wants  were  all  provided-' 

•  fbr  by  ■  vigilant  and  honest  Government;  that  no  subaitern  fraud  or  chica- 
nery was  permitted  to  intercept  the  just  rewards  of  their  valour,  an^  tlftt, 
after  a  certain  number  of  years'  service,  they  were  permitted  to  retire  on 
ample  allowances,  or  a  grant  of  land  which  formed  a  little  patrimony  to 
themselves  and  their  descendants  (i) ;  they  were  struck  with  astonishment, 
and  conceived  the  most  unbounded  conlidence  in  a  [>ower  which  had  thna' 
for  the  fu-st  time  set  them  the  example  of  an  upright  and  benedeent  sdmh- 
nistration.  Power  in  India  is,  even  more  than  elsewhere  in  the  wm-ld, 
founded  on  opinion ;  and  the  belief  which  gradually  spread  universally  that 
the  East  India  Company  would,  with  perfect  regularity  and  good  fftlth,  di's-. 
charge  all  its  engagements,  formed  a  magnet  of  attraction  which  in  the  end 
drew  almost  all  the  strength  and  military  virtue  of  the  peninsula  to  its  stan- 
dards. When  minutely  examined,  it  wiU  be  found  that  It  was  neither  the 

.  military  discipline,  nor  the  scientific  acquisitions,  nor  the  political  talenta 
of  the  British  which  gave  them  the  empire  of  India,  for  all. these  were 

•  matched  in  the  ranks  of  their  enemies,  rccrtilted  and  directed  as  Ih^ 
were  by  French  olhccrs;  but  their  bomestt  km  good  CiiTH,  which  filled 
them  with  confidence  in  oach  other,  and  inspired  the  same  reliance  in  the 

.  native  powers ;  qualities  which,  though  often  ^overreached  in  the  outset  by 

cunning  and  perfidy,  generally  jirove  more'  than  a  match  for  them  in  the 

,    end,  and  are  destined  ultimately  to  give  to  the  Anglo-Saxon  race  the  doml- 

.  nion  of  the  globe  (S}.

It  wu  no  unuiual  thing  for  sixty,  eighty,  or  t  bnndred  thon- 
Mod  pmons-of  all  •««•  and  mm*  (o  be  put  to  death  in  a  alni^  day ;  great 
cilitp  and  even  capital*  were  at  once  deMr»yed  and  deUvered  Aver  Innaiilhw 
iBihealligatwaDdtbetlgeri  the  tieanirieeef  the  natlTepriocei  were  teva- 
riaUy  filled  wiUt  the  plunder  of  their  defeiiceleaa  anhteets.  Hu  ayttem  of 
HahoittinedaB  euellon,  at  Grat  under  the  naae  of  wntribntioD,  permanent- 
ly onder  that  of  rarenua,  iM&ig  erery  wbwe  tike  afme,  with  tita  power  of  ra- 
pwiDU  anniea  to  enlbrDe  it,  the  fate  of  the  unhappy  people  was  stamped  witii 
pemaseal  wretdiedneas.  Dreadftil  a*  wfn  the  deVasUtiens  of  war  and  om- 
qmst,  they  were  ai  nothing  compared  to  the  Uating  evlla  of  military  esaa-  ' 
tin  and  sapidity^  There  was  no  secarity  whatever  ^ther  for  pertain  or 
property ;  the  latter  was  always  considered  a*  the  fair  object  of  teixare  whcr- 
•rer  it  was  known  to  exist,  and  the  maai  of  the  people  weeesnbject  to  a  state 
of  povorty  from  which  there  was  no  escape— of  violence  and  oppression, 
against  which  there  wasno  redroas;  Wan  between,  the  native  or  Haboin- 
■eikn  princes  weTe.perpetnal,  and  their  denstatlon  eitended  not  merely  to 
the  treopa  or  armed  men  engaged,  but  to  the  whole  popolatioa :  weeping  mo- 
then,snuliDg  infanta  at  their  breasts,  were  alike  doomed  to  dettmetion;  the 
issrdi  of  troopa  raq^bt  he  Iradied  by  faillocla  of  bo(Ues  and  pynunids  of  ba- 
nan  beida,  burning  villages,  and  .desolated  eapitals.  Under  the  Hahratta 
cbieb,  who  rose  upon  the  decline  of  the  Tartar  dynasty,  the  same  boundless 
npadty  continned,  aggravated  by  the  establishment  of  above  twenty  petty 
dueb,  eaeb  of  whom  exercised  the  right  of  making  war  on  bis  own  aoconni:  - 
the  work  of  deiaslathm  was  peipetual— taassacres,  eonquests,  eonflapations, 
Bake.np  the  hiatnry  of  India  for  the  kst  eight  bnndred  yean.  So  miiversal' 
had  this  0H>resstDn  been,  and  so  deeply  rooted  had  its  effsetsbeeenein  the 
habits  of  the  people,  that  the  display  'of  properly  was  universally  avoided  as 
the  cartainftnvrunner  of  additional  exaction  I  pnnwrty  wuinTariablydlber 
hnried  or  ve^ed  in  diamonds,  which  adailtedof  easy  ConeealmeiUi  «t  the 
TMt  and  fertile  plains  of  India  not  nutre  than  a  fbiirdi  part  was  cultivated  (1);

popntatias,  is  hardly  ewbty  tbousandl  So  enormoiis,  indeed,  is  tbe  dlspro- 
'  poniOB  behroen  Ibe  British  rulers  and  tbeir  native  subjects,  ttut  it  is  l^ler- 
ally  tiu»  what  Ae  Hindoos  say,  that  if  every  one  of  Uie  <Dl)owers  of  Brasah 
were  to  throw  a  handfol  of  earth  on.  tbe  Europeans,  tbey  would  be  iMriect 
alive  in  the  midst  of  their  conquestft  (2). 
Dni>nn      it  aagventa  our  astonishment  at  tbe  wisdom  and  ben^cence  (rf 
•hi^'ihii'  tbe  Indian  Govemmeat,  that  these  marvellom  oenquests  bavebeon 
^riJ^iiMiif  gained,  and  these  lasting  benefits  oonfeired  npon  their  sobjecta, 
^~^  daring  a  period  diedured  by^  the  most  desperate  wan ;  when  the 

very  existence  af  the  Eoglisb  antborily  was  freqaently  at  stabe,  and  tte 
whole  energies  of  tiOTeniincBt  were  necessarily  directed,  in  the  firat  in- 
stance, to  the  presnratipn  of  their  own  national  independenoe.  During  the 
growth  of  this  astoni^ing  proqwrity  in.  tbe  Indian  provinces,  the  peninsula. 
has  been  the  seat  of  almast  unoeasing  warfare.  H  has  witnessed  ihe  dreadful 
invasion  of  HydcrAli;  Ihe  two  terrible  wars  with  TippooSaltaan;  tbealter- 
naUons  af  fortune,  f^om  the  berrers  of  the  Black  Hole  at  Calcutta  to  the 
Blorraing  of  Seringapatam ;  tbt  lot^  and  hlopdy  M abr alta  wars ;  tbe  Pindar^ 
ree  ooqflict;  the  Goorkha  campaigns;  the  capture  of  Bburlpore,  apd  the 
murdaroui  warfare  in  the  Burmese  empire.  During  the  seventy  years  of  Us 
recent  and  unexansfried  rise,  twelve  limg  and  bloody  wars  have  been  main- 
tained; the  military  strength  of  eighty  millious  of  men,  beaded  and  directed 
by  French  officers,  has  been  Iwoken,  and' greatness  insensibly  forced  upon  the' 
tieU  btdit  Cempany,  in  the  perpetual  slru^le  to  maintain  its  ciislence. 
Hie  Indian  Gevemaent  has  been  bat  fora  short  time  in  the  possession  of  i^ 
vast  empire:  twenty  years  only  have  elapaed  since  the  Hahratla  conCederacy . 
was  finally  broken ;  iU  eflNts  for  a  long  period  have  been  directed  rather  to 
iheacquintion  or  defence  of  its  territories  than  tbeir  improvement;  and  yet, 
during  tUs  anxious  aid  agitated  period,  die  progress  of  tbe  sable  raultiUide 
who  are  embraced  in  its  rote,  has  been  nnesaai pled  in, wealth,  tranqnitlity, 
■  andpublicfedioity. 

Win  In  it  was  a  maxim  with  the  Romans,  from  which  tbey  never  de- 
i^ll^'n  viated,  not  to  undertake  two  great  wars  at  the  -same  period  ;  bat 
dvuTtki  rather  to  submit  even  to  insults  and  losses  for  a  time,  than  bring ' 
g^JJu  *  second  formidable  enemy  oa  their  hands.  Stroqgly  as  this  prin- 
*""'■  dfiit  is  recommended,  both  by  its  intrinsic  viisdom,  and  tbe  exam- 
|tle  of  that  renowned  people,  it  is  Bot  always  capable  of  being  carried  into

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  this  remark  js-  well  • 
funded,  and  that  it  suflkdently  explains  the  experienced  Impossibility  which- 
the  British,  like  all  other  cotiquering  nations,  have  felt,  of  stopping  «hort  in  ■ 
Ihetr  career  when  once  commenced,  before  they  had  reached  the  limits  as-  i 
signed  bynatBTQ  to  their  further  progress.  From  the  time  when  ihey  lirst 
became  territorial  sovereigns  in  the  East,  and  a  handful  of  Europeans  ven- 
tored  to  rear  the  standard  of  independence  among  the  sable  multitudes  of 
Asia,  they  had  no  alternative  but  to  go  on  conquering,  in  a  continually  in- 
crctsing  circle,  Ull  they  camo  to  the  sniott's  of  the  Himalaya  and  ttic  wares 
of  the  Indus.

Fruee 
Tomiled  forth  a  host  of  ardent,  starring  fuotvent],  to  regenerate  by  pinnder- 
ing  all  mankind ;  and,  borrowing  from  her  predecessora  in  andeat  dmea  the 
maxim  Uiatwar  diould  be  made  to  maintain  war,  experteneedsot  leasr^lef  to  . 
her  finances  than  security  to  her  tnslitutioDs,  by  providing  eldier  by  deatb  or 

*'  Tlctoryfor  such  a  mahitnde  of  turbulent  defenden.  But  En^nd  had  a  very 
.different  task  to  exeente  when  she  became  involved  In  the  tasV  of  subjugat- 
ing Hindostxn.  The  centre  of  her  strength  was  sttnated  etgl)t  thonsaad  miles 
from  the  hanks  of  the  Ganges;  a  few  thousand  soldiers  were  all  she  could 
spare  for  Eastern, from  the  pressnreof  European  or  the  dangersof  American 
wariitre;  the  power  which  was  invotred  in  Indian  hostilities  was  a  m9« 
company  of  merchants,  who  loolted  only  to  a  profitabJeretamfbr  their  capi- 
tal, or  a  rise  in  the  value  of  their  stock,  and  dreaded  nothing  so  mnch  as  the 
cost  of  unproductive  warfare  t  for  thirty  years  after  they  were  involred  hi  .

.  or  tbe  necessary  defence  of  the  allies  whom  previous  vietory  had  brought4o 
,  their  side,  that  the  real  cause  of  all  their  Indian  acquisitions  Is  to  be  found. 
S^Kip.1  ^^^^  *^^  English,  in  the  middle  of  the  eighteenth  century, 
1-di...  quitted  their  commercial  establish iitrats  at  Calcutta  and  Hadnu  l^ 
woniiu  engage  in  a  perilous  contest  with  the  native  powers  of  India,  the 
'  pM.^n^'  chief  potentates  with  whom  they  were  brought  in  contact,  either  ay 
alhes  or  as  enemies,  were  the  fbllowing :  —  In  the  northern  parts  of  the  Pe- 
ninsula, on  the  banks  of  tbe  Jumns  uid  the  Ganges,  which  Is  properly  called 
■  Hindostan,  tbe  once  dreaded  empire  of  Timourhad  sunk  Into  the  dust;  and 
the  Mogul  emperors,  on  their  throne  at  Delhi,  conld  with  diflQculty  retaiD 
even  a  nominal  sway  over  the  powerful  rajahs  in  their  vast  dominions.  Ihe 
most  considerable  of  these  was  the  Raiab  of  Bengal  and  Berar,  whoM  dotiii- 
nioDS  extended  over  the  vast  and  fertile  plains  watered  by  the  Canges,  and 
who  boasted  of  thirty  millions  of  inhabitants  who  acknowledged  his  autho-  . 
rity.  The  next  formidable  potentate  on  the  eastern  coast,  between  Calcutta 

*  and  Madras,  was  the  Nizam,  whose  dominions  embraced  eleven  millions  «C 
soub,  and  whose  seat  of  goTcrnmeni  was  Hyderabad.  Dread  of  the  Mahrattaa, 
who  lay  contiguous  to  this  slate  on  the  west,  and  the  Sultan  of  Mysore,  who 
adjoined  it  on  the  south,  rendered  the  court  ofHyderabad  tbe  Ann  and  faiih- 
fol  ally  of  the  East  India  Company.  In  the  southern  part  of  the  Peninsula, 
jhe  dominions  of  the  Rajah  of  Mysore  exieuded  over  a  vast  extent  on  the  high 

.  table-land  of  Mysore,  three  or  fomr  thousand  feet  above  the  sea,  and  from 
Jils  strong  fortress  of  SeringapaUm  he  gave  the  law  to  sixteen  millions  of 
braV^jnen.  This  dynasty^  however,  was  supplanted,  about  the  some  lime 
tiiat  the  British  dominion  waseatablidied  on  ibe  banks  of  ttie  Guigei,  by  tiial 
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«rR;darAli,  t  t^fiw  of -tetviM,  irin  anirpad  Us  dMrialaw,  ud  sd^ 
to  flMn  Twtoni  lever  iMm  Ib  In  vtefnttr,  ud  wan  CMUMBiMted  to  ihq" 
vh»le  flMTlgoaraf  mteifriRe,  rodtte  tum  Cor  tonign  tkmhikiB.  Witfi 
Otfs  sr«M  power  Hrfoiu  and  Moody  wan  wete  waged,  bf  11m  EogUib,  far 
abeTe  thirty  yean. 

Fmher  to  the  north,  md  m  die  wntan  tout,  the  HafanHa  fnfcdwaay ' 
gimrBed  a  tanritory  of  Tait  sstoat  and  hoimdieaB  rtawireei,  tbi)0|h  iMr 
predatory  and  reetteM  babtls  wbkh  engtfsd  thnii  !■  eoaattnc  wan  wHh  their 
neigUMfns  aad  each  other,  kept  the  country  in  great  pM  iJBaokte,  and 
Mf^tfld  the  ftirest  gito  of  natara.  Konlied,  the  Hahnttta  ^deftatu  eonld 
bring  two  hundred  theniand  boraenen,  long  the  aeonrge  of  Northern  and 
Central  India,  Into  the.  Md;  bat  tkAr  oonatant  qnureb  with  «Hh  ethev  ■ 
rendered  H  ImprohaMe  that  thii  Tain  'fam  wonld  be  coaeentntad  egahiit  - 
any  exienul  enemy.  Tbe  siMt  renowned  of  Ottm  chieftalH  wet*  the  fUjah 
of  Berar,  Sdodtah,  and  Holkn-;  each  of  whom  osnldfMalerttxty  tbeuaaad 
men,  almanenthvlyeavah?.  TlieyaekBawledfeddlegianMtotliePeMnn,  , 
who  ms  the  fteed  of  their  confedentiea,  «nd  from  Us  aeat  of  goYoniment  at 
Poonah,  profcssed  to  execste  treaties,  and  issue  orden,  binding  on  the  irii^ 
confederacy;  bnt  his  antherlty  was  Htde  raoro  than  noorinal,  and  eaeh  of 
ibese  powerfal  diieftalna  took  npon  hfanseK,  witboot  semple,  to  make  war  ' 
and  condndeaBlancesonhisownacconnt.  A  vast  nnnber  of  lesser  eblefUiins 
eccnpied  the  tntcrmntng  country,  from  the  northern  frontfer  of  the  HahratU  ^ 
sUtes  to  the  Indus,  which  was  inhabited  by  dinreM  races,  Oie  Sefks  and 
Rajpoots,  filmed  in  every  period  of  Indian  history  for  their  martial  qnaliOes; 
while,  in  the  great  Alpine  ridge  which  separated  Hlndonan  from  Tartary,  the 
Goorkha  and  N^onl  tribes  bad  found  slialter,  and  maintained,  amidst  forest 
iieeps  and  narrow  rales,  the  Indomitable  valenr  which,  in  every  part  of  the. 
WorM,  seems  to  be  the  peculiar  aUribnto  of  the  monnt^n  race. 
SlllTkHtr  ^  ^'  (barter  o(  Incorporation  of  the  East  India  Compmy  was

territorial  soTerdgna.  During  the  long  period  that  inienrened' from  Ih^ 
fint  origin  till  the  middle  of  the  eigbteenUi  eentnry,  they  palnAilly  and  )n- 
dnstrfoBsIy  pnnned  a  pocHtc  career,  neither  aspiring  after  foreign  con- 
quest, nor  aceamnlathig  any  fcrce  to  defend  even  their  own  faciories  from 
aggresrion.  So  humble  were  their  forlanci  at  this  period,  that,  in  1790, 
■;M  'when  Uie  ferocions  tyrant  Snrajee  Dowlah  iflrested  and  cap- 

(nred  Calcnila,  the  destined  Qneen  of  the  East,  and  now  the  abode  of  a  mil-. 
cmkat  lion  of  Inhabitants,  the  whole  persona  made  prisoners  amoonled'. 
lJ^  ^  only  tobnehnndredandforty-slsl  They  were  all  conRned,byhls 
C-*^  orden,  in  a  dnngeon  not  twenty  feet  square,  with  only  one  window, 
during  an  intensely  hot  night  in  June.  Only  twenty-fbnr  survived  the  dread- 
(nl  svfliMattan  which  fellowed,  among,  whom  was  Mr.  Hollwell,  the  gafemor; 
but  tha  indignation  «zcii«d  tfarongkiut  England  by  that  inhuman  cruelly 
WM  tmexampled ;  aQ  classes  were  animated  by  a  generous  desire  to  avenge  . 
tboaulbrinpof  tbsir  eoanlrymen;  and  from  thBhorronof  the  Black  Hok 
of  Cakttta,  the  glories  of  otir  Indian  Empire  may  be  said  to  have  uken  their    < 

(MMu  n-  Ite  East  India  Company,  at  that  period,  posseued  an  tnconsider- 
a*^-  able  MttlemetU  at  Ibidras,  on  the  eastern  coast  of  India,  protected 
by  I  fort,  calM  Fort'Oo)^,  and  to  it  the  distressed  merchants  at  Caleotla  *

HiUUod  in  that  city,  which,  from  Its  -com|uralire  Tidnily  to  Pondicharry, 
the  principal  seat  oT  French  power  in  the  East,  was  most  exposed  to  danger, 
•ad  a  detachment  of  nine  haadred  Enropeans,  and  Sfteen  hundred  sepoys, 
WW  forthwith  despatched  to  raiore  the  British  tortmet  at  Uie  mouth  of  Uie 
bilges.

itk  b)  Ckn.  ag^j  t^  Govemmeut  at  Calcutta  received  advices  that  Sursjee  Dow- 

,  kfa  was  prepariDg  to  join  the  former  wfth  all  his  forces.  Clive  instantly  took 
his  determination ;  be  resolved  to  raise  up  Meer  Jaffier,  a  renowned  military 
leader  io  Bengal,  to  the  viceroyshlp  of  that  province,  in  the  hopes  that,  owing 
bis  elevation  to  the  British,  he  would  be  less  disposed  to  join  ibelr  eitemtes 
than  the  Nabob,  who  was  already  their  inveterate  enemy.  Such  a  treaty  was 
immediately  concluded  with  Heer  Jaffier,  on  terms  highly  fiivonrable  to  the 
English  I  and  shortly  after  hostilities  commenced,  by  Colonel  Clive  marching 
widi  two  thousand  men  agaiusi  the  French  fort  of  Chandemagore,  on  the 
Uooghley,  sixteen  miles  above  Calcutta.  This  fort  was  soon  taken,  and  se- 
uA  jkh  i7t-.  verol  other  forts  reduced.  At  length,  on  the  22d  June,  Clive,  with 
his  little  army,*hen  raised  to  900  Europeans,  2000  sepoys,  and- six  guns,

•f  elftciiDi;  an  acconmodaUon.  At  length  he  strnch  a  decisive  blow. 
Seodlng  all  his  heivf  eannon  md  btggage  home  from  Pondlcherry,  which 
dDTing  his  fncnrsioni  he  had  twke  visited  (d  confer  with  the  French,  he  pat 
hinnelf  at  tfie  head  of  six  Aonund  of  his  ivifiest  horse,  drew  the  English 
i^ti.  nt».  by  a  aariei  of  sUe  Borements  to  a  cotiajderable  distance  from  Ma- 
dras, and  iben,  bj  a  npid  nirch  of  a  hnmlred  and  twenty  miles  in  three 
days,  intcrpoiMl  between  tbem  and  that  capiu),  and  approadied  to  Mount 
St.-TlioBi^,  in  it>  iramediMeTiGiaity.  Hie  council  were  tilled  with  conslerna* 
tfon :  altbwigh  th«  Gortons  could  have  held  out  till  the  arriTil  of  the  English 
anny,  the  open  town  and  villas  in  iu  vicinity  were  exposed  to  ifnmediaie 
dcstnetiOD;  and '  they' gladly  enbrKed  the  ovennres  of  accommodation 
which,  like  Hap(rf<on,  he  made  in  the  moment  of  his  greatesl  success,  and 
cMidnded  peace  on  the  invader's  tenns.  By  this  treaty  it  was  provided  that 
bolfa  partiesshooklniakeamutaalrestitntioBof  theircoDquests,  andthatin 
oae  ef  aUack  Ihey  sbonld  afford  each  other  mutual  aid  and  assistance  (1). 
Tv._^  The  principal  (Aject  of  Syder  in  concluding  thus  fluddenly  this 
cTlitk^  important  treaty,  was  to  obtain  for  his  usurped  throne  (he  coan- 
^3^  5*  lenance  of  the  English  power ;  the  same  motive  which  was  Napo- 
ttr..r*Mi^n's  inducement,  immediately  after  obtaining  the  consular  power, 
i£^  "  in  making  proposals  of  peace  to  Great  Britain.  He  soon  after,  ac- 
eordingly,  nwde  a  reqaisition  for  the  junction  of  a  small  body  of  English 
Midlers  to  his  forces,  in  order  to  demonstrate  to  the  native  powers  tbe  reality 
of  the  alliance.  The  Company's  affairs  received  so  serious  a  shock  by  this 
iagleriofls  treaty,  that  their  stock  fell  at  once  siity  per  cent.  Hyder,  some 
yeart  afterwards,  became  involved  in  wars  with  his  powerful  Northern 
iwi|;hboaT3,  the  Hahraltas,  in  which  he  was  at  first  reduced  to  great  straits, 
and  he  made  an  earnest  requisition  for  assistance  to  the  Company  in  terms  of 
the  treaty  of  1769;  bnt  the  Madras  Council  cooOired,  on  one  pretence  or  an- 
Uf.  int-  '  other,  to  elude  the  demand,  to  the  inconveRieuws  of  which  they 
were  now  fully  awakened.  These  repeated  refusals  excited  great  jealousy  in 
the  breast  of  the  Mysore  chief,  the  more  especially  as  he  was  well  aware  that 
the  English  had,  in  the  interval  since  the  cessation  of  hostilities,  greatly 
augmented  their  army,  especially  in  cavalry,  in  which  it  had  formerly  ex- 
jperienced  so  lamentable  a  deficiency,  and  that  they  had  now  thirty  thousand 
wdl-disciplifled  men  in  the  Presidency.  Accordingly,  in  June  1780,  he 
docwded  into  the  Carnatic,  at  the  head  of  the  most  powerful  and  best  ap- 
peinled  amy  which  ever  had  appeared  in  India,  coiuisliDg  of  twenty  thousand 
legnlar  infantry,  and  seventy  thousand  hone,  of  whom  nearl)'  one  half  were 
(HadpHned  in  this  European  method.  So  suddenly,  and  with  luch  secrecy, 
wef«  bis  mcKBTCB  taken,  that  tbe  dreadful  torrent  was  in  motion  before  the 
En^fsh  were  so  much  asaware  of  its  existence;  and  the  Government  of  Ha- 
dr«s  were  apprised  of  ike  approach  of  the  enemy  for  (he  first  time  by  vast 
columns  of  smoke  rising  from  burning  villages  in  the  Carnatic,  which,  con- 
verging from  different  directions,  threatened  lo  wrap  the  capital  in  oon- 
lUgraliOt  (2;.

The  Indisn 
ehiof  was  not  slow  in  fbllawing  up  this  exlnerdinary  tide  of  suooeas :  ArcoC 
was  speedily  reduced;  the  whole  ep«i  oMutry  nvaged,  and  siege  laid  to 
Wandimadi,  Vellsre,  ChiBilepnt,  and  all  the  stron^iolds  of  the  Camatic. 
PartlcB  of  the  Hysoiean  h«se  qproached  to  the  galea  of  iladros;  the  whola 
villas  itt  its  vicinily  were  deserted,  and  preparations  were  even  made  in  lli« 
]ff^denoy  for  crosaiiig  Ihe  surf  at  the  bar  md  aba&dDiilBg  the  Camttio  Cor 
ev«(l). 
^^;^  It  iifnvwlably  on  a  crisis  of  this  kind  ihat  thereby  great  acqoira 
IT  "lid'sii  ™  uoendency :  the  tlnild  shrink  fkmn  responsibility,  the  nmHitudc 
.  i^'oMt  dameurfbrsobeaisBlon;  IhebraveandintreqidstandfiirtfcM  Iha 
MiSl^'ifi  deserving  leaden  of  mankind.  Hie  Council  of  Madras  in  the  Isst 
KnTihiiio.  estreeiity  applied  lo  the  Goremment  of  Calcutta  for  aid;  aod 
WiKiEN  Hitniies  was  at  its  head.  Iratanlly  smamoning  up  all  his  reMorcei, 
heroaesoperiorto  the  danger;  despatched  Sir  EyreCoote  with  five  hundred 
Europeans,  and  an  equal  number  of  sepoys,  to  ths  sucoour  of  Madras,  and 
snpenedidg  the  Conncil,  whose  improvidenoe  or  IneapacKy  had  brought  the 
pubUc  fbrtanes  to  such  a  pass,  took  apon  himself  the  supreme  direotion  of 
affairs  both  in  bis  own  and  the  sister  presidency.  Nothing  could  exceed  Ih* 
disastrous  slate  ef  xffiura  whan  Sir  Eyre  Coote  now  took  the  field  agxbitt 
Hyder.  His  whole  force  did  not  exceed  seven  thousand  men,  otwhom  ottlj 
one  thousand  seven  hundred  were  Europeans ;  and  be  had  to  oppose  above  a 
hundred  thousand  enonies,  of  irttom  eighty  thousand  were  admirable  hOTMi, 
and  three  thoosand  French  apxiliaries  who  had  recently  landed  Irom  EUi- 
rope,  in  hopes,  by  the  aid  of  so  renowned  a  chieftain,  of  restoring  their  faUen 
fortunes  in  the  East.  By  a  conduot,  however,  at  once  prudent  and  Inlr^dd, 
be  succeeded  In  re-eMablishing  aOairs  In  the  Camailc :  the  aleftes  of  Wan- 
dimash,  Vellore,  and  the  other  beleegueTed  fortresses,  were  raised  by  Hyder 
at  the  approach  of  this  new  and  more  formidable  enemy ;  and  at  l«igUi,  after 
uihtj.iiai.  «  variety  of  operations  atimded  with 'various  suocess,  a  decisive 
battle  was  fought  between  Ihe  imposing  forces  on  Uie  seanjoast  near  Porto 
Novo,  where  the  English  bad  proceeded,  in  order  to  stop  theincunlou  of 
the  Hysoreaos  in  the  dtreetlOB  of  Coddalore.

By  Ui  ladeftrtigahle  eihru  the  reeenrcas  of  Lord  Macartney  were 
w  BDeb  aagncBtei,  Mm  bis  lordship  was  awdtled,  in  November,  to  uader- 
u*  R«.<t«>.  take  fte  important  antarprise  of  attacking  Negapatam,  a  strong- 
bold  of  Hyder'a  tm  the  seaooast,  which  gave  him  an  easy  entry  into  tbeCar- 
■atie;  awl  with  nch  vigonr  were  tbe  opmtions  conducted,  that  in  a  iaw 
weeks  Ihaplaea  wu  taken,  and  the  garrison  of  seven  thousand  men  made 
M  B^  prisoners.  The  British,  upon  this,  r^ained  their  superiority  over 
Ae  aaansy  in  the  fidd,  and  Sir  Eyre  Coote,  taking adTaUage  of  it^  puibed  on 
and  raltaved  Vellnre,  to  the  infinite  Joy  of  the  garrisonf  who  bad  been  sixteen 
Manilla  das^  Uot^ded,  and  were  then  redaced  to  the  last  extremities.

>t*rA  iTta.  Bttfihwaite,  with  two  thousand  men,  was  totally  defeated  by  Tip- 
no  Saib,  Byder's  sen,  at  the  head  ef  ten  Uiousand  horse  and  twenty  pieces 
of  annofl,  on  the  banks  of  the  Cole  ri^er  in  the  Tanjore;  and  the  humane  in- 
larposition  of  Lally  and  the  French  anxiliary  officers  alone  presored  (he  pri- 
Boners  from  destniction ;  while,  after  a  bloody  action,  Hyder  in  person  was 
repabed  by  Sir  Eyre  Coote  near  Arnee,  a  few  months  after.  This  was  the  last

•km.  obligodby  bad  health  to  return  to  Calcutta,  and  Hyder,  in  the  midst 
of  the  most  active  op^tiMis,  in  conju|icUon  with  the  French  Heet  of  twelve 
sail  of  the  Une,  which  had  anired  ofT  the  coast,  was  summoned  to  another 
world,  and  died  at  Chitere  at. the  advanced  age  at  eighty-two  (3).

In  rain 
mr.i;8».  LordMacartney,nha  was  aware  of  the  slender  tie  by  which  oriental 
armies  were  held  together,  urged  General  Stuart,  who  had  succeeded  Sir  Eyre 
Coote  in  the  command  of  the  anny,  lo  talie  advantage  of  the  consternation 
produced  by  the  death  ofHyderand  absence  ofTippoo,  and  insUntly  attack 
tiie  enemy.  The  jirecious  moments  were  lost :  dissension  broke  cut  between 
the  civil  and  military  authorities,  and  Tippoo  joined  the  army  and  establish- 
)».  tu..  ■]■].  ed  himself  on  his  father's  throne  in  the  beginning  of  January.  He 
was  recalled,  however,  to  ihecentreof  his  dominions,  obliged  to  evacuate  all 
his  father's  conquests  in  the  Carnatic,  and  abandon  and  blow  up  Arcot,  in 
consequence  of  the  appearance  of  a  formidable  enemy  in  the  vitals  of  his 
power.  The  Bombay  government,  hating  considerable  disposable  forces  in 
consequence  of  the  Habralta  peace,  bad  detached  a  powerful  body,  under 
Colonel  Humberstone  and  General  Mathews,  Into  the  Mysore  country.  These 
enterprising  ollicers  carried  Onore  by  storm,'  on  the  sea-coast,  mounted  the 
great  pass  called  the  Hussaingurry  Ghaut,  four  thousand  feet  high,  sur- 
raounled  by  a  road  slowly  ascending  through  cliffs  and  precipices  "tor  At© 
miles,  drove  the  enemy  from  all  (he  batteries  and  forts,  hitherto  defemed  im- 
pregnable, by  which  it  was  defended,  and  rapidly  advancing  along  the  table- 
land of  Mysore,  at  the  summit  made  themselves  masters  of  the  rich  city  of 
BednOre,  with  a  vast  treasure,  by  capitulation ;  carried  Ananpore  and  Bait- 
galore'  hy  assault,  and  spread  terror'  throughout  Ibe  \rtiole  centre  of  Tippoo's 
dominions(i). 
S^'lMb»i  -  ^'*  formidable  irruption  completely  relieved  the  Carnatic,  whicb 
'"""h*!'  '^"'^  hitherto  been  almost  eiclusirely  the  seat  of  hostililie»,  from 
i!^"  '  the  invasion  by  which  it  had  been  for  a  seKes  of  years  so  erueUy 
ravaged,  and,  by  depriving Tippoo  of  the  treasure  at  Bednore,  amonnting  td 
above  a  million  sterling,  seriously  crippled  his  power;  but  it  led,  in  the  first 
instance,  lo  a  cruel  and  unexpected  reverse.  The  magnitude  of  the  spoil 
taken  St  Bednore,  threw  the  apple  of  discord  among  the  victors :  General 
Mathews  refused  to  devote  any  portion  of  it  lo  the  pay  of  the  troops,  though 
w.rrh.  nil.  they  were  above  eighteen  months  in  arrear ;  Colonel  Humberstone 
and  several  of  the  leading  oflicers  threw  up  their  commands,  and  returneid 
to  lay  their  complaints  before  the  government  at  Bombay ;  the  army  was 
ruinously  dispet^d  to  occupy  all  the  towns  which  had  been  taken ;  and,  in 
the  midst  of  this  scene  of  cupidity  and  dissension,  Tippoo  suddenly  appeared 
91b  April.  amongst  them  at  the  head  of  fifly  thousand  nien.  Mathews,  with 
two  thousand  infantry,  was  defeated  before  Bednore,  and  soon  ofterforced  to 
surrender  in  that  town.  The  prisoners  were  put  in  irons,  marched  off  like 
felons  to  a  dreadful  imprisonment  in  the  dungeons  of  Mysore ;  the  whole 
tuwns  taken  by  the  British,  In  the  high  country,  were  regained;  and  the 
remnant  of  their  forces,  driven  down'  the  passes,  threw  themselves  into  the 
important  fortress  of  Mangalore  on  the  sea-coast  below  the  Ghauts,  where 
they  were  immediately  invested  by  the  victorious  troops  of  the  Sultan  (2). 
si(i«s(  The  Governments  of  Madras  and  Bombay,  a  live  to  the  vital  Im- 
"'SSTh^w  por'ance  of  withdrawing  Tippoo's  atteiilion  from  this  siege  by  df- 
wkll'rf  versions  in  other  parts  of  his  dominions,  put  in  motion  two  difffe- 
HyxHc.  rent. expeditions  from  ihe  Malabar  and  Coromandel  coasts,  into  the 
country  of  Coimbetore,  in  tbc  centre  of  his  dominions,  and  endeavoured  lo 
stir  up  a  civil  war  there  by  supporting  the  cause  of  the  deposed  Rajah  of 
Mysore,  whom  Hydcr  had  dispossessed.  This  project  proved  entirely  si

full  ia  view.  Tbe  superiority  of  the  British  forces  in  the  field  was  now  appa- 
rent; the  conclusion  of  a  peace  between  France  and  England,  of  which  in- 
telligence had  lately  arrived  in  India,  had  deprived  Tippoo  of  all  hope  of  Eu- 
ropean aid,  and  tbs  gallantry  of  the  bcave  garrison  of  Uangalore  had  bafQed 
all  the  efforts  of  bis  vast  army,  and  exposed  them  to  dreadful  losses  by  siclc- 
wtfebinh  ne&g  during  the  rainy  months.  Discouraged  by  so  many  untoward 
■°' V™"-  circumstances,  tbe  bold  spiritand  invetcralehostility  of  the  Sultan 
atlflugth  yielded ;  after  several  insincere  attempts  at  on  accommodation,  a  real 
DegDtialioD  wa«  set  osfoot  in  the  close  of  1783;  and,  ibough  the  pacilication 
camfi  loo  late  to  save  Mangalore,  the  brave  garrison  of  which,  after  sustain- 
n-r.  II,  •^u■  ing  a  siege  of  seven  months  against  sixty  thousand  men,  had  at 
length  been  forced  by  famioc  to  capitulate,  on  tbe  honourable  terms  of 
marching  to  the  nearest  English  territories  with  all  their  arms  and  accoutre- 
mraits;  yet  it  was  in  the  end  concluded,  and  delivered  the  English  from  the 
Bust  formidable  wu  they  have  ever  sustained  for  the  empire  of  the  East  (1). 
On  the  If  lb  of  March  1784,  peace  was  concluded  on  the  equitable  terms  ofa 
BDtnal  restitution  of  conquests. 
°|'.°''^'^_  It  is  seldom,  gays  Cibhon^.that  the  father  and  the  son,  he  who 
2*^»^  has  home  the  weight  and  he  who  lias  been  brought  up  in  tbe  lustre 
'  ,wi",  of  the  diadem,  Exhibit  equal  capacity  for  the  administralion  of 
aSkirs.  Tippoo  inherited  from  bis  lather  all  his  activity  and  vigour,  alt  his 
(Tuelty  and  perfidy,  and  if  possible,  more  than  his  hatred  and  inveteracy 
a^nst  the  Cnglishi  hut  he  was  by  no  means  his  equal  cither  in  mihtary 
geniiu,  or  in  the  capacity  far  winning  the  afiections  and  commanding  the 
respect  of  uankind.  Above  all,  he  was  not  equally  impressed  as  his  great 
pnjdficessor  with  the  expedience  of  combating  tbe  invaders  with  tlie  national 
arms  of  the  East,  and  wearing  out  the  disciplined  and  invincible  battalions  of 
Eimpe  by  those  iDOumerabJe  horsemen,  in  wbom,  from  tbe  earliest  limes, 
ihe  real  strength  of  Asia  has  consisted.  Althost  all  Hyder's  successes  were 
gaioedbjbiscavalryiitwas  whenseveredfrom  his  infantry  and  heavy  artil- 
Inf,  and  aMended  only  by  afewflying  guns,  that  his  forces  were  most  for- 
BwUhIe;ud  it  augments  our  admiration  of  the  firmness  and  discipline  with 
wbtdi  ihe  British  and  sepoy'rcgimenisunderCooie  withstood  bis  assaults, 
irben  ve  recollect  that  they  had  to  resist  for  days  and  weeLs  together,  under 
tiie  nys  irf  a  tropical  sun,  the  incessant  charges  of  a  cavalry,  rivalling  that  of 
ibe  nvfbiaos.in  swiftness,  equaUiug  that  of  the  Uaroelukes  in  daring,  ap- 
proaahiBg  lo  that  of  tbe  Tartars  in  numbers.  But  it  was  the  very  excess  of 
the  admiration  which  their  great  qualities  awakened  among  the  native  powers 
Thick  fnwed  the  ruin  of  Tippoo,  and  in  the  end  gave  tbe  British  the  empire 
of  tbe  iCnt-  The  officers  of  the  Mysore  court  were  so  much  struck  by  ihe 
exOMwiiwiry.  spectacle  of  a  few  Oiouaend.  disciplined  men  successfully  re- 
tisting  ibo  thiinderiog  charges  of  thirty  or  forty  thousand  admirable  horse- 
nes,  Um  they  conceived  thai  Ibe  secret  lay  not  in  their  character  but  their 
UclicC}«Bd.iuUii4Uy  enough  imagined,  that  if  they  could  give  to  their  own 
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numbo^  and  daring  the  diMipliiie  aiid  MMilfaiBi*  of  Bimpe,  tliey  inoM 
proTe  trretistible. 
lu  niwu  Hence  the  general  adoption,  not  Mly  to  the  Hyiora  hot  the  othtr 
'J!^4^  Indian  stales,  of  the  European  taetios,  arma,  and  ifiidpHne;  ■ 
H^^t"  (=b*iisc  ^  b"  others  the  moit  ruinous  to  their  anm,  and  irMcfa,  in 
f^'m"  5ubse<iaem  timeg,  has  proved  ftial  to  the  independence  of  Tuitey. 
Erery  people  will  find  stfet;  beat  in  their  own  pecaliarmdnattomlfbrcea; 
the  adoption  of  the  tactics  and  military  systems  ofanoiher  race,  wfllgcnerallT 
share  the  fate  of  the  transplantation  of  a  constitution  to  a  dilferent  people; 
It  was  neither  by  imitating  the  Roman  legions  that  the  Parihians  defeated  the 
invasions  of  Crassni  and  Julian;  norby  rivaUiogthe  heery  anned  crosaders 
of  Europe,  that  Saladln  ballled  the  heroism  of  Richard;  nor  by  vanquishing 
the  French  infantry  that  Alexander  forced  Napol^n  into  Ibe  llowevr  re- 
treat. Light  horse  ever  have  been,  and  ever  will  be,  the  nuki  strength  of 
the  Asiatic  monarchies,  and  when  they  rely  on  such  defenders,  and  ^My  are 
conducted  hy  competent  skill,  tbey  hare  hjthnto  proved  invincible.  It  is 
the  adoption  of  the  system  of  European  warftre  which  has  UBUormly  itfovnd 
their  ruin.  Uyder's  horse,  iike  the  Parthian  or  Scythian  cavalry,  migfat  be 
repulsed,  hut  (hey  could  not  be  destroyed;  the  European  squares  toiled  ia 
vain  after  (heir  fugitive  squadrons,  and,  when  worn  out  by  incesMDt  m«rd>- 
Idg,  found  themselves  enveloped  by  an  indefatigable  and  loOg  invisible 
enemy.  But  Tippoo's  baltalions  could  not  so  easily  escape;  protection  to  thefa- 
guns  and  ammunition  waggons,  required  that  they  should  stand  the  elteek 
of  regular  soldiers.  Asiatic  vehemence  strove  in  vain  to  withstand  European 
valour;  the  strength  of  the  East  wae  lost  without  that  of  the  West  being 
gained ;  and  in  th^  attempt  to  substitute  the  one  for  the  otho",  the  throne  of 
Mysore  fell  to  the  earth  (1). 
M.  fl.ri-  Soonafter tbelndianempireof  ilieEastlndiaCompanyhadbeot 
plnnn^  engaged  In  these  desperate  contesia  for  their  very  existence,  on 
p™™'"""-  the  plains  of  the  Camatic,  the  stateaoan  vhoie  firmness  and  alri- 
lity  had  brought  tiiemthrqugh  the  crisis  was  exposed  to  an  unparalleled 
persecution  from  the  people  on  whom  he  bad. conferred  so  inesiiinable  a 
benefit.  In  the  confusion  and  vicissitudes  of  an  empire  (has  tuddenly  ele- 
vated to  greatness  in  a  distant  hemisphere,  without  any  adequate  restraint 
either  on  private  cupidity  or  public  ambition,  many  deeds  of  injustke  had 
been  committed,  many  private  fortunes  made  by  means  which  would  not 
bear  the  light,  many  acts  of  oppression  perpetrated,  in  the  name,  and  some- 
times under  the  pressure,  of  sute  necessity.   All  these  misdeeds,  InseptiliMe

Dnriug  one 
hundred  and  thirty  days  that  the  (rial  lasted,  diffused  over  seven  years,  the 
poHie  tniereM  wu  unabafed  :  Westttinster  Hall  was  thronged  with  all  the 
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>Ki  A[ni,<i(S.r«iik,  and  irit^  md  beauty  of  the  realm  :  and  thougb  it  terminaied 
in  his  acqaittal  by  a  majority  of  eight  to  one  on  all  the  charges,  yet  the 
national  mind  was  «eriai]s)y  impressed  with  the  numerous  accnsationa  es- 
forccd  with  so  much  eloquence  :  his  private  fortune  was  almost  ruined  In 
the  contest ;  and  nothing  but  the  liberality  of  the  East  India  Company,  who 
nobly  Bupporfed  him  against  sncli  a  terrent  of  obloquy,  with  unshaken  firm- 
ness, preserved  the  otherwise  unbefHepded  statesman  from  total  ruia{l}. 
The  Sovereign  of  Hindostau,  the  man  who  might  have  placed  himself  on  the 
throne  of  Aurengzebe,  and  severed  the  empire  of  the  East  from  the  British 
crown  during  the  perils  of  the  American  war,  was  bowed  to  the  earth  by  the 
^n-M.  .m.  stroke;  he  remained  for  twenty  years  in  retirement  in  the  country, 
and  sank  at  last  unenoobled  into  the  grave. 
rh",j;'^  Bu'  "t"'  "*  great,  and  will  prevail.  Time  rolled  ois  and  brongbt 
Klf'h'J'i"'''*  '"''^i*'^  changes  on  its  wings.  The  passionate  declamatkins  of 
tZii^,' '  Mr.  Btirke  were  forgotten ;  the  thrilling  words  of  Mr.  Fox  had 
passed  away ;  the  moral  courage  of  Hr.  Pitt  had  become  doubted  in  the 
transaclion;  but  the  great  achievements,  thefar-seeing  wisdom,  the  patriotic 
disinterestedness  of  Hr.  Hastings,  had  slowly  regained  their  aseendeBcy  over 
general  thought;  piany  of  the  deeds  proved  against  him,  it  vras  seen,  had 
been  imposed  on  him  by  secret  instructions,  othersoriginated  in  overbearing 
necessity;  (he  poverty  of  the  illustrions  statesman  pleaded  eloquently  in  bis 
fevour;  the  magnitude  of  his  services  rose  in  irresistible  force  to  the  recol- 
leclion ;  and  a  few  years  beforo  his  death  he  was  made  a  privy  oouDcilkir, 
from  agrowingsense  of  the  injustice  he  had  eiperjenced.  When  he  appeared 
in  1813  at  the  Bar  of  the  House  of  Caramons,  to  give  evidence  on  the  renewal 
of  the  Company's  charter,  the  whole  members  spontaneously  rose  up  in 
token  of  respect  to  the  rictjm  of  their  former  persecution;  and  when  he 
was  called  from  this  checkered  scene,  his  statue  was,  \rith  general  conaoit; 
placed  by  his  unshaken  friends,  the  East  India  Directors,  among  those  of  (be 
illustrious  men  who  had  founded  and  enlarged  the  empire  of  the  East  (2).

PeneentioQ  of  its  nost  iUusirious  citizens,  of  the  greatest  ben^ctors  of 
Ibeir  cooDtry,  bu  erer  been  the  diagnce  of  free  states :  the  sacrifice  of  Sir 
BobeK  CaMw,  who  lOTod  England  from  NapoUon's  invasioo ;  of  Lwd  llel> 
aSe,  wbo  yreptrad  ior  it  the  Uriumph  of  Trafalgar ;  of  the  Duke  of  York, 
vbo  lud  the  loDndalioa  of  WeUingtOo's  viclories ;  of  Warren  Hastings,  who 
ivescrred  the  empire  of  the  Easty— prove  that  the  people  of  this  country  are 
genncd  hy  the  Bsme^rhicipkis  which  coDsigned  "nienusioclee  to  Asiatic 
uile,  Unisbed  Aiiitidea,  becanse  it  waa  tiresome  to  hear  him  called  the  Just, 
anddeoned  Sci^io  AfrkanuG,  the  conqueror  .of  Carthage,  to  an  unhonouped  . 
npalo»e.iB  a  ^rtiga  land.  But  thefriuids  (rf freedom  may  console  tbem- 
wtrci  with  the  reflection,  that,  if  popular  institutions  someiimes  expose  their

""  '^  party  frequently  inflict  on  indiriduals  in  all  popular  communities, 
mm  however,  attended  with  one  important  and  salfitaiy  consequence,  that 
H  drew  the  attention. both  of  Government  and  the  iiation  to  tbe  adminislra- 
tiwof  ourlDdisBdo]BiiMans,aiid  tbe  absolute  necessity  of  assuming  a  more 
direct  control  than  could  be  maintained  by  a  mere  body  of  directors  of  a 
Inding  company,  over  tlte  numerous  servants,  civil  and  military,  of  ^eir 
nst  and  growing  possessions.  This  opinion,  which  had  been  strongly  ita- 
pnaied  upon  the  public  mind  by  the  serious  and  protracted  disasters  in  the 
canpaigDswith  Hyder  in  1780  and  1781,  was  aheadj  general  with  all  parties 
Iwfsn  the  fall  of  Lord  North's  Ministry ;  aai  when  Ur.  Fox  succeeded  to 
Ibehead  of  affairs  in  1783,  all  parties.were  already  prepared  for  a  great  and 
HBpertaiU  change-  in  the  govenunent  of  our  Eas^m  empire  (IJ.  But  tbe

their  finances,  a  bill  was  hrou^t  into  PariiMient  by  Mr.  Pitt,  which  fixed  Ibe 
number  of  King's  troops  whicli  might  be  ordered  to  India  hy  the  Board  of 
Control,  at-  the  enpense  of  the  Company,  at  eight  liiOHsand,  beaidei  Iweire 
thousaiid  European  farces  in  ttte  Coo^May's  service  (1).

government,  speedily  appeared  iit  Ihe  next  war  whieb  bnke  oat.  Tippoo, 
whose  hostility  to  the  English  was  well  known  to  be  iuvetwate,  and  wbo  had 
ju.  >,«>.  long  been  watched  with  jealous  eyes  hy  the  Madras  presidency,  at 
length  commencedanattackHpontheRajahofTraTanoere;  a  princein  alliance 
with  tbe  British,  and  actually  supported  by  a  subsidiary  force  of  their  troopa: 
and  at  first,  from  (he  total  waul  of  preparation  whicJi  bad  arisen  from  the 
pacific  policy  so  strongly  inculcated  upon  ibe  Indian  autborities  by  tbe  go- 
vernment at  home,  be-  obtained  very  great  success,  and  totally  subdued  the  . 
Rajah  against  whom  be  had  commenced  hostilities.  Perceiving  Ibat  (be  Bri- 
tish charaoler  WM  now  at  stake  in  tbe  peninsula,  and  being  w^  aware  that  a 
power  fonnded  OB  opinion  must  instantly  sink  into  insignificanoe,  if  tbe  idea 
gets  atmiad  tbat  its  allies  naay  be  insulted  with  impunity,  Lord  Coruwallis 
immediately  took  tbe  most  cueigetic  meainies  to  M-assert  Ibe  broonur  at  the 
Briti^  name.  nfte«i  Iboosand  men  were  eoUMed  in  tbe  (^aatic  under 
Genovl  Meadows,  while  eight  ihwitand  more  wew  lo  aicand  tbe  GhaulsiMn 
the  side  of  Bombay,  under  General  Aberarombie.

ui?u^M  ^^  energies  of gorennnent, bowerer,  were  now  thoroughly  aron» 
™p*>(*  ed.  In  December  17M,  Lord  ComwiHis  embarked  in  person  for 
F^  ''  Hidras  :  the  Bengal  sepoys  were  with  great  difficulty  reconciled  to 
a  sea  voyage,  and  freat  reinforcements,  wilfa  the  commaDder-in-chief,  safely 
landed  in  the  soatbem  pmidency.  It  iros  resolred  to  commence  operations 
with  tb^  siege  of  Bti^alore,  one  of  the  strongest  fortresses  in  Hysore,  «nd 
cmnmanding  llie  most  eligible  pass  from  the  coast  to  Uie  centre  of  Tippoo's 
jH.i,aui»i. dominions.  In  die  end  of  January  the  grand  army  moVed  forward; 
Oe  iraporUnt  pass  of  Goorg,  leading  np  the  Ghtats,  was  occupied  within  a 
i^a  Fik.  month  after;  Bangalore  was  invested  in  the  beginning  of  March, 
wai  carried  by  assavlt  on  the  IIH.  EncMiraged  by  this  great  snccesi,  Lord 
Cennraliis  again  pushed  on  dfreet  to  Seringtpatam,  although  the  advanced 
period  of  the  season,  and  scanty  supplies  of  the  army,  rendered  it  a  service  of 
considerable  peril,  which  was  increased  rather  than  diminished  by  the  junc- 
lioB  shortly  cfter  of  ten  thousand  of  the  Nizam's  horse,  who,  without  rendei^ 
ing  any  service  to  the  army,  consumed  every  particle  of  gross  aud  forage 
within  its  reoeh.  Still  the  En^ish  general  continued  to  press  forward,  and  at 
lengA  reached  Uie  fortified  position  of  the  enemy,  on  strong  ground,  about 
aaut.  six  miles  in  front  of  Seringapstam.  An  attack  was  immediately  re- 
s(rired  on;  but  Tippoo,  who  conducted  his  defence  with  great  skill,  did  not 
await  the  formidable  onset  of  the  assaulting  coinmos,  and  afler  inflicting  a 
severe  lossoQthe  assailants  by  the  fire  of  his  artillery,  withdrew  all  bis  forces 
within  the  worlis  of  the  fortress.  The  English  were  now  within  sight  of  the 
capilal  of  Uysoie,  and  deotive  suoeess  seemed  almost  wiiliin  Iheir  reach. 
Ibey  were  in  no  condition,  however,  to  undertake  the  siege;  the  supplies  of 
the  army  were  exhausted  :  the  promised  co-operation  of  tbo  Hahrattas  bad 
Wled;  of  General  Abwovmbie,  who  was  lo  advance  from  the  side  of  Bom- 
■oita  mtj.  bay,  no  advices  had  been  received;  and  the  famished  state  of  the 
bvllock-train  precluded  the  possibility  of  getting  up  the  heavy  artillery  or 
siege  equipage.  Orders  were,  thereiore,  given  to  retreat,  and  both  armies  re- 
tired with  heavy  hearts  and  con»derable  loss  of  stares  and  men ;  but  the  op- 
portane  arrival  of  the  advanced  guard -of  theHahratla  contingent,  on  the 
■econd  day  of  the  march,  which  at  first  caused- great  alarm,  suspended  the  je- 
irograde  movement,  and  the  army  encamped  for  the  rainy  season  in  Uie 
neigfabourfaood  of  Seringapalam  (i). 
nlnX'  The  attack  on  the  capital  of  Mysore,  however,  was  only  suspended 
•^  •■v  °f  by  this  untoward  event :  in  the  autumn  following,  Lord  Comwallis 
urn"'"  '  was  again  in  motion,  having  in  the  preceding  months,  after  the 
lemiiMtion  of  the  rains,  mode  himself  master  of  several  important  forts, 
wUA  commanded  or  threatened  bis  commanicatioos  with  the  Carnalic.  A 
^^  most  iinportant  blow  was  struck  by  a  detachment  of  the  British 
•X  »«.■  against  a  general  of  Tippoo's,  wlw  had  taken  post  in  the  woods, 
near  Ssmoga,  in  order  to  disturb  the  siege  of  tliat  place,  which  was  commen- 
cing, apd  who  was  defeated  with  Ihe  loss  of  ten  thousand  men ;  a  disaster 
vbieh  led  to  the  surrendM*  of  that  fortress  shortly  afler.  Meanwhile  Aber- 
Mk  iwm.  crombie,  with  a  powerful  force,  amply  provided  with  all  the  muni- 
■eiMs  of  war,  broke  up  from  Hombay;  surmounted  with  incredible  labour 
tte  wcest  of  Ibe  Poodteherrum  Ghaut,  and  was  in  readiness  to  take  his  pail 
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jMMii.ifiLli]ih««)mb)nMlentnprlM.  hi  the  end  of  January,  I^ord  Coniwal- 
lis^sannrmoTed  forward  towards  Seringapatam,  no  longer  depcndmg  on  the 
dqnbtful  aid  of  tbe  MahraUa  cbieft,  bnt  presenting  a  vast  array  of  native, 
Britiih,  and  lepoy  troops,  sneh  as  bad  nerer  before  been  presented  on  the 
ptatni  of  India.  Eleven  thousand  English,  thirty  thonsaad  regular  sepoys, 
wiUi  eighty-lonr  pieces  of  eannon,  exhibited  a  force  worthy  of  contending  for 
the  empire  of  the  East.  Not-  was  this  force,  consideraUe  as  it  was,  dispro- 
portioned  lo  the  magnitude  and  haiard  of  (he  enterprise  tn  which  (t>ey  were 
engaged ;  for  not  only  were  tiie  ramparts  of  Seringapatam  of  snrpasing 
strength,  bat  Tippoo  lay  in  front  of  tbem  at  the  head  of  fifty  titouund  re- 
galar  infancy  and  five  ihosMnd  hwse^  in  a  iirang  position,  defended  by 
numerous  fortifications,  and  one  hundred  and  fifty  pieces  of  heavy  artil- 
lery (i). 
Prn-n-  No  sooner  had  Lord  Conwallis  reconnoitred  the  enemy's  posiltodt 
d^i^bli-  lb><i  ^  resolved  to  commence  an  attack,  and  the  assault  vras  fixed 
i"t!u  D(  ^"^  ^''  ^^  night.  The  army  was  formed  in  three  divisions;  bis 
"tf-  lordship  In  parson  commanded  the  centre,  Geoenl  Meadows  tbe 
fX'i'ni'  right,  Cclond  Haxwelt  Ihe  left.  Seringapatam  is  sitnaled  on  an 
island,  formed  by  two  branches  of  the  river  Cavery,  which  enclose  between 
then  a  space  fonr  mHes  In  length  and  ■  mile  and  a  half  in  breadth.  On  the 
eastern  poriloa  of  the  island,  Tippoo  had  constructed  without  the  walls,  but 
within  reach  of  them,  in  case  of  disaster,  a  strongly  fortified  camp,  supported 
by  numerous  field-woriis  and  batteries,  and  without  this  stronghold,  beyond 
the  river,  the  bnik  of  the  Sultan's  army  wascncamped  on  elevated  ground,  co- 
vered on  one  side  by  a  large  tank,  on  the  other  by  a  small  river  which  ^lls  into 
the  Cavery,  and  supported  on  the  side  next  the  enemy  by  six  large  redoubts. 
Three  hundred  pieces  of  cannon  were  mounted  on  the  interior  fortifications 
and  the  walls  of  the  fortress,  besides  one  hundred  and  fifty  on  the  exterior 
line;  and  a  thick  hedge,  formed  of  Itamboos  and  prickly  shrubs,  connecting 
the  works,  formed  a  most  serious  obstacle  to  the  attacking  columns,  fr<Hn 
presenting  no  resistance  to  cannon-shot,  and  being  altogether  impervious  to 
foot  soldiers.  To  attack  such  a  force  so  posted,  in  the  dark,  and  subject  to 
the  chances  and  confusion  of  i  uoctumal  assault,  must  be  considered  one  of 
themost  daring  deeds  even  in  the  annals  of  Indian  heroism  fS), 
Tni.i  dfMt  At  eight  o'clock  the  order  was  given  to  march.  The  evening  was 
*""*"■  calm  and  serene,  the  moon  shone  bright,  and  the  troops  advanced 
swiftly  and  steadily,  bnt  tn  perfect  sileuce;  while  the  reserve,  with  the  whole 
artillery  and  ammnnilfon  train,  struck  their  tents,  and  stood  to  their  guns  in 
breathless  anxiety.  The  surprise  was  complete :  so  admirably  was  silence 
presnved,  that  Ihe  centre  came  upon  the  enemy  nholly  unawares,  forced 
their  way  through  the  bound  hedge,  and,  carrying  every  thing  beforS  them, 
pushed  through  the  camp,  passed  the  ford  of  the  Cavery,  crossed  over  to  the 
opposite  side,  and,  taking  the  batteries,  which  had  opened  their  fire  upon 
the  other  division  in  the  inner  intrcnchment  in  Ihe  rear,  drove  the  gunners 
from  their  pieces.  The  right  wing,  under  General  Meadows,  also  cut  (hTnugh 
the  bound  hedge  about  half-past  eleven,  while  the  left  with  ease  carried  (he 
Carighaut  hill;  the  roar  of  artillery  was  heard  on  all  sides,  while  the  flash  of 
musketry  now  illuminated  the  whole  extent  of  tba  horiion.  Panic-struek  ai 
the  celerity  and  vigour  of  the  attack,  which  had  penetrated  their  works  In  so 
many  different  quarters  at  once,  the  enemy  gave  way  on  all  sides,  when

they  perceiVed  that  the  body  which  had  pwetrated  into  the  oentre  of  thi^ 
intrenchmvuts  did  not  exceed  five  thousMid  men,  they  dosed  in  «>  all  aidai, 
and  eonuneaced  with  overwheliniDg  noi^Mrs  an  attack  apMi  this  band  of 
henws  {i). 
F  II  I  I  The  British  troops,  however,  animtlad  by  the  pnaenee  of  tb^ 
^H^ij^^^  oommandsr-ia-chieT,  made  a  gallant  defence  i  the  repeated  and 
-_ut  ncme.  f|]riom  onsets  of  the  enemy  ware  repulsed  by  a  roDtag  fire,  en- 
forced whan  necessary  hy  tbe  bayonet,  and  at  Imgth,  wlm  daylighi  dawned 
and  tbe  gnu  of  the  fortress  begm  to  be  turned  upon  then»,  they  retired 
towards  Carigbaul  hill  in  poftct  order,  and  took  postheyond  their  dettruc- 
UVe  range.  Meanwhile,  the  troops  of  Meadows  having  by  a  mislake  of  their 
guides  been  brought  close  lo  the  Kosqne  redoubt,  which  was  meant  to  have 
been  passed  wiihouf  molestation,  transported  by  the  ardour  of  tbe  moment, 
commenced  in  assault,  which  at  firsi  was  repulsed  with  heavy  loss ;  the 
troops,  however,  returned  to  the  charge,  and  that  foroaidable  work  was  at 
length  carried  amidst  cheers  which  were  heard  ever  the  whole  camp.  Ani- 
mated by  the  joyful  saund,  ComwaUis's  men  stood  ihttr  ground  vriifa  invin- 
cible fiimness,  while  Meadows  was  no  sooner  disengaged  from  the  perilous 
contest  into  which  be  had  hew  unwiUingly  drawn,  tiian  he  preased  on  with 
renewed  alacrity  to  the  relief  of  the  main  body,  which  he  was  well  aware, 
from  the  weight  of  the  firing  iu  that  dlieetlon,  mnst  be  engaged  in  a  jwy 
sedans  contest;  and,  as  noniing  broke,  the  two  divitions  met  and  mutually 
saint«d  each  other  as  victors  (2).  Tite  victory  was  complete.  Out  of  six  of  the 
(oemy's  redoubts,  four  VFCre  in  the  hands  of  tha  victon ;  Tippoo  in  an  early 
part  oflbe  night  had  takenrefuge  in  bis.capiul;  the  intrenched  camp,  with 
above  a  hundred  pieces  of  cannon,  woe  abaiideDed;  four  thousand  men  had  ' 
Wlcni  and  nearly  twenty  Ihouiaud  more  bad  disbanded  and  left  their  colours, 
while  the  loss  of  Uie  victors  did  not  amount  to  six  hnndxed  men  (3). 
Jj;22r  **o  ^^  following  moniiDg  Tippoo  made  a  desperate  attempt  to  re* 
7Sw.  gahi  the  Sultan's  redouhi,  which. was  so  near  the  capital  as  to  be 
eoDunandedlnrearbyitsguns:  andabodyoftwo  thousand  chosen  horse  came 
enwilhappallingcHestostorm  the  goi^,  before  the  slendw  garrison,  con^ 
Mtinf  only  of  a  hundred  and  fifty  meb,  could  barricade  it ;  but  tbey  were 
iMkiik.      repulsed  by  the  steady  gallantry  and  ceaselees  fire  of  this  hweio 
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Imti.  Upon  thti  Ihe  aneiny  retreiled  entirely  within  the  fort;  and  soon  after, 
the  army  obtained  an  imporUnt  ai^iession  of  strength  by  the  arrival  of  Aber- 
crombiewitfa  two  thousand  Europeans  and  four  thousand  sepoy  troops.  Ope- 
iitk  r<k.  rations  were  now  commenced  inform  gainst  the  fortress;  the  first 
parallel  was  bi^un  and  completed  on  the  night  of  the  f  Sth ;  the  splendid 
gardens  and  shady  walks  of  the  coautry  palaee,  in  which  the  Sniian  so  mtich 
delighted,  were  destroyed,  and  (he  palace  itsdf  conTerted  into  a  great  hos- 
pital; and  at  length,  when  the  breaching  battni^  were  in  readiness  and 
utt  F>b.  armed  with  fifty  pieces  of  heavy  cannon,  the  Sultan  concluded  a 
Ueaty  on  siicb  terms  as  Lord  Comwallis  diose  to  prescribe,  and  hoslilitSes 
terminated.  Sach,  boweTer,  was  ibe  ardour  of  the  troops,  especially  the  se- 
poys, who  were  engaged  in  the  trenches,  that  it  was  with  the  greatest  diffi- 
culty they  could  be  prevailed  on  to  cease  Bring,  and  when  the  Enrepean 
troops  enforced  the  command,  they  retired  sullen  and  dejected  lo  their  tents; 
while  Tippoo's'men  by  a  vain  bravado  continued  discharging  cannon  for  some 
time  after  the  British  lines  were  silent :  as  if  lo  demonstrate  that  they  had 
notbeen  the  tirst  to  give  in  ita  the  contest  (1). 

~'f.i        By  the  treaty  of  peace  which  followed,  Tippoo  was  compelled  lo 


submit  lo  the  cession  of  half  his  dominions  to  the  British,  Ibe  Mitam, 


and  the  Uahrattas ;  to  pay  L. 3,300,000,  as  the  expenses  of  the  v 
deliver  up  all  the  prisoners  made  in  Hyder's  time,  some  of  whom  still  lingered 
in  a  miserable  captivity;  and  lo  surrender  his  two  sons  as  hostages.  The 
young  princes  were  immediately  after  courteously  received,  and  splendidly 
treated,  by  the  British  government.  Lord  Cornwallis,  whose  health  bad  for 
some  time  been  declining,  and  who  bad  postponed  bis  return  te  England  only 
on  account  of  Ihe  contest  in  the  Mysore,  soon  after  returned  to  his  natiTe 
Gonntry,  having,  during  bis  short  governmuit,  added  24,000  square  miles  to 
ils  Eastern  dominious  (i). 
n^^'n°°?  Human  affairs  are  every  ^ere  governed  at  hotbnn  by  the  same 
i.nwrau-  principle;  the  varieties  of  colour,  language,  and  civitisaUon,  are 
ii!dL.t  "  but  tlie  different  hues  wiiich  conceal  the  operation  of  passions  and 
interests  which  are  for  ever  identical  among  mankind.  Differing  widely  in 
its  origin  and  its  effects  upon  social  happiness,  the  British  empire  in  India 
bears,  iu  many  respects,  a  very  dose  analogy  to  the  contemporaneous  French 
dominaiion  in  Europe;  and  in  none  more  than  in  the  esperi«Med  necessity 
of  advancing,  in  order  to  avoid  destruction,  which  was  felt  equally  strongly 
by  the  Emperor  Napol^n  and  the  English  governors-general  of  India.  The 
reason  in  both  cases  was  tlic  same,  viz.  that  a  power  had  got  a  fooling  hi  ll^ 
midst  of  olherslales,  so  formidable  in  its  character,  .and  so  much  at  varianoe 
in  ils  principles  willi  the  policy  of  the  powers  by  whom  it  was  surrounded 
that  of  necessity  it  was  engird  in'  constant  hostilities,  and  had  no  security 
for  exiaience  but  in  the  continoal  extension  of  its  dominions,  or  increased 
terrors  of  ils  name.  The  East  India  Company  had  fondly  flattered  themselves 
that  Tippoo,  being  thus  humbled,  would  lay  aSide  his  hereditary  bostifi'ty  ta 
the  EngUsh  power,  just  as  Napol^n  seems  lo  have  imagined  that,  after  Ifae 
spolialion  of  Tilsit,  he  migbt  rely  upon  ihe  forced  submission  or  cured  inve- 
teracy ofPrussia,  and  the  result  to  both  was  the  same. 
El'ulwi^hih  ^  '^"^^  Shore,  a  most  respectable  civil  servant  of  the  company, 
•nd  priMi.  who  was  appointed  governor-general  after  ihe  retirement  of  Lord 
Slu'ikDn.  Comwallis,  was  strongly  imbued  with  those  maxims  of  the  neces- 
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sitrofpiimiiDg  a  pacific  policy  ia  India,  uid  avoiding  all  causes  of  collision 
vilh  Uie  native  powers,  wliicli  were  so  general  both  with  the  government, 
the  direcUiis,  and  (he  people  at  home,  and  «bich  had  been  so  stroDgly  en- 
iorctd  npoD  (be  local  authorities  by  the  Board  of  CooLroI.  Ample  opportunities 
a«m  ocGumd  for  puUinf  lh«  expedience  of  their  apparently  reasonable  and 
'7tt  jiut  principlea  to  the  lest.  Portly  after  the  cooclusieo  of  the  peace 

wiih  Ti^too,  diOerencea  Uroka  out  between  the  Uahrattas  and  the  flizam ; 
and  the  English  GoMrnment,  as  the  old  ally  of  the  latter  Prince,  were  strongly 
ui^ad  by  his  partisans  lo  support  him,  as  tbey  had  done  the  Rajah  of  Travan- 
core,  in  the  contest  (1).  Tbls,  however,  Sir  J.  Shore,  acting  on  the  pacific 
tjt/eaty  refused,  and  even  d«lined  to  permit  the  Hizam  to  employ  in  his 
waifan  with  the  Habrattas  the  batlaliooa  which  were  placed  as  a  [Htilectjsg 
fane  in  bis  terrikKies. 
itt*_  The  consequences  of  this  temporizing  conduct  might  easily  Lave 
"'^''^'^been  foreseen.  TheNjzsis,  after  a  short  contest,  was  overthrown 
by  tbe  Biperior  ttxce  of  the  Uahrattas,  ( who  could  bring  twenty  thousand 
cavalry,  forty  thousand  infantry,  and  two  hundred  gnos  into  (be  field, )  and 
"•"^•m-  compelled  to  nuke  peace  on  very  disadvaolageous  terms.  Such 
waa  tbe  dissalif^ction  produced  very  naturally  at  the  court  of  the  Nizam,  by 
this  dcsertiiHi  of  their  ally  at  the  most  perilous  crisis,  that  they  soon  after 
BipHfied  a  wish  to  be  relieved  of  tbe  presence  of  tbe  British  subsidiary  force, 
which  was  complied  with;  and  the  Nizam  immediately  threw  himself  with- 
oat  IBM!!'  f  e  into  tbe  arms  of  the  French  resident,  U.  Ray  mond,  and  augmented 
Ikt  organized  force  in  his  dominions,  under  the  direction  of  officers  <rf  the 
Fieneh  republic,  lo  twenty-tbree  baiubons  and  twelve  pieces  of  artillery. 
n^  These  troops  carried  tbe  colours  of  tbe  French  republic,  and  the 

cap  of  liberty  was  engraven  on  their  buttons.  Thus,  by  the  timid  policy  of 
the  British  Government  at  that  crisis.  Dot  only  was  the  power  and  influence 
of  thy  Mafaraltas  materially  increased,  but  their  old  and  faithful  ally,  tbe 
NizMB,  eanverted  fruB  a  friend  into  an  embiUered  enemy,  and  the  moral 
(■■7  lesolting  faaa  the  glwioiw  tenmnatkin  of  the  war  with  Mysore  seriously 
impaired  (2J. 
■  -  J  ■  I  Tippw  was  not  slow  in  turning  lo  the  best  advantage  (his  unex- 
m^^TZJ"  pwi«d  Gowae  of  events  io  his  ^oiu-.  Already  bad  exaggerated 
^j^;^  reports  of  the  growing  power  and  conquests  of  the  great  Republic 
'■iX'k  readied  (he  courts  of  Uiadosian ;  and  numerous  Frendi  agents  had 
found  dieir  way  to  all  (he  native  powers,  who  repreaeuted  in  glowing  colours 
dteiivonrableopportUBily  which  now  preseoled  itself  for  expelling  the  Eng- 
lish from  tbe  peninsula,  and  re^stabUshing,  on  a  durable  basis,  the  inde- 
paadenee  of  all  ihe  Indian  states.  The  Uysorean  chief,  whose  cunning  and 
perfidy  were  e^ual  lo  his  ability,  strove,  in  the  lirst  inslonce,  by  professions 
at  ctenal  gratitude  and  attachment,  to  disarm  the  suspicions  of  the  British 
Government;  and  he  succeeded  »o  far,  ibat,  in  two  years  after  the  treaty  of 
SaringapMiam,  his  two  sons  were  reslorad  to  bis  embraces.  No  sooner  bad  he 
gntirce  from  ttis  restraint,  tliati  he  sent  a  secret  circular  to  the  diOerent  na- 
tive powers  «f  India,  proposing  to  them  all  to  unite  in  a  common  league  for 
the  eipnlsioD  of  the  English  from  Uindo^tan ;  received  with  unbounded  con- 
fitfanr*  the  agents  who  had  been  dispatched  lo  the  court  of  Seringapetam  by 
tbe  FrcBdi  Directwy ;  and  eveoaent  emisaaries  to  (he  distant  court  (^Caubul, 
bey«o4  the  Himalaya  snows,  to  confirm  Zemaiin  Scbah,  tbe  restless  and  am- 
bitkHis  chief  of  that  formidable  people,  in  bis  declared  design  of  invading  the 
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northern  parts  of  India,  and  reinstating,  in  its  original  splendour,  the  throne 
of  the  Moguls.  Meanwhile  hU  own  activitv  was  indefatigable,  and  his  prepa- 
rations were  comptetc ;  his  army  was  on  the  best  footing,  ond  constantly  ready 
to  take  the  iield;  and  while  the  Mahraltas  and  the  Nizam  had,  by  mutual  dis- 
sensions, broken  up  the  triple  league,  of  wbioh  he  bad  formerly  experienced 
the  weight,  and  the  former  had  fallen  entirety  under  the  guidance  of  tho 
large  French  force  In  his  capital,  the  military  strength  and  political  conside- 
ration of  Mysore  were  more  formidable  than  ever  (i). 
TippM'i       Halters  were  at  length  brought  to  a  crisis,  by  the  Sultan's  takii^ 
flrhnmiT,  the  extraordinary  step,  in  spring  1708,  of  sending  ambassadors  to 
the  Isle  of  France  to  negotiate  with  ifae  French  authorities  for  the  expuisJon 
ef  the  Engli^  from  India,  and  effect  the  levy  of  a  subsidiary  European  force 
to  assist  hf  m  in  his  designs,  and  afterwards  pnhlicly  receiving  the  troops  then 
raised  at  Hangalore,  and  conducting  them  with  great  pomp  to  bis  capital.  It 
was  Impossible  to  doubt,  after  this  decisive  step,  tlut  he  was  only  awaiting 
r<*  <7ds      the  favourable  moment  for  commeneing  his  operatioiis ;  the  more 
espedally  when,  at  the  very  same  period,  a  French  armament,  of  nnpreee- 
dented  magnitude,  sailed  from  Toulon  for  the  Nile,  and  both  the  Directory 
and  Napolton  publicly  spoke  erf  their  communications  with  the  redoubted 
Hfsorean  chief,  as  theirprincipalindnceraentfbrgi'nngitlhat  direction,  and 
"Citizen  Tippoc"  was  openly  announced  as  the  powerful  ally  who  was  to 
co-operate  in  the  ultimate  objects  of  the  expedition  (2).  It  was  evident,  tfaere- 
fbre,  that  a  crisisof  the  most  dangerons  kind  was  approaching,  and  thai,  too, 
at  tlie  very  time  when  the  diminution  In  the  consideration  of  the  English  m 
India,  and  the  weakening  of  their  alliances  among  the  native  powers,  had 
rendered  them  least  capable  of  bearing  the  sttock.  But  the  hand  of  fal«  VM 
upon  the  curtain.  At  this  perilous  moment  the  sons  of  Britain  were  not  want- 
ing to  herself.  Sprung  from  one  family,  two  Illustrious  men  were  now  entor- 
ing  upon  the  theatre,  who  were  destined  to  carry  its  glory  to  the  hjghest 
point  of  exaltation,  and  leave  an  empire,  both  in  the  East  and  West,  unrival- 
led in  the  extent  ofits  dominions,  unequalled  In  the  impression' it  was  doa- 
tined  to  produce  upon  the  fortunes  of  mankind.

His  dder  bnittier,  who  nicceeded  to  the  heredf  Ury  bonoors,  afterwardi 
was  creaied  Mabquis  Welleslcv  ;  so  ibat  one  iaoiily  enjojed  the  rare  felicity 
of  fiving  birlli  to  theslBtcsman  whose  cnei^tic  couucils  eslabliahed  Ibe em- 
pire of  Englaod  in  tbe  Eastern,  aod  Ibe  warrior  whose  imfflorialdeeda  proved 
the  salvation  of  Europe  ia  the  Western  Hemisphere  (1). 
IIIUT.IOU  The  young  soldier  was  regularly  educated  for  ibe  profession  of  bds 
THtariVio  choice,  and  received  his  first  comniission  in  the  year  f  787,  being 
En°i1^i!^  then  in  the  eighteenlh  year  of  his  age.  Napei^n  bad  entered  the 
Fr»c.  artillery  two  years  before,  at  the  egeof  eixteen,  and  was  then  moaing 
on  the  heroes  of  Plutarcb ;  Sir  ^V alter  Scott,  at  Uiq  age  of  seventeen,  was  then 
relieving  the  tedium  of  legal  education  by  wandering  ovcf  the  moonlaiDs  at 
his  native  land,  and  dreaming  of  Ariosto  and  Amadis  in  the  grasay  vale  of 
St.  Leonard's,  near  Edinburgh;  Viscount  Chateaubriand  was  inhaling  the 
Spirit  of  devotion  and  cliivalry,  and  wanderiug,  in  anticipalim,  as  a  pilgrim 
10  the  Holy  Land,  amidst  the  solitude  of  la  Vendee;  Goetbe,  profound  titd 
imagiaalive,  was  reHectiog  on  the  destiny  of  man  on  earth,  like  a  cloud  wbicfa 
"turns  up  its  silver  liniag  lo  the  moon;  "  Schiller  was  embodying  inimmuy 
tal  verse  the  shadows  of  history  and  the  crealions  of  fancy;  and  the  ardent 
spirit  of  Nelson  was  chaGng  on  inaction  and  counting  tbe  weary  hours  of  a 
pacific  n'est  Indian  station.  Little  did  any  of  them  think  of  each  other,  or 
anticipate  the  heart-stirring  scenes  which  were  so  soon  about  to  arise,  in  tbe 
course  of  which  their  names  were  lo  shine  forth  like  stars  in  tbe  firasament, 
tod  their  genius  acquire  immortal  renown.  There  were  giants  in  the  earth  in 
those  days  (2). 
un'i'^o-  ^''  ^''^''tir  Wcllesley,  educated  at  Eton,  studied  for  h  shtn-t  tinw 
niioiiiixi  at  the  Military  Academy  of  Angers,  in  France,  but  be.wasaooBr^ 
hT^i^""^  moved  from  that  seminary  to  take  a  part  in  the  active  duties  of  his 
profession.  As  subaltern  and  captain  he  sened  both  in  the  cavalry  and  iti- 
&ntry  :  in  spring  17115  be  was  promoted  to  the  majority  of  the  33d  regimont, 
and  in  autumn  of  the  same  year  he  became,  by  purchase,  its  lieutenant-colo- 
nel. At  the  head  of  that  regiment  he  first  entered  upon  active  s«vice,  by  sail- 
ing from  Cork,  in  Hay  17!)!,  and  landing  at  Osiend  in  tbe  beginning  of  June 
■_  following,  viiih  orders  to  join  Lord  Uolra's  corps,  which  was  assembling  in 
iiini  i-oi.  that  place,  to  reinforce  the  Duke  of  York,  who  was  in  the  field  near 
Toumay.  That  ill-fated  prince,  however,  was  then  hard  pressed  by  the  vast 
army  of  the  Republicans,  under  Picbegru  (5),  and  as  be  was  under  the  neces- 
sity of  retreating,  it  was  justly  deemed  uuadvisable  to  attempt  the  retention 
of  a  fortress  so  far  in  advance  as  Osiend,  and  Lord  Moira  marched  by  Bruges 
(nd  GhenI  to  Schetdl,  and  crossing  that  river  at  the  T^te  de  Flandre,  joiited 
the' English  army'cncampcd  around  Antwerp  (4). 
aii  uinm  Themullipri^  disasters  of  that  unhappy  campaign  soon  brought 
"uurt'ii-  ColoneiWellesley  into  contact  with  the  enemy,  and  lauglit  him  the 
imi'n^^  art  of  war  in  tbe  best  of  all  schools,  that  of  great  operations  and 
Fiuuuii.  adverse  fortune.  Tbe  English  army,  now  enUrely^aeparaled  from 
that  of  the  Austriaus,  who  had  marched  olf  towards  the  Khine,  were  in  no 
sufficient  strength  to  face  (lie  immense  masses  uf  the  Itepublicans  in  any  cot>- 
siderablo  combat;  but  a  number  of  detached  actions  took  place  with  the 
rearguard,  in  which  tbe  spirit  and  intelligence  of  Colonel  Wcllesley  speedily 
became  conspicuous.  On  the  river  Neethe,  in  a  warm  aiTair  near  the  village 
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•fjIIr.X"'*"'^'  ■<x'  '■> "  ^ol  AlrmlBh  on  th«  shores  of  the  Waal,  the 
•i^^')**  3Mdid  food  serrlcit;  the  ability  with  which  they  were  conducted 
^uHod  gmenl  rtrntark,  aad  Colonel  Wdtesley  was  in  eonsetpicnce  promoted 
lo  the  cMBoiaBd  of  a  brij^e  of  three  regimeats  in  the  niterior  retreat  from 
the  Lech  to  the  Yssei.  They  were  no  longer,  indeed,  pursued  by  the  enemy, 
who  had  tvned  aside  f*r  the  ntemorable'invasion  of  Holland;  bot  the  rude- 
DCM  of  lh«  elemoils  prtmd  a  more  formidable  adversary  than  the  bayonets 
«f  the  Bcpoblicans.  The  route  of  the  army  lay  tbrongh  the  inhospitable  pro- 
TiBMsof  e«dderlrad  and  Over  Vssel ;  the  coimtrv  consisted  of  flat  and  desert 
hMtas;  ftw  hooses  wwe  to  be  found  on  the  road,  and  these  scattered,  singly, 
or  in  aniaU  hamicis,  aflbrdfng  no  shelter  lo  any  constderaWe  body  of  men. 
Ovar  Ibis  drtary  tract  the  British  (roops  marched  during  the  dreadful  winter 
«C11S4-S,  through  an  unbroken  wilderness  of  snow,  with  the  thermometer 
ftvqoentiy  down  al  13  and  M*  below  ten  of  Fahrenheit,  and,  when  it  was 
•omewfaai  aiflder,  a  fierce  and  biting  north  wind  blowing  direct  in  the  faces 
P^tfa^  soldiers.  In  this  trying  crisis,  Colonel  Weltesley  commanded  the  rear- 
Bi»d ;  his  aclnity  and  Tigilance  arrested  In  a  great  degree  the  disorders 
^rtoA  prevailed;  and,  in  his  first  essay  in  arms,  he  experienced  severities 
eqsal  to  die  far-famed  horrors  of  the  Moscow  retreat  (i). 
Exvimi  Aortas  was  this  first  campaign  of  the  Suke  of  Wellington,  it  was 
nap,^*^  the  best  Hchool  that  had  been  presented  for  nearly  a  centur;  for  the 
*""*-  fonnalion  of  a  great  commander.  War  was  there  exhibited  on  a 
Rnad  scale;  it  was  in  an  army  of  sixty-eight  battalions  and  eighty  sqaadrons 
tbai  he  had  served.  The  indomiUble  courage  and  admirable  spirit  of  the 
Mtiah  MMiars  bad  there  appeared  in  their  full  Iiisire  :  hut  the  natural  re- 
■■Ifc  irf  thew  great  qnalities  were  completely  prevented  by  the  defecU,  at 
thai  poriod,  of  their  military  organisation ;  by  total  ignorance  of  wariike 
■•*•"•**  in  Ihe  ekbitKt  which  planned  their  movements ;  a  destructive  m^- 
DDteBaaa  of  direclion,  arising  from  too  Hllle  confldence  on  the  part  of  Go- 
veniBewt  in  thnr  generals  in  the  Held ;  a  general  want  of  esperinice  in 
vficcn  o<  all  ranks  m  the  most  ordinary  operations  of  a  campaign ;  ai>d, 
above  all,  the  ruinous  parsimony  which,  in  al)  states  subject  to  a  really  po- 
potargovenimeitt,  breaks  down,  on  the  return  of  peace,  the  military  force, 
^  whfeli  alone,  on  the  next  resumption  of  hostilities,  earty  success  can  bo 
•ecored.  These  defects  appeared  In  painful  contrast  to  the  brilliant  and  efD- 
cieH  sute  of  the  moreeiperiesced  German  armies,  which,  with  nationalre- 
■oaraeaiM  ways  superior,  and  troopsfar  inferior  both  in  courage  and  energy, 
wareable  la  keep  the  field  with  more  perseverance,  and,,in  the  end,  achieve 
■acwaaca  to  which  the  British  soldiers  could  harrtly  htfpe  to  arrive.  These 
con siderations  forcibly  impressed  themselves  on  the  mind  of  the  young  offi- 
cer, andfee  was  early  led  lo  revolve  in  his  mind  those  necessary  changes  in  . 
te  AraetiDi)  and  discipline  of  the  army,  which,  matured  by  the  diligence 
nd  vlgonr  of  the  Duke  of  York,  ultimat^y  led  tbe  British  nation  to  an  un- 


viaror,  nwBsnot  kng  before  an  opportunity  presented  itself  for  wltness- 
*L'ia'*'  '"?'**'*  capaWHty  of  British  soldiers  when  subjected  lo  an  abler 
hunrr,  difecUon,  and  led  by  more  experienced  olBcers.  After  tbe  return 
ilUS^A  ef  Ihe  troops  from  Flanders  lo  England,  the  33d  regiment  was  or- 
dered lo  the  West  Indies;  but  contrary  winds  prevented  the  transports  in 
which  it  was  embarked  from  sailing,  and  their  destination  was  soon  after 
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changed  for  dieeaat.  Ctdimel  WeUodcy  UTiTOd  widi  ha*  eofpt  at  Cdcatta  in 
Januiry  1 797.  During  Uw  voyage  out  it  wu  •faswred  that  hs  apcot  most  of 
bis  time  in  reading ;  and  after  he  lauded  in  India,  he  waa  indefuigidiile  in 
acquiring  infonnation  tegarding  the  HHaalion  and  rceooiees  t€  the  eoan^ 
in  which  be  vas  to  serve,  so  that  when  he  Was  called,  as  be  mtly  wis,  ta  bigb 
command,  he  was  perfectly  acquainted,  as  bis  carra^MMMkeoa  fram  the  first 
demonstrates,  both  with  the  peculiuities  of  Indian  warfare,  and  the  inliica- 
cies  of  Indian  politics  (1).  And,  when  his  diviiioa  of  the  army  lAokthe.field 
inJanuary17d9,  against  TippooSultauB,  the  hue  eondiUon  and  perfect  discH 
plineof  tbemen,  aswellas  the  skill  and  jadgmeat  of  the  amBguneaisiawle 
for  their  supplies,  called  forUi  the  warm  commendaliOBs  of  the  comnuwdeo 
in-chief,  who  little  thought  what  a  haro  be'waa  Uien  nabtmag  the  name  ioM 
the  world  (3).  During  the  campdgn  which  foUoved,  be  bad  Utile  time  tor 
study,  and  still  fewer  facilities  for  the  trawport  of  books :  his  lituvry  ow- 
sisted  of  only  two  volumes,  but  they  were  emiooitly  deamptive  of  hia  fb- 
ture  character— the  Bible  BBd  Ccsar's.Coinnieiilaiies(3). 
"rdi^""'    ^^^  name  of  nacommander  in  the  long  array  of  British  greataos 
pibiK  luii.  will  ocGQpy  so  large  a  space  in  the  annals  of  the  w«rhl  m  that  of 
Wellington ;  and  jct  there  are  few  whoM  public  cbaraeter  poaaeesos,  with  as 
many  excellences,  sosimpleandunblemidkoda  oompleuoti.  It  is  to  the  pa- 
rity ahd  elevation  of  his  principles,  in  every  public  sitoaliOB,  that  this  en- 
viable distinction  is  to  be  ascribed.  IntYUiled  early  in  life  with  high  cam- 
mand,  and  subjociod  from  the  first  to  serious  re^naibility,  he  poasessed 
that  singleness  of  heart  and  integrity  of  purpose  which,  even  more  than 
talent  or  audacity,  are  the  foundation  of  true  m«al  eetmge,  and  Iheeriy 
pure  path  to  public  greatness— a  sense  vi  duty,  a  Iseiinf  of  honenr,  a  gen^ 
rous  patriotism,  a  forgetfulness  of  sdf,  constituted  the  spring  of  all  bis  ac- 
tions. Be  was  ambitions,  but  it  was  to  verve  bis  liing  and  country  only; 
fearlest,  because  his  whole  heart  wes  wound  up  in  ihese  ncdile  ebjeola ;  dirin- 
terested,  because  the  enriching  of  himself  or  bis  family  nerer  few  a  mwneet 
crossed  his  mind ;  insensible  to  private  iuoe  when  it  interfcavd  viOi  pnblle 
duty;  indiflerent  to  papular  obloquy  when  it  arose  inm  rectitude  of  een- 
duct.  I  Jke  the  Roman  patriot,  be  wished  radier  to  be,  than  appew  dcsorv- 
ing.  "  Esse  quam  videri  bonus  maiebat,  iU  quo  minus  gloriam  petebM  «o 
magis  adseqnebatur  (i)."  Greatness  was  forced  upon  him,  boUi  in  miiilary 
and  political  life,  rather  because  he  was  Mt  to  be  the  wnrtbieat,  Ibao  bt- 
canse  be  desired  to  be  the  first;  he  was  the  architect  of  his  own  fortune,  but 
he  became  so  almost  unconsciously,  while  soldy  engrosaed  in  cemtracliv 
tliat  of  his  country.  He  has  left  undone  many  things,  a*  a  soldier,  wbldi 
might  have  added  tu  his  fame,  and  done  many  things,  as  a  slatesmau,  wbidi 
.  were  fatal  to  his  power;  but  be  omitted  the  first  because  they  would  baM 
endangered  his  country,  and  committed  the  second  baoause  he  felt  tb«B  l« 
be  essential  to  iu  salvation,  ll  is  to  Um  bo&oor  of  GagUnd,  awl  of  huasn 
nature,  that  such  a  man  should  have  risen  at  such  a  (uie,  to  the  nit  of  her

Bat  theae  reiults, 
peat  and  tmperidiabk  as  they  are,  eonvty  no  ad^inate  idea,  either  of  dM 
dffflcnhtet  wltb  whieh  WeWngton  had  to  contend,  or  of  the  narit  dne  to  bia 
i^tiw  tnUMandint  exertloBa.  With  an  anay  aeldnn  inperfair  in  number 
y^y*  to  a  aingle  cerpa  of  the  Frenoh  raanhab)  with  troops  dispirited  by 
S?^f  T«eent  dlawter,  and  wholly  uMided  by  prwrtical  mtpettenoe ;  witb* 
^-  ont  any  campnbory  law  to  recniU  his  ranks,  or  any  iirang  nationd 

|wlnn  for  war  to^rapply  its  want— he  was  called  on  to  oombat  suooessiTely 
raH  am^cB,  oompased  tn  groat  pvt  of  mem«ddiers,  peipetttally  filled  by 
tbe  lariMe  pvwen  of  tbe  conioriptien,  beaded  by  cfaiebwbo,riieDboni'tbe 
ranks,  and  practieally  acqoainted  with  the  duties  of  war  in  all  its  grades,  bad 
fsngbi  tbeb  way  frain  tha  graudier'a  mntket  to  the  rauriial's  baton,  and 
were  MIowed  by  men  who,  trained  in  tbe  same  school,  were  animated  by 
tbesal5e«nbfUon.  Mil  more,' he  was  the  general  of  a  nation  in  which  Uie 
tMrrirons  and  mercantile  quJitias  are  strangely  Usnded  K^etber;  which, 
jastfy  proad  of  its  hUlorio  glory,  is  mreaiOMbly  jealous  of  its  military  ex- 
peMtitme;  wfaldi,  covetoas  beyond  measare  of  warlike  renown,  is  niiDonsly 
impAlfeat  of  pacific  proparatien ;  lAioh  starra  lu  estabUsbmest  when  danger 
is-onr,  and  yetftetsatdefait  when  ita  terrors  are  present;  which  dreams, 
in  war,  of  CiMsy  and  Af^atnawt,  aad  nunhutes,  in  peace,  on  eoMtoenic  re- 
dnettM.  Be  coinhtted  at  the  head  of  an  alliance  formed  of  heterogeiMOUt 
•tates^  composed  <rf  discordant  materials,  in  whidi  ancient  animosities  and 
rdiglew  dMsions  were  imperfiBotly  sop)te«nod  by  recent  ferrotir  or  present 
dan^;  in  wfaiA  cemption  often  paralysed  the  arm  of  patriotism,  and 
iaalMsy  withheld  Uiercsowcas  of  power:  He  acted  under  tbe  direction  of* 
IBaistry  wl^g^rifa^t  Malous  and  active,  was  alike  iMzpefie»Ged  is  hostility 
and  tmdiffli^fccoBabiBatlons;  hi  pieMiiceel an-OppcoMan,  wbMi,  power- 
fbl  ineloqiJaH,  supported  by  faction,  was  prejudiced  against  the  war,  and 
inleMgable  to  tmal  it;  for  the  Interesto  of  a  people  who,  oHbongh  ardent 
in  tbe  oaese  and  antbiislastic  iu  Its  support,  were  impatient  of  disaMer  and 
prooelodepreMioi),  and  whrtfe  military  resourtes,  how  great  soever,  wore, 
diMipaled  iu  the  protection  ef  a  ooloirial  empire  which  encircled  the  earth, 
urinwt  Nothing  but  the  most  comnrntnate  prudence,  as  Well  as  ability  in 
^I'ittr'  condact,  could,  wiUi  such  means,  have  achieved  victory  over  audi 
;;;^^  an  enemy;  and  the  choracier  of  Wellington  was  singularly  filled 
•^^       fcr  Ibetask.  Capable,  when  tbeoocaiioareqaired,  or  opportunity 
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wag  offordcd,  of  the  most  dsring  enterprfsCT,  be  ww  ycl  canttttus  and  tnry 
in  bis  general  conduct;  prod^al  of  his  own  labonr.refirdtess  of  hb  own  per- 
mn.he  was  avaricioDs  only  of  thahlood  of  his  soldiers;  mdowed  by  natore 
vittaanindomitabiesoul,  a  consiitotloti  of  Iron,  bepowesscd  that  tenacity  of 
purpose  and  indefatigable  activity,  vhieh  is  ever  neceasaryio  great  achieve- 
menis;  piudeni  in  council,  sagaciooaia  deaign,  he  was  yet  prompt  and  de- 
cided in  action ;  no  general  ever  revolved  the  probable  dangers  of  an  enter- 
prise more  anxiously  before  nndertaking  it;  none  posaeased  In  a  higber 
degree  the  eagle  eye,  the  arm  of  steel,  necessary'  to  carry  it  Into  eiecutioB. 
By  the  steady  application  of  these  rare  qnatilies,  be  was  enabled  to  raise  tbe 
British  military  force  from  an  nnworthy  itat«  of  depression  to  an  unparal- 
leled pitch  of  glory ;  to  educate,  in  presence  of  the  enemy,  not  only  bis  soL- 
dlers  in  the  field,  but  his  rnlers  in  the  cabinet;  to  silence,  by  avoiding  diK- 
astcT,  the  clamoor  of  his  enemies;  to  strengthen,  by  progressive sncceas,  the 
ascendency  of  his  friends;  to  angment,  by  the  exhibition  of  its  resnifs,  die 
energy  of  the  government;  to  rouse,  by  deeds  of  glory,  theenthasiaunof  the 
people.  SkiKully  seizing  the  opportunity  <A  victory,  ho  studiously  avoided 
the  dtances  of  defeat :  aware  that  a  single  disaster  wonid  at  once  endanger 
his  prospects,  discourage  his  countrymen,  and  strengthen  bis  opponents,  be 
was  content  to  forego  many  opportunities  of  earning  fanie,  and  stifle  many 
desires  to  grasp  at  glory;  magnanitnonsly  checking  ibe  aspJTations  of  genios, 
he  trusted  for  ultimate  success  rother  to  perseverance  in  a  wise,  than  audacity 
inadaringcoarso.  He  thus  succeeded,  doring  six  saccessive  campaigns,  with 
a  comparatively  inconsiderable  army,  in  maintaining  his  groiand  against  the 
vast  and  veteran  forces  of  IVapol(!on,  in  defeating  SDOCCS^vely  all  his  mar- 
shals, and  bainjng  successively  all  his  enterprises,  and  floally  rousing  SMb  an 
enthusiastic  spirit  in  the  British  empire  as  enabled  its  government  to  put  fbrth 
its  Immense  resources  on  a  scale  worthy  of  its  present  greatness  and  ancient 
renown,  and  terminate  a  contest  of  twenty  yem  by  planting  the  English 
standard  on  the  walls  of  Paris, 
Sfr^"' "  "^^  ^'"'  S"^^  '>>'^l'  ^  'K*^  '  '"B"  '^  ^  snfflcioDt  distinction  for 
«aiLid„.  one  family;  hut  Wdliugton  is  not  the  only  Hhistrions  char«eter 
which  England  owes  to  the  house  of  MomingWn.  It  is  hard  to  say  whether, 
in  a  (liGTereni  line,  in  the  management  of  the  cabinet,  the  civil  gavemmeatM 
men,  and  the  far-seeingsagadty  of  a  consummate  statesman,  HarqoibWeli.- 
ESLET  is  not  equally  remarkable.  He  was  the  elder  brother  of  the  Amiiy, 
and  gave  early  promise,  both  at  school  and  college,  of  those  brilliant  qnaKties 
which  afterwards  shone  forth  withsnch  lustre  in  the  administration  of  India. 
His  talents  for  business  soon  introduced  tnm  to  the  notice  of  government,  but 
his  predfleetion  was  so  strongly  evinced  from  ttie  first  for  Oriental  aflUrs, 
that  nature  appeared  to  have  expressly  formed  him  for  Ibe  command  of  the 
East.  At  an  age  when  most  of  his  contemporaries  were  acquainted  with  the 
affairs  of  India  only  throngh  the  uncertain  medium  of  distant  report,  or  the 
casual  hints  of  private  conversation,  be  was  fliUy  master  of  the  politics  of 
Hindostan,  and  had  already  formed  those  clear  and  luminous  views  of  the 
condition  and  situation  of  our  power  there,  which  enabled  him,  from  the  vefy 
outset  of  his  career,  to  direct  with  so  steady  a  hand  the  complicated  mazes 
of  Indian  diplomacy.  He  had  for  several  years  been  an  active  member  of  the 
Board  of  Control,  then  under  the  able  direction  of  Lord  Melville,  and  had 
acquired,  from  his  remarkable  proflciency  in  the  subject,  a  large  share  in  the

•wajinindiiawaBlouDdedflDUrelr'Oaofloioiiilhat  lw«ni;or  thirty  tboo- 
SBBd  ^avfipcans,  scMttfod  among  a  bundred  nillioD  of  Asiatics,  most  bav« 
w^uiivd  their  fBprwncr  by  fiodnatiog  the  mind ;  that  this  moral  away 
cobM  be  maiataiaed  only  by  fidelity  lo  eng^emeol,  atid  fearlamiaB  is  con- 
dact;  and  that,  in  such  rivtBaistaiices,  the  mast  prudent  cotine  was  gcoer- 
raUy  iba  most  andaeieas.  Disregardisg,  therefore,  entirely  that  tcmpOTixiag 
policy  wbich  ifaa  gorenuaent  at  home  bad  talien  audi  pains  lo  impress  open 
iterakrs,  which  CmnwaUis  had  triumptwd  over  Mily  by  dfsre^rdiag,  and 
Sfr  lobn  Shore  had  obeyed  only  to  destroy,  he  resolved,  at  all  ttaiards,  to 
MOBtaiB  the  British  faith  inviolate,  to  strike  terror  into  his  enemies  by  the 
ngonrof  his  measures,  and  secure  victory  fay  never  despairing  and  being  a^ 
ways  worthy  of  ft.  He  recollecied  the  words  of  Gaio,— "  Qnanto  vos  atteit- 
lioresagetis  laato  iUis  a^mos  inirHrior  eril;  si  panllQlais  modo  vos  lan- 
gwre  vittoinl,  jam  omnes  fnoees  ademnlfl } ". 
du'mIi^  Bat  Tifour  and  restrfution  are  not  aloite  capable  of  achieving  sne- 
ii'^''**  oeas,lboi>^lbeyaregeQerallyeeaentiallowardsil:wudoniincon»- 
nniimiiiL  binalioa,isi«slgbtiB  council,  prudoice  in  ^MvparaUon,  are  aboin- 
dwppnaiiMr ;  mi  il  was  In  Ute  onion  of  these  invaluable  qudities  with  Ibe 
eounge  e(  Ifae  hero  and  the  heart  <rf  Uie  patriot,  Aat  Harquis  Welleoley  was 
narivalled.  Bcrfdiy  assuming  the  lead,  he  kept  it  withoat  difficulty,  becaose 
he  was  felt  to  be  the  first ;  ardently  devoted  to  bis  country,  be  inspired  a 
pM'lion  of  the  sacred  Gre  into  alt  his  followers  (2) ;  disceming  in  the  estima- 
tion  of  character,  he  selected  from  the  many  men  in  his  service  the  most 
giftod;  pvatrUed  with  the  most  hifty,as  irall  as  the  soundest  views,  he  com- 
mnideated  his  own  statesmanlike  prinidples'  both  to  the  direction  of  the 
camcfla  wad  Ibe  goidaBce  at  the  armies  of  India.  In  vigour  of  resolution, 
BienIcaBrage,diplomatioability,  and  military  combination,  he  was  the  first 
of  Brftisb  statesmen,  even  in  the  days  of  Pitt  and  Fpx.  Never,  perhaps,  in  so 
short  a  time,  was  such  a  change  prod  wed  on  the  charicter  oif  public  admi- 
instratioB,  the  vlgoor  of  national  councils,  or  the  success  of  national  arras,  as 
by  hiaeasi«n  rule.  Hofonnd  thcsn  vacillating,  he  left  them  decided ;  he  found 
Ibe  poblic  service  weakened  by  corruptiMi,  he  left  it  teemiog  witli  energy; 
he  isoad  die  East  India  Cmnpany  striving  only  to  defend  their  possessions  on 
Iheeoast,  he  leA  them  seated  on  the  throne  of  Auningiebe.  So  vasts  change, 
eflbited  In  a  few  years,  is  one  of  the  most  remarkable  iostances  which  bis- 
tory  afbrj^j^K  impress  whidi  s  lofty  character  can  communicate  to  the 
Mice ;  aad,  lilte  the  coiresponding  and  simuHweous  ele-

^^^^/^  Another  stategman,  possessed  -of  less  brilliant,  bat  eqnally  im- 
tuii.  portant  qualities,  presided  orer  the  direction  of  Indian  iSiin  in 
this  country  during  the  most  monieDtouB  period  of  Lord  WeUesley's  govern- 
ment, and  Eiad  long  contributed  esKntjally,  by  tho  eulargwd  and  staiesmanliJw 
views  with  which  he  himself  was  impressed,  to  train  the  mind  of  thefntufa 
ruler  of  the  East  to  those  great  conceptions  which  from  the  TO^  first  diaiiR- 
guished  his  administration.  Heurt  iWdbas,  afterwards  Ldkd  Visgourv  Mu,- 
viLLE,  was  descended  from  the  house  of  Amiaton,  in  Scotlaitd :  s  family  which, 
since  the  Revolution,  had  enjoyed  a  iarge  share  of  the  l^al  honours  and 
offices  in  that  country,  and  bad  early  risen,  alike  from  bis  talents  and  bis 
connexions,  to  the  office  of  Lord  Advocate.  But  his  force  of  miitd  and 
ambition  impelled  him  into  a  more  elevated  career.  In  1783,  be  amend 
Parliament,  and  ^m  that  time,  for  tiie-next  twenty-five  years,  enjoyed  to  « 
greater  degree  than  any  other  person  the  confidence  and  friendship  of  Hr. 
Pitt.  In  1792,  he  was  promoted  to  the  important  gilUBllon  of  Pre^dent  of  the 
Board  of  Control,  and  from  that  period  down  to  Hr.  Pitt's  retiremoit  in  1800, 
had  the  almost  eictusive  direction  of  Eastern  afiairs.  When  that  great  man 
resumed  the  hetm  in  1804,  he  was  made  first  Lord  of  tho  Admiralty,  and  by 
his  indefatigahle  enei^y  soon  restored  the  navy  from  the  state  of  decay  into 
which  it  had  ftllen  during  the  short-sighted  parsimony  of  the  Addingtoa 
administration  :  so  that  the  same  statesman  enjoyed  the  rare  diltinetlon  of 
framing  the  policy  which  produced  Lord  Wellesley's  triumphs  in  India,  and 
launching  the  Qeeis  which  extinguished  the  navy  of  France  amidst  thesboxla 
of  Tra^gar. 
mi  fr«t  Lord  Melville's  Ulenls  were  of  a  high  order;  bat  they  were  of  tlio 
^MlX^sotid  and  useftal  rather  than  the  brilliant  and  attractive  kind. 
jwiM  «  A  powerful  debater  from  strength  of  intellect  and  vigour  of  thongfat, 
•"•I"-  he  overcame  by  these  qualities  the  disadvantages  of  a  noftbem 
accent,  a  deficiency  in  Imaginative  or  oratorical  qualities,  and  the  prejudioee 
against  his  country,  whi^h  were  general  in  England,  till  the  genins  of  Sir 
Walter  Scott  and  (be  iticreaslng  inlercourse  between  the  two  nations  converted 
it  into  a  sometimes  Indulgent  partiality.  But  if  he  could  notrival  Hr.  Fox  or 
Hr.  Sheridan  in  the  fire  of  genius  or  graces  of  eloquence,  he  ncelled  tbem  in 
many  sterling  qualities  which  constitute  a  great  statesman  t  and  ttie  want  of 
which  is  loo  often,  to  its  grievous  loss,  thought  to  be  compensated  in  Great 
Britain  by  the  more  showy  but  inferior  accomplishments  which  command  md 
seduce  a  popular  assembly.  To  vast  powers  of  application,  he  united  a  sound 
judgment  and  a  retentive  memory ;  the  native  force  of  his  mind  made  biin 
seize  at  once  the  strong  points  of  a  subject,  bis  prodigious  information 
rendered  him  thoroughly  master  of  its  details.  Nowhereis  tobcfoundantorc 
comprehensive  and  stalesmanlibc  series  of  instructions  than  is  presented  in 
his  Indian  correspondence  .-  it  has  l>een  declared  by  an  equally  competent 
judge  and  unbiassed  opponent,  that  in  these  and  Marquis  Wellesley's  De- 
spatches is  to  be  sought  the  whole  materials  both  of  history  and  information 
on  our  Eastern  dominions[i).  All  the  features  of  Lord  Wellesley's  admi- 
nistration are  to  be  found  there  chalked  out  with  prophetic  wisdom,  even

p«ptn  dnwB  Oil befiire  h«  badMt  foot  in  India,  which  will  bear  a  eomparisen 
«iih  aay  i>  Ihe  woiM  fat  aami  aod  wiarged  views  «f  coasplicalad  poUlici. 
He  at  Mwe  pareeif  ed  that  the  advantages  of  the  triple  alliance  against  Tippoo 
SalMOB,  nd  the  asoHldeBcyaeqniied  by  the  glorious  viotory  of  LoidCa^-

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eighteen  or  tu'enly  per  cent;  the  finances,  Iwth  there  ind  irt  Bombay,  yfoh 
eomplelely  erhiusied;  the  present  deficji  was  eighteen  lades  of  pagodH 
(L.4SO,000),  bill»desigt)ed  to  supply  the  iraRt  of  specie  had  mnltifdied  so 
much  that  they  had  alarmingly  depreciated ;  only  fourteen  tfaonsand  men  of 
all  arras  could  he  drawn  together  for  tlM  attack  on  Tippw);  a  war  wu 
pronounced  impracticable  wfthont  at  least  six  months'  previous  prepantioa; 
the  frontier  fortresses  were  without  provisions,  the  army  withent  storel, 
equipment,  or  transport  train  ;  and  so  far  Itom  being  In  a  ecmditton  to  oqvip 
it  for  the  field,  the  Government  had  hardly  the  means  of  moviag  il  from 
Madras  to  the  Mysore  territory.  These  evils  were  also  felt,  though  in  a  lenet 
degree,  at  Calcutta;  the  general  treasury  was  drained  by  the  incaniiit 
demands  of  the  sister  presidencies,  and  that  general  despondency -pnnifed 
whichissooftenbothlheforerunnerand  the  cause  of  national  di9Mtar(tJ. 
S^utd""'  ^"' ''  s"""  sppeared  how  powerful  is  the  influence  of  a  gifled  and 
wiiirtirr^  magnanimous  mind  upon  national  fortunes,  if  called  into  aetivo  at 
iioo  °u  \'m-  a  time  when  the  heart  of  the  nation  is  sound,  and  those  symptoBS 
SSiI?  of  debility  have  arisen  not  from  the  decline  of  publle  Times,  bit 
the  timidity  or  misdirection  of  those  who  have  been  placed  at  the  head  ef 
affairs.  Many  mouths  had  not  elapsed  before  Lord  Wellesley  had  ^Mmmoni- 
catcd  the  impress  of  his  zeal  and  energy  to  every  branch  of  the  public  ser- 
vice. Disregarding  altogether  the  sinister  forebodings  and  gloomy  represen- 
tations of  the  Madras  Government,  he  laboured  assidnonsly  to  augment  the 
military  force  and  restore  the  Bnancial  resources  of  that  important  p«1o( 
onr  E^astem  dominions  :  by  never  yielding  todifGculties,  besoonfoondnMe; 
by  boldly  assuming  the  lead  in  diplomacy,  he  speedily  acquired  the  command. 
All  classes,  both  at  home  and  abroad,  rapidly  discovered  the  character  «f  the 
man  with  whom  they  were  now  brought  in  contact;  British  patriotism  wH 
roused  by  the  clear  indications  which  were  afTorded  of  capacity  at  the  head 
of  atTairs  :  Asiatic  hostility  sunk  before  the  ascendant  of  EuropdaD  talent; 
Indian  jealousy  before  the  force  of  English  courage.  The  army  was  rapidly 
augmented;  the  froniier fortresses  were  armed  and  vicinaled;  (ta  buHock 
service  and  commissariat  put  on  a  respectable  ^tlilg;  a  powerful  bauertnf 
train  was  collected  at  Madras;  voluntary  subscriptions,  on  a  magniScenI 
scale,  at  alt  the  three  presidencies,  bespoke  at  once  the  pnbBc  spirit  and 
opulence  of  the  inhabitants;  corps  of  European  volunteers  were  formed, and 
nis.-pi,  i,Bi!  soon  acquired  a  great  degree  of  efficiency,  while  a  sBbsidiBry 
treaty  concluded  with  the  Nizam  in  the  beginning  of  September,  restored  the 
British  influence  at  Uie  court  of  Hydrabad,  and  gave  public  prwf  of  the  re- 
newal ofBriiish  influence  among  the  native  powers  (2).

den.  ByllieBew  liMlyofHydrabad,  the  British  suhsidiary  troops,  formerly 
M*  ifaoyund,  were  lo  be  augmenled  to  six  thousand  men,  and  Ibey  were 
iiBik  I  the  diredion  of  Colonel  Kirkpatrick,  an  ofBoer  whose  skill  and  pru- 
denes  Kvn  «|nal  to  tbe  difficult  and  important  task  committed  to  his  charge. 
The  facrMw4  tece  entered  the  Nizam's  urritones  in  the  boning  of  Octo- 
ber, nacbod  Hydrabad  on  the  10th,  joiaed  a  large  body  of  the  Miam's 
iMrae, aod sonounded  ifae  French  camp  on  the  22d.  4  mutiny  had  broken 
ottt  iB  ibe  corps  on  tbe  pKceding  day,  and  the  sepoys  had  arrested  their 
■ficccs;  in  Ibis  state  of  insubordiusitiou  no  authority  existed  capable  of 
g  the  British  troops,  and  the  whole  French  officers  were  without 
sd,  delivered  up  to  U)e-  EngLsh  authorities,  on  condition  of  their 
ftiwate  property  being  preserved,  and  their  being  immedlBbily  tr«nsporied 
to  FraMCc;  conditioas  which  were  immediately  and  faithfully  executed  (i). 
j"»y^  ^nija  bo^  and  imporlaul  stroke  was  very  soon  attended  with  most 
i^>.  importanteffects.  Ttie French  inllueoGe at  the nalivecourts received 
a  mde  sbeek,  while  that  of  the  English  was  praportionably  augmented ;  tbe 
nativesoflbesBbsidiarycorps  almost  all  entered  the  British  ranks,  and  formed 
an  inportant  addition  lo  the  sepoy  force  i  while  tbe  Nizam,  overjoyed  at  his 
d^very  tram  such  supercilious  defenders,  renewed  bis  ancient  and  cordial 
■lUance  with  the  East  India  Company.  It  soon  appeared  how  necessary  this 
decisive  stroke  had  been,  and  what  was  tbe  magnitude  of  the  dangers  which 
would  soon  have  assailed  the  British  power  if  the  war  had  not  in  this  manner 
beea  at  once  carried  into  the  enemy's  territory.  Secret  information  was  re- 
oeired  that  Scindiab  bad  entered  into  correspondence  with  Tippoo  and  the 
French ;  the  Peisbwa  was  ascertained  to  have  supported  his  views  against  the 
Company  and  the  Nizam ;  the  inveterate  hostility  uf  the  Sultan  of  Mysore  was 
well  known,  and  his  preparations,  though  secretly  conducted,  were  daily 
aKdming  a  more  formidable  character ;  Zemaun  Schah,  by  the  terrors  of  an 
Affghan  invasion,  operated  as  a  powerful  diversion,  and  rendered  it  necessary 
to  station  a  large  force  on  the  northern  frontiers  of  lliiidoslan ;  a  deep-laid 
plot  was  on  fool  for  expelling  tbe  English  from  Bengal,  Bahar,  and  all  their 
provinces  on  the  banks  of  tlie  Ganges,  in  which  most  of  Ibc  Uahommedan 
chiefs  of  those  countries  were  impUcated;  while  the  whole  Mabratla  poten- 
tates were  secretly  intriguing  against  the  British  power,  and  only  awaited 
the  expected  arrival  of  the  French  from  Egypt,  lo  join  openly  iu  the  general 
confederacywainst  it  (i). 

The  iuddlR%ahle  activity  and  commanding  energy  of  Lord  UomJDgloD, 
however,  enabled  liim  lo  make  bead  against  all  these  difficulties;  and  he  soon 
made  such  progress  in  the  military  preparations  as  enabled  him,  early  in  1799, 
10  anticipate  the  designs  of  bis  enemies,  by  striking  a  decisive  blow  at  the 
heart  of  their  power.  The  army  collected  at  Madras  was  raised,  before  the 
ckMB  erf  the  preceding  year,  to  thirty  thousand  lightiug  men,  with  an  immense

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batterini;  train;  a  noble  force,  Id  an  inoomparable  state  of  discipline  an 
eqaipment,  vhi)e  a  co-operating  body  of  sit  thonsand  men,  In  equally  ac 
nirable  condition,  were  ready  to  advance  from  Bombay  nnder  Gena-al  Stuar 
EspIanatJons  vere  demanded  from  Tippoo  of  bis  liostile  measnres,  pwrtici 
larly  his  sending  ambassadors  (o  tbe  fsle  of  France;  but  no  reply  wis  reccarw 
althougli  the  British  Government  gave  ample  proof  of  Tbetr  dlqxiaitiOD  to  «m 
with  fidelity  according  to  the  esisdng  treaties,  by  relinqnbhing  t«  tdm,  i 
tiiisTcry  crisis,  the  territory  of  Wynaad,  a  disputed  district  which,  on  Lor 
Wellington's  arnvalin  India,  was  in  the  possesuon  of  the  British  aathoritlci 
without  any  adequate  tide.  A  proposliion  on  tbe  part  of  tbe  Govemor-ge 
neral  to  open  an  amicable  n^ottation  tbroagh  Colonel  Doreton,  having  beai 
duded  with  characteristic  artifice  (1)  by  the  Sultan,  and  \he  military  prepa 
rations  being  complete,  Marquis  Weiiesley,  early  in  January,  proceeded  u 
Madras  in  person,  and  on  tiie  iOth  of  February  the  army,  under  Geneira 
Harris,  entered  the  Mysore  territory,  while,  shortly  after.  General  Stnaitalst 
advanced  with  his  co-operaling  force  from  the  side  of  Bombay  (S). 

Notwithstanding  the  depth  and  extent  of  his  plans,  Tfppoo  was  an  this  oe- 
casion  taken  by  surprise.  He  had  not  anticipated  the  vigour  and  celerity  <ri 
the  new  Govenlorf  eneral,  and  calcnlated  upon  behig  permitted  to  choose 
his  own  time,  as  on  former  occasions,  for  the  commencement  of  hostilities, 
which  he  would  have  deferred  till  his  preparations  were  complete,  and  tbe 
extensive  confederacy  in  the  course  of  formation  was  enconraged  by  the  pre- 
sence of  a  French  auxiliary  force.  Hrs  military  power,  however,  was  alF»dy 
very  great;  Seringapalam  was  in  a  formidable  state  of  defence,  and  lie  had 
above  fifty  thousand  men  in  a  central  position,  under  arms.  Finding,  there- 
fore, that  his  territories  were  menaced  on  two  sides  at  once,  be  jndidonsly 
resolved  to  direct  his  efforts,  in  the  first  instance,  against  the  least  consider- 
able of  theiuTading  armies ;  and  with  that  view  moved  against  General  Stuart, 
even  before  he  had  crossed  the  Bombay  frontier.  The  Sultan's  fbrce  on  litis 
occasion  amounted  to  twelve  thousand  men,  the  flower  of  his  array;  bat 
though  the  weight  of  the  contest  felt  on  two  thousand  European  and  Sepoy 
troops,  ^ey  were  defeated  after  a  violent  stru^le  of  three  hours'  dnratlon, 
and  quickly  retired  to  the  neighbourhood  of  Seringapatam,  with  the  loss  of 
fifteen  hundred  killed  and  wounded  (3). 

The  progress  of  the  grand  army,  thirty  thousand  strong,  which  advanced 
from  the  side  of  Madras,  was  at  first  very  slow,  owing  to  the  immense  batter- 
ing and  siege  equipage  which  followed  in  its  train,  and  the  sickness  which 
almost  nniformly  seizes  the  transport  cattle  when  they  leave  the  coast  and 
ascend  the  high  lable-land  of  Mysore,  They  experienced,  however,  very  tittle 
molesiaiion  from  the  Sultan  until  the  27th  March,  when  a  general  engagement 
took  place.  Tlppoo'sarmy  occupied  a  range  of  heights  beyond  the  little  town 
of  MalaveDy ;  and  a  distant  exchange  of  cannon-shot  from  the  batteries  on 
either  side  at  length  led  to  a  general  action.  Colonel  Wellesley  [Wellington) 
commanded  the  division  on  the  left,  and  General  Floyd  the  cavalry  in  the 
centre.  Harris  himself  was  on  the  right.  Owing  to  the  exhansied  slate  of  the - 
bnllocls  which  drew  the  artillery,  a  delay  occurred  in  tlie  formation  of  the 
line,  of  which  the  Mysore  iirfaniry  look  advantage  to  make  a  daring  charge 
on  Colonel  \Yeltesley's  division,  which  moved  on  to  tbe  attack,  and  was  odd-

lidaafalr  in  adfiBoe,  npanted  by  a  wide  ppfixon  the  centre  (1);  wbUa  a 
Itigebody  of  honebore  down omfae  right,  under Uiiris himself.  They  were, 
kowever,  gallaittiy  repulsed  by  tfae  brigade  un<ier  Harris's  orders,  while  the 
53d  OD  the  left  were  ordered  to  reserve  their  lire  till  within  pistol-shot,  when 
IherdeliTereditwithdeciuveeireGt,  and  immediately  chafed  with  thebajo- 
bet.  The  red-plumed  dragoons  of  Flojd,aoon  after  comiDg  up  from  the  cen- 
tre, cbarged  tbem  oil  the  other  flank,  and  completed  the  rout.  Two  thousand 
of  ibe  enemy  fell  in  the  battle  or  the  pursuit,  while  the  loss  of  the  tIcKhs  did 
notexceed  three  hundred  (2). 
1  ii,i.i,.i  No  further  obstacle  now  remained  to  prevent  the  British  froa 
^^°*"  taking  np  tbeir  ground  before  SeriDgapalani,  which  was  done  on 
tfrii  i.  the  Hih  ApriL  Th^  assembled  host,  which  was  soon  joined  by  the 
corps  ilBd«  General  Stuart,  from  Bombay,  presented  a  formidable  appew- 
ance,  and  exhibited  a  splendid  proof  of  the  magnitude  and  resources  <rf  the 
Biilidi  empire  in  the  East.  Thirty-five  ihousand  fighting  men,  a  hundred 
pieces  of  baUering  caimon,  and  camp  followers  In  the  usual  Asiatic  propor- 
tkHt  of  four  to  one  soldier,  formed  a  stupendous  array  of  above  a  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  men,  assembled  on  the  high  table-land  of  Mysore,  three 
Ihonsandfeelabovethelevelof  the  sea,  and  above  eight  thousand  miles  from 
the  parent  European  state.  The  greatoeas  of  this  effort  will  not  t>e  duly  ap- 
preciated unless  it  is  recollected  that  at  the  same  moment  twenty  thousand 
■dminbte  troops,  under  ^  James  Craig,  lay  in  the  territories  of  Oude,  to 
guard  the  nortbem  provinces  of  India  from  Zemaun  Schsh;  that  the  army 
was  collected  in  the  Mediterranean  which  so  soon  after  eipeSed  the  French 
from  Egypt,  and  the  fleet  was  afloat  which  was  to  dissolve,  by  the  cannon  of 
Melaon,  the  north^n  coalition  (5). 
SLTS^^  The  eflorts  of  lArdt^mwallis  had  been  directed  against  the  norlh- 
^^  "  em  face  of  the  fortress  of  Seringapatam ;  and  Tippoo,  anticipating 
v^uoimr-  an  attack  in  the  same  quarter,  had  greatly  strengthened  the  de- 
fences in  that  direction.  These  preparations,  however,  were  rendered  altoge- 
ther mnTailisg  by  tbeable  movement  of  General  Harris,  previous  to  taking  up 
his  ground  before  the  town,  in  suddenly  crossing  the  Cavery  by  a  neglected 
lord,  and  appeving  before  its  southern  front ;  a  quarter  in  which  the  country 
was  not  yet  ravaged,  the  fiirtiGcatJons  in  a  comparatively  neglected  state,  and 
tbe  communication  with  the  Bombay  army  direct  and  easy.  The  camp  was 
farmed  opposite  to  the  soulb-westem  side  of  the  fortress,  the  army  from 
Bombay  eflecled  its  Junction  on  the  i4th,  and  the  approaches  were  conducted 
with  great  vigour.  In  the  course  of  these  operations,  muchanuoyancc  was  ex- 
perienced icom  an  advanced  postpf  the  Sullau's,  placed  on  a  rocky  eminence 
near  the  walls,  from  whence  a  destructive  fire,  ctiicdy  with  rockets,  was  kept 
op  on  the  parties  working  in  the  trenches.  In  order  to  put  a  stop  to  this  ha- 
rassing warfare,  an  alUck  on  the  post  during  the  night  was  resolved  on,  and 
intrusted  to  Colonel  Wellesley  and  Colonel  SJtaw.  This  nocturnal  encountw 
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vonld  be  of  Ullle  importance,  were  it  not  rendered  rMouUde  by  *  <»niain- 
sUnce  as  rare  as  it  is  tnetnorable,  and  worth;  of  being  recorded  for  the  encoii- 
ragement  of  youDg  olEcers  exposed  t«  eacly  diaaiier— a  iiHlim  by  W«Uk)^ 
ton(l).  ... 

Both  divisions  marched  a  Utile  after  it  was  dark :  Colonel  Sbaw  laaBeedad 
in  getting  possession  of  a  ruined  village,  vitbin  forty  yards  of  the  afuednet 
from  whence  (he  Gring  issued;  but  Colonel  Wellesley,  on  entaioe  the  racLy 
eminence,  near  the  Sultanpellah  Tope,  was  assailed  on  all  sides  with  so  •»■ 
vere  a  Sre,  that  both  the  33d  regiment  and  sepoy  battalioo,  whieh  be  w 
manded,  were  thrown  into  diiorder  (S),  and  he  waa  obliged  t»  UH  baolt  t* 
the  camp;  and  such  was  tbe  confusion  which  prevailed,  owing  to  Ibe  dark- 
ness of  the  night,  that  he  arrived  there  accompanied  only  by  Celooel  Hnck- 
.  enzie.  The  young  officer  proceeded  at  midnight  lo  the  graieral's  tent,  wbo 
was  anxiously,  expecting  his  arrival,  at  Gm  much  agitated,  bat  after  reiatiag 
tiie  event  lo  that  officer  he  retired,  threw  himself  on  the  table  of  Ibe  teat, 
and  fell  atteep;  a  fact  in  such  a  moment  singularly  di&raeteristic  of  the  in- 
perturbahle  character  of  the  future  hero  of  Torres  Vedras(3),  General  Hanrii 
next  morning  drew  out  the  troops  for  a  second  attack,  and  at  first  oSered  the 
oommsnd  to  General  Baird,  as  Colonel  Wellesley  had  not  yet  come  np  to  lbs 
parade  from  having  been  detained  at  the  Adjutant-General's  office;  bat,  en 
second  thoughts,  he  said  it  was  but  fair  to  give  Colonel  Wellesley  a  second 
trial ;  a  proposal  in  which  that  generous  officer,  after  having  turned  hia  hone 
to  take  the  command,  at  once  and  cordially  acquiesced.  Accordingly,  at  ua 
next  morning.  Colonel  Wellesley,  with  tbe  Scotch  brigade  and  two  batlklions 
of  sepoys,  again  advanced  against  the  Tope,  whieh  was  soon  carried  io  gailant 
Style,  while  Colonel  Shaw,  at  the  same  lime,  drove  tbe  Uysoreans  from  ihm 
till  Ainii.  post  on  the  side  of  the  ruined  village.  Butfor  ibis  circumstaoce, 
and  ihe  elevation  of  mind  which  prompted  boib  Ceoeial  Harris  aadGeseral 
Baird  to  ov.erlook  this  casual  failure,  and  intrust  tbe  next  aUack  to  the  de- 
feated officer,  the  fale  of  the  world  might  have  been  different,  and  tha  st« 
of  tbe  future  conqueror  of  Napoldon  extinguithed  in  an  obseuie  ooaUtnul 
encounter  in  an  Indian  water-course  (4).

lib  Bit.  Several  formidable  sallies  of  the  Mysore  .infantry  and  boiM  wen 
repulsed  by  the  steaduiess  gf  tbe  besiegers'  infantry,  utd  tiie  great  vi^iauce 
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nlnliiled  eTerfwhen  in  tiw  trenches,  the  most  exposed  paria  of  which  were 
»•  Jkpn).  QDder  Cohrael  Wdlesley's  direction.  At  length,  on  the  30tfa  April, 
the  liracliinglMtieries  opened  on  one  of  the  bastions,  which  was  soon  shaken 
by  B  severe  cross-fire  from  different  sides;  the  carlain  od  the  right  was  soon 
terdlcd ;  a  great  wsgaxtne  of  rockets  blew  up  In  the  town  on  the  morning  of 
tbe  Sd  May,  and  spread  terror  and  devastation  far  and  wide  by  its  Iremendous 
exptniaa.  Early  on  the  morning  of  the  4th,  the  troops  destined  for  the  assault 
M  ibr-  were  placed  in  tbetrencbes;  and  the  bonr  of  one  o'clock  in  the 
afteraoon  wn  chosen  for  tbe  attack,  when  the  sultry  heat  ususlly  disposed 
the  Asiatics  to  repcae.  Two  thousand  five  hundred  Europeans,  and  eighteen 
hndred  nktires  formed  the  stMming  party,  under  the  command  of  General 
Baird.  Itiey  had  a  fearful  preapeet  before  them,  for  twa-and-rtwenty  thousand 
Tctenn  tnwps  composed  the  garrison,  and  the  bastions,  of  uncommon 
Hrengtb,  were  arm«l  with  two  tmndred  and  forty  pieces  of  cannon  (1). 
"  Follow  me,  my  brave  fellows,  and  prove  yourselves  worthy  of  the  name  of 
British  soldiers,"  was  the  brief  address  of  that  noble  officer  to  his  gallant  fol- 
lawers,  as  leaping  sword  in  itand  out  of  the  trenches,  he  descended  the  slope 
vbieh  led  to  the  rm^y  bed-of  tbe  Cavery,  and  required  to  be  craned  before 
tbe  fool  of  the  breach  was  reached.  He  was  rapidly  followed  by  the  forlorn 
hope,  which  soon  led  the  host,  and  was  immediately  succeeded  by  the  assault- 
log  column  in  close  array.  Bat  tbe  enemy  were  at  their  post;  alP^as  ready 
tor  ibe  asBaoli,  erwy  battery  was  manned,  and  from  every  bastion  and  gun 
wbich  bore  on  the  assailants  a  close  and  deadly  fire  was  directed  which  spee- 
dily thinned  their  ranks,  and  woald  have  caused  any  other  b'oops  to  recoil  (3). 
On,  however,  the  Qritish  rushed,  fbllowed  by  their  brave  allies,  throush  the 
deadly  storm ;  in  five  minutes  the  river  was  crossed,  in  five  more  the  breach 
was  mounted;  a  crimson  torrent  streamed  over  the  ruin;  t  sally  on  the  llank 
of  tbeasualtingcolamnbya  chosen  body  of  Tippoo's  guards  was  repulsed; 
aad,  as  Baird  was  leading  bis  men  up  tbe  entangled  steep,  a  loud  shout  and 
tte  wavii%  of  the  British  coloareon  its  summits,  announced  that  the  fortress 
was  won,  and  the  oapital  of  Mysore  fallen.  But  here  an  unexpected  obstacle 
oceorred.  The  snmmit  of  tbe  breach  was  separated  from  the  interior  of  the 
wall  by  a  wide  ditch,  filled  with  water;  and  at  first  no  means  of  croulng  it 
appeared ;  but  a  length  Baird  discovered  some  planks  which  had  been  used 
by  the  workmen  in  getting  over  it  to  repair  the  rampart,  and  himself  leading 
the  way,  this  formidable  obstacle  was  surmounted.  Strafghtway,  dividing  his 
men  into  Iwo  columns,  under  Colonels  Sherbrooke  and  Dnnlop,  this  heroic 
leader  soon  ^wept  the  ramparts  both  to  the  right  and  left  i  the  brave  Asiatics 
were  by  d^rees  forced  back,  though  not  without  deepeirate  resistance,  to  the 
Mosque,  where  a  dreadful  slaughter  look  place.  It  at  length  surrendered, 
with  two  of  Tippoo's  sons,  when  the  liring  had  ceased  at  other  points ;  while 
Ihe  Saltan  himself,  who  had  endeavoured  to  escape  at  one  of  the  gates  of  the 
town,  which  v§»  assaalted  by  the  sepoys,  was  some  time  afterwards  foond 
dead  nndera  heap  of  several  huoUred  slain,  composed  iu  part  of  the  princH 
pal  officers  of  his  palace,  who  bad  been  driven  into  a  confined  space,  and 
mowed  down  by  a  cross  fire  of  musketry.  He  was  shot  by  a  private  soldier 
'  wfaea  slrelched  on  his  palanquin,  after  having  bees  woundAd  himself,  and 
had  Us  hone  killed  under  him ;  while  Baird,  who  for  three  years  bad  been 
itfiiM»rf  a  captive  in  chains  in  his  dangeons,  had  (he  glorious  trinmph  of  tak- 
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Wittw.  »»i  tmwni  At  rotkj  WJ ot  lb« &Tgy,  H«uh  oLoit  youiiiisir,  Kf  ACir.  tng. 
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ing  vengMuce  lor  bis  wrongs  (1),  by  generasily  pnfeetiiig  od  woditiig  ibe 
feuiof  UieToatbfulsm*«fbisrMloubt«d»i(^9BoM. 
pnarf  Tlppoo  oonld  nerer  b»  bn>u|tit  fo  bdleve  that  the  Engliahwovld 
^rr-^  Tenlure  to  Blonn  Soringapatatn,  aBd  he  looked  fonrard  with  con- 
idfloca  to  tbeMCtiag  in  oftbeheafy  rains  which  were  soos  approaching,  to 
eompd  tlwin  to  niso  tlw  ale^.  Ho  was  brave,  Kberal,  and  popaUr,  doiing 
UiftlbM''a  UfejbiitUt  ralgn  WBifeltas  tyrannical  and  oppressive  by  hb 
•ubjoeu,  whlcfa,  bowaver,  as  la  often  the  tase  inlhe  East,  they  ascribed  radiflr 
to  the  capldity  of  hit  mMnon  than  his  own  dlsposiUini.  The  Branlns  bad 
predicted  ibattboiOiof  Hoy  would  prove  an  hiauspidons  day  to  hltn;  he 
mode  Uieai  laign  presents  on  that  very  day,  and  asked  them  for  their  prayen. 
Be  wMiittlDgatdlnnerandera  covered  shed,  to  avert  therayS  of  the  sun, 
vrtico  tbealantt  wm  gtveo :  beiiistatitiy  washed  his  hands,  c^ed  for  his  arms, 
and,  aovBtiDg  bis  borse,  rode  towards  tfie  breach.  On  the  way  he  reeeived 
latelUgeDm  tbatSyed  Goffar,  his  best  olEcer,  was  killed.  "  Syed  Gothr  was 
never  afraid  tS  death,"  he  exdaimed ;  "  let  Hahommed  Cassim  take  charge 
of  bis  divlaian."  His  corpse  was  fbund  under  a  mountain  of  slain,  stripped 
«( all  in  ommienta  and  part  of  lis  doihing,  but  wf  th  the  trusty  amulet  which 
healwaytvoreiUllbonnd  round  his  rigbtarm.  He  had  received  three  wounds 
intbe  body,  and  one  in  the  temple;  but  the  conntenance  was  not  distorted, 
tlM  ey«a  <^WD,  md  the  expression  Uial,  of  stem  composure.  .The  body  was 
itill  warm;  and ftr  a  Brinote  Colonel  Wellesley,  wh.o  was  present,  thought  be 
was  stlU  oUve;  but  the  pnbe  bad  ceased  to  beat  which  had  so  long  throbbed 
for  tha  indepcndeiu*  of  India  (I). 
icoMv*  "•*"  Storming  of  Sertngapatam  was  one  of  the  greatest  blows  ever 
UKTb"  stnidt  hy  any  nation,  and  demonstrated  at  once  of  what  vast  efforts 
UM  Hr*4.  tiig  British  empire  was  capable,  when  directed  by  capacity 'and  led 
by  rtaohitioni  The  tRimediate  fruits  of  victory  were  immense  :  Ibefomudable 
fortreas,  the  eentre  of  Tippoo^  power,  garrisoned  by  twenty-two  thousand 
tegular  troops,  with  all  his  treasures  and  mlliury  resources,  had  fallea;  the 
whole  aramal  and  fonnderies  of  the  kingdom  of  Mysore  were  taken,  and 
the  trtitlery  tbey  conUined  amounted  to  the  enormous  number  of  451  brass, 
and  478  Iron  guns,  besides  287  mounted  on  the  works.  Above  520,000  pounds 
of  powder,  and  424,000  round  shot,  also  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  viclora: 
the  miUtary  resowrces;  on  the  whole,  resembled  rather  those  of  an  old-esta- 
blished European  monarchy;  than  of  an  Indian  potentate  recently  elevated  to 
freatness.  But  these  trophies,  great  as  they  were,  constituted  the  least  con-, 
iiderablefraitsef  Uiis  memorable  conquest;  its  mqral  consequences  were  lai 
more  lasting  and  important.  In  one  day  a  race  of  usurpers  bad  been  extin- 
gutshed,  and  a  poweKul  empire  overthrown;  a  rival  to  the  British  poww 
struck  down,  and  a  tyrant  of  the  native  princes  slain ;  a  military  monarchy 
■abverled,  aRd  a  stroke  paralysing  all  India  delivered.  The  loss  in  the  assault 
wasveryttffllBg,  amounting  only  to  threehuodredand  eighty-seven  killed  and 
wounded,  thongh  fenrtcen  hundred  had  fallen  since  the  commencement  "of 
tb«  aleget  hot  the  proportion  in  wiiich  it  was  divided,  indicated  upon  whom 
the  wdght  *f  the  content  had  fellen,  and  how  superior  in  the  deadly  breach  ■ 
European  energy  was  to  Asiatic  valour;  for  of  that  number  three  hundred 
tnd  ftafty  were  Brilish,  and  only  forty-seven  native  soldiers  (3J.      ■

sioD  of  territory  taken  from  the  conquests  made  by  the  Uyder  family ;  (he 
Pashwa  was  confirmed  in  his  alliance  by  a  grant  sinnewbat  more  than  a- 
half  of  wJhat  h^d  been  allotted  to  the  Nizam,  alihongh  bis  conduct  .dunng

inbot  Bajah  of  Mysore  was  elevated  from  a  hovel  (o  a  palace,  and  reinstated 
in  more  than  his  ancestr^^plendotir;  the  Mahommedan  officers  of  the  fallen 
dyiusty,  ggrpffised  by  (he  continaance  of  all  the  honours  and  olBces  which 
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the;  liad  fonnerly  enjoyed,  were  impreufd  with  the  strongest  seute  of  tlie  ge- 
nerosity trf  the  British  gavernmoDt ;  while  the  jubitxntial  [U>wer  of  Mysore  had 
passed,  with  a  territory  yielding  L.fU>0,OaO  a-year,  lo.the  ipuaiGceDt  vic- 
tora  (1),  and  Harquis  Wellesley,  the  distributor  of  all  this  magpiScence,  put 
die  purest  jem  in  the  diadem  of  glory  with  which  his  brows  were  CDcircled, 
by  refusing  for  himself  and  his  family  any  portion  of  the  exteosive  prize  money 
derived  from  the  public  stores  Uken  at  Seringapaiam,  which  had  fallen  into 
the  hands  of  the  yiclorioos  army  (S). 
blk-  .mt       Little  difficulty  was  experienced  in  effecting  the  pacific  settlement 
^riiih  ■  of theHysore  after IhedeathofTippoo — Ibeprincipal.rajahshaviog 
u'hiiii.      hastened  to  make  theii  submission  aTtcr  theyheatti  of  the  favour- 
aUe  tenns  offered  by  the  conqueror  to  the  nobles;  andtbe  judgmental  well 
•sfimmets  of  Colonel  Wellesley,  upon  whom,  as  governor  ol  Mysore,  the 
principal^rtof  thjitimportantduly  devalve<l,  was  alike  conspicuous.   One, 
.    however,  Qooniah  Waugh,  a  partisan  of  great  energy  and  activity,  was  im- 
I^ndently  liberated  during  the  confusion  consequeut  on  the  slorm  of  Serioga- 
patam;  aad,  having  collected  a  band  of  -  freebooters  and  disbaoded  soldiers 
from  the  wreck  of  Tippoo's  army,  fong  o\aintained,  with  indefatigable  perse- 
jriH.  verance,  a  desultory  warfare.   He  first  retired  into  the  rich  pro-

-  Wt°iHi^.  vinces  but  recently  subjected  to  European  rjile,  and  abounding 
^Ih  disorderly  characters  of  every  description,  that,  though  he  had  recently 
refused  the  .command  of  the  projected  expedition  against  Batavia  from  a 
senseof  the  importance  of  his  duties  in  Mysore,  he  took  the  Geld  agaltast  him 
in  peraon,  and  soon  brought  the  contest  to  a  successful  termination.  Doon* 
Mij.  ixm.  diah  having  entered  the  Peishwa's  territories  in  Hay,  1800,  he  im- 
mediately movedagainst  him  with  a  body  of  light  infantry,  two  regiments  of 
British,  and  two  of  native  dragoons.  A  victory  recently -gained  over  a  con- 
,  sideiUle  body  of  Mahratia  horse,  had  greatly  elated  the  spirits  of  Doondiah

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md  his  followers;  be  was  rapidly  following  in  the  footsteps  of  Byiler  Ali  in 
thefisnnationof  a  dynasty;  Bod,  in  the  anticipalkni  of  boondlcBS  dooiiaioii, 
he  iMd  already  asinmed  the  title  of  "  King  of  the  WoHd."  But  the  hud  of 
btewas  nponbim.  Advancing  wiA  a  celerity  which  exceeded  the  far-famed 
swiftness  of  the  Indian  chief,  marchingfrequentlytwenty-fiveortbiriymUea 
a-day,  even  under  (he  burning  sun  and  over  the  waterlnts  plains  of  lodia. 
Colonel  Wellesley  at  length  came  up  With  the  enemy,  who  retired  at  his  ap- 
uik  iti,.  proacfa.  Hangal,  into  which  he  had  thrown  a  garrisoii,  was  stormed; 
DnmiDtil,  garrisoned  by  a  thousand  choice  troops,  carried  by  escalade;  a 
lAk  j*it.  _  division  of  his  army,  fonr  thousand  strong,  attacked  and  routed, 
carlf  on  the  morning  of  the  30lh,  on  the  banks  of  the  Halpa«rba,  the  whole 
artillery,  ba^age,  and  camels  being  taken;  add  at  length  inteUigODce  was 
leceiTed,  that  Doondiah  himself,  with  Ave  thousand  horse,  lay  at  Conaghur, 
about  thirty  miles'distant  from  Colonel  Wellcsley's  cavalry.  The  latter  made 
a  forced  march  to  reach  him  before  it  was  dark,  but  the  jaded  stale  of  the 
horses  rendered  it  impossible  to  get  nearer  than  nine  miles;  two  honrft  before 
<daylight,' however,  on  the  following  morning,  he  was  again  in  motioB,  aitd 
al  tire  o'clock  met  the  "King  of  the  World,"  as  he  was  marching  t«  the  west- 
ward, without  any  expectation  of  the  British  being  at  band.  Colonel  Welles- 
ley  bad  only  the  i9ib  and  S2d  dragoons,  and  t«'0  regiments  of  native  hone, 
iB  all  about  twelve  hundred  men;  but  with  these  he  instantly  advaneed  to 
the  attack.  Forming  his  troops  into  one  line,  so  as  not  to  be  outflanked  hy 
the  spperior  numbers  of  the  enemy,  who  were  quadruple  bis  own  force,  and 
leading  the  charge  himself,  the  British  General  resolutely  bore  down  upon 
the  foe.  Dooadiah's  men  were  hardy  veterans,  skiHlilly  drawn  op  in  a  strot^ 
position ;  bot  they  qaailed  before  the  terrible  chai^  of  the  British  horse,  and 
tn-oke  ere  the  hostile  squadrons  were  upon  them.  The  whole  force  was  dis- 
persed in  the  pursuit,  and  Doondiah  himself  slain — a  decisive  event,  whidi 
at  once  terminated  the  war,  and  afforded  no  smalt  exultation  to  the  Engli^ 
soldiers,  who  brought  hack  his  body  intrinmpb,lashed  to  a  gall(q>er  gun,  to 
the  camp (4). 

^^^^  The  effect  o1  these  brilliant  successes  soon  appeared  in  the  alliaii- 
'  alTflu  ^^^  which  were  courted  with  the  Company  by  the  Asiatic  powers. 
1  T_4urf.  The  Nizam,  who  bad  obtained  so  large  an  accession  of  territory  by 
the  partition  treaty  of  Hysore,  soon  found  himself  unequal  to  the  task  of 
governing  bis  newty  acquired  territories,  which  were  filled  with  warlike 
hordes,  whom  the  strong  arm  of  military  power  alone  could  retain  in  lab- 
jection ;  and  he  solicited,  in  consequence,  to  be  relieved  of  a  burden  which 
iskon.i>»  bis  character  and  resources  were  alike  incapable  of  bearing.  A 
treaty,  offensive  and  defensive,  was  accordingly  concluded  with  that  po- 
tentate soon  after  he  had  entered  into  possession  of  his  new  dominions,  by. 
whkb  Ibe  tympany  guaranteed  the  intc^lty  of  his  dominions  against  all  at- 
tacks frmn  whatever  qttarter,aad,  to  add  to  the  security  which  be  so  ardently 
desired,  agreed  to  augment  the  subsidiary  force  stationed  at  Hydrabad  by 
two  additional  n^m'enlsof  inbntry  and  one  of  cavalry;  while  the  Nizam 
ccd^  to  the  Company  Ibcwhole  territories  which  he  had  acquired  by  the 
trettiM  of  Seiingapalam  in  1792,  andHysore'inlT99,  of  which  he  had  never 
beea  aUe  to  obtam  more  than  a  nominal  possession.  The  territories  thus  ac- 
iMOM.i;n.  quired  by  theCompany  amounted  toSS,9S0square  miles,  or,  more 
tka  luK  jrf  all  Ei«Und,  and  yidded  a  revtsiue  (rf  U30,000.  Tlie  Rajah  of

maintenance  of  his  subsidiary  force,  amonnting  to  4000  sqiiare  miles.  The 
Portuguese  seltlemeut  of  Goa  was  volantaril;  suirendered  by  Ms  debilitalad 
possessors  to  the  English  antborities,  and  the  descHidants  of  the  aaaeat  dii- 
corerers  and  Gonquerors  of  India  acknowledged  the  rising  supremacy  at  the 
Anglo-Saion  race  (i). 
ta^iiaZm  Amicable  relations  were,  at  the  same  time,  establiriicd  with  tbe 
o(  M<oe.tT  linaum'  of  Muscat,  s  powMful  chief,  having  a  coosiderahle  luivti 
KM^tr  force  atid  vast  maritime  coast  in  the  Persian  Gulf  and  on  the  shons 
'  t'iTj^.^.  of  A^ia,  and  the  King  of  Persia,  which  tenninaled  in  tbe  eoBdn- 
Bion  of  a  most  important  Ii^ty,  both  commercial  and  political,  with  the 
Court  of  Ispahan.  By  it  raluable  privileges  were  secured  to  British  trade  in 
the  interior  of  Asia,  and  a  harrier  was  provided  against  the  only  powers 
which,  at  that  period,  were  thought  to  threaten  the  provinces  of  Hindoslan. 
It  Was  agreed  that,  in  the  event  of  any  inroad  being  threatened  by-  tbe 
ATghans,  or  any  hostile  misasures  atlempled  by  France,  Penia  should  make 
common  cause  with  England  in  arresting  the  invader.  No  stipalations  were 
'deemed  necessary  against  Russia,  though  all  history  told  that  it  was  from  that 
quarter  that  all  the  serious  invasions  of  India  bad  emanated,  and  although 
only  two  years  before  a  treaty  had  been  concluded  between  Napolton  and  the 
Emperor  Paul  for  the  transport  of  a  force  of  thirty-five  thousand  French, 
and  lifly  thousand  Hussian  troops,  from  the  banks  of  the  fthine  and  of  the 
Wolga  to  those  of  the  Indus  (i).  So  short  sighted  are  the  views  even  of  the 
ablest  statesmen  and  diplomatists,  when,  carried  away  by  the  pressing,  and, 
perhaps,  accidental  dangers  of  the  moment,  they  overlook  the  durable  causes 
which,  in  every  age,  elevate  and  direct  the  waves  of  conquest. 
E<pr<Ti»<«  Delivered  from  all  domestic  dangers  hy  these  prospODOS  events, 
f^.'i^l]'  l^rd  Welleslcy  was  enabled  to  direct  the  now  colossal  streDgtfa  of 
'rb'™"*  the  Indian  empire  to  foreign  objects.  Such  was  the  extent  of  n^ 
MarcHr^'tai.  sources  at  the  disposal  of  Government,  thai,  without  weakcninK  in 
any  considerable  degree,  the  force  at  any  of  the  presidencies,  he  was  en^ed 
to  fit  out  an  expedition  at  Bombay,  consisting  of  seven  thousand  men,  to  take 
part  in  the  f;reat  concerted  attack  by  the  British  Government  opon  the  Freooh 
in  Egypt.  Sir  D.  Baird,  as  a  just  reward  for  bis  heroic  conduct  at  Seringapt- 
tam,  received  the  command,  and  sailed  from  Bombay  on  the  50th  March. 
Colonel  Wellesley  had  been  appointed  second  in  command,  and  be  looked 
forward  with  exultation  to  the  service  for  which  he  was  destined  i  but  a 
severe  illness  rendered  it  impossible  for  him  to  follow  out  his  destination. 
General  Baird,  therefore,  proceeded  alone,  and  .Colonel  Wellesley,  to  whom 
the  important  and  romantic  character  of  the  expedition  bad  rendered  it  an. 
object  of  the  highest  interest,  continued,  durlug  his  recovery,  to  write  letters 
to  his  brave  commanding  oOicer,  containing  suggestions  for  the  conduct  of 
the  campaign,  and  precautions  against  its  dangers,  highly  eharacteristic  of 
the  sagacious  foresight  of  his  mind.  General  Baird  conducted  the  expeditioB 
with  admirable  stitl,  and  contributed  in  no  small  degree,  by  his  apportune 
arrival,  to  the  surrender  of  the  French  force  at  Cairo,  and  the  triumplMnt 
issue  of  the  Egyptian  campaign  (3) ;  while  fate,  which  here  seamed  la  luTC 
blasted  Colonel  Wellesley  in  the  brightest  epoch  of  lib  career,  was  only

The  kingdom  of  Oode  had  long  bMs  the  seat  of  a  large 
Britidi  force,  both  on  Moonnt  of  Uts  inlenal  weakncsa  of  iU  Government, 
and  Ibe  importance  of  its  lilnation  m  Ibe  nortfaem  frontier  of  India,  and  the 
fnt  likely  to  Ul «  victim  to  iiurtign  invaiion.  By  oiisting  treaties  the  Gom- 
|iuiy  irar«  Bt  liberty  to  augment  the  suliaidiary  force  living  in  that  provinee, 
if  tJwy  deemed  meli  jncreaae  requiritafor  the  security  of  the  two  stales ;  and 
tie  maUiMHu,  todinlvot  diapoiitiDD  both  of  the  vizler'i  soldien  and  anhjecta, 
w  wen  a»  Ilia  inextricsbie  pecuniary  embarraumoits,  bad  long  made  it  loo 
appMWBt  thai  it  wai  indispenaably  necesaary  for  the  very  existence  of  society 
IB  thew  provinces,  the  set^^ity  of  oar  northern  frontier,  aa  well  as  a  gua- 
rantM  of  the  pay  of  the  tnmpi,  that  ibe  weakness  and  corruption  of  the 
■ativ*  Covenunent  ibouid  be  exchanged  for  tbe  vigour  and  equity  of  Brithih 
mje.  The  native  prince,  however,  though  well  aware  of  bis  hiabtlily  either 
10  ceodnot  bis  own  adnunistration,  or  discharge  his  engagements  to  the  Bri- 
tiib  Govenunent,  evinced  the  ntmoil  repngnance  to  make  the  proposed 
nanta  of  territory  in  discharge  of  bis  obligations  to  maintain  a  subsidiary 
ioKti  btit  at  length  hia  scraplea  were  overcome  by  the  Drmness  and  ability 
ttt-i.  of  the  British  diplomatic  agent,  Ur.  Henry  Wellesley,  and  a  treaty 
was  eobeloded  at  Lucknow,  by  which  his  highness  ceded  to  the  British 
GovflnuDeni  all  (he frontier  provinces  of  Onde  particularly  Goorackpoor  and 
Oe  lower  DoabfContainbig  thirty-two  thousand  square  miles,  or  three  foui'ths 
of  Ibe  area  of  ^gland.  The  lev'ennie  of  the  ceded  districts,  at  the  time  of  the 
treaty,  was  cttinnfedat  conaiderahly  less  Iban  the  subsidy  which  the Hawanb 
was  booBd  to  fomlrii  for  ibe  pay  of  the  subsidiary  force,  by  which  alone  his 
MthorityhadbeenmaiDtalned;  but  the  British  Government  was  amply  indein- 
niSod  fur  this  temporary  lou  by  the  revenue  of  the  ceded  districts,  which, 
iMdertbc  bi^  government  of  the  Company,soon  rose  to,  triple  their  former 
anwunt  while  the  native  prince  obtained  the  beneflt  of  au  alliance  offensive 
■ad  defonrive,  with  the  Company,  and  a  permanent  force  of  Ihlrteen  thou- 
i&ni  nMn  lo  defend  his  remaining  territories)  and  the  iuhabltants  of  the 
tranafeiTMl  provinces  recrivod  the  incalculable  advantage  of  exchanging  a 
comipt  and  oppresaive  native,  for  an  honest  and  eoai^etic  Cwopoan  govern-

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tion  of  the  rich  and  fertile  district  of  the  Camatic,  so  near  to  tiie-Brilbh  pro- 
vinces on  the  Madras  coast,  rendered  it  of  the  highest  importance  that  no 
hidden  enemy  should  exist  in  that  quarter;  and  as  Ute  authority  of  the 
Nawaub  had  been  llltio  mora  than  nonlnal  for  a  nuAber  of  years  past,  Lord 
Clive,  tbe  Governor  of  Madras,  receired  orders  to  take  military  possession  ot 
the  couotry  in  Jane  1801.  The  old  Blawaub  dM  aboni  that  time,  ^nd,  afts 
mijair.ibii.  a  difficalt  negotiation  with  hi»  son,  who  had  raeeeedod  to  his 
domiaioQB,  a  treaty  -was  at  kngtb  concluded,  by  which  the  Rritiab  obUiTtcd 
the  entire  eommand  of  bis  dominioni,  nnder  the  oenditioB  only  of  prondiDg 
an  income  suitable  to  the  splendour  «id  dignity  of  the  deposed  family.  This 
stipulaiion,  like  all  olbers  of  a  similar  abaracter,  vas  faithfully  complKd 
nilh-  and  though,  in  making  the  cesaton,  the  young Nawanb  nnqoestionably 
yielded  to  compobion,  yet  he  obtained  for  hiaHeK  a  pcatxable  alThienG^  and 
splendid  estabUahmeni ;  for  his  country,  the  termination  of  a  distracted  rule 
and  a  ruiaous  oppression;  and  for  his  sobjects  blessings  vbicb  they  nerer 
could  have  obtained  under  a  native  dynaaly.  The  territories  thas  acquired 
amounted  to  twenty-seven  ihonsand  squares  miles,  and  were  of  the  ricbesi 
description,  extending  on  the  plains  from  the  foot  of  tM  Mysore  moDUinu 
to  the  coast  of  Coromandel  (1). 
c-KiM  But  thne  never  was  a  juster  obserntion  Ifasn  the  one'  already 
'wiirtM  "  noticed^  that  conquest  to  induce  security  must  be  nnirersal ;  for 
Hibniui.  j^y  ihiDgshortofthatonlyinducesadditionalcauses  of  Jealousy, 
and  a  wider  spliere  of  hostility.  By  destroying  the  power  of  Tippoo  and 
reducing  the  Nizam  to  a  mere  tributary  condition,  the  English  had  done 
what  Napol^n  had  achieved  by  cmsblng  Prussia,  bumbling  Anstria,  aiid 
establishing  (he  ConfederatioB  of  (be  Rhine ;  they  bad  rendered  inevitable 
a  contest  with  a  more  formidable  povrer  than  either,  and  induced  a  struggle 
for  life  or  death  with  tbe  most  pewerfcf  nations  in  India.  The  formation  of 
alliances  offensive  and  defensive  vkith  the  Nizam  and  tbe  Bajah  of  U^ore, 
necessarily  hrougbl  (he  BriUsh  Government  into  conUei  with  their  restleu 
and  enterprising  neighbonrs  tbe  Mabuths,  and  made  tbem  succeed  to  all 
the  complicated  diplonuik  relations  between  the  courts  of  Hydrabad,Serin> 
gapaiam,  and  Poonab.  It  is  needless  to  eianine  mlBBtety  (he  causes  of  the 
jealousy  and  ultimate  rupture  which  ensued  between  them.  Thatttie  Mab- 
rattas,  a  powerful  confederacy,  inflamed  by  conquest,  inured  to  rapine, 
whose  hand  was  against  every  man  and  every  man's  hand  sgaiost  tbem,  and 
who  could  bring  two  hundred  thousand  horsemen  into  the  field,  sboold 
view  with  apprehcnsioB  the  ra{rid  advances  of  the  Engteh  to  supreme  do- 
minion, is  not  surprising;  (he  only  thing  to  wonder  at  is,  that  like  the 
European  powers  in  regard  to  Napolten,  they  sbould.so  longhave  looked 
lupioely  on  while-  the  redoubtable  stranger  beat  dovru  sacceesively  ev^ 
native  power  within  his  reach.  They  owed,  as  alr^dy  mentioned,  a  nominal 
allegiance  to  tbe  Peishwa,  who  was  the  head  of  their  confederacy,  and  held 
his  seat  of  government  on  the  masnod,  or  throne,  at'Poonab;  and  it  was.willi 
him  tiiat  all  the  treaties  and '  diplomatic  intercourse,  both  of  the  Company 
and  the  native  powers  had  been  held.  But  his  tfuibwity,  like  (hat  of  ibe 
Emperor  in  the  Germanic  confederacy  was  more  nominal  than  real ;  and  (be 
principal  ehiefc  in  this  vrarlike  realeas  race,  acted  as  much  oil  IheJr  own 
accea;ita9  tbe  cabineU  of  Vienna,  Berlin,  or  Hunich(2).  Three  of  these 
had  recently  risen  to  eminence,  and  fonned  the  chief  powers  with  whom

Ohm-  The  Bfljah  of  Benir,  had  esUblisbed  a  sway  over  all  the  territory 
SmS^'.  ^*Bi  the  MB,  on  the  western  ^ors  of  the  hay  of  Bengal,  to  the 
Alitor" domiHioQG  of  the  Mizam  on  the  soudt-west.  His  capital  was  at 
t"  Ht^pooT;  and  be  could  hring  twenty  thousand  dbcipUDed  cavalry, 
■Ddhalf  thai  aatnber  of  iufan(ry>iDio  the  field.  Seindiah's  power  was  mndt 
nore  couiderablc.  Besides  eigbUcnUkousaiid  admirable  horse,  he  had  3is-_ 
leca  baitaliom  at  regaiti  infantry  under  the  comntand  of  European  officers,' 
ud  above  two  fauadred  pieces  of  capnon  ready  for  action.  Hollar's  terri- 
loiiesverefiuihQr  removed  from  thesoeneof  action,  being  situated  bistween 
Utedominiopsof  tbeScindiah  and  Bombay;  but  his  power  was  greater  than 
alher  of  the  «(i|er  chieftains.  He  eonkl  wilh«ase  bring  e^ty  thousand 
.mninio  the  field;  and  tiiough  the  greater  part.of  them  were  cavalry,  they 
vers  only  on  that  iccouilt  the'  more  fonnidahle  to  an  invading  enemy.  The 
faniUes  of  the  (wo  l«lter  of  tbase  chiefe  bad  been  ofrecent  elevation;  tbe 
iMindercrftlMtofScindiah',  the  graniUather  of  thepresent  Rajah,  had  origi-  . 
uUy  been  a  cnHivator,  and  ov^ed  his  rise,  wfa^  a  private  soldier  in  the 
gurd  of  the  Peishwa,  to  the  accidental  circumstatica  of  being  discovered  by 
bit  sovereign,  wlunieftat  the,  door  in  charge  of  his  slippers,  asleep  with 
tbe  slippers  dasjped  with  fixed  haqds  to  his  tevast;  a  proof  of  fidelity  to  his 
hmnble  duty  which  justly  attracted  the  atteption  of  the  monarch.  Both  the 
(irMDl  Bajsh  and  his  father  bad  been  the  resolute  opposers  of  the  English 
pnCT;  and  though  they  wielded  at  will  tbe  resources  of  the  Peishwa,  they 
nre  careful  to  observe  all  the  ceremonials  of  r^pect  to  that  decayed  poten-  . 
^U.  When  Scindiah  waaat  the  head  of  sixteen  regular  battalions,  a  hundred 
tbewfBd  horse,  4Utd  twp  hundred  )»eoeo  of  cuinou,  he  placed  himself  at  the 
court  of  the  Pei^wa  below  all  (he  hereditary  nobles  of  tb^  stale,  declined  to  sit 
davnintbtar  preicnce,aBduntyingabundleofslippet'9,said,  "This  is  my 
•ocapalwn :  it  was  my  father's."  But,  though  thus  humble  inmatters  of  form, 
Bo  awn  was  lawe  vigorous  and  energetic  in  the  real  business  of  government. ', 
He  was  the  ■Muintd  subject  but  real  master  of  the  uofortunateUogul  Emperor, 
SchabAukuDilbeostensiMefriendbut  secret  enemy  of  his  rival  Holltar;  the 
in&ned  inferior  butActsal  superior  and  oppressor  of  the  Rajpoot  diiefs  of 
Mitral  India;  ibeenroUedsoldier  but  tyrannic  rQler  of  tbe  declining  throne 
<ftbaPci8hwt-(l). 

Ibe  family  of  UoUuLrw^ore' of  the  shepherd  tribe;  the  first  who  rose  above 
Ae  dKs  at  pcasanU  was  Mulbar  Row,  born  in  1693.  By  the  vigour  .and 
>bilil|wluch  they  displayed,  his  ancestors  gradually  rose  to  eminence  under 
iba  lahnilta  cbiefs,  and  at  the  death  of  Tukajie,  the  head  of  the  family,  in 
inr,  two  le^tifflaie  and  (wo  natural  sons  appeared  to  .contest  the  pdlqji  of 
■prtnuu^.  ieawant  Row  was  tbe  youngest  of  the  latter  class;  and  in  the 
fast  tiviL  contest  which  ensued  with  bis  legitimate  brothers,  he  was  totally 
drfealad,  aad  oblwnl  to  Oy  with  only  a  iew  followers.  Tbe  native  vigour  of 
bh  dianKtv,  hotrover,  rose  Miperior  to  all  his  difBcultieo :  after  undergoing 
fliemMtextraordinary  vicissitudes  of  fortune,  in  the  course  of  whic}i  he  on 
oa  aocaBon  quelled  a  revolt  among  his  Piadarric  followers,  by  springing 
faanlus  h(ne,aDd  with  bia  own  hand  loading  and  discharging  a  (leld'piece 
">*  anoBg  them,  be  at  length  succeeded  in  all  his  designs,  and  under 

Ibt  title  efgurdiaii  to.the  infant  son  of  bis  eltlei:  legitimate  brother,  in  effect 
nbuined  the  command  of  the  whole  possessions  of  the  Holkar  family.  For

ua  uu.  oobUie  eomUned  anniei  encoqntered  those  of  (he  Peiihwa  in  Ihe 
neighbavrboodof  Poopah;  Sdndiab's  foreca  commenced  Ihetetion,  and  bia 
troopsat  first  met  witharepolM;  while  UoUuv,  with  liis  oavahj  dUmouit- 
•d,  waiehad  the  conflict  from  the  heights  in  the  rear,  fautantly'  mouiUiag 
,hl8  iwrte,  the  ivaye  chief  bade  all  who  di4  not  intend  toeonqner  or  die,  to 
return  to  tbeir.wiTea  and  children ;  for  himielf ,  be  wat  roaolred  not  (a  MUTira 
defeat.  BeatiDg  down  with  hii  sqnadroni,  yet  freita,  on  the  wearied  Cae, 
Bolkar  soon  reitored  the  combat,  and  finally  routed  tho  Peiihwa's  troops 
with  .great  ilaugbler.  The  unhappy  moDarch.  was  obliged  to  fly  f^om  lUi 
capital,  which  wai  soon  occnpied  by  his  enemiei,  and  the  angust  bead  of  the 
llahrattas  appeared  ai  a  suppliant  in  the  britiih  lerritoriei  (1), 
■  Mtbnu  Lord-Wellesley  justly  deemed  this  a  fiiTourahle  oppbrtBniQr  to 
«;  p^^  establish  a  proper  balance  of  power  among  the  Habrptla  staias,  and 
(^  Nect  a  barrier  between  their  most  ^terprislng,chie&  and  Ihe  Bri- 
tish dependencies.  It  had  long  been  a  leading  object  of  En^ish  policy,  to 
prevent  Ihe  establiahment  of  any  couaiderable .power  I'd  India  with  whom  tha 
French  might  form  dangeroui  connexions;,  and  already  a  sort  of  military 
State  had  risen  up,  of  the  most  formidable  character,  under  Frent^  officen, 
and  under  Scindiab's  protection,  on  the  banks  of  the  Jumna.  Perron,  a 
French  ofScer  in  the  service  of  that  chieftain,  had  organised  a  fonnidable 
<arce,  consisting  of  thirty  thousand  infantry  and  el^t  thousand  cavalry, 
admirably  equipped  and  disciplined,  with  a  train  of  .a  hundred  and  fifty 
pieces  of  cannon  of  brass,  and  one'  hundred  and  twenty  iron  guns,  entirety 
under  (he  direction  of  officers  of  his  own  country,  jnd  diipoied  oqu^y  to 
second  the  hostile  views  of  the  Hahratta  confsderacy,  or  forward  those  of 
Napoleon  for  the  subVersloo  of  the  British  power  in  the  East.  For  the  nwin- 
.  tenance  of  this  subsidiary  force  he  had  obuined  a  grant  of  a  rich  and  ezien- 
■ive  territory  yiriding  L.1,700,000  a-year  of  revenue,  extending  fntm  the 
.  bantu  of  the  Jumna  towards  tiioie  of  Indus,  through  the  Punjanb,  and  coin: 
prising  Agra,  Delhi,  and  alarge  portion  of  theDoab,  or  alluvial  plain  betwecm 
the  Jumna  and  Ihe  Ganges.  -  It  was  not  the  least  important  circuoutance 
in  this  military  esUblishment,  that  it  gave  M.  Perron  the  mtlre  com- 
mand of  the  person  of  the  unfortunate  Schah  Aulum,  the  degraded  heir  of 
the  throne  of  Delhi;  and  promised  at  no  distant .pwiod  to  put  the  French 
Empecor  in  possession- of ,  the  rights  of  the  Hpuse  of  Timonr  over,  the  Indian 
peninsaU  (2). 
IfiM^'tb  '^^  Peishwa  wat  not  insensible  of  Ihe  need  in  irtiich  he  stood  of 
ViZl"!'  Qridsh.pretectiOn,  lo  mainuin  bis  pr^arious  authority  over  the 
iiiDii."  unruly  Hahratta  diiefs;  but  dread  (^  Ihe  hostility  ofSdndlaband 
Bolkar,  joined  lo  a  secret  Jealousy  of  the  rising  poWer  of  ibiMe  aspiring  fo> 
reigners,  bad  hiiherio  prevented  him  from  closing-  with  the  advancet  made 
to  him  by  the  governor-general;  and  he' had  even  declined  to  accept  the 
■bare  of  the  spoils  of  Mysore,  which,  in  order  lo  conciliate  hit  cabiMt,  had, 
notwiihstanding  their  dubious  conduct  in  (he  war  with  Tippoo,  been  oifeFed 
tiy  the  British  government.  The  decisive  overthrow  recrived  from  Sdndlah 
and  Holkar,  however,  and  ihe  desperate  state  of  his  affairs  in  eoaiequenee 
of  iheir  invasion,  entirely  overcame  these  scruples;  and  on  tho  morning  of 
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■MO*.  the  d*T  tm  wbidi  beerMaited  his  capful,' the  AigifinBMnHtfa 
Mgerij  K^dted  the  aid  of  a  British  (ub^iar;  ferea  to  eiuble  fann  ta  Make 
MMc  head  againtt  hb rcbellioua f^daurries.  Bevascordiallrrec^ved, 
(hfrefoie,  by  the  BngUihanthoritiM;  and  baTlng  escaped  out  of  hi§  dom^ 
nioiB,  he  embarked  on  board  a  Britidi  vessel,  and  landed  ufehf  at  Btfmba}'. 
■MrBK.^tocXheresiilteftbesediantrous  circumstances  was  the  cAnclntKHi «( 
the  treaty  irf  Baiseiu,  between  the  Contpan  j  and  the  Petshwa,  is  rirtoe  of 
which  a  close  alliaiice,  ofTensive  and  defcnnVe,  was  contracted,  by  the  two . 
powen,  and  tbe  latter  agreed  to  receive  a  aubsidiarf  foree,  to^  maiatained 
■1  hii  expeme,  of  six  thonsaad  men  (1). 
criiMiM  This  tjiaa  was  rigblly  coniiderad  by  Lord  Wellesley  to  require 
J^fS^^tbe  Immediate  application  of  the  most  TiforoDS  meainrea.  In 
hc^Mi  c(>i>tcBpIatton  of  its  arriral,  be  had  klready  collecled  a  body  of 
(FdiBiq.  twenty  thonsand.men  under  General  Stnart,  at  Hnrrlghar,  a  town 
«f  the  ICidru  presidency,  near  the  Hahratu  frmttn';  while  General,  afler- 
waidi  LOBO  Lake,  recrired  the  command  of  tbe  principal  force,  called  the 
vmy  of  Bengal,  wiiicfa  was  itationed  In  Oade.  The  Madras'  army,  bowercr, 
«aa  aflq-wdifa  dirided  into  two  parts,  and  the  command  of  the  advanced 
gnard,  eonsistiBg  of  ten  Oioiutnd  European  and  sepoy  troope,  with  twtf 
dioasand  of  the  Uysore  hone,  was  intnist^d  to  Colonel  Wellesley,  whole 
adminble  disposition  daring  the  wat  with  Doondiab,  had  both  won  fbr  him, 
dte  eoRfhttnea  of  the  troops  and  condUated  tbe  good-will  of  the  natiTo  pe- 
^  HKk,  w«rs.  With  -this  force,  that  enler|wising  officer  hrtke  up  Aom 
'^*-  Rnrrtghnr  on  the  9th  March,  and  after  crossing  the  Tumbudn 

liver,  entered  the  Hafantta  territory.  He  was  e<r«ry  where  reoeived  by  tbe 
people  as  a  deUrerer ;  the  peasants,  won  by  the  Itrtct  di3Ct[rfiDeof  his  troops 
and  the  r^ular  payment  for  prorisiens  In  the  fonner  campaign,  OockM  ii 
ennrds  with  mppUes  to  the  camp;  while  the  whole  inhabitants,  worn  ont 
with  the  incessant  oppression  of  the  Ifahratta  sway,  welcomed,  with  load 
Aon t»,  the  troops  who  were  to  in trodaco  in  its  room  the  steadlneesiof  British 
mle  and  the  eflKdency  of  British  protection.  Hoibar  had  left  Poonah  some  , 
0me  belhre,  i^lh  the  bD&  of  his  army,  and  tbe  garrison  which  he  had  left  . 
in  that  eaphd  d>andoned  it  on  the  approach  of  the  British  forces.  Colonel 
Wellesley,  (hovfore,  deemed'it  nnneceasary  to  wait  the  tardy  movemeoU  of 
the  inlfeHry ;  and  aware  of  the  importance  bf.gainlng  poasessiota  of  the  capital 
befm  Sciodiah  conld  assemble  forces  for  its  relief,  or  the  Uireats  of  burniDg 
it,  which  they  had  uttered,  could  be  executed,  pat  himsdf  at  the  head  of 
die  cavalry,  and  advancing  by"  forced  marches,  readied  Poonah  on  the  ^9Qk 
HA  kprit.  April,  and  entered  the  city  amidst  the  acclamations  of  the  Inhabi- 
lant5,'whDn,  by  an  extraordinary  effort,  he  had  saved  fttmi  the  Tct^nce 
of  the  rettrmg  enemy.  In  the  thirty-two  boars  imiaediately  preceding,  he 
bad  marched  at  the  bead  of  his  horse  aboVe  sixty  miles,  an  ii^tance  of  sus- 
tdned  effort,  under  the  bnnptig  son  of  India  which  nev«'  has  been  exceeded 
in' history  (S). 
itBvrik  "Hie  effects  of  this  vigorous  Step  were  soon  apparent.  The  Peish-' 
Ujljj^  wa,  relieved  from  his  compulsory  exile  in  Sombay;  returned  to 
•f  a-m-  his  dominions,  and  was  re-seated  with  mach  pomp,  in  pretence 
of  the  Brititfa  army,  on  the  mtunnd,  or  hereditary  tiirone  of  the  MahraKas. 
Ss  prjntipal  feudatories  renewed  their  allegiance  to  him,  and  even,  in  some 
faManees,  Johied  their  troope  (o  the  foilish  forces;  and  it  was  for  a  short 
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time  hoped  thst  tbis  gmt  stroke  of  securing  Uie  PefBAwt  to  Ihe  Britisk 
interest,  by  the  strong  bond  of  experienced  necessity,  irould  be  ■Gcomplisbecl 
without  theeffasion  of  human  blood.  It  soon  appeared,  however,  that  those 
hopes  were  fallacious.  The  jealousies  nnd  animosities  of  the  Hahratia  ehieft 
had  been  snbdued  by  the  approach  of  common  danger;  and  it  speedily 
became  manifest,  from  the  great  accumulation  offerees  which  aasemUiBd 
on  the  frontiers  of  the  Nizam's  territories,  that  hostilities  on  a  Tfery  extended 
scalp  were  in  contemplation.  .Lord  Wellefley's  preparations  were  immediMe, 
and  proportioned  to  the  imminence  of  the  danger.  General  Lake  assamed 
the  command  of  the  principal  army,  twenty-rive  thousand  strong,  wbkb  had 
assembled  in  Oude;  while  Colonel  Wetlesley,  nim  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
general,  drew  near  to  th^  threatening  mass  offerees  which  was  collected  on 
the  Nizam's  frontier.  A  long  negotiation  ensued,  condticted  by  Colonel  Col- 
lins, the  British  resident  at  the  court  of  Scindiah^  the  professed  aim  of  which 
was  to  smooth  away  the  subjects  of  jealousy  which  had  arisen  between  the 
two  po.wers; -its  real  object  to  gain  time  for  Scindiah,  till  the  preparatknu  of 
the  Bajah  of  Befar  were  completed,  and  his  approach  had  enabfed  tbeCMn- 
■nbH.!.  bihed  forces  to  take  the  field.  Atlength,'in  theendbf  llay,St:fn- 
*diah  being  mnch  pressed  to  give  an  explanation  of  bis  armameAts,  vr  direct 
the  withdrawal  of  Ms  troops,  broke  up  the  conference,  by  declaring,  "  Aftw 
my  interview  with  the  Rajah  of  Berar,  you  shall  be  informed  whether  we 
vll)  have  peace  or  war."  It  was  evident  to  the  persons  who  conducted  this 
tiegotiation,'that  the  success  of  the  Mahratta  confederacy  with  Byder  in 
1780,  which  had  brought  the  Madras  presidency  to  the  bnnk  of  rnin,  had 
inspired  the  chiefs  of  that  nation  with  a  most  citrnvagant  opinion  of  (heir 
own  importance  r  that  they  were  wholly  unaware  of  the  vast  intennedhtte 
progress  which  the  British  power  had  made;  and  deemed  that  the  renewal 
of  hostilities  on  their  j>art  was  to  be  immediately  followed  by  the  si^^  of 
Madras  and  expulsion  of  the  English  from  Indfa.  Perceiving  this,  and  beiog 
convinced  that  a  rupture  was  inevitable,  fjird  WcHesley  committed  full  di- 
■»*J"ij.  plomatic  powers  to  his  generals  in  the  field;  and  General  Wei- 
lesley  demanded,  in  peremptory  Ici'ms,  an  explanation  of'his  intentioas, 
and  removal  of  his  forces  from  Scindiah,  to  a  less  threatent^  station.  The 
Rajah,  in  his  turn,  insisted  upon  the  withdrawal  of  the  British  forces,  to 
which  General  Wellestcy  at  once  agreed ;  but  when  the  timefor  car^fing  the 
mutual  retreat  into  effccl  arrived,  the  Habrattas  showed  no  dtsposition  to 
move,  and  the  British  government  received  information  that  the  combined 
u  A,.,.  '  chiefs  had  resolved  not  to  reth-e  from  their  threatening  portion. 
Upon  this,  the  resident  quitted  Scindiah's  court,  and  war  began  both  in  the 
Oude  frontier  under  Lord^kc,  and  that  of  the  Nizam  under  Genwal  W«l- 
lesley(i).  ■  .'  . 
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bi4w-  ntecMBpaignwhidt  Allowed,  Ihpugb  it  lasied  (»i1jf  Atc  mmtlu, 
fai^i^  vas  me  erf  the  mast  brilliant  in  the  British  annals,  and  conducted 
'"^  our  CMtem  empire,  by  on  aninierrnpted  series  of  victories,  to  the 
praod  pre^fimiDeace  whidi  it  has  ever  since  maintained.  General  Lake'sia- 
MrtMlioDSt-dieUled  b;  that  clear  perception  of  ibe  vital  point  of  attack, 
wliirii,  M  mnch  as  iJs  admirable  foresight,  characterised  all  Harquis  Well- 
Bdej-'s  coBibinalittns,  were  to-  concentrate  all  his  efforts,  in  the  lint  instasoe, 
BpoM  Ibe  deUrnotion  of  H.  Penon's  foimidable  force  on  the  banks  ,of  the 
JnaH ;  next  to  get  possession  of  Delhi  and  Agn,  with  the  person  of  sAiah 
AnliUB,  the  Mogul  Emperor;  and  fiDaUy,  to  form  alliaoces  with  the  r^jpoots 
md  «tfier  native  powers  beyond  the  Jumna,  so  as  to  exclude  Scindiah  from 
ibe  Bttctbem  parla  of  India.  General  Wellesley  was  direcled  to  move  against , 
AeowaUncdiorcMof  Scindiahand  the  Rajah  of  Berar,  on  the  Nizam's  froo- 
Iw,  and  dislnet  their  attention  by  vigorous  operaUuos,  while  the  decisive 
blows  wert  stmtk  by  General  IJJte  at  the  centre  of  their  power;  and  subsi- 
diary operations  were  to  be  conducted  by  Colonel  Campbell  against  the  pro- 
TincecifCuttack,  and  the  city  of  Jaggernaut,  wilh  the  view  of  addieg  that 
iapertant  district,  the  link  between  the  Bengal  and  Madras  provinces,  to  the 
bitjah  dominions  (f  J. 

-  ^^^f  General  Lake's  army  cotamenced  its  march  from  the  ceded  pro- 
fa-™-  ^  vinces  of  Cawnpore  on  the  7th  August,  and  on  the  28th,  as  he  drew 
uHm-.  nearto.^rrOn's  force,  he  received  a  letter  from  Ibatolficefi  pro- 
posing 1*  enter  into  an  arrangement,  by  which  he  himself  and  the  troops  un- 
dw  b»  command  might  remain  neutral  in  the  contest  which  was  approach- 
i^;  bat  the  terms  proposed  were  deemed  inadmissible,  and  the  Oag  of 
M^Amd.  truce  re  turned  without  cffectiDg  any  arrangement.  On  tbedayfol- 
btwing,  the  English  came  up  witlt  Ibe  whole  of -Perron's  force,  drawn  up  in 
a  strong  position,  covering  the  important  fort  of  Allighur.  They  were  imme- 
■^  xt^.  diately  attacked  by  the  British  army  wilh  the  greatest  vigour,  and, 
aAw'a  ibwt  resistance,  put  to  flight.  The  fortress  of  Allighur  was. next  be- 
deged;  and,  as  the  extraordinary  strength  of  its  fortiQcations,  armed  with 
tmt  bMsdred  and  eighty  guns,  rendered  operatigns  in  form  a  very  tedious 
tm—pt.  undertaking,  CeneralLakc,  after  a  few  day's  cannonadiiig,  resolv- 
ed to  bazaxd  the  perilous  attempt  of  an  escalade.  The  ditch,  to  use  his  own 
exproaioD,  was  so  large  as  to  Qoal  a  seventy -four,  and  the  garrison,  four  lIi'du- 
aand  atrong,  both  disciplined  and  resolute;  but  all  these  dilGcullies  were 
•vereetne  by  the  devoted  gallantry  of  the  slormlDg  party,  headed  by  the  76th  ■ 
K^tuaij  led  by  Colonel  Uonson;  and  %ftera  blobdy  struggle,  an  hoiir  in 
daralioD,  the  gates  were  blown  open,  and  the  British  colours  hoisted  on  the 
walls  of  the  fortress  (2J . 
■uuoi  Brilliantas  was  this  opening  of  the  campaign,  it  was  speedily  suc- 
^^'^  ceeded  by  other  successes  still  more  imperiant.  Advmcingrapidly 
towards  Delhi,  General  Ijtke  was  met  by  General  Perron,  who  entered  into  a 
separate  negotiation,  and  soon  passed  through  the  British  camp  on  his  way  to 
embark  for  France,  wilh  the  large  fortune  which  he  had  made  in  the  Mah- 
Sft  '1.  ratU  service.  But  be  was  succeeded  in  the  command  of  the  French 
mbridiary  force  by  H.  Louis,  who,  instead  of  showing  any  disposition  to  come 
to  an  accommodation,  advanced  in  great  force,  and  witli  a  most  formidable 
train  of  crtillery.  Ibe  British  army,  after  a  fatiguing  march  of  eighteen  miles, 
ntthe  lllb  of  September  found  the  enemy,  twenty  thousand  strong,  includ- 
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lag  sistteii  Ihonnod  diioipUMi  in  the  Enrapea>  nMhod, -with  a'budied 
piMMofcuBOD,  pasted  on  «  Btrong  ridge  which  cavared  tfa«  spprMctmta 
tbs  dty  of  Delhi.  T)te  troops  which  General  Lalu  hid  at  bii  iraaiediate  dii- 
poial,  OS  the  whole  of  Ibe  army  haA  not  codm  op,  did  not  exaeed  five  Uioo- 
sand  men;  but  irilfa  this  handful  of  heroei  he  did  not  hesitate  instantlr  ts 
adTance  to  the  attack.  When  the  men  came  within  tvg^  they  wore  receind 
hj  a  tranendoos  fire,  first  of  round  and  chain  shot,  and  afterwards  of  grapa 
end  Hwfcetry.  AdTandrag,  however,  without  Sinching,  through  Ibe  drifd- 
tel  flom,  the  Britiab  waited  till  the  cvder  wn  giTw,  at  tbe  diaUinu  of  a  hua- 
dred  yards,  to  fire ;  and  then,  after  popring  in  a  close  and  wdl-dincted  toI- 
ley  niibed  forward  with  the  bayonet,  and  m  a  fcrw  mlnnles  drore  tbe  enniT 
.from  their  gam  and  from  the  fieldin  the  nUMHtconfiuion.  Six^^^aij^t  pieeai 
of  heavy  artillery,  tttirly-teven  tumbrils,  and  eleven  sUndarda  wcto  takm; 
bat  such  was  the  leTerity  of  the  fire  to  whicl^ihey  were  exposed  duiteg  tbni 
npji  advance,  that  in  that  ibort  time  ftiir  hundred  of  tbe  British  amy  woe 
Uned  and  wounded,  and  it  wm  to  Ibe  steady  inirepidity  of  the  76th  rsgi- 
mAit  that  General  Lake  mainly  ascribed  tbe  glorious  result  of  the  battle  (1). 
AHm  The  immediate  consequence  of  Ais  victory,  was  the  qaptme  e( 
'  uill'id'Eii-  DeUU)theancientcapilal0fIUDdostaa,a»dseatof  tboMogalempo- 
Jl^^j^^rors,  which  was  taken  posseasibn  of  .without  resstani^  on  tbe-ftl- 
tHVrnck  lowing  day,  and  tbe  liberation  of  the  Emperor  Scbab  Anlu^  fnw 
••n.  I*,  the  d^rading  servitude  in  which  be  bad  long  been  retained  by  tke 
MahratU  and  French  authorities.  The  English  gqaeral  was  received  hj  tb» 
deac^dant  of  Timour,  seated  (Ok  his  throne  wi|b  great  pomp,  in  fMesoiee  of 
all  tbe  dignitaries  of  tbe  empire;  and  experience  in  the  eiul  proved  that  bs 
bad  made  a  most  beneficial  chUige  for  bb  owninterest;.for  if  theorigiail' 
Tartar  conqueror  would  bate  tiad  mudi  to  regret  in  the  deprivation  of  Rat 
power  with  which  his  cireumslanees  were  attended,  his  mfMiled  simmnoi* 
would  hare  seen  much  to«iry  in  the  perfect  jecority  and  unboonded  luxivy 
which  he  enjoyed- under  the  liberal  protection  of  his  genenHia  alUes.  Ibe 
British  power  derived  great  moral  inSueoce  and  censideration  feom  this  aas- 
piciotts  alliance;  and  thenameof  tbe£mperor  of  Delhi  proved  of  more  ss* 
vice  in  the  aid  than  eyerhis  arms  could' hare  be«i.  But  an  event  of  mora 
immediate  importanoe  1o  the  success  at  the  campaign  foon  aflor  oecixred.

Wearied  as  they  wi^re,  Ihe  British  aui  aadve 
horse  forced  (he  enemy's  line  at  several  ptiinls,'  penetraftd  into  the  Tillage, 
anil  even  carried  i  part  of  the  artillery  (1) ;  but,  being  Auapported  by  ia- 
bn'try  ant}  caongn,  these  fallant  hoGsemen  conU  make  no  re[jy  to  ihesevae 
'  fireof  artillery  and  musketry  wjth  which  they  were  asatiled^the  taken  gaas 
could  not  be  withdrawn  for  want  of  bollocks,  and,  after  snslaining  a  severe 
loss,  they  were  obliged  to  evs6iiate  all  the'groiud  they  bad  gaiBed,«nd  retire 
to  a  shortdistancefrom  the  field. 
i>np^»  Encouraged  by  this  success,  but  yet  fearful  of  the  ouet  of  tbe 
n^l"«^r  BritiA  infantry  when  it  came  up,  tbe  enemy  sent  to  say,  tiut  i 
bjjuk.  cehain  tertns  were  allowed  them,  they  wauld  dtirncVtp  their  g««- 
Genial  Lake,  being  doubtful  of  the  issue  of  a  second  atuck,  aeoeded  to  tbe 
proposal,  and  gave  them  an  hoar  to  carry  it  into  effett;  during  whidi  laM 
he  formed  bis  little  army,  consisting  of  the  761b  regifneot  and  soTen  weak 
battalions  of  sepoys,  with  a  fefr  gaHoper  guns,  and  three  regimoDtaof  British 
and  five  of  native  cavalry,  in  all  fduf  thoukand  infantry  and  three  thowand 
fire  hundred  horse,  into  two  columns;  and  when  the  lime  allowed  expired, 
moved  on  to  theatuck.  The  7iith  regiment  headed  the  array,  and  was  di- 
rected lo  move  against  the  enemy's  left  fbnk  and  insault  tbe  yillage  of-Lv 
waree ;  the  second  column  of  infantry  hnd  all  the  cavalry  were  to  sopport  (ha 
6nset  of  the  first,  and  take  advantage  of  any  confusion  which  migfatappaar 
in  tiie  enemy's  line.  With  an  undaunted  s(ep,-the  TSlb,  with  General  Lake 
and  all  his  staff  at  their  head,  advanced  against  the  terrible  Kne  of  eainioB 
which  was  planted  along  the- enemy's  front;  so  trdntirable  was  their  steadi- 
ness that  a  staff-ofGcar  observed  at  the  moment,  js  they  approached  the  fire, 
that  an  arrow  discharged  at  one  end  of.  the  line  would  go  throogb  ba^  Iba 
festhen  of  the  regiment  (2).  No  sooner,  however,  were  they  airived  within 
range  of  canister-shot  than  they  were  received  hy  so  tremendous  a  fire  that  in 
a  few  minutes  a  third  of  their  number  were  struck  down ;  and,  at  (hla  aarfid 
moment,  a  large  body  of  the  enemy's  horse  bore  down  to  the  charge.  A  dose 
and  well-directed  volley  from  this  heroic  regiment,  however,  who  had  nevs 
yet  fired  a  shot,  repulsed  the  attack;  but,  as  they  retired  only  to  a  little  dis- 
tance, and  still  preserved  a  menacing  attitude  on  the  flank  of  the  advandiig 
column.  General  Lake  ordered  them  lo  be  charged  hy  the  British  cavalry  (3). 
This  momentous  dnty  was  instantly  and  ably  performed  by  tbe  S9th  regi-

would  retire  by  another,  and  the  opportunity  of  atriUng  adodiiTe  Uaw  be 
lost.  In  moving  forward  thoa  pandtel  10  eaeh  ether,  the  two  corps  wan  not 
more  than  twelve  milei  Btaadar;  bat  Ibe  iatarveniDg  hUh  nnderod  any 
muiual  supMirt  inpoMiUa.  Uponarriving  within  five  miles  of  the  eoany. 
General  Welleiley  rooeived  intelligtnee  that  their  bone  bad  nlreaied,  and 
that  the  in&btry  alone  remained,  exposed  to  ibe  ehancs  of  defeat  if  quMdy 
auailed.  Aslbeobief  itrmglh  of  thekkhnttas  layta  Ifaeb  cavalry,  tbe  Eng- 
lish general  reatdved  upas  an  immedlale  attack,  and  diapalcbod  -  ordera  to 
Colonel  Stevenson  Mco-opwrale  in  tbe  propoaad  enteri»4se.  When  he  ar- 
rived, however,  in  light  of  tbe  enemy,  be  foond  their  whole  army,  iaCuiiry 
and  cavalry,  wWt  an  immense  artiUery,  drawn  up  In  a  strong  position,  with 
tbe  river  Kaitna,  wbieb  oonld  be  erased  over  only  by  a  slngla  ford,  flawiag 
along  Ibeir  fitaat.  The  sif^  was  aaou^  lo  appal  the  stoniest  heart  1  thirty 
tbauMnd  bane,  in  one  magniOcent  mast,  orowded  the  right;  a  dense  wny  of 
inbAtry,  pawarf ally  sopportad  by  artillery,  formed  (he  centn  and  left  {  the 
gunnwa  wan  beside  their  pieces,  and  a  hundred  pieeei  <rf  cannon  In  front  of 
the  Une,  stood  ready  to  vomit  forth  death  upon  the  assailants.  Wellington 
paused  for  a  mooMnt,  impressed  bat  not  daunted  by  the  s^t :  bis  whole 
force,  as  ColoDfil  Stevenson  had  not  come  up,  did  not  exceed  right  thousand 
man,  of  wheat,  sixteen  tmndred  wen  nvalry;  the  eOeettve  native  British 
were  no^above  fifteen  hundred;  and  he  bad  only  seventeen  pieces  of  can- 
non. But,  feeling  at  onoethat  a  retreat  in  |»aeenee  of  so  prodigiMi  a  force 
of  avalry  was  impossible,  and  that  the  most  audacious  course  was.  In  such

^^SUk.  came  at  Itae  gallop;  the  gallant  19th  dragoons,  beaded  by  their

guns;  the  infmtryin  many  places  lying  infilesMi  thegtoantl,  ulheyhtd 
stood  in  their  ranks.  During  theretreat  a  large  body  of  foot  sotdiaveolleiBUd 
together,  and,  for  a  short  lime,  Bhowedadetennined  front;  but  they  vere 
dispersed  by  a  brilHant  charge  of  Colonel  Maxwell  witii  tfas  nncoaquenHe 
19th,  in  which  that  ^Uanl  officer  lost  his  life.  Some  of  Scindiali's  nwhnn, 
when  the  flight  was  general,  fell  on  the  earth  and  feigned  to  be  detd,  to  atoM 
the  sabres  of  the  cavalry,  but  no  sooner  had  the  horsemen  passed  than  tbej 
started  np,  tnmed  flie  guns  about,  and  opened  a  destracifTc  fire  on  the  backi 
ofthe  advancing  enemy.  Indignant  at  thefrand,  the  British  soldiers  wheeM 
about,  apin  stormed  the  batteries,  and  bayoneted  the  deceitful  gunners  at 
tfieir  pieces.  At  length  they  fled  on  all  sides,  jast  as  night  set  in,  lean'og'" 
.the  hands  of  the  British  ninety-seven  pieces  of  cannon,  and  ahnost  alt  Ox 
ammunition  and  stores  of  the  army.  The  Habratlas  had  two  thousand  neD 
slain  on  the  field,  and  six  thousand  wounded ;  but  the  British  loss  was  very 
severe,  and  the  victor  found  himself  weakened  by  above  fifteen  hundred 
killed  and  wounded,  inoltidingmore  than  a  tiiird  of  tbe  whole Britisb«>rce(l). 
"Never,"  saysSooihey,"  was  victory  gained  nndetwmanydiswivaiil^; 
superior  arms  and  discipline  have  often  provided  agiinst  as  great  a  numerical 
difference,  but  it  would  be  describing  the  least  part  of  this  diry*s  glory  to  sty 
tbal  tiie  number  ofthe  enemy  wBsas  five  to  one;  tbey  had  disciplined  troops

Oprr.iioH  After  this  dteisire  overthrow,  the  confedetxtes  retired  twelra 
b!^w  mile9fromthefieldofbattle,wheretb«y  passed  the  night;balM 
-»•->•■  sooner  did  they  hear  of  the  approach  of  Colonel  Stevenson,  who, 
with  eight  thousand  men  was  advancing  against  them,  than  they  fled  bead- 
long  down  the  Ghauts,  and  reached  the  bottom  in  great  confnloD,  witlwat 
tilher  cannon  or  ammunitioti.  These  losses,  however,  wer»  soon  reslond, 
and  the  exhausted  state  of  both  corps  of  the  British  army,  rendered  any  ef- 
fective pursuit  of  an  pneoiy  still  so  immensely  superior  in  cavalry,  attogeiber 
i.iiort.  impossible.  Colonel  Stevenson  soon  after  reduced  Assec|;hur,  an 
important  fortress  in  the  Rajah  of  Berar's  dominions;  while  Wellington, byi 
series  of  masterly  maniBUTres,  defended  the  territortes  of  hisallies,  the  Niiam, 
aiidSoubadar  of  the  Deccan,  and  threw  back  the  clouds  of  the  Hafaratta  hone 
on  their  own  territories.  Afler  some  weeks  marching  and  eountennarcbiBg> 
Scindiah,  disgusted  with  a  war  in  which  no  plunder  was  to  be  obtained,  ao'' 
ofwhieh  the  burden,  as  well  as  dangn^,  M\  entirely  on  his  own  domiaions, 
iiihNDi.  made  proposal  .'for  peace.  An  armistice,  on  certain  terms,  vns 
agreed  to  by  the  British  general ;  but  the  conditions  not  having  being  cao-

portunity which  presented  itself  of  determining  their  indecision  by  striking

The  eipenses  of  moving  such  lai^  bodia  « 
men  to  such  immense  distances  was  very  great ;  and,  as  the  Engiisfa,  nwtf 
sing  the  usual  prinriples  of  Indian  warfare,  uniformly  paid  for  every  thinj 
which  Ibey  required,  their  march,  though  hailed  wiU)  blessings  by  the  native 
of  the  conquered  provinces,  proved  extremely  burdensome  to  the  Company^ 
treasury.  The  dangers  of  the  Mahratla  war  had  been  strongly  felt  in  tndii,

only  one  which  promised  a  continuance  of  violence  and  plunder.  Vast  bodies 
of  these  irregular  liut  formidsble  fredwrters  swarnied  in  di  Ibe  Bortbcn 
parts  of  the  Deccan  and  over  Hindoetan ;  and  the  number  of  tlwm,  amooi^ 
ing  to  litile  short  of  a  hundred  thousuid,  whaoa  Holkar  had  collected  nnder 
his  banners,  was  so  disproportioned  lo,  (be  resourcos  of  his  dominions,  that 
foreign  conquest  had  become  to  hjm,astoNapoMott,  omaitwutnec^ntr. 
Bonds  of  these  plunderers,  before  they  were  attraoted  by  the  repotation  of 
the  Mahratta  chief,  bad  already  appeared  in  Tarionsqaarlers,  s|n«ading  tefror 
and  devastation  wherever  U>ey  went;  and  one,  ten  thonsusd  strong,  which 
had  passed  the  Kistna,  burst  into  the  British  dependencies,  and  was  malung 
••■kDec.  iM.  for  (he  Toomboodra,  with  the  design  of  cronlng  the  Company'! 
frontier,  was  overtaken  by  General  Campbdl,  am)  entirely  rented  by  a  skil- 
fully conducted  surprise  before  sunrise,  with  the  loss  of  three  thousand  kilM 
and  wounded.  Twenty  thousand  head  of  calile  taken  in  their  camp,  d^ 
moustrated  the  vast  extent  of  the  depredatitm  which  in  a  few  days  these  ■»- 
rauding  horsemen  could  commit.

>rm,.  ind  effect,  in  leading  the  British  commanders  to  nndnraM  (he  «i€OT 
u'ti  '""  with  whomthey  had  todeal;  inducing  the  belief  (hatthestrength 
of  their  confederacy  had  bean  broken,  hy  the  rcduelion  of  Sde- 
diah  and  the  Rajah  of  Berar's  power;  and  (hat,  by  a  nmultaneous  invsaoR 
of  his  territories  by  eomparatively  small  bodies  of  troops,  converging  tton 
different  directions,  Holkar  would  speedily  be  reduced  to  submission.  The 
plan  of  Ibe  campaign  was  arranged  on  these  principles.  Lord  Lake,  with  the 
army  of  Bengal,  about  ten  thousand  strong,  was  to  advance  from  the  ueigb- 
bourood  of  Delhi,  westward  into  Holkar's  country ;  while  lesser  bodies,  acUiQ

Ktrait,  wkidi  he  did  le  the  westward,  with  eilraerdhiary  rapidily,  while 
Mi^  fieDeral'Lake,4)l)owingin  hisfbotsiepa,  carried  by  assairil  ihefin- 
paitaM  fbit  of  Rampeon,  and  eipelled  the  enemy  from  all  his  possesrions 
iithatpwt  vf  HiiMlosUn.  So  completely  ««*  GoTemment  htaprasscd  wllfi 
te  idea,  tkat  Bolkar  could  nowhov  fte*  the  ilrithfa  lnMps,-and  that  a  diort 
iMBpaigB  at  tiw  dose  of  the  rainy  season  woald  effectually  rednce  bis  power, 
tttf  the  troops  on  lis  commencement  were  every  where  withdrawn  to  their 
wipialstatiews;  General  Lake  returned  lo  his  eantonmentsnear  Delhi,  while 
CsImwI  Honson  was  left  at  Iblwa,  ahore  two  hundred  raiies  in  adfance,  in  « 
ration  wUcb  it  was  tbm^t  wenid  etTectutlly  prednde  the  possibility  of 
Ik  Vredalory  chieftain's  return  into  Hindoalan  (1). 
Sf^  Holkar's  conduct  now  demonstrated  diat  he  was  intimately  ac- 
^^■^  qoaiBted.with  thesrt  ofwar;  the  principles  of  which  are  often  as 
*m>ii  thoroughly  andentoed  by  iUiterate  chieftains,  to  whom  native 
fM. ''  sagacjly  and  practical  e^ierience  have  nirfblded  Ibem,  as  by  those 
vko  hare  most  learnedly  sindied  the  enterprises  of  othera.  Rapidly  con- 
HMiltag  his  desoltory  bands,  he  fell  with  an  orerwhehningforce,  as  soon  as 
ttadsdhieoflberalnyseesen  woald  adraitof  military  operations^  uponCo- 
IimI  HoBsoa^  ^Tislon ;  while  a  snbordinate  force,  Hve  thonsand  strong, 
■adeadiwrriem  by  an  faroption  into  the  province  of  Bnndelcand.  A  Briti^ 
■'■^•^detaefaramt,  under  Colond  Smith;  of  three  hundred  men,  was 
<hm  aloMM  entirely  cot  off  by  the  sudden  attack  of  these  freebootnv,  and 
vilhitsixfniaandaconuderabie  quantity  of  atomunilion  captured ;  a  dis- 
inee  which  wa  the  man  semibly  felt,  u  Colond  Fawcett,  who,  with  five 
Wuatians,  lay  within  afewnrilea,  and  had,  by  imprudently  separating  his 
■falryfranhiiartillery,tnnugfat  about  this  disaster,  instead  ofattempting 
■•■TflBge  It,  coesmeneed  ^retreat.  Such  was  the  consternation  |Hwiuced  by 
tti  anwonled  calamity,  that  it  was  only  by  the  firm  countenance  and  in- 
*epid  cnidnct  of  Captain  Baiilie,  who  commanded  a  small  subtidiary  force 
it  flanda,  the  eapiMl,  tn  tho  soathem  portira  of  ihe  province,  that  subordi- 
■Uien  was  maintained ;  and  the  Hsfarattas  at  length  retired,  finding  aflirtber 
*ilnnce  haurdoas,  leaving  their  course  every  where  marked  by  conflagra- 
t>wandmin(S}.

With  thit  )■< 
menie  body  he  rapidly  approached  the  Engfiih  general  t  aA4  (ht  exa|geniad 
rnmoan  wkich  preceded  hh  march  as  to  the  itrength  ef  the  Habntu  bait, 
Impressed  thtf  latter  wtlh  tiie  Mea  that  he  bad  no  chnce  of  safoty  bnt  In  an 
tmmediale  retreat.  Colonel  Hnnray  wbo,  with  a  powerful  foree  fndodinKM- 
teen  hundred  Europeans,  was  to  hareadranced  from  thefiuserat  hito  sndt  a 
poeltiob  as  to  have  been  afolfl  to  render  him  laiiBUnKe  if  required,  had,  initead 
of  perfonning  hli  part  of  the  feneral  plan,  been  unfbrtanately  indaccd  ta  fkll 
backj  and  thus  MoRson  was  left  atone  to  withsUnd  the  whole  afaock  of  Hol- 
kar's  force.  His  troops,  hAwever,  thongh  not  a  -foorth  part  of  the  enemy  )a

I'Ord  Weltesley's  victoriea  had  been  dependent  on  the  darhig  eiwrgy,  which, 
■eiiing  the  Initiative,  never  lost  it  till  the  enemy  was  deitroyed.  Momor  ww 
as  brave  as  sny  officer  in  the  Gngliah  army ;  second  to  n«ne  in  niriannted  vi- 
lonr  at  storming  a  lH«ach,  bnt  he  .wanted  the  rarer  quality  of  nMiral  Intrqil- 
dlty,  and  the  power  of  adopting  great  designs  on  his  own  responriUHtj.  On 
the  0th  July,  Holkar  was  engaged  In  crossing  the  ChnnUml ;  the  fortunate  dbo- 
menl  of  attack  never  to  be  recalled  was  allowed  to  escape,  and  tw6  days  aflsr- 
"^''■i'  wards  the  English  general  commenced  his  retreat.  Uedidwlut 
ordinary  olBcers  wonid  have  done  at  Assaye,  when  it  was  ascertained  Siaree- 
son'sdlvlsioncouldnot  comeup;  and  what  was  the  remltT  In  a  fawhoon 
the  subsidiary  horse,  now  four  thousand  strong,  which  was  left  to  obserra 
the  enemy,  was  enveloped  by  clouds  of  the  Hahraiu  cavalry,  and,  afur  ■ 
bloody  stru^le,  cnt  to  pieces  with  their  gaMaut  commander.  Lieutenant  Ld* 
eon,  whose  individual  heroism  long  aTcrted  the  disaster.  The  infrntrr  sDil 
311.  j.ir.  guns  retired  without  molestation  (o  the  strong  Helnarira  paM; 
and  several  atiacks  made  by  Holkar  on  the  outpoiis  stalioned  therb,  *tn 
■nkjiif.  repulsed  with  great  slaughter.  Despairing,  bowcn*,  after  the 
recent  dtsaiier,  of  heiag  abia  to  make  good  the  pass  against  the  enemy  wfacn 
his  infantry  and  nnmeroui  artillery  stionld.oonM  np,  Honsen  resumed  hM 
retreat,  a  few  days  after,  to  Koiah,  and  from  thence  to  Bampeon,  wfth  greit 
precipllallon.  Such  were  the  obstacles  presented  by  the  borrlUe  slate  <rf  the 
roads  and  ineeasant  rains,  tfiAiog  die  latter  part  of  tills  jounwy  (1),  thtt  tin 
whole  guns,  fifteen  in  number,  were  abandoned,  and  fell  htto  the  enemv'i 
hands. 

No  sooner  was  General  Lake  apprised  of  the  commenecaaent  of  this  r^ 
treat,  than  he  dispatched  two  fresh  battations  and  three  thousand  irregular 
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SSaa  bofwu  xiBitrce  hi£  lieutenant ;  and  with  Moh  expedilion  did  Otej 
STjf^  ad¥waGe,  that  Ihey  reached  Rampowa  a  £bw  days  after  tbe  reliring 
mmtunm  GolvBB  tud  arrived  Lhere.  Siill  UomoD  deemed  il  impoesible  to 
(HK  "*"  malie  a  aUad ;  aod,  on  the  21st  AufuU,  aA«  leaving  a  wifikmit 
»*  ^-f-  gaiTUOD  in  that  fortress,  he  resumed  bii  march  fer  the  British  fron- 
net.  On  the  da;  foUowing,  bis  progress  was  Mopped  by  the  BaonM  river, 
vbwh  WW  n  swelled  b;  the  rains  as  to  be  no  longer  Citcdablei  and  during- 
tbs  delay  occasioned  bj  this  obstacle,  ibe  whole  of  the  enemy's  ibrce  arrived 
dose  lo  Ibn  Brititb  detachment.  Their  situation  was  now  truly  frightful:  ia 
their  <r«u  wta  •  nging  torrent,  in  their  rear  twenty  thouuuid  horMmm, 
coMtDiuUr  receiving  fresh  accessions  of  strength  in  infantry  and  gnu,  as 
ibej  BOGOMairaly  came  ap.  The  river  having  at  length  beoomefordaUe,  few 
i«*M*.  baualioos  crtwMHl  over ;  and  the  enemy,  seeing  hi*advanlage,ii»> 
mediately  comtnenced  a  furious  attack  on  the  single  battalion  md  plcbeU, 
wbicb  now  remainad  alone  on  the  other  side.  With  such  heroio  constaney, 
hawnvflf ,  w«  Uiis  unequal  contest  maintained  by  than  brave  men,  that  they 
sot  only  npulsed  the  whole  attacks  nude  upoo  them,  but,  pursuing  their 
ntcceM,  captured  several  of  the  enemy's  gunsj  an  event  which  dearly  de- 
■'"n**'7?T*^  wbat  results  might  have  followed  the  adoption  of  a  vigorous  oSei^ 
sive  in  the  oniaet,  when  the  troops  were  undiminished  in  strength  and 
mimikaa  in  spirit  (i).  As  it  was,  however,  Uiis  little  phalaaK,  being  unsnp- 
perted,  was  nnable  to  follow  up  iti  aucceu,  and,  in  the  course  of  ftUing  back 
to  tba  river  ad  effBoting  their  paaaage,  bad  to  sustain  an  arduous  conflict, 
mdezperieBced  a  £rightM  bias. 

Ueaawbile  Captain  HichoU,  with  tbe  treasure  of  the  army  and  lis  cotn- 
paniea  of  sepoys,  who  bad  boHtSnlferried  across,  prooeeded  to  Khooshalghur, 
wben  tbay  were  atlaoLed  by  a  Ur^  body  of  bcindiab's  troops,  who  with  ihe- 
charadoruUc  ^uthketnea*  and  rapacity  ot  Mahratlas,  assailed  their  allies  in 
their  diaUeaa  in  bope  of  plunda,  and  being  heat  off,  openly  joined  Bolkar's 
amp.  Almost  all  tbein:egularbme,whioh  had  come  uptoRampoora,soQn 
afl«  deaerlsd  lo  the  enemy ;  and  even  some  companies  of  sepoys,  shaken  by 
ibe  horrors  of  the  retreat,  abandoned  their  colours  and  followed  their 
eaapteT  tboo^  is  general  the  conduct  of  these  faithful  troops  was  exemplary 
•Mk  ills.  in  the  Hlreme.  Abandoned  hy  his  horse,  Colonel  Mooson,  on  h^ 
route  from  Eboosbalghur  to  the  British  frontier,  fonned  bis  whole  nien  into 
an  oblong  square,  with  the  ammunition  and  bullocks  in  ibe  centre,  and  in 
that  order  retreated  for  several  days  almost  always  fighting  with  the  enemy, 
■id  snrronnded  by  fifteen  thoosand  indefatigable  horsemen,  who  were  con- 
stantly repulsed  with  invincible  constancy  by  the  rolling  lire  of  the  sepoys. 
At  length,  however,  tbii  vigoFoos  pursuit  was  discontinued ;  the  Arm  array 
of  the  British  dissolved  as  they  entered  their  own  lerntones;  great  numbers 
perished  of  ftUgue  or  by  the  i  word  of  lfa«  punuers,  others  alhtwsd  ttiemselves 
la  faU  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy,and  the  sad  remnant  of  ahrilliant  division, 
which  bad  allogether  mustered,  with  its  nnnforcemeuts  on  the  retreat  {i), 
six  thousand  regular  and  as  many  irregular  troops,  now  reduced  to  a  thou- 
sand or  twelve  hundred  men,  without  cannon  or  ammunition  arrived  at  Agra 
in  a  scattered  and  disorderly  manner  about  the  end  of  August.

rieneed  <rfM«Tffir,  migfat  wear  the  aspect  of  rariuiesi.  The  overthrow  rf 
Hotwoa's  diTision  resoaaded  through  Hiadostan  from  sea  lo  sea.-  Greal  m 
had  been  the  diusten  of  the  retreat,  they  were  ma^ified  by  the  Toice  e( 
bme,  ever  ready  (o  augment  the  extent  of  public  asd  pri¥ale  calamity;  ind 
the  smiiier  reports  of  the  native  powers,  -wbox  wishes,  father  i«  ihor 
thou^ts,  repreGented  the  Brili^  empire  in  Asia  as  tottering  to  its  fall.  Ihe 
general  consternation  was  increased  by  the  cruelties  exercised  by  Uolkaroa 
theprigoners  of  all  descriptions  whofell  into  hia  hands;  the  Europeans  wen 
immediately  pnt  lo  death,  and  the  natiTes  who  refiised  lo  enter  his  servioa, 
mntilated  in  the  most  shoctiuf  manner.  Every  where  an  alarming  fermeal^ 
tion  was  apparent.  The  conduct  of  sereral  of  the  allied  states  was  soch  as  ts 
afFord  just  grounds  to  distrust  their  fidelity;  that  of  otiiers  was  vorging  oa 
(^en  hostilily.  Sciddiah,  so  far  from  acliOg  up  to  the  spirit,  or  even  letter  rf 
his  alliance,  was  secretly  iutrigoing,  and  even  publicly  asaisting  the  enemy; 
the  Rajah  of  Bhurtporc,  already  repenting  of  his  recent  treaty,  wm  support- 
ing him  with  hb  treasures  and  his  arms ;  the  spirit  of  disaffNtiion  was  fiatiiid  lo 
have  spread  to  some  of  the  chieft  of  the  Briti^  newly  aeqmired  provinces  (1); 
even  the  fidelity  of  the  sepoys  was  not  tverf  where  proof  against  Ibe  sedne- 
lions  or  threats  of  the  enemy ;  and  that  general  despond«Ky  prevailed  which 
is  so  often  at  once  the  forerunner  and  the  cause  of  pubhc  calamity. 
^^;^',„j  But  the  British  government  in  India  was  at  that  period  ia  the 
*k!^oT'"  I^^''*'^  1^  ^^^  whom  no  reverse  could  daunt,  whose  eon^  awi 
i^H  wrk  foresight  were  equal  to  any  emei^ncy.  Generously  resolving  to 
L^L»t.  tabe  their  full  sbarein  theresponsi^tyofBimieBaeasureswfai<A 
had  turned  out  so  unfortunately;  determining  to  screen  the  commandw 
from  all  blame,  even  for  those  deUils  of  execution  which  were  necessarily 
entrusted  to  himself ;  they  set  vigorously  lostem  tbeprograsiof  diaaster(ij; 
The  causes  which  had  led  to  it  were  obvions;  it  was  the  reversing  the  prin- 
ciples which  had  produced  ihe  triumphs  of  Delhi  and  l^swwee.  HieM  glo- 
rious days  were  the  rcsnit  of  striking  with  an  adequate  force  at  the  heart  of

■f  the  strategy  whlcb  caused  Napol^D  to  tMornph  at  Ulm  aod  JeiM ;  their 
■iJwiuiies,  of  die  system  which,  for  twenty  years,  had  chained  disatlar  to 
tbe  iostrian  standard.  WeUesley  resolved  instantly  to  retnm  to  this  en* 
ligfalened  plan  of  openlions,  from  which,  in  as  evil  liour,  under  lAeiDOueDce 
rfrndoecentemple^lheencmy,  he  had  departed  (1).  "Thesuocesaofyour 
wUe  irtnmpbs  <rf  ItiM  year,"  said  be  to  Lord  I^ke,  "  proceeded  chielly  from 
yonr  Tigorons  system  at  attack.  In  crery  war  tbe  native  stales  will  always 
pin  courage  in  (miportiea-as  we  shaK  aliow  them  to  attack  ua,  and  1  know 
tiat  yoa  will  always  bear  lUs  principle  io  mind,  especially  against  uich  a 
pinrar  as  Holkar." 

jfj^"  Praceedt^  on  these  just  and  manly  principles,  every  ezerltoD  was 
■du-  made  to  reinforce  tbe  main  anny  vnder  Lord  Lake,  then  lying  at 
Ciwnpore,  and  put  it  into  a  condition  speedily  b>  lake  the  Jield.  It  was  full 
line  that  some  decisive  effort  sbonld  be  made  to  retrievo  affairs;  lor  the  Bri- 
■^'^  lish  ecBpire  in  Uindoslan  was, in  truth,  iaa  very  critical  situation. 
BipidlyftillowinguphissucieeM,  llolkar  pursu^  the  remains  of  tbe  bt'elen 
my  la  the  banks  of  tbe  Jumna;  and  on  tbe  British  cavalry  under  Lord  Lake 
■ppnsdiing  his  potitien,  (hey  drew  off;  the  infantry  and  guns  Ukiog  the 
dJrtdSim  of  Delhi,  while  the  borse  engaged  the  attention  of  the  English  troops 
o^*-  by  endavouring  to  cat  off  tbeir  borage.  On  the  8lh  of  October  the 
amy's  main  force  arrived  before  tbe  imperial  city,  and  sumnuHied  the  gar- 
riKii,  consisting  only  of  one  battalion  and  a  half  of  sepoys,  with  a  few  Ir- 
npilars,  to  sorrender;  while  his  emissaries  used  every  exertion  to  excite  the 
utivtthiefs  in  the  Doab  to  revglt  against  their  Eurt^pean  masters,  and  with 
whlHcess  as  serioosly  embarrassed  tbe  operations  of  the  Brilisb  army,  es- 
pKially  in  the  vital  article  of  obtaining  supplies  (2). 
■ki^b.  For  seven  days  Holkar  continued  before  Dcibi,  battering  its  ex- 
MninL  iQQijfi^  and  ruinous  walls  witb  the  utmost  vigour;  but  such  was 
^•^  the  resolution  of  the  little  garrisoD  under  Colonels  Ochterlony  and 
Barn,  ihst  tbey  not  only  repulsed  repeated  assaults,  but,  sallying  forth,  ear- 
ned 1  battery  which  was  violently  shaking  the  rampart,  and  spiked  the  guns. 
At  length  the  Mabrattas,  despairing  of  storming  the  city,  and  intimidated  by 
Ac  approach  of  Lord  Lake  with  the  Bengal  army,  raised  tbe  siege,  and  re- 
*"*■  tired  by  slow  marches  through  the  hills  in  the  direction  of  Dieg. 
^  English  general  had  now  the  fairest  prospect  of  bringing  the  enemy's 
i^tleforGe  to  action,  with  every  chance  of  success;  for  the  prodigious  train 
■dmtlery  wbich  accompanied  him  rendered  his  retreat  very  slow;  and  ten 
iMosiiid  infantry  and  thr«e  thousand  cirvalry,  including  about  two  thousand 
^  hoDdred  Europeans,  followed  (he  British  standards.  But  a  total  failure 
vfsapplies^arisiDg  from  the  disalTecUon  or  treachery, of  the  native  chiefs,  by 
°^  "  wiiom  they  were  to  have  been  furnished,  rendered  it  impossible  (o 
*°-"-  (onlinne  the  pursuit  for  some  days;  and  during  that  time  Holkar 
frioatoflbereach  of  immediate  attack,  and,  crossing  the  Jumna  with  his 
*Me  force,  pro^eded  to  ravage  the  country,  and  slir  up  resistance  to  the 
Eaglidibqond  that  river.  Suddenly  recrossing  it,  however,  with  hia  cavalry 
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■lone,  a  few  days  after,  he  advanced  by  forced  inarches  td  attack  ColoiHl 
Bunt,  who,  with  a  detachment,  had  been  sent  to  Seranhmipore,  after  the 
retreat  of  the  enemy  from  the  neighbouiiiood  of  Delhi  (i). 
koulf  <r  General,  now  Lord  Lake,  npon  Ihi§  made  a  corresponding  dlvi^on 
""*■  of  his  force.  Polling  himMHatthehead  of  the  hone  artillery,  tm 
thousand  cavalry,  and  fHte«n  hundred  light-armed  infantry,  he  pnrsned  ii 
person  Holtcar's  horse  on  the  one  aide  of  the  river;  while  General  Fra9er,iritt 
eight  thousand  inbnlry,  a  thousand  cavalry,  and  eighteen  guns,  was  entnisttd 
with  the  task  «f  attacking  hfs  foot  soldiers  and  artillery  on  the  otba. 
""'  '*■  That  gallant  officer,  having  at  length,  by  great  exertions,  obtained 
the  requisite  supplies,  commenced  his  march  from  Delhi,  and  on  thelU 
November  came  up  with  the  Hahralta  army,  consisting  of  twenty-lbor  batta- 
lions of  regular  infantry,  a  hundred  and  sixty  pieces  of  cannon,  and  thm 
thousand  irregular  horse,  in  all  above  twenty-flve  thousand  men.  Thtafw- 
midable  force  was  drawn  up  with  considerable  skill,  in  a  atnmg  posltfM, 
with  their  left  resting  on  the  fortress  of  Dieg,  their  right  upon  a  walled  villagt, 
aituated  on  a  height  about  two  miles  distant ;  an  extensive  morass,  altogether 
impassable,  covered  the  greater  part  of  their  front,  a  large  expanse  of  wats 
protected  from  attack  the  whole  of  their  rear;  while  their  Immense  artmery 
was  so  disposed  as  to  bear  with  a  concentric  fire  on  the  narrow  islhmtis  b] 
which  alone  their  line  could  be  assailed  (2) . 

Noways  daunted  by  these  formidable  obstacles.  General  Fraser  resolved  Is 
maketheattackon  the  following  morning.  At  daybreak  the  troops  advannd 
to  the  charge,  headed  by  the  unconquerable  76th,  led  on  by  that  general  in 
person.  They  had  to  make  a  long  circuit  round  the  morass  before  they 
reached  the  point  at  which  it  could  be  passed;  during  the  whole  of  which 
they  were  exposed  to  a  galling  cannonade  in  flank  from  the  imemy's  ariiliery, 
which,  as  ihey  approached  the  isthmus  leading  to  the  village,  became 
dreadfully  severe.  Rushing  impetuously  on,  however,  the  ^eth,  followed  bj 
the  native  infantry,  ascending  the  hill,  stormed  the  vHlsge  with  irresislibta 
gallantry.  From  the  village,  General  Fraser  advanced  upon  the  main  body  of 
the  enemy,  who  faced  about,  and  were  now  posted  between  the  morass  and 
the  lake,  with  the  fort  of  Dieg  in  their  rear,  and  several  heights,  crowned 
wilh  artillery  to  defend  the  approach  to  it,  interspersed  in  the  intervening 
space.  Such,  however,  was  the  vigour  of  the  attack  led  by  Fraser  and 
Monson,  that,  though  the  enormous  batteries  of  the  enemy  played  with  ■ 
eoncen trie  fire  of  round,  chain,  and  grape  shot,  on  the  advancing  col nmn,  B 
pushed  on  through  the  awful  stonn,  carrying  every  thing  before  it  from  rigW 
to  left  of  the  enemy's  whole  position,  and,  storming  successfully  aR  the 
batteries,  drove  them  at  length,  in  utier  confusion.  Into  the  forlress  of  Di^- 
Nothing  but  the  heavy  fire  from  its  ramparts  prevented  the  whole  artillery 
of  the  enemy,  in  the  Reld,  from  Iwing  captured ;  as  it  was,  eighty-seven  guns 
and  twenty-Jour  tumbrels  were  taken ;  two  thousand  men  fell  on  the  ficld,aiMi 
great  numbers  perished  in  the  lake.  Into  which  they  had  fled  to  avoiS  ib< 
bloody  sabres  of  the  English  cavalry.  The  British  loss  was  ahonl  seven 
hundred  killed  and  wounded;  among  the  latter  of  whom  was  the  bra^e 
General  Fraser,  to  whose  decision  and  intrepidity  the  success  was  in  a  gre*t 
degree  owing ;  while  Colonel  Monson,  the  second  in  command,  who  succeeded 
to  the  direction  of  the  army  upon  his  fall,  amply  demonstrated  by  his  skill 
and  bravery,  that  his  former  oilsfbrtunes  had  not  been  owing  to  any  wan' 
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ttbmtihs  oeai^^.  Aneng  tbe  gant  takas,  were,  to  tiio  tnexprcMlbU  dtllght 
tiibniMimttat  w«U  a*  of  Ihit  brave  mtn,  tUrteen  of  Ibwe  which  had  been 
loM  in  ibe  b(ecaUintuw&  retreat  (1). 

£2f  j^  Wliile  tiu*  Important  Roeceis  iras  giined  over  Uw  infantry  and 
fH^^  irJiUer;  oi  Hvlhar,  a  triuinpb  equally  decisive  atteaded  the  ope- 
M.  ~  rations  of  Lord  Lake  In  p«r§on  a^inct  his  cavalry.  That  enter- 
ptiiii^  ctMBf  bavjng,  as  already  menlkmsd,  aroKBd  the  Joana  vitfa  ten 
Kkto.  thoujMid  faofBC,  made  for  a  ford  of  ibe  Gani^  near  Hurdwar,  with 
tbs  detign  cf  carrymg  the  war  into  Hobilennd,  and  (he  prorincea  heyond 
ihiliiver.  No  toonw,  however,  did  he  learn  that  Lord  Ldke,  with  a  chosen 
ki^  of  oavalry,  was  marching  agaiut  him,  than  he  soddeoly  changed  his 
cM»w,aBd  flyiBg  down  Ibe  Doah  by  rapid  marebee,  reached  Furmcfaabad 
iv.A  on  tlie  svenlng  of  the  16ih  Novendwr.  Bapid,  however,  as  were 
IkiwncBeats  of  the  Mahralla  oMef,  they  were  exceeded  by  Uiose  of  the 
BlfiidL  gaaaial,  who,  having  crossed  the  Jumna  in  pursuit  on  the  1st  No- 
^ata,  ooDtiiiBed  to  Mlew  his  indefatigable  adversary  with  such  vigonr 
Itt  Iknext  seventeen  days,  that  he  not  only  efiiKtually  prevented  Idm  from 
drattaUag  the  country,  exoept  in  the  immediate  line  of  retreat,  but  kept 
CMriatty  at  tbe  distance  only  of  a  shigle  march  1b  his  rear.  During  the 
ainle  of  this  period,  both  armies  marched  twenty-three  or  twenty-^inr 
■ila  daily,  even  under  the  burning  sun  of  Hindoslan.  At  length,  on  the 
nodDgof  tbeMtta  November,  Lord  Lake  reeeived  intelligence  that  Molkar, 
dtK  hiving  been  repulsed  in  an  attack  on  Puttet^hur,  had  encamped  for 
liieDightmnderlbeinllsafFoitu>cKABii>,lweniy-nine  miles  distant.  Though 
tlis  iroopt  twd  already  marched  thirty  mites  on  (hat  day,  Lord  Lake  imme- 
£uHj  formed  the  reaolntion  of  making  a  forced  march  In  the  night,  and 
nrprtidBg  the  enony  in  their  camp  before  daylveek  on  tbe  following  mom- 

NoKMoer  was  tbe  order  to  move  dtiiveted  to  the  troops  at  nightfall,  than 
tHUgDes  were  forgotten,  and,  instead  of  lying  down  to  rest,  they  joyfully 
*■'>'  prepared  to  resume  their  march  during  the  jsultry  hours  and  thick 
^rkneti  <rf  an  Indian  night.  The  Ares  in  the  enemy's  camp,  and  tbe  accurate 
UHmalion  of  the  guides,  conducted  them  direct  to  the  ground  which  the 
Iihritlas  occupied.  As-  the;  approached  the  camp,  the  utmost  silence  was 
xlacried  in  the  British  columns ;  the  horse  artillery  only  were  moved  to  the 
frsnt,  iai  advanced  slowly  and  cautiously  to  within  range  of  their  tents. 
U  ra  hurled  In  sleep  in  the  Mahratta  lines;  the  watch -fl res  had  almost  all 
Iniaed  ont,  and  a  few  drowsy  sentinels  alone  were  watching  in  the  east  for 
Ik  first' appearance  of  dawn.  Suddenly  the  guns  op^ed  upon  them,  and^ 
tbe  deeplDg  army  was  rousei^  by  tbe  rallle  of  grape-ehot  biting  in  the  teals 
Utng  ibe  horses,  and  dirougb  the  bivouacs.  So  complete  was  Ox  surprise, 
n  DBivnsal  the  cpnstanatibn,  that  very  little  resistance  was  attempted. 
Before  the  squadrons  could  be  formed,  or  the  horse*  In  many  places  un- 
Picksted,  tbe  British  dragoons  were  upon  them ;  and  well,  in  that  hour,  did 
liie  labtes  of  the  8ih,  S7tb,  and  StHh,  avenge  tbe  savage  cruelly  of  Holkar's 
Ulewm  upon  the  captives  in  Uonson's  retreat.  Tbo  eneny  were  thrown 
Bto  imtrievable  confusion  by  this  impetuous  attack ;  and,  rushing  promi»- 
^wodj  em  of  the  camp,  fled  in  all  direciiunSf  hotly  pursued  by  the  British 
■■d  aative  borse.  Great  numbers  were  slain  in  the  pursuit,  as  well  as  on 
«Mfidd,Bnd  MiD  mofo  abandoKcd  their  colours,  and  dispersed,  decnune  the 
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ctHseof  H«lkarho|Mleis,afteTMdeGiaireaii  ovwthfov.  Of  tb« nighty boM 
which  bad  so  ktely  swept  like  a  lorrent  over  Hindastsn,  a  few  dioasand  ttme 
only  escaped  with  their  leader  across  the  Jumna,  and  jeined  the  dataid 
remains  of  their  infanlry  within  the  walls  of  Dieg.  Ilolkar  hitiis«H  wis  on  tht 
point  of  falling  into  the  hands  of  the  British  dragoons,  and  ewed  his  empi 
entirely  to  Ibeaccldenul  explosion  of  an  ammnalUoa  waggon,  which,! ImK 
by  a  miracle,  blew  bis  pursuers  off  their  bones,  while  he  hhnself  piws)' 
DDbnrt.  Of  the  Ticlors,  the  greater  part  had  ridden  seventy  miles  daring  fe 
preceding  twenty^nr  tionrs,  when  they  took  up  their  gronnd  alur  the  pur- 
suit (1),  besides  fighting  the  whole  of  Helkar's  cavalry  :  an  achierenieBt  fir 
eiceeding  any  thing  recorded  of  the  boasted  cderity  of  N^ioUMa^sqnadnm, 
and  which  is  probably  unparalleled  in  modem  war. 
«XrT^  Colonel  Honson,  whose  vigour  and  bravery  In  the  Add,  wtsfv 
oif."  from  being  accompanied  by  a  similar  degree  of  capacity  and  resah- 
tion  in  leading  an  army,  had  formed  the  design  of  retrealing  after  tbe.Tk- 
ht  u.  tory  of  Dieg  to  Uuttra for  supplies,  of  wbicb  btBtiMpSBUwdntid 
in  need,  and  which  were  procured  with  extreme  difficulty,  owinig  to  lbs 
hostile  disposition  of  the  inhabitants  in  the  eoontry,  and  arrived  there  w  tte 
36ih  November.  But  Urd  Lake,  who  at  once  perceived  the  prejudicial  HM 
which  such  &  retrograde  movement  after  ■  batlle  wonid  have,  by  giving  Ik 
D«.  t.  enemy  a  plausible  ground  to  represent  it  as  a  defeat,  immedjatd; 
repaired  to  the  spot,  and  reinforcing  (he  infantry  with  h5s  victorfoQs  cavsby, 
again  moved  forward  his  whole  army,  and  ifrocecded  in  the  direction  of  Di<g) 
where  (he  broken  remains  of  Holkar's  army  «-erenowa11  assembled.  On  tht 
4th,  the  troops  arrived  under  the  walls  of  that  fortress;  and  operations  veR 
commenced  against  it  as  soon  as  the  battering  train  came  up  from  Agra,  whicb 
D«->.  arrived  on  the  8th.  The  siegewas  prosecuted  with  the  utmost  ac- 
tivity, and  a  breach  having  been  pronouDced  practicable,  (be  lines  arond 
Dn.  >].  the  (own  were  first  stormed  by  the  7(>th  regiment,  and  on  (he  d»J 
following  (he  fortress  itself  surrendered  at  discretion.  By  this  importiM 
blow,  the  whole  of  Holkar's  remaining  artillery,  amonnting  to  eighty  pieoo, 
many  of  them  of  very  heavy  caUbre,  with  immense  stores  of  ammunitira, 
wNe  taken ;  but  that  redoubtable  chief  himself  escaped  with  fovr  thoosand 
horse,  and  took  refuge  in  Budrtpobe  (2),  iheBajah  of  which,  Rnnjeet  Siag. 
had  during  the  last  three  months  treacherously  embraced  his  cause^  u>^ 
deserted  the  British  alliance. 
S!ni<  nod  Nothing  remained  to  complete  thisglorions  contest  hot  the  redw- 
;3™'°'  tion  of  this  cdebrated  fortress;  an  olqect  become  of  (he  highest 
"•""""^  importance,  both  on  account  of  the  signal  treachery  of  the  Rajah, 
who,  on  ihe  first  reverse,  had  violated  his  pledged  faith  to  (he  Company,  bT 
whom  he  had  been  loaded  with  benefits,  and  oj  its  containing  the  persan  and 
last  resources  of  nolkar,  who  had  waged  so  desperate  a  contest  with  die  Bri- 
tish forces.  Thither,  accordingly.  Lord  Lake  moved  Immedftldy  aAerlte 
fallofDieg;  and  the  battering  train  having  speedily  madea  breach  in  1^ 
ju.  !i.  it.:i.  walls,  the  assault  took  place  in  the  evening  of  the  ftth  January. 
The  water  in  the  ditch  proved  exceedingly  deep,  and,  during  the  time  •pc"' 
in  throwing  in  fascines,  tbt  troops  vrere  exposed  to  a  most  destrnetlve  fr> 
from  the  rampart  on  the  opposite  side.  At  length,  however,  they  suoeesled 
in  passing  over;  but  all  their  efTorts  to  gain  the  summit  of  the  breach  provtd 
ineffectual.  The  wall,  which  was  of  tongh  mud,  was  impetfeetly  mined;  ^ 
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jkii.  scaling  ladders  vere  found  to  be  loosliart ;  and,  nflcr ^usiaining  a 
Toy  heavy  loss,  the  troops  were  compelled  to  return  lo  llieir  trenches.  A 
tetwNl  storm,  some  days  afterwards,  met  with  still  less  success;  the  brave 
mca  reached  tbeedgeofthedltch,  hot  it  proved  to  he  so  broad  and  deep  that 
b.»  all  attempts  to  Gil  it  up  were  fruitless;  and,  after  sustaining  for 
abore  an  boar  a  dreadful'  fire  within  pistol-shot  from  the  ramparts,  the  as- 
jHiltiag  ooluan  was  afain  obliged  lo  retire.  An  allempt  was  soon  after  made 
hv  the  wiiole  of  Holhar's  remaining  cavalry,  and  that  of  Ueer  khan,  another 
Mied  Hahrat  la  freebooter  (i),  to  cut  off  a  raJuable  convoy  on  its  way  from 
HBltn  to  the  British  camp.  The  convoy  with  its  covering  force  was  hard  be- 
M^byw  iBOieniebody  of  cavalry,  in  a  village,  when  the  approach  of  the

SrrrL  "^^  ""*•  "•  '**  P'"**""***  *'•''  fresh  vigour  by  the  English 
b^r~i,  army,  which  wasr«infbrcedbyadivisioB  Qve  thousand  strong  from 
- '  '-"ii'i"  B«inbay,  wbiofa  raised  the  besieging  force  lo  twenty  thousand  men ; 
«tde  ibe  cSerts  of  tbe  besieged,  who  were  greatly  elevated  by  their  formo- 
HCBcis,  were  proportionally  increased.  It  was  soon  discovered  that  tbe 
toMfsaf  the  Rajab  were  amongst  the  bravestand  most  resolute  of  Hindostan, 
niag,  in  addition  to  the  remnant  of  Hollar's  followers,  the  Jatt,  or 
rycKte  erf  Bhurlpwe,  who  yielded  to  none  in  Asia  ihe  palm  of  resqlu- 
^*~>^  lioQ  and  valour.  After  a  Booth's  additional  operations,  the  breach 
KudMaedaulBcienlly  wide  to  warrant  a  third  assault,  which  was  made  by 
Ae  TSth  atsd  76tb  regiments,  supported  by  three  sepoy  battalions,  under  Co- 
laoei  Doo ;  while  two  other  suhoidioate  attacks  were  made  at  tbe  same  time, 
aaeoD  ifae  enemy's  trenches  outside  tbe  town,  and  another  on  the  Beem- 
Kaiais  gale,  which  it  was  thought  might  be  carried  by  escalade.  The  attack

anieted  eat  u^a  to  the  assault,  but  the  troops  were  so  staggered  by  the 
frightful  scene,  that  they  refused  lo  leave  their  trenches;  and  Ihe  heroic 
^■«<.  12th  regimentofiepoysniarGhed  past  them  with  loud  cheers  to  the 
~  *-  "■  bnack.  Such  was  the  vigour  of  their  onset,  that  they  reached  the 
Tiwil  !■  npilr  nf  rrrrj  tihtiliirlr,  nml  ihr  British  colours  were  seen  for  a  few 
nioalaa  waviogOD  the  bastion;  while  the  76lh,  slung  with  shame,  again  ad- 
Taaced  is  the  asHuU.  The  bastion  proved  to  he  separated  byadeepdilcb 
froB  tbe  body  of  the  place,  and  tbe  guns  from  tbe  neighbouring  ramparts 
MfiUJad  4be  eutwock  so  compJetely,  that  the  valiant  band,  after  losing  half 
Ihdrmnbers,  wviein  Ibeenddrivendowo  the  breach,  weeping  with  gener-

™-™^-  roasona  coscurred  10  recoDBiead  snbmlaaion  l»UMbiUMnei» 
<  ~ii.j.k  subdued  fi^ab.  Hit  Wriiory  WM  wholly  ooet^ied  by  tbo  onatty) 
to^!"^  his  reoourcea  cut  off;  bis  atorao  and  naagaxineB  rapidly  dioibttahliigi 
and,  OTon  if  ho  sbonld  be  so  forumalo  u  to  withalaod  a  reipotiiioa  of  tbi 
furiona  aattulU  from  which  he  bad  ao  reemlly  «d  nwntwly  aae^ied,  be  ra 
well  aware  that,  by  the  slower,  bntnot^eertain  prooaHof  Uookadoandfc* 
mine,  he  wpuld  in  the  end  iaevllably  bo  roduced.  On  the  other  hand,  nrt* 
oua  considerations,  equally  forciUe,  oooonrred  in  reeonunendteg  an  acesm* 
modaUon  wilb  the  perfidiooi  Rajah  to  the  EngUsh  COTsnnsent.  Thoogk 
.Sdndiah  bad,  in  the  outset  of  the  negotiallon,  ceuented  to  the  oat*o  <f 
Cwalior  and  Gohud,  with  ita  adjacent  teiriiory,  to  the  CjHapany,  and  oMa 
f  Ik.  u.  itot.  aignad  atreety  in  whieh  they  wore  fbnaallj  aoded  to  them,  yet  bt 
had  never  been  recoaeiled  to. the  lose  of  that  important  fortroaat  and,  fnai 
the  first  moment  that  hostilitiiss  conunenoed  with  Holbar,  it,  became  erhknl 
that  be  was  waiting  only  for  a  bvoiraUo  moment  to  oome'to  an  open  ivp- 
ture  with  ibe  English  GoTemnitnt,  or  take  advantage  of  !■•  difienUieiti 
obtain  their  reetitntion.  Troops  under  bis  baooor  bad  tqieoly  atiadked  ibi 
escort  oflhetreataroinColasulllenBon'srotreBl;  the  langnageeir  his  coat 
had  been  so  menacing,  Ibeoondnctof  hisgovenuntBtaosMpkioBs,  thKHl 
only  had  a  k>i^  and  engry  negotiatiwi  Uban  plan  with  the  acting  Raiiiwl, 
but  General  Welletley  had  boon  directed  to  move  the  anbskUary  feee  in  lb« 
Deccan,  eight  thousand  strong,  to  the  fewUier  of  Seiodiah's  lerritorim.  1W 
prince  himseK,  who  was  -a  weak,  smisnal  man,  bad  Uttm  aatirelf  under  ibt 
goremmait  of  his  minister  and  btber^n-law,  Surajee  How  Ghnvtba,  a  nai 
of  the  most  profligate chatacter,  whownsindoiatlgaUaiaMsflndeBvowsts 
ombroilbismauerwithlfaeBritisbgoveruinoM.  UMlerifaeinlnenoeof  that 
violent  coonaels,  matins  wen  faat  approaching  a  crisbi  Ae  oasriavcf  G«a- 
Uor  wu  openly  requirad,  with  menaces  of  jotidag  the  aMnrtf  the  demand 
were  not  acceded  lo;  and  at  Uoglb  he  snnrmmwd  a  dolawulnathm  to  Inwr- 
fero  as  an  armed  medialor  between  Uolkar  and  Ibo  Engliih,  and  moved  a 
large  Jorce  to  the  neighbourhood  of  Uiurtpero  tonpport  Ua  demands  dnrinc 
iUlong-pcotraOed  siege.  The  oondnct  of  the  Ra|ah  of  Bawr  tod  alao  betaaw 
ULtrcmely  qnestionsble;  bpMiUties,  evidenUy  endled  by  bim,  had  airaidT

These  conditions  appeared 
toOa  CsvcnMT-getwnl  and  comcil  to  be  honourable  to  the  British  arms, 
aadia  provide  fcr  the  mahi  object  of  |he  present  contest,  viz.,  the  separation 
rf'lheBaiah  of  Bb»lp<m  tnm  Holksr^s  interests,  and  the  severing  of  the 
tandieftafai  from  the  resources  which  bisfortressos  and  treasures  afforded. 
Biri.  The  treaty  was,  dierefore,  ratified  by  the  Governor-general,  and 
■  IhadipMi  -which  it  was  sinned,  ^e  Rajah's  son  arrived  in  the  British 
(^^Md  Bolkar  was  cMBpelted  to  leave  Bhurtpore  (f). 
tSZT^  Aa  tfcafbrcesoflfcitoace  formidablechieftain  werenowreduced 
*^f»'  i^ttireeorAmrthoastBd  horse,  without  either  stores  or  guns,  and 
CU^  tfe  poBseniods  tn  «ve^  {fart  of  India  had  been  occupied  by  the 
■MiAlnwpe,  he  had  no  alternative  but  to  throw  himself  upon  thcprolec- 
a« art  hii  aneient  enemy,  Selitdiah,  who  had  recently,  nnder  his  father-in- 
Iw^  toumals,  ippetred  as  an  armed  mediator  in  bis  favour.  Re  accordingly 
jsiaad  Sdndiah^  camp  wflh  his  remahiing  followers  immediately  after  his 
ll|i^liiiifliiim  Bhnrtpore.  The Kahratta borse  had  previously  re-assembled 
taHnllb«die»fn  the  vtdnity  of  that  town,  in  consequence  oftbe  absence  of 
Aepeal  balk  «f  the  bllfsh  cavalry,  which  had  been  detached  from'ihe  grand 
anay  to  awp  tHe  Incnnion  of  Heer  Khan,  who  had  broken  into  the  Doab,  and 
apii.  was  eovtnittftig  great  devastations.  On  the  Ist  April,  iMrd  Lake, 
hi  In  raeeiTed  InlellifBnee  that  a  considerable  body  of  the  enemy  had  as- 
■■Med  in  a  pWltlon  about  sixty  miles  from  Minrlpore,  madea  forced  march 
latnrprfae  tban  in  their  camp;  andhe  wassofortnnateas  tocomeupwith, 
aMr)yroat,anddisparsethem,wlththe  loss  of  a  thousand  slain,  and  return 
lekaaeanp  Aeiamaday,  after  a  march  in  twelve  hours  of  IKty  miles.  A  few 
•■••■•  day*  after,  four  thousand  of  the  enemy,  with  a  few  guns,  were 
Mtaeked  by  Captwn  Boyle,  In  a  strong  position  under-  the  walls  of  Adau- 
tatBagfaor,  and  totally  dtfeoted,  with  the  loss  of  their  artillery  and  baggage. 
If  tiMBa  repeated  defeats,  the  whole  of  this  formidable  predatory  cavalry  was 
dispel aed  ar  destroyed,  with^the  oiceplion  of  the  small  body  which  accom- 
panied Htdkar  lata  Scindiah's  camp  (i). 

r.  II  Nor  had,the  incursion  of  Heer  Khan  Into  Rohllcund  and  the  Doab, 
tiS^  or  the,  deudied  efforts  of  the  Mabrattas,  in  other  quarters  been 
^^^J^  mora  successful.  The  Rajahs  of  Koorkha  and  Kunkha,  in  the  Cut- 
«■■».  tKk,  instigated  by  the  Rajah  of  Berar,  made  an  incursion  into  the 
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Britiah  dominions;  but  ihey  were  repnlsed,  pomud  into  tbeir  own  iM-riloria, 
and  KhitDrdah  carried  by  asHult,  by  a  force  Badcr  lbs  CMHnmd  of  Celend 
Harcaurt.  Bundelcitod  vu  for  mow  wmIci  agiUled  by  th«  fnlri^cs  of  Sdn- 
diah,  wb^secreUy  instigated  its  chk&to  rerolt,  in  order  loglve  more  weight 
tm.  .1*  to  his  arooed  interveutioa  infavenref  Uotkar  i  bal  Mtoiigh  tbisdivi- 
r<b.  iki.  gioo,  in  the  outsat,  bad-sooM  snoMse,  n«oiiwqaence<]if  thvabancK 
of  the  BriiiA  cavalry  at  the  siege  of  Bhnrtpore,  yet  it  was  of  shori  damfen. 
The  approach  of  a  considtrable  British  force  speedily  rodneed  ihem  to  sab- 
missioD.  Uore  difficulty  was  experiOHeed  from  tte  incprsioD  of  Hear  Kban, 
lib.  ti.  who  broke  iota  Rehilcund  at  the  bead  of  fifteen  thowaod  berae; 
and  in  the  middle  of  February  occapied  its  capilai,  Moradabad.  Three  regi- 
uenls  of  British,  and  three  of  natire  horse,  were  immediately  dispatched,  by 
Lord  Lake,  from  the  grand  army  before  Bhurtpore,  and  marctaod  wjdi  ei- 
traordinary  expedition  to  arrest  the  enemy.  They  arrived  in  time  to  resen 
r«t..  II.  a  litiie garrison  of  three  hundnd  sepoys,  whwb  stiU  hcld'good  tbe 
house  of  Mr.  LeycBster,  the  collector  for  the  disirki,  and  cstttpcUe&lbe  enemy 
to  retire.  Ueer  Kban  fled  to  the  hills,  closely  pursued  by  the  British  borst, 
under  General  Smith,  who,  after  a  variety  of  painful  marchee,eaaM  Dp  wMfa 
lUrch  >.  the  enemy  in  the  beginning  of  March,  and  completely  deaireyed 
lurcb  ic.  ti,g  flower  of  bis  army  :  and,  an  the  10th  of  the  same  month,  (bry 
austsiaed  a  second  defeat  from  ColonelBum,  at  the  head  of  thirteen  bnndred 
irregular  horse,  and  lost  all  tbeir  baggage.  DisbearMned  by  theaa  disasloi, 
and  finding  no  disposition  to  join  him,  as  he  had  expected,  in  the  inbaUiaMi 
of  Rohilcund,  Ueer  Khan  retired  amoss  the  Ganges  by  the  same  ford  by  wbick 
ibe  had  crossed  it,  and  after  traversing  the  Doab,  re-crossed  the  Jumna  ia  tbe 
endofUarch,  haviug,  inUte  course  of  bisaxpedition',  lost  half  bis  forces  (1)' 
•('^Bt'°°'  Ko  sooner  wastbe  treaty  with  the  Rajah  of  Bbuftporeugaed,tb« 
sriidiik.  Lord  Lake  marched  with  bis  whole  force  to  watch  Sebidiah's  mate' 
iu>  p^.  mcnts,  whom  Ilolkar  liad  joined,  and  effected  a  junction  with  ibe 
delacbinent,  under  tlie  command  of  Colonel  Uartindell.  This  wily  Bajata, 
finding  the  whole  ncight  of  the  contest  likely  to  fill  upon  liiBi,  and  tbat  be 
bad  derived  no  solid  support  from  Holkar's  foroe,  immediately  retired  iraa 
his  advanced  position, and  expressed  an  anxious  and  now  siDcare  desirefsr 
an  accommodation.  A  long  negotiation  ensued,  in  the  outlet  of  which  tbt 
demands  of  tlic  haughty  chi^tain  wereso  extravagant  as  to  be  utterly  inad- 
missible}  and  Lord  Wollesley  bequeathed  it  as  bis  last  advice  to  the  Eastlii- 
i,«d  W.I.  dia  Directors  and  Board  of  Control,  to  make  no  peace  with  bim,  or

his  dominions,  and  compelled,  a  needy  snppHant,  to  sue  for  peace,  and  eve 
the  restitution  of  his  provinces  to  the  perhaps  misplaced  genM'osily  of  the 
conqaeror.  He  added  provinces  to  the  British  empire  in  India,  during  bb 
short  administratian,  larger  than  the  kingdom  of  France,  extendM  its  i^ 
flocnce  over  lerrilories  more  extensive  than  the  whole  of  Germany;  and  no- 
eessivdy  Tsnqoisbed  four  fieroe  and  warlike  nations,  who  could  bring  tbree 
hundred  thousand  men  into  (he  field. 

From  maintaining  with  difficulty  a  precerions  fooling  at  the  foal  ef  tke 
Chants,  on  the  Hal^r  and  Coroawndel  coasts,  the  British  gaveromeel  wa 
seated  on  the  throne  of  Ujaon ;  trom  restinf;  only  on  the  banks  of  the  Ganges, 
it  had  come  to  spread  its  influence  to  the  Indns  and  the  Himalaya  :  it  nB^1lK^ 
ed  among  its  provincial  towns  Delhi  and  Agra,  the  once  splendid  capitals  i^ 
Hindostan ;  among  its  stipendiary  princes,  the  Sultan  of  Mysore  and  the  dej- 
eendant  of  the  imperial  house  of  Timour.  These  great  suceesses  were  gained 
by  an  empire  which  never  had  twenty  thousand  European  soldiers  under  ill 
banners ;  which  was  engaged  at  home,  at  the  momant,  in  a  mortal  conflict 
with  the  conqueror  of  the  greatest  continental  stales  :  and  ftnnd  in  bis  fide- 
lity to  its  engagements,  the  justice  of  its  rule,  its  constancy  in  difGculiy,  its 
magnanlmily  in  disaster,  the  means  of  rousing  the  native  population  in  its 
behalf,  and  compensating  the  want  of  British  soldiers  by  the  jnitlce  of  Bri- 
tish government,  the  ability  of  British  councils,  and  the  daring  of  British 
officers.  Impressed  with  these  ideas,  future  ages  will  dwell  on  lUs  epoeh 
as  one  at  lite  most  glorious  in  Bril^,  one  of  the  most  marveUoDi  in  E(- 
ropean,  annals;  and  dee«  tjie  last  words  of  the  Britisb  inbd)itaU  ef 
Calcutta  lo  Lord  WellGsley,on  his  departure  for  Europe,  aa  not  the  ■wM 
language  of  panegyric,  but  the  s<riier  dictates  of  trnlh.  "  The  events  of  the 
last  seven  ye«rs  have  marked  the  period  of  your  geiveniment  ai  the  most  im- 
portant epoch  in, the  history  of  European  power  in  Int^.

Ilia 
French  in  Europe  conquered  only  to  oppren;  sedactng  words,  indeed,  pre- 
ceded their  approach,  but  cmel  euetions  aeconpanied  their  fooUtept  -de- 
aolatioR  and  suffering  followed  their  eolHsaas;  tbe  nwiniahod  autes  npe- 
rienced  only  increased  severity  of  ride  by  the  away  of  Ue  trfookir  Oig.  Ibe 
Englishinlndia,  on  the  contrary,  ooaqaered  only  to saTc;  ifaeoppreasioixd 
Asiatic  rule,  theferodlj  of  authorized  [riiinder  disappeared  before  their  ban- 
nen;  multitudes  docked  frcnn  the  adjoining  slates  lo  enjoy  tbe  Measinpsf 
their  protoetion;  tbe  advance  of  their  frontier  was  mariied  by  Ibe  smiling 
aspect  of  villages  rebuilt,  fields  recnltivated,  the  jungle  and  the  forest  reced- 
ing before  human  habiUtions.  And  the  diffsranee  in  the  practicel  resoii  d 
the  two  govemmenU  has  been  decisively  established,  by  the  diSerenoe  of  the 
atrengtb  which  they  have  exbibited  inreeistingdte  shocks  of  adverse  fartoiKi 
for  while  the  empire  of  NapolAui  sunk  asrapidly  as  it  rose,  rad  was  proWnisd 
on  the  first  serious  reverse  before  the  arooaed  indignation  of  mankind,  ike 
British  dominion  in  Asia,  like  the  Roman  in  Europe,  has  Blood  secure  in  lb« 
affections  of  its  innumenUe  inbabiUnIs,  and  tbongh  separated  by  half  tlu 
globe  from  the  parent  stale,  has  risen  suparior  during  almost  a  oemury  to  tb« 
accumulated  force  of  all  its  enemies. 
an^'i"'^.  After  tbe  most  alicniive  considention  of  the  circumstaoees  il- 
°l'"n"^ '  t^'^iDS  ^c  "M  *o^^  establiabment  of  this  extraordinary  dominiaa, 
in'iwir."  under  Lord  Chvc,  Warren  HastingB,  Lord  Comwallis,  and  Uarqui; 
Wellesley,  it  seems  almost  inexplicable  to  what  cause  its  marvellous  pmpn^ 
has  been  owing.  It  vras  not  to  the  magnitude  of  the  forces  tent  out  by  ibc 
mother  country,  for  Uiey  were  few  and  furnished  in  the  most  parslmonioui 
apirit;itwasnottolbe  weakness  of  tbe  conquered  stales,  for  they  were  Tisl 
and  opulent  empires,  wellnjgh  equalling  in  annltera  and  resources  all  those 
of  Europe  put  together;  it  was  not  to  their  want  of  courage  or  discipline,  lot 
tiiey  had  all  the  resources  ef  European  miliUry  art,  and  fonght  with  a  cour- 
age which  sometimes  rivalled  even  the  faMuaed  prowess  of  British  soldius- 
The  means  of  combating  with  resoiurces  at  first  lender,  and  always  depemleot 
fcr  their  existence  on  the  capacity  and  energy  of  the  Indian  gavernnieiiii 
were  found  in  the  moral  courage  and  far-seeing  sagacity  of  our  Eastern  sd- 
minisiralion,  and  the  noconquerable  valour  of  our  Brftisb  officers,  wlio 
brought  a  degenerate  race  into  the  field,  nd  taught  than,  by  their  spirit  and 
their-  example,  to  emuUte  the  bwoic  deeds  of  their  Buropean  bcethreu  in 
aims.  Thehistory  of  the  world  can  hardly  exhibit  a  paralled  to  the  vigour 
and  intrepidity  of  that  political  adsninistratioD — the  courage  and  daring  of 
these  military  exploits.  And,  perhaps,  on  reviewing  their  ftchievemenU,ll>c 
British,  like  ihe  Riunan  annalist,  may  be  induced  to  conclude  that  it  is  la  ihe 
extraordinary  virtue  and  talent  of  a  few  leading  men,  that  these  wendctful

nppHed  by  the  mtrititndes  in  every  rank  whom  the  avocatiens  of  freedom 
Mmhied  to  CTflrypadfic  or  warlike  duty,  hi  British  IndiB,  equdly  as  in 
adeot  Kerne,  the  inlDeBoe  of  the  same  ondyiDg  enei^  and  universal  capa- 
city may  he  descried.  The  natives  say  that  the  Company  has  always  conqaered 
bnaase  it  was  ahvayt  youn^;  and  snch  in  troth  wai  everile  ciiaracler.

«i»r*.  able  globe.  To  Great  Britain,  a  durable  colonial  ascendency  !■ 
given ;  bat  it  will  be  fonnd,  not  among  the  sable  tnhabitanu  of  HlndoKn, 
but  the  free  descendants  of  the  Anglo-Saion  race  in  the  American  and  Aoi* 
trallan  wilds.  The  extreordinflry  combination  of  circumManeea,  wMdi  gave 
us  the  empire  of  the  East,  cooM  not  remain  permanent :  arMoeratteeonttne]' 
and  democratic  vigour,  can  co-ezist  only  for  a  brief  space,  nan  in  tlw  dkxI 
favoured  nation.  Aheady,  the  great  organic  change  of  18SS,  and  the  esia>- 
slun  of  the  direct  inDuence  of  British  popular  power  upon  EaHmn  adminis- 
tration, have  gone  far  to  shake  the  splendid  fabric.  Wien  the  time  arrlTes, 
as  arrive  it  will,  that  adverse  interests,  ignorant  philanthropy,  or  prejudiced 
feeling,  In  the  dominant  island,  shall  interfere  with  vested  righU,  vtolate  ei- 
isting  engagements,  or  force  on  premature  dianges  in  the  East,  as  they  b*ve 
already  done  in  the  West  Indies,  the  discontent  of  the  inhaUtanu  will  bnilt

Whether 
Oi  eiieliaK  ««»toit  between  the  differait  classes  of  soeieiy  ju  the  British 
itodi  terminetca  in  tbe  Issling  ascendant  of  tbe  multitude,  or  tbe  esleblish- 
aot,  by  demecralic  support,  of  a  centralized  despotism ;  Uie  result  will  be 
sqnHy  fatal  to  Otu  etttwn  sopremac; :  in  tba  first  oase,  by  terminating  Uie 
Desdj  Twip  ef  aristocratic  foresight  j  in  the  last,  by  drying  op  the  foanUins  pf 
ptpaltt  support. 

mVw  ^*  wbaterer  may  be  Uie  oltimaie  fate  of  the  British  empire  in 
g||*-  hutio,  it  wHI  not  fall  without  having  left  an  imperishable  name,  and 
h>M  h'~  bequeathed  enduring  benefits  to  the  human  race.  First  of  aU  tbe 
l£r  Christian  family,  England  has  set  its  foot  in  the  East,  not  to  enslave 
kBiioUsi;  alone  of  ail  Uie  oooqnering  nations  in  tbo  world,  she  has  erected, 
aaidH  Asiatic  bondage,  the  glorious  fabric  of  European  freedom.  To  assert 
ftiLher  dominion  has  tended  only  to  social  happiness,  thai  justice  has  regu- 
luedill  her  measures,  and  oqniiy  pervaded  every  pari  of  her  administralion. 
Maid  be  to  aanert  mora  than  ew  bas  been,  or  ever  will  be  produced  by 
hiDiu  nature.  Batwheointflvstbasceasediobliird  or  panegyric  to  mislead, 
ih  wber  voice  of  imparlial  truth  will  confess,  that  her  sway  in  Hindoslan  has 
(•Btribnied,  in  an  exlraordiaary  degree,  to  correct  the  disorders  of  sodety ; 
Is  extricate  from  bopelees  oppression  (he  labonring,  to  restrain  by  just  ad- 
■iainratfoD  tbe  loag-establ^hed  tyranny  ot  tbe  higher  orders;  and  that 
potdin  happiness  was  never  so  equally  diffused,  general  prosperity  never  so 
Asfsaghly  eai^lisfaed  among  all  ranks,  as  unaer  (he  British  rule,  since  the 
dcMewlants  of  Sbem  first  csme  to  sojourn  on  the  banks  of  the  Ganges.  Already 
Ik  ftme  of  its  equitable  sway  and  thorough  protection  of  all  classes,  bas 
ipnadtar,  and  sunk  deep  into  the  mind  of  the  East;  Uabominedan  prejudice 
kisbeen  shaken  by  tbe  cihibition,  amidst  its  severities,  of  Christian  benefi- 
MM;  and  even  the  ancient  fabric  of  Hindoo  superstition  yielded  to  tbeascen- 
dnt  ri  European  enterprise.  Whether  the  appointed  time  has  yet  arrived 
fcr  the  conversion  of  the  worshippers  of  Brahma  to  the  precepts  of  a  pnrer 
bith,  and  tbe  vast  plains  of  Hindostan  are  to  be  peopled  bj  tbe  followers  of 
ftc  dan,  as  yet  lies  buried  in  the  womb  of  fate :  but,  whatever  may  be  tbe 
«Uny  of  Asia,  the  British  standard  has  not  appeared  on  its  plains  in  vain ; 
tlwremembranccof  the  blessed  days  of  its  rule  will  never  be  forgotten,  and 
■■I'lre  gkaious  even  than  the  triumph  of  her  arms,  have  been  the  seeds  of 
fotsre  freedom,  which  the  justice  and  integrity  of  English  government  have

Ihe^lXl-'^  As  the  History  of  Europe  during  ihe  ev«nlful  year  whidi  succeeded 
d^n«nit  ^^  French  t^evolution,  contains,  in  tbe  domcalic  transaciioBS  of 
frumifin  evcry  Slate  posaessing  the  shadow  ereo  of  free  inBtiliilioiu,  a  pv- 
vodint  petual  recurrence  of  Ihe  strife  between  the  aristocratic  and  deno- 
£^»P.'°  cratic  principles;  so  the  mihiaryaewilsaf  tbe  same  iieriodillustnts 
the  cITecl  of  these  coBtCDding  powers,  oil  Am  course  of  external  eventSianJ 
tbe  issue  of  warlike  measures.  In  tbe  results  of  military  operations,  not  IM 
than  the  consequences  of  social  convulsion,  we  perceive  the  inflaence  of  the 
same  antagonist  principles;  the  lot>g>«on tinned  successes  of  lheocie,iiot  lea 
than  the  perwvoring  firmness  of  tbe  olber,  clearly  illnslrate  the  action  of , 
those  great  antagonist  powers  whii^  in  every  age  have  divided  between  (hea 
the  goveraiment  of  mankind.  France,  buoyant  with  the  energy,  asd  radiml 
with  the  enthusiasm  of  a  revolution,  was  for  long  triumphant;  bat  tbefeT«r 
of  pnssionis  transient,  the  suggestkHU  of  interest  permanent  in  their  eflMts; 
and,  in  the  vehement  eiertions  whioh  the  democratic  principle  there  made, 
extemalty  and  iniernally,  lo  acbietie  success,  the  foundalioa  was  oecesurilT 
laid  for  disappointment  and  change  within,  exhaustion  and  uUimate  disaster 
without.  Austria,  less  powerfully  agitated  in  the  outset,  was  directed  by 
principles  calculated  lobe  more  uniform  in  their  operation,  and  moreeffwl- 
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he iD  ike  md ;  recnning  to  the  aid  of  popular  eDltansiasm  only  nhen  driTen 
lo  it  by  Becenity,  and  gaided  throughout  by  ariitocralic  foreHght,  she  did 
■ot »  HKHi  wear  oat  the  scorching  Dame  which  shakes  the  world ;  like  « 
tkHtal  combaUm,  itie  gave  ground  and  yielded,  till  the  slrengtfa  of  her  anta- 
pmt  bad  exbausled  ilseU  by  exertion ;  and  thus  succeeded  at  lost,  not  only 
in  appearing  with  nndimiDished  strength  on  the  theatre  of  combat,  butrons- 
teg  to  ber  standard  the  still  unexhausted  vigour  of  popular  excitation. 
Muf  ^nce  the  gallaot  but  unsuccessful  attempt  made  by  the  imperial 
u.!^''^GaveniineDt  in  1805,  the  Cabinet  of  Vienna  had  adhered  with  cau- 
Z^"^  tiouft  prudence  to  a  system  of  neutrality.  Even  the  extraordinary 
™^  tODplUioii  afioided  by  the  disastrae  of  the  PoUsb  campaigii,  and 
Ac  sppamiidty,  dwDC*  arising,  of  Mriking  a  dodslTe  blow  when  the  fbrces 
tt  Ibe  eut  and  Uie  west  were  engaged  In  donbtfol  hostility  on  the  banks  of 
tbcillc,  bad  not  been  able  toxouse  to  immediate  exertion.  Austria  armed, 
Used,  aadtauHBMlamenaoiBgMtilnde,  bat  not  a  sword  was  drawn;  and 
Hw  npid  temainatitm  of  the  contest  by  the  disaster  of  Friedland,  put  an  en- 
lireslop  to  any  projects  of  hostility  wbicb  a  decided  victory  in  that  quarter 
ty  Ibt  MnsMTite  wu,  or  even  tbo  transfer  of  the  var  into  the  interior  of 
Bnai, night  probably  have  occasioned.  But  during  this  interval  the  Govem- 
■aiiris  not  idle.  Under  the  able  guidance  of  the  Archduke  Charles,  the  war 
dqitrtoient  assumed  an  extrawdinory  degree  of  activity  ;  \h^  vast  chasms 
vhicb  the  campaigns  of  Ulm  and  Auslerlitz  bad  occasioDed  in  the  ranks, 
vn  filled  np  by  voluntary  recruiting,  or  the  prisoners  who  at  length  were 
waired  by  the  French  Governmeat;  and,  with  a  patriotism  and  wisdom 
vonby  of  the  very  highest  admiration,  Ibe  treasury,  at  the  very  time  when 
■Ik  NMe  was  overburdened  with  the  enormoas  contribution  of  four  millions 
Haling,  Imposed  by  the  victorious  French  troops,  purchased  from  their  re- 
hniig  armies  the  greater  part  of  the  immense  park  of  two  thousand  pieces  of 
Mnw,  which  they  were  removing  from  the  arsenal  of  Vienna.  During  (he 
"Me«f  ]80l>  and  ltt07,  ihe  efforts  of  the  war  department  were  incessant, 
vilbootany  ostentatious  display,  to  restore  the  horses  of  the  cavalry  and  ar- 
%Ty,  and  repleni&h  the  arsenals  and  luagaziiies,  y'''''^''  '""'  tieen  nearly 
■■plied  by  Uie  eiTorls  or  spoliation  of  the  last  campaign ;  but  the  alleiilion  of 
Ihe  Archduke  was,  in  an  especial  manner,  drawn  lo  the  remodelling  of  the 
■bury,  the  real  basis  of  all  powerful  military  eslablisbmenls.  The  Frencli 
Mgi^zatien  into  eorps  d'armde,  under  the  command  of  marsbids,  and  divi- 
•wu  inder  thea^  of  geaerals,  each  with  a  certain  proportion  of  cavalry  and 
)ttill«y,  so  as  to  render  it  a  little  army  complete  in  itself^  Ihat  admirable 
■pltai,  which  Napol<ion  had  adopted  from  the  ancient  conqueerors  of  the 
nrld(lj,  was  intiodciced  into  the  imperial  service;  while  the  younger  and 
■set  vdent  officers,  widi  the  Archduke  John  at  their  head,  eagerly  sup- 
ftKttd  stiU  more  energetic  steps ;  formed  plans  of  national  defanoe  and  io' 
iBBalcDmsanication;  warmly  recommended  the  adoption  of  ueagures  )»l- 
^Utedteraase  the  national  entho^asm  in  the  public  defence;  and  already 
«>i«nplated  those  herofc  sacrifices  in  the  event  of  another  invasion,  which 
■flnmdB,  under  -Wellington  in  Fortugal,  and  Aleumder  in  Buieia,  led  I« 
ttcfaaemorable  results  (i] . 

JSi""  h  was  Uie  preseope  of  Ibe  grand  army  of  Fraues,  two  hundred 
S;|2||«_>^thoiiBaod  strong,  in  tbe  north  and  west  of  Germany,  which  long 
"J^^M-  awawed  tbe  imperial  govemmsit,  and  prevented  the  adoption  of 
^■'■M.  any  steps  which  coold  giro  umbrage  to  NapoUon;  but  with 
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tnoufer  of  a  U^  part  «f  dM  itBmoBM  fraw  M  the  PeniiMili,  ifttr  dte  breit 
tag  oat  of  tiw  war  in  that  direotioii,  this  oppnaiiTe  load  ma  Materlallf  tU- 
wiitirtMHl.  Tha  abl«  slalcsaMn  who  dirocacd  Iha  iapwial  coandk,  iinitM- 
dialoly  percoiTed  that  a  powerfbl  diranioB  wat  nmr  likely  to  ba  cnMi  it 
tbe  quarter  wbere  tite  French  Eniperor  lust  aspteUd  ft,  ud  when  he  m 
noftdeaironsofabtaiiiingaiaUd  acpport)  and  tbey  leadOT  iBtieipatedAil 
Eo^nd  woold  not  he  slow  in  aniliDg  bmetf  of  thii  sneipected  r«f  ohMM 
ofAinnne  in  her  ftvour,  and  deicendiBf  in  Areoftk  npaii  thai  thaitre  of

Ho*,  any  chances  which  might  thus  arlK  is  their  favour,  the  oditMt  at 
Vienna  so  aooncr  heard  of  the  breaking  out  of  the  Spaniih  eontcat,  tiian  thaj 
isnod  a  decree  by  which  ■  militia,  railed  by  coKcriptfam,  nnder  the  wmt 
of  LANBWiRm,  wai  inititnled.  The  general  cnlhnaiaBm  in  fiivenr  of  lh«  »•■ 
narchy,  about,  it  wai  hoped,  to  resume  iu  place  in  the  theatre  of  Eompa, 
soon  raised  this  admirable  force  from  200,000,  Axed  by  the  law  for  ils  €»• 
nun  posseulons,  to  500,000  men.  In  addition  to  this,  tha  Hangarin  DM 
voted  twelve  thousand  recruits  for  tbe  regular  army  for  the  year  1801,  mi 
eighty  thousand  for  1806 ;  besides  an  insurrection,  or  levy  en  maim,  of  ei^tr 
thousand  men,  of  whom  thirty  thousand  were  ezceltent  cavalry.  These  im- 
mense military  preparations,  in  addition  to  a  regutar  Btanding  army  »* 
raised  io550,0iiKI  men,  were  sulficient  to  demonstrate  the  exMenceofniM 
great  national  project  (i  ] ;  aad  tbey  were  rendered  still  more  feruAdaUe  bT 
the  aciifity  which  prevaitedinMxnpistingtherenunntingef  theeavakyn' 
artillery,  and  arming  the  fortresses,  both  on  the  frontln:  and  in  the  inierisrt 
as  well  as  the  enlhuiiaatic  feelings  which  this  universal  note  af  military  pt*' 
paration  had  awakened  in  sU  dasses  of  the  monarchy. 
Hiprifw.  Napolton  was  no  sooner  informed  of  these  sertous  mllMvT 
™  ^JSmi  "  changes,  than  he  addressed  the  most  pressing  remonstrances  te  Ike 
^°"*-  Imperial  cabinet:  and,  in  the  midst  of  tbe  increasing  inlriciey  si 
itu>  jmr.  the  Peninsular  affairs,  and  all  the  whirl  of  s  rapid  journey  f^n 
Bayonne,  by  Bordeaux,  to  Paris,  repeatedly  demanded  a  oategwical  eiplnt- 
lion  of  armaments  so  well  calculated  lo  distnrb  the  peace  of  Eumpe.  At  tha 
same  time,  he  addressed  a  circular  to  the  princes  of  the  CoTifederatloii  oftkt 
Rhine,  m  which  he  called  on  them  "  to  make  ready  their  contingents,  and 
prevent  a  war  withonta  pretext,  as  wilhoni  an  object,  by  showing  to  Aosbrii 
that  they  were  prepared  for  it."  No  sooner  had  he  srrived  iu  Paris  ttan  k» 
■nk  A>(.  .  addressed  a  public  remonstrance  on  the  same  subject,  to  UHWp- 
nidi,  the  Austrian  ambassador,  in  presenccofall  the  diplomatists  of  Europe- 
The  Imperial  Government  made  loud  professlons'of  pacific  Intentions;  bat 
did  not,  for  an  hour,  discontinue  their  military  preparations,  NapoUon  vu 
not  deceived  ;  the  coincidence  of  these  formidable  armaments  with  the  lo- 
surrectioD  inSpain,  andthcdisaslersof  Vimeiraand  Bayleu,  was  (ooeTidenl 
lo  elude  the  moat  ordinary  sagacity  (2) ;  bnt  he  dissembled  his  rescntraent, 
and  contented  himself  with  ordering  the  princesof  the  Confederation  to  keep 
their  contingents  together,  and  strengthening,  to  the  ntmost,  the  armies  in 
Germany,  so  as  to  replace  the  veterans  who  were  withdrawn  in  suchnont- 
bers,  for  the  war  in  the  Peninsula.

He  immedtaAly  halted,  is  s^ 
leady  mentioned,  at  ktUagt;  ratanied  with  eatnenhDary  ezpediiiaD  U 
ValladoUd,  where  he  shut  himself  up  for  two  days  with  Harel,  his  niDiiUf 
to  iotaga  aflUn ;  dispatched  eifbty-foor  aNnengers  in  dliEsreiit  diiw- 
tion*  (S)t  with  (ffders  to  c<»ceBlrate  bis  forces  in  Germany,  uid  call  oat  tbt 
fidt  contingents  of  the  Rhenish  confeidoacy ;  and  retnmed,  wilfaest  delQ, 
himself  to  Paris. 
sitWo.  oi  The  Austrian  cabinet,  meanwhile,  .oDlwitiutandiBg  their  hoitill 
i?'°i!r  preparations,  were  as  yet  undecided  as  to  the  coarse  which  thsy 
^Hu'-m  should  Gnally  adopt.  The  extreme  peril  wfaifb  tiw  monarehy  tud 
u.'^.°°  already  undergone  in  the  wars  with  Napoltoo,  as  well  asthe  OD- 
certaio  oaltire  of  the  dirersiOD  which  they  eouid  expecffrom  bo  lumultuirj  ^ 
a  force  as  the  Spsniah  iusurrectioa,  naturally  excited  the  UKfet  anxious  s«li- 
eitude,  and  induced  many  of  the  warmestaad  wisest  patriots  to  pausehdsit 
they  engaged  in  a  contest,  which,  if  uosocoessful,  might  pror«  tlie  last  whiili  _ 
the  country  might  hive  ever  to  sustain.  Opinions  were  much  divide,  not  odIj 
in  tbe  cal>inet  bet  the  natiou,  on  the  subject.  At  the  bead  of  the  party  i>- 
dined  to  preserve  peace,  was  the  Archduke  Charley,  whose  great  miliuiy 
exploitsand  able  administration  as  director  of  the  war  department,  necesnr- 
ily  gave  his  opinion  the  greatest  weight,  and  wlio  bad  felt  too  frequentlj  lbs 
weigh  t  of  the  French  arms  not  to  appreciate  fully  the  danger  of  again  pron^- 
inglheirhostility.  On  Ibeotlier  hand,  the  warparLy  found  an  able  audeoeigctk 
advocate  in  Count  Sladion,  the  prime  minister,  who  was  cordially  secoBiled 
by  the  majority  of  the  nobility,  and  ardently  supported  b^  ihegrest  bodf 
of  tbe  people.  It  was  known  also  that  tbe  Emperor  himself  incliacd  to  tbc 
some  opinion.  The  question  was  vehemently  argued,  not  only  in  (he  cfbioei 
but  in  all  the  private  circles  of  the  metropolis.  < 
Ar(D».u  On  tbe  one  band,  it. was  argued  that  the  military  preparatioiat' 
Mb  Hio.  tbe  monarchy  were  still  incomplete,  and  its  finances  in  the  oMl 
deplorable  state  of  confu&Lon ;  that  Prussia,  whatever  her  inclinatioos  migln 
he,  was  incapable  oi  rendering  any  elhoient  assisLance,  and  Russia  too  elosetf 
united  with  tbe  French  Emperor  to  olTer  any  hope  ofco-operatioDi  that  lb 
Spanish  insui^ents  could  not  be  expected  long  to  bold  out  against  the  im- 
mense forces  which  Napoleon  had  now  directed  sgainst  them,  and  accordinglT 
had  been  defeated  in  every  encounter  since  he  in  person  directed  their  move- 
ments; and  the  English  a uxiliartes,  deprived  of  the  solid  base  of  Peoimultf 
co-operation,  would  necessarily  be  driven,  as  on  former  occasions,  to  tbctr 
ships.  What  madness,  then,  for  the  sake  of  a  transient  and  Mnoertain  saceus,

nrfnricd;  tbatlboeonhsioBof  thefioanoes  waaef  noieiporUDce,  when  the 
laliiMiin  of  England  oe«ld  «iib  osrtifaity  be  r«lied  «a  to  furnish  the  neces- 
nry  (applies,  and  the  incompletenesa  at  the  military  preparations  of  little 
■oaMUt,  when  tha  bow  awakened  fervour  of  the  nation  was  aitractiog  all 
naka  in  crowds  to  the  national  standard;  that  it  was  in  Tain  to  refer  to  the 
lang-AfJcd  prowess  of  the  French  armies,  when  the  disaster  of  Baylen  and 
ihedHeat  of  Qntra  had  dispelled  the  charm  of  tbcir  inrincibUity;  thallhere 
cMdd  be  BO qneation  thai  the  boar  of  Europe's  deliTeraoce  was  approaching; 
the  only  question  was,  whether  Austria  was  to  remain  passive  during  the 
strife,  and  b«ar  no  part  either  in  Uie  glories  by  which  it  was  to  be  achieved 
or  tat  apoib  wtth  which  tt  wotdd  be  attended.  These  considerations,  speak- 
ing as  Aey  did  to  the  generous  and  enthusiastic  feelings  of  our  nature,  sod 
rapporUd  by  die  great  influence  of  the  Hlmperor,  the  ministry,  and  the 
prnidpol  nobilHy,  at  length  prevailed  over  the  cautious  reserve  and  prudent 
foresight  of  Ae  Archdnke  Charles,  and  war  was  resolved  on.  in  truth,  the 
pabGc  fervour  bad  risen  to  snefa  a  hdgbt,  that  li  could  no  longer  be  delayed; 
and,  UlK  many  other  of  the  most  impwlanl  steps  in  ttie  history  of  all  nations, 
its  cDBseqnenoes,  be  tbey  good  or-be  they  bad,  were  unavoidable  (1). 
j^^j^  The  Prendi  forces  in  eerinany,  when  the  contest  was  thus  re- 
tf  sr  "^  newed,  were  far  tram  being  cousiderabJe ;  and  it  was  chiefly  an 
L'5|^^.  exaggerated  impression  of  the  eitent  to  which  tbey  had  J>eeQ  re- 
S?™*.  daced,  which  tndoeed  the  cabinet  of  Vienna,  at  that  period,  to 
throw  off  the  mask.  The  total  amount,  in  September  1808,  on  paper,  was 
aoe  bandred  utd  sixty  thousand  men,  of  wiwm  forty  thousand  were  cavalry ; 
bat  the  number  actually  present  with  the  eagles  was  only  a  hundred  and 
fcrty  thousand,  of  whom  only  a  hundred  and  ten  thousand  were  native 
French,  the  remainder  being  Poles,  Eaxous,  and  Dutch.  After  the  departure 
oftbne  divisions  of  Sontlt  corps  for  the  Peninsula  in  the  end  of  October, 
the  mnahider,  eq|hty  thousand  strong,  assomed  the  name  of  the  army  of 
lhaUiine,aBdwerequarteTedBtH^deburg,  BarcDlh,  Hanover, and  Stettin, 
and  in  llie  fortresses  on  tlw  Oder.

Alwaods 
hadgiven  his  word  to  the  French  Emperor;  andthoogfacapaUoof  thenlMil 
dissimulation  so  far  as  the  mere  obligations  of  cabiiwu  were  concened,  tlu 
Ciar  was  scmpuloustj  faithful  to  any  personal  tngageraenla  which  be  iai 
undertakes].  He  was  occupied,  moreover,  with  great  schemes  of  ambilioa 
both  on  his  northern  and  southern  frontier,  and  little  inclined  to  fofcft 
present  and  certain  conquests  in  Finland  and  Moldavia  for  the  prc^emiliol 
advantages  of  a  contest  in  the  heart  of  Germany.  Alt  attempts  to  nstft 
Russia  in  the  confederacy,  therefore,  proved  abortive;  and  the  utmost  whi^ 
the  Austrian  envoy  could  obtain  from  the  Imperial  cabinet,  was  a  ttatH 
assurance  that  Russia,  if  compelled  to  take  a  part  in  tbe  strife,  would  not  it 
least  Iving  forward  any  formidable  force  against  the  Austrian  legions  [i). 
Pmb  Prussia  bad  no  objects  of  present  ambition  to  obtain  by  reniaiiiis( 
^^"!^.  quiescent  during  tbe  approaching  conflict;  and  tbe  wTOi^B  of  Tilii 
<^  were  too  recent  and  serious  not  to  have  left  tho  strongest  doin 

far  liberation  and  vengeance  in  every  Prussian  heart.  No  sooner,  therelan, 
bad  it  become  manifest  that  Austria  was  arming,  than  public  feeling  becamt 
strongly  excited  in  all  the  Prns^an  stales,  and  the  government  was  violcDtlT 
orged  by  a  powerful  party,  both  in  and  out  of  tbe  cabinet,  (o  seize  the  presoil 
ftvourable  opporluniiy  of  r^aining  its  lost  province,  and  resuming  its  place 
among  the  powers  of  Europe.  Schamhorst,  the  minister  at  war,  slrongll 
aapporled  the  bolder  policy;  and  offered  to  place  at  the  disposal  of  tbe  kingi 
by  his  admirable  system  of  temporary  service  (2),  no  less  than  one  hundrtd 
and  twenty  thousand  men,  instead  of  Uie  forty  thousand  which  they  wot 
alone  permitted  to  have  under  arms.  But  the  cabinet  of  Berlin  was  restraioei 
flrom  giving  vent  to  Its  wishes,  not  merely  by  prudeoiial  cooaidsra lions,  bn( 
■  sense  of  gratitude.  The  visit  of  the  Eing  and  tbe  Queen  to  SL-PetenbugiB 
the  preceding  spring,  had  renewed  tbe  bonds  of  amity  by  which  tbey  were 
i».  ,t«s.  unltedtotiieEmpenff  Alexander;  they  had  obtained  a  consideraUs 
remission  of  tribute,  and  relaxation  of  the  hardships  of  the  treitfy  of  Tilsit) 
from  bis  intercession  (S) ;  and  tbey  felt  that,  not  Inditbrent  apecUtors  of  tbi 
Austrian  efforts,  they  could  not  with  safety  take  a  part  in  them,  until  thi 
intentions  of  Russia  wore  declared.  They  resolved,  therefore,  to  remsia 
neutral ;  and  thus  had  Napolfon  again  the  extraordinary  good  fbrtuns, 
through  his  own  address  or  the  jealousies  m  timidity  of  the  other  potentalsi, 
of  engaging  a  fourth  (Ime  in  mortal  conflict  with  one  of  the  great  EuopW 
powers  while  the  other  two  were  mere  specUtors  of  the  strife  (i). 
J|J^_  But,  though  refused  all  co-operation  from  the  European  cabinets, 
a-nHi  m  *^  <»>irt  of  Vienna  was  not  without  hopes  of  obtaining  poweifnl 
li  "Tm"  succours  from  the  Germanic  people.  Tbe  Tugenbund  or  Burschen- 
^H!!,'."  schaff,  which  had  spread  its  ramifications  as  far  as  indignation  il 
Prendi  oppression  was  felt  in  tbe  north  and  east  of  Germany,  had  already 
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ftrawd  a  soont  letgM  tgainst  tbe  opprenor,  independent  of  the  agreenienls 
•f  cabinels;  and  IhotHaodB of  brave  men  in  Westphalia,  Cassel,  Sbzoh;,  md 
ibe  IVassi«B  sUtM,  animated  b?  tbe  example  of  the  Spanish  patriots,  were 
prepared  lo  atari  in  amu  for  tbe  defence  of  tbe  Falberlnid,  as  soon  as  the 
imparialitandardBenued  thelnn.  l%epe«sanlsofT;rol,  whose  ardent  and 
beredi  ury  attachment  to  tbe  bouse  of  Uap§l)arg,  bad  been  rendered  stili  more 
abamaStfc  by  tbe  bitter  etperienoe  tfaey  bad  had  of  their  treatment  as  aliens 
Md  eaenifas  oader  the  Btvarfan  govomment,  ionged  passionately  to  rejoin 
Ibe  BMb-Ioved  Aostrian  doniaion ;  and  tbe  first  batulion  of  tbe  Imperial 
maps  which  crosMd  tbe  Stlsbwf  frontier  would,  it  was  well  known,  at  once 
rmae  Iweat;  ^Mnuoid  brarc  moantaineen  into  deaperaw  and  formidable 
baMHily.  Tbe  eaMoet  of  Vienna,  desfdte  its  arisiooraUc  prepoasesrions,  was 
prepared  to  take  fbll  advantage  of  these  favonrable  dispositions;  and,  im- 
pded  by  aeeeHJty,  not  only  maintained  in  aecret  an  active  correspondence 
wRh  the  munenHja  maleeonienu  in  tbe  adjoining  provlncei,  wbo  panted  fbr 
^■MBtent  of  (SNinan  deliverance,  but  was  prqurcd,  the  moment  hostilities 
wen  eommeiMed,  to  call  npoB  them  by  animaied  proclamations  to  repair  to 
ftt  staBdards,  «tm1  detemine,  by  a  vigorous  popular  demonslntion,  tbe 
BKertainty  (h-  Taeillations  of  their  respective  gOFemmenis.  Thus  had  Ibe 
^MTgy  of  general  entbn^asm  in  tbe  course  of  the  contest  already  come  to 
(hai^  aides ;  and  while  Franee,  resting  en  tbe  coalitions  of  eahineU  and  the 
taee  of  disciplined  aTmlea,'Vas  itemly  nprts^g,  in  every  direction,  the 
fervour  of  national  exertion,  Spahi  and  Aoslria  openly  invoked  the  aid  of 
pepoiar  enlimriasm,  and  loodly  prodained  tbe  right  of  mankind,  when 
epfaewion  had  readied  a  certain  point,  to  redress  their  own  wrongs,  and  uke 
■be  lead  in  tbe  achievement  of  dteir  own  dehverance  (1 ). 
ckn<M  Meanwhile  tbe  Aoatrlan  imbawidar  at  Paris  had  the  difflcnit  task 
:1^;C  to  dischar^,  of  maintainfng  app«ently  amicable  rdationi  with  Ae 
J^'^„  French  Geremment  at  tbe  time  when  his  caMnet  were  t^tenly 
■oi^  preparing  tbe  means  of  dedded  baatlUty.  But  the  Babok  Hkt- 
ttnncn,  wbo  then  filed  that  exalted  sjtaalton  at  the  conrt  of  NapoMon,  was 
a  van  whose  abilitiei  were  eqoal  to  the  task.  A  sttteemaD,  in  tlie  vridest 
■eeeptatiiHi  of  tbe  word,  ^ftad  with  a  sagacious  intellect,  a  dear  perception, 
a  aovnd  jadgment ;  profoundly  vawd  in  tlie  secreti  of  diplomacy,  and  tbe 
chaneleraoftheleadiBRpoHtieal  men  with  whom  he  was  brought  in  contact 
h  ttta  dWerent  European  oiMnets ;  persevering  in  his  policy,  ftr-seeing  in 
bb  rlewn,  HBlvaHed  In  his  discrfaiiDation,  and  at  tbe  same  time  skilful  in 
CDBcealing  these  varied  qualiliet;  a  perfect  maater  of  dissimulation  in  public 
abn,  and  yet  hononraMa  and  candid  in  private  life-,  capable  of  acquiring 
brfbnmatias  firom  othvs,  at  At  very  momont  when  he  was  elnding  all  similaT 
mrestigations  from  them ;  unbounded  in  application,  richly  endowed  with 
knowledge,  be  also  enjoyed  the  rare  facnliy  of  veiling  these  great  acquirements 
ander  tbe  cover  of  polished  manners,  and  causing  bis  guperioriiy  to  be 
fcrgatMn  in  tbe  charms  of  a  varied  and  intelleclnal  conversation.  These 
admirable  iddUtles  vrere  fuUy  appreciated  at  BerUn,  wfarae  he  had  fonuerly 
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been  ambassadof;  but  they  excited  jealousy  and  distrast  amonf  Ibe  di- 
plomatists of  Paris,  who,  seeiog  in  the  new  represoiiative  of  Ibe  Ccun 
qualities  which  they  were  not  accustomed  to  in  bis  predecessors,  and  undrie 
either  to  orercome  his  cantion  or  divine  his  intentions,  launcbed  farth  iolg 
invectives  against  his  character,  and  put  a  forcMl  or  malevolent  constmcliM 
npoD  his  moat  inconaiderable  actii)D9{l).

In  a  pnblic  aiidieaec 
t^^°  of  the  envoys  of  the  principal  European  powers  at  Paris,  beoperiy 
rrt.

BersMlotie  dispaldied  to  Dresden  to  take  the  command  of  the  Saxom ;  B«s- 
Mm  tmuported  by  post,  in  all  imaginable  basio,  with  the  Imperial  guard, 
from  Burgoa  across  the  Pyrenees  and  Rhine;  instructltHis  were  transmitted 
t«  the  French  ambassador  at  Warsaw  to  hasten  the  formation  of  three  Poli^ 
ArkiaDB,  and  co-operate  with  the  Russians  in  protecting  the  Grand  Duchy 
it  Waraew  and  menacing  Galicia ;  while  the  princes  of  tbe  Rhenish  confe- 
dervey  were  «t|oin«d  to  collect  their  respective  contingents  at  their  different 
raHying  pmnis,  and  converge  towards  the  general  rendezvous  of  this  im- 
mense farce  on  dte  Danube,  at  Ingolstadt,  or  Donanwerth.  Thus,  from  all 
foarters  oT  Enrope,  from  the  mountains  ef  Asturias  to  Ae  plains  of  Poland, 
anned  men  were  conreipng  in  all  directions  to  the  valley  of  the  Dannbe, 
when  a  bondred  and  fifty  tbousand  soldiers  weald  erelong  be  collected; 
while  Ihe  provident  care  of  tbe  Emperor  was  not  leas  actively  exerted  in

On  the  side  of  Ihe  Anstrians,  preparations  not  leas  Utreatening 
t^"^  were  goii^  rapidly  fMwanl.  The  regular  army  had  been  ang- 
'M"^  mented  to  three  hundred  thousand  Inflmtry  and  above  thirty  theu- 
sandewrriry;  besides  two  hundred  thousand  of  the  landwehr  and  Hungarian 
luiirreetien.  The  disposable  force  was  divided  into  nine  corps,  besides  two 
efrfserve.  Stxof  these,  conlaining  nominally  one  bundted.and  fifty  thousand 
men,  of  whom  ene  butidred  and  twenty  thousand  might  be  relied  on  as  able 
lo  assemble  round  the  standards,  were  mustered  on  the  frontiers  of  Bavaria, 
besidea  a  reserve  InRohemia,  under  the  immediate  command  of  the  Archdnke 
fharlns :  tbe  Archdnke  lobn  was  entrusted  with  the  direction  of  two  others, 
fbrty-sevm  thousand  strong,  in  Italy,  supported  by  the  landwehr  of  Carinthia, 
Carsitda,  and  btria,  at  least  twenty-five  thousand  men,  who,  though  hardly 
eqmd  to  a  diock  in  the  field,  were  of  great  ralne  in  garrisoning  fortresses 
and  eendacting  secondary  operations :  the  Marquis  Chaslillon  was  prepared 
to  enter  tbt  eastern  frontier  of  Tyrol  from  the  Pusterthal,  with  twelve  thou- 
sand regular  troops,  where  he  expected  to  be  immediately  joined  by  twenty 
Ihoosand  hardy  and  warHke  peasants  :  while  the  Arehduke  Ferdinand,  with 
thirty  thoasand  inbnlry  and  five  tfaonsand  cavalry,  was  u>  invade  tbe  Grand 
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Dncby  of  Wftnaw,  and  iTertthe  cilamftiesofwarfremtbeGiUcianpUfu. 
The  total  namber  of  troop«,  after  deducting  the  non-efteUTe  and  Rick,  migbt 
amount  to  two  hundred  and  twenty  thousand  infantry,  and  twenty-eigbt 
thoHMnd  cavalry,  with  eight  hundred  pfeees  of  cenaoa :  ■  prodigioaa  fane, 
when  tboir  discipline  and  efficiency  were  taken  into  oonridMttioo,  and  te 
support  which  they  wet«  to  receive,  not  only  fi^ni  the  traineiiM  reMrrea  «( 
landwehr  in  all  the  provinces,  but  the  genersl  tfifrit  and  antBimlty  of  Oa 
monarchy.  The  commencement  of  hostilities  at  once  in  Bavaria,  Haiy,  Tfrol, 
and  Poland,  might  seem  an  imprudent  di»p»sion  of  strength,  espeiAiliT 
when  the  tremendous  blows  to  be  anticipated  flrom  HapoUon  ta  the  vaHaf 
of  the  Dannbe  are  dnly  weighed;  but  these.  In  appaarance  flSiensiTe,  were 
in  reabty  stricUy  defensive  operations.  It  wai  well  known  that  the  mamcot 
war  was  declared,  the  French  Emperor,  according  to  his  uiuai  policy,  weuM 
direct  all  bis  forces  at  (he  centre  of  the  enemy's  power ;  invailan  from  Italy, 
Bavaria,  and  Poland  was  immediately  to  be  anticipated;  and  In  mefattiiiiii; 
the  straggle  in  thehoslile  provinces  adjoining  the  fi-ontier,  Iho  warwaiin 
reality  averted firom  their  own  vitals  {t).

■»-i-'i"  nia,  Lombardy,  Tyrol,  and  the  Grand  Dncfay  of  Warsaw.  In  all 
these  districts  they  had  numerous  and  active  partisans,  and  they  confidently 
expected  a  powerfulco-operation  ft^>m  their  exertion*.  For  this  purpose 
they  had  accumulated  enormons  niawes  of  treops,  above  a  huudr^  thou- 
sand strong,  in  Bohemia;  from  wtience,  as  a  central  point,  they  were  in  a 
situation  to  issue  in  any  direction  which  might  seem,  advisable.  They  were, 
in  March-  grouped  around  I>ragoe,  in  the  nDrlh-westem  extremity  of  tluit 
country,  between  the  EHbe,  the  Eger,  the  Moldava,  and  the  WilUvt.  The  ob- 
ject of  this  extraordinary  concentration  of  troops  was,  to  advance  suddenly 
into  the  country  of  Itareuth,  lend  a  helping  hand  to  the  numHOUS  ardent 
spirits  and  mnkcontents  of  that  quarter  of  Germany,  fall  upon  Davousi's 
corps  which  was  assembled  at  Wurtiburg,  befbre  it  could  receive  the  reio- 
fbrcements  which  were  hastening  to  its  support,  or  he  eieetrilied  by  the  pre- 
sence of  Napol^n,  and,  if  passible,  drive  it  back  by  superior  forces  to  the 
Rhine.  Such  anevenl,  it  was  well  itnown, would  at  once  bring  to  the  Austrian 
standards  a  vast  body  of  ardent  recraitB,  wtiom  the  enormous  eiacUoos  and 
grinding  tyranny  of  the  FYench  armies  had  filled  with  unboimded  hatred  at 
their  dominion,  and  at  the  same  time  it  was  hoped,  would  overcome  the  in- 
decision of  Prussia,  and  bring  its  disciplined  lutlalioDs  to  stand  by  the  side 
of  the  Imperialists  in  the  great  contest  for  European  freedom.

It  ivaa  high  time  tbat  he  ahould  arrive  to  take  the 
cMOBHdo(tbaamy;fDr,  In  the  inicvlm,  Berthiv  had  brought  it,  by  the 
ntkmm  of  the  fn»A  tbemctres,  to  tbeTergeofdattmotkmO).  lutead 
rf  JBMitlf  fallowing  up  the  Enqicror'a  initructiona,  by  conoentnting  hia 
kmiitBatiBboo  erDoDHiwerth,lieicaltered  them,  iutpileof  the  i«moD»- 
Intei  of  DaTonst  and  Hsss^oa,  in  the  dangerouH  view  of  stopping  the  ad- 
vma  •ftite  AaairiaBS  at  all  poinii,  Nothing  but  the  tardincn  of  their  march 
nndihe  French  army  from  the  ntoBt  serious  calamitice.  But  while  Bertbier 
(iipmiJ  bis  troops,  w  if  to  render  them  iho  more  aocessible  to  the  blows  of 
AthififiaiiBts,  the  Archduke  moTOd  forward  with  such  slowness,  as  appa- 
MiliBMdertaigiTe  them  lime  locoBcenmte  dieir  forces  bcfare  he  eoni> 
■■•ttUi  attack.  They  nossed  the  Inn  on  the  10th  at  Brannau  and  other 
'r*^  p«inla,aDd  on  tbelfilb,  they  had  tmly  advanced  as  far  as  the  Iser, 
ittma  of  twenty  leagues.  On  the  latUr  day,  they  attacked  the  bridge  of 
lMMat,*Ter  that  river ;  and  at  the  tame  time,  croMed  a  division  at  Dingel' 
%teker  down  ita  course,  which  threaiened  to  cut  off  the  commnnieatiMis 
•f  Gaaal  Deroy,  who  auamanded  the  Btvarlau*  placed  in  garrison  at  Ibat 
fMt,  «ad  eUiffed  tbem  to  evacuate  tbat  important  town.

exposing  the  former,  with  his  magniAcenl  corps,  the  flower  of  the  anny,  to 
be  OTerwhelmed  by  the  Archduke  boforo  any  adequate  rnnforcements  conM 
be  brought  up  to  his  support.  Orders  were  at  the  ume  lime  given  to  Le- 
febvre,  Wrede,  and  Oudinot,  placiuf^  them  in  three  lines,  one  behind  anoUier 
across  Bavaria,  in  m  useless  and  absurd  a  position,  Ibat  more  than  one  of  tbe 
narihals  did  not  scruple  to  ascribe  it  to  b«achery ;  a  ehai^,  however,  from 
which  the  whole  character  of  Serthier,  and  the  uninterrupted  oonfidence  be 
enjoyed  from  tbe  Emperor,  is  sufBcient  to  exculpate  him.  As  it  was,  how- 
ever, the  scattered  position  Trtiicb  be  gave  to  the  army  over  a  line  of  forty 
leagues  in  extent,  with  numerons  undefended  apertures  between  the  corps, 
was  snch,  that  a  Uttle  tnvn  activity  on  the  part  of  the  Archdake  would  have 
exposed  it  to  certain  destruction,  and  broaght  the  Austrian  columns  In 
triumph  to  the  Rhine  (1).

■■i>i>iin  advanced  to  Hosburg;  Jellachicb  had  ocenpied.  Unnich,  from 
r^'  whence  the  King  of  Bavaria  hastily  fled  to  StuUgard  to  meet  Napo- 
*ri)  >'-  ]i<on ;  the  two  corps  left  in  Bohemia  bad  crossed  the  flrontier,  and 
were  approaching  by  leisurely,  marches  towards  Ratisbon ;  while  tbe  Arcb- 
dnkehimseK,  with  four  corps,  a  hundred  thousand  strong,  was  drawing  near 
to  Abensberg,  Neustadt,  and  Kellbeim;  midway  between  Ratisbon  and  Do- 
nauwerth.  Berlhier  bad  gone  to  the  former  town,  where  Davouat  was  sta- 
tioned with  sixty  thousand  men;  but  It  seemed  next  to  impossible  to  extrrcale 
him  from  bis  perilous  situation,  as  Masses  was  at  Augsburg,  thirty-fivo 
leagues  to  the  south-west,  and  Ihe  centre  of  the  Ardiduke  was  interposed  in 
appalling  strength  right  between  them.  The  Bavarians  under  Wrode,  Le- 
febvre,  and  the  reserve  onder  Oudinot  were  indeed  infrontof  tbe  Archduke 
around  Ingolstadt,  bat  they  could  with  difficulty  maintain  their  own  ground, 
and  were  in  no  condition  to  extricate  Davoust,  who,  threatened  by  a  hundred 
thousand  Anstrians  under  the  Archduke  on  the  south  of  the  Daaube,  and 
forty  thousand  descending  from  Bohemia  on  the  north,  seemed  dertined  for 
no  other  fate  (ban  (hat  of  Hock  four  years  before  at  tlm(9]. 
FOpoihin  Hatters  were  in  this  critical  state  when  Napotiien,  eariy  on  the 
l^l^^i^  morning  of  tlie  17th,  arrived  at  Donanwerlb,  Instantly  be  began 
"""■■"T-  enquiring  of  every  one  conceming  the  position,  destination,  and 
movements  of  the  Austrian  corps ;  sent  out  officers  in  alt  directions  to  acquire 
accurotc  information,  and  next  morning  dispatched  the  most  pressing  orders 
to  Massi^na  to  hasten,  at  least  with  his  advanced  guards  and  cavalry,  to  Tiwf- 
fenhofen,  a  considerable  town  nearly  halfway  from  Aug^urg  to  the  seat  of 
war  around  Neustadt  and  Kellbeim  (3).

Iber  Ibe  grand  army  nnder  the  Arckduke  Cfaaries  from  Jellachidi  and  HHkr, 
«nd  force  it  up  into  the  narrow  space  formed  l>y  tbe  bend  of  tiie  Draube  at 
Batfibon,  and  there  nther  compel  it  to  surrender,  from  the  impoaslibUity  of 
findingan^ress,  If  that  town  was  still  held  by  the  French  troops,  or  at  least 
Induce  the  sacrifice  of  its  artillery  and  baggage  in  the  eon&rion  of  doling  in 
frontofaTictoriousarmy  over  the  narrow  bridge  which  it  commanded.  Bm 
the  eiecntion  of  this  plan  was  exceediogiy  hazardons,  and  in  presence  of  an 
enierprising  enemy  might  have  led  to  fatal  results.  Abensbtrg  wu  the  vita) 
point;  whoever  reached  it  firat  in  sufflcient  sttengUi,  gained  the  means  of 
preventing  the  concentration  of  his  adversary.  Davousl,  to  reach  his  deatbM- 
tion,  required  to  traverse  the  defiles  of  Abach  and  Portsaal,  within  two  leagnes 
of  Abensberg,  and  this  defile  was  much  nearer  the.  camp  of  tbe  Archduke 
Charles  on  the  48th  at  Rohr,  than  the  point  from  which  Davoust  set  ODt  firom 
Ratisbon.  Eighty  thousand  Aastriins  might  with  ease  have  occupied  the 
important  posla  of  Abensberg  and  Portsaal,  which  would  have  e^etualty 
barred  the  way  to  Davoust's  corps,  and  thrown  him  back  upon  Ralistnn,  and 
the  enl-de^ac  formed  by  the  bend  of  tbe  Danube,  over  which  there  was  m 
other  tvldge ;  the  very  fate  which  Napolton  designed  for  the  ansy  of  Prince 
Charles.  When,  iher^ore,  instead  of  poshing  on  with  an  overwhelming  force 
to  this  vital  point,  the  Archdnke  Charles,  when  within  a  day's  march  of  it, 
divided  his  army  on  the  i8th,  and  bent  his  course,  with  the  bnlk  of  his  for- 
ces, for  Ratisbon,  now  almost  deslitnte  of  defendHs,  Napalfon  had  some 
reason  to  say  that  hb  star  had  not  yet  deserted  him  {!}. 
wr™1^  ^*  covering  troops  of  Dnvoust,  however,  encountered  and  had  a 
™>^>^  rude  riiock  with  those  of  the  Arcbdake,  near  the  village  of  lliaiin. 
i>rn''«  '  St.  HHafre  and  Friani  had  arrived  on  the  heights  of  Saalhaapt  and 
aIm" '3  Tengen,  where  they  were  stationed  in  order  to  protect  the  Prmcfa 
left,  and  cover  the  march  of  the  remainder  of  the  corps,  with  its  wtillery  and 
trains,  through  the  important  defile  of  Portsaal,  when  the  light  cavalry  of 
HohenioUem  app^red  in  sight^whose  province  in  like  manner  was  to  cover 
the  left  of  the  Austrian  army,  and  secure  their  march  to  Ratisbon.  Fresh 
troops  were  successively  brought  up  by  either  party  as  the  day  advanced,  and 
before  the  evening  twenty  thousand  men  were  engaged  on  both  sides.  The 
eombat  soon  became  extremely  warm ;  some  woods  on  the  field  were  succea-

•t  Raiiabon.  Earl;  ob  tbe  miMiiiBg  of  tbe  19Ui,  when  this  bloody  combat  was 
engaged  on  the  banks  of  the  Danube  at  Ibaun,  llau^na  had  encountered  a 
body  at  five  thoaiand  infantry  and  cavalry  at  Plaffenbofen,  and  defeated  it 
m  a  Cbw  niBatea,  with  tbe  loH  «<  several  huodred  killed  and  wounded,  la 
Ibe  cooTM  of  the  day ,  he  had  Gonoentrated  all  bis  coqM  at  that  place;  Oodinot 
wMstUl  fnrther  inadvanontewards  Freysing ,  with  his  light  troops  ilrelching 
along  the  1^  sa  as  to  intercept  all  communication  betwem  the  Arehduke 
and  hift  left  wing  at  Munich  :  Oavoust  was  pwitped  in  the  viU^es  Mroand 
IbcDsbe^ ;  while  LefebTie,  Wrede,  and  Vandamoie,  with  tbe  troops  of  the 
i^afederaliwi,  were  <t  Nenitadl  and  Bidoarg.  Thus  the  whole  French  army, 
at  length  cfflicentnted  in  a  line  of  ten  leagues  broadi  was  in  a  condition  to 
like  part  in  any  general  battle  or  in  common  operalions  on  the  following  day. 
Ibe  Aitalnan  army  was  assembled  in  the  narrow  space  formed  by  the  Iser 
as  a  ha^,  and  the  bend  of  the  Danube  at  Ratisbon  as  a  curve ;  UcbtensteiB 
WIS  at  Eglossbeim,  UtdienxoUem  at  Uausem,  Rosemberg  at  DiniUng,  and  the 
itmaiDder  in  tbe  villages  from  Hainbnrg  on  the  south  to  the  naighbourliood 
«f  fiatiaboa  «a  Ibe  north ;  but  their  principal  masses  were  grouped  around 
EcBNDHL.  They  were  less  ^^[Mired  than  tbe  French,  however,  for  a  deciuve 
aAir  aa  tbe  morrow,  being  spread  over  a  sorfaca  at  least  sixteen  leagues  in 
extent ;  and  what  was  still  worse,  the  great  mass  under  the  Archduke  was 
separated,  by  an  unoccupied  space  four  leagues  in  breatUh,  from  the  corps 
of  General  Hiller  at  Hosburg;  and  two  powerful  corps  under  Uenau  were 
aseleaaly  lost  on  the  northern  bank  of  the  Danube,  where  there  was  not  an 
enemy  to  oppose  them  (2). 
'iXltV  Being  well  aware,  from  thepositionof  the  respective  armies,  that 
a*cnM  «  deasive  aflair  was  at  hand,  NapoUon  adt^ted  the  geaerona,  and 
Mv,  at  Uie  same  time  prudent  policy,  of  combating  in  personal  tbe  head 
«f  the  troops  of  the  Coufedo'ation,  leaviug  the  native  French  lo  their  inbe- 
nut  valonr,  their  experienced  skill,  and  tbe  direction  of  tbeir  veteren  mar- 
ibals.  Hnrepairedlolhelieadquartersof  their  commanders,  and,  according 
*«»■  i^  to  cnslom,  visited  at  daybreak  the  bivouacs  of  tbe  troops,  which  be 
traversed  from  right  to  left  along  their  whole  extent,  accompanied  only  by 
Ibe  officers  and  generals  of  the  Bavarians.  He  was  rec«ved  with  die  loudnt 
acctaiDaiions,  and  a  transport  rivalling  that  of  his  own  vetoan  soldiers;  so 
eontagious  is  tbe  feeling  at  military  ardour,  and  so  winning  tbe  coaGdeoce 
with  which  the  mighty  conqueror  threw  himself  on  the  support  of  bis  new 
allies.  Clapping  the  Prince  Royal  of  Bavaria  on  the  shoulder,  he  exclaimed, 
when  tbe  in^tection  was  finished  :  "  Well,  Prince  Royal,  ibis  ia  the  way  in 
which  one  most  be  Khig  of  Bavaria ;  when  your  turn  comes,  all  the  world  wlU 
fallow  you  if  you  do  the  same;  hut  if  you  remain  at  home,  every  one  will  go 
tesleep ;  adlen  empire  and  glory  .^  To  the  Wfrlemburghers,  at  the  same  time, 
ha  spoke  of  tbe  gtoriea  they  had  acquired  by  combating  the  Austrians  in  tbe 
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van  of  ihe  Creit  Frederick ;  and  «f  the  hurdi  vbich  tbey  bad-mBinllM 
last  campaign  iD  Silesia.  Th^worda  tranaUwJIoUttierBunbylbcirrMpeo- 
tive  officers  excited  great  mihutiasm,  wtuch  waisoon  niwd  to  tht  verf  high- 
est pitch  by  the  proclamation  read  to  the  troops,  in  which  the  Emperor  de- 
clared that,  without  any  French  to  aid  them,  be  was  to  combat  that  day  at 
their  head,  and  anaouDced  a  gioriouB  destiny  t*  their  ooantna»(l).  Percwr- 
ing  that  the  spirit  of  the  troops  was  now  roiued  to  the  highat  poiat,  the  em- 
per»  gave  the  signal  to  engage  (i). 
u^>^  Notwilhatanding,  iwwevw,  the  deaened  omBdnKe  iririch  Ik 
Arruio.  '  placed  in  the  GeriuQ  iroopa,  HapeUon  did  iMt  trust  tbe  rawltef 
the  day  exclusively  lo  their  exertions,  ijiones,  who  tbe  day  before  bad 
joined  the  army  from  Saragessa,  was  intrnsted  wHb  the  cwMnapd  «f  t«e 
French  divisions,  drawn  from  Massdna's  oorps,  which  formed  the  tefl  «f  the 
centre,  nndcr  Napol^n's  immediate  command,  and  was  to  advance  en  Ibt 
great  road  from  Kellheim  to  Landshut;  the  Wlrtemborgbers,  undei  Vaa- 
damme,  were  in  the  centre;  the  BaTarians  on  the  right,  dinctly  eppeeite  I* 
Abensbkbg,  nnder  Wrede.  Had  two  of  tbe  Awtriatieorpe  beeneonceDlrated, 
they  might  successively  have  combated  this  aggregate  (rf  allied  tiw^M,  wbM 
total  strength  did  not  exceed  siily-five  thousand  men;  bat,  unfimaMtdf, 
they  were  so  much  dispersed,  as  to  be  Incapable  of  opposing  any  eflMn 
reuBiance  to  tbe  enemy,  lliller,  with  twenty-two  ^ousand,  was  in  mank 
from  Hainburg  to  Pfjaffeohaasen ;  the  Archdoke  Louis,  with  ten  tbeaiiDd, 
guarded  Siegenburg,  with  its  bridge  over  the  Aber,  the  prince  of  {Uiisi,wUi 
fifteen  thousand,  lay  in  the  rear  at  Kirchdorf ;  General  "Hiierry,  wilb  fin 
thousand,  at  Offenstelier.  Thus,  above  fifty  thousand  were  in  front  of  tbe 
French;  bulscattered  ov»  a  spaee  aeveral  leagues  ImxhkI, and  witbontutf 
centre  or  plan  of  operatioiu.  Not  expecting  an  attack  on  that  day,  tbey  wart 
leisurely  perf(»ming  the  various  movements  assigned  lo  them,  with  a  vlairtB 
tbe  concmtration  of  their  troops  for  the  morrow,  when  they  ware  sivato- 
neondy  atiacked  by  the  enemy  at  all  points,  who  pamed  at  wee,  from  ont- 
tious  defensive,  to  furious  offensive  operatioH.  They  made,  In  conseqaenrt, 
but  a  feeble  resistance ;  or  rather,  they  were  attacked  at  sa  many  diffsrait 
points,  and  so  much  in  detail,  that  no  one  general  could  take  upon  lUniieH 
theresponsihility  of  halting  to  give  battle;  and  theday  wasasartofninnlng 
Ggbt,  inmanydetachedplaces,  rather  than  a  regular  engag«nent.  It  proved, 
however,  very  disastrous  to  the  Ausiriam.  Thierry,  wheu  troops  had  sat 
reeovered  theroutofthe  preceding  day,  assailed  by  Umnes  with  greatly  >»■ 
perior  toms,  w«b  thrown  back  in  confttsion  tipoy  Uiller's  tro^»  it  itottar- 
borg,  who,  coming  up  in  haste  from  Hainbofg,  instead  of  sMpfdng  iocrtstrf 
the  general  disorder,  and  the  whole  were  driven  across  the  bridge  of  the  L>> 
ber,  which  UmiestrBTened  with  bayonets  fixed  and  coloai«  Dying;  the  PrfM 
of  Reass  and  Bianchi,  aUacked  in  front  hy  Lefebvre,  and  in  flank  hy  vu- 
damme,  with  the  Wirtemburgfaen,  deemed  themselves  fartunaie  to  briig 
able  to  escape  to  Pfcffnbansen  widmat  any  serious  loss;  wbltberAeywH* 
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MBiutolijlyWIwwd  bf  tlM  ArAdnks  Lanis,  «h«  had  been  driven  from  the 
bri^  of  aitftuabf^,  okwely  fmnmti  by  Wrede  md  ihe  BaTirians,  who,  on 
Ihii  aetwttaa,  mnkied  iha 'vlgior  nd  fapfditr  of  the  French  troops.

BMsttfapolton,  accompanied  by  a  powerful  train  of  arlittwy,  aad  the  eoi- 
lawlsTBi  eirNansoiity,  arrived  on  the  gnvod;  and  inetantiy,  under  caver  of  a 
fTrmrnidiWfirerfMiMWB,  Ibe  French  bene  thendetedaaahMffc  Uneent's 
dragoons  were  anaUe  (o  with^and  tbe  shock;  horse,  foot,  and  cannon  wNe 
IhrowM  Utffeibt*  in  irihl  disorder  on  the  ehawai^—,  and  a  vast  qautity  of 
aHfltery  au  tmfgkge  ahandined  by  the  Austrians,  who  crowded  in  utter, 
ibanfar  inls  I  mrfihrt  But,  even  behind  its  ramparts,  they  were  no  longer 
in nfc^;  ftr  on  4^  W!!^  ttornlilg  If  ass^na  had  gained  possession  of  the  bridge 
e(lfaitaKS,an<(iitBsnp*dly  advancing,  agreeably  to  his  orders,  down  the 
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right,  or  ustern  bank  of  the  Iscr.  Alarmed  by  his  appTMch,  the  AvstrUu 
put  the  torch  lo  thu  Itrng  wooden  bricljtc  wbict)  leads  into  the  tevn,  and  kcjit 
upaheavj  lire  upon  i t  from  the  neighbouring  houses  and  cfanrches;  bnt  Ge- 
neral UouloD,  at  the  bead  of  the  Frcurh  grenadiers,  advaoced  Uirengb  a 
^wer  of  balls,  amidst  the  flames,  to  the  portcullis,  whicb  was  speedily  de- 
moUshed,  and  the  heroic  sisaillants  bunt  into  Uie  town.  Hfller  tto  loBgcr 
fought  but  lo  gain  lime  to  draw  olT  liis  artillery  and  chariots;  but  such  wis 
the  rapidity  of  Mass^na's  advance,  ^hose  dense  columns  now  covered  Ibe 
opposite  sideofiberi^er,  and  bad  reacbedtowiihinamile  ofthe  town,ihii 
a  large  part  of  them  required  to  be  sacrificed.

the  two  corps  of  iilenau  and  Bellegarde  on  the  opposite.side  of  the  Danube. 
Rightly  judging  that  the  best  way  to  impose  upon  his  adversary,  and  iDS[dn 
him  with  s  mistaken  idea  of  his  own  strength,  was  It)  assume  the  otteaiin, 
the  French  marshal,  early  oR  the  morning  of  the  if  si,  commenced  an  iitack 
in  the  woody  counti7  which  lies  on  the  banks  of  the  Laber,  and  after  a  wtfB 
contest  drove  the  Auitrians  acn»t  that  river.  Though  their  positions  mre 
strong  and  force*  numeroas,  yet  HohenzoUern  was  w  much  deceived  by  Il«e 
vivacity  of  the  French  attack,  and  by  the  idea  that  two  divisions  of  ibeiriniT 
would  never  have  ventured,  unsupported,  to  hazard  an  attack  upon  the 
dense  masses  of  his  own  and  Rosenberg's  corps,  that  he  never  doubted  thit 
it  was  only  *  part  of  a  general  movement  to  pierce  the  Imperial  centre,  ai 
that  be  would  soon  have  Napolfon  thundering  on  his  Bank.   He  gave  orden 
forthem  accordingly,  at  noon,  to  fall  back  and  take  up  a  new  position  bcilg 
the  south,  on  the  right  or  eastern  bank  of  the  Labec,  between  that  river  id 
Diutling.  Forty  thousand  Austrian  footand  five  thoasand  horse  were  in  IM

■■•I  fer  tte  anay,  now  that  its  eommnnication  with  the  Inn  was  cut  off  by 
tbxapiwe  «f  Lnidihat  and  the  alarming  progress  of  the  Emperor  on  the  lefl. 
PbI?  •maftilfl  of  the  Taloe  of  snch  an  acquisition,  the  Archduke,  as  soon  as 
Dnoast  had  IsA  Ae  (own,  ordered  Kollowrath  to  atlack  it  on  the  northern 
ad  lichlffwWJB  on  the  southern  side.  The  former  quickly  obeyedliis  onlers|

Fmdl  EspefOr  was  at  a  distance,  dbllowing  up  his  successes  against  Hiller, 
Uw  Avttrkn  generic  resumed  the  movement  towards  Neustadi,  which  be 
had  so  nBhappdy  abaadaacd  three  days. before,  and  having  brought  Kollow- 
ralh,  vitti  his  whole  corps,  over  to  the  southern  hank  of  the  Danuhc,  con-

with  Us  carpt,  above  twmtyftve  Ihonsand  strong,  was  so  far  removed,  wiib- 
oaiaBf  aasignable  le^son,  ihatbecouldnot  approach  nearer  on  that  day  to 
the  scene  of  action  than  Stad-am-Hoff,  at  the  northern  end  of  (he  bridge  of 
Ettisbon.  Hie  eighty  thonsand  men,  however,  whom  he  had  assembled, 
wwid  te  aH  pnAability  have  been  able  to  make.head  against  all  the  forces 
'  ItUdi  NapoUan  coold  bring  against  them,  -were  it  not  that,  inst^d  of  gronp- 
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lug  ibem  togethec  in  one  field,ihe  Archduke  moved  Kollowrith  and  Uch- 
teosteio,  forty  ihouund  strong,  on  the  great  road  to  Neusladl,  by  the  defile 
of  Abacb,  which  DsToust  had  previously  traversed,  throwing  thus  the  weight 
of  his  forces  against  the  French  left,  and  intending  to  menace  their  rear  and 
communications,  in  ibe  same  way  as  they  bad  done  with  the  Austrian  left, 
by  the  capture  of  Landshut.  But  Napolton  was  in  too  great  stresgib  to  be 
disquieted  by  such  a  demonstration,  and  leaving  only  a  curtain  of  light  Iroepi 
to  retard  the  advance  of  the  Ausirians  in  that  direction,  he  conceotrated  ill 
his  forces  to  bear  down  upon  their  centre  at  Ecbuuhl  and  LaicbliDg,  the 
scene  of  such  obstinate  fighting  on  the  preceding  day.  At  daybreak,  on  Itae 
22d,  the  Emperor  set  out  from  Landshut,  taking  with  him  the  whole  of  Can- 
nes'and  the  greater  part  ofUass^na's  corps,  the  Wirtemburghers,  the  resore 
under  Oudinot,  which,  coming  up  from  the  rear,  received  in  the  night  that 
direction,  and  the  guards  and  cuirassiers  just  arrived  from  Spain.  Thus,  one 
half  .of  the  Archduke's  army,  under  Rosenberg  and  Hohenzoltem,  not  forty 
thousand  strong,  was  to  be  exposed  to  the  blows  of  above  sevenly-^ve  thou- 
sand French,  flushed  by  victory,  and  led  on  by  the  Emperor  in  person  (i). 
S'r'rtf  i^w     ^^^  Austrians,  waiting  for  the  arrival  of  Kollowralb'i  corps  tna 
oi  buue.     the  north  of  the  Danube,  were  not  in  a  condition  to  persecute  their 
offensive  movement  to  the  French  left,  till  afier  mid-day.  They  had  arrived 
at  the  defile  of  Abach,  however,  and  were  driving  the  light  troops  of  Da  roust 
before  them,  when  a  loud  cannonade  at  the  extreme  left  announced  (he  ar- 
rival of  the  Emperor  on  that  weakly  guarded  part  of  the  line.  As  they  arrived 
on  the  top  of  the  hills  of  lintach,  which  separate  the  valley  of  the  Iser  ffOB 
that  of  the  Laher,  the  French  who  came  up  from  Landsbui,  beheld  the  tieU 
of  battle  stretched  out  like  a  map  before  tbem.  From  the  marshy  meadowi 
which  bordered  the  shores  of  the  Laber,  rose  a  succession  of  hills,  one  above 
another,  in  the  form  of  an  amphitheatre,  with  their  slopes  cultivated,  asd 
diversified  by  hamlets,  and  beautiful  forests  clothing  the  higher  ground.  The 
villages  of  Echmuhl  and  Laichling,  separated  hy  a  large  copsewood,  appeand 
in  view,  with  the  great  rOad  to  Ratisbon  Finding  up  the  acclivities  behind 
them.  The  meadows  were  green  with  the  first  colours  of  spring;  the  osiei* 
and  willows  which  fringed  the  streams  that  intersected  them, were  just  burst- 
ing into  leaf  ;  and  the  trees  which  bordered  the  roadside,  already  cast  as 
agreeable  shade  upon  the  dusty  and  beaten  highway  which  lay  beneath  their 
boughs.  The  French  soldiers  involunUrily  paused  as  they  arrived  at  the  aum- 
init,  to  gaze  on  this  varied  and  interesting  scaue ;  but  soon,  other  bmolions 
than  those  of  admiration  of  nature,  swelled  the  breasts  of  the  warlike  mul- 
titude who  thronged  to  the  spot.   In  the  intervals  of  these  woods,  artillery 
was  to  be  seen;  amidst  those  villages,  standards  were  visible;  and  long  white 
lines,  with. the  glancing  of  helmets  and  bayonets  on  the  higher  ground, 
showed  the  columns  of  Rosenberg  and  Uoheuzollern  already  in  bat^e  airaT, 
in  very  advantageous  positions,  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  valley.  Joyfully 
the  French  troops  descended  into  the  low  grounds;  while  the  Emperor  gat- 
loped  to  the  front,  and,  hastily  surveying  the  splendid  but  intricate  scene, 
immediately  formed  his  plan  of  attack  (2). 
bbnM       ^*  P'"''  of  Napgltfon  was  to  cut  the  Austrians  offfrom  their  whole 
»p,a  11.     remaining  communications  with  the  Iser  and  Inn,  and  b^  Ihrowiiig 
them  back  upon  Ratisbon  and  Bohemia,  as  their  only  line  of  retreat,  serw 
them  entirely  from  Ibe  supportand  protection  of  Vtenha.  With  this  viev  b^ 
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Ik^to  tbe  BCtlon,  ■dTapcing  ^is  right  in  great  slrength,  under  Lannes,  vbo 
eonamanded  the  divisions  Gndin  and  Sl.-HiIaire,bB|onKiDg  to  Davonsl's  corps, 
vho  soon  comiDencedafarious  attack  npon  the  Austrian  left,  which  his  great 
superiority  of  force  enabled  him  to  torn  imd  drite  back;  Al  tbe  same  time, 
the  Wirtembargbers  were  brought  up  to  the  attack  of  Echmuhl  in  the  centre; 
bot  die  tremendous  fire  of  the  Austrian  baireried  at  that  point  so  shattered 
ibeir  ranks,  that,  thoDgh  repeatedly  brooghl  again  to  the  chaise  by  their 
French  ofBcers,  they  were  always  repulsed,  and  sustained  a  v^ry  heavy  loss. 
Finding  that  the  village  could  not  be  carried  by  an  attack  in  f^nl,  Lannes 
detached  the  division  Gudin,  which  assailed  (he  batteries  in  flank  that  pro- 
tected it :  this  rEuderM  it  necessary  to  draw  back  the  guns,  or  point  them  in 
anotber  direction ;  and,  aided  by  this  diversion,  the  Wirtemfaurgbersat  length 
(Bslodged  their  sntagonisis  Irani  this  important  post.  At  the  same  time,  Da- 
Toust  resnined  tbeoflensiveon  the  sideofAbach,  and,  by  a  vigorous  effort, 
made  bimseK  master  of  Unter  Uiichllng,  and  the  woods  which  adjoin  it,  so  ' 
at  lo  prevent  the  enemy  from  drawing  any  support  from  that  quarter  to  the 
left,  ivhich  was  principally  menaced.  The  corps  of  Rosenberg,  placed  on  the 
Idgfa  grounds  between  Echmuhl  and  IjJchling,  was  now  hard  pressed,  being 
Bsatled  by  the  Wiriembnrghers  nnder  Vandamme,  who  issued  from  the 
fenner  village  on  the  one  side,  and  the  victorious  troops  of  Davonst,  who  de- 
boocbed  with  loud  shouts  frbm  the  latter  on  (he  other.  Bot  these  brave  men, 
fronting  both  ways,  presented  an  invincible  resistance  to  the  enemy;  the  re- 
peated charges  of  the  Bavarian  horse  against  their  batteries,  were  baffled  by 
flie  valour  (rf  the  Austrian  cuirassiers;  and  the  battle  ware  a  doubtful  aspect 
to  that  qnarier,  when  intelligence  arrived  that  Lannes  had  made  himself 
BMsIer  of  a  battery  of  sixteen  gnns  op  the  left,  after  sabring  the  cannoniers, 
who  glorionsty  fell  beside  their  pieces  (IJ. 

Jj^  Rightly  supposing  that  the  Archduke  would  suspend  hfs  attack  on 
••*»-  the  right,  in  eonsequencc  of  tbis  check  on  the  left,  against  which 
6ie  eonsianlly  increasing  masses  of  the  enemy  were  now  concentrating,  and 
tttat  ■  general  relreal  would  take  place,  Napol^n  conceived  that  the  decisive 
nonwnl  bad  arrived,  and  therefore  brought  up  the  reserve  cavalry,  which 
Ulberto  had  not  taken  a  part  in  the  action,  and  sent  it  forward,  at  a  rapid 
pace,  along  tbe  highroad  toRatisbon,  to  harass  their  retreat;  white  a  general 
advance  look  place  along  the  whole  line;  Lannes  on  the  right,  Lcfebvre  and 
Tandammc  in  the  centre,  Davoust  on  the  left,  Hass^a  and  Oudhiot  with  tbe 
gurds,  in  reserve.  A  general  ordm  to  fait  back  was  now  given  by  the  Arch- 
duke, or  rather  a  change  of  front  took  place,  the  left  retiring  rapidly,  and  the 
whole  wheeling  back  to  a  certain  degree  on  tbe  point  at  tbe  right,  which 
Md  Srm  at  Abach,  so  as  to  present  a  new  front  oblique  te  the  former,  but 
KiH  barring  the  great  road  lo  Ratisbon  to  the  enemy.  His  troops  were  dis- 
posed in  iehtUm,  from  Sauting  to  Isling,  in  a  sort  of  column  parallel  to  the 
kighway,  at  the  distance  of  a  mile  and  a  half  ftom  it ;  while  on  that  chaai$ie 
be  left  only  tbe  grenadiers,  who  were  still  untouched,  and  in  the  rear  of  all 
(be  undaunted  cuirassiers.  These  dispositions,  though  based  on  the  aban- 
douDMnt  of  the  field  of  battle  and  the  victory  lohfs  antagonists,  were  ad- 
mirably calculated  Co  preserve  tbe  troops  from  disaster  in  the  hazardous  ope- 
ration of  retiring  before  a  victorious  enemy — the  great  object  to  which  the 
UteBlion  of  the  Archduke  was  always  directed.  The  movements  on  the  part 
of  [be  Imperialists  were  at  first  periormed  with  firmness  and  regularity  (2) ; 
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but  by  depte»  iheir  infantry  <etl  iDiD  gmAisIob,  fii  cofneqoeM*  of  tb«  fre- 
quent woods  which  iaterrupled  their  line  of  march,  m<l  the  close  pnimil 
of  the  enemy,  which  prerenled  the  rinlu,  onco  broken,  imm  being  ever 
Ihorooghly  r^aioed. 
XT^^.     The  'conseqaences  might  htte  been  diUBtrons  In  Uw  level  ud 
rl^ni'°r      '^P^  plains,  whiidi  ensued  when  th«  retiriiig  colamng  approached 
HiiU^    theDanube,  had  not  the  Arohdnke  placed  twelve  squadrons  of  the 
Emperor's  cuirasaiers  and  a  targe  body  of  husssra  in  front  of  EgloUieim, 
which  was  garriwned  by  six  baitalkms  of  greBediers,  and  supported  by  le- 
veral  powerful -batteriea.  As  the  pursuing  columns  approached  this  ImpaiiDg  < 
mass  of  cavalry,  they  paused  till  the  French  hone  comb  up  in  tufficiCBt 
slreugih  to  haiard  an  eDgagement ;  a  variety  of  charges  of  hussars  then  look 
'  place  on  both  sides,  with  various  success;  but  at  length  Ihe  magidfieeDl  An- 
striao  cuirassiers  bore  down  with  sppdrently  irresistible  force  upon  tbcff 
pursuers.  The  French  light  horse  couM  not  withstand  the  shock,  and  were  ' 
quickly  dispersed  ;  but  their  cuirassiers  csme  up,  and  then 'two  rival  bodia, 
equally  heavily  armed,  equally  brave,  eqnalty  discipUned,  engaged  in  ntoftdi  ■ 
combat.  So  vehement  was  the  onset,  so  nearly  matched  the  strength  oflbe  i 
combatants,  so  tremendous  the  conflict,  thalbalh  parties,  as  if  by  mutoal  etft-  • 
sent,  suspended  their  lire  to  await  its  issue ;  the  roar  of  the  musketry  sebsidtd,'  : 
even  Iheheavyboomiugof  (he  artillery  ceased,  and  from  the  mCl^  was  heart  i 
only  as  from  the  battles  of  the  knights  of  old;  the  load  clang  of  the  swords  rin^  , 
ing.on  the  helmets  end  cuirasses  of  the  dauntless  antagonlsis.  The  sDBsrt  i 
while  the  contest  was'stiU  ondecided ;  the  moon  rose  on  the  deadly  strife, ml  i 
amidst  her  silvery  rays,  fire  was  struck  on  all  sides  by  the  steel  upon  thea^   t 
mour,  and  daziling  sparks  flew^round  the  combatants,  as  if  a  thousand  anriii  > 
wereat  once  ringing  under  the  blows  of  the  forgers.  Nothing  could  overoMH- g 
the  heroic  conrageof  Ihe  Imperiatisis,  but  their  equipment  was  not  eqiulls  i 
that  oftheir  opponents;  and  itidoseTght,  the  Austrian  borsemeD,wfa(isefrtinl  ,; 
only  was  covered,  were  not  an  edeqaate  match  for  the  cuirassiers  ef  NipA-    i 
l^on,whosearmonrw«itenlirely  roundlheirbody.  After  a  desperate  strain    , 
gle,  their  numbers  were  so  redaced  that  they  were  unable  any  htngerlo 
make  head  against  the  enemy,  and  leaving  two-thirds  of  their  number  so  the  , 
lield,  they  were  driven  in  disorder  along  the  ehinutie  towards  Batisbon.  Bat  , 
their  heroic  stand,  however  fatal  to  themselves,  proved  liie  salvalioa  of  tha 
array :  during  the  engagement,  the  artillery  and  infantry  withdrew  in  safely  ,

Laniies,  who  directed  the  op«^Uotu,  percdT- 
ing  a  large  hanse  which  retted  agahiH  the  nmpart,  pointed  «ern^  grnu 
against  its  walls,  Which  speedily  reduced  them  to  ruins,  and  formed  a  sort  of 
breach,  by  which  access  might  be  obtained  to  the  summit.  A  heary  fin, 
bowerer,  was  kept  up  from  the  rampart,  wbieh  rendered  the  creasing  of  tiK 
gkcis  highly  dangeroiH ;  aitd  for  long,  no  soldiers  could  be  found  who  wodU 
incur  the  hasard.  Impatient  of  the  delay,  Marshal  Lannes  matfri  a  scib'ag 
ladder,  and  bimsdf  ran  forward  over  the  pnfiMn  apace,  awepi  in  every  pari 
with  the  enemy's  balls.  Animated  by  this  example,  the  trMps  rosbiKl  im, 
cleared  the  glads,  leaped  into  the  ditch,  and,  crowdingnp  the  breach  tbnBcd 
by  the  ruined  house,  forced  their  way  into  the  place :  Labedoieks,  reserrcd 
for  a  mdaocholy  fate  in  futare  times,  was  die  first  man  who  was  seen  on  the 
summit.  The  troops  now  followed  rapidly  into  the  town  :  the  gates,  attached 
in  flank,  were  seiml  and  opeued,  and  the  streets  filled  with  a  ferocioas  nnl- 
Uinde  of  assailants.  Still  the  Hungarian  grenadiers  maintained  their  itsisl- 
ance;  slowly  retiring  towards  the  bridge,  they  kept  np  an  incessant  disehirgc 
upon  their  pursuers ;  the  houses  took  fire  In  the  conflict;  the  ammnnllin 
waggons  were  only  rescaed  from  the  Dames  by  the  united  efforts  of  butt 
friends  and  foes;  and,  after  losing  half  their  numbers  ih  the  desperate  ifftfe, 
they  reached  the  barricades  of  the  bridge,  where  the  cannonade  of  artiBfly 
from  the  opposite  side  was  SO  violent,  as  to  render  all  further  ptiranit  irapas- 
Bible.  The  French  besdqnarters  were  estabHshed  for  the  night  in  ^e  conreiit 
of  PruH,  under  the  walls;  fn  the  coarse  of  it,  the  bridge  was  eTacnsted,  lad 
next  day,  the  Anslrian  reai^ard  was  discovered  beyond  Stadt-am-boff, 
covering  the  retreat  of  the  army  to  the  woody  heights  of  the  Bobnwr* 
TaId(S). 
"u^'oIokh  ^'  advantages  gained  by  these  brilliant  operations  to  NapoMea, 
Ml!"  were  very  great.  Twelve  days  only  had  elapsed  since  be  left  Pari*; 
and  already  he  had  re-assembled  the  army  after  its  imprudent  dispersion  bj 
Berthier,  oombated  the  Austrians  on  four  succes^re  days,  separated  Hillia 
and  the  Archduke  Louis  from  the  Archduke  Charles,  thrown  the  two  fonnff 
back  upon  the  Inn,  in  too  inconsiderable  strength  to  be  able  to  cover  Vieoiia, 
and  driven  the  latter  to  an  eccentric  retreat  into  the  Bohemian  mounlains. 
Thirty  thousand  Austrians  had  fallen  or  been  made  prisoners  in  these  di- 
aastrons engagements;  a  hundred  pieces  of  cannon,  six  hundred  amraimitiaa 
waggons,  two  pontoon  trains,  and  an  incalculable  quantity  ofbaggage  taken;

The  road  to  Tienu 
lay  open  to  the  conqneror  :  it  was  a  matter  of  mere  convenience  to  faim, 
when  he  shonld  step  lorward  and  seise  the  capital  of  the  monarchy,  il^ 
magnlAceni  anenal,  and  boundless  reaonrcee  of  every  kind.  Twenty  tboD- 
sand  men  were  lost  to  the  freoch  army ;  but  what  were  they  amongst  sach  > 
host,  and  what  such  a  diminution  compared  to  the  incalculable  moral  in- 
flueuce  upon  his  own  troops  and  tboee  of  the  allies,  in  consequence  of  Mcb 
a  series  oif  successes  at  the  very  outset  of  the  campaign!   If  ever  the  WM*

■Bd,  Tbm  all  arouDd  him  were  ready  to  drop  down  with  eKhaustion,  he 
kgu  to  read  and  dictate  despatches,  and  sat  up  half  the  night  receivlDg 
■tparte  from  the  gnm^  and  maidials,  and  completing  the  directions  for 
tkesoKceding  day.  He  has  himself  told  us,  that  his  manceuvres  at  this  pe- 
■isd  in  Bavaria  were  the  moat  brilliant  of  his  life  (2] ;  and  without  going  the 
Imglh  of  so  eitraordiitary  an  eulogium,  it  may  safely  be  a£Gnned,  that  they 
MRTwere  excelled  by  the  operationB  either  oi  himself  or  uy  other  ge-

These  heart-thriUini 
scenes  excited  Ihe  usual  transports  among  the  French  soldiers)  but  in  Um

nanls,  that  Ihe  invincible  veterans  of  the  republic  were  fast  wearing  out,

On  the  sane  day  on  which  the  Archdnke  CharlM  crosa- 
d  tbe  hn,  his  fai^ther,  tbe  Archduke  John,  passed  tbe  mountain  frontier  of 
it  Uagdim  of  Italy  with  forty-eigbt  thoasand  men,  and  after  creasing  the 
hnMatGoiiiia,  and  passing  Udina,  ponred  down  on  tbe  Italian  plains,  and 
M  past  in  front  of  PtsaeriaM,  already  femotu  in  the  diplomacy  of  Napfr- 
)ta  (I).  Tbe  TIeeroy  had  abore  forty-five  ^uosand  men  to  oppose  Uie  inva- 
te;lil(bey  were,in  great  part,  of  Italian  extraction,  and  could  hardly  be 
MMaponts  wiUistand  Ihe  shock  of  the  transelpfne  forces.

p"P'  the  general  Issue  of  die  war,  had  its  efleoU  not  been  oblltented 
andthecareerofsaccesslntheplaiBsofLombardy,  arrested  by  Aenpidnd 
overwhelming  advance  of  Napol&n  to  Vienna.  At  it  was,  however,  andeTCi 
tfaon^  the  Archdulie  John  was  far  from  following  up  his  success  with  the  vi- 
gonr  which  might  have  been  expected,  tbe  results  of  tbe  battle  were,  in  tbi 
highest  degree,  important.  Eugene,  reinforced  by  some  batiaUoiu  which  be 
had  left  at  Verona,  succeeded  fn  at  length  re-organising  his  army,  and  took 
post  behind  the  fortified  line  of  the  Adige,  already  immortalised  in  the  caia- 
paigtts  of  Napol^n.  Tbe  Archduke,  though  obliged  to  send  three  diviaioiiiat 
this  period  to  observe  Harmont  in  Dalmatia,  and  considerably  weakened  by 
the  necessity  of  making  Urge  detachmente  to  observe  Venice  and  Palna- 
nuova,  in  which  (he  enemy  bad  lai^  gwrisons,  followed  his  retreating  mI- 
Tersary,  and  took  post,  with  ttiirty  thousand  excellent  troops,  in  tbe  bmoos 
position  of  Caldiero,  a  few  miles  from  Verona.  But  the  spirit  of  tbe  two  ir- 
mies  was  essentially  changed;  the  It^iaus  depressed  and  weakened  by  da- 
feat,  felt  the  old  superiority  of  Uie  Tramontane  forces,  and  vrere  prepared  is 
fall  back,  as  in  the  time  of  Suwarrow,  to  the  farthest  verge  of  tbe  Italian  P^ 
ninsula  (SJ ;  while  the  AustrJans,  roused  to  the  highest  degree  by  their  earty 
success,  confidently  anticipated  a  repetiUon  of  tbe  glories  of  Nori  >nd  tba 
Trebbia.  Bnt  the  expectations  of  both  parties  were  travepsed  by  theeitrt- 
ordinary  progress  of  Napol^n  down  tbe  valley  of  the  Dannbe,  whieb  som 
rend««d  necessary  the  concentration  of  the  whole  forces  of  the  mooardir 
for  the  defence  of  the  capital  (4).

Revcniog  Ihe  priadples  of  both  partie* 
ta  tbaewMt,  liw  tatusw  of  France  had  come  to  dopevd  on  the  geoiui  of 
tAgleaBB,  Ibe  p^Mud raMed  on  tU  apex;  while,  driven  by  neceauty  to 
1  BHtt  enJarged  policy,  Ai»tria  wa>  reaping  the  fruiis  of  popular  entha- 
dan,  ad  sKceiafidly  eoatbaling  the  revolutioa  with  the  arms  which  itself 
M  freaied.  The  «rtMoerUie  power,  geoerally  saocessfnl,  failed  only  from 
Utt  mnt  «f «  leader  adeqstte  to  tbe  cueoanter  of  the  popular  hero;  the 
toacntie,  generally  defoated,  prevailed  ibrougb  the  extraordinary  abilities 
rfMeBHD.

Great  at  may  be  Ihe 
wcadencyt  nsbswided  Ihe  activity  of  s  single  leader,  they  cannot,  in  ibe 
ln(imi,  canpensate general  disaster;  and,  in  all  prolonged  contests,  that 
fnnrit  oliunalelydeiliDed  to  victary,  which,  appealing  to  principles  which 
ii4aTMponairae»lioin  ihehnman  heart,  mis  upwi  the  (vganiud  and  dn 
iMcd  eJbrto  of  the  many,  rather  than  the  abilities,  how  splendid  soever, 
dtkefnr.

still,  DotwitbslaDdiiig  all  tbe  loeies  of  tbe  canifMugn,  above  eighty  ihousud 

■troDg,  proceeded  dkect  by  the  great  road  aloDg  the  aoutbem  side  of  the 

Danube  lo  Vienna.  Vandamme  ft^wcd  at  a  little  distance,  with  the  trgof* 

of  tbe  CotrfederaUon,  eighleen  ibousaAd  more;  and  as  soon  as  fienuJoUc, 

with  tbe  Saxons,  who  was  toiling  round  the  exiemal  frontier  of  Ibe  &olw- 

mian  moonlains,  relieved  Davoiut  at  Italisbon,  he  too  was  to  follew  in  tb« 

same  direction  with  bis  corps,  stilt  nwubering  forty  thouiand  men.  Enrj 

disposition  being  thus  made  to  secure  bis  rear,  and  gtalion  his  troopi  ii 

Aiketon,  so  as  to  ensure  bis  commnnicatianSf  Hapoltoo  left  RatlsboD  on  tLt 

April  t*.       9tHh,  and  arrived  tbe  sane  day  at  Uiodshul,  where  he  foond  lbs 

whole  guard,  both  horse  and  foot,  assembled,  having  just  come  up  fnn 

Spain.    This  veteran  corps,  full  twenty  thousand  strong,  proved  a  moil 

important  addition  to  tiis  isTadtog  force;  and  when  it  is  recollected  ihtiia 

tbe  beginning  of  January  it  was  at  Astorgaat  the  foot  of  theCaliciaa  omia- 

tains  (1),  it  must  be  admitted  that  few  more  rapid  matches  are  on  record  it 

tiie  whole  annals  of  military  achiCTement.

Napol^n  arrived  at  Braunau  on  the  1st  Uay,  and  pressed 

on  with  ceaseless  activity  tbe  march  of  his  troops;  while  Hiller,  abandoniiig 

the  wood  range  and  unformed  entrenchments  of  the  Kirchbergwald,  took  put 

at  the  formidable  position  of  Ebbhsberc,  to  defend  the  passage  of  Ae  Tnuo, 

and  cover  the  wooden  bridge,  which  at  Mauthausen,  or  a  IjUle  farther  down 

the  Danube,  formed  an  important  line  of  communication  with  the  nortbon 

bank  of  the  river.  It  was  of  the  most  vital  conseqaence  to  gain  poeseMion  of

Irian  grenadiers  bad  been  injudiciously  left  on  the  left  bank,  occupying  mbr 
houses  and  walled  inc^osures,  which  formed  a  sort  of  UU  de  pont  to  tlw 
bridge.  Upon  tbem  ^e  dttaek  was  fii«t  made,  and  being  speiedity  onr- 
whelmed  by  numbers,  they  Weredriven,  at  the  potntof  thebayonet,  along  tht 
ohauss^;  and,  in  spite  of'a  gallant  resistance,  all  the  islands  and  little  bridpi 
over  the  branchet^f  the  torrent  wei%  wrested  from  tlie  enem^.  Bat  wM 
Ibe  pursuers  reached  the  long  bridge  ever  the  principal  branch  of  the  Tnira, 
the  hre  of  grape  and  musketry  from  the  batteries  and  bouses  on  the  oppuHe 
side  was  so  violent  that  the  head  of  the  column  hesitated,  and  recoiled.  IB' 
stantly  General  Cohortij  a  descendant  of  the  illBslrious  engineer  of  the  suae 
name,  is  at  their  Aead,  and,  animaMd  by  his  gallant  example,  the  Frendi 
trovps  return  to  the  charge.  K  frightful  scene,  exceeding  in  horror  even  Um 
terrible  passage  of  the  bridge  of  Lodi,  «isued;at  the  point  of  the  bayonet, 
amidstshowersof  balls,  the  heroic  French,  headed  by  Cohom,  pnrsaedtiM 
retiring  Auairians  ;  while  the  troops  on  the  opposite  bank,  seeing  the  cM- 
'  my's  colours  advancing  through  a  cloud  of  smoke,  and  in  the  midst  of  i 
frightful  contest,  closed  the  gate  at  thefdrlbcr  end,  and  fir«d  incessantly  vi>ti 
grape,  round  shot,  and  canister,  indiscrimlnaiety  on  fflend  and  foe.  Vom- 
bers  of  the  Imperialists,  threatened  with  death  on  both  sides,  threw  (bea- 
selves  into  the  water,  and  were  ewept  away  hy  the  impetuous  torrent; 
others  were  trampled  down  by  the  ndvanoing  columns,  or  sought  refoge  * 
the  wooded. islands,  and  were  made  prisonen;  several  ammunition  wa^xo 
blew  up  in  thcmiddleof  the  bridge,  and  the  dauntless  foemenvrerescaturt' 
^n  the  air  by  the  tremendous  explosion.  Bnt  nothing  could  withstand  the  f^ 
thusiaslicgatlaotry  of  the  French.  Side  by  side,  Cohora  and  Campy,  aide^

^^*  «d*anlaea  fainBd  by  Ibe  brilliant  temerity  of  his  advanced  guard. 
^  Aecardliigl;,  be  iastanUy  dispatebed  powerful  auccours  to  Cohom 
adhisfaasdlHlvfberoeii  now  eoi^ped  up  between  ibegaieai  tfaeeodof  the 
bidge  and  the  rapidlf-incnasiOB  forces  of  his  assoilaais.  Three  fresb  bri- 
p^  beaded  by  Cla|iarede,  were  toon  passed  over,  and  at  length  the  divi- 
noa  la  Grand  bavfng  ootne  up,  it  also  was  sent  fw'ward  (2),  tlirough  a  slonn 
•f  gnpeand  nBaheUy,  over  the  bridge,  and  lent  its  powerful  aid  to  the  at- 
la^ing  farce.

Tr^™"  resistance  to  theadvanoe  of  the  invading  army  to  Vienna;  and  he 
>"""■■  accoHllngly.fell  back  as  fast  as  the  encumbrance  of  so  manj 
wounded  would  permit,  to  the  neighbourhood  of  the  capital  NapoUon  ar- 
rived on  (be  opposite  side  of  the  Trauu  to  Ebersb^g,  during  the  latter  period 
of  (be  cfHubat,  and  passed  through  the  town  soon  after  it  had  ceased.  Hov 
mucb  soever  inured  to  scones  ofcamage,  he  was  strongly  impressed  by  the 
nni>'on(ed  horrors  which  there  presented  themselves,  where  brave  men  by 
thousands  lay  weltering  in  their  Uoocl,  amidst  burning  rafters  and  smekiog 
ruins,  and  (he  first  who  had  fallen  were  thrown  into  the  river,  or  croihod 
under  the  feel  of  the  horses^  or  by  the  wheels  of  t(ie  arUltery  which  hid 
since  passed  over  Uiem  (3);  and  testified  considerable  displeasure,  bolhit 
Mass^nafor  provokiijg  so  desperate  a  contest,  where  a  flank  movement  might 
have  rendered  it  unnecessary,  and  at  Lannes,  whose  corps  was  to  ctms  H 
Wels,  further  up  the  river,  for  not  having  made  his  dispositions  so  as  to  be 
up  in  time  to  Uke  a  part  in  the  strife,  by  atUckjng  the  flank  «■  rear  of  HiUer's 
corps.  After  passing  Ebersberg,  however,  being  nnceruiu  of  Uie  movemdiB 
of  (be  Archduke,  agd  fearful  of  advancing  into  the  interior  withoot  beiq 
r.oo.  4th  avare  of  the  position  of  his  principal  adversary,  he  halledfor  tw» 
u  ju. ».,.  days  at  Euns,  re-cstablisbed  ihe  bridge  there,  and  coUected  aatim- 
ber  of  boaU,  which  he  already  foresaw  would  be  required  for  the  difficull 
operation  of  crossing  the  panube  in  front  of  Vienna;  while  his  advanod 
guard,  under  Jjannes  and  Massdna,  pursued  their  route  by  the  great  road  to 
the  capital.  Anticipating  a  battle  on  the  woody  fidge  which  lies  bet««D 
St.'Polteii  agd  Vienna,  he  concentrated  hts  troops  before  attempting  the  pai- 
sage  of  thai  defde ;  but  the  preca,ution  was  unnecessary.  Hilier  had  recetred

Ifeanwhite,  the  Emperor,  oonlinniBg  his  advance  aJong 
tkeltiBiibe,  peredTed,  from  the  Abbey  of  Helk,  sitnated  on  a  high  rock,  acon- 
sdertUe  ensUDprnent  of  soldiers  on  the  left  faeok  of  Iberiver.  Deronred  with 
Hiiiety  to  know  to  «^ich  army  they  belonged,  he  dispatched  a  sergemt  o< 
the  eU  guard  umI  six  chosen  men ;  who  soon  made  tbefr  way  ktoss  in  a  boat, 
tad  bntnght  over  three  Anslrian  soldiers,  who  reported  that  the;  belonged 
U  the  Archdnke's  army,  and  that  he  was  advanclDg,  by  forced  marches,  in 
%  ■•  bcqies  of  arriving  at  the  capital  before  the  enemy.  This  important 
■felligeiiee  made  the  Emperor  redouble  his  activity  (1 ) ;  orders  wo'e  given  to 
UikAh  to  watch,  witii  Um  ntmost  vigilance,  all  the  points  were  a  passage  at 
Ik  Danube  could  be  etfected,  while  Lannes  aad  Bessi^res  were  directed  to  ad- 
mctvith  increased  celerity  to  the  capital.  All  arms  accordingly  pressed  on

(■tnth  fron  the  time  when  the  Austrian  slaadards  crossed  the  Ian,  tb*

MH.L  llioagh  deprived,  by  the  passage  of  Hiller  to  the  northern  bank  of 
mT"  the  Itenube,  of  the  corps  on  which  it  had  chiefly  rdied  for  pro- 
'*"'  tection,  Vienna  was  by  no  means  destiLuleef  resources.  Theextemal 
bnitn,  indeed,  were  net  in  a  condition  to  make  any  defence;  and  the 
^KUalie  Haxiinilun,  to  whom-  the  command  was  entrusted,  withdrew  -at 
■■cefrom  Iherich  and  extensive  suburbs  into  the  ancient  walled  capital. 
^vereesRstmcted,  however,  of  solid  granite,  well  armed  wi^  artillery, 
*Bdaptble  of  befi%  supplied  to  any  extent  from  the  inexhaustible  resources 
fi  Ika  arsenal ;  while  foar  ihoasand  regular  treops,  and  eight  thousand 
'■dwehrand  Hilan  volunteers  were  in  arms  in  the  city.  Great  efforts  were 
^■de  to  electrify  the  inbabHanls,  and  patriotic  ardour  was  at  its  highest  pitch. 
^  people  talked  of  their  glorious  resistance,  one  hundred  and  thirty  years 
'<fere,  t«  the  Turka,  and  loudly  prodaimed  their  resohitiDn  lo  emulate  the 
^(nie  defence  of  Saragossa  in  more-  recent  times.  But  all  history  demon- 
■Inies,  that  there  is'  one  stage  of  civihsation,  when  the  inhabitants  of  a 
■WepoSs  are  capable  of  such  a  sacri6ce  in  defence  of  their  country,  but  only 
•«;  nd  that  when  past,  it  is  never  recovered.  The  event  has  proved  that 
^RtiSBians  were  in  the  slate  of  progress  when  such  a  heroic  act  was  poa- 
Alt;  bat  that  the  inhabitants  of  Vienna  and  Paris  had  passed  II.  Host 
ceuinly  die  citixnis  rf  London  would  never  have  buried  themselves  under 
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the  rains  «f  (he  Bink,  the  Treastfry,  or  Leadenball  Street,  before  capitnlitiBg 
foNapolAm.  In  fact,  without  snppostni;  that  (hememfaen  of  a  h^lycitrillKd 
and  opnlent  commuTitty  haye  altogether  kwl  their  patriotic  spirit,  il  b 
evident  that  the  sacrifices  which  are  nnavoidable,  if  obstinate  resistance  is 
attempted  by  a  city  in  the  later  stages  of  society,  where  wealth  is  eoneeDtntdl, 
credit,  universal,  atid  hnndreds  of  thousands  wonld  at  onCe  be  reduced  to 
beggary  by  its  stoppage,  are  so  great,  that  no  moral  courage,  how  intrepid 
soever,  can  Ite  equal  to  the  responsibility  of  iDcnrringtbem.  NapoKonwtKly 
trasted  to  two  methods  to  effect  therednction  of  the  city ,'^the  ratting  off  itt 
commani cation  with  the  northern  banic  of  the  river,  and  the  terrors  of  i 
bombardment.  With  this  view,  he  directed  Hjtss^na  to  make  himseH  master 
of  the  island  of  Prater,  while  a  similar  alUck  was  made  on  that  of  JagoluQS 
by  Lannes,  so  as  to  reach  from  both  sides  the  great  bridge  of  Spitz  and  ThdNir. 
liiese  attacks  were  entirely  snccessful,  for  tiie  Ardiduke  had  notfwcei 
sufBcient  to  defend  them ;  and  soch  had  been  the  confident  security  of  lb« 
Aulie  council,  that  they  had  not  taken  the  simple  precaution  of  connecting 
(he  works  of  the  place  with  (be  bridges  of  the  Danube.  At  the  same  thnc ,  a 
"^  "■  battery  of  twenty  mortars  was  established  nearly  on  the  unc 
ground  from  which  the  Turks  had,  a  hundred  and  forty  years  before,  bom- 
barded (he  city,  and  with  such  vigour  were  they  served,  that  in  the  next  tm 
honrs  they  discharged  three  thousand  projectiles  into  the  capital ;  and  already, 
in  the  course  of  the  night,  it  was  in  flames  in  several  quarters  (1). 
w.p.1*™'.  At  that  period,  there  lay  sick  in  the  Imperial  palace,  direelly 
"TiL'uTlh.  opposite  to  the  French  batteries,  and  incapable  of  removal  to  i 
™'»uJi.  P'"^^  of  safety,  a  young  princess,  daughter  of  the  ilinslrioDS  honst 
L^.  of  Fapsburg.  It  was  by  the  thundcn  of  artillery,  and  the  fiamint 
light  of  bombs  across  the  sky,  that  Napoleon's  first  addresses  to  the  Arcbdoibcsi 
Harib  Locise  were  made.  Informed  of  (he  dangfrons  situation  of  flie  bbNs 
captive,  he  ordered  the  direction  of  the  pieces  to  be  changed,  and  while  Iba 
midnight  sky  was  incessantly  streaked  by  burning  projectiles,  and  cen- 
flagratlon  was  commencing  in  every  direction  around  her,  thefiiture  £mpna 
of  France  remained  secure  and  unharmed  In  th6  Imperial  palace.  Strai^

They  «««  jut  in  time ;  for  so  ra|rid  wm 
tb«  progress  of  tho  French  troops  between  Ihe  baUlementsand  the  river,  that 
ins  iew  boon  more  ibeir  retreat  would  have  been  irrerocably  cut  off,  and 
tbe  badge  gained.  General  U'Keillr,  who  wis  left  la  eommand,  now  lost  no 
'^•^  time  in  signifying  his  reuliness  to  capitulate;  and  the  terms  wepe 
MOD  agreed  to,  and  ratified  early  on  the  followiog  morning.  Tbe;  were  the 
HOM  as  those  grantod  in  f  8(U,  gaaranteeing  the  aecarity  of  prlTBta  property 
tf  cnry  deacription,  but  surrendering  all  public  stores,  and  in  particular, 
the  iwgnificent  aneiial,  containing  four  hundred  pieces  of  cannon,  and  ira- 
BMme  military  abffes  of  every  description ;  fifty  gtins  In  addition,  which 
nre  on  their  route  for  Hungary,  were  captured  by  Massina,  before  they  had 
gstnany  ralles  from  Ihe  ca^l^  (1). 

n^KiM  ^^  capture  of  Vienna  was  a  prodiglouB  Btnoke  for  Napolten ; 
■|n^°(  Ike  aOhrding  him,  as  it  did,  aforlified  post  on  the  Danube,  amply  pro- 
imtmLi  Tided  with  military  stores  of  every  description,  and  which  it  was 
i^"'  impossiMe  to  starve  out,  for  fear  of  destroying  the  inhabitants  of 
ibe  meuopolis.  The  French  troops  took  possession  of  the  gales  at  noon  on  the 
i3Ui,iDd  at  that  period,  tbe  positions  of  the  different  corps  of  their  army  were 
u  follows :— -The  corps  of  Lannes,  «ith  four  divUions  of  cuirassiers  of  the 
NMrrs  cavalry,  and  all  the  guards,  were  stationed  at  Vienna :  Mass^oa,  be- 
tvcea  that  capital  and  the  Simmering,  with  his  advanced  posls  occupyiiq; 
te  Prater,  and  watching  the  banks  of  the  Danube :  Davoust,  who  had  come 
npfrsm  Italisbon,  was  advancing  in  ^helon  along  the  margin  of  that  river, 
iMnen  Ebersberg  and  St.-Polten,  with  his  headquarters  at  Meik  ;  Van- 
dimae,  with  the  Wiriemburghers  under  his  orders,  guarded  the  important 
Iridgeof  Lintz ;  while  Bcmadotte,  whobad  at  length  completed  bis  ciroutar 
mvdi  raand  Bohemia,  wjib  the  Saions  (2),  and  other  troops  of  the  Confe- 
dnlioQ,  about  thirty  thousand  strong,  bad  arrived  at  Passan,  and  was  ad- 
noctDg  to  form  the  reserve  of  the  grand  army.  Lefebvre,  with  the  Bavarians, 
ns  foUy  engaged  in  a  desperate  strife  in  the  Tyrol  j  but  independent  of  that 
nrps,  the  Emperwr  had  a  hundred  timusand  men  concentrated  between  Lints 
tad  Vienna,  besides  a  reserve  of  thirty  thousand  approaching  lo  reinforce 
llHnfrom  |be  Upper  Danube  {5). 

>ww  While  these  rapid  successes  wereachieved  by  the  grand  army,'the 
amm>  Archduke  Charles,  with  a  tardiness  which  is  lo  this  day  inexplic- 
^IH'^"  able,  was  pursuing  his  route  from  Bohemia  towards  die  capital. 
^•~j-    After  his  retreat  from  Batisbofl,  on  the  23d  of  April,  he  retired  to

him  believe  that  he  was  parsued  by  tbe  whole  Freoch  arm;.  This  natonl 
butuiifbundediUusion,waBatUa(led  with  the  meet  unfortunate consequenca. 
CoDceiviog  that  Oilier  would.be  perfectly  adequate  to  restrain  on;  incursion 
of  ft  detached  corps  towards  the  capital,  Ite  mad*  his  dispositions  so  as  to  draw 
upon  hiDuelf  the  weight  of  tbelav«ding  sTmy,  deeming  that  the  most  effec- 
tual way  to  ward  off  the  danger  from  the  capital.  No  sooner  was  he  undecaT- 
edin  Ihisparticular,  than  he  dispatched  tbe  most  pressing  orders  to  Hiller  to 
defend  his  ground  as  long  as  p«aible,  so  as  to  give  him  time  to  join  him  by 
Uie  bridges  of  Linti  orHauthatuen.fuidbehimself  set  out  by  farced  marches 
to  join  him  at  One  or  oUier  of  these  points.  It  was  to  gain  time  for  the  effecl- 
ingof  this  junction,  that  fiiller,  who  had  not  force  sufficient  to  m^e  bead  it 
Lintz,  maintained  so  desperate  a  resistance  at  Ebersbeig.  But  tbat  action  (mA 
Marl.  placeon  tbeSdMay,  andon  theeveningof  thflsameday  theArcb- 
duke  arrived  at  Budneiss  with  ilie  bulk  of  bis  army,  about  forty  leagues  la 
thenortb-westof  Vienna.  At  that  place  be  remained  for  three  dayi;»ideUj 
whic^  was  tbe  most  inexplicable,  as  beheard,  in  thecourseof  theitfajofdu 
forcing  of  tbe  bridge  of  Cbersberg,  which  in  elTect  opened  the  road  to  tbe  ca- 
pital to  the  Frmch  army.  In  truth,  be  was  impressed  with  the  idea  that  Ni- 
poi^on  would  never  advance  to  Vieuoa  while  so  fonnidable  an  army  menaced 
his  line  of  communication;  and  accordingly,  instead  of  hastening  towardiil, 
he  merely  pushed  on  Kollowratb  with  Iweuty  thousand  men  towards  the 
bridge  of  Linlz,  and  sent  orders  to  tbe  Archduke  John  to  abandon  Italy)  and 
make  for  Uie  same  point;  vainly  hoping  tbat  the  concontration  of  sucbfarces 
in  his  rev  would  compel  Napolton  to  abandon' his  attack  on  the  cipitil. 
K  Awakened,  at  length,  by  the  pressing  representations  of  the  Archduke  Xaii- 
uir  >.  milian,  to  the  necessity  of  instantly  prsfidipglnr  the  protection  of 

Vienna,  he  commanded  Hiller,  whp,  in  obedience  to  bis  orders,  had  pasied 
over,  after  the  combat  at  Ebersberg,  by  tliebridge  of  Mauthausen  to  thenwlb- 
embank,  to  advance  by  forced  marches  to  the  metropolis;  and,  breakioguf 
from  Budweisson  the  morning  of  the  8lb,  be  himself  followed  in  the  same 
direction.  But  it  was  too  late;  the  repose  of  three  days  at  that  pkcehadgivea 
bis  indefatigable  adversary  the  start  of  him  by  a  day.  Hiller  received  his  or- 
denon  tbe  lOtb,  at  two  in  the  morning,  and  marching  twelve  leagues  Ihit 
day,  reached,  with  his  advanced  guard,  Nuasdorf,  a  league  from  Vienna,  be- 
fore night,  but  found  the  town  already  invested;  while  tbe  Arcbduke  ad- 
vanced by  Twetel  towards  Krems,  hoping  still  to  be  in  time  to  throw  himself 
uiT  >).  between  the  invader  and  the  capital,  notwithstauding  all  their 
efforts,  however,  they  were  too  late.  Hiller,  indeed,  occupied  tbe  isles  of  die 
Danube  on  the  11th,  the  day  beforetheArtiidukeHaximiliaR  withdrew  from 
thecity,  but  too  late  to  prevent  its  complete  invesUlare;  and  the  advanced 
guard  of  the  Archduke  Charles  reached  the  northern  extremity  of  the  bridges 
lateontheevcningofthelSth,  when  the  enemy  was  already  fully  established 
vn  tt.  in  Vienna.  Bulfor  the  delay  at  Budweiss,  and  the  order  to  Hill^") 
cross  over  to  the  northem  bank,  the  army  would  have  been  up  in  time  le 
combatfor  tbe  capital;  for  on  the  16tb,  the  junction  wasfoUy  effected  with 
Ultlerafewmilesto  the  north  of  Vienna,  on  the  left  bank  of  the  river  (I); 
and  as  from  Budweiss  to  that  place  is  just  six  days'  march.  Prince  Charles, 
■who  arrived  at  this  first  town  on  tbe  4th,  might  have  reached  the  capiul  with 
ease  on  the  evening  of  the  11th,  twenty-^Dur  hours  before  it  actually  sotren- 
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iatd,  hm)  long  bOon,  Kgarrhoiwd  by  Ac  naittd  lonxs  of  HiUer  and  Mbii- 
BSn,  MiRBtiiif  of  thirty  thoinand  good  troops,  it  cmild  ponibly  have  been 

inni.,1  Tbe  disasters  in  BiTiria,  and  the  rapid  advance  of  Napolton  to 
tJii.  Tiamm,  prodnced  an  immediate  change  on  tbe  aspect  of  aflkJra  io 
'■'^'  tbe  Italiao  plains.  Got  short  in  the  carew  of  victory,  not  leu  by 
lie  Bmsrily  of  making  considerable  detaehmeiits  to  the  right  and  left,  to 
nttb  the  prognu  of  HariDont  In  Dalmatla,  a»d  aid  the  iniurrection  In  Tyrol, 
thn  by  tbe  peremptory  orders  of  the  Ardtdnlie  Charles  to  draw  near  to  the 
kmdtiary  slates  for  the  detoce  of  the  capital,  tbe  Archdulie  John  broke  np 
hn  the  pasitiiHt  of  CaMiero  on  tbe  Adigs.  hi  order  to  conceal  his  real  in- 
"'•*  tenlioiis,  be  made,  on  the  39lh,  several  attacks  on  the  enemy,  but 
nibml  endiDg  his  abject;  for  Engine  was  aware  of  the  events  in  Bavaria, 
■dbideoDcentrBted  his  troops  to  resume  tbe  ofiensive  the  moment  that  hit 
timtrj  Teiired.  Orders  anived  on  that  day  from  Vienna  to  suspend  as 
^  K  possible  his  offensive  operations  in  Italy ;  bat  to  open  a  communlca- 
iMviib  Hiller,  who  vas  to  fall  back  to  the  Enns;  and  to  be  prepared  to 
Miiitiio  himsetf  in  Styria,  Carintbla,  and  Tyrol,  as  a  vast  fortress,  where 
^mM  keep  bis  ground  thongh  detached  altogether  from  the  other  Impe- 
■Uvnica.  Tbe Archdoke John,  however,  was  of  an  opposite  opinion,  and 
'MIb;  it  indispensable  to  coneentrale  all  the  forces  of  the  monarchy  in  tbe 
(otrerf  ibe  hereditary  slates,  he  stated  his  acting  differently  in  adespotcb  to 
ikGKpcver  Francis  on  30Ui  April,  and  on  the  f  si  Hay  commenced  his  retreat 
^  FiWi.  Eugene  followed  the  enemy  leisurely,  and  the  Austrians  reached 
■khata  without  sustaining  any  loss,  where  Prince  John  was  distracted  by 
K*  (Tders  to  the  same  effect,  from  the  Archduke  Charles,  dated  Cham, 
^  April,  directing  him  to  co-operate  with  the  intended  movement  of  tbe 
pxnHn-chlef,  from  thevnorlh  bank  of  the  Danube  upon  Lintz,  so  as  to 
'^nUtD  (he  enemy's  com  municat  Ions.  But  the  progress  of  events  both  on  the 
Bmbe  and  the  lUlian  plains  disconcerted  alt  these  projects,  and  rendered  a 
"Mtapon  Vienna,  in  Prince  John's  opinion,  a  matter  of  necessity  (1). 
iS^^  Betired  behind  the  Ptave,  the  Archduke  conceived  it  practicable  to 
J^^<^  defend  the  course  of  that  torrent,  and  thereby  both  arrest  theene- 
^  •■  ary's  progress  In  that  qnarter,  and  maintain  a  position  from  which 
•iihe  the  projected  lateral  movement  upon  Linli,  or  the  ultimate  retreat 
^Vimna,  might  be  elTeeted.  Like  all  tbe  other  streams  whtcb,  in  (he 
l*nrpartsoiF  Lombardy,  descend  from  the  summits  of  lite  Alps  to  the  ItalisD 
?luBS,  this  river  flews  ni  the  middle  of  an  immense  gravelly  bed ,  elevated 
fcrttieniettpart  above  the  adjoining  meadow,  andfordable  in  all  parts  ex- 
Oft  after  heavy  rains.  At  that  season,  however,  the  melting  of  the  snows  in 
*el>i^er  Alps  rendered  the  torrent  swoln,  and  any  attempt  to  cross  a  ha- 
'■'wuiopnation.  Finding,  however,  Uial  the  spirits  of  his  troops  liadbeen 
wit  povtffoUy  eleraled  by  the  triumphs  of  tbe  grand  army,  Eugene  resolv- 
*d  to  atlenpt  (be  pasaage  by  main  force;  and  hoped,  by  rivalling  the  brilliant 
nplDil  ef  NtpoWon  at  tbe  passage  of  tbe  Tagliamento  (2),  lo  wipe  out  the 
■Xfnce  ol  his  defeal  at  Sacile.  The  attempt  was  made  on  the  8th  Hay  at  two 
P<<>ii>,Tiz.  the  fsrda  of  TottOia  and  S(.-Nichol,  distant  two  miles  from  each 
Ite,  in  front  of  [j)va<tina.  Dessaii,  with  sis  batUlions,  crossed  at  the  Drs(  of 
1^  pointsat  daybreak ;  but  he  hod  no  sooner  drawn  up  his  troops  in  square, 
n  Ibe  opposite  bank,  than  ihey  were  charged  with  great  vigour  by  three 
wnmoi  Austrian  horse.  Tbe  Imperial  cavalry,  notwithgUnding  the  most 
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galltnt  ex€rtioiB,  wen  tiiublB  to  lH«kk  tlutt  soUd  mau  of  imtuOrf.  Hid  • 
bod;  otiM>t>40ldien  been  at  iNiid  to  support  their  BtUudu,  or  mudoo  lo  break 

tbe  finnamy  of  theeDcgi;,  vilhont  dsDbt  their  efforts  wovld  baToproTed 
eneoMsfnl;  bat  tbe  ittfantry,  conndenbljr  bebiDd,  eotiM  doI  get  up  ia  time; 
and  meanwhile,  Eag^e  succeeded  ia  bringing  up  a  large  body  of  Freooh 
berge,  which  qoickly.  passed  over,  and  b;  diargiag  the  Imperial  ca*«Uy  id 
their  turn,  rriieTed  ihe  grenadiers,  now  alinost  ainkng  under  tb<  fitigaes  mf 
the  cantinued  combat,  of  tbe  wmght  which  had  oppreiaed  them.  WotUubl, 
however,  who  commanded  the  Austrian  dragoons,  tuned  fiercely  oa  iboM 
new  assailants;  thelmp^al  faotseoien,  Che  flower  of  their  army  fought  btmr^ 
1;;  a  terrible  combat  ensued,  in  whidi  their  gallant  commander  was  sLain; 
and  It  was  not  till  half  the^  number  were  stretched  on  the  plain,  and  ma 
oTcnrhelming  superiority  of  force  had  rendered  furlhtt  reaiMancc  noavail- 
Ing,  that  these  intrepid  caTaliers  foil  back  upon  tbeir  iitfintr;,  who  wei« 
alowly  adranctng  to  the  charge.  Tbe  foot  mtdlen  ware- ridden  over  and 
thrown  into  confusion  by  the  flying  dragoons;  disorder  Bpeedily  apread  in 
the  columns ;  several  cannon  and  large  qnantiUes  of  baggage  ware  takera; 
and  it  was  only  by  brioging  up  in  person  tbe  reserre  of  grenadiers  that  tbe 
Archduhe  succeeded  in  arrettiug  the  rout.  Uaanwbile,  as  tbe  waters  of  the 
Piare  still  continued  to  rise  from  the  melting  of  the  snows  in  the  moaniains, 
EtigAne  hasllly  cenitnicted  a  bridge  of  bohts,  by  means  of  which  Hacdonald^ 
division  was  crossed  over,  which  was  soon  followed  by  that  of  Grenier  and  the 
rest  of  the  army ;  Dess^x,  with  his  nnconquerable  squares,  still  IcecfMBg  his 
ground  in  front,  and  covering  tbe  deploying  of  tbe  columns  to  the  ri^t  nad 
left.  At  two  in  Ae  afternoon,  Eugene  havidg  oolleeted  thirty  IhoustBd  Cwrt 
and  six  thousand  horse  on  the  left  bank,  marebed  forward  to  attack  tbe  eae- 
my;  but  the  Archduke  was  already  in  full  retreat  by  tbe  great  load  of  Cor- 
'  negliano,  wfaicfa  was  effected  in  eicellent  order,4hough  not  without  much 
Moody  fighling;'the  numerous  canals,  dykes,  and  boltow  ways  of  tbe  counirj 
aflbrding  ievery  facility  for  arresting  tbe  progress  of  ihe  enemy.  In  this  diaas- 
trous  aAir,  in  which  the  Austrian  commanders  vainly  attempted  to  driend 
•even  leagoes  of  s  fordable  river,  and  uselessly  sapriliGed  their  noble  cavalry, 
by  bringing  it  into  action  against  infantry  without  the  aid  either  of  foot  or 
cannon,  the  Archduke  ItAn  lost  nearly  six  thousand  men,  fifteen  guns,  and 
thirty  caissons,  while  the  Frendi  had  not  to  deplore  the  fall  of  mora  than 
four  ihoasand.  But  what  was  Ar  more  important,  he  lost  the  whole  mond 
foflnence  of  tiie  victory  ofSacile;  aad  \be  pratige  of  success,  with  all  its  ia- 
calculable  effects,  had  passed  over  to  the  enemy  (1). 
R-irwDf  After  thiseheck,  the  Archduke  John  retired  wilboutanyfnrthcr 
iHim'ivJm  sti^ggie,  and  without  being  disquieted  in  his  retreat  to  Villach,  in 
nll^i!^''  Carinlhia.  The  siroog  fort*  which  he  had  constructed  at  Malbor- 
""Tr  '  ghetto,  Torwis,  and  Preiliel,  on  tbe  roads  to  that  town,  andatPre- 
vald,  on  that  to  lji]i»cb,  gave  him  the  means  of  effecting  this  movement 
vltbout  any  molestation.  Arrived  atVillech,  he  received  inlelligence  of  the 
bil  of  Vienna,  and,  at  the  same  time,  a  letter  of  the  Archduke  Charles,  of 
IBth  May,  direcling  him  to  move  with  all  bis  forces  upanLiDti(S).  Coaccir-

InprOKd  witfa  tbcM  ideas,  instead  of  turning  his  face  towards 
UaU,  ha  dircctod  his  mar^  to  Gntz,  and  aeot  orders  t«  Jeltachich— who  had 
bacadetaebed  in  (he  first  insunoe  to  the  northward,  towards  Salzburg,  to 
tfmap  a  coonnaiiieaiioii  with  Hilhr  and  the  corps  whic^  mi^t  operata 
manU  iJatz— to  rotrMt  in  the  same  direction,  by  feUowiBg  the  romantic 
Mle*  of  the  Mobr.  There  he  arrtved  on  tbo  Mth,  without  any  fnrtbn:  en- 
gi^nMt,asddeM(aidedlnlo(heplaiD9of  liDti^ry;hariiigabBndoDed  the 
Tjnl,  Witt  its  bOTOic  deCniders,  the  ferta  on  (be  creel  of  the  mountainfl  which 
hid  ce«««d  his  own  retreat,  with  Ibeir  galUmt  ganisens,  and  the  whole  |wo- 
JMbriepvatiOBS  as  the  upper  Danube,  to  their  fate  (1). 
g>^*(  HkePrendi  advanced  guard  crossed  the  frontier  of  the  Austrian 
■i^'m  Hales  e*  the  14lb,  on  the  Ponteba,  and  speedily,  in  great  strongtb, 
■itqH.  BDiToaDded  (he  fori  of  Halborgbetto.  When  Bumsioiied  to  sur- 
^1^  reader,  (he  eommaiider  replied, "  that  his  orders  were  to  defend 
*>  ■*■  bims^,  and  not  to  negotiate ;"  and  the  intrepidity  of  the  defence 
ORMpended  with  snch  an  annonneeroenl.  The  worlu  consisted  of  a  rampart 
cfwad,  Bunnoanting  a  ditch,  and  enclosing  a  weodm  tower  three  itoriea 
M^iH  of  which  were  filled  with  muslieleers;  and,  as  the  asMilaniabad 
^benilileto  brisgnp  guns  of  a  light  calibre,  they  presented,  when  de- 
faiWby  brave  iiien,  rery  fonaidable  i^sucles.  Bydimbing,  however,  to 
AetoBiU  of  the  eiiBa  by  which  (hey  were  overhung,  at  (be  same  (jme  (hat 
annl  regipaenls  asaatled  them  on  the  lower  side,  (ho  besiegers  snceeeded 
ianitFeiysurrounding  the  enemy,  and  exposing  them  to  a  plungisg  fire,  to 
«Ud  they  could  make  no^dequale  reply,  from  the  beads  only  of  tbeir  ad- 
Tcwrits  being  seen  behind  the  rocks.  Still,  however,  the  brave  Imperialists 
nhsed  to  surrender;  their  heroic  commandu',  Henxel,  fell  de^eralely 
nanded  white  exch^ing,  "  Courage,  my  comrades  I"  Banch,  who  suo- 
wded  him  in  the  command-,  defended  himself  like  a  lion.  But  nothing  could 
in  tbe  end  withstand  the  impetuosity  of  the  French.  IrriUied  by  the  pro- 
beged  resistance  and  finn  countenance  of  the  enemy,  tbey  rushed  headlong 
■gaostthe  rampart,  and  crowding  up  on  each  other's  shoulders,  and  mount- 
ia;  aa  the  dead  bodies  which  encumbered  tiFie  ditch,  at  length  succeeded  in 
fcnftig  Aar  way  in  at  the  embrasures.  Still  Uie  central  tower,  ftom  its  three 
ttips,  vomited  forth  a  furious  and  incessant  Tire ;  but  the  external  rampart 
k(^  cBTied,  its  gates  were  at  last  forced  ;  and  it  was  only  by  the  noble  ef- 
^  of  Eugene  and  his  oDicers  (2),  who  werepenetrated  with  admiration  at 
Bw  heroic  defence  of  their  antagonisU,  that  the  lives  of  the  few  survivors  of 
<ti>  desperate  conflict  were  spared. 

b^iK  Ihii  brilliant  suocess  proved  decisive  of  the  Aile  of  all  these 
T^^  mountain  fortifications.

*<»Ued  the  enemy  to  turn  this  strong  line,  and  uke  the  defenders  hi  rear, 
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■•T  'B-        which  Eoghie  was  already  preparing  to  do ;  so  that  Uie  Arehdoke 
on  the  16th,  sent  orders  to  Guilay  to  evacuate  his  post,  and  effect  his  retreat 
in  the  night  do^'n  the  valley  of  the  Save.  This  order  was  promptly  obeyed ; 
but  at  daylight  Ihe  French  discovered  the  evacuation,  and  pressed  on  in  pnr- 
"■T  '7'         suit.  They  overtoolf  the  retiring'  Austrians  in  front  of  Weisseirfeto, 
and  put  ihem  to  the  rout,  taking  eighteen  guns  and  two  thoosaad  prisooen. 
Another  mountain  fort,  on  the  Predtel,  blocked  up  the  road  fromGoriziaio 
Tarwis,  and  so  arrested  the  march  of  Serras  vrith  the  centre  of  the  Frendt 
army.  Its  garrison  was  only  three  hundred  men,  with  eight'  pieces  of  can-    - 
Don ;  but  they  were  commanded  by  a  hero,  Hermann,  wiio  had  insi^red  fate    ■ 
handful  of  followers  with  the  resolution  of  the  defenders  of  Thermopylae. 
■■•r  17-        When  summoned  to  surrender,  and  informed  of  the  retreat  of  tbe     . 
Archduke,  and  the  fall  of  HatborgheKo,  he  replied,  notiiing  daunted,  that    , 
"  he  was  resolved  to  lay  down  his  life  for  his  country."  Nor  did  his  defnice   _, 
derogate  from  these  heroic  sentiments.  Though  assailed  by  forcei  iwcnty   ^ 
times  as  numerous  as  his  own,  he  persevered  in  the  most  desperate  mtstance, 
made  good  the  external  rampart  as  long  as  a  man  was  left  upon  it  who  coald    ,. 
hold  a  bayonet,  and,  when  its  defenders  were  all  maimed  or  slain,  fell  back,    ^ 
alone,  to  the  block-house  in  the  centre,  and,  when  it  was  set  on  fire,  sallied    -. 
forth  at  the  head  of  a  band  of  devoted  followers,  and  fell,  gloriously  pierced  ■ 
by  inonmcrable  wounds  (1).  Uacdonald,  who,  with  the  right  wing,  was  10    -, 
advance  further  to  the  south  across  the  Isonzo  and  the  mountains  of  PrevaM,   ^ 
"•1  •!■        encountered  a  less  serious  opposition.  On  thenighl  ofthe  14th,  he  , 
eflecled  the  passage  of  the  swoln  torrent  of  (he  Isonzo  near  Gorizia,  and  tt    . 
that  place  made  himself  master  of  the  battering  train  destined  for  the  eie^  of  . 
Palmanuova.  Two  thousand  men  were  stationed  in  the  forts  of  the  Prevald,    ' 
constructed  on  the  same  plan  of  thoseofHalborghetlo,  and,  like  them,  co«»-  ^ 
manding  entirely  the  summit  of  th«  pass.  Severed  assaults  were  in  the  fim 
instance  repulsed  hy  the  garrison;  but  when  the  besiegers'  artillery  w»s

them  without  resource  to  a  plunging  lire,  against  which  their  fortilicaUoBs    , 
were  no  protection,  they  deemed  further  resistxnce  osdess,  and  capilolated 
with  the  whole  artillery  at  their  disposal,  consisting  of  Afteen  pieces(2). 
""i?  If'       Ueanwhilc,  Trieste,  which  was  unarmed,  and  incapable  of  reas- 
Illbirt,     tsnf^j  fell  an  easy  prey  to  General  Sehilt,  with  the  light  troops  of 
™|^ '     Hacdonald's  division ;  arid  the  artillery  taken  at  Goriza  and  the  Pre* 
u-r drioirn  vald  Wds  foTthwith  forwarded  to  that  important scaporl,  to  pl«ce  It 
ui^ii'^  '    in  a  posture  of  defence  against  the  English  cruisers  who  w«re  then 
blockading  some  Russian  ships  of  war,  Rapidly  following  up  his  advanhi^^^ 
UacdonaJd,  immediately  after  making  himself  master  of  thePrevald,  turned 
towardsLaybach,  where  an  entrenched  camp,  armed  with  fifty  pieces  of  can- 
Hon,  commanding  the  approach  to  the  capital  of  Camiola,  Was  garrisoned  by 
five  thousand  landwehr.  Joining  conduct  to  vigour,  the  French  genera),  at 
the  same  lime  that  he  approached  the  entrenchments  with  the  bulk  of  his 
forces  in  front,  detached  Broussier,  with  two  brigades,  which  threatened  to 
cut  of  their  line  off  retreat  towards  Croatia,  while  several  squadrons  on  the 
left  bank  of  the  Save  made  preparations  for  crossing  that  river,  and  assail- 
'iDg  them  on  the  other  side.  Alarmed  at  the  simultaneous  appearance  of  the 
enemy's  forces  in  so  many  diflcrcat  directions,  and  deeming  farther  resislance 
useless,  now  that  Vienna  had  surrendered,  the  commander  of  the  entrenched

■mris  Umz,  bavin;  reoeired  counter  orders  from  that  Prince,  to  descend 
It  Ike  valley  of  the  Muhr  towards  Graiz,  in  order  to  form  a  junction  with  llie 
Mk  af  tbe  ItaliaD  wmy,  encountered,  at  the  bridge  of  St.-Michel,  Serres 
■Khbii  powerful  divi^on,  who,  after  forcing  the  barrier  of  the  Prevrel,  was 
dnnndiDg  the  nurow  defiles  of  Ihe  Huhr,  on  the  road  to  Leoben.  The  Aus- 
■nu  genenl  was  following  the  lateral  vale  of  Lessing,  which  unites  at  right 
aglB  with  that  of  the  Huhr  at  St.-Uichel ;  and  the  two  divisiDus  came  sud- 
My  and  uitexpeetedly  in  contact,  at  that  romantic  pass.  The  Imperialista 
H  (nt  made  a  vigorous  resistance,  and  Jellachich,  arranging  his  troops  on 
t^  md  at  the-foot  of  the  rocks  on  each  side  of  the  bridge  kept  up  so  heavy 
)  Sn,  Hut,  for  two  hours,  all  the  French  columns  which  presented  ibem- 
>lt«i  were  swept  away.  Attracted  lo  the  front  by  the  cannonade,  the 
'KCRiy  une  op,  and  immediately  deiacbcd  several  battalions  on  the  road  to 
'iMmt,  on  the  other  side  of  the  Huhr,  who  speedily  scaled  the  mountains  in 
'fenv  of  the  Imperialists,  and  commenced  a  plunging  fire  upon  them  from 
^*Uod.  Pt)iic-struek  by  this  uoeipccted  appaiitioo,  which  llicy  conceived 
*M  I  secnd  amy  oome  to  complete  tbeir  destruction,  the  Austrians  broke 
*d  led :  some  by  the  road  of  Sl.-Uichel,  where  they  were  pursued  without 
*otj,  and  for  the  most  part  either  cut  down  or  made  prisoners;  some  by 
1^  nUey  of  Lessing,  where  they  fell  into  tlie  hands  of  a  French  brigade, 
*wiw  General  YaJenlin.  Nearly  two  thousand  Imperialists  were  killed  or 
**iH>4ed,  and  above  three  thousand  made  prisoners  in  this  disastrous  aOair : 
iBduch  was  the  terror  now  iltspired  by  the  French  armies,  and  such  the 
^^rasioD  arising  from  the  fall  of  their  capital,  and  tlicir  multiplied  defeats, 
lit  w  the  road  from  Salzburg  to  Leoben,  four  hundred  recruits,  and  twice 
that  Dumber  of  militia,  laid  down  their  arms  to  a  captain,  followed  by  a  single 
■   4agoon(2}. 

■iMii-  Jellachich,  having  lost  all  his  baggage  and  cannon,  with  dilliculty 
iwIm  escaped  at  the  head  of  two  thousand  men,  by  cross  mountain  paths 
^^^  lo  Gratz,  where  his  arrival,  and  the  wofnl  condition  of  his  troops, 
*^'^  excited  such  consternation,  that  the  Archduke  forthwith  set  out  in 
Um  diredioQ  of  Kormond  in  Hungry,  abandoning  all  attempt  to  bar  access 
laihecipital  to  the  invader.  Believed  by  this  retreat  of  all  further  molesla- 
"■>(>  in  bis  advance,  Eugene  moved  on  rapidly  in  the  footsteps  trod  twelve 
"^  1-  yean  before  by  Napol^n,  lo  Judeoburg  and  Leoben ;  and  next  day, 
^■udildioQttof  joy  from  both  armies,  his  advanced  posts  fell  in  with  the 
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patriou  of  Lanriston,  who  belonged  lo  the  grand  «my,  on  tfae  Simmeriai 
and  on  the  day  folloirfng,  tbe  junction  of  the  two  armies  was  fully  eOtetec 
while  the  army  of  the  Archduke  John  driven  to  a  circuitous  and  eoecntr 
retreat  into  Hnngary,  was  entirely  lost  for  the  preseDt  to  Ae  farces  at  tt 
monarchy  (i). 
cii»«o(  The  eyes  ofaUEnrope  were  now  Qud  with  abiortrinf  interest  a 
i^^rSr  the  shores  of  the  Danube,  near  VientH,  when  a  hundrad  tfaonsra 
v.'c^D^u  ™"°  **"  ^^"  shore  stood  prepared  fcr  mortal,  and,  to  all  appew 
•uw'pinr.  ances,  dedsivecoaflict.  Befeal  loeiiher  party  seemed  frangbt^rll 
Irreparable  ruin;  forj  if  the  Avstrians  had  no  other  anny  or  reserves  to  ft 
back  Bpon  if  the  Archduke's  army  were  defeated  in  the  heart  of  the  monareb; 
the  French,  on  their  side,  had  a  disastrous.  retreM  to  tbe  Rhhte  lo  aalicipaii 
if  their  arms  should  prove  unsuccessful :  Pmssla  and  the  iKvlh  of  Gmnaay ,  i 
was  well  known,  would  start  np  the  moment  that  a  icrioiis  rtrerse  bde 
their  eagles;  and,  though  the  contest  took  place  under  the  wall*  of  the  Aoa 
trian  capital,  it  was  in  reality  one  of  life  and  death  for  the  French  enpin 
Nor  were  the  chances  so  unequal  as  they  mighl  at  fint  H^t  appear,  tat 
though  the  Austrian  armies  had  been  driven  back,  separated  from  each  otfact 
and  repeatedly  defeated,  yel  their  physical  ctrenglb  was  not  reduced  io  i 
much  ^ater  proportion  than  that  of  their  antagonists;  and  diongh  tben"  cm 
pital  was  taken,  still  diis  bad  been  accompKAed  only  by  a  bold  irroptaa 
which  exposed  the  invader  to  nearly  the  same  peril  at  tiie  invaded.  Ever] 
one  felt,  what  Napol^n  at  the  time  admitted  to  be  true,  that  a  single  defesfl 
on  the  Danube  would  soon  bring  the  Imperialists  to  the  Rhine  (S^;  wed) 
though  tlie  Archduke  Charles  could  not  lay  claim  to  the  transcendent  noiliter] 
talents  of  his  opponent,  ;et  he  was  second  to  none  of  tlie  other  generals  d 
Europe  in  scientific  diility.  And  it  was  no  small  mililwy  afciU,  wfaicfa,  »1tta 
so  desperate  a  shock  on  the  plains  of  Bavaria,  could  still  array -a  bnixbed 
thousand  undiscdntaged  warriors  for  the  defence  of  tlieir  country,  oa  iln 
banks  of  the  Danube  (3). 
n.iMiHin  Daring  the  week  whidi  immediately  followed  tbe  oeoopatian  of 
[T^lTiu^  Vienna,  ihc  Emperor,  being  well  aware  of  the  crisis  which  bad  ai^ 
""°\J'c'^  rived,  was  indebtigabie  in  his  efforts  lo  station  his  troops  iBiii^* 
D^w.  manner  in .  echelon,  along  his  line  of  oommunication,  as  to  sacyrv 
his  rear  from  insult;  while,  at  the  same  time,  innamerable  despatches  ■■ 
every  direction  provided  for  the  supplies  of  the  army.  Titles,  decoratiMM, 
ribbons,  crosses  of  honour,  and  pensions,  were  liberdly  distributtd  mtoHg 
the  soldiers;  splendid  reviews  reanimated  the  spirits  of  the  men,  whidt  tin 
fatigues  of  the  campaign  had  somewhat  depressed,  while  confident  ai 
ments  in  the  bulletins,  predicted  the  speedy  destruction  of  the  J 
monarchy.  He  had  now  asGembled  around  Vienna  the  whole  corpsof  I 
and  Lannes,  the  Imperial  guard  and  reserve  cavalry  under  Bessi^res;  and 
thongh  theirstrength  had  been  mnch  diminished  by  the  losses  of  tbe  campaign, 
they  could  still,  after  deducting  tiie  sick  and  wounded,  tiring  above  ei^ly 
thousand  veteran  troops  into  the  field ;  Dsvoust  at  St.-Pollen,  and  Bernadotte 
at  Ebersberg  and  Enns,  kept  up  bis  communications,  while  the  viceroy  was 
hourly  expected  with  forty  ttionaand  from  Ilaly.  Supported  by  tbe  batd» 
menis  of  Vienna,  such  a  force  was  beyond  the  reach  of  attack  from  uiy  fern 
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tbe  hiperiiliits  could  MDg  ^sinK  than ;  bnl  it  was  neithef  consilient  with 
ibeEiDperor's  principln  of  WIT  nor  political  poliej,  to  remaio  shut  up  behind

<*w  Some  of  these  are  eUeitsive,  and  richly  culttrated ;  but  the  freater 
•^m^"  part  are  Hnaller,  and  covered  with  yfvad.  The  island  of  Prater, 
wtt  its  bean tMiil  mnbrageoHS  avenues  and  ranch-loved  woody  recesses;  and 
tkaief  Lobao,  At  a  greater  distance  down  the  river,  and  varied  with  enclo- 
■ans  and  cnltivailen,  ace  the  most  considerable.  The  latter  is  two  miles 
ad  a  half  iti  length,  and  a  mile  and  three  quarters  in  breadth,  covered 
*ib  liefa  meadows,  swampy  thicltets,  and.  verdant  copsewoods;  it  has  been 
MiNtalised  in  Ustory,  from  the  memorable  events  of  which  it  soon  be- 
oae  Ibe  theatre.  By  far  the  roost  favoundile  point  for  forcing  a  passage 
frtn  Ibe  right  bank  is  at  Nnssdorf,  half  a  league  above  Vienna.  There  the 
FJHlpal  bnnch  of  the  Danube,  a  hundred  and  eighty  toisea  in  breadth, 
ten  in  a  deep  and  impeluous  channel  separated  ftnm  a  smaller  l»aneb, 
ifty  brises  broad,  by  an  island  which  would  serve  as  an  advantageous  sui^ 
r>rt  far  aKembltsg  and  putting  taider.  cover  -ihe-  first  troops  employed  in 
tt«  tperatiofn.  Another  point  for  attempting  the  same  enterprise  was  ia  front 
rfBasdorf,  across  the  great  island  of  Lt)bau.  This  island  is  separated  from 
lIxTi^thMfcby  anoUm' isle  about  a  mile  IB- length,  awl  haK  that  distance 
'ibreiUi;whileseveralsinalleriBlets  are  scattered  in  the  principal  channel 
rflbe  rivet.  Tbns,  an  army  attempting  tbe  pa&sagc  at  that  point  haa  four 
hnetue  of  the  Dannbe  to  cross,  each  of  which  may  be  oontidered  as  a  sepa- 
iXeriTer.  There  is.  Gist,  Qie  channel  separating  the  right  bank  from  tbe 
bser  island,  which  Is  two  hundred  and  forty  toises  broad ;  then  the  main 
^  of  tbe  stream,  flowing  in  a  deep. current,  a  hundred  and  seventy  toises 
s  hnadth,  which  separates  it  froth  Lobaa,  ^"ith  a  Email  island  in  its  course 
iridiag  this  main  stream  into  two  parts ;  finally,  the  norUiem  t»'anch  which 
fa  between  the  isle  of  I^obau  and  the  banks  of  the  Hirchfirid  on  the  left  of 
AeriTcr;  it  is  seventy  toises  in  breadth,  and  in  like  UMnner  broken  in  its 
ovseby  several  smaller  islands.  Thus,  at  Ebersdorf,  many  nuve'liridges 
^■qaind  to  be  constructed  than  at  Nnssdsrf,  and  a  military  road  across  the 
■■Ittds  WIS  necessary  to  connectthem  together ;  but  these  disadvantages  were

■^  «:  rations,  it  was  hoped,  would  distract  the  attenlien  of  the  enemy, 
^ndiledM  Emperor  to  select,  in  the  end,  that  one  for  the  real  passage 
*kere  the  least  i^Scnlties  were  to  teovercoate.  Liimes,  in  the  first  instance, 
Wonpted  to  surprise  a  passage  at  Nussdorf,  and  pushed  forward  six  hundred 
nta  to  the  island  of  S<Awarze  Lacken,  which  heg,  as  already  mentioned, 
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near  the  norlhern  bank  at  that  point ;  but  thii  adrnced  guard  was  speedilj 
beset  b;  superior  forces,  which  General  Hlller  diapatcbed  front  bis  side  of  the 
river,  and  before  any  fresh  succours  could  arrive  from  the  southern  sbon, 
TigoroQSlr  assailed,  and  compelled  to  capitulate.

ttn.ii.  stores  and  impleinenis  necessary  for  its  success;  and  the  (wadnt 
foresight  of  the  Emperor  had  already  proTldeda  flotilla  of  boats,  drawn  fro* 
many  different  quarters,  and  transported  by  land  carriage  lo  the  ItaiHibc, 
whidi  were  easily  converted  into  the  nateriab  of  a  bridge.  Five  days  mte 
Hit  '3'  consumed  in  these  preparations;  on  Ihesixtb,  every  thing  being  it 
readiness,  the  enterprise  was  cotnmenced.  So  anxious  was  the  Emperor  ix 
the  success  of  this  undertaking,  tltai  be  stationed  himself  od  the  saatboi 
bank  as  the  troopS  were  embartiing,  minutely  examiDe<{  and  asaigned  toeidi 
the  place  they  were  to  occupy  in  the  vessel,  superintended  tbe  dtstritmlisB 
of  cartridges  to  the  soldlerSi  and  addressed  a  few  words  to  alnost  everyfndi- 
vidual  man.

"•r  's-  boats  pnlled  off  from  the  shore,  and  steering  round  tije  InloiK- 
diale  islands,  made  straight  for  that  of  L«bau,  where  tbe  Imperialists  «en 
Brst  apprised  of  their  approach  by  the  keels  of  the  boats  striking  on  Itkesbm. 
tnstantly  leaping  into  the  water,  the  tirailleors  rushed  foro^rd  into  the 
thickets,  and  being  constantly  fed  by  reinforcements  from  ttie  rear,  won 
expelled  the  Austrians  from  tbe  isle.

Tbe 
depth  and  rapidity  of  the  current  at  that  period,  when  the  melting  irf  tbe 
Alpine  snows  bad  already  conrnienced,  presented  very  formidable  dilBcutliet; 
but  all  were  overcome  by  the  ardour  and  activity  of  tbe  French  engiDeen- 
Sixiy-eight  large  boats  had  been  collected,  and  nine  huge  rafts  :  they  tonie 
the  bridge  of  the  most  solid  materials  as  fiir  as  Lohau ;  but  from  tbat  islaiul  <" 
the  (^posiie  shore  of  the  Harrhlield,  it  was  necessary  to  construct  it  of  pot)' 
toons.  With  such  vigour,  however,  was  the  enterprise  conducted,  tbat  b] 
noon  on  the  following  day  the  t<  hole  was  completed,  and  the  leading  columtf 
of  Uass^a's  corps  instantly  began  lo  defile  over  in  great  Btrengtb  to  tbe  op- 
posite bank  (3).

The  conbat  wii  no  longor 
i^,aBdK<ril»wndi,  fodtav  himielf  greatly  out-nnoabered,  and  biThig 
iMindMadTlcc»«f  ibe  i^iproaeh  «f  the iicbduke  John  from  the  direction  (rf 
IU«f ,  wot  compelled  to  <Mit  frooi  bia  enterpriie,  and  auitalDed  a  Iom  tk 
^*  several  haa^ed  men  and  six  gmu  in  his  retreat.  Two  days  ailer- 
wAi,  fnparatioBi  wfve  vade  for  croaung  the  river  by  the  lustrians  at 
bmm,  wUcb  gns  aaaiow  diaqvtet  to  Napol^,  who  ordered  up  in  haste  the 
iWt  orpe  of  Dawuit,  which  wa*  sutioned  in  icheloit  at  Uelk,  and  along 
fciwl  fteoa  tba*ee  by  St.-PoUen  to  Vienna.  But  these  demonstrations 
Vh«  hk  tear,  ao  lir  froB  diverting  the  Emperor  from  his  original  design 
i  <miBg  at  LoIhhi,  and  giving  battle  to  the  Archduke  on  the  northern 
t^k.  ariy  Bade  him  nHre  intent  npon  the  immediate  prosecution  of  his 
Maprttt,  bf  sbownif  Itaat  the  enemy's  amy  was,  in  part  st  least,  removed

He 
pwd  fte  amdi  of  Us  tmopa  across  the  bridge  of  Lobau  with  the  utmost 
"^i  Ibey  defiled  all  the  SOth,  and  the  whole  of  the  succeeding  night, 
"^niiWiimlMiiin.  anjijij  ilajhiiwinn  thr  Tint,  forty  thousand  men  were 
.*rt)  MsiuibleJ  in  bottle  array  on  ihenoribern  side  [IJ. 
M^  HeanwHaie,  the  Archdoie  Charles,  with  the  great  body  of  his  for- 
^^  ees,layontheiraody  beightaof  tlieBisamberg:  ihefiresof  hishi- 
^»  venaa  iUffminaled  at  idgbt  the  whole  of  that  quarter  of  the 
•HI.  beavcm;  and  already,  by  revealing  the  magnitude  of  the  enemy's 
hn,iBspiradtbe  French  loWers  with  gloomy  presentiments  as  to  the  issue 
'tecaaKit  which  WM  oppreaehii^.  From  ibis  elevated  posiiion  the  plain 
Had  Vienna  towards  (he  Simmwiag  appeared  to  be  enveloped  in  clouds 
''^;baiaa  they  at  Iniarrab  cleared  away,-lhegliiier  of  bayonets  andliel- 
■Miiittesen'srayB,  even  at  that  distance,  all  following  one  direciion,  in- 
'■■M  a  grand  mwement  toward*  Kaiacr-Ebersdorf .  In  effect,  having  per- 
"M  frani  that  l«fty  ridge,  by  meant  of  telescopes,  both  the  preparations 
"■^IwcToasitgHLolwUiUidtbecaniiBuedmarcb  of  Davoust'scon»  along 
^Mlbn  bank  of  tha  river,  firaBMelk  towards  the  capital,  tbe  Archduke 
<i*Mhed,  iritb  reafOQ,  Ibat  a  favoarable  opporianily  bad  now  occurred  of 
Uhg  with  bit  eaneenttated  foreea  upon  half  tbe  French  army,  before  the 
""Sladu  ns  cnssed  ow,  and  poasibly  reducing  it  lo  extremities,  even  in 
^tflheatbtrperti^  on  tbe  opposite  bank,  and  «bile  jettfae  columns 
"  rat  were  only  wending  their  way  in  toilsome  march  towards  the  capital, 
^pwsd  with  these  ideas,  orders  were  sent  to  the  advanced  posts  on  the 
"'P  of  the  IbrchBeld  towards  Lobau,  to  fall  back :  after  a  merely  nominal 
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rMisunce,  the  canlry,  which  had  been  «U  adv«tte«l  to  (he  ed^  of  the  liTCr, 
wwe  recaltMl ;  vblle  Iha  whole  sUengUi  of  Um  army  wu  coUeoLed  on  the 
BiumberK,  concealed  fromibe  oiemy,  bat  nady  to  lall  with  its  accumulated 
maiaesDponlbeflitieorps  whichihauldbolniiiiporledacroKi.  At  the  same 
lime,  iiMtTuciiotu  were  aent  to  Koliowrath,  Nordaan,  and  the  officers  in 
command  farther  up  the  rirer,  to  collect  a  quantity  of  boats  to  be  laden  with 
heavy  materials  and  combustibles,  and,  when  the  proper  aeason  anived,  de- 
tached ,  to  be  borne  down  by  the  force  of  the  swoln  current  against  the  eDetny't 
bridges.  In  truth,  it  was  evident  that  Napoliton'i  OTerweening  conGdeace  ia 
bis  good  fortune  had  at  last  brought  him  into  a  sitnatioD  foil  of  danger,  and 
that,  with  fatal  rashness,  he  had  exposed  himself  to  tiie  most  perileos  obanee   : 
In  war,  tfaat  of  being  attacked  by  greatly  superior  forces  in  an  open  plaitt,  : 
with  a  great  river  traversed  by  a  single  bridge,  recently  coutrueted  and  UaUe  , 
to  destruction,  jn  his  rear  (1). 
*»^rLu       Anxiety  for  the  great  events  which  were  approaching,  canaed  ; 
Slot's!     many  anobleheart  to  throb  during  the  nigfal  in  the  Anatrian  hast;  . 
iu7>''      end  already,  as  the  morning  dawned,  thonrandi  of  aching  eyes  .. 
were  turned  in  the  direction  of  Lobau  and  the  Harchfield,  where,  even  at 
that  early  hour,  a  great  accumulation  of  force  was  visible.  The  inarch  of 
troops  across  the  bridge  continued  incessant,  and  all  the  reports  from  the 
outposts  announced  that  the  lines  in  their  front  were  rapidly  widening  and   ' 
extending.  With  exulting  hearts,  the  army  received  erden  at  sunrise  lo  stand 
to  arms ;  the  advantages  of  Uieir  situation  were  obvious  even  to  the  meatieit  , 
sentinel;  the  noble  array  which  was  pouring  across  the  bridges  bef«re  them. 
Into  the  plains  at  their  feet,  seemed  a  devoted  host,  blindly  rushing  upon 
destruction.  The  vast  plain  of  the  Harchfield,  stretchingfrom  thefootof  the 
.  Bisamberg  to  the  margin  of  the  Danube,  lay  spread  lilie  a  carpet  before  tfce 
'';  <  front  of  the  line,  and  appeared,  from  the  absence  of  every  obstruction,  to  Ik 
:'-  '  the  destined  theatre  of  some  great  event.  The  officers  around  him  urged  the 
Archduke  to  commence  the  attack  early  in  the  morning,  and  while  as  yet  the 
^    whole  of  Uass^na's  corps  was  not  passed  over;  but  when  the  enemy  wk  [ 
making  a  false  movement  was  not  the  moment  to  interrupt  or  warn  him  ef  . 
his  danger.   Instead  of  acceding  to  their  suggestions,  that  able  commander 
ordered  the  arms  to  he  plied,  and  the  troops  to  dine;  following  thus  the 
maxim  of  the  great  generals  of  antiquity,  that,  even  with  the  bravest  troops, 
It  is  of  the  last  importance  to  commence  a  battle  with  the  strength  of  tbe  men 
recently  recruited  by  food.  At  twelve  o'clock,  the  movement  of  tiie  enemy 
.."being  suiBciently  pronounced,  and  retreat  in  presence  of  so  great  a  boat  im- 
possible, the  signal  to  advance  was  given.  The  men  received  it  with  lood 
shouts  and  enthusiastic  acclamations;  joyful  war  songs,  accompanied  by 
'  '    Turkish  music,  resounded  through  the  air  :  long-continued  vlvatt  arose  on 
,    all  sides,  as  the  Archduke  Charles,  the  saviour  of  Germany,  rode  along  the 
'  ^    lines  of  the  second  column,  at  whose  head  he  had  taken  his  station.   Ewry 
breast  panted  with  anxious  desire  and  deserved  confidence  for  the  decisive 
moment,  and  the  finest  weather  favoured  the  awful  scene.  Theeireumstanees 
bad  spread  a  noble  ardour  through  every  heart.  Their  mncMoved  capital, 
the  abode  of  their  Emperor,  was  in  sight,  polluted  by  the  eagles  of  the 
stranger ;  their  homes  were  the  prize  of  victory ;  before  them  was  a  splendid 
battle-field,  where  they  would  combat  for  their  sovereign,  (heir  liberty,  and 
their  country,  under  the  eyes  of  their  wives,  their  parents,  their  ohildmu 
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DnemMnj  fraai  ttair  dvratvd  aDeonpiMiit,  hone,  loot,  and  unnon  ra- 
pidlj  ud  ea^^erly  proaed  Imrward  lowdt  Ibe  eneDiy  (1 ) ;  andwon,  to  those 
wba  jet  Uagered  on  tbe  Biaunberg,  bat  a  hmH  >pace  of  dair  green  inter- 
TtoMi  betwern  die  t^dimi  of  dut  vliicb  enreloped  the  extremity  of  the 
ItHffi  of  Lobao,  and  the  moving  doads  which  marked  the  adrauee  of  tbe 
Coins  boat. 

'°!^_  Hidwiy  between  the  TilUgea  of  JUmif  end  EeiuiK,  each  litnated 
g^  at  the  diHance  of  batf<Huile  from  tbe  bank  «f  the  Danube,  tbe 
inq.  Fr«ich  bridgeopeaed  upon  the  Vast  plain  of  the  Harchfield.  These 
nflaies,  therefore,  foraod  the  baatioiu  on  either  Aak  of  Napolton'a  army, 
which  euended  io  Uae  avois  tbe  open  apace,  a  mile  broad,  which  lay  b«- 
Iweeo  them.  Built  of  atoae,  honaea,  moat  of  them  two  atories  in  height,  and 
■unMinded  by  mdosonB  and  gaitlen  walls  of  tbe  aame  durable  materials, 
boiimfEered  valiuhle  poiittt  tn^ni  to  the  bridges,  nnder  cover  of  which,  It 
nihaped,  HasaAu  and  Beatiires  would  be  able  to  maintain  themselves,  till 
tkrapunder  of  the  4rmy  could  be  lM«ught  over  to  their  sopport.  Essling 
U I  laige  atone  granary,  three  stories  in  height,  funilahed  with  loop-holes, 
dpible  of  oMtaining  several  bandred  men;  while  Aspem,  a  long  straggling 
Tillige,  above  two  miles  In  length,  was  strengthened,  like  Eyiaa,  by  a 
(^nnjiyard  sniromded  by  a  slreng  wall.  A  double  line  of  trendies,  intended 
to  draw  off  tha  water,  extended  between  these  two  natural  bastions,  and 
Mtved  as  a  wet  ditch,  which  affiirded  every  possible  security  to  the  troops 
Idwching  from  the.  island  of  Lobau.  Ibe  whole  gronad  was  perfectly  level, 
pulj  abpji^  upwards,  like  a  vast  natnral  glacis,  towards  Rascbdorf :  i^te 
nlbps  aloQe,  btnomed  in  tufted  hrees,  rising  above  the  tend«-  green  of  the 
flUfWhichwaseovwed  with  rich  cropsat  that  early  leasou,  broke  the  nni- 
f^miiy  of  the  expanse,  a««ng  wbieh,  on  the  rif^t,  the  glittering  pinnacles 
rfBreiientoe,  and  Ihemaesy  town  of  Nensiedel-vere  conspicuous  (2) ;  while 
M  the  left,  ibe  broody  beighls  of  Ibe  Biaamberg,  resplendent  with  watcb- 
ins,  shut  in  tbe  scene.  Tbe  wide-spread  light  of  the  bivouacs,  along  tbe 
'■road  expanse  of  the  horison,  revealed  i&e  magnitude  of  the  force  to  wbidi 
Ukj  were  opposed,  aad  inspired  an  anxious  disquietude  through  tha  French 
•my. 

l^mU  '•  UooMy  It  the  situation  of  the  troops  whidi  had  crossed  over,  Na- 
t^w*-*  pelten  WIS  on  borseback  by  break  of  day,  and  in  person  rode  Car-  " 
^■'•'  ward  to  the  outposts  to  satisfy  himseH  as  to  the  amount  of  the  ene- 
■I's  fmie  by  iriiom  he  was  likely  to  be  assailed.  Lannes,  with  bis  usual 
iMpftoosity,  viainlained  that  there  wss  nothing  but  a  curtain  of  ten  thousand 
Mr  in  front,  wd  that  Ibey  ritonld  be  attacked  without  delay ;  but  Hass^na, 
witrartedby  long  eipericaice,  and  who  had  surveyed  the  fire*  of  the  enemy 
^vn  Ibe  Heepla  of  Aqieni  tbe  preceding  ni^t,  gave  a  decided  opinion,  that 
Ike.  whole  Austriaa  army  was  at  havi.  Napoleon  saw  too  good  reason  to 
idbcre  te  tbe  latter  «|)inian,  and  instantlyappredating  the  magnitude  of  the 
4agw,  rode  back  to  Um  bridge  to  hasten  the  pansge  of  tiie  troops.  Orders 
wen  dispalcbed  in  eveiy  dir«f:tion  toaasenbtelfaeforcee  on  the  right  bank; 
the  corps  a<  laaaMs  was  alr«ady  beginnbig  to  cross  over;  that  of  Davoust, 
^>t>ichhadarrired  at  Tiesna  the  eveidng before,  was  ordered  up  with  all  ima- 
(lediia  expediliaa;  Ibe  eiirassiers,  the  guards,  tbe  reserve  cavalry,  the  park 
*{  utifUry,  aU  received  diioctions  to  hasten  to  the  bridges.  But  it  was  too 
lt>e:lb«sraairowbRudtfawoo)d  only  permit  a  very  limited  number  of  sol-

diera  U>  march  abreast  upon  them ;  the  cavidry  ud  ntitler;  could  out;  be 
got  across  with  considerable  difficulty  (1 );  and  the  one  over  the  TtumbranA 
of  the  river  was  lo  much  damigetl  by  the  rise  and  impetaoaity  af  the  stTCim, 
that  by  four  o'clock  io  thesftemaonit  wasalmestimpauable.  Meanwhile  tbt 
Austriin  army  in  great  strength,  eighty  ihoasand  strong,  of  whom  fourtca 
Ibousand  were  magaiGcent  cavalry,  with  two  hondred  and  eighty-^it 
pieces  of  cannon,  was  already  upou  them. 
Vno'°i.  "^^^  IniperiaLsts  advanced  in  fire  many  columns,  preceded  fayi 
urk.xxi  strong  cloud  of  horse,  whi(^  concealed  their  directloa  and  profeaU* 
bn'iiTiita.  points  of  attack  from  the  enemy.  The  first,  under  Hitler,  next  the 
Danube,  moved  by  the  meadows  on  th&northeni  bank  of  that  river  dirM 
upon  Aspern ;  the  second,  under  Bellegarde,  with  the  generaiinimo  by  hb 
side,  advanced  upon  Leopoldau,  and  also  directed  it*  iteps  towards  the  saaie 
Tillage;  the  third,  led  by  Hoheozollem,  moved  by  Breitenlee  also  upon  A^ 
pern ;  the  fourth,  commanded  by  Rosenberg,  was  to  advanoe  by  Bascfadoff 
towards  Essliog ;  the  fifth,  also  directed  hy  Rosenberg,  was  to  lam  the  riglit 
flank  of  the  enemy  by  Enzersdorf  and  ctKoperate  in  Iba  attack  upon  BsUng; 
the  cavalry,  all  massed  together,  was  toinoveover  the  open  country  between 
Baschdorf  and  Breitenlee,  so  as  to  assist  the  head  of  any  column  which  migbt 
find  itself  assailed  hy  the  enemy's  horse.  No  less  than  eleven  of  the  Anstriin 
batteries  were  of  position,  which,  as  they  drew  near  to  the  enemy's  Ums, 
sent  a  destructive  storm  of  round  shot  through  their.ranks.  The  French  wvt 
far  from  having  an  equal  force  at  their  disposal,  and  they  were  particulartf 
inferior  in  the  number  and  wei^t  of  their  artillery;  but,  hy  two  o'dodi  ii 
the  aftemotin,  when  the  opposing  hosts  came  into  coUisioo,  seven  divisions  (I) 
of  native  troops  (3J,  besides  the  guards  of  Wirtemburg,  Uetse  Darmstadt,  sml 
Baden,  in  all  Gfty  thousand  men,  were  in  line ;  and  from  the  known  cbane- 
ter  of  the  soldiers,  as  weU  as  the  firmness  of  their  leadns,  a  desperate  lesii- 
tance  was  to'be  anticipated.  Uau^na,  with  two  strong  divisions,  was  aroinHl 
Aspern;  Lannes,  with  a  third,  was  in  EeeUng;  the  intermediate  ^lace  wat  oo- 
cupied  by  the  remainder  of  Hass^a's corps,  the  Inperial  gusrd,  and  GenniR 
auxiliaries,  with  the  formidable  cuiraagiere  «f  Bessiire«  glittering  in  tbcir 

moTo  «  *spwn.  ™l"  -which  Uassdna  had  not  had  time  to  throw  an  ade- 
*X"uti  <]<>o'«  8Brri^°>  was,  in  the  Brst  insUnce,  carriied  by  the  advanced 
ij«ibn*.  guard  of  Miller  under  Guiiay;  bnt  the  French  marshal  bivfog 
Awhlu'!'  quickly  alUcked  it  with  the  whole  division  of  Holitor,  it  was  not 
only  retaken,  but  the  Imperialists  pursued  to  a  coa»detaUe  ijistance  (otba 
northward ;  till  the  broad  and  deep  colamas  of  Hiller,  BeUeg arde,  and  Koboi- 
zollern,  advancing  to  their  support,  warned  the  skilful  French  commands t( 
the  necessity  of  withdrawing  all  his  troops  to  the  defence  of  ilie  village  itself. 
The  prospect  which  now  presented  ttself  was  capable  of  daunting  tbe  nMl 
intrepid  hearts.  On  tlie  left,  three  broad.and  deep  coiunns  were  aeea  eoB- 
verging  towards  Aspern;  at  a  greater  distance  on  (he  right,  vast  clouds  of  dul 
announced  that  other  masses  were  threaUnhig  Easing;  while  along  tbe 
whole  front,  a  formidable  array  of  artillery,  vomiting  taA  &re  and  smoie. 
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dn£lf  idvaiuBd,  nBderia;  mere  swAil  the  scene  by  the  obscurity  in  vbich 
itiofalNdallb^iodilstracet.  Bat  this  saspeose  was  of  short  duration,  and 
ini  few  UHOtes  Ihe  Anclrian  battalions  of  Hilter,  with  load  shouts,  ad- 
vtxei  to  ifae  atlsdi.  U,  boweYer,  the  assault  iras  impetuous,  the  defence 
«M  not  ICH  heroic;  and  nerer  bad  the  experienced  skill  and  InTincibte  te- 
■adiy  of  Marshal  Han^na  been  so  conspicuously  displayed.  Stationed  in  the 
cemetery  of  Aspem,  under  tbe  boughs  of  Ibe  great  trees  which  overshadow 
ihediarch,  be  calmly  awaited  the  result,  directing  the  movetneuts  of  his 
trM|is,  and  giving  his  arders  to  support  the  points  which  most  required  it, 
nih  the  coQlseas  and  precision  of  veteras  courage,  wblle  the  crash  of  the 
kaaghiabore  his  head,  and  the  incessant  clatter  of  grape-shot  OB  the  steeple, 
1«U  bow  near  the  eaemy's  batteries  had  approached.  Both  parlies  were  a  ware 
tttttbefileof  the  day  mainly  depended  on  the  possession  of  (bis  important 
P<iU,udiacndibIeeff(vts  were  made  on  either  side  to  attain  it.  For  several 
kian  the  mnrderous  conQict  continued ;  fresh  troops  were  brought  up  on 
twb  parts  to  supply  the  place  of  those  wbo  bad  fallen,  or  were  ei  ha  as  ted  in 
t^ttrife:  Ibe  Austrian  infantry,  the  Hungarian  grenadiers,  the  volunteers  of 
TKMia,  rivalled  each  other  in  courage  and  perseverance  in  the  assault,  while 
tke  diffvent  divisions  of  Hass^na's  corps  nobly  in  succession  sustained  the 
Mrxe,  Every  street,  every  house,  every  garden  of  the  village,  became  the 
t^Mre  of  mortal  combat:  the  shouts  of  transient  success,  the  cries  of  despair, 
«n  beard  alternately  from  both  parties — an  incessant  shovtcr  of  bombs  and 
fnBm  balls  from  the  concentric  batteries  of  the  Imperialists  spread  death 
■adades,  alike  among  friend  and  foe,  while  great  part  of  tbe  village  took 
Itt,  nd  tbe  flanHs  of  the  burning  houses  afforded,  as  night  approached,  a 
flttsllj  light  wherewith  to  continue  the  work  of  destruction,  and  illuminated 
^  vbsle  tield  of  battle.  A  desperate  conflict  at  the  same  lime  continued  in 
Ife  aunfay  plaiD  between  Aspero  and  Ihe  river,  where  the  wet  ditches  lead- 
>(  Is  the  Danube  athwart  their  front,  and  the  thickets  of  alder-busties,  gave 
■he  Freoch  the  advan&gee  of  a  natural  fortilication.  For  long  the  superior 
KBnben  of  tbe  Anstrians  impeded  each  other,  as  the  position  of  the  French 
Vire  prevented  them  from  attacking  the  village  on  more  sides  than  one ;  but  - 
u  length,  at  eleven  at  nigbi,  their  line  having  gained  ground  in  that  quarter,  - 
Xaoibined  attack  was  made  by  Hiller  in  front,  and  Yacquant,  commanding 
pit  af  Bell^arde's  corps,  viiiich  had  just  repulsed  a  formidable  charge  of 
■>nlry  in  Sank ;  and,  in  spite  of  the  most  heroic  efforts  on  the  part  of  Mas- 
■^iMolilor,  and  his  officers,  the  village  was  carried  amidst  deafening  shouts, 
vbchwere  distinctly  beard  above  tbe  roar  of  the  artillery  along  tbe  whole 
'■>■  The  Frcncb  marshal  made  a  gallant  effort  to  regain  his  ground,  and  suc- 
fttied  with  Le  Grand's  division,  which  had  succeeded  Molitor's  in  their 
''OfflMlotu  strife,  in  wresting  some  of  the  houses  from  the  enemy ;  bnt  tbe 
'^■'rbyard,  and  tbe  greater  part  of  this  bloodstained  village,  remained 
■'naghthenight  in  the  hands  of  the  Imperialists  (1). 
^«  While  this  tremeodons  struggle  was  going  on  in  Aspem,  tbe  cen- 
J,J^  Iral  space  between  it  and  Essling  was  almost  denuded  of  infantry; 
■■MHi.  tbe  numerous  and  formidable  Austrian  batteries  in  that  quarter 
'■BogdiidygQarded  by  cavalry,  with  Hohenzollern's  infantry  in  their  rear, 
^hiletbetidendid  horsemen  of  the  French  Guard,  concealed  on  the  opposite 
tiietheweakneH  of  their  infantry  in  the  centre  of  the  line.  So  severely, 
'**eTer,iFere  bis  troops  in  both  villages,  aad  even  in  tbe  most  distant  re- 
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■errea,  galled  by  the  RniUined  and  incessant  discharge  of  ifals  tremnidons 
array  of  guns,  thai  Napol^n  ordered  a  grand  charge  of  carafry  in  hts  cenW 
to  wrcit  ibem  from  (be  enemy.  BessiftmfirstsentfDTward  theligtit  honeof 
the  guard :  they  made  repeated  charges ;  but  were  unable  to  withstand  the 
terrible  discharges  of  grape  which  were  vomited  forth  by  the  Austrian  bat- 
teries. U|>on  tlieir  repulse,  the  French  tnanhal  ordered  the  euirassien  of  lh« 
gnard  to  charge.  These  gallant  horsemen,  cased  in  shining  ttnnour,  wboK 
weight  the  English  felt  afterwards  so  severely  at  Waterloo,  advanced  at  tht 
gallop,  disking  Ibeir  sabrea  above  thefr  heads,  and  malring  the  air  resoimd 
with  cries  of  '*  f^lve  PEmperesr  t "  So  swift  wa»  the  onset,  so  vehemeni  the 
attack,  that  the  Imperialists,  who  saw  at  once  the  danger  cf  the  artillerv,  hid 
barely  time  to  withdraw  the  guns,  and  throw  the  foot  soldiers  !n  their  rac 
into  squares  when  the  clattering  tempest  was  upon  them.  In  Tain,  howcTtr, 
Bessidres,  D'Espagne,  and  Lasalle,  at  the  head  erf  these  indomitable  cavalten, 
swept  round  the  now  Insulated  foot,  routed  the  Austrian  cavalry  of  the  rf- 
serve  under  Lichtenstein,  which  was  brought  up  to  oppose  them,  and  tun- 
loping  the  infantry  formed  in  squares  of  tnttalions  on  all  sides,  suniinoned 
(hem  in  the  pride  of  Irresistible  strength  to  surrender.  Cut  off  from  alt  olber 
support,  the  brave  Hungarians  stood  firm  back  to  back  in  their  squares,  mi 
kept  up  so  vigorous  and  so  sustained  a  fire  on  all  sides,  that  after  haviof;  haV 
their  nnmbers,  Including  the  gallant  D'Espagne,  stretched  on  the  plain  (1), 
the  French  cuirassiers  were  obliged,  shattered  and  defeated,  to  retire  to  ihrir 
own  lines,  and  botli  parties  at  this  point  slept  upon  the  field  of  battle. 
BTood;  .1-  Rosenberg's  columns  followed  the  course  prescribed  to  them ;  bat, 
K' ",  S3  the  fifth  coqis,  which  was  lo  make  the  circuit  towards  Eniendoif 
pn'a  ^n-  "^^  attack  Essling  on  the  extreme  flank,  necessarily  required  mote 
lunnirui.  time  for  its  movement  than  the  fourth,  which  advanced  direct  by 
Raschd Off  upon  the  same  point,  the  latter  retarded  their  march,  and  llie 
combined  atuck  didnottakeplace  till  five  in  the  afternoon.  Knzersdorfwv 
evacuated  by  the  enemy  upon  the  approach  of  the  fmpertaltsts;  andLaimR, 
at  the  head  only  of  a  single  division,  was  threatened  with  an  attack  by  forM 
more  than  double  his  own,  l»th  in  front  and  flank.  The  fourth  coltrnm, 
which  attacked  the  village  on  the  western  side,  was  vigorously  charged  ill 
flank  In  its  advance  by  a  large  body  of  French  horse,  detached  by  Be4.«i*rs 
from  the  centre  of  the  line;  and  the  necessity  of  forming  squares,  toresi* 
these  attacks,  retarded  considerably  the  assault  on  that  side.  At  length,  hov* 
ever,  the  unsuccessful  chargeon  the  Austrian  central  batteries  having  throws 
back  the  French  cuirassiers  in  that  tpiarter,  and  the  reserve  dragoom  rf 
Lichtenstein  having  been  re-formed,  and  brought  tip  in  great  strength  W  tbt 
support  of  the  centre,  the  Archduke  ordered  a  general  advance  of  the  whole 
line,  at  the  same  time  that  a  combined  attack  of  Rosenberg's  wm  eolnmns, 
now  jjerfectly  able  to  co-operate,  was  mode  on  Essling.  In  spite  of  the  otmojt 
efiorUofNapoltion,  the  centre  of  the  Auslrlans  sensibly  gained  ground,  and 
H  was  only  by  the  most  devoted  gallantry  on  the  part  of  the  French  cuiras- 
aiers,  who,  again  and  again,  though  with  diminished  nnmbers,  renewed  the 
combat,  that  he  was  able  to  prevent  that  part  of  his  line  from  being  entirely 
broken  through.  The  violence  of  the  flanking  Are  of  grape  and  musketry, 
however,  which  issued  from  Essling,  was  such  as  to  arrest  the  ImperlalisH 
when  they  came  abreast  of  that  village:  and,  although  many  assaults  vera 
made  npon  it  by  Rosenberg's  columns,  and  it  was  repeatedly  set  on  fite  1^ 
tlie  Austrian  shells,  yet,  such  was  the  intrepid  resistance  of  Lannes,  with  his 
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bavit  ifiriiioii,  «bo  doAmdad  with  invhiotidB  obMinaoy  cTcry  house  and 
CTtry  gmlBa,  thit  all  tfae  MsiiUBb  c«uld  do  wat  to  drifa  ttiem  entirely 
wJHiIb  in  walb  t  and,  whan  darkncM  luapBadwl  Lbe  wmbtt,  it  was  still  in 
d»  biDdt  (rf  the  FnBch  (1 ) . 

2^1;!^  The  wi^t  wkicb  falloved  this  doftent*  conflict  was  ipeiit  with 
jl^^j^  T«rT  diSiBNBl  teebagi  in  the  two  armiea.  On  boUt  lidos,  indoed* 
MM  -  iM  tbooiaat  slnniioaa  affort&wen  made  to  npair  (be  loasea  which  bad 
t^  been anaiaincd, and  prepata  forthe  oonDlct ontbeatomm;  but 
it  war  with  very  diSEiMit  tnotlona  that  the  aoldiors' bnaala  were  aglMlod  in 
ibc  oppoiilfl  hosu.  On  Ae  side  of  the  Fiwch,  to  the  prond  confidanea  id 
TkloTT  bad  MioaMded  the  chill  of  diMppointnent,  tfaeantidpationof  diSM- 
toi  the  wanted  abouU  of  Ibe  mw  were  no  ion^r  beard ;  a  dark  feeling  of 
aoittT  oi^reaKd  everj  bm>t)  ibe  brilliant  meteor  of  the  empire  seemed 
liisttiobeartiii^mi^ed  in  blood.  They  coald  not  conceal  from  tbemselrea 
ifaii  ibq  bad  been  worsted  in  the  preceding  day's  Qght.  Aspern  was  lost ) 
tUioiwuaamiiuidedi  the  line  in  tbe  centre  had  been  forced  back;  tha 
amy  ilqit  among  the  dcsd  bodice  of  tbe  French,  while  the  multitude  of 
*l>io,  «ra  in  the  farthest  reserves  of  theit  own  lines,  showed  bow  completely 
iIk  OMmy^B  bstteries  had  reached  every  part  of  Ibelr  potilion.  The  Aus- 
■tiau,Ba  the  otharbaBd,  were  justly  elated  by  tbeir  uawonted  and  glorioua 
nnta :  for  tbe  first  time,  NapoMon  had  sustained  a  decided  defeat  in  the 
Ud;  his  bast  troops  bad  been  bafiled  in  a  pitched  batiie ;  his  position  wai 
cri&al  befoaid  eoample,  and  the  well-known  baxard  of  tbe  bridges  dltTmcd 
^b^  that,  oo  the  morrow,  a  decisive  victory  would  rescue  this  country 
^n  lie  ttfifttuor,  and  at  one  blow  work  out  the  deliverance  of  Germany, 
bl,  thnogh  anxiety  chilled  tbe  hopes,  it  no  ways  daunted  the  courage  of  the 
FrsKb.  Stretched  amidst  tbe  dead  bodies  of  their  comrades,  Uiey  sternly 
nudted  to  oM&bat  to  the  last  man  on  the  morrow,  for  their  bela*ed  Emperor 
«d  Ibe  glary  of  their  (wuntry.  Sleep,  Induced  by  extraordinary  faligue, 
MDdDsedttieeTeaof  thosoldiws;  tbeseatinels  of  eitba  host  were  within 
tfcr  yards  of  each  other;  NapoUonlay  downinhis  cloakon  tbesandof  the 
Itaidie,  within  baif  a  mile  of  tbe  Austrian  batt^ies.  Bat  no  rest  was  taken 
^  tbe  ebieb  of  eiiber  army  j  boili  made  the  most  slrennoos  efforts  to  im  prove 
(bar  thanoes  at  tiioeess  for  tbe  fbUowing  day.  Daring  the  n^^t,  or  early  in 
Ibisunntg,  tbe  infaairy  of  the  Imperial  gotrd,  the  corps  of  Umnea,  and  the 
intps  «f  Oodiaot,  were  with  mnch  difficulty  got  tenm  the  bridges,  so  as  to 
(■veNapaUoQ,  even  after  all  the  loesea  of  the  preceding  day,  foil  seventy 
■booHodmeBui  Una;  while  Daronst,  with  thirty  thousand  more  (2),  was 
jsH  c«mnanciiig  the  passi^  of  the  bridges.  The  Archduke,  on  liis  side, 
^nnght  np  tbe  reserve,  consisting  of  the  grenadier  corps  of  the  Prince  of 
Son,  from  the  Biaamberg  to  Breitenlee,  a  mile  in  the  rear  of  the  field  of  battle.

Aspcrn.  Both  assanlts  proved  sucoesifoL  Esslin;;  for  the  first  tine  was  cir- 
ried  b;  the  Archduke's  regiment  of  grenadiers  in  tbe  early  twilight,  and  tbe 
Imperiallsls,  following  np  their  snocess,  forced  Uie  French  lines  on  their  left 
back  towards  the  Danube,  and  straitened  them  considerably- in  tfaat  qvarler: 
but  tblsimportant  SDCcees  wasconnlerbalBHcedby  tbelossof  Aspern,whteh 
at  the  same  moment  was  taken,  with  the  battalion  in  tbe  cfainvhyard,  aDd 
four  pieces  of  cannon,  by  the  French  dirinen  of  Gara  Stt-Cyr.  Bodi  partiei 
made  the  ubnost  efforts  to  retrieve  these  monieatons  losses.  St.-Bikin  casM 
up  with  his  division  of  Linnes'  corps  to  tbe  aSBblance  of  that  fallant  staisbal, 
who  was  now  driven  out  of  all  parts  of  EssUngexeept  the  graatgmaTy,aDd, 
by  a  sudden  effort,  expelled  tbe  Austrians,  who  were  never  able  again  to  n- 
Govef  their  footing  in  that  important  village,  though  the  most  desperate  eni- 
flict,  both  of  foot  and  horse,  went  on  the  whole  day  in  its  immediate  net^- 
bourbood,  Tbe  regiment  of  Klebeck  mshed  about  the  sante  time  with  fiud 
bayonets  into  the  burning  ruins  of  Aspem ;  the  French  of  St.*4]yr  were  ex- 
pelled by  tbe  violence  of  the  shock,  but  they  returned  to  the  charge  en- 
forced by  several  battalions  of  tbe  Imperial  guard,  and  after  a  straggle  of  0 
hour's  duration,  again  drove  out  the  Imperialists,  and  got  possession  of  tbe 
churdtyard,  whicb  by  this  time  was  Hlerally  covered  with  the  dead.  Billcr, 
however,  was  not  to  be  outdone  in  Ais  tremendous  struggle.  Again  ioniaji% 
a  column  of  attack,  In  conjunction  with  part  of  Bdlegarde's  corps,  be  luB^ 
self  led  on  the  charge  at  tbe  head  of  the  r^menl  Benjossky :  trampting  aa- 
derfoot  the  dead  and  the  dying,  these  heroic  assailants  advaneed  throngb 
burning  houses  and  a  storm  of  shot,  and  by  great  exertians  succeeded  in  driv- 
ing the  French  entirely  out  of  the  village.  The  Austrian  commander  iiuiaai' 
ly  ordered  tiie  pioneers  to  pull  down  the  walls  of  the  churchyard,  and  bum 
the  church  and  pirsonage-hoase,  so  as  to  prevent  these  important  poiaH 
from  being  again  rendered  s  shdler  to  the  enemy.  Some  additional  rtgi- 
ments  were  soon  after  brought  up  under  General  Biandii,  wbich  enabled  ite 
Imperialists  not  only  to  maintain  tliem selves  till  the  close  of  the  battle  in  this 
obstinately  contested  village,  but  (o  advance  in  tht  evening  semewbatlie- 
yond  its  limits,  and  direct  the  fire  of  their  artillery  npou  the  flank  of  tfae 
French  lines,  drawn  up  between  it  and  Essling,  which  played  (ill  nigbtliill 
with  tremendous  effect  upon  the  dense  masses,  who  were  there  accumulateil 
on  a  space  of  little  more  than  a  mile  in  extent  (1).

For  this  pur- 
pose, instructions  were  sent  to  llass«ina,  who  had  not  yei  been  expelled  from 
Aspem,  to  maintain  himself  in  that  village ;  Davoust  was  to  debouch  from  tbe 
bridges,  in  the  direction  of  £saling;  while  Oudinot  and  Lannes,  supported  by 
the  infantry  and  cavalry  of  the  guard,  were  tn  make  a  united  attack  od  die 
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AicUifa^aeBln,  vUdi  k  wM  Iwped  mi^l  be  thw  drireii  bMk,  and  oi- 
iMy  sctnnrted  from  tbe  wings  enfaged  in  Ibe  combats  aronnd  the  rillago. 
Fran  bii  fbdoa,  bebimd  tbe  cenira  at  tbe  French  line,  NapoUon  pointed  ont 
*Mh  bis  filler,  at  •ereo  in  Ihe  iMnwig,  lo  Lannes,  who  wai  on  horseback 
beride  tiini,  Ibc  dircntion  which  Ua  corps  aboold  follow  in  Ibdr  advance, 
vhich  w»  when  Ihe  Aostrian  line  appeared  wflakeat,  betwMn  tba  left  of 
Btbeaudlen  iBd  tbe rigfatofROBOibe^.  Tbe  Emperor  MOnafler  rode  thraogli 
iheitMB  of  the  tcvopa  who  were  to  adTaKce,  and  was  reeeind  wilb  entho- 
iaticAoMst^  f^ive  PEmpanart  Atmeted  by  Ibesoiud,  Ihe  enemy's  cas- 
aiB  NKentnled  tbeir  fire  in  that  direclion,  tboa|^  tbe  fog  which  slili  lin- 
pred  on  Ae  banks  of  the  Daube  concealed  bim  from  tbeir  sight,  and  Gni- 
ml  HaUhioa  was  killed  by  bis  side.

lb)!!!i!^faatlIe,themoDBrchy  were  at  stake.  In  this  extremity  that  gallant 
*~^  princedispUyed  alike  theskillofaGonsammatecommander,aud  tbe 
Wsisaofa  common  soldier.  The  reserve  grenadieis,  under  the  Prince  of 
Bms,  were  hastily  thrown  into  square,  and  brooght  up  to  the  menaced 
r*int;theaBmef«asdr^oons  of  Prince  Licfatenstein  advanced  immediately 
Mmd  (hen;  and  the  Archduke  bimself,  seizing  the  standard  of  Zacb's

tucd  the  noUe  example;  hot  most  of  them  were  killed  or  wounded  at  Ihii

witliout  making  any  serions  misunce.  From  the  inonrtnt  that  the  ImptiM 
of  I ^nnes*  eolamn  was  stopped,  and  the  regimenu  behind  wen  coApeUed  to 
bait,  the  French  mldters  felt  thai  the  day  wu  )oH  (1).  In  vain  the  cuirtnlen 
were  brought  forward,  who  dashed,  as  at  Walerloo,  throngh  the  inttrviliaf 
ttie  iquBres  t  in  Tain  those  brave  horsesien  rode  round  the  steady  battaUona, 
snd  charged  them  repeatedly  to  the  bayonets'  point  (2);'net  oneaqaarams 
broken,  not  onn  column  gare  way,-  and  the  horsemen,  grlenmsly  shaiiBred 
by  the  terrible  fire,  were  soon  after  charged  by  the  enemy's  reserre  earalry, 
under  Lichlenstrin,  who  came  up  with  loud  shouts  from  the  rear,  and  drira 
back  in  disorder  to  their  own  infantry. 
j}^^^*'  Al  this  critical  moment,  Hohenzollem,  peroetTllig  a  consldenUe 
I^'*'ii?^i  '*P^^*''B  0"  ""*  '^g'''  0*  'f's  French  Hno,  occasioned  by  the  nsequil 
tb^  bMi^.  advance  of  some  of  their  regiments,  seized  the  favourahle  oppor- 
tunity to  dash  in  with  Trolnk's  regiment,  and  occupy  the  space :  it  snstained 
itself  there  against  all  the  attacks  of  the  enemy,  till  the  Archdake,  wtM  t( 
once  saw  the  importance  of  this  movement,  supported  that  gallant  corps, 
when  almost  over^clmed  by  fatigue  and  numbers,  by  six  reghneals  of 
Hungarian  grenadiers.  These  fresh  iroops  pressed  -forward,  intersecting  iba 
whole  French  line,  overthrowing  every  thing  which  opposed  them,  and  even 
reached  the  balterles  in  the  rear  near  Essling,  where  they  were  aeiiled 
by  such  a  destructive  fire  from  that  village,  that  nothing  but  the  pn- 
sence  of  the  Archduke,  who  hastened  to  the  spot,  enabled  them  to  maint«n 
their  ground.  At  Iho  same  time,  the  want  of  ammunilion  began  to  bo  sensi- 
bly felt  in  the  French  army,  especially  by  the  artillery,  the  suppltes  of  wUcfa 
were  nearly  exhausted  by  the  incessant  firing  of  two  days;  and  accouBts  be- 
gan to  circulate,  and  soon  spread  like  wildlirc  through  the  ranks,  tbat  (fas 
bridges  were  broken  down,  and  all  communication  with  the  reserve  posts, 
and  two-thirds  of  Davoust's  corps,  slill  on  the  southern  bank,  cut  off.  In 
effect,  at  half  past  eight,  the  alarming  intelligence  reached  the  Emperor  tht 
the  hreships  and  heavy  barks  laden  with  stones,  sent  down  by  the  Archduke, 
had,  with  the  swelling  of  the  river,  produced  the  desired  effect  (3),  and  that 
a  considerable  part  of  the  bridge  over  the  main  stream  of  the  Dttnubc  had 
been  swqit  away. 
THcPnmti  In  this  terrible  moment  Nopolton's  courage  did  not  fonake Uai. 
ihr"!!!!"!  Grave  and  thoughtful,  but  collected,  he  allayed  by  the  calmness  of 
orutau.  ],jj  manner  the  alarm  of  those  around  him,  and  immedialety  gart 
the  necessary  orders  to  suspend  the  attacks  at  all  points,  and  fall  back  to- 
wards the  island  of  Lobau.  Rcfore  they  could  reach  the  cotnmns  in  fronl, 
however,  the  advance  was  already  arrested  by  the  violence  of  the  raemy^ 
fire,  and  several  ballalions,  molting  away  under  the  destructive  storm,  bid 
already  begun  to  recede,  or  slood  in  a  state  of  hesliation,  unablo  l»  go  ao, 
onwilling  to  rbtfrc.

miagrealpartaltudy  lost,  and  the  caplur«  of  the  second  village  precluded 
ibori  ntirdT  the  pMsjbUily  of  a  retieat  to  the  river  side.  He  made  Ibe 
daoit  einibns,  therefore,  to  regain  it,  and  General  Houton,  at  the  bead 
ditf^Mfe  of  the  Imperial  guard,  being  intrusted  with  the  allack,  advanced 
iataUeqoiek  tinte,  and  drove  out  the  enemy  at  the  point  of  the  bayonet. 
l(ik the  Aaitiiane  returned,  and  pMsbiag  up  to  the  very  fool  of  the  granary, 
M,  led  tbrat  tbeir  bayonets  into  the  loopfaolea  from  which  the  deadly  fire 
■nt4  wbicfc  tbjnned  their  ranks.  In  tbe  tumult,  the  upper  part  of  the  build- 
■Ilaok  Srci,  bnt  still  the  iBvlncibie  Frsncti  soldiers  maintained  theratelvea 
n  Ac  lower  stories,  amidst  the  roar  of  musketry,  and  the  crash  of  burning 
lAn.  Fire  times  did  Ihe  Hungarian  grenadiers  rush  up  to  the  naming 
nllt,  Md  ive  limes  were  tfaey  repsbed  by  the  unconquerable  Rrmneis  of 
hsU  guard.  At  length,  Rosenberg,  finding  that  the  enemy  was  resolved

Ml— H.nadier8,  and,  patting  himself  at  their  head,  advanced  with  an  in- 
Vtpidtiep  agaivt  tlie  retreating  French  columns,  white  Ihe  whole  artillery 
'^T  advandng  in  front  owl  rear,  centractmg  inlo  a  semicircle  round  the 
<&niDlibed  host,  kept  up  an  incessant  and  deslructtve  fire.  The  most  vivid 
*"piertde  seized  Uie  French  generals  when  Ibey  beheld  their  wearied  bands 
•wiled  by  fresh  troops,  which  seemed  to  spring  up  from  the  earth  at  the 
MdmioQ  of  this  Sght  of  giants.  But  Lannes  arranged  his  best  men  in  ihe 
W  of  the  columns,  and  aapportii^  them  by  the  infantry  and  cuirassiers

!,  prepared  to  resist  the  attack;  while 
I,  on  his  side,  sometimes  on  foet  sometimes  on  horMback,  with  his

■if  rttfrired  Us  presence.  Reserving  Ihrir  fire  to  the  last  moment,  (be 
^■nch  veterans,  when  the  Hungarians  were  within  pistol-shot,  poured  in  so 
doK  lad  destructive  a  volley,  that  the  advance  of  the  enemy  was  checked, 
*i»(ii»e  combat  with  fire-arms  commenced.  At  that  moment,  Lannes, 
WW  dbnioanted  from  his  horse  to  avoid  thedreadf  ul  fire  of  the  artillery, 
™<i«»eptoffevery  thing  above  the  heads  of  the  soldiers,  was  struck  hy  a 
"Wm  ball,  which  carried  oway  both  his  legs.  As  Napolton  was  engaged  in 
wbludofLobaii  in  directing  the  position  of  some  baileries  to  protect  the 
ptWge  into  that  island  from  the  field  of  battle,  he  saw  a  litter  approaching,  on

Lannes  3«ied  hii  hind, 
nd  said,  vith  a  voice  Ireoniious  only  from  loss  of  blood — '*  Adieu,  Sirel  Uie 
for  the  world ;  bnt  bestov  a  few  tboDgfa Is  on  one  of  your  best  friends,  who  in 
a  few  hours  will  be  no  more."  On  his  knees,  beside  the  nide  conch  of  Ihe 
dying  hero,  Napolten  wept : "  Unnies,  do  70a  not  know  me?  it  is  the  Empe- 
roi^t  is  Bonaparte,  yonr  friend — yon  will  yet  be  preseired  to  ns."  "  I  wonU 
wish  to  live,  replied  Lannes, "  to  serre  you  and  my  country ;  but  In  an  bmr 
I  will  be  no  more."  Napolton  was  deeply  affected;  hehad  never  before  erinctd 
such  emotion.  "  nothing,"  said  be  to  Hass^na, "  but  so  terrible  a  stroke  coaU 
have  withdrawn  me  for  a  moment  from  the  care  of  the  army."  Shortly  ofts, 
Lanncs  was  reliered  from  bis  sufferings  by  a  faint,  which,  after  some  dayi, 
terminated  in  death.  St.-Hilaire,  at  Ihe  same  time,  was  brought  in  moruDy 
wounded  (1).  Itwas  time  that  this  terrible  carnage  should  cease :  the  genertli 
and  superior  officers  were  in  great  part  struck  down ;  IheartHlery  hones  were 
almost  all  killed,  and  the  guns  drann  by  the  foot  soldiers;  the  in&ntry  ml 
cannon  had  eihaastedalmosiall  their  ammunition;  the  cavalry  were  already 
all  withdrawn  into  the  island  of  Lobau;  but  still  the  rear-guard,  with  uncon- 
querable resolution,  maintained  the  combat.  The  Anstrians  were  nearly  is 
much  exhausted  as  their  opponents ;  and,  desisting  from  all  Airther  attatls, 
maintained  only  a  tremendous  Rre  from  all  the  batteries  till  midnight,  wbeo, 
the  last  of  the  enemy  having  withdrawn  from  the  field  of  battle  into  the  island, 
exhausted  by  fatigue,  the  artillerymen  sunk  Into  sleep  beside  their  guns  (!). 
RiDiHot  Such  was  the  famous  battle  of  Aspem,  the  most  glorious  in  the 
I^^Hok  Austrian  annals— for  erer  memorable  in  the  annals  of  miltttry 
*^"*^  fame,  Itwasthe  first  great  action  in  which  Napolion  had  been  de- 
feated; for  at  Eylau,  (hough,  as  the  event  ultimately  proved,  be  had  been 
worsted,  yet,  in  the  first  instance,  he  remained  master  of  the  Geld  of  battle. 
The  loss  on  both  sides  was  enormous;  but  that  of  the  French  was  mncfa 
greater  than  that  of  their  opponents,  owing  to  their  decided  inferiority  in 
numbers,  and  especially  artillery,  on  the  first  day,  and  the  tremendous  efltel 
of  the  concentric  fire  of  three  hundred  pieces  of  cannon  on  the  second ,  opsii 
the  dense  columns  of  attack,  whom  the  narrow  extent  of  the  ground,  the 
awful  cannonade,  and  obstinate  resistance  of  the  Imperial  squares,  prevented 
from  deploying  into  line.  Eigbty-seren  superior  ofGcers  and  four  thousand 
(wo  hundred  privates  were  killed,  besides  sixteen  thousand  three  hundred 
wounded  on  the  side  of  the  Imperialists:  a  loss  which,  how  great  soever,  the 
Archduke,  with  true  German  honesty,  had  the  magnaniinity  at  once  to  admit 
in  his  oflicial  account  of  Ihe  batlle.  The  French  lost  above  thirty  thousand 
men,  of  whom  seven  thousand  were  buried  by  the  AusU-ians  on  the  field;  1 
few  guns  and  some  hundred  prisoners  were  taken  on  both  sides :  Bve  tbon- 
■and  wounded  fell  into  the  bands  of  Ihe  Imperialists.  For  several  days  after

°2|^  IMreo  back  wiib  all  his  aim;  into  an  island  in  the  Danube,  after 
■■  Fmk  svstaining  this  frightful  loss,  the  French  Emperor,  at  ten  at  night, 
M^*^  hastily  called  a  council  of  war  on  tlie  margin  of  the  river.  Sealed 
|j|^;i^^  under  a  tree  which  averhang  the  stream,  NapoMon  beheld  the 
*"^  great  bridge  in  the  central  channel  entirely  swept  away,  and  the 
Ihut  one  of  poaioons  to  Ihe  intermediate  island  of  Reduit  also  in  mini. 
Bdreit  to  the  sontbem  bank  from  lite  bland  of  Lobau  was  evidently  impossi- 
Ht;  fir  [he  Danube,  which  had  risen  fou[l«CD  feet  during  the  three  preced- 
■>>{fays,from  the  melting  of  the  snows  in  the  Alps  of  Tyrol,  was  rolliug  im- 
f^owsty  in  a  ra|;iiig  flood,  which  had  carried  down  every  boat  in  the  main 
(kaael,  overfloved  the  whole  low  grounds  in  the  island,  and  rendered  even 
&  uirow  branch  which  ^separated  them  from  the  Harchfield,  usually  only 
I  few  feet  deep,  a  rapid  and  dangerous  torrent.  Never  was  an  army  assem- 
Ucd  oader  more  disastrous  circumstances  than  the  French  on  that  memorable 
Bight.  Totbedeeproar  of  artillery,  the  shouts  of  the  combatants,  and  the  in- 
tasnidang  of  musketry,  had  succeeded  a  silence  yet  more  awful,  inter- 
npiMl  only  by  the  challenges  of  the  sentinels,  as  ibey  paced  their  melancholy 
iHidi,  or  the  groans  of  the  wounded,  who,  without  covering  or  shelter  of 
*>lUnd,  lay  scatlered  on  the  humid  surface.  Above  twenty  thousand  brave 
*(i  vffe  there,  weltering  in  their  blood,  or  murmuring  in  their  last  mo- 
'■BU I  prayer  for  their  malher,  their  childreD,  theic  country.  Gloom  bad 
■dint  an  every  mind,  despair  had  penetrated  the  bravest  hearts.  It  was  uni- 
^(niUy  known  thai  the  ai'tillery  ammunition  was  eihausLed,  and  the  com- 
■nnidiion  with  the  southern  bank  cut  offj  and  it  was  difficult  to  see  how  an 
*tt*dlrem  the  enemy,  on  Lhe  succeediug  day,  could  be  resisted  with  any 
Pttpecl  of  snccess.  Nearly  half  the  combaianis  had  fallen :  every  one,  even 
'inngfi  unhurt  himself,  bad  to  deplore  the  death  of  a  friend,  a  comrade,  t 
^acbctor.  Provisions  there  wue  none  in  the  blandj  succour  for  the  wound- 
•d,  borial  for  the  dead,  were  alike  beyond  the  strength  of  the  wearied  survi- 
ftts.  A  few  were  still  Ipuoyant  with  hope;  and,  protesting  they  had  not  been 
'^ted  vociferousl;  demanded  a  renewal  of  the  combat  on  Ike  morrow  : 
hit  lhe  greeLm^ority,  in  gloomy  silence,  mused  upon  their  fate,  and  not  a 
^  openly  murmured  against  the  chief,  whose  imprudence  and  obstinacj 
bd  brought  them  into  a  situation  where  rictory  was  hopeless  and  retreatim- 
rwible(2]. 

The  inOaence  of  these  gloomy  feelings  strongly  appeared  in  the  opinions 
<f  the  due6  who  attended  NapoUon  at  his  cooncil  of  war  on  the  banks  of 
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o^'^jl^  the  ttlmd  of  Lobau.  The  hrarest  rambali  of  tho  array,  Hasstoa, 
bi»dst  Daronst,  Berthier,  Oudiaot,  were  there;  but  they  nnanimooaly 
l^^ll'iHi  and  strongly  eipreMod  the  opinian  that  It  was  necessary  (o  retire 
Si^'^o'^o  eatfralytotherightbankoftheriver.  Napoleon  heard  them  al),  and 
hi'n^ll^'no  l^^"  observed :  "  But,  geollcmen,  whea  yon  adrise  me  to  vithdraw 
ikt  utoDii.  acroN  dierrrer,  it  is  the  tame  thing  as  desiring  me  to  Rtreat  to 
Stnubnrg.  We  can  no  longer  cross  bat  in  boats,  and  that  is  to  say,it  is  nearly 
impractieable,  and  could  not  be  efTected  without  abandoning  the  wounded, 
tfie  artillery,  the  horses,  which  wooM  entirely  disorganise  the  army.  Shall 
we  abandon  the  woundedP  Shall  twenty  thousand  brave  men  add  to  the 
trophies  of  the  enemy?  Shall  we  thus  openly  proclaim,  in  the  face  of  Europe, 
that  we  have  been  vanquished?  If  we  repass  the  Danube,  the  enemy  will 
instantly  do  the  same,  and  then  we  shall  never  find  rest  till  we  are  under 
the  cannon  of  Strasburg.  Is  it  on  the  Traun,  the  Inn,  or  the  Lech,  that  we 
can  make  a  stand?  No;  we  shall  speedily  be  driven  behind  the  Rhine,  and 
all  the  allies  whom  victory  has  given  us,  will  at  once  pass  over  to  the  enemy. 
Shall  we  add  to  the  losses  of  these  two  days  that  of  the  men  who  are  now 
dispersed  among  the  woods  of  these  islands?  If  I  retire  to  Vienna,  tfae  Ar^- 
duke  will  pass  the  Danube  at  Lintz,  and  I  shall  be  under  the  necessity  of 
inarching  to  meet  him,  and  sacrificing  twenty  thousand  more  in  tfae  hospilab, 
onehaKofwhom,if  I  remain  here,  will  rejoin  theirstandards  in  a  month,  fn 
afew  days  Eugene  will  descend  from  theAlpsofStyria;  the  half  of  lAfchrre^ 
corps  will  be  dispoMble  from  the  Tyrol;  and  even  if  the  enemy,  by  passing  at 
Lintz,  should  menace  otir  existing  retreat,  we  will  have  a  clear  roale  open 
Into  Italy,  where,  with  eight  corps  assembled  (4),  we  shall  speedily  regaiB 
our  ascendency.  We  must  therefore  remain  at  Lobau  ;  yon,  MaasAia,  will 
complete  what  yon  have  so  glorionsly  begun ;  jou  can  alone  restrain  the 
Archduke,  and  prevent  his  advancing,  during  the  few  days  which  are  neces- 
sary to  re-establish  our  communications." 

The  marshals,  struck  by  the  justice  as  well  as  forlilude  of  these  remai^ 
all  assented  to  the  Emperor's  opinions ;  and  It  was  resolved  to  defend  the  fsfa 
of  Loban  to  the  last  eitremily.  The  whole  engineers  and  sappers  in  the  island 
were  Immediately  embarked  for  the  right  bank,  and  at  midnight  tiie  Empe- 
ror committed  himself  to  a  frail  bark  with  Berihier  and  Savary,  and  was  ftr- 
ried  across  the  roaring  flood  to  Ebersdorf.  He  leant  on  Savary's  arm  in  pass- 
ing from  the  bark  to  the  village;  but  though  his  mind  laboured,  he  was  net 
agitated.  Exhausted  by  fittigue,  he  threw  himseK  on  some  straw,  and  took  a 
few  hours'  sleep ;  but  shortly  after  daybreak  he  was  again  on  horseback,  ac- 
tively organizing  the  transmission  of  provisions  to  the  troops  in  the  islunf^ 
and  preparing  the  means  of  re-establishing  the  bridges  (2).

okKm-  Nor  is  this  all;  the  result  of  the  battle  of  Aspem  clewlr  denHin- 
FWh*»  strates,  that  the  methodof  atiacluBgincolnmii  iBaBarrowfteU, 
^tuo,  la ""'  de"™**  *  brave  Mwny,  is  essealially  defective)  aad  that  At 
niw..^  prodigiotu  low  sustained  by  NapoUon  wu  owtng  to  Us  perwiiq 
in  it  nitder  circiimsUDoea  where  it  had  obvioady  became  inexpetUiEDt.  Tbe 
observations  of  a  dittJagniilMd  Fcendi  military  wrtter  «b  Mi  subject  irt 
convincing  and  unaiuwerahle.  *-'11m  battle  of  EseUng  was  lost,"  says  Ceixnl 
Rogniat,  "in  conaeqaence  of  onr  having  attacked  in  eobmn  the  centre  at 
the  Austrian  line.  That  centre  sktUnlly  gave  ground  at  Ibe  Freni^  eoloom 
of  Lannea  and  Oodinot  advanced,  whUe  dieir  wings  Insensibly  approidMd 
OUT  flanks.  By  means  of  that  skilful  mauteuvre  we  soon  toand  ourselves  in 
tlie  centre  of  a  semicircle  of  artitlwy  and  inuskeby,  tfcewbole  fire  of  vhidi 
converged  on  our  unhappy  columns.  Cannoo^lls,  musket-shots,  riMlfa, 
grape,  bombs,  crossed  each  odier  in  every  line  over  onr  heads,  end  fell » 
our  ranks  like  a  hail-4torm.

Hannibal's  triumph,  and  NapoMon's  defeat,  arise,  under  the  greatest  P«^ 
difference  of  gronnd,  arms,  and  contending  nations,  from  the  same  ^b]* 
and  obvious  canse  (4). 

The  Austrians,  indeed,  had  not  yet  attained  to  the  htcompar^le  disdpliM 
aad  firmness  which  euabled  WelUnglon  witfa  Brittih  troops  so  often  to  repd 
with  prodigiooBslanghto:  the  French  attack  in  column  fay  a  single  line,  tbn

The  dreadful  oafMt* 
snstalned  by  the  French  troops  in  subsequent  battles,  espectally  at  Altmeit, 
Borodino,  and  Waterloo,  vrere  mainly  owing  to  tiie  same  cause.  DeabthMi

■iMikiDg.  HehasloM  nssabimself:"At  Aspem,  at  Jena,  at  AusterliU,

Uliuiaiiagard  the  eugagemenlof  tfaeXIst,  with  a  most  unQjuat  force; 
■'kiriag  once  engaged,  bctvever  Impnidenlly,  iu  the  contest,  be  felt  that 
'•■BHal  all  bazHds  carry  it  on,  and,  despite  of  an  army  divided  by  the 
^■■h  aud  a  precarious  retreat,  fight  for  life  or  death  in  the  plain  of  the

SSS*.  ^  The  rcMlute  stand  made  by  tbe  Austrians  at  Aspera ,  f  s  one  of  the 
I^JjjjI^iMat  glorious  instances  of  pa^ioUc  resistance  which  the  history  of 
**«  ^ world exhiUts.  Drivenback  bya&overwbdmingforceitttothe 
^M  sf  the  BMBarehy,  with  Ibeir  fcM'tresses  Isken,  their  arsenals  pill^ed 
Mamies  defeated,  they  still  continued  the  contest;  boldly  fronted  tbe 
^■■dvta  tbeploiitudeafhispower;  and,  with  unshaken  resolniion,  ad- 
^od,aleBeaBd  unsupported,  to  drive  the  conqueror  of  Europe  from  the

<[<»4>f>.  obeyed.  It  was  the  disobedience  of  his  orders  by  theArcbdvks 
John,  which  deprived  the  Auslrians  of  all  the  lesulto  ai  the  battle  ef  Aspen, 
and  enabled  Napolten  to  extricate  himself  with  saocess,  fran  the  mast  pe- 
rilous situation  in  w  hich  he  had  yet  been  planed  aince  ascending  the  cenxilir 
throne.  Had  that  prince  obeyed  the  instructions  which  he  received  fras 
the  geaeralissimo  on  the  17lh  Hay,  and  marched  direct  from  Carinlbii  U 
linU,  be  would,  in  conjunction  with  KoUowrath,  who  was  in  that  scigb- 
bourhood  some  days  Iwfore,  have  formed  an  imposing  mass,  at  least  ^ 
thousand  strong,  even  on  the  33d,  to  which  fiemadotte,  with  his  iMfidstf 
corps  of  Saxons,  could  have  opposed  no  sort  of  rewstaoce.  Can  ibera  bsi 
doubt  that  the  coucentratioa  of  such  a  force  directly  in  his  rear,  osd  oa  liii 
principal  line  of  communication,  at  the  very  moment  when  he  wai  drim 
with  a  defeated  army  into  the  island  of  Loboii,  would  have  oompelM  St- 
pol^n  to  retreat;  and  tliet  the  battle  of  A^wm  wouldhavc  beut  the  con- 
mencement  of  a  wries  of  disasUis,  which  would  speedily  have  brought  Iks 
Imperial  eagles  back  to  the  Rhiiw?  The  instontaaOMU  eSieol  which  a  tinilK 
concentration  of  force,  from  the  north  and  the  sosth  «t  Borissow,  fnodHsd 
on  Napolten  at  Moscow,  three  years  afterwards,  affords  the  dearest  iUurin- 
tion,  both  of  the  imporiance  of  this  moveaent,  and  the  prodigioos  rfMi 
which  it  was  fitted  to  have  had,  if  properly  executed,  upon  the  issoeefAi 
campaign.  No  hazard  was  incurred  by  such  a  direction,  to  part  of  the  isi- 
perial  forces;  for  the  Tyrol  afforded  a  vast  fortress,  in  which,  aided  by  in 
gallant  mountaineers,  the  detached  corps,  though  separated  fjrom  the  idmb 
forces  of  the  monarchy,  might  have  long  Diainiained  themselves  against  ill 
the  effwts  of  the  enemy.  And  it  is  impossible  to  estimate  too  bighlj  ^ 
fortitude  and  talent  of  the  illustrious  general,  who,  wben  still  reeking  wilk 
the  slaughter  of  a  recent  defeat,  could  conceive  so  admirable  a  plan  far  lbs 
circumvention  of  the  enemy,  and,  usdismayedby  thefidlof  theeq>ilal,M 
in  that  catastrophe  only  Ibo  lure  which  waa  to  seduce  the  invader  to  his  idli- 
male  ruin, 
luw  From  the  important  consequences  which  followed  the  oesupi- 
'^T'm"  ^01  o^  Vienna,  and  the  seizure  of  its  immense  military  resDuiM 
'k?'dXi.M°^X  ^^°  French,  may  be  derived  one  conclusion  of  lasting  valss 
<r»ii»°>  to  every  independent  state.  This  is  the  incaicnlable  importsK* 
of  every  metropolis  either  being  adequately  fortified,  or  possessing,  in  >" 
immediate  vicinity,  a  citadel  of  approved  strength,  capable  of  contiieiiV 
twenty  or  thirty  thousand  soldiers,  and  of  serving  as  a  place  of  secure  deposit 
for  the  national  archives,  stores,  wealth,  and  government,  till  the  nitioiul 
strength  con  be  fairly  roused  for  their  rescue.   Had  Amtria  poamwd  w*" 
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brtKM,  «MMr  ii«r  DMr  adjoiaiDf  to  Tteniu,  the  iDTasions  of  180S  and  1 809 
wwild  b>*e  (nmiiMted  im  ibe  inTaders'  ruin :  had  the  hei^cs  of  Bellerjlle 
ariNMibBartn  been  sUMgly  fortified,  the  invasiwts  of  1814  RDd  ISIS  would 
iMfe  boon  cttflsAedwilbMotkfiig  bat  dtsiBtar  to  the  allied  snnfes.  HadBcr- 
In  heni  of  as  groat  MMngth  a»  DaDtnc,  tbe  French  armies,  after  the  disaster 
rf JtH,  would  baTe  bcea  detained  round  its  walb  till  the  Russian  hosts  ad- 
faced,  and  dz  yean  of  bondage  saved  to  tbe  Prussian  monarchy.  Had  the 
EkvUh  been  •  citadel  capable  of  holding  out  sii  weeks,  (he  terrible  sacrifice 
■f  Hoieow  waald  nM  baTe  been  required ;  bad  Vienna  not  been  impregnable 
li  Ibe  Hiiwiilmin  an»,  tbe  m(»arcbj  would  ha?esDnk  in  the  dust  before  Ihe 
Aadards  of  Sobieski  gleamed  on  the  Ksamberg;  had  Ihe  lines  of  Torres 
Irins  not  formed  an  impassable  barrier  to  Uass^na,  the  germ  of  patriotic 
nnUDee  in  tbe  Pfwunla,  would  have  been  extinguished  in  the  hud ;  had 
iknlbof  Rome  not  dMerred  tbe  Carthaginian  hero  froma  siege,  the  for- 
taa  of  the  repablie  would  hare  sunk  after  the  disaster  of  Cannx.  It  is  by 
K  BODC  necessary  for  these  important  ends,  that  tbe  whole  metropolis 
ioM  be  eoofiaed  by  fortifleationa;  it  is  enough  that  a  ciUtfel  of  great 
Mtagth  ta  at  band  to  contain  all  the  warlike  and  civil  resources  of  the 
tiagdon. 

Let  DO  nation  imagine  that  the  magnitude  of  its  resources  relieres 
i  SS^  it  fhim  thia  neooiaity,  or  that  the  effulgence  of  its  glory  will  secure 
"v^  it  -from  nltimate  danger,  ft  was  after  the  battle  of  Ansterlitz  that 
ItofaUaa  first  felt  the  necessity  of  fortifying  Peris  (1);  it  was  in  dye  short 
TMiinerwards  that  the  bitter  eonsequences  of  tbe  national  vanity,  which 
pR*Med  bis  deoign  from  l»eing  carried  into  effect,  were  experienced  by  the 
'Msan.  England  now  slnmberg  secure  under  the  shadow  of  Trafalgar  and 
Wiioloo;  but  let  not  ber  infatuated  children  suppose  that  they  are  for  ever 
moved  feina  lli«  diancc*  of  disaster,  or  that  ttte  want  of  citadels  to  surround 
tktnrtifWBals  of  Waelwtch,  Chadtam,  and  the  Tower,  will  not,  erelong, 
kbitieriymt  either  against  foreign  or  domestic  enemies.  These  ideas,  in- 
'n(l,arenet  popular  with  the  preaeni  age,  with  whom  foresight  is  the  least 
CiUinled  of  national  virtues,  and  in  which  the  democratic  character  of  the 
Iqpditare  has  tinged  tiie  govemnient  with  that  disregard  of  remote  con- 
K^Dmces,  which  is  the  invariable  characteristic  of  the  masses  of  mankind ;

«.r.  future  ages  is  chicOy  riveted.  The  vast  theatres  of  Asiatic  conllid 
are  forgollen ;  the  slaughtered  myriads  of  Timour  and  Genghis  iUiaB  lie  ii 
undtstinguishet)  graves;  hardlya  pilgrim  visits  the  sceaea  where,  on  thefid4> 
of  Chalons  and  Tours,  the  destinies  of  civilisation  and  ChristeDdom  wot 
fixed  by  the  skill  of  Aetiue  or  the  valour  of  Charles-Uartel.  It  is  moral  gras- 
deur  which  produces  a  durable  impression;  it  is  patriotic  horvian)  wbick 
permanently  attracts  the  admiration  of  mankind.  The  pass  «f  ThennopTl*. 
the  graves  of  Marathon,  will  warm  the  hearts  of  men  through  every  soaeaad- 
ingage:  the  chapel  of  Tell,  iho  fieldof  Uorgarten,  Bllllattract  the  gmeroos 
and  brave  from  every  civilized  stale;  the  name  of  Wallace,  ibc  plain  of  Bin- 
ttockburn,  have  rendered  Scottish  story  immortal  in  the  annals  of  ihe  woild. 
The  lime  may  come  when  the  vast  and  desolating  wars  of  the  French  Herofn- 
lioQ  are  dimmed  by  the  obscurity  of  revolving  years;  when  the  pttl  nune 
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of  NiptMon  is  reoellccled  only  as  a  shadow  ofandent  days,  and  the  fidds  of 
his  itme  an  buried  in  llie  waves  of  sncceeding  change ;  but  even  then,  the 
Mgc  of  Saragaaia  will  sland  forth,  in  undwafing  lastre,  amidst  tbe  wreck  o' 
>p9;  and  tlie  war  in  Tyrol,  the  sUife  of  la  TeiK^e,  snrTtve  unshaken  abore 
Ihe  floods  of  time. 

b»ifii_  The  cooBUf  now  immortalixed  under  tbe  nameof  Tyrol,  the  land 
•iTiKi-  of  Bofer  and  Speehbacher,  lies  on  lite  southern  frontier  of  Ger- 
Biay,  and  is  eomposed  of  the  tnoumains  wliich,  stretching  eastward  from 
the  Alps  of  Swiuerland,  are  Interposed  between  the  Bavarian  plains  and  die 
Mdoflialy.  Lesseleniedthanlhoseof  the  Helvetian  canloM,  without  the 
svfttl  sobliifliiy  of  the  Alps  of  the  Oberland,  those  of  Tyrol  are  still  more  ro- 
■UBtic,  from  the  wild  and  savage  cbaracter  which  they  in  generat  bear,  and 
llKiutchless  beauty  of  (be  narrow  valleys,  or  rather  clefts,  which  are  inter- 
^pmtd  arooud  (heir  leet.  Tbeir  sum ra its,  though  somelimes  little  inferior  to 
(Ik  iongfraa  or  the  Tillis  (f ),  are  more  rugged  than  those  of  Switzerland, 
frsm  being,  in  general,  somewhat  lower,  and  in  consequence  leas  diarged 
mibsoow,  and  exhibitii^  their  various  strata,  ravines,  and  peaks,  in  more 
■diigiHsed  grmdeur  than  where  a  silver  mantle  lias  been  for  ever  throvm 
ner  the  higher  regjons.  The  general  level  of  the  country  is  less  elevated 
Ihut  lb*  central  parts  of  Helvetia,  and  hence  it  is  often  more  beanttful :  the 
|iae  and  larch  do  not  appear  in  such  monotonous  masses;  but  noble  forests  of 
keedi  and  oak  clothe  the  mountain  sides  to  a  greater  height  than  any  hills  in 
KtuB,aod  a  dark  zone  of  pineseparates  their hriUiantbues  from  tbe  grey 
|tiBitroek,or  anow-besprinkled  peaks  which  repose  in  nndisturbed  serenity 
wihunra  firmameBt  (i). 

^y  J  "Hie  northern  and  southern  slopes  of  the  Alps  exhibit  here,  as 
^■Mt.  elsewhere  on  the  sides  of  the  great  stony  girdle  of  the  globe,  the 
•«n  same  remarkable  dtflerence  in  the  prod  actions  of  nature,  (he  cha- 
a-Mii!  racter  of  tbe  landscape,  and  the  disposition  of  the  human  spe- 
dei.  To  the  north  of  tbe  central  chain  of  the  Brenner,  every  thing  wears  a 
^>pd  a^iect;  vast  forests  of  pine  and  tir  clothe  the  middle  regions  of  the 
MantUBs;  naked  rock  or  masses  of  snow  compose  their  highest  peaks;  ex- 
tasive  pastures  afford  nourishment  to  numerous  flocks  and  herds;  barley 
*Bd  oaij  constitute  the  principal  food  of  the  inhabitants,  aud  Indian  com  is 
oliivated  only  in  the  rich  and  sheltered  vale  of  the  Inn.  The  inhabitants, 
^»\\  thoae  of  fiermanic  descent,  are  brave,  impetuous,  and  honest;  tena- 
Mttt  of  custom,  fearless  of  danger,  addicted  to  intemperance.  But  to  the 
*Mlh  of  the  range,  these  rigid  features  insensibly  melt  away  under  the  in- 
<vn9iag  warmth  of  a  more  genial  climate;  maize  and  wheat  are  reared  with 
■■■idnans  care  in  the  few  level  spots  which  are  interspersed  among  the  rocks; 
nbnt  and  cherry-trees  next  give  token  of  the  approach  of  a  milder  atmo- 
^hre;  beech  and  sweet  cfacsmut  succeed  to  the  sable  pine  in  (he  woody 
'^tiondiove;  the  rine  and  the  mulberry  are  found  in  the  sheltered  bosoms 
•flbevallejsiand  at  length  the  olive  and  the  pomegranate  nestle  in  the 
"■rajnaoks,  where,  on  the  margin  of  the  lakcof  Garda,  the  blasts  of  winter 
*e  avened  by  a  lettfy  screen  of  almost  perpetual  verdure.  But,  if  the  gifts 
*(Htnre  improve  as  the  traveller  descends  to  the  plains  of  Lombardy,  (he 
'^■cter  of  man  declines;  with  (he  sweet  accents  of  the  Italian  tongue,  tbe 
TiMef  dvilisatlon,  the  craft  of  the  south,  have  sensibly  spread  :  (he  cities 
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are  more  opalent,  the  dmrchei  more  ooMlf ,  the  edtftees  nere  9amptiioiB; 
but  the  Dative  virtues  of  the  Gerinan  population  are  ne  hmger  eMK|;nenini!; 
the  love  of  freedom,  the  obligation  of  truth,  Uie  sanctity  of  an  oath,  are  in  we 
fainilr  diicerned;  iron  ban  on  the  windows  of  the  poar,  tell  but  too  cleariy, 
that  thefearless  security  of  general  virtue  is  no  longerMt,  and  tbemu)ti|^ 
cation  of  criminals  and  police  (1),  bespeak  at  onoe  the  vfoaaand  iwwsritta  ot 
a  corrupted  society  (S). 
fr'X'^>°  Swltierland  eoniains  some  spacious  and  fertile  plains,  and  eiten- 
"m'lT*  '***  ''^•*  diversify  the  generally  rugged  aspect  of  natoic;  but  tbe 
Trni.  Tyrol  isacountry  of  mountatns,intersecle(}only  byafewlongand 
spacious  valleys.  Of  these,  those  of  the  Inii,  the  Eisach,  the  Adige,  nid  the 
pDSterlbal,  are  die  most  considerable.  The  6rst  is  formed  by  the  river  Inn, 
whidi,  rising  on  the  eastern  slope  of  the  mountains  of  Grisons,  flows  nearly 
a  hundred  miles  almost  in  a  straight  line,  in  a  north-easterly  direction,  and 
under  the  successive  names  of  the  Engadlne,  the  Upper  and  the  Lower  Inn. 
That  extends  from  Funstennini  on  tbe  frontiers  of  Switzerland,  to  Kufttria 
»t  the  opening  of  the  Bavarian  plains.  It  is  at  tirst  a  cold  and  desolate  paslond 
glen,  gradually  opening  into  a  cnliivaied  vale,  shot  in  by  pine-clad  hills,  of 
savage  character,  and  for  the  last  Gfty  miles,  expands  inia  a  spacious  relief, 
varyingfrom  two  to  six  miles  in  breadth,  whose  fertile  bottom,  perfectly  flit, 
^Qt  in  on  either  side  by  precipitous  mountains,  seyen  or  ei^t  ihoaund 
ieel  in  height,  i$  adorned  with  nnmerous  villagf^,  churches,  and  towns,  md 
maintains  a  dense  and  industrious  popnlation.  The  valley  of  the  Eisicb, 
formed  by  theconOuence,  at  Brisen,  of  the  torrents  which  descend  frenlbe 
waowy  summits  of  the  Breiiner  and  the  Grosie  Temer  on  the  one  side,  and 
tbe  mounuius  of  the  Pustcrthal  on  the  other,  descends  beside  an  Impetaou 
stream,  ihrongh  the  narrow  passes  and  chestnut-clad  steeps  between  biisi 
and  Bolsano,  and  is  lost,  at  the  latter  place,  in  ^e  larger  ralley  of  the  Adigt, 
vrtiicb,  stretching  out  to  the  south  in  a  wide  eipanse  belween  piles  of  fl(- 
clad  mountains  to  Trent  and  Raveredo,  gradually  warms  under  tite  luliaa 
sun,  till,  after  passing  the  frightful  gorge  of  tbe  lUliaBChiusa.it  opens  inu 
tbe  smiling  hills  and  vine-clad  slopes  of  Verona  (3).  The  valley  sf  the  Eldi, 
or  Adige,  descending  from  the  cold  and  sbiverirg  Alps  of  Glsrus,  wideas  info 
the  Passeyrihal,  tike  original  seat  of  the  Couiits  of  Tyrol,  still  containing  Ihdr 
venerable  castle,  and  which  his  been  immortalized  by  the  birlh-piite  rf 
Hofer.  It  is  distinguished  by  an  awful  rapid,  which,  more  nearly  than  but 
thing  in  Europe,  resembles  those  of  the  great  American  rivers,  equalling  evn 
the  ftU  of  Schaffbausen  in  sublimity  end  temH-  (4);  after  descendii^  ^

caiit  With  the  eiception  of  the  Grisons,  Switierland  contains  few

"tKqucnl  shocks,  the  authority  of  the  barons  in  Its  simple  valleys.  But  the 
■vh  elbenrise  in  Tyrol.  Though  enjoying,  practically  speaking,  popular 
pn^tff  of  the  m^st  extensive  kind,  and  yielding  in  no  respect  to  the 
'tWDdanU  of  Tell  in  the  ardent  love  of  freedom,  the  Tyrolese  have  never 
pMMbrasio  expel  the  great  proprietors;  and,  though  few  of  them  are 
*iU  remfent  in  the  country,  the  remains  tA  their  immense  caslles  constitute 
vifila  most  peculiar  and  characteristic  features.  In  every  valley  they  are 
kkita),  rising  m  imposing  majesty  on  wooded  heights,  perched  on  crags 
*<ateiging  the  floods,  or  resting  on  cliO^  to  all  appearance  inaccessible  to 
*""■  ipproaeh.  The  effect  of  these  venerable  and  monldering  remains, 
■WwiiDg  the  beautiful  woods,  and  tbrawinB  an  air  of  Gothic  interest  over 
Ik  tiUtat  ranges  of  the  mountains,  is  inexpressibly  cliarmiiig;and  they  go 
^bDKDpensale  the  absence  of  lakes,  whioh  are  alone  wanting  lo  render  the 
"Wy  of  this  country  the  most  enchanting  in  Europe  {t).  Almost  all  of  these

The  influence  of  these  feelings  is  lUongly  felt  in  Tyrol;  and  thesanga 
mountains  or  ruined  castles  with  which  it  abaundi  have  beooaie  peo^ 
with  the  phantoms  of  a  romantic  superstition.  Lights  are  said  (o  ba,n  been 
often  observed  at  night  in  towers  which  have  been  onittliabited  for  ceoturiei, 
and  bloody  figures  distinctly  seen  to  flit  through  their  desoted  h^.  lb 
armour  wliich  still  bangs  on  the  walls  in  many  of  the  greater  castles,  bai 
been  observed  to  move,  and  the  plumes  to  wave,  when  ilie  Tyrolcse  vm 
were  victorious  in  war.    Groans,  Ihey  alErm,  are  still  heard  in  Ibe  nci^ 
bo  urhood  of  the  dungeons,  where  the  victims  of  feudal  lyraDny  werefomerly 
sacriGced ;  and  the  cruel  baron,  who  persecuted  his  people  in  his  savage  pis- 
sioD  for  the  chase,  is  often  heard  to  ^riek  in  the  forests  of  tbe  Unterberg  (1), 
and  to  bowl  as  he  flies  from  the  dogs  whom  be  had  trained  to  the  scent  ol 
human  blood  (2). 
y^atu     Superstitions,  too,  of  a  gentler  and  more  holy  kind,  have  iTisen 
lu"  ""     from  the  devout  feelings  of  the  people,  and  aasociations  connecicd 
•i«u.         with  particular  spots,  whu«  persons  of  estraordinary  sanctity  bin 
dwelt.   In  many  of  the  farthest  recesses  of  the  mountains,  on  the  verge  of 
perpetual  desolation,  hermits  in  former  times  bad  fixed  their  abode;  and  the 
imagination  of  the  peasant  still  fancies  that  their  spirits  hover  around  Hm 
spots  where  their  earthly  trials  were  endured.   Shepherds,  nho  faave  pasted 
in  the  gloom  of  the  evening  by  the  cell  where  the  bones  of  a  saint  are  laid, 
relate  that  they  distinctly  heard  his  voice,  as  he  repeated  his  vesper  pnycn, 
and  saw  bis  form,  as  he  knelt  before  the  crucifix  which  the  piety  of  lai!- 
ceeding  ages  had  erected  in  bis  hermitage.  The  image  of  many  a  patron  saint 
bas  been  seen  to  shed  tears  when  a  reverse  has  happened  to  tbe  Tyraloe 
arms;  and  the  garlands  which  are  hung  round  the  crosses  of  the  Virsiawilba 
when  the  hand  which  raised  them  has  fallen  in  battle.  Peasaatswfaobavebea 
driven  by  a  storm  to  talte  slielter  in  the  little  chapels  which  are  scattered  orer 
the  country,  have  seen  the  crucifix  bow  its  head,  and  solemn  music  is  bard 
at  vespers- in  the  higher  places  of  worship  of  the  mountains.   The  distant 
pealingof  tbe  organ,  and  the  chant  of  innumerable  voices,  are  there  distinctly 
beard;  and  tbe  peasant,  when  returning  at  night  from  the  chase,  afleo 
trembles  when  he  beholds  funeral  processions  clothed  in  white,  marcbingia 
silence  through  the  gloom  of  the  forests,  or  slowly  moving  on  the  clouds  tbtl 
float  over  the  summits  of  the  mountains  (3). 

oonH  It  may  easily  be  imagined  how  strongly  these  feelings  were  ex- 
"r^n.S'^^  cited  by  the  approach  of  the  war  of  deliverance  in  1800.  The  emii- 
|!lC^b<.i  saries  of  Austria  had  long  before  prepared  the  people  fpr  revolt; 
U"  -".  foreign  oppression  had  led  them  to  desire  it  with  passionate  ar- 
dour ;  unknown  to  Bavaria,  tlic  whole  population  were  impatiently  expectiag 
the  signal  to  rise.  During  this  period  of  anxious  expectation,  the  exdied 
minds  of  the  people  clothed  the  air  with  an  unusual  number  of  imagiotiy 
appearances.  In  the  gloom  of  tbe  evening,  endless  files  of  visionary  Eoldi«», 
elad  in  the  Austrian  uniform,  cavalry,  infantry,  and  artillery,  were  seen  to 
traverse  the  mountain  tops.  The  creaking  of  tlie  wheels,  the  tramp  of  the 
horses,  the  heavy  tread  of  marching  columns,  intermingled  with  wild  buists

tilw^bn  aad  ibMts  of  trisraph,  wen  distfiictly  heard;  but  afl  wuhnsbed, 
tad  tke  spMtRs  melted  Inlo  mist  aid  Taponr,  when  the  anxiety  of  the  spec- 
lilMi  ineliued  them  to  approacfa  lee  nearij.  Tlie  Tyrolese,  na;,  theBivarian 
KBrtMk  theandfes,  often  beheld  the  Gmperor'a  tower  in  the  fortres!  of 
Kn&ian  avromded  with  lambent  Gie;  and  the  Anstrian  banners,  wrapped 
m  Bann,  were  eeen  to  warve  at  night  orer  Ae  towen  of  Sterzing.  Withwed 
am  Mte  §ete  to  streleb  tiiemselTes  from  the  rocka  in  the  most  secluded 
nossci  of  ibe  iiM»i)tains;  vast  armies  of  visionary  soldiers,  with  baniten 
IpDg,  and  all  the  q;>lendour  of  military  triuoipb,  were  seen  at  sunrise  re- 
iMled  ia  (be  lakes  wfaich  la;  on  the  Salzburg  and  Bavarian  frontiers;  and 
vkes  tbe  widows  and  orphans  of  (he  fallen  warriors  knelt  before  the  Virgin, 
At  Isven  and  gi^ands  placed  ronnd  the  image,  according  to  the  amiable 
(■Mm  of  Catholic  countries,  and  which  had  remained  there  (iU  (bey  had 
villwred,  bust  forth  in  renotated  beauty,  and  spread  their  fragrance  around 
tbe  ibv,  as  if  to  mark  the  joy  of  tiie  dead  for  (ho  approadung  deliTerance  of 
Ikirconnlry  (1). 

IM.M  "nie  most  remarkable  featnre  in  the  national  character  of  the  Ty- 
m^^  rolese  is  (heir  onif«m  piety  :  s  principle  which  is  nowhere  more 
^•ft^-  onirersally  diffused  than  in  their  seqnesiered  valleys.  The  most 
nnary  view  of  the  coontry  is  sufGcienl  to  demonstrate  the  strong  hold  which 
KfigisD  has  taken  of  the  minds  of  the  peasantry.  Chapels  are  built  almost  at 
nnj  half  mile,  on  the  principal  roads,  in  which  tiie  traveller  may  perf<»7n 
tu  derotiODs,  or  which  may  awaken  his  thoughts  to  a  recollection  of  his  spt- 
■ind  dnties.  Tbe  rode  efforts  of  art  there  have  been  exerted  to  portray  the 
nsn  of  OUT  Savionr's  life,  and  innnmerable  figures,  carved  in  wood,  attest 
ii  ncry  part  of  the  country,  both  the  barbarous  taste  of  the  people  and 
Ike  faroar  of  Ibeir  religions  impressions.  Even  in  the  higher  parts  of  the 
■aniains,  where  hardly  any  vestiges  of  human  cultivation  are  to  be  found, 
ia  Uk  depths  of  untrodden  forests,  or  on  the  summit  of  seemingly  Inaccessible 
dift,(bes7mbol5ofdevotionaretabefound,  and  the  cross  rises  every  where 
■ite  the  wilderness,  as  if  (o  mark  tlie  triamph  of  religion  over  the  greatest 
•taades  of  satare.  Hot  is  it  only  in  the  solitudes  or  deserts  that  the  proofe 
<f  tkeir  devotions  are  to  be  found.  In  the  valleys  and  In  the  cities  it  slill 
Traerres  its  ancient  sway  over  the  people.  On  the  exterior  of  most  houses, 
Ibt  legend  of  some  favonrite  saint,  or  the  sufferings  of  some  popular  martyr, 
mdelineated ;  and  the  poor  inhabitant  deems  himself  secure  from  the  greater 
nils  of  life,  onder  the  guardianship  of  such  heavenly  aid.  In  every  valley 
DBDieroos  spires  are  to  be  seen,  rising  amidst  the  beauty  of  the  sarroanding 
Mene,  and  moinding  the  traveller  on  the  eastern  fronlier  and  in  the  Slyrian 
Mis,  by  tbe  cupola  form  in  wliich  they  are  coDstrucied,  of  his  approach  to 
tlKTtgianEof  the  East.  On  Sunday,  the  whole  people  flock  to  church  in  their 
Msiot  and  gayest  aiHre ;  and  so  great  is  (he  number  who  thus  frequent  these 
Nmk  of  worship,  that  it  is  not  nnfreqnent  to  see  the  peasants  kneeling  ob 
Ibetarf  in  the  disnAyard  where  mass  is  performed,  from  being  unable  to 
Gnd  a  place  within  thnr  walb.  Regularly  in  the  evening,  prayers  are  read  in 
neryfamily;  and  the  fraveller  who  passes  through  the  villages  at  the  hour  of 
Ivitigbt,  oflcD  sees  through  Iheir  latticed  vrindows  the  young  and  the  old 
kse^g  together  round  ibeir  humble  fire,  or  is  warned  of  his  approach  to 
kmu  habitation  by  hearing  their  hymns  stealing  through  tbe  silence  and 
Hliladeof  tbefbrest(2).

The  Fy- 
rolese  hare  oot  ;et  leaned  Uiai  immorality  in  prtraw  mtj  be  abao)*ed  by 
ceremanyin  pubiic,  or  tfasi  (be  profenion  of  failh  can  win  a  dispeimtkM 
from  the  rules  of  «bedieaoe.  The  purchase  «f  afaBofalion  by  money  ii  (ben 
almost  unknonn  :  it  is  nerer  oonf^-red,  unless  accempaniod,  accordini 
to  tbe  trueCatballc  principle,  l>ythe  profesuonat  leaitof  genaineTepait- 
ance.  In  no  part  of  tba  world  are  tin  domeatic  «r  coDJngal  duties  moR 
strictly  or  faithfully  performed  :  "Nee  corrompere  et  comimpi  secnlnm 
Tocatur  (1)."  In  none  do  the  parish  priesu  exercise  a  stricter  or  more  cob- 
scientiouacontrol over theconduct of  Uieir flocks.  Their inftnencoia not  WMt 
ened,  as  in  a  more  advanced  stale  of  society,  by  a  discordance  af  rellgloia 
tenets;  nor  is  the oonsideralion  due  la  theirsacrcdfunctiomlostiQlhehaDiige 
paid  to  rank,  opulence,  or  puwer.  Placed  in  (he  midst  of  a  people  wfas 
acknowledge  bo  superiors,  aad  who  live  almost  univcnally  on  the  produce  d 
(heir  little  domains;  strangers  alike  to  the  arts  of  luxury  and  the  sednetian 
of  fashion,  tbe  parish  priests  are  equally  mncrved  from  temptation  [faem- 
selves,  and  relieved  from  the  necessity  of  gun-ding  against  the  great  soiirca 
of  wickedness  iq  others.  Each  pastor  is  at  once  tbe  priest  and  the  judge  of 
bis  parisbtouers,  the  infallible  crilerion  in  matters  of  faith,  and  the  geuenl 
umpire  in  the  occasional  disputes  which  occur  among  them.  Honce  has  arisn 
that  remarkable  veneration  for  their  spiritual  guides  by  which  \be  peasanln 
are  distinguished ;  and  it  is  (o  this  cause  that  weare  to  ascribe  the  fact,  comnitB 
to  Tyrol  with  la  Vend^,  Ibai,  while  their  nobles  were  gencraUy  absent  or 
lukewarm  in  tbe  cause,  the  people  followed  with  olaerily  the  call  of  (heir  pas- 
tors loUkeuparmsin  behalf  oftheirrdigion  and  ancient  princes  (3). 
iifHrkikK  In  ancient  times  tbe  Alps  were  inhabited  by  fierce  and  barbanias 
I'hu'^i''^''  tribes,~«nd  the  classical  vnilers  have  exhausted  tbeir  etoquenn 
•U'llXtx  ■"  pAinting  the  horrors  of  the  climate  and  savage  monners  of  ibc 
tima.  inhabitants  of  those  uneiplored  regions.  "  Nivesqne  caAa  prope 
immixtse,  tectainformia  imposilar  upibus,  pecora  jumentaque  torrida  frigore, 
homines,  intonti  et  incolti,  animalia  inanimaqne  omnia  rigentia  gelu  ;  cstera 
visu,  quam  dictu, fo^liora,  lerrorem  renovArunt  (3)."  Many  Roman  legions 
were  impeded  in  tbeir  progress,  some  thinned  in  their  numbers  by  these  cmel 
barbarians ;  and  even  after  the  wountainecra  of  the  Hhatian  Alps  had  been 
reduced  to  Eubjecllon  by  the  expedition  of  Drusus,  it  was  still  esteemed  i 
service  of  (he  utmost  danger  (o  deviate  from  the  highways,  and  even  an  alair 
of  considerable  peril  to  traverse  the  passes  by  the  greatroads  themselves. 
Almostalltfie  inscriptions  on  the  votive  offerings  which  have  been  discovcied 
in  such  numbers,  around  the  ruins  of  the  Temple  of  lupiter  Penninus,  on  the 
Great  St.  Bernard,  and  which  come  down  to  the  latest  periods  of  tbe  enapire, 
are  filled  with  warm  expressions  of  grailiodc  for  having  escaped  the  eirtrt- 
ordinary  perils  of  the  passage,  llence  the  singular  fact,  almost  ina«diMe 
in  modern  times,  that  even  in  the  days  of  Pliny,  several  hundred  years  after 
the  first  passage  of  the  Alps  by  tbe  Roman  troops,  the  sources  both  of  the  Rbine 
and  the  Iser  were  nnknown;  and  that  the  nalnralist  of  Rome  was  content 
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to  Mir,  a  centnrf  after  the  cstaMishment  of  a  Roman  ttation  at  Slon,  in  the 
TaHii),  thai  "  dieKhlne  took  its  rite  in  the  most  iiidden  parts  of  the  earth, 
inihangtOKof  (terpetual  night,  amkht  forests  fbr  ever  inacceuihle  to  human 
ippwtcii."  Few  attcmpte  appear  to  hErre  been  made  by  any  of  the  Romans 
ia  later  ttmes  to  explgre  the  remoter  reixKes  of  the  moantahis,  now  m>  fiiDii- 
Bar  ta  ttery  traveller,  imtt  to  reclaim  or  hnmaniie  theh-  inhahilanls  :  their 
ndutlM,  «reB  by  the  kghmi,  i>  enumerated  with  pride,  as  one  «f  the  great- 
alCT]^tff<rflheEm|ieroti(l).  Hagniflcent  highwaya,  cfflMimcied  across 
liieii  muimfts,  comeeted  lltty  with  the  northern  prorhices  of  the  empire; 
taifcynOkred  thevdkysevieilher  side  toremaln  in  their  pristine  state 
iifbartaiiwn,  and  the  Iloman  ndonbts  hastened  into  more  distant  regions  to 
iptsd  [hat  cnlliTation,  of  which  the  Alps,  with  their  rude  inhabiunta,  seemed 
tottaBmei|irtie.  This  inibility  to  ciTilize  a  vast  amphidieatre  of  nronn- 
uiisiB  the  Wart  of  their  empire,  wonld  appear  inconceivable  in  so  great 
ipnfjeas  die  Romans,  did  we  not  perceire  the  counterpart  of  it  in  the 
frant  cendilkm  of  the  Caucasian  range,  the  inhabitants  of  which  maintain 
inngeiDdepen^Bce,in  the  midst  of  all  the  civilisation  and  power  of  the 
Bamn  empire,  and  whose  predatory  habils  are  sufficiently  evinced  by  their 
pnTerlrial  expRHsions,  notwithstanding  all  the  effwls  of  modem  enthusiasm 
oroedality  to  represent  them  in  more  interesting  colours  (3). 
j^^l^**  'What  is  it,  lhen,whidi  has  wrought  so  surprising  a  change  in  the 
j|;*Tj^  manners  and  baints  in  Europe  of  the  inhabilants  of  the  great 
*>a>  mountain  girdle  of  the  earth?  What  is  it  which  has  spread  culti- 
nfioi  through  wastes  deemed,  in  ancient  times,  inaccessible  to  improve- 
mt,  iDd  hnmanized  the  manners  of  a  people  remarkable  only,  under  the 
RnuDiway,  for  theferodty  and  ben-harism  of  their  customs  7  What  but  the 
iDfltmee  of  religion;  of  that  faith  which  has  calmed  the  savage  passions  of 
dHhiimtninindjand  spread  its  benelicial  influence  among  the  remotest  ha- 
liiitliaDsafmai,  and  which  prompted  its  disciples  to  leave  the  luxuries  and 
nnribns  of  southern  civilisatiou  to  diffuse  knowledge  and  humanity  through 
i<d>aspitaMe  realms,  and  spread,  even  amidst  the  re^ons  of  desolation,  the 
Bghl  of  knowledge  and  the  blessings  of  Chrislianily.  Impressed  with  tbese 
)de»,  the  InTeller,  in  crossing  the  St.-Bemard,  and  comparing  the  perfect 
nfetywiO)  which  he  now  can  explore  the  most  solitary  parts  of  tbese  moun- 
Uias,  vrhfa  the  perils  of  the  passage  attested  by  the  votive  olTerings,  even  in 
tbedaysof  IdriKBand  the  Antonines,  will  think  with  thankfulness  of  the  re- 
Ijpmbywfaich  this  wonderful  change  has  been  elTected,  and  with  yenera- 
lion  of  the  saint  whose  name  has  for  a  thousand  yeors  been  afllied  to  the 
pn  vhere  his  inflnence  first  reclaimed  the  people  from  their  barbaroos  Irfe: 
ladin  crossing  the  defile  of  Mount  Brenner,  where  the  abbey  of  Wilten  Grst 
*faed  an  asylum  to  the  pilgrim,  he  will  f^l  with  a  late  amiable  and  elo- 
foM  writer,  "  how  fortunate  it  b  that  religion  has  penetrated  these  fasl- 
■esHs,  imperrious  to  hnman  power,  and,  where  precautions  are  impossible 
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ind  nriiliiiiM  asdcM,  spread  her  fnTiaible  «^  over  (he  MTCDcr,  udcoB- 
ducts  him  secure  uoderher  protecUon  through  all  die  danfenolbiswiT. 
When  in  such  tituations  he  reOects  upon  bii  tccnrity,  utd  feeellaeu  tkit 
these  mounUuns,  so  savage  and  so  well  adapted  to  (he  piirposei«<BiirdenM 
and  handitli,  have  not  in  the  memw;  of  nun  been  stained  with  hana 
blood,  heoughttodojiutlce  to  the  cause,  and  gratcfull;  (o  acknowledge  tbs 
influence  of  religion.  Impressed  with  these  ideas,  he  will  briiold  with  iodil- 
gence,  perhaps  even  with  interest,  the  crosses  which  frequenily  mirk  thi 
brow  of  a  precipice,  and  the  little  chapels  btdlowed  out  of  the  redi  wbore  Uh 
road  is  narrowed;  he  will  consider  (ben  as  so  many  pledges  of  secarii7,aDd 
rest  assured  that  so  long  as  the  pious  mouniainear  continues  to  sdon  iha 
*  good  Shepherd,'  and  to  implore  the  prayer  of  (he  afllic ted  mother  (l),lu 
will  never  cease  to  befriend  the  traveller  nor  to  discharge  the  daties  at  bai- 
pitality(2)." 
luiioHi  Though  inhabiting  the  same  mountain  range,  and  under  the  in- 
ik^T^f^  lluence  of  the  same  climate  as  the  Swiss,  the  Tyrolasc  are  diilia- 
"ntaH^  guished  by  a  totally  different  national  character :  a  striking  eiiBfila 
S'W  of  the  undying  inDuence  of  that  difference  of  race  wbidiappein  Id 
stamp  indelible  features  on  the  remotest  generations  of  men.  BoUi  bive  lbs 
usual  qualities  of  mountaineers,  ahold  and  intrepid  character,  aframeGUtd 
to  endure  toil,  a  soul  capable  of  despising  danger;  both  are  distinguished  by 
their  uniform  and  enthusiastic  love  of  freedom,  and  both  have  been  illw- 
(rated  in  every  age  by  their  heroic  and  martial  exploits.  But,  neverthelM, 
(he  fundamental  princi|:des  of  their  life  are  different.  The  Tyrolese  baoi- 
mated  with  an  ardent  and  enibusiaslic  loyalty;  attachment  to  the  homesf 
Austria  has  ever  distinguished  him ;  he  mingles  prayers  for  his  beloved  iustt 
with  his  suppticaiions  for  his  family  and  bis  country ;  the  Swiss,  nursed  in 
republican  ideas,  abhors  the  very  name  or  emblems  of  royalty :  the  TyroJcse 
is  ardent,  impetuous,  somelitnes  inconsiderate;  the  Swiss  grave,  reflecliBg, 
always  tenacious :  the  former  seldom  quits  his  native  valleys,  and  has  nerti 
sold  his  blood  in  mercenary  bands;  the  latter  is  to  be  fbiud  in  the  remotest 
countries  of  Europe,  and  has  in  every  age  prostituted  his  valour  for  foreiga 
gold  (3) ;  patriotic  devotion  strongly  animates  both ;  but  in  the  Tyrolese  it  is 
digniGed  by  disinterested  attachment  to  the  throne;  in  the  Swiss,  somewhat 
dimmed  by  its  union  with  the  thirst  for  individual  aggrandisement. 
LoTTui  Notwithstanding,  however,  the  loug-establisbed  and  herediUiT 
m!!4hi-  loyally  of  the  Tyrolese,  there  is  no  parlof  Europe  whejo  the  loveW 
^i^^  freedom  is  more  strongly  fell,  or  its  practical  blessings  have  btea 
^n^^ilHd'  """^  uninterruptedly  enjoyed.  In  every  part  of  the  country,  lbs 
■Muiwi.  bold  and  martial  air  of  tlw  peasantry,  their  athletic  form  and  fen- 
less  eye,  bespeak  the  liberty  and  independence  which  they  enjoy.  Often  ibe 
people  carry  arms,  universally  they  possess  them;  on  Sundays  or  belidiyi 
Ihcy  usually  appear  with  costly  weapons  in  Ibeir  belts  or  slung  around  ih^ 
shoulders,  as  a  mark  at  once  of  their  wealth  and  privileges.  Frequent  exerdss 
of  the  chase,  and  the  universal  practice  of  Gring  at  targets  andserviBgintbt 
militia  or  trained  bands,  have  given  (hem  an  eitraordinary  preScleney  in  Ihs 
use  offire-armsjofnhich  the  French  and  Bavarians,  in  the  courseofthewiri 
had  ample  experience,  it  was  in  a  great  degree  in  consequence  of  the  extn- 
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•idtavf  pateMat  af  tbs  TTrohK  marksmeD,  tfiat  the  inbabKants  of  the 
jnrtBU,  vith  titile  aid  from  tbe  Austrian  armies,  were  enabled  for  so  long 
ipviadttmakebeadagsloBt  thennited  force  of  France  and  Bavaria.  Their 
droi  «  ■agwtotr  caknlated  to  add  to  lh!i  impression.  That  of  Ok  men  con- 
in,  far  tlw  moot  part,  ef  a  brtud-brimmad  bat,  Bometimcs  Ornamented  by 
■Mbcr;  a  Jaekel,  tight  to  tbe  shape,  but  generally  worn  open,  and  exhf- 
Migand  or  grcini  waistcoat;  a  tntwd  girdle,  richly  oraamcuted,  faflleaed 
ii  fraot  by  a  lirfft  boAk  of  cosUy  workmanAip;  embossed  brtoea  worn 
«nr  tte  watslcoat,  md  mpftorting  tight  breeches,  which,  with  gaiter*  np 
k  Ike  koK,  are  iiMariably  made  of  MMk  bather.  The  colonra  of  the  allire, 
^nialiyaboaltha  fanatt,  are  brilfiaDtaad  varied,  and,  with  the  i^sbris  or 
Ufe  unck  in  Aa  ginUe,  bespeak  a  degree  of  opuhmce  rarely  te  be  met  with 
iathaetsalc«ltl*alorscfanyothncoantry.

HTJS^  try,  are  Ibe  practical  freedom  of  their  government,  and  the  circum- 
^•>  stance  of  tbeir  being,  in  general,  proprietors  of  the  lands  which 
•MM  they  cultivate.  Though  forming  part,  ever  since  their  acquisition 
W  lislria,  by  inheritance  in  1363,  of  a  despotic  monarchy,  the  Tyrolese  have 
vifcnily  been  in  the  practical  possession  of  all  the  blessings  of  freedom ; 
o'fram  the  earlieet  times  they  tiave  enjoyed  the  two  grand  privileges  of 
'■prcMnlative  assemblies,  and  not  being  taxed  without  their  own  consent  (S).

■died  dom  and  dispoaed  of;  the  royal  property  was  all  brought  into  tbe 
Mitt;  even  tbe  ancient  caitk  of  Tyrol  in  the  Passeyrtbal  was  not  spared. 
Bnr  impoats  were  daily  exacted  wlthont  any  consultation  with  tbe  estates  of 
tt  peapla;  ipeci*  became  scarce,  from  the  quantity  of  it  which  was  drawn 
'tstheroyal  treasury;  the  Austrian  notes  were  reduced  to  half  their  value, 
M  Ibe  feriings  of  the  people  Irritated,  almost  to  madness,  by  the  compulsory 
biy  of  Ben  !•  serve  in  tbe  ranks  of  their  eppressors.  It  was  even  attempted 
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to  change  tfas  very  mme  of  the  conntrj,  and  incorponte  it  with  Ihe  BiTvia 
provinces;  and  the  use  of  their  mother  tongue  was  onijr  to  be  pemitied  u 
the  soathern  pronnces  for  a  few  yean(1).

SuLavu.  cret,  ever  since  that  valuable  province  had  been  lefl  from  ihik 
domiiuon.  Sensible  of  ibe  immense  error  committed  in  180S,  in  stripping  iba 
eonntry  ofregnlar  troops,  at  the  very  time  when  the  advance  of  the  Tnack 
to  Vienna  rendered  it  of  the  last  importance  that  this  great  natural  forircN 
ihould  be  strengthened  on  their  flank,  the  cabinet  of  Vieona  resolved  iwttt 
fall  a  second  time  into  the  same  mistake,  and  made  every  prepanlioo  in 
turning  to  the  best  account  the  martial  qualities  and  excited  feelings  of  tlu 
people.  The  Archduke  John,  who  commanded  the  army  destined  for  ibt 
Italian  campaign,  and  then  stationed  at  Tillach  and  Siagenfarth,  and  mtdi 
frequent  excursions  in  former  years  through  the  Tyrol ;  and  in  the  coniM  d 
bis  rambles  had  become  as  mnch  attached  to  those  spirited  mountaineen  a 
they  had  acquired  confidence  in  his  patriotism  and  ardour.  An  active  tm- 
respondence  was  carried  on  between  the  Archduke  and  the  Tyrolese  leedmi 
from  the  moment  that  war  had  been  resolved  on  by  Ibe  cabinet  of  Tiew, 
till  it  actually  broke  out :  but  although  that  accomplished  prince  was  ihiuii 
a  p«al  degree  instrumental  in  producing  that  general  insurrectionin  tbepia- 
vince  which  afterwards  look  place,  yet  he  was  fated  never  to  return  to  it  till 
the  contest  was  over,  nor  to  take  part  in  a  struggle  in  which  he  wonld  ml- 
llngly  have  pledged  his  fortune  and  his  life  (i). 
Niiii>.T  The  Tyrol,  notwithsundiog  its  rugged  aspect,  is,  in  a  militaiytf 
^P^"^  Btrategetical  point  of  view,  s  very  simple  country.  There  are  tot 
tvaiaj-  few  practicable  roads.  The  great  chain  of  mountains  which  ixm 
the  southern  barrier  of  the  valley  of  the  lnn,and  which,  beginning  wiibthi 
anovry  peaks  of  the  Ortcler  Pilz,  stretches  through  the  Gefront  to  the  huge 
mass  of  the  Gross  Gloctiner,  is  traversed  only  by  one  road,  which,  from  licM 
immemorial,  hasformed  the  chiefcommunicationbetweenGermany  and  IuIt- 
SettingoutfromHunich,  it  crosses  the  norlhem  barrier  of  the  Innthalbflbt 
goi^  of  Schamilz ;  descends  to  Innspruck,  and,  after  crossing  (be  soutben 
bulwarksof  the  valley  by  the  pass  of  the  Brenner,  descends  the  cDunecftb' 
Eisach  to  Sterling,  Brisen,  Botzen,  Trent,  and  Roveredo,  below  which  il 
emerges  at  Verona  into  the  Italian  plains.  From  Trent  branch  out  two  ItUnl 
roads  :  the  first,  after  mounting  an  inconsiderable  ridge,  descends,  by  lb 
waters  of  the  Brenta,  through  the  romantic  defiles  of  the  Val  Sugana  (o  Fp- 
molano,  and  loses  itself  in  the  plains  of  Verona  at  Bassano-,  the  second,  ifta 
crossing  the  high  Sarca,  winds  down  by  Chiesa  and  the  lake  of  Idir  to  tlu 
Brescian  fields.  From  fiolzen,  or  Bolsano,  a  great  road  ascends  the  whow 
course  of  the  Adige,  called,  in  its  upper  or  German  parts,  the  Etch,  and  pe* 
netrales  into  the  cold  and  cheerless  pasturesof  theEngadine,inSwitierUiiil, 
at  Nauders.  From  Brlxen  branches  off  the  great  road  to  Carintbia  and  Kl*- 
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gfnfnrlh,  ibrough  Ihe  Pusierlhal  and  down  ihc  valley  of  the  Drave  ;  and  ibe 
male  roaiiDuDicates  litb  Salzburg  by  a  cross  road,  which  surmounis  the 
pti[  cenlral  ridge  by  Sl.-Hicbcl  and  Tanern,  till  it  reaches  Rastsdt  and  Ihe 
nicnof  the  Salxa.  Another  great  road  crosses  Tyrol  in  its  whole  hreadlJi, 
ilDEig  the  valley  of  the  Inn ;  communicating  on  the  west  with  Switzerland  by 
Prldkircfa  and  Bregentz;  on  the  east  by  Rattenburg  to  Salzburg,  Etiqs,  and 
^Kntu.  TbeBrenncris  thus  by  far  the  most  imporlanl  position  in  Tyrol,  be- 
auK  wboever  has  the  command  of  it,  is  the  master  of  the  only  communica- 
tioefrain Germany  and  the  northern,  to  Italy  and  the  southern  Tyrol,  and 
itwtHidge  of  Laditch,  at  the  janctlon  of  roads  leading  to  Innspruck.Carinthia, 
ud  Verona.  Rode  fortiHca lions  are  erected  on  the  principal  passes  leading

IwB,  and,  above  alt,  Ihe  indomitable  spirit  of  ils  inhabitants. 
ouMT.;  When  the  peasantry  of  Tyrol,  at  the  summons  of  Austria,  took  up 
J;j^"  irftis,  theySad  no  fixed  or  authorized  leadersibul  several  persons 
•""  bad  acquired-  such  consfderation  among  them  as  naturally  placed 
1^  It  Ae  bead  of  afbirs^  The  Arst  of  these  was  Anmiew  Hofek,  a  native 
•(SL4.^ard,  in  the  valley  of  Passeyr;  a  name,  lilie  that  of  Tell  and  Wal- 
lKe,Do«  become  imqortal  in  the  history  of  the  world.  Like  his  ancestors 
if  niny  generafions,  he  (Arried  on  the  business  of  an  innkeeper  on  bis  pa- 
Itnil  properly  on  the  banks  of  the  Adige;.a  profession  which  is  one  of  the 
nsi  mpectable  among  that  simple  people,  from  the  intercourse  with  stran- 
emudweaith  wilh  which  it  iscommonly  attended.  He  was  bom  on  the  SSd 
Rarember,  1707,  so  that  he  was  in  the  forty-second  year  of  his  age  when  the 
iBuirTeclioii  brofce  out.  His  frame  was  herculean,  his  shoulders  broad,  hb 
Umigth  surpassing!  but,  like  most  persons  long  habituated  to  climbing 
■MDntahis,  his  carriage  was  somewhat  impaired  by  an  habitual  sloop,  iiis 
nhicaGtin  and  means  of  fmprovement  had  been  superior  to  those  of  roost  per- 
Mi  in  bis'rank  of  life,  from  his  frequent  intercourse  with  travellers,  as  well 
M  Ibe  traffic  which  he  carried  on  in  wine  and  horses,  in  the  course  of  which 
he  hid  visited  most  of  the  principal  dties  on  the  southern  side  of  the  moun- 
Ubb,  and  become  a  fluent  master  of  the  Italian  language,  though  in  the  low 
Vnelian  dialect.  His  dress  waV  the  common  habit  of  the  country,  wilh  some 
biffing  variation  :  a  large  black  hat  with  a  broad  brim,  black  ribbons,  aud  a 
4>rk  curling  feather,  a  green  Jacket,  red'waistcoat,  green  braces,  black  leathern 
pHla,  short  black  l>reeches  of  the  same  material,  and  red  or  black  slock- 
iBgs.  About  his  neck  was  always  to  be  seen  a  erucifiii  and  a  silver  medal  of 
!>t-GeBrge,  to  which  wasoflemards  added  a  gold  medal  and  chain,  seat  him 
hytbe  Emperor.  He  never,  however,  obtained  any  rank  in  the  Austrian 
■raiy,  and  was  indebted  for  his  influence  among  his  countrymen  la  his  well- 
known  probity  of  chat-acter and  disinterested  disposition,  as  well  as  the  se- 
o^conneiionwhicbhe  maintained  with  the  Archduke  John,  with  whom  he 
^  hnaed  an  acquaintance  in  the  course  of  thai  prince's  scieniilic  rambles 
>■  the  Tyrgl,  which  led  to  his  being  chosen  as  a  deputy  from  his  native  valley 
to  cDnfa  with  him  at  Brunecken,  in  November  IttUS,  and  Vienna  in  January 
IW.  His  taknU  and  aeqoiremenia  were  of  a  superior  order,  as  wossufficicntly 
ciiBctdby  his  having  been  selected  by  that  discerning  prince  on  occasions  of 
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such  imporUoM  for  the  diactuurge  of  difficult  duties;  but  his  pnts  wereoM 
rather  than  brilliant,  and  be  evinced,  in  its  merits  equally  as  its  defects,  ibt 
trueGennio  dtaracur.  Honest,  sincere,  and  cnuBding,  tenacious  ofmston, 
attached  to  aDliqaity,  igaoraM  ciprewtit  tioaes,  tenevolent  in  dbpositini.be 
was  at  the  une  tiaa  pioiis  and  patriotic,  and  ready  to  lay  down  tkelttt  ittf 
of  bis  blood  in  defence  of  his  religion  and  Emperor.  It  wu  cMy  to  eta^htn 
to  severe  oeaaurai ;  but  when  tbdr  eiocatton  coaitdeneed,  be  wu  lai&l 
divertedfromhis  iMTpoaa,  and  bis  native  gentleneHof  disposlUenspcdUlf 
caused  the  alenier  mood  to  ralant.  Hii  attaehmenl  to  the  CalfaoIle1iiUi,tiiJ 
bis  patriotic  ardour,  were  unbounded ;  and  the  bare  recital  of  a  vleteTT  g>lM4 
by  Austria  in  fonBH  times,  or  ■llnaion  to  the  idassteal  days  of  TyrM,  a  imi 
In  favour  of  the  tacred  pwson  of  the  Empoor  or  the  Arichduktf  icAn,  wn 
auffident  to  fiU  his  eyes  with  tears.  Though  slow  and  sometimes  vaelUitingb' 
decision,  he  was  capable,  when  he  applied  to  a  subjMi,  of  jiist  discrinin- 
tion ;  and  when  iDveated,  during  a  few  monlhs  in  antuma.  180»,  wift  tkt  ' 
entire  government  of  the  phivbiee,  hb  measures  were  judicious  to  a  de^ 
that  could  hardly  hava  be«i  expected  from  bli  lipiited  means  of  iRfonnsGiiii. 
Fond  of  Gooviviality,  aemetinMs  addicted  lo  intemperance,  be  wu'cAn 
carousing  with  his  fiicDds  when  die  trooiw  were  engaged  in  action;  and, 
thougti  repeatedly  victorious,  and  feariefi  in  dangfer  j  he  was  only  once  unda 
a  hot  fire  during  Uie  war,  though  then  he  acted  with  the  ntmost  gaUutrf. 
But  his  energy  in  conduct,  and  well-lmown  patriotic  ardour,  obUined-fartuB 
tbetltachmenl  of  his  OQuntryineo,  whom  he  constantly  led  la- victory;  wl 
the  intrepidity  of  bis  conduct  in  his  last  roomtals,  has  secured  fw  him  i 
lasting  mausoleimi  in  the  hearty  of  his  countrymen  (4).

'•""•      threads  afpollticaluegotialion,6i>£CBBiOBEh  was  greatly  hisnpe- 
rior  in  the  energy  and  conduct  of  aelnal  warftrti.  He  was  a  snbstantiil  yw- 
man,  having  inherited  from  hif  father  a.fbrfti  of  some  value  in  {h«  vlllsge  of 
Gnadeawald,  in  the  Lower- inntbal.  Bom  iutfae  year  476S,  he  was  left  in 
orphan  at  tbe  age  of  seven  years;  and  though  his  relations  beaiowed  ail  the 
care  upon  his  eduoation  which  cifcumttancM  would  adinit,  tie  showed  li<tl< 
dispoiltioD  for  study  or  any  sedentary  pursuit.  From  an  earty  age  be  '•» 
found  from  morning  tili  night  among  the  moonlaiiis,  with  his  rifle  over  hh 
shoulder,  pursuingtheroeorengaging  tbelammergeyn.  AsheadVaneedIa 
years,  these  pursuits  bad  such  atlractioiis  for  biin,'thal,  abandoBing  Aa- 
gelher  his  paternal  estate,  he  associated  with  a  hand  of  bnnters,  who  set  ili< 
forest  laws  at  deGasce,  and  ranged  the  mountoini  of  the  Upper  and  lowtr 
Innthal,  the  Oeitbal,  and  the  ringed  forests  of  the  Batarian  Tyrol.  By  thii 
wandering  mode  of  life,  as  he  afterwords  himself  admitted,  he  became  k- 
quainted  with  every  pass  and  glen  on  Qm  frontiers  of  Tyro)  and  Bavaifi^'frDn 
Feldkircb  to  Kufstein— a.8pecies  of  knowledge  which  was  of  essential  lUjport- 
ance  in  the  condtict  of  the  partisan  warfare  with  which  he  wa^  afrerwird! 
intrusted— while  at  the  same  lime  it  nourished  in  his  mind  that  inexlinguitb- 
able  hatred  towards  Bavaria,  which  is  fklt  more  or  less  by  evoy  inhabitinl 
of  the  northern  Tyrol.  His  grandfalfaer  had  distinguished  himself  in  the  wii 
against  the  Bavarians,  under  Kaiimitian  Emmanuet;  "  and  when  f  was  ■ 
child,"  said  Spectabaeher  in  after  days,  "  and  listened  (o  him  as  he  told  ut 
the  history  a(  tboM  times,  I  longed  to  have  an  opportunity  of  lighting  agobs 
them  OS  he  had  done."

Ttioughreckoncd  wlth- 
juiicefaeofthenwttfonnidablaofttieTyroieseleaderi,  be  carried  with  hiib

<Uil«.  Clolbed  io-bii  brown  gannegt  and  ropc'girdle,  be  bore  in  bis  band

'*'™ily.at  I  very  early  perjod  to  Uofer,  by  whom  the  movemeniB  of  the 
'^J**  were  pracUcally  directed  tlH  the  dose  of  the  contest  (3). 
i^wf^  Sack  were  tiie  simple  leaders  under  whose  guidajice  the  Tyrotese 
tjff^  engaged  in  the  formidable  contest  with  Ibe-uniied  power  of  France 
^       ud  Btvaiia.  It  was  from  no  ignpranoe  of  (be  perils  which  awaited 
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then), -but  a  brave  determination  to  disregard  t)iein,  tbatlhey  stood foiA 
"with  such  .uhanitnous  gallmiry  lor  their  country's  driiveraiice.  In  fomMi 
wars,  they  had  both  witnessed,  and  felt  the  wei^t  of  the  French  arms-,  in 
1796,  they  had  seen  it  roll  past  themjn  the  Italian,  In  1809,  on  the  Bivarin 
plains;  iq  1797,  their  valleys  had  b«en  penetrated  from  the  south  by  loo- 
bert[1),  in  180S,  Invaded  from  the  north  by  Harsbal  Ney  (S] ;  andtbeyvot 
well  avare,  that  the  probabilities  v«re,  that  If  a  serious  rererse  hippenedN 
the  Imperial  arms,  tbe  farces  of  ihe'etnpiTe.wcRild,  as  on  former  occasian, 
-  be  concenirkied  for  tbe  defeuce'of  the  capital,  and  they  would  be  left  «ilb- 
out  exlemal  aid  to  make  head  against  their  numerous  and  disciplined  e^^■ 
mies.  Still  they  unaitimoiisly  stood  forth  in. the  contest.  -ETerj  man  l«* 
leave  of  bis  family  and  bis  fiends  as'Ihose  who  might  never  meet  a^B. 
They, prepared  themselves;  after  the  manner  tff  tbeir  country,  for  whit  diej 
deemed  a  ptous  warftre,  by  the  most  solemn  riles  bf  their  reKpon.  Hm 
print,  in  many  parishes,  assembled  those  who  were  to  join  the  army,  nJ 
animated  them  by  his  exhortations,  and  blessed  those  who  might  die  in  d^ 
fence  of  th.eir  conntry.'  fvery  lamily  assembled  logetlter,  and  prayed  tiHt 
tbe  youths  who  it^cre  to  leave  it  might  support  tjieir  good  name  in  the  ban 
of  danger,'  and  die  rather  than  disbooour  their  nattve  land.  In  many  iosUDOi 
even  the  sacrament  was  administered  m  fer  the  last  time  in  Ijfc,  and  acma- 
panied  wttb  tbe  sotemnitjes  which  theji^atholic  Church  enjoins  for  the  wit 
fare  of  a  departing  sbdl.  It  was  witb  sacb  holy  rites,  and  by  such  eierdM 
of  family  devotion,  that  these  brAve  men  pFepared.tbeniselves  farthefeai4 
warfare  on-whicb-tbry  were  entering,!  "ud  it  was  the  spirit  nhich  tbeytiw 
inhaled  that  supported  them' when  they  were  left  to  their  own  resaQreo,

.  ley,-  and  when  they  arrived  at  the  tremendous  bridge  orLa(}ilch(1},  broke 
into  two  divisions,  the  first  of  which,  under  Ksson,  hotly  pursued  by  (he

The  Bair 
rfans  advancel]  in  goo*  order  and  w'ilh  an  fntrepid  air  over  the  open  ground 
irtiicb  lay  between  them  an^he  enemy.',  but  as  they,  approached  the  Tyrolese, 
who  were'posted-on  rocks  and  inthiclietsaround  its  outer  circumference,  Ihej

*^  DO  condition  to  resist  so  formidable  en  assemblage,  the  Batarians, 
^f^"'  who  liad  only  lifieen  hundred  men  and  a  few  guns  in  the  place, 
viAilrew  Into  Ibe  townj  but  there  they  -were  speedily  assailed  by  a  furious 
<n*d  of  peasants,  who  carried  MiGcessively  the  external  iMiriers,  Ihe  bridge 
of  Ibe  Inn,  the  artillery,  and  finally  penetrated  into  the  principal  sqnare, 
duntiog  out, "  Long  live  the  Emperor  Francis— down  with  the  Bavarians  I " 
ml  nude  IhemseWes  nuiters  of  the  place.  A  frightful  scene  ensued  :  the  Ba- 
WioMJOsome  places  surrendered,  and  begged  for  quarter ;  In  others,  con- 
linBed  the  combat  with  undaunted  resolution;  end,  in  the  milit,  several 
Hndydeedswerecommitted,, which,  in  their  cooler  moiDents,-thc  Tyrolese 
*mU  hare  been  the  first  to  condemn.  General  Kin kel,  after  malting  a  brave 
mumtx,  was  slain  :  Colonel  Dietfurth,  who  atoned  for  his  former  conduct 
^IbegaHantryof  his  last  hours,  desperately  wounded,  was  racde  prisoner, 
ud  locHi  sfter  died ;  and  the  whole  garrison  of  Innspmck,  consisting  of  one 
Mire  regiment,  four  guns,  a  few  cavalry  and  sSveral  depots  of  battalions, 
(>llierta)ienorslain(l). 
I  2^ '"  ^^  event  here  took  place  which  strongly  marked  tiie  particular 
'  ^*^  character  of  Ibe  wufare  which  had  commenced,  bietnirth,  the 
^^aiHi  Bavarian  colonel,  had  made  himself  peculiarly  obnoxious  in  the 
1^  province,  by  the  severity  of  bis  public,  and  liceniionsness  of  his 
IKinie  conduct,  as  well  as  the  contemptuous  expresuonsfvUch  he  bad  used 
lonrds  the  people  (2).  As  he  lay  balf  fainting  from  less  of  blood  in  the 
fnrithouse  of  Innspmck,  he  asked  who  had  been  the  leader  of  the  peasants. 
"IfooBe,"  they  replied, "  we  fought  equally  for  God,  the  Emperor,  and  our 
Wive  country." — "That  is  surprising,"  said  Dietfurth,  "for  Isawhimfre- 
fKnlly  pass  me  on  a  witite  horse."  The  report  of  this  incident  produced  an 
BlnordlDary  itnpresaiou  npon  the  peasants,  by  whom  it  was  universally  be- 
Bmd,  lheiiceforth,lhatSl.-James,  the  patron  of  the  town  of  Innspmck,  and 
*h»was  always  represented,  in  the  battles  with  the  Hoors,  mounted  on  a 
^Ithorse,  had  combated  at  their  head.  The  cavalry  which  escaped  from 
htupmck  look  refuge  in  a  convent  near  the  bridge  of  Votders ;  but  Specie 
Uiitr,  having  assembled  a  body  of  peasants  from  the-Lower  Inntbal,  burst 
'r^  n  open  the  gates  on  the  day  following,  by  means  of  an  immense  fir- 
Btt,  which  was  rolled  up  on  wheels  to  the  massy  portal  by  fifty  of  bis  strong- 
W  peasants,  and  every  man  was  made  prisoner.  The  Tyrolese  after  these 
hflHa^t  successes,  set  no  boonds  to  their  rejoicings  :  the  great  Imperial  eagle 
^Btilen  down  from  the  tomb  of  Maximilian  in  tbeHlt'b  Church  of  Innspmck, 
■iHorated  with  red  riiunds,  and  carried  amidst  deafening  acclamations 
uroogh  die  streets,  the  peasants  flocking  in  crowds  to  gaze  at  and  kiss  it; 
<*fl«  the  pielures  of  the  Archduke  John  and  the  Emperor  were  placed  on  a 
Mmnphal  arch,  surrounded  by  candles  kept  consUntly  burning,  every  one 
Bttt  piKcd  stopping  an  inaiont,  bending  the  knee,  and  exclaiming,  **  Long 
Bwi^  Emperor  (3)!" 

lo  the  audet  at  these  rejoieings  the  Tyrolese  were  called  to  more  seriona 
ottes.  Ibe  victorious  peasants,  who  had  fallen  asleep  in  tbe  streets  or  tn

^  ^'"'  forced  iU  way  through  the  pass  of  Lueg  and  over  the  Breoncr, 
Aprjiii.  j^o,n  Steraingand  the  valley  of  the  Eiuch,  had  reached  HouDlYsel 
and  the  neighbourhood  of  the  Abbey  of  Wtlten,  on  il£  way  to  the  norlhem 
Tyrol  and  Bavaria.  The  gales  ware  imroedialely  barricaded  with  caslu,  «i(- 
gons,  carts,  and  ovary  thing  that  could  be  found  for  that  purpose,  and  l^ 
approaches  to  the  city  tilled  with  armed  men,  ready  to  give  the  enemy  i 
warm  reception.  But  the  Bavarians,  who  were  descending'the Brenner,  were 
in  still  greater  consiernaiion  itian  their  opponents  at  the  circunniances  <d 
their  silualioD.  With  difficulty,  and  constantly  harassed  by  a  cloud  of  pe»- 
sants  in  their  rear,  they  bad  reached  the  heights  of  Uount  YsqI,  and  now  they 
found  tnnspruck,  their  sole  point  of  retreat,  where  they  expected  lo  find  mio- 
cour,  rest,  and  seeurity,  occupied  by  twenty  thousand  peasants.  Geaxni 
Kinkel,  who  perceived  the  hopelessness  of  their  situation,  wrote  to  Genenl 
Bis3on,urginghim  to  send  someconiidcntial  person  into  the  town  whomigbl 
report  the  stale  of  alTairs;  and,  in  pursuance  of  this  advice,  Wrede,  Hitb  i 
large  escort,  soon  made  his  appearance,  and  they  were  immediately  takes 
into  custody.  Wrede  was  detained,  the  remainder  beingallowed  toreluni  t^ 
their  comrades.  The  situation  nf  the  French  and  Bavarians  was  now  aloMri 
desperate.  Chaslellar,  with  a  body  of  armed  peasants,  as  wellos  afewreguU 
troops,  was  descending  the  Brenner,  and  already  menaced  their  rear,  wbii 
the  rocks  and  thickets  in  their  front  and  flanks  were  bristling  with  the  pet- 
sants  of  the  Innlhal,  who,  in  great  strength,  obstructed  their  advance.  Mitt 
some  unsuccessful  parleying,  in  the  course  of  which,  Bisson  expressed  ibe 
utmost  dread  of  the  vengeance  of  r^apol^on  if  he  laid  down  bis  arms,  the  lire 
began,  and  a  close  discharge,  admirably  directed,  thinned  the  ranks  of  ibe 
French  grenadiers,  while  the  shouts  with  which  the  mountains  resounded  oa 
all  sides  were  so  tremendous  that  ihey  were  completely  panic-slrnck,  and 
compelled  their  commander  to  consent  to  an  unconditional  surrender.  Bissau 
laid  down  his  arms  with  all  his  troops,  including  .the  division  al  SchwiU, 
which  was  to  be  delivered  up  to  the  Austrians  there  :  nearly  three  thousurf 
men,  on  this  occasion,  fell  in  all  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy  (jj. 
aSi'i"  °'  ^*  ""'^  P"*'  "*  ixiportance  in  the  Tyrol  now  occupied  by  ih 
spHbbacber. Bavarians,  was  Ilall  in  the  l^wer  Innlhal,  and  it  soon  yielded  H 
the  enterprise  and  skill  of  Spechbacher.  The  women  and  children  «lM 
remained  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Inn,  lighted  fires  on  all  the  hills  bouiidia| 
the  vatloy  on  that  side;  and  this  stratagem  induced  the  Bavarian  garrisoD  U 
believe,  that  if  the  town  were  attacked  at  all,  it  would  be  from  the  norlhea 
quarter.  Thilber,  accordingly,  they  all  crowded,  carefully  manning  the  Tia> 
parts  and  watching  the  approaches.  Meanwhile,  Spechbacher  with  his  nMf 
silently  advanced  in  ambush  lo  the  other  side,  and,  when  the  drawbridge  «^ 
let  down  and  the  gale  opened,  upon  Ihe  bell  ringing  for  matins,  tliey  rasbd 
in,  overpowered  the  guard,  and  made  themselves  masters  of  Ihc  town.  TM 
Bavarian  prisoners,  about  four  hundred  in  number,  were  iminediii4| 
inarched  ofTundnaa  escort  consisting  chieOy  of  women.  Considcnng  thisf

>^u.f  Thus  did  the  Tyrolese,  in  one  week  after  the  insurrection  broke 
{^"T*^  oni,  by  means  solely  of  their  own  valour  and  patriotism,  aided  by 
M^uT  "**  natural  strength  of  the  country,  entirely  deliver  the  province 
V^  trom  the  enemy ;  recover  all  ihe  fortresses,  except  Kofstein,  which 
vBre  in  the  hands  of  their  oppressors ;'  and  entirely  destroy  above  ten  thou- 
UDd  regular  troops  of  the  enemy,  of  wfamn  sli  thonsand  were  made  pri- 
unersT  These  extraardinaT7  successes,  too,  were  gained  almost  eidusively 
bf  tfae  nnafded  efforls  of  ihe  people;  for  though  the  Austrian  regulars  came 
np  most  opportunely  in '  the  first  contest,  at  the  -bridge  of  San  Lorenzo, 
lellbey  had  no  share  in  the  subsequent  triamphe,  which  were  achieved 
In;  before  their  arrival  at  the  scene  of  tieiion,  by  tfte  assembled  pea- 
ntty :  a  memorable  instance  of  what  may  be  effected  by  unanimity  and 
ijpnr,  even  hi  opposition  to  a  formidable  miliiary  force.  The  eO^t  of  the 
*iciiiries  of  the  peasantry  was  to  liberate  the  southern  as  well  as  northern 
Tyrol;  for  the  French  troops  were  so  mnob  discouraged  by  Their  reverses, 
',  Ini  (bey  evBcatted  bothTrent  and  Roveredo,  and  fell  back  to  the  neigb- 
iVlDifcoad  of  Verona.  The  insurrection  gained  all  the  Italian. Tyrol,  and  even 
'  IfMd  into  Ihe  valleys  of  the  Oglio  and  the  Hella,  where  the  people  were 
nOHy  discantented  with  the  govenimeniof  the  kingdom  of  Italy.  Nuinerons 
ta<K«f  partiMfis  appeared  to  the  north,  in  the  Bamrian  plains,  and  the 
Sartiin  hills,  and  on  the  south,  in  the  n«ghbourhuod  of  Brescia  and  Te- 
nni;  fltey  cmnmuaicated  with  the  Archduke  John,  whose  victory  at  Sacile 
ntM  eillBOfdhiary  enthusiasm,  by  the  vale  of  lhe'PiaTe;>and  symptoms 
of  molt  were  already  manifesting  tiieinselves  in  ail  the  southern  valleys  of 
IbeAlps,  asftr  a»  Piedmont,  where  the  people  only  waited  for  the  Austrian 
Budirds  to  cross  the  Adige  to  brealt  out  into  open  insurrection.  Hot  was  it 
Ibe  least  honourable  circumstance  in  this  glorious  contestj  that  though  the 
pupolitten  were  strongly  eicited  by  a  long  course  of  previous  injuries,  and 
dansl  entirely  destitute  of  miiitary  o£Gcers  to  resUain  their  impetuosity, 
Uwrvere  as  much  dlsllngai^>ed  by  their  humanity  as  their  valour,  and,  with 
(few eic<]^tioii3,  originating  in  the  heat  of  assanlt,  conducted  their  hostilities 
vilbtimneh  moderation  as  regular  soldiers  (2). 

■^miit  Meanwhile  Napolton,-who  was  exceedingly  irritated.at  this  un- 
MCk^i.  looked-for  series  of  disasters  in  tbe  Tyrol,  and,  notwithstanding  alt 
^^^'"^  his  power,  was  not  able  altogether  to  conceal .IheiA  even  from  his 
vwti  sabjects,  let  his  exasperation  exhale  in  ftirious  invectives  against  the 
^  ^  Marquis  Chastellar,  to  whom  he  ascribed  both  the  exciting  of  the 
'*™it  ia  Tyrol,  and  the  cruelties  which  he  alleged  bad  been  committed  by  the 
P^KiBtry.  The  latter  charge,  founded  upon  some  isolated  acts  of  revenge 
P^IMnted  In  the  assauK  of  lDnsprud[,  was  wholly  unfounded  as  against  the 
i^rolew in  general;  and  against  Chastellar,  in  particular,  was,  in  an  especial 
■UBser;  false,  as  at  the  time  of  tbe  acts  complained  of  on  the  banks  of  the

B*t  Us  lenience  of  outlawry  against  Chastellar  and  Hormayer,  both  of  whom 
*^  ordered  to  be  delivered  loa  military  commission  as  soon  as  taken,  and 
wviihto  liveaty>faarhours,  wasofa  piece  with  the  invariable  policy  of

mru4d  sistency  to  the  tumulUiary  efforts  efth«j»aa^lry.  He  suceeedcdj 
rin'x-  in  equipping  a  small  body  ofcaTalry,  to  wham  he  gavejtnu;  L 
Species  of  force  6f  which  ihese  poor  mogntrinens  stood  much  ia  need,  inf 
organized  several  battalions  of  excellent  foot  soldier^;  and  bsYing  pulmaltaf' 
in  a  train  to  the  north  of  the  mountains,  recrotaed  the  Btenuer  with  bis  r^ 
gular  troaps,  and  descending  the  valley  of  the  Elsach  and,  AcUge,  dine  i^ 
tfMiu.  with  the  enemy  in  front  of  tbefemousdefils  of  La  Pietra,  betwtfk 
Roveredo  and  Trent.  The  French,  under  Baraguay  D'HJltiera,  six  tho  ' 
strong,  were  ihere  posted  in  a  well-knawn  position  of  unoomnton  sir 
and  held  finn,  to  give  the  main  body  of  their  adny  under  Engtee  tint 
retreat  in  order^  to  the  banks  of  the  Adige,  after  the  disasoDus  batUe  of  fr 
April ».  cile.  The  Austrisns  having  impmdefftly  fcmmeaced  an  atllli 
when  .worn  out  with  the  faligue  of  a  long  march,  were  wersted  and  t^hP* 
out  of  the  SeGle  with  loss;  but  the  VYench,  notwithstanding,  con  tinned  dJA 
retreat  to  the  neighbourhood  of  VeroQa,  tod  Chastellar  took  up  hisqu«4m 
inRoveredo.  From  thence,  however,  he  was  soon  recalled  to  tfie  north  eftha 
Brenner,  by-  the  threatened'  inrasion  of  tiie  prorince  by  the  French  tnofi 
after  the  disastrous  batties  in  Bavaria  (3). 
uiftThT  Jellachicb,  as  already  noticed  (3),  after  the  defeat  of  fflller  it 
burifna.  Landshut,  had  retired  from  4hinich  towards Seliburg on  the UA 
A^i  ts.  April. .  Thither  he  wasfoUowed  by  Marshal Lefebvre  with  his  cwpi, 
donsisiing  cfaiedy  of  Bavarians.  The  Austrian  general  took  up  a  sljrong  pa^ 
tion  infrontof  Salzburg,  where  he  endeavoured  1«  arrest  theadvaioceoftlia 
French  troops ;  bat  the  numbers  of  the  French  .were  so  superior  that  be  m 
unable  to  etlbci  his  object,  and  driven  into  the  town  wiib  the  loasof  several 
hundred  prisoners  and  three  guns.  The  victors  entered  petl-qKll  with  the 
vanquished;  and  Jellachich,  continuing  his  retreat  in  great  (Hsarder  to  the 
soBth,  ascended  the  valley  of  the.SaIzs,  and  croasiqgtbe  moos  tains  behind 
Rasladt,  made  the  best  of  his  way  towards  Villach  and  Carinthia,  abandoning 
the  eastern  districts  of  Tyrol  to  their  fate.  Thilher  Lefebvre  shortly  after 
bent  his  step«,  having  remained  in  Salzburg  only  long  enough  to  put  the  town 
in  a  snIBcient  posture  of  defence,  and  establish  the  magazines  necessary  lor 
"•)  ■'°-  the  operations  in  that  quarter.  On  the  10th  May  he  broke  up  and 
advanced  to  Reichenhall,  a  considerable  burgh  still  in  the  open  countrf, 
but  within  a  mile  of  (he  mountains,  which  there  rise  in  awful  majesty  abrnpl 
and  sheer  from  the  plain,  to  all  appearance  impervlons  to  human  approach.

■pruck.  But  they  advanced  so  tardily  that  they  gave  the  Tyrolese  time  u 
recover  from  their  consternation}  reinforcements  poured  down  from  i!h 
Brenner,  and  the  mountains  of  Schamilz,  to  the  fugitives  from  Wotgl;  lod 
'  Chasteilar,  who  narrowly  escaped  being  made  prisoner  by  the  eseny,  net 
with  Hormayer  at  Steinach,  and  contorted  measures  for  future  openli(HUi 
Slowly  moving  up  the  valley  of  the  Inn,  Lefebvre  found  the  resistance  of  the 
people  increase  with  e¥ery  step  be  advanced :  Schwatz  was  only  carried  by 
assault  after  a  desperate  resistance,  and  burned,  in  the  stru^le,  to  Uu 
ground.  Frightful  atrocities  marked  the  steps  of  the  invaders;  the  Bavahaiu 
wreaking  their  vengeance  on  the  unhappy  peasants,  for  the  reial  or  imagiafry 
injuries  they  had  received,  by  the  perpetration  of  the  most  revolting  mililuy 
cruelties.  Old  men,  women,  and  diildren,  were  massacred  indiscriminalelj; 
and  every  village,  from  which  a  shot  had  issued,  comniitted  to  the  fUmn. 
Meanwhile,  Chasteilar,  who  had  been  smingly  irriuted  at  the  Tyrolese,  oa 
account  of  the  furious  conduct  of  some  drunken  peasants  at  Hall,  who  triid 
N^  It.  to  pull  him  from  his  horse  from  iadignation  at  his  retreat,  bad  j 
nppsfld  the  Brenner,  and  the  Innthal  was  again  reduced  to  its  on  j 
■••T't-  resources.  On  the  19th,  Lefehvre  appeared  before  Innspmd:, 
which  Bubmitted  without  resistance;  the  minds  even  of  the  heroic  leadoiof

Baraguay  D'Uiliiers,  apd  Rusca,  deUuhed  by  Eugene  after  his  vto- 
lory  on  the  Piave,  to  which  the  peasants,  now  slripto{  the  regular  troopsfer 
the  defence  of  the  Innthal,  bad  nothing  to  oppose,  was  rafudly  advancing  op 
the  valley  of  the  Adige,  and  had  aheady  occupied  Roveiedo  and  menaced 
Trent.  ChaslcUar,  despairing  of  success,  had  made  arrangement^  for  leavinf

Reiurningfrom  ttiencelolbebaDksof  iheidige, 
he  threw  himsell  into  the  castle  of  Trent,  where  he  was  soonbesic^byi 
ines.  divisioD  of  Eugene's  Italian  army.  The  lindsiiinn  of  [be  appei 
Adige,  however,  flew  to  his  relief;  the  Italians,  oTerwfaelmed  by  namben, 
retired  with  considerable  loss  Id  Dolce;  and  the  whole  valley  of  Ihe  Adi|e,» 
hr  as  Verona,  was  cleared  of  the  enemy.  The  Vorarlbcrg  followed  the  eiim^ 
of  Tyrol ;  all  the  valleys  took  uparms,  and  seven  thousand  well-armed  mtriu- 
men,  besidesji  landsturm  of  eqnal  force,  carried  terror  and  devasuijon  oia 
all  the  adjacent  provinces  of  Germany.  Moeskircb  andHemmingen  weresM- 
cessively  occupied,  and  laid  under  contribution;  Constance  fell  into  tbor 
hands;  their  victorious  bands  appeared  even  )t  the  gates  of  Munich  lad 
'•"•>!)■  Augsburg;  and,  in  conjunctionwith  the  inhabitants  of  Swabii,ibo 
were  highly  discontented  wrth  theexactionsand  tyranny  of  the  French  inupi, 
delivered  no  less  than  seventeen  thousand  of  the  prisoners  taken  at  Ecbmuhl, 
Ebersberg,  and  Vienna,  who  foond  refuge  in  the  valleys  of  Tyrol,  and  vcR 
speedily  formed  into  fresh  battalions.  To  the  soulb  of  the  Alps,  Buuno, 
Bclloito,  Peltre,  were ,i%pea ted ly  in  their  possession;  they  cammnDitaiiil 
with  the  Austrian  regulars  in  Camiola ;  levied  contributions  to  the  pin  d 
Verona,  Brescia,  and  Como;  and,  spreadingtbe  flame  of  insurrection  froa 
the  Black  Forest  to  (he  plains  of  Lotnbardy,  and  from  Salzbnrg  to  tbeCriiODS, 
soon  had  twenty  thousand  infantry  and  eight  hundred  horse,  regularly  oip- 
niied  and  equipped,  underarms,  Ivesides  a  still  greater 'Dumber  of  bnn 
men,  undisciplined,  indeed,  but  skilled  in  the  use  of  aniU}  ready,  in  tist  of 
invasion,  to  defend  their  native  valleys  (i). 

While  this  heroic  contest  was  going  forward  in  the  Tyrol  and  Vorarlber^, 
Uie  generous  flame  had  extended  to  the  north  of  Germany,  and  the  indignul 
feelings  of  an  insulted  people  had  nellni'gh  induced  a  general  revolt  agiintt 
the  French  authority  in  Saxony  and  Westphalia. 
•  iJ^^^^a  "  ^"^  ^^"  already  mentioned  with  what  ardent  though  inceo- 
|_1|>|;^>x'r<>  siderate  enthusiasm  (he  people  of  Prussia  had  rushed  into  tbe 
mu^'  contest  in  1806,  and  what  oppressive  burdens  were  laid  upon  ihem 
after  its  disastrous  termination  (2).  Siiice  that  time  Ihe  continued  presenix 
of  the  FrMich  troops,  and  tho  enormous  plunder  levied  by  their  command 
under  the  name  of  contributions,  had  stjll  further  spread  the  flame  of  dis- 
content: dear-bought  experience  had  dispelled  all  the  illusions  in  fai-ourof 
French  principles,  and  the  people  were  no  where  so  ready  to  throw  off  the 
yoke  as  in  those  principalities  where  separate  thrones  bad  been  erected  in 
favour  of  members  of  tbe  Bonaparte  family.  Such  was  the  weight  of  the 
oppression  under  which  they  laboured,  that  the  ramifications  of  a  secret  itd 
most  formidable  insurrection  were  s|iread  over  all  the  norUi  of  GemMD)'- 
The  ancient  Gothic  blood,  slow  to  warm,  but  enduring  in  purpose,  was  every 
where  inflamed;  the  feeling  of  patriotism,  a  sense  of  duly,  the  precepts  of 
religion,  all  concurred  to  rouse  a  disposition  to  resistance;  thesellish  mourned 
over  the  visible  decrease  of  their  substance  under  the  withering  contribu- 
tions of  Napoleon ;  the  generous,  over  the  degradation  of  their  country,  and 
Ihe  slavery  of  (he  human  race.  Everywhere  the  Tugendbund  was  in  activity: 
Hesse-Cassel,  Hanover,  and  Westphalia,  in  an  especial  manner,  were  agitated 
from  the  enormous  weight  of  the  burdens  imposed  on  their  inhabiiuits  by 
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itc rnneh goferament.  Twentv thoaunddiibandedsoMienwerescMtered 
sto-  Ib«  fcmer  dominiom  of  EngUnd  in  (ho  German  empire,  ready,  at  the 
fell  jigMl,  10  compOM  «D  army ;  as  many  ardent  and  discontented  spirit* 
eUitHi  in  Canel  and  Woiphalia,  awaiting  only  the  first  sncceH  of  the  •Ant- 
Iriai  HDu  to  declare  openly  in  Aeir  behalf.  From  the  Thnringfan  forest  to 
tkbaabofibe  Vistula,  from  the  B^dwmian  mountains  to  the  shores  of  the 
Utic,  ibe  threads  of  a  rut  association  exiaied,  held  to^^ther  hy  the  sacred 
had  of  patriotism,  to  derote  tbemaelTCs  to  their  fatherland.  Though  the 
(NTi  of  Berlin  did  not  venture  openly  to  fan  the  flame,  yet  in  secret  they 
mU  not  but  wish  for  its  sueoeM ;  and  several  of  the  most  enei^tic  members 
ifibe  csbJoet  awaited  onlj'  the  advance  of  the  Aoitrlan  banners  to  urgeFre- 
teic  William  lo  join  the  great  confederacy  for  European  freedom  (t).

w^i*  enthusiastic  spirit  that  the  grand  Anstrian army,  in  the  opening  of

iinedirection,and  the  retreat  of  the  rear  in  another.  But  this  early  frrup- 
fairf  the  Aostrians  towards  Franeonia  and  Saxony  excited  a  prodigious 
KUioD  In  Ihe  adjoining  provinces  under  the  immediate  conirol  of  the 
f"-  French  authorities  ^  and  early  in  April,  a  Sfiark  blew  up  the  flame 
M  ibe  banks  of  the  Elbe.  Katt,  a  Prussian  officer,  had  the  honour  of  first 
tHiig  Ibe  siandard  of  independence  in  the  north  of  Germany ;  bnt  the  effort 
IS  ptmalure,  aud  having  failed  in  an  attempt  upon  Magdeburg,  he  was 
MpeDed,  by  the  active  pursuit  of  the  Westphalian  horse  to  take  refuge  in 
fePnusian  states.  The  next  outbreak  took  place  three  weeks  after,  when 
hnbe^,  the  colonel  of  a  raiment  of  Westphalian  horse,  was  commanded 
hlog  Mrome  (o  march  against  a  body  of  insurgents.  Conceiving  himself 
■tovertd,  he  left  his  colours  and  put  himself  at  their  bead.  Evincing,  in 
tm  crilicid  circumstances,  a  spirit  worthy  of  his  family,  though  far  beyond 
h  sr^nary  character,  Jdrome  assembled  his  guards,  two  thouaand  strong, 
h-a-  and  assuring  them  that  he  confided  in  their  honour,  and  threw 
IsMdt  npoR  their  support,  succeeded  in  attaching  even  the  moU  disaffected, 
ijllebondof  mililarj  honour,  to  his  cause,  t-ble,  the  minister  at  war,  and 
Miell,  governor  of  Cassel,  displayed  the  greatest  vigour  and  firmness  of 
(kincltf  J  and,  by  their  energetic  measures,  saved  the  kingdom  vrhen  on 
At  verge  of  destrnction,  and  prevented  a  general  insurrection  breaking  out 
hfti.Dorth  of  Germany.  Domberg,  at  the  head  of  sevnal  thousand  inanr- 
RBlt, narched  npon  the  capital;  buthaving  been  encountered  near  its  gal«a 
h  1  part  of  lix  g&rriton,  whom  he  was  unable  to  bring  to  a  parley,  fab 
Mfiadpliocd  followers  were  dispersed  by  a  few  discharges  of  cannon,  and 
k  IdiMelf  fled  with  a  ftv  followers  to  the  Uartz  mountains.

sd>iii.  tian  offloer  vho  had  enlered  Berlin,  at  ike  head  of  a  naiire  iont, 
aAer  its  eTacuation  by  the  Prmcfa  troops;  and  the  impresalon  made  upoe 
bit  mind  by  the  nniTersal  transports  ^vhicb  prevailed  on  that  occuton,  had 
never  been  el&ced.  Bis  inientiens  vrere  fixed ;  but  the  ardour  of  his  ^aposi- 
lion  waa  tempered  by  a  rare  prudonce,  and  but  for  the  acctden  tal  diwovery  •{ 
bis  name  among  the  papers  of  Dornberf ,  his  enterprise  would  in  all  pn^ 
btlitj  liave  been  delayed  1111  the  period  for  ils  successful  prosecntioB  hid 
arrived.  Alinosl  every  day  be  lad  bis  regiment  out  of  Berlin,  in  full  iokA- 
ing  order,  to  reviews,  marges,  and  mock  lighls,  which  so  completely.  Im- 
posed upon  the  nisisters  of  Rnssia,  France,  and  Westphalia,  Diat  wlA 
all  their  vigilance,  they  never  inspected  himofbeing  engaged  in  any  liab- 
ter  design,  while  his  engaging  manners  and  martial  qualities  rendered  him 
the  idol  of  the  soldiers  under  bis  command.  Denounced,  at  length,  by  Ibe 
king  of  Westphalia  to  the  King  of  Prussia,  who  was  then  at  Koogisberg,  be 
was  summoned  by  the  latter  to  the  royal  presence  to  give  an  account  of  b^ 
*kuh-  conduct.  Perceivlqg  now  that  he  was  discovered,  he  boldly  threw 
oir  the  mask;  marched  at  llie  head  of  six  bandred  men  out  of  Berlin,  nnder 
pretence  of  going  to  maniEUvTe,  and  at  once  erected  the  standard  of  mi 
againat  France.  He  wm  speedily  reinforced  by  three  hundred  more,  whs 
joined  him  during  the  night;  the  whole  inhabitants  of  the  capital  applmdcd 
his  conduct;  and  such  was  the  ferment  in  the  garrison,  that  ItwaswlibdR 
utmoat  difficulty  that  they  could  be  prevented  from  proceeding  in  a  body  tn 
his  atandard.  The  cabinet  of  Berlin,  whatever  may  hive  been  tbHr  seoM 
wishes,  were  too  much  overawed  by  the  influence  of  Napoldon,  and  tbeinld- 
ligenoe  recently  received  of  his  astonishing  victories  in  Bavaria,  to  sanction 
this  hazardous  proceeding.  Schill  was  indicted  for  disobedience  of  orders, 
cud  oullawed  lot  non-appearance ;  and  Lestocq,  Tauenzetn,  and  Scbambont,

He  neit  moved  towards  Uagdebni{, 
whiph,  at  Uutperiod,  was  garrisoned  only  by  two  companies  of  French,  »d 
Ihne  of  Wesiphalian  voliigeurs.  Had  he  succeeded  in  gaining  possession  of 
that  important  fortress^  all  the  north  of  Germany  would  have  been  in  tblan;

Tbein- 
Burreclion  in  the  north  ot, Germany  \saa  extinguished;  and,  onthcsanwdij 
on  which  General  Gralien  had  hoisted  the  French  roloun  on  the  walls,  Uw 
English  cruisers  approached  the  harbour  (1).

Ibe 
direction  of  so. considerable  a  portion  of  the  Imperial  troops  to  a  qaartcr,

England,  seeming  to  liM 
sicii;. .  iia  vigonr  and  res9nrcea  ka  the  contest  advanced,  was  making  bff 
giant  strength  be  felt  in  more  than  one  quarter  of  Europe:  WelUngtoB  kiif 
again  knded  in  Portugal;  the  consianation  produced  by  Hw  Coronaa  re- 
treat bad  passed  away ;  and  Soult,  defeated  on  tbe  banks  of  Ok  Douto,  bad 
with  difficulty  escaped  froiQ'Ihe  north  of  Lnsiianid  by  thesacrifiee  of  alibis 
artillery  and  baggage.  "Hie  Spanish  armiea  were  again  assembling  In  the  sodth 
of  Castile ;  large  forces  were  collecting  in  the  plains  of  La  Hancfaa ;  and  every 
thing  indicated  that,  erelong,  a  fOTmidable  demonstration  against  the  %ft^ 
capital  would  be  made  by  the  onited  English  and  Peninsular  forces.  A  consl- 
dmble  expedition  was  preparing  in  the  harliours  of  Sieily  to  transport  i 
large  body  of  English  and  Sicilian  U-oopsinto  the  south  of  Italy;  where  it  m 
u-Tu-  well  knovm  their  presence  would  speedily  prodnceageneraliBH^ 
rection;  whicb  was  the  more  to  be  dreaded,  notwithstanding  the  well-knoW 
imbecility  of  Uie  Italians  in  military  operations,  that  the  recant  aaneiatioa 
of  the  whole  Ecclesiastical  Slates  to  6ie  Frendi  empire  had  aroused,  as  ai^ 
bare  been  expected,  the  most  vehement  hostility  on  the  part  of  tbe  RoiM>

ptecedented  magniUide  in  the  harbours  of  ihe  Channel :  fame  had  magnified 
to  I  handted  thousand  armed  men  and  fortjr  sail  of  the  line  the  forces  lo  be 
tnpkijedootheoccasionjtheScheldt,  the  Clbe,  the  Seine  itself,  were  sKer- 
utdjusigned  as  (he  probable  deaignalioo  of  this  gigantic  armament,  awl 
ICipelt^,  with  all  his  resources,  was  too  clear-sighted  not  to  perceive  that  ha 
nght  oreloi^  be  ovtrmatched  b;  the  strength  of  a  more  formidable  confe- 
dtncy  than  be  had  yet  encountered ;  that  the  English  standards  would  soon 
nascthemightof  nwthem  Germany  ioti>martal  hostility;  and  that  a  second

bles  place  in  their  fortunes.  Hot  discouraged. by  the  failure  of  former  at- 
tonpts  lo  reuse  the  north  of  Germany,  ihe.Duke  of  Brunswick  Oelsagain  ad- 
nucd  from  ZitUn,  at  the  head  of- his  gallant  band  of  volnn leers,  towards 
^'  Westphalia;  while  a  considerable  body  of  impei^allaodwehr  from 
Wmiit,  under  General  Amende,  iiivaded  Saiony,'aud  another,  under  Radi- 
^TichffiTetbonsand-strong, overran  Franconia  and  penetr^d  toBareulh.

»T^  I.  '^^''  ^"^  which  remained  at  the  disposal  of  the  French  Empenr, 
rili^''"''  °'  "*"  ^^^'  ^^  '*^'7  serious  losses  of  the  bailie  of  Aspem,  was  sliQ 
uty  i>  immense.  The  chasms  produced  by  that  disastrous  cDgagcmem  hid 
been  more  than  aapplied  by  the  opporluue  arrival  of  Eugene's  army  at  the 
Impeijal  beadqnartcrs ;  while  the  corresponding  forces  of  the  Arcbdnke  Join 
were,  for  the  time  at  least,  lost  to  the  Austrian  generals  by  the  eccentric  rt- 
treat  of  that  prince  to  the  Hungarian  plains,  instead  of  obeying  his  instruc- 
tions and  menacing  the  French  communications  from  the  Tyroleie  moua- 
lains  (2).  From  the  confidential  correspondence  of  Napolton  with  Berthier  i( 
this  period,  which  has  since  been  published,  in  appears  that,  in  the  ban- 
ning of  June,  the  grand  army  numbered,  present  with  the  eagles,  nol« 
than  one  hundred  and.lxn  thousand  infantry,  and  twenty-four  ihousaad 
horse,  with  four  hundred  pieces  of  cannon ;  in  all,  at  least  a  hundred  lad 
fifty  thousand  combatants.  This  wasiudependentof  thecorpsofUannontiii 
Dalmatia,  of  Vandamme  in  iehtloa  in  the  rear  towards  Bavaria,  of  Lefebvn 
in  Tyrol,  and  of  Macdonald  in  Styrla.  After  making  every  deduction  for  the 
,  portions  of  these  different  corpi  which  might  be  requisite  to  keep  open  ibe 
rear,an  d  maintain  cgmmunieatioos,  at  least  fifty  thousand  men  might  be 
nrdered  np  to  support  the  army ;  and  thas,  after  deducting  for  the  sick  iihI 
absent,  a  hundred  and  eighty  thousand  men  could  be  assembled, in  a  monlk'i 
time  under  the  walls  of  Vienna,  of  whom  thirty  thousand  were  cavalry,  villi 
j,ix  hundred  pieces  of  eaoDon :  a  greater  force.

Possibly,  K  the  Archduke  Charles  bad  been  a*  are  of 
tbeaugnitade  of  the  losses  which  the  French  army  bad  sustained,  and  the 
iIbosI  total  exhaustion  of  their  ammunitiOD,  he  might,  onthe  day  after  the 
bUle,  have  made  good  a  descent  upon  the  island,  and  achieved  the  most  glo- 
rimis  snccess.

It  lapiiaitiDg,  was  not  at  first,  after  the  battle,  very  considerable.  Fifty 
Uwnsuid  of  the  warriors  who -bad  horde  a  part  in  the  glorious  strife,  alone' 
nwaed  nnhurl;  Kollowrath  might  loon  bring  up  twenty  thousand  more 
frnUDtijand,  when  the  fatal  detour  of  the  Archduke  Johh  was  completed, 
fe,il«as  hoped,  would  be  able  to  add  thirty  thousand  veteran  troops  from 
tht  Baagarian  plains.

Tbe  first  troops  vfakh  came  into  action  were  thsie 
of  Scrras,  which  attacked  the  sqnare  bnU^fing  in  advance  of  Relineggcr;  thi 
Ausirians  were  speedily  driven  within  the  walla,  hut  there  they  made  a  des- 
perate resistance,  and,  wUle  numbers  of  the  assailants  felt  nndn-tbe  M 
fire  from  the  loopholes,  oihers  sunk  in  the  deep  marshes  of  the  rivnlet,  lAiA 
on  three  sides  encircled  the  building.  In  a  few  minutes  seven  Iwudrej  mta 
perished  in  this  disastrous  manner,  without  one  of  ttie  defences  of  the  |dM 
being  carried  by  tbe  assailants.  But  wbile  success  was  thus  airesied  trenai 
this  formidable  post,  die  village  of  Kismeyger  in  its  rear  was  menaced  kf 
Durutte,  who,  with  a  chosen  division  of  infantry,  bad  advanced  throngh  Hh 
open  ground  between  its  houses  and  the  buildings  of  Ssabadhegy,  and  M 
already  got  abreast  of  the  former^  But  he  was  then  met  by  ^  fiie  of  i 
battery  of  twelve  pieces,  the  grape  shot  from  which  made  wide  cfaaiu  b 
his  line ;  and  the  Austrians,  profiling  by  the  hesitation  ocea^oned  by  ttb 
unexpected  discharge,  made  a  vigorous  onset,  which  drove  badt  tbe  wbrit 
centre  in  disorder,  while  a!  the  same  time,  Baraguay-d^lHen,  with  Ui 
Italian  division  on  tbe  left,  checked  by  the  murderous  fire  irtdeh  bfoed  fnn 
tbe  village  of  Szabadb^y,  was  also  forced  to  give  ground,  and  already  Aa 
cries  of  victory  were  on  the  whole  of  that  part  of  tbe  Ansirian  line  (1). 
n^.  bM  Eugene  saw  that  the  decisive  moment  had  arrived,  and  he  bntsn- 
■~.i_-ki«j  ed  10  tbe  spot  to  arrest  the  disorder.  He  instantly  addressed  aftw 
vixcroT.  words  to  the  flying  Italians,  exhorted  them  to.mnember  Adr  fit 
lories  and  their  glory,  and,  what  was  still  more  to  the  purpose,  broa^ 
forward  the  reserve,  under  General  Pacthod,  consisting  idmoat  enlltelT  ft 
French  troops,  to  their  support.  The  arrivai  of  these  veterans  diongedtlR 
face  of  the  day :  tbeltalians,  re-animaied  by  this  seasonable  support,  retanxd 
to  the  charge,  the  centre  and  the  right  of  ihe  enemy  were  forced,  and  Stabad- 
hegy  carried.  Upon  this  the  Archduke  John  brought  np  his  reserve,  consist- 
ing of  the  flower  of  bis  army ;  Szabadhegy  was  recaptured,  and  the  lialiav 
driven  back  in  confusion :  again  Durutte  and  Pacthod  made  good  dieir  siH 
trance,  and  a  third  time  the  fmperialisls  expelled  them  at  the  point  ofjh 
bayonet.  In  following  up  this  last  attack,  however,  the  Hungarian  new  levis 
extended  themselves  too  far,  deeming  victory  secure,  and  thinking  to  oat- 
flank  their  opponents  ■:  the  experienced  Frendi  generab  saw  their  error,  and 
returned  to  the  charge  with  their  troops  in  column,  carried,  and  ftnaUy  pos- 
sessed tbe  Tillage  which  had  been  so  obstinately  contested,  and  tbiew  ths 
whole  centre  and  right  of  the  enemy  into  confusion.  Meanwhile  a  furioni

Irriuted  at  this  prolonged  opposition, 
Sanieomliaed  a  new  attack :  he  Umielfr  with  his  whole  division,  assailed 
imMeride,wbile.Rooaael,wilb  afresh  brigade,  re-commenced  the  attack 
iifcM.  Nothing  csbU  raiM  this  last  assault :  surrounded  on  all  sides,  the 
4aflhetMilding  wereQUiied  by  escalade,  the  doors  cut  dgwn-witlt  re- 
MM  lirekes  of  the  balehirt,  and  an  InAirialed  soldiery  rushed  into  tiie 
Ufisf,  Afrigfatfol  massacre  ebmniniced.

Hie  berotnn  nt 
Colonels  Gambfer  and  Neagle,  bowerer,  jotned  to  the  InlrepldItT  of  Aefr 
troops,  extricated  tbem  from  their  dangerom  sltnatton ;  the  CroaHia  hsi- 
webr  were  no  match  in  dose  fi|^t  for  the  French  reterans;  a  decMre  ctiirp 
im—M.  of  the  bayonet  checked  the  tmperialtols  in  th«  first  onsrt;  uttn 
flieir  cartridges  were  exhausted,  the  French  threw  thennelTes  Into  a  dinrcb- 
yard  which  they  defended  with  inTincible  resolntton,  and  though  weikfnd 
by  the  loss  of  haK  their  untnbera,  they  were  sttll  floriously  combatingntraJ 
their  eagles,  when  Brousder  wllh  bis  remaining  four  battalions  artired,  nd 
cut  hia  way  throuRh  to  his  heroic  followers.  In  this  memorable  iclioii  tte 
French  lost  eight,  the  Anstrians  twelve  hundred  men ;  and  Napolton,  in  ]nt 
testimony  of  his  sense  of  the  eendact  of  the  troops  enpiged,  made  Colwri 
Gambiera  count  of  the  empire,  and  gare  to  his  regiment,  the  84th,  the  moRs, 
"  Un  conlredlx.^^  Harmont,  who  had  been  summoned  by  Proussier  tc Ul 
assistance,  arrived  on  the  erening  of  the  Mlh  before  the  walls  of  Gratz,  anl

SkfKutly  nist 
wys.  inghisdesignby  alai^lwdy  ofbeavy  cavriry,  pushed  fonrirtf* 
the  advanced  posts  before  Romom,  he  withdrew  his  artillery,  stores,  mi 
infantry,  nnpercetved  by  the  enemy,  andlate  on  the  eTenln|  of  the  Bft, 
reached  the  isfaud  of  Loban,  where  his  arrival  swelled  the  host  to  a  hundnd 
and  eighty  thousand  men,  with  seven  hundred  pieces  of  cannon;  wblt^ 
by  an  unhappy  ft  lalitv,  the  Archduke  John,  thongh  entirely  on  the  left  bank 
of  the  Danube,  Mill  remained  in  presence  of  a  deserted  camp  in  the  pUinsrf 
Hungary.  This  general  concentration  of  the  French  troops  In  front  of  EssUng 
was  attended  with  oncsecondBrybnlimporiant  effect,  in  restoring  thesonlh- 
em  provinces  of  the  empire  (o  the  dominion  of  Austria,  and  opeoing  up  * 
direct  communication  with  the  English  cmisers  In  the  Adriatic.  In  propor- 
tion as  Croatia  and  Camiola  were  evacuated  by  the  advance  of  HaTmonltv 
the  Dannbe,  those  two  important  provinces  were  regained  by  Gtntay'i  troopii 
several  French  detachments  and  depots  teW  into  the  hands  of  the  taperiaUsU; 
Laybach,  with  some  hundred  prisoners,  was  lakeft ;  and  the  commnnieaUon 
with  the  coast  having  been  restored,  a  subsidy  from  England  was  dhem- 
barked  in  Dalmatia,  and  after  trareraing  the  mountains,  arrived'  in  sa^  la 
Himgary,  to  the  amonnt  of  three  hundred  and  twenty  iHoiisand  ponndsf!).

■vH.  lA  Leuberg,  Peiuatowaby  bad  spretd  his  li^t  troopa  over  the 
*Ut  of  AaHiiaa  Poland,  eu^UiiK  every  where  the  national  anthnaiaim, 
'  J  BB  alanning  fernteiiution  by  the  sigbl  of  tbe  inacb4eTed 
;  hie  advanced  posts  bad  even  orossed  the  Carpathian  range,  and 
CMHtematioo towitbina few  leagueaof  tbe Hun^ian frontier;  while 
wotber  of  his  diviiiona,  under  Sokolniki,  had  boldly  oroaaed  the 
asd  aorpiaed  tifteen  hundred  Austrian^  ( besides  eighteen  pieces 
A)  at  Sandomir,  who  were  all  either  skin  or  made  prisoners;  and 
(iHteral  PeUetier,  with  a  third,  by  a  brilliant  eoap-de-moJs,  nude  - 
m,  bj  ewalade,  of  Zamiuc,  though  defended  by  a  lofty  rampart 
■ailwp  ditcb,  ud  captured  two  thouMnd  men  and  aa  arsenal  of  fifty  piecei 
•faBwn(l). 

tCf  Thiaaweteaaloe  ef  disaiten,  and  still  more,  perhaps,  the  approach 
ii!;^^  of  IhaRwaiana  wider  Prince  GaUiUin,  te  Uie  frontiers  of  Gallicia, 
^vji  deten^Bed  tbe  Arnliduke  Feldhiand  to  retreat.  His  generals  had, 
MiM.  by,«aaddwattBcfc,nudetheiuelveamaaten  of  the  U(«-ii*-pMtat 
E^M-  nam,  mtherighthaoliaf  the  Vistula;  but  tbe  garrison,  retiring 
HAa  bedf  «l  Iba  place  09  the  left,  burned  a  part  of  the  bridge,  and  the  ini' 
nnliier  tbe  means  of  crossing  that  ample  itiearo,  nor  of  com- 
[  a  Mge  in  fern  of  that  foMress.  This  was  the  extreme  point  of  their 
advaaee.  On  the  ioltowing  day  they  commenced  their  retreat, 
i  by  the  light  tnxqis  which  the  indefatigable  Dombrowski 
I  fin^y  of  Poaeo.  The  Austrian  garrison  bting  withdrawn 
>  en  the  3Ulh  Kay,  the  PoUsh  miliUa,  under  Zayonschesk,  re- 
n  of  that  capital ;  and  Ferdinand  ^wly  retired  towards  the 
^■*-  AuMrian  frntiar.  The  indedaion  and  pHKrastinatltm  of  Russia 
nnnsw  at-an  end;  and  Aleunder  profeased  himself  prepared  in  good 
•naBioadberetohiseny^enienUaiTilsitaDdEifurth.  General Schauroth 
twnuded  the  advanced  division  of  tbe  Austrians;  and  Ferdinand,  with 
tBMi,  conceived  that  he  might,  in  hii  letieat,  avenge  the  cheek  received  at 
SudoKin-,  by  making  prisoners  the  Polish  garrison  in  that  town.  Detaching 
>»•*.  Sehaurath,  iberefore,  as  a  corps  of  observatiou,  towards  Lemberg, 
Im  hiotsdf,  with  his  maui  body  and  heavy  artillery,  suddenly  appeared  be- 
^>t;andhBTiDg  brought  up  bis  guns,  burst  open  the  gates,  and  bis  gre- 
■■*«  penetrated  into  tbe  streets.  Tbe  Poles,  however,  under  Sokolniki, 
i^iad,  with  admirable  courage,  and  for  eight  hours  kept  up  an  obsiiuate  re- 
""■tte  froBi  street  to  street,  and  from  house  to  bouse,  until  the  Austrians, 
^(aricd  out  and  sensible  the  place  could  not  long  hold  out,  retired,  with  the

^Ht^    Alarmed  at  tbecaptore  oft  placeof  nicb  inporlanGet  Pmialawrty 
^tbr^  nawnadeth«nMHtTigoniiBreiMnMnnce»toPrine»Galtitini,Bd 
Ki'^°     urged  the  fmmediale  adoption  of  Goaeerledmeanirei;  hot,  thea^ 
die  Hnasian  general  ww  now  »  near  as  materially  to  inloMMe  the  ftie  of  ibi 
campaign,  he  oouM  oat  be  prevailed  onto  tahe  an  satire  part,  and  eihlkittt 
an  order  of  the  Emperor  Aleunder,  whicb  forbade  him  to  crate  the  TiiUrii. 
He  consented,  howerer,  te  occnpy  ibecoaniry  on  (be  right  buk  of  thitrinr, 
so  as  to  leave  the  Poles  at  libtfty  to  prosecute  tbeu*  opefattons  on  die  left. 
IlaUered  to  a  certnn  degree  by  their  presence  in  dMI  quarter,  Poniateinky 
•uddenly  changed  bis  line  oC  operations,  and  deaeesded  (he  Vtatola  on  th 
right,  in  order  to -connect  hiaueH  wKh  Zayonsebeek  and  Doaabrowsky.  1Im»- 
wbile,  the  Arcbdnlie  Ferdinand  receiTed  orders  to  direct  his  tleps  a  nfaat 
time  towards  the  Grand  Duchy  of  Warsaw,  in  order  to  support  dia  elM 
jm  i(.       which  the  caUnet  of  Vienna  at  that  period  were  Bsaking  ta  roM 
Pnisiria  to  join  the  alliiBee.   Having  dlsnunlled  Sandoaair,  aecordln^,  h 
concentrated  his  forces,  and,  while  Poniatowsky  moved  down  tlie  right  task 
of  the  Vistula,  he  descended  the  left,  and,  with  twenty-five  thonBand  wm, 
advanced  to  Petrikau,  on  die  Pilica.  This  offensive  movement,  however,  «■

of  the  armistice  of  Znaym.  Meanwhile,  the  AnmiaBS  advaneed  to  <kacow,  Mi 
'"t  ■'         Uieir  vanguard  bad  already  occspied  lu  gntea,  «AaD  PanialoWr, 
jealous  of  the  acquisition  of  the  second  at;  of  old  Paian^  by  lis  moat  invcts- 
rate  enemy,  summnned  all  his  forces  to  hii  standards,  aiui  faastaned,  viA 
twenty-^ve  Ihonaand  men,  to  anUdpaU  Prince  fialliuia  in  that  importMl 
conquest.  The  road  was  blocked  np  by  RMsian  troops,  who  probibiled  lU 
further  passage;  the  Poles  insisted  on  iheirright  to  advance;  tin  aMandill- 
Goncealed  animosity  of  tbe  two  naUons  was  ready  to  break  out,  and  thsid- 
vanced  posts  were  already  coming  to  Mows,  when  Prince  Qallilzin  docaid  k 
Mt3-         prudent  to  yield,  and  permitted  the  ooenpationaf  thacityby  Ike 
Polish  troops.  There  they  remained  during  the  «Ao(c  of  the  mudsiieevM 
the  military  ardour  of  the  Poles  was  strongly  excited  by  tbis  brilliant  lemir 
nation  of  the  campaign;  hopes  long  smothered  began  to  revive  of  the  pat- 
silnlity  of  a  national  restoration;  recruits  fkiched  infromallqnartHsloAs 
national  standards,  and,  before  the  peacoof  Vienna,  Poniatowsky  had  fMiy- 
eight  thousand  men  on  his  muster  rolls,  berides  the  troops  who  w«re  cant- 
ing under  the  standards  of  JMapoUon  in  Ibe  Spanish  peninsula  (2).

ps<r  bad  coUetMd  far  the  final  am^e.  On  the  Sd  July  be  aaounted  «i 
hncback  at  ScbaaBbrenn,  aad  rode  lo  Loban,  whwe  headquarters  were 
iVKefamrd  (sUUUwd :  and  at  two  o'cloek  on  the  afternoon  of  that  day, 
bt  ranfcrcementa  began  to  arrive  there  from  all  quarters;  and  never  in 
M^sn  tiiies,  prehahly  nevn-  in  the  history  of  the  world,  was  such  predsloa 
vilaMMdin  the  BKivenieniB  of  corps  con  vendnRloftMher  from  such  distant 
VBtn.  Hardly  bid  Bernvdotle  arrived  with  tlie  Saxons  from  the  banks  of 
ikt  Elbe,  when  Vandamme  appeared  with  the  WirieraborK^ers  and  troops  of 
iWCtnrfNleration  from  Swabia  and  the  Rhenish  provinces;  Wrede  with  the 
hnriau  from  the  batiks  of  the  Lech;  Macdonald  and  Brouaaer  next  ar- 
nK^orer  the  Alpine  ridges  from  Garinlliia  and  Camiola:  no  sooner  had  they 
Mntbe  plooes  assigned  ihem,  than  Harmont's  leading  columns  began  lo 
W^tfrom  the  Dalmktian  shores;  and  when  ibey  had  found  room  in  the 
(nvdfdiale,  the  veterans  of  Engine  came  up  fr«m  (he  Hungarian  plains  and 
'^'-  the  Dcd^bonihood  of  Presbui^.  By  the  evening  of  the  4th  the 
*Ue  mre  assembled  :  horse,  foot,  cannon,  and  ammunition  waggons  had 
"nnsd  in  safety  the  bridges  which  connected  the  island  with  the  southern

*>Ai«ven  hnndred  and  fifty  pieces  of  cannon,  were  collected  in  a  space  not 
tmfiag  two  miles  and  a  half  in  length,  by  one  and  three-quarters  in 
hndih  (f).  This  extraordinary  concentration  of  force  had  inspired  the 
Mspwiih  more  than  the^  wonted  ardour :  none  doubled  of  the  issue  when 
fa  aifitary  strength  of  haK  of  Earope  was  there  accumulated  on  a  single 
PMlDDdn  (be  guidance  of  Napol^n:  the  lines  literally  touched  each  other,

ksntlwshores  of  the  Channel  had  itbeensocollectedtogelher;  many  there 
w  who  had  nM  shaken  hands  since  they  parted  on  the  heights  of  Bou- 
''pe;  and  many  more  hearts  then  glowed  with  tbe  joy  of  newly-awakened 
^''■dship  (S),  which  wer»  destined  in  a  few  hours  to  be  for  ever  severed

Thus,  abore  a  hondred  and  forTy  thousand  men  were  asMmbled  Ibr  Uk  de- 
dsire  struggle,  besides  the  Archdake  John,  who,  with  eighteen  tbomandrfr 
gnlarsand  an  equal  nnmberof  (he  Hungarian  tnaarreeUm,  was  at  fMbarf, 
ten  leagues  from  the  Beld  uf  tuttle.  Hthey  could  all  hare  b««n  breagM  M 
bearnpon  the  enemy,  their  numbers  would  have  ecpialled  even  iheg^nUe 
host  ofNipoi^n  :  but  they  were  far  from  being  equally  coneeBtraieil ;  mmI 
the  Archduke  Charles  was  by  no  means  prepared  for  the  estraordlniryn- 
pidity  and  energy  which  was  abont  to  be  infOsed  into  their  moremonu.  (* 
the  evening  of  the  4th,  when  the  whole  array  of  the  French  Emperor  wMa» 
enmnlated  In  Lobau,  and  the  ranks  of  sb  many  distant  armies  Miod  almorf 
in  close  column  on  its  meadows,  the  generalissimo  had  Ifttle  more  tiian  faiH 
his  force  ready  for  immediate  operation.  The  Prince  of  Iteuss  was  watdliiV 
the  banks  of  the  Danube,  from  Stockerau  to  Vienna,  wlUi  hts  headqdtrim 
at  Stammerado'rf ;  KotlonTath  was  at  Hagenbmmi,  on  the  norlh-westeni  sbpe 
of  the  Bisambcrg;  the  reserve  of  grenadiers  were  at  Gerarsdoif ;  SleBin  it 
Gssliug,  ajid  in  the  in  trench  men'ts  opposite  to  the  bridge  of  Aspem;  irtlh 
Nordman,  with  the  advanced  guard,  lay  at  EnzersdorlT,  and  guarded  At 
course  of  the  Danube  as  far  as  Presburg.  Bellegardc,  Hohenzollem,sndll»- 
senberg,  were  at  Wamam,  or  along  the  course  of  the  Russbach,  while  tha  re- 
serve cavalry  was  atBreitanlee,  Aderklas,  andtheviHagestn  theBeigfabeB^ 
hood.  Thus,  the  Archduke's  army  was  arrayed  in  two  Hneo— «he  W 
stretching  twenty  leagues  along  the  eoarse  of  the  Danube  .  the  second,  m 
leagues  in  the  rear,  on  the  plateau  of  Wagram  and  ibe  heights  of  Hie  Rmt- 
bach.  A  courier  was  dispatched  on  the  evening  of  the  4th,  to  summon  up  Iha 
Archduke  John  to  (be  decisive  point :  but  the  distance  was  so  great  that  be 
could  not  be  expected  to  arrive  at  the  scene  of  action  (til  hie  on  the  follow- 
ing evening.  Seven  hundred  pieces  of  cannon  attended  the  «miy  :  bnt  ilw 
cavalry  had  never  recovered  (he  fetal  ravages  of  the  preceding  battles,  ind 
the  equipment  of  the  artillery  was  far  from  being  in  the  perfect  state  in 
which  it  was  at  the  commencement  of  the  campaign,  or  as  the  French  bid 
become  from  the  resources  of  the  arsenal  of  Vienna.  Vtvir  was  more  cletriy 
demonstrated  in  war  the  vital  importance  of  centra!  fortittcations :  many  *t 
the  enthusiastic  recruits  of  Austria  were  now  deficient  In  the  most  necessirT 
equipments,  while  the  French  troops  found  alt  flieir  losses  amply  sopi^ie' 
from  the  stores  of  (he  capital :  bad  Vienna  still  held  out,  or  its  magnlSceot

space  of  ten  mioates.  The  traiMportitig  and  fiistcfling  «f  iheotlivtwoTt- 
quired  a  little  more  lime;  but  with  such  vigour  were  the  oiMratioai  emh 
doeted,  under  the  immediate  iiupactioM  of  the  Eroperar,  who  nerer  onsed 
an  ioatani  during  the  wbote  night  lo  direct  and  animate  the  men,  that  hj 
three  o'clock  fa  the  following  morning  six  were  completed,  and  die  Ino(8  of 
all  arms  were  in  full  march  across  them.  A  fifdentrirewaa,  during  the  wbolt 
time,  kqit  np^m  a  hundrod  and  mne  pieces  of  hesT?  caniWD,  dispoied 
along  each  side  of  the  Milirat  angle  formed  by  the  nortbeni  extreniiT  of  Dm 
island  of  Loban,  on  the  Austrian  tines,  which  fell  with  onpreoedeBledter 
on  the  village  of  Enzersdorf,  and  induced  the  enemy  to  open  from  ill  bw 
batteries  on  thebridg«of  Aspern,  in  iheidea  that  it  was  there  the  passage  ve 
going  forward.  Both  shores  soon  formed  a  line  of  dame;  the  beavcm  «<n 
illuminated  by  the  ceaseless  Higfat  of  bombs :  seldom  fewer  than  tweln  <i 
these  flaming  projectiles  were  seen  at  once  traversing  the  air  in  opp«8iU  di- 
rections. Vehement,  however,  as  was  the  contest  of  men,  it  was  surpuM^ 
by  the  elemenlal  strife  on  that  awful  nighl.  AtenpeetaroseBmnaftwitvti 
dark;  the  wind  blew  with  lerrilic  violence;  torrents  of  rain  fell  witbont  ia- 
termission;  the  thunder  rolled  above  the  loudest  roar  of  the  artillery;  aad 
the  frequent  glare  of  the  lightning  ontsbone  even  the  flames  of  Eniertderf, 
which,  set  on  6re  by  the  French  bombardment,  burned  nith  inextingoishilili 
fury  from  the  gales  of  the  tempest.  Dnring  this  terrible  scene,  however,  Um 
cool  judgment  of  Napolikm  never  for  an  instant  lost  sight  of  the  main  olgeel 
in  view ;  for  several  hours  be  walked  incessantly  amidst  mud  and  water,friM 
one  bridge  to  the  other ;  the  passage  of  the  troops  was  pressed  on  villi  !>■ 
defatigabic  activity;  numerous  boats,  which  incessantly  plied  to  an<L^i 
fadtitated  the  transportation  of  the  foot  soldiers;  and  such  was  ihe  Qopn- 
cedeoted  vigour  of  all  concerned  in  Ihe  operation,  that  by  six  o'clock  io  (h 
following  morning,  not  only  were  all  the  bridges  Brmly  established,  bait 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  infliniry,  thirty  thousand  cavalry,  and  tU 
hundred  pieces  of  cannon,  were  grouped  in  dense  onay  on  ifae  norlhsn 
shore  between  Enzersdorf  and  the  margin  of  the  Danube  (i). 
vufdn...  Great  was  Ihe  surprise  of  the  Imperialists,  at  day-break  oa  tb( 
■?ikl!r""^  Slh,  to  see  not  a  man  passed  over  by  (be  bridge  o^iosite  to  Aspeni, 
S'™'"  ^o'  ^^^  P'*'"  further  down,  opposite  lo  Eniersdorf,  oorered  wiii 
trracb.  an  mormous  Uack  mass  of  troops,  drawn  up  in  close  colnmn,  ia 
the  finest  array,  in  such  numbers  as  almost  to  ^efy  calculation.  The  tempest 
had  ceased  ;  the  mists  rolled  away  as  day  approached;  the  sky  was  serwSi 
and  the  sun  of  Austerlitz  shone  forth  in  unclouded  brilliancy.  His  np  n- 
vealed  a  matchless  spectacle :  the  shores  of  iho  Danube  were  resplendent  witti 
arras ;  cuirasses,  helmets,  and  bayonets  glittered  on  every  side ;  the  bridgo, 
theisleofLobau,  the  sou  them  shore,  were  covered  with  a  conntless  amy  rf 
men,  drawn  up  in  admirable  order,  or  pressing  on  in  ceaseless  march,  villi* 
long  files  of  artillery  presented  on  the  norlhem  bank  apparently  au  irresis- 
tible force  to  the  enemy.  Then  appeared,  in  the  clearest  manner,  the  v»l 
advantage  which  the  French  Emperor  had  gained  by  the  unexampled  mi- 
Dtturrc  of  the  preceding  night;  Ihe  river  was  passed,  the  communicatiOiB 
wilh  the  opposite  shore  secured,  the  left  Qank  of  the  Austrian  position  lonwd, 
all  Uie  intrenchmcnls  intended  lo  bar  the  passage  taken  in  reverse,  the  laboor 
of  six  weeks  rendered  useless,  the  enemy  cut  off  from  his  communicalion 
with  Hungary  and  the  remaining  resouroes  of  the  monarchy,  and  throva .

Kollowratb  being  at  a  distance  on  the  Bisamberg  with  the  right  wing ;  and  tt

Presbnrf;.  No  serious  resistance,  in  consequence,  was  made  to  the  advancei 
the  FT«Kh  ova-  the  plain ;  the  Austrian  ootposii  retiring  as  the  Frendi  ^ 
preached  towards  their  central  position  on  the  hills.

The  imijMt  of  the  Enperw  vn 
fimiided  m  this  conoentmioD  on  bis  aide,  aad  tbe  iMtlerad  pesiti^  of  fail 
opponoBts  on  the  aeaiiciroalar .  range  of  beigbla,  above  fiftBco  mi^  'o>Vi 
flroin  ttie  Biaaisberg  to  Nouakdel.  Hafusiiig  aod  weakeoing  bi>  left,  he  d»- 
tmnined  to  throw  the  weight  of  bit  atudt  upon  tbe  oMtlre  a^  left  erf  the 
Aiuirians;  hoping,  thereby,  to  break  their  Une  in  ibe  point  where  it  ««a 
weakest,  by  an  enoroieus  maai  of  aaBulaBia,  and  cut  off  tbe  Archduke  <lbaria 
from  the  army  which,  he  was  well  aware,  would  speedily  cone  tip,  under 
Uie  Archduke  John,  from  the  neighbaurhoodaf  E^resbuig.

^^^,„  Hardly  was  thli  alarm  digpelM  on  his  right,  when  Napolfoe  re- 
*•  mn.  eeived  itill  more  diequiedng  inidligenee  A«m  his  centre  •nd  i«ft. 
The  fint  raya  vf  tin  md  bad  gHttered  on  the  bayoneia  of  Uenan  and  Kol- 
hmraA's  corps,  as  tbey  deeceided  the  rerdant  ^pca  behind  Stammarsdori^ 
and  joined  Hiller  and  licblensteln  near  Leopoldau,  and  already  the  tonadcj 
Ibetr  cannon  towards  BnHenlee  and  Aspeni  (aid  bnt  teo  eleariy  tbe  progm 
ihey wei«makhiKtotunitiieleftBankcrftheFrenchamiy.  Botthedng« 
in  Ae  centre  WW  aiill  more  pressing.  Hantea,  in  eseentinf  hia  prescrilKd 
novmnenu  from  the  left  to  Mm  right  of  the  field  of  battle,  bad  attacked  id» 
klu  with  his  leading  dirtsion  under  Cara  St.-Cyr :  tbe  village  was  ipeidil; 
earrled  by  the  gallantry  of  tbe  SMi  regiment;  but  instead  of  merely  eraapT- 
fng  the  bonies,  and  itrengtiiMiiag  faims^  in  aoirapermt  a  point,  St.-€iT 
pushed  ibrongh  to  the  oppoaite  aide,  and  bronght  his  troops  within  nl^  ft 
a  terrible  fire  of  grape  and  mniketry  from  Bdlegarde'i  corps,  drawn  uf  h 
force  on  tbe  plain  betwixt  that  and  Wagram.

M  KinforeemeotwUcii.  he  bn>ii(ht  with  him,  and  immediately  the  pre- 
nihtd  aiWabOB  iotlx  order  of  battle  oommoiced  :  Hass^na's  corps, 
vluchhad  almoataUbrokHL,  waa.rft>forjB«d  iioder  cover  of  the  artillery  and 
onlc;  af  the  gnard,  and  oommeneed  •  countermarch  by  baEialiona  in  close 
nloaB  towvdi  Aspentt  while  tb«  ouimuen  of  St.-SuJpice,  by  repeated 
itesaB,kaptttadttttiicetlieUireaUoiog«olumiiftof  the  enemy.  TheFmcb 
Mltry,  nBt4wed  to  order  b;  the  effortaof  the  Emperor,  executed  the  pre- 
■eribed  maveneoU  athwart  the  field  of  battie  with  the  most  perfect  regu- 
hrilTi'thofl^  lorn  Ib  pieces  aU  th«  way  by  a  terrible  fire  of  artillery  from 
thiiBUrian  right  wiag  oq  their  flank ;  but  their  departure  from  the  neigh- 
ktiAMd  of  Aderklaa,  before  the  infantry  of  the  guard  and  ibe  reserves  had 
nMaflfh>■l^euMedel,  weakened  seriogsly  the  French  line,  which  was  re- 
facd  to  the  defeDsive  at  the  most  important  point  of  the  whole  field,  the 
idi«t  ufle  roBDiDg  into  the  Austrian  position,  and  compelled  to  remain 
lWiNM7  under  a  tremmdous  cross  Gre  of  artillery  from  the  hostile  batteries 
M  aihcT  ude  of  the  angle.  The  courage  of  the  soldiers  quivered  under  this 
dnadfimrial,  wbeT«  war  eiiiibiled  all  its  dangers  with  none  of  its  excite-  ' 
MBl,  (od  several  baitalioaa  disbanded  and  (led ;  but  Kapol^on,  calm  and 
MBsdcd  in  the  oiidit  of  the  genwal  disquietude,  rode  backwards  and  for- 
nriiforaB  haor  amidst  a  stono  of  cannon-balls,  unmoved  by  personal 
^fr,!UA  easting  a  frequsit  and  anxiooa  look  towards  Neusiedel,  where 
IbrwTibed  attack  by  DitouM  wu  every  moment  expected  to  appear,  A-om 
IkaidvaDdBc  cannonade  and  smoke  in  that  direction.  He  was  mounted  on 
iMff-«ditta  charger  called  Saphratas,  a  present  from  the  King  of  Persia; 
•i  vhn  the  firing  was  most  veb«meot,  he  rode  in  front  of  the  line,  which

t0^i  I  U  WAS  not  surpriaing  that  Nipol^n  exposed  him^f  so  much  to 
STS"  nstattain  this  salient  angle  of  his  position,  without  recalling  Has- 
!SiJi^ttea,  or  wMkening  his  corps  on  the  right,  for  the  danger  bad  be- 
**>^  .waw  10  pressing  frtHB  Ibe  progress  of  the  Austrians  on  the  left, 
<hil  Dm  baule  appearad  irrocoverabl;  lost.  At  ten  o'clock,  Kollowrath  and 
fim«,'|waonded  by  iqlj  pieoces  of  cannon,  bad  swept  the  whole  Geld  of 
tetlea  ^rorcunii>8  Bnlunloe  and  Neuwertbaus,  they  had  fallen  nitli  an 
mrwMaiiDg  simerionty  td  force  on  Boudel  and  Le  Grand,  who,  with 
■^Mn  Ibouaapd  «*D>  lud  been  left  to  keep  tbcirground  against  such fear- 
UtMst  pal  Ifcea  to  the  ntut,  captured  ali  their  artillery  and  four  thousand 
fJMMnand.diOTe  them  through  Aspern  into  the  French  lete-de-pont,  on 
l^e<l|»tii|fae  BiDnb*. .  FoUQwing  up  this  important  success,  the  Austriansre- 
"Uercd  the  intrenehments  in  front  of  the  island  of  Lobau,  regained  all  the 
(■dobtievaeBalarf  o*tba  preceding  day,  occupied  Esslbig,  and  pushed  their 
■dvuctApoMasQnear  to  the  bridges  leading  to  Enxersdorf,  that  the  French 
^Myr  gWt  fif  the  abeiea  of  the  island,  opened  their  fire  to  protect  the  retreat 
of  (be  amiy,  with  as  much  vehemence  as  they  had  done  forty  hours  before 
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tocovertbepassBgc  of  Ihe  river.  Driving  ihe  enemy  before  tfiem like  ditf 
before  the  nind,  llic  wliole  Austrian  right,  with  lotid  shoals,  prewedoD 
towards  Iilnzersdorf.  Startled  by  the  unexpected  sound,  whteh  vn  smb 
heard  even  above  the  thunder  of  the  artillery  in  front,  the  PreDcb  reserrB 
parks  and  baggage  trains  were  seized  with  an  univenil  panic ;  figilivn  n 
all  sides  overspread  the  rear  of  the  army,  and  Oed  to  the  bridges,  whidi  vne 
speedily  choked  up  by  the  throng;  cries  of  "  all  is  lost,  the  bridges  are  taken," 
were  already  heard  in  the  ranks;  while  the  anxions  crowds  who  Ibroiiged 
the  steeples  of  Vienna,  and  with  beating  hearts  and  speechless  emotioa 
watched  the  advancing  fire  of  their  columns,  above  all  the  roar  of  the  titit- 
lery,  heard  the  Austrian  cheers,  and  already  the  thrilling  voice  was  bend  in 
the  capital,  "  the  country  is  saved  (1)." 

o'^m"'  But  Providence  had  decreed  it  otherwise;  and  four  yearsmentf 
.J^i»<  mt  misery  and  bondage  were  destined  to  punish  the  laalts  and  Doife 
i^iT^.V  the  hearts  of  Germany.  While  Ibis  splendid  success  attended  the 
efforts  of  the  Aiisirian  right,  theirleft,  against  which  Napolfon  had  accnaia- 
lated  his  forces  under Davoust,  had  undergone  a  serious  reverse.  Itisilhs- 
trious  chief,  1^'ho  had  fifty  thousand  admirable  troops  at  his  command,  in- 
cluding ihrce  divisions  of  the  reserve  cavalry,  had  no  sooner  recdnd 
Napoldon's  directions  to  attack  the  Ausirlens  on  tiie  platean,  than  be  dl>> 
patched  Friant  and  Horand  with  (be  veterans  who  had  gained  the  day  H 
Auerstadt,  to  cross  the  Russbach  below  Glinzeadorf,  ascend  the  valley  ibgve 
J^eusiedel,  and  turn  the  extreme  left  of  the  enemy;  while  he  himMK,  vilh 
the  two  other  divisions,  attaclied  that  village  in  front;  and  Ondinot  was  or- 
dered to  keep  IlohenzoUem  in  check,  in  the  centre  of  the  platean  bduad 
Baumersdorf.  It  required  some  lime  to  execute,  otil  of  the  nngeoftbc 
enemy's  cannon,  this  sweep  round  the  extremfly  of  his  position  j  fe  sttj 
pieces  of  cannon,  disposed  along  the  front  and  eastern  face  of  the  plaMB, 
swept  the  whole  level  ground  at  its  feet,  as  far  as  the  gnns  wobM  carry.  U 
ten  o'clock,  however,  the  two  divisions  of  Friant  and  Horand  had  cronedlbe 
Itussbach,  supported  by  a  numerous  artillery  and  ten  thousand  horse,  nto 
Grouchy,  Uonlbrun,  and  Arighi.  Rosenberg,  meanwhile,  perceiviag  Ik 
danger  with  which  he  was  threatened,  had  accumulated  bis  foroei  in  SMjik 
at  Neosiedel  and  the  angle  of  the  plateau  behind  it;  and  with  his  troops  inn 
up,  facing  outwards,  on  the  two  sides  of  a  right-angled  triangle,  was  pmpo*' 
to  maintain  bis  important  position  against  the  formidable  odds  wbidi  •* 
about  to  assail  him ;  while  the  guns  on  the  crest  of  the  plateau  bdrnttt  M 
lines  replied  to  the  morenumeronsbatteriesof  theenemy  iBtheplainl 
with  vigour  and  effect.  Horand's  division  came  first  Ineo  aetloB,  and  b 
mounted  the  heights;  but,  notvrithsianding  the  gallantry  of  ibeir  attack,  tl 
were  driven  back  in  disorder  by  the  destructive  fire  «(  the  Austriin  caDDd 
and  the  rapid  discharges  of  their  musketry ;  bat  Friaot  eenie  up  to  b' 
port,  and  Horand,  rallying  under  cover  of  his  lines,  reeommencedai 
assault  on  the  enemy,  and  after  a  desperate  resistance,  succeeded  in  ■ 
ing  the  plateau  on  its  eastern  front.  Friant, at  the  same  time,  passiif  A 
on,  made  his  way  to  the  summit.  Tbe  lower  of  Neustedel,  hawever,s> 
held  out,  though  a  powerful  French  battery  Ihswdered  againai 
adjoining  height  to  tbe  eastward;  and  the  Austrian  cavalry,  who  w 
up  at  the  foot  of  the  ascent,  essayed  several  cbar^  against  tbe  p 
steel-clad  cuirassiers  of  Arighi  andGroudiy.  The  shock  wta  tevrlUe;  botdj 
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Amcfc  fwrei  it  Sat  Tfctorioiu,  and  routed  RosenbA^i  hom  with  great 
llngblR-;  DobnuoUern's  cairassiers  next  came  up  lo  avenge  the  disaster, 
udGnuA^  in  hUtum  was  brokeu  and  forced  back;  Hontbrun  then  charged 
Ibc  rietorioiM  Auitrians,  when  blown  by  their  rapid  advance,  with  decisive 
(Acl;aiid, after  desperate  aclsofgallantry  on  both  sides,  they  werecom- 
ftlled  to  follow  the  retrograde  movement  of  Iheir  infautry,  and  abandon  the 
cattcfii  froDt  of  (be  plateau  {!}. 

H^^^l^''  While  this  important  advantage  was  gained  on  the  extreme  left,  a 
■j Jjjl"  furious  combat  on  the  right  was  raging  around  Neusiedel.  Pavoust 
ka.  in  person  there  led  on  the  divisions  Gaudin  and  Paclhod  lo  the 
UUck  with  extraordinary  vigour  :  the  resistance  by  Ihe  Prince  of  Hesse- 
HMnbouTg  was  equally  obstinate ;  and  some  reinforce  meats  dispatched  by 
Mf  Toilem,  long  enabled  that  gallant  officer  to  maintain  his  ground  against 
pwlly  auparior  forces.  At  length,  however,  the  Auslrians  were  driven  by 
Mmfarcefromtbe bouses,  and  pushed  back  loihefootof  the  plateau  :  there 
1^  tfua  made  a  stand,  and  for  long  strove  wilh  desperate  resolution  to 
■ikegwd  tbe  tower,  and  prevent  Davoust  from  debouching  from  the  vil- 
lage, la  this  terrible  strife  Nordman  and  Teczay  were  billed;  Hesse-Hom- 
Wg,iiager,  Warteachben,  and  almost  a U  the  Austrian  generals  wounded  : 
vbile,  on  the  French  side,  Gaudin  received  four  wounds,  and  almost  all  his 
pnanb  were  struck  down.  At  length  the  tower  was  carried  by  assault,  and 
6k  awcay's  infantry  driven  in  disorder  from  the  ground  they  had  so  long 
Mndedm  its  rear.  Davoust,  upon  (hu,  ordered  tlie  cuirassiers  of  Ari^i  to 
dHi|t  the  retreating  lines,  and  soon  the  slope  of  the  plateau  glittered  with 
ibe  duiling  white  of  their  helmets;  but  they  got  entangled  in  broken 
pvni,  among  the  huts  of  the  Austrian  bivouacs;  and  the  few  who  reached 
HvtiBBit  were  so  grievously  shattered  by  the  poinlhlanli  fire  of  their  guns, 
tlHt  the  whole  were  driven  beadlongdown,  wilh  severe  loss,  into  the  plain, 
fiotwiihttaading  (his  snccesa,  however,  Rosenberg  was  unable  to  keep  his 
pund  on  the  ai^e  of  the  plateau,  above  Neusiede),  after  the  tower  had 
Un  :  his  left  was  turned  by  Morand  and  Friant,  who  had  established  them- 
■drnoBttMereet  of  the  plateau;  andon  the  oUier  side,  Oudinol,  transporl- 
«lbf  die  enlhu^asm  of  the.  moment,  had  converted  his  feigned  into  a  real 
Wk,  and  though  repeatedly  repulsed,  had  at  length  made  his  way  across 
tktaiharii,  oear  Baunundorf,  and  despite  all  (he  elToris  of  Hohenzollem, 
*^waaweaken«d  by  the  succours  sentJpNeusiedel,  reached  the  crest  of  (he 
plalHn(3).  Tknatened  thus  on  both  Hanks,  Rosenberg  drew  back  tn  excel- 
lot  order,  still  facing  lo  the  eastward,  and  forming  a  junction  with  Hohen- 
aoikm,  took  up  a  new  position  towards  the  centre  of  the  plateau,  nearly  at 
^t  angles  to  (he  line  of  the  Russbach,  and  covering  two-thirds  of  its  sur- 
ve;  while  DKTOUt,  apprctien^ve  of  being  taken  iu  rear  by  the  Archduke 
lo^  whose  ipiHvaeh  to  the  field  was  already  announced  by  the  scouts  of 
fannies,  showed  vo  ditpositioa  (o  molest  him  in  the  new  line  which  he 
^Mcapied. 

^1^  Napoleon  wa&  still  riding  with  his  suilein  the  perilous  angle  in 
Jjjj  frtnt  «f  Aderklaa,  when  these  alternate  disasters  and  successes  were 
•^  pamnc  ■>"  either  wing  of  hb  army.  The  accounts  which  he  re- 
t^nd  faom  hU  leA  were  every  mommt  more  alarming.  Officers  in  brealh- 
'Mkaiie  amved  e^ery  (en  minutes,  to  announce  the  fearful  progress  of  the 
*(■}  in  Aat  direction.  "  T^e  cannoB,"  said  one, "  which  you  hear  in  the 
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rear,  isthalof  the  Austrian* ;"  the  Emperor  miide  no  answet.  "J^  *rt- 
sion  BoUdclis  driven  back  Into  the  island  of  Lobau,"  said  another:  still  m 
answer;  buthiseyeswereanxiously  turned  to  the tffww of  Neu9iedd,whlA 
VQS  Tisible  from  allpartsof  the  plain,  and  he  frequently  asked  Hihe  fire  wu 
on  the  east  or  west  of  that  baildtng.  At  length  Davousf  s  camiott  were  dii> 
tinctly  seen  to  pass  Neusiedel,  and  the  slopes  of  the  plateau  wore  euTeloped 
with  smoke.  *'  Hasten  back  to  Hassans, "  said  he  to  the  aide-de-camp,  "  ind 
tell  him  to  commence  his  attack  ;  the  battle  is  pitied."  At  Ibe  seme  dBMh 
dispatched  orders  in  all  directions  for  afltnsive  Operations :  neniires,  with 
ten  regiments  of  the  reserve  cavalrf,  was  directed  to  charge  the  Anitrlin 
right  wing,  which  had  advanced  so  far  into  the  French  rear,  in  flank,  wbilt 
Hass^na,  who  had  now  got  back  to  his  original  ground  near  Aspem,  assiil«d 
it  in  front ;  Eugene,  Harmont,  and  Bernadotte  were  (o  ossaott  Wagram ;  Oa- 
dinol  and  Davoust  to  reiiew  their  attacks,  and,  if  possible,  Arln  the  cMmj 
from  the  plateau ;  while  the  Emperor  in  person  prepared  the  deeislw  effort, 
by  a  grand  charge  of  infantry,  cavalry,  and  artillery,  in  the  centre.  Forllih 
purpose.  Engine's  corps,  which  had  marched  across  the  field  from  BauiBan- 
dorf,  was  arranged  in  close  columns  of  three  divisions ;  MacdoiMld  in  tbi 
central  division,  consisting  of  eight  strong  battalions;  on  either  flank  WHt 
b)k,  drawn  up  in  close  array;  behind  them  marched  Serras's  division,  arf 
Wrede's  Bavarians ;  the  light  hone  of  the  gnard,  and  the  cuirassiers  of  Ita>- 
souty  covered  their  flanks ;  a  hundred  pieces  of  cannon,  chiefly  of  the  ptai, 
under  Drouet,  which  had  now  come  up  f^-om  Neusiedel,  admirably  served, 
preceded  the  whole,  and  spread  death  far  and  wide;  whilfr  the  Emperor 
himself,  with  the  cavalry  and  inftntry  of  the  old  guard,  closed  the  array,  on 
the  success  of  which  he  had  slaked  his  crown  and  his  life  (f ). 
SSlH^of  Napol^n  himself  gave  the  signal  to  this  terrible  column  to  at- 
HurdimiM  vance  :  its  insiructions  were  to  move  right  upon  the  steeple  ^ 
™m,  Sussenbrunn,  leaving  Aderklaa  to  the  right.  The  Avchdnke  c«*I 
perceived  the  effort  which  was  preparing  against  his  centre,  and  madeewy 
possible  disposition  to, resist  it.  The  lines  were  donbled;  the  reserrea  «f  a- 
valry,  and  the  right  of  Bcllegardc's  corps  brought  up  to  the  menace*}  pifM; 
artillery  on  either  side  planted  in  great  abundance,  so  as  fo  open  a  crass  tit 
on  Ute  advancing  column;  while  the  Archduke  in  person  hastened  to  AetpA 
with  his  whole  staff,  to  be  in  a  situation  to  act  with  promptitude  hitlwteniM 
crisis  which  was  approaching.  Hairilyhad  they  arrived,  when  Ijiurfston  i*' 
Drouet's  artillery  approached  :  the  cannoniers,  regardless  of  the  cross  flte^ 
the  Austrian  batteries,  advanced  at  the  trot  to  within  hnH  cannon-shoi,  iH 
then  opened  a  prodigious  fire  from  their  hundred  pieces,  which  was  sosiaiM* 
with  such  rapidity,  that  it  forced  back  the  Austrian  line  tmmcdfiiely  !i 
front,  and  dismounted  several  of  their  guns.  Taking  advantage  of  the  eonfb- 
sion  produced  by  this  discharge,  Hacdonald  advanced  with  bis  column,'!' 
rectly  in  at  the  opening,  and  pierced  the  Imperial  eentrt  :  Aderklaa  Mid 
Breitenlee  are  soon  passed ;  Sussenbrnnn  is  menaced  ;  moving  sieadtty  for- 
ward  through  the  wreck  of  guns,  the  dead,  and  the  dying,  this  uirfaonted 
column,  preceded  by  its  terrific  battery  Incessantly  Rring,  pushed  on  hlK  ■ 
league  beyond  the  front,  in  other  points,  of  the  enemy's  line.  In  propafliw 
as  it  advanced,  however,  it  became  enveloped  by  fire  :  the  gnns  were  (fa- 
dually  dismounted  or  silenced,  and  the  infantry  emerged  thiwigfi  tlM 
wreck  to  the  front:  the  Austrlans  drew  offthetr  front  line  upon  their  secMWi 
and  both  falling  back,  formed  a  sort  of  wall  on  each  side  of  the  Freodi  co- 
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hniB,  tan  wfaenee  isMed  a  dreKtftU  fire  of  grape  ud  nmftttrr  on  either 
Stnk  of  the  anaUiate.  Still  Maedoiuid  preaset  on  with  ancopiiaerible  rcao- 
latiim :  fn  theiiwbt  of  a  frighUul  aUwm  of  bullets,  hii.  rank?  are  iiMbakeu} 
tbedotinis  of  Europe  are  in  bis  baada,  and  ha  is  worthy  of  tha  miasion.  IW 
Ion  bcexpcrieBwed,haw«Ter,WBi  enonnoua;  at  ever]' step,  hugs  chauuan 
■ide  in  h^ ranks;  wfaoie  Ales  are  simck  down  by  caiuio»4^ot;  and,  at 
bi[th,  hia  eight  dense  baiulions  are  reduced  to  Bfma  hn*di«d  jneii  t  fw* 
Idd  in  dte  mhtat  of  raemiee,  this  band  of  bnoea  is  eompellod  to  halt :  ib« 
npire  racked  to  ils  foundation :  the  rout  of  a  similar  body  (rf  Iha  old  0iard  at 
Viltrioo,  bnrled  NapoMon  t«  the  rock  of  St.-Heiena  (1  J. 
M«m<(  FollowiBg  with  intense  anxiety  the  advance  of  this  column^  b«w 
"^jl^*;  ever,  the  Emperor  was  at  band  to  rapport  iu  The  divisions  on  the 
-^  fiank,  Durntte  and  Pacthod,  which  bad  inteniiUy  ftllea  behind 
JiriBf  the  advance  of  Hacdonald  with  Uie  central  column,  wereordored  to 
msTtforward;  Serrasand  Wrede  were  hastened  up  to  hiawppgrt;and  the 
yoMi  guard,  mder  Reille,  detached  to  support  their  attack.  This  last  suc- 
ew,  however,  almost  exhausted  the  reserves  of  Napoitoii.  "  Husband  yout 
MD  as  mnch  as  possible,"  said  he  to  Beille,  as  he  gave  him  the  command  t 
"  1  hive  now  no  other  reserve  bat  the  two  raiments  of  the  old  gnard."  At 
dn  sow  time,  Naasouty,  with  the  cuirassiers  on  the  left,  and  Walther  with 
tkdl1fD0neollllker^;htof  Maodonald's  c^umn,  receivod  orders  to  chai^ 
Ik  MSMS  in  froDt  of  them,  and  OndlMt,  Eugine,  and  Harmont,  to  press 
IbttMoy  as  mBch  as  possiMe,  towards  Aderkka  and  Wagram  (3). 
\^  Thechai^eeof tbecavalry proTedmostnnfarlunale.  Hardlyhad 
y-.i«i  BoMiires  set  off  to  execuu  the  erders  of  the  Emperor,  when  he 
wr.*a  was  Struck  down  by  a  cannon-shot,  which  tore  his  ^igh,  killed  hb 
SV~  horse,  and  so  disfigured  his  whole  person,  Uiat  he  was  taken  up  for 
4wL  NinsoQty  succeeded  to  the  command,  and  led  on  the  charge  ;  but  such 
ni  (he  sererity  of  the  fire  which  they  immediately  encoantered,  that  in  a 
W  nimaK  twelve  hundred  horsemen  were  struck  down  by  cannon-balls, 
ui  the  whole  were  compelled  to  halt,  end  reUre  before  they  even  reached 
AsfBcaiy.  The  dri^oans  on  the  right,  uiider  Waltbar,  met  with  the  same 
^;  at^  after  sustaining  a  grievous  loss,  were  driven  back  under  cover  of 
AsfM  soldiers.  But  the  infantry  were  more  successful.  Ho  sooner  did 
fadMHld  perceive  that  the  divisions  of  Pacthod,  DorutU,  Serras,  and  Wrede, 
Mttmenpto  bisflanks,  and  that  Beille  was  advancing  to  his  support,  than 
knauned  his  forward  movement;  and  the  Archduke,  despairing  now  of 
HfaitiiiiiDg  his  position,  gave  orders  ttx  a  general  retreat.  It  was  executed, 
kiienc,  in  the  most  admirable  order :  the  infantry  retiring  by  icheion,  and 
■iKnaiely  marchiDg  and  facing  about  to  pour  desimctire  voUcys  Into  the 
iMksof  the  pursuers.  Tha  field  of  haule,  as  seen  from  the  steeples  of  Vienna, 
ii**  pnanited  a  magnificent  spectacle.  Maas^na,  upm  the  retreat  of  Kollew- 
1th  (Bd  Klenan,  readily  regained  Esiling  and  Aspem,  and  the  Austrian  army, 
!■  I  ttae  nearly  perpendicular  to  the  Danube,  slowly  and  deliberately  retired : 
*lAe  &e  Preach  faoel  formed  a  vast  hue  of  salves  and  bayoDBia,  from  the 
Wi  af  the  river  to  the  summit  of  the  plateau  of  Wagram,  on  which  the 
J'M^Biiig  rays  of  the  sua  glanced  with  extraordinary  splendour.  TasI  vo- 
■■■■a  ef  traoie  at  intervals  indicated  the  position  of  the  opposing  hatiMin  j 
i^tajtoeefcarlii^;  smoke,  marked  the  advance  and  lhieofthe.iiifaalry; 
(Bd^eamt  of  ahnost  intolerable  brightness  vrere  reflected  from  thebehaatB 
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and  cHinasct  of  ibe  aYalry.  A  bloody  enceanter  took  pbee  it  Genndorf, 
which  tbe  rearguard  (4 Kollowrath  long  held  wjLh  unconquerable  braveq; 
but  flwifl  at  leDglh  cairied  by  the  chaaseurs  of  the  guards  :  Wagram  yieldtd 
Ift  theimpetiraua  asunlls  of  Oudinot,  and  two  baitalious  were  made  prisaners. 
Bnl,  with  this  eicqition,  die  retreat  of  the  Austrians  was  conducted  with 
bardlyany  low:  the  Archduke,  witb  consummate  skill,  availed  himself  of 
every  advantage  of  ground  to  retard  the  enemy ;  and  90  exhausted  were  (he 
French  by  their  efforts,  that  ihey  displayed  very  little  vigour  inlbe  punnit. 
Neither  cannoiiSBar  prisoners  were  taken ;  the  cavalry  hardly  charged :  bulfoi 
the  retrograde  movement  of  one  army  and  the  advance  of  the  other,  it  would 
have  been  impossible  to  have  decided  whJcb  bad  gained  the  advantage  in  the 
fight.  Napol^n  was  much  chagrined  at  this  indecisive  result,  and  suCTeredhh 
ill  humour  to  exhale  in  open  repnuchea  to  the  cavalry  generals  of  the  goird. 
"  Was  ever  any  thingseen  like  this?  Neither  prisoners  nor  guns!  This  dij 
will  be  attended  wi^  no  reiulti."  At  nightfall,  the  Austrians  occupied  t 
line  along  the  heights  behind  Slammersdorf,  from  which  t^eir  right  vitf 
bad  descended  in  the  morning,  along  ihe  great  road  to  Brunn,  through  lle- 
bersdorf,  to  Obersdorf ;  while  the  French  bivouacked  in  the  plain,  three  miles 
in  their  front,  firom  the  edge  of  the  Danube  near  Florisdorf,  perpendicularly 
up  (0  Sauring,  at  the  foot  of  the  hilb  (1). 
^rii*.*^  It  was  lewards  tbe  dose  of  ibis  obstinately  contested  battle  ihil 
XTi^  the  Archdnke  John  appreached  the  Geld.  Between  ihreeandfinr 
'"uTi  in°'  o''^''*'^''  h'*  columns  came  up  to  l^eobeasdorf  and  ObersiebenbruM, 
rL,iM„^'ot  while  his  advanced  posts  reached  Neusiedel,  and  even  approached 
Il^nri^o.  Wagram,  which  the  French  troops  had  passed  through  not  anbwiT 
before  in  pursuit  of  the  Austrian  grand  army  I  Finding,  however,  upon  bii 
arrival  there,  that  his  brother  had  abandoned  the  Geld,  and  was  retiring  ■( 
all  points  towards  the  Bisamberg,  be  justly  conceived  apprehensions  cm- 
.ceming  his  own  sitn^tio;),  left  alone  with  forty  thousand  men  in  the  rear  of 
the  grand  army,  and  gave  orders  to  retreat.  He  marched  till  after  dark,  and 
regained  Uarcheck  before  midoighl.  An  incidenl  occurred,  however,  soon 
after  he  retired,  which  demoniliiled  in  Ihe  most  striking  manner  the  ritil 
importance  of  his  co-operation,  and  the  decisive  elTcct  which  might  bare 
arisen  from  it,  had  he  come  up,  as  be  bad  been  ordered,  at  an  earlier  lioni 
of  the  day.  The  Hlmperor,  worn  .out  with  fatigue,  had  lain  down  to  rest, 
surrounded  by  his  guards,  in  the  plain  between  Susscnhrunn  and  Aderklu, 
when  cries  of  alam  vera  heard  from  the  rear.  The  drums  immediately  beat 
at  all  points ;  the  infantry  hastily  farmed  in  squares,  ibe  artillerymen  stood 
to  their  guns,  the  cavalry  saddled  Ibeir  horses.  Napoleon  himself  mounted 
nis  horse,  and  asked  what  was  the  cause  of  the  alarm.  "  It  is  nothing,  sin," 
replied  Charles  Lebrun,  one  of  his  aides-de-camp,  "  merely  a  few  marao- 
dcrs."  "What  do  you  call  nDthing?"replied  the  Emperor,  warmly:  "  know, 
sirj  there  are  no  trifling  events  in  war :  nothing  endangers  an  army  like  an 
imprudent  security.  Return  (oseewhat  is  Ihematter,  and  comeback  quickly 
to  render  me  an  account."  Meanwhile  he  prepared  every  thing  ior  a  nocturnal 
combat,  and  the  aspect  of  affairs  in  the  rear  of  the  army  was  such  as  to  call 
forlh  all  his  solicitude.  The  artillery,  baggage- wagons,  slra^ert,  and  camp- 
followers,  who  crowded  tbe  rear,  were  flying  in  disorder  to  the  Danube ;  the 
plain  was  covered  with  fugitives,  the  entrances  of  tbe  bridges  blocked  up  with 
carriages,  and  many  who  even  had  the  river  between  them  and  the  supposed 
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dnpr,  nmlJDaed  ibefr  fiigfii,  and  nerer  drew  bridlt  till  ihtj  wow  vithia 
ibertBipansDf  Tmna.  The  alarm  spread  like  wildfirefromrank  to  rank: 
[be  gaard  eTCn  vis  shaken  :  the  viclora  for  a  [DomflOt  dsubted  of  the  fate  of 
ibedif.  Thennksprcsentedtfaeappearanoeof  agenereiToutiand  jet  the 
■kle  was  occasioned  fay  a  single  squadron  of  di«  Archduke  John's  cavalry, 
ibirfa  bad  been  ftr  advance))  toirirds  Wagram,  and,  seeking  to  recain,.as  he 
Mired,  Ibe  road  to  Presburg,  had  cut  down  seme  French  marauders  in  one 
tfibe  Tillages  on  the  east  of  theBeldl  SortUl  was  tbeUneof  commanlca- 
tiH  im  which  that  prince  was  intended  to  act,  and  so  imporlant  were  the 
Rsalis  which  must  have  ensued  from  bis  co-operatton,  if  it  bad  taken  place, 
Hihe  genera lissimd  was  entitled  to  expect,  at  an  earlier  period  at  the  day  (i). 
1,^,1  Such  was  the  memorable  battle  of  Wagram,  one  of  the  greatest  and 
"  ''^  most  obstinately  contested  of  the  whole  war,  and  perhaps  the  most 
^mtu  in  Uie  whole  Austrian  annals.  The  lots  ea  both  sides  was  immense ; 
Imny-firc  thousand  brave  men  on  either  part  were  either  killed  or  wounded 
wiihaDt  iDj  deeisire  result  having  been  obtained.  The  other  trophies  were 
(Vullj  balanced :  Uie  Austrian  right  wing  had  made  Gve  thousand  prisoners, 
mitvo  thoasand  of  their  own  wounded  (SJ  had  fallen  into  the  bands  of 
tk  enemy  in  the  centre  of  the  plain.  Iliey  were  nowhere  defeated  :  no 
rauci  disgraced  theirlinesjnocolumDs  laid  down  their  arms:  slowly,  at  the 
nnauDd  of  their  chief  alone,  in  regular  order  ^ey  retired  from  the  field 
vitbool  the  toss  of  either  prisoners  or  cannon,  and  inspiring,  even  to  the  last, 
faal  la  [he  enemy  who  followed  ihelr  steps  [3J. 

m-'h  ^**  ^^^  maintained  sacb  a  conflict  with  greatly  inferior  forces, 
Z!,Z  '>8*ii>stH'>P<iI^OBtthebeadofahiU]dredandeigbiy  thousand  men, 
g-iyi  was  ItscH  no  ordinary  dJgtinclion.-Bnt  this  ia  not  all:  if  Lbeirforces 
XT"  had  all  joined  in  the  action,  and  they  had  thereby  been  restored  to 
ntfiiilily  with  the  enemy,  there  can  be  no  doubt  the  result  would  have 
leea  diBereol.  But  for  the  failure  of  tKe  Archduke  iohn  to  come  up  at  the 
fsiod  assigned  to  him,  the  battle  would  have  terminated  In  a  glorious  and 
t>ntiie  victory.  Had  that  prince  made  bis  appearance  on  tbe  Geld  either  at

of  the  French  Empire.  The  general  terror  inspired  in  NBpolMii>snarIif  tte 
Ciptareof  Aspem  and  RasIlngin|themoralDg|  the  mirretloDi  panic  McaikiMd 
by  the  charge  of  a  squadron  of  hmsars  in  their  txtreme  rigb  at  nl^ii, 
demonstrate  (1)  that  the  disaster  of  Aspem  bad  inipired  the  ftonch  tnM|« 
with  B  nervous  disquietude  about  the  bridges  In  their  rear;  and  dutaaj 
alarminthat  quarter  was  likely  to  produce  even  greater  efltetUum  on  boapi 
of  less  military  foresight  snd  experience.  What  then  mtnt  faare  ben  tbt 
effect  of  thirty  thousand  fresh  troops  suddenly  thrown  Inia  the  rear  of  As 
French  army,  where  there  was  no  reserve  to  oppose  them,  at  the  aeacal 
when  the  victorious  sbonls  of  Kollowrsth's  troops,  and  the  omlnoui  seuod  if 
the  cannon  of  Lobau,  announced  that  their  retreat  was  bU  but  cat  off;  <r 
when  the  heroic  column  of  Hacdonald,  wasted  away  to  ttflMn  hundred  mo, 
bad  halted  their  advance  in  front  of  Sussenbrunn?  The  Archduke  John  III 
most  accomplished  prince,  and  as  a  prirale  indlviduai,  nft  one  hi*  gnaM 
title  to  esteem ;  but  either  his  jealousy  of  his  brother,  or  hts  InoiptRtT  U 
perceive  the  object  of  combined  operations,  twice  in  that  tipgle  cam;^ 
proved  fatal  to  his  country  :  once  when  he  disobeyed  lh«  i»ders  of  the 
Archduke  Charles  to  combine  with  Kollownth  an  attack  en  the  bridge  <i 
Linlz,  on  the  French  line  of  communication,  immediately  aftor  the  baiUetf 
Aspern;  and  again,  by  his  tardiness  in  obeying  the  orders  of  the  oae 
generalissimo  to  hasten  to  the  theatre  of  decisive  ernrts  on  tb*  6M  it 
_Wagram  (3).

Sotne  of  theoe  nnhappy 
vwdiet  Mdvred  4br  days  logoltwr  the  ny»  of  a  Tanieol  san  dnring  tbo 
dactyl,  iriaost  eitlier  l6od  or  water  ;  natiiated,  ind  nsahie  (o  reason 
tts  fiei  which  telened  on  their  weunds,  they  literally  became,  while  stiH 
dm,  (be  prey  of  the  insects  wUeb  hover  round  csrcnacaofaDiflials  in  hot 
MIkrfl).  The  Eflftpenu- freqoently  dismoanled,  and  with  his  own  bands 
idDAusiered  r^ef  to  some  of  the  wounded,  and  drew  lean  of  gratitude 
ho  ere*  about  to  be  cloaed  in  death  (2).  The  Lnowledge  that  tbs  rictory 
<B  ibcir  own,  bad  restored  all  tbelr  wonted  enthusiasm  to  the  French 
mUIhsj  the  wonndod  exclaimed  Fk/e  PSmptrtart  as  he  paiaad,  and 
MUhI  Hltte  wfailo  Hags,  formed  hy  putting  their  handkerchief  or  an  arm 
•f  itni  riiirt  on  dieir  bayonets,  as  well  (o  testify  their  }oy  as  to  implore 
vSti  After  baving  traversed  the  field  of  battle.  Napoleon  iitspected  tbe  sol- 
tesvbo  were  about  to  inarch  in  ptvsuit  of  the  enemy,  and  dlstribated 
imnbtn  great  profusion  imong  the  most  deserving.  In  passing  he  stopped 
■d  held  ofli  his  hand  to  Hacdonald  ;  "  Touch  it,  Uacdonald,  witliout  any 
'Mn'pudge(3) :  from  tbisdaj  we  shall  be  frlendsi  and  1  will  send  you, 
>i  pledge  ofmy  sincerity,  yodr  marshal's  staff,  which  you  won  so  gloriously 
ymcrday."  "  Ab !  sire,"  replied  Hacdonald  with  tears  in  his  eyes,  "  we  are 
»v  logether  fbr  lif^  and  death."  And  well  did  the  hero  of  Scottish  blood 
ndnrn  his  word!  Through  every  future  change  of  his  reign  he  adhered 
tub  anshalLen  fidelity  to  the  fortunes  of  his  master.  He  was  to  be  found  by 
liA  tide,  ilike  smidst  the  disasters  of  Fontainebleau  as  the  triumph  of  Wa- 
ma;  and  when  all  the  other  objects  of  his  bounty  had  deserted  their  bene- 
teniDil  pa5sed  over  lo  the  enemy,  he  remained  almost  alone  to  support 
^;  the  latest  object  of  his  prosperous  fitvonr,  hut  the  most  faithful  follower 
rflw  adverse  fortunes  (4).

,  bloodshed  to  regain  on  the  following  day,  and  jealous  of  any  of  bis  lieuU- 
aanls  assuming  bis  own  peculiar  fuactloa  in  the  distribution  of  pnise  or 
blame,  imtnediately  prepared  and  circulated,  but  among  the  mir^k  isd 
ministers  alone,  in  order  of  the  day,  reflecting  in  very  serere  terms,  bMk 
on  the  conduct  of  the  Saxons  and  this  step  on  the  part  of  iheii  chief  [1]; 
jairg.  and  soon  afler  a  decree  was  poUished  in  Ibe  balletin  dissolciif 
wt*!-  (bat  corps,  and  incorporating  its  soldiers  with  oiber  parUofilw 
army.  Bemadolt«  sought  a  prlvale  inlerriew  with  ihe  Emperor  on  ^ 
painfnl  sahject,  but  in  vain ;  he  constantly  refused  to  see  him ;  and  Ihe  ds- 
graced  inarBhai  immediatdy  set  oat  for  Paris,  where  he  was  soon  afler  cm- 
ployed  by  the  minister  at  war,  without  the  c(uicurrence  of  Napol^o,  in  t 
very  important  duty,  that  of  commaDding  at  Antwerp  during  the  Eoglisii 
invasion  of  the  Scheldt.  Nosooner,howeTer,  did  the  Emperor  leain  of  tliii 
fresh  appointment  by  the  GoTcmmeiit  at  Paris,  than  it  loo,  was  cancelled, 
and  Basi^es  pot  there  in  his  stead ;  even  although  Bernadotle's  efl«rt>, 
daring  the  short  period  be  held  tfae  command,  had  been  eminently  serrice- 
ahle  to  the  empire.  These  repeated  indignities  made  a  deep  impression  oi 
the  mind  of  the  French  manhal;  they  reviTcd  that  ancient  jealousy  it  Ok 
First  Consul  (3J  which  all  Ihe  subsequent  Tories  of  his  reign  had  not  ealirdy 
extinguished ;  induced  a  snlien  discontent  at  the  Imperial  service,  wbid 
experience  had  shown  was  liable  to  sueh  inconstancy ;  made  him  gnsp 
eagerly  at  the  Swedish  throne,  which  fortune  soon  after  proHered  ta  hie 
acceptance;  and,  by  investing  the  disgraced  soldier  with  the  power  and  fed-

Tkik  Hacdonald's  division  remained  in  charge  of  the  bridges  of  Vienna,  and 
IN  prepared,  with  the  garrison  of  the  capital,  to  repel  any  insult  that  might 
k  tfoed  by  the  Ban  of  CnMlia.  No  lew  oircumspect  than  adrenlnnnis,  Ni- 
fMtta,  at  the  same  time,  ordered  a  handred  pieces  of  heavy  cannon  to  be 
Manled  on  the  ramparts  of  Vienna,  aogmenied  iU  garrisoa  to  six  thousand 
Ma,  laid  in  praTisions  for  six  months,  directed  tbe  formation  of  great  new 
Ani£eiiions  on  the  bridgeheads  of  tbe  capital,  especiaily  at  Plorisdorf,  where 
iaroidlo  Brunn  and  Znaym  traversed  the  Danube,  and  ordered  Passau, 
liab,  Satib,  Helk,  and  Gottwetg,  in  different-  directions  around  the  capital,

•"■x  No  con5lderaJ)ie  action  took  place  dnring  the  retreat.  Hass^na, 
iiT'  however,  pressed  tbe  Anstriau  rear-guard  with  all  bis  wonted  ac-

towards  the  east,  on  the  dopes  of  the  Litcben,  tbe  ground  desceods  aniB 
sides  to  the  point  of  SohallersdOTf,  where  the  river  tunia  sharp  by  i  rifU 
angle,  and  flows  tewants  Ltpw4u,  and  ihe  jWHttion  of  the  LiscfaeD  lad  IVji.

other  go vemment  lo  dust,  maintained  an  ondaunled  front  to  tbe  very  lasL 
We  admire  ibt  courage  of  Darius,  who,  after  the  loss  of  half  his  proVtncet, 
Btill  fought  with  heroic  resolution  against  the  Macedonian  conqueror  on  tbe 
fieldof  Arbelft)  wG  exult  iu  the  firmness  of  the  Roman  senate,  which,  yei 
bleedlngwHlitbeslNUghlerof  CauDK,  sent  fbrth  legions  lo  Spain, and  boU 
the  ground  on  which  Hannibal  was  encamped,  when  his  siandards  crovrdad 
round  the  walls  of  the  city ;  and  we  anticipate  already  the  voice  ot  agM  ti 
awarding  the  praise  of  unconquerable  resolution  to  (he  Russian  Emperor, 
who,  undeterred  by  the  carnage  of  Borodino,  resolved  to  bam  the  andent 
capitalof  his  empire  rather  than  permit  it  to  become  the  resting-place  of  Us 
enemies,  and,  when  pierued  to  the  heart,  sliU  stretched  forth  his  mighty  «ras 
(Irom  Finland  to  tiie  Danube  lo  envelope  and  crush  ibe  Invadn.  Bui,  vrithoiit 
underrating  these  glorious  examples  of  patriotic  resistance,  it  may  saMy  be 
affirmed  that  none  of  Ihem  will  beer  a  comparison  with  that  ozhitHted  t^ 
Austria  in  this  memorable  campaign. 

Other  empires  have  almost  invariably  sunk  upon  the  captnre  of  the  capital. 

Carthage  was  crushed  by  the  storm  of  Its  metropolis  under  Sdpio  Afiieanna; 

Rome  sunkat  once  with  the  fall  of  the  eternal  city  before  tbe  Gothic  trunpei; 

with  tbe  conquest  of  Constanlinopie  the  lower  empire  perished ;  the  selnm 

of  Serlin  by  the  allies  under  Uie  great  Frederic  was  but  a  transient  incurskm, 

its  lasting  occupation  by  Napoleon  proved  f^tal  to  the  streng^  of  the  »oa- 

trchy ;  France,  during  its  Republican  fervour,  was  nearly  orenhrown  b;  the 

charge  of  fifteen  hundred  Prussian  hussars  on  the  plains  of  Champagne  flj, 

and  twice  saw  its  strength  totally  paralysed  by  Ihefajlof  Its  capiul  in  1814 

and  181B ;  Russia  survived  the  capture  of  Moscow  only  by  the  aid  of  a  rigiv 

ous  climate  and  the  overwhelming  force  of  lis  Scythian  cavalry.  Austria  it

atandtng  all  they  bad  sufi'ered  from  this  defect  (8J,  the  British  govenmuBt 
wve  still  rather  Influenced  by  dieilownest  of  the  Anglo-Saxon,  than  the  Sn 
of  (be  Konnan  (tractor. 
^J;;*^  When  the  expeditioo,  however,  even  at  tiie  eleTfla(h  hsu,  did 
~>(>«ivi>  sail  from  the  Bri(iah  i^aads,  it  was  on  a  scale  worthy  both  of  ik 
n^itiDD.  mtstrass  of  the  seas,  and  of  one  of  the  greatait  military  pomn 
in  Europe.  The  armament,  nrnwitiiig  of  tturty-seren  ships  of  tta  lint, 
twenty  three  frigates,  thtaty-tbree  sleops,  eighty-two  gnn-boats,  basid« 
transports  innumerable ;  and  htTing  on 'board  thirty-nine  Ihoosand  stiira 
and  bayonets,  eqoiralent  to  abore  forty-one  thousand  of  all  wma,  with  tm 
batteiing  trains  and  all  their  stores  complete,  oontained  above  a  bundisd 
thonsand  combatants,  and  was  the  largest  and  best  equipped  that  erar  pU 
to  sea  in  modem  times.

'aSa,  expedition;  but  she  soon  showed  that,  like  others  of  her  sex,  she

•-*  The  time  lost  fat  besieging  Flushing  proved  fatal  ta  all  the  other 
■bjeets  of  tbe  expedition.  Indefatigable  were  the  efTorts  of  the  French  and 
widi  governments,  during  that  precious  breathin^tlme,  to  direct  troops  to 
tte  menaced  point;  and  in  a  firtn^t  ft  was  beyond  the  reach  of  attack. 
H  n.  On  the  i2rh,  the  King  of  Holland  arrived  at  the  bead  of  his  guards, 
nd  Sve  thousand  troops  of  tbe  Une;  the  generals  conroandtng  In  Flandera 
ad  Pfnrdy,  dispatched  an  eqMl  number,  who  arrived  from  tbe  14th  to 
iheStb.  Keanwhlie,  the  fleet  was  removed  above  the  town;  the  belteriea

In  these  cireumsunces  it  was  rightly 
JB^ed  b;  Lord  Chatham  and  a  coaDCii  of  war,  whose  opinion  was  ananlmout 
•6  lie  subject,  that  further  advance  was  impossible,  and  orden  were  given 
Ib  Ihe  beginning  of  September  to  withdraw  the  whole  troops  into  the  island 
rfTilchercnfS). 

^I^"  li  was  at  first  thought  that  it  would  have  been  practicable  to  have 
E^  '  reti^ned  possession  of  this  important  conquest,  and  doubtless,  H

-bpb..  qaence, as  hermetically  closing  the  Scheldt,  and  rendering  uselets 
A  tlw  vast  aaval  preparaljom  of  the  enemy  in  that  quarter.  At  that  part>- 
l^aovement,  it  was  of  the  more  consequence  to  retain  possession  of  that 
■■M,  as  Ihe  nidations  with  Austria  were  not  only  not  yet  brought  to  a 
oBctuiion,  but  it  was  sometimes  more  than  donblful,  daring  their  conli- 
■nwMe,  whether  war  would  not  again  break  out.  In  that  event  It  would,  of

!b.!l^-  hibitthe  most  appalling  accamulation  of  judicial  iniquily  wbidkii 
iwU'  to  be  fwBd  In  any  age  or  country  of  the  world,  and  far  exceedii| 
«[  tki  ***  in  atrocity  any  thing  recorded  of  legal  injustice  in  tbe  BBDali  cm 
V^mm  of  Eastern  deqwtisu.  The  reason,  he  justly  adds,  is,  that  die  bw 
narch  could  not  wreak  bis  vengeance,  or  tbe  contending  nobles  or  ptitiei 
destroy  each  other,  as  in  other  states,  by  open  outrage  or  undisguised  tIo- 
lence ;  and  that  tbe  courts  of  law  were  tbe  theatre,  and  state  prosecutioDs  llw 
engines,  by  which  Ibis  oppression  was  perpetrated,  and  these  ontcsts  <i 
focUon  condacted.  If  the  purificatloa  of  the  legal  tribunals,  which  took  pistt 
at  the  Revolulion,  has  freed,  as  it  undoubtedly  has,  the  judicial  emuoe  d 
England  from  this  bideons  ioipulalion,  it  has  only,  in  many  cases,  tnai- 
fsrrcd  it  to  aaotber-qatrlert  aind  Paritamenl  is  the  arena  in  which,  fna 
henceforth,  as  the  oontests  of  party  were  conducted,  the  historian  is  to  fiid 
the  traces  of  the  indelible  cormptioo  and  weakness  of  humanity.  On  no  otha 
prindple,  indeed,  can  tbe  occasional  groas  injustice,  and  frequent  paliliol 
insanity  of  the  English  legislature  and  people,  during  tbe  last  hundred  ud 
fifty  years, be  explained;  and  those  who  hope,  by  rmderingourinslitalim 
more  democratioal,  to  remedy  Uiese  evils,  would  do  well  to  become  stiU 
more  radical  in  tbeircure,  and  apply  their  reform  to  the  human  heart  Ili> 
a  common  remark  in  Parliament,  that,  in  party  questions,  tbe  real  metived 
tbe  speaker  is  never  divulged  in  debate-,  and  that  the  considerations  *ti 
objects  which  both  sides  have  most  al  heart,  are  those  which  are  with  lU 
greatest  care  withdrawn  from  the  view.

Wbii,  then,  at  Kidi  a  monetit,  was  the  grand  object  of  consideration  fn  the 
boM  ofCoDiBMBt?  Wa  it  to  Mmmt  tbe^aace,  to  pour  forth  the  treasures 
tfbgtand  irtlh  a  pnrfttsMi  warthy  of  the  greatness  of  the  occasion;  and 
hmase,  by  erary  mcttn  Ih  iheir  power,  the  elBdency  of  the  army  upon 
vtddi  stub  nrigbty  destinies  depended?  QnHe  the  reverse.  The  popular

A^H*^  for  several  yeus,  was  the  moat  finidied  orator  who  had  appewol 
S^.""  in  Pariiament  since  the  days  of  Pitt  and  Fox.  Bom  ef  rapceublB, 
c-iv-  though  not  opulent  parents,  descended  from  an  honourable  line 
of  ancestors,  he  wasyetde&litoteof  tbeadvantagn  ef  raoh  and  fartuae,  aad 
owed  lus  elevation  entirely  to  the  early  display  of  brilliant  UlenUatOxfgi^', 
that  nsble  esUblishment,  whjoh  reUecte,  as  it  were  in  a  mirror,  the  ^spiie. 
shaded  only  with  a  more  aristocratic  hue  Ihan  ibe  original,  and  where  geDiu 
so  onan  meets  with  tbe  friends,  or  acquires  the  distinction  which  delenniiKS 
its  direction  in  future  life.  Originally  destined  for  the  bar,  be  va»  reluduU; 
pnrsuiDg  tbe  thoniy  study  of  ibe  law,  wlmi  the  fame  of  his  oratorical  laleau 
attracted  the  notice  of  Hr .  Pitt,  then  fuHy  aUve  to  ibe  imporiance  of  diawjDg 
to  bis  sUndard  all  that  he  could  collect  of  debating  powers,  and  coonlacact- 
ing  by  Ibe  innuence  of  Government  the  natural  disposition  of  youth  lo  ruge 
itself  under  Ihe  colours  of  Opposition.  Mr.  Canning  had  originally  been  pa- 
bued  with  Whig  principles,  and  iiis  nearest  relations  were  of  that  party ;  hat 
'  tbe  horrors  of  the  French  Revolution  had  produced  that  change  in  his  Mad 
which  they  induced  at  that  period  in  so  many  of  lh«  best  of  mankind;  the 
leaders  of  Oppositkm  hod  nothing  to  ollbr  him;  and,  upon  a  coufaaBce  with

But  it  would  have 
becB  veU  <ar  Us  fcrne,  n  well  as  Ibr  Ibe  fartnites  a<  his  country,  if  be  bid 
bem  aqaally  proof  aguiM  Ifee  sedootions  as  tbo  temra  of  democraiic  ambt- 
tioo ;  if  be  had  seen  the  syren  in  the  same  eoloan  when  placed  by  his  aide  as 
■baa  MTayad  wUK  fals  enemies ;  and  msained  steady,  in  exalted  siations  in 
■awfw-ynrs,  to  tliose  principles  im  which  he  bad  bravely  combated  in  early 
yMtb  trader  the  ancient  banners  of  England  (I). 

B..«w  Endowed  by  nature  with  the  bodI  of  genius,  the  fire  of  poetry, 
m!r^j  and  the  glow  of  etoquence;  on  accompKsbed  daaiical  sdiolar,  and 
■'"^  deeplyTersedinnativelilentBre,IAr.CanDingacquired, before  the 
nd  nf  his  cvcer,  a  greater  ctminiand  over  the  Honae  of  Commons  then  any 
ttateuMB,  from  the  mere  loim  of  oratoriesl  power,  ever  possessed.  Wiihont 
Ihe  dAatii^c  energy  of  Foi,  the  prophetic  elevation  of  Pitt,  or  the  pliilosopblc 
visdon  of  Burke,  be  possessed,  in  a  higher  d^ree  than  any  of  the  three,  the 
pewerwf  captfrattog  his  bearers  by  the  charm  of  diction  aod  the  graces  al 
^  aeoe^iIUied  oratory.  Hor  was  it  only  in  the  ornate  branches  of  compo* 
ritioa  that  he  exedled;  in  severer  stadies  he  was  also  a  perfect  master,  and 
■ane  treaied  the  abstruse  and  difBcnlt  subjects  of  die  monetary  changes,  and 
the  enra  laws,  with  mete  lucid  effect.  His  state  papers  are  a  model,  not  only 
af  iBse and  teishedcsmpoiition,  hut  of  cogent  and  accurate  reasoning;  his 
comonMioMil  pewCTS  were  oftbe  highest  order;  and  much  of  his  public  io- 
Inence  was,  i«  his  later  days,  owing  to  those  prime  friends  whom  Ihe  chanu 
sf  Us  society  bad  rendered  insensible  to  the  ultimate  dangers  of  his  career, 
■e  w»  curly  impressed  with  the  strongest  sense  of  the  consequences  of  Jaco- 
bs ■scondoticy,  even  when  veiled  under  the  splendid  mantle  of  the  empire; 
asd  Great  Britain  owes  to  his  strenuous  and  perserering  support  much  of  tiie 
glsriesaf  tha  Peninsulir  war,  and  not  a  little  of  the  Goal  triumphs  of  the  grand 
aHSanoe.  Bat  the  strength  of  his  intellect  was  not  equal  to  the  briUianoy  of  his 
imagiiialioa ;  the  sagacity  of  bis  foreugfat  was  less  powerful  than  the  glow  of  his 
■aabiliini.  Bent  from  the  very  outset  upon  being  the  first,  conscious  of  talents 
steond  in  the  end  to  none,  be  was  at  times  little  scrupulous  about  the  means 
af  Usrieratlon,  and  sometimes  did  not  disdain  to  owe  to  private  fascination 
ar  potttical  inlrigne  what  in  a  free  monarchy  should  be  the  reward  only  of 
'pi^hfie  greatness. 

Trempied  by  (his  infirmity,  panionately  iond  of  popnlarity,  he  received 
wtthbtnar,  aAer  the  war  wasover,  the  advances  of  the  democratic  leaders; 
psrinalty  ieeied  ninnd  more  and  more,  with  Ihe  increasing  delusion  of  the 
<lg^*<>IBMM'prnidpIe9;andat  length,  when  the  constitution  was  beset  on 
tfildes  vltb  dangers,  rem  asunder  the  monarchical  party  by  his  ambilioo, 
aid  elevated  hinuelf  to  the  lead  by  a  dubious  alliance  with  his  ftnner  oppo- 
!Wfe,  Its  present  enemies.  This  change  is  more  to  t>e  ascribed  to  the  age  in 
\UA  helrred,  than  himself  as  an  individual ;  but  it  is  the  characteristic  mark 
iTAeldghfstelanoflnteltectand  principle  to  be  above  the  age.  Sncfasupe- 
HMtynaybeoftenfatalto  present  power,but  it  Is  Uie  only  sure  basis  forfu- 
(mndmdiHiagfilme ;  it  was  not  by  yielding  to  the  tide  that  Calo  gained  Im- 
luHial  renown  at  Utica.  'The  effects  of  this  change  were  felt  throughout  the

J*™-  In  almost  erery  iraian  of  his  ohnaeter  and  oartar,  Low  Cwni- 
outtnnto.  HEIGH  WBB  the  revcfse  of  this  accomplished  tutesaun ;  and  tk 
niortal  hostility  which  fbr  a  time  prevailed  bebteen  them,  wu  tyirisaldflkt 
Mni^le  between  those  antagiuiist  princit^es  lA  the  British  OawtitSltM,  N 
soon  destined  to  ceme  into  collision,  and  whose  conQiet  erelong  dmdi  Ai 
empire  to  its  foundation.  Bom  of  a  noble  and  powerful  family,  he  dM  M^ 
like  his  brilliant  rival,  owe  his  elevation  to  his  own  unaided  eiertiens,  bitiM 
wafted  into  olBce  and  public  IKe  with  all  the  advantages  of  btrihtBd«o» 
nexions.  He  was  early  intrusted  with  high  situations  in  the  Irish  GoveranMdi 
and  in  the  important  and  arduous  matter  of  the  union  with  Eoglmd,  gavefit 
mediate  proof  of  that  prompt  determination,  and  nndannted  conrige,  nM 
altimately  sbone  forth  with  sucfa  lustre  on  the  great  theatre  of  Europe.  A) 
indefatigable  man  of  business,  thoroughly  acquainted  with  all  the  dettS 
of  office  In  the  situations  which  he  successively  held,  he  was  gifted  with  noBI 
of  the  qualities  which  are  calculated  to  win  the  favour  of  a  popular  MsenblT 
or  captivate  the  imagination  of  the  great  body  of  mankind.  His  speetbo 
always  disUngnJrited  by  strong  sense,  unflinching  enei^y,  and  lofty  «wli«j 
were  generally  full  of  mBttcri-and  often  abounded  with  vigorous  and  concloilv 
arguments,  but  they  wanted  the  charm  of  a  poetic  ftincy,  they  were  desdtlrt 
of  the  fnxe  ef  condensed  expression,  and  seldom  rose  to  the  height  oflnptf 
sioned  oratory.  Hence  bis  influence  in  the  house  as  a  debater  was  inconridt 
rable ;  and  though  he  long  held  important  slluatioos,  and  commanded,  1^

iBullHiriMis  attacks  of  his  enemies.  ReversiBK  the  siUMlhw  of  the  Bania 
Emperor  (i),  he  wonld  by  pmdidmi  etascat  hareheea  deemed  voiwonfaT  rf 
the  lead,  if  he  had  not  obtained  it.  Contiwy  to  what  is  generally  die  om,  ht 
steadily  adTasced  in  repalatiwi  to  the  cfawe  «f  life ;  and  pastibly  his  prcmuon 
end  aloue  prevented  him  from  rising,  (biring  (he  erentfvl  yean  which  in* 
mediately  foUoved,  to  the  rcry  highest  place  uaoag  British  lUiana. 
His  meaaoTes  were  decided,  his  spirit  resolute,  his  heart  upri^L  Of  SB- 
impeachable  integrily  in  private  life,  a  sincere  ChriilioQ,  a  tried  patriot,  the 
nation  saw  without  saspicion  hundreds  of  miUions  pots  throng  his  bmk, 
and  he  justified  their  oonfidence  by  dying  poor.  lie  was  idTerse  to  tllUR 
liberal  dootrinei  of  the  age,  and  anchored  his  faith,  pwhafis  with  too  onbesd- 
iog  rigidity,  on  the  existing  eoiHtihiiioo  in  church  md  state;  bat  time  hn 
since  proved  that  the  views  are  not  always  narrow  whidi  are  foBudsd  si 
experience,  and  that  the  most  liberal  doctrines  are  soaeiunes  the  M> 
epheni«:al.  His  ftvourita  maxims  wore,  that  cononsion  of  poUical  pomr  tt 
the  Catbolia  would  infallibly  lead  from  one  step  to  BDothar  to  thsonttbnnr 
of  oni  Protestant  institutions,  and  that  no  remedy  ooold  be  fhand  farttt 
disorders  and  sufferings  of  Ireland,  but  in  the  eMabhshment  ef  a  wdl- 
reguhiled  system  of  poor-laws;  snd  gnu  woi  the  ridieole  thrown  npenndi 
professions  trf  many  of  the  most  leuaedsindall  the  most  liberal  men  of  bh 
time.  Subsequent  evenis,  however,  have  in  a  great  degree  justified  bii 
penetration,  and  added  another  to  the  numerous  instances  which  hisMrT 
affords  of  the  etomal  truth,  that  the  onl  y  safe  fbundatiea  fer  anlidpitien  tf 
the  future  is  experience  of  the  past,  and  that  these,  who,  from  adhsria; 
to  this  prinoiple,  are  theught  to  be  behind  (uieage,  aregemndlyinadraMe 
of  the  next.

AtihediSf 
parades  at  Schtenbrunn,  the  attention  of  the  guards  and  offlcers  of  hlsbousr- 
hold  had  been  more  than  once  attracted  by  a  young  man,  who  threw  biBMll 
an.1.  ,s.  jn  UiQ  y,y^  gQ(]  importunately  demanded  to  Im  allowed  to  apeik 
to  the  Emperor.  On  the  third  occasion,  one  of  the  gendarmes  selied  bin 
rudely  by  the  neck  to  move  him  back,anJlndoingao,  perceived  that  be  had 
fomething  concealed  in  his  bosom.  He  was  searched;and  it  [vovedlo  bci 
large  knife  sheathed  in  a  number  of  sheets  of  paper.  Being  immedlaidy  ap- 
prehended and  brought  before  Savory,  the  chief  of  the  gendsrinarlo,  fffeB- 
minatloD,  he  at  once  avowed  that  his  inteniiofi  was  to  hare  taken  tbe  £ir 
peror'a  life;  allying  as  a  reason,  (bathe  bad  been  assured  that  the  lavncigai 
would  never  make  peace  with  him,  and  that,  as  he  was  tbe  atrongar,tbi 
grand  object  of  universal  paciricaiion  could  never  be  attained  tiU  ba  wei 
removed.

IbeyoanK  fMMUe  wai  mm  to  priun  at  Vienna ;  and  thoagh  the  Gm* 
fnr  ftr  seme  time  MKerUtawd  though  la  of  pardaAing  htm,  he  was  fergolten 
■  At  pressure  of  more  important  events  ;atldafter  his  departure  fi>r  PaHs, 
krabmgfat  before  a  militarr  eounctl,  condemned,  and  executed.  He 
ttlnd,  in  Iris  last  tnonients,  llie  Mnw  intrepidllf  which  had  dtstingnished 
UmodHct  when  «namfned  before  Nap^^n,  atid  bis  iHt  words  were, "  For

uTu  lb  ^'  ritignlar  ermt  connrlbntsd  as  muoh,  oti  the  French  side,  to 
y^  the  concln^B  of  the  n^tialionit,  as  the  IkUirre  of  the  Walcheren 
xtM  eipeditton  did,  on  that  of  the  Austrian  cabinet.  There  might  be 
amdmtciert  In  Gcnnany  Hke  Stabs ;  In  a  country  so  profountlly  agitated, 
■'wilaining,  especially  In  lis  northern  provinces,  so  many  enthusiaslift 
fMi,  h  was  imposaibie  to  moasnTc  the  personal  danger  which  the  Emperor 
■i^ran,  KhosHlldes  were  fesomed.  These  considerations  weighed  powers 
Uji  irilh  the  cabinet  of  Schnnhmnn.

hwrf  By  the  peace  of  Vienna,  Austria  lost  territories  containing  three 
""^  millions  and  a-holf  of  inhabitants.  She  ceded  to  Bavaria  tbe  Inn- 
1^Mtl,Bndthe  Hansruck-Vlerlel,  as  well  as  Salzburg,  with  its  adjacent  ter- 
'Itdry,  and  the  valley  of  Berchlolsgaden ;  districts,  the  importance  of  which 
*tii»t  to  be  measured  by  their  extent  and  inhabitants,  but  by  tbe  Impor- 
Once  of  their  situation,  lying  on  the  ridge  of  mountains  which  separated  the 
t*DtDaBnThies,  and  taking  a  strong  frontier  from  the  one  to  bestow  it  upon 
<kttt)er.  Portions  of  Gallicla,  to  the  extent  of  fifteen  hundred  thousand 
"•^  ware  ceded  to  the  grand  duchy  of  Warsaw,  and  of  four  hundred  Ihou- 
wxi  10  Russia :  and  besides  this,  tbe  grand  duchy  acquired  the  fortress  and 
*Mecircle  of  Zamosc,  in  tho  eastern  part  of  tbe  same  province.  To  [he  king- 
'mo  of  Italy,  Aastria  ceded  Camlota,  the  circle  of  Villach  in  CariMbia,  six 
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dliUicU  of  Croatia,  FiDme  and  iU  territory  oa  the  tea-ihore,  Tiiole,  tbt 
county  of  Gofici,  Hoatefalcone,  AustrUo  buia,  Cariua  and  iti  depntdcnt 
bles,  the  Thalweg  of  the  Save,  and  the  lordship  at  Radzani  in  the  Gr^ou.  U 
addition  to  these  immense  sachiices,  the  Emperor  of  Austria  renouetd, 
on  the  part  of  his  broUier,  the  Archduke  Antony,  the  office  of  grand  buMs 
of  the  TeuloDic  Order,  with  all  the  rights  and  t^rilories.  TynA  remaiiud  M 
its  Bavarian  masters;  but  the  Emperor  Francis  Kipnialed  fur  his  tnan  lad 
devoted  children  in  that  proriace,  an  abnriute  and  onconditional  amncitT, 
as  well  in  their  per^ns  u  eHecIs  (1).

Dam,  the  inlea- 
dant-genenl  of  Ihe  army  and  conquered  provinces,  it  was  specially  ni)Oiaat 
that,  "  from  the  1st  April  to  the  1st  October,  every  futhing  expended  an  tbt 
wmy  ^nld  be  drawn  from  the  conquered  previnoes,  and  all  Ihe  adtiBW 
between  these  periods  made  from  France,  restored  to  the  public  tm- 
snry(a}." 
Ji'^J^"  The  treaty  of  Vienna  was  received  with  marked  disapprobation  1^ 
ItfthT™^  the  cabinet  of  St.-Peteraborg ;  end  it  was  attended  with  a  most  io- 
g"j*  porUnt  effect,  in  widening  the  breach  which  was  already  farari 
iiuuni)  between  the  two  mighty  rulers  of  continental  Europe,  in  viinK)- 
polten  assured  Aleunder  that  he  bad  watched  over  his  interests  as  he  woaM 
have  done  over  his  own;  Ihe  Rassian  Autocrat  could  perceive  no  tncn  o' 
that  consideration  in  tbe  dangerous  augmentation  of  the  lerrilar;  and  popi- 
lation  of  the  grand  duchy  of  Ulhuania,  and  be  openly  testified  to  Cauliia- 
ccurt  his  displeasure,  referring  to  the  dale  of  his  dismissal  of  General  Coit- 
schakofT  for  decisive  evidence  of  the  sincerity  of  his  allian^  (3).

This  cruel  deTasiationprodueedtbatHitpce- 
fbund  impression  at  Vienna ;  it  esaiperated  the  petite  more  than  eenU  hm 
been  doae  by  (he  loss  of  half  the  mooaroby.  Tbew  nmpartt  wen  tbefUiT 
oj  the  citizens ;  shaded  by  trees,  they  formed  deljghlfnl  p«blic  «t)l»;  thif 
vne  sMocialed  with  the  npM  hesrt-aturiBf  eras  ef  (heir  UMery ;  ttwy  M 
wtthitood  all  the  assaults  of  the  Turks,  and  beeo  vitnew  t*  Uw  heratan  ft 
Maria  Theresa.  To  de«troj  theee  venerable  monooMtris  of  fbmcr  glory,  dM 
in  the  fur;  of  assaoll,  not  uodw  (be  {UMSure  of  neMssllr,  bat  ii  «ald  bUti, 
after  petee  had  been  styned,  wd  whni  theinvadenwenpfcpwinglawill^ 
draw,  WW  fostly  fell  a»  a  wwtoii  and  wnjuitttable  wt  ef  miHwry  on)! aalwu 
libroi^bt  (hebttteraeasef  ee&v(iMlb«m*loevery  iMii'«bKi»iitteiM 
bad  pierced  inlo  the  soul  of  the  natiwi.  Aa  a  meaiufe  of  BuHtary  pncaMioa 
it  seemed  unnecesaary,  when  tlwM  walls  bad  twice  |»reved  iraiUeta  umt 
the  Invader :  as  a  preliminary  to  the  eordial  allianoa  whicfc  NapoUM  Mni, 
it  was  in  the  highest  i^egree  impoKtio ;  and  it*  *0boM  werafah  by  NapoUaa, 
in  the  hour  of  his  adversity,  with  terrible  biiiwness.  Tbe  inpottMl  kMi 
which  it  has  left  to  the  world,  is  Ak  dear  proof  which  tt  oArds  ef  (bat  pMl 
general's  opinion  of  the  vital  importance  of  central  fertifications  r  bebit  IsU 
us  himself,  that,  if  Vienna  coukl  have  held  out  three  dayslengw,  tiiefM>«( 
the  campaign  wonld  have  been  changed:  but,  while  this  trathJsperiH^stha 
lesson  of  all  others  most  strongly  illustrated  by  the  eventi  ef  the  war,  it  Isihi 
last  which  the  vanity  of  kings,  and  the  Iboogbtleniiesa  of  tbe  peaplif  iril 
permU  to  be  read  to  any  viefni  effect  (1). 

t'lii'.Sr  ^^*^^  '^"^  cabinet  of  Vienna  was  thus  yielding  in  the  strffc,  la* 
ih.  .mil-  the  last  flames  of  this  terrible  conflagration  were  expiring  ofl  Ik 
xoijn.  banks  of  the  Danube,  the  Tyrol  continued  the  theatre  of  a  desptnte 
conliicl,  and  the  shepherds  of  the  Alps,  with  mourafiil  heroism,  maintiincd 
their  independence  against  a'power  which  the  Austrian  monarchy  had  ben 
unable  to  withstand.  Having  completely  JeHvered  thrir  country,  after  to 
battle  of  Aspern,  from  the  invaders,  and  spread  themselves  over  (he  adjoin- 
ing provinces  of  Bavaria,  Vorarlberg,  and  Italy  (9),  the  brave  mountaineers 
flattered  themselves  that  their  perils  were  over,  and  that  a  second  victory  at 
the  Danube  would  speedily  reunite  them,  by  indissoluble  bonds,  to  tbetr  b^ 
^ir  <•'  loved  Emperor.  Kufstein  was  besieged  and  on  the  point  of  suntn- 
derlng,  when  the  news  of  the  battle  of  Wagram  and  the  armistice  of  Znoja 
felt  like  a  Ihmidcrbatl  on  their  minds.  Many  of  the  insurgents,  as  wasnitnrtt 
In  such  circumstances,  gave  up  the  cause  as  lost,  and  retired  in  deep  dejec- 
tion to  their  homes,  while  others,  more  resolute  or  desperate,  Troubled  in 
ardonr,  and  seemed  determined  to  ffpill  the  last  drpp  of  their  blood  ralb«r 
than  submit  to  the  hated  yoke  of  Bavaria.  The  chiefe  of  the  insurrectioa,  lad 
the  Austrian  generals,  who  had  again  entered  the  country,  were  at  first  in  t 
slate  of  great  perplexity,  from  uncertainty  whether  to  yield  to  tbe  sudiidods 
of  the  French  generals,  who  required  them  to  evacuate  the  country,  or  tbe 
prayers  of  (be  inhabitants,  nho  besought  them  to  stand  by  them  and  ddmd 
ii.  The  uncertainty  of  the  soldiers,  however,  was  removed  by  an  orderwhich 
'■ir  >■■  arrived  afler  the  armistice  of  Znaym,  for  them  to  evacuate  both  the 
Tyrol  and  Vorarlberg,  « hich  they  immediately  prepared  to  obey :  bat  ibe 
insurgents  refused  to  acknowledge  tbe  convention,  and  declared  tbey  would 
submit  to  nothing  but  direct  orders  from  the  Emperor  of  Aagtria,  who,  ihey

In  the  midU  of  this  heroic  yet  savage  bewilderment, 
IkpoBal  Toiea  UirBed  la  Hof^;  and  his  andounoeBient,  at  a  crowded  ai- 
■■bty,tiut  he  would  stand  by  themle  the  last  drop  of  his  blood,  ihoogh  it 
wAai^  m  chief  of  tbe  paaunu  of  Paieeyr  valley,  was  answered  by  ■  ge- 
■■■lshDot(l),whiehpMeiaimedUin"coBifflander-in-<)hfef  of  the  province 
Mkigae  it  pleased  God." 

Mi^  Sangw*)  however,  of  the  moil  fiwinidabla  Idnd  were  fast  accumu- 
^^  hUag  round  the  devoted  province.  The  anniatioe  of  Znaym  enabled 
ukK  iheEnperorto  detach  ovw^hehaingforoesagainstthe  Tyrol;  and 
kt  janediatdy  set  about  the  fltaal  redaction  of  the  country.  Harsha)  Le- 
khre,  at  the  hosKl  of  twenty  thousand  men,  renewed  his  invasion  of  ilie 
hMUbylharoalnof&alibarg;wfaileBeauraont,v>nUi  ten  thousand,  crossed 
teiidp  of  Sehamita,  and  threatened  Innspruck  from  the  northern  side, 
tftk  Both  imiptiani  proved  suooessfii I.  In  the  confusion  produced  by 
Iki  vilhdnwing  at  tbe  Austrian  authorities,  and  uncerUlnty  whether  or  not 
Aiwir  was  lo  b*  continned,  the  frontier  deGJes  were  left  unguarded,  and 
hA  odIdibbs  of  the  memy  appeared  without  opposition  before  the  steeples 
'^•^  of  Innspruch.  The  Archduke  John  and  General  Buol,  who  com- 
Budedtbe  Auatrian  troops,  successively  issued  proclamations  to  the  people, 
*«•»  announcing  to  ihem  tbe  conclusion  of  ibe  armistice  and  stipulated 
menatton  of  the  Tyrol,  and  recommendiag  to  them  lo  lay  down  their  arms, 
mi  Inut  to  the  clnnency  of  the  Duke  of  UanUic.  Finding  tbe  people  little 
k6meA  to  follow  their  directions,  Hormayer  and  Buol  evacuated  Innspruck 
■W)  an  ibe  regular  troops  and  cannon,  taking  tbe  ronle  over  the  Brenner, 
'*'^  leaving  ihe  Tyrol  loltsbte.  (nnspruck,  destilute  of  defenders  im- 
■xSately  submitted,  and  tbe  speclftde  of  Ibirly  thousand  I''rench  and  B»- 
nrins  in  possession  of  Its  capital,  naturally  spread  the  belief  that  tbe  war  in 
■ktTyml  was  lenninatod  (t). 

i-tm  This,  however,  was  very  far  from  being  the  case;  and  Europe, 
iTaT"  amidst  the  eonstMualion  produced  by  the  bailie  of  Wagram,  was 
^^^  speedily  rouaed  to  the  highest  pitch  of  enthusiasm  by  the  uncon> 
7"^  queraUe  resolution  and  astonishing  viclories  of  its  gallant  moun- 
''Km.  Genersd  Hormayer,  who  was  well  aware  of  Ihe  influence  of  Hofer 
*nbis  countrymen,  and  despaired  with  reason  of  any  further  success  in  the 
"West,  had  used  the  utmost  efforts  (o  induce  that  renowned  chief  lo  follow 
^  hi  his  retreat ;  but  all  bis  eObrls  were  Ineffectual.  Many  of  the  diiefe, 
^<^iBg  even  the  renowned  Spechbacher,  had  resolved  to  withdraw  with 
1^  iaitrian  generals;  but  when  he  went  to  take  leave  of  Hofer,  the  power 
■fpUrielieeloquenee  proved  victorious,  and  he  was  prevailed  on  lo  remain 
Ml  itoid  by  his  country  to  the  last.  Even  after  ihi^  acquisition,  however, 
^^  was  still  Ihe  victim  of  contending  feelings :  patriotic  ardour  impelling 
■im  one  way,  and  tbe  obvious  hopelessness  of  the  allcmpt  another;  and,  in 
^^  theagcmy  of  indecision,  he  retired  to  a  hermitage  in  tbe  valley  ol 
™fBTWi'WbeTe,  amidst  pines  and  rocks,  he  spent  several  days  in  solitude

don  the  holy  cause;  aod,  having  coDcerted  measures,  Haipiapr  teak  Aa 
.command  of  the  peastDts  (1),  while  Hofer,  who  was  summoned  by  the Mt 
of  Dantzic  to  appear  at  Innspruck  on  the  lllh  of  Anynit,  retarDcd  ftr 
aotwer,  "  Ue  would  come,  but  it  iboold  be  attended  by  t^  IhooMBd 
sharpsbootcra." 
2:;w^  HoatlUliee  coawieneed  on  the  4Ih  of  August  by  an  atlaA  an  Ae 
Ik.  brMp  Bdvaneed  guard  of  (be  Frendi  and  BtTarians,  wbo  were  domt- 
ti^i"  ing  the  loalberu  decliTity  of  the  Brenner,  on  the  bniks  «( tk 
Eisadi,  between  Slening  and  Brixen.  The  Tyrolese,  under  Hatpiiger,  k- 
cupied  ttie  overhanging  woods  and  cliffi  which  surretinded  the  bridge  ol 
Laditch,  a  Utile  belowHittanwald,  where  the  higl>-md  from  Bolaaiw  iii 
Inospnick  crosses  the  Eisadi.  The  French  and  Bavarians,  Htde  lupeellii 
tbeir  danger,  advanced  incautiously  down  the  defile.  The  woodi  wot  mM 
-HBO  muskets  or  anned  men  appeared  on  the  clilb :  but  no  aeoner  wai  i 
considera)>(e  body  of  the  enemy,  under  General  Rouyer,  engaged  in  Uwdefle, 
than  a  heavy  Ore  burst  forth  «u  all  sides;  and,  from  amidst  (he  leafy  mmcb, 
the  deadly  boUets  of  the  sbarpshooters  brought  death  with  every  diidiaqi 
into  the  allied  ranlts.  The  columu  halted,  fearful  to  odrance,  yel  miwiUiil 
to  recede;  npcm  v.hich  tbe  Tyrolese,  wilb  deafening  shouts,  burst  forth  Am 
dieir  concealment,  and,  mingling  with  tbe  enemy,  a  frighlfol  alangbler  \aA 
place.  Frc^  uvops,  however,  came  up  from  the  rear ;  courageovs  disdfdiiie 
prevailed  over  unskilled  valour;  and  tbe  Bavarian  column  pushed  on  tanrdi 
the  bridge.  Suddmly ,  a  crackUng  sound  was  heard ;  a  rattle  of  falling  ■!«■> 
surtled  the  horsemen  in  advance,  and  immediately  after  several  gigan lie  En, 
which  had  been  cut,  and  supported  huge  masses  of  roek  aiid  hssp  tt 
rubbi^  on  the  heights  above,  came  thundering  down,  and  cmsbed  wbok 
squadrons  and  companies  at  a  single  blow.  So  awful  was  the  cr«Bh,wco** 
plete  tbe  devastation,  tfaal  both  parties  lot  a  time  sospmded  the  coaBirt, 
aud,  amidst  the  deathlike  silence  which  ensued,  the  roar  irf  die  Eisadi  was  ^ 
tittcUy  heard.  Undeterred,  however,  by  this  frightful  catastrophe,  the  Frtndi 
again  advanced,  through  a  murderous  fire,  and,  snnnonnting  the  ruins  whid 
obstructed  tbe  road  aud  cov^wl  the  bodies  of  their  comrades,  forced  thA 
way  OR  to  the  bridge.  Already,  however,  it  was  on  fire :  a  Bavarian  hofseaa 
attempted,  with  dauntleas  intrepidity,  to  cross  the  arch  amidst  tbe  ianeh 
but  the  burning  rafters  gave  way,  aiid  Ite  was  predpiiaied  inlo  the  toneat. 
Separated  by  tbe  yawning  gulf,  over  which  there  waa  no  other  paasap,  bMh 
parties  desiU«d  from  the  combat.  Hasplnger  returned  to  IMxen  to  collect  hit 
scattered  forces,  and  Rouyer,  weakened  by  the  lou  of  twelve  bnndicd  mh 
remeasnred  his  steps  to  Mittenwald  and  Stetxing,  at  tite  fool  of  tbe  Bro-

Codbi  Wjttcembuik,  an  officer  destined  lo  immor- 
kloiebrity  in  a  more  gloriona  war,  wuceeded,  bowever,  in  again  cleuisg 
Atnad  ep  tbenonbem  alope  of  tbe  Brenner  of  the  enemy ;  and  UantHil  Le- 
MfK,  cnetH^ged  by  tbia  ucccst,  pot  binwlf  at  the  beed  of  his  whole  oorps, 
vitli  Ibe  iiilcation  of  forcing  his  way  over  tbat  eloTated  ridye  to  the  Italian 
TfnI.  BebadnotadTancedfaT,bowe*er,bcfi>rebiscalatim,  while  winding 
faitr^gUng  Glea  up  ibe  tlBq>  ascent,  twenty  miles  in  length,  which  leads  lo 
^T-i— "  of  tbe  pass,  and  when  the  fangiHrd  had  reached  Steinach— was 
H  ■»  altncked  in  nnuberless  points  at  once  by  the  peasantry ;  and,  after 
SiiMinale  eonflict,  the  whole,  twenty  thonaand  strong,  were  routed  and 
fain  hack wtth  jattawwaeloaalfttbebetloBi  of  the  mountain.  ^ichwasUie

1^  nleae  petrfols.  Abodyof  sevaleen  hundred  asen,  who  advanced 
'^*  from  Landeck  thnngfa  tbe  Vtaitcbgan,  with  tbeintention  of  fclUng 
<ilbenarofHofiBr^peo|deatSieniiW,wastB«tatPrHtiby  a  body  of  Ty- 
iiiMihafpabastaniaBdaltoraprotiMtedcMitast  of  twodays,  were  totally 
'■'Msd,  with  tiw  leas  of  three  faundred  kilted  and  nine  hundred  prisoners, 
^the  same  time,  Genwal  Rusea  advimeed  in  tbe  Pustertbal  from  Carinlbia 
»Uinz,vitb  six  tbeoaend  men,  where  he  gave  way  to  the  most  revolting 
^•'  atrocities,  maaaaaring  every  hnman  being,  of  whatever  age  or  sei, 
■^  ttl  in  bis  way  ;  natil  at  length  ■  atop  was  put  lo  his  career  by  a  body 
tftnad  peaaiAts,  who  met  him  at  tbe  Liemerclauie,  sod  afto'  a  bloody 
■MliM  dn«e  him  back,  v»itb  tbe  hM  of  twelve  hundred  men,  to  Sachscn- 
^1  ftam  wbaih,  hotly  punoed  by  Ibe  increasing  fury  of  the  peasantry,  he 
■KiMa^  Mnas  Ibe  frmliar  into  Canntfata,  so  tbat  tbe  whole  of  the  Puster- 
0>it  was  daiiaand  tem  lb*  CMmy.  At  the  aame  time,  a  bedy  of  luliw 
**■•  inatM^  wUeh  had  advaMed  froes  the  nrighbourbood  of  Veront, 
lith  tte  dai^p  of  eo-opawliDg  with  the  corps  of  LeCebvre  in  its  descent 
^Ibe  ftfiwH,  atemed  at  Ibe  flansal  insnrrwtioo  of  tbe  valley  of  tbe 
^ViMI  bad^^lHMawd  by  a  eloud  ef  pMMUiia,  lo  the  Italian  frontier,  and 
■nhatoafdMsaadtamTyiolwureslwndto  tbe  anna  of  the  lynkee  (2).

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Itttt^  AnlDMted  by  th^  ualtMAecl-CiiT  soeoeaiea,  the  pattiois mIm^ct 
•I  lou-  slood  OD  tbe  defenaire,  but,  fl«ckiDg  htaa  all  qMrlen  to  lit 
A^'i*.  sUndard  of  Hofer,  assembled  In  great  maltitudet  on  Uomit  Isel, 
tbe  scene  of  tbeir  former  iriiimphs,  and  destined  to  beiinHMrtaliiedbj  astJU 
more  extraordinary  victory.  Lefebvie  bad  eoUected  bis  whole  force,  coDiiit 
ing  of  Iwenty-Qve  thousatid  men,  of  whom  two  tbonsand  we  bene,  wilk 
forty  pieces  of  cannon,  on  the  liule  plain  wblch  Um  bMweea  Innsprock  ud 
thefoot  of  tbe  mountains  on  tbesouthern  side  of  thelnn.  They  were  far  frm 
being  animated,  bowcTor,  by  their  wonttd  spirit;  the  refKaleddofealtlhti 
bad  eiperienced  bad  inspired  Umn  wiili  that  mysterioos  dread  of  tbe  boo- 
taineerg,  with  which  regular  troop»  are  so  often  seized,  when,  caoUizi  *» 
expectation,  they  have  been  worsted  by  undjecipliaed  bodies  of  men)  aiid  i 
secret  feeling  of  the  injustice  of  their  cause,  and  the  heroism  with  whichtbif 
bad  been  resisted,  paralysed  many  an  arm  which  bad  never  trembled  bttet 
a  r^ular  enemy.  Tbe  Tyrolese  consisted  of  eighteea  thousand  men,  thite 
hundred  of  whom  were  Austrian  soldiers,  who  bad  refosed  to  ioUow  Ibbr 
oilicers,  and  remained  to  share  the  fate  of  the  inbahilants :  llisy  were  ttkr- 
ably  supplied  with  ammunition,  but  bad  little  provisioDS,  in  Muacqnanceaf 
which  sev^al  hundred  peasants  bad  ah-eady  gsne  back  to  ibw  hawi. 
Specbbacber  commanded  the  right  wing,  whose  line  extended  finm  tk 
heighu  of  Paasberg  to  the  bridges  of  Hallaand  Volden;  Uofer  was  wilk  the 
^t-  »  centre,  and  had  his  headquarters  at  tbe  inn  of  Spade,  on  theScbaa- 
berg;  Raspinger  directed  tbe  left,  and  advanced  by  Hatters.  At  four  i> Iks 
morning,  this  brave  Capuchin  roused  Uofer  from  steep,  actd,  having  fim 
nulled  with  him  in  fervent  prayer,  hurried  out  to  communicate  bis  ordenW 
the  outposts.  The  battle  commenced  at  six,  and  contiBued  without  ibIb- 
mission  till  midnight;  the  Bavarians  conslantly  endeavouring  to  drive  lb* 
Tyrolese  from  their  position  on  Mount  laal,  and  Ibey,  in  tbeir  turn,  to  Ions 
tbeenemy  back  into  the  town  of  luispruck.  For  langi  the^ontest  was  on- 
decided, — the  superior  diacipUne  and  admirable  artillay  of  the  enemy,  pre- 
vailing over  the  impetuous  but  disorderly  assaults  and  deadly  aim  wT  lb 
mountaineers;  but  towards  nightfall,  the  bridgeof  the  Sill  was  carried  alht 
a  desperate  struggle,  and  their  left  Hank  being  thus  turned,  the  French  ai 
Bavarlausgavewayon  all  sides,  and  were  pursued  with  great  sUuf^ter  ialt 
the  town.  TheBavariansloBttixtbousaDdmen,  ofwhouseventeenhimdrad 
woundedfellinlo  tbe  hands  of  tbe  Tyrolese;  while  wtlhe  side  o<  tbe  lailcr, 
not  more' than  nine  hundred  had  fallen  (1). 
nnoi'i  <•-  This  groit  victory  «  as  imiuedialely  followed  by  the  Itberatioa  d 
Ii'.!d7^^-  ^^^  whole  Tyrol.  LefebvTe  fell  badt  acroaa  the  Inu  on  tbe  daf 
i^^"^  after  (he  baiile,  and,  evacuating  Inn^iruck,  retreated  rapidly  to 
ini.ii.  Kufstein,  and  from  thence  to  Salzburg,  where  hia  whe^  annf 
iras  coltected  on  the  iOth.  Spechbacher  followed  them  with  a  la^sbody  «( 
peasants,  and  destroyed  a  coDuderable  part  of  the  rearguard  at  ScbvaUi 
while  Uofer  made  his  triumphant  entry  into  Innsprack,  and  toolt  up  hb 
residence  in  the  Imperial  castle,  wherehispnscaee  was  vary  neeaaaryO 
check  tbe  disorders  eonsequent  on  tbe  jrmptien  of  so  largo  a  body  ef  ta- 
multuous  patriots  into  an  opulent  city.  Tbe  entire  coauDaad  of  thacoaatc]' 
was  now  assumed  by  this  chief :  prociamatious  were  issued,  and  coins  strndL 
in  his  name,  as  coovnaDder-in-cbief  of  the  Tyrol ;  and  the  whole  dvil  and 
military  preparations  submitted  to  bis  directions.  While  exercising  these 
exalted  functions,  however,  be  still  retained  tbe  simplicity  of  bis  rustic  drw 
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lai  BiBOtfi :  he  iMira  nothiDK  bat  his  country  jerkin  and  domed  shoes ; 
to  liDf  bend  was  trained,  bat  bit  bnud-brimmed  btt  was  exchanged  for 
«e  wMii  a  idnme  and  Ascription  to  him  as  the  eommnider>in-cbief  of 
ffrd,  Ibe^oftbe  hatysisterhMdoflniHpnick.  It  soon  appeared, bov- 
mr,  that  their  renowned  chief  was  not  qualified  for  the  duties  of  ^vem- 
Mntibetnterfered  In  an  irr^tolar  and  caprkioos  wvy,  thongh  from  pnr« 
MliTes,  wllh  the  ■dmiBistration  of  jostlce,  and  was  more  occupied  with 
tnriutiig  the  priTaUi  qnafreis  of  his  eomitryMea  than  warding  off  ibelr 
raWcdu^en.  AB»ngodiwattanpte,h«gpentmncht{mein  endeaTosrlniT 
lo  recondle  tbe  dbpirUs  of  married  persons ;  an  undertaking  which  gav« 
Un  ample  aBployncnt.  Heanwhile,  Enenteoken  and  Sfeberer,  wfto  had 
**■»-  both  distingnlabed  thenndTes  in  the  cominencement  of  the  war, 
Iw  nbaaqDMitly  re&ed  with  tbe  Ansirian  troops,  returned  to  their  conn- 
liTDMn  to  share  at  tdl  hannb  their  ftte :  the  former  bore  a  gold  medal  and 
**■!■  ^ain,  which  were  presented  to  Hofer  by  the  Emperor  of  Aaslria, 
ad  with  wikich  he  was  {Drmally  Isrested  in  the  great  cbnrch  of  hitispmck, 
)i  tbe  Isot  «f  tbe  tomb  of  Haiimilian,  by  the  abbot  of  Wilten,  amidst  the 
hnandaedamationsof  a  vast  concourse  of  spectators;  while  two  deputies, 
taBcrandScboDecber,  who  contrived  lo  elude  the  vigilance  of  the  French 
iMistb  who  surrounded  the  country,  and  made  their  way  lo  England  lo 
iaphte  tbe  aid  of  the  British  Government,  were  received  with  heartfelt 
liadaeii  by  all  clanes,  and  filled  the  nation,  and  through  tt  the  world,  with 
■biuMled  aditiration  of  their  heroic  exploits  (1). 
h<w>.  But  dwker  days  were  approadiiug,  and  th«  Tyrotese  war  was 
iZf^  destined  to  add  anoUier  to  the  numerous  proofs  which  history 
M  rfsT  »^0'^^  ">*1  ^o  amount,  how  great  soever,  of  patriotism,  and  no 
'•^  piedigiea.  how  morvdloos  soever,  of  valour,  not  even  when  aided 
^IbeenifaoBiavaof  religion  and  Oiesbvngth  of  mountains,  can  successfully 
nintain  a  protracted  resistance  against  a  nnnm-ous  and  welt-conducted 
(BNiT,  if  dnlitule  of  tbe  oifUtlnUon  and  support  of  a  regular  government. 
ftftiar  enthniBSm,  -often  .irresistlfole  in  the  ootaet,  and  while  tbe  general 
(fcveseence  lasts,  is  incapaUe  of  the  steady  and  enduring  efforts  necessary  in 
(•nbatlng  tbe  forccsofaaeatabUriied  monarchy.  Like  the  French  Vend^ns, 
tribe  Seoleh  Highlanders  in  174S,  the  Tyrolese  for  the  most  part  returned 
^MM  ifier  the  victory  of  Innsproek;  in  ^ir  simplicity  they  thought  the 
nxeit  was  over,  now  that  the  invaders  were  again  chased  from  the  valley  of 
tk  In;  and  thus  tbe  frontier  passes  were  left  guarded  only  fay  a  few 
bnidnd  nen,  wholly  intdeqaate  to  protect  them  from  the  incursions  of 
>k  eeeniy.  HeanwIiUe  Napoleon,  now  thoroughly  roused,  and  jastly 
■ppnbtnsiTe  of  the  fatal  blow  which  the  continued  independence  of  this 
mniahwis  district,  hi  the  midst  of  his  dominions,  would  indict  on 
b  power,  was  preparing  such  immense  forces  for  a  renewed  attack  on  the 
"Rotry,  as  rendered  Its  subjngation  a  matter  of  certainty.  In  tbe  south 
CoMnl  Peyri,  at  dw  head  of  t«i  thousand  men,  received  orders  to  advance

*^<n!Ds,  were  to  break  in  by  tbe  pass  of  Strnbs  and  tbe  Salzburg  frontier, 
"^  inmeuse  forces  were  the  more  to  be  dreaded,  tram  their  arriving 
■btaltaueoQily  in  (be  country  at  the  very  moment  when  all  hearts  were 
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froienby  the  intelligence  of  tbecencliutoB  of  a  traaly  bf  pcMe  bj  iutiii, 
in  which  tiio  Tyrol  was  abtndoned  (1);  aadwhen  the  first  appeanmce  of  Un 
winter  snows  was  driving  the  peaMOts,  and  liieir  herds,  from  the  dniUd 
pastures  in  the  movataiBS  to  the  krwer  valleys,  in  wbich  tke;  mi^t  bt 
easily  reached  by  the  invading  coIhimu. 
smn^„M  Under  such  difficolt  and  <Kahe*rtadng  dnnnBaUoces,  it  vit 
ibc^i^  hardly  lo  be  expected,  and  certainly  net  wished,  that  tha  i  titlaawi 
m-ji-iim.  of  the  Tyrelesesbould  iM  further  protracted ;  bat  sach  was  tbe^ 
conquerable  spirit  of  the  peo[rie,  that  for  three  months  longer  they  cmtinned 
obstinately  to  contend  fw  their  independence.  Their  frontiers  wen,  In  i^ 
fint  insUnoe, forced  on  all  sides:  Peyri  defeated  a  body  of  TyroleseaBdAD- 
0ct.iT  striansat  Ampesuoon  tbeAdige,and,  after  nudunghimaeKmaiUr 
of  Trent  and  Hoveredo,  advaBced  lo  the  oelebntled  positiana  of  Latis,  turn 
whence  the  peasants  were  drivm  with  great  loss.  On  the  nordiem  and  cut 
em  frontiera  affairs  were  equally  discouraging.  Spechbacher,  who  occu[n«l 
the  important  pass  of  Strubs,  the  wily  entrance  from  the  Salabarg  (enilWT, 
with  a  few  hundred  peasants,  was  nneipectedly  attacked  at  daybreak,  on  As 
On.  i>.  18th  October,  and  defeated  with  consideraUe  loai ;  and,  iriwt  to 
bim  was  a  heart-rending  misfortune,  his  little  son,  Andrew,  a  body  idtienk 
years  of  age,  who  had  escaped  frinn  his  place  of  sedutioa  In  the  moantiiiK, 
to  join  his  father  in  (h»  field,  was  made  pritooer,  fighting  by  his  sMe(S).

■en  rainod  by  tht  exaeiioos  of  the  omonding  armies,  and  beheld  with  des- 
|iff  tMr  families  threatened  witii  famine  by  thebumingof  their  houses  by 
frc  French  aoldien,  and  stoppage  of  tbe  wonted  supplies  of  grain  from  Ita- 
lapUns.

"„d  '"^  On  his  jeumey,  he  was  Ueaied  by  the  French  offieart,  and  pwti- 
dH-^U.  cularly  General  Bara^ay  d'HiUiers,  wMh  the  Undneas  wiiicfa  tmc 
valour  ever  pays  to  misfbrtune,  and  whleb  in  hii  ease,  was  wuU  doerved  by 
the  efTorls  he  had  uniformly  made  to  protect  tbe  Frsaeh  prisonen  who  Ml 
into  his  hands.  On  his  arrival  at  Mantua,  a  coort-martial  ms  jMitdiMriy 
sommoned,  with  General  Bison,  the  governor  of  ttie  fwtress,  vrhoai  ha  bid 
formerly  vanquished,  at  its  head,  to  try  bim  lot  cMnbadngagainMlbe  FreuA 
after  the  last  proclamation  of  Engine  Beaahamaii  aiMng  agenend  aaaneny.

mcn,  consisting  of  five  hundred  florins  in  Austrian  hanlt-nateB,  htssitvw  suuff- 
ho:)c  and  Iwautiful  rosary,  which  he  had  constantly  carried  about  wfib  Uaa. 
In  the  Interrab  of  religious  daty,  he  conversed  eagertf  abant  tbe  Tyrolen 
war,  expressing  always  his  firm  conviction  that  sooner  or  later  Us  couDiry- 
men  would  be  reunited  to  the  Austrian  Government  (2). 
niirim-  On  the  following  morning  he  was  led  oat  to  execMian.  As  he 
'■<"'  passed  by  the  barracks  on  the  Porta  Molina,  where  Iha  Tyroleie 
prisoners  were  confined,  they  fell  on  their  knees  and  wept  aloud ;  those  wbo 
were  near  enough  to  approach  his  escort,  threw  themselves  on  the  ground 
and  implored  his  blessing.  This  befteely  gave  them,  requesting  (heir  forgim- 
ness  for  the  misfortnncs  in  which  he  had  involved  their  country,  and  assur- 
ing  them  that  be  felt  confident  (hey  would  erelong  return  Hud'er  the  domi- 
nion of  their  beloved  Emperor,  to  whom  he  cried  out  the.  last "  f  iraf  / "  with

If^Tcceplian  which  he  met  with  at  Paris,  the  ddicate  attentions  of  all  the 
fnieiioDaries  of  the  Imperial  palace,  and  the  marked  regard  of  the  Emperor 
liBKlf,  confirmed  these  Oattering  Illusions ;  and  the  papal  snite  relumed

■ilT  is  a  stroke  levelled  at  the  best  inteivsts  of  humanity.  Universal  homage 
■s  ^  to  the  angust  pontiff,  who,  renewing  the  virtues  of  the  apostolic  age, 
^  agsecrated  the  new  destinies  of  the  French  empire,  and  clothed  it  with 
Hwlattreof  thedaysof  Glovisond  Pepin.  Every  thing  has  changed  around 
i^Cttholicfaith,  but  it  remains  the  same!  Itbebolds  the  rise  and  fall  of  em-

<"M.    Ae  uostdedsiTe  measures.  For  long  he  had  oteditated  the 
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ftrenec  of  the  seal  of  the  popMdom  to  Psris,  and  the  actfaisition,  to  his  aaiho- 
rity,  of  the  immeDM  inflaenM  to  be  derived  from  a  persoDil  control  OTtribe 
heid  of  the  Chnrch.  He  had  been  macb  atrodt  by  an  esprenton  of  the  En- 
peror  Alexander  at  Eifurth : "  I  experience  no  dtffienlty  in  afUnof  rd^on: 
I  am  tbe  bead  of  my  own  church  (1)."  Deeming  it  impossible,  howerer,  is 
modem  Enrope  to  accomplish  sncb  a  nnion  directiy ,  or  place  the  pontificri 
tiara  openly  on  Uie  same  brow*  as  the  Emperor's  crown,  he  conceired  Iht 
design  of  accomplishing  the  iriiject  lodirectly,  by  procuring  the  transfaoue 
of  the  residence  of  the  Pope  lo  Paris,  and  the  incorpoTation  of  all  bis  possn- 
sions  with  the  Imperial  domioionB ;  so  that,  both  by  reason  of  local  posiiM 
and  entire  dependence  for  Income,  he  shoald  be  under  the  influence  trf  tha 
French  Emperor.

The  pope  and  Cardinal  Pacca  irereawak* 
ncdby  the  strokes  of  the  hatchets  which  broke  domi  the  interior  doora,  and 
both  kMtantlr  rising,  perceived  from  the  tumult  in  the  court,  glitter  of  anna 
ud  iraopa  hi  alt  qnarterB,  that  the  French  had  eSeeted  an  entrance  into  the 
pilice.  The  holy  &ther  eipecied  inuaediate  death;  he  called  for  the  ring 
vUdi  bis  predeccsKir  Pius  VI  had  wihd  when  dying,  the  gift  of  Qoeen  Clo- 
tiUi;  ud,  putting  it  ob  bis  finger,  kwkedjit  it  withcaloi  satisfactioii.  To 
pntnt  fnnber  violence,  the  Aoon  were  thrown  open,  and  Radet  with  hJa 
(fficm  nd  geadcitnes  entered  the  apartment,  where  the  Pope  stood  between 
CinfiHl  Paeea,  Cardinal  Deapnig,  and  a  few  other  faithfol  prelates.  Radel 
ikcB,iiiarespectf(iltDaiiBer,  pde  and  trembUngwitb  emotion,  umounced 
M  Lb  Holineas  that  be  was  charged  with  a  painful  doty;  but  that  be  was 
diliged  to  declare  to  him ,  that  he  must  renounce  the  temporal  seror- 
iigaty  of  Rmne  and  the  ecderiaatical  sUtea,  and  that,  if  he  refused,  he 
nut  tanduct  him  to  Gennal  MioUis,  who  would  assign  him  his  ulterior 
H^Kof  dotinatioD.  The  Pope,  without  agitation,  replied,  diat  if  tlie  obli- 
piitu  of  a  soldier  required  of  him  such  a  duty,  ihoae  of  a  pontiff  im- 
rwd  <m  liim  others  stiil  more  sacred;  that  the  Emperor  mi^t  "cut  trim 
ii  pieees,  bat  would  never  extract  from  bim  such  a  reHgnation,  which 
l<e  adtber  conld,  nor  oogbt,  nor  would  subscribe."  Badet  then  mrdered 
^  to  prepare  for  immediate  d^tarture,  iulimaliug  that  Cardinal  Paoca

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Rome,  a  well -conceived  project  had  been  secretly  communicated  M  Pins  VU 
for  delivering  him  from  his  oppreesois,  and  »eciiriDg  his  escape  on  board  an 
English  frigate,  which  was  crubing  for  that  purpose  off  Civila  Vecchia;  bal 
he  refused  on  any  account  to  leave  his  post.  At  Florence  he  was  separated 
from  Cardinal  Pacca,  who  was  condacled  by  a  separate -route  to  Grenoble, 
and  soon  after,  by  a  special  order  from  NapoMon,  transfen«d  to  the  slate 
Aif.  I.  prison  of  Penestrelles  in  Savof ,  where,  tinidst  Alpine  snows,  be 
ju.  >!,  Ill),  wasconfined  toa  dungeon  a  close  prisoner  till  the  beginning  of  1815, 
when  the  Emperor,  after-  the  disasters  of  the  Moscow  campaign,  finding  it 
for  his  interest  to  conciliate  the  Pope,  thecardinal  was  liberated,  and  joined 
bis  captive  master  at  Fontainebleau.  The  Pope  himself  »'as  hurried  acnns 
the  Alps  by  Mount  Cenis;  but,  as  he  approached  France,  the  enthusiasm  of 
the  people  redoubled ;  insomnch  that,  when  he  reached  Grenoble,  his  corUgt 
bad  rather  the  appearance  of  a  beloved  sorereign  who  was  returning  to  his 
dominions,  than  of  a  captive  pontiff  who  was  on  bis  way  to  conGnauent  in  a 
iniiru.  foreign  land.  By  a  singular  coincidence,  the  enfeebled  remnant 
of  the  heroic  garrison  of  Saragosea  were  at  that  period  in  Grenoble;  they 
hastened  in  crowds  to  meet  Ibeir  distressed  father,  and,  when  his  carxiage 
appeared  in  sight,  fell  on  their  knees  as  one  man,  and  received  his  earnest 
benediction,  A  captive  pope  inspired  to  these  captive  heroes  a  respect, 
which  they  would  never  have  feit  for  the  mighty  conqueror  who  bad  ko- 
thralled  them  both !  Such,  in  gwerous  and  uncorrupted  minds,  is  the  supe- 
riority which  religiwo  bestows  to  all  the  calamities  of  life  (1).

But  it  required  no  argument  to  show,  thai 
neither  HioUis  nor  Radet  would  have  ventured  on  such  a  step  unless  they 
had  been  well  assured  that  it  would  be  ctHiformabte,  if  not  to  the  formal  in- 
structions, at  least  to  the  secret  wishes  of  the  Emperor;  and  he  soon  gave 
convincing  procrf  uf  that,  "  for  as  soon  as  he  received  advices  of  the  eveDt," 
says  Savary,  "  he  approved  of  what  Aod  been  done,  and  stationed  the  Pope 
at  Savona,  revoking,  at  the  same  lime,  the  gift  of  Charlemagne,  andaDuezing 
the  Papal  stales  to  the  French  empire  (5).  Uis  Holiness  remained  at  Savooa 
for  above  three  years,  always  under  restraint  and  guarded,  though  not  in 
prison;  but  Napoldon,  after  the  Moscow  campaign,  having  received  intelU- 
gence  that  a  squadron  of  English  frigates  was  cruising  in  the  gulf  of  Lyon, 
with  tbedesign  of  facililating  his  escape,  had  him  removed  to  FouioiDeUean, 
Jkiwo.  "'3.  where  he  was  detained  a  prisoner  till  the  return  of  the  Emperor 
from  the  disaster  of  Leipsic,  when  his  necessities  gave  rise  lo  imporlanl  oe- 
gotiatioQS  with  the  aged  prisoner,  which  will  form  the  subject  of  future  con- 
uderaiioD.  Canova,  who  had  been  sent  for  to  Paris  by  Napolfou  to  model 
the  colossal  statue  wliich  ia  now  to  be  seen  on  the  staircase  of  Apsley  House, 
interceded  energetically  in  his  behalf;  but  be  could  obtain  no  remissioo  of 
the  severe  sentence ;  the  Emperor  alleging,  as  insurmounlable  chargns against 
bim,  that  "he  was  a  German  at  heart,  and  had  refused  to  banish  the  RuasiaM 
and  English  (ij."  So  tmaciously  did  he  hold  by  his  prey,  that  not  erea  the 
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botnn  of  tbe  RoHura  rMraat  tonld  mke  blm  rdtz  it :  be  kept  il  fim 
diffJDf  the  campaign  of  LHpnc;  and  nothing  bot  the  croHing  of  theRbine 
h;  tbe  tlHed  uiniei  In  qxing  1814,  prwured  tbe  liberaiioD  of  the  cipUve 
inttf. 

Tw^  Hw  rinution  of  tbe  cit;  of  Rome  wu  nnqoestionably  improTed 
*^**'liY  Hs  mnaftreMe  fron  the  drowsy  sway  of  tbe  Chnrch  to  the 
~~^  epefgetic  adwhriatration  of  HapoWon.  Shortly  after  tbe  anDezatioa 
-ex.  ef  the  Komsn  atatei  to  the  frencb  empire,  it  wai  declared  tbe 
■tend  diy  in  the  empire.  To  a  deputation  from  Rone,  shortly  aftn-  i(a  Id- 
mpMitfnn  widi  tbe  VnaA  empire,  NapoWon  replied,  "  Hy  mhid  is  ^U  of 
it  TenUeetfom  of  yoar  aiKettori.  Tba  Grti  time  that  I  pan  the  Alps,  I 
fa*e  to  remahv  some  time  anKmg  you.  TheFreoch  Emperon,  my  prede- 
wmn,  had  detadied  yoa  from  Ibe  territory  of  tbe  empire;  bat  the  good  of 
■T  people  no  longer  penniu  sodt  a  partitioa :  France  and  Italy  mast  be 
(nnwd  by  Ibe  lame  system.  Yon  have  need  of  a  powerful  hand  to  direct 
TM.  1  ritan  bare  a  singular  pleomre  in  being  yonr  benefactor.  Your  BMiop 
iiikeqiliitnalbemloftbeCbnrch,  aslam  its  Emperor :  1 '  render  unto  God 
kthi^tbatareGod's,aDdunloC«sartlw  things  which  treOsar's.'"  The 
Aid  exposition  of  tbe  sale  of  Ibe  enq>ire'at  tbe  close  of  the  year,  portrayed 
*■»■  in  vivid  coloontheadnntageswiuchwoaldarisefpom  the govem- 
■oiolall  Italy  mder  one  system,  and  proclaim  the  fixed  determinaiioa  of 
IkEBperor  never  to  infringe  upon  the  spiritiial  anthority,  nor  ever  to  per- 
■ii  1^  the  tnnponl  soverngnty  of  the  Church.  In  pursuance  of  these 
Tim,lhe  Roman  territory  incorporated  with  Ibe  empire  was  speedily  sub- 
]«kd  to  the  wh^  regolations  of  the  Imperial  regime  :  the  code  Napoleon, 
ikecoueription,  tbe  continental  system,  were  introdnced  in  their  full  vi- 
^;  (vM^  and  sono-pr^is  were  established,  and  the  taxes,  levied  accord- 
^UFremA  principles,  carried  to  theneditof  thebnperial  budget  (1). 
f>«Md  Bossnet  has  assigned  tbe  reason,  widi  his  usual  elevation  of 
M^^lhoaglitfWby  thisspoUaiimofall  the  possessions  of  the  supreme 
^^^  pontiCT,  by  a  seculw  pow«,  ever  must  be  prejudicial  to  the  best 
*"*"^iBtereaUof religion.  "Cod bad chosen,"says be, "Ibaiihe Churchy 
fc  niniMn  mother  of  all  nations,  should  be  independent  of  all  in  its 
^F**!  dUn,  and  that  the  common  centre  to  which  all  the  faithful 
**^  look  for  the  mHy  of  their  faith,  should  be  placed  in  a  situation  above 
^  partialities  which  the  different  interests  and  jealousies  of  states  might  ' 
f^'i'isn.  Tbe  Church,  indep^ident  in  its  head  of  all  temporal  powers,  finds 
.  ^'''ioailuiation  to  exercise  more  freely,  for  the  common  good  and  protec- 
!'*i*fQ>rislian  kings,  its  celestial  powerof  ruling  the  mind,  when  it  holds 
'  Uw  light  hand  the  balance  even  amidst  so  many  empires,  often  in  a  slate 
"^Ntility;  it  maintains  unity  in  all  parts,  sometimes  by  inflexible  de- 
'***i  simMimesby  saga  concessions."  The  principle  which  calls  for  ilie  inde> 
f^fauiaf  the  bead  of  tbe  Churdi  from  all  temporal  sovereignties,  b  the 
■Wswhidi  requires  Ibe  emancipation  of  its  subordinate  ministers  from  the 
'**Mbafia«  <rf  their  Bocks.  Human  nature  in  every  rank  is  the  same ;  the 
"I^UHiafvinandpaanDn  is  felt  alike  in  the  cottage  as  on  tlie  ihroiie;  the 
*^*tlisB«ftbesapRSBepontiB'to  the  direct  control  of  France  or  Austria,  is 
HvUllohjicluraclerand  respectability,  as  the  control  of  the  rural  congre- 
wauistatbevtilityoflhevillagepastor.  Admitting  that  the  court  of  Home 
■MutilviystiiownilseKfreefroffltramoDtaneinfluence,  it  hasat  least  iwen 
'Vnyed  than  if  i(bad  had  its  residence  at  Vienna  or  Paris ;  supposing  that 
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ihecoDdiTeof  the  cardluli  has  often  bean  nnred  by  idfiab  w  uobitiwii 
views,  it  fau  bem  much  leu  exposed  to  thdr  eifeGte  than  K  it  bad  baen  wfaollj 
dependent  on  external  potenutes  far  support.  Eqiritr  in  jndgnant,  whether 
in  temporal  or  spiritual  matters,  can  never  be  aiuined  but  by  those  who  aia 
independent  af  those  Co  whom  the  judgmeft  is  ts  be  opfdied;  coerdoo  o( 
vice,  whether  in  exalted  or  humble  staliona,  can  never  be  effected  by  those 
who  depend  upon  that  vice  for  their  support;  the  due  direction  of  thoaghl 
can  never  be  gfTen  but  by  those  who  are  not  constraiBOd  to  bend  lo  the 
thoughts  of  others.  It  will  ever  be  the  great  object  of  tyranny,  wbetber  repl 
or  democratic,  to  beat  down  this  central  independent  autfaarity ;  to  rtwlcr 
the  censors  of  morats  subservient  to  the  dominant  power;  and,  under  the 
specious  pretence  of  emancipating  mankind  from  spiritual  ib«±leB,  in  effect 
to  subject  them  to  a  ftr  more  grievous  temporal  oppression. 
V..IIIX  But,  whatever  efTects  the  detbroBcment  and  captivity  of  tb«  Pope 
w^"^-  ^^t^  likely  to  have  produced,  if  they  had  continued  long,  on  die 
Ib^^nch'  independence  and  usefulness  of  tiie  Church,  the  inmediatetfleeti 
M  tJiJi.  of  the  change  were  in  the  highest  decree  hieaeficial  to  the  city  of 
Rome.  Vast  was  the  difference  between  the  slumber  of  the  cardinab  and 
the  energetic  measures  of  NapoMon.  Improvements,  Interesting  alikio  to  the 
antiquary  and  tlie  citizen,  were  undertaken  in  every  direction.  Hie  majestic 
monumenls  of  ancient  Rome,  half  concealed  by  the  mina  and  accumnUtioi 
of  fourteen  hundred  years,  stood  forth  in  renovated  splendour;  the  statdy 
columns  of  the  temple  of  Jupiter  Tonans ,  relieved  of  the  load  of  their  dis- 
placed architrave,  were  restored  to  the  p^pendicular  from  whidi  tbey  had 
swerved  during  their  long  decay ;  the  beautiful  pillars  of  that  of  Jupiter 
Stator,  half  covered  up  with  fragments  of  marbles,  revealed  tbcir  exi|Bisiie 
and  now  fully  discovered  proportions :  the  huge  interior  of  the  Colysenm, 
cleared  ofthe  rubbish  which  obstructed  its  base,  again  exhibited  i la  woodais 
lo  the  light;  the  channels  which  conducted  Uie  water  for  theaquaticexliibi- 
tions,  the  iron  gales  which  were  opened  to  admit  the  hundreda  of  lions  to 
the  amplii theatre,  the  dens  where  their  natural  ferocity  was  ai^menled  by 
artificial  stimulants,  the  brouEe  rings  to  which  the  Christian  martyrs  were 
chained,  again  appeared  to  the  wondning  popniace  (1);  the  houses  whkli 
dcfonned  the  centre  of  the  Forum  were  cleared  away ;  and,  pioxang  throngfa 
a  covering  of  eighteen  feet  in  thickness,  the  tabours  of  the  workmen  at  lesgth 
revealed  the  pavement  of  the  ancient  Forum,  the  venerable  blocks  of  the 
Via  Sacra,  still  furrowed  by  the  chariot-wheel  marks  of  a  hundred  triamphs. 
Similar  excavations  at  the  foot  of  the  pillar  of  Trajan,  disclosed  the  gncefnl 
peristyle  of  columns  with  which  it  had  been  snrrousded,  andagainexbibited 
fresh,  after  an  interment  of  a  thousand  years,  the  delicate  tints  of  its  |;faUo 
aniico  pillars  and  pavement.  Nor  were  more  distant  quarters  or  modern  in- 
terests neglected.  The  temple  of  Vesta,  near  the  Tiber,  was  denred  oat ;  t 
hundred  workmen,  under  the  direction  of  Canova,  prosecuted  their  aeardM* 
In  the  baths  of  Titus,  where  the  Laocoon  had  been  discovered ;  large  sum 
were  expended  on  the  Quirinal  palace,  destined  for  the  rendenee  of  ihe  Im- 
perial ftmily  when  at  Rome.  Severe  lavi-s,  and  an  tmpardal  exeemfon  «C 
tiiem,  speedily  repressed  the  hideous  practice  of  private  a

^!^  tbcK  remarkable  words  were  written,  the  Pope  did  eicommnni- 
otthim,  in  Tciiirn  tor  the  confiscation  of  hia  whole  dominions;  and  in  less 
Ibuftar  years  more,  the  arms  did  fall  from  the  hands  of  hit  toldiert  (3),-«id 
At  bosB,  apparently  invincible,  which  he  had  collected,  were  dispersed  and 
nJMd  )^  the  blasts  of  winter :  be  extorted  from  the  supreme  pontiff  at 
hnHiiieblean,  in  1813,  by  the  terrors  and  exhaustion  of  a  long  captivity,  a 
nnmdation  nT  the  rights  of  the  Church  over  the  Roman  slates;  and  within 
iT^ififter,  he  himself  wis  compelled,  at  FonlaiBeileou,  to  sign  tbeabdica- 
taofanhisdomiirians  :  he  consigned  Cardinal  Pacca  and  sevNal  other  pre-

■■i^misledin^Qf  Bwlioleqaarleroftheglabe,  the  period  is  not  far  distant 
i^Aegntised  indignation  of  mankind  vriU  Iffing  about  its  punishment.

tfnrwith  land  troopt,  and  tbe  magnitude  of  tbe  resources  for  inch  aeon- 
fiet  vlilcb  were  at  tbeJr  disposal ;  yet  tbe  forces  of  tbe  contending  parties, 
•im  I  battle-field  was  at  last  found,  were  in  realilj  moch  more  eqnallf 
Uuced  iban  was  commonly  imagined.  France,  indeed,  had  conquered  aU 
Um  itates  of  coDlinental  Europe,  and  her  armies  were  surrounded  with  a 
bilo  of  success,  which  rendered  Uiem  inviDcible  to  the  bosiihty  of  |>resent 
pw(T;  but  England  and  she  were  ancient  rivals,  and  the  lustro  of  former 
RMwn  shone,  dimlj;  indeed,  but  perceptibly,  through  the  blaze  of  present 
ticjwy.  It  was  in  vain  that  the  conquest  of  all  the  armies,  and  the  capture 
rfitiniKt  all  Ibe  capitalsof  Europe  wasreferred  to  by  their  old  anlagoDists; 
Ike  fikghsh  rested  on  the  battles  of  Crecy  and  Azincourl,  and  calmly  pointed 
tolhcimperisbabieioheritanceofbiatoric  glory.  Their  soldiers,  their  citizens, 
Rn  ililte  penetrated  with  these  recollecUons;  ibebelief  of  the  natural  au- 
feriuily  of  the  English  to  the  French,  in  a  fair  Geld,  was  impressed  on  (be 
kiBblesl  sentinel  of  the  army;  the  exploits  of  the  Edwards  and  the  Henri's 
(fadent  times,  bnmed  in  the  hearts  of  the  officers  and  animated  the  spirit 
•f  the  people.  The  universal  arming  of  all  classes,  under  the  danger  of  Napo- 
'^'lixasioiif  liad  S|)read,  to  an  extent  of  which  ihe  continental  nations 
vmiriiolly  ntuware,  the  military  spirit  throughout  the  realm;  while  the 
ntateampaigns  of  the  army  in  India  bad  trained  a  number  of  officers  to 
'■riiV  exploiu,  babiiuaUd  them  to  the  dilGcalties  of  actual  service,  and 
"Md  again,  in  tbe  ranks  of  tbe  privates,  that  confidence  in  themselves  which 
kfte  nresi  foremnner  of  victory.  The  French  journals  spokecon  temptnously 
*f  tbe  British  conquests  in  Ihe  East,  and  anxiously  invoked  tbe  time  when 
"  diii  general  of  sepoys"  ^oul'd  measure  his  strength  with  the  marshals  of 
Iksinpire;  but  this  feeling  of  security,  as  is  generally  the  case,  when  not 
'Rived  from  experience,  was  founded  on  igDwanee  :  the  chief  who  bad 
hated  the  dangers  of  Assaye,  was  not  likely  to  quail  before  the  terrors  of 
Wea)tial  encounter,  and  tbe  men  who  bad  mounted  the  breach  of  Serin- 
nMUQ  or  faced  the  cannonade  of  Laswaree,  had  no  reason  to  distrust  them- 
■dKj  in  itie  most  perilous  fields  of  European  warfare. 
!w^'  'f  the  oecBsionalfaulty  direction  of  thenationel  resources  when  the 
^^'^land  contest  began,  and  abore  all,  the  total  ignorance  of  tbe  value 
Jj^  of  time  in  war  which  universally  prevailed,  frequently  fed  the 
MH^Briiisb  forces  into  disaster,  and  rendered  abortive  their  greatest 
•>phJ'  enterprisea;  thsfinnmae  with  which  the  contest  wasslill  persevered 
SmT  in  h;  (he  govemmenl  and  people,  the  noble  spirit  which  dicUted 
"""■■"■tlifflr  natioiul  engagetnenis,  are  worthy  of  the  very  highest  ad- 
■■Mien.  Shortly  after  Ibe  Peninsular  contest  broke  out,  and  when  it  was 
■Wlraibera  InBalloary  tosurrecUon  than  a  regular  warfare,  proposals  of 
W«  were  addressed  by  Aleiander  and  Napoleon,  from  the  place  of  con- 
•*»«  atErfurth.  The  basis  of  this  proposition  was  the  principleof  nfipoi- 
*"<,  aid  it  reeeived  additional  lustre  from  being  signed  by  both  these  II- 
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la§triinn  polmutes,  and  achn««lei)g!ns  the  ytrj  priiMlpla  Ihr  irUdi  CfMt 
Brilsin  herself  had  formerly  contended.  In  answer  Ifi  this  commuiicalittn, 
oa. »-  Hr.  Cauning,  Ihe  Britieh  ministet  for  far«i|pi  afialn,  atalad,  "  ke 
tmM  hasten  to  commratlcate  to  faii  sMm,  tiis  KJ*f  of  Swadn^  anl  *fc*«jirt- 
ing  ffovtrnment  of  Spain,  the  poponli  which  have  been  made  l«  him.  Tow 
Excellency  irill  percef ve  that  ft  is  absolaiely  necessary  tlui  bis  Uajesty  abmAi 
receive  an  tanniediile  atsomiee  diet  Pimce  Mknowledeu  tbe  fOKfiniMat 
io(  Spain  u  party  to  any  negMtattau.  With  IHirta^Bl  and  Sweden,  Great  bi- 
tain  has  long  had  tbe  closet  ties  i  the  fnterestt  ofSldly  are  confided  to  bis  care; 
nd  ibougb  he  le  not  as  yet  bo«nd  to  Sp^  by  any  Ibrmal  Inatranait,  he  hat, 
in  the  &ce  of  the  worid,  contracted  engagements  iiot  less  binding  and  aacred 
than  the  moat  solemn  treaties."  To  this  it  was  replied  by  Rostand  I^iiDce, 
that "  they  had  no  diSonlty  in  at  once  adraitting  die  soTerelgiu  tn  allnnce 
with  England  to  a  congress,  bnt  ^t  they  conid  not  admit  tbe  Spanish  tn- 
sni^ents.  The  Russian  empire  has  always  acted  on  this  principie;  and  lb 
&npen>r  Is  now,  in  an  espedal  manner,  called  to  adhere  to  it,  as  he  has  al- 
ready acknowledged  Joseph  Bonaparte  Rjng  of  Spain  (1)."  This  answer  broke 
D«..>,iiH  offihenegotiatjon,  and  the  Ring  of  England  soon  after  Inoed  a  de- 
daration  in  which  he  mnonnced  the  rupture  of  the  coftespondence,  and  It- 
monted  the  adherence  of  the  Allied  soTereigns  to  tbe  determination  not  to 
treat  witii  the  Spanish  nation,  as  the  cause  of  its  ftilure  (C). 
r„u.  The  galhnt  determination  Ihns  expressed  by  Ibt  Britirii  genen- 
^^■^.  meni,  to  admit  of  no  conf^ences  to  whidi  the  SpanlA  nation  mt 
i"i!T^  not  admitted  as  a  party,  was  soon  after  pnt  to  a  sllli  more  serion 
•^ii»hi.  trial:  Negotiations  had  tor  some  time  been  pending  for  the  om- 
jh  u.  lut.  j]ggj^  ^  g  treaty  of  alliance  between  England  and  the  Spanish 
government,  which  had  been  commenced  as  soon  as  the  formatioR  of  theCen- 
tral  Junta  offered  any  respon^le  party  with  whom  such  an  engagnnenl 
could  be  fanned ;  and  they  were  penisled  in  with  unshaken  constancy  by 
the  British  cabinet,  notwithstanding  ail  the  disasters  which,  in  Om  close  of 
the  campaign,  hod  behllen  the  Spanish  armies,  and  the  capture  of  tholr  ca- 
pital by  the  forces  of  Napol^n.  At  length,  on  the  14th  of  January,  Mr.  Can- 
ning had  the  satisfaction  of  signing  a  treaty  of  peace  and  alliance  between  the 
two  slates,  by  which  it  was  stipulated  that  the  "King  of  England  ^11  assist 
to  the  utmost  of  his  power  the  Spanish  nation  in  their  itniggle  against  tbe 
tyranny  and  usurpation  of  France,  and  promises  not  to  edmowledge  any 
other  King  of  Spain  and  the  Indies  than  Ferdinand  VII,  bis  heirs,  or  sucb  law- 
ful successors  as  the  Spanish  naUon  shall  acknowledge ;  and  the  Spanfsfa 
government  engages  never,  in  any  case,  to  cede  to  France  any  part  of  the 
territories  or  possessions  of  the  Spanish  monarchy  in  any  part  ef  the  world; 
and  both  the  high  contractittg  psrties  agree  to  make  common  ci

^  uniUNreu  wWi  a  vast  empire,,ad}oining,  along  so  eilensive  a  frontier, 
~^*simi  states  of  Christendom,  itopeneda  huge  inlet  for  British  manu- 
*"'«  ml  eolonial 'pTOdoce,  whicb  was  immediately  and  largely  taken 
I™!*!'  «f.  Bales  of  goods,  infinitely  beyond  the  wants  or  consumption  of 
wOiimBaii  ogpjpe^^irero  shipped  for  Turkey,  transported  up  Uie  fiannbe, 
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across  the  barrierof  Hungary  and  the  Albaoiau  hills,  snd finding thtirwiT, 
carried  on  mules  and  men's  heads,  over  the  mooniaiD  frontier  of  Traasjln- 
nia,  penetrated  through  all  Hungary  and  the  Austrian  empire.  Tbus,vhil« 
Napolfon,  inlent  on  the  coDtinental  system,  which  absolulely  required  btr 
its  success  the  formation  of  all  Europe  inta  one  league  for  the  eiclusion  of 
British  merchandise,  flattered  himself  that  by  his  victory  &t  Tilsit  be  hid 
effectually  attained  that  ohject,  be  had  already,  in  the  consequences  (rf ihu 
very  triumph,  awakened  a  resistance  which  in  agreatdegree  defeated  it;  and 
in  the  aronsed  hostility  of  the  Spanish  peniusifla  and  Turkey,  seTerill;  de- 
liveied  up  to  his  own  and  Alexander's  ambition  by  that  pacification,  amply 
compensated  Great  Britain  for  tbe  commercial  iuleroourse  she  had  lost  ia 
northern  Europe  [i). 
"Ti^'S,  But,  aiihongh  theconsuncy  and  rsMtulion  of  the  British  gsma- 
w'il'iw""  '"™'  ■'  *'*  "'"^  *■*  'rorthy  of  the  noMa  cause  which  they  wwa 
■Biiii^x'-  called  upon  to  support,  it  was  not  vithont  great  difficulty  that  tbiy 
Vtiii'il'  succeeded  in  prevailingupon  Parliament  and  tbe  people  loseemd 
B^in'..  tbeir  efforts.  The  dispersion  of  the  Spanidi  armiea,  tbe  fall  of 
Madrid,  and  the  calamitous  issne  of  Sir  John  Hoore's  retreat  had  eoospirtd  ia 
an  extraordinary  degree  to  agitate  and  district  Uie  public  mind.  To  Un 
unanimous  burst  of  enthusiasm  which  had  followed  tbe  oatbreak  of  tbeSpi- 
Dish  insurrection,  and  the  extraordiiwry  successes  with  whieh  it  was  at  first 
attended,  had  succeeded  a  depression  proportionably  unreasonable;  and  tbe 
populace,  incffl)able  of  steady  perseverance  ,and  erer  ready  to  nuhfromoBB 
extreme  to  another,  now  condemned  Govnument,  in  no  mnsored  straiai) 
for  pursuing  tbatvery  line  of  conduct,  which,  a  few  months  before,  had  bets 
the  object  of  their  wannest  eulogy  and  most  in-emious  support.  The  insinitj 
of  attempting  to  resist  the  French  power  at  land ;  the  madness  of  eipecim| 
anything  like  durable  support  from  popular  insurrection;  the  impossibilii; 
of  opposing  any  effectual  barrier  to  MapoMon's  continental  dominion;  bii 
vast  abilities,  daring  energy,  and  unbounded  resources,  were  loudly  pro- 
claimed by  the  Opposition  party :  a  large  portion  of  the  press  adopted  ibe 
same  views,  and  augmented  the  genersi  consternation  by  the  most  glsoaiy 
predictions.  To  such  a  height  did,  the  ferment  arise,  that  it  required  ^1  the 
firmness  of  ministers,  supported  by  the  constancy  of  the  aristocratic  parly, u 
stem  the  torrent,  and  prevent  the  British  troops  from  being  entirely  vilk- 
drawnfrom  the  Peninsula,  and  the  Spanish  war  entirely  extinguisbedhy its 
first  serious  reverses  (i). 
Armnu  Tbe  debates  in  Parliament  on  this,  as  on  every  other  oocawn, 
^I'n"  exhibited  a  faithful  picture  of  tbe  sentiments  entertained  by  Iht 
s!!^!!!i^  people ;  and  are  interesting  not  merely  as  indicating  tbe  vim 
""'  adopted  by  the  leaders  of  the  opposite  parties,  but  affwding  a  trw 
image  of  the  opinions  by  which  the  nation  itself  was  divided.  Onthesidcsf 
tbe  Opposition,  it  was  strongly  argued  by  Lord  Grenville,  Lord  Grey,  Kf. 
Ponsonhy,  and  Mr,  Wbitbread,  "  That  experieuM  had  now  proved,  wW 
might  from  the  lirst  have  been  anticipated,  that  the  Peninsula  msooti 
theatre  on  which  the  British  forces  coul4  ever  be  employed  with  advantage; 
with  the  Pyrenees  unlocked,  and  the  road  between  Paris  and  Madrid  as  open 
as  between  Paris  and  Antwerp,  nothing  could  justify  our  sending  thirty  or 
forty  thousand  men  into  the  Interior  of  ^ain  to  combat  two  hundred  llioa- 
sand.   Such  a  measure  can  only  be  compared  to  thefar-famed  maithta'^ 
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i1i,tiirliIdiitl9fbIIye<{uiliiivitrhiM9aTidabsurdit7  (i).  It  is  clear  it  most 
R9t  ailh  the  Spaniards  tbemielres  to  work  out  ttieir  own  indepCDdence,  and 
Ait  viihiiit  that  spirit  no  army  ttiat  we  can  send  can  be  of  anf  avail.  The 
aoOoitt  defemlTe  system  of  warfare  which  the  Spanish  juntas  originally  re- 
mnwDdeii  has  been  abandoned,  fiom  Ihe  deltuive  hopes  inspired  bj  Uie 
ngnkrannies  we  chose  to  send  them,  and  defeat  and  ruin  has  beea  the  con- 
KfiKnce.  As  if  to  make  a  mockery  of  our  assistance,  we  hare  sent  our  suc- 
(snn  lo  the  ftrthesi  passible  point  from  the  scene  of  action,  and  made  our 
iltpAi  II  LtsboD,  where  the  French  mnst  have  been  cut  off  and  surrendered, 
it  n  hid  not  kindly  furnished  them  with  the  means  oftransp<^t  to  France, 
howbence  they  might  be  moved  by  the  enemy  to  the  quarter  most  lervice- 
ibk  l)r  his  projects. 

,  "When  the  Spanish  insnmction  broke  ont,  and  the  world  looked  on  in 
mim  snipense  on  that  great  event,  ministns  took  none  of  the  steps  neccft- 
■y  to  enable  Parliament  to  jodge  of  the  measures  which  should  he  pursued , 
h  Oe  geitenina  enlbnsiasm,  the  confidence  and  prodigality  of  the  nation 
NWripped  even  their  most  sanguine  hopes;  men,  money,  tran^xvti  stores, 
a  nre  pnt  with  boondless  profusion  at  their  disposal.  How  have  they  jns- 
iM  that  cmfidence?  Is  It  not  clear  that  it  has  been  misplaced?  It  waa 
(ndnit  to  e*ery  one  that  our  whole  disposable  military  force  could  sot  hope 
■•(tpeiinglc-handed  against  the  immense  armies  of  Napoleon;  and  Ihere- 
*w  it  was  their  bannden  doty,  before  they  hazarded  any  portion  of  our 
tap  in  the  canse,  to  be  well  assured  that  the  materials  of  an  efficient  and 
hatagheatility  existed  in  the  country.  It  was  not  sufficient  (o  know,  that 
Mrti  csnld  excite  some  of  the  poorer  classes  to  insurrection,  and  that,  when 
■  adted,  they  evinced  for  a  time  great  enthusiasm.  The  real  question  was, 
mtbey  animated  with  that  general  resolution  from  which  alone  national 
Ail9natdBQW;and  wasitgnidedand  directed  by  those  influential  classes, 
^  irtiese  exertion  alone  any  thing  like  steadiness  and  perseverance  could 
^■tlieipated?  No  proper  enquiry  was  made  into  these  subjects.  From  the 
^d  whom  ministers  sent  out,  they  got  nothing  but  false  or  eza^erated 
Uraihon,  more  likely  to  mislead  tban  to  enlighten ;  and  the  consequence 
*■  keen,  that  immense  stores  were  thrown  away  or  fell  into  the  enemy's 
^nds,  vast  subsidies  were  squandered  or  embezzled,  and  the  entire  fabric 
■fMsjion  and  misrepresentation  felt  before  the  first  sbock  of  die  Imperial 
fmts. 

"  In  Die  direction  of  our  own  troops,  mismanagement  was,  if  posrible,  stitl 
■«  lagrant.  Mr,  Frere  was  obviously  not  a  proper  person  to  be  sent  lo  Ma- 
W  lo  report  as  to  the  prudence  or  chances  of  success  of  Sir  John  Moore's 
*««e  into  Spain :  a  millUry  man  should  have  been  there,  qualified  to 
I"^  of  file  ml  aUte  of  the  Spanish  armies,  and  not  expose  the  flower  of

enqnire,  for  there  was  t)»e  root  of  all  liMiubsequeatiBisfinrtmwi.  Hr.Fnrrt 
despatches  at  that  time  urged  him  toadranoe,  repreecnlini  thegnalatraggA 
of  the  insurrection  in  the  souih  of  Spain ;  and  thai,  if  he  weoid  aOad  the 
enemy  in  the  north,  the  Spanish  eeuie,  then  almost  desperate,  weald  bm 
time  to  revive.  Incalcutabin  were  the  calamities  cmisequcnt  on  that  malt  i^ 
surd  advice;  for  such  were  the  dangcn  into  whkh  it  led  the  foitish  anay,, 
that  within  a  few  days  afterwards,  Sir  John  Hoore  was  eW^cd  to  rtanac  ill 
retreat,  and  if  he  hod  not  done  so,  in  twenty-^onr  hours  more  it  waiikl  h<n« 
been  surroimded  and  destroyed.

WeBevercaneipect 
(o  be  able  (o  meet  the  four  or  flrc  hundred  thousand  men  whom  Beaipicti 
can  pour  Into  Spain :  when  the  dpportunily  was  lost  of  seizing  thepawiif 
the  Pyrenees,  and  the  Peninsula  was  inundated  with  bis  troops,  sueoos  M 
become  bopeleis,  and  the  struggle  should  never  have  been  aUemptcd(t).'' 
Annn*.rf  On  the  other  band,  it  was  contended  by  Lord  Liverpool,  liui 
K^to"^  Casllereagb,  and  Ur.  Canning :  "  The  question  now  is,  whetfwr  wt 
"'V^^  *^^  to  record  a  public  avowal  of  a  deierraiOBtion  not  to  dasect  lbs 
""*•■  cause  and  the  government  whkh  we  have  espoused,  and  profai 
ourselves  undismayed  by  the  reverses  we  have  soslained,  which  tiioie  my 
reverses  had  rendered  it  a  more  saored  duty  to  support.  Thos«  fba  iofKtsd 
that  the  cause  was  desperate  on  account  of  these  revetws,  were  little  as- 
quainted  with  history,  and  least  of  all  with  Spanish  history.  There  It  mrii 
be  found,  that  nations,  overrun  just  as  compleialy  as  the  ^niarda  bad  tMa^ 
had  continued  the  contest  for  ten  or  twenty  years ;  and,  though  eonitmtty 
worsted  in  regular  battles,  had  still,  by  persevorance  and  resolution,  ifl ite 
end  proved  trinmphaot.  The  cause  in  which  tiaey  were  eagsged  ws*  lb* 
most  interesting  to  humanity ;  it  was  a  struggle  tor  their  liberty,  their  ia- 
dependence,  and  their  religion ;  for  the  homes  of  their  fathers  and  the  craAa 
of  their  descendants.  Is  nothing  to  be  risked  in  support  of  so  gMeaoU  in 
ally  ?  Is  England,  so  renowned  in  history  for  her  valour  and  persefcnnoe,  ti 
be  disheartened  by  the  first  reverse,  and  yield  tfaepabn  lo  herandeatrirrii, 
whom  she  hns  so  often  conquered  even  in  their  own  teiTitory,  iMFely  becaui 
she  was  unable  to  withsiatid  forces  quadruple  of  her  own  armsf 

"  It  is  a  mistake,  however,  to  assert  Ihat  we  have  sustained  uolhtag  M 
disasters  in  the  campaign.  Was  the  conquest  ef  Portugal;  the  capture  afall 
its  fortresses,  arsenals,  and  resources;  the  defeat  and.capitulatjon  of  oneol 
the  best  armies  and  ablest  marshals  of  Franco,  nothing  for  our  Iksl  essay  is 
continental  warfare?  When  we  advanced  into  Spain,  It  was  to  aaionly  asu 
auxiliary  force;  such  was  tl>c  express  and  earnest  request  of  the  Spaniards 
themselves,  and  it  was  the  pan  which  befitted  the  allies  of  so  oonsidersiite 
and  renowned  a  nation  to  take.  Spain  bad  made  an  energetic elTort :  sbebad

"RtCbtag  can  be  mne  erroneoaa  than  the  opinion  which  hu  hecwM 
gaaral  dnee  the  IHereverses,  that  the  Spantards  cannot,  under  anycircam- 
4HMi,  reqalrs  oor  essiannce;  that  if  they  are  in  eomett  in  tlte  great  object 
•r  Mr  dalinmw,  they  moat  work  it  out  far  themelm,  and  Imtc  the 
■MB  of  doing  M  wllhont  the  aid  of  Mtish  soldiera ;  and  that,  if  tbey  are 
bdHhnni  la  (beir  nlvatisn,  no  aocconr  of  ours  can  adiieve  il  for  them. 
Ma  pTopoiitloik  soimds  well,  and  might  perbapa  be  foanded  in  Inith,  if 
AtSfMiards  had  a  regotar  amy  ta  support  aod  form  a  nudeas  for  ibe 
A>iti  of  their  entktuiaslie  peasantry ;  bnt  all  history  demomtrates,  that  the 
RdMnca  of  no  peepla,  bow  reaobite  UMver,  is  to  t>e  relied  on  for  succeaa  in 
>  TMnMed  warfare,  H  entirely  deprived  of  the  support  and  example  of 
npdw  armies.  It  is  the  combination  of  the  two  which  makes  a  nilion

'"*(doftbe{t«pubUcI  Taught  by  past  error,  let  u«  nol  repeal  il,  now  thai 
'"'Wao  of  tile  aame  descrlptioa  liss  arisen  on  a  much  greater  scale,  and 
'■'iwdireamstaneea  ptomiiing  a  maoh  fairer  prospect  of  success. 

"Ibe  aArance  of  Sir  lohn  Moore  to  Sahagan  was  neither  undertaken  solely 
«  taown  responsibtHty,  nor  solely  on  the  advice  of  Mr.  Frere :  he  bad  pre- 
l^ly,  fi-om  Interoepted  despatches  from  Bertbier  to  Soull,  ascerlained  thai 
y«^  be  on  Ae  Carrion  on  a  certain  day,  and  knew  from  Ihenee  thai  an 
^pmnitywasaftbrdedofstiikingan  important  blow  against  that  general 
"™' uasopporlcd  by  the  other  French  corps.  About  thcsame  lime  advices 
■fnvidfromHr.  Frere,  painting  in  the  warmest  cotsars  the  resolution  of  the 
PWpte  of  Madrid  lo  emulate  the  example  of  Saragossa,  and  bury  themselves 
wte  (he  rains  of  the  capital  ntiher  than  surrender  il  lo  Ihe  French  arms. 
™ft  w«i  iheconcim-ing  reasons  which  prompted  the  forward  movement  of 
w  British  general;  attd  would  not  that  generul  be  unworthv  of  conunantling 
^tMiSoWlers  who  wonid  hesitate,  under  such  drcumstances,  lo  advance  to 
'"^Pportof  his  allies?  On  this  eecasfon,  the  inestimable  importance  of  our 
•^iM  troops  in  the  war  was  distinctly  shown  :  this  well-conceived  invasion, 

'■sogb  effiecledonly  by  Iwenty-five  thousand  men,  by  menacing  the  enemy's 
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line  of  umniniiiealioii,  paralysed  the  whole  h«riUe  umiee  ofSpeii;  ile^ 
It  once  the  progress  of  the  French  corpt  boUi  towards  AwfalnM  uid^ 
tagal ;  ga*e  the  troops  and  inhabiUnU  of  these  csaalries  tine  le  picpan  for 
'  their  defence,  and  drew  Napoltonhimaetf,  withsarentfthoiuaiidofhif  btu 
men,  into  a  remote  comer  of  Spain.  But  for  thii  seasonable  advance,  bat  fat 
OB r  assistance,  the  war  would  have  been  terminated  in  the  ficsteoBSienutioa 
eonseqnent  on  the  fall  of  Madrid.  Tbe  sending  out  transports  and  briii(iii( 
the  troops  home,  was  not  the  work  of  Govemmeol ;  it  was  the  cooseqaoMB

Kt«,uoi  These  gentH'ons  sentiments,  addressed  to  an  assembly  ia i l>t* 
uh  dM-ui.  proportion  of  whom  the  chivslrons  feelings  yet  glowed,  aai  wta 
had  recently  caught  the  flame  of  patriotic  ardour  from  iheearlygloriesof  the 
Spanish  war,  proved  trinrnphant  with  a  great  majority  of  the  house;  nd 
Hr.  Ponsonby's  motion  for  a  committee  to  enquire  into  the  coodnct  of  ths 
campaign  in  Spain,  was  negatived  b;  a  majority  of  Si;  the  numbers  being 
127  to  820.

t^"  atsea.  A  squadron  of  eight  sail  of  the  line  and  two  fdgMes,(Uds 
soaiL  Admiral  Villaamez,  had  for  some  tine  been  watcbing  for  lo  tp- 
portunity  to  elude  the  vigilance  of  the  British  craisar*,  and  escape  fron  Brest, 
In  order  to  gain  a  general  rendezvous  assigned  them  by  the  French  gsTcn- 
ment  in  Basovb  Rouis.  The  object  of  this  movement  was  to  diase  the  Biiiidi 
bkwkadiog  squadron  from  before  I'Orient;  liberate  the  ihtps  thtfe,  vbick 
consisted  of  three  ships  of  the  line  tad  five  frigates;  ami,  with  tkenailed 
force  of  eleven  line-of-baitle  ships  and  seven  frigates,  make  for  Uartioiqae, 
DOW  threatened  by  a  British  expedition,  and  lot  the  relief  of  wbkh  it  bad 
r^b.  n.  several  thousand  laud  troops  on  board.

«Tn6fgar.  As  wy  regokr  aetioa  with  the  fteet  lieeined  hazardoui  in  each 
I  Biuden,  Lord  GasdMT  Euggasted  an  (ttUek  by  moau  of  fire^ips,  in 
«Ui  the  Admnalty  readllf  eoncutred.  Twelve  fireshitM  wse  iatnedialely 
ptpwed,  with  extnordiMrf  expeditimi,  in  the  Engli^  harbours;  and,  as 
■ad  «f  the  officers  consalted  gave  it  as  tbrir  opinion  that  the  nndertakin; 
raid  be  attended  with  great  haurd,  the  exeoulion  of  it  was  entrnued  to 
Lw  GKBum,  who  eoDsiderod  it  as  attended  with  little  dilBcalty,  and  whose 
(Ml  iotnpidity  and  inexbaustftlAVesowrca,  long  demonstrated  in  a  partisan 
nrbeon  the  coast  of  France  and  Spain,  panted  biai  out  as  poodiariy 
fBdifiedfbr  lb*  impertant  raterprise.  Ho  at  first  declined,  from  deUeacy 
k  the  sflkers  already  in  dte  fleet ;  but,  being  pressed  by  Govenunent,  ac- 
(qnd  tire  commaotd,  and  inlbe  beginning  of  April  joined  the  fleet  is  Basqaa 
■W^  wiiere  he  wu  inmedfately  afterwards  joined  by  Ihe  Mediator  frigate, 
miirrite  other  vcnels  armed  as  fireriitps  (2). 

^^  The  preparalioiis  being  at  lengUi  oonpleled,  the  diSiBrenl'&'i^tes 
•>•**  and  snuHer  reasMs  moved  to  (he  stations  tuigDed  to  them;  and, 
amfi,  on  (be  evening  of  the  lltfa  April,  advanced  to  (heir  pcnloua  ter- 
ti^  vice.  Hie  enemy,  being  aware,  from  the  arrival  of  the  fireshipa, 
*'"''-  whatwas intended,  had  made  every  preparation  fofrepdling  Uie 
1U;  t  strong  lMK»n  had  been  drawn  across  the  line  of.  their  fleet,  at  Ihe 
^Rmeeof  110  yards,*  eoinposed  of  cables  and  chains  twisted  together,  and 
Wvred  by  anchctrs  at  either  end,  of  the  enormous  weight  of  ire  tons  each; 
*Ue  the  whole  boats  of  the  fleet,  seventy-three  in  nnmber  were  ossefRbled

■■■T  the  fireships;  and  the  line-of-4)ittle  ships  lay  behind,  with  thor  to[h- 
■■Ms  on  deck,  and  every  imaginable  precaution  taken  to  avert  the  dreadhil 
^  which  menaced  them.  Nothing,  however,  conld  resist  the  daring  of  the 
^ilhhKilors,  and  the  admirable  skill  of  the  officers  in  direction  of  the  fire- 
A^.  He  wind,  which  vras  strong  and  blew  right  in  upon  shore,  was  as 
^**W>hle  OS  possible;  and  under  its  blasts  tiie  Greships  got  under  weigh, 
*>^1iac  down  swiftly  on  the  enemy's  line,  while  the  sailors  in  both  fleets 
*>fc«ul  their  amicus  eyes  to  discern  the  dark  masses  as  they  silently  glided 
^m^  the  gloom.  Lord  Cochrane  directed  the  leading  vessel,  which  bad 
J"**  hundred  barrels  of  powder  and  four  hundred  shells  on  board;  while 
*«  SediatoT,  under  the  able  direction  of  CapUin  Wootridge,  filled  with  as 
*»By  eembustibles,  immediately  followed.  The  admirable  directions  given 
^cUtter  reasel,  by  its  heroic  commander,  brought  It  down  direct  against  the 
■*n,  ttd  the  whi^  beships,  whkh  rapidly  followed,  made  direct  towwda 
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the  aumfa  fleet,  emMtt  t  beery  fire  from  the  batteriM  mi  belfa  tides,  aad 
the  line  in  <ront.  DauntleM,  indeed,  was  the  intrepidity  of  the  crews,  vriw, 
during  the  darkiMM  tt  e  lenpestnoiu  night,  steered  Teaseb  durged  to  the 
biim  with  gunpowder,  and  tbe  moat  CMnbutihle  maleriab,  right  into  the 
middle  of  a  eonctetrie'Bre  of  bombaend  prttj^ctilea,  any  one  of  whidi  might, 
hi  an  instant,  bsTO  Mown  them  into  the  ^(1)1 
n™^,  Daring  the  darfcneas  ef  a  tempeataona  night,  beworo-,  it  was  im- 
hSlTLi  poasibte  even  for  Um  greateat  skill  and  coolness  to  steer  the  6n- 
^tuK"^  rttips  inedsely  lo  the  ptrints  atsigaed  to  tbeni  -,  the  wind  was  lulled 
ISa*  bytbeeffectof  Ihefintexplosient;  and  the  coHseqnence  was,  tbet 
many  of  Ibein  Mew  up  at  such  a  distaaee  from  the  enemy's  Une  as  to  do  littk 
or  no  damage.  So  resolute,  howevw,  were  the  captain  and  crew  of  the  Hedia- 
tor  to  discbarge  ibe  duty  assigned  tothem,  that,  after  Iveakiog  ihe  boom  and 
setting  fire  to  their  vessel,  they  still  held  by  her  till  she  was  almost  in  tbe 
enemy's  fleet,  and  were  blown  out  of  the  ship  when  she  exploded,  sevcrdy, 
though  happily  not  mortally  seorabed.  Lord  CoGhrane'a  vosieJ,  which  led  ibe 
way,  though  directed  by  that  gallant  officer  with  the  most  consummate  skill 
■nd  coange,  was  unable  to  break  the  boom,  tjU  the  Mediator  come  up,  when 
it  gave  way ;  and  a  minute  thus  lost  caused  her  to  explode  a  hundred  yaids 
too  soon,  and  wilboat  any  damage  to  the  teemy.  No  sooner,  bowoTer,  was 
the  boom  burst,  than  Ibe  other  firesbips  caiA  in,  wrapped  in  flames,  in  quick 
sncees^n,  and  ibis  awful  spectacle,  joined  to  Ibe  tremendous  explosions  of 
the  Mediator  and  Lord  Cochrane's  vessel,  produced  snob  consternation  in  the 
Frendi  fleet,  that  they  all  slipped  their  cables  and  ran  ashore  in  wild  ctKifu- 
fion.  The  glare  of  so  many  prodigious  Ores,  illuuiioatiDg  half  the  heavens, 
theflashesof  the  guns  from  the  forts  and  retreating  ships,  the  frequent  flight 
of  shdls  and  rockets  from  the  Bre-vessels,  and  the  brigbt  reflection  of  the 
rays  of  light  from  the  sides  of  the  Frrach  ships  in  the  background,  formed  a 
BG^e  at  once  animating  and  sublime.  One  fireship  fell  on  boa^  the  Ocean, 
which  carried  the  French  admiral's  flag,  assbetaygroundedonlheshorv^in 
one.instant  tbe  flames  spread  ovn  her.  At  this  moment  the  Tonnene  and  IV 
triote  also  got  enlan^ed  in  the  fearful  group :  inevitable  destruction  seemed 
to  await  tbem  all,  when  a  sudden  roll  of  the  sea  threw  the  Tonneire  aside, 
and  dw  fireship  drifted  past.  When  the  day  dawned  at  five  o'clock,  half  the 
enemy's  fleet  were  discerned  ashore ;  at  half-past  seven  only  two  were  afloat; 
and  Lord  Cochrane,  who  had  regained  his  own  ship,  the  Imperieuse,  re- 
peatedly made  ^gnal  to  Lord  Gambier,  who  lay  twelve  miles  ofi',  lo  advance. 
The  last  bore,  "  Half  the  fleet  can  destroy  the  enemy  :  eleven  on  shore  (2^." 
iwrk  go  Success  as  splendid  as  that  gained  at  the  Nile  or  Copenhagea  now 
^'■^'.T.d  awaited  the  British  admiral,  and  it  bad  been  won  by  daring  and 
^'™'^  skill  not  inferior  lo  that  of  Nelson  himself.  But  Nelson  was  not  at 
iivM'  the  bead  of  the  fleet.  Inferior  to  none  of  the  captains  who  followed 
that  immortal  flag  in  personal  gallantry,  Lord  Carabier  wanted  the  moral 
courage,  the  confidence  in  himself,  which,  in  hazardous  circunuiaocee,  is 
requisite  for  decisive  success  in  a  commander.  At  ten  minutes  before  six  Lwd 
Cochrane  had  first  made  signal  that  half  the  fleet  was  ashore ;  and,  if  the  ad- 
miral had  instantly  weighed  anchor  and  stood  in  to  the  roads,  be  would,  at 
eight  o'clock,  have  been  wilhin  reacb  of  Are,  when  only  two  of  them  woe 
afloat.  Instead  of  this,  he  did  nothing  till  half-past  nine,  and  then,  instead  at 
making  the  signal  to  move,  merely  called  a  council  of  war  of  flag-caplainslo 
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CMHOB  botrd  hiidripi  and  it  wu,  ia  coDseqnence,  not  till  a  quarter  before 
dtKD  ihit  the  HMt  weighed ;  and  having  advanced  halfway,  aachored  again 
(iiEutafitim  the  enemy,  in  the  belief  (bat  their  ships  could  not  be  got  off, 
Dd  ibal  it  was  hazardous,  till  thetidehad  liMn  higher,  to  venturefurther  in 
idMidst  the  intrkale  rftoals  of  Basque  Boads.  The  JEtna  Itomb  and  some  fri- 
ptes  ind  lighter  vessels  were,  however,  moved  on  under  the  orders  of  Cap- 
bin  Bligh.  Heanwbile  Ihe  French  fleet  evinced  extraordinary  activii;  in 
pttingthdr  vessels  off  the  shore,  and  as  the  tide  ro»e  several  were  floated 
»d  warped  np  the  Charente.  Stnng  to  the  quick  by  seeing  his  noble  prizes 
thudiKtinghisgnBp,  Lard  Cochrane,  with  heroic  gallaalry,  advanced  him- 
Klf  10  the  atUck  in  his  frigate  the  Imperieuse,  He  was  quickly  followed  by 
Ciptiin  Bligh  with  the  bomh  and  light  vessels,  and  a  heavy  cannonade  was 
'writ'TM'w*  OB  ibe  most  exposed  of  the  enetny's  ships.  The  Calcutta  of  fifty 
pm  qnickly  struck  her  colours  to  the  Imperieuse,  the  Tills  de  Varsovie  and 
tqailon  soon  after  yielded  to  the  concentric  fire  of  the  other  frigates,  and 
TB!t  homed  as  soon  as  the  prisoners  were  removed ;  and  the  Tonnerre  was 
Kt  on  fire  by  her  own  crew,  and  blew  up.  So  general  was  the  coDSternalion 
m  the  part  of  the  enemy,  that  another  French  seventy-fonr,  the  Tourville, 
TOtbandoned  by  its  crew,  and  might  have  been  taken  possession  of  by  an 
Qiglish  boat's  crew,  which,  nnaware  of  its  condition,  accidenlatly  came  very 
M«.  Hie  Indienne  frigate  was  also  burned  by  the  enemy.  The  other  ships, 
k*evn-,  thongh  seriously  injured,  and  two  of  them  rendered  unserviceable, 
bj  bang  thrown  ashore  in  the  tempestuous 'gale,  were,  by  great  efforts,  got 
daai  dnring  the  high  tides  which  followed  the  strong  westerly  wind  that  pre- 
vdeddnring  the  action,  and  warped  into  safe  anchorage  in  the  uperpartof 
4eClur«nie(f). 

hMU^  Lord  Cochrane  was  deservedly  tiiade  a  Knight  of  the  Bath  for  tbe 
l!l^  1;^  admirable  skill  and  coolness  exhibited  by  him  on  this  trying  occa- 
"'■'^  sion;  and  there  cannot  be  a  doubt,  when  the  French  accounts  are  . 
ninparedwith  the  English,  that,  if  he  had  had  the  command  of  the  fleet,  the 
vboU  enemy's  ships  would  have  been  destroyed.  Such  as  11  was,  the  success 
n  alDHMt  equal  lo  (hat  of  Lord  Hon  e  in  those  seas  tifteen  years  before,  and 
itvooldhare  thrown  Ihenaiion  Into  transports  of  joy  at  the  commencement 
af  Ibe  war.  Bnt  Lord  Nelson  had  spoiled  the  English  for  any  thing  less  than 
(BBptete  success;  and  mumiutss9on  began  to  spread  against  Lord  Gambler 
Iv  not  having  in  a  more  energsitrta^aner  sapported  Lord  Cochrane  on  that  * 
Madon.  These  were  soon  maieriaUy  increased  by  the  strong  charges  openly 
advaneed  against  the  commander-in-chief  by  Admiral  Harvey,  the  second  in 
Mmand,  one  of  the  bravest  captains  of  Trafalgar,  who  burned  with  desire 
bagDiliie  himseK against  the  enemy,  and  had  expressed  his  opinion  on  the 
*Masioti,  perhaps,  with  more  frankness  than  discretion  :  and  by  Lord  Co- 
^■ne  intimating,  that  if  the  (hanks  of  the  House  of  Commons  were  moved 
toLord  Cambier,  he  vrould  oppose  il  in  Parliament.  The  result  was,  that 
Manl  Harvey  was  brought  to  a  court-martial  for  the  words  he  had  uttered, 
lAieia],  and  dismissed  the  service,  though  he  was  shortly  after  restored  for 
Utpnantry  at  that  memorable  battle,  with  the  general  approbation  of  tbe 
any ;  and  Lord  Gambler,  after  a  protracted  trial,  was  acquitted  by  his  court- 
^MbA,  tmi  afterwards  received  Ihe  thanks  of  both  Houses  of  Parliament,  as 
*^aiLR4  Cochrane  and  die  other  oflUcers  and  men  employed  on  theocca- 
«toii(»). 
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HBpoUon'B  opinion  on  this  matter  was  Tery  decided.  "  Cochrane,"  said  be, 
*'  not  only  conld  btre  destroyed  the  whole  French  ships,  hut  he  tnlgfat  and 
vould  hare  taken  them  out,  had  the  English  admiral  snpported  him  as  he 
ought  to  have  done.  For,  in  consequence  of  the  signs!  made  fcy  flie  French 
■dmireHbr  every  one  to  shift  for  hImseK,  they  became  panic-strncV,  and  cut 
their  cahlea.  The  terror  of  the  fire^hips  was  so  great,  that  they  aclnalty  threv 
their  powder  overboard,  so  that  they  conld  have  offered  very  tittle  resistance. 
Fear  deprived  the  French  captains  of  their  senses.  Had  Cochrane  been  sap> 
ported,  he  would  have  taken  every  one  of  the  ships  (1 ),"  Impressed  with 
these  ideas,  the  French  Emperor  bronght  the  officers  cf  his  lost  vessels  to 
trial ;  and  Ltfbnt,  the  captain  of  the  Calcutta,  was  condemned  snd  executed, 
ind  two  others  were  sentenced  to  Imprisonment  {!]. 
cuMiM     Lord  Cochrane  was,  after  the  death  of  Nelson,  the  greatest  naval 
&!£r»(.    commander  of  that  age  of  glory.  Equal  to  his  great  predecessor  in 
personal  gallantry,  enthnsiastic  ardour,  and  devotion  to  hb  country,  he  was 
perhaps  his  superior  in  original  genius,  Inventive  power,  and  inexhaustiUe 
resources.  The  skill  and  indefatigable  perseverance  with  which,  during  the 
Spanish  warj  when  in  command  only  of  his  own  frigate,  he  alarmed  and  dis- 
tracted the  whole  coast  Irom  Toulon  to  Barcelona,  has  never  been  surpassed : 
with  the  crew  of  a  frigate,  which  did  not  exceed  three  hundred  and  fifty  men, 
he  kept  ten  thousand  of  the  enemy  constantly  occupied.  It  was  his  misfor- 
tune to  arrive  at  manhood  and  high  command  only  towards  the  close  of  the 
war  when  the  enemy's  Ileetshad  disappeared  from  the  ocean,  and  Ihe  glorions 
opportunities  of  its  earlier  years  had  passed  away  :  more  truly  than  Alexan- 
der the  Great,  he  might  have  wept  that  there  no  longer  remained  a  world  to 
conquer.  His  coolness  in  danger-  was  almost  unparalleled  even  in  the  Engli^ 
DBvy,  and  In  the  days  of  Nelson  and  Colliugwood  (5) :  his  men,  neverltieless, 
had  such  conlidence  in  his  judgment  and  resources,  that  they  would  have  fol- 
-   lowed  wherever  he  led,  even  lo  the  cannon's  mouth.  Unhappily  for  himsdf 
and  his  country,  he  engaged  with  little  discretion  when  ashore  in  psrty  po- 
litics ;  he  stood  forth  as  a  prominent  opponent  of  Government  on  various  oc- 
casions, on  which  he  unnecessarily  put  himself  forward  in  contests  vrilh 
which  he  had  no  concern ;  while  his  strong  invenUve  turn  led  him,  when 
unemployed,  to  connect  himself  with  some  transactions  with  which  his  heroic 
qualities  had  no  alBnity.  In  consequence  ofxhese  unhappy  indiscretioas  and 
connexions,  he  was,  towards  tbectoseofthewar,  brought  to  trial  before  the 
courtof  King's  Bench,  for  a  boar  practised  for  jobbing  purposes  on  the  Stock 
Exchange,  and,  under  the  direction  of  Lord  Ellenborougb,  convicted  and  seo- 
tenced  to  imprisonment  and  an  ignominious  punishment,  the  worst  part  of 
which  the  better  feeling  of  Government  led  them  to  remit.  The  result  was, 
that  the  hero  of  Basque  Roads  was  dismissed  the  navy,  bereft  of  his  honours, 
and  driven  into  the  service  of  the  South  Amerioan  republics,  where  his  ex- 
ploits, of  the  most  extraordinary  and  romantic  character,  powerfully  eoQUi- 
buted  to  destroy  the  last  relics  of  the  Spanish  empire  in  that  quarter,  and  e»- 
lablish  the  doubtful  ascendency  of  democratic  fervour.  But  in  a  free  coiintry 
no  deed  of  injustice,  whether  popular  or  ministerial,  can  pennanoitly  blast 
a  noble  character.  With  ttie  changes  of  lime,  ihepower  whidi  had  opprcHMl 
England's  greatest  existing  naval  hero  passed  away :  another  geoeratioa  suo-

fd^s.  1h««,  in  nrery  dJiedion,  the  last  distant  lettlemaits  of  NapoUon  were 
hUingiMo  the  bands  of  the  British;  and,  at  the  time  when  the  triumphant 
Melaaion  of  the  Anstrian  wir  seenied  to  give  bim  the  nndispnted  command 
<f  CMttiMntal  Europe,  the  ^naritinie  superiority  of  England  was  prodndng 
ih  aitoiil  renlta,  in  the  sneccssive  Bcquisition  of  the  wliole  colonies  of  the 
Ibbe(3).

^t-  patched  in  autumn,  by  Lqrd  Collingwood,  with  sixteen  hundred 
^  tioo|w  on  hoard,  who,  after  a  sli^l  resistance,  made  themselves  masters 
ttlkemsnislandsefZante^Gepbalonia,  Corfu,  etc,  which  were  permanent  ■ 
'rpUeednndertbeprolecli^andfway ofGreatBritain.  The importaitce of 
^  Bcqaisitjen  was  no t  at  that  period  petc^ved ;  hnt,  by  giving  Gnat  Britain . 
*  ponanent  fboting  in  the  neigfaboBibood'of  Greece,  and  the  command  of

10  roll  back  to  the  East  the  tide  of  civilijed  conquest— airay  Ibe  ponwsof  Um 
West  in  fearful  collision  in  central  Asia— and  prepare,  in  Ibe  hostile  efforistf 
European  ambition,  that  gaaeral  reslsaratios  of  the  regions  of  the  son,  vbidi, 
for  mysierious  purposes,  Providence  has  hitherto  pieveoted  from  taidiig 
place  by  the  desolating  sway  of  Mabomeun  power  (1). 
Fniuw  In  conformity  with  the  earnest  desire  expressed  by  the  iaiOiM 
li''u"i°"  government,  thatadiversion  of  considerable  ougDltudesbaBldbt 
t^xM  attempted  on  the  coast  of  Italy,  an  expedition  was  prepared  in  th 
nT'm.'  Sicilian  harbours  inthe  course  of  this  summer,  to  menace  theeotf 
of  Halves.  As  usual,  however,  the  British  government  were  so  Urdj  m  tbdr 
operations,  that  not  only  was  ample  lime  given  to  Uie  enemy  to  prepam  for 
his  defence  at  (he  menaced  points,  but  il  was  utterly  impossible  that  tbea^ 
mament  coold  have  any  beneBcial  effect  on  the  vital  line  of  operation  In  the 
valley  of  the  Danobe.  The  fleet,  having  no  less  than  fifteen  thousand  Irosps, 
half  British  and  half  Sicilian,  on  board,  did  not  set  sail  from  Palenno  till  ihe 
begiDoingofJune;  that  is  to  say,  more  ihan  a  month  after  the  Archdokc  John 
had  retired  from  Italy,  and  the  theatre  of  contest  between  him  and  Eug^ 
Beauhamais  had  been  transferred  to  the  Hungarian  plains,  lut  fii>tmet  vi& 
eoDsiderable  success.  The  island  of  Iscbia,  which  forms  so  coospicnon « 
objectin  thebay  ofNaples,  was  assaulted  and  carried  by  the  Brills  troops: 
J<<«  s.  Procida  was  nest  taken,  close  to  the  shore,  witb  a  flotilla  of  fall 

gun-boats,  fifteen  hundred  prisoners,  and  a  hundred  pieces  o£  cannon  ;vbii( 
a  detachment  of  the  EngUsb  forces,  landing  on  the  straits  of  Hesstoa,  uwk 
possession  of  the  castle  of  Scyllaaod  the  chain  of  fortified  posts  opposite  lo 
Sicily,  These  advantages  bad  at  first  the  effecf  of  spreading  a  great  ilw» 
along  the  Neapolitan  coast,  and  occasioning  the  recall  of  a  considerable  Iw^ 
of  men  whom  Kurat  had  deuched  to  the  support  of  the  Viceroy!  butlhfl 
led  to  no  other  or  more  durable  resnll.  This'powerful  British  force,  nearlj  b 
large  as  that  which  gained  the  battle  of  Vimiero,  and  which,  if  landed  and 
skilfully  hrougfat  into  action,  would  probably  have  ovwibirown  the  whole  ar- 
my of  Naples,  was  shortly  after  withdrawn  by  (he  instructions  of  GoTern- 
ment,  who  intended  this  only  as  a  diversion,  w  ithout  attempting  any  Uii^ 
further:  and  thefortiGed  posts  at  Scylla.afier  being  several  times  taken  aw 
retaken,  were  at  length  abandoned  to  the  enemy,  This  cspedilion,  fpiin  * 
tardy  appearance  and  inconsiderable  exploits,  could  hardly  besaid  to  tun 
contributed  much  to  aid  the  common  cause ;  but,  from  the  alarm  wbicb  i< 
diffused  through  the  Italian  peninsula,  it  had  a  powerful  effect  in  actclo'*'' 
ing  ibe  eccleHiasUcal  revolution,  which  has  already  been  noticed,  and  may  K 
regarded  as  the  immediate  cause  of  the  arrest  of  the  Pope,  which  in  ils  ul- 
timate ellec&  produced  such  important  results  (2). 
Bc<iLL.ni^  A  maritime  operation,  attended  with  more  decisive  c<ms€qaencet, 
u^ca°i-  took  place  in  autumn,  in  the  bay  of  Genoa.  A  detachment  of  die 
ll^Hri!.'"  Toulon  fleet  having  put  to  sea,  with  a  view  to  carry  succouisM 
(te**;'""    the  French  troops  In  the  bay  of  Rosas,  which  were  cut  off  by  IM

liih.  Meanwhile,  tire  transports,  under  oonroy  of  a  frigate  and  some  smaller 
WMd  dripa,  in  all  eleven  vessels,  bavin;  taLeo  refinge  in  the  bay  of  Rosas, 
inder  protection  of  (he  powerful  castle  and  batteries  there,  deemed  tfaem- 
idns  beyoDd  tbe  reach  sf  attack.  In  that  situation,  however,  they  were  as- 
aaU  by  a  detaefament  of  the  British  fleet,  iinder  the  orders  of  CapUin  Hal- 
iovrit,  who  tt  once  formed  the  daring  resolution  of  cutting  out  the  whole, 
with  ibe  boats  of  the  ships  under  his  command.  The  arrangements  Ita  thit 
^rpese,  Hnde  with  tbe  judgment  and  foresight  which  might  have  been  ex- 
fuiti  from  that  distinguished  hero  of  the  Mile,  were  carried  into  effect  by 
UnieDant  Tailonr  wilh  a  spirit  and  resolQtion  above  all  praise,  in  sight  of 
tki  Beet,  the  boats  stretched  out,  the  crews  being  at  the  highest  pwnt  of 
■niMion,  filling  the  air  with  their  cheers ;  and  rapidly  advancing  under  t 
wy  heavy  fire  from  tbe  armed  ships  and  batteries,  carried  the  whole  vessels 
i>  Ibe  most  gallant  style,  and  either  humed  or  brought  away  them  all  (1). 
Ikilliint  as  these  naval  operations  were,  they  had  no  decisive  effect  on  tbe

^^  afltirs  in  the  Peninsula  appeared  wellnigh  desperate.  In  Portugal 
^p»  there  was  merely  a  corps  df  eight  thousand  British  soldiers, 'chiefly 
tepmri.  in  and  aronnd  Lisbon,  upon  whom  any  reliance  could  be  pUced ; 
^  IhoDgb  aboH  t  six  thousand  men,  under  Sihiera,  lay  in  the  northern  pro- 
^iacc),  and  U)e  Lositanian  legton,  of  baK  that  amount,  on  tbe  nortb-esstem 
^■■tier.yei  the  composition  of  the  forcesof  which  these  detachments  consist- 
^mnotsnch  as  to  inspire  any  confidenceasto  their  ability  to  contend  wi,th 
'ffvUrsaldiers,  or  defend  the  country  in  the  event  of  afresh  invasion.  Their 
■MllBamericalamooRt  compelled  Crgdock,  in  the  Grst  instance,  to  concen-

F^«'b  1.  midable,  both  from  the  position  which  they  oecupied,  and  thenimr 
■pain.  berandqualityof  the  troopsof  which  they  werecomposed.  [ntesd 
of  being  spread  out,  like  the  English  and  Spanish  hosts,  round  an  imnailt 
circumference,  without  any  means  of  commnnicating  with  or  sapporiin; 
each  other,  they  were  massed  togeUier  in  the  central  parts  of  the  kingdsB, 
and  possessed  the  inestimable  advantage  of  an  inlertor  and  eompantif^ 
short  line  of  communicatioti.  The  total  French  force  in  the  PeninsnlaatDoaHl- 
cd,  even  after  the  Imperial  guards  had  departed  for  Germany,  to  two  hBDdnd 
and  eighty  thousand  infantry,  and  forty  thousand  cavalry,  of  whun  tm 
hundred  and  forty  thousand  were  present  in  the  Geld  with  ihe  eagtcs.  FMr 
thousand  of  this  immense  force  protected  the  greet  line  of  communinlioa 
with  France,  which  was  strengthened  by  three  fortrosses,  and  »i»ly-fcof 
fortified  p<»ts  of  correspondence;  and  the  cor^  were  so  diBMbnied  (hat  they 
could  all  supporleachotberincaseof  need,  or  combine  in  any  common  ops- 
ration.

Thaie 
dueriiig  aBnouDcemenU  were  ipeedily  followed  by  deeds  irtiicb  clatrlr 
tnnced  an  iiaabated  refolution  to  maintain  the  coolest.  Heasarea  woe*  aM 
n  Ibot  in  PtH-tugal,  evidwtly  caletdatsd  for  a  protracted  straggle.  General 
'^<*>'  BereafOTd  had  been  appainted  by  the  Begen«y.field-n>nrahal  in  tim 
Avlagnese  serrice,  and  intrusted  with  the  ardnoua  duty  of  training  and 
dinctuig  tlie  neyr  levies  in  that  kingdom ;  twenty  thousand  of  tbeae  troops 
*as  tjUten  into  British  pay,  placed  under  the  direction  of  British  olScen, 
ud  adauttod  to  ^  the  be  wlits  of  British  upright  administration :  the  R«- 
pnei  rtvired  and  enferoed  the  ancient  law  of  tho  monarchy,  by  whieh,  in 
pnodt  of  |ieril,  the  whole  male  population  ctptble  of  bearing  arms  were 
'uci  «ut  in  d^ence  of  their  country :  numerous  tranaperu,  filled  with  Uons 
ud  aDnimciuc  of  war,  daily  arrived  at  Lisbon,  wbich  became  a  vast  dep4t 
^  ifae  military  operatiiwe  of  the  lungdom;  and,  finally,  the  landing  of  Sir 
Muu  Kellesle J, .with powerful  reinfarcements from  Eogkud,  was  regarded 
*>  wca  at  a  pledge  of  sineerity  in  Uie  cansa,  and  the  harbii^n-  of  yet  higher 
^fm  than  he  had  yet  aci|H^.  Beaniouted  by  lhi»e  vigorous  steps  on  the 
fiTtof  their  ally,  not  less  than  the  breaking  out  of  the  Austrian  war,  and 
viihdniwiiig  of  the  ImperJjil  guard  from  the  Peoiasnla,  the  Central  Jnalt, 
vfaich  wa»  now  asuhlished  at  Seville,  issued  aa  animated  proclamation 
Is  tUir  eeontrynMn,  in  which,  after  rscountiug  tho  propitious  clroum- 
■Umm  which  were  now  appearing  19  their  favour,  they  strongly  recon- 
Muded.tbe  gennalndoplioa  of  the  guerillasystem  of  warfare,  and  renewed 
thir  prolesUtioB  never  to  mitke  peaoe  while  a  single  Frenchman  polluted  the 
^nUiteinlwyiiJ. 

fMfM-  SarvgosH  was  the  iirst  place  of  iwla  which  wm  Ihrealened  by  the 
m!^  n  FreBshMHU.  The  vicinity  of  that  place  to  the  frontier  of  the  «■- 
^*f*-  pica*  its  commanding  sibiatioaon  the  banks  of  the  Ebtjo,  lh«  valonr 
*f  ikiobalHIww,  and  the  rwown  which  they  had  SEqiiired  by  the  suonMf«il 
*m«i  the  last  siege,  «ii  conspired  to  render  its  early  reduction  a  nutter  of 
■^highest  intanM  to  the  &nper«r.  After  (he  disastrous  issue  of  the  battle 
4  Ta^ria,  jpatafn,  with  about  lifleeii  thousand  regular  tf oops,  had  thrown 
knieK  jato  thMdty ;  but  their  nHffibM*  was  boob  cugnenied  to  thirty  Uio«- 
■Hi,hythaBtisiggters  wboWllahwrefiige  thereafter  that  rout*  to  whom 
"Mioeii  jeiMdJAew  thousand  irjned  but  undiacipUned  pewwU,  nonju, 
■ad niechuiics.  The enihusiasai  of  thismotley  crowd  was  ineonceividilaiJt 
mailed,  in  the  aineteenUt  century,  the  days  of  Numantia  aud  Sagnntum. 
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Thcdlizens  of  (he (own  were  animsted  by  thespirit  of  democnlic  freedom; 
the  peasants  of  the  country  by  ibat  of  devout  enthusiasm ;  the  monks  by 
religious  dcTotion ;  the  soldiers  by  fanner  glory — all  by  patriotic  fervour. 
By  a  singular  combination  of  circumstances,  but  which  frequenUy  occiUTed 
during  the  Spanish  war,  the  three  great  principles  which  agitate  manluud — 
the  spirit  of  religion,  the  fervour  of  equality,  (be  glow  of  patriotism — were 
all  called  into  action  at  the  same  time,  and  brought  to  conspire  to  stimulate 
one  common  resistance ;  and  thence  Ibe  obstinate  defence  of  Saragossa  and 
its  deathless  fame  (4).

mIi?^°  ''"**  '''^  former  siege.  The  weak  or  ruined  parts  of  the  wail  hsd 
•bfriciviin  been  repaired,  additional  parapets  erected  In  the  most  exposed 
ptirr  sitaations,  the  suburbs  included  in  new  fortifications,  barriers  and 
trenches  drawn  across  the  principal  streets,  and  the  houses  loopholed;  so 
that,  even  if  the  rampart  were  surmounted,  a  formidable  resistance  migtit 
be  anticipated  in  theinterior  of  the  ton-n.  General  Deyle,  of  theEn^ish  ser- 
vice, had,  ever  since  the  termination  of  the  first  siege,  been  indefatigaUe  in 
his  elTorts  to  strengthen  the  place ;  a  lai^  quantity  of  English  muskets  were 
dlstribnted  among  the  inhabitants;  ammunition,  stores,  and  provisions,! 
were  provided  in  abundance ;  tbe  solid  construction  of  the  -storehomes  di- 
minished (oaconsidnabledegree  the  chances  of  a  successful  bombardment; 
and  one  hundred  and  eighty  guns  distributed  on  the  ramparts  gave  token  of 
■  much  more  serious  resistance  than  on  the  last  memorable  occasion.  Sach 
was  the  conHdence  of  the  Aragonese  in  the  strength  of  the  ramparts  of  Sara- 
gossa, the  unconquerable  spirit  of  its  garrison,  and  the  all-powerftl  protec~ 
tion  of  onr  l.ady  of  the  Pillar,  that,  on  the  approach  of  tbe  Freuch  troops  to 
invest  the  town,  the  peasants  from  all  quarters  flocked  into  it,  burning  with 
ardour,  and  undaunted  in  resolution,  so  as  lo  swell  its  defenders  ta  fifty 
thousand  men,  but  bringing  with  them,  as  into  Athens  when  licsieged  by  Ufts 
Lacedemonians,  the  seeds  of  a  contagious  malady,  which  among  ila  wnr 
crowded  dwellings  spread  with  alarming  rapidity,  and  in  (be  end  fwend 
more  fatal  even  than  the  sword  of  (be  enemy  (X). 
^'^7i^»  Palafox  exercised  an  absolute  anthority  over  die  city,  and  9aA 
Df  i'lunli  was  the  patriotic  ardour  of  the  inhabitants,  that  all  his  orders  far 
tbe  public  d^ence  were  obeyed  without  a  moment's  hesitation,  even  thoi^ 
involving  the  sacriBce  of  tbe  most  valuable  propsty,  or  dearest  attadunents 
of  the  people.  If  a  honse  in  the  neighbourhood  was  required  to  be  demo- 
lished to  make  way  for  the  fire  of  the  ramparU,  hardly  was  tfae  order  siven 
than  the  proprietor  himself  levelled  it  with  the  groond.  The  riikdy  y  mts, 
the  delicious  gardens  in  which  the  cititens  so  much  delighted,  fell  befrnv  ibe 
axe  :  in  a  few  days  the  accumulated  wealth  of  centuries  disappeared  In  Ike 
envtronsofthe  town  before  the  ta^th  of  patriotism.  PaUrfoi's  provident  care 
extended  to  every  department ;  his  spirit  animated  every  rank :  but  such  was 
the  ardour  of  the  people  that  their  voluntary  supplies  aBticipated  every  re- 
quisition, and  amply  provided  for  tbe  multitude  now  accumulated  vrithiB 
tbe  walls;  terror  was  summoned  to  the  aid  of  loyalty,  and  tbe  {earful  endues 
of  popular  power,  the  scaffold  and  the  gallows,  were  erected  on  tbe  public 
square,  where  some  unhappy  wrelohes,  suspected  of  a  leaning  to  the  ei 
were  indignantly  executed  (3J. 
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Sh^.  To  attack  a  town  defend  by  fifty  thousand  armed  tnen,  animated 
^^  J  with  sod)  a  spirit,  was  truly  a  formidable  undertaking;  but  the 
jjj^  ferees  which  Napolfen  put  at  the  disposal  of  his  generala  were  ade- 
■iM.  qnate  to  the  enterpriie.  Two  strong  corps,  nnmberitig  logethw 
^1*  nearly  £fty  thousand  combatants,  present  with  the  eagles,  were 
^iMtd  DDder  ibe  cwnmind  of  the  Uarsbali  Honcey  and  Uortiei;  aiu^ 
tke  opcntions  of  the  siege  began  in  good  earnest  in  the  middle  at  De- 
^^  eember(l).  The  fwttfied  onlpost  of  Torrero  was  carried  after  a 
^t  resbtance,  the  garrison  having  withdrawn  into  die  town ;  but  an  aft- 
Bolt,  two  days  afterwards,  npon  the  suburb  in  the  same  quarter,  though  at 
*~--  6rst  successful,  was  finally  repntsed  with  great  slaughter  by  PaU- 
fai,  wbo  hastened  to  the  menacrd  point,  and,  by  his  example,  powerfully 
Miihbaied  to  restore  the  day.  An  honourable  capitulation  was  then  propo- 
■d  by  Moriier,  accompanied  with  the  intimation  that  Madrid  bad  fallen,  and 
*"•  the  English  were  retiring  before  NapoUon  tolheirships;  but  even 
■bdisbeartening  intelligence  hadnoeflect  upon  the  resolution  of  the  brave 
pfmnr,  who  replied,  that  if  Madrid  bad  fallen,it  was  because  it  had  been 
L  okl,  iMit  that  the  ramparts  of  Saragossa  were  still  untouched,  and  he  would 
I  ^  Inmself  and  his  soldiers  under  its  ruins  rather  than  capitulate.  Despair- 
lag  now  of  eSecting  an  accommodation,  the  French  marshals  completed  the 
mstmenlef  the  town  on  both  sides  of  the  river,  and  the  parallels  being  now 
ouideTahly  advaBeed,  a  powerfal  fire  was  opened  on  the  walls,  especially 
M  the  EonveDU  of  the  Augostines,  Ibe  Cipuchios,  and  Santa  Eugrada,  the 
■4  ttmctnres  resembling  fiasUons  in  their  whole  circumference  (2). 
uf^  Hafriul  Junol  arrived  and  took  the  command  of  the  besieging 
ZXr^  ^'"^  <a  the  Sd  ianoary,  and  every  day  and  nightthereafter  was  sig- 
•w  nriired  by  bloody  combats.  Swties  were  daily  attempted  by  the 
^lish  troops,  and  sometimes  with  success ;  but,  in  spite  of  all  their  efforts, 
fc  pmgnm  frf  the  besiegers  was  sensible,  and,  by  the  middle  of  January, 
itnwt  all  the  fortified  posts  outside  the  rampart  had  fallen  into  their  hands. 
^  feeble  parapet  of  the  wall  was  soon  levelled  by  the  French  cannon ;  and 
ibt  heroic  Spanish  gunners  had  do  defence  but  bags  of  earth,  which  the  cilt- 
ms  replaced  as  fast  as  thoy  were  shattered  by  the  enemy's  shot,  and  their 
nn  nnconquerable  courage.  The  tttt-ie-pont  of  the  tiuerha  was  carried 
^  **-  with  my  little  loss,  and  though  the  bridge  itself  was  blown  up  by 
llwbaieged,  the  enemy  made  their  way  across  the  stream,  and,  from  My- 
^  pieces  of  heavy  cannon,  thundered  on  the  feeble  rampart  which,  in  that 
pi)te,  wv  so  dllapidaled  as  to  give  way  after  a  few  hours'  battering.  But, 
kUQwbile,  the  Spaniards  were  not  idle.  Not  onlywasevery  inch  of  ground 
'<^tdy  contested,  and  the  most  extraordinary  means  taken  to  keep  up  the 
^U  ol  Ibe  besieged ;  the  report  was  spread  by  the  generals,  and  gained 
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fan^ioU  crednM,  -tiiat  the  Emperor  had  be»  (Mealed,  Hnnl  of  ibe  nir- 
•hals  killed,  and  ihat  Don  Fnmd§e»  Palafox,  brother  lo  the  comouDdtr^n- 
^ief,  «M  ^proacfaing  with  a  powerfiil  wrm;  to  raiw  ibe  aiege.  In  truth, 
Don  Philippe  Perena,  a  guerilla  leader,  had  succeeded  ia  tewisg  togetbet 
tf X  ihouMnd  peasaniA,  with  whom  he  kept  the  field  in  Angov,  aitd  disquieted 
the  rear  of  the  Fr«ncli  army ;  and,  althongfa  neitfa«r  die  numben  aor  oob- 
poiitioa  of  this  force  was  such  a*  to  gire  them  any  wrioM.alarBt,  the  kmw- 
ledge  of  ita  exiHeece  had  a  surprisini  eCfeot  in  eupporting  the  eSwIa  at  the 
beaieged,  wlio  now  ueed  much  in  need  of  inch  encoimigaBeDt,  {tod  Ita* 
crowded  conditiMi  of  the  popniatieii  ^ut  up  wiUun  the  nanow  oirde  of  tta* 
^d  walft,  and  the  fearfal  nvages'  wUeh  ceatagi»ut  otaladiae  were  ~ilfif 
among  an  indigent  and  safferiag  mallitttde,  i^ven  into  crowded  celfan  I* 
avoid  the  terrible  and  incenant  foe  of  the  enemy's  bombaand  canBeDahM(1  >. 
n^rraiM  irf  Hatters  were  in  this  stale  when  Marshal  Lume*  airived,  ••- 
otb«l>"°  iruited  by  Napol^n,  who  was  dlwatished  with  the  pmgraaa 
^?u'  made,  with  the  geoeril  direction  of  the  aiege,  and  tbe  con- 
lir^lfn".  maiid  of  both  the  cerpa  employed  in  its  ptOHOutian.  The  -u»> 
"••^  fioence  of  his  maMer-aiDd  speedily  appe«ed  in  the  iocreaaed 
energy  of  the  attacks,  and  more  thorough  co-operation  of  Ibe  troops  «■• 
gaged  in  ihe  undertaking.  Seferal  nocturnal  sorties  atlempted  by  ttte  Sp»- 
niards  to  retard  their  prcgreas  towards  the  coDrcot  of  Santa  Eugracia,  which 
itself  f(»ined  a  prominent  part  of  the  wall  towards  the  river,  hanog  fuled 
to  stop  the  besiegen,  an  assault  on  that  quarter  was  ordered  by  HjiBsbd 
>»- »-  laanes  on  the  S7th  at  noon.  Two  practicalds  l>reBcbei  bad  beea 
made  in  that  quarter ;  and  a  third  nearer  Ihe  oeotre  ef  the  to.WBi  in  tb«  txn- 
▼entofSaniaEugrada.  The  tolling  of  the  gnat  bell  of  the  new  lower  wnraed 
the  Saragosaans  of  the  approadi  of  tha  enemy,  and  idl  instantly  hastened  ta 
Ibe  post  of  danger.  Hardly  bad  Uiey  arrived  whra  the  assaulting  eelniiiM 
appeared  at  the  breadtei,  vast  crowds  of  daring  men  iswedfrMn  the  tre»- 
chfls,  and  with  loud  shouts  rushed  on  to  the  attack.  Such  was  the  vigour  of 
the  assault,  that,  after  a  hard  struggle,  Uie  t'rencb,  tboiigb  twice  repulsed, 
at  length  succeeded  in  making  theflsselTOt  masters  ef  the  convent  of  St.-J^- 
aeph ;  while,  in  ifae  centre,  the  attacbiog  column  on  Santa  Etigracia,  Mar 
rtnchiDg  the  Snmmit  of  the  breach,  was  hurled  headlong  to  its  foot  by  m  ^3k- 
lant  effort  of  the  Spanish  soldiers.  Retuniing  again,  however,  with  rcdov- 
bled  vigour  i»  the  dutfge,  they  not  only  penetrated  in,  butmade  thainnelT— 
masters  of  the  adjoining  convent,  wbwe,  in  spite  of  the  cOdcU  of  the  bn- 
Bieged-to  dispossess  litem,  they  maintained  themselves  till  evening.  All  night 
tin  locsin  rang  incaesantly  lo  call  Ihedtiiens  lo  lbeso«wofdtatw<^,and 
devoted  oowds  rushed  with  indomitable  counge  U  the  very  aenih  «f  the 
eneuy'sguns;  but  though  they  fought 'from  every  booaeaMl  wlndoir  with 
the  most  desperate  resolution,  they  could  not  drive  the  assailants  frmn  Ihe 
posts  they  had  won. 
oMi>M>  The  wails  of  Saragossa  had  now  gone  lo  the  ground,  and  «B  or- 
t£^^  dinary  garrison,  having  lost  its  military  defences,  wonld  never  hne 
»>u>'l^n  thought  of  prolonging  the  contest.  But  the  vajoiir  of  Ibe  inhahi- 
'^"-  laois  remained ;  and  from  tfaeniina  trf  ill  rrgiilalril  iranlfiinwlrdgrsl 
modes  of  defence,  emerged  the  redoubtable  warfare  of  the  people.  On  Ife 
very  next  day,  the  eciramander  of  their  engineers,  Sao  Cenis,  a  man  of  nqari 
professional  skill  and  resolution,  fell  ou  ihe  lHll«-y  of  Mafox.  Tbough  his 
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amn*  wen  cartle,yH  be  had  tbe  true  spirit  of  b  uMier,  tnd  often  itid,

MeaBllnte  tbe  pti- 
taf  ef  the  peofite  wen  nnued  (o  tbe  Jtrj  higfaeat  pHch  by  the  dread  of 
muni  oreny  MMmmodaHon  vrhfa  the  enemy;  and  popnlar  rehemenco, 
••mibdiBit^aH  the  rettratnts  of  kw  or  order,  sacrificed,  almoel  every  nlgbt, 
persons  lo  the  bbnd  inqucioDsof  tbe  multitude,  who  were  foimd 
kn^  in  the  momfng  on  gdfows  erected  In  At  Coaao  and  market  pkce. 

Hie  enrany's  efforts  were  dlreeod  ebiefly  against  the  oowrenls  •( 
^i;^  San  Aagoitin  and  Santa  lionaca,  and  a  breach  hartog  been  effected 
'^''  in  their  wills,  tb*y  wen  catniBd  by  assault;  hot  tbe  anailMli, 
Wriag  endearoia«d,  after  this  aocoesE,  to  penetrate  Into  tbe  prioolpal  street 
*(fcCos9o,  wen  repulsed  with  great  skughler.  Bferyhanae,  every  HMm, 
^  tk  quarters  where  On  attack  was  going  on  wltii  most  Tehemence,  beeama 
Ac  tiwatre  of  mortal  combat;  as  tba  original  anaiianb  and  defcnders  were 
UM  er  wonnded  others  were  hurried  forward  to  the  spot;  the  dead  aad 
^  ^yiBg  besped  npoo  each  otber,  to  the  height  of  several  feet  abore  the 
pvnd ;  bw  moonting  on  this  ghaaUy  pile,  the  undaanted  fbonen  stiH  mahi- 
iiiMd  the  li^t'fcHr  hours  together,  with  socb  obstinacy,  that  no  progress 
oeM  be  made  on  eidier  side;  and  not  nnfireqoenliy,  while  sUU  iut  lotted  . 
hibedeadly  stm^te,  the  whole,  dead,  dying,  andcMnbatanis,w«re  together 
^Wa into  Am  air,  by  ibe  esplosiea  of  tbe  mhics  beneath.  Yet  eren  these 
"M  catastrophes  were  turned  by  the  besieged -to  their  adra&tage;  the 
nhxd  walls  afforded  n»  protection  to  tbe  French  aokliers;  and,  from  the 
■^■iniAg  windows,  the  Aragonesa  mark^aen  brought  down,  with  unerrbig 
^  stsry  boatile  ligun  that  appeared  among  the  nuns.  Taught  by  theae 
^Ews,  ^  French  englseeis  diminished  the  charge  ef  powder  in  their 
Mus,  so  ai  to  blow  up  the  inside  of  the  booses  only,  without  Ibnwtatg  down 
l^exienial  waits;  and  in  thoe  baH-niined  edifices,  they  mainlaiDed  ihca- 
x^  and  pushed  mi  Itesh  miiws  and  attacks.  Still,  bewerer,  tbe  conreals 
nddniTtlMs  rcnainsdin  Ae  bands  ef  tbe  Spanianti;  and,  as  king  as  these 
"■■sy  structures  were  garrisoned  by  their  undaunted  troops,  the  [wogress  of 
^f^och  was  not  only  extremely  slow,  but  liable  to  continual  disaster  from 
1>Eatlics,oflettsneces8fal,  of  the  besieged,  and  the  couniermines  with  which 
A^  ihwarled  (be  progress  of  thoiT  HubicrrBueous  attacks.  Dishoartened  by 
w  Rnrderen,  and  apparently  tnterminaUe  warkre,  which  continued 
*ittioBt  intenniasioa  u^t  and  day,  for  three  weeks,  the  French  soldiers 
l^an  to  BmrmiD'  at  tbtir  lot;  they  almost  despaired  of  conquering  a  eily 
*atn  eT«ry  Iuhih  was  defimded  like  a  citadel,  where  erery  street  could  be  • 
vnn  only  hj  torrents  of  blood,  and  victory  was  atuined  only  by  desUnction ; 
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the  wounded,  the  sfck,  had  fearfall;  thinned  their  ranks ;  andtbitdepfosioii 

was  rapidly  spreading  amonpt  them,  which  is  so  often  the  fercniDncrafllM 

greatest  calamines.  "  Scarce  »  fourth  of  the  town,"  said  they,  "  it  wen,  tnd 

we  are  already  exhausted.   We  must  wail  for  reinforcements,  or  westitll)U 

perish  amonf  these  rains,  which  will  become  our  own  tomhs,  helarc  «eca 

fi>ree  the  last  of  these  fanatics  firotn  the  last  of  thcfr  dens  (1)."

was  now  making  the  roost  dreadful  ravages.  What  between  the  derasuiim 

of  the  epidemic,  and  the  sword  of  the  enemy,  aeverat  IhoosaDds,  in  tbemildk 

of  February,  were  dying  every  day;  room  contd  not  be  found  in  thechmti- 

houses  for  such  a  multitode  of  bodies;  and  the  living  and  dead  w«e  sltat 

up  togeiher  in  these  subterraneous  abiMlei,  while  the  roar  of  artitlcrjt  ^ 

explosion  of  mines,  the  crash  of  falling  houses,  the  Names  of  conflagntiM, 

and  the  alternate  shouts  ^nd  cries  of  the  combatants,  shook  the  city  ni^ 

and  day  without  intermission  above  their  heads.

Fifty  pieces  of  heavy  ar- 
lillB7,  ^ated  in  the  abaudoDed  suburb,  played  across-  the  Gbro  on  the 
idcKcless  houses  on  tbe  quay,  aad  soon  laid  them  in  ruius.  Before  the 
Miged  could  rscover  from  their  canslernatiim,  l^niies.  coounenced  a  fn- 
rinsasMult  «a  the  monastery  of  the  Trinity,  near  tbe  UniTeraiiy;  and,  after 
iTnatiempt  to  carry  it  by  open  force,  the  assailants  succeeded  ip  making 
pod  ibetr  entraiica  during  the  confusion  occasioned  by  the  eiplosioa  of  a 
jMird.  At  tbe  same  time,  a  mine,  charged  with  sbtteen  hundred  pounds  of 
psirdcr,«[ploded  with  a  terrific  shock  near  the  Comic  Theatre,  and  sis  mines 
W  bceit  rua  Boder  the  street  of  the  Cosso,  each  of  which  were  charged  with 
itace  ihswaod  pounds  of  powder,  more  than  sufficient  to  lay  all  that  part  of 
ikdiy  in  ruins,  and  expose  naked  and  defenceless  all  those  quarters  which 
vmiiill  held  b;  tbe  patriots  (1). 

D*M..  Happily  it  was  not  neccs^ry  to  have  recourse  to  that  extremity. 
Z^  Palafbx,  who,  from  the  commencemeat  of  the  siege,  bad  discharged 
'^■*  with  heroic  resolution  the  duties  of  a  commander-in-chief,  and, 
ikMgh  laid  prostrale  for  nearly  a  month  by  the  prevailing  epidemic,  still 
W  be  keys  of  the  city  in  his  grasp,  now  perceived  that  further  resisunce 
wufcaiiless.  BLs  brother,  Don  Francisco  Palafox,  had  not  only  been  unable 
Is  ihrow  soecouis  into  the  place,  but  bad  been  driven  off  to  a  distance,  and 
Ab  tieops  dupiUched  against  him  bad  returned  to  reinforce  the  besieging 
iMt:  the  malignant  fever  daily  made  great  ravages,  both  among  the  troops 
■d  iahabitBots ;  hardly  nine  thousand  of  the  former  remained  capable  of 
hniiig  aims,  and  (be  latter  were  diminished  in  a  siill  greater  proportion; 
■Iwc  were  neither  bospitab  for  the  thousands  of  sick  who  crowded  the  city, 
itr  DMdldnes  for  their  relief.  In  these  circumsiaDces,  tJiis  noble  chief,  who 
w  la  reduced  by  feves-  as  to  he  unable  any  longer  to  bear  the  burden  of  the 
t^BMawl,  «d  yet  knew  that  as  soon  as  tbe  ascendant  of  his  character  was  no 
'^  <t-  longer  felt  the  resistance  could  not  be  prolonged,  look  the  resolu- 
te tasend  Us  aide-de-camp  to  Lannesto  negotiate  for  a  capitulation.  The 
lovi  be  contended  for  were,  thai  the  garrisou  should  march  out  with  the 
bmion  of  war,  and  be  allowed  to  retire  to  the  nearest  Spanish  army ;  hut 
t^Mse  proposals  were,  of  course,  rejected,  and  l^nnes  at  first  would  only  cm- 
■mto  protect  the  women  and  diildren.  Don  Pedro  Bic,  who,  in  the  name 
■flbeJanta  of  Saragossa,  nas  intrusled  with  the  negotiation,  replied  with

Ibi  be  the  case,  Saragossa  will  continue  to  defend  herself,  ior  she  has  still

taele  before  been  exhitrited  in  modem  times,  ^x  tboosand  dead  bodies  sliQ 
lay  nnburied  in  the  streets,  among  the  fragments  of  buildings,  or  around  the 
chnrehes ;  half  the  bouses  were  in  ruins ;  inbnls  were  striving  in  vais  to  get 
nutriment  from  their  dying  mothers;  from  the  vaults  and  subteRaraecus 
rooms  a  few  squalid  penens  of  both  sexes,  like  ghosts,  were  issuing,  drawing 
the  corpses,  hardly  dialingoisbable  save  by  their  stillness  from  the  | 
who  bore  them ;  the  pestilence  spread  almost  visibly  from  those  living  c 
nei-housee,  alike  on  friend  and  foe  around.  Fifty-fbar  thontand  t 
beings  had  periabed  during  the  sic^,  of  whom  only  six  thousand  were  lulled 
by  the  sword  or  fire  of  the  enemy ;  the  awful  plague  had  carried  ofT  the  raaL 
Sixteen  thousand  sick,  for  the  most  part  ia  a  dying  state,  encumbered  tta* 
town  when  hostilities  ceased,  and  filled  every  quarter  with  woe.  The  Frcndl 
had  three  thousand  killed  and   twelve  thousand  wounded  daring    ih* 
struggle  (S).  Fifty  days  ofopentrencbesbad  been  btmie  by  a  town  defendeA 
by  nothing  bat  a  single  wall ;  half  that  time  the  contest  bad  c«ntinued  wiA- 
more  than  forty  thousand  besiegers  after  Uut  fed>le  defence  had  faUeiif  and 
the  town,  in  a  military  sense,  was  taken.  Thirty-three  thousaitd  cawnoK*. 
shot,  and  sixteoi  thousand  boi&bs,  had  been  thrown  into  ihv  place:  yet  s^ 
the  close  of  the  siege  the  assailants  were  only  masters  of  a  four  th  of  the  towa(' . 
thirteen  convents  and  churches  bad  been  taken,  but  forty  renuUned  to  ])«| 
forced.  It  was  domestic  pestilence,  not  fore^  arms,  which  subdued  Smrm- 
gossa.

cily, which  was  anxiously  looked  for,  had  been  intercepted,  by  demamtit- 
tions  of  Uurat  against  Sicily,  which  bad  the  effect  of  retaining  Sir  Jobs  Sluri 
and  ten  thousand  British  troops  in  that  island.

the  three  provinces  of  Angon,  CaUlonia,  and  ValeHcla,  decned  the  oppot- 
tnnily  iavoorable  for  making  a  forward  movMneat,  to  recover  his  lost  grond 
In  the  tint  of  these  provinces.  With  this  view,  he  advanced  from  iheowm- 
loin  re^on  around  Lerida,  towards  the  plain  of  Arogoo ;  a&d  hiriag  sirind 
on  tbe  banks  of  the  Qnca,  a  nHmniain  ian«Bt  which  desceads  from  the  mtns- 
luiiB  on  the  Catalonian  frontier  to  the  Eiao,  he  fovnd  eight  oompiDia  of 
diosen  infantry,  separated  from  the  remainder  of  the  brigade  to  wUeh  fbej 
belonged,  and  succeeded  in  making  tbe  whole  priaoBcrs.  This  success  flenwl 
Ihebopesof  the  peasantry  ia  the  highest  degree,  and  encoa raged  fttskeU 
attempt  the  deliverance  of  Saragossa  and  the  entire  expulsion  of  the  Frexi 
from  the  province.

Ii^"ibr  "  Wtioever  speaks  of  a  oapitniatiea  or  sanreBdcr,  shall  be  ia- 
iK..r,riQ>r  Btantly  put  to  death."  Such  were  the  words  of  an  order  of  the  diy, 
[nw.  on  the  5th  Hay,  with  whidi  Alvarez,  governor  of  Gerona,  aueaa- 
ced  his  resolution  to  bold  out  to  the  last  exlremity.  Nor  did  the  sptiit  of  lb 
garrison  and  inhabitants  fall  short  of  Ibase  heroic  aentteeids.  Animated  bj 
the  recollection  of  ^eir  former  glorious  resistance,  the  citizeiis  had  taken  ibt 
most  energetic  steps  to  secoDd  the  effitrts  of  the  legnlar  soldia^ ;  ind  bid 
formed  a  corps,  composed  of  the  whole  male  population,  witbovt  distinetiM 
of  rank  or  age,  whose  duty  was  to  support,  by  every  possible  means,  the  de- 
fence of  the  garnson.  There,  tooi  as  at  Saragossa,  the  women,  even  of  rut 
and  station,  wwe  formed  into  companies  to  bear  away  and  tend  the  waendcd; 
aud  at  every  breadth  of  air,  their  ribands  were  seeo  to  float  amidMtlie 
bayonets  of  the  soldiers.  The  patron  saint  of  the  town,  St.-Narciasos,  *> 
declared  generalissimo  of  the  armies,  and  the  utmost  «C(brta  were  made  ft 
exalt  the  couri^  of  the  besieged,  by  the  belief  that  his  celestial  aid  woaM 
extend  the  seme  protection  to  the  town  which  he  had  already  shown  ia  ike 
former  siege,  and  as  had  been  displayed  live  hundred  years  b^ore,  «ba 
Philip  the  Bold,  who  besieged  the  place,  bad,  according  to  the  old  diran- 
cles,  had  his  army  destroyed  by  a  miraculous  cloud  of  locusts.  Nor  wereinMt 
worldly  means  of  defence  neglected  :  the  garrison  of  three  thousand  men  vb 
animated  with  the  best  spirit ;  the  ramparts  were  pleatKully  lined  wilk  v- 
lillery,and  provisions  for  asiegeofmany  months' duration  already  providad. 
The  town  stands  on  a  steep  declivity,  rising  up  from  the  right  bank  of  Ike 
Ter,  which  terminates  in  a  bluff  precipice,  on  which  are  situated  several  (brU 
which  constitute  thereat  strength  of  the  place.  The  upper  town  isol]l^d^ 
fended  by  a  single  wall,  Gfleen  feet  high;  the  lower,  which  ti  more  exposed, 
has  the  protection  of  a  rampart,  wet  ditch,  and  outworks.  The  crest  of  tbe

BtnTictsi.-  He  was  not  permitted,  however,  bfiuseHto  reap  ike  frail  of  Ibic 
^.iR*^.!  prndenl  but  inglorions  pelicy.  The  slow  progren'Of  the  siege,  and 
!!rj?^«  the  {requent  repulses  of  the  asoalis,  were  litlia  aaital  U  the  im- 
w'Ur  ^'  patient  mind  ef  Nipol^en,  wbo  recalled  SL-OjTt  and  aeiU  Harriid 
S«!'V.'™'  Augereau  to  assume  tbeMDimand.  Ob  die  sanw  day  on  whkti  be 
anired,  O'Donnell,  with  his  brave  b«id,  fsoifal  of  acgmenliDB  dte  distttn 
of  the  besieged  by  additional  moilllis,  again  made  bis  wwy'  BUt  of  the  place, 
and  reached  Bloke's  quarters  in  safety.  Gut  tbe  failure  of  provinoiu  and 
supplies  of  all  sorts  was  now  daily  making  it  more  apparent  that  the  Ul  tt 
this  heroic  town  could  not  much  longer  be  averted.  Tfae  boaptals  vese 
crowded  with  sick  and  wounded  :  beds,  attendaTits,  and  medieines,  wck 
wanting  :  a  maligaani  fbrer,  as  at  Saragossa,  bad  broken  out,  and  was  daily 
carrying  off  great  numbers,  both  of  the  soldiers  and  citizens  :  tfae  magnriw 
ot  com  and  Hour  were  almost  esltausted,  and  the  inbabitaats  were  aee3aa% 
the  miserable  resource  of  inferior  animals  :  the  caplore  of  a  third  grat 
OO' »'  convoy  collected  at  Hoslalrieli  for  Ibe  relief  of  the  piaee^  and  dM 
defeat  of  O'Connell'a  force,  wbicb  formed  its  escui,  both  deprived  tbe  be- 
sieged of  present  relief,  and  supplied  tbe  besiegers  in  plenty  wilfa  all  som  af 
prorisions;  while  Ibe  transference  of  a  large  portion  of  Junot's  corps  tnm 
Aragon  to  tbe  beleagneriug  force,  and  ttie  arrival  of  pownrfcl  reinfaroemeiB 
from  France,  cot  off  all  hopes  of  ultimate  dclireninoe.  Still  the  heroic  ga- 
vemor,  and  his  worthy  companions  ia  arms,  continued  Ihdr  raaatanee  Ik 
two  months  longer,  with  hopeless  but  un»ibdaed  resohitieD  :  all  oBera  of 
capilulaiion  were  sternly  rejected,  and  it  was  not  tjU  provisions  of  all  sorts 
were  entirely  eihaosted,  and  the  inbabitaots,  alauHt  dying  of  famine,. and 
having  consumed  every  vestige  of  food  in  tbe  city,  had  beas  reduced  In 
the  deplorable  and  unparalleled  necessity  of  feeding  on  their  own  bair,  thai 
tiie  word  capitulation  was  for  the  first  time  proDounoad  in  ihecity.  £v«iia 
that  woful  extremity,  and  when  seven  large  breaches  wen  gnasded  by  ^b* 
tachments  of  soldiers  hardly  able  to  bear  the  weight  of  tkeir  own  amxt,  mmi 
more  resembling  ghosts  than  living  men,  Angereau  did  not  vcaiiire  to  at» 
tempt  an  assaait;  but  Alvarez,  whom  no  aece»ity,  how  cm^  saevo',  csalt 
induce  to  think  of  a  surrender,  was  seixcd,  like  Palafox,  with  lb»  iHiiiailim 
fever,  and  soon  reduced  to  the  last  exbvmity ;  and  bit  sm»:msor,  Boliva^ 
felt  the  necessity  ofentering  into  negotiations  far  tbe  samnitt  of  tb&plae*. 
Augereau,  loo  happy  to  gain  possessi<»i  of  it  on  any  conditions^  wiUao^ 
granted  honourable  terms  lo  the  besieged,  and  on  the  12tb  Deooaber,  G»- 
»K.  ■>.  rona  opened  its  gates  lo  the  conqaeror.  Whrathnrrmnh  marrhaJ 
in,  diey  gazed  with  amazement  on  the  proofe  which  wtn  werj  wbcne  pre- 
sented of  the  devoted  courage  of  the  garrison  and  iBbahiluts.  'HtetowawaB 
little  belter  than  a  heap  of  ruins;  the  streets,  anpaved- and  intersected  ■■ 
all  quarters  by  barricades,  were  lined  by  half  destroyed  edifoes;  unbuned 
bodies  lying  about  in  all  directions,  putrid  pools '  yet  staiBcd  with  bkio^ 
spread  a  pestilential  air  around ;  the  suniivers  of  the  inhabitant!,  pale  ami 
emaciated,  resembled  spectres  bannting  a  city  of  tlie  dead.  Almost  all  ibe 
heads  of  families  had  fallen;  the  women  with  cbitd  bad,  witboatexaepiteD, 

perished ;  numbers  of  infants  at  the  breast  had  aiarved  iiiiim  -~T  ■* riih 

meat.  Nine  thousand  persons  had  died  during  the  liege,  witbin  lis  walk,  m 
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AtMrrles  of  tbcjr  comtry,  vf  whom  irar  tiMHuand  iran  eitlzwa,  beiag

tnana,  eighlj-thouund  cannon-balls  and  twenty  thousand  bombs.  The 
peals'  part  of  the  guns  of  the  besiegers  were  rendered  useless  by  constant 
ilisckarges,  or  dismoanted  by  the  fire  of  the  town :  fifteen  thousand  men  had 
pBisbed  bj  the  sword  or  disease  around  its  wails.  Four  thousand  iliree 
hmind  men  were  made  prisoaers  in  the  town  including  its  heroic  gover- 
M(,  ilnm,  Uien  in  Uie  last  stage  of  fever.  With  brutal  Iiarshness,  Auge- 
ftm,  without  regard  to  his  noble  defence  or  lamentable  condition,  bad  him 
^  op  alone  in  a  dungeon  of  Figueras,  where  he  soon  after  died,  under  cir- 
Eanstancet  which  made  the  Spaniards  suspect  assassination ;  although  his 
nicrfdelnlityprobably  rendered  that  last  act  of  atrocity  uonecessary.  But, 
bCoImwI  Naper,  with  (be  true  spirit  of  a  soldier,  olMerves,  "As  long  as 
lirtBc  and  conrage  are  esteemed  in  the  world,  his  name  will  be  held  in  vene- 
niian;indHAugereauf(M^twbat  wasdue  to  this  gallant  Spaniard's  merit, 
pMffJiy  will  not  forget  to  do  justice  to  both  (2)." 

w^  Tbe  fall  of  Gerona  terminated  the  campaign  in  Aragon  and  Cata- 
SSX^Ionii.  Tbe  Cortes,  assembled  It  Seville,  in  just  commemoratioD  of 
g;y  the  unparalleled  constancy  displayed  by  the  besieged  both  in  Uiat 
■■fnM  (own  uid  Saragassa,  pa»ed  decrees  awarding  ezlraoidioary  ho- 
t^.  HOOTS  to  the  inhabitants  and  garrisons  of  both,  and  to  the  illustrious 
^A,  Palafbx  and  Alvarez,  by  whom  their  defence  had  been  conducted; 
■ij  ifler  tbe  peace,  (kstanos,  then  governor-general  of  Calalonia,  repaired 
*>  RpKna,  and  consuscted  an  appropriate  monument  to  the  last  of  these 
Wnsin  the  dungeon  where  he  had  expired.  But  these  successes  gave  the 
Wny  a  firm  footing  both  in  Aragon  and  Catalonia ;  and  the  elements  of  re- 
jiHiiKe  in  those  provinces  were  now  reduced  to  a  desultory  guerilla  warfare 
■  Ibc  noanlains,  and  tbe  Nege  of  the  remaining  strongholds  in  the  latter 
ynfote,  stB!  a  the  hands  of  the  Spaniards.  The  whole  fortresses  of  Aragon 
^bflen  into  tbe  hands  of  the  enemy  :'and  although  Taragonia,  Lerida, 
^vta,  aad  the  otfatr  fortified  dlies  of  Catalonia  were  still  in  the  possession 
•ifte  patriots,  yet  it  soon  became  painfully  apparent,  liiat  their  means  of 
"Ntf  itaistence  in  the  field  were  exhausted.  Shortly  after  the  fall  of  Ge- 
**">,  Aogercaa  having  sent  ell  tbe  monks  of  the  town  off  as  prisoners  of 
*ir  bio  Franca,  marched  against  the  irregular  mass,  in  front  of  liostalricfa, 
^^^  bad  *o  long  diiquieied  the  operations  of  the  besiegers.  Two  brigades 
*"  1^  sufficed  to  deteal  sis  thousand  of  them,  on  the  ridge  of  La  Jon- 
f^rt :  Souham  dispersed  the  bandsof  RoveraandClarosat  Olot  and  Cam- 
1*''^  piedon,  atid  got  posseswH)  of  Ripoll,  their  principal  manufactory 
"■nu;  It  the  same  lime,  Pino,  with  his  Italian  division,  routed  a  corps  at 
^^  lour  tbouaand  mountaineers ;  while  Augereau  himself,  having,  by 
"*K  UKceins,  re-esiablished  his  communicationB  with  France,  marched 
^fOA  the  principal  Spanish  army,  under  Blake,  whom  he  worsted  at  the

R 
mana  alone,  wiUi  the  remnant  of  Blake's  army,  which  bad  been  routed 
Eeynosa,  stilt  maintained,  in  the  recesses  of  the  monntains,  the  standanl 
independence :  but  his  forces  were  reduced  to  six  or  eight  thousand  me 
without  either  cannon,  stores,  or  resources  of  any  kind :  the  solifiers  n 
without  shoes,  almost  without  clothes,  and  nothing  but  the  devoted  patri 
tism  of  their  chief ,  and  the  extraordinary  tenacity  of  the  men,  presertedll 
country  f^om  total  subjugation.  Fearful  of  permitting  eren  such  i  wiA 
band  to  keep  the  field,  Soutt  moved  a  iRvision  against  him;  but  the  En 
Ffb.  3, »»).  Spaniard  retreated  by  Orense,  to  the  rugged  mountains  tu  i 
Portuguese  frontier ;  and  having  thus  got  beyond  the  reach  of  his  pursue) 
resolved  to  maintain  himself,  tike  Pelayo  in  the  days  of  the  Koors,  in  i 
Inaccessible  ridges  ofhiscountry,  and  await  the  issue  of  evmts,  to  rMppt 
again  in  the  Held  in  its  support  (2). 
JST*'^  Meanwhile,  Sir  Robert  Wilson,  with  the  ^rtngnese  lerieswM 
n'uHc^  he  had  trained  and  disciplined,  advanced  beyond  the  Spanish  in 
?Sr^^  tier,  and  took  post  near  (Sudad  Rodrigo,  in  Leon.  When  the  nr 
JtiS.*  of  Sir  John  Moore's  embarkation  arrived,  he  sent  his  guns,  i 
measure  of  precaution,  to  Abrantes  in  the  rear,  but  remained  himseKinl 
neighbourhood  of  that  fortress,  where  he  was  soon  joined  by  Don  Cni 
dTspana,  a  Spanish  chief,  with  a  few  followers;  and  though  thdr  mil 
force  was  loo  weak  to  undertake  any  operation  of  importance,  yet,  by  men 
remaining  where  they  were,  and  showing  a  bold  front  in  a  moment  of  n 
disaster,  they  did  good  service,  and  kept  the  spirits  of  the  province  from  di 
ing  under  their  misfortunes.

Hopes  were  enterUined  thai  a  coosidenble  part  ef  SouU's  ann;  w^  be  <:at 
oBia  its  relnat  from  the  Vot^a  talheDoani;  and  measuraft  had  beta  Terj 
skiKuU;  taken  tesurpriss  the cnemir  and  Mcnre  that  object :  butSeultpt 
informatioD  of  the  approach  at  Ibf  BogUsb,  and  the  conqiinc;  in  his  on 
■•71.  anny.justiiiUinetopiwantthoailMlraphe;  the  principal  Indm 
were  saddenlf  arrested,  and  the  ti»o^  ra^ly  wilbdr*wii  behind  the  Dooro, 
the  bridge  over  which  at  Oporto  was  prepared  for  BJcing,  and  ^1  the  boiB 
that  could  be  disooreied  brougfal  over  to  the  narlbem  bank  of  the  ma. 
At  the  saote  time,  Loiaon  was  diapati^Md  to  (he  rear,  witli  a  ilroBg  diTisian, 
to  clear  the  hanks  of  UieTaiBeia,  andsecue  the  bridge  ofAmaranie;  ind, 
after  some  days'  sharp  flgbting,  he  sKoeeded  in  that  object,  and  dulodfBd 
Silviera  from  that  imporlant  poBl(1).  HieLenzie,  meanwhile,  with  thm 
thousand  British  and  four  thotuand  Portiig«ese  troops,  wa?  moved  fnrviri 
to  Alcantara  and  the  eastern  frontier  of  the  kingdoip,  to  obsore  [Jpi« 
and  Victor,  and  afford  soom  protecUoD  to  that  «xpoaad  part  of  the  PonucKM 
daminiooa.

"w  '1.  ■  but,  by  a  rapid  retreat,  they  ancceedad  in  oxtricaUng  tbenselfw 
from  a  situation  of  some  peril,  cmaied  tbfi  Dotm,  and  burned  the  bndge  m 
boats  at  Oporto.  The  English  staadards.aooD  appeared  in  great  strencihai 
the  soulhem  hank,  and  the  French  battalions  lined  the  northern  shore;  bat 
the  hroad  Douro  rolled  between  the  hostile  forces,  and  it  appeared  nui  la 
impossible,  without  either  bridge  or  boats,  to  cross  the  river  in  face  of  1 
nearly  equal  force.  Early  oa  the  morning  of  the -IZthr  however,  Gni<w 
Hurray  succeeded  in  ctdleeling  some  botte  foor  miles  up  at  Avinusi  ua- 
three  boats  having,  by  great  daring,  been  obtained  by  Colonel  VVato^  dj 
crossing  in  a  small  skiff  oppesila  the  swilnary  at  Oporto,  twenty-five  dm 
Buffs  were  qnicUy  ferried  erw  in  the  6rst  boat,  and  the  two  others  rapiflil 
following,  aboat  a  hnndted  men  got  a  footing  under  cover  of  that  buiUiai, 
unperceivedhytheeiiMBT.  The  awKiely  of  the  people,  .however,  soon  di« 
the  enemy's  attention  to  the  spot;  and  no  saoi>«-  were  the  red  coals  p«wii«i 
than  a  lumultuoiia  noise  of  drums  and  riwuu  was  hea^d  in  the  cit^  ■» 
confused  masses  of  the  ennny  were  seen  hurrying  forth  in  all  directions,  m 
throwing  ont  clouds  of  sbarpsbeoters,  who  came  furiously  down  upo°  IJ* 
seminary.  The  building  was  soon  smrrouDded;  the  fire  of  the  enemy  viswj 
augmented  faster  than  Uiat  of  (be  Britidi;  Gtmeral  Paget,  who  MiwnwiW 
the  Bufis,  wass^uek  downseveraly  wounded;  the  eager  gesticuUUoDsal  i» 
citizens  from  the  houses  on  the  opposite  bank,  implered  reUef  for  their  berw 
'  aUies,  now  apparently  doomed  to  destruction.  So  violent  was  the  sttutf^ 
so  critical  the  noment,  (bat  Wellington  himseK  was  on  the  point  of  en«s( 
to  share  the  dangers  of  his  advaoeed  guard;  and  U  was, only  the  entreiiw* 
his  Mends,  and  his  own  just  confidence  in  Gbswul  Hili.,  the  secwia  a 
command,  which  prevrnted  him  frew  daii«  so.  By  degrees,  bowever^ 
fire  of  the  British  artillery,  eoinistii«  of  twenty  puis,  placed  on  the  beqw 
of  Villa  Now,  on  a  projecting  pn>nMnt«7  of  (he  southern  bank,  opposiU  m 
•eminary,  became  so  powerful,  that  it  drove  (be  enemy  from  aU  sides  oi  m

nd  besJUtioD  becane  vMUe  In  tbe  Freneti  colnmns,  wfaiefa  was  htereaMd 
b  oHiftisioa,  wfan  UBiray^  eoltinnis,  od  the  extreme  right  of  the  Brlilsh, 
hgn  n»  appear  asd  threften  ^eir  commiDfeation  with  Ainarante  and  tbe 
peat  fioe  of  retKat.  Hwn,  'foot,  and  ctnMn,  now  nshed  nmdltiMiisty 
towinb  die  rear;  the  dty  was  bastil;  evacuated,  amidst  the  entbnsiastje 
dicen  of  the  people  :  Bill'a  eentral  colutnn,  now  slronglf  reinforced  by  tbe 
pHuge  of  a>»  wand  68th  regiments,  deboodMifieredr  from  the  seniiKiry, 
nd,  bf  repeated  Tolleyi  en  tbe  Smk  of  die  flying  eehmnu,  Uirew  diein  into 
votr  eonfosion ;  and  Retiring  bi»  tile  hMctMiy  ef  Hurray  en  the  right,  who 
did  sot  raakti'lbe  tuC  be  mf^  of  Us  adfnU^DS  position  en  the  flanlc  of 
fl»Ktreath]Khost,.pre«erred  tbemflrentetRlmin(l).  As  it wu;  tbey  lost 
■k  hnodred  killed  md  woonded,  five  gnns,  and  a  large  qaantfty  of  amma- 
litim,  in  the  action  :  seven  hnndnd  stA  iMre  taken  in  the  bos^ul,  and 
Utj  ftnch  guns  in  tbe  arsenal;  and  SDcetnptete  and  uneipected  was  tbe 
iirprise,  that  W^ngton,  at  fbor  o'clock,  quietly  sat  down  to  tbe  dinner  and 
Uic  sovite  which  had  been  prepared  fbr  Varehal  Soult- 
H^^  To  have  crossed  sndt  a  river  as  tM  Dmre,  in  presence  of  snch  a 
■■•■>>■  general  as  Soalt,  with  a  force  little.  If  at  all,  superior  to  his  own, 
nsa  BMt  brilliant  opening  of  tbe  campaign,  attd  was  justly  regarded  as  re- 
kfingis  mnch  credh  en  (he  daring  and  sbiU  of  the  yoong  English  general, 
Mtteait  a  shade  on  tbe  vigilance  and  drcnmspection  of  the  veteran  French 
Mibi].  ItntNapol£on*B  troops  were,  beyond  all  others,  capable  of  remedy- 
H  nich  a  disaster;  and,  mtwHhslanding  tbe  eonfbsfon  into  wfaidi  they  had 
^  Umnm  by  their  precipitate  retreat,  beCore  night-fatl  order  was  restored, 
ad  fte  army  securely  rested  under  the  protection  of  a  vigilant  and  power- 
W  raargnud.  Next  morning  Sonlt  was  quietly  resuming  his  mardi  tor  Gut- 
Uriens,  in  the  direction  of  Amarante,  wlien  be  received  tbe  stnntaing  in- 
Klli|;mce  that  that  Important  post,  commanding  the  only  bridge  and  deffle 
•w  the  Tunega,  and  Ae  only  line  of  retreat  practicable  for  artillery,  was  al- 
Mdyin  tbe  hands  of  the  enemy.  In  effect,  Beresford,  having  cro»ed  tbe 
BNnfnrther  up,  bad  attacked  Loison's  outposts  at  Amaraule  on  tbe  mom- 
isfof  Ok  ISth,  with  sneb  vigour  tbil  be  fell  back  from  that  post  In  the  direc- 
Sh  of  Oporto,  and  met  the  reovaliiig  eolamDS  evacuating  that  city  late  at 
f^i.  Saulfs  situation  now  seemed  all  but  desperate  .-  ibe  wdl-known 
Nraigth  of  tite  bridge  of  Ammnte  prednded  tbe  hepe  that  it  could  beforced 
vllk  (fiwouraged  and  retreating  troops,  now  that  it  was  held  by  regular  Bri- 
Atud  Portuguese  sokHcrS:  the  great  road  to  Brags  wag  already  iutbepos- 
■MaDofthemeniy,  as  theybeidOp<nlo,^wn  which  it  issued;  and  it  could 
^  nglined  only  by  cress  bUl  roads,  totally  impracttcabte  for  artillery,  and 
'Urn  ntpassaMe  f«>r  mnks  orboiset.  Yet  not  a  moment  was  to  be  lost:

armies.  With  this  view,  the  British  wny  maicbed  by  Caildlmuico,  Cotim, 
and  Plasowia ;  while  the  Spanish  adTaac^Kl  i«  ibe  same  point  by  the  Ividps 
of  Almtreiand  Arsobisbo.-ViotorfalI  back  as  WeUiDgtwiadrance«i,aiid  ibe  two 
Mr  •<>.  amies  effected  their  jutictian  at  Oropesa,  on  the  20lh  July ;  whils 
Sir  fiobert  Wilson,  with  his  bnre  Lusilaoian  legion  utd  (hi«e  thousand  Spa- 
irftrds,  advanced  on  tfaor  left,  from  (he  Alberche  to  the  moaataios  of  the 
BscnrieJ,  with  whom  heappronehed,  and  actually  pnt  himself  incooaBinni- 
ciiion  with  Madrid.  The  lorceswhidi  (bus  menaced  the  capital  won  voy 
considerable ;  tbe  Eo^iih  wert  twenty-two  tbouswd  strong,  of  wfaom  tlurea 
ttousand  were  cavalry,  with  tbirty  guns ;  Cuesta  bad  tiiirty-two  tbomaad 
infantry  and  six  tbonsuid  horse,  with  fimy-six  cantum;  and  Veneg^  who 
was  to  advance  oo  Toledo,  and  join  (bo  elber  two  armies  ui  tbe  nei^baiiriMod 
«t  the  capital,  was  at  tbe  head  of  tweaty-lbree  tbouaand  infantry  and  thcaa 
tbonsuid  cavabr-— is  all  above  ei^ty-five  Ifaonsand  men,  bnt  of  diAx^ 
naiions,  independent  of  eacb  other,  and  of  wfaom  the  British  alone  ce«U  be 
relied  on  for  movemenU  in  the  field  in  presence  of  the  enemy.  BeresleTdt 
nieanwbile,  with  ljf(eeD  thousand  Portuguese,  established  bis  headqoarlen 
at  Fuente  Gulnalds,  near  Ciudad  Rodiigo;  but  his  duty  was  Kmcly  to  pre- 
fect the  frontier  from  insnlt,  and  observe  the  enemy  at  SaUmaaca,  DM  lab* 
any  active  part  in  Uie  important  operations  which  were  in  coalemplation  (i), 
r^mi  '^1'"  approach  of  forces  so  conuderablc,  all  convcrgii^;  lowuili 
itlTTntdi  *^  oapiisl,  produced  an  abinitiBg  fermentatioa,  tbe  sure  {iroofet 
GrunL  Jomini  observes,  of  tbe  judgment  with  which  the  enterpcise  h^ 
been  conceived.  Joseph  no  sooner  reeoived  inleUigoKie of  the  friiiiiiilalie 
fbrces  with  which  be  was  menaeed,  than  be  disptlebed  ibe  moat  prr  iiiiiee 
ortei  t»SoallandNey,wbowcre  atAsloqaoa  Uie  fcoDtiats  of  teea,  «] 
Uortier,  who  lay  at  Valladolid,  (•  unite  their  forces  and  deaeead  as  rapid^ 
as  possible  trough  die  pass  of  tbe  Puerto  de  Banos,  which  &rms  Ibe  wtg 
line  of  communication  through  the  greateentral  chain  of  Spanish  momatain 
from  the  valley  of  (he  Douro  to  that  of  tee  Tagss,  In  Pbuencia,  ao  «a  a» 
menace  Ibe  communicaiiQns  of  the  English  army  with  Liriran ;  be  Mmwiit, 
leaving  only  three  weak  battabons  in  tbe  ftetiro,  nurobed  with  six  thniiiairf 
of  hisgnartb  and  fire  tbonsuMl  other  troops  towards  Toledo,  obii^  was  ai^ 
'■>'»-  signedesthe  general  readoivous  of  all  his  forces;  SAbastiani  ms 
hastily  ordered  to  the  same  pUoe,  vbitbcs'alM  VielorCdl  baekfrom  Talavan. 
Before  doing  so,  bowerer,  Victor  narrowly  escaped  deaitaclioB  oo  the  XS^ 
when  tbe  British  troops  were  all  in  readiness  for  the  atuck,  and  Viclor  aleae 
was  exposed  to  their  blows.  The  events  which  followed  leave  a»  room  far 
doubt,  thai  if  Wellington  had  aitacked,  even  unsupported  by  the  SpaniariK 
on  that  day,  he  would  have  gained  a  glorious  victory ;  but  it  could  have  led 
to  no  beneficial  result,  menaced  as  tbe  British  army  was  by  the  descent  afa» 
overwhelming  force  in  its  rear.  Cdesta  refused  to  fight  on  that  day,  aa  hit 
troops  were  not  prepared ;  snd  ant  morning,  when  the  colufnns  of  auaek 
were  formed  at  daylight,  the  enemy  bad  disappeared,  baring  retired  in  Ibe 
nigbt  fn  tbe  dircetion  of  Toledo  (i).

before  tbe  4sl  of  Aogiut,  eoold  be  nUod  on.  He  qnlekly  repalaed  the  ad- 
THiced  f  lurds  of  Cnesto,  wbtdt,  elaied  by  tbect&tiuued  retreat  of  the  French 
befere  tbera,  were  adnncing'  in  a  disarderiy  manner,  dreanting  of  Madrid 
and  the  Pyrenees;  and,  on  ttuMtb,  tbe  Freiich  iroopa,  driving  CMsU'sad- 
TiBeed  posts  before  them,  reappeared  in  grealaliwglh  tn  front  of  Ttuniu. 
Tbe  Qiglish  general  bad  only  sant  two  brlgadea  in  puraait  of  the  enemy 
beyond  the  AiberdM,fa«vtng  already  began  to  ezperieooe  that  preailng  want 
af  provisions  and  tbe  means  of  transport,  w4iich  eoon  bad  audi  imporUnl 
eftels  on  the  issae  of  the  campaign ;  and,  in  consequnce,  resolved  not  to 
advanee  with  tbe  main  body  of  his  force  beyond  that  stream,  tilt  some  ar- 
nngeiBent  was  made  for  tbe  niqdy  of  these  nenessary  articles.  Tbe  whole 
Aed  array  took  post  at  Tilavera,  in  a  baltlfr4eM  well  ealcniated  by  tb« 
dhemly  of  its  character  for  the  rariona  qnalillei  of  the  troops  who  were 
tfca«  to  combat  for  tbe  iadepMidenee  of  tbe  Peninsula.  On  tbe  right,  the 
Abm  btrtdisorderiy  array  of  the  Spaniards,  with  their  Dank  resting  on  the 
&giB,  occupied  the  town  and  environs  of  Talavera,  with  the  olire  woods, 
htasected  wilbinclosnre>,wbichlayalongitafront,filledwith  light  troops, 
Md  (beir  nnmereus  arlillOTy  planted  in  «i  adnnlageoas  portion  alang  the 
fhmt  erff  their  Une,  and  cofnasanding  all  die  avesoes  by  which  it  could  be 
^pnMched.  Far  beyond  tbe  inclonres,  the  British  stood  in  the  open  field 
MtlM  left,  on  the  uneven  gronod  wbieh  esl^nded  irom  the  olire  woods  to 
ikt  feotof  the  bitb,f<m»iiig  the  first  rang*  of  the  Sierra  de  Hontallian.  A 
#Mp  Tvvinc,  in  tbe  bottom  of  whicfa  flowed  the  Portina  rivulet,  lay  at  the 
flntof  these  hills,  and  fonned  tbe  extreme  British  left;  the  streamlet  tnmlng 
Anp  Toond,  and  winding  its  way  Ibrougb  to  the  Tagus  at  Talavera,  ran 
muas  tbe  front  of  Ibe  whole  allied  line.  On  tbe  heigfats,  on  one  aide  it,  the 
Acaicfa  irere  placed  in  a  strong  poeltien,  with  their  battaies  on  the  right, 
|lwed  oDSomelofty  beighu  oveHoeklnga  great  port  of  tbe  field  of  baUle : 
i||ht  ^poaite  to  tbem  stood  tiie  ItiiMi  line,  on  a  ainiiar  ridge  of  eminences, 
md  di^r  g:nn9  also  sweeping  the  opes  slope  by  wbieh  tbey  were  to  be  a»- 
ccnded.  In  the  centre,  between  tbe  two  amriee,  there  was  a  eomnusding 
feOock  or  moont,  on  wbfch  tbe  &>glldi  had  b^«n  to  coostmct  a  redoubt, 
mi  on  which  some  Spanish  guns  were  placed;  it  was  evident,  that  mi  its  pos- 
arnioa  th«&teoftbeapproMhtBgbattie,woald  inagreal degree  depend  (IJ.

YMUnglMi,  bovmr, 
brought  up  aome  Teieran  tnx^  to  the  acene  of  danger,  iftd  tftedMd  tkeilh 
erdflT,  *bll»  at  the  aame  litue  the  British  advancad  posts,  coTered  by  Oe 
brave  4!Mi  regiment,  and  Mi  baUalieB  of  tb«  Wib,  t*tlr«d  n  tha  porilto  ot 
the  witnbttdyMUie  ether  aide  of  iha  sirean.  Etioonraged  by  tbit  suiMii, 
Vkior,  as  nighl  approached,  wa«  iddaced  to  haMrd  an  attack  on  the  EngM 
Ml,  sUtioned  on  their  line  of  faeigtita,  and  far  this  purpose  RnOa  w#' 
dilred  to  chargewttdhH division,  aapporled  by  TiHatte,  while LaplHbfMIM 
the  Geman  Legion  on  their  right,  m  as  la  prevent  anistan«e  Mng  NfidtRd 
frotn  the  otiier  parts  of  the  line.  The  fttrcce  which  thus  vrere  brengbt  tM 
aeUitti  by  the  French,  »-ere  above  twenty  thonsand  men,  ««d  Ae  HsnllMl 
to  quick  and  vlgerous,  that  thongh  Colond  Donkin  gillanily  repahed  th 
eorps  which  attacked  his  front,  his  left  flank  wai  at  the  same  ntomM  tanri 
by  BefCral  French  battaKoBi,  who,  having  advanced  unperceiVedthtmigkltt 
v«liey,  suddenly  appeared  with  loud  shams  on  the  hel^uln  his  rear.  Vt» 
tal  qm  however,  wiUi  the  a9Ui  ngiment,  charged  them  wifhont  an  inriiBA 
delay,  and  drove  them  down  ita«  hill,  and-  immediately  bringing  spsMr 
battalions,  fbrmed  a  cnnvexfhjnt)  fadtig  outwards,  whitdieOtouailycovtnl 
die  British  left.  It  wasftilliifna;  for  Lapi»e,  soon  after,  opened  a  beiTfM 
on  tli«€«nnan  Legtoo  on  the  ri^t,  and  fresh  bHialtoiB  ef  Rnfhi's  dMiiSi) 
emerging  from  the  hollow,  reselntely  advanced  to  stonn  Ok  faeigftis  at  (H 
hft.

•k.  M».  eight  hundred  of  his  beet  troops,  Victor,  contrary  to  the  opiMtsf 
Jonrdant  who  canten4edst>a«Ho«sly  that  aUoffnutvaopefaUansBhavHt* 
suspended  till  Soult  was  sufficiently  near  ta  threaten  the  enemy's  commail- 
caltons,  prevaihd  on  Joseph  to  permit  bim  to  imew  the  battle  on  tte  Ml««- 
ing  morning.  The  centre  of  the  British  being  deemed  too  strong,  by  rMSM 
of  ibe  ravine  whioh  covered  their  front,  it  was  delermined  40  tenew  ilie  ittK^ 
on  the  heights  on  the  left.  At  ei^t  o'cbck,  RnlBn's  division  again  adviK^d 
to  theattack,EUpportedbyVillatle's,  and  the  French  troops  with  an  intrepid 
step  ascended  to  the  summit«f  tfae  Mil,  while  the  artillery  on  boUistdnli^t 
up  a  vehement  lire,  and  soon  made  frightful  chasms  in  the  opposing  rank).

■Mnt.  Oa  nished  Ompbell's  division,  supported  by  two  r^ments  of  !^ia- 
Mhhiluiry-andolte  of  cavalry,  who  were  Inspired  with  unwonted  steadiness 
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by  Ae  eumple  of  th^  tllias,  and  pasbh^  Iht  dbwgmiiri  max  bdm 
tbem,  completed  tiieir  diicomfiture,  and  took  ten  pieces  of  canntii.  At  tbe

Wellington  immediately  ordered  tbe  1st  German  hessan  inl  IM 
dragoons  to  charge  tbe  colamn  in  Uie  bottom  of  the  valley.  On  tbe;  weal  il 
a  canter,  but  soon  came  to  a  hollow  cleft  which  lay  right  acron  ^r  fiA, 
and  which  Boemed  impossible  to  cross.  The  reteran  German,  Arensidtdit, 
with  characteriilic  coolness,  reined  np  his  men  on  the  edge  of  Ibe  boDn; 
but  Seymour,  at  tbe  head  of  the  25d,  witb  true  English  hardihood,  plaapl 
headlong  down,  and  though  baK  of  his  men  fell  over  eadi  oth«  in  <rUil 
confusion  intbe  bottom,  where  Seymour  was  wounded,  the  survfvon,  mds 
Ponsonby,  ccHning  up  by  twos  and  threes,  chained  right  on,  and  disrtgifdbf 
tbe  Are  of  Villatte's  columns,  through  which  they  p^oed,  fell  with  ioa^v- 
siblefnry  on  Slrolz's  brigade  of  chasseurs  in  the  rear,  which,  nnaUe  to  twt 
the  shock,  opened  its  ranks  to  let  them  through.  The  heroic  Britidi  drigMU, 
however,  afler  this  marvellous  charge,  were  assailed,  when  blown  and  dis- 
ordered by  success,  by  a  regiment  of  Polish  lancers  and  a  body  of  WaqAi- 
lian  light  horse,  and  broken  vrith  great  slaughter;  the  sotvIvots,  uothilfrf 
those  who  went  into  action,  found  shelter  on  the  broken  ground  bduod  Bn- 
ucourt's  division  of  Spanish  infantry  on  the  mountains  beyond  (1). 
Tbiir  lami.  While  these  terrible  conflicts  were  going  on  in  the  two  winp  (^ 
""p^"  the  army,  the  centre,  whwe  Sheihrooke  commanded,  and  tlleG(^ 
•iMorf.  manli^ion  and  guards  were  placed,  waS  exposed  to  aalillse»«r«r 
trial.  The  great  batteries,  mounting  fifty  gnns,  which  there  stood  right  ep- 
posile  to  the  British  line,  at  the  distance  of  only  half  cannon-shot,  inide  Atf- 
ful  chasms  in  iheir  ranks;  and  Ute  English  gnns,  greatly  inferior  boUi  ^ 
numherand  weight  of  metal,  could  make  no  adequate  reply.  Under  conrtf 
this  fearful  storm, Lapisse'sdivision  crossed  the  ravine  in  ibeir  front,  aSMod- 
ing  the  opposite  hill  concealed  by  the  smoke,  got  close  to  the BritiA  line,  UJ 
already  set  up  the  shouts  of  victory.  They  were  received,  hovrever,  bj  > 
close  and  well-directed  volley,  followed  by  a  general  rush  with  tbe  bsyoM^ 
which  instantly  threw  the  assailants  back  in  great  confusion,  and  the  goirA, 
following  &st  on  their  heels,  not  only  drove  them  down  the  hill,  bnt  eroMd 
the  rivulet  at  the  bottom,  and  were  soon  seen  in  disorderly  array  strtaniit 
np  the  opposite  bank.  Here,  however,  they  met  the  enemy's  reserve,  wbi 
advanced  in  close  order  through  the  throng ;  powerful  batteries,  dbdargliil 
grape,  tore  down  whole  ranks  at  every  discharge  on  one  flank,  and  smm 
regiments  of  cavalry  threatened  the  other.  Tbe  guards,  thus  sordf  prened, 
gave  way  and  fled  in  confusion ;  the  disorder  qnickly  spread  to  the  Geip>>' 
on  tbeir  flank,  and  the  whole  British  centre  appeared  broken.  Thedanpr 
was  imminent :  but  Welhngton,  who  had  foreseen  the  consequences  itm 
gallant  but  inconsiderate  advance  of  the  guards,  had  provided  ibe  meiDi  of 
restoring  the  combat.  Instantly  pushing  forward  the  iSth  regiment,  wUa 
was  in  reserve,  be  directed  it  against  the  right  flank  oftlie  French,  who,  in 
their  turn,  were  somewhat  disordered  by  success.  When  this  gallant  itgl- 
mcnt  got  into  the  throng,  beyond  the  stream,  it  was  so  beset  by  the  oow^rf 
fugitives,  that  it  became  necessary  to  open  the  ranks  to  let  tbem  duron^: 
but  immediately  closing  again,  it  advanced  in  beautiful  amy  against  Ac 
flank  of  tbe  pursuing  French,  and,  by  a  destrncliTC  volley,  compelled  tbeffl

itteh  wat  pawed  in  the  night.  Shortly  after  the  firing  ceased,  a  frightful 
wdimt  ecoviad :  the  gtaaa,  dried  bj  the  excessive  heat,  accidentJill  y  took 
b«,iBd,ipreadiflgnpidIy  over  part  of  the  field,  scorched  cruelly  numb^ 
dttenMuded  of  hoth  ariaies  (1). 
Eoeb  vas  the  gtorioiu  battle  qf  Talavera,  the  first  for  a  century  past  in 
wUeb  tbe  Ei^lish  had  been  brought  to  eoDtead  on  a  great  scale  with  the 
fitKh,  and  which  in  its  lustre  equalled,  in  its  ultimate  effects  exceeded, 
AtbrHEsBoddaysof  CrecyaudAxiucoort.  Two-and-lwenty  thousand  Bri- 
tiA  had  engaged  ior  two  successive  days,  and  finally  defeated  above  forty- 
bt  iktasaad  Frenoh ;  for  the  aid  which  the  Spaniards  afforded  in  the  battle 
m  viry  iriOing,  «Dd  not  more  than  ten  thousand  of  the  enemy,  including 
t^  liog^  pnrd  remained  to  watch  their  lioes  in  the  olive  woods  of  Tala- 
nnit^ioDaTerfiiedasbot.  Seventeen  pieces  of  cannon,  several  tumbrib, 
wi  MM  hundred  prisoners,  taken  in  lair  fight,  were  the  proud  trophies  of 
lUiWd-AMigbl  action.  The  loss  on  both  sides  wasenormous;  but  greater 
wtbu  of  the  French  than  the  Briti^,  owing  to  their  much  superior  num- 
boi  and  their  ayalem  of  attack  in  close  column.  Tbe  latler  lost  6268  in  Uie 
tndsys :  that  of  the  Freoch  is  now  iscertained,  from  the  returns  in  the 
■Vsfioe,  to  have  been  8794  (2J.  "This  haltle,"  says  Jomini,  "at  once  re- 
fund the  repatation  of  the  British  army,  which  during  a  century  had  de- 
datd.  II  was  now  ascertained  that  (he  Suglisb  infantry  could  dispute  the 
ftla  with  the  best  in  Europe."  In  vain  the  mercantile  spirit,  which  looks 
fcr  (ain  in  erery  transaction,  and  the  virulence  of  faction,  which  has  ever 
wsapsaied  the  noblest  events  in  history,  fastened  on  this  far-famed  Geld, 
(Wplained  of  tbe  subsequent  retreat,  and  asked  for  durable  results  from  the 
Iwal*  of  lalevera.  These  cold  or  selfish  calculations  were  answered  by  the 
UBlliDgthn>b  of  every  British  heart;  tbe  results  asked  for  were  found  in  the 
xbeqimt  ^tioos  career  and  long-coutinued  security  of  England.  Far 
|>sa  erarj  geoerous  bosom  be  that  frigid  spirit  which  would  measure  tbe 
M^Gtlance  of evenlsonly  by  tlieir  immediate  gains,  and  estimate  at  nothing 
Uk  lisiia^  efloct  of  elevation  of  national  feeling  1  Character  is  the  true 
■tnogtb  of  nations :  historic  glory  is  their  best  inheritance.  When  the  time 
jUlfMse  thaf  tbe  British  heart  no  longer  Ibrilb  at  the  name  of  Talavera, 
itsftoit  will  indeed  he  lost,  for  the  last  hour  of  tbe  British  empire  will  have 
MncL 

'^i¥  On  the  day  following  the  battle.  General  Craufurd,  with  three 
■tnlS^  Ihousand  fresh  troops,  joined  the  English  anuy  and  replaced  nearly 
S^^  half  of  thosewhobadbeendisabledin  ihehallle.  This  gallant  hand 
**-  had,  at  the  distance  nearly  of  sixty  miles  frons  the  lield  of  battle, 
Wtieveral  Spanish  runaways  from  (bcactionofthe  S7lh,whD  told  ihem  the 
bglisbarmy  was  defeated  aadLord  Wellington  killed.  Pressing  on  only  tbe 
lUie  eagerly  from  this  intelligence,  Crauf uj  d,  after  giving  his  men  a  few 
^Wi'  lest^nd  withdrawing  fifty  of  the  weakest  from  the  ranks,  hurried  on 
^  the  utmost  expedition  with  the  remainder,  and  reached  Talavera  at 
tineii  in  tha  moniittg  of  the  29th,  having  passed  over,  in  regular  order,

tixtf'tvt  Snglkk  miU*  \n  tba  preceding  tweiit;-«ixb<«rttiinrdkiriikk 
deserves  Id  be  noted  as  Ihe  greatest  made  b;  any  CiMt  soliUen  of  ny  Mjn 
during  the  whole  war,  as  that  made  by  Lord  Uke  widi  iht  Enfjlnh  canUy, 
before  tbe  biiiUe  erf  Furrudtahad,  was  the  eBtrama  iUtuii  afh«ncEiieii(l). 
But,  notwithsUnding  thit  Huomd>lf  reinfoPOMiMBt,  WalUigtaa  bad  mm 
sulficient  eauie  for  aaxiety;  for,  «albe2d  iugMt,  as  be  wm  preparitfto 
march  to  Madrid,  iiiielli((eiice  arrived  that  Soull,  with  a  very  large  fcnt,  bid 
penetrated,  without  oppoaiUon,  throu^  the  Pnarto  de  Banoa,  the  Spaaiiidi 
stationed  in  that  important  pass  having  abandoned  it  wilhsut  filing  a  ibot, 
and  entered  PlasSDcia,  directly  in  the  British  rear  and  on  the  line  at  Ihai 
Communications  with  Uibon,  with  thirty-foDr  thousand  men  (i), 
Etwi  k  This  formidable  and  unlooketMor  apparition,  had  baen  occiiloMd 
A^iuriL'*'  by  Ihe  concenteatton  of  the  whole  ftatM  of  Soult,  Nay,  and  Ite- 
ui'^ i?M  tier,  in  consequence  of  the  presaiog  order*  of  Joae^,  who,  ito 
^f'wT"'  unidng  near  Sakmanca, bad  descended  by  forced  marebesthnflik 
iirvM.  ]jtoa  and  the  mountiiiu  <>nniBg  the  northern  bairriv  of  EUfcM- 
dura,  and  appeared  just  in  time  to  tnterfcre  wiUideciiin  effaa  mi  the  ibuM 
of  the  vital  operations  on  the  banks  of  the  Tagns.  Their  eoocentntiaa  at  tU 
crisis  was  owing  to  ■  very  singular  and  Csrtuiteiu  chain  of  ev«nH.  SmU, 
after  he  bad  brought  the  ghastly  crowd  which  formed  the  oaly  ramain  «(Ui 
once  splendid  corps  to  Logo,  and  delivering  the  garrison  Imprisoned  then 
by  the  Galidans,  deeming  himself  not  strong  enough  to  cffoct  any  Uv 
among  the  rugged  mountains  of  that  province,  and  having  no  m^annei  w 
Stores  to  recruit  bis  troops,  resolved  to  make  the  best  of  bli  way  inle  VU 
'•"' ».  Castile ;  and  having  set  out  in  the  end  of  lune  for  BenaveBle  ui 
Zamora,  he  pat  hii  troops  into  canlonmenls  on  the  Eria  to  the  beginahii  ft 
July.  Meanwhile  f4ey,  thusleft  inGalicia,  hadexperieneedavMietyof  A» 
lers.  After  the  conference  at  Lugo  with  Soult,  be  iiod  moved  towwdsVigt, 
with  a  view  to  r^ain  possession  of  that  iraporUnt  fortr«a*  and  Msport,  iai 
stifle  the  insarrection  which,  from  the  aid  Mt  aeveral  ships  of  war  in  ths  te- 
bour,  was  there  daily  becoming  more  formidaUfl.  To  reach  it,  howeT(r,b 
required  to  pass  the  bridge  of  St.-Payo,  in  the  valley  of  Soto-llayoT,  *bm 
the  road  crosses  Ifai  river  OcUven.  The  Spaniards,  ten  thovsaod  strong,  wiA 
temal  pieces  of  heavy  cannon,  w««  there  entrenched  in  astro^  potiUseN 
tfie  opposite  side  of  the  river;  the  bridge  was  cut;  and  several  gun>boiti| 
mannel  by  English  sailors,  at  its  mouth,  B  ifaorl  way  further  down,  prevail 
>*nr  ed  the  passage  from  being  turned  in  that  direction.  DriventkvM 
carry  the  passage  by  main  force,  Ney  led  on  his  troops  gallantly  to  (tie  oUati; 
but  the  well-4astained  Ore  of  the  Spaniards  defeated  all  his  efforts.  Be  tt- 
newed  the  assault  next  day  with  no  better  success,  and  despairing  of  fardil 
the  position,  he  retired  with  the  loss  of  three  hundred  men.  Disco uragsd  by 
this  reverse,  and  finding  himself  abandoned  by  Soult  in  a  country  iwanniif 
with  enemies,  and  extretnely  difBcnlt  for  military  operations,  Ney  ntdni 
to  abandon  Galicia.  He  was  the  more  confirmed  in  ibis  resolutioa,  from  A< 
opinion  which  be  entertained,  that  he  had  been  scandalously  deaartcd  ai 
left  (o  peri^  by  Soult ;  and  under  the  influence  of  these  minglad  fcriinp  ^ 
disappeintment  and  indignation,  he  abandoned  Ferrol  sod  Carannt,  nd, 
lu,  u.  collecting  all  his  detachments,  evacuated  the  whole  proviwx,  w 
4iui  M.  reached  Astorga  in  the  end  oif  July.  Asturias  had  pnvioosly  bm 
cvacualed  by  IteUermao  and  Bonnet,  who  had  arrivad  at  TdtadoUd  ea  Iks 
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'»»  Mb  Jane,  in  order  to  ca-aperate  in  the  siege  of  Ciudiid  ttodrigo, 
wM  H  that  pniod  was  in  contempUtion,  after  Sanlander  had  been  carried 
Aa  «  by  Muult  hf  the  Spaniards  some  days  before,  and  retaken,  with 
great -slaughter,  bj  the  latter  of  these  generals.  Thus,  by  a  singnlar 
itim  of  arcunuUnoes,  at  the  time  when  Wellington  made  his  grand 
tdTuee  te«ards  Madrid,  Soolt,  Kellernan,  and  Bonnet,  with  above  thirty 
HMMtdBWB,  iMreaswnbledin  the  north  of  Leon,  ready  to  descend  on  his 
liM  rf  cDDunuDtcatioB  with  Usben,  tnd  Ney  was  rapidly  following  in  their 
iMileptfram  tbentremity  of  GalieJa  (1). 

Mtur  WellinglM,  thai  mmaoed  by  a  superior  force  in  rear,  at  the  same

"^  front,  hadstilllhsadvantage  of  a  central  position  between  the  two; 
w).  if  the  quality  of  Ae  whole  allied  forces  had  beoi  alike,  and  he  had  cbift- 
■Bded  the  wbolo,  be  bad  the  means  of  striking  the  some  redoububle  blows 
« Ilia  right  and  left,  with  a  force  inferior  upon  the  whole,  bat  superior  to 
MlbtT  taken  singty.whidiNapol^n  dealt  ont  in  1796  to  thecwiTerging  Au>- 
Um  cohunm  which  descended  from  the  Alps  for  the  relief  of  Mantaa.  This 
WH  the  Bora  feasible,  as  Joseph's  amy,  which  fought  at  Talaveia,  had  been 
tifiM  afler  the  aeliea;  the  King,  with  Sehas  Hani's -corps,  the  reserve  and 
leyil  Suai^s,  bxTing  marched  towards  Madrid,  now  threatened  an  the  one 
Hkhj  Venegas,  vbo  twd  oeeupied  Aranjuez  and  passed  Toledo,  and  on  the 
•Ikr  by  Sir  Robert  Wilaoti,  who  was  within  seven  leagues  of  the  eapirai,  and 
iscB^noBieationwilhit.

fe^voonded  in  the  heapitd  at  Taiavera,  nndercharge  of  the  Spanish  army. 
^Mji  HaNly,  however,  bad  the  last  of  the  troops  left  tke  ttJood-Mained 
lunn  hanlu  ef  the  Alberdte,  wben  intelligeBee  arrived  that  Cuesta  was 
Eiu  maUng  preparations  to  abandon  Telav««  and  the  English  wound- 
T^*^  ed ;  and  at  lire  e^clock  WeHiagton  received  afficial  intimation  that 
kg  Spanish  svcrai  had  aetunlly  put  Ju*  intentions  in  eseoutioa,  and  'was

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moving  after  llie  Brilisti  army,  leaving  nearly  half  Ihe  wounded  to  iheir  ftt*. 
ApprebensioD  of  being  attacked,  at  the  same  time,  both  byTiclor  andSmilt, 
was  assigned  as  the  motive  of  this  proceeding ;  but  the  real  fact  wis.  Hut 
Ihe  Spanish  general  entertained  well-grounded  appreheniions  of  the  sU- 
bility  of  his  own  force,  nhen  left  to  defend  an  imporlant  position  apinrt 
Aii<u<  1.  such  an  enemy  as  he  had  seen  Sght  at  Talavera,  and  be  felt  m 
chance  of  safely  but  in  close  proximity  to  the  British  force.  Advices  wen 
received  at  the  same  lime  of-the  arrival  of  SouU  at  Naval  Moral,  on  Ihebigb- 
road  leading  to  the  bridge  of  Almarez,  and  that  his  force,  which  was  hoorlT 
increasing,  was  already  thirty  thousand  strong.  In  these  circumsiancei.Wd- 
lingtun  wisely  resolved  to  alter  his  line  of  march,  and,  quitting  ibe  rud  br 
Almarez  and  Alcantara,  to  move  across  to  the  bridge  of  Arsobizbo,  attd  Hit 
up  a  defensive  position  on  the  line  of  the  Tagns.  This  resolution  wis  in- 
jki-iMt  4.  stanily  acted  upon;  the  troops  defiled  to  the  left,  and  pined  tin 
bridge  in  safety ;  the  Spaniards  rapidly  followed  after  them ;  and  the  balk 
An-t  i-  of  the  allied  army  reassembled  at  I>eleilosa,  on  the  south  of  A* 
JuxiM  ;.  Tagus,  on  the  following  day.  The  bridges  of  Arsobtzbo  and  Alan- 
rez  were  destroyed,  and  a  rearguard  of  Spaniards,  with  thirty  guns,  left  lo 
defend  the  former  passage.  But  the  French  corps,  in  great  strength,  wereiOT 
appearing  on  the  banks  of  the  Tagus  :Soull,  with  three  corps,  muslerifig  »!• 
ready  thirty^onr  thousand  men  was  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Almarez ;  ai 
Auiu.1 1.  Victor,  with  Iwenty-Hve  thousand,  attacked  and  defeated  the  Spt- 
niardsat  ArsoMzbo,  by  crossing  the  Tagus  at  a  f)rd  a  little  above  the  bnkCR 
bridge,  with  eight  hundred  horse,  and  captured  all  their  guns.  Sothinjno'* 
appeared  capable  of  preventing  the  junction  of  the  whole  French  armies,  »d 
the  attack  of  sixty  thousand  excellent  troops  on  Ihe  allied  army,  already  nf- 
fering  from  extreme  want  of  provisions,  exhausted  by  fttigtie,  and  little* 
pable  of  withstanding  so  formidable  a  force.  Bui  the  object  of  dell»«ii( 
Madrid  being  accomplished,  and  the  allies  driven  lo  the  south  of  the  T^as, 
the  French  generals  had  no  inclination  for  further  active  operations;  Ibefc 
soldiers,  worn  out  with  continued  marching,  stood  much  in  need  of  repM; 
the  recollection  of  Talavera  checked  the  hope  of  any  successful  enter|HiM  H 
the  south  of  the  Tagus,  while  its  shores  were  guarded  by  Ihe  victors  ia  Ari 
hard-fought  field  ;  and  the  great  accumulation  of  troops  arotnid  bis  bmb 
exposed  them,  equally  with  the  allies,  to  extreme  suSering  from  waatrf 
{trovisions.  These  considerations  pressing  equally  on  both  sides,  prvdweds 
abeuii  il  general  separation  of  force,  and  suspension  of  operations,  afto*  lb* 
combat  of  Arsobizbo.  Cuesta,  disgusted  with  his  reverses,  resigned -tin  co^ 
mand,  and  his  army  was  broken  into  two  ports;  ten  ihoosand  were  (^ 
patched  towards  Toledo,  to  reinforce  Venegas,  who  was  now  bombarding  tW 
city,  and  twenty  thousand,  under  the  command  of  the  Duke  d'Alb«qiiH^o*i 
remained  in  the  neighbourhood  o*  tlte  Engli^  army,  in  tfte  Uioomuini  whi«k 
separate  the  valley  of  the  Tagus  from  that  of  the  Cuadiana.  The  FtmA  ar- 
mies also  separated  :  Joseph  returned  with  his  guards,  DasBollet'  dhtisiw, 
and  Sebostiani's  corps,  to  drive  Vcncgas  from  Toledo;  white Sootl  afld Mor- 
tier  remained  at  Talavera,  Oropesa,  and  Plas«icla ;  and  Ney  retrMed  Uan^' 
to  Leon  and  the  neighbourhood  of  CtudtdRodrigo.  Bat  sofivourableaixf- 
poriuniiy  never  occurred  again  of  breaking  down  Hie  Engliib  power  in  the 
Peninsula;  and  Napolfon — who  never  ceased  to  lament  to  the  last  hoar  af 
his  life  that  the  advice  of  Sonit  was  not  followed,  who  wished  to  lake  adnO' 
tage  of  this  concentration  of  live  corps,  in  all  ninety  thousand  combalanls,  in 
the  valley  of  the  Tsgai,  and  nwrcb  at  once  oa  Coria  aad  i '  ' 
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1  Janrdan  frotn  his  silualion  of  major-general  lo  Joscpli  and  con- 
ferred Uut  imporUnt  siluation  on  8oull(l). 
U^'niirfl-n  l^licjus^ce  of  ibis  opinioa  appeared  in  a  slill  more  sinking  man- 
^2f.ti  "*'^'  ^^""^  "^  proof  which  was  soon  alTorded  of  ihe  inelCcienl  cha- 
Ar- ■-!..■  racier  of  those  corps  ihrealeniog  Hailrid,  which  had  caused  such 
ilam  ID  Ihe  mind  of  Joseph,  as  to  lead  him  to  break  up  the  noble  force 
Kbidi  be  had  lalLetly  accumulaied  in  the  valley  of  the  Tagus.  Nej,  in  his 
ny  back  from  Plasencia,  met  uncxpecledly,  in  the  Puerto  de  Banos,  itie 
iapM  *-  division  of  Sir  Robert  A\'ilson,  consisting  of  three  thousand  Porlu- 
gtKse  and  as  many  Spaniards,  who  were  winding  their  way  amidst  rocks  and 
precipices,  from  the  oeighbourhood  of  Madrid  lo  Ihe  Portuguese  frontier, 
vilh  itfaicb,  being  igDorant  of  the  strength  of  ihc  enemy,  he  endeavoured 
to  stap  the  French  corps.  The  result  of  a  combat  so  unequal,  might  easily 
have  been  anticipated^  Wilson  was,  after  a  stout  resistance  of  three  hours, 
dislodged  and  thrown  back  on  the  Portuguese  frontier,  with  the  loss  of  a 
Ihaasuid  noen.  More  important  operations  took  place  at  Ihe  same  lime  in 
itw  plsias  of  La  Hancha.  Venegas,  during  the  concenlrBlion  of  the  French 
ferces  at  Tala vera,  had  not  only  with  one  of  his  divisions  occupied  Aranjuez, 
^ith  il»  royal  palace,  but  with  two  others  was  besiegiug  and  bontbarding 
Tiriedo.  Ko  soooef  was  Joseph  relieved,  by  the  retreat  of  the  English  from 
Tahvere,  from  Ihe  necessity  of  remaiuing  in  force  on  the  Albcrche,  than  he 
Bored  off,  with  S^bastiani's  corps  and  Dessollea'  division,  to  attack  him. 
*^K  II.  Deceived  as  to  the  strength  of  his  adversary,  whose  force  he  inia- 
ined  did  not  eiceed  fourteen  thousand  men,  the  f^paiiish  general  resolved 
to  give  battle,  and  awaited  the  enemy  in  a  good  position  at  Almonacid.  The 
Ekench  bad  twenty-four  tbonsand  foot  and  four  thousand  hone  in  ihebatllej 
Uie  StMAiards  about  an  equal  force,  but  the  dilTereiice  in  the  quality  of  the 
Ifianpa  ia  tbe  opposite  armies  soon  decided  the  contest.  Encouraged  by  the 
■dour  of  bis  meo,  wb«  demanded,  with  loud  cries,  to  be  led  on  to  the  oom-  . 
bu,  S^baottaDt  ODUiBeDced  the  attack  without  wailing  for  the  arrival  of 
niiaiilliir  division;  a  division  of  Poles,  under  Sulkoski,  attacked  a  hill,  the 
kcTof  ibepoaitkn,  on  which  theSpanish  left  rested,  while  the  Ger  marts  under 
LanI  assailed  it  in  flank.  Tliecrest  of  the  mouui  was  speedily  won,  and  the 
Spanuh  left  fell  back  on  tbeir  reserve,  consisting  of  the  soldiers  of  Bayleu; 
bat  they  rallied  the  fugitives  and  stood  brm,  while  Venegas,  cbai^ng  the 
Ticlerjom  Freocb  in  flank,  threw  them  into  confusion,  and  drove  ibem  back 
tai  great  disorder.  Victory  seemed  to  declare  in  favour  of  the  Spaniards,  when 
ihe  artival  of  Dessolles  and  Joseph,  with  the  reserve,  restored -the  combat. 
Aaailcd  both  ia  front  and  flank  by  fresh  forces,  when  slill  disordered  by 
■as less,  the  Spanish  troops,  after  a  sharp  conflicl,  fell  back ;  the  old  Moorish 
caslle  of  Alaionacid,  wliere  the  reserve  was  stationed,  was  carried,  after  a 
ktaody  cooibat  (2)  i  and  Venegas,  utterly  routed,  was  glad  lo  seek  refuge  in 
dw  Sierra  Morena,  with  the  loss  of  thirty-live  guns,  nearly,  all  his  ammuni- 
d  si^  thouaandkilleiJ,  wounded,  and  prisoners;  but  tbe  loss  of  two 
i  maa  oa  the  side  of  the  victors,  proved  with  what  unwonted  stea- 
ls ibe  Sftuiards  bad  fought  on  thiaeccasien.

__^j-<^lfae  TagBfl,  the  English  army  remained  undisturbed  in  their  posi- 
JTitiM-  tivftW)  that  river,  wilh  their  headquvlers  at  Deleiloaa ;  and  Wel- 
aJai'ir.     liofloD,  inibciDBd  of  ibe  return  of  Ney  to  Salamanca,  was  even 
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jireparihg  to  resame  offensive  operations  on  )U  northern  binfc;  with  wfaidt 
view,  he  was  busied  in  repairing  the  broken  arch  over  the  Tagns  at  Umutx, 
when  the  total  foilure  on  the  part  of  the  Spantanls  to  pravide  sabsistCBce  ior 
the  EngtiA  troops,  rendered  a  retreat  to  Badajoz,  and  the  Tinhuty  of  ib^ 
own  magazines,  ■  matter  of  Bbsalute  necessity.  From  tftetnamMit  ifaeEn^ 
lish  troops  entered  Spain,  they  had  erperimced  the  vide  differaice  between 
ttie  pronfMs  and  the  perfomiatice  of  the  Spanish  rtUwrlliea;  and  we  hafe 
Ibe  anthority  of  Wellington  for  the  assertion,  that,  if  the  Jmria  «f  ItnsdHa 
had  It^t  their  contract  for  famishing  210,000  rations  to  the  EngSib  *tr07, 
the  allies  would,  on  the  night  of  the  fiTft  JiriT,  hne  fll^t  in  Hadrid  (i).  ftat, 
for  ibe  month  which  followed  the  lutlle  of  Talavera,  their  dUltvaaea  in  tliif 
respect  had  been  indeed  cxcessiTB,  and  had  reached  a  beifjfat  which  was  al- 
tDgelher  inrapportable.  Notwitfai  tan  ding  the  most  energetic  rewnalvaiKei 
from  Wellington,  be  had  got  hardiy  any  supplies  from  the  Spanish  gcneraii 
or  anthorilies,  from  the  time  of  his  entering  Spain;  Cnesli  bad  refaaedto 
lend  him  ninety  males  to  draw  his  artillery,  tbongh  at  the  lime  be  had  se- 
veral hundreds  in  his  army  doing  nothing :  the  troops  of  all  anns  were  liter- 
ally starring:  during  a  month  which  fallowed  the  junction  of  the  two  ariMcs 
an  the  32d  iuly,  they  had  not  received  ten  days'  bread ;  im  many  days  Ibey 
got  only  a  little  meat,  without  salt,  on  others  nothing  at  all :  the  cavalry  and 
artillery  horses  had  not  received,  in  the  same  time,  three  deliveries  of  fbrafc, 
and  in  coiseqiience  a  thousand  had  died,  and  ssren  hundnd  w«re  oB  (fee 
sick  list.  These  privations  were  the  more  esasperatlog,  that  duriag  the 
greater  part  of  the  time,  the  Spanish  troops  received  their  ivtiona  regulirty 
iMth  for  men  and  horses.  Tie  composition  of  the  Spanish  troops,  tnd  fbcv 
oonduct  at  Talavera  and  on  other  occasftina,  was  not  such  as  to  inspire  the 
least  confidence  in  their  capability  of  resisting  the  attack  of  tbe  Fren<^  af^ 
Dies ;  their  men,  hardly  disciplined  and  wltbonl  unHbra,  threw  awsy  Ikeir 
arms  and  dispersed,  the  moment  they  experteBced  any  revtne,  and  i^Cf 
niitled  the  whole  wdght  of  the  contest  to  fall  on  the  En^h  soldiora^  vlw 
had  no  similar  nieana  of  escape.  These  causes  had  gradually  prodacAd  ■■ 
estrangement,  at  length  ■  positive  animosity  between  the  privates  and  oQicen 
of  the  two  armies;  an  angry  correspondesee  took  plaoe  between  their  res- 
pective generals,  which  widened  tbe  breach ;  and  at  last  Wellinguni,  fimthtg 
all  his  represents tloTis  disregarded,  intimated  his  resolutiait  m  withdraw  Hw 
British  troops  to  the  frontiers  of  Portugal,  where  they  might  be  msintiiBed 
from  their  own  magaRines.  The  Spanish  an  thorllies,  upon  this,  madeilN 
most  earnest  protestations  of  their  wish  lo  supply  the  wants  of  tke  Brf  ash 
soldiers,  and  ofibred  to  divide  the  magaiines  at  Truxilto  with  them,  or  even 
pntlhem  entirely  at  their  disposal.  But  Wellington  had  ascertained  tint  tUt 
boasted  resource  would  not  supply  the  eraiy  for  one  day;  hia  froops  were 
daily  becoming  more  sickly ;  and  justly  deeming  its  very  ntislmce  at  suke 
if  these  evils  any  longer  continned,  the  Ei^lish  general,  on  lhel2d  August, 
Aiwo"  »-  gave  orders  for  the  army  to  retire  across  the  ntodntatas  ints  the 
valley  of  the  Gnadiana,  where  it  Look  up  iis  oanlonmenta  in  tbotaidef  A«- 
Aa«<w  >»  gust,  the  beadqaartera  being  at  Badajoi.

dered  fevers  alarmingly  frequent;  seven  thousand  men  were  soon  in  bo^tat.

.  to  any  part  of  his  line.  Thas  left  to  themselves,  bowercr,  his  ttvopsaifint 
made  a  gallant  defence.  Ixval's  division  was  the  first  which  advanosd  to  0» 
atUck,  preceded  fay  Senarmont's  terrible  battery  of  thirty  gone,  the  effntff 
which  had  been  so  severely  experiesced  by  the  Russiaia  at'  FriedUad.  Ihi 
Spanish  troops  in  the  centre,  bowtver,  stoad  Bns,  and,  witk  load  shoaii, 
awaited  the  onset  of  the  enemy,  while  their  gms  in  position  tb««  kept  up  i 
heavy  and  deelmctive  cannomde  upon  the  adnmeing  columns;  arid  sack 
was  (be  weight  of  their  fire,  that  the  leading  mAt  of  the  asaaiUmia  beriliKi 
and  fell  back.  Sonll  and  Uortier  perceiving  the  dieordcr,  iostMUly  buMMd 
to  the  spot,  and  brought  up  Gerard'sdinsion;  and,  opening  theirranksio  Id 
the  fngitivos  throngh,  presented  a  front  of  fresh  troops,  ia  admiraMe  tHn 
lo  tiie  combat.  Hie  prompt  sueoour-tbas  afforded  restored  tlie  batde,  isd 
soon  gave  the  trench  a  gloiioos  victory.  The  right  wing  of  ti)aSpaBi«4s,» 
Tcrdy  {HvesedhyS^MStiaai'seQiTS,  was  oompelled  to  retreat  Miiod  then- 
vine,  in  front  of  which  it  stood  at  the  comnNDcement  of  the  fcatlle ;  whiit 
the  dense  lines  of  the  Spanish  left,  posted  behind  (heirapaasablegolfyis 
theirfrtmt,  were  oompelled  to  temain  inactive  spectators  of  the  rant,  ariihig 
from  the  whole  enemy's  fwce  being  thrown  os  their  centre  and  ri^t.  UN 
troops  which  had  repulsed  Laval  were  oompeUed  to  retire  dmingb  the  t««t 
of  Ocana,  where  Areiuga  was  chased  from  his  steeple,  and  instantly  took  u 
Oigfat.  On  the  right,  Sebaatiani,  by  penetrating  between'  tbe  town  and  At 
extreme  ^nish  right  cat  off  six  thoasand  awn,  and  triHiged  ihnm  M  m- 
render.  Theline,nowbrakenin  every  part,  riuhcdiDwiUdisorderlewirdi 
the  rear,  followed  by  the  ternfale  Prencb  dragoons,  who  seon  drove  len  tboa- 
saiid  men  into  a  space  behind  Ocua,  having  only  one  onUel  behind,  when 
the  tbrang  was  soon  so  great,  thai  escape  was  idiposaible,  and  almost  At 
whole  were  made  prisoners.  The  army,  opoatiiis, dispersed  inalldiredisat, 
while  the  French  cavalry,  spreading  out  from  Oeana  hko  a  fan,  tbnadared  in 
purauit  over  the  wide  and  desolate  plainswhieh  extend  to  the  south  teswds 
the  Sierra  Uorena.  Twenty  thousand  prisoners,  forty-five  pieces  of  cenasB, 
and  the  whole  ammunitton  of  the  army,  were  thefruilsof  tbisglorioflsbiUic,

Jaaepb,  ttaera- 
fcn,  UgUy  dalad.witfa  Ibia  Tuitory,  which  be  hoped  v-onld  at  lengih  put  ni 
(adli^eoBteBt,ralaraed  with(he^aalcrpwt«f  his  amiy  io  Iriamph  to 
tkt  ofAal,  wbet«  bia  favenunent  waa  mtm  aaUbUabed  aa  a  aolid  baaig  { and 
d  Atdenenta  of  reaiataaoeiD  New  Castile  haing  new  destroyed,  the  whole 
wmnt  of  lbs  prvvinee  waa  coUeeled,  aitd  the  adinitiistratioD  conducted  by 
Ihi  i^nHiTe  govaniineBt.  A  aimilar  calaatfopfae  aaoa  after  gave  them  a  like 
«aiBtado»cr  the  popiilalionaDd  the  reMurccsof  Leon  and  New  Cailile.  Ia 
te  ivofince,  tbe  Dake  del  Parfoe,  finding  the  force  in  his  front  con- 
ateably  dianaiahad  1^  the  oalkctiw  of  the  French  troops  to  oppose  the 
Bcanrai  of  Areixaga  1«  Ocaaa,  advaaced  lovards  Hedioa  del  Bio  Seco,  in 
■dv  Io  ateisi  in  (be  gmtral  noTeiaeat  oa  tbe  capital.  He  «tta<Aed  a  bedy 
''^•t-  of  lot  tboaaaadf  reach  on  tbe  23d  of  November,  aadgaioedcooai- 
'nUapKBen.  Bat,  la  two  days  after,  the  enemy  was  strongly  reintoced 
kf  iasae  of  tbe  troops  who  had  eombaled  a  Ocans,  and  who  immediatflly 
V«ad  tba  aawi  of  Ibat  dreadlul  event,  as  much  to  the  elevation  of  the  one 
a  M  tbo  depMasian  of  the  other  anny.  The  S^Muisb  geneial,  upoo  this 
JJiailiaiii  niriligenoe,  Imniediately  retreated;  hut  bis  troops  were  so  ^x- 
AtBNly^shearieaed  by  (bis  great  defeat  ui  tbe  south,  Ibat  on  the  f6ilo«-ing 
d^f  afets  Kelkis'uwMi,  with  a  body  of  horse,  came  ap  with  the  army  near 
Uktde  TonMs,  (he  Spanish  eavalry  fled  the  moment  the  enemy  appeared, 
>*'^  vitbont  striking  a  blow.  Tbe  infantry,  however,  stood  tinn  and 
asdeastat-reaalsHoe,  wbidi  eaabled  the  Uake  to  effect  his  retvcatwithoot 
oytaaiiderable  loss,  aotwitbslanding  tjie  repeated  charges  of  the  French 
Wunpon  bia  Sank.  Saeh,  bewever,  was  tbe  depressed  stale  of  the  troops, 
^»i,  at  daybeofe  on  the  fallowing  morning,  when  a  French  patrol  entered 
tketan  in  which  (hey  were  lying,  the  whole  Spanish  army  took  ta  flight 
■ad  npirated  in  all  dircetims,  leaving  their  whole  artillery,  ammunition, 
HdflOTiaget  of  every  sort,  in  the  hands  of  tbe  enemy.  So  complele  was  their 
■lapsniaB,  that  far  some  dsys  the  Hake  del  Parqne  was  left  literally  without 
i>  (rmy.  Bnt  tbe  Spanish  troops,  whose  constancy  in  adversity  was  as 
*vihy  oladMiraiion  u  their  unsteadiness  ia  the  Qeld  was  remarkable,  again 
adied'  ronad  the  sUftdard  of  tiieir  cfaief,  and  in  a  fortnight  tbe  Duke,  who 
lad  retired  ta  the  moantaiaa  to  the  sootii  of  Ciodad  Rodr^,  again  found 
Unieif  at  tbe  bead  ot  twelve  or  fifteen  thousand  men,  hut  for  the  most  part 
■■■astd,  wiihont  canmio  or  ammunition,  and  literally  famishing  from 
wet  (8), 
As  these  larrible  blows  had  di^ersed  (be  only  forces  in  the  field  which  the 
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^1^^,^  Sp«niardB  bad,  wortby  ti  th»  niaB*  of  anntes;  nd,  as  tlia  nM 
■^uH«  bad  DOW  clearly  proTed  irttat  ho  bftdlong  fnnawB,  not  ally  ihrt 
iiTn"  '^  they  were  incapable  of  raainMidiig  war  thanadna  la  the  Md  inlh 
the  Francb,  but  Ibat,  by  their  inability  to  pffforn  naoTenenltiii  fmaMcrf 
the  enemy,  tiiey  could  not  be  relied  npan  !•  farm  ■  part  tn  any  coablMd 
lyilem  of  operations,  Wellington  perceired  clearly  thai  heneefDithtbepre(l»> 
tlon  of  Poruigal  must  fonn  his  mala  object,  asd  that,  K  the  drilverance  gf  tk 
Peninsnia  wat  ever  to  be  effected,  it  mast  be  by  the  foreea  wblA  ratted  m 
ibe  AilcmBi  of  thai  kingdom.  He  wisely  reiolTed,  titvrefare,  to  mare  hb 
army  4rom  tb«  banks  of  the  Gsadiana,  vhne  it  bad  already  eaArad  n  i^ 
▼erely  from  the  autumnal  feTora,  lo  the  frontiers  of  the  provinoa  ef  Bdn, 
where  it  might  at  once  recover  iu  health  npon  higher  aod  hUty  gtemd, 
guard  the  principal  road  to  the  Portngnese  eapltal  fhiin  Ibe  oenMHf  S^, 
and  witch  the  formidable  force,  now  nearly  tbirty-iii  thouMnd  itroag, 
which  the  French  bid  colleeled  in  Ae  Bdgbbonifarad  of  Ciiidad  ftedrtga.  ^a 
the  bef(lnning  of  December,  therefore,  Wellingteii,  after  having  repitnd  te 
Seville  and  concerted  measures  with  the  junta  there,  moved  Ui  amy  In  ft* 
neighhonrbood  of  Almeida  and  the  banks  of  the  Agoeda,  leaving  e^yicoB- 
paralively  small  force  at  Elvis  and  in  (he  Alanteje,  lo  co-epenue  with  tta 
Spaniards  in  Estremadnri;  and  at  the  same  lime  commenced  tboBefoftHldiHe 
lines  at  Torres  Vedras  and  in  front  of  Liriwn,  which  he  bad  long  atatm- 
plated,  and  which  a(  length  permanently  arrested  the  hitherto  irrciiiliiile 
torrent  of  French  conqnest(i)  I  * 

.  °lf;;'^„  These  movements  closed  tb«  Moody  and  eveBttal  camp^  rf 
tf-M  1809  in  the  Peninsula ;  and,  certainly,  never  since  tb»begiDBiag«f 
tku'^od  the  world  had  ■  war  occurred  presenting  more  object)  worthy  of 
the  admiration  of  the  patriot,  the  study  of  the  statesman,  and  lbs  obaervattaa 
of  the  soldier.  The  sieges  of  Siragona  and  Gerona,  wbm  forty  thonsand  Bi- 
disciplined  troops,  supported  hy  the  heroic  inhabitants  of  these  lovnn,  had 
inflfcted  B  greater  loss  upon  the  French  than  the  whole  military  forcea(i»- 
tria  in  the  field  of  Wagram,  had  afforded  roeraorable  examples  of  wbitmaM 
be  effected  hy  the  fbellngs  of  rdlgiotis  and  patrhitic  duly,  when  brought  iati 
the  conflict  nnder  circumstances  where  the  nsuil  advantages  of  iHsdpSM 
and  prowess  could  Immediately  decide  the  contest.  On  the  other  band,  Ab 
long  train  of  disaslers  which  the  Spaniards  had  since  inenrred  In  every  oAor 
quarter,  terminating  in  the  frjghtfubcatastrophe  of  Oeana,  had  demonuied, 
In  equally  striking  colours,  the  total  inability  of  undlsei|dtaMd  traepa,  eno 
when  animated  by  the  most  ardmt  zeal  In  behalf  of  their  indepandenot,  ni 
the  greatest  possible  advantages  of  a  mountainous  conntry,  to  withstand  ibt 
altacksofa powerful, disciplined, and weH-direetedenemy.  TfaBttheS|MBiA 
peo[de  were  brave,  was  evidentfrom  the  courage  with  whioh  they  wllhiloaJ, 
and  on  many  occasions  repulsed,  the  first  stiacks  of  the  Frendi  veieniu; 
that  they  were  hardy,  was  demonstrated  by  the  privations  which  tbey  un- 
derwent with  unshaken  constancy;  that  they  were  aeslous  In  iheeaoMsf 
their  country,  was  clear  from  the  multitudes  who  in  every  qnarlorlbroiiged 
to  Its  standards;  lltat  they  were  endaring  in  adversity,  wgs  mairifeel  fnm  A> 
unparalleled  tenacity  with  which  they  maintained  the  oentast,'aftea-ravina 
and  under  circumelinees  which  would  hove  overwhalaoed  Ihe  reriMance  <rf 
any  other  people.  Yet,  wllh  all  these  admirable  qualities,  they  had  eicry 
where  proved  unfortunate,  and  oould  not  point  to  one  single  praviiKe 
rescued  by  tbeir  efforts  from  thegraspof  the  enemy  ;f<tf  it  was  evident  tbM 
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the  deliverance  of  GttHeii  n>d  Astnrias  was  to  be  ascribed ,  not  to  the  arms  of 
Rn&aiM  and  Ibe  mounlainfleTS  of  those  prorinces,  brave  and  IndomiUble  ai 
itef  wn«,  bat  to  die  dfsdpllned  batlallons  of  Wellington,  which  first,  by 
depriving  Soidl^  corpa  «l  all  jls  eqalpnients,  compelled  him  to  evacuate  that 
inTtnce,  ud«fterwards,  by  threaUnfng  Madrid,  fbreed  the  French  geiMnila 
ta  aaeeatrale  all  tMr  ftiices  4or  the  defence  of  the  capitsl— «  memcraUfl 
enmplB  lo  saceeedlBgagei,  both  cf  the  astanishfng  effects  of  patriotic  ardour 
in  snpiKMrtiBK  tiie  canac,  vrii«D  properly  directed,  of  national  isdependence, 
ad  of  the  loUl  isadeqoaey  of  mere  popular  eBforts  to  eltbct  the  national 
defivermcefkem  serious  dangers,  If  not  directed  fay  a  strong  government,  and 
renins  M  ibefcnndMion  of  naliaiwl  forces,  pterlonsly  dtscipltned  and  pre- 
ftnt  -inr  the  contest. 
Wfinw-  Itwas  a  clear  perception  ef  these  truths,  Joined  to  the  compart- 
Z'^iS!^  tlvely  small  fOi^  which  he  had  at  his  disposal,  and  (he  extraor> 
*""■  dhMrydifflenllyeithcrofproridingmenormotteyin  Great  Britain 
fer  additional  troops,  which  was  the  ruling  principle  in  the  campaigns  of 
IWHngtan,  that  are  te  form  so  brilliant  a  part  In  the  subsequent  chapters 
if  this  hiatory.  With  a  force  seldom  exceeding  thirty  thousand  British  sol- 
fiers,  and  which  could  rarely  bring,  after  the  usual  deductions,  above 
twoBty-fire  Ihausand  into  the  field,  be  had  to  maintain  ■  contest  with  liz 
FnachCDTpSjlbewhaleof  which,  if  necessary,  wcnid  c«ncentrate  against  his 
a«y,  and  which  could  bring  into  the  field,  after  amply  providing  tbeir  rear 
and  roininniiications,  at  least  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  combatants. 
IheSpndsh  anotes,  at  different  periods  during  the  campaign  that  was  past, 
hadiafccd  been  numerous,  tbeir  officers  daring,  and  many  had  been  the  re- 
pnoaches  cast  upon  the  English  general  for  at  last  declining  to  join  in  the  rash 
•peastiinH  which  imnrinated  in  the  disasters  of  Ocana  and  Alba  de  Tormes. 
iu  ii  was  now  nanifcsl  (o  all  (he  world  that  any  such  operation  could  have 
Mnsintted  in  nothing  but  disaster,  and  that,  If  (he  English  corps  of  twenly- 
tmrtimaarai  men  had  advanced  in  Ihe  close  of  the  year  towards  (be  Spanish 
ea^ial,  the  coBsequencc  would  have  beenj  that  the  French  generals  would 
uuwiliately  have  concentrated  their  whole  forces  upon  it,  as  they  did  npon 
ah-itdm  Moore,  and  that,  if  it  escaped  destruction  at  all.  It  cotild  only  have 
heen  by  a  retreat  as  disastrous  and  destructive  as  that  to  Comnna.  The  un- 
dbcipUned  slats'  of  the  Spanish  armies  rendered  this  a  ^natter  of  ease ;  for 
Ifcey  were  hicapable,  in  the  field,  of  moving  lo  attack  the  enemy  withoutfall- 
ing  into  cenfusioD ;  and  any  progress  which  their  desnitory  bands  might 
Bake  in  other  provhices  during  such  concentration  of  (heir  (roops,  would 
anly  expese  them  to  greater  disasters  npon  the  separation  of  theFrendifor- 
H»  utter  the  destruction  of  the  English  army. 

umrum  Immense  as  were  the  obstacles  with  which  Wellington  had  to  con- 
;;^Jf^  tend, in  strivingforthedriiveranceof  the  Peninsula  with  such  al- 
*■•*  Ilea,  against  such  an  overwhelming  superiority  of  force,  the  difli- 
altj  hccanM  still  greater  from  the  different  modes  in  which  the  respective 
UMiiu  cwriad  on  the  war.  The  British,  according  to  the  established  rnodc  of 
(Miited^Btftre,  at  ieait  in  modem  times,  maintained  themselves  chiefly 
fra»  nagaEineg  intheir  rear ;  and  when  they  were  obliged  to  depend  upon 
Aempplies  of  the  provinces  where  the  war  was  carried  on,  they  paid  for 
A(v  just  as  Ifaey  wanld  have  done  in  iheir  own  country.  In  consequence  of 
lUa  wranMlanee,  and  the  distance  to  which  their  supplies  were  to  be  con- 
reyed,  the  expense  »f  carrying  on  war,  with  even  a  comjiaratively  Inconsi- 
derable force,  on  the  continent,  was  severely  felt  by  the  British  government. 
Already  Qm  coat  of  evm  the  snail  anny  whkh  Wellington  headed  in  Porlu- 
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g«l,  WIS  ■boat  L.23D,000  ■  monUi.  The  Freoch,  on  the  oOiVr  himl,  by  re- 
yerting  lo  the  oM  Roman  system  o<  making  war  mainUin-war,  nolosljMt 
no  addilional  burden,  but  experienced  the  nxist  sensible  relief  by  their  ar- 
mies carrying  OB  hostilities  with  foreign  states.  From  (lie  monoent  diat  ha 
forces  entered  a  hostile  territory,  it  was  a  fnndamenial  principle  of  Napo- 
lA>n's,  that  they  should  draw  nothing  from  the  French  exchcqoer;  tad, 
while  the  people  of  Paris  were  amused  with  the  flattering  statements  of  Ihs 
moderate  expense  at  which  their  vast  army  was  mainlained,  thefadmi 
carefully  concealed  that  the  whole  troops  engaged  in  foreign  serTic«--lhit  ii, 
two-thirds  of  the  whole  military  establishment  of  the  empire — were  piid, 
fed,  and  lodged,  et  the  expense  of  the  conntrtes  where  boaiiliiies  were  gohig 
forward.  To  such  a  length  was  this  system  carried,  that  we  have  the  iHlb»' 
rily  of  the  Duke  of  Wellington  for  the  assertion,  that  the  cost  of  the  pay  nd 
hospitals  for  the  French  army,  in  Spain  alone,  was  greater  than  the  ium 
stated  in  (he  French  Budget  for  the  year  1809,  as  the  expense  of  their  wh^ 
military  esiahlishment  (1). 
^'mIT"*"  These  causes  produced  a  total  difference  In  ibe  modes  in  uKA 
E'ThJh"*  'hegeneralsof  the  two  armies  were  obliged  or  enabled  to  carry  on 
i^'oi  war.  The  English,  paying  for  every  thing  wbid)  tbey  camBtBcd, 
^'»"'  found  their  difTiculties  and  expenses  increase  the  further  Ibey  id- 
Taoced  from  the  coast ,  and,  when  they  got  into  tiie  interior  of  the  Mia- 
sula,  any  considerable  failure  in  their  supplies,  or  any  blow  struck  by  ifae 
enemy  at  their  cOEntnunications,  threatened  them  with  total  ruin.  TbeFr«)di, 
on  the  other  hand ,  fearlessly  plunged  into  the  most  desolate  provineas,  la- 
lally  regardless  of  their  flanks  or  rear:  and,  without  magazines  ercooBB* 
nicaiions  of  any  kind,  contrived  to  wrench  from  the  inhabitante,  by  the  to- 
rors  of  miliUry  execution,  ample  supplies  for  a  Img  po'iod,  in  a  connby 
where  a  British  regiment  could  not  fmd  subsistence  for  a  single  week.  "  Hx 
mode,"says  the  Duke  of  Wellington,  "in  which  they  provide  for  their  armin, 
is  this  :  they  plunder  every  thing  they  find  in  the  country,  they  fercefroo 
the  iuhahilauts,  under  pain  of  death,  all  that  they  have  in  ihefr  houses  Ar 
the  consumption  of  ihc  year,  without  payment,  and  are  indifferent  respectii^ 
the  consequences  to  the  unfortunate  people.  Every  article,  whether  of  food 
or  raiment,  and  every  animal  and  vehicle  of  every  description,  is  consldml 
to  belong  of  right  and  without  i^yment  to  the  French  army;  and  they  i^ 
qaire  a  cMnraunication  with  their  rear,  only  for  the  purpose  of  conveyiiv 
intelligence  and  receiving  orders  from  Ihe  Emperor  {i} ." 

It  may  readily  be  conceived  what  advantages  an  enemy  acting  on  thaw 
principles  most  always  possess  over  another  conforming  to  the  good  oldfr- 
shion  of  taking  nothing  but  what  they  can  pay  for.  So,  also,  will  fraud  « 
violence,if  directed  by  talent  or  supported  by  power,  almost  always  gain  ibe 
ascendency  in  the  first  instance  in  private  life,  over  the  unobtrusive  e&nts  of 
honest  industry.  Bui  the  same  moral  law  is  applicable  to  both;  mark  thend 
of  these  thing?,  alike  lo  the  private  villain  and  the  imperial  roErfier.  Wul 
the  French  military  historians  call  thecircumspectiou  and  caution  of  (hefiri- 
tish  general,  was  the  necessary  result  of  those  principlesof  justice  and  pa:s^ 
rerance,  which,  commencing  with  the  reverses  of  the  Spanish  campiigOi 
were  destined,  erelong,  to  rouse  mankind  in  their  favour,  and  lead  to  the 
.  triumph  of  Villoria  and  the  Moscow  retreat.  The  energy  and  fearlessoen 
which  they  justly  admire  in  their  own  generals,  were  the  consequence  of  lb< 
system  which,  destroying  the  half  of  every  army  in  Uie  course  erf  every  9a-

]Mign,v«  destined,  in  the  end,  to  exhaust  the  military  strength  of  tbe  em-

IMvithstandijBg  all  these  antoward  cifcnnfitances,  and  the  difficahiesne- 
tonril;  arising  fittm  the  eo-operation  of  the  armies  »f  three  independent 
Ingdons  in  one  campaign,  WellingtoD,  even  after  the  retreat  froin  TalaTera, 
hi  to  fcars  of  the  rooH,  and  repeatedly  wrote,  bodi  to  the  British  and  the 
jpttiab  goTo-Bments,  that  he  bad  no  doabt  he  should  be  able  to  deliver  lbs 
haiuoli,  if  Ibe  Spanish  generals  would  only  adhere  to  ibe  eautious  system 
of  psliey  whicb  he  w  strongly  iBcalcated  (i).  Their  course  was  perfectly 
dm-.  It  was,  lo  use  the  mattock  and  tbe  spade  more  than  the  sword  or  tbe 
ktaa  bayooet;  to  lake  adTaniage  of  tbe  Basaerons  mountdn  ratiges 
Si^  iriilch  tbe  coonuy  afforded  to  sbelm  tb^  armies,  and  of  tbe  ad- 
"'^  minMe  Mor^e  of  their  citiaeas  behind  walls  to  defend  their 
■mithslds.  In  a  word,  tbcy  had  nothing  to  do  but  Id  follow  the  course  by 
vM  the  Scoleb,  on  ^eren  differraE  occasions,  balBed  Ibe  Ea^ish  armies, 
uaita'hig  from  fifty  to  eighty  thousand  comhalants  in  each  inTasion,  who 
Uosaed  tbe  Tweed;  and  by  which  WadiingtOD,  at  every  poesible-disad- 
iWige,  at  lei^ftb  worked  oat  the  independence  of  the  American  States.  Bat 
■othitjadieious  system  the  igttoranee  and  in&tuation  of  the  Central  Junta, 
i^itiito  the  presamption  and  inexperience  of  their  generals,  opposed  Inrin- 
dUeetstacles.  Ho  disasters  conld  conrince  them  that  they  were  not  superior 
t«  the  French  trcMps  in  the  open  field;  and  so  elated  were  they  by  tbe  least 
swns,  that  no  sooner  did  they  see  the  Imperial  armies  receding  before 
tkiB.  than,  hurrying  from  tbeir  mooatain  fastneases  with  a  rabble  almost 
u&dplined,  and  without  even  uniform,  they  Fosbed  into  conOiot  with  tbe 
ntous  against  whom  the  armies  of  Austria  and  Russia  bad  contended  in 
nai.  Nothing  coold  be  eipected  from  such  a  system  but  the  rasnlt  which 
"ixilly  look  place,  vii.  the  total  desiruciion  of  .the  Spanbh  armies,  and  the 
l^nwiBg  the  whole  wei^t  of  tbe  contest  in  foture  upon  tbe  British  and  Per- 
tHMseforees. 

aof^  And,  though  the  sueoeas  which  attended  her  efforts  bad  not  been 
i^if^  proportioned  to  the  magnitude  of  tbe  exertions  which  she  made, 
■■n*  yet  Engjand  had  ao  reason  to  feel  ashamed  of  tbe  part  which  sh«- 
^  ideo  in  the  sontast.  For  the  6rst  time  since  tbe  commenceiBent  of  the 
nr,  she  dow  appeared  with  troops  in  Ibe  field  adequate  to  ber  mighty 
''^'ogth ;  and  it  affords  a  marrelloos  proof  of  the  magnitude  sf  the  British 
'^it^ta^  that  this  diqday  should  have  been  made  in  tbe  serenteenih  year  of 
"k  war.  The  forces  by  land  and  sea  which  she  put  forth  in  this  year,  were 
*9inlleled.  With  a  fleet  of  two  hundred  and  forty  ships  of  tbe  line,  and 
''■Hy  elevan  hnndred  resaels  of  all  sizes,  she  maintained  the  tindispnied 
"MBiand  of  the  waToai  blockaded  every  hostile  harbour  in  Europe ;  at  once 
^wd  Ike  Toolm  aquadran  ashore  at  the  moulb  of  the  Hbone,  burned  the 
VM  het  amidst  tiia  shaUows  of  Basque  Roads,  drove  tbe  Russian  navy  an- 
™  >tn  cannon  at  Cronstadt,  uad  still  found  tblrty-sovea  ships  of  the  line 
vhereHiUt  toatrike  a  redoubtable  blew  at  the  fleets  in  tbe  Scheldt.  With  a 
vadrsd  thonaaod  regular  troops,ah«Baintained  her  immense  colonial  em- 
w  IB  erory  part  of  the  world ,  aad,  as  it  suited  her  convenience,  rooted  out

British  islands;  while,  with  another  bundred  thoiuaDd  gallant  dispaotili 
soldiers,  sbe  carried  on  the  war  with  unexampled  vigeur  ut  the  eoBiiiuntaf

pakceatHadrid.  TheHomanempiraDevm-badiuchfonieeoBfMtt  lbeTa> 
oeeded  tbow  wielded  by  Napolton  In  the  lenilb  of  bis  paw«r.  Tosaythaiib 
latter  enterprises,  in  the  end,  miscarried  and  lenninated  in  dis^^BtmcDl, 
is  no  real  reproatit  to  the  national  character.  To  command  success  is  not  il- 
ways  in  the  power  of  nations,  any  more  than  »f  individuals.  Skill  in  «ir,ii 
in  pacific  entwpriMa,  is  not  lo  )w  attainad  but  by  expNlrace.  The  but  isn- 
rily  furnllimaie  triumph  is  to  he  found  in  the  ipirit  which  can  GanceiTe,ud 
theeourage  which  can  deserve  it ;  and  the  nation,  which,  after  sudiacsa- 
test,  could  make  snCh  exertions,  if  not  in  possession  of  this  honoois,  wu  N 
least  on  the  path  to  the  fruits,  al  victory, 
mb'S^  Thirty  years  have  now  elapsed  since  this  astonishing  disphj  4 
>|^'<  ^strength  in  the  British  nnpire  took  plaee, and  it  is  intertstin|l| 
iki  nr  ■>!  observe  what,  during  that  period,  has  been  the  change  upon  iM 
ui,^  national  force  and  the  means  of  asserting  the  independence  of  lif 
country,  if  again  called  in  question  by  foreign  aggieaiion.  The  inMroiq 
period  has  been  one,  it  is  well  known,  either  of  unprecedented  uiom^V 
of  unbroken  tranquillity.  Five  years  of  successful  combats  brought  the  nt 
to  a  glorious  issue ;  five-a ad-twenty  yean  of  snbaequoit  nnlDlernipUd  poM 
have  increased  in  an  extraordinary  degree  the  wealth,  population,  and  n| 
■onroas  of  the  empire.  The  nunibersoflhepeopleduing  that  limebtitial 
creased  nearly  a  half;  ihe  exports  and  imports  have  more  than  doubled  ;ik^ 
tonnage'of  Uie  conimerdal  navy  hasincreasedahtf ;  andagriciiUnie,fctl««1 
Ing  the  wants  of  the  increased  population  of  the  empire,  has  advanced  b  A 
similar  [wopwrtion.  The  warlike  establishments  of  other  slates  have  atimt 
gonelilUoiK'no  diminution.  Franee  has  uaaii; fbni hnndied ibonssad ■• 
tn  arms ;  Russia  six  hundred  thousand,  besidaa  isrty  ships  of  the  Une  tmf 
■lantly  in  oonuniasion,  and  ceady  for  anriee.  What,  then,  with  sack  lo- 
Bonrces,  and  exposed  to  such  dangers,  is  the  ealiMishment  which  Gnil  M" 
tain  now  maintains  when  on  the  verge  of  a  war  In  both  hemispheres?  ' 
Her  anny  of  three  bundred  ihoosand  regular  soldiers  and  militia,  '■'■'^ 
4owB  to  nuMty^ix  thooaand  men ;  her  fleet  of  (we  hundred  and  tely  dip 
«f  the  line  hu  dwindled  away  to  twenty  In  conmbiloa,  fifty-«ight  in  ttjlt 
ury,  and  twdve  buiidin^-in  all,  ninety ;  her  Indian  army,  whiah  ia  UK 
numtwiad  two  hundred  and  ninety  thauBud,  has  declined  to  ou  Inm** 


■od  eighty  ihonaaud  eombatants,  while  the  population  and  extant  of  her  A* 
tic  pomeaiioBB  are  hourly  on  the  increase ;  her  regular  and  local  militia  biM 
entirely  disappeared.  All  this  hu  taken  place,  too,  ata  time  when  ihsMril 
and  neeesailies  of  the  empire  in  every  quarter  of  (be  globe  have  rqndly  UF 
mented,  and  the  resources  of  the  state  to  maintain  an  adequate  establiibiiKsl 
tn  at  least  double  what  tbey  were  tbirty  yean  ago.  Nay,  lo  soeh  a  Ini*^ 
has  the  public  miad  become  deluded,  that  it  was  lately  seriou&ly  stated  bj* 
tateiligent  and  upright  Lord  of  the  Admiralty,  in  his  plaee  in  I'arlianm^ 
that "  it  could  not  be  said  that  Great  Britain  ww  defeoceleae,  for  ibtl  thekw

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Senries,  and  the  matnritT  crowned  by  the  genim  of  Slukspeire  ittd  Newton, 
the  conquests  ofNelson,  and  the  tHampbs  of  Wellington,  lo  (erminaleatkst 
In  the  selSshness  of  pleasnro,  or  the  timid  spirit  of  mercaniile  opslencef  in 
die  glories  of  the  ^tlsh  name,  the  wonders  of  the  British  empn«,  (o  bo 
overwhelmed  in  the  growth  of  manuftewring  wealth,  and  (be  short-sighted 
passion  for  commercial  a^randizement?  WithonI  pretending  to  decide  am 
these  important  questions,  the  station  ef  which,  as  jet,  lies  buried  in  the 
womb  of  bte,  it  may  saffely  be  affinned  that  the  lopie  now  alluded  loaffords 
deep  subject  for  consideration  both  for  the  British  patriot  at  this  time,  and 
the  philosophic  observer  in  every  future  age  of  mankind.  The  moralist,  who 
observes  hew  rapidly  in  private  life  excessive  prosperity  saps  tbe  ftnindeliaD 
of  taidividual  Tirioe,  will  perhaps  be  Inclined  to  fear  that  a  similar  cause  of 
eormption  has,  at  the  period  of  its  greatest  ezallation,  blasted  ihestrenghtol 
the  British  empire.  The  historian,  who  surveyit^e  indeliUe  treoes  vrtudt 
hnHUDafTairseverywhereexhibitof  the  seeds  of  mortality,  will  probably  be 
led  to  fear  that  the  days  of  British  greatness  are  numbered,  and  that,  with 
the  growth  of  the  seltish  passions  springing  out  of  long-continued  and  mi- 
tvoken  good^rtune,  the  virtue  to  doKtre,  the  spirit  to  defend  it,  is  gradnalty 
wearing  ont  of  the  realm. 

But,  when  the  days  of  party  strife  have  paued  away ,  and  the  events  of  this 
time  have  been  transferred  into  the  reeords  of  history,  all  will  juvbably  cok- 
cur  In  thinking  that  the  innnediate  cause  of  this  extraordinary  dec^ne  b  to 
be  found  in  the  tong-continued  and  undue  preponderance,  since  tbe  peace, 
of  tbe  popular  part  of  tbe  constitution,  and  tbe  extraordinary  duntifU  and 
violence  of  that  passion  for  economical  reduction,  which  always  Bjningsfriua 
the  ascendency,  for  any  considerable  time,  in  the  natiooal  councils,  of  tbe 
great  body  of  mankind.  It  is  not  surprising  that  such  limited  views  should  be 
entertained  by  the  popular  party  in  Great  BciUin,  when  alt  the  eloqacDce  of 
Demosthenes  failed  in  inducing  the  most  spiritual  demeeracy  of  aniiqahy  t* 
lakeanysteps  to  ward  offlbe  imminent  dangers  arising  from  the  amlAtion  ol 
Philip;  andall  the  wisdom  of  Washington  was  unable  to  communicate  Lo  the 
greatest  repubUc  of  modem  times  sufficient  strength  to  prevent  its  capita 
being  taken,  and  its  arsenab  pillaged,  by  a  British  division  not  four  thonsatid 
five  hundred  strong.  And,  without  joining  in  the  outcry  now  directed  a^hist 
either  of  the  administrations  which  hove  recently  ruled  the  stale,  on  account 
of  a  prostration  of  the  national  defences,  of  which  it  is  easier  to  see  the  dan- 
gers than  to  provide  the  remedy,  and  in  which  all  parties,  save  the  few  far- 
seeing  patriots  who  had  courage  to  resist  the  general  delusion,  and  steadily 
opposed,  amidst  general  obloquy,  the  excessive  and  disastrous  reducticms 
which  were  so  loudly  applauded,  will  probably  be  found  to  be  nearly  equally 
implicated,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  historian  to  point  out  this  memorable  de- 
cline for  the  constant  observation  of  future  ages.  Posterity  will  perhaps 
deduce  from  it  the  inference  that  present  popularity  is  seldom  tbe  reword  d 
real  wisdom ;  that  measures  calculated  for  the  benefit  of  future  ages  an 
hardly  ever  agreeabletothepresent;  and  Ibal  the  institutions  which  conipd 
the  rulers  of  the  slate  to  bend  to  tbe  temporary  inclinations  of  the  people,  in 
oppositiori  lo  their  ultimate  interests,  bear  in  themselves  tlie  seeds  of  mor- 
tality, and  were  the  unobserved,  but  certain  cause  of  the  destruction  of  ibe 
greatest  power  which  had  existed  in  the  world  since  the  fall  of  the  Roiutn 
Emfln,

The  conflict  in  the  Peninsula, 
ns  tme,  soil  lingered;  but  disaster  had  every  where  attended  the  Spa- 
iUi  mna,  and  it  only  seemed  to  await  the  choice  of  the  Emperor  when  the 
HMMnt  was  to  arnre  ihat  was  to  see  their  efforts  flnidly  subdued,  and  (he 
hndi  eagles  pbnted  in  trinmph  on  the  towers  of  Lisbon.  If  the  maritime 
wyet  cantfamed,  it  wis  only  becsose  England,  with  now  seemingly  nn- 
aniUag  ohaiiaaey,  maiattined  a  hopeless  contest;  and,  if  she  was  still  the 
aistreas  of  the  miTes,  that  sterile  supremacy  had  been  attained  by  the  sa- 
crifice of  all  the  objecU  <Dr  which  the  dominion  of  the  earth  had  ever  been 
ttvded.  Man  Inily  Ihu  in  the  lime  of  the  Roman  Emperers,  the  inhabi- 
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Unts  of  Albion  wen  naw  aerered  from  the  dtilbed  nttioiu  cpf  the  mrid, 
and  the  celebnted  line  of  the  poet— 

Pnitiu  dlTliM  Dibc  BrKannai, 

Memed,  «fler  the  reYolation  of  seToiteen  handred  years,  again  to  present  a 
fiuOifal  dcKTiption  of  the  aitnation  of  the  British  isl». 
mX'Ci  ^hat,  then,  was  wanting  to  a  soTereign  snnxHuided  with  sodf 
MiotMn  magnificence,  to  achicfwieldingauchawfulpown?  Historic  de»- 
nt^nl!"  cent,  and  ancestral  glory :  and  for  this  one  defect,  even  all  the 
achieTements'of  Napolten  afforded  no  adequate  compeDstUon.  In  vain  Ibe 
orators  of  the  empire  dwelt  with  deserved  emphasis  on  his  marreUoua  ex- 
ploits; in  vain  they  pointed  to  Europe  subdued  by  his  anni,  the  worid  en- 
tranced by  bis  glory;  the  present  could  not  always  fascinaie  maiAtnd,  the 
splendoor  of  existing  greatness  could  not  entirely  obliterate  the  recoUectiM 
of  departed  virtue.  Faintly  at  Grst,  but  still  perceptilily,  the  grandsar  of 
ancient  days  glimmered  through  the  blue  of  modern  renown :  as  iba  whirl 
of  the  ReTolution  subsided,  the  exploits  of  the  monarchy  retanied  again  la 
the  recollection;  the  rapid  fall  of  almost  all  dynasties  recorded  ia  bistery 
founded  on  individual  greatness,  recurred  in  painful  cleameas  even  I9  supers 
ficial  observation,  and  in  the  next  generation,  the  claims  to  the  throne,  era 
of  the  heir  of  Napoli^on's  glory,  might  be  overbalanced  by  those  of  an  inlait 
who  bad  succeeded  to  the  majestic  inheritance  of  fourteM  fauDdred  jchs. 
The  Emperor  was  too  clear-sighted  not  to  perceive  those  tmths;  ttie  p<riicy 
of  his  imperial  government  was  calculated  to  revive  the  sway  of  those  natunl 
feelings  in  the  breasts  of  the  people ;  but  it  was  diSicuU  to  make  tbem  atopat 
the  desired  point,  aud  the  danger  wa£  idiviouE,  that  the  feeling  of  mm  aed 
veneration  with  which  be  endeavoured  to  make  them  regard  the  Ihrone, 
might  insensibly,  in  the  next  age,  revive  the  ancient  feelings  and  attachmeaB 
of  the  monarchy.  The  necessity  of  having  descendants  to  perpetnate  hia  dy- 
nasty was  apparent,  and  for  this  object  he  was  prepared  to  ucrifiee  the  dearest 
attachment  of  his  existence ;  but  he  required  beira  who  might  nnfte  the 
lustre  of  former  descent  with  the  brightness  of  recent  achievemeats,  and 
exhibit  on  the  throne  an  enduring  example  of  that  fusion  of  ancient  grandear 
with  modern  interests,  which  it  was  the  object  of  all  the  institntiom  of  the 
empire  to  effect.  He  succeeded  in  bis  wish :  he  exhibited  to  the  astooisbel 
world  the  spectacle  of  a  soldier  of  fortune  horn  Corsica,  winning  it  liw 
■word's  point  a  daughter  of  theCxsar's;  the  birth  of  a  son  seemed  to  realize 
all  his  hopes,  and  blend  the  imperial  blood  with  the  exploilsof  n  ptMr 
than  Charlemagne ;  and  yet,  such  is  the  connexion  often  Indiiaalnfale,  even 
In  this  world,  between  injustice  and  retribution,  and  such  ibe  mysterioos 
manner  in  which  Providence  renders  the  actions  of  nea  the  QDConaaoos 
instruments  of  its  will,  that  from  Ibis  apparently  aiupicioni  ev^i  nay  ba 
dated  the  commencement  of  his  downf&l : — the  birtta  of  the  King  of  Heme 
was  coeval  with  the  retreat  of  Uass^na  from  before  Ibe  lines  of  lorm  Vedras, 
the  (irst  occasion  on  which  the  Imperial  arms  bad  permanently  recoiled  In 
continental  warfare;  and  in  the  jealousy  excited  in  the  Russian  cobhMt  by 
the  preference  given  to  the  Austrian  alliance,  is  to  be  fonad  the  nltlnale 
source  of  his  ruin.  "  That  marriage,"  said  Napoiten, "  wai  Ibe  oniM  of  My 
destruction ;  incoutracling  it,  i  plaowt  my  foot  oiiui.«biM  onend  «Tfr  wUli

But  all  these  feelings  were  subor^tinaio  with 
hpsUsa  to  caBrideratiMM  of  pabiic  necessity  or  reasons  of  stiite  policy;  and 
Aoogh  hssafered  SOTenily  from  the  prospect  of  tbe  separation,  the  anguish 
■kitk  be  ttperieiMed  was  never  permitted  for  an  instant  to  swerve  him  from 
lit  mehilioa  he  had  adopted-  The  grandenr  of  hii  fortune,  and  the  ap* 
fasat  loliifily  et  his  Ibrone,  gave  him  the  choice  of  all  the  princesses  of 
aHrtJMnUl  Cnrspe;  and  Iha  affair  was  debated  in  the  conncil  of  state  as  a 
■n  natter  of  pnbUe  expedience,  without  the  slightest  regard  to  privaU 
ItdiHtiea,  and  atil)  less  to  oppressed  virtue.  For  a  moment  an  alliance  wilh 
I  Minef  France  was  thesiibject  of  consideration,  but  it  was  soon  laid  aside 
hrviryebneaa  reasons)  a  piincaas  of  Saxony  was  also  proposed,  but  it  wu 
nte  racemmanded  by  the  absence  of  any  objections  against,  than  tbe 
ni^t  e(  any  rewon  for  iu  adoption.

Bare  yon  beeneqaillT 
considerate?  Were  yoo  not  conducUng  two  negotliUons  at  once?  Bnwrn 
it  possible  ihat  the  marriage  conld  hovebemcondnded  at  Paris  on  Ae  llh 
Febuary,  almost  before  the  arrhvl  of  the  raeBBOigor  from  St.-PetefslNn|, 
dispauhed  on  the  21st  January,  after  the  lapse  of  Ibe  ten  daysrilowtdfa 
our  ultimatum,-and  who  was  the  bearer  only  of  a  proposal  ^farlberddtT, 
to  overcame  die  scruples  of  the  Empress  and  Arehdncbces?  Kthedilemin 
of  rehgion  had  been  an  insnimoantaUe  objeciioii,  yon  should  hive  laidu 
at  first.  It  is  beyond  measure  fortunate  that  die  age  of  the  ArdidnchMioidd 
noCbe  got  over.  In  this  instance,  as  when  the  same  subject  was  talked  of  it 
Erfurtfa,  it  was  your  Emperor  who  spoke  fint;  1  only  int«rfa«d  fnii  n* 
friend;  personally  1  may  have  some  reason  to  complain,  bnt  I  do  not  doit: 
1  rejoice  at  whatever  is  for  the  good  ofFranee."  When  sach  waolbe  lai^siae 
of  die  Emperor,  it  may  be  conceived  what  were  tbe  fMmgs  of  St.-PelaJnB;, 
and  how  materially  the  discontent  of  the  eonrt  weakened  the  Prendi  tn- 
fluence,  already  so  hateful  to  (be  noUes  and  the  people.  These  delaibneW 
foreign  to  d.e  dignity  of  history : -they  are  tadmalelyUoBded  with  tbegntt- 
est  events  which  modem  Earope  has  wlinessed;  lor,  diongfa  governed  is  Us 
conduct  in  general  only  by  state  policy,  and  a  ptrfsct  master  of  diiAnb- 
Uon,  Aleiander  was  scrupulously  attenttre  to  hit  private  honour;  the  edd- 
ness  between  die  two  courts  soon  became  apparent)  bat  sudi  is  the  wtibw 
of  human  nature,  alike  in  itsmest  exabedBsil>bumM•Mstadons,tkltpi■ 
sibly  political  considerations  might  have  failed  to  extricate  die  calHDet  of  SL- 
Petersburg  from  the  fistl^^  of  Tilsit  and  Erfurth,  if  dtey  bad  not  been  bM 
by  private  pique;  and  NapoUon  bees  still  on  tbe  tlmaie,if  tolhedaTciyrf 
Europe,  and  the  wrongs  of  die  Empoor,  had  not  been  idpondded,  ai  Ih 
breast  of  the  Czar,  (he  wounded  feoUngs  at  the  man  (i). 
^^  Few  persons  in  (hat  derated  raidi  hare  undergone  snch  varictiti 
rkiDc.  of  fortune  as  Josdphine,  and  fewer  itiH  have  bonie  so  well  die  a- 
deal  both  of  prosperity  and  advemity.  BomaLfiratmlhenikldleclassofM- 
cie(y,  she  was  the  wife  of  a  respectable  bnt  obscure  officn-;  tbe  I'*'^]'^ 
afterwards  du«w  her  into  a  dungeon,  where  she  was  sand  frtim  the  sctlw 
only  by  the  611  of  Robespierre;  the  hand  of  NapoUon  eterated  ^""'"''^ 
sively  to  ever;  rank,  from  the  general's  staff  to  the  Empcrot>s  thrsDe;  vA 
the  same  connexion  consigned  btr,  at  tbe  very  highest  point  of  her  rim- 
tion,  to  degradation  andseelnaion;  thelonof  her  eonaequoice,  the sqiM- 
tion  from  her  husband,  the  saeriUce  of  ho-  affiBctians.  £^ped  of  berk- 
fluenco,  cast  down  from  her  rank,  woBoded  in  her  fecUngs,  the  dtrwM 
Empress  found  the  comity,  felt  in  any  rank,  of  haiivchikUaStdieana- 
omed  dart  which  was  to  pierce  her  to  the  heart.  It  was  no  commeoetaae* 
which  could  pass  through  such  nurvrihiUB  chmges  of  foitime  unmaftad^f 
any  decided  stain,  unsullied  by  any  tears  of  latfering.  ff,  diaing  tbe  coant- 
sion  of  all  moral  ideas  consequmt  on  the  first  (riiimi^  «f  the  Rerolalisi) 
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te  npMitlHiad  Mt  4wape  Um  li«Mli  of  hhhUI  ;  and  if  the  faTOBriie  af 
Smm  aummti,  nm  when  tba  vile  of  Haptdten,  sonte  frightful  fiu  of 
jmlymt}  in  btr  haibwd,  »be  mainttiaed  tuaxAipUry  deconuB  wbeaiMted 
M  the  C(»(iiUr  «m1  Imporiil  ibrone,  and  eoninnaicatcd  a  degree  of  ele- 
gnceto  dw  twartof  Um  Tnilaries,  wbich  could  hardly  have  been  expected, 
tfttr  thfi  csiAirieB  of  raalu  «kd  ruin  ol  the  old  nobility  which  had  [veceded 
jNrdentieB.  Pnakwalely  f ond  of  dreis,  aod  often  hlamably  extravagant  in 
tkitpankalar,  ike  oeeaafoned  do  mall  endianraisiiieat  to  the  treasury  bj 
lff«ipeMe9;biit  lUi  weakness  wasAngiTen  in  the  racoUoction  of  iU  ne- 
eNAy  to  nmpewaM  the  ineqoaUly  of  ihdr  yean,  in  the  amiable  uae  which 
AeMade  of  bar  poannrionB,  ibo  ffniee  of  her  manner,  and  the  ahwrily  with 
vWchAewaewr  ready  toexnt  ber iuBnence with  hw  hndund  to  plead 
ttanoaeofiofFMiii,  erarert  the  pnniihnwnt  of  innocence.  Theagb  little 
JMllMd  to  Tield  in  geaard  to  ienwle  pmnasirai,  NapoUon  both  loved  tad 
tt  the  mar  of  Ibis  nriable  chancier;  and  often  in  his  sternest  fits  he  vai 
■MMd  tnm  violent  neascres  by  her  iidlaeaca.  The  diTorce  and  marriage 
<f  MirieLeaiM  prodneed  no  eMnngcineDl  betweeo  them :  in  her  reiirwneBt 
■t  hhwiwQ  Ae  was  frequently  virited  and  consulted  by  the  Eteperoi;  tbey 
ampeadedte  the  last  inomaite<h«  life;  and  the  fidelity  with  which  she 
•Aaed  to  Um  in  his  miifarUines,  won  the  esteem  of  bis  conquerors,  as  it 
Mtt  fOMBHHid  ihBrcqMcl  of  all  ssceeecHng  ages  of  the  world  (1 ). 
^  Bern  in  the  higfaeet  rank,  descended  from  the  noblest  ancestry, 
i*^  called  to  Use  most  exalted  destinies,  the  daoghte^  the  CeBBr%  the 
vifcef  NapoUon,  the  methw  of  Us  sen,  Harie  Loniie  appeared  to  unite  in 
kapenwall  Ibegmdenr  and  felicttyof  which  human  Batore  is  susceptible, 
hlhir  Bri»d  had  reetiwl  do  loft;  impress;  her  character  was  unworthy  of 
*tgrnioi«i<rf  herCntsne.  She  had  tbe  blood  of  Maria  'Hieresa  isher  veins, 
ku  not  ber  s^sit  in  her  soul.  Her  &ir  hair,  blue  eyes  and  pleasing  expres- 
■w,hMpeke  tbe  Gothic  Mood)  and  tbe  aflabiliiy  of  her  demeanour,  and 
■vMaem  of  ber  manner,  at  first  produced  a  general  prepessesuon  in  h« 
ktev.  Bol  she  was  ad^fad  for  tbe  sunshine  of  prosperity  (Hily ;  me  wind  of 
simiity  blew,  uid  she  sunk  before  its  breaUi.  Young,  amiable,  prepostess- 
%,  she  won  tbe  Emperor's  aHisclions  by  the  naivete  and  simplicity  of  her 
AoacUv;  and  he  always  said  that  she  was  innocenoe  with  all  its  sweetness, 
Joi^ne  grace  with  all  its  charms.  All  tbe  attractions  of  art,  says  he,  were 
■■filoyed  by  the  first  fimpress  with  such  skill,  that  the;  were  never  pcroeiv- 
■#all  the  charms  of  innocence  displayed  by  Ute  second  with  snch  simpli- 
lity,  that  their  existcBce  was  never  saspected(2).  Both  were  benevolent, 
kM-hearted,  afilectieBate;  both,  to  the  lut  hour  of  his  life,  reUiaed  the 
nni  icfard  of  the  Emperor;  and  both  poaessed  cfualilies  worthy  of  his 
>>BciioB,  H her  hudModbad  lived  and  died  on  the  imperial  throne,  few 
fa[nvMii  woold  bare  left  ■  more  blameless  repatatioo;  but  she  was  un- 
■fial  to  dte  trials  dd  the  lattn  years  of  the  empire.  If  her  dubious  situation, 
■kediughiar  of  one  Emperor,  the  wife  of  aneiher,  boUi  leaders  in  the  strife, 
■i)^  asTve  ber  excuse  iot  not  taking  any  decided  part  in  favour  of  the  na- 
Wwal  liMhiptndij«i.i)  on  the  invasien  of  Fraitce,  the  mlsfottunes  of  her  hus- 
'nd  nd  -sen  had  daims  upon  her  lidejity  which  should  never  have  been 
nalaeked.  The  wife  of  the  £mperer  shoald  never  have  penniUed  him  to 
P  iatftcadle  alone;  tbe  modm-  of  the  King  of  Borne  should  never  have  for- 
■P»m  to  what  destinies  her  son  had  been  bom.  Wh«I  an  object  vronid  she, 
•ftersoeh  saeriSees,  retonung  from  St.-Uelma  after  bis  death,  have  fonoed 
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Id  hlitory  I  Ftkrce  nu;  ban  pnronud  bar  from  dtoehotlaf  that  aac^ 
dulfi  but  force  did  Dot  compel  her  to  appear  at  (be  Congreai  of  Verova, 
leaning  on  the  arm  of  WellingloQ,  norobUge  tbe  widow  of  Hapaldan  lo  aiadt 
at  last  iole  tbe  degraded  wife  of  her  own  chamberlain. 
n!'tnt!mi  '>'>'>'^^Y  *^^  '>>'  marriage,  the  £mpwor  let  out  with  fab  jovag 
""^'tti  ''''^c  ^o'' ths  l^**  Ci"'>>^^-  They  proceeded  by  St.-<^iestia,Cam- 
Sm."  '  bray,  and  Valenciennea,  to  Bruisela,  eTorj  whec«  recelred  with 
adulatory  addreuei,  passing  under  triumphal  arches,  and  entectng  dtict 
amidst  the  roar  of  artillery,  fint  other  cares  than  the  ciTitgovetaneBt  of  bit 
dominions,  other  designs  Uian  the  amusement  of  the  young  Empraaa,  ocro 
pied  Uie  mind  of  the  Emperor.  The  war  with  England  still  caatinued;  mart* 
time  preparations  were  necessary  for  its  subjugation^  Antwerp  was  the  em- 
tre  of  these  preparations.  It  was-from  the  Scheldt  that  the  mori^  strolui  iraa  to 
be  dealt  out.  The  Brst  care  of  the  Emperor,  therefore,  was  to  visit  thaoiudel, 
fortifications,  and  vast  naval  preparations  at  this  important  point  Ab  ei^ity 
gun  ship  was  launchotl  in  his  presence,  and  one  of  the  new  fortt  acelnif  oa 
tiie  left  bank  of  the  river,  beyond  the  lAie-de-Flandre,  was  callAd  by  Um 
name  of  Harie  Louise,  which  it  still  bears.  He  had  every  reason  lo  be  aatis- 
fied  with  the  works  ia  progress,  thirty  ships  of  tbe  line,  nearly  as  gmt  m.  fleet 
as  that  which  was  destroyed  at  Trafalgar,  were  ready  for  sea  in  the  rtoefca. 
From  Antwerp  the  Emperor  descended  the  Scheldt  to  f  loshfaig  and  Middl»> 
burg,  where  he  gave  directions  for  ei  tensive  works  and  fbrtificatiens,  tba*  w«m 
to  do  more  than  tf  pair  the  devastations  that  were  comUitled  by  the  ^"n^A 
in  tbe  Island  of  \Yalcheren.  They  afterwards  retomed  by  Ghent,  Liala,  flnlgig, 
Boulogne,  and  Havre  de  Grace,  to  Paris,  which  they  macbed  on  the  IK  of 
June.  Napolton  there  assisted  in  tbe  intormenl  of  the  body  of  Uantwi  I  mnam 
at  tbe  Chapel  of  the  Invalids  at  Paris.  The  direction  of  this  journey,  HndoB* 
taken  so  ahorlly  after  his  marriage,  revealed  the  secret  desipia  of  Ifac  Frnpii 
ror.  Naval  preparations,  the  conquest  of  England,  were  uppermoat  ia  Mt 
thoughts;  and  if  any  additional  arguments  were  ncccaaary  to  vindicatiT*  Ifaa 
Walcheren  expedition,  it  would  be  found  in  the  direduui  he  gave  to  tUl 
journey  (I). 
»^^pbo  ^  deplorable  event  occurred  shortly  vfter,  vrtiich  recalled  tha  ■»> 
« I'l'l^  collection  of  tbe  lamentable  accident  tliat  bad  oocutred  on  tbe  o^- 
b,!tl»^  csaion  of  the  marriage  of  Uarie-Antoinetta,  and  waa  regarded  «( 
sinister  augury  for  the  marriage  of  the  young  Empreu.  Prince  Schwartxoak* 
i<iiT  D.  berg-,  the  Austrian  ambassador  at  Parit,  gave  a  nu^ficCttt  bsMaa 
the  Gth  of  July,  at  which  the  Emperor  and  Empress,  and  thewbols  osoai 
were  assembled.  Prom  the  great  numbw  of  guests  expected  on  the  nrnaaJew, 
it  i(  as  deemed  necessary  to  enlarge  th«  aocommodatioBt  of  bis  hotel.  Tba  giiel 
dancing-room  was  Hlted  up  in  tba  most  sumptuous  manner,  ut  a  Icnparsif 
building  behind,  and  the  festoons  and  drapery,  in  particular,  excitad  not* 
versal  admiration.  By  accident,  one  of  the  game  curtains  took  fire  fiee^  « 
lamp  in  iU  vicinity,  and  in  in  instant  the  flames  spread  over  the  whole  (mI 
and  interior  of  the  iiructure.  The  «oolness  of  NapoUon  waa  as  mngpieMeMi 
here  as  in  the  field  of  battle ;  he  immediately  sought  out  the  Empreta,  leak 
her  quietly  by  the  arm  and  led  her  out  of  the  dangw.  Many  perauot,  how- 
ever, were  soorched  by  the  Oames,  or  wounded  by  the  falling  of  the  bammtf 
and  some  of  them  died  afterwards  of  tbe  injuries.  But  all  lesser  cgpsidwi  • 
tions  were  forgotten  in  tbe  dreadful  fate  of  the  Princeis  Pauiine  of  SchwatV 
leidiei^  the  sister-io-law  of  tbe  ambassador.  This  ai     " 
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oAe  rf  ilM  list  df  ifae  Mnpaiir  who  eseiped  from  the  ttnrniiig  nam  «lth  h«t 
duster  hi  bn-  hand.  Both  had  eoi  out  io  safely,  but  In  the  confusion  the 
chSd «»  Mparaled  front  her  tnather,  and  the  latter,  conceiving  that  she  had 
ben  kfl  behind  in  the  scene  of  danger,  rashed ,  vllh  generont  devotion ,  back 
i|ifB  (nio  die  burning  saloon,  and  wis  crushed  by  the  falling  of  tha  beam*. 
So  (htw  were  the  ttaroes  that  the  place  where  the  unfortnnale  prinoess  had 
jisiihid,  coM  only  he  discorered  by  a  gold  ornament  she  had  worn  on  lier 
Bntjirhichresteted  the  conflagration.  This  frightful  Incident  excited  a  deep 
NmilioQ  In  Paris,  chiefly  from  its  being  regarded  ts  a  prognostic  connected 
«n  the  utrrfage  of  the  Empress;  but  history  must  assign  it  a  nobler  des- 
tby,  ind  record  the  fate  of  the  Princess  Schwartzenberg  as  perhaps  the 
mUhI  hislance  of  maternal  heroism  recorded  in  the  annals  of  the  world  (4). 
).pi„  This  peHod  Was  rendered  remarkable  by  the  fall  of  one  of  the  ml- 
E;^"*  nisters  of  IfapirfAm,  who  had  hitherto  eicrclsed  the  most  nnbound- 
'••^^  edlnffuencefnthelntemalconcemsoftheempire.  FouchS, whose 
bhMslbrfnlrigue,  and  thorough  acquaintance  with  the  details  both  ofla- 
obJD  eoBspFracy  and  police  administration,  had  hitherto  rendered  him  a 
•wswry  part  of  the  Imperial  administration,  fell  into  disgrace.  The  Imme- 
Ale  ause  of  this  OTcrthrow  was  the  improper  use  and  undue  extension 
*)ildi  be  gare  to  a  secret  proposition  at  this  time  made  to  the  British  Govern- 
iwii,hyNapol*on,  for  a  general  peace.  The  Dutch  ambassador  was  the  agent 
("ployed  in  this  mysterious  communication,  and  the  proposals  of  Napoldon 
nnl  to  snrrender  to  the  English  almost  the  entire  government  of  the  seas, 
inrided  that  that  power  would  surrender  to  napoleon  the  uncontrolled  go- 
*'*'  Temment  of  the  continent  of  Europe.  In  his  secret  conferences 
*M  Ote  French  agent  on  this  subject,  Harquis  Weltesley  Insisted  strongly  on 
Ik  prnperons  condlllon  of  the  British  empire,  and  Its  ability  to  withstand  a 
^  period  of  future  warfare  from  the  resources  which  the  monopoly  of  the 
ftdeoftbeworfd  had  thrown  into  its  hands.  These  views  singularly  Interest- 
t^Riptl^,  who  had  more  than  one  agent  employed  In  the  transaction. 
TWi  secret  negotiation  was  discovered  by  Fouch*,  and  either  from  av  excus- 
<*  teire  to  get  to  the  bottom  of  the  views  of  the  British  Cabinet  on  the  sub- 
]Rl,oTfrom  an  insatiable  pasBlon  for  Intrigue,  which  could  not  allow  any 
xxt  Irannction  to  go  on  without  assuming  lis  direction,  he  took  upon  hitn- 
■If,  vlibout  the  knowledge  or  authority  of  the  Emperor,  to  open  a  secret 
"pHllHon  directly  with  Harqnis  Wellesley.  The  agent  employed  In  these 
■TiMoas  communlea lions  was  H.  Onvrord,  a  man  of  considerable  skill  In 
taWpie,  and  whose  yast  monetary  transactions  hod  already  produced  such 
■■FoilanteO'ects in  the'early  part ofNapoli^on's  reign  (ij.  Ouvrard  repaired 
ttAnsterdam,  where  he  entered  into  communication  with  an  Irishman  of 
i^naine  of  Fogan,  in  London.  Laboucherc,  an  agent  of  the  King  of  Holland, 
^  had  formerly  been  4n  a  similar  mission  to  the  British  government,  was 
■^  ratployed  In  the  transaction ,  and  he  communicated  it  to  his  sovereign 
'""s,  by  whom  It  was  revealed  to  NapoWon  at  Antwerp.  Ourrard  was  in 
•wwnenee  arrested,  immediately  after  NapoWon's  return  to  Paris,  and 
■wMly  iBlerrogiled  by  Ihe  Emperor.  It  was  proved  from  this  otaminallon, 
"■Aftom  the  documents  found  in  his  possession,  that  the  basis  of  Fouohd's 
P'Bpositkins  were,  that  the  government  of  the  continent  of  Europe  should  be 
''''''*tidered  lo  Napo1i!on,  and  that  of  all  tho  transmarine  states  and  the  seas 
0  England,  with  the  exception  of  South  America,  which  was  to  be  made 
wer  to  the  FreMh  Emperor.  In  order  to  accomplish  this  double  spoUatton, 
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t  Frtnch  anny  of  fortf  thoasand  men  «ut6  be  onbulcd  on  burd  in  &ig- 
Jish  Qeet,  and  charged  with  the  reduction  of  North  America  toihe  gavennnt 
of  Great  Britain,  and  of  South  Ametica  lo  that  «f  France.  Extraftgntn 
theaeproposiiionsmay  appear,  it  is  proved  by  aboloBrapbnoteafMipoHw 
himself,  that  Ibey  had  been  made  by  the  Minister  of  Police  to  tbeEngliihgt- 
veniment  (1).  "  What  waa  H,  Ouvrard  commissioned  to  do  in  ED^iDdT" 
said  Napol^n  to  Fouch^,  wbcn  examined  before  the  council.  "To  ixa- 
tain,"  replied  he,  *'  the  disposition  of  the  nev  nrinisler  for  Foreign  ASiln  la 
GreatBritain,  according  to  the  Tiews  which  [bavo  had  the  honour  of  s^»W 
ting  to  your  Majesty."  "Thus  then,"  replied  NapoMon,  "yon  Uk«  apM 
yourself  to  make  peace  or  war  without  my  knowledge.  Dake  <rf  (Hronta.yNr 
head  shoald  fall  upon  the  scaffold."  Upon  considerallon,  baw«Ter,  Nipdtti 
was  inclined  to  adopt  less  rigorous  measures.  He  was  fearful  of  exhibiibig  N 
the  world  any  instance  of  treachery  in  Ifae  Imperial  goTenuaeat,  andper)ii|a 
not  altogether  at  ease  concerning  the  revelations  which  Fou^A,H  (Mm  It 
extremities,  might  make  regarding  his  own  administration.  Be  limited  the 
panishment  of  the  fallen  minister,  tberefore,  to  dqirivation  of  his  efitcrf 
Minister  of  Police,  which  was  immediately  bestowed  on  Savary,  Dake  of  B»- 
Tigo  (IJ.  To  break  bis  fall,  Fouch^  was,  in  the  first  instance,  decUred  Go- 
vemor  of  Rome,  and  he  set  out  from  Paris  shortly  after  for  that  deitinrtm; 
bat  Ibe  recall  of  bis  appointment  overtook  him  before  be  arrived  ai  the  ela> 
nal  city :  he  stopped  short  at  Leghorn,  and,  in  his  despair,  took  his  [^n  ^* 
vessel  with  a  view  to  seek  for  refuge  in  America .  The  suffieriagB  he  had  veim- 
gone,  however,  from  sea-sickness,  in  the  outset  of  his  passage,  nltimileif  de- 
terred him  from  carrying  that  intention  into  effect.  He  remained  in  TasEnfi 
determined  to  take  his  chance  of  Napolton's  vengeance,  rather  than  itiMi  Ik 
certain  misery  of  a  voyage  across  the  Atlantic.  He  obtained,  soon  afUr,  J^ 
mission  lo  return  to  Aix,  in  Provence,  where  he  lived  for  some  lime  inrdin- 
ment,  and,  at  length,  the  necessities  of  his  sittiation  obliged  HapoUaDipii 
lo  have  recourse  to  his  assislance,  and  be  took  a  prominent  pwt  in  tbt  Mk- 
sequenicourseofeTents,  which  ultimately  brought  aboat  tbeoverthitrti' 
the  empire  (3J. 
wiuTl^u  a  still  more  important  consequence  resulted  from  tbejaaiMT*' 
Bwijoru.  Napol(k>o  to  the  Low  Countries,  in  iheresignatien  of  Louis,  and  »- 
ncxation  of  Holland  and  the  flanse  Towns  to  the  French  empire.  HapiW 
had  long  been  dissatisfied  with  his  brother's  government  of  Uie  DalA  pro- 
vinces ;  for  that  sovereign,  sensible  that  his  subjects'  existence  dependsd  n 


their  commerce,  had  done  all  in  his  power  to  soften  the  hardships  rf  AA 
situation,  and  had  not  enforced  the  Imperial  decree  against  EngKih  tndt 
with  the  rigour  which  the  impatient  disposition  of  the  Emperor  deoBcd  ae- 
cessary.  The  displeasure  arising  from  this  cause  was  mnch  Increased  bjAe

*M»,  were  called  forth  with  extraordinary  violence  in  Great  Britain  in  the 
Riming  of  1810,  by  the  unsnceessfiil  result  of  the  Walchercn  npedition, 
"■d  ftie  snccessire  retreats  of  Sir  John  Moore  and  Lord  Wellington,  at  the 
dneoflbepreceding  campaigns.  In  proportion  to  the  unbounded  hopes  and 
Bpertillons  erdted  by  the  brilliant  success  of  tbe  first  contest  in  the  Penin- 
^,  WIS  the  despondence  which  universally  prevailed  at  the  ultimate  dls- 
canlHiircaf  the  English  artns,  and  the  apparently  unprofitable  waste  of  Bri- 
MigiHaDtry,  and  above  all,  the  innumerable  defeats  and  disasters  of  the 
^iA  armies,  which  had  now,  seemingly,  completely  destroyed  all  hopes 
.  •(nccesshil  resistance  in  the  Pninsnla.  Ihe  Opposition,  as  usual,  took  ad- 
ytaUp  of  these  feelings,  to  excite  the  people  to  such  a  manifestation  of  pa-

TheeommoB  oouoeil  atatud, "  admiUag 
the  Talosr  ef  Lofd  Wellington,  tho  pmitiwoM  aan  <ee  no  neton  «h;  any  n- 
oompenap  ihoold  be  beitowed  on  him  for  hie  military  conduct.  Profiting  bj 
no  leeaont  of  axperiODee,  regardleai  «f  the  inflnenoe  to  be  drawn  from  tk 
n-''i.>in-  diBpK«fuloa»eoti«BofGntia,«nd«BlapiitouicatnatofSirJalia 
Moora,  a  third  anny,  wdl  cquifqwl,  nnder  the  orders  of  Sir  Arthur  Wdio- 
ley,  was  precipitated  into  the  inltfior  of  Spain,  with  tlie  aame  igpomice  of 
tIte&MaandmoTemenUof  tbewcBy.  AflefanaeleaBdiafdayofBriUAn- 
leur,  and  a  frightfoL  camafle,  that  array,  like  the  preceding  one,  wv  csb- 
pelled  lo  seek  iU  safety  in  a  ptadpitate  Aigttt,  hc^ore  an  enemy,  vhtyn 
were  told,  liad  heea  CMtqueiwt—ahandoning  many  thoBHDda  of  OUT  venoM

oij-uMs  occaeions,  by.  Lord  GrenvilLe,  Lord  Grey,  Mr.  Poasogby,  ud 
wiii^HHi^  Hr.  Whitbread,  that, "  admitting  it  was  fwoper  to  bestow  reamk 
^it?^  where  great  public  services  bad  been  pofonned,  it  is  difficult  U 
tt^VSim  see  nprai  what  ground  the  battle  of  lalavera  can  be  oouaidaed  u 
Spain.  of  that  character.  If  a  decisive  overthrow  has  been  achtaved,  sock 
as  that  «f  Maida,  it  may  be  proper  to  confer  such  a  distinctioB,  area  altboo^ 
no  durable  results  follow  from  the  laurels  of  victory;  but  where  tbitisBat 
the  case,  and  the  coolot  has  terminated  in  somethiog  like  a  drawn  ballki  H 
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it  RBOBible  to  asic,  wfara  no  mbietiuent  advance  has  laken  pTn«,  what 
eridnce  haw  we  that  a  Tictory  at  all  has  been  gained  ?  Now,  what  was  the 
aKilTdaTcraT  The  enemy's  army  was  neHher  dispersed  nor  oTcrtbrown, 
nd,  ttncfore,  that  test  of  saccess  was  wanting.  Ttien  what  was  the  grand 
tbJKt  of  the  campaifD?  Unquestionably  to  advance  with  the  aid  of  die  Spa- 
imfaanniMlo  Madrid;  h<^  so  far  is  that  object  from  baring  been  gained, 
Hut  we  oorsdTea  were  in  tbe  eod  obliged  to  abandon  onr  sick  and  wounded, 
ud  retire  Witt  dtagnee,  first  behind  tbe  Gnadiana,  and  ultimately  within  Ibe 
hitten  of  Porto^.

It  was  clear  that  the  strong 
pMDd  on  the  left  had  not  been  adequately  taken  possession  of  or  secured,

And  if  tbis  was  done  because  a  still  greater 
Int,  andcr  SouH,  threatened  our  rear  and  communications,  on  what  pnn- 
lifk  can  we  defend  tbe  conduct  of  a  general  who  could  thus  move  so  far 
hft  Ibe  enemy's  counby,  without  having  done  any  thing  to  secure  bis  flank 
VTeirjorb&w  affirm  that  the  dispositions  of  tbe  inhabitants  of  the  country 
■RwiA  ns,  when  they  gave  oo  intelligence  of  the  conceniration  and  march 
(fftree  French  cwps,  and  their  approach  tolbe  theatre  of  war  was  for  the 
fat  thne  made  known  by  tbeir  Uireatenhig,  and  all  but  catting  off  oar 
tow  to  Portugal? 

"  Bad)  has  been  the  eflbet  of  want  of  supplies  and  disease  upon  the  British 
my  after  Ihnr  retreat  into  Portugal,  that  hardly  nine  thousand  men  re- 
Miacd  cap^le  of  bearing  arms  to  defend  the  frontiers  of  that  kingdom. 
lUi  «as  a  deplorahte  result  to  succeed  immediately  what,  we  were  told, 
M  been  a  glorious  victory.  There  is  something  inconceivable  in  the  diffi- 
nhisi  alleged  by  Uie  English  general  in  regard  to  the  providing  supplies  for 
Ifetnoy.  How  was  It  Uiat  the  French  generals  experienced  no  such  diffi- 
ollff  After  the  battles  of  Anaierlitz,  EKiing,  and  Wagram,  tbeir  operations 
Kw  were  cramped  by  tbe  want  of  proviaiMiH.  How  did  this  happen?  Be- 
wne  ihey  boldly  poshed  forward  and  seized  the  enemy's  magazines.  It 
WgMB  a  lolal  want  of  Mganixation,  foresight,  and  arrang«nent,  to  be  thns 
<iedud  in  all  our  ^lerations  by  the  alleged  dfflculiy  of  obtaining  that  which 
>■  is  Ae  frst  daty  oterery  prudent  genoti  to  provide  for  his  soldiers,  fa 
^  the  FreMfa  sent  out  small  parties  after  tbeir  victories,  and  thns  obtained 
"Vpfies,  wUIe  we  wore  nlterly  nnaMe  to  do  tmj  thing  of  the  kind  after  our 
AgBdtrinm^. 

"Cnhappnyfor  the  ceuntry,  the  same  ministers  who  had  already  so  di»- 

jncefidly  thrown  away  all  the  advantages  of  the  Spanish  war,  are  still  in 

pnrer.  And  fhey  have  derived  no  wisdom  whatever  from  the  failure  of  all 

^  pcecediog  efforls.  It  is  now  plain  that  they  could  no  longer  look  either 
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for  oo-op«raUon,  or  effldeal  goTenimait,  or  even  br  the  avHlkt  naceiutj 
for  their  own  troops  in  Hut  cauotry.  Repeated  disasters,  UDpret»dcAUd  in 
hiitary  for  their  magniLode  aad  importanoe,  have  at  length  taught  m  (he 
value  of  the  gipaiuah  alliance,  and  tbt  capahilily  of  that  aation  lo  miiaUioi 
wu  with  France.  Thay  wuld  not  plead  igoonuce  on  this  subiect,  for  U  m 
aspreuly  slated  in  a  letter  of  Mr.  Secretary  CinBinK  to  Mr,,  Fien,  that 'vt 
had  shed  our  best  blood  in  iheir  cante,  unassisled  by  the  Spanidi  GoTern- 
ment,  or  eren  the  good- will  of  the  country  through  which  ve  passed.'  Whtn 
Govemment  delenoiued,  in  opposition  to  all  the  dictates  of  prudence,  ti 
continue  the  war  in  the  Peninsula,  they  took  the  most  injudicious  posGitili 
mode  of  carry ing  it  on,  by  directing  Lord  Wellington  to  advance  into  Sptis, 
if  it  could  be  done  eonstetently  with  the  ialerests  of  Portugal.  By  doing  u, 
we  made  the  Spaniards  abandon  the  system  of  goerilU  warfare,  in  whid 
they  had  uniformly  been  successful,  and  lalie  up  that  of  great  baiila,  is 
which  they  had  as  uniformly  been  defeated.  And  whan  we  did  enter  iolt 
war  on  that  great  scale,  what  have  we  done  to  support  it?  Why,  wa  wil 
twenty-five  Uiousand  men  under  WeUington  to  Portugal,  forty  thonsnd  k 
perish  in  the  moisbes  of  the  Scheldt,  and  fifteen  thowoDd  In  make  a  utdM 
promenade  along  the  coasts  of  Italy.  These  forces,  if  united  together,  would 
have  formed  a  noble  army  of  eighty  thousand  men,  which  vrould  tuv«  cfo- 
tually  driven  the  French  from  the  Peninsula.  Instead  of  this,  by  straining  K 
every  thing,  we  have  gained  nothing,  and  disgraced  ourselves  in  thccynof 
the  world,  by  putting  forward  immense  forces,  which  have  in  every  qutrls 
uperienced  defeat,  if  the  war  is  to  be  cotulucted  is  this  manner,  betia,  far 
better,  to  retire  from  it  at  once,  when  it  can  be  done  without  ruin  to  our  on 
forces,  than  persist  in  a  system  of  policy  which  has  no  tendency  but  to  lurttte 
Spaniardsby  the  prospectof  assistance, from  their  Ime  system  of  ddcaan 
warfare,  and  th«i  leave  them  exposed,  by  our  desertion,  to  the  sad  laililiii 
of  defeat  (1)." 
uTuni^  ^  ^  Other  hand,  it  was  answered  by  Lord  Wellesley,  Uti 
Biuntta* I. Liverpool,  Lord  CasUereagh,  and  Mr. Perceval,— "The  objatf  of 
uT^.  the  British  general  was,  lirat,  lo  expel  the  invaders  from  Porti^i 
and  next,  to  attempt  the  deliverance  of  the  Spanish  capital.  The  lint  oi^ 
was  alloined  by  the  posssBe  of  the  Douro  i  an  ochieveaient  as  rapid  and  sUt 
OB  any  recorded  in  military  history,  and  which  exposed  the  invading  ioiciti 
disasters  fully  e^ual  to  those  which  had  been  so  toiidjy  dwelt  on  in  Sir  Ishs 
Moore^s  retreat.  When  Wellington  advanced  into  Spain,hG  bad  afiir  piWfsA 
of  success,  and  he  natho:  could  nor  was  entitled  lo  anticipate,  the  refoiil  if 
Cuesta  to  co-operate  in  the  proposed  attack  on  Victor,  before  Sdbastianiod 
the  king  came  np,  which  if  executed,  as  he  suggested,  would  unqaesliuwlill 
iMve  led  to  a  glorious  and  probably  decisive  ovtrihrow.  As  to  (he  nyviU  • 
the  battle  itself,  it  is  alike  unfair  and  uogenerons  lo  ascribe  the  whole  crsdi| 
to  the  troops,  and  aUow  nolhjug  to  the  skill,  resoluijon,  and  penevefnud 
the  commander,  who  with  half  the  enemy's  force  achieved  so  menianbli  i 
triumph.  Did  no  glory  redound  from  such  a  victory  to  the  whole  Bntfih 
name!  tiasitnotbeea  acknowledged,  even  by  the  enemy,  lo  have beanlki 
severest  check  which  he  bad  yet  sustained  ?  is  it  to  be  i«ckimed  as  notlusft 
in  oalional  acquisitions,  the  striking  a  blew  which  fives  a  spirit  to  ^sW 
soldiers  that  renders  them  wellnigh  iuvincible  ?  What  territoriat  g^^uiii'iMi

''KDded  with  that  of  the  Peninsula.  Shall  we  not  therefore  stand  by  her  te 
Dw  last?  Xs  long  as  we  maintain  the  war  there,  we  avert  it  from  our  own 
*'»r«.  How  often  in  nations,  above  all,  how  oftea  in  Spain,  liare  tbeap- 
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parent  ijmptoms  of  dissolution  been  the  presages  otnew  IKe—the  bafita- 
gen  of  renovated  rigour?  Univeml  conquest,  ever  since  the  revolatini, 
has  b«en  the  main  object  of  France.  Experience  has  proved  that  than  n 
no  means,  however  unprincipled-^io  efTorts,  however  great,  at  wMA  Uw 
government  of  that  country  will  scrapie,  provided  they  tend  to  the  destne- 
tion  and  overthrow  of  this  country.  How,  then,  is  this  tremendous  pam 
to  be  met,  but  by  cherishing,  wherever  it  is  to  be  found,  the  spirit  of  re- 
sistance to  its  usurpation,  and  occupying  the  French  armies  as  long  u  pos- 
sible in  the  Peninsuh,  in  order  lo  gain  time  until  the  other  powers  of  Ea- 
rope  may  be  induced  to  come  forward  in  support  of  the  freedom  of  Ibe 
world  (!)  I " 

No  division  took  place  in  the  House  of  Commons  on  the  condoct  of  Ik 
Peninsular  war;  but  in  the  House  of  I^ords  ministers  were  tspported  by  i 
majority  of  32,  the  numbers  being  63  against  33  (2). 
Ifl'iki.'*'  '"  reviewing,  with  all  the  advantages  of  subseqnent  expericna, 
druu.  the  charges  here  advanced  against  Government  and  Lord  WcQiii- 
lon,  it  seems  suEBcienlly  clear  that  the  only  part  of  the  charges  tlut  nen 
really  well-founded,  consisted  in  the  considerable  British  force  wbich  ku 
uselessly  wasted  on  the  coast  of  Italy.  That  the  '^Vakheren  expedition  m 
wuely  directed  to  the  mouth  of  the  Scheldt,  can  be  doubted  by  noneirb 
recollect  that  there  was  the  vital  point  of  the  enemy^s  preparations  for  on 
subjugation;  that  thirty  ships  of  the  Une,  and  immense  naval  stores  vat 
there  already  accumulated ;  and  that  Pfapol^n  has  himself  told  us  thit  ht 
regarded  Antwerp  as  of  such  importance  to  his  empire,  that  be  lost  Ui 
crown  rather  than  give  it  up.  That  success  was  easily  attainable  wiiktbe 
force  employed,  has  already  been  sufficiently  demonstrated  by  the  opinioos 
«t  all  the  French  military  writers,  and  even  of  Napolten  himself  (3).  TW 
the  prosecution  ofthe  war  in  Spain  was  not  merely  espedieot,  but  neeentry, 
must  be  evidoit  to  every  rational  person,  from  the  consideration,  tbd  willi- 
out  OUT  as^tance  the  Peninsula  would  immediately  have  been  subdaed,ttit 
whole  forces  of  Europe,  from  the  North  Cape  to  Gibraltar,  arrayed  ipiKl 
the  British  dominions,  and  that  at  least  two  hundred  thousand  Fiendi  tre^M 
would  have  been  ordered  across  the  Pyrenees,  to  menace  the  independeoR 
of  this  country,  from  the  banks  of  the  Scheldt  and  the  Jieights  of  BoalogK 
But  it  is  impossible  to  make  any  defence  for  the  unprofitable  display  rf 
British  force  on  the  shores  of  Italy.  The  espediUon  under  Sir  John  Slenrt 
was  perfteily  useless  as  a  diversion  in  support  of  Austria,  as  it  did  notoil 
till  the  middle  of  June,  at  which  time  the  whole  forces  of  NapohMi  *vt 
collected  for  the  decisive  struggle  on  the  shores  of  the  Danube,  tbc  m 
thousand  British  troops  thus  wasted  in  this  tardy  and  tmavailing  deDtonsm- 
tion,  would  probably  have  cast  the  balance  in  the  nearly  equal-poised  conM 
in  the  Spanish  peninsula,  landed  on  the  cOast  of  Catalonia,  they  cooU 
have  raised  the  siege  of  Gerona,  and  hurled  U.  St.-Cyr  back  to  HeusiDin- 
United  to  the  force  of  Wellington,  they  would  have  brought  bisstaodanlita 
triumph  to  Madrid.  But,  ignorance  of  the  incalcnlaHe  value  of  time  in  «Vi 
and  of  the  necessity  of  concenttaiing  their  farces  upon  the  vital  p<rinl  of  >l- 
tack,  were  the  two  grand  detects  which  %ant  of  warlike  experience  bad,  * 
that  lime,  impressed  upon  the  British  cabinet;  add  thus  they  sent  Sit  i^ 
Stewart  to  the  coast  of  Italy,  vrfaen  it  was  loo  late  to  aid  the  Anstrians,  Bii 
kept  him  away  from  Spain,  when  he  would  bare  been  in  time  to  have  idi»- 
rially  benefited  Wellington.

^3^^,  Hat  effect  resulted,  which  was  not  at  the  time  foreseen,  and  pro- 
— *|^^  bably  was  little  intended  by  tlie  authors  of  the  outcry.  This  was 
,c»TiT»-  the  impression  which  was  produced  upon  the  French  government 
"^  and  people,  by  the  publication  of  these  debates,  as  to  the  total  in- 
ability of  England  to  continue  the  struggle  on  the  continent  with  any  prospect 
trfmccess.  The  constant  repeli [ion  in  Parliament,  and  in  all  public  meet- 
ings,  of  the  dreadful. burdens  which  oppressed  England  from  the  continuance 
of  the  war,  and  the  unbounded  extent  of  the  calamities  which  had  befallen 
bcr  armies  in  the  last  campaign,  naturally  inspired  the  belief,  eiUier  that 
the  contest  would  speedily  be  terminated  by  the  complete  dealruclion  of  the 
En^ish  forces,  or  that  the  British  nation  would  interfere,  and  forcibly  cum  pel 
the  goTemment  to  abandon  it.  This  opinion  was  adopted  by  NapoMon,  who 
tnisied  to  these  passionate  declamations  as  an  index  to  the  real  feeling  of 
Great  Britain,  and  who,  haTJng  never  ycl  been  brought  into  collision  with 
tbe  English  troops,  was  ignorant  alike  of  the  profound  sense  of  the  necessity 
of  resistance  which  animated  the  great  body  and  best  part  of  the  people, 
and  of  the  prowess  which  an  admirable  discipline,  and  their  own  inherent 
valour  liad  oommunicated  to  their  soldiers.  All  tbe  speeches  on  this  subject 
ID  BrilaJD  were  ostentatiously  quoted  ia  the  Monitear,  and  they  compose 
at  kast  a  third  of  the  columns  of  that  curious  record  for  the  year  1810. 
The  Emperor  was  thus  led  to  regard  the  war  in  the  Peninsula  as  a  contest 
which  conld,  at  any  time  he  pleased,  be  brought  to  a  conclusion,  and  which, 
while  it  coDiinned,  would  act  as  a  cancer  that  would  wear  out  tbe  whole 
Mrength  of  England;  and  to  this  impression,  more  perhaps  than  to  any  thing 
rise,  is  to  be  ascribed  the  simultaneous  undertaking  of  tbe  Russian  and  Spa- 
nish  wars,  which  proved  too  great  a  strain  upon  the  strength  of  his  empire, 
and  was  the  immediate  cause  of  his  ruin. 

JjfjJl^  Having  thus  come  to  the  resolution  of  continning  the  war  with 
"^."J.  vigour  in  the  Peninsula,  Government  applied  for,  and  obtained, 
>ta  Tw-  the  most  ample  supplies  from  Parliament  for  its  prosecution.  The 
tennioatioD  of  the  contest.in  every  other  quarter  by  the  submission  of  Sweden 
to  Bussia,  which  will  be  immediately  noticed,  enabled  them  to  concentrate 
the  whole  forcei  of  the  nation  upon  the  struggle  in  Portugal,  and  thus  to 
commoDicate  a  degree  of  vigour  to  it  never  before  witnessed  in  British  liis- 
torj.  Tbe  supplies  to  the  navy  were  L.20,000,000,  those  to  the  army  were 
above  L.2I  ^,000,  besides  L. 5,000,000  for  the  ordnance.  No  new  taxes  were 
■n^jf^ie^^  although  a  loan  to  the  amount  of  L.8,000,000,  besides  a  vote  of 
cre^t  b>  the  extent  of  L.5,000,000  more,  was  incurred.  The  land  forces  were 
kept  op  to  the  number  of  two  hundred  and  ten  thousand;  and  tbe  ships  in 
comnisfion  in  the  year  were.lOT  of  the  line,  besides  (iSOfrigates  and  smaller 
veeeb.  Ibe  British  navy  at  that  time  consisted  ef2i0  ships  of  the  line,  be- 
sides 36  building,  and  the  total  numbers  were  1019  vessels.  The  produce  of 
ths  pennaneut  taxes  for  the.  year  1810  was  L.39, 744,000,  and  the  war  taxes 
anil  Io«B8X.40,000,000.  The  toUl  expenditure  of  the  year  rose  to  the  enor- 
nam  Mm  of  L.94,0a0,000  (1).

«t^°>i>  ^c*i  ^*  moved  >  large  portion  of  ib«  troopi  cBgaged  in  ihi  cia- 
» ip^'  palgii  of  Wagrun,  amouiitiiig  to  one  bondred  and  IwhIt  diooHiid 
men,  aerou  the  Pyrenees,  and  arranged  bis  forcei  in  nine  eorpi,  beaidH  Ae 
MMtre  on  the  Ebro,  under  the  meal  renowned  manhab  of  Uw  empira. 
Twenty  ihoaiand  of  the  Imperial  guard  even  aiarohed  from  Cbartrei  and  Oi^ 
Uana  towardi  the  Bidauoa ;  a  large  body  of  Polish  and  Indian  troops  auw- 
bled  at  Perpignan  and  entered  Catalonia;  and  an  Immense  battering  train  of 
fifty  heary  guns  and  nine  hundred  cbariots,  look  the  road  from  Bayouieto 
Burgos.  The  Emperor  even  we.  '  lo  br  as,  in  his  discourse  to  the  Scute  m 
December  3d,  to  announce  his  intention  of  immwflately  selling  out  for  Ike 
south  of  the  Pyrenees  (i).  Such  was  the  magnitude  of  the  r«iufon«iiKnti, 
that  they  raised  ibe  total  effective  French  force  in  Spain,  which,  in  tlietej 
of  4809,  bad  sunk  to  two  hundred  and  twenty-six  thoasand  men,  to  nle* 
than  three  hundred  andsixty-sii  thousand,  of  whom  two  hundred  and  d^f 
thousand  were  present  with  the  eagles,  and  fit  for  service.  Out  of  ibis  ia- 
mense  force  be  formed  two  great  armies,  each  composed  of  three  corps  to- 
tJned  for  the  great  operations  of  the  campaign :  the  first,  comprising  the  Mips 
of  Victor,  S^bastiani,  and  Hortier,  with  Desselles'  reserve,  niuslerlngdwl 
sixty-five  thonsand  men,  under  the  command  of  Soult,  was  destined  Ik  ihe 
IramediateconquestofAndalosia:  the  second,  consisting  of  the  corpsofTi^ 
tor,  Ney,  and  Junot,  consisting  of  eighty  tiiousand  men,  which  assesibM  ii 
the  valley  of  the  Tagus,  was  charged  in  the  first  instance  with  the  slcp  il 
Ciudad  Rodrigo,  and  ulUmately  with  the  conquest  of  Portugal.  Notvilb- 
standing  the  enormous  amount  of  these  forces,  the  Emperor  adhered  r^itf 
lo  his  syslem  of  making  war  support  war ;  he  reduced  to  2,000,000  friM 
(,L.SO,000}  a  month,  the  sum  to  he  drawn  from  the  Imperial  treasury  fe(  >Q 
his  troops  in  the  Peninsula,  leaving  the  wholQ  remaining  fiinds  for  thetrnp-

Arelxaga,  indeed,  had  centriTed,  even  in  the  short  time 
wUeh  bid  elapsed  since  that  dreadful  aTegrtbtrow,  to  collect  twenty-Sve 
iwwmd  fkigftivea  In  these  celebrated  passes,  who  repaired  to  thrir  standard) 
lAnrAeir  fininer  dispersion,  wiUi  that  eitraordinary  tenacity  after  defeat, 
«Mi  has  always  formed  so  remarkable  a  feature  in  the  Spanish  character; 
hit  ftey  were  so  completely  dispirited  and  disoi^nized,  as  to  be^capable 
•f  eppmhig  any  effectlTe  resistance.  The  central  Jnnte  was  in  tBe  ntmosl 
*te«f  deWlity,  without  either  unity  of  pnrpose,  T^nr  of  coansel,  or  re- 
■rintion  flf  conduct;  destitulealikeof  money, consideration,  or  authority,  It 
vnaOerly  unable  to  stem  the  dreadful  torrent  which  was  about  to  burst 
^a  Andalnsla.  The  disaster  of  Ocana  had  called  again  into  fearful  acllrlty 
■i  Ike  passions  of  the  people ;  bnt  misfortune  had  not  taught  wisdom,  nor 
>-^iiti.  did  danger  Inspire  resolution.  A  decree  was  hastily  passed  lo  raise

Hardly  aBjreustancewaa  nude 
at  either  point.  Dessolies  carried  the  Puerto  del  Rej  at  the  fint  charge,  tkt 
troops  who  were  defeoding  it  having  retired  precipitately,  and  ditpenedal 
Navas  de Tolosas,  the  scene, of  the  desperate  baUle  betwem  iheHooniBd 
iii.U'  Christians  six  centuries  before.  At  (iteBametime,GauB'BdiTi)ioB 
mounted  upon  the  right  and  left  of  the  hills  cwnmandiog  the  fiightfol  guqt 
of  the  Dcspinas  Perros,  and  soon  drove  the  Spanish  troops  from  the  sides  <A 
the  defile.  No  soonei  was  the  road  opened,  than  Mortier  poured  tbnwgh  witli 
his  horse,  foot,  and  cannon,  in  great  strsngth,  aod  united  with  Dessolies'  di- 
Tisioo,  who  had  carried  the  Puerto  del  Re;,  that  very  night  at  Carolini,  on 
In.  11.  the  southernside  of  the  mountains.  Next  day  they  passed  OTertbe 
field  at  Baylen,  and  arrived  at  Andujar.  Meanwhile  Sebsstiani,  witktiis  din-

Both  irruptions  proved  entirely  successful.  Sebastian i,  with  the  left  wiog, 
soon  made  himself  master  of  Jaen,  with  forty-six  pieces  of  easnon;  while 
Areizaga's  army,  posted  in  the  neighbourhood,  fled  and  dispersed  upon  IIh 
first  appearance  of  the  enemy,  without  any  resistance;  arid,  parsuiiii  !>■■ 
Jig.  ij.  advantages,  the  French  general  eutefed  Granada  amidst  ibe  iff^ 
rent  acclamaiions  of  the  people,  and  completely  dissolved  the  elemeoU  <i 
resistance  in  that  province.  At  the  same  time  Joseph,  with  the  coin, 
advanced tfl  Cordova,  which  was  occupied  without.bloodshed;  and  ptuluc 
on  with  little  intermission,  appeared  before  Seville  on  the  30th.  AUwasew 
fusion  and  dismay  in  that  city.  The  working  closes,  with  that  ardent  pa- 
triotism which  often  in  a  great  crisis  distinguishes  the  homhla:  raob  >■ 
society,  end  forms  a  striking  contrast  to  the  selfish  timidity  of  their  superiMj 
were  enthusiastic  in  the  national  cause,  and  loudly  called  for  arms  and  leaikn 
to  resist  the  enemy.

Tim 
although  there  were  seven  thousand  troops  in  the  town,  and  the  people  bad 
every  disposition  to  make  the  mostvigorous  resistance,  there  wereno leaden 
to  direct  their  efforts;  and  this  noble  city,  with  its  foundery  of  cannon  ai 
iab'V'  immense  arsenals,  became  an  easy  prey  to  the  enemy.  On.lhsSllt) 
F>b!  i.  Seville  surrendered,  and  on  the  day  fallowing,  Joseph  entered  t^ 

city  in  triumph.  A  few  days  afterwards,  Milhaud,  with  the  advanced  guud 
of  Sebastiani's  corps,  pushed  an  to  Malaga.  The  armed  inhabitants  in  ibX 
city  made  a  brave  but  an  equally  ineffectual  resistance;  nothing  could  mtb- 
Stand  the  impetuous  charges  of  the  French  cuirassiers;  and,  afler  sustiia- 
inga  loss  of  live  hundred  killed,  Malaga  was  taken,  with  a  hundred  and  tw<Bt) 
pieces  of  cannon,  and  a  large  quantity  ofstoresof  allsortB(2). 
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M  Ml  TlMse  rapid  saccMses  appMfvd  to  hare  pat  sn  end  to  the  wir  In 
niS^  AndalnsiB;  but  at  this  critical  jnticEnre,  a  bold  and  fbrtuDate 
£7^  moTHnent  of  the  Dnke  de  Alboquerque  saved  Cadiz,  and  prolonged 
"'^  thecontest  in  the  soutbent  pans  of  the  Peninsula.  In  the  end  of 
MvTj,  sereral  tnembera  of  the  Central  Junta  had  straggled  into  that  town 
JB  tbeir  fljghi  from  Serllle :  bnt  so  completely  denuded  of  their  authority  and 
■naderatHMi,  that  they  eonld  be  r^arded  as  little  better  than  prlrate  indi- 
lUads.  Feeling  the  necessity  ofresigningapoirerwhich  they  bad  esncised 
^^Bic.  to  so  littlepurpose,  they  passed  a  decree,  Testing  the  gOTennnent.tn

Oi>n«ii<»  While  these  important  events  were  ertingnishing  the  war  to  Oe 
ih'h'Fi'-t"'^  south  of  the  Sierra 'Horena,  circumstances  of  consideraUe  im- 
w^v.S^'-  portance  and  extremely  detrimental  to  the  Spanish  canae,  ware 
<^'  occurring  in  Aragon  and  Catalonia.  In  the  first  of  these  provinixs, 

Suchet,  having  received  considerable  reinforcements  from  France,  undertook 
an  expedition  against  Valencia  at  the  same  time  that  Joseph  was  engaged  in 
Ms  grand  enterprise  against  Andalusia.

VHiUid  the  govemort  when  summoned  to  surrender,  at  first  made  a  gallant 
>4>ITi  stating,  that ' '  Lerida  had  never  looked  to  uiy  thing  but  its  own  ram- 
f*li, for  defence ;"  but  tbe  vigour  of  his  resistance  was  by  no  meuis  in  pro- 
fortioD  to  these  professions.  Tbe  iDvestmeot  was  effected  in  the  bcginsiog 
riJh|>iI,  uid  the  operations  were  fionducted  with  such  vigour,  that  this  ce- 
Imtsd  place,  which  had  iwiceinpreviouawars  repelled  its  assailants, made 
I  Wich  loss  respectable  defence  tlum  might  have  been  expected,  its  import 
Vtt,  however,  induced  the  Catalonians  to  make  the  utinost  efforts  for  ita 
J^i  O'DoDS^,  who  commanded  the  Spanish  forces  in  the  province,  col- 
■Mtdeight  thousand  chosen  infantry  and  six  hundred  horse,  with  which  he 
^■^  BMiroached  its  walls;  and  on' tbe  23d  of  April,  drew  near  to  tbe 
•niKhontposts  round  the  town.  They  werealfirst  drivanin;  butlheSpa- 
innb  being  quickly  assailed  by  General  Boussard,  with  two  regiments  of 
'*utssiers,  the  whole  were  Ihrovra  into  confusion,  and  totally  defeated,  with 
1^  loss  of  three  guns,  a  thousand  kilted,  and  Gve  thousand  prisoners  (2). 
u^  This  disaster  enabled  Suchet  to  commence  his  operations  in  form, 
J'^-  before  th^  fortress,  and  the  breaching  batteries  opened  with  great 
w»iipoqtherampartonlbel2thof  May,  The  Grc  soon  made  three  practio- 
jw  bfeeobes,  and  at  night  the  besiegers  took  the  outwork  of  Fort  Garden, 
^t  d«I  tbe  assault  look  place  at  all  the  breeches,  and  although  the  Spaniab 
****{  the,  gff  t  was  so  violent  that  the  heads  of  (be  t'rench  assaulting  columni 
I^Wared,  yet,  at  length,  the  vigqwr  of  the  assailants  prevailed  over  the  reso- 
'bUsq  df  ^e  besieged,  and  the  French  troops  made  their  way  through  in  all 
Wttcts.  And  now  comoieQced  a  scene  of  horror  almost  unparalleled,  evea

bigbgronDd  on  whl^ the dtadel  stood;  andOMbdpteasiiHiltitude  of  mat, 
mmm,  Bod  children,  were  gradually  driTCs  inle  the  naitow  space  oa»i(iicd 
by  that  stronghold.  Ih  the  general  oeafiiiion,thegoTerBor  was  unahle  tape- 
vent  their  entrance ;  nor  was  it  possible,  perhaps,  for  any  resolution  to  (Mre 
back  a  helpless  muliitnde  of  women  aodchiMreai  mpon  the  bayonets  oflbe 
enemy.  No  sooner,  howeTcr,  were  they  shut  in,  than  Uie  French  genail  di- 
rected a  powerful  Ore  of  howitzers  and  bomhs  opon  the  crowded  citadel, 
which  wn  kept  up  with  estraordioary  Tjgour  during  the  whole  night  ud 
■occeeding  day.  Those  projectiles,  thrown  in  amongst  a  wretched  noIiiUtdc 
of  men,  women, and  children,  for  whom  it  was  impossitile  to  provide  eitba 
shelter  or  covering,  prodnced  such  a  tragic  elhct,  and  spread  such  unutter- 
able woe  in  the  narrow  space,  that  the  finnness  of  die  Spanbh  officers  yield- 
■iM  u-  ed  under  the  trial.  At  noon,  next  day,  tiareia  Gonde,  (he  goveraor, 
hoisted  the  white  flag,  and  the  garrison  sarrendered  to  the  nianher  of  abore 
seven  thousand  men,  with  a  hundred  and  ihirly  pieces  of  oannon,  and  vast 
stores  of  ammunition  and  provisions.  The  sudden  fall  of  this  celebrated  for- 
tress gave  rise  at  the  time  to  strong  snspicimiB  of  treaottery  on  the  part  of  the 
governor;  but  they  seem  to  hare  been  unfounded,  and  the  capture  of  the 
eitadd  is  sufliciently  explained  by  the  diahohcal  device  adopted  by  Suchel— 
a  refinement  of  cruelly  which,  as  Colonel  Napier  justly  observes,  is  not  au- 
thorized by  the  laws  of  dvilisml  war,  and  vriiich,  though  attended,  as  the  ei- 
cesses  of  wickedness  often  are,  by  success  in  the  outset,  did  not  ^1  to  pro- 
duce disastrous  results  to  the  Fr^h  anus  in  theend,  andcoDtributed,al(»9 
with  the  abomioable  cruelty  of  Augerean^who  hun^  peasants  tak^i  in  am* 
on  great  gibbets  erected  on  the  road  side,  all  (he  way  from  Gerona  to  Figoe- 
ras,  to  exasperate  the  feelings  of  Uie  people,  and  prolong  the  war  in  that  pro- 
vince long  after  the  period  wben,  under  a  more  humane  system,  it  might  have 
beea  terminated  (]). 
itHiSL-  Taking  advantage  of  the  consternation  produced  by  (his  frlghtfel 
<"•'  catastrophe,  Suchet  immediately  proceeded  agaiost  the  castJe  of 
Hequinenza,  a  fonreas  situated  upon  the  top  of  a  steep  rock,  sevea  hundred 
feet  hi^,  lying  st  the  confluence  of  (be  rivers  Segra  and  Ebro.  The  difficultf 
of  carrying  on  operations  against  a  stronghold  situated  upon  such  a  height, 
and  theextremeliardneflsoftherock  in  which  the  trenches  were  to  be  made, 
were  insufficient  to  arrest  the  indefatigaltle  activity  of  the  French  general. 
The  en^neer  oflicershad  repwted  that  the  siege  was  altogether  impracticable, 
but  be  nevertlidess  resolved  to  attempt  it,  and  by  the  vigour  of  his  resolu- 
tions speedily  overcame  every  JifHculty.  The  investment  of  ibc  fori  was  ef- 
fected on  the  19th  of  Hay.  During  the  next  fortnight  a  road  practicable  for 
artillery  was,  with  incredible  labour,  cut  through  the  rocks  of  the  neigh- 
boariug  mountains,  for  the  distance  of  above  two  mites ;  and  at  length  the 
breaching  batteries  established  within  three  hundred  yards  of  the  place,  on 
Junti.  thenightof  thelst  ofJune.  The  approaches  were  blown  out  of  the 

solid  rock  hy  the  indefatigable  perseverance  of  the  French  sappers  and  mi- 
'■>«''  ners,  and  on  the  night  of  the  4th  of  June  the  town  was  carried  h; 

escalade.  This  advantage  precluded  the  garrison  from  all  chance  of  escaping 
by  the  Ebro,  to  which  they  before  had  access.  The  breaching  balieries  were 
now  advanced  closeto  (be  castle  walls,  and  the  Tire  was  kept  up  with  extra-

liiT^ar  BainetiB>e,i<apo!^oa,  who  had  been  estremelf  displeased  with  An- 
iT!!"  8^™*"!  fcr  fetfring  daring  the  si^e  of  Lerida  from  the  postion 
Ma.  which  had  been  assigDed  to  him  to  cover  the  besieging  forces,  and 

who  had,  by  retreating  to  Barcelona,  eipoied  Svobet's  corps  to  the  attack 
wfaidi  it  snstained  from  the  enterprising  O'DoBadl,  recalled  him  from  Spain, 
and  he  was  sncceeded  by  Marshal  IfaedonaU,  who  condactod  the  war  hi  Ca- 
talonia both  with  more  jndgmott  and  leas  ferocity.  Such  had  been  dte  inca- 
paeitj  of  Angereau  in  the  latter  months  of  hts  command,  that  he  not  only 
failed  in  hb  great  object  of  eorering  the  aiege  of  Lerida,  bat  exposed  his 
mops,  by  dispoiiag  them  hi  snail  bodies  in  different  stations,  to  be  cut  up 
in  detril,  by  ibe  indebtigalde activity  and  aUlfnl  rapidity  of  General  (yDon- 
neil.  This  t^le  chief,  with  the  remains  of  the  army  which  only  a  few  weeks 
before  had  been  ronied  at  Vicfa,  surprised  and  put  to  the  sword  a  battalion  in 
TiOn  Franca,  cat  off  nearly  a  whole  brigade,  under  Schwartz,  at  Uanreza ; 
and  9o  straitened  the  enemy  for  provisions,  as  compelled  Auger eau  himself, 
Itwngh  at  the  head  of  nearly  twenty  thousand  men,  to  take  refuge  iu  Gero- 
na  (2),  -with  the  loss  of  abore  three  tbouswd  men.  It  is  impossible,  in  con- 
lanplating  tbe  Tigorous  efforts  thns  made  by  the  Spaniards  iu  Cnialonia,  and 
ihe  beroie  eonrage  with  which  they  maintained  the  war,  agaiflst  every  disad- 
Tantage,  and  deeply  dyed  almost  erery  French  triumph  with  disaster,  not  to 
fed  the  most  poigasnl  regret  at  the  want  of  military  discerumeoi  in  the  Bri- 
tirii  gOTesnment,  which  detained  at  this  critical  period  ten  thousand  English 
troops,  amp?y  snScieot  to  have  cast  the  balance,  even  against  the  dull  and 
energy  ofSudiet,  in  useless  inactivity  on  the  shores  of  Sicily. 

^^^^'^^  While  Andahtsia  was  thns  at  once  prostrated  before  the  onemy, 
2^^^  and  the  balance  on  the  eastern  coast  of  Spain,  notwithstanding  a 
N»L  more  resolute  resistance,  was  inclining  slowly,  but  sensibly,  in  fa- 
iS-tXlS*  your  of  the  French  arms,  Wellingtoo  was  steadily  laying  the  foun- 
tSUom.  dalions  of  that  inTincible  defence  of  Portugal,  which  has  jastly  • 
rBBder«d  bis  name  immortal.  The  resnlt  <rf  the  short  campaign  in  Talavera, 
had  completely  demonstrated  to  him  that  no  r^ance  could  be  placed  on  the 
co-«qKTation  in  the  field  of  the  Spanish  armies,  and  that,  althongh  the  aid  of 
their  desultory  forces  was  by  no  means  to  be  despised,  yet  it  would  be  much 
BoreefficacioUswhen  they  were  left  to  pursue  the  war  in  their  own  way,  and 
the  existence  of  the  Engli^  army  was  not  endangntd,  by  the  concentration 
of  the  whole  dbposable  resources  of  the  enemy,  to  rq>el  any  r^nlar  invasion 
af  Spain  by  their  farces.  He  saw  clearly  that  the  Spanish  government,  partly 
Imn  Ihe  occupation  of  eo  large  a  portion  of  Uieir  territory  by  the  enemy,  and 
theconaeqnentdflStnicliiMiofalmostall  their  revenue,  partly  from  theftiea- 
padty,  presumption,  and  ignorance  of  the  members  at  administration  and 
gesenls  of  the  army,  was  totally  incapable  of  either  dhreciing,  feeding,  or 
piyhig,  their  troops ;  and  conseqnendy  tint  their  armed  bands  could  be  re- 
garded as  little  better  than  patriotic  robbers,  who  exacted  alike  from  friends 
and  fbes  the  reqnifdte  supplies  for  their  sa[qwt.  Wisely  resolving,  therefore, 
lo  pot  no  rrtiance  on  dieir  assistance,  he  determined  to  organise  in  Portugal, 
the  means  of  the  most  strenneus  rerislance  to  the  enemy,  and  to  equip  in 
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that  kingdom  a  body  of  men,  who,  being  raised  by  the  HToru  of  English  offl- 
cen  to  Ihe  rank  of  real  soldien,  might,  with  the  auistanoe  of  tbe  BrliMt 
army,  and  by  the  atd  of  the  powerful  means  of  defence  which  the  moant^ 
ranges  with  which  the  country  abounded,  afforded,  mainUlnon  the  fUniof 
the  French  armies  in  the  Peninsnia  a  permanent  reilstancfl.  With  this  rtew 
he  spent  the  winter  in  sedulonsly  fllllng  up  the  ranks,  and  Improving  Iba 
discipline  of  the  Portugese  soldiers ;  asd  the  opportune  arrlnl  of  thirly-ooe 
thonsBud  stand  of  arms  and  suits  of  uniform  &om  England  In  tbe  spring  of 
1810,  contriboted  greatly  lo  their  improvement  and  efficiency.  The  Brillih 
army  was  daily  increasing  in  strength  and  orderly  habits,  from  die  oonli- 
nued  rest  of  the  winter :  while  the  rapid  progress  of  the  vast  fortlfletUoiti 
which  Wellington  had  directed  lo  he  constructed,  in  tbe  October  preceding, 
at  Torres  Vedras,  and  in  interior  lines  between  that  and  Lisbon,  afforded  i 
well-grounded  hope,  thit,  if  manned  by  adequate  defenders,  they  wodU 
prove  impregnable,  and  at  length  Impose  an  impassable  barrier  to  the  hllboria 
irresistible  progress  of  the  French  armies  [^). 
Enr««ii-  The  dilScullles,  however,  with  which  the  Engli^  general  had  lo 
^,"^  contend,  in  the  prosecution  of  these  great  designs,  were  of  no  ordi- 
"JitJi."  »  ^<"y  •''"'*>  ""''  ""uld  unquestionably  have  been  deemed  insor- 
-9»t-  moantabie  by  almost  any  other  commander.  The  British  govern- 
ment itseK  had  been  seriously  weakened,  and  its  nrorat  resolution  moA 
Impaired,  by  the  external  disasters  of  the  year  1809,  and  the  fnlenul  diMta* 
■ions  in  the  cabinet  to  which  they  had  given  rise.  The  nnfOrlunate  soec«9saf 
fill  their  enterprises,  and  especially  the  Walcberen  expedition,  hsd  not  only 
materially  diminished  their  popularity,  bnt  thought  them  to  the  very  Tei|* 
of  overthrow ;  and  the  clamour  raised  by  the  opposition  In  the  country  agahiM 
any  further  prosecotion  of  Ihe  war  on  the  continent  Was  so  loud  and.vcbe- 
ment,  and  supported  by  so  large  a  proportion  of  the  middle  classes,  that  it 
required  no  ordinary  degree  of  firmness  lo  persist  in  a  system  exposed  lo 
iuch  obloquy,  and  hitherto  attended  with  sucti  disaster.  In  addition  to  this, 
the  unfortunate  dissension  between  Lord  Castlereagh  and  Hr.  Canning,  bad 
banished  from  the  cabinet  the  two  men  whose  genius  and  firoinMS  were  most 
adequate  to  encounter  the  diOicullies  with  which  they  were  surrounded.  Itie 
place  of  the 'former,  as  Secretary  at  War,  bad  been  inadequately  suppUedbi 
Lord  Uverpool,  a  Btateeman  possessed,  indeed,  of  sound  judgment,  odni- 
rabifl  temper  in  public  debate,  and  great  tact  in  directing  the  govemmaal 
during  ordinary  periods,  but  without  the  firmness  of  character  and  deaiAcii 
of  perception  which  belong  to  the  highest  class  of  intellect,  and  therefore  im- 
fittcd  to  take  a  great  and  cominanding  lead  in  opposition  to  the  current  0( 
public  opinion,  iu  the  most  trying  crisis  of  the  war.  In  civil  tranMctiora,  Mr. 
Perceval,  the  head  of  Ae  administration,  was  indeed  bold  and  intrc^ ;  Int 
being  bred  a  lawyer,  and  accustomed  only  to  pacific  concerns,  be  was  ia  a 
great  degree  ignorant  of  military  aflain,  and  dM  not  poMess  sufficient  confi- 
dence in  his  own  judgraekt  on  these  iDatters,  lo  take  a  due  share  in  the  ni- 
ponsihllity  of  the  mighty  contest  in  which  tiie  nation  was  engaged.  Hho, 
though  Ihe  government  had  fortitude  enough  to  continue  the  struggle  in  the 
Penintuta,  notwithsiaiiding  the  retreat  from  Talavera,  the  loud  claroear  of 
the  Opposition,  and  subsequent  destruction  of  the  Spaniab  armica ;  jet  Ibej 
did  so  rather  in  compliance  with  ttie  clear  opinion  expressed  by  WaUiugM) 
that  the  British  onny  could  keep  its  ground  in  PorM^,  than  from  a«y  cM- 
Tiction  of  their  own  on  the  subject;  and  Lhcy  repeatedly  slated  that  ihei 
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Hatw  Bpon  him  the  whole  re^Huuihilitf  eonnecled  wilh  Ihe  muntaunee  of 
(be  Elfish  forces  on  the  conlioeat  of  Europe  (1). 

'"— nrr  In  addilion  to  tfaeM  difficulties,  which  necesurily  arow  from  Uie 
■wMiM  (wpular  farm  of  the  government  in  Grest  Britain,  and  which  ore 
Jii^"  the  price  thai  every  free  couniiy  pays  for  the  vast  advantages  of  a 
"^  geuNal  discussion  on  public  afiairs,  the  English  general  had  to 
twtoid  also  with  extraordinary  obstacles  arising  from  the  weakness  and 
pinenily  of  the  Portuguese  authorities.  Notwithstanding  the  most  rig»- 
mu  tcpresenutioos  which  Wellington  made  to  the  members  of  the  regency 
Uiere,  of  the  necessity  of  compleliDg  the  regiments  to  ibeir  fnll  nominal 
nonDt,  faithfully  collecting  and  applying  Um  revenue,  and  imparttally 
panishing  all  magistrates  of  whatever  rank,  who  shrunk  from,  or  negleoted 
Itar  duly,  the  utmost  degree  of  weakness,  inelBciency,  and  comiplion  pre- 
niled  iu  every  part  of  Ihe  civil  departmeni  in  the  slate.  The  people ,  indeed, 
TsagaMnlly  brave,  determined,  and  even  enthusiastic  ia  the  cause;  but 
ibc  persons  in  office  parlook,  in  a  most  renurluible  degree,  at  once  of  the 
wnpiion  of  ariatoaatic,  and  the  weakness  of  democratic,  authority.  The 
nrairy  was,  in  one  sense,  in  a  sUte  of  convulsion ;  but  Uie  spiri^  of  the 
KreeieDt  was,  as  WelliQglonob3erves,anti-Calhcan,  not  democratic:  the 
nibotities  who  had  been  elected  during  the  tirst  fervour  of  the  Revolution, 
vtrefor  the  most  part  drawn  from  the  dignified  clergy  or  old  nobility  j  and 
(^  were  not  only  in  a  pea.t  measure  ignoiant  of  business,  or  influenced 
ky local  interests  and  prejudices,  but  entertained  a  nerrous  terror  of  losing 
iei  popularity,  a  feeling  which  is,  of  aU  others,  the  most  effectual  extin- 
poAa  to  the  utility  of  any  public  officer.  Even  during  Hoss^na's  invasion, 
.  itj  masured  the  stability  of  the  country,  and  the  probable  issue  of  the 
BNiial,  sot  by  the  number  of  troops  whom  they  coold  bring  Into  the  field, 
wibcmagazinesand  equipments  which  they  had  provided  for  the  army,  but 
kjfbetisu  of  persons  who  attended  their  levees,  and  the  loudness  of  cheers 
vblAlhey  received  when  passing  through  the  streets  of  Lisbon.  A  govern- 
Mat  consisting  of  the  aristocratic  party,  elected  ar  supported  by  mere  po- 
Nv  favour,  is  the  weakest  andleastburdensomeof  all  goTernmeQis;  one 
Mopwed  of  Jacobin  advenluren,  who  hare  risen  to  public  eminence  in  the 
■id>tofdemocr«lieGonvulsions,  the  most  fearfully  energetic  and  oppressive. 
Bace,  although  the  numbers  taken  into  British  pay  were  nominally  thirty 
UwoHod,  and  twenty  thousand  more  were  to  be  raised  from  the  resources  at 
^vtagal,  yet,  between  the  two,  never  more  than  thirty  thousand  could  be 
nDetled  round  the  English  standards ;  and  although  the  monthly  expenses 
oflhecampaignbadrisen  to  L.376,000,  yet  the  allied  army  was  never  able  to 
iouf  UKve  than  Sfty-two  thousand  men  into  the  field  (2). 
iS^'  It  is  in  tlie  firm  resolution  to  strive  at  least  lo  overcome  all  these 
i^^  obstacles,  and  the  magnviimous  determination  to  risk  at  once  his 
■  iHUip  popularity,  military  renown,  and  chances  of  glory,  rather  than 
^Sli  cither  abandon  his  duty  or  deviate  from  the  plan  by  which  be  saw 
"  ''*°"-  it  could  alone  be  discharged,  that  the  brightest  page  in  the  career 
■fWetQngton  b  lobe  found.  He  was  fully  informed  of  the  violent  outcry 
niscd  iftinst  him  by  the  opposition  in  England.  No  person  was  so  weil 
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tvire  of  the  irTMolatiOQ  and  terror  of  respoiuibUit;  wbicta  existed  in  the 
British  go?enunent,  and  none  knew  better  the  corruption,  not  only  of  ih« 
Portuguese  Regency,  but  of  almost  all  the  civil  functionaries  in  their  domi- 
nions. In  these  difQcult  circumstances,  however,  he  did  not  despair.  Disre- 
garding alilte  the  clamour  of  the  populace,  both  in  Portugal  and  Great  Bri- 
tain, the  efforts  of  faction,  and  the  strength  of  the  earany,  he  looked  to  no- 
thing hot  the  discharge  of  duty.  His  principles  and  resolution  at  this  (ime 
cannot  be  better  expressed  than  in  his  own  words ;— "  I  conceiyo  tfaat  the 
honour  and  interests  of  the  country  require  that  we  should  hold  our  ground 
here  as  long  as  possible!  and,  please  God,  1  will  mwnlain  it  as  long  as  Ian; 
and  I  will  neither  endeavour  to  shift  from  my  own  shoulderson  those  of  the 
ministers  Uie  responsibility  for  the  failure,  by  calling  for  means  which  1  know 
they  cannot  give,  and  which,  perhaps,  would  not  add  materially  to  the  fa- 
cility of  attaining  our  object;  nor  will  I  give  to  the  ministers,  who  are  mat 
strong,  and  who  must  feel  the  delicacy  of  th^  own  sitnation,  an  excuse  fer 
withdrawing  the  army  from  a  position,  which,  in  my  opinion,  the  honour 
and  interest  of  the  country  require  they  should  maintain  as  long  as  posiibk. 
1  think  that  if  the  Portuguese  do  their  duty  I  shall  have  enough  to  maintain 
it-  if  they  donot,  nothing  that  Great  Britain  can  afford  can  save  the  coualry; 
and,  if  from  that  cause  I  fail  in  saving  it,  and  am  obliged  to  go,  I  shaQ  be 
able  to  carry  away  the  British  army  {!)." 
'•"fr^  The  BriUsh  general  had  need  of  all  bb  firmness  and  hanic  seme 
ibT^r^  of  duty,  for  the  forces  which  ffapolton  was  [veparing  for  the  suIh 
iwMi^iii  jugation  of  Portugal  were  immense.  The  three  corps  of  Key,  B^ 
ib?1)1^  gnier,  and  Junot,  which  were  under  the  immediate  command  rf 
Marshal  Hass^na,  consisted  of  eighty-six  thousand  men  present  wiih  the  ea^ 
all  veteran  soldiers  (4).  A  reserve  of  twenty-two  thousand,  under  DraMl^ 
was  at  Valladolid,  and  might  he  relied  on  to  supply  any  waste  in  the  mdB 
body ;  while  General  Serras,  with  fifteen  thousand,  covered  the  right  of  Ikn 
army  on  the  Esla,  towards  Benevente  and  Leon,  waUhing  the  army  of  Gdl- 
cia,  and  resting  on  the  fortress  of  Astoi^a,  which,  after  a  protracted  aegl, 
AtTiiiLiiiohadatlength  yielded  to  thearmsof  NBpol&>n.

5;^^_^  The  force  which  Wellington  had  at  his  disposal  was  little  mwt 
iDribe  *"  tbanlhchBlf  of  this  immense  host,  and  the  troops  of  which  it  wh 
tv^i!  composed,  with  the  escepLion  of  the  English  soldiers,  could  not  he 
relied  upon  as  equal  in  combat  to  the  enemy.  The  foitish  troops,  organiad 
in  five  divisions,  with  the  cavalry  under  General  Cotton,  conststed  of  twenty- 
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tnOumsudtafntrj,  and  tfai«fl  thounnd  horse;  and  the  Porlugaese  re- 
fute troops,  vhom  General  Beresford  had  trained  anA  rendered  most  effl- 
onrtiinoDiiUdtoaboQtlhirtythoasand  more.  Tbesefsrceswerssupponed 
^  I  Urge  bod;  of  mlUtfa,  of  whom  nearly  diirty  thouund  night  be  r^ed 
■poD  for  desultory  operations,  bal  it  was  impossible  lo  bring  tbem  into  tbe 
hU  in  r^Iar  battle  iriOt  any  clunce  of  snccess.  After  miking  sllowanee 
iir  tbe  necessary  detscfaments  ia  tbe  rear,  and  the  sick,  the  lirgeat  force 
whhji  WelltngtoD  wu  ever  able  to  collect  in  tiiis  campaign  on  the  firontiera 
rfPortngal,  opporile  Cindod  Rodrjgo,  was  thirty-two  thousand  men,  while 
Coenl  Hiil,  who  was  stationed  at  Thomar  and  Jtbrantes  to  goard  (he  Tilley 
ifihe  ngns,  had  about  Ibirteea  thonsand  more,  of  wliom  searty  two  thon- 
nd  «ere  horse.  Tbns,  for  the  defence  of  Portugal,  WeDlDgton  conld  only 
n^KijU  UioTery  atlemHst,  ftirty^re  thousand  regular  uttopi,  which  might 
ieiDcreased  to  fifty  tfaeusand  when  the  army  drew  near  its  resetrea  at  Lis- 
bi;  while  Masataa  had  fully  eighty  thousand  men  under  his  imiaediato 
ubbukI,  supported  by  reserves  and  flanking  forces,  from  whidt  he  eouM

ivi^  Marshal  Hass^naaniTed  on  the  1st  of  Jane,  took  the  command  of 
Sm  the  anny  and  immediately  Invested  the  fortress  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo. 
""^  General  Crtwfcrd,  who  cemmanded  the  English  advanced  guard, 
Utacfc,acGordii%  to  Wellington's  orders,  after  making  a  gallul  resistance, 
■"OKlbBAgoeda,  leavingtbe  Spanish  fortress  to  its  own  resonrees.  Tlieia- 
xtiwitt  was  immediately  formed,  and,  on  the  25tb,  breaching  balteriea 
'Wncnced  their  fire  with  great  effect  upon  tbe  place,  Wellington  instantly 
^■(nKd  to  Uie  spot,  and  took  post  on  tbe  Agueda  with  thirty-two  thousand 
*Hi.  That  was  a  trying  moment  for  tbe  English  general,  perhaps  the  moat 
Nig  that  he  ever  underwent.  He  was  at  the  head  of  a  gatlant  army,  which 
bnied  with  desire  to  raise  the  sioge.  He  iiad  promised  the  Spaniards,  if  pos- 
^,  to  effect  it.  Tbe  governor  and  tbe  garrison  were  making  a  l>rave  de- 
■»;  the  sound  of  their  cannon,  the  incessant  roar  of  the  breaching  batte- 
^vu  beard  in  every  part  of  the  English  lines ;  his  own  reputation,  tlial  of 
^Baj,  his  country,  appeared  to  be  at  stake ;  but  Welltugton  refused,  re- 
"'Udy  refused,  to  move  forward  a  man  to  succour  the  place.  He  waf  charged, 
■»wiih  the  defence  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo  merely,  but  with  that  of  Portugal, 
!^  erentually,  with  the  safety  and  independence  of  the  British  empire.  If 
*t>ad  descended  into  the  plain  with  thirty-two  thousand  men,  half  of  whom 
*^  Pwiugueae,  who  had  never  seen  a  ^ot  fired,  to  attack  sixty-six  iLou- 
■Ud  French,  of  whom  ten  thonsand  were  admirable  horse,  who  formed  the 
'^^^ingforce,  he  would  have  exposed  bis  army,  and,  probably  tbe  cause  of 
^ropean  independence,  to  certain  destruction.  Like  Fabius,  therefore,  he 
P^wcered  in  his  cautious  course,  disregarding  alike  the  taunts  of  the  enemy, 
^  cries  of  tbe  Spaniards,  and  the  reproaches  of  his  own  troops.  Thou^ 
(rierously  a  Reeled  by  the  necessity  of  abandoning  the  fortress  lo  its  fate,  he 
>n«r  Eirerved  from  his  resolution.  The  French,  thus  undisturbed  in  their 
'■pcniiou,  soon  brougbt  tbe  siege  to  a  successful  issue  (i).  The  fire  kept  up 
IroD]  iheb  batteries  was  so  violent,  that,  on  the  1 0th  of  July,  several  practi- 
"iit  breaches  were  made  in  the  walls;  and,  on  the  next  day,  as  resistance 
>t)d  relief  were  alike  hopeless,  the  governor  surrendered  the  place,  with  bis

and  fifty  thouHOd  poilad«  of  powder.  The  terrible  exploaioa  wbieh  fsUewid, 
Uew  ap  tbe  cathedral,  the  principal  edifieei  in  Ihe  town,  a  lai^  V"^  "^  ^ 
bouse*,  and  occaatoned  many  breadiea  fa  the  rampart*.

h—^-  the  ume  direction  J  the  extraordinary  difficulties  experienced  by 
hnot,  in  4808,  in  lui  adTance  into  Porlugal  by  (be  road  of  Abnntes,  baTiaf 
ielenied  tbe  French  general  from  penetrating  into  tbe  country  by  that  route. 
Fw  the  mat  reason,  R^ier's  eorpa,  which  had  been  posted  in  tbe  valley  of 
He  Tagu  opposite  to  Hill's  divisioD,  marched  rapidly  across  the  mountains 
ftna  tbe  uUey  of  tbe  Tagus  to  tfaat  of  the  Hond^o;  upon  which  Hill,  movii^ 
pnfld  lo  him,  crossed  the  Tagns  at  Villa  Velha,  and  moved  swiftly  to  join 
Vdlingion  by  the  pan  of  Espinoba.  Tbe  French  marshal's  instmctions  bad 
Wen  to  i&vade  Portugal  at  the  same  time  by  both  banks  of  the  Tagns ;  bnt,  as 
Ik  English  general  was  poiuessed  of  an  interior  line  of  communication  by 
Ibe  bridge  of  Villa  Velha,  over  tbe  Tagus,  he  justly  deemed  it  too  haiardou) 
iaaperiment  to  attempt  such  a  divisioiiaf  hisforce  in  presence  of  an  entei^ 
piling  enony,  who  might  suddenly  fall  with  superior  force  upon  one  divi- 
te  iif  bis  forces,  when  deUched  by  a  broad  river  from  the  other.  The  whole 
Fmch  force,  accordingly,  was  ordered  to  assemble  in  the  vallay  of  ibe  Hon-' 
d(p,onthel6lbofSeptember;andWeUingtoa,  having  ascertained  thafihe 
iMny  were  coBcmtrating  all  their  forces,  imsiiMlialely  ordered  Hill  to  join 
In  with  the  right  wing  of  the  army.  This  important  movement  through  the 
im-  n.  mountains  was  eflected  with  great  expedition,  and  on  tbe  21st 
As  tm  corps  M  the  allied  army  eonpletui  Ibeir  junclum  on  the  Alva,  in  die 
nUsj  of  the  Hoodego.  Heanwhile  ten  thooMod  militia,  under  tieneral  Trant,

Wn  given  hy  the  relreatiog  general  to  lay  waste  the  country,  destroy  Iba 
^Bs,  and  deprive  theenemy  ofall  their  mean*  of  subsistence  (X). 
M  kk.  He*n'*'bile,  however,  die  continued  retreat  of  the  English  troops, 
^j^  and  the  mnltitnde  of  fugitive  peasants  and  proprietors  who  Rocked 
■bJI^  into  IJsbon,  produced  the  ntmost  cmstemation  in  that  capital. 
Vtffingtansoan  felt  ^e  necessity  of  making  an  eSbri  to  support  the  drooping 
Viriboftbe  people,  and  inspire  additional  energy  into  the  Governments  of 
iMh  coontria.  Be  therdbre  reaolved  to  lake  post  on  the  first  favounible 
pHMd  wUch  might  present  itsdf,  and  as  MimitM  was  descending  the  valley 
■ftbe  lloDdego,  by  tbie  northern  l»nkoftberiver,heero3sed  his  whole  army 
**<r,  and  leok  past  on  tbe  summit  of  the  ridge  of  Busico.  This  mountain 
i»Sermis  from  die  northern  shores  of  the  Hondego  in  a  northerly  direction, 
wteight  miles,  where  it  unites  witbUie  great  ridge  which  separates  the 
^VHsyoftbellDBdc^fromibal  of  the  Bonn.  Tbns  this  Stem  Amns  a  na- 
toilhaRier,  raudnf  Mrosa  the  northern  l>ank  of  die  Hondego;  and  the 
MMndgecoaUnncsihrngthesame  monnlains  under  the  nam^  of  Sierra  da 
'bifcella,  wbidirHus  in  a  southerly  direction  till  it  joins  the  great  chain  which 
'^■^  separates  the  vatleyoftheHondegofromthaiofthe  Tagus.  On  the 
'^■iiul  of  the  northern  portion  of  this  range,  Wellington  collected  bis  whole 
■nayoDtheeveoingof  the  96tb,  in  all  about  fifty  thousuid  men,  while  Has-

B.iiie ..(  The  French  marshal  was  not  Ignorant  of  the  slrcngth  of  the  posi- 
■■«°'  tion  which  the  English  general  had  now  assumed,  or  of  the  perilous 
nslnre  of  the  situation  in  which  he  was  placed, for,  while  Ij'ing  at  the  foot  of 
iEPi.i4.  the  ridge  of  Busaco,  he  receired  intelligence  that  Colonel  Tnnt 
had,  with  ten  regiments  of  militis,  attacked  the  reserved  artillery  and  mili- 
tary chest  near  Tojal,  and  captured  the  whole,  with  ei^thundred  prisoners; 
and  already  the  communication  by  the  Spanish  frontier  was  entirelj'  cut  off 
by  the  Portuguese  light  parties.  But  the  orders  of  iheEmperor  were  pressing, 
and  he  was  well  aware  that  light  he  must,  at  whatever  disadranlaje  (3). 
West  day  collecting,  therefore,  all  his  force,  Hossi^na  commenced  a  desperats 
attack  upon  the  English  position,  at  daybreali  of  the  morning  of  the  27l!i. 
The  Brilish  army,  during  the  night,  lay  in  dense  masses  on  the  summit  of 
*«pi  "T-  the  mountain.  The  sky  was  clear,  and  the  dark  rocky  eminences, 
rising  on  both  sides  of  the  pass,  were  crowned  by  the  Gres  of  innumerable 
bivouacs.  The  veterans  in  the  English  army,  accustomed  to  similar  scene  of 
excitement,  slept  profoundly  on  their  stony  beds;  but  many  of  tbeyonngfT 
soldiers,  whowerenowtowitnessa  battle  for  the  lirst  time,  were  kept  awike 
by  the  grandeur  and  solemnity  of  the  scene  around  them.  As  the  first  sir«bs 
of  dawn  were  beginning  to  appear  over  the  eastern  hills,  a  rustling  noise  was 
beard  in  the  wooded  dells  which  ran  up  to  the  crest  of  the  mountains,  fi 
arosefrom  the  Froncb  outposts,  who,  stealing  unobserved  during  the  nigU, 
bad  thus  got  close  to  the  outposts  of  the  English  position  witbont  being  per- 
ceiTed.  The  alarm  was  instantly  given,  and  the  troops  started  to  their  umt 
at  all  points.  It  was  full  time,  for  in  few  minutes  more,  the  French  in  im 
massive  columns  were  upon  them.  Ney,  with  three  divisions,  numberinx 
full  twenty-liTe  thousand  combatants,  advanced  against  the  British  left,  by  Ite 
great  road  leading  to  theconvent  of  Busaco  -,  while  Regnier,  with  two,  motel 
by  St.-Antonio  de  Cantara,  against  their  right,  about  three  miles  distant.  Iha 
first,  headed  by  Loison's  division,  preceded  by  a  cloud  of  Iight4roops,caiM 
rapidly  up  the  wooded  hollowwhieh  leads  to  Busaco,  and  the  British  slwv 
shooters,  driven  before  them,  soon  emerged  from  Uie  woods,  breathless  ail 
in  disorder.  Crawford,  whose  division  stood  at  that  point,  had  stationed  Ul 
artillery  most  advantageously  to  play  upon  Uie  enemy  during  their  aacMt 
from  the  hollow ;  but  thou^  the  guns  were  worked'  with  eitraordiBtry  i» 
pidity,  nothing  could  stop  the  undaunted  advance  of  the.Frendi  iroo|i& 
EmergiDg  bravely  from  die  hollow,  they  stand  upon  the  edge  of  Ibe  monnUiK 
The  British  artillery  is  quickly  drawn  to  the  rear.  The  shont  of  victory  is  ab 
ready  lieard  from  the  French  line,  when  suddenly,  Cravrford,  with  tbe  434 
and  53d  regiments,  springing  out  of  a  hollow  behind  the  bigfaiesl  parlof  Ikl 
ridge,  where  they  lay  concealed,  appeared  on  the  summit,  and  eigfateea  bow 
dred  British  bayonets  sparkled  on  the  crest  of  the  hill .  The  head  of  Oe  FroA 
column  insUntly  tired,  but  in  nin.  It  is  broken  and  driven  back.  Both  ik

Tttbhia  few  yards  dbtnwe,  drove  them  betdlong  down,  In  wild  coUfaskoi, 
with  dreadful  Ion,  to  the  t)pttomof  tbehollow(lj. 
J^  *"  The  attack  on  the  British  right  by  the  two  divisions  of  Regnler's 
rrrvA.  corps,  met  wUh  no  better  success.  The  ground  in  that  qnarter  was 
iadeed  of  comparatiTely  easy  ascent;  and  although  the  British  and  Portn- 
goese  skirmishers  opposed  a  vigorous  resistance,  and  twenty  pieces  of  cannon 
played  incessantly  on  the  advancing  column,  yet  nothing  could  arrest  the  ar- 
dour and  gallantry  of  the  French,  who  mounted  with  an  intrepid  step  ap  the 
hai,  and  after  ranting  a  Portuguese  regiment  srationed  before  them,  eata- 
Uished  themselves  on  the  summit,  and  were  beginning  lodeploy  to  the  right 
aid  left.  At  this  instant,  however,  when  the  British  position  in  this  point  ap- 
peared to  be  almost  carried,  and  the  third  division,  part  of  which  had  beeo 
fcrced  to  give  way,  could  with  difficulty  maintain  itself  against  the  dense  and 
bti^id  colnmn  which  had  forced  itself  into  the  ecntre  of  its  line.  General 
Ldlh  and  General  Plcton  brought  up  their  divisions,  and  charged  them  with 
sadi  vigonr,  thai  the  enemy,  after  a  desperate  struggle,  were  hurled  down 
the  hill,  the  British  firing  upon  them  as  long  as  their  musiiets  would  carry, 
bat  not  pursuing,  lest  their  ranks  should  be  broken,  and  the  crest  of  the  hill  be 
again  won.  Theother  French  division  of  Hegnier's  corps,  which  advanced  up 
■  hollowway,  alittleto  the  left  of  his  main  colnmn,  was  repulsed  by  the  left 
af  Piclon's  division,  before  they  reached  the  summit  of  the  mountain.  After 
dwse  bloody  defeats,  the  French  made  no  attempt  again  to  carry  the  to^  of 
the  hill,  though  Loison  and  Harchand  maintained  a  long  end  obstinate  conflict 
n  the  hollows  at  its  foot;  bat  their  elTorts  wore  effectually  held  in  check  by 
tbe  brigades  of  Pack  and  Spencer;  and  at  length,  towards  evening,  Hass^aa, 
veiiied  of  thefruitless  butchery,  drew  off  his  troops,  after  having  sustained 
alossof  eighteen  hundred  killed  and  three  thousand  wounded  among  whom 
were  Generals  Foy  and  Merle,  while  the  total  loss  of  the  allies  was  not  above 
Airteeu  hundred  men  (2). 

]'^il'"  "^^  battle  of  Busaco  produced  an  astonbhing  effect  at  the  time  at 
w  i-tiir.  -which  it  was  fought ;  and,  in  its  aliimalc  consequences,  was  be- 
ysnd  all  question  one  of  the  most  important  that  took  place  in  the  whole 
Feninsular  war.  It,  for  the  first  time,  brought  the  Portuguese  troops  into 
battle  with  the  French,  and  under  such  advantageous  circumstances  as  at 
once  gave  them  a  victory.  Incalculable  was  the  elTecl  produced  by  this  glo- 
rious triumph.  .To  have  stood  side  by  side  with  the  British  soldiers  in  a 
pitched  batUe,  and  shared  with  them  In  the  achievehient  of  defeating  the 
French,  was  a  distinction  which  they  could  hardly  have  hoped  to  attain  so 
early  in  the  campaign.  Wellington  judiciously  bestowed  the  highest  praises 
■pan  their  conduct  in  this  battle,  and  declared  in  his  public  despatch,  "  that 
lliey  were  worthy  of  contending  in  the  same  ranks  with  the  British  soldiers 
in  thte  interesting  cause,  which  they  afford  the  best  hopes  of  saving."  It  may 
■■fely  be  affirmed  that  on  the  day  after  the  battle,  the  strength  of  the  Portn- 
gvcse  troops  was  doubled.  Thesightofthisauspictous  change  dispelled  every 
desponding  filing  from  the  British  army.  No  presentiments  of  ultimate 
discomfiture  were  any  longer  entertained.  The  plan  of  defence  which  the  far- 
seeing  sagacity  of  their  chief  had  formed  revealed  itself  to  the  meanest  scn- 
lincl  in  the  ranks;  and  the  troops  of  every  nation  prepared  to  follow  the 
standard  of  their  leader  wherever  he  should  lead  them,  with  that  ready  ala-

WetiiDftoii  hu  since  deobred,  that  be  eapeeted  Aat  tbe  batfle  of  Bmms 
would  havo  slopped  the  advance  of  Haurina  iiUo  Parlagai ;  ud  Ibat,  if  lbs 
Franch  general  bad  been  goveined  by  Ihe  ptiaciplea  of  the  mililaiT  tt,  be 
Tould  bfeTO  balled  and  retired  after  tiut  cheek ;  and  the  English  geocnl  wraie 
to  Rdmaiia  immediately  after  the  battle,  that  he  bad  no  doubt  vhalanr  of 
the  success  of  the  campaign  (i).  But  fortunately  for  England  and  the  can* 
of  European  freedom,  Mass^a  was  fbrcedon  by  that  nocesaity  of  adraMl^ 
b>  the  hazardous  pursuit  of  doubtful  success  which  afterwordi  drove  Nip^ 
Uon  to  Moscow,  and  is  at  last  the  conaequoBce  and  the  pomshment,  b»tb  is 
eivil  and  mibtary  a'ffairs,  of  reTolutiooary  ^gresrion.  Impelled  by  this  ne* 
cesaity,  the  French  marshal,  finding  that  he  coald  not  carry  tbe  EngliA  pac- 
tion by  attack  in  front,  resolred  lo  turn  it  by  a  flank  moreraent;  asd  aeoirt- 
un.  )■.  ingly,  on  tbe  fallowing  day,  he  moved  on  hia  own  right,  tbrongb  a 
]ta&s  in  the  mouniaini  which  led  to  Sardao,  and  brenght  him  on  Ihegnt 
road  from  Oporto  lo  Coi  mbra  and  Lisbon.  To  attempt  such  a  flank  nwvoBCBl 
with  an  army  that  had  sustained  so  severe  and  Moody  a  check,  in  prcaeneoef 
a  brave  and  enterprising  enemy,'Was  a  haurdous  nntJorlakingt  l>nt  the 
French  general  had  no  allemalive  bnt  to  rnn  theriik,or  roneasure  bitaUfs 
to  the  ^nish  frontier.  Wellington,  from  the  tumniit  of  the  BBsaeorid|a, 
clearly  perceived  the  French  troops  defiling  in  that  direction  on  the  e*MH 
s>i>L  u-  ing  of  tbe  28th,  but  he  wisely  resolved  not  to  distnrb  tbe  opef» 
lion.  By  attacking  the  French  army  when  in  march,  he  might  bring  the  Pop- 
tugnese  levies  into  action  under  less  favourable  circumstaneee,  than  those  ia 
which  they  had  recently  fought,  and  which  might  weaken,  ar  destroy  tteir 
moral  influence.  His  policy  now,  wastoleaveDotbiogtodWMe.  BcAiiidhiM 
were  tbe  lines  of  Torres  Vedras,  now  completely  fiuidied,  and  mounted  wilk 
six  hundred  guns;  before  which  he  vnis  well  convinced  all  the  waves  d 
French  conquest  would  beat  in  vain.  He  immediately  gave  orders acc<H»IimiT 
for  the  army  to  retiEe  to  their  sb'oiighold.  The  troops  broke  up  from  thcjr 
position  at  Busaco  on  tbe  30th,  and  driving  the  whole  population  of  ths 
connlry  within  their,  reach  before  them,  retired  rapidly  by  Coimbra  aod 
Leyria  to  Torres  Vedras,  which  the  advanced  guards  reached  on  tbo  8tb  Oo- 
tober,  and  the  whale  army  was  collected  within  the  lines  on  the  ISth.  The 
French  followed  more  slowly,  and  in  very  disorderly  amy,  while  Traot, 
with  the  Portuguese  militia,  came  up  so  rapidly  on  their  rear,  that  on  the 
orL.  ].  7ih  of  October  he  m^ehimsclf  master  of  Coimbra,  witb  abo*e£ve 

ihousHud  men,  principally  sick  and  wounded,  who  bad  been  left  there.  Hiii 
disaster,  however,  made  do  change  iu  tbe  dispositions  of  tbe  French  mar- 
^al.  Pressing  resolutely  forward,  witttoul  any  regard  either  to  magaiina, 
of  which  he  had  none,  or  to  bis  communications  in  tlie  rear,  whicli  were 
entirely  cut  off  by  the  Portuguese  militia,  he  marched  headlong  on,  and  ai- 
rived  in  the  middle  of  October  in  sightof  the  lines  of  Torres  Vedras,  of  which 
he  had  never  before. beard,  but  which  now  rose  in  appalling  strength  to  bar 
his  further  progress  towards  the  Portuguese  capital  (SJ. 
DrKn*(is>  The  lines  of  Torres  Vedras,  on  which  tbe  English  engiuoeA  bad 
llfriT'^''  previouslybeen  engaged  for  above  a  twelvemoBth,and  which  ban 
vnjru.       acquired  immorlal  celebrity  from  being  the  position  in  whidi  t&e

Am  amrkxAed  the  whole  exterior  Hnes,  and  from  which  signal-poets  com* 
■BBicalad  ever  ibdrwhrfe extent;  an  admirable  road,  rannlng  along  (he 
Inmt  «4  tbe  poritioB,  enabled  one  part  of  tbe  armj'  to  communtcaie  rapidly 
vitti  tbe  «ttOT;  the  bi^wajs  plarelng  threngh  this  terhbie  barrier  were  all 
paHiiidnril .  the  redenbts,  armed  with  Ghevanx-d&^ie,  and  a  glans  cut 
amy  to  make  room  far  their  Ore,  and  tbe  intervening  spaces  which  were 
net  fartified,  formed  into  eneampmenta  for  the  troops,  tmder  shelter  of  the 
gOB  of  oae  or  other  of  the  redonbts,  where  they  might  give  battle  to  tbe 
eaony  wllh  evory  prospect  of  snccess.  On  die  whole  lines,  no  Ims  than  600 
pleees  «i  artfflery  were  mounted  on  ISO  redonbts  (I).  Neither  tbe  Romans 
im  mcimt,  nor  HapoMon  in  modem  tiroes,  liave  left  sndi  a  momnnent  of 
ttMir  power  and  penevermee;  and  they  will  remain  in  indestructible  ma- 
laaty  to  tbe  end  efthe  world,  an  enduring  monument  of  the  grandeur  of  con- 
oeptton  fai  the  cfaief  who  could  design,  and  the  nation  which  could  erccnte 
aaicb  a  stopendons  miderlaking. 
frj^''  The, situation  of  the  English  army  on  this  astonishing  position, 
-■>■«  aM.  was  as  ftvouraUe  as  the  groond  which  they  occupied  was  carefully 
tH^JtL  fcrtified.  Bydrawingsoclosotothecentrcofhis power, Welltngion 
£^  bad  greatiy  augmented  the  physical  strength  of  bis  forces.  Strong 
reMsnemenls  arrived  from  England  |nst  after  the  troops  entered  the  lines, 
and  (he  Marquis  Romaua,  who  was  summoned  up  by  Wdiington  to  concur  in 
the  defence  of  the  lost  atnngbold  In  the  independence  of  the  Peninsula, 
jsinedmthembofOctoberwiith  five  thousand  men.  There  were  new  about 
tUrty  AMMand<fingN8h  troops  tn  tbe  frvnt  line,  besides  twenty-Ave  thousand 
Pertngnese,  and  fire  thousand  Spmiiards,  in  all  sixty  thousand  men,  per- 
ftetly  disposable  and  unfettered  by  the  care  of  tbe  redoubts ;  while  a  superb 
body  of  maiines  that  had  been  sent  out  from  England,  the  militia  of  Estre-

warlilce  multitude,  that  not  only  was  no  want  experienced  dnriog  the  wb^ 
time  that  the  army  lay  in  the  lines  of  lorras  Vedras ;  but  the  combatants  of  . 
alt  descriptions,  an4.  the  vdiole  pacific  muItUode  who  had  takra  refuge  with 
them,  amounting  with  the  population  of  Lisben  to  at  least  foar  hosdred 
thousand  mwe,  were  amply  provided  with  subsistence,  and  the  troops  «l 
every  descriplion  never  were  so  healthy  or  in  soch  high  spirits.  Hiliiary 
annals  in  no  age  of  the  world,  have  so  stupendous  an  assemblage  of  mililwy 
and  naval  strength  to  eommemorate  in  such  a  position ;  and  it  was  worthy  •( 
England,  which  had  ever  taken  the  lead  in  the  eanie  of  European  deliver- 
anee,  thus  (o  stand  forth,  with  asprecadeoted  vigoar,  in  the  eigbteen^i  yev 
of  the  war  (1). 
c«iiniM  MasB^na,  with  all  his  resolulioo,  paused  at  the  ai^t  of  Oil  far- 
•^uuumidable  barrier,  and  employed  several  days  in  reeomiaitring  Iha 
uTf?^.  lines  in  every  direction,  while  his  troops  were  gradnaUy  coUtetiag 
at  Uw  foot  of  the  intrenchments;  and  much  time  wascofunmed  in  eBdeavoa>- 
ing  to  discover  a  weak  point  in  which  they  could  be  assailed  with  soaaa 
prospect  of  success.  Bat,  although  the  outer  line  exhibited  afront  insevonl 
places  many  miles  in  length,  without  any  intren<^unent»— and  the  orders  af 
Napoleon  were  positive  that  he  should  immediately  attack  if  he  had  the  kmt 
chance  of  success  (S),  yet  the  great  advantage  derived  by  the  allies  from  the 
redoubts  with  which  their  position  was  strengthened,  and  which  euaUed  tha 
English  general  to  throw  his  whole  disposable  force  upon  any  point  that  na^ 
be  assailed,  rendered  it  evidently  hopeless  to  make  the  attempt.  In  tha 
centre  of  the  British  army,  twenly-flve  thousand  men  were  ouampcd  dam 
round  the  great  redoubt  of  Sohral,  upon  thellonteAgraca,  which  could  hava 
reat^ed  any  menaced  point  of  ihe  line  in  two  hours.  The  Freocfa  geoeial, 
therefore,  contented  himseH  with  sending  off  Foy,  under  an  escort,  to  Paris, 
to  demand  instructions  .from  thp  Emperor.  Meanwhile,  the  contest  VM 
reduood  between  the  two  armies  (o  the  qnestiDn — Who  should  starve  finl- 
Uass^na,  fondly  hoping  that  Wellington  would  quit  his  lines  to  attack  him  ia 
his  own  position,  or  that  the  British  Government,  or  Ihe  Rc^ncy  at  LidNm, 
would  be  intimidated  by  the  near  approach  of  his  army  and  ahaodoa  the 
contest,  held  out  for  above  a  month,  until  he  had  consum^  every  article  af 
subsistence  which  the  country  occupied  by  liis  troops  aBbrdcd-,  and  Ul 
troops,  severely  weakened  by  disease,  were  reduced  to  the  last  stage  of 
starvation  and  misery.  The  Portuguese  miUtia,  fifteen  Ihousand  strong,  drew 
round  his  rear,  and  became  so  adventurous,  that  they  cat  off  all  his  coama- 
nications,  and  confmed  his  troops  to  the  resources  of  the  ground  wbich  they 
actually  occupied.  Vet  such  wss  the  power  of  squeezing  thieresourcei  out  af 
a  country  which  long  practice  had  given  to  the  French  gater ais,  that  we  hara 
the  authority  of  Wellington  for  the  assertion,  that  Maas^na  coatrired  la 
maintain  sixty  thousand  men,  and  twenty  thoasand  horses,  for  two  mtadiB,

t  miS"  intraMbmenl^  and  WeUingtMi  commenced  a  paniut  at  the  bead 
I  '^■^  of  sixty  tbonsand  mea.  Deeiroos,  however,  of  connnittingnotbiag 
kdHBoeinacuilastin  which  sliill  and  foiesi^t  was  thus  visibly  in  a  manr- 
,  act  HMpdling  ianaat  lo  declare  in  bis  brenr,  be  did  not  press  the  French 
nvpurd  wi£  any  great  isrce,  but  dispatched  Hill  acroas  the  Tagns  lo  move 
^n  ibmntte,  while  the  bulk  of  the  army  followed  on  the  great  road  by 
Gutaio,  tawanls  Sautarcm.  But  Hass^na,  whose  great  military  qualities 
■era  BOW  folly  awakened,  bad  no  intention  of  retreatisg  to  any  considerahle 
ibmce;  iBd  afts  having  reijredaboiit  forty  miles,  he  halted  his  rearguard 
■tthelailertown,  and  there,  with  much  skill,  took  up  a  position  eminently 
(deviated  to  conbine  the  great  objects  of  mainlaining  hu  ground  in  an  un- 
Miiilibie  silnntimi,  md  at  the  same  time  providing  supplies  for  his  army. 
A  A«g  reargnard  was  rested  sn  Santarem,  a  town  with  old  walls,  situated 
«  dte  tap  of  a  bigb  liill,  whicb  could  be  approached  only  by  a  narrow  cswey 
faaiagtlmtuf^llwmarBbesfbiaedby  tfaeBioMajorandtbeTagus.  AVhile 
Ail  {g^udaide  position,  the  strongest  in  Portugal  to  ati  army  advening 
kiB  ike  weBtwwd,  effeclutUy  protected  his  rear,  the  main  body  of  bis 
Bwpt  w«  cantoned  behind  in  tin  valley  of  the  Zezcre,  the  rich  lields  of 
^^oA,  giving  food  to  a  hundred  and  len  dionsand  inhabitants,  afforded 
■■I^  Hpplies  of  grain,  while  the  extensive  mountains  on  either  side  yielded 
>  my  peal  quntity  of  cattle.  The  question  of  attacking  ibe  enemy  in  this 
Aneg  groond  was  again  well  considered  by  Wellington,  but  finally  abin- 
i»ei,  fron  a  eDnvictiou.tbat  such  an  iSltempt  could  not,  from  the  flooded 
"Me  tt  die  Marsfaes  on  either  side,  succeed  without  immense  loss ;  and  that 
i*faiurdit,wonldbe  to  expose  theallied  army  to  thechancesof  war,  while 
■wiiity  of  ultimate  success  was  in  their  power.  NVelliugton,  therefore, 
MDlmied  himaeK  with  taking  up  a  position  in  front  of  San [arem,  and  nar- 
inlj  watching  the  Tagus,  on  which  the  French  marshal  was  preparing 
lws,and  all  Ibe  msterials  for  passing  thenver.  If  he  could  have  succeeded 
in  tkat  enterprbe,  and  transported  the  seat  of  war  into  the  Alentejo,  he  would 
^n  rcMb«d  a  country  hitherto  untoncbed,  and  ofiiering  resources  of  every 
^  far  bis  array.  But  Wellington  anticipated  bis  design,  and  detaching 
^1  with  two  divisitAs  to  the  opposite  bank  of  the  Tagus,  where  he  was 
'<>nfaned  by  a  targe  pari  of  the  militia  of  that  province,  guarded  the  banks 
<'<be  river  so  effectually,  and  eslablished  batteries  upon  all  the  prominent 
P>ni  vith  snob  skill,  that  ibe  French  generals  found  it  impossible  to  effect 
<lu  piMge.  Thns  Uassdna  was  reduced  to  maintain  his  army  entirely  from 
^  reioiuces  be  could  extract  from  the  northern  bank  of  the  Tagus ;  and  al-

rapidly  approaching,  ukI  that  in  a  few  days  he  wonhl  ba  relioTcd.  Don  Jam 
Garda,  the  second  ia  command,  was  clear  in  a  council  of  war)  to  iuM  <ml 
Caroerio,  the  chief  of  the  artillery,  was  of  tiMsame  opinion:  but  Uiougfa  Imu 
voted  with  ibein  in  tbe  conncil,  he,  en  the  same  day,  Bhamefully  snrrmdend 
the  place  with  eight  tbonsand  men  and  a  hundred  and  seventy  gnns(f ). 
^nu».  Soult  had  no  sooner  crowned  with  this  DMrvellons  success  iat 
B^%oF  sh(H-t  hut  hriUiant  campajgn,  in  iriiich,  with  aforce  not  exceeding' 
cr'w  twenty  thousand  men,  he  had  cairied  two<i>rtrea8es,and  takeaai 
destroyed  an  eqna!  number  of  the  enemy,  than  he  relnrued  with  all  imigio- 
aUe  expedition  to  Andalusia,  where  bis  presence  was  loudly  called  for  by  a 
disaster,  all  hut  decisive,  which  had  oecorred  to  the  Uockading  force  beM 
Cadiz  during  his  absence.  Sir  Thomas  Graham,  who  cammanded  the  BrUiA 
and  Portuguese  troops  in  that  city,  was  encouraged  by  the  great  dinuDOtioB 
of  force  under  Yictor,  in  consoquenco  of  Soult's  ahseoce,  on  the  opptsile 
shores  of  the  bay,  to  try  an  expedition,  with  a  view  to  raise  the  siege.  Hk 
allies  sdled  on  the  Slat,  and  landed  atlAlgesints  on  tho  day  f<dlowing;  « 
fri>.  i>  attack  was  fixedfor  the  SStb  Febroary;  but,  owing  to  the  pren- 
lenee  of  contrary  winds,  it  did  not  take  place  for  a  week  later.  Gnb«n  had 
ttk.  la  collected  four  thousand  British  iirfantry  and  two  handred  bene  if 
Tarifa;  and  on  the  2dlh,  L«  Pena  landed  with  ten  tbonsand  Spanish  troops;

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from  EItm,  where  betdqnirien  had  beaii  csidttfihed,  nd  drew  np  Ui 
coveriDf  army,  about  thirty  thonund  atrong,  indadiDg  nximn  bnndnl 
cavalry,  on  the  snmmjt  of  a  vast  platMU,  between  the  Toronea  ■iid4heDM 
Cbbu  ;  the  ]eft  at  Fort  Conception,  the  centre  opposile  Alamada,  the  right  it 
FuBHTBs  d'Ohobo.  The  whole  liqe  was  five  miles  in  length,  and  thefrontns 
difficult  of  accesB,  hy  reason  of  the  Dos  Caiaa  flowing  In  a  deep  ranneaaai 
nearly  ita  whole  extent  (1). 
coxw  of  No  sooner  bad  the  enemy  formed  on  the  ground  on  the  tfttraniD 
a^^  of  the  3d,  than  they  commenced  aTigorons  attack  on  the  Tilliptf 
M*r  '■  Fuentes  d'Onoro,  which  was  ocenpied  hy  five  hsttalfons.  Sonhc- 
ment  was  their  onset,  so  heavy  their  cannonade,  that  the  Brilisb  were  totd 
to  abandon  the  streets,  and  witii  difficulty  maintained  themselves  on  a  enffT 
eB)inen<»  at  one  end,  aroirod  an  old  ehapet.  Wellington,  npon  this,  nil-

hti  uken  wp  their  grouDd,  Ifaudna  recoiled  from  the  preapect  of  auackiag 
luch  MB  enemy  as  be  bad  dow  coiDbaled,  posted  in  dense  muses  on  a  ridje 
Dftt  two  miles  in  length,  and  covered  on  either  Oank  by  a  steep  ravine;  ind, 
eonfining  himself  to  a  cannonade  along  its  front,  redoiOiled  bis  eOin-ts  on  Ok 
Mt,  where  he  teal  the  whole  divisioo  of  Drouet  against  the  Tillage  of  Fueaia 
d'Onoro.  But  diough  the  fighting  was  most  desperate  all  day  in  llui 
quarter,  though  the  enemy  at  one  period  had  got  possession  of  neirlf  tlte 
whole,  and  his  skirmishers  penetrated  through  on  the  other  side  towards  iht 
main  pcaition,  the  British  always  retained  part  of  the  houses;  and  at  loigtfa, 
when  the  concentration  of  his  forces  enabled  Wellington  to  reinforce  bis  left 
by  fresh  troops,  they  were  driven  through  the  streets  with  great  sUughm  bj 
a  charge  of  the  71at,  Idth,  and  88th  regiments ;  on  which  OGcasion,  perhipt 
afaMM  in  the  war,  the  bayonets  crossed,  end  the  Imperial  guards  (i),  some  af 
whom  were  lifted  from  the  ground  in  the  shock,  and  borne  backward  i  few 
paces  in  the  air,  were  forced  to  give  ground  before  the  Highland  r^imeaU. 
Night  put  an  end  to  the  slaughter  in  Ibis  quarter;  the  British  retained  Uior 
pwitienaroundthecbapelandon  the  CHgs,and  the  French  retired  across Uh 
Dos  Casas.  Fifteen  hundred  men  had  fallen,  or  were  made  prisoaen,M 
both  sides;  and  yet  neither  could  claim  decided  advantage. 

M I -I      Hkw^  the  British  lost  ground  on  ^1  points  but  the  exiremekft 

H'SHa^.  during  this  battle,  and  wov  certainly  nearer  eiperiendng  a  dcM 
^^','  (two  in  any  other  action  in  Spain,  yet  the  result  proved  that  tber 
H>i«-  bad  gained  their  object.  Uassina  lii^sered  Ihrradays  in  front  dl 
tfie  tlUed  position,  which  Wellington  strengthened  with  field  works,  lai 
roaidered  altogether  nnassailaUe.  At  length,  despairing  of  either  forciag  « 
taming  the  British  lines,  be  retreated  across  the  Agueda,  tearing  Almeida 
to  its  fate;  having  first  sent  orders  to  the  gavemor,  General  Brennier,  liy  tt 
bitrepid  soMiw,  named  Tillet,  to  blow  up  the  works,  and  eudeavour  losAd 
his  retreat  through  the  blockading  force.  These  directions  were  obeyed  viik 
un  ■<>.  surprising'  skill  and  success.  At  midnight  on  the  10th,  Uiis  bni» 
man  blew  up  the  bastions,  and  sallying  forth,  marched  swHUy  and  bnv^ 
forward  to  the  Barba  del  Puerco,  which  he  bad  ascertained  was  the  most  at- 
gnorded  point  of  the  allied  line.  The  fourth  raiment,  which  wo*  ordortd  H 
occupy  that  point,  did  not  receive  its  orders  in  time;  and  whm  it  did,  of 
fortonalely  missed  its  road  in  the  dark,  and  the  consequence  was,  that  Brca- 
Bier,  with  eleven  hundred  of  his  gallant  followers,  got  clear  off,  and  joJM^ 
Haisdna  near  Ciudad  Rodrigo  (2) ;  but  four,  hundred  were  lulled  or  mad* 
prisoners  in  crossing  the  deep  chasm  of  the  Barba  del  Puerco.  Wellingioa,ai 
Ae  day  following,  look  possession  of  Almdda,  in  which  the  wtill^  wva^ 
H>T  i>-  tire,  but  several  large  ctissms  existed  in  the  walls,  Hasstoa  «it^ 
drew  to  Salamanca  and  the  banksof  the  Tonnes,  andtbetostactin  ibeenat' 
fol  drama  of  the  invasion  of  Portugal  was  terminated. 
S^ibS'^-  Tberelreal  of  the  French  from  Portugal,  a  model  of  military  sld 
'"^'h*"?!  and  ability  on  the  port  both  of  the  soldiers  and  commanden,  *** 
iCrnVh.  disgraced  by  a  systNoaiie  and  deliberate  cruelty  which  can  mt* 
be  sufficiently  condemned.  We  have  the  authority  of  WelUngtu)  for  the  » 
sertion,  that  "  their  conduct  was  throughout  the  retreat,  marked  by  a  tae- 
barity  seldom  equalled,  never  surpassed.  Even  the  towns  of  Toms  Han^ 
Thomar,  and  Pernes,  in  wbicb.Ihe  headquarters  had  been  for  several  nootb^ 
and  in  which  the  inhabitants  bad  been  invited  by  promises  of  safety  to  resait, 
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wwe  idnidavd,  snd  Id  part  destroyed,  on  the  night  the  retreat  b^n';  and 
ftfj  h»Te  since  bnntt  every  town  and  Tillage  throng  which  they  passed  (i)." 
A  tingle  mcident  will  illpslralethe  horrors  of  such  a  system  of  warfare  better 
Aid  my  general  description,  and  il  comes  from  a  gallant  eye-witness,  whose 
inpbic  powers  are  never  called  forlh  by  mawkish  sensibility,  or  indignant 
ktSap  excited  by  nndne  hostillly  towards  his  adversaries:—"  A  large  house, 
Anilnl  in  an  obscnre  part  of  the  monntains,  was  discovered  filled  with 
SirriDg  persona.  Ahos-c  thirty  women  and  children  had  sonk,  and,  sitting 
by  (he  bodies,  were  fifteen  or  sixteen  survivors,  of  whom  only  one  was  a 
mm,  bat  all  so  enfeebled  as  to  be  nnable  to  cat  the  little  food  which  we 
hidtooffertbem.  The  youngest  had  fallen  firsl;  all  the  children  were  dead; 
B»e  were  emaciated  in  the  bodies,  but  the  mnscles  of  the  face  were  inva- 
niWy  drawn  transversely,  giving  the  appearance  of  laughing,  and  presenting 
Ac  most  ghastly  sight  imaginable.  The  men  seemed  most  eager  for  life;  lb« 
wmen  appeared  patient  and  resigned;  and  even  in  this  distress  bad  ar- 
Mpd  the  bodies  of  those  who  first  died  with  decency  and  care  (2)."  Such 
itimbition  in  iu  most  terrible  form;  soch  the  result  of  the  atroefoot  sys- 
tw  which,  nnder  the  specions  prclence  of  making  war  support  war,  con- 
Bpsthe  Innocent  inhabitants  of  invaded  countries,  old  men,  women,  and- 
■UUreo,  to  ineffkble  misery,  starvation,  and  death.  Donhlless  such  horrors 
hw  in  every  age  attended  serious  and  long-continued  hostility,  and  they 
Kemneiimes  unavoidable  where  great  bodies  of  men,  inflamed  by  violent 
^!ions,  are  brought  into  collision;  but  it  is  the  peculiar  and  characiet- 
Wcdisgrace  of  the  French  Revolutionary  armies,  that  they  were  not  merely 
pnilled,  but  enjoined  by  the  commanders;  and  that  (hose  atrocities,  which 
h  ether  armies  spring  from  the  licence  or  bratalify  of  the  soldiers,  and 
*e  officers  labour  assiduously  to  prevent,  were  with  them  systematically 
«W  upon  by  all  ranks,  and  flowed  from  the  system  which,  impressed  opon- 
fte  groerais  by  the  rapacity  of  government,  was  by  them  reduced  to  a  re- 
pdnfinn,  and  enjoined  in  general  orders  emanating  from  headquarters  fS). 
JjJ^  Bnt  these  unheard  of  atroeities,  thus  communicated  to  vast  ar- 
J^^mies  by  a  regular  system  of  plunder,  and  exercised  on  a  great 
••hi*-  scale  in  every  part  of  Europe,  were  at  length  producing  their  na- 
tcS.  tural  effiscti.  Unspeakable  was  the  indignation  excited  in  tbePor- 
N<Mse  peasantry  by  such  revolting  cruelties;  and,  although  the  inelfi- 
■Wicy  and  desire  for  popularity  in  the  regency  at  Lisbon  for  long  pa- 
iij»i  the  efforts  of  the  country,  and  rendered  in  some  degree  unavailing 
kinlent  spirit  of  the  people,  yet  the  most  perfect  nnanfmity  prevailed' 
»Hig  the  rural  inhabilants,  and  the  British  were  supported  in  their  en- 
tHpfises  by  the  peasantry  with  a  cordiality  and  fidelity  which  were  alike 
Mmnble  to  both  nations.  Wellington  has  told  us,  that,  in  no  single  in- 
ttace,  were  the  humbler  raoks  in  Portugal  discovered  in  any  correepond- 
ncewiih  the  enemy;  (hat  the  prisoners,  though  in  some  instances  obliged 
I*  Hb  tbe  French  ranks,  all  deserted  on  the  ^ral  opporlanity  to  die  stand- 
■daf  (heir  cotintry;  (bat  the  Portuguese  peasants,  ttaoDgh  of  such  diff»- 
iMi  habits,  agreed  admirably  with  the  Englbh  soMiers;  and  that,  though 
^■tnomberaofcrimeswereeDmmilted,  especially  Bt  first,  by  the  dktH^erly 
m,  wba  formed  so  targe  a  part  of  many  newly  sent  out  regiments,  yel 
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U  WM  next  to  InpOHibfe  to  gat  the  nadree  who  bad  mJbni  Ivoonie  <w< 
ward  and  give  evidence  againit  them  (i).  These  are  irnly  noble  tmts  in 
Qitioiial  characier,  aod,  combined  with  the  heroic  stand  which,  ondn-  Bri- 
liih  guidance,  they  nude  againat  their  tremendous  enemy,  d^ite  aJI  Uta 
ireabness  and  imbecility  of  their  rulers,  prove  lh«t  materials  forgreatacM 
eziBt  in  the  Peninsula,  if  the  time  shall  ever  arrive  when  the  spirit  and 
energy  of  the  higher  ranks,  then  altogether  awanting,  shall  equal  ibe  cou- 
rage and  virtue  of  the  people. 

Nor  were  these  noble  qaahlies  in  ibe  Portuguese  peasantry  even  then  witb- 
oat  their  reward.  Their  bravery  and  their  suffering  excited  the  warmest 
sympathy  in  Great  Britain ;  the  entfauBiasm  of  all  classes,  ever  readily  awafc- 
v«k.  u.  ened  in  the  cause  of  woe,  was  roused  to  the  highest  pitch ;  a  srast 
of  a  hundred  thousand  pounds  by  parliament,  to  the  sufferers  bylbeFrenck 
invasion,  was  passed  without  a  siogle  dissentient  voice  in  (be  Honse  of  Com- 
mona;  private  subscription  in  every  town  and  village  of  the  empire  soo* 
traded  its  amount,  and  the  noblest  qualities  in  our  nature,  patriotism  aaA 
charity,  excited  by  (he  heart-stirrjng  course  of  events  to  the  very  b%beit 
pitch,  poured  forth  from  two  perennial  fountains  a  stream  of  mingled  cneigf 
nd  benevolNice,  which  was,  because  it  deserved  to  be,  invincible  (2}. 
vm  'Hal  Immense  was  the  effect  produced  by  the  glorious  tenBioatioa  at 
u^»  ^  the  war  in  Portugal,  on  the  British  nation  and  the  whole  of  E^ 
Sm'Sn.  rope.  The  French  armies  bad  at  length  been  brought  to  a  ataitd) 
;y°^  and  that  apparently  irresisiible  torrent  of  conquest,  wfaicb  hat 
•f-  hitherto  flowed  over  the  whole  of  Europe,  was  now,  to  all  appoai- 
anee,  permanently  arrested.  Experience  had  proved,  that,  by  combiniiis 
military  diKipline  and  regular  forces,  with  vast  exertions  and  patriotic  ea~ 
tbuiasm,  a  barrier  could  be  opposed  to  revolutionary  ag^reasiou  :  (be  &i> 
lure  of  Austria,  in  her  late  heroic  attempt,  was  forgotten  in  the  still  more 
recent  triumph  of  England  :  Russia,  contemplating  a  similar  atUck  upon  bar 
own  independence,  watched  with  intense  anxiety  the  inieresUng  sinigglt, 
and  belield,  in  the  defensive  system  and  triumph  of  Wellington,  both  (bo 
model  on  which  her  defensive  preparations  should  be  formed,  and  the  beat 
grounds  to  hope  for  a  successful  issue  from  h»  own  eierlions.  But  the  cSeel 
produced  in  England  was  still  greater,  and,  if  possible,  more  important,  h 
proportion  lo  the  breathless  suspense  in  which  the  nation  had  been  ks^  bf 
the  advance  of  Hass^na,  and  the  contideut  predictions  of  immediBlesncccM, 
with  which  it  bad  been  preceded,  from  many  io  the  British  Islands,  and  aJloK 
Ibe  continent,  was  the  universal  joy  which  prevailed  when  the  {^aspect  «l 
ttnlooked  for  suecess  began  at  last  to  davm  upoU'  the  natjoa-  The  battle  aC 
Boioco  first  fiadied  through  the  gloom  of  general  despondwice,  orcaniMiad 
by  the  retreat  of  Wellington  into  the  interior  of  Portugal ;  but  its  (hofiiin, 
light  soon  faded,  andihe  public  mind  was  more  violently  agitated  (banew, 
whra,  after  such  a  triumph,  the  reueat  was  still  G«niinnad  lo  the  chao  vi- 
cinity of  Lisbon.  But  when  Wellington  a(  la^  look  his  stand,  and,  tlvoagb 
the  thick  clouds,  with  which  the  horiion  was  beset,  the  linen  of  TotFM  Tadran 
were  toen  dimly  rising  in  stupendous  and  im[^«gpable  strength,  thftscBOnl 
enthusiam  knew  no  bounds.  The  advantages  of  the  Briludi  position,  bs^Mrtn 
altogetb«t  unknown,  save  to  its  chief,  were  now  at  oace  rev«riad :  it  m 
seen  that  England  possessed  an  unconquerable  stronghold,  in  whicb  she 
might  securely,  place  her  resources,  where  her  armies,  bow  nnmoroas  soevar, 
would  be  amply  provided  for  by  her  fleets ;  while  the  forces  of  NapoUoo,  bow 
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(Ml  aenr,  ve«M  tHim  bU  at  ibc  Aiot  of  ibe  inimMbmcaii^  «f  ^ahtb  «< 
{■HM  in  i)m  4aMrt  which  tiwy  had  crosWt)  aroutid  theta.  The  profauad  oK 
wnticin  of  Uenr?

Ikt  liiw  of  the  Tafw  was  the  quarlor  whoiw  the  decisira  Mow  was  to  be 
ItnA.  If  tonit,  wiiJi  tixty  tfaonsand  men,  bad  iuvaded  tbo  Alantejo  at  (he 
MM  lime  that  HaMtea,  with  eighty  thonsand,  poured  down  the  vaiky  of 
Ikt  Mandego,  it  is  extremely  doobtful  whether  even  the  streoglh  of  Torw 
Mm  «»uld  have  waMed  Wtlluiglon  to  maintain  bts  ground  at  Lisbon. 
ksoe  knew  better  than  the  French  Emperor  that  the  passage  of  the  Smrt 
Ihrtaa  wu  an  accentrie  moremeBt,  wbicii  sirengibened  Uie  enemy's  chMKos 
llntnu  at  the  vital  poiut ;  but  he  wae  driven  to  adopt  it  hy  tbit  political 
Monties  of  hia  siHiBiion.  Fraooe  could  not,  wiih  safety,  be  nore  heavily 
taed;  the  central  provinces  of  Spain  were  utterly  ezbausled:  fresh  re- 
Hams  were  indiepCHaable,  and  the  simulianeoas  invasion  of  Andalusia  and 
hrlagal  was  resorted  ti»  in  the  proepeel  of  obtaining  tiieir  hitltsrlo  uutondied 
I W4  of  plunder,  f^me  and  opprnden  nay  for  long  prove  victorious,  but 
:  iej  bar  in  tbcqaelrcs  the  seeds  of  their  ultimate  pMaishmeDl,  and  tiwy 
ais  eaastrained  lo  brii^  those  seeds  lo  maturity  by  the  efforts  which  they 
mkefar  thdr  ow*  advanocment  [SJ. 

iimrt  GDvemmcntat  home  werefarframbeingeqiially  impreseedwiih 
ST!^^  Wsllingtan, during  the  progreas  of  Uie campaign,  with  die  chancee 
>^  til  ultimate  success;  ibey  were  not  aware  of  the  vast  strength  of 
ftt  Torres Tcdras  positien ;  and  allbough  Cbty  sent  ont  all  the  succours  wiMcfa 
hsdtousded,  yet  they  did  so  rather  iu  deference  \a  his  wishes,  and  from 
Mpwt  to  his  opinion  of  the  bopc'  of  success,  than  from  anjr  belief  of  their 
•n  that  huantidpatiOBS  were  welHounded.  When  he  drewnear  to  Lisbon, 
te  anxiety  was  very  great;  and  it  was  wdlknown,  tbai,for  aeousiderBble 
toe,  Ibey  expected  that  every  arrival  from  that  cipilal  would  bring  the  ac- 
WBtof  biaentbvkation.  Tel,  even  in  that  contemplated  extremity,  they 
tt  Datdetpair  of  the  eontesl;  they  provided  a  vast  fleet  of  ships  of  tiie  line- 
■dbiBsports  capable  of  bringing  off  the  British  and  Poflvgueae  army,  with 
■freatanniberof  die  inhabitants  who  were  implicated  in  Ibe  war;  and  gave 
■drntotteirgeneral,  that  ifhe  was  driven  from  Lisbon,  he  should  lake  rc' 
^  ia  Cadii,  and  nnew  the  war  in  Andalnsia,  from  the  ba^s  of  that  titf 
■M  Gibraltar  (3),  This  rasolvtioB  was  worthy  of  the  highest  admiration;  it 
nnll  the  noblMt  taataneea  of  HMSian  constancy,  and  should  make  ns  ovor- 
issk  ■any  prtvieos  instanees  of  insenubllity  to  the  right  mode  of  carrying. 
•  Ike  eoaieat  wUdi  had  arisen  from  their  long  inexperience  of  military 
*Mkiaatiaa.  And  aliboagh  we,  judging  with  all  the  advantages  of  sabse- 
9at  axpwinca,  may  Mcasienally  fed  surprised  at  the  gloomy  feeting» 
■AishattiBesperTadedbothgovemnientand  the  nation,  when  the  dawB  of 
^oropean  deliverance  was  banning  to  appear  behind  the  bills  of  Torre* 
Vcdras;  jet  it  eannotbe  denied,  thaljjudgiDgfrom  past  erenia,  both  had  too 
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Biuch  grovodafor  their  proKnosttcaiiong ;  and  reeolleeting  in  whaldtsaals 
«ll  prerioas  expeditions  to  tbe  continent  had  terminsted,  irben  engaged  only 
wldi  a  part  of  Napol^n's  force,  there  was  little  room  for  hope  now  that  iber 
mre  Msatled  b?  the  whole.  But  from  tbe  generalii;  and  apparently  solid 
ground  for  this  opinion  is  to  be  drawn  the  brightest  en h^i am  on  the  nnshakcs 
determinatioii  of  the  chief,  which  never  faltered  in  the  contest,  and  Ibeclcar- 
etl  proof  of  the  loftiness  of  the  intellect  which  could  discern,  ihrougfa  tbe 
gloom,  the  shadow  of  coming  erents,  and  find  in  its  own  strength  the  meuu 
of  their  accomplishmenl. 
MifiuDi-  Those,  whether  in  publicorprivate-ltfe,  who  takeeipediencete 
^^'^'"  the  principle  of  ibeir  conduct,  are  oflen  sadly  perplexed  what 
ii""i*nV!l>  ^^■i'^  'o  adopt,  because  in  the  complicated  maie  of  human  erenu, 
(U'-L  they  cannot  sec  clearly  to  What  end  its  conclusions  point.  Thoae 
who  take  daty  for  Uieir  gaide  are  never  at  a  toss,  because  its  dictates  an 
clear,  and  wholly  independenl  of  the  changes  of  fortune.  Ordinary  ohserven 
too  oflen  judge  of  the  future  by  the  past,  and  act  on  tbe  principle  tbit  suhae- 
qnenl  events  are  to  be  esactlf  similar  to  those  which  have  preceded  tbeo}.  It 
belongs  to  the  highest  class  of  intellect  to  combine  with  the  expHJence  of  the 
past  the  observation  of  the  present ;  to  perceive  that  hnman  events  are  indeed 
governed,  in  all  ages,  by  tbe  same  principles,  but  that  new  elements  «< 
power  are  perpetually  rising  into  action ;  and  that,  in  every  stale  of  bnma 
aflairs,  an  under  current  is  Oowing  in  an  opposite  direction  from  that  on  tbe 
Burfece,  bringing  salvation  to  the  miserable,  and  often  destined  to  cairfbnBd 
the  anticipations  of  the  prosperous.  Wellington  posiessed  both  the  naonl 
principle,  and  the  intellectual  power,  requisite  for  (he  leader  of  such  a  con- 
test as  that  in  which  he  was  now  engaged.  Alike  fearless  of  danger,  and  mt- 
moved  by  obloquy,  he  looked  merely  to  the  discharge  of  doty :  undismayed 
by  the  fall  of  Austria  and  Russia,  be  still  did  not  despair  of  the  cause  of  Ea- 
ropean  freedom;  and,  with  comparatively  inconsiderable  resources,  pre- 
pared, in  a  comer  of  Portugal  the  means  of  hurling  back  an  enemy  who  bad 
two  hundred  and  fifty  ihousand  disposable  soldiers  in  the  Peninsula  at  hii 
command.  Re  saw  that  force  originally  bad  drawn  forth  the  powers  of  tbe 
French  Revolution ;  that  force  had  sustained  its  growth ;  but  that  force  was 
now  undermining  its  foundations  ;  and  that  the  power  which  was  based  «■ 
die  misery  of  every  people  among  whom  it  penetrated,  could  not  fail  of  being 
at  length  overcome,  if  combated  by  an  energy  equal  to  its  own,  accompanied 
by  a  forbearance  commensurate  to  its  rapacity.  Strenuously  urging,  tbcrt- 
fbre,  all  it  hom  he  could  direct  to  the  most  vigorous  exeriions,  he  as  senipn- 
lonsly  abstained  from  the  abu'^es  of  power :  his  efforts  to  repel  tbe  eneaiy 
ware  not  greater  than  those  he  made  to  control  the  license  and  restrain  the 
disorders  of  his  own  army  :  he  preferred  a  small  force  regulated  by  order  and 
maintained  by  justice,  to  a  great  one  elevated  on  the  fruits  of  rapine.  HetbiB 
succeeded  in  at  last  combating  the  Revolution  with  its  own  weapons,  and  at 
the  same  time,  detaching  from  them  the  moral  weakness  under  which-itb- 
bonred.  He  met  it  with  its  own  forces,  but  he  rested  tbeirtfortsonaDobkr 
principle.  France  had  conquered  Europe,  by  assailing  virtoe  with  tbe  pawas 
«f  intellect,  guided  by  the  fireof  genius,  and  stimulated  by  pas^onsof  wick- 
edness; but  Wellington  conquered  France,  by  raising  against  it  the  resoorecs 
of  wisdom,  sustained  by  the  constancy  of  duty,  and  directed  b^ib^principks 
©f  virlne.  /^'^i^S

it  must  ever  form  an  era  of  unexampled  loterest.  Its  commencement  ni 
coeval  with  the  glories  of  th«  Seven  Years'  War,  and  the  formation,  mt 
solid  basis,  of  (be  vast  colonial  empire  of  Great  Britain ;  its  meridian  wit- 
nessed the  momentous  conflict  for  American  independence,  and  the  gnnrA, 
amidst  Transallantic  wilds,  of  European  cirilisation;  its  latter  days  not 
involved  in  the  heart-stirring  conflicts  of  the  French  Revolution,  and  am- 
shadowed  by  the  military  renown  of  Htfml^.  The  transition  from  tbe  opoi- 
ing  of  this  reign  to  its  termination,  is  not  merely  that  from  one  centnry  lo 
tIienett,bntfr6mon«»geofihe  wotW  to  Bnolher.  NeveleineoTs  olfearftil 
vutivity  were  brought  into  operation  in  the  moral  world  during  its  conti- 
nuance,  and  new  principlei  for  the  government  at  mankind  estd)Ush«d  Denr 
igtdn  to  b«  stwIicD.  Tbe  civilisation  ofa  new  worid,  in  tbd  age,  whca- 
temporary  with  tbe  establishment  of  new  prindples  for  the  govermiKnt  ri 
the  old :  in  its  evenlfiil  days  were  combined  tbe  growth  of  Grecian  demo- 
cracy with  th«  pasaioBa  of  Hooian  ambition;  th«  fcrronr  of  plebrian  ml 
with  llie  pride  of  aristocratic  power;  the  blood  of  Variits  with  ttie  genial  of 
Cesar ;  the  opening  of  a  nobler  bemis^ere  to  tbe  enterprise  of  C^nnliUi 
wiUi  tbe  rite  of  •  social  agent  as  mighty  «  Uie  preM,  jo  the  pow«n  rfShoi. 
<i^»^  Bat  if  new  elements  were  called  tnto  action  fn  the  sodtlvnU, 
^hlthwrn  of  snrpassingsttengtfi  and  energy.  Id  the  course  of  Ais  metnuiUe 
S^IS'iki  reign,  still  more  remarkable  were  die  characters  Which  nu  ta 
ct^'ni.  eminmco  during  its  continnaRce.  Ibe  military  jenlH,  ntuwt- 
querable  courage,  and  enduring  constancy  of  fVcdeHck;  the  udaot 
mind,  burning  eloquence,  and  lofty  patriotism  of  ChattuKO ;  the  isM- 
ruplible  integrity,  sagaciouB  intellect,  and  philosophic  ipirit  tff  Fnotih; 
the  disinterested  Tirtue,  prophetic  wisdom,  and  tmpertnrtrthh!  forUlod*  "f 
Washingtoti ;  the  masculine  nndersiandtng,  feminine  passions,  and  llood- 
gtained  ambition  of  Catharine,  would  alone  have  been  lufflciflsl  to  cast  ■ 
radiance  ov«r  any  other  age  of  Aflworid.  But  brtgbt  as  wnv  tbft  Kin  of 
its  morning  light,  more  brilliant  still  was  the  coostdlation  wUdi  AoM 
fbrih  in  its  meridian  splendour,  or  cast  a  glow  over  thie  iwtl^  if  iU 
creoii^  sbades.

While  the  innuiaerable  Tolaiies  of  Eevolution,  borne  alaiig  on  tbe 
fetid  itream  which  had  burst  flrom  the  porruptiens  of  prerioup  monnera, 
were  bending  before  (he  altar  of  tt«asQn,  Cbflteaubrisnd  Temureil  to  raiie 
again,  amidst  the  sneers  of  aninGdelage,  the  standard  of  ancient  faith)  and 
devoted  the  energise  of  an  intrepid,  and  the  genius  o{  an  ardent  mind,  U> 
demonstrate  its  relation  to  aU  that  is  beautKuI,  or  ^eat  and  elevating,  boA 
in  the  moral  and  material  world.  Uadame  de  Sta^l,  albeil  nnrsod  in  the 
atmosphere  of  philanthropic  delu^on,  and  bred  up  with  fdial  piety  al  the 
feet  of  Gamaliel,  arose,  amidst  (he  tears  of  humanity,  to  nobler  principles; 
combined  the  refinements  of  sentioienl  with  the  warnlb  of  eloquence  and 
the  delicacy  of  taste,  and  first  annoHnced,  In  a  philosophic  survey  oJ  human 
■flairs,  the  all-important  truth,  that  there  are  but  two  eras  in  the  history  of 
the  species — tbat  which  preceded  and  that  which  followed  the  establish  meal 
of  Christianity.  Seeds,  whether  for  good  or  evil,  sown  in  the  buinan  mind, 
generally  take  half  a  ceutnty  to  bring  their  fruit  to  maturity;  and  ib  the 
'  general  profligacy  and  irreligton  of  the  urban  population  in  France  since  the 
Revolution,  is  to  he  discerned  the  havoc  prepared  by  the  labours  of  Toltaire 
and  the  Encydopxdisis,  and  the  long-continued  corruption  of  previoni 
literature.  But  the  nobler  fruits  of  the  sutTering  of  the  Devolution  are  already 
apparent  in  the  highest  class  of  intellect,  whence  change  whether  for  good 
or  evil  ever  originates.  Guiiot  has  brought  to  the  history  of  civilisation  (he 
light  of  true  philosophy  and  the  glow  of  enlightened  religion  :  Cousin,  In  tbe 
midst  of  pbilanlhropic  labour  and  vast  infotmaiion  on  the  vital  question  of 
education,  has  arrived  at  the  eternal  truth,  that  general  instruction,  if  not 
based  on  Christiaa  principle,  is  rather  hurtful  than  hcneficial,  becaaM  it 
opens  new  avenues  to  moral  corruption  without  providing  the  only  antidola 
which  experience  has  proved  to  be  efTcctual  in  correcting  it :  Lamarttnt, 
gifted  at  once  with  an  orator's  fervour  and  a  poet's  Hre,  has  traced  in  itraiw 
of  almost  redundant  beauty  the  steps  of  on  enhghtened  European  pilgrtn  la 
the  birthplace  of  our  religion  and  the  cradle  of  our  race.  .Hay  (he  seeds 
scattered  by  these  illustrious  men  not  fall  on  a  barren  soil  and  perish  h^  the 
wayside,noryetbecbokedaniidst  briers;  but  bring  forth  good  fruit,  in  Mme 
fifty-fold,  some  eighty,  and  some  an  hundred  (f}1 
uicivf  Germany  is  a  younger  branch  of  the  some  illuBtriousfaaiBy;  ^ 
dL'ic™r  ^r**™  '^^  ^'^'^  "'^^  ^^'  language  has  been  cultivated  by  native 
"-•v™"'  writers,  she  has  advanced  in  the  great  race  of  mlmloithexmeHi- 
nary  rapidity.

regamsof  ibemind.  The  ages  of  Bacon  and  Shakspeare  in  England;  ofHa- 
diiivel  aid  Leonardo  da  Tinci  in  Italy;  of  Pascal  and  Descartes  in  Frwiee, 
msDlBcieDt  to  demonstrate  tbe  generil  justice  of  Uiis  principle. 

UiDg  iilaRtrions  in  the  walks  of  philosophy,  holding  for  centuries  a  dEs- 
fingui^ied  place  in  the  republic  of  science;  the  birthplace  of  printing  and 
popawder,  tbe  (vro  most  povrerful  agent!  in  tbe  canae  of  freedom  ever  coia- 
aiunlcated  to  mankind  (1);  ibecounlrT  of  XeplerandCopenicui,  of  Eular 
nd  Ldbniu,  Gouany  bad  not  till  the  last  half  century  explored  the  riebes 
of  her  own  tongue,  or  developed  in  native  literatnre  the  novel  and  fervent 
kteu  which  had  long  been  working  in  her  beeom.  Bnt  Ais  wai  at  ki^ 
dsoe;  and  her  literature  started  at  once  into  life  with  the  vigimr  of  yoottfiil 
^f^  eDer|;y,andtheatrengthofananDedmaD.  Uopslodtt^rtnenrebllt 
•aUtme,  poured  fbrth  tbe  spirit  of  myitlGal  Chriatianity  in  touching  and  iat- 
Qprld  itralm :  Goethe,  simple  yet  profound,  united  the  depth  of  philoso- 
phiul  Uiooght  to  ibo  simplicity  of  childish  affection;  and,  striking  with 
sbnt  inspired  felicity  the  chord  of  native  reflection,  prodnced  that  mingled 
Bsodofpoeitc  mediution  and  individual  observation,  which  has  rendered

TheaepraposidnsifM 
theshbject  of  anxious  debate  in  tbe  two  Houses  of  Psrtlament,  andthevgM 
menta  advanced  on  both  sides  are  worthy  of  notice  even  in  an  EuropeUW 
tory  as  involving  the  fundamental  principles  on  which  consUUtioul  n^ 
narchy  are  rested.  The  Grsi  proiiosiUon  passed  uiiiinini*«Bly;  the  secmll 
declaring  the  right  of  Parliament  to  snpply  the  defccl,  did  the  like,  wtUi  M 
single  dissentient  voice  of  Sir  Francis  Burdeil-,  bat  upon  tbe  third,  «<d(i 
declared  that  Parliament  should  proceed  by  bill  to  di  thepermnwho  wsB 
exercise  the  royal  aulhorily,  the  Opposition  took  their  stand.  An  tw»^ 
meni,  that  an  address  shonid  bo  presented  to  tbe  Prince  of  Wiles  piv]iB( 
him  to  lake  upon  himself  the  royal  fun  ctioa»t  was  proposed  by  Ifr.  Penoal)^ 
and  on  it  the  main  d^te  took  place  {\). 
Arp-nni  On  Ibo  part  of  the  Opposition,  it  was  oi^  by  Ur.  PoMoitK 
%  ETIJ^'  Sir  Samuel  Romilly,  and  Earl  Grey ;— "  The  case  which  at  pttW

office.  In  dealing  with  so  delicate  a  matter,  <me  bordering  so  dtselym  4 
very  foundations  of  government,  it  is  of  the  lost  iinpattance  to  t^Shtn  to  ill 
rules  established  by  Atrmer  precedent,  and,  in  the  nbseiee  oC  positive  vaift 
ment,  proceed  in  tiie  paUis  of  ancient  usage.  Whtt,  Ihen,  ki  amilar  cifcm^ 
stances,  have  our  anoestore  done?  At  the  Rcaloration  fad  l6Qf,'  thebaiii' 
the  whole  change  was  the  letter  and  declaration  of  Charles  11  froa  Bratt; 
and  this  declaration,  with  tbe  letter  from  the  kipg  which  aMsmpniad^ 
was  delivered  on  the  2Sth  April;  and  between  that  end  Ute  S9tb  of  Mff, 
when  the  Restoration  took  place,  an  appltcstlon  was  made  fran  ihe  Caa* 
mons  to  tbe  I>ords  to  put  the  Great  Seal  in  activity,  ai,  withonf  it,  Ibe  fi*- 
ceedingsof  the  courts  of  law  were.siepped;  hot  this  the  Home  of  Petit  4^ 
dined,  and  the  Commons,  sensible  that  their  applIc«(on  wu  abtonl  aaJ 
nnconslitutional,  gave  up  the  proposiUon.

**  now,  what  precedent  does  foriner  usage  afford  to  guide  us  in  ludt  pcr- 
plezitios?  The  example  of  the  Restoration  cannot  with  any  proprirtylK 
referred  to  on  Ibis  question;  because  then  an  exiled  monarch  was  to  be  rf- 
stored  to  a  right  of  which  he  bad  been  forcibly  and  unjustly  deprived,  ud 
on  acknowledged,  title  to  be  simply  proclaimed  and  re-established.  Can  tbii 
be  affirmed  to  be  the  i»:e4icament  in  which  we  sUnd  al  this  moment?  la- 
questionably  not;  bi  we  have  now  no  pre-existing  right  to  declare,  btua  OB- 
tingeue;  ui^weseen  by  the  existing  law  to  provide  for.  Then,  as  to  the  pnw 
dent  of  the  Revolution,  splendid  and  cheering  as  the  recolleciion  of  thatgwl 
«vettt  must  always  be  to  Englishmen,  it  will  be  wise  in  Parliament,  bcAn 
they  permit  their  feelings  to  be  carried  away  by  it,  to  consider  well  wbetbet 
it  has  any  application  to  the  circumstances  in  which  we  are  now  plMJ. 
Was  the  object  of  Parhament,  at  that  period,  lo  provide  for  the  care  od 
custody  of  the  person  of  the  monarch  ?  Was  it  to  provide  for  his  rettin  I* 
the  government  of  the  country  upon  his  restoration  lo  health?  Was  it  H 
erect  a  temporary  sovereignty  during  the  incapacity  of  the  monarch,  who,  H 
was  boped,  would  soon  be  restored  to  health?  Was  it  not,  on  the  conUirj, 
lo  provide  ofoiMt  the  rettoralitw  of  James;  to  erect  a  barrier  against  lui  !»■ 
torn,  and  defend  the  Crown,  whicli  they  proposed  to  irans^,  ^aiflU  thi 
boetile  approach  of  its  ancient  possessor?

So  standing  the  older  precedenu,  and 
ndtbdng  theeqnal  balance  of  difficnltleSfOr  incompetencies,  on  eltberalde, 
vbn  remains  far  nsbuttoacinpon  the  latest  and  moslImpMlantaiithority,

Ihedetaits  of  Ihe  Regency  bill  were  afterwards  brought  forward,  and  dis- 
nwed  with  great  spirit  and  minuteness  in  commllteea  of  both  Houses  ofPln'- 
UuneQt.

The  Whig  peers,  in  order  to  prewa' 
such  a  difficulty  arising  fn  a  more  advanced  stage  of  the  Administnlfaii, 
stated  it  as  an  indispensable  condition  of  their  accession  to  office,  that  tbey 
should  en)oy  Ute  same  privileges  la  this  respect  which  had  been  extrrisel  h 
their  predecessors  on  simitar  occasions,  and  this  preliminary  led  to  seat! 
coofiirences,  more  curious  even  than  what  passed  at  the  public  negotUliflti*- 
"  Are  you  prepared,"  said  Lord  Moira  to  the  Prince  B^ent,  "  to  coBtede* 
appointment  of  the  household  to  the  leaders  of  the  new  AAUtnlitniiaar 
"  I  am,"  answered  the  Prince.   "  Then,"  replied  the  diivatrons  noUeM>i 
'^notimeofyanr  presmt  semmk  ihaU  be  displaced:  it  is  aonghfH'^ 
crown  to  yield  the  principle,  witboui  lobmitting  also  to  the  indignity  of  iha 
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RBOTil."  To  complete  (he  exiraordinary  chances  which  travened  this  mo- 
tnealous  negotiation,  Mr.  Sheridan,  lo  whom  Lord  Yarmoulli,  on  the  pan  of 
Ibe  lords  of  ibc  household,  intruslcd  a  message  slating  their  readiness  (o  solve 
tbe  difficolly  by  reilgniDg,  delayed  to  dGUver  this  message  till  it  was  too  lale, 
in  the  hope  of  lecariug  for  his  paity  a  triumph  over  Lha  throne^  and  Lord 
Hoin,  npoa  the  part  of  the  Prince  R^enl,  decjiiied  to  make  any  such  con- 
cession a  fimdamenlal  condition  of  the  i,(lnui]  is  [ration;  snd  thus  the  nego- 
liition  was  broken  offflj. 

i—L  ThePrince,  irritated  at  what  he  deemed  an  unwarrantable  inter- 
iereoce  with  the  freedom  of  choice  aod  personal  comforts  of  the  sovereign,' 
ndacting  under  the  direction  ofLordUoira,  who  thought  he  had  yielded  all 
that  Gonid  be  required  of  the  crown,  immedialely  appointed  Lord  Liverpool 
fint  Lord  of  the  Treasory.  All  the  existing  ministers  were  continued  in 
1^  places,  including  Lord  Costlereagb  in  the  ituportanl  one  of  Minister  of 
foreign  Affairs;  and  tbe  Tories,  lately  so  near  shipwreck,  found  themselves, 
Irom  the  strong  intemiixture  of  personal  feeling  in  the  failure  of  tbe  nego- 
titiioos  which  had  excluded  their  rivals,  more  firmly  seated  in  power  than 
ever.  Lord  Tarmouth,  ilie  highest  olScer  in  tbe  household,  whose  exclusion 
j«>i  from  oIEce  was  probably  the  principal  object  which  the  Whig 
Ittdershad  in  view,  in  insbting  so  much  on  this  condition,  afterwords  slated 
in  the  House  of  Lords,  that  both  he  himself,  and  also  all  the  other  oIBcers  in 
tbe  palace,  were  prepared  to.  have  resigned  ihcir  offices  the  moment  tbe  ar- 
nogemeots  for  the  formation  of  a  new  Hinistiy  ncre  completed  ;  and  ibat 
an  ihey  wished  for  wa3,  that  they  theoiselves,  and  tbeir  sovereign,  should  be 
Hved  the  pain  of  a  dismissal  (2). 

^■^  In  reflecting,  with  all  the  lights  of  subsequent  experience,  os  the 
1^  singular  lailure  of  Ihb  important  negotiation,  it  is  impo&sible  to 
doabt  that  Lords  Grey  and  Grenvillo  were  right  in  the  conditions  which  they 
10  firmly  insisted  on  as  a  condition  of  tbeir  taking  ofEce.  It  is  no  doubt  easy 
Ik  the  satirist  to  iuTeigh  against  tbe  e^^me&s  for  patronage,  which  induces 
public  men,  after  all  questions  of  policy  and  principles  of  government  hare 
itoi  adjusted,  to  break  off  u^otiatioos  merely  because  they  cannot  agree 
■pan  who  is  to  have  the  di^Kwal  of  domestic  appointments;  and  Hr.  Sheridan 
t«d  a  &r  subject  for  hb  ridicule,  when  he  uid  that  his  friends  tbe  Whigs 
bsdfairly  outdoneJamesQ,  for  hebad  lost  three  crovms  for  a  mass,  whereas 
they  bad  lost  (be  govemment  of  three  kingdoms  for  three  white  sticks.

^■ferblhaUe  glory  over  the  annals  of  Britain  daring  the  hitter  period  of  the 
wr.  Biscapacily  could  not  hare  been  the  least,  who  stood  foremost  in  rank 
fcoegfafbose  memorable  years:  granting  lo  Alexander,  WeUingtoo,  and 
Cwlmsgb,  the  merit  al  having  been  the  main  instruments  in  the  deliverance' 
rfRmjpe,  the  British  premier  may  at  least  jnstly  ky  claim  to  the  subor- 
^te  but  important  meritof  hiving  strenuously  supported  their  efforu,  and 
hrnMMd  them  With  (he  means  of  achieving  soch  important  triumphs.  His 
JodgiMotin  counsel,  temper  in  debate,  and  couciliaLion  in  diplomacy,  se- 
«wM  admirably  then- heroic  eflbria.  Thffremurcesbrou^t  by  England  to 
bw  gpon  the  fwlunes  of  Europeat  the  dose  of  the  struggle,  were  unexam-

EBdowed 
b;  aatnre  vilh  no  wdiwary  talents,  an  McompHehed  adielar,  an  eloqnMit 
iperinr,  an  indebDgable  senator,  the  master  of  a  splendtd  fiirtane,  and 
eaawcted  both  by  peaHion  in  soeiety  and  fsnily  alliances  wllh  tk»  Ughar 
>«atbu  of  the  B^Bly,  he  was  yet  for  Ibe  frefltCT  pnt  of  hfa  poHtiol  eirear 
te  ardeM  Itieai  of  the  people— the  adwnd,  often  nsh  md  dangeroos, 
dampion  of  pepntar  ngt)l»— «  zealons  adfoeatft  for  ParUamentary  Refoim  in 
lb  wldiBt  Mtne, — sn  extended  suffrage,  Catltelic  emancipation,  and  *ll  the 
tllreets  wfaieh  the  extreme  aeetion  of  the  Whig  party  had  at  heart.  But  he  was

eontrolW;  hnt  as  most  of  these  declamaUons  were  pronounced 
be  walhefPirHament,  they  were  beyond  the  reach  of  enimad  version . 
M  hrngthjlioweTer,  bo  laid  himself  open  to  stiactL  in  a  more  vulnerable 
4**rtcr.  A  vlotent  demoent,  named  John  Sate  Jones,  bad  pnMiehed  a  ro- 
'MatfM  of*  debating  CtUb  of  which  he  w«b  president,  which  the  Honae  of 
*^»-'  Comnwns  deemed  a  libel  on  their  prooee^ngs,  and  that  assembiy 
ktf'hiemtwiaence  sent  him  to  Newgate  lor  broach  of  privit^e.  Sir  Francis 
*^  u     'mere  Utan  once  broaght  this  matter  nnder  the  oonrideratlon  of  Ihe

House,  and  strongly  contended,  thoagh  in  yala,  tliat  ParlUmenl  had  no 
legal  pow«r  to  punish  a  person  of  their  own  auifaorUy  for  an  offence 
cogDJuble  in  the  ordinary  courts  of  justice,  ev«n  tliongh  it  did  cont&in  ■ 
libel  on  their  proeeediugs,  and  that  the  warrant  of  commiimcDt  was  illepl 
and  a  breach  ofliie  liberties  of  tlie  subject.  The  House  ot^fu led  these  args- 
Hvci.  11.  ments  by  a  raajofity  of  i33  to  14.  Upon  this  Sir  Frauds  published 
a  letter  lo  his  constituents  iu  Cobbett's  WeeMy  AegiiUr,  which,  among  other 
passages  of  strong  iuvectiTe,  declared  ibat  (he  real  question  was,  "  Whetbtf 
our  liberty  be  still  to  be  secured  to  us  by  the  laws  of  our  forebthers,  or  lo 
Heat  the  absolute  mercy  of  a  part  of, our  feliow-jsubjec  Is,  collected  together 
liy  means  which  it  is  not  necessary  forme  to  descnbe.  They  have  become,  by 
burgage  tenure,  the  proprietors  of  the  whole  legislature,  and  in  that  capacity, 
inflated  with  their  highOown  and  fanciful  ideas  of  majesty,  they  assume  the 
•word  of  prerogative,  and  lord  it  equally  orer  the  king  and  people  (i)  I  ^ 
Bi.  WD.  The  House  of  Commons,  upon  this  letter  being  brought  before 
twf.'m'  them,  passed  a  resolution,  by  a  majority  of -100  to  1S2,  that  Sir 
cniu-qgcH  Francis  be  committed  to  the  Tower.  Great  doubts  were  entertained 
ut.  k.  iQ  y,Q  fjrgt  instance  by  the  Speaker,  whether  his  wammt,  wfaicb 
was  immediately  issued,  would  authorize  the  brealung  open  of  Sir  Traiuds's 
house,  which  was  barricaded,  and  where  he  remained  without  moving  out. 
The  Attorney-General,  (Sir  Y.  Gibbs,)  however,  gave  it  as  his  opinion  ibat 
entry  might  be  made  good  by  force,  if  it  could  not  otherwise  be  obtained; 
and  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  accordingly,  on  the  day  following,  forced  his  way 
in  by  the  aid  of  a  police  force,  supported  on  the  outside  by  the  military.  S^ 
Francis  was  found  in  hia  library,  surrounded  by  his  fomily,  and  employed  in 
making  his  sou  translate  JUagaa  Charla.  Having  made  such  a  show  sf 
resistance  as  to  demonstrate  that  he  yielded  to  compujsion,  be  was  conveyed 
under  a  military  escort  to  the  Tower,  where  he  remained  a  prisoner  till  th* 
close  of  the  sessiou  of  Parhameut.  Serious  riots  occurred,  and  some  lira 
were  lost  on  the  eveuing  of  the  day  on  which  tlic  emprisonment  took  piaoa, 
chiefly  in  coflsequeoce  of  an  e^neous  report  which  was  spread  that  the 
Ap"! «-  Tow«r  gUDB  had  fired  upon  the  people.  Sir  Francis  aflcrwards 
irrote  an  intemperate  letter  lo  the  Speaker  on  the  allf^ed  illegaUty  of  the 
|m>ce«ling,  which,  however,  the  House  had  the  good  sense,  having  eiliauslerf 
their  powers  of  chastisement,  to  pass  over  without  further  notice.  KeauKhSs, 
the  imprisoned  baronet  received  a  great  variety  of  addresses  from  vadoat 
popular  assemblies  in  the  kingdom,  sod  the  House  of  Commons  was  delustd 
with  petitions  for^s  liberation:  but  tbe|r  continued  huo;  and  Sir  Francii 
remained  in  confinement  till  the  prorogation  of  Pariiameot,  when  the  power 
of  the  assembly  which  committed  him  having  ceased,  he  was  of  course  libe- 
rated. Great  preparations  for  bis  triumphal  pr,ocessioa,  tbrougti  ibe  city  to 
u>i  "'  bis  residence  in  Piccadilly,  wercmade  by  lhc.popidafe,andBCrieas 
apprehensions  of  disturbances  were  entertained-,  but  he  bad  the  good  aesse 
or  humanity  not  to  bring  bis  partisans  into  the  risk  wbiw  such  a  deaiaaaua- 
lion  would  have  ocoasioned,  by  returning  privately  to  his  boinse  by  water, 
lie  afterwardfl  brought  actioos  at  law  agajust  the  Speaker  of  the  Honae  of 
CoaimMii,  for  damage  on  account  of  illegal  seizure,  bouae-l^railiiBg,  aitd 
imprisonment;  and  against  Lord  Uoira,  ibe  Governor  of  tlw  low,  ht 
nn warrantable  detention ;  and  the  case  was  argued  with  the  greatest  ^bty 
by  the  Attorney-General  on  the  one  aide,  and  Sergeant  (afterwards  lb.  JusticeJ 
Uolroyd  on  the  other.  The  Court  of  King's  Bench  [i),  however,  sustained  tbe

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defence  for  both,  that  they  acted  nnder  the  orden  of  a  competent  anthorfty, 
ind  tbat  Ifae  privileges  of  PaiUament  bad  not  been  exceeded,  and  could  not 
be  questioned  in  a  court  of  lav. 

■j^*— •  Upon  this  case  it  hka  been  observed  by  Mr.  Colerid^ :— "The 
-**««■  House  at  Commons  must  rf  course  Tiave  the  power  of  faking 
engnizanee  of  offences  against  its  own  rights.  Sir  Francis  Bordelt  might  have 
been  properly  sent  to  the  Tower  for  the  speech  which  he  made  to  the  Honse; 
bgi  wbfin  afterwards  he  pobllshed  them  in  Cobbetl,  and  they  took  co^izance 
of  it  as  a  breach  of  privilege,  they  vfolaied  the  plain  distinction  between 
privilege  and  law.  As  a  speech  in  the  House,  the  nouse  could  alone  animad- 
vert upon  it,  consistently  with  the  effective  preservation  of  Its  most  necei- 
sary  prerogative  of  freedom  of  debate;  but  when  that  speech  became  a 
boofci  then  the  taw  wh  to  look  upon  it;  and  there  being  a  law  of  libel  com- 
mensorate  with  every  possible  object  of  attack  in  the  state,  privilege,  whidi 
acts  or  oaght  to  act  only  as  a  substitute  for  other  laws,  could  have  nothing 
fa  do  with  it  (1)."  7n  these  observations  of  the  philosophic  sage,  thn^  is 
Kucb  subject  for  ansions  reflection  in  the  breast  of  every  friend  to  real 
freedom.  It  is  the  essential  characteristic  of  such  a  blessing,  that  it  renders 
law  omnipotent  and  personal  privilege  quiescent :  the  monarch  may  punish 
an  Insalt  offered  to  bts  authority,  but  he  must  do  so  by  prosecntions  in  hta 
nm  courts  of  law,  and  by  proving  the  accused  party  guilty  before  a  jury 
sT  his  subjects.  There  is  not  only  the  same,  but  a  much  stronger  reason, 
why  a  numerous  assembly  of  the  Legislature  shouM  be  constrained  to 
enforce  the  respect  due  to  their  authority  or  deliberations  when  insulted 
ont  of  their  own  presence,  and  not  at  the  moment  Interfering  with  their 
•vn  discmston's,  In  the  same  way ;  for  In  their  ctse  numbers  destroy  respon- 
AintT  without  conferring  wisdom  (2),  while  ambition  weakens  the  sense  of 
Justice  without  adding  to  the  capacity  for  judgment.  In  this  respect  there  is 
M>  difl^ence  whether  the  assemblyis  of  a  popular  or  aristoeraitc  class;  whe- 
ther ft  Is  subject  to  the  caprices  of  a  tyrant  majority,  or  swayed  by  the  influ- 
cace  of  a  cormpt  court :  human  nnlore  is  always  the  same,  and  the  danger  of 
tymmy  ts  not  the  less  formidable  that  its  powers  are  wielded  by  a  multitude 
of  tyrants.  Under  pretence  Of  maintaining  the  Inviolability  of  theirown  privl- 
kges,  a  despotic  assembly  may  entirely  eitingnlsh  those  of  their  subjects. 
mile  proft»ding  tor  themselves  the  most  unbounded  freedom  of  discussion, 
flwy  may  crush  allfearless  examination  of  their  conduct  by  others.  Diminu- 
tion of  fespecl,  degradation  of  authority,  need  never  be  apprehended  from 
the  legislature  ctalmtiig  no  superiority  in  this  respect  over  the  sovereign  or 
the  jadges  of  the  laAd ;  the  makers  of  laws  never  stand  on  so  lofty  a  pedestal 
■swhentUey  acknowledge  the  paramount  authority,  in  their  application,  of 
tlie  coorU  by  whom  they  are  administered  ;  Ihey  never  descend  so  low  as 
when  tbey*M'i^c^tc^*n)pleof  violating  that  general  equality  whicb  they 
hare  fMTMaaittied'for  their  siibjecls  fS).

H 
the  result  has  hllberto  exhibited  no  dlmlnntlen,  bm  en  tba  eondtty  ban 
coexistent  with  a  vast  increase  in  the  snm-total  of  delinqaenctoi;  it  ba  • 
least  produced  a  most  gratifying  decrease  h  A«  more  atrgctons  and  vidoM 
offences;  a  much  grealerdegreeofcertainty  has  been  tntrodnccdiBta  effai- 
Bal  proceedings ;  and  hi  Scotland,  in  partteuUr,  where  the  sysl^  efpCMl 
Jurisprudence  has  long  been  established  on  a  ftr  belter  ftotirig  than  in  Ear 
land,  the  certainty  of  punishment  to  the  gndty,  and  of  acqultlal  to  the  i^ 
nocent,  has  attained  a  height  unparalMod  In  any  other  age  or  country  of  tk 
globe  (i).  With  the  diminution  of  its  sanguinary  enactments,  bow«t»,At 
English  criminal  law  has  fettihe  dlfl^Ity  of  secondary  penalties ;  tbevd- 
tlinde  of  convicts  who  required  transportation,  has  caosed  the  evils  ud  af- 
ferings  of  the  penal  setttemenlstoineroasebianalaraiMf  dagnojandsadttT 
at  home,  overburdened wJtha  flood  of inveniledeliDqBency,htf  long labver 
ed  under  the  evils  of  InadequaU  jail  accommodation,  for  which  all  the  dM 
of  philanthropy,  and  all  the  improvemenlsof  prison  dlsclpUno,  bavebidMd* 
proved  an  inadequate  remedy. 

Important  in  their  ultimate  effects  as  wwe  these  begimit^  otnUrif 
reformation,  of  which  society,  from  the  important  changM  wUehitMdv-

phenomenon  so  extraordinary,  that  it  attracted,  as  well  it  might,  tfae  anisa 
fit.  I,  iiio.  attention  of  tbe  Legislature.  A  committee  wu  appointed  to  ta^ain 
into  and  report  on  the  sobjeel,  in  llie  Seaaiw  of  iSlO  t  andtt  eari»raeed  mnf 
of  tbe  aUcst  men,  on  both  sides  of  politics,  who  then  sat  in  ParliameDL  lU 
Udhheh,  whose  premature  and  lameDied  death,  some  yean  aflerwards,abie 
prevented  him  from  rising  to  the  highest  eminence  on  ^e  Opposition  flde, 
was  the  chairman,  and  took  the  leading  sliare  in  ttie  prepuntionaf  ibeat* 
morable  report  which  the  committee  prepared  on  the  subject.  But  Hr.  £■* 
ning  and  Up.  Hdsiusson  were  also  among  its  members;  and  in  theinti- 
mote  conneiioD  which  took  place  between  these  eminent  men  on  both  lidei

The  proHiMorrnaHi 
of  the  Bank  of  England,  however,  have  hitherto  paued  io  comraon-catiBf 
tion,  and  in  the  awal  traoMctioBS  of  men,  as  e^valeot  (o  geld ;  aUheoghai 
TariooB  periods,  both  befara  and  after  the  Bank  regtriotion,  Uw  exebwcM 
between  Great  Britain  and  other  countiicfl  ban  been  unfiiraunble  to  Gmt 
Britain;  and,  as  a  matter  of  coarse,  in  snob  periods  the  market  fwiees  ef  fM 
and  silver  have  risen  considerably  above  the  mint  prices,  and  tbeceioagetf 
money  at  the  miot  has  been  unaveidaUy  either  partially  or  whoUy  supod- 
ed.  Such  unfavourable  exchange*  and  rises  in  the  price  of  bnllion  bin 
nsually  occurred  in  the  oenne  of  foreign  wan,  when  the  metallic  aanatj 
was  all  carried  abroad  to  cendnct  the  opwatioDS  of  onr  fleela  and  armin ;  ai 
during  the  wars  of  WilUan  Uf  and  Qmcb  Anne,  the  greater  part  of  the  Gena 
Years'  War,  and  the  American  war.  Ttese  canes  all  coaapited  ta^lbv  n 
produce  the  extraordinary  pnsaare  upon  the  Bank  in  February  4797,  »< 
rendered  anavoidahte  the  snspennon  of  «adi  payments  at  that  period  ^  mi 
they  again  occurred  with  still  greater  severity  in  the  two  years  whiah  pn- 
ceded  the  peace  of  Aatfeos.  In  ihnsi  iiiilsawini.  the  nnfavooiaUe  stale  of  Iks 
exchanges,  and  the  high  price  of  bnlUon,  do  not  appear  to  have  been  [m- 
duced  by  the  restriction  of  cash  payments,  or  any  excess  in  the  iiMW  rf 
noies;'iDasmochasall  the  iastanoes,- except  the  last,  occnnred  previoastTli 
any  restriction  on  Each  cash  payments;  and  Itecanse  the  price  of  bulhoakM 
frequently  been  highest,  and  the  exchanges  most  unfavourable,  at  poio^ 
whed  the  issues  of  the  bank-notes  have  been  conndenbly  diminished,  aai 
they  have  been  aOefwardi  restored  to  their  ordinary  rates  tbou^  those  issav 
have  been  increased. 

"  During  seventy-eight  years,  ending  with  January  4797,  the  price  of  goli 
has  been  at  and  under  the  mint  ptioe  for  twentyeigbt  yeua,  and  above  tba 
mint  price  fifty  years;  and  during  that  period  the  priee  of  standard  silv«ta< 
been  at  and  under  the  mint  price  three  years  and  two  niMths  only.  Jle  «• 
change  with  Hamburg  fell^  during  the  three  lattin'  years  of  the  AmuioiB  w, 
full  eight  per  cent,  and  the  price  of  foreign  gold  rose  from  L.S,  47s.  to  l^ 
&.  an  ounce,  and  the  price  of  dollars  nearly  in  tiie  same  preporlion ;  vU> 
the  bank-notes  in  cfrcniation  were,  during  the  same  period,  diminisliodffOB 
nine  to  six  millions.  Again,  in  December48&i,  the  rate  of  exchange  wilt 
Uambnrg  rapidly  rose  to  54,  iftid  the  price  of  gold  fell  to  its  former  standifd 
of  L.5,  17s.  before  February  4787.  The  amount  of  bank-notes  in  FelmnrT 
4787,  was  L,8,600,000,  and  in  February  1791,  L.44,7O0,O00;  and  hetwta 
these  years  the  sum  of  L.l  0,700,000  was  coined  in  gold,  and  yet  IbeeidiMip 
with  Hsmbur(;ro$e  three  per  cent.  The  bank-notes,  which  in  Febroiiyll** 
were  L.fi,!m,QOO,  were  reduced  in  Fehraary  4797  to  L.8,600,000,  don"! 
which  lime  the  exchange  with  Hamburg  fell  three  per  cent;  and  so  **

Now,  the  aTeregeamoant  of  ex- 
parts,  imports,  and  rerenne  of  England,  for  soMoyears  past,  has  bem  so  great 
BilMriulriy  torequireaB  enlarged  drcutatioii ;  Air  all  the  three  hare  nearty 
doAlcd  stnee  the  period  when  the  Bank  restrictions  wen  first  imposed.  H 
■bearerage  aaaonnt  of  bankHMies  in  circnlation  at  the  two  periods  is  com- 
pned,ilwill  befeondnot  totuveadraseedintiieBameproportiontl).

"  Ihe  extmordiMry  dlreamstaaces  in  which  the  kingdom  bas  lately  been 
ftexd,  therefore,  are  amply  eofficient  to  aeeoiint  for  the  unfaTourable  stale 
ft  the  exchanges,  wilhoal  any  change  in  the  interaal  value  of  the  caTreocy,

Mnntf  Tbe  fundammtal  error  of  Mr.  Husklsson  and  the  Bullion  Com- 
H;;  iS^  mitiee  on  this  subject,  consisted  in  the  principles,  which  they  laid 
f^  down  as  axioms,  that  the  measure  of  the  depreciation  of  the  cor" 
Rocy  was  to  be  found  ia  the  difference  between  tbemarket  and  the  mint  price 
if|tiid;auiltlutthe  cause  ofthebigh  price  of  the  precious  metals  was  to  be 
MBght  for  in  the  over  issue  of  paper,  rather  than  the  absorption  of  specie  in 
Iweiga  states.  Both  positions,  it  has  now  been  proved  by  experience,  were 
wrtneoHS,  or  rather  embraced  only  a  part  of  the  truth;  and,  what  ia  sin- 
guiarenoii^,  the  first  erred  chiefly  from  underrating  the  depreciation  arising 
fraBiexeesaiv«issue,onwbich  the  bullion  Commitlee  themselves  so  strongly 
feanded-  Assuming  the  depreciation  lo  be  measured  by  the  difference  between 
ftemarliet  and  the  mint  price  of  gold,  they  estimated  it  at  2S  per  cent,  wherfr- 
U  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  it  was  at  Ibat  period  nearer  7S  per  cenif  and 
1  tnnliiiw  of  prices  in  most  articles,  to  nearly  half  that  amount,  took  place 
apoD  the  resumption  of  cash  payments  wben  the  bill  of  1819  came  into  ope- 
WiDD.  Id  fact,  the  relative  money  and  mint  price  of  the  precious  meUls

that  gold  was  at  an  estraragant  premiom  fn  IMO  and  1814  in  UnJoa,  iAm 
L.4,171,00O-wa9,  in  theformer  tk  these  yeira,  sent  out  ofOrveenntrf  fcy* 
alone;  and  in  both  years,  above  L.6,000,000  wai  afnn«>llj-  nnHlwl  to  in 
Peninsula,  in  specie  and  bnltion,  for  the  serTiee  of  lh«  Bngliih  aoAnrta- 
gnese  armies. 
LoD|w«i-  It  is  remarkable  that  a  meastffe  franght,  as  every  one  nmr  MM, 
d'°i^a''^'*with  such  obrloDS  and  iKier  niln  both  Id  the  natfon  md  the  M- 
uu  HKjBt.  viduals  of  whom  it  is  composed,  was  at  that  period  »pparuj  bf 
the  ablest  men  in  PafKament,  and  many  of  the  profoondeat  thMuRiia  Ac 
country;  that  the  report  which  recommended  such  a  pcrHonaand  ilmiuetln 
<Aange  was  for  above  twenty  years  held  upas  the  model  of  political  wMm; 
and  thatihe  Ministry  who,  by  resistingit,  sared  their  coiUitry  from  tame- 
tion,  more  perhaps  than  by  any  act  in  their  whole  career,  incnrred  tfaeinpa- 
tation,  with  the  great  bulk  of  the  succeeding  generation,  of  being  behM  Ae 
lights  of  the  age.  It  is  the  more  remarkable  that  the  general  d^naiondnM 
Bo  long  have  prevailed  on  the  snbject,  when  it  is  recollected,  nelotdylbtt 
the  true  principles  of  this  apparently  dilficult  but  really  simple  bnmch  <t 
RBlioaal  economy,  which  are  now  generally  admitted,  were  at  the  nomenl 
most  ably  expounded  by  many  men  both  in  and  out  of  Parliament  (2);  nt 
that,  in  the  eiaminalion  of  some  of  the  leading  merchants  of  London  brim 
the  parliamentary  committees  on  the  snbject,  the  truth  was  told  with  ■ 
force  and  a  precision  which  it  appears  now  surprising  how  any  one  cmU 
resist  f3).  Thismemorahle  example  should  always  be  present  to  tbeunttdist 
all  who  are  called  upon,  either  theoretically,  or  practically,  to  deal  wiUi » 
momentous  a  subject  as  the  monetary  concerns  of  a  nation ;  and,  whiletth 
calculated  to  inspire  distrust  in  abstract  or  speculatite  conelusions,  «to 
unsupported  by  facts, it  points  in  theclearest  manner  to  IhewisdcHn  of  adhv 
iag  to  those  common-sense  views  which  experience  has  suggested  to  pat- 
tical  men,  and  which,  however  apparently  irreconcilable  at  the  motneot  u 
speculative  principle,  will  generally  be  found  to  emanate  from  it  in  the  end, 
and  to  have  arisen  from  some  unobserved  element  acting,  with  a  fbrce  ia- 
perceptible  to  the  philosopher  bnt  most  cogent  to  the  merchant,  on  ihegtwl 
and  complicated  maze  of  human  transactions.

BKiber  of  Ui«  liberal  section  of  the  Tory  party,  now  in  avowed  hostility  to 
Ik  idinitystratuH).  In  ISMbe  was  appointed  aCommissiooerof  the  Woods 
ud  Forests,  and  horn  that  time  till  his  appointment  to  the  important  office 
of  Pnsideut  of  the  Board  of  Trade  in  January  189o,  he  devoted  his  attention 
*^1  ezclusivcly  to  subjects  of  trade,  navigation,  and  political  economy,  in

aBiMHit  of  their  manubcturei  for  lite  home  market  and  exportation  was  only, 
ialS10,L.54,H)0,OOOUerliiig;  while  that  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  with 
only  seventeen  milliom  of  souls,  was  L.GC ,000,000.  With  the  exception  of 
the  year  1811,  wbkh  was  otte  of  great  depression,  arising  from  temporary 
eame^  the  ineccding  yevft,  when  the  Orders  in  Council  were  in  operation, 
were  poripda of  exiiaordiiuryaad unprecedented  prosperity.  Theaverageof 
our  exports  to  continental  Europe,  for  three  years  previous  to  the  issuing  of 
the  Ordeniq  CouDfiit,  was  LJi7 ,000,000  i  that  for  the  three  years  subsequent, 
I..Z3i,OOO,O0O.  Can  more  decisive  proof  be  imagined  that  the  machinatiotia 
of  the  French  Emperor  for  our  destruction  have  not  only  failed  in  their  object, 
but  recoiled  upon  himself? 

"  The  boMile  feeUngs  of  the  American  Government  have  now  made  the 
Onlers  in  Council  a  pretext  for  breaking  off  all  commercial  intercourse  with 
this  country;  and  doubtieas  that  interruption  is  one  great  cause  of  the 
dubcM  in  which  the  Mercantile  iuteresU  ate  now  involved.  Out  such  an 
intemiption  could  not  have  been  calculated  span;  and,  in  the  ordinary 
CDwse  of  human  events,  it  would  not  have  occurred:  Reason  and  equitable 
fcrlif  should  have  taught  the  Americans,  that  the  Orders  in  Council  were 
1  by  the  English  Government  as  a  measure  of  retaliation  only ;  that 
e  iSBuetl  subsequent  to  the  Berlin  decree,  under  the  pressure  of 
. ;  and  if.these  defeosive  measares  proved,  as  doubtless  they  did, 
M  in  a  very  hi^  degree  to  the  interests  of  American  commerce,  their 
amtj  sboidd  have  been  directed  against  France,  the  primary  cause  of  this 
destructive  sysl^n  of  hostility,  instead  of  this  country,  which  merely  in  its 
•m  de&nce  wa*  driven  t»  ito  adopUou. 

"  Nev0  was  a  founlry  which,  when  forced  to  embrace  such  a  system, 
•tneed  ■  noce  liDcere  desire  to  jKosecute  it  in  the  way  least  injurious  lo 
noOral  .powers ;  an  instance  of  which  is  lo  be  found  in  the  Order  of  1800, 
ipmjHug  ihe  blockade  to  France  and  the  powers  under  her  immediate  control. 
Hie  license  system,  when  properly  understood,  was  no  departure  from  the 
priaciplas  of  Dm  Qrden  in  Council ;  not  a  fifth  of  the  licenses  issued  were 
fciradwri  lo  evade  those  Orders;  four-fifths  were  occasioned  by  the  relief 
idlacblheeaemy.himself  required  from  the  strjngeutefTecis  of  our  measures. 
Wt  did,  ttmwf,  ttOtr  O  forego  all  the  advantages  of  Ihe  License  trade,  and 
Mnariito  lint  lUict  nteasure  of  1^7,  if  the  Government  of  the  Lnitcd  States 
vniUjimNM]  the  KoBrimporlaiion  Act;  but  they  have  hiiberto  shown  no 
divAfrt^  toembuee  snch  a  proposition. 

"file  Vrimfi  Regent  h>pg  ago  issued  a  declaration,  bearing  that,  as  soon  as 
tM.ITa;  liii .  aiid  Uilan  decrees  were  repealed,  the  British  Government  would 
fceiftwUlx  vitbdraw  the  Orders  in  Council;  oud  the  French  Cabinet  has 
rmutly  eamauiicaled  to  the  American  Covernoienl  a  resolution  apparently 
esiuentlBg  to  abandon  the  decrees,  if  the  British  orders  were  at  the  same 
time  ie|iiiekil  That  declaration,  however,  is  not  sufficiently  explicit  to 
enable  the  Enf^ish  CfeUnet  to  act  npon  the  assurance  It  contains ;  in  particular.

test ;  and  a  breath ing>tiit>e  gatned  in  tbe  midst  of  this  mortal  hestility^dufiBK 
vhich  an  opportunity  would  be  -^brded  for  a  retam  to  a  oaore  civHiMd 
species  of  ^arfiire.  If  the  ciperimentfaHs,  and  France  persiau  in  berfiwitic 
devices,  we  most  return  to  onr  retaliatory  syitem ;  but  if  driven  to  do  ao^  «e 
shall  at  least  have  shown  every  disposition  to  concede  to  all  joat  deraKBitk  af 
the  neutral  powers;  and  suob  a  letum  wonid,  ii  ia  to  be  hoped,  sot  lead  la 
any  intermption  of  the  amicable  iMereoane  between  this  cooBtrr  avd  ik 
Transatlantic  of&pring,  which  it  is  the  curse  of  both  comtries  ahoold  ever 
have  been  broken  (t)." 
Rnii  oi  Ko  division  ensued  opoa  tbia  debate,  Hr.  Bnm^n  conUnlng 
^J^a  himself  wl^  congralnlatiog  the  oeuDtry  npon  tbe  prospect  af 
hritmm.  speedily  getting  rid  of  these  obdoxioes  orders,  and  the  Hiaiistij 
npon  the  manly  course  they  bad  adopted  regarding  it.  In  truth,  it  ww  eridotf, 
after  the  declarations  of  both  the  English  and  French  GorenuDnts,  Uwt  ■• 
real  object  of  contention  remained  between  them;  or  at  least  that  both  mii^ 
with  perfect  consistency  with  their  national  honour  uid  recorded  dwliei 
tions  on  the  subject,  recede  from  the  virulent  system  of  hostility  whidt  tt^ 
Jhou.  had  adopted.  A  fortnight  after  there  appeared  in  the  GweUe  aa 
order  ahsolntely  and  unequivocally  revoking  the  C^eis  in  Council;  bat  vlA 
a  dedaralion  that,  if  the  Americaiis  do  not,  after  due  notice,  rev^e  tbeir  l»- 
terdiclory  acta  against  BritUi  comnteree,  ^e  revocation  sbouM  beeome  n^ 
and  the.  original  orders  rerive.

•Kh,  In  a  moral  and  social  one,  ia  Lord  Brougham.  This  rery  remaiiable- 
■n  is  descended  from  an  tdd  and  leapectable  fjunily  in  Westmoreland,  from 
iibaiDbe  inherited  the  ancient  eastrilated  mansfon  from  which  he  afterwards 
twA  his  tide;  and  be  reorived  4he  rudiments  of  bis  education  at  the  Uif^ 
Uk»]  of  Edinbui^,  where  his  father  bad  for  some  years  resided.  Thence,

H  far  evil,  has  made  the  tdioolnuwier's  rod  superior  to  the  niar^ul's  baton; 
^"iMd  some  of  tbe  members  of  a  society,  in  which  other  men,  not  less  dia- 
^'Voisbed  for  energy  and  talents,  were  then  promioent,  whose  powers  are, 
^  >>  (0  be  feared,  destined  to  be  buried  in  that  c«iiraan  charnel-house  of 
|^Q»— the  Bar  and  Bench  of  tbe  country  (1).  He  was  called  to  the  bar  at 
™"^&rgb  in  18(H,  and  soon  attracted  notice  by  the  energy  of  his  character, 
«  the  feariessness  and  occasional  aarcasm  of  his  demeanoar :  hut  that 
'^piU  WH  too  limited  a  theatre  for  bis  growing  powers.  And  aUe  an  original 
*^iwhldi  he  published  in  1803,  on  tbecolonialpolicy  of  Great  Britain, 
wy  atlneied  A^  notice  of  Hr.  Pitt ;  a  series  of  pewerful  and  original  pepera

i^rt^  He  first  obtained  entrance  into  parliament,  like  aUtbegmtiBca 
uiuian-  of  his  day,  for  a  close  borough,  then  in  the  gift  of  Lord  Ciilisle; 
but  his  manner  was  nnprepossesslng,  hfs  V6ice  harsh,  andhewtibratinl 
from  coming  np  to  the  exalted  anticipations  formed  by  his  firiends,  and  n^ 
sequently  realized,  of  his  fuiore  career.  The  unconrpierable  pereerennceol 
his  disposition  overcame  all  obstacles,  and  ultimately  obtained  fbrhitn,  if  bsI 
the  avowed  at  least  the  real  lead  on  the  Whig  side  fa  the  House  of  Cotnawns. 
Bis  practice  at  the  bar,  though  considerable,  and  brilliant  from  the  ponihil 
character  of  the  cases  in  *hich  he  was  chieBy  engaged,  was  not  firet-nttj 
and  both  in  legal  knowledge  and  forensic  judgment  he  was  nerer  deotto 
equal  to  his  redoubled  antagonist  on  the  northern  drcHit,8}r  Janes  ScaiictI, 
now  Lord  Abingcr.  But  in  energy  of  character,  Invmcible  perseverance,  TV- 
salility  of  talent,  force  of  expression,  and  sarcastic  power,  he  wasfarbeyoDl 
any  barrisleror  statesman  of  his  day ;  and  if  bis  judgment  had  beeneqnilta 
his  ability,  or  his  discretion  to  his  information,  and  his  vast  capacity  lit 
exertion  had  always  been  directed  to  objects  consistest  with  each  other,  at 
of  permanent  utility  rather  than  passing  interest,  be  won td  hare  leniniU 
in  history,  as  he  unquestionably  has  exercised  an  influence  on  bb  ovn  tft, 
Kcond  to  none  in  the  modem  annals  of  Great  ftitaln. 
iii>niiin[i  But  inconsistency  and  waul  of  foresight  have  always  beea  tt 
"*"■*"  banc  of  his  public  character.  He  has  signally  promoted  soDeptM 
causes,  as  that  of  legal  reform;  but  it  is  hard  to  say,  upon  reviewing  dwi^ 
nions  which  he  has  advocated  at  different  periods  of  bis  life,  whether  he  ta> 
most  injured  or  benedied  others  which  he  had  stfll  more  at  heart.  Be  mi 
the  steady  advocate  of  Negro  freedom,  general  education,  nnivCTsal  letcti- 
tion,  and  social  amelioration ;  yet  there  is  hardly  a  measure  in  the  end  dtt- 
tructive  to  these  great  interests  of  which  he  has  not,  at  some  period  of  tt 
career,  been  the  ardent  supporter.  Re  has  been  through  life  the  niosIK* 
luleenemy  of  the  slave  trade,  and  deserves  the  lasting  thanks  of  every  frleal 
to  humanity  for  his  noble  efforts  to  root  out  that  execrable  traffic ;  hnthe«l 
less  strenuously  advocated  the  abolition  of  slavery  In  the  British  West  hdl 
Islands  in  IS.^1 ;  and,  by  so  doing,  he  has  doubled  the  slave  trade  hi  eim^ 
and  quadrupled  it  in  atrocity  throughout  the  globe  (1).  He  besought  the  BoaM 
of  Peers  on  his  bended  knees  to  pass  the  Reform  Bill,  though  the  oppmnl 
of  that  measure  drew  their  strongest  arguments  fh>m  his  own  eariiwin* 
logs  on  the  subject;  and  bis  whole  efTorts  for  the  last  five  feara  have  been  A> 
reeled  to  demonstrate  the  unhappy  effects  of  [he  kind  of  government  wbidt 
that  great  diange  necessarily  brought  upon  the  country.  He  was  themm 
and  consistent  supporter  of  Catholic  emancipation ;  but  bis  exertions  have  ■ 
hie  been  equally  vigorous  and  effective  in  demonstrating  the  bad  eoneqadl 
ces  which  its  concession  have  failherloal  least  had  upon  social  amelioralioi 4 
the  one  island,  and  the  general  system  of  government  in  the  other.  !fc  *<B 
always  been  the  sincere  and  powerful  supporter  of  popular  inslracliMi ;  M 
by  directing  it  chiefly  to  tntellecWal  acquisitions,  be  tuffled  that  nifh^

Bsnemore  cansiantly  weakens  the  fcrca  of  hjs  own  intente  and  vivid  concep- 
tioiH  by  variety  and  redundance  of  expression.  He  objected  to  tbe  addition 
^lieb  the  ioMginatiou  of  Tasso  made  lo  tbe  lublime  image  of  Dante  (i ) ;  and 
yHhe  wldojn  blls  to  orerwheln  the  reader  by  exaggeratioui  of  tbe  same  idea 
win  diBerent  forms,  till  the  original  impression  is  wellnjgb  obliterated. 
tfooDemorc  bappilyorfordbly  strikes  the  bon  upon  the  bead  in  the  outset; 
Intune,  by  a  rapetiiion  of  slant  blows,  more  frequently  mars  its  force,  or 
Aoiits  direction.  His  long  practice  of  addressing  juries,  or  assemblies  at 
wlinary  capacity, has  proved  injnrious  lo  bis  efforts  to  reach  the  bighest  style 
sfeloquenee.  Every  idea,  if  at  alt  felicitous,  is,  in  his  band,  torn  to  rags.  He 
fc^eis  that  those  who  read  his  speeches  will  not  bo  equally  obtuse  with  those 
*to heard  them,  "que  les  gens  habiles  s'eDtendent  k  demi-mot."  On  this 
■ONint,  bis  Came  with  posterity,  that  is,  the  reading  and  thinking  few,  will 
hby  no  means  equal  to  that  which  he  has  enjoyed  among  his  contempora- 
ns;  that  is,  the  hearing  and  unthinking  many.  Irony  and  sarcasm  consti- 
xne  his  strongest  arm  in  oratorial  contests ;  and  there  he  is  unrivalled  even 
^  Flu  or  Canning.  His  speeches  to  Juries  were  often  models  of  vehomenl 
Bd  powerfol  declamation ;  but  bis  judgment  as  a  counsel  was  farfrtfm  being 
V|Ul  to  his  talent  as  a  barrister,  and  in  more  than  one  instance  he  has  sup- 
t^  what  was  warning  on  the  side  of  tbe  prosecution  by  his  imprudence  in 
oliii^  wttnesaeB  for  tbe  defense  (S).  His  inforraatioa  is  immense,  and  his 
psKers  of  application  unbounded ;  but  bis  knowledge  on  subjects  of  philoso- 
l^yntber  extensive  (ban  accurate, — of  law,  varied  than  profound.

from  day  to  day  with  the  tak  of  unprofitalile  Bncoci8C9"Of  imaginary  ad- 
vantages to  be  gained  by  our  amy  fiir  oaradves  or  ow  atliea}  b  Ihcrcm; 
one  -iriio  in  hb  conscience  believes,  that  evrai  tbe  sacrifice  of  the  whole  BriM 
army  wonld  secure  die  defence  of  Portugal?  Kniehiinan  therebe,itniT 
with  confidence  be  affinned,  not  only  thai  he  is  unfit  to  be  iatrasied  with  ik 
government  of  the  conniry,  but  even  incapable  of  traosacting  ipiMe  boa- 
ness  in  any  deliberative  assemUy. 

"  In  a  financial  point  of  view,  the  cause  of  (be  Peninsula  is  MIeriy  hopfr 
less.  Can  any  man  who  looks  at  our  immeiiseexortiODS  for  ^elaatsevauei* 
years,  assert  that  ihc  annnal  eipenditnre  of  from  three  to  four  milUoBf  b 
itsdefcncCghasnotbecnabsDlutely  lost  to  Spain,  fruitless  to  Portngaliandrf 
no  advantage  whatever  to  this  counlry?  In  fact,  so  utterly  hopeless  it  ibe 
cause,  that  nothing  short  of  a  divine  miracle  can  renderil  effectual  to  ii*  |W- 
posed  object.  But  there  are  higher  considerations  than  tboiooifmae&uiM, 
which  call  upon  ua  instantly  (o  abandon  this  sanguinary  and  un|vafiidie 
straggle.  The  utter  impossibUity  of  defending  PorUgal  with  the  Bntab 
army,  aided  by  the  Portuguese  levies,  is  so  apparent,  that  it  is  a  maefceryrf 
common  understanding  to  at^ue  on  the  subject.  In  former  instances,  wbM 
Portugal  was  allackcd,  tlic  forces  of  tbe  enemy  were  ditided ;  bnl  now  tbej 
are  wholly  unoccupied  in  the  north,  and  may  be  directed  with  fata)  aad  n- 
erring  effect  against  that  country.

Ibe  Biperiesce  not  mciely  of  the  last  seventeen 
ywiibnlef'the  last  few  months,  have  amply  demonstrated  the  total  inefli- 
wjtfmoHBUin  ranges  at  a  harrier  against  the  vast  forces  and  bold  tactics 
*(  Wfidem  war.  What  defenoe  has  the  Sierra  Morena  proved  against  the  io- 
*>WHi  of  Soult?  It  is  not  by  any  such  defences  that  INirtugal  it  to  be  saved

I%UM  it  m  yon  will,  the  real  qneatioii  at  issue  It,  whetber  the  army  at  this 
XVNBt  in  Pnrtogal  is  to  be  sacrificed,  as  those  under  Sir  John  Hoore  and 
UrdCbaiham  have  been;  and  unless  the  House  intervenes,  from  a  juslsense 
^  iti  ewn  dn^  not  less  than  of  the  national  honour,  disasters  yet  greater 
Ihaeitber  of  these,  and  probably  irreparable,  swait  the  British  empire.

Haanot«a«ha  aonita 
been  strenuously  recommended  by  Mr.  Foi  and  Mr,  Windham,  when  Por- 
tugal was  eadrngered,  when  they  were  in  power  in  iSWT  Wby  «ra  ws  te 
be  now  called  upon  to  d^art  from  tins  policy,  adopted  by  our  greaiMt 
statesmen  of  all  parties;  to  abondmi  Portugal  to  her  fiito  at  the  very  time 
wlien  she  is  making  the  greeteat  efforts  to  avert  subjugation?  What  «dn»- 
tage  b  to  be  gained  fh>m  thus  casting  over  our  c(»iDseU  the  hue  of  despot 
Are  we  to  tell  our  allies  that  the  hour  of  their  fate  has  arrired ;  tbmt  all  ai- 
Mnpls  to  insist  them  are  in  vain,  and  that  they  must  how  ttie  nedt  and 
inhmit  to  tbe  yoke  of  a  merciless  invader?  That,  indeed,  would  be  to  strew 
the  conqueror's  palh  with  flowers;  to  prepare  the  way  for  his  trinmf^i^ 
march  to  the  throne  of  the  two  kingdoms.  Is  it  for  (his  that  so  much  treasure 
has  been  expended,  so  much  blood  has  been  shed?  The  spirit  of  tbe  SpanU 
people  is  still  excellent,  their  resources  are  far  from  exhausted;  those  of 
Portugal  are  untouched ;  our  gallant  army  hns  never  yet  sustained  k  d«(eat) 
and  is  this  the  time  to  retire  with  disgraoe  from  the  contest?  Will  he  wba 
never  risks  a  defeat  ever  gain  a  victory?  Let  us  not,  then^ore,  codm  toany 
resalntlon  which  can  countenance  Portugal  in  relaxing  her  exartisna,  or 
justify  Spain  in  considering  her  condition  hopeless.  And  yet  what  other 
result  could  be  anticipated  if  we  were  now  to  withdraw  from  tbe  Peninsula 
before  Portngal  is  so  much  as  invaded,  or  the  shock  of  war  has  emt  coma 
upon  us? 

"  The  circnnstauces  under  which  the  war  has  commenced  in  the  Praio- 
sula,  form  a  glorious  contrast  to  those  that  pervade  all  the  other  nalioDS  ef 
the  continent.  Spain  was  the  first  counlry  that  exhibited  tbe  example  of  a 
general  rising  of  its  population  against  the  invasion  and  usurpation  of  the 
French  ruler.  In  Dthcr  countries  he  has  been  opposed  by  the  armies  alone, 
and,  when  they  were  overwhelmed,  the  stales  were  conquered.  But  i»  Sprii 
the  resistance  has  proceeded  from  the  whole  people ;  end  the  hopes  fouiuM 
on  their  elTaris  are  not  to  be  dashed  to  tbe  ground  by  the  disasters  of  (wt 
or  three  campaigns.  The  counlry  presents,  beyond  any  o4ber,  phyacal  ad- 
vantages for  snch  a  stubborn  system  of  warfare,  from  the  vast  doKft  or 
rocky  tracts  and  numerous  mountain  ridges  with  whitjt  it  abounds;  whik 
the  history  and  character  of  the  people  afford  room  for  weU-granndid 
hopes,  that  they  will  not  in  snch  a  coaiest  belie  tbe  character  which  Ibey 
acquired  in  the  Moorish  wars.  No  point  can  be  imagined  so  farourable  to

"  b  is  nngenerons  to  represent  the  whole  people  of  the  Pcntnsnla  ai  bariiif 
tAjercd  nothing  worthy  of  memory.  Have  the  defenden  of  Sangoaaa  and 
Ccrona  no  tide  to  the  admiration  of  posterity?  Where  else  barfldwee  bnndrad 
Aaosand  Frenchmen  been  constantly  engaged  in  acttrc  warfare  for  three 
years,  without  having  yet  eS^ied  ita  sul^ugalionT  True,  Spaniard*  havabeea 
iften  defeated  J  truCjthcirchiefpnivinces  have  been  oVeTTun;  but  after  every 
Meat  fresh  armies  bavesprung  op,  and  all  history  cannot  prodocean  exam^o 
rfi  more  heroic  resistance  than  this 'degraded'  people  have  oppoaed  to  the 
livider.  Nor  has  our  co-operation  been  in  time  past  unavailiag,  nor  will 
'i  prove  in  lime  to  come  fruitless.  Sir  John  Moore's  advance  arrwled  tbo 
caaqaest  of  the  south  of  Spain,  and  postponed  for  more  than  a  year  the 
iRBption  Into  the  Andahisian  provinces.

The  Britiah 
my,  headed  by  Wellington,  and  supported  by  forty  ihonaand  Parlagneae, 
Atcted  by  British  officers,  is  not  yet  expelled  from  the  PeniBtnla;  and  it  will 
Wpire  no  ordjnary  force  of  (he  enemy  to  dislodge  audi  a  body  from  their 
mo^tilds  near  Lisbon  (2)."

Jud^ng 
Irmi  the  past  experience  of  tlMt  conqnem,  there  can  be  DO  doubt  that  Utese 
Ttews  verefbnsdedinreaMn;  and  yet  the  worid  was  on  the  ere  af  the  ou- 
pafgn  of  Salamanca  and  the  Hoseow  retreat.  The  error  trf  the  Opposition  ooa- 
ilsled  hi  their  insen^llty  to  the  change  whidi  was  saperranmg  in  bnnai 
aflkfrs,  and  to  the  new  prineiplea  of  vigour  on  ttte  one  aide  and  weakaesa  oa 
the  other, -which  were  rising  inu>  action  from  the  eflecis  of  the  very  triunphs 
and  reverses  which  appeared  to  hsTO  indelibly  fixed  the  destiny  of  bnman 
affairs.  The  perception  of  BDch  a  change,  when  going  forward,  is  Ute  higJtBil 
effort  of  political  wisdom ;  it  is  the  power  of  discerning  it,  which,  in  Cray 
Important  crisis,  distinguishes  tlie  great  from  the  second-rate  statesnun  ;  tha 
heroic  from  the  leraporiiing  ruler  of  mankind.  Alone  of  all  hn  c«mpe«ni 
Wdlington  saw  and  acted  on  this  conTiction;  the  GoTcmment  at  home,  gified 
with  less  penetration,  or  fewer  opportnuiiies  of  ohserration,  were  &r  from 
■baring  in  bis  confidenee  as  to  the  result,  though  they  had  tlie  nugBaniauty  ta 
persevere  in  their  coarse,  even  when  they  badlitlle  hopes  of  its  saccess.  The 
glorious  triumph  to  which  it  led,  and  the  endurii^  reward  which  their  eans- 
tancy  obtained,  adds  another  to  the  many  instances  which  history  aBbrd^ 
where  heroism  of  conduct  has  supplied  the  want  of  intellectual  acuteuesa,  and 
where  the  andent  maxim  has  been  found  good,  that  "  true  wisdom  comctk 
from  the  heart. " 
Thoir  hnt'  The  prolonged,  obstinate,  and  moat  {brmidable  resistance  vbkfc 
j^ill^/tirf'  ibe  Whig  party  made  to  the  prosecution  of  the  Spanish  war  in  ill 
""^"^  earlier  stages,  was  an  error  of  judgment,  which  only  showed  Oiat 
they  were  not  gifted  with  the  highest  political  quality  ,r--t  hat  of  seeing  futurity 
through  the  shadows  of  present  events.  But  when  the  tide  had  obviously  tmft- 
cd— when  success  had  in  a  durable  way  crowned  the  British  arms,  and  tha 
wxTM  of  Gallic  ambition  had  permaneuUy  receded  from  the  rocks  of  TtPtRS 
Tedras— ttteir  conduct  was  of  a  more  repr^easible  cast ;  it  became  the  fitsnib- 
Jectof  mora)  eensnre.  With  slaw  wd  unwilling  steps  they  receded  from  llicir 
favourite  position,  as  lo  the  impossibility  of  defending  Portugal :  they  still 
heaped  abnse  upon  Uinisterslbr  their  oouduct  in  the  contest,  although  it  was 
chiefly  blameable,  in  time  past,  from  having  been  too  much  framed  on  tbar 
advice;  it  was  a  cold  and  reluctant  assent  which  they  yielded  even  to  tl|e  nfr- 
rils  of  Wellington  liimself.  This  insensibility  to  national  glory,  when  it  ima^ 
fered  with  parly  ambition— Uiis  joBlousy  of  individual  greatness,  wbm  U 
obscured  party  renown — proved  fatal  to  their  hopes  of  accession  lo  pow« 
during  the  lifetime  of  the  generation  which  had  grown  up  to  manhood  in  Ibe 
revolutionary  war.  Doubtless  il  is  Uie  highest  effort  of  patriotic  virtue  locxoU 
ai  successes  whicb  ve  l«  confittt  as  advene  party  is  poVtr,— dooMai  m

^"Zi'  unscea  causes  have  not  been  pnpariag  a  TiulchangBJDHhe&te  of 
^'^  oations  or  the  fortonesof  nunkiad.  Id  the  darkMt  iwHnailsof 
•1^"-  the  French  Revolution,  the  seeds  ot  revivvd  religion  tod  rem  wed, 
loyalty  were  widely  scattered  among  mankind ;  in  (he  most  dcfnasiagpt- 
'  riod  of  tbe  conquest  of  N^Ml^n,  the  priDdides  of  refistanee  wore  aeqiuiing 
iDcreased  energy,  and  suffOing  was  preparing  in  silence  the  reaaviUon  ol  tke 
world.  The  period  we  are  now  cousideriDg  was  oa  exception  to  the  gwoal 
law.  &x  the  moment  when  the  constancy  of  England  and  the  hwoisBB  af 
Itussia  were  preparing  the  emancipation  of  the  Continent  froia  French  op- 
pression, and  the  delusions  of  democracy  were  disappearicg  in  QoithaB 
Europe  before  the  experience  of  its  eS'ects,  and  about  to  yield  to  the  aroased 
indignation  of  mankind,  a  new  principle  of  evil  was  springing  up  ia  tbelaft 
asylum  of  European  independence,  destined  to  revive  in  another  qofcter  the 
worn-out  flames,  and  perpetuate  a  frightful  civil  war  for  a  quarter  of  a  oe>- 
lury  in  the  Spanish  peninsula ;  and  while  Great  Britain  was  securely  laying 
the  foundations  of  a  colonial  empire,  which  vat  ta  embrace  thee*rlhiBlU 
grasp  and  civilue  mankind  by  its  wisdom,  the  vast  Indian  possestiomof  Iha 
Spanish  monarchy  were  breaking  oS  from  the  parent  slate,  and  Ibe  fniUic 
passions  of  ill-regulated  freedom  were  preparing  desolation  and  min  Ibr  Iha 
boundless  realms  of  South  American  Independence. 
Ai«nj  hf  That  there  is  no  rose  without  its  thorn,  and  no  thorn  without  jB 
ta  b^l^  rose,  is  a  maxim  in  private  life  which  the  concurring  voice  v4  all 
•'"<"'  ages  has  proclaimed,  and  every  man's  experience  who  has  aaem 
much  of  human  alTairs  mast  probably  bare  confirm ed.  The  law  of  Bum 
seems  to  be  of  universal  application  and  unceasing  activity ;  for  we  can  dis- 
tiucily  trace  its  agency  in  every  b'ansaction,  whether  individual  or  political^  ' 
in  the  page  of  history  or  in  common  life  around  us,  and  pwpetnally  witam 
its  effects  alike  in  the  trials  of  individuals  and  the  discipline  of  natioos.  !■ 
the  very  events  which  at  one  period  arc  most  the  objects  of  oar  desire:,  vho- 
ther  as  communiliei  or  private  men,  we  can  subsetpiently  tmce  ti»  ■»- 
observed  causes  of  our  distresses;  in  the  evils  which  we  at  the  time  regarded 
OS  altogether  ovemhclming,  we  afterwards  discern  with  thankfulueas  tbe 
secret  springs  of  [our  blessings  or  improvement.  Inexperience  or  infiddi^ 
alone  will  discover  in  this  mysterious  system  the  blind  operationc  of  chanw,' 
or  the  antagonist  agency  of  equal  end  opposing  supreme  powers,  Beasos 
equally  with  revelation  tells  us,  thai  such  is  necessarily  the  conditioB  of  a 
world  composed  of  free  agents  in  a  stale  of  moral  probation;  that  if  the  fSfid 
principles  alone  were  hrou^t  into  action,  it  would  be  heaven — if  the  bad, 
hell ;  and  that  the  mixed  condition  of  mankind,  and  the  perpetual  ageacj  of 
the  causes  of  evil  amidst  good  and  of  good  amidst  evil,  neoeuarily  ariie 
from  that  inherent  tendency  to  wickedness  as  well  as  aids  to  virtue,  wbidl 
we  have  inherited  from  our  first  parents,  or  derived  from  revelation.  He 
pddeof  intellect,  the  visions  of  philanttiropy,  will  to  the  ond  of  time  duds 
against  ihis  simple  truth,  and  contend,  on  the  principleof  nnlimiledjiarfic- 
tibility,  for  a  relaxation  of  every  .restraint,  except  what  itself  imposes,  at 
human  action :  hut  it  is  tjie  only  principle  which  will  ever  alTord  any  selu-* 
tion  of  the  otherwise  inexplicable  maze  of  human  affairs.  Experienoe,  the 
great  test  of  truth,  is  perpetually  demonstrating  its  Universal  applicatlNi. 
^  SufTering,  pjde-lpcad  and  inevitable,  never  fails  to  chastiscany  attemptto 
gludc  its  obligations ;  and  the  mtvc  widely  that  one  genixalion  deviaUs  inm

■Ini  ioattntly  swept  awiy  by  a  wave  of  demoenilic  fury  (2), 
t«wM  Thepriiiieiptl  roendMre  of  the  late  Central  Junta  which  had  go- 
in^'?' Temed  Spain,  if  not  wldi  credit  DTsnecess,  at  least  with  constancy^ 
iS?*  end  eouMge  dn^g  fobrleen  months  of  almost  continued  disasters, 
'*-*^  wwespeedily  expwed  to  persecution  and  Titdence  from  this  infa- 
liued  ^mtj.  Cant  Tilly  and  Don  Lorapzo  Calvo  were  arrested  and  thrown

of  justice  and  the  principles  of  reason,  insisted  on  their  tmnediata  fnmat- 
tion  irith  the  ntmoet  rigour  of  the  lav.  Even  ihc  venenble  naiM  aid  pM 
■errices  of  Jovellanos  could  not  protect  his  person  from  contonely,  ara*«l 
an  iniquitous  decree  which  banished  him  vi^out  trial  to  hii  own  pnvbM^ 
there  to  he  placed  under  the  snrreillonce  of  the  police.  Such  was  Ae  pW 
which  he  felt  at  this  undeserved  severity,  that  it  embittered  biif^  reila- 
ing  days,  and  hroaght  him  speedily  to  the  grare.  Tilly  died  in  priMDwWiKK 
a  trial.  Cairo,  one  of  the  heroes  of.  Satxgoesa,  who  had  been  tfarHl  bit*  a 
dungeon  without  a  bed  in  it,  was  brou^t  to  trial  after  die  Cortes  net,  mi 
acquitted.  So  violent,  however,  was  the  public  cBw TCsceitce,  tbattbeBriU 
ambassador  felt  relieved  by  Iheimprisonment  of  these  unforbmatefncA^ 
arieslest  thepopulaceshonldanticipaie  the  march  of  legal  proceedisgs,al 
take  the  wreaking  of  their  vengeance  into  their  own  hands  (f ). 
^^1^-  Having  got  possession  of  tiie  government  of  the  country,  tber^ 
whicb  «r[.  gency  and  musicipahty  of  Cadii  were  in  no  buiry  to  Bceeleiateik 
X^.'rifk.  assembly  of  the  Cortes,  by  which  a  rival  and  possilily  paramainl 
^^^^  legislative  power  might  be  esUblished  in  the  very  seat  of  didr  u- 
thority.  By  the  decree  ofthe  29th  January,  that  national  aasembly  need  «>- 
Toked  for  the  i  st  Harch,  "  if  the  national  defence  would  penult ; "  bot  tbw 
words  were  sufGcicntly  vague  to  let  in  the  continued  blockade  of  Cadii  ai  i 
reason  against  convoking  the  Cortes,  and  furnished  a  decent  pretext  to  At 
regency  for  delaying  their  assembly.  The  promised  time,  accordingly  pMtd 
over  wilhont  any  thing  t>eing  done.  Loud  clamours  in  coiisequence'aNse,

^'~,'*  Perilous  as  were  the  elements  of  I^slation  thus  thrown  together 
™«i  in  the  national  assemUy  of  Spain,  the  danger  was  matecially  aug- 
■f  CMn.  Bwnted  by  the  steps  talien  to  fill  np  the  supplementary  menihers 
iv  tbe  prorinces  beyond  seas,  and  those  in  the  occupation  of  the  enemy. 
**■>- '  By  an  edict  published  in  the  beginning  of  September,  it  was  pro- 
lidsd  that  (be  onmber  chosen  from  the  iHvvinces  beyond  seas  should  be 
tventy-ti^t,  and  for  the  conquered  provinces  forty;  and  that  both  tbe  elec- 
tHsind  die  elected  should  be  taken  from  the  persons  belonging  to  those  dis- 
toctswlio  had  th«i  taken  refuge  in  Cadia.  Thus,  one  part  of  the  Cortes  wis

Is  resist  the  innovation,  abandoned  by  all,  and  confounded  by  the  violence 
*f  Ibe  toneot,  took  tbe  oath  at  four  in  tiie  following  morning,  and  thereby 
tirtiuJIycDnTected  the  monarchy  into  a  "  democracy  (IJ." 
f/^j^,      Having  gained  this  great  triumph,  the  Corles  were  not  long  «f

,  But  the  very  fact  of  such  opinions  being  advocated  by  tmy  party,  howew 
extreme,  ia  the  legislature,  was  a  clear  indicaU<»i  of  the  periloss  loiTent 
which  had  been  let  loose;  and  it  was  already  but  loo  evident  thai  in  IhJs,  oi 
.in  all  other  social  contests  during  the  advance  of  a  Revolution,  the  most  vift- 
on.  iL  lent  opinions  were  likely  to  be  the  most  snccessfid.

At  this  period, also,  th«w  arose Uiose  important dtseuMhHubetmMiSpait 
and  the  South  American  colonies,  which  tomiuatad,  after  a  prolnctcd  cea- 
test  and  the  shedding  of  oceans  of  blood,  in  th<t.  indepwdegca  o<  tbosa  T«t 
and  highly  interesting  states.  This  topic,  however,  is  loo  wt  far  casual  &- 
cussion,andmustbe  reserved  for  a  subsequent  diapter,  wiwn  it  will  iniv 
the  leading  subject  of  consideration  (2J.

■Mptlau  nndertaken  by  the  king  while  in  capUrlty  were  Illegal ,  and  of  no 
eAet ;  that  they  would  never  bend  tbeir  knees  to  the  asurper,  nor  treat  for 
pnceNknigaiaPrenchBDldlarrenained  In  the  Peninsula,  which  they  bad 
iiTided  irith  Bodt  perBdy,  and  treated  with  such  injustice."  When  it  ii  re- 
tnllKted  that  this  decree  was  issued  at  a  time  when  the  French  legions  he- 
lagunvd  the  nmparU  of  Cadiz,  and  the  bombs  ftom  their  battn^es  already 
facbedthenearesthousaoflhecity;  that  the  whole  of  Spain,  with  tfaeex- 
Mptttn  of  Gslida,  Astnrtas,  and  a  part  of  Catalonia  and  Tatenda,  were  in  the 
pMMSsion  of  the  inraden,  who  had  monlded  the  conquered  provinces  into  a 
T^aiir  government ;  and  that  Wellington  with  his  gallant  army  were  then 
CBopcd  up  within  the  lines  of  Torres  Vedras,  with  hardly  any  prospect  of 
kJ^aMBtotakean  activepart  lu  the  deliverance  of  the  I^insnla,  and  but 
htlehope  of  maintataing  themselves  on  Its  soil;  it  must  be  coofeased  that  the 
Simiiifa  historians  have  good  reason  to  pride  themselves  on  their  government, 
Vd  that  the  annals  of  (he  noman  senate  contain  nothing  more  sublime  (1). 
^^^  The  other  partieolar  in  which  the  Cortes  IkithAilly  represented 
1^  the>entiiM«ltofthel^>anish,wasin  the  respect  which,  in  despite 
HtL  of  their  revohitivnary  tendency,  they  evineed  to  the  Roman  Catho- 
lic fiith;  net  bnt  that  there  were  many  oflts  ardent  spirits  secretly  enemies 
Wnwrely  to  the  RMalsh  Church,  which  was  there  established  in  its  most 
looted  lorm,  bnt  to  evny  other  species  of  religious  belief;  and  who  longed 
V  that  general  overthrow  of  all  ecclesiastical  estabtishments,  and  liberation 
ft«BaB  restraints,  human  and  divine,  which  in  old  corrupted  societies  con- 
HSIala  the r«al spring  of  democratic  agitation.

vgBgl^^Bicb  aa  migttf  have  beea  expected  from  so  great  an  innovattop  in 
'hiN*.  &  ceuMry  te  which  the  nlian  eonsUtueneles  were  so  zealous  for 
'^■TatioB,«ed  the  nnvl  inbabilanis  were  so  Brmly  attached  to  the  iDs(itn- 
;>»  ti  trts  iaUara.  AlCadiE,  Barcelona,  Valraicia,  and  in  general  all  die 
iV*U  towns,  espeoially  those  of  a  commeroial  habit,  the  enthusiasm  of  the 
'9*^  "  mi  ftiiiKdditiqH  to  Ihetr  power  was  loudly  and  sincerely  expressed : 
WHkllMarboiongbs  in  the  interior,  and  in  all  the  rnral  districts,  where  re- 
Watinay  idaaa  bad  not  spread,  and  the  ancient  faith  and  loyalty  were  still 
IfpMnrfnl,  it  wa*  the  object  of  imqualified  haired.  In  vain  the  partisans  of 
■eiBir  NglaiaMHgfat  to  penoade  tlie  people  lh«t  the  constitution  was  bat 
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a  return  to  the  old  usages  of  the  monarchy,  cleared  of  the  comiptioiB  nd 
abused  of  ages ;  the'  good  sense  of  the  conn  try  Inhabitants  rerolled  at  tbt  idn 
that  the  Ring  of  old  had  been  merely  a  poppet  in  the  hands  of  the  popolacc; 
the  clergy  could  never  see  a  confirmation  of  ihelr  pHfileges  in  institnlku 
which,  on  the  other  side  of  the  Pyrenees,  had  led  to  Aeir  total  oTerUinnr; 
the  nobles  beheld,  in  the  ccFncentration  of  all  power  in  the  hands  of  an  u- 
sembiy  elected  by  nniTersal  suffrage,  thecertainforerunnerof  their  total  ruia. 
Tbe  provinces  in  the  occiipatlon  of  the  F^ch,  who  had  sent  no  represcDtt- 
tives  to  the  Islo  of  f^eon,  embracing  three-fourths  of  the  monarchy,  loudly 
complained  that  their  rights  and  privileges  bad  been  rei^  £rom  them  by  an 
assembly  almost  wholly  elected  at  Cadiz,  to  which  they  were  entire  strangm. 
Thus,  the  whole  country  popntation  were  unanimous  in  their  detestation  of 
tbe  new  order  of  things ;  and  it  was  easy  to  foresee  that.  If  the  matter  wen 
to  be  determined  by  the  nation  itself,  it  wonld  be  rejected  by  an  immenM 
majority  :  but  the  partisans  of  the  new  conttitntlon,  though  fewlanumba, 
were  incomparably  better  oiiganized  and  fbvourably  situated  for  active  ope- 
rations than  their  onlagoDisis;  and,  being  already  In  jtossesslon  of  all  the 
strongholds  of  the  kingdom,  it  was  hard  to  say  to  which  party,  in  the  ereol 
of  astrn^le,  victorymight  ultimately  Incline  (1). 
d«I'"'r"'  Wellington,  from  the  Tery  fhst,  clearly  perceived,  and  loudly 
crpiiD.  .ni  denounced,  the  pernicious  tendency  of  these  measures  on  tbe  part 
djcHiHo^"  of  the  Spanish  Cortes,  not  merely  as  diverting  the  attention  of  tbe 
■^»  innu  gQ,eninient  from  the  national  defence,  and  wasting  their  time  in 
^"c^  fruitless  discnssions  when  the  enemy  was  M  their  gates;  but  u 
•tnuu«.  tending  to  establish  democratic  prliid[te  and  republican  insHtti- 
tions  in  a  country  wholly  nnGlted  for  them,  and  which  would  leave  to  futnre 
ages  the  seeds  of  interminable  discord  in  the  Spanish  monarcliy.  His  pro- 
phecies, which  are  to  be  found  profasdly  scattered  throughout  the  laller 
Tolumes  of  his  correspondence,  little  attended  to  at  the  time  Irom  the  ab> 
Borhing  interest  of  the  contest  with  Napoleon,  have  now  acquired  an  «- 
traordinary  interest,  from  the  exact  and  melancholy  accomplishment  whid 
subsequent  events  have  given  to  his  predtctlons.  Before  the  Cortes  had  been 
assembled  six  weeks,  he  expressed  to  his  brother,  Henry  Wellesley,  6m 
ambassador  at  Cadiz,  his  apprehensions  that  they  were  about  to  foltow  itx 
usual  course  of  democratic  assemblies,  and  draw  to  themselves.  In  oppostlkut 
to  the  wishes  of  the  great  bulk  of  the  nation,  the  whole  powers  of  govern- 
ment (i).  As  they  advanced  in  Iheir  career,  and  experience  began  to  derelop 
the  practical  result  of  their  admitiistration  in  the  provinces,  he  repeatedly 
expressed  bis  QinvicUon  of  the  general  dissatisfoction  which  they  bad  ex- 
cited (3). 

But  after  his  visit  to  Cadii,  on  occasion  of  })eing  appointed  generaliMiaaaf 
tbe  Spanish  armies  in  January  1813,  he  denounced.  In  the  strongest  U

^U**^  dieted  the  rninous  effect,  both  upoo  the  fate  of  the  war  and  the  fu- 
Jwbb  tare  prospects  of  the  monarchf  ,of  the  cousiiivtien  which  ibey  Iiad 
ud^  estabUsbedflJ.  Hiswords,tfter  a  close  personal  yiew  of  the  work* 
iog  of  the  democratk  constitution,  are  deKrring  of  profound  alteDtioii,  as 
marking  the  impression  produced  on  an  Intellect  of  Iho  highest  order,  by  a 
lUle  of  things  arising  from  the  success  of  popular  amhition,  and  therefore  of 
hUIng  mierest  to  manlund.  "  The  greatest  objection  which  I  have  to  the 
■ew  coostiloiion  is,  that  in  a  country  in  which  almost  all  property  consists 
ii  land,  and  there  are  the  largest  landed  proprietors  which  exist  in  Europe,  no 
■ettDieshould  hare  been  adopted,  and  nobarrier  provided,  to  guard  landed 
property  from  the  encroachments,  injustice,  and  Tiolence,  to  which  it  is  at 
lU  tinws  liable,  hut  pvticularly  in  lbeprogre»ofreTolutioQS.  The  Council 
of  State  affords  no  such  guard ;  it  has  no  influence  In  the  legislature;  it  can 
bre  no  inOneBc*  oTer  the  public  mind.  Such  a  guard  can  only  be  alTorded 
bf  the  eatcblisfament  at  an  assembly  of  the  great  landed  proprietors,  such  as 
tu  House  of  Lords,  having  concurrent  powers  with  the  Cortes;  and  you  nutjf 
dtpend  upon  it,  there  is  no  man  in  Spain,  be  his  property  never  so  small, 
who  is  not  interested  in  the  establishment  of  sach  in  assembly.  Unhappily, 
kgisIaiiTe  aswmblies  are  swayed  by  the  fears  and  passions  of  individuals; 
vben  unchecked,  they  are  tyrannical  and  unjust;  nay,  more,  it  frequently 
bppeni  that  the  most  tyrannical  and  unjust  measures  are  the  most 'popular. 
Ikoe  measures  are  particularly  papular  which  deprive  rich  and  powerful 
ikdividuals  of  Iheir  properties  under  the  pretence  of  ibe  public  advantage; 
ud  I  tremble  for  a  eonnlry  in  which,  as  in  Spain,  there  is  no  barrier  for  the 
pttservation  of  private  property,  excepting  the  justice  of  a  legislative  assem- 
1^  possessing  supreme  power.  It  is  impossible  to  calculate  upon  the  plans  of 
KKh  an  assembly  :  they  hare  no' check  whatever,  and  they  are  governed  by 
Uk  most  ignorant  and  licentious  of  all  lieenitous  presses,  that  of  Cadiz.  Ibe- 
iMve  they  mean  to  attack  the  roifal  and  feudal  tenths,  and  the  tithes  of  the 
Aorch,  nnder  pretence  of  encouraging  agriculture;  and  Hnding  Ibecootri- 
iaHaia  from  these  sources  not  so  extensive  as  they  expected,  they  will  sein 
■kc  estates  of  the  grandees  (2)."  "  Our  character  la  involved  in  a  greafer 
^ree  than  we  are  aware  of,  in  the  democnitical  transactions  of  the  Cortes, 
in  the  opinion  of  all  moderate  well-thinking  Spaniards,  and,  I  am  afraid, 
*itb  the  rest  of  Europe.  It  is  quite  impossible  such  a  system  can  last :  what 
I  regret  is,  that  I  am  the  peiwm  who  mainUins  it,  If  the  lung  should  retura, 
Im  (ho  will  overturn  the  whole  fabric  if  he  has  any  spirit;  but  the  gentlemen 
>l  Ctdii  are  »o  completely  masters,  that  I  am  afraid  there  must  be  another 
tSBTuIsloa.'*

maining strongholds  it  possessed,  headlong  into  the  arms  oTlbe  «temy.  h 
these  circumstances,  the  British  Cabinet,  albeit  noways  insensible  to  QietM- 
gers  of  the  repuUtcan  government  which  had  thns  'gro«-n  np,  ss  h  weft, 
nnder  their  very  wing  at  Cadiz,  and  its  strange  inconsistency  wilb  theh-own 
principle,  as  well  as  those  on  which  the  war  had  been  conducted,  tiernAv- 
less  deemed  it  expedient  not  to  intermeddle  with  the  intennai  offiiirs  ofibA 
ally,  an3  to  comply  literally  with  the  advice  of  Wellington,  '*  to  keep  thm- 
•elves  clear  of  the  democracy,  and  to  interfere  hi  nothing  whtla  the  ^emnt- 
ment  was  in  their  bands,  excepting  hi  carrying  on  the  war  and  kee)riiig  ml 
tiie foreign  enemy  (2).

r.rf''~^°  legal  means  from  the  abyss  into  which  she  *83  ftllinij,  tbxl  fte 
-English  Cabinet  at  this  time  made  a  serious  attempt  to  effect  the  delireniMC 
of  Ferdinand  VH  from  his  imprisonment  at  Valeni^ay,  The  captive  hing',  and 
ills  brother  Don  Carlos,  were  there  detained,  Kvlng  snmptdonely,  butso  nar- 
Towly  watched  as  to  rendm  their  escape  apparently  impossible.  NotwMi- 
Btanding  all  the  vigilance  of  the  police,  however,  the  Brittsh  GftvenmcU 
Mvchii.iiio.  contrived  to  communicate  with  him  by  means  of  the  Baron  BaBi, 
.  a  man  of  skilful  address  and  intrepid  character,  in  whom  the  Kar^ia  Wid- 
lesley  had  entire  confidence.  The  project  for  their  doHvetanc*,  when  on  Ae 
point  of  sncceeding,  was  betrayed  by  an  agent- to  whem'asabordhi«te|ivl 
in  its  execution  had  been  committed.  1>rdinand  hhfls^lf  reveled  the^  ^tt 
to  his  jailers,  and  Kolli  was  arrested  and  committed  to  Tintetines.  He  refined, 
however,  with  unshaken  constancy,  to  divnlge  any  thing  which  coirfdiwraho 
either  Ferdinand  or  the  British  Ministry ;  bnt  the  FYench  po1l«  took  adnai- 
tage  of  the  discovery  Ihey  bade  made,  to  endeavoor  to  entrap  ti«  royal  eap- 
tires  into  some  hazardous  at  lempt  by  means  of  a  false  Rolli,  w%o  was  4k- 
patched  to  Valencay-,  but  the  penetration  of  the  Spanish  kiflg  detected  the 
disguise,  and  nothing  followed  on  the  insidious  attempt  (S).

M.  t.  itHL  CTM,  in  vbkh  ha  declared,  that  if  Spain  "  became  again  (ha  friend 
of  Fiaace,  it  was  for  the  interest  of  Napolfon  to  prtaerre  lu  integrity,  if  not, 
la  diiMeahv  and  daatroy  it ;"  entered  Seville  amidst  the  acclamatiotu'  of  the 
Ughir  claM  «f  citimM,  who  were  fatigued  with  the  war  and  hopeleaa  of  its 
nans ;  Teeetved  from  Ibfl  civic  anihoiiUes  thw«  ibtt  slandarda  taken  at  the 
bMIe  of  Bajten ;  aceepled  the  services  of  a  royal  guard,  organixed  {or  hi* 
wviee  in  the  soaibern  provinces;  and,  amidst  the  apparent  traiUport  of 
Ihi  people,  nrived  at  the  lines  before  Cadis,  and  made  the  lour  of  ihe  bay 
«bMsi  vri^D  reach  of  the  Spanish  baiteriee.  Seduced  by  theae  flattering 
ippMrauees^  the  benerolent  monarch  appears  for  a  time  to  have  trusted  the

the  crown  of  Castile.  AsauHtt  od  hisarrival  at  Paris,  found  that  iheezpcnss 
of  ibe  Spanish  war,  wixieh  it  was  said  bad  already  cost  Ibe  impeiiai  Trasurr 
above  two  hundred  milUons  of  francs  (L.S,CI)XI,0OO},  ¥rai  the  gieat  aubjed  of 
complaint  with  the  Cabinet  of  St.-Cloudi  and  witbout  openly  divulging  tbt 
■  projectofiQcorporatiog  with. France  the  territory  Dortb  of  thoEbFO.  CbaB- 
pagny  made  no  secret  of  the  wish  of  the  Emperor  to  obtain,  and  his  rigbtt* 
demand,  more  valuable  indemnities  than  the  barren  satisfaction  of  hinai 
placed  an  incapable  aud  prodigal  brother  on  the  throne  of  Madrid.  What 
Asaoza  pleaded  strongly  .for  the  integrity  of  Spain,  and  the  obligation  of  lbs 
Emperor  to  support  bis  brother,  he  was  openly  told  by  the  Imperial  Hiniata, 
that,  strong  as  the  Emperor's  obligations  to  I^e  membws  of  his  family  woe, 
his  obligBtions  to  France  were  aiJU  stronger -,  and  that  "Joseph n^aU  in 
well  to  recollect  that  be  held  in  his  power  the  Prince  of  Asturias,  Ferdinand, 
whom  he  was  strongly  tempted  to  send  into  Spain,  aud  who  would  makaM 
scruple,  as  the  price  of  his  liberty,  to  cede  the  required  proviucee,  WMJ 
tnu^'Mj  ^t>8  ^^^  which  might  be  required  of  him."  Asaoza,  anable  cIiIkt 
u.  iiip.  to  fathom  the  sco'et  intentions  or  get  any  satirfactioa  as  to  dw 
public  deeds  of  the  Emperor,  returned  downcast  to  Madrid,  wliere  geoai 
gloom  had  succeeded  to  the  first  transports  of  joy  among  the  adhereals  «t 
Joseph  at  theconquest  of  Andalusia;  aud  unequivocal  acts  on  the  part  offJl' 
poison  soon  demonstrated  bis  real  designi,  and  at  what  price.he  esLiiHlcd 
M>T»-  the  pbantom  of  a  liingwhich  be  bad  established,  in  Spaiji'  Aaew 
decree,  in  addition  to  that  which  had  created  the  four  military  govenuDeau 
already  established,  formed  two  new  oqss,  embracing  the  whole  ceantty  I* 
the  north  of  the  Douro ;  the  first,  comprisiug  the  province  of  Burgos ;  the  le- 
cond,  those  of  Valladolid,  Palencia,  aud  Tore :  and  this  was  soon  followed^ 
kmt.  t.  a  second,  which  gave  Soult  iho  exclusive  direcUon  of  tiw  army  ud 
the  provinces  to  the  south  of  the  Sierra  Uoreua.  Thus,  while  Suebei  wis  K- 
tively  conducting  the  work  of  conquest  in  Catalonia  and  Valencia,  aPdSaslt 
was  living  in  more  than  regal  magnihceuce  at  Seville,  tbouoboitpyiosc^ 
almost  destitute  of  resources,  lingered  on,  ashadow  at  Madrid,  witbouteiibe 
being  entrusted  with  the  duties,  or  enjoying  the  splendour  ofrayally  [!J> 
Mikniat  Napoleon's  favourite  project  of  securing  the  norlfaem  pnvtAca 
»n^"i''  of  Portugal  for  himself  uionassumeda  more  tang)hlefDan,aiidbe 
procDi  It.  cume  the  sabject  of  open  negotiation  with  the  Cabinet  OT  Utdnd. 
In .  Uiis  negotiation  the  plenipotentiaries  of  Spain  in  vain  aiq^oalad  to  Ac 
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trettf  «f  BkfwiBe,  by  tMtb  fte  ioMpilyotlhe  umuKkj  ms  goamtMd : 
Omiip^gnr  rqilM,  tn  die  name  <rf  *e  Emperor,  aBd  from  Us  notes,  Ibat 
Ibe  connattM  of  BiyonM  bad  ^  /iisto  diMppemd,  bj  Ibe  majority  of  its 
maaSttn  btcHaf  pasMd  over  lo  tbe  iiuargents ;  Ibal  Spain  owed  a  la^  in- 
itmmtjlar  tbesMstfees  in  nno  and  money  which  he  had  made  in  berbe- 
kaH;  ^td  tttt,  as  Ae  eodd  new  repay  ibe  debt,  he  muM  insitt  on  the  ces- 
■on  oftheirhaie  ptorlMes  to  the  noilb  of  the  Ebro,  indnding  CatalMiia,  for 
ttnjtmtt.  Flodittg  the  Emperor  reseda  te,  the  Spauidi  pienipoleotiariaa 
strore'OnTyu  giiBlime;  (be  nnwe  pressinK  concema  of  the  itortb  engrossed 
Ub  atteation ;  and,  betbre  bfs  draibmHi  in  Uie  Penhuola  vas'  so  well  esta- 
HMi«d  as  to  render  it  prMticeMe  to  cany  the  transference  formally  inlo 
iJict,  the  wbete  oonnlry  was  reft  from  both  by  AearmsofEngland,  andthe 
star  efNapoMon  set  Ibr  ever  behind  the  snows  of  Hns3ia(l). 
jvpk  1,  Such,  bowerer,  was  tl}e  destitntloD  to  which  Ibe  Court  of  Hadrid 
£^!1  was  rednced,  during  the  whole  of  the  winter  of  1810  and  spring  of 
^^  1811,  that  in  Jmnary  1811,  Joseph  intimated  to  Napolton  "  that 
i^-^i.  iin-ibe  pyench  manhab  intercepted  bis  re*enue,  disregarded  his  or- 
ders, insaHed  bis  gorernment,  and  oppressed  and  ruined  his  country,  ile 
hhBseWhad  been  appointed  to  the  throne  of  Spain  withont  his  own  consent ; 
and,  lh(H^  he  would  nerer  oppose  the  Emperot^  will,  yet  he  would  not  lire 
•  d^radedking;8nd,dterefore,  he  was  ready  to  resign, -unless  the  Emperor 
wvnM  come  in  person  and  rranedy  the  evtb."  Struck  with  the  dedsion  of 
this  annwimcauieut,  and  the  obridns  justice  of  the  cwnplaiats  on  which  it 
was  iomtdtii,  tbe  Emperor  so  far  interposed  in  behalf  of  his  unhappy  brother, 
as  tftfix,  by  aa  imperial  edict,  the  monthly  sums  at  which  the  allowance  ok 
Ik  a  ihi.  the  whole  mffilary  offieen  of  the  Peninsula,  from  the  marshals,  go- 
Tatmra  flf  prevbMcs,  to  the  auttlieDtenatits,- should  be  fixed ;  aod  directed 
that  SB0,6(I»  Cranes  (L.80,900)  should  be  remitted  monthly  from  Paris  lo  de- 
fray the  moat  wrgeat  demands  of  bis  household.

Tosneh  a  height  at  lengtli  did  tbe  mortifica- 
liMiefAeGaartbfllsdrfd  arrive,  and  so  completely  were  all  the  royal  re- 
nnnes  inMrepted  by  tbe  legal  or  illegal  esactions  of  the  marahals,  that,  in 
Mvit.itti.  the  begiBuifiig  of  llay,  Joseph  set  out  with  his  resignation  in  hb 
packet,  and,  to  NapeMon's  no  small  embarrassment,  arrived  in  Paris^lo  lay  it 
at  bfslbet.  Thus  was  (be  prodigy  exhibited,  not  merely  of  three  brothers  of 
asridler  of  Artnoe  ip  Corsica  being  derated  by  that  soldier  to  European 
thrones;  tat  of  two  of  lbem,Lonb  and  Joseph,  bdng  reduced  tosDchmfM*- 
titoittws,  by  bis  imperious  temper  and  rigorous  exactions,  that  they  r«- 
■ooBced  their  erawns  to  escape  them ;  while  a  third,  l.nden ,  had  taken  refuge 
inm  bis  perseention  fn  the  dominions  of  his  raost  perscrcring  and  inrelerale

Ik  Fn'il^b'  between  themselves  the  proportions  in  which  ihey  were  to  shut 
pt.'.^in  between  each  other  (he  spoils  of  the  Peninsub,  ami  NepoUw  VB 
'''^''  securing  the  lion's  share  to  himself,  a  lingering  bat  nnceniiienHc 
resistance  was  still  presented  in  the  few  slrongholdi  which  remained  in  ^ 
hands  of  the  patriots.  It  was  in  a  very  few  quarters,  however,  that  (he  Me- 
test  was  continued :  the  greater  part  of  the  country  was  tnbdiMd ;  lis  »■ 
sources  were  almost  all  at  the  conqueror's  disposal;  and,  in  «  military  |Hiil 
of  view,  the  conquest  might  he  considered  as  complete.

itflpaifiih  Ittdependenee.  Pive  thonand  EngUah  and  Portugaese,  wtw  ar^ 
lived  imntediawly  after  the  Frendi  treopa  appeared  befsra  its  walls  in  Fa- 
knry  1810,  from  Usbon  and  GlbraUar,  luider  General  Stewart,  were  excal- 
ktfwMien;  b«i  tbe  r«aiiaiataig4[iiirteen  thouand,  MBpoBcd  of  the  reAigeei 
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ftom  Serine,  uidlliegalU»tm«a  vbohadcai«ei]pniidaAJbtiqiieniae[l], 
wen  in  the  most  niwi^le  state,  wiibout  shoes,  pay,  or  cloihing,  tad  bu^ 
uiy.jemBiiiing  UDBumilioii.  The  regeDcj  wu  without  vigoiir  or  emstdcn- 
tion ;  the  pubUc  slorei  were  sbainef oU;  dilapidaled  bf  private  cuiiklity  i  and 
such  was  the  getural  decpoiuletice  and  confasioa  wUich  prerailfld,  that  if 
Victor's  troops  had  immediately,  on  Ibeir  arrival  U  the  bay,  pushed  oa  aod 
attacked  ibe  defences  on  the  isihmiu  which  eonnecled  the  city  with  the 
mainland,  they  ia  all  pn4>abiiilywonld  have  cairied  it,  and,  but  for  Ibeani- 
T^  at  the  EngUab  troops,  certaiitly  woidd  liave  done  to.

•aiL  "  cia,  and  twelve  tboiuaDd  in  Murpa,  still  hoisted  the  colours  of  iib 
dependence;  bnt  tbeir  compoulion,  equipment,  and  disdpliae  wen  m 
wretched,  that  military  discenimeat  could  alreiMly  anticipate,  what  the 
event  soon  |Woved,  that  no  reliance  was  to  be  placed  on  thou  in  the  field, 
and  bnt  little  in  thedefenceef  fortified  places,  in  Catalonia,  Ibougfa  a  deanl- 
lory  warfare  was  still  kept  up  in  the  mountains,  w  fhrce  existed  capable  of 
keying  the  Gdd  in  the  level  country ;  and  die  cwnpaign  was  in  reality  re- 
duced to  the  sieges  of  TortOBa  and  Taragoaa,  the  last  important  stron^oldi 
whidi  the  Spaniards  possessed  in  that  province;  .vriule  in  Galida,  the  new 
levies,  nearly  fiftaen  thousand  stcoBg,  were  unable,  from  their  want  of  dis- 
cipline, to  enwrgefrom  their  mountain  defiles;  and  the  guailta  parties  in 
the  ceniral  provinces,  tlwugh  exceedingly  harassing  to  the  enemy's  comms> 
nications,  were  detached  from  each  other,  and  altogether  ineiScieotas  afbree 
in  regular  war&re.  Thus  ^hty  or  ninety  thousand  men,  for  the  most  part 
ill-disciplined,  and  worse  equipped,  shut  up  in  fortified  places  along  the 
sea-ooait,  and  illogethw  detached  from  each  other,  were  all  that  ranaiaed 
of  the  ^nish  farces  to  contend  with  above  three  hundred  tbonsand  Freadi 
soldiers,  admirably  equipped,  under  the  guidance  of  veteran  genovls,  mas- 
lersofatl  the  entrances  into  and  main  roads  throng  the  country,  in  posses- 
sion of  ib  principal  strongholds,  and  the  whole  interior  lines  of  coronuui- 
cation  through  its  provinces.  In  these  circumstances,  it  required  not  Ibe 
gift  of  prescience  to  foresee  thai  the  weight  of  the  contest  would  fall  on  ihe 
English  and  Portuguese  army;  and  that  unless  Wellington,  with  bis  Htf 
thousand  disciplined  soldiers,  could  strike  a  decisive  blow  at  the  heart  of  iha 
enemy's  power,  tbecauseofihePeninsiila,«iidwithit  IhebopeofEonven 
independence,  was  lost  (3). 
D«it^tM.  Cadiz,  the  keystone  of  the  brave  but  disjointed  arch  of  resitlMCB 
•1  c-ui.  which  still  eocircled  Spain,  was  a  city,  the  natural  slrei^ith  *( 
which  had,  from  ibe  most  remote  ages,  rendered  it  an  imporlant  otgect  it 
the  Peninsular  wars.  The  Gadilane  Isle,  or  Isle  of  Leon,  indeed,  is  by  Mtoie 
10  strong  as  to  require  but  little  assistance  from  art  Lo  become  allegethw 
impregnable.  It  consists  of  an  islaud,  three  leagues  long,  and  one  and  Ikiec 
quarters  broad,  in  the  form  of  «n  irregular  triangle,  sitnated  in  the  sea,  at 
the  mouth  of  the  Guadalela river;  nnfl  rrpinird  frnm  thn  iiljarmi  rnnliaenf 
by  the  Santa  Petri  channel,  an  arm  of  the  sea  nine  miles  long,  about  Una 
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htoidred  f  ards  wide,  and  of  depUi  safficEeirt  to  ftoat  ■  serentr-finlr,  irtdeh- 
iMftVcsibe  wilers  of  aH  Ae  streams  that  desceDd  from  the  heights  on  ifae 
BiiidiTid,  and  te  bounded  on  the  continent  by  salt  manhes  of  still  greater 
hnadth.  TTiegTeatrMdfroiuCadiS  to  SmillecnMSCstbfsduinielBndniBrsb 
b]r  Ac  bridge  of  Zuazo,  whfeh  on  the  approach  af  the  French  iras  broken 
dnm,  and  trUeh  was  deftnHed  by  powerfal  batteries  on  either  side.  The 
mtoai  Carvceas  stands  on  the  ertremtty  of  the  Me  of  Leon,  nearest  to  die 
ktige  and  maintand,  bat  from  die  breadth  of  the  marsh  it  cooM  not  be 
nefaedsareby  vaterorbombardment;andon  the  otiier  side  of  the  bridge, 
^castle  of  Santa  Petri inmtiiqn^ed  all  the  sppo^ce  shore  and  approaches 
lilbemtrsb.  The  wfaole^ Isle  of  Leon  u  compoMdof  a  salt  marsh,  witti  the 
etepbonofttkeTjdgeon  which  the  town  of  Isla,  containing  eighteen  thoo- 
■nd  rohabttuats,  Is  placed,  and  the  SantniiHs  at  Hie  opposite  extremity, 
nvting  tmt  Into  the  sea,  on  which  Cadiz  is  bnih,  which  in  general  nnmbera 
4^.  but  was  then  enenmbered  by  a  bimdred  and  fifty  thousand  wnls. 
lit  peat  road  by  the  bridge  of  Ztiazo,  which  runs  through  the  town  of  Isla, 
ktlenled  on,  and  mns  for  two  leagues  along  a  narrow  isthmos,  between 
te  Atlantic  on  the  one  ride,  and  the  inner  salt  marsh  of  the  island  on  the 
Aer;  and  Itia  cnt  in  various  places  by  dite^res,  and  intersected  by  r«doubti, 
MA,  preamiing  successive  points  of  defence,  rendered  attack  from  Trithoiit

brofcn  Dp;  and,  after  making  a  feint  towards  the  Col  de  Balagner,  inmed

deflleofMoni  Blanch,  and,  descending  into  the  plain  of  tJrgel,  entered  into 
comnniBicatioa  with  Snchet,  who  lay  at  Lerida,  in  that  vicinliy,  busil;  en- 
gaged ht  preparations  for  the  siege  of  Tortosa  (IJ. 
•'H'l'"',  O'Donnell  no  sooner  learned  that  Hacdonald,  n'itfa  ■  condderaUe 
^tMwii  part  of  his  forces,  had  erossed  the  motmialns,  and  taten  up  hJi 
Urcnto^i.  quarters  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Lerida,  than  he  formed  Uie  de- 
sign of  surprising  some  of  the  French  troops  which  were  Inft  scattered  in  Ibe 
Ampurdan  and  northern  parts  of  Catalonia.  This  bold  design  he  exccaied 
with  a  Tigonr,  skill,  and  secrecy,  worlhy  of  the  Tcry  highest  admiralioD. 
Shronffing  his  plans  tn  profonnd  darkness,  he  set  out  with  a  chosen  body  rf 
sir  Ihonsand  men,  and  proceeded  by  forced  marches  towards  Upper  CaUki- 
Biii  *.  nia.  Learing  Barcelona  and  Hostalrich  to  the  right,  spreadingron- 

tradictory  reports  wherever  he  went  of  his  destination,  proceeding  by  horse 
tracks  only  through  the  hifis,  and  swelling  his  column  as  he  advanced  by  Ibe 
numerons  bands  of  armed  peasants  on  hts  road,  he  fell  with  an  overwhelming 
»tf.  14-  force  on  Schwartz's  brigade,  cantoned  at  La  Bisbal,  three  quartets 
of  a  league  from  Gerona,  totally  defeated  it,  and  made  the  whole,  twein 
hundred  strong,  prisoners.  Bravely  following  op  his  success,  he  neil  sur- 
prised and  captured  the  whole  French  detachments  on  the  coast  towards  f^ 
lamos;  and  (ifteen  hundred  prisoners  were  embarked  at  that  harbour  for 
Taragona,  where  they  arrived  in  safety.  The  success,  however,  was  dearif 
purthased  by  a  severe  wound  which  the  brave  O'Donnell  received  at  Ksbil, 
wbirh  obliged  him  to  return  vrith  part  of  his  force  by  sea  to  Taragona,  »h«s 
he  was  received  by  the  popniallon  in  transports  as  a  deliverer ;  but  he  Irft 
Sufllctent  forees  nnder  Caropoverde  to  nourish  the  war  in  the  Ampnrdan, 
which  soon  became  so  formidable  that  it  indnced  NapoHon  to  send  sirooj 
reinforcements  from  Perpignan  to  Gerona,  in  the  end  of  October,  while  Ititlj 
Ihonsand  fresh  troops  entered  Navarre  from  France  at  the  same  period  ^J- 
nrpuii'  or  Severely  mortified  by  this  disaster,  which  renccted  as  much  ife- 
H^iXSl.  credit  on  the  vigilance  of  his  own  officers  as  it  did  lustre  on  d* 
rmit-"'  '^"  '"^  audacity  of  iheenemy,  Hacdonald  felt  the  necessity  of  rt- 
on™«-  tracing  his  steps  to  northern  Catalonia ;  and  while  on  his  mardi 
there,  sought  to  take  his  revengeb^an  attack  on  Cardona,  where  Camporerde 
had 'Stationed  himseKwith  a  considerable  part  of  his  forces,  and  where  ibe 
local  junta  of  Upper  Catalonia  had  taken  iWugo  when  driven  from  SirisWi 
their  usual  place  of  assembly.

t^^  While  Uacdonald  was  thus  painfuU}  maintaining  his  ground  in 
^'j;^^  upper  Catalonia,  without  the  forty  thousand  men  under  his  com- 
KTinoK.  mandmakingauy  progress  in  tbesubjugation  or  pacification  of  tbe 
Anntry,  Suchet  was  busily  engaged  in  preparatiooa  for  tbe  siege  of  Torlosa. 
To  effect  this,  however,  was  a  very  tedious  and  difficult  underlaking,  for  the 
flnagih  of  the  enemy's  forces  in  the  intervening  country  rendered  the  tran-

By  exhausted  the  resources  of  the  country,  without  afCording  any  protection 
tv-  uhc  from  the  Somateoes  to  couaterb^ance  thatdisadvantage.  Tbe  finan- 
(iil  difficulties  of  the  Frwch  general  were  much  augmented  at  this  period 
by  1  peremptory  order  received  from  KapoliSon  to  bum  tbe  whole  English 
(Mds  found  in  tbe  province,  an  order  which,  however  ■li-timed  and  disa»- 
trgiu,  be  was  obliged,  after  uudung  the  most  vigeroiu  remonstrances,  to  carry 
isio  complete  execution,  by  publicly  burning  all  the  British  manufactures 
(Dund  in  the  province,  in  the  great  square  of  SarKg"***-  BriUsh  colonial  pro- 
duce, by  great  exertions,  escaped  wilh  a  duly  only  of  fifty  per  cent.  This  ri> 
SHOOS  measure  entirely  ruined  the  merchants  of  tbe  province ;  and  the  only 
nseurces  which  the  French  general  had  at  his  command  to  encounter  bis 
ttffmoijs  expenses,  were  those  which  he  derived  from  the  plain  of  Aragoo,

7^°*  sincethemiddleof  August,  yet  it  was  not  tiHtke  beglmingnfH^ 
ii"."»'>o.  remher  that  the  operations  lieftire  it  w«re  aerioady  praaeeoie*; 
the  waters  of  llie  EHiro  behig  too  shallow  in  the  autumnat  months,  Inm  Hw 
dnmght  of  summer,  topermit  the  heiry  boars  laden  wiA  die  stegee^otpv 
to  drop  down  from  Saragossa  to  the  lower  parts  of  the  nvra-.  Meanwhile,  tbe 
Spanish  gaerflla  parties  were  indefatigable  in  tfaeir  eObrta  to  impede  tbe  pn-

Sufat  had  tmntr  thonaaad  men  encamped  under  its  walU ;  while  Uacdo- 
MU,haTiiigK-TiettMl)«d  BareelwM,  and  raised  its  garrison  to  six  thousand 
Ml,  aid  Mt  Baragaaj  dUlUiers  with  fourteen  ttwusaud  at  Gerooa,  drew 
Mar  with  fifie«ntbaiu«ideKcell«>ltioo|ia  to  cover  the  siege  (1  J. 
■fwipM.  Twnai,  timated  at  itie  mouth  of  the  Ebro,  and  in  port  resting  on 
•fiHHL  g  ridge  a<  rocky  bei^ls,  vhioh  in  that  qnarter  approach  close  to 
tbenrtr,  seems  lofonu  the  bond  ofeoHinuueatuin  between  the  mouuliJDt 
•fCitalonik^tbe'WBlcrs  of  Uia  river.  The  town  itself  is  situated  on  the 
MHlicni  M-  lefl  bank,  and  Ms  chief  defeaea  consisted  in  the  strong  iortifica- 
liMs  vUeh  erowned  die  cnst  of  the  ragged  heights  that  rise  Irom  thenoe 
iDTirds  the  moanlains  Ibal  lie  to  tbe  northward.

A  faomworii,  called  the  Tenatas,  perched  on  a  height  beyond  the 
MrtbtraaabaA,BDda)iUMtte,lKarHigtbe  atmeof  Orl^ns,  constructed  to 
onrilie- point  when  the  Dake  of  OrUans  bad  carried  the  place  during  the 
m  of  the  Sncecasion,  constibiled  its  principal  outworks  on  the  left  bank  of 
tte  lirer.

■n  ihensond  more,  wwc  aniinated  with  jhe  best  spirit ;  and  both  from  the

'■^S£  Six  Ihonsand  of  Macdonald's  men  were  placed  under  the  command 
•*L^  A,,  ot  Sachet,  while  he  himself  with  the  remainder,  10,000  strong, 
-*Moaed  himself  in  tbe  passes  of  tite  hills,  in  such  a  mann^  as  to  inter- 
nal the  approach  of  any  Spaniards  AnmTaragona,  where  the  bulk  of  their 
waw^e placed.  Bni  thedefsneemadebyTortost  wasnoways common- 
*>nie  ritlMr  lo  ittsDcteat  reputation,  nor  the  present  efforts  which  had 
^  made  Cur  lU  radnctioo.  The  inTestme&t  having  been  completed,  the 
*^  '>•  whole  «9emy^  posU  were  driven  in  on  Uie  IMh  December ;  and  on 
'  ^iHiitlowhig  Bight  groud  was  broken  before  tbctortress.  With  such  vigour 
*m  the  operatfoM  eondnoted,  and  so  negligent  the  defence,  that  in  the 
■htn  spMo  at  seven  dajv  the  besiegers  were  safely  lodged  in  the  covered

haQDted  by  the  terrors  of  a  mine  exploded,  and  the  enemy  rasbing  in  tbroti^ 
a  defenceless  breach;  and  at  leven  o'dock  in  (he  erening  he  hoisted  lie 
white  flag  on  the  basUon  chieDy  threatened.  Meanwhile,  he  had  recoant  to 
the  usual  resource  of  irresolute  men,  a  council  of  war ;  but  it  decided  nolbnt, 
and  left  him  in  greater  perplexity  than  before.  The  officers,  howenr,  of  the 
garrison,  indignant  at  the  pusillanimous  surrender  which  was  in  conlem- 
plalioR,  loudly  remonstrated  against  the  proposed  surrender,  and  in  ha 
iH.  1.  almost  shook  off  the  governor's  authtirity.  In  the  nigbl,  bowercr, 
tbe  artillery  of  the  besiegers  thundered  with  powerful  eDto  on  the  rampnb 
from  theoppositesideof  the  ditch;  in  the  morning  two  praclkablebreMto 
were  made  onit,Bndan  immediate  assault  was  commanded.  Upon  Ibis  tbne 
while  flags  were  displayed  in  different  parts  of  the  city;  and  Snchel,  pt^ 
ceivisg  that  the  governor's  authority  was  not  generally  obeyed,  rode  op  i* 
the  principal  gate,  informed  the  sentinels  that  hostilities  bad  ceased,  at 
desired  to  be  instantly  ctmducted  to  the  governor  In  (he  dtadel.

trets  tUD  ia  the  bands  of  the  Spaniards — the  seal  of  govern  men  t~the  ar- 
MDil  of  their  power,  and  in  an  especial  tnanuer  valuable  from  its  capacions 
liarbour,  which  afforded  ample  means  of  communicatinf  by  sea  Witb  the 
toglish  fleet.  The  city,  however,  was  so  powerful,  that  great  preparaliaiB 
lod  no  small  conoentration  offeree  were  required  for  its  reduction.

Hof  theSuccessiou  ia  Spain,  than  the  fierce  and  irresistible  onsets  which 
chtncterised  in  other  t^uarUrs  the  wars  of  the  French  Revolution.  Eiliaustion 
udlissiludti  followed  every  considerableacliievemcnl;  and  the  enemy  nevn 
appeared  so  formidable  as  after  reverses  that  presaged  his  ruin.

batdonald  waa  eag^ed  during  these  operations  in  northern  Catalonia  in 
AoMrpriie  wbidi  has  left  an  enduring  staiu  on  his  memor;.  After  the  dc- 
rwaN«fSoch«tferSangM3a,coiuequant  on  the  fell  of  Tortosa,  the  marshal 
WwtoiU  from  Lerida  for  Barcelona,  not  by  the  direct  road  of  Iguelada, 
iiUck  WW  oeeupied  in  force  by  Sori&etd,  but  by  the  circuitous  route  of  Han- 
iM.  Sanfiald,  apprized  of  his  intenlioos,  lay  in  the  rocky  heights  in  the 
h>*f  neigbboiuhood  of  Hoot  Sarrat  to  assail  him  iu  the  qarch.  The 
■n!'^  ItaUuis,  who  ionned  the  bead  of  tlie  column,  encountered  a 
'^^  eevere  oppuilion  at  the  bridge  of  Manresa,  which  was  strongly 
''Biicided}  but  having  forced  their  way  ibroogh,  they,  with  wanton 
'idwitj^set  fire  to  the  town,  though  it  bad  made  no  resistance,  and  was 
■^WM emireiy  deserted  by  its  inhabttaDtSgandeveniorethewoundedSpa- 
^'vdt  from  the  haspital.  The  flabes  ^reading,  with  frightful  rapidity, 
Mw  reduced  700  Iwuies  to  ashes,  among  which  were  two  orphan  hospitals, 
'Dd  Hvaral  other  noble  eatabliahmeots  both  of  industry  and  beneficence. 
■wdoDttd,  who  witnessed  the  conflagration  from  the  heights  of  Culla,  at  a 
"■HI  distance,  made  no  attempt  to  extinguish  the  Oames;  but,  resuming  his 
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march  OB  ibe  fallowing  mornteg^lefllbe  anidtiBg  niias  lo  «Uart  nkni 
Fretush  marsbal's  sriny  had  paued  the  night.  But  the  vanioti  act  of  but*- 
rity  was  quickly  and  condigniy  aTenged.  The  inbabitanla  oi  all  the  iMt|k- 
boudng  bills,  struck  by  iheprodigigusli^t  which,  thnogh  tba  whole  n^l, 
illuminated  the  heavens,  bMlened  at  daybreak  to  the  jcene  of  denstatin, 
and,  wrought  up  to  tlie  hi^eil  pitch  by  the  sight  of  the  bonuua  dweilinp, 
fell  with  irresistible  fury  on  lh«  Frenoh  icnguaid  as  it  was  d^ilini  asl  d 
(he  town,  while  Sarsfield  blmielf  assailed  the  long  ciritunn  of  march  in  Quk, 
when  scBllered  aver  several  leagues  of  woody  and  rocky  defika,  and  bcfut 
Hacdonald  reached  Barcelosa  he  bad  siuuiBed  a  loss  of  1000  mea.  Tbt 
hideous  cruelty  of  this  conflagialion  excited  the  almost  iDdignation,  naiutli 
in  Catalonia,  but  throughout  the  whole  of  Spain.

which  were  placed  under  his  orders.  He  replied,  therelDre,  to  the  reqnin-

ijrctrni  D(  Finding  the  garrison  resolute  in  inaintaiDii^  the  defence,  nat- 
Ind'pT'  viihstanding  the  disaster  they  had  experieoced,  Sudiet  cou- 
t^rs^"'  meaced  his  approaches  in  form  againal  the  lower  town,  on  tbea^ 
»i^i'°  of  theFrancoU  river.  Sanfieldai  the  same  time  en  teredjbafiv- 
tress  with  reinforcemenU,  and  took  the  command  in  ibe  menacec  qoirtv. 
The  French  engineers,  by  great  exertion,  had  Iber^  established  fifty  ^tta  d 
heavy  caanon  in  the  trenches,  which  were  gradually  pushed  forward  U 
breaching  distance,  notwithaiaiidlDg  repeated  sallies  of  the  besieged.  On  tbt 
Jul ;.  7th  June  the  fire  comoieneed  against  Fort  Francoli,  and  on  tbi 
same  night  a  lodgement  waseOecied  in  thai  outwork  which  forms  the  weib- 
eastemangleof  tlie  fortress,  close  to  the  sea.  By  this  means  the  French  giiiwi 
the  important  advantage  of  closing  the  entrance  of  tbe  barbonr  to  the  BritiA 
fleet :  but  Codrington  still  kept  up  his  communication  with  the  town  by  meut 
of  the  point  of  Halagro,  which  was  beyond  the  reachof  the  guns  from  Fna- 
coli ;  and  he  soon  after  landed  four  thousand  men  from  Valeocta  at  ^ 
tw  li.  Nova,  who  made  their  way  across  the  hills  to  Cwipoverde,  vii 
jBoiu.  was  now  seriously  prepahogin  their  rear  to  disquiet  the  basiega^ 
while  D'E^roUes,  near  Falcet,  attacked  and  destroyed  a  valuable  convoy  ooio 
route  to  their  camp.  Meanwhile,  the  garriMu  of  Tamgooa  were  so  cooSdot 
in  their  means  of  defence,  that  they  dispatched  a  body  of  horse  out  by  Ibe 
road  to  Barcelona,  who  tnoke  ihrougb  the  French  lines  of  investment,  aal 
succeeded  In  joining  their  comrades  destined  to  raise  the  siege.  Several  |ii- 
lant  sorties  also  were  made  by  the  Spaniards  from  the  lown  town,  somcc' 
which  proved  entirely  aunca^ut,  and  sensibly  retarded  the  approad>a  of 
tbe  French,  which  were  now  directed  agaimt  the  Orleans  bastion,  stiU  eo  tbt 
southern  front  of  that  part  of  the£)rtre8s(2J.  , 
i!J^i™h«  These  untoward  evenU  seriously  alumed  Sucbet  tor  the  w^l 
tn  btiaii.1  of  the  siege.  The  garrison  of  tbe  fortress  bad  now  been  augnssfed 
kwtrii^x.  to  nearly  seventeen  thousand  men  :  tbe  losses  of  the  defence  wM 
constantly  supplied  by  fresh  troops ;  his  own  besiegiDg  fiu^e  was  hanUyd 
greater  amount,  when  the  losses  it  had  austained,  ajrndi  amountiog  to  '** 
thousand  five  hundred  men,  were  taken  into  view;  and  fbitrtaen  ibouui 
insular  troops,  under  Campoverdeand  Sar9tield,were  assembled  to  thresia 
his  communications  and  cut  off  bis  convoys.  An  ordioar;  general,  la  ^ 
circumstances,  would  have  abandoned  the  nmlerlafcing.  Bui  Sudiet  wHW

The  first  column,  onder  General  BonvioD,  mahed  on 
npkfly  to  tbe  breach  of  the  Orleans  bastion,  which  they  were  fortnnate 
dMngb  to  snnnotmt  almost  before'  they  were  percetred,  and  before  the 
nemy  had  lime  to  fire  two  mines  which  had  been  run  nnder  (he  mined  part 
■fihe  wall.  The  Spaniards,  surprised,  were  driven  back  to  the  gorge  of  tbe 
ndonbl,  where  they  stood  flnn,  and  arrested  the  aasaalting  column  :  bnt 
fresh  troops  pouring  in,  they  were  at  length  orercome,  and  the  Tieton  holly 
ponrifng  their  advantage,  made  themselves  masters  of  the  whole  works  in  the 
•owl^west  angle  of  the  lower  town,  and  arrived  at  (he  foot  of  the  rampart  of 
FortRoyil.  Meanwhile,  (he  second  colnmn,  whose  attack  wasdirected  against 
At  breach  in  the  bastion  of  St. -Charles,  near  tbe  sea-coast,  met  with  a  severe 
'Biitance,  and  its  head  was  arrested  on  the  breach ;  bnt  Suchet  no  sooner 
pfMeired  this  than  he  ordered  np  a  second  body,  which,  pressing  on  Imme-

naipari  was  won.  The  whole  bastions  and  walls  now  swarmed  with  tbe  as- 
nilnis ;  the  Spaniards,  without  a  leader,  were  thrown  into  confusion,  and 
letl,  some  to  the  upper  town,  some  into  the  houses  in  the  lower,  where  they 
"^ifn  speedily  pursued  and  massacred  :  the  shouts  of  the  Tictors,  the  cries  of 
fix  ranqnished,  were  heard  on  all  sides ;  the  warehouses  near  (be  harbonr 
loot  fire,  and  soon  filled  the  heavens  with  a  prodigionsfiame;  in  the  general 
loDfnsion  the  vessels  in  tbe  portent  their  cables  and  stood  out  to  sea;  while 
the  Fnglish  squadron  increased  the  horrors  of  the  scene  by  pouring  their 
Wdsides  indiscriminately  into  the  quays  and  ramparts,  now  crowded  with 
tbemetny's  saldier<!.  In  the  midst  of  this  frightful  cenfusion,  however,  the 
•sstilants  steadily  pursued  their  advantages  :  amidst  a  terrific  carnage,  alike 
of  soldiers  and  citizens,  the  besieged  were  driven  entirely  from  their  defences; 
Fcit  Royal  itself  was  carried  by  escalade  In  the  first  tumult  of  victory ;  and 
wbcn  morning  dawned  the  French  were  masters  of  the  harbour  and  whole 
Io*er  (owu  ;  the  principal  warriionses  were  smoking  in  ruins ;  fifteen  hun- 
M  Spaniards  lay  dead  in  tbe  streets  and'on  the  breaches,  besides  five  hnn- 
ind  French  who  had  fallen  in  the  assault ;  eighty  heavy  guns  which  stood  on 
I  ft  twiparls  were  in  the  enemy's  power ;  and  the  whole  remaining  hopes  of 
"^na  centred  In  (he  infuriated  multitude  who  crowded  the  walls  of  the

Sodi  was  the  Tigoiir  with  which  the  lire  of  the  place  was 
ta^a^  tliat  ttM  parapatfin  Ibc  neami  French  trenches  erected  within  the 
Itmr  town,  ware  iiiet  away ;  and  the  gunners  Mood  eipeaed  beside  their 
fiteei  to  a  mnHodous  storm  of  ransketTT  ftwn  the  ranpart,  whkh  swept 
mjmmdwr*  every  ndnnte.  TtM  plaeo  of  those  who  Ml,  however,  was 
lMi«4rsappHed  by  others}  the  Ore  of  tbe  aawikntB'  batteries  continned 
Mmoi  jntanakaien;  the  breach  rapidly  wideood  with  every  discharge, 
-akfletbe  iDpattenee  on  eiAer  aide  far  the  finil  strangle  became  such,  that 
ttesBM«nondnw*llsa»d  intha  trendies  sloed  up  and  hurled  defiance 
iMi  fasWic  gMCnies  al  e«A  olhat,  in  the  nridst  ot  the  teropcat  of  shot  whidi 
i«  flylDgon  aH  ridca.  Al  Isngdi  Sachet,  at  Ave  in  the  afternoon,  deeming 
4s  hasch  soficientiy  widened  to  admit  of  behig  carried,  trav^'sed  the 
iiiks,niMrMsuiKhinisdfteeT«Teompany;  Md,seriDgthe  menwroaght 
Ip  to  the  highest  pild>,  gave  the  signal  for  assault,  and  fifteen  handred  cbo- 
)n  tre^H,  sallying  forth  ftttm  the  trencbes,  mshed  forwards  towards  the 
Mnpart,  while  rigjit  tbonsand  more  wve  in  reserve  in  the  trenches  to  ssp- 
fcntlidrauaek(l). 
iBP««i.  The aasailanis  had  lo  eross  a  space  «  handred  and  twenty  yards 
^•*  broad  befsra  reaching  the  foot  of  the  wall;  and  the  row  of  aloes  at 
IhliMtoflhred  no  inconstderaUetAstacle  to  their  advance.  When  they  leapt 
«M  flf  Ae  trenches,  the  whole  VnoA  hatieries  InsUnlly  ceased  firing,  while 
'Astefihe  Spaniards  from  the  sammit  of  ^rampart  redoubled,  and  a  fright- 
"M  Mam  of  musketry,  grape,  hand-grenades,  and  howitzers,  swept  away  the 
4tad«(  the  column.  On  thisy  rashed,  however,  till  the  aloes  were  reached, 
■ku  tb«ir  Hue  was  loond  to  be  Impenetrable ;  the  column  required  to  make  a 
''Aeah  to  get  rennd,  and  the  delay  and  confusion  incident  to  this  obsUcle 
"M  mltalgfa  proved  fttal  to  the  assault.  When  the  troops,  disordered  and 
Wsf  breath,  at  )eaf(th  reached  the  foot  of  the  rampart,  and  began  to  ascend 
'As  braadi,  the  crnmbtiag  ruins  gave  way  under  their  feel ;  its  summit  was 
wnraed  by  a  phabw^  of  determined  men,  strongly  armed  with  bayonets, 
Mvds,  and  haad'grtDadea.  K  converging  fire  of  musketry  fell  on  all  sides, 
Ud  (he  leadinf  files  wore  struck  down  by  a  shower  of  grape  in  flank  from 
4s|gastion  of  SL-Jehn.  The  column  hesilated  and  recoiled  in  confusion : 
ilnady  the  cries  o<  vietoiy  were  heard  from  the  rampart,  when  Suchet,  who 
'Visai  husd  to  amst  the  disorder,  poshed  forward  a  strong  reserve  to  its 
iqipM,  and  Umadf  foUowod  widi  hb  staff  to  the  scene  of  danger.  Still  the 
^rilanu hesiuled  of  ihefootof  lhelHeaeh,and,q>reading  oat  on  either 
Mclnwiklcaafnsion,bspBlo  retaminvaiB  thefireof  the  enemy,  or  take 
MtKonder  the  projections  of  dMbastitm  of  St.-Wul.  Upon  this,  General  Ha- 
^  fUooel  Np^  Mid  -the  whote  oScert  of  the  staff,  themselves  rushed  for- 
*■'  tatbo  broach,  fbUowed  by  the  commanders  of  companies  of  the  assaull- 
%«ilaams.  Many  Ml  in  the  aseent;  but  the  remainder  pashcd  on  with 
wssoeeoMge,  and  readied  the  top ;  the  moss  bebiod  re-formed  aad  rapidly 
'^llsved  on  their  foolXeps,  and  die  town  was  won.  Eight  tliousand  French, 
^te  higbot  state  of  excitement,  speedily  streamed  over  the  breach,  and 
^mdiaiea  facroBt  along  the  ramparts  on  eiUter  side  j  and  in  Uie  general 
'Wfiiiun  A»  &ree  battalions,  plat^  behind  as  a  reserve  for  the  defenders, 
>*n  everthrowa.  A  panic  seized  the  Spanish  troops  in  the  interior ;  almost 
AA^defanees  were  abandonedj  am)  it  was  only  at  (he  barricades  and 
'•"pksiLd  heoBM  near  the  street  vf  Ia  Rcmbla,  that  any  scrioos  resistance 
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WIS  wperiflneed.  There,  bovevw,  a  lundfvl  «(  dcspente  men  MenM 
themselves  like  lions,  md  it  was  only  by  eoDtinually  bringing  ap  frott  »- 
lumns  of  atuek,  and  tbeftUare  afaaiiBunitioDanoiiglbebe»ieg«l,ibittbt! 
wer«  at  longth  oTer come,  and  ttae  tovd  finally  Uken  (1), 
Divnorhi  Thefame jus(]yi]ue toSucbetand  bii indoMgiMeamyferibii 
ihoFl^^'h  glerioai  exploit,  which  was  one  <rf  Um  pMtcst  Hows  Mnck  d<w- 
u  iM  (.«.  iHg  the  whole  PenniSBler  war,  and  gave  «  decWve  prepondtfaia 
lo  the  French  ums  in  ibe  east  of  Spain,  wu  deeply  tanlAed  by  Ibo  H*i|e 
cruelty  which  disgraced  tfaeir  triumph  after  the  city  wu  ukra.  The  bovc 
governor,  CoDtrerai,  who  had  recetnd  a  deep  bayonet  wemd  in  the  bnMl, 
near  the  breach,  wu  home  on  a  board  inlo  the  presence  «( th«  ftiadt  <•■■ 
mandcT,  while  the  eamage  was  yet  reeking  in  ereryquBier.  hirtiraditfii' 
miring  the  valour  and  commiserating  the  siloacion  flf  hie  Mko  eneny,  iht 
victorious  ganerat  repreached  him  for  Ibe  tenacity  e<  bii  dvfmce,  and  da- 
olared  be  deserved  inaUnt  death  for  having  continued  the  rasuUKeito 
the  breach  was  practicable.  "  1  know  of  no  law,"  npUed  CoDtreras, "  vtick 
oompetled  rae  to  capitulate  before  the  assault ;  besidea,  I  expected  sutass. 
My  person  !thou  Id  be  respected  like  that  of  the  other  prisoners,  and  the  FrsDtb 
general  will  respect  it|  if  not,  to  htm  the  infamy,  to  me  die  glor^-"  W 
dignified  answer  recalled  Sucbct  to  his  bettor  feetinga :  be  treated  tbaaip' 
live  general  with  respect,  and  soon  after  loaded  htm  with  kin<bMaa,aDdMig 
advanees  to  induce  hiffl  toaceeptrank  In  theservloeef  Joaepb;bnitbelnw 
Spaniard  was  proof  alike  against  his  seductions  as  his  neatcw,  and  bem 
in  consequenoe  sent  as  a  prisoner  to  the  citadel  of  Bttuillou,  in  tbfll^wCasf- 
triea,fromwheoee  he  afterwards  made  biaeseape.  But  inodier  quartmHK 
work  of  slaughter  went  gn  without  inlermisalon.  Gonialei,  the  seesedis 
command,  fell  pierced  by  more  than  twenty  weimda :  nine  fanndied  wiH*- 
ed,  who  had  sought  refuge  in  the  cadtedral,  and  lay  on  (he  pavemwt  wdw^ 
ing  in  blood,  wereapared;  bnt  upon  the  defeneelesa  inbabiunu  the  sianif 
the  victor's  fury  fell  with  unexampled  severity.  Armed  and  gpaimeii,  Mt 
and  women,  grey  hairs  and  infant  innocence,  attractive  youth  a»d  wiinkM 
age,  were  alike  butchered  by  Iho  infurteted  troops,  whose  panions  wtte,ssl 
like  the  l^nglisb  soldiers,  those  of  plnuder  or  drnnkennesa,  but  the  iiAnil 
unrelenting  spirit  of  vengeance.  Above  six  tbonsand  human  baflgs,akM« 
all  defenceless,  were  massacred  on  that  <ta«adfnt  nij^t,  whkh  will  be  na»- 
bered  in  Spain  as  long  as  the  human  race  endnres;  the  greater  pwl  •!  1^ 
garrison,  which  bad  precipitated  itself  over  the  rocks,  or  nubed  thna^ 
the  Qorlhern  gates,  enclosed  wilhiu  the  French  lints  and  the  fireofthtna- 
parts,  were  matle  prisoners;  and  when  the  magistrates  of  the  sorroaiidiv 
eoantry  w^e,  on  the  following  morning,  by  Sachet's  enters,  breuihliaietks 
town,  and  marched  Uirougb  tbe  streets  to  see  what  fate  awaited  Ibsst  «ki

vity  neither  difficHJ  ty  CMild  chock,  nor  prosperity  diniiriih,  exsealed  a  tvif- 
de-main  againit  Moht  Sebaat,  a  eelebniBd  inonnlain  fastaess,  tttd  mw  tht 
laststrongfaoklofiadependeiicein  that  part  of  Spain.  Uwuoomposedofftt 
conTont  of  Our  Ijidy  of  UoDt  Serrat,  f oameriy  possessing  great  riches,  remowd 
at  an  early  period  of  the  war  to  Minorca  by  the  monks,  tod  sbMid  flpoi  tkt 
summitof  a  fantastic  monntaintOrTDrlookiog  from  the  westward  tt>c  plain  et 
the  Llobregat,  in  tiie  neifhbonrhood  of  fiaroelona.  Ilw  prodigiom  hdgfat  it 
the  precipices  on  which  the  huildings  wne  aituled ;  (he  wild  iaras  of  At 
peaks  whiefa  shot  up  «sitw«re  into  ifaeakyHooBdtheM;  the  naked  aada- 
vage  chancier  of  the  rocks,  like  the  bonea  of  a  giganlie  sknliMn,  of  «M 
the  whole  upper  part  of  (he  mountain  is  composed ;  die  umDorouB  henatUgcs 
which  nestled  like  swallows' nests  in  the  cMts,  or  crowned  the  projutisg 
pointsinitoloDgascent;  the  blue  waters  of  the  Mediterranean  bounding  tte 
distant  horizon,  from  die  higber  r^ons;  th»  anuling  aspect  of  ttie  phdn  «f 
Barcelona,  teeming  with  riches  and  gliilertng  with  buildings  at  its  loot,  joiiai 
to  (be  massy  pile,  Gothic  towers,  andaerialspires.oilheconTeat  itself,  at (ta 
snmniit— had  long  impressed  the  minds  of  the  Spaniards  with  religiaasiirq 
and  rendered  (bis  monastic  re(rGat  oneoftheoMMtceldWated  intbesootkif 
Europe.  But  warinitsmostterribleform  waanowtopenetnie  dteseatodsi 
of  soUtude  and  meditatioo ;  and  the  dang  of  mndtetry  and  lbs  ihnnden  of 
artillery  were  to  re-eebo  amidst  wilds  liithcrto  respondve  only  to  the  imMI 
of  gratitude  or  the  aong  of  praise  (3). 
fuT.u'rM  "^^  convent  of  Notre  Dame,  eracuated  by  the  oaonks,  had,  frsii 
JiiTi^.  the  hegtaining  ofthe  war,  heenafiroarite  sUtioa  of  the  patml 
bands ;  and  Ihongh  l(s  situation,  at  the  dis(aBce  of  sercn  leagues  only  frsa 
Bsrc^na,  had  long  rendered  it  at  oncea  pointof  troportncetotbeJ^aiinh 
and  annoyance  to  the  Frend),  yet,  from  the  apparentt]' irapregnaUestnagA 
of  its  situation,  no  attempt  bad  been  made  to  disMgt  them  from  it;  Of  te 
considetable  pains  had  been  taken  1o  sireagihcn  the  position :  the  steep  Md 
narrow  paths  which  wouiid  up  (he  long  ascent,  had  in  many  places  ke* 
fortifled ;  batteries  had  been  erected  on  aome  cemmaBdlog  pM)(i ;  dMf 
ditches  drawn  acrpss  the  road  in  ethers;  and  near  the  moUtHryltseHaAtsf 
intrenchment  had  been  thrown  up,  while  tie  gales  were  barricaded, aW  smu^ 
wallsloop-holedfor  the  fireof  musketry.  The prineifai approach  wasaa(ta 
north  side  by  Casa  Hanaaiia,  and  it  was  on  it  that  die  greatest  OM  af  tk* 
garrison  bad  been  bestowed ;  that  which  aaceodod  the  momK^  M  ^ 
south  by  Colbato,  and  on  (be  east  towards  HoMBtreft,  wn*  nwefalhi,  H 
sUicp  and  rugged  that  they  wen  deemed  altogether  iaaoeeaBiUe  to  a  bsdyrf 
troops.  Sachet,  however,  having  accurately  enquired  into  tba  aotare  «f  ^a 
ground,  resolved  to  menaceall  tbeibreeapproMbee-at«Me}ttep'A>>H 
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attmak,  BBfler  6eB««lii»arice  MmWbu,  beJUj  difactad  on  ibeimihernstde. 
Tbii  sohuDD  expoiiMMd  DO'striMn  oppeaiiOB  till  it  arrind  at  the  diapel  of 
Saint  Ocilia ;  bat  AonftBlMBg  iatfeDcbinanl  blockaded  tlie  road,  virile  a 
E«Tcre  fir«  of  fntMaBdmnketry  from  the  overbasghif  weodi  and  olffb 
soMMd  l»rwdHauaoIi  impoHible.  lltegMiMditra  balled,  and  feU  back  tlH 
ih«y  were  oat  of  reach  of  tefire:  bM,  meanwhile,  lburtceUatbiea<)etached 
aonn  Itgbt  troopj  to  atala  the  roekl  viAA  arose  behind  the  intrenchments  ; 
and  these  gallant  men,  [after  undergoing  {incredible  fatigues,  aiKoeeded  in 
eMnUUing  ihcmidvcs  on  tha  hctgbM  In  Ibe  rear  of  the  Spanish  position, 
apad  oftnrtd  a  plunging  flr»  on  tbe  gnnnen  at  their  piece*.  BOconraged  by 
tUs  jorfol  aaimd,  tbe  graMdltrs  In  ^nt  ratonied  to  the  charge,  and  by  a 
mfrid  rash  succeeded  In  pasring  tbe  perilous  defila^  and  carrying  tbe  work ; 
a  BBCond  battery  was  won  in  Uke  manner,  though  the  ^Hmiardi  stood  their 
lp«BDd  braTely,  and  were  hayvneted  at  ttieirgnns ;  and  when  Ihe  assailanis 
FMchcdtheBumiiHt,  and  were  fveparing  to  assault  tbe  manaslery,  Ihe  sound 
4f  lauaketry  behind,  and  a  sndden  roeh  of  the  ganrfswi  towards  the  barriers 
ba  front,  told  them  that  those  intnuied  with  theattad  on  the  sideofColbato 
bad  already  tnofeeded  in  sDrmounting  all  (he  difficulties  of  the  ascent,  and 
ibattbelaBtstraiighoklaf  theenemywaswon.  They  bad  gotinloihe  inclo- 
ssRS  by  means  of  a  postern  which  had  been  neglected,  and  made  tbeir  way 
^  ft  sodden  surpriia  into  tbe  convent.  Baron  d'Erdles  threw  himself  with 
tte  greata  part  of  tbe  garrison,  down  some  raTrnes,  known  only  to  the 
.  Spantdt  BMDDtaineera,  and  retched  the  Llohregal  without  any  material  loss : 
biu  tbe  convent,  iritb  ten  pieces  of  cannon  and  oil  Its  stores,  was  token,  and 
Ae  reputation  of  invincibility  reft  from  the  last  a^kira  of  Gatalonian  inde- 
pc»d«ioe.  Two  of  the  monks  were  massacred  in  tbe  Arsl  heal  of  victory,  but 
tbe  officers  saeceeded  in  rescnhig  the  remainder;  the  hermits  were  left 
UBOiolested  in  their  moss-grawn  oeila.  This  brilbant  success,  coming  so  soon 
lAor  tbe  capture  of  Taiagona,  produced  a  powerful  impression  over  (he 
wbole  province ;  many  guerilla  bands  laid  down  tbeir  arms ;  several  towns 
Mat  in  Iheirsnbmission;  and  Snchet,  deeming  Hacdonald  now  in  sufficient 
strength  to  complete  Its  pacifleation,  returned  toSaragossa  to  accdwalehis 
picparations  fte  tbeexpeditian  against  Valencia  (1).

They  came  npon  the  Spanirii  tnfiDiry.il- 
ready  somewhat  disordered  by  success,  at  the  very  lime  when  ihey  were 
alaggiBred  by  a  voiley  fn  flanifrom  the  i16tb  regiment,  whieh,  iixdinliig  bidi 
to  let  the  torrent  pass  whiefa  they  eouM  not  arrest,  at  Ah  critteal  monwDt 
tbrew  in  a  dose  and  wetl-dlrecled  fire.  TIte  oneei  of  the  terriUe  French  cri> 
raasiers,  fresh  and  in  admirable  order,  enihe  Spanish  centre,  proved  Inesist- 
tbie :  tlM  Valentian  horsemen,  ah«ady  blown  and  in  disorder,  were  inslaiK)} 
•vertbrewn;  thelnftniry  were  broken  and  drivon  l»ck;  not  otily  were  tte 
eaplored  gnus  retalien,  but  the  whole  Spanish  artltlery  in  that  part  of  A« 
field  seiied,  and  the  two  wings  entirety  aeparated  from  eactialiwr.  fte 
French  rif;ht  at  tiie  same  time  socceeded  in  regaining  the  gnvsml  It  had  toX 
tn  the  hills,  and  Arew  ftie  Spanish  left  opposed  lo  it  in  great  confiBlen  hrlt 
Uie  plain;  their  left  alto  was  sdvandHg;  and  Slafee,  seetng  A«  day  lest, re- 
tired towards  Valencia,  with  (he  leas  of  a  thousand  Itilled  and  wonnded.  nri 
two  tfaonsand  five  hundred  men, and  tweiregnns,  taken.

^'.n  rTTr,-  ^^^  himself  as  yet  In  safficient^strength  t9  undertake  tbe  Kcge  rflB 
fenncuu.  capital,  and  the  situation  of  Wake  was  far  from  being  desperate.  A 
forces  were  still  above  twenty  thonsandnmn:  bewlsnuterofRaintrenebtd 
eamp  with  a  fortifled  town  eneloaed  wldiin  its  ch«nM;  and  the  s«b  and 
harbour  gave  him  nnlimited  means  of  obtaining  relnfhrctments  and  sop^ 
from  the  rear.

DorfBgsii  weeks  that  he  renainedqaicKMl 
at  Saguntom,  he  was  ineesMUitly  eiifaged  in  aufcing  prtparaOons  for  tba 
siege;  while  the  Spaniards,  who  bad  all  witbAwwM  behind  tbe  Oisdt 
lavier,  were  daily  recruiting  tbefr  numben,  and  c«m|4eCng  Ibe  amRge- 
H„  ,.  menu  for  deienee.  Aiihougb,bowe*er,a  great  dcgTM  afenlbBSiiai 
a»>>^  prevailed  among  tbe  people,  yet  nothing  imHealMg  a  dcspenten- 
sistancewasaitempied;  and  it  wu  very  evident  that  the  Yatencians,  if  rfnX 
np  within  their  wntls,  would  neitber  Imitate  Uie  citizens  of  NanuBtisB  v 
Saragossa.  Meanwhile,  Suchet  on  two  occasions  bad  defeated  pownfalbodia

H^with  sndi  expedition  woe  the  operations  oonducled,  and  the  troa|M 
Mred  aooM,  thaL,b«fbie  the  Spabiardswei^  well  aware  of  tbeir  danger, « 
At  novameitt  which  was  in  cooteraplstioo,  Suebet  hintseK,  with  tbe  main 
Myefhis  forota,  and  tb«  whole  of  lUitle's  dinsion,  had  not  only  crossed 
mr,  hot,  by  a  senicirculAr  mardi,  bad  got  entirely  round  ibe  Spanish 
iUnMhed  camp,  in  snob  a  nanner  as  to  cut  off  the  retreat  from  the  dty 
limtTds  Alicante  and  Hurcia.

Had  it  evan  cone  np  to  the  rescue  ander  the  taiwars  «f 
Saguntum,  the  Imperial  eagles  wovtd  have  retreated  wlib  Annie  faMn  Ibe 
invasion  of  Valencia;  and  the  theatre  ii<  the  first  trinmpin  of  HannHM  niiihl 
have  been  that  of  Ih^  eomraeneemeni  of  HapoWon's  overthrow,  it  we 
recollect  that  Uie  capture  of  Valencia  in  the  east  of  Spain  wm  Lanw

would  have  arisen  from  tnch  a  happy  addition  of  Britiih  laeooar  a*  VMiid

But  it  is  still  more  painful  to  recollect  that  English  sncconr  was  nt  hand 
when  the  last  stronghold  of  Catalonian  indefiendence  was  torn  byoverwfaefan- 
ing  force  from  the  arms  of  freedom ;  that  the  warriors  of  the  power  wUtb 
had  seen  the  conquerors  of  Egypt  and  the  fortones  of  NapoMon  lecoH  taaa 
the  bastions  of  Acre,  beheld  secure  ttom  their  ships  the  grenadiers  of  thntha 
monnt  the  breach  of  Taragomi-,  and  thai,  when  the  garrison  of  SagantBuanw 
theii  last  hopes  expire  by  the  defeat  of  the  army  at  their  feet,  Britiili  Mft 
received  by  signal  the  isleliigence,  and  ttaeconquerora  of  Haida,-  wilkln  s  'fbw 
days'  sail,  might  have  snatched  thmr  laurels  from  the  victors.  We  havea 
mournful  satisfaction  in  recounting  the  horrors  of  Ibe  Corunna  reCreat :  W« 
dwell  wllh  exultation  on  the  carnage  of  Altniera;  fbr  that  aattwimg  wm 
endured  and  that  blood  was  shed  in  a  noUeeinao,  and  Bagtaod  the*  woittly 
shared  with  her  allies  Ihedangws  of  tbeoonlett;  bnf  lOTeintatHHTtrai^aBa 
fell  unaided  when  the  English  banners  were  in  light,  tbat  deeA  of  hrmira 
were  done,  and  England  though  near  was  not  iben~-^Ai  is  indeed  bnni- 
liition,  this  is  truly  national  dishonour.  And  nnder  the  tnflueBce  of  Una 
feeling,  it  is  not  only  wtlhoul  regnl,  bnl  wUb  a  MMo  of  jtwtice  ^iMA 
amounts  to  satisfaction,  tliat  the  subsequent  disgrace  of  the  BrttlA  ^rms 
before  the  walls  of  Taragona  will  be  recounted  (1);  for  it  was  fitting  Ibatoa 
the  one  and  only  spot  in  the  Peninsula  where  deeds  unworthy  of  b«  nane 
had  been  done,  the  one  and  only  stain  on  her  fame  sboeld  be  ineurred  (SJ.

Exporience,  as  Weilinglott  hImseU  r- 
marked,  has  "  never,  at  least  In  laiw  times,  realized  tbe  sloriea  wldch  aU 
bave  road,  of  whole  armies  betaig  drlvon  by  abandftit  of  light  inftntryaoMl 
dragoons; "  and  even  the  nnsi  iiBcne  boiievar  In  tbe  dfaodioB  of  hoanaa 
aBiiirs  by  a  Supreme  powH-,  cannot  doubt  ihai,  buaanly  speakiBg,  there  ii 
much  truth  in  Uoreau's assertion,  that" ProrideBotfkToan the Mroog  bat- 
talions." There  must,  it  ii  evident,  have  been  some  oauMS,  in  addMoa  ts  the 
Invvery  of  the  Englitb  troops,  wbtdi  brought  about  this  mnreUiHisdalinr- 
anoe;aBdit  is  in  their  djsoovery  that  the  gmt luefuhusa and  faiglMit aaa 
ofhistoryare  lobefennd.  SudianeoqulryoanfiitrmnodBlraetMMiftvt^ite 
meriuof  tho British  hero:  on  the  eoDtrary,  It  will  lead  to  their  hrighrt  cx- 
•ItaiioB ;  f<iM-  no  great  reT<dutions  in  hniaan  aflairt  can  be  bnragtat  abvat  bal 
by  the  GoociuTing  operation  of  many  general  causes  {and  It  is  In  tbe  piiMf 
tion  of  the  incipient  operations  of  these  causes,  when  hidden  from  Ifae  oi^ 
dinary  eye,  and  contrary  lo  those  operating  on  the  suriaoe,  and  theirsleady 
direction  to  noble  pnrpoies,  that  the  highest  eSbrt  of  mililary  or  polities 
intelicct  b  to  be  found. 

Bit  mini  !•  The  first  drcumstanGe  which  gave  an  advont^ie  lo  Wdliac- 
K'pmiI'  *""!  ""^  compensated  in  some  degree  the  vast  superiority  of  tke 
•^-  enemy's  fbrce,  was  his  central  situation,  midway  betweeo  the 
widely  scattered  stations  of  the  French  generals,  and  the  powerftil  ciiwM, 
stored  with  all  the  muniments  of  war,  and  resting  on  that  true  base  of  ftri- 
tish  military  operation,  the  sea,  which  lay  in  his  rear.  Grouped  at  tbe  dis- 
tance of  two  hundred  miles  from  the  ocean,  on  either  bankof  IheTagus,  viA 
a  secure  reireat  by  converging  lines  to  the  strong  position  of  Torres  Tedras, 
ascertained,  by  dear-bought  experience,  to  he  all  but  impregnable,  the  bg- 
Hsh  troops  wwe  in  a  situation  lo  threaten  either  Cindad  Rodr^  and  lie 
forces  of  Marmont  in  the  north,  or  Badajai  and  the  vanguard  of  Soult  ia  tbe 
aouthem  parts  of  the  Peninsula.  At  the  lime  when  they  were  most  vjddy 
severed  from  each  other,  the  forces  of  Beresford  or  Hill  iu  Estremadura,  aad 
Wellinglon  himself  in  Beiro  or  on  the  Agneda,  were  not  distant  b;  more  iban 
sixty  or  seventy  miles,  aud  could,  if  hard  pressed,  unite  in  a  few  days; 
whereas  the  French  troops,  a^r  the  occupation  of  Andalusia,  were  scattered 
over  an  immense  line,  more  than  Gve  liiuKlred  miles  in  length,  freea  tbe 
mountains  of  Asturias  lo  tbe  ramparts  of  Cadiz,  and  nearly  Ino  months  most 
elapse  before  they  could  combiDe  in  any  common  operations.  Tbe  force  a»- 
dcr  Harmont,  immediately  in  front  of  'Wellington,  was  not  superior  to  lus 
own  army  In  slrenglh ;  and  iU  means  of  obUining  subsistence,  and  keopiag 
considerable  btnlies  of  men  together,  were,  from  the  desert  nature  of  the 
plains  of  Leon,  much  inferior:  thus,  by  uniting  with  Beresfonj  eatbsaaatt 
of  tlie  Tagus,  or  colling  him  (o  his  own  standard  on  tbe  north,  be  bad  a  bir 
dunce  of  striking  a  serions  blow  before  the  distant  socconr  eouM  becoUeded 
to  avert  it  from  the  banks  of  tbe  Douio  or  tbe  Guadalquiyir.  It  wti  by  a

Not  only  was  the  wealth  of  GngJand  ap|died  with  larlab,  Ihoagh  ■niiiliMir 
ttiiguidsd  pradigiUt7,  te  thaupfMrt  of  hie  army,  an*  anffdtaa  of  all  aciHi 
hronglit  by  every  wind  that  blew  lo  tbe  haihona  of  liibom,  allhaiigfa  iha  ea»- 
IrendiDarr  diffienltjr  of  (mwuring  apeeia  inta  Bnglaad,  or  tbe  laanne  ^ 
triaapori  in  the  ooanlry,  glHB  expmd  him  lo  aKtraBie  diOtndtiaa  om  tie 
Spanish  froatier ;  inu  the  peat  rlTcn  of  Aa  Douro,  the  liMidcg*,  aaid  te 
TagM,  gan  bin  tbe  iBetdmable  adrantago  of  water  oarria§»  to  a  araMa- 
able  distance  in  tbe  interior.  Tbe  former  of  these  riveia  was  narigable  to 
boaU  of  a  coBtidarable  burden  to  wllhia  eighty,  tbe  Mandego  to  witfaira  a 
hundred  miles  of  ibefrontier  on  the  Agtteda;  isd  Wellington  loofc  wpaatuea, 
which  came  into  operation  in  March  1312,  which  rendered  the  Douro  wrig- 
able  01  far  as  iu  jnaelion  wiiti  that  leaseretream.  Ihis  was  an  immenaa  ad- 
Tantage,  especially  when  tbe  atuck"  of  fortified  places  was  to  be  uaderlakai 
on  Ibe  Portuguese  frontier ;  for  the  French  principal  mogaziBca  were  an  (he 
Donro  and  the  Tonnes,  and  their  battering  train  and  itorea  required  to  be 
bron^t  from  Madrid  or  Bayonne,  tbe  forma-  of  whteh  was  abevo  two,  the 
latter  more  tbaa  three  hundred  and  fifty  miies  from  th«  aeeiw  of  tdkn; 
whereas  the  stores  of  the  English,  even  when  oanied  lo  (Uodad  Rodrige  ar 
Badajoigfaadonly  lo  be  conveyed  a  hundred  miles  by  land  eaniage,  not  half 
the  distance.  It  was  in  a  great  measnrefrom  a  consideration  of  this  bdtnn- 
lage  that  Welliogton,  in  December  1811,  wrote  toLopd  liverpool :  '*  0«r  #- 
(nation  is  Improving,  and  whatever  may  be  Ibe  fate  of  Valsnda,  if  Um^MdUi 
naUon  hold  out,  I  thinly  they  may  yet  be  savad  (5)."

The  soldiers  were  every  vrtiere  trained  IheniselvaB 
liftap  Ibe  standiig  com,  amd  grind  U  by  portable  mills  liilo  Rear )  if  g^xeen, 
^  mowed  it  down  with  equal  deXn'ily  for  (bcir  horsest  it  reaped,  they 
iHvid it  fhun  tba  peaianM'plaaeof  eonoeelnoDt,  by  placing  the  bayonet  to 
fcr  thranb.

IMaoln  Leon,  asdIlPastoreon  the  coast  ef  Biscay,  kept  alive  the  war,  and 
M  iaared&>la  mischief  te  detached  bodies  of  the  enemy  i  bnt  smaller  bodies 
NlM  J^nrlMai  boTared  everywhere  round' their  flanks  and  rear,  and  al- 
MucDttretyohatniclfld  their  commtmlcatien  with  each  other.  On  the  other 
kawt,  the  r^nfaolty  with  which  the  BogHah  always  paid  for  all  the  sapplles 
nqDired  for  Uielr  army,  rendered  Aem  so  popvlar  with  the  raral  popula- 
Gdo,  that  they  brought  information  and  intercepted  letters  with  Incredible 
ADgmea  and  rtpMlty  ta  headqunrtera,  and  kept  the  British  g«Mral  always  as

pDvriri  la  any  thing  approaching  to  a  regular  or  united  plan  of  opentiflB 
^'""'  could  be  carried  on  against  an  enemy.  Plot  only  was  the  centtri 
dominion  of  the  crown  at  Uadrid  set  at  nought  by  the  aulboriiy  of  the  Empa- 
Tor,  who,  from  Paris,  o?erruled  and  directed  all  the  mibtary  operatioDs,  at 
yet  left  to  the  phantom  king  the  shadow  of  power  and  the  reality  of  respoo^ 
bility;  but  all  possibility  of  a  cordial  union  between  him  and  bis  tieuiouHli 
was  destroyed  by  the  uaesampled,  and,  to  a  sovereign,  hi^ly  grating  & 
tribotion  of  the  resources  of  the  country  which  the  Emperor  bad  ei 
between  them.  The  whole  revenues  of  the  provinces  were  a; 
French  gen^als,  with  all  the  contributions  which,  by  the  most  rigorou  auk- 
tar y  execution,  they  could  extract  {rom  the  wretched  iDhabitants;  wbikAi 
king  in  the  capital  was  left  with  the  burdenof  a  court,theezpeasesof  wluA 
be  had  no  means  of  defraying  except  the  pension  of  a  miUioa  o(  (iaaa, 
( L,<iO,000  j  a-month  which  he  received  from  France ;  and  even  that  was,  ■ 
the  later  stages  of  the  conlest,  exclusively  devoted  to  the  payment  of  Uv 
troops,  leavingthe  king  himself  utterly  destitute.  The  consequence  was,  U 
the  monarch  and  his  court  were  reduced  to  such  straits,  that  the  royal  codt' 
dllors  were  seen  begging  their  bread  from  door  lo  door.  Joseph  himselfni 
compelled  to  pawn  his  plate  to  raise  the  money  required  to  purchase  Ai 
necessaries  of  life;  and  Marshal  Jourdan,  toajor-geaeral  of  the  armies,  rftt 
IwiTOwing  till  his  credit  was  exhausted,  could,  with  difficulty,  procure  M^ 
mon  subsislence  (i).  Such  being  the  slate  of  the  court  of  Uadiid,itisB|( 
aurprisiog  that  the  most  bitter  animosity  should  have  prevailed  between  dp 
king  and  the  marshals  in  the  provinces,  who  seemed  placed  there  ontj  t 
usurp  his  authority,  and  intercept  his  revenue.  His  letters  to  Napcd<% 
during  the  wjiole  of  his  reign,  are  accordingly  tilled  not  only  with  the  Utuntf 
complaints  of  his  own  sufferings,  but  with  positive  accusations  o(  trMM 
against  his  lieutenants,  especially  Sault,  whom  be  openly  chargod  wift 
aspiring  to  the  throne  of  Andalusia  (3J.  But  it  was  all  in  vain.  IbeponV 
of  thesword  was  irrevocably  vested  in  these  rigorous  taskmaslen ;  andvk* 
Joseph,  on  one  occasion,  in  desperation  laid  bishands  OB  a  large  D 
com  collected  near  Toledo,  Harmont  immediately  sent  troops,  who  n 
the  magazine  by  force,  telling  the  owners  of  the  grain  they  mif^apidy  ta  4i 
monarch  for  their  payment  (2).

Eid>  accustomed  to  regal  ttate  and  authority  in  his  own  prorince,  and  looli- 
iog  to  the  Tuileries  only  for  the'iDStructkins  he  was  to  obey,  felt  his  vanity 
mwliGed,  and  his  cvosequence  lessened,  when  be  was  callnl  npon  to  act  in 
(Aedience  to,  or  even  to  co-operate  on  equal  lerms  with,  any  of  his  brother 
manbals.  To  snch  a  height  did  this  discord  rise,  that  Ney  was  put  under  »r- 
rcst  by  Hbss^na,  during  the  retreat  from  Portugal,  for  direct  disobedisnee  of 
orders;  and  no  snbseqnent  military  operation  of  length  was  undertaken  by 
my  two  of  the  marshals  jointly,  till  the  rictories  of  Wellington  forced  them 
mte  one  still  dhnnited  mass  after  the  battle  of  Salamanca.  Soall  remained  in 
Andalnsja  living  in  regal  magnificence  on  the  banks  of  the  Guadalquivir,  and 
Jeqily  engaged  in  great  designs  for  that  province,  from  which  he  was  only 
ooasionally- diverted  by  the  advances  of  the  British  in  Estremadnra.  Bes- 
sUres,  openly  condemning  both  the  retention  of  Badajoz  and  the  siege  of 
Cadit,  found  himself  so  occupied  with  the  protection  of  the  great  co  mm  un  lea- 
Inri  is  tbe  north,  from  the  increasing  vigour  of  the  Biscay  add  Navarre  gue- 
tBIb,  as  to  be  able  to  lend  only  a  casual  aid  to  the  army  of  Portugal  (1);  while 
Vtnnont,  at  the  bead  of  that  force,  found  himself  immediately  exposed  to  the 
itlacts  of  Wellington  without  any  cordial  support  either  from  the  army  of 
Ik  centre  in  his  rear,  or  the  distant  columns  of  Soult  or  Bessf^res  on  either 
Ink.  When  the  English  general  assumed  the  ofTensive,  and  the  period  of 
finiter  began,  the  French  commanders  mutually  laid  the  blame  on  each 
other :  Joseph  loudly  accused  them  of  selGsh  regard  to  their  separate  in  t«reiU; 
wfaikNapoIton,  who  could  in  brook  reverses  of  any  liind,  thundered  onl  his 
Muore  in  suefa  culling  terms  from  the  Tnileries  or  Russia  against  them  all, 
M  made  the  greater  number  of  them  tender  their  resignations,  and  gave  rise 
loiNHistantannd  rapid  change  ofcommanders  on  the  exposed  frontier  at  the 
WKI  critical  period  of  (be  war.  Each  marshal  was  solicitoas  chiefly  for  the 
pniection  of  his  own  province,  with  the  safety  of  which  he  was  entrusted, 
)ixi  in  which  the  fonndalions  of  bis  fortune  were  laid ;  and  vben  the  king 
if^teA  to  either  fbr  succour,  the  answer  he  got  from  Soull  or  Sucbet  was, 
iImi  he  should  come  to  Seville  or  Valencia,  but  that  they  could  spare  no  aid 
toliiiii.  Wellington,  on  the  other  hand,  though  at  the  bead  of  far  infmor 
^*«s,  singly  commanded  them  all.  Experience  had  (aught  him  the  imprac- 
*»biBty  of  any  co-operation  with  the  wretched  armies  of  Spain ;  and,  relying 
W  hii  own  British  and  Portuguese  alone,  he  trusted,  by  tmily  of  operation 
iiid  the  advantages  of  a  central  position,  to  obtain  advantages  over  forces  in 
l^nnber  triple  Ms  owii,  but  disseminated  over  an  immense  snrfhce,  and  dis- 
l^wtJby  sepmta  interests  tad  variety  of  direction  (2).

^i^M  nouneed  and  methodically  arforeed  by  the  Imperial  mardtsb  la 
'™'°°^*  years  together,  it  is  not  surprising  that  an  uncoatrolldile  ihinlla 
rerenge  should  have  seised  a  large  portion  of  tho  ^>aniah  nation.  Sbeh|S»- 
oordingly,  was  the  case  from  the  moment  that  the  decroe*  eatabltriiiBg  ii 
military  government  were  issued  in  February  1810.  The  excessive  rigsB 
with  which  the  generals'  conUributions  were  every  wba«  leriad,  ad  it 
crushing  weight  with  which  they  fell  upon  the  peasantry,  filled  the  gi  "^ 
ranks  as  well  from  the  bereavements  which  they  oecastoned,  as  il 
which  they  produced.  They  brought  the  bitienMaa  of  Gonqunt  ttosss  ■ 
every  cottage  in  the  kingdom;  tbey  drovs  the  iron  into  the  bodIoC  the  nsifa; 
revenge,  that "  wild  species  of  justice,"  gained  possession  of  every  bcaiL  1 
you  enquired  into  the  private  history  of  the  members  of  any  of  the  gavfli 
hands,  it  uniformly  recounted  the  same  tale  of  suffering— one  bad  bad  Ik 
father  murdnvdby  ihe  frenchsoldittv  at  the  threshold  of  his  home;  anelhl 
had  seen  his  wife  violated  and  massacred,  or  his  childr«i  butchsed  b^(t 
his  eyes;  a  third  hadlosll>otbhissonsin  the  war;  a  fourth,  burnt  out  of  boMS 
and  home,  had  joined  the  bands  in  the  mouniains,  as  the  only  meau  silhl 
of  gaining  a  liveiibood  or  wreaking  vengeance.  All  in  one  way  or  otbvM 
been  driven  by  suffering  to  forget  every  other  feeling  but  the  rtjmflsl* 
of  their  woes,  and  the  determination  to  revenge  them.  Incredible  mntt 
obstacles  which  ibis  slate  of  things  threw  in  the  wsy  of  the  French  anBy;*^ 
the  attempt  by  severity  to  extinguish  a  spirit  which  found  in  the  tueamd 
that  very  severity  the  principal  cause  of  its  increase.  Already  in  JoncllH, 
Marshal  Bessieres  had  bitterly  experienced  the  woful  effect  of  the  saogaiMl 
poUcy  which  he  bad  pursued  (2).  So  formidable  did  this  insunectionbecia* 
in  the  course  of  ISli,  that  it  engaged,  aswill  appear  in  the  seqiiid,i^ 
anxious  atteution  both  of  Nepol&n  and  hb  generals,  and  by  degrees  alww 
Dcr,  >t.  i>i>.  nearly  Uie  whole  army  of  the  north  m  a  mmdaraos  sod  ia^«lM 
partisan  warfare.

kinplwiflj.  Thus  Spain  was  orenpread  by  a  rast  iron  net,  conilmcied  at 
■  tugmom  expense,  and  uphahl  by  an  incredible  expenditure  of  men  and 
■Nmre;  bnt  though  it  was  sufficient,  except  io  the  mountain  districts,  to 
<Un  the  inhabitants  and  prevent  any  soious  insurrection,  yet  it  absorbed 
thige  ^qiorUoa  of  the  French  troops,  and  was  attended  with  a  great  and 
Wittku  toBsaroptJMi  of  life  to  the  iuTaders;  so  that  Wellington  did  not  ovcr^ 
Mimle  its  importance  when,  In  December  181  f ,  he  wrote  to  Lord  LiTcrpool ; 
"Ihc  people  of  the  coontry  are  stIU  disposed  to  resist  whenever  ihey  see  a 
pvpwt  of  advanUge.  Bnonaparte  is  still  ftr  from  having  elTected  the  con- 
fNsi  even  of  that  part  of  the  Peninsula  of  which  he  has  military  possession ; 
«d  ID  tnith,  the  devastation  which  attends  the  progress  of  our  enemies' 
tnu,  and  is  the  consequence  of  their  continuance  in  any  part  of  the  country, 
iiMTtettfriati,  andwUlin  tht  end  bring  the  conUtt  toaediKliuion{i}." 
IIUI^  Bnt  if  such  were  the  difficulties,— arising  partly  from  the  nature 
"^  of  the  Goantry  which  was  the  seat  of  war,  partly  from  the  absurd 
itiribatioB  of  power  in  the  Peninsula  by  Napolten,  and  partly  from  the 
*VpnBive  and  exterminating  mode  of  conducting  war  which  the  revolution 
Md  established,— with  which  the  French  generals  had  to conlend,  Wellington 
■  liis  part  did  not  recline  «t  a  bed  of  roses :  the  obstacles  which  thwarted 
li>operatiom,  thou^  arising  from  difTerent  cansea,  were  nearly  as  great  as 
ilMwith  which  his  antagonists  had  to  strive;  and  it  is  hard  to  say  whether 
^impirtial  survey  of  their  relative  sitnations  does  not  leave  his  superiority 
>|Teit  as  K  his  vast  intninity  of  fiHve  and  untvoken  career  of  victories  were 
rinte  eonudered. 

-fcnpM.  The  first  and  most  impwlant  drcumstance  which  eonstsntly 
S^^.  thwarted  all  the  English  general's  efforts  for  the  deliverance  of  the 
'3E3^  Peninsula,  was  the  long-established  and  incurable  corruption  of 
■"^  every  part  of  the  Portuguese  administration.  This  deplorable  evil, 
I*  wd  beqneet  of  agee  of  deepotism,  had  not  at  that  period  been  connter- 
Minced  in  the  dominions  of  the  House  of  Bragania,  by  the  feverish  and 
Meiiraes  almost  sopematnrat  energy  which,  in  a  democratic  convulsion, 
fhigs  from  the  tempwu7  ascendant  of  poverty,  and  the  unrestrained  career 
ifanion,  Portugal  had  lost  its  monarch  and  regular  government ;  its  rulers 
Ved  ibdr  election  in  a  great  degree  to  popular  choice,  and  the  country  was 
nihe  most  violent  slate  of  gmeral  excitement;  but  the  convulsion,  as  Wel- 
Dglon  often  observed,  wasanti-Gallican,  not  democratic:  the  old  influences 
fl  pervaded  every  department  of  the  administration ;  and  that  fearful  vigour 
ns  awantlng  which  bvariaUy  appears  when  uncontrolled  power  is  for  the 
ni  time  vested  in  the  masses,  and  the  people  enjoy  the  dangerous  faculty

Conn.  lories,  and  the  universal  voice  of  all  men  of  sense,  in  the  Praiusalt, 
which  loudly  demanded  tliat  he  should  Iw  pnt  at  the  head  of  the  vhole  mili- 
tary operations,  coaipciled  the  Cadiz  Government,  much  against  tiieir  wiQ, 
to  appoint  him  generalissimo  of  all  the  armies;  and  (he  increased  vigour  ntd 
efUciL'iicy  which,  in  spite  of  every  difficulty,  he  speedily  commnnicated  to 
tlictn,  clearly  demonstrated  of  wliat  benefit  it  would  have  been  to  the  coro- 
mon  cause  if  he  bad  been  earlier  elevated  to  (ho  supreme  coannand.  Bd(  it 
this  period  of  the  contest  he  was  not  only  thwarted  by  the  frequent  jeilaiHj 
of  the  Spanish  generals,  one  of  whom,  Ballasteros,  wasso  mortiBedathistt>- 
pointmcnt  that  he  resigned  his  command  in  disgust,  and  wellnlgb  oecaaonnl 
the  loss  of  the  whole  fruits  of  the  battle  of  Salamanca  (f);  but  he  found  his 
influence  and  usefulness  interrupted  by  treason  and  disloyalty  iH  the  sot  at 
government  iisclf.  So  fiercely,  indeed,  had  the  passions  of  democracy  bdw 
begun  to  burn  at  Cadiz,  that,  in  their  animosity  at  the  orderly  spirit  of 
aristocratic  rule  in  England,  the  Republican  leaden  forgot  tbe  wbde  erib 
and  wrongs  of  French  invasion;  and  at  a  period  when  the  deliveranceof  Ac 
Peninsula  was  no  longer  hopeless,  but  reasonable  grounds  for  expectiDg  it 
had  arisen  from  the  heroic  efforts  of  the  English  troops,  and  the  approadunf 
hostility  of  the  northern  powers,  a  secret  negotiation  was  going  on  betwm 
loseph  and  a  considerable  proportion  of  the  Cortes,  for  tbe  deliTery  of  Chlii 
to  the  French  troops,  and  the  submission  of  the  whole  Peninsula  to  the  Id- 
perial  government.  They  were  willing  to  concede  every  things  and  adtinw- 
ledge  the  Napol^n  dynasty,  provided  the  democratic  constitniioa  of  18U 
was  recognised.  This  conspiracy,  suspected  at  the  time,  and  since  faHy  de- 
monstrated by  tbe  documents  which  have  been  brought  to  light,  won  inMk 
its  effects  apparent  from  the  undisguised  hostility  which  the  Cortes  nu- 
nifcsted  towards  Wellington  and  the  English  army;  the  occasional  eieOMS 
wf  the  soldiers  were  magnified  by  the  voice  of  malignity;  iheir  services  fv- 
gotten,  their  great  deeds  traduced ;  the  contagion  had  reached  some  of  tbe 
generals  of  the  armies,  who  were  prepared  to  pass  over  with  their  treoiB  la 
the  enemy;  and  nothing  but  the  unbroken  series  of  Wellington's  vietwia, 
and  the  loud  voice  of  fame  which  heralded  his  exploita,  prevented  tk 
government  of  the  Cartes,  on  the  eve  of  the  deliverance  of  their  countrr 
from  tbe  bands  of  the  spoiler,  from  blasting  all  the  glories  of  the  conttst 
which  it  had  so  heroically  maintained,  by  ancalled-for  snbmisRDD  it' 
shameless  treachery  at  its  termination  (3J.

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DtKnislers,  allowed  tbem  to  send  to  his  support.  The  circumslaRces  hare 
tieea  alreidj  full;  detailed  (i)  which  had  at  that  juncture,  to  an  unprcce- 
dtntcd  degree,  reduced  the  resources  of  the  empire.  It  was,  in  truth,  the 
(Tisis  of  the  war :  both  GnglaDd  and  France  were  suffering  immensely  from 
tbdrmntual  blockade;  and  the  contest  seemed  reduced  to  the  question  who 
ihonld  starre  Qrst.  At  such' a  time  the  closing  of  the  American  harbours  and 
the  last  markets  of  the  United  States  to  the  productions  of  British  industry, 
added  to  the  calamity  of  an  unusually  bad  harvest,  'nhich  required  nearly 
Ere  mOlioos  sterling  to  be  sent  out  of  the  country  for  the  purchase  of  sub- 
liitence,  not  only  rendered  it  almost  an  impossibility  for  the  GoTemment  to 
Hod  to  Portugal  either  specie  or  provisions,  hut  made  it  a  matter  of  ex- 
Inordinary  difficulty  for  the  English  general  to  obtain  from  any  i|uarier 
npplies  for  his  army.  His  correspondence,  accordingly,  during  the  whole  of 
Irit  campaigns,  hut  especially  in  the  years  1810  and  1811,  arc  filled  with  the 
difficulties  which  he  experienced  in  getting  provisions  and  the  means  of  tran- 
^ort,  and  the  bacliwardness  of  Government  in  making  the  requisite  relnit- 
tuces;  and  Dot  unhrequently,  in  the  bitterness  of  bis  heart  at  Hnding  his 
best  [aid  schemes  rendered  i^orlive  by  the  want  of  perhaps  an  inconsi- 
dnahle  sum  in  ready  money,  or  a  few  stores  in  siege  equipage,  sharp  com- 
plaints escaped  him  at  the  incapacity  of  the  Administration,  which,  engrossed 
with  its  parliamentary  contests,  left  undone  the  weightier  mailers  of  the 
W3r(2J.  But  in  cooler  moments,  and  on  a  just  retrospect  of  the  extraordinary 
diScnl ties  with  which  Government,  as  well  as  himself,  had  to  struggle  at  Ibat 
oisii,  the  candour  of  Welliuglon's  nature  modified  the  censure  which  the 
miicty  of  the  moment  had  called  forth;  he  admitted  thai  it  was  "  the  want

mutt  be  regarded  by  history  as  documents  on  which  more  reliance  should  be 
pUced  than  subsetjuent  general  recollection,  at  ihe  distance  of  five-and- 
tweniy  years,  when  the  difficulty  was  over,  and  unequalled  success  had  gilded 
Uwretrospectof  the  past  with,  perhaps,  un&ilhful  colours.

Britain  is  involved,  in  order  to  promire,  not  nione;^  worth,  Imt  moBey— 
ipeci»— to  maintain  the  contest,  of  which  the  probtfalo  waat  otens  imdm 
the  result  doubtful.  In  order  to  avoid  tins  want,  thoy  are  making  the  mmt 
gigantic  elforti,  at  an  enormous  expense,  to  s«nd  to  Uiis  eonntry  sr«ry  taHdt 
that  an  army  can  require,  in  hopes  to  save  the  demand  tor,  and  expraditare 
of,  specie,  in  ifie  purchase  of  thesa  articles  in  the  country ;  and  yet  the  V&e- 
tugneie  Government,  insleid  of  seconding  their  landable  enmS)  Mt  then- 
selves  against  ihem  (1)."  Allhongh,  therefore,  he  was  often  most  grienrwiriy 
hampered  by  the  want  of  specie,  and  driven  to  every  imaginable  resonren  to 
procure  supplies,  by  his  own  axertions,  for  hii  army ;  yet  his  diffiealtiea  araM 
from  other  and  more  general  cansei  than  any  want  of  lealous  eo-operatien 
on  the  part  of  the  English  Government;  and,  without  entirely  excDlpadDg 
them  from  blame  in  allowing  their  attention  to  be  more  eiigross»d  by  ib^ 
Parliamentary  struggles  than  the  Peninaular  contest,  it  may  safely  betffirflMd 
that  these  causes  were  the  IbHovring  :— 
^t^Z^hj  'though  the  contest  bad  now  continued  nearly  eighteen  y««n,  the 
^%iriil?  English  GovemmentweresUII,  thanks  to  our  insolarsitaadonvBd 
nrrT^niiniu  invincible  navy,  mere  novices  in  the  art  of  military  wn&re;  and 
^J^'  °'  the  subordinate  functionaries  in  every  department  required  IHarsUy 
to  be  taught  their  several  duties  in  presence  of  the  ei>emy.  Thare  b  BOItaing 
surprising  in  this :  it  is  the  nataral  result  of  the  peculiar  cirouaistaaGct,  nit- 
assailable  power,  nautical  habits,  popular  government,  and  comma-dalelM- 
racler  of  ihe  English  people.  Ttiough  naturally  brave,  and  always  food  qf 
military  rcnovm,  they  are  the  reverse  of  warlike  in  their  ordinary  h«bitt: 
naval  supremacy  has  long  since  made  them  trust  to  their  wooden  walls  fix 
defence;  commercial  apolenoe  opened  more  attractive  pnrsniia  ihaa  dc 
barren  heritage  of  the  sword.  In  peace  they  invariably  relax  tbe  slnsvn  ef 
war;  no  amouut  of  experience  can  persuade  them  to  take  any  aof  oedat 
measures  dther  to  avert  disaster  or  to  ensure  success  ;  they  ooBStasdr  ex- 
pect, that  without  tbe  least  previous  preparation,  and  with  greatly  inlertir 
numbers,  their  armies,  newly  raised,  uninslracted,  and  inespttncBoed,  an 
to  vanquish  their  enemies  in  every  encounter-,  and  tbe  extraordniary  nkim 
of  tbe  Anglo-Saxon  race  has  so  often  in  pitched  bettlee  more  than  campat' 
Mled  every  other  disadvantage,  that  the  result  seems  almost  to  iMMfy  the 
anticipation.  But  though  in  a  regular  stand-up  fight  native  brffvery  nnryot 
ten  make  amends  for  the  absenoa  of  military  instruclioa  «v  matnred  pnpera- 
tion,  it  is  otherwise  with  the  varied  duties  of  a  protracted  campaign  :  skin 
and  experienee  on  the  part  of  all  engaged  in  the  vast  enterprisBare  tbm  ts- 
dispensable;  and  for  (heir  want  no  amount  of  talent  In  the  general,  or  eao- 
rage  In  the  uoops,  can  aSord  any  compensation.  An  arny^,  if  brave  »d  iwft- 
disciplined,  nwy  often  vanqoish  a  nMre  experienced,  bat  less  untf 
antagonist,  in  the  Bald  t  bat  it  will  prove  n«  natch  far  him  in  maraUeg,  re- 
treating, finding  previsims,  mt  endeirtag  the' long-contlBiied  fMigaes  of  a 
campaign — the  same  array  which  has  successfully  emerged  fn»n  the  ptrili 
of  the  battle-field,  may  ingloriously  mdt  away  amidst  ttw  aocmnolaied  hor-

If  fwesightaDdvitdM 
in  previous  prcparalion,  commensurata  lo  their  vigour.and  rcsolntioa  idia 
warmed  in  the  contest,  kad  been  given  to  demooratic  societies,  the  Englisk 
people  in  modern,  as  the  Komau  in  ancient  timas,  must  long  siaoe  havs  ^ 
tained  the  empire  of  the  world.  Instead,  iheretore,  of  ascribing  pecaliv 
blame  to  any  class  in  the  British  islands  for  the  manifold  difficnkits  niA 
which  Welliogtonliad  to  struggle  in  the  first  years  of  the  oonteBt,  let  osit- 
gard  tbem  as  the  inevitable  consequence,  of  previous  negtect  and  long  ts>- 
tinued  security  on  the  part  of  the  whole  empire ;  and  let  this  relloctioD  aij 
enhance  our  admiration  for  the  hero  whOM  resolution  and  sagkdty  piqiv 
ed,  and  the  army  whose  bravery  and  perseverance  secured,  the  meinsif 
overcoming  all  these  obstacles,  and  brought  the  Brttiah  army  )&triu)B|^i* 
thewalls  of  Paris. 
T^ljQniu  But  on  considering  the  comparative  wei{^  of  the  difficnltiflsmlk 
f™b2i!l°  which  the  British  and  French  generals  had  to  couteitd  in  Ihiia^ 
■im.  "'  morahle  conle&t,  one  obscnration  applies  to  tbem  all,  eminadl 
characteristic  of  Uie  conflicting  principles  on  which  it  waBcondacte<l,a' 
the  antagooist  powers  which  were  there  brought  into  operaition  on  lhea(^ 
site  side.  The  French,  by  disregarding  every  UHwldenlionof  jiiiliteark» 
manity,  forcibly  wrenching  from  the  nutqui^ied  people  thair  vbidenMV' 
Ges,and  extracting  from  their  own  countrymen,  by  Ibe  terrors  of  tbetM- 
scription,  all  the  physical  force  of  sixty  miUitws  of  eobjecta  or  allies,  id 
obviously  the  advantage  in  the  ontseti  and  the  cbancaswwe  very  peat,  IW 
before  the  English  could  gain  any  solid  footing  in  the  Peninsula^  1^  voU 
be  driven  from  it  by  a  concentration,  from  all  quarters,  of  ovarvbdoHV 
forces.

■  farikd  pi'ogrejrtftii.  The  Eaglbh  principle  of  protesting  the  inbaMUnta,  so 
fa-  B  It '  ms  pesdUe,  ttsidst  the  miseries  of  mr,  Ihoi^  in  Ae  beginning 
otrenely  bnrdensome,  in  coaparison  of  die  snmmary  roediods  of  spolia- 
tai  ind  npim  innrubly  practised  by  the  French,  proved  in  Ibe  long  ran 
Aemst  npedieM;  Ibrit  rioneeondUated  the  alTections,  and  fanslwided  tlie 
leseuiuAef  Hie  people;  by  vbose  aid  or  bosHlitf  the  contest  was  to  be  de- 
lauiiKd.  It  i>  precisely  the  same  in  priTate  life ;  the  rapacity  of  the  rabl>er, 
or  die  prodfgKltty  of  the  spenddirtft,  often  onlshine  in  the  ontsei  the  m- 
Atnnhe  efforts  of  laboifotisiiidostr;-,  bat  mart  the  end  of  these  diings,  and

a— .  Biving  taken  his  determination  to  act  on  the  oflbDiive  against  the 
d^*^  Frendi  in  Spain,  and  to  endesvonr,  in  the  outset,  to  recover  the 
'^*'~-  tapertant fortress  of  Badajoi;,  Wellington  moved  Iiis  beadquartera 
h  the  middle  of  Hay  to  Eatreraadura,  taking  with  him  If  ,000  men  to  rein- 
toce  fieneral  Bererfnrd,  who  had  previously  begun  the  campaign  tn  that 
pn^Bce,  and  had  made  faimseKmsiier,  afier  a  fiew  days'  siege,  of  (nivenza, 
*^»  widi  its  garrisoa  of  980  men.  Badajoz  was  immediately  thereafter 
Milled ;  hnt  the  great  floods  of  Uie  Gnadiana  prevented  any  serious  opera- 
■>»■  tions  being  commenced  ag^nst  it  till  dte  first  ireek  of  Hay,  when 
ttaeenmairicatioBs  across  the  river  having  been  dhcted,  the  town  was  in- 
rated  on  both  banks.

This  order  was  instantly  obeyed:  the  lines  fell  bad  iiU 
open  column,  and  with  a  swift  and  steady  step  moved  to  the  right,  op  iKt 
heights,  from  which  the  tumultuous  array  of  the  Spaniards  was  nowhnW 
in  wild  confusion.  But  before  ihey  had  reached  the  sumnitt,  a  dreadM 
disaster,  wellnigh  attended  4<lth  fatal  consequences,  befell  them,  lliewn- 
ing,  which  had  throughontbeencloudy  and  unsettled,  at  this  time  brolLeialt 
heavy  storms  of  wind  and  rain,  accompanied  with  thick  mists,  imder  conr 
of  one  of  which  the  French  advance  against  the  Spanish  position  had  beo 
effected.  Another  moment  of  darkness  of  the  same  description  prorcd  a 
fatal  to  the  British  as  it  had  been  favourable  to  their  antagonists.  When  6t- 
neral  Stewart,  with  the  leading  brigade  of  the  second  English  division,  sO&h 
column,  arrived  at  the  slope  of  the  height  which  IheFrenchhad  gained,  nd 
had  got  through  the  Spaniards,  he  opened  a  heavy  fire  upon  the  enemyfra 
the  front  rank;  hut  finding  Ibey  could  not  be  shaken  by  masketry,  inunr- 
diately  ordered  a  charge  of  bayonets;  and  the  regiments  were  in  thead^ 
deploying  for  that  purpose,  when  they  were  suddenly  and  nnexpectedly  U- 
lacked  in  rear,  and  in  great  part  destroyed,  by  two  regiments  of  hussan,!'' 
one  of  Polish  lancers,  which  had  got  round  their  Bank  unobscrvied  duriuflh 
mist.  The  51sl  alone,  which  still  remained  in  column,  resisted  the  sbod; 
but  the  remainder  which  had  got  into  line,  or  were  in  the  act  of  dqiloyiil, 
consisting  of  the  Buffs,  the  (iCih,  and  the  second  batlaUon  of  theJ8lb,«n 
instantly  pierced  in  many  different  quarters  by  the  lancers  from  behind  iffi 
almost  all  slain  on  thespot,ordrivenforward  into  the  enemy's  line,  aodmaft 
prisoners.  Seven  hundred  men  and  Uiree  standards  fell  into  the  hands  rf  fe 
cavalry  :  in  the  tumult  of  success  iLey  chained  the  second  line  comiogap; 
and  such  was  the  confusion  there  froth  this  disaster,  that  Bcresford  line^ 
only  escaped  being  made  prisoner  kkf  his  great  courage  and  penona)  stia^ 
which  enabled  him  to  parry  the  thrust,  and  dash  from  his  saddlea  iaoMT, 
who  in  the  affray  assailed  him  when  alone  and  unattended  by  his  suite  (9).

tktani..  crisis  of  the  battle  itself;-  yet  his  resolution  in  niaintainbig  Ha 
ground  next  day,  with  the  diminished  and  bleeding  remnant  of  bis  lMMt,«K 
deserving  of  the  highest  admiration,  and  had  the  most  importaot  effiad  * 
the  fete  of  the  campaign.  Soult  had.  still  fifteen  thousand  Teterana  oabat 
when  be  retired  to  Llraena;  and  so  strongly  had  Beresford  felt  the  Taata- 
periorityofthatforce  to  the  handful  of  British  who  remained  after  IbebaOli,. 
that  on  the  eTouing  on  which  it  had  occurred,  he  had  written  to  Wi  lliiniai, 
aTowing  that  he  dreaded  a  renewal  of  the  action  and  a  blood;  defeat  ea^i 
sucoeedipg  day;  althongh  the  troops,  justly  proud  of  their  rictorj,  h|l.

Dehvered  by  the  retreat  Of  Soult  from  so  fomidible  aa  i 
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5^-  de^y  iiniiressed  with  the  necessily  of  stniniDe  every  nerre  to  re- 
»*>-.  gain  ihe  important  fortress  of  Badajoi,  Wellinston  had  no  sooner 
••'  amvedon  the  spot  than  he  recommenced  the  siege  with  the  iitmott 
Tigwr.  Both  parties  bad  improved  to  the  uttermost  the  short  biMthinB- tim. 
tforded  them  hy  Ibe  battle  of  Albnera  j  and  nerer  w«.  acUviiylSTndr 
pensable  to  either;  for  it  nas  well  known  that  succour  was  approtehiiw 
nd  that,  nnless  the  place  could  be  carried  in.  a  fcmigbt,  the  nniied  amie^ 
rf  Manaont  and  Soult  woold  arrive  from  Oe  north  and  south  and  comnel 
tttraiung  of  the  liege.

who  were  known  to  be  in  great  want  of  proTisions,  would  be  compelled  bt 
capitulate  before  Uarmont  arrived.  Tbe  English  general,  gn  this  ocnsiw, 
did  not  fail  to  occupy  ibc  hill  which  had  been  so  fiercely  coutestM  on  ibe 
former  occasion,  and  the  line  la  other  places  we*  slrengthenedby  field-voib. 
Soult,  however,  who  wa>  aware  how  rapidly  Uarmont  wu  appro«cbiag,vis 
too  wary  to  be  drawn  into  a  combat  «ith  equal  forces;  and  he  ibenftre 
iDD.  [,.  kept  off  till  tbe  JTih,  when  tbe  near  approach  of  the  arm;  ofPor- 
lugal  made  il  indispensable  for  tbe  whale  allied  army  to  raise  the  blxUde 
■nd  retire  behind  the  Guadiana.  In  effect,  that  marshal,  who  had  neiiha 
magazines  nor  a  single  horse  or  mule  to  convey  bis  suppUes,  bad,  by  Uie  la- 
rors  of  miUtary  esecutim,  estorted  the  requisite  provisions  and  means  d 
transport  out  of  the  wretctiedinhabilaats,  who  were  reduced  to  despair  (tj; 
■  and  setting  out  from  Alba  de  T<Mrmes  on  the  5d  June,  he  bad  advanced,^ 
forced  marches,  through  Ciudad  Rodrigo  and  llie  Puerto  de  Banes  to  Tmiillo, 
laoir,.  which  he  reached  on  the  14th.  On  thelTihbisadvancedgtitnlwis 
at  Uerida,  while  Soult  approached  to  Albuera;  and  ibe  British  army  haviat 
retired  the  same  day  across  the  Guadiaua,  the  junction  of  the  Freni^  uwa 
was  effected  on  the  day  foilowiog,  and  they  entered  £adajoz  in  triumph  ea 
the  38th,  at  tbe  moment  when  Pbilippon  and  his  brave  comrades,  baru^ 
exhausted  all  Iheir  means  of  subsistence,  were  propuing  the  means  of  breit 
ing  through  the  Britisli  lines  and  escaping  (i). 

A  signal  oppwtnnity  was  now  presented  to  the  French  generals  for  strik- 
ing a  ^^t  blow  at  the  English  army.  By  colleaing  their  forces  froa  ill 
quarters,  stripping  the  Asturias,  Leon,  aud  the  two  Ca&tiles  of  troops,  and 
having  enough  only  in  Andalusia  to  maintain  the  garrisons,  tbey  bad  asscn- 
bled  a  prodigious  army  in  front  of  Badajoz.  Uarmont  brought  51,0IX)  ia&i- 
try  and  3,000  horse,  and  Soult  2S,000  iniaatry  and  3000  admirable  hone;  ia 
all  S6,000  infantry  and  SOOO  cavalry,  with  ninety  pieces  of  cannon.  To  op- 
pose this  powerful  array,  Wellington,  who  had  assembled  bis  whole  font 
from  Beira,  had  only  the  British  and  Portuguese;  the  Spaniards ,  who  bMk 
part  in  tbe  battle  of  Albuera,  having  been  detachnl  under  Blake  to  cross  ibe 
Guadalquivir,  and  menace  Seville.  There  were  collected  42,000  inCaDBli 
however,  and  4000  cavalry,  with  sixly-four  pieces  of  cannon,  round  lb 
standards  of  the  British  chief;  and  these  were  tried,  soldiers,  who  bad  all 
faced  the  enemy,  and  who  had  the  confidence  iihich  experience  alone  oa 
give  in  each  olber.  Though  Ibe  French  superiority,  therefore,  espedaUyia 
cavalry  and  ariillery,  was  very  considerable,  and  the  piaiuS  in  which  tbt 
action  would  be  fought,  near  the  Gnadiaue,  were  eminently  favourite  to 
wriiiDiioK  the  action  of  those  arms ;  yet  Wellington  justly  conceived  tkal, 
^aJ°"  with  nearly  30,000  British  and  Portuguese  soldiers,  he  need  oat 
*»*'  fear  to  give  battle.  Selecting,  therefore,  a  defensive  poailionM^ 

the  Caja,  he  awaited  the  approach  of  the  enemy,  who  crossed  tiie  GiudiMi 
in  great  force,  and  approached  to  reconnoitre  his  position.  Every  thiiv  an- 
nounced a  great  and  decisive  stn^le ;  and  as  the  French  had,  wjtb  hi&iiie

!^!Z^  weight  of  an  army  is,  and  how  completdy  it  can  compsttate  even 
S^fut  '''®  """^  considerable  advantage  in  point  of  numbers  and  equfp- 
*"'  men!  in  the  array  to  which  it  is  opposed.  Ihough  the  British  sabres 
and  bayonets  in  the  fie]d  did  not  eicecd  twenty-eight  ihonsand,  orsoarcely 
hiif  of  the  Frcneh  army,  the  remainder  being  Portnguese,  yet  these  wen 
ifae  soldiers  of  Takvera  and  Basaco :  the  glory  of  Albuera  shone  around  the 
tnyanets  of  the  right  whig,  the  remembrance  of  Fnentes  d'Onoro  added  ter- 
ras to  the  left.  Despite  ail  the  advantages  of  their  aituatien,  and  Ihey  were 
many— for  the  works  of  Elvas  were  in  such  a  dilapidated  condilion  that  they 
Doold  not  hare  stood  s  week's  si^e,  and  the  garrison  hid  only  ten  tlioosand 
Toond  shot  left — the  French  marshals  recoiled  before  the  danger  of  hazard- 
iitg  the  fate  of  the  Peninsula  on  a  pitched  battle  with  sncban  army;  and  after  . 
*"»  re-occupying  Otivenza,  which  was  abandoned  on  their  approach, 
■Bd  reconnoitring  the  British  position,  they  withdrew  without  fighting. 
ffntliing  occurred  except  a  sharp  cavalry  action  near  Elvas,  in  which  600 
foittsh  dragoons,  at  first  successful,  were  at  last  drawn  into  an  ambuscade 
l>T  a  feigned  retreat  of  the  French  hussars,  and  defeated  with  the  loss  of  ISO 
am..  After  remaining  a  few  days  together,  the  French  noble  array  separated. 
Soul!  retiring  by  the  way  of  Albnera  towards  Seville,  and  Marmont  defiling 
towards  TruiiUo  and  the  valley  of  the  Tagus  near  Talavera  (2). 
JjJ^  Wellington's  principal  reliance  for  the  means  of  breaking  up  this 
JI^'U'*  great  combined  force,  which  threatened  such  dangers  to  Portugal 
^*iMtt.  in  bis  front,  was  on  Blake's  troops,  who,  having  separated  from  the 
British  when  they  crossed  the  Guadiana  on  the  17th,  had  taken  the  road  for 
Seville,  now  entirely  denuded  of  defenders  by  the  concentration  of  Sonlt^ 
*»MS  for  the  relief  of  Btfdajoz.  Although  the  Spanish  general  did  occasion  a 
dfrcrsion  on  this  favourable  occasiou  in  the  French  rear,  yet  ho  elTected 
"Mhrng  compared  to  what,  with  more  judgment  and  energy,  might  have 
li«n  achieved.  Having  recrossed  the  Guadiana  at  Martola  on  the  22d,  he 
nuhed  Castillegos  on  the 24th,  where  he  rcmaiifed  inactive  till  the  30tb,  as 
H  »ilh  the  express  design  of  giving  the  enemy  lime  to  prepare  for  his  ap- 
•"]-  proach.  He  then  moved  forward;  but  instead  of  directing  the  bulk 
rfliis  forces  on  Seville,  of  which  he  might  have  easily  made  himself  master, 
ni  mined  the  famous  foundery  there,  from  which  the  French  were  making 
^  (heir  ordnance  for  the  siege  of  Cadiz,  he  turned  to  the  right,  and  wasted 
ilrw  days  in  a  -fruitless  siege  of  La  Mebia,  a  walled  town  and  castle  garri- 
**"  soned  by  300  men,  in  the  mountains.  Tillemur  and  Ballasieros, 
meanwhile,  with  a  small  body  approached  within  cannon-shot  of  Seville, 
where  the  utmost  alarm  prevailed  among  the  French  depots,  who  look  re- 
fop,  with  the  Governor -general  Daricau,  in  the  fortified  convent  of  La  Car- 
•"Mlbnt  Sonlt  was  by  this  lime  rapidly  approaching,  and  the  time  for 
sWKng  the  blow  had  gone  by.  After  blowing  up  the  fortifications  of  Oli- 
'"'"  venza,  he  broke  up  from  Badajoz  on  the  27[h  June,  relieved  with 
one  of  his  divisions  the  castle  of  Niebla  early  in  July,  dispatched  another 
wjth  the  utmost  hasle  to  secure  Seville  fromassanlt,  and  himself  crosshig  the

who  irtlh  the  caTaUr  covered  (Im  tmbcrkatloD,  aft«r»-ardi  took  rrfage  in  the 
adjoining  ifilaod  of  Canidat,  where  he  tiirew  Hp  iDtresebments,  and  there  he 
remained  (ill  Aaguit,  when  he  erabaifced  at  Villa  Real,  and  called  with  fail 
brfantrr  ts  the  moontaiM  of  Honda,  while  faia  ceridrT  reswnnled  the  Cna- 
diana,  and  Joined  Castanos,  who,  with  a  small  fbrce,  still  liept  bis  groniid  ia 
the  raountains  of  Eatremadura  (1), 
^^w;,.  While  these  momentont  operatians  were  coiBg  forward  on  tka 
^>  K  Guadiaiu,  a  feelde  attempt  at  renewed  vifonr  had  idien  place  ia 
Ngrd*.  Grenada  and  on  UieUureian  frontiers.  The  monataiiKers  of  Roadi, 
who  iMd  nerer  been  rabdiied,  were  eneouraged  l>7  the  departure  of  like  whah 
disposable  forces  in  Andalusia  for  the  banks  of  the  Gusdiana,  to  mrt^e  an  M- 
tcrapt  against  the  town  of  Rondi,  (be  eapiul  trf  their  district}  and  MOO  ansed 
peasants,  under  the  Uarqois  Um  Cucoai,  bad  already  reduced  the  French 
garrison  there,  800  strong,  to  the  last  estremily.  Soalt  immedialei;  e«l- 
>-\r  i.  tecled  four  columns  from  Seville,  Cadiz,  Malaga,  and  Grenada,  wiA 
which  he  speedily  raised  (he  siege,  and  compelled  the  Spaniards  to  take  m- 
fugein  their  inaccessible  ctf  lib,  with  the  loss  of  some  hnndred  meo.  ladefatt- 
gable  in  his  activity,  the  French  marshal  nest  proceeded  against  (he  oiinM- 
rous  but  desultory  array  of  the  Hurcians,  who,  to  the  number  of  24,000  sncn, 
had  advanced  against  Grenada  during  his  absence  on  the  north  of  the  SMM 
Mj>.  Uorena.  The  Spaniards  made  hardly  any  resistance.  NosoooerJU 
the  advanced  gnard  of  Bouli  make  its  appearance,  than  the  whole  amf, 
which  was  strongly  posted  at  Venta  de  Babal  in  ihint  of  Bau,  with  a  stnag 
ravine  protecting  their  front,  took  to  flight  and  dispo'sed;  and  nothing^lMi 
the  unnecessary  circumspection  of  Godf not,  who  was  destined  to  cut  of  dMfr 
retreat,  saved  them  from  total  min.  So  complete,  however,  was  their  raai^ 
that  when  Blake,  who  bad  been  dispatched  from  Cadiz  with  his  troopa  to  tdM 
the  command  of  this  numerous  army,  arrived,  it  had  entirely  vanished,  i 
*<v  1.  no  force  whatever  remained  in  the  field.  The  ftigitivei,  f 
in  great  pari  took  refuge  in  the  city  of  Hnrcia;  Its  tntrenchments  were  iliiiiiai 
the  yellow  fever  was  raging  in  (^rthagena  at  no  great  distance ;  and  £ 
French  troops  were  so  dreadfully  worn  out  by  the  long  marches  and  exem- 
Mve  fatigues  of  (he  campaign,  that  Soult  refrained  from  undertaking  the 
siege,  and  gave  his  wt^aried  soldiers  their  long-wished-for  rest  amidst  It* 
smiling  villages  of  Andalusia  (2).

vr^m-  '("^  commencement  of  defensive  preparations  at  Burgoa,  oa  At 
Ebro,  and  even  on  the  Bidassoa,  in  pursuanco  of  the  provident  conunaodi  at 
Kopoltoii,  which  hare  been  already  mentioned {3),  produced  aa  extnor-

^i-  So  urgent  did  aCEurs  become  in  (be  northern  provinces,  and  m 
ntasy  was  Nap^^n  at  the  insecurity  of  bis  communicatioiis  in  that  quarter, 
bu  the  imperial  guard,  which  bad  entered  Spain,  were  hailed  at  Yittoria, 
md  dispatched  to  the  light  and  left  against  the  iuaurgeats;  succour  was 
dnvn  hoth  from  the  ariuy  of  Portugal  aud  that  of  the  centre;  and  the 
Inge  reinforcements  pouring  through  the  Pyrenees  into  the  Peninsula 
nn  in  great  part  iWrbed  iu  this  harassing  and  murderous  warfare.

duties  of  Ids  commanders.  Marmont,  withdrawn  from  the  plains  of  Um, 
which  bis  troops  had  rendered  a  perfect  desert,  and  the  protection  <rf  CiiM 
Rodrigo,  which  was  confided  to  Dorsenne  and  the  army  of  the  north,  wv 
directed  to  take  up  bis  cantonments  in  the  rich  and  compantivdy  oki- 
faansted  valley  of  the  Tigas,  from  whence,  without  neglocting  that  fntrot, 
he  was  to  consider  himself  principally  entmsted  with  the  defence  of  Bodijtt. 
For  this  purpose  be  was  to  station  two  divisions  at  TruxiUo,  ready  to  »c- 
cour  whichever  place  might  be  first  threatened;  to  construct  a  doatfe- 
fortified  tA»-d»jpanl  at  Almarez,  so  as  to  secure  that  nl  liable  pauagedf^ 
Tagns;  and  to  fortHy  the  Puerto  dcBanos,  soai  to  bemaaterofthatimpnW 
pass  through  the  mountains.  For  the  support  of  his  troops  the  wh<^  p«- 
vince  of  Toledo  was  assigned  to  Marmont,  who  immediately  began  fsnai^ 
magazines  from  it  at  Talavera,  to  the  infinite  mortification  of  Joupb,  vis 
thus  saw  bis  principal  granary  and  means  of  subsistaic«  entirely  iiiavi 
from  bis  capital  and  court.  Soult  was  enjoined  to  hold  biinsdf  in  reidlMS 
to  advance  with  tbirly  thoasand  men  to  raise  the  siege  of  Badajei,  if  ilsb^ 
be  again  threatened  by  an  English  army;  while  Dorsenne,  with  the  imTol 
the  north,  now  angraented  to  sixty  thousand  admirable  troc^n.,  was  cntnnH' 
with  the  onerous  and  irreconcili^le  duties  of  at  once  guarding  Ihenerthn 
passes  against  Ihe  insurgents  of  Navarre  and  Biscay,  and  protecting  dM 
Rodrigofrom  the  enterprises  of  the  British  general  (1). 
^•|'<^^  WhUe  Marmont  was  carrying  these  fresh- isqtructions,  whidt  k 
■nmiuti,.  immediately  did,  into  execution,  and  busily  engaged  in  coaMn^ 
p^liitd.  ting  at  Almarez  the  double  forts  at  each  end  of  the  bridge,  *w 
was  to  secnre  the  passage  of  the  Tagus,  Wellington,  who  constantly  hri^ 
eye  on  the  frontier  fortresses,  and  felt  that  the  recovery  of  one  or  bift  * 
them  was  essential  to  any  durable  impression  on  the  Spanish  lorilorri  "i'^ 
a  corresponding  movement  to  the  fronliers  of  Beira  with  the  bulk  <rf^ 
forces.  Leaving  Hill  with  ten  thousand  infantry,  IHteen  huadr«d  hone,*" 
foar  brigades  of  artillery  on  the  Estremadurafrontier.alPortal^reuNl^^ 
JdItii.  Viciosa,  be  himself  moved,  with  the  remainder  trfbisforcei,*"'' 
Au,  1  fafty  thonsoad  strong,  to  the  nwib  of  the  Tagns,  and  BijreMf 
leisurely  by  Castlebranco,  arrived  on  the  Coa,opposileCiiidadEi}drif>)0 
the  8lh  August  (2).

^— ^t»ccM>peraUiritbaBBdraiiceifhliA  had  recently  takw  place  on 
•■<•  J.  the  part  of  the  fialieians  under  SsntoaiMes,  iriio  bad  descended 
frMi  their  moantaiunta  theplainbaf  Leon,  and  reoccupiedABterga,  when 
tbe  general  concentration  of  the  Imperial  fereei  for  the  rdiefofBadrjoi  left 
dw  nortbem  prorinoea  cemparatiTely  destitute  of  French  troops.  To  defeat 
lliis  sBi^Msed  conbination,  Dorsenne  resolved,  in  the  fint  hntanoe,  to  drive 
bart  the  poniards,  who  were  threatenini;  bis  right  flank;  and  this  proved  a 
task  of  no  dilficolly.

Attacked,  in  tfae  end 
of  Aagast,  by  Dorsenne  witb  graally  superior  lortet,  the  Spaniards,  aftw 
NBK  siierp  skirmisbes,  in  wfaieh  they  were  roughly  handled  tiy  the  French 
dngoons,  were  eat  off  from  their  magazines  at  Villa  Franca  and  Lngo,  and 
tend  hwA  into  Ibe  monntains  round  tbe  Taldes  Orres,  on  the  Pertuguese 
ftoniier.  The  alarm  wasexcesriveinGalicia;  and  nothingsaved  tfae  whole 
iroTinee  from  faJUng  into  the  bands  of  the  invaders  bat  the  advanoe  ot 
WciUiigteD  to  Ibeneigbbonriiood  of  Ciadad  Rodrigo,  which  instantly  checked 
tbe  progress  of  the  Victorians  French  on  the  road  to  Lngo,  and  eompeilcd 
DgfMBne,  who  had  reoccupied  Astoi^,  in  which  he  new  left  an  adequate 
pninn,  to  eall  in  his  detachments  from  all  qaarters  to  provide  for  the  de- 
fence of  that  important  fortress,  fn  his  retreat  from  Villa  Franca  to  Astorga, 
teFtendi  general  aitir^  devastated  a  line  of  country  above  twenty  leagues 
ialcDglb ;  a  bai4iarous  measure,  and  as  itrpolitic  as  it  was  erael,  as,  by  the 
rtaiwion  of  their  own  historiar|s.  It  destroyed  a  part  sf  the  resources  of  tbeir 
Findpal  inny  fi). 

■o^m^.  Though  the  march  of  the  British  from  the  banks  af  the  Guadiana 
ISi  b?"ii-  'o  those  of  the  Coa  was  attended  with  this  important  collateral 
1^  efllect  in  rescuing  Galicia,  with  its  valuable  harbours  and  naval 
**^  estabHsbments,  from  the  grasp  of  the  enemy,  yot  it  was  not  the 
ttd  okject  which  Wellington  had  in  view.  Oetanstbly  undertaken  to  remove 
ba  troops  from  the  sands  of  the  Guadiana,  so  well  known  in  the  aatumnal 
wnilH  to  be  fraught  with  death,  to  a  more  healthy  region,  be  hoped  to  realize 
from  it  Dot  only  increased  healthiness  to  his  ranks,  but  additional  security  to 
Ite  reahn  entrusted  to  his  defence.  It  was  on  Ciudad  Rodrigo  that  his  heart 
*is1tied;  and  the  dispersed  situation  of  the  French  armies  dtarged  wilh  its 
'eftoce,  joined  to  the  defective  slate  of  the  supplies  vrith  which  tlie  garrison 
»»  fcrtilshed,  inspfrcd  hfm  wilh  a- well-grounded  hope,  thai,  by  a  sudden 
•IhA,  it  might  be  wrested  from  their  hands.  With  this  view  he  had,  wiUi 
»11  imaginable  secrecy,  prepared  a  powerfnl  battering  train  of  iron  guns  at 
Lisbon,  which,  wilh  a  reinforcement  of  British  artillerymen,  recently  arrived 
from  England,  were  osientatioosly  embarked  at  that  harbour  as  if  for  Cadiz;

■adadvanced  with  a  like  body  loforma  joncUon  wllbthearmy  of  the  north. 
Ihtir  oniied  forces,  above  sixty  thousand  strong,  of  whom  sii  thousand 
nre  cavalry,  with  a  hundred  pieces  of  cannon,  united  at  Tamanes,  on  the 
Hit  September,  and  immediately  advanced  towards  Ciudad  llodrigp,  where 
VcQinglon,  expecting  their  approach,  had  assembled  all  the  forces,  forly- 
BfethousBud  strong,  noder  t^s  immediate  command,  to  watch,  and  if  pos- 
iikle  prevent,  their  entrance  (2).

Ilodrigo  was  extensive,  and  therefore  weak  :  the  height  of  El  Rodon  in  iu 
centre,  which  was  in  front  of  (he  whole,  was  Indeed  strong,  and  FuenteGm- 
Tialdo  had  been  improved  by  field  works ;  hat  the  wings,  which  occupied  i 
great  extent  of  country,  were  in  the  plain,  where  the  enemy's  greal  supe- 
riority hi  caralry  gave  him  a  decided  advantage;  and  the  postion,  vith  Ac 
rightwingalone  across  the  Agneda,  and  the  centre  and  left  behind  thatrlTcr, 
was  dangerous  from  the  high  banks  whtch  lined  its  sides,  and  the  tndda 
floods  to  which  in  autumn  it  was  subject.

umir  If  the  obsuTaUom  of  Plutarch  be  just,  that  it  is  not  those  acttoni 
^'^S^  which  lead  to  the  greateat  results,  so  much  aa  those  in  which  the 
"f^-  peaiest  heroism  or  magnaniiDiLy  is  di^ilay«d  which  are  the  most 
inqkirtajBt  subjects  of  history,  never  was  a  combat  more  deserving  of  remem- 
brance than  tlidjs  extraordinary  action.  Descending  from  his  rugged  post  into 
the  plain,  the  dauntless  Coiville  formed  his  infantry  into  two  squares ;  and 
tke  German  dragoons,  altogeLhei  uuable  to  withstand  the  enormous  mass  of 
tfie  trench  csTalry  in  the  opeu  plain,  being  obliged  Lo  take  shelter  behind 
the  Portuguese  regiment  which  was  lirsl  iu  retreat,  tlie  foot  soldiers  in  the 
rear,  c«nsistis|  of  the  Sih  and  T7th,  denuded  on  all  aides,  were  instantly  en- 
Tcloped  by  a  whirlwind  of  horse.  The  thundering  squadrons,  with  their 
sedibards  clatieriog  against  each  other,  rending  the  air  with  their  cries, 
sbakiog  ihe  ground  t>eneath  their  feet,  charged  with  apparently  resistless 
larcc  ou  three  sides  of  the  steady  square ;  but  vain,  even  in  the  bravest  hands, 
is  ibe  sabre  against  the  bayonet  if  equally  hrmly  held.  A  rolling  volley  is 
beard,  spreading  out  like  a  fan  around  the  mass;  the  steeds  recoil  as  from 
he  edge  of  a  glowing  crater;  in  an  instant  the  horsemen,  scorched,  reeling, 
\ad  dismayed,  are  scattered  on  all  sides  as  by  Ihe  explosion  of  a  volcano  ; 
'  Ihe  glitter  of  bayonets  is  seen  on  the  edge  of  the  smoke ;  and  the  British 
a^ments,  unscathed,  came  forth  like  the  holy  men  from  tlie  Assyrian  fur- 
aeera)." 

Before  ihc  French  could  recover  from  this  bloody  repulse,  Picton,  who  had 
sed  Ihe  utmost  diligence  to  reach  his  comrades,  joined  Ihe  retreating 
IHures ;  and  the  whole  uniting  together,  retreated  in  admirable  order  for  six 
ifles  over  the  arid  plain,  till  they  reached  Uie  position  of  Fuente  Guinaldo, 
igjgned  for  ibe  general  rendezvous  in  the  rear.  During  Ibis  march  was 
[bibited,  in  the  most  striking  manner,  Ihc  extraordinary  steadiness  which 
iscipline  and  experience  had  given  to  each  of  the  rival  bodies.  The  British 
lOTcd  in  close  order  with  ihcir  flanks  to  the  enemy,  who,  in  great  strength, 
ide  on  each  side  within  pistol-shot.  With  eager  glance  the  oQiccrs  and  men 
'botli  armies,  during  this  long  and  anxious  march,  eyed  each  other,  walch- 
g  for  any  incident  or  momentary  confusion  which  might  aObrd  an  oppor- 
inity  for  an  attack,  but  none  such  occurred ;  and  the  British  reached  their 
stinatton  without  being  again  charged  or  molested,  save  by  the  liring  of  six 
eces  ofhorse-artillery  which  hung  on  the  rear  of  their  column,  and  poured 
ain  incessant  lire  of  round  shot,  grape,  and  canister  (3).  Weilington  now 
yn  orders  for  concentrating  his  troops  around  Fuente  Guinaldo.

On  the  momltTg^  of  ^e  nth  he  M  nt 
CMoMi.  tected  his  whole  amiT,  sixty  thousand  strong,  with  one  hoixM 
and  twenty  gnns,  within  cannon-^hot  of  tbe  British  centre.  WtBngWft 
position  was  now  most  crillcal;  for,  as  neither  his  right  norleftwhiEW 
comeup,  he  had  not  more  than  MeenthonsandmenithisdispMdtatiM 
the  overwhelming  force  of  the  enemy;  and  retreat  he  wonid  not,ftrtW 
would  be  (0  abandon  Craufnrd  and  the  Kght  division  to  destrneiie*.  Ftoi^ 
(ordingly  stood  firm,  and  the  troops  anxiously  gazed  on  the  enemy,  eipcr^ 
ting  a  decisiTC  battle.  Tbe  array  which  Harment  drew  forth  wn  Med 
splendid,  and  calculated  to  inspire  the  most  elerated  ideas  of  the  power  if 
the  French  empire.  The  enormous  mass  of  cavah-y,  seven  theuMndsM^ 
whose  gallantry  the  Allies  had  feft  on  the  preceding  day,  stood  in  oompMl 
array  before  them ;  next  came  different  bodies  of  infantry  and  ortillery,  aJait 
Iwenly-rtte  thoasand  strong,  who  went  through  varioos  evohitioni  wift 
extraordinary  precision  :  at  noon  twelve  battalions  of  the  imperial  gH^ 
stood  forth  in  close  cohimn,  and  by  their  martial  sir,  adtnlrable  array,  at 
bloody  overhanging  plumes,  attracted  universal  attention.  IWiDg  (be  «Mt 
day,  horse,  foot,  and  cannon  never  ceased  to  pour  into  the  FreiKh  tgtf, 
and  every  thing  was  made  ready  for  an  attack  tbe  next  da^  oB  IbeBtid* 
position.

4iiwi  of  The  evenioK  was  calm  aod  tranquil :  ths  moon,  is  ber  fim 
Mn'uK  qiurtcr,  diffused  a  doubtful  light  over  tlie  scene,  wfakli,  witbont 
»«i>-  disclosing  particular  objects,  rendered  their  nide  onlliae  dislinctlj 
visible.  The  prcijeclipg  bastions  stood  forth  like  giants  in  the  gloom,  darkly 
jetcleaily  defined  on  the  adjoining  shadows;  whi^  in  their  si<lea,  jawniiw 
gulfs,  half  Oiled  up  niih  ruins,  showed  where  the  breaches  had  been  made 
and  the  deadly  strife  was  to  ensue.  In  the  British  liaes  the  trendies  wen 
crowded  with  armed  men,  among  whom  not  a  whisper  was  to  be  beard,  mat 
a  mo?ement  perceived;  so  completely  bad  discipline,  and  the  absorbing  u- 
liety  of  the  moment,  sobdued  every  unruly  feeling  and  stilled  every  daoHi- 
less  heart.  As  the  great  clock,  however,  of  the  Cathedral  tolled  seven,  lint 
word  was  quietly  passed  along  that  all  was  ready ;  and,  leaping  at  ooce  out 
of  the  trendies,  the  men  rushed  forward  to  the  breaches,  led  by  their  reapee- 
live  forlorn  hopes  :  that  of  the  third  division  beaded  by  Ensign  Mackie,  wtifa 
the  forlorn  hope,  and  General  H'Kiunon  leading  the  stoimir^  party :  ti>at  ef 
the  light  by  Mr.  Gurwood  (SJ,  followed  by  Major  Napier  at  the  bead  of  tbe 
Btorming  party— and  with  tbe  exploits  of  these  brave  men  began  tbe  Fall  bf 
THE  Fherch  E^ibe(3). 

Tb'iuM  M'Kinnon's  division  crossed  the  opea  space  between  tbe  trencha 
^°^  and  the  rampart,  under  a  tempest  of  grape  and  musketry  from  tba 
f™"*™**' walls,  and  in  a  few  minutes  reached  the  counterscarp,  which  wai 
found  to  bo  eleven  {eet  deep.  The  sappers,  however,  instantly  threw  dmn 
their  bags  of  hay,  which  soon  diminished  the  depth  by  one-half,  any!  th^ 
men,  hastily  leapingdown,  arrived  at  the  foot  of  the  great  breach;  but  then 
a  most  serious  opposition  awaited  them.  The  shells,  rolled  down  froai  the 
lop,  burst  amidst  tbe  throng  with  frightful  explosions.  £very  shot  of  the 
close  ranks  of  tbdfrcnehinfanUy  told  wilh  effect  on  the  dense  mass  below; 
and  when,  fbrdng  their  way  up  the  slope,  (he  British  soldiers  at  length 
reached  the  umtpit,  Ihey  were  torn  in  pieces  by  a  terrific  disdiarge  pf  grape 
from  the  heavy  guns  within  a  few  yards'  distance  en  either  side,  vbichal 
once,  like  a  scythe,  swept  the  whole  warlike  multitude  down.  Before. tbese 
could  be  reloaded,  however,  those  immediately  behind  pushed  iip,  aud  woi 
the  ksocnt  of  the  faussebraye,  and  at  its  Lop  met  two  battalions  which  had 
mounted  the  perpendicular  of  tbe  faassehraye  by  escalade,  and  together 
they  cn»wded  op  the  breach  of  tbe  rampart,  wbidi  was  speedily  carried.  Bat 
justas,  in  tbe  Uunalt  of  victory,  they  were  striving  to  penetrate  the  intenor 
retrenohmeats  which  the  besieged  had  constructed  to  bar  their  further  c&- 
tranee,  the  mine  which  bad  been  worked  under  ibeir  feet  was  saddenly  cx- 
pU>ded,  and  the  bravest  and  most  forward,  among  whom  was  tb«  g^Iaot 
H'lUnoMi,  were  blovra  into  the  au:.  StUI  the  column  «  hich  had  w«a  Ihegreal 
breach  held  the  ground  tbey  bad  gained,  and  finding  it  impossible  to  peae- 
trale  farther  into  the  town,  from  the  obsudft  of  the  inner  rett«nrttiiienl> 
they  established  themselved  among  the  ruius  to  await  Uie  result  of  Ihe  olher 
atladts,  snd  the  scarlet  Hoifbrms  came  pouring  in  on  every  side  (4J.

It  prored,  howerer,  to  be  eitremely  steep  and  narrow ;  and  when 
tn-OMsoftheascmt  had  been  woo,  the  strnggfe  was  so  TJoleot  that  the 
mm  paused,  and  erery  mosket  in  the  crowd  was  snapped  nnder  the  instinct 
tfselMefbiice,  though  not  one  was  loaded.  H^or  Napier,  howeVer,  whoWas 
tl  Ods  moznent  struck  down  by  a  grape^Jiot,  called  to  the  troops  to  tntst  to 
tbeSr  bayonets.  The  ofllens  all  at  once  sprung  to  the  front,  and  the  summit 
vtrwon.  Then  arosea  load  shout  from  arery  quarter ;  for  Pack's  Portuguese 
il  tlie  same  moment  had  escaladad  the  walls  on  the  opposite  side.  The  light 
iM^m  now  poshed  on  in  great  numbers,  and,  not  forgetting  their  orders, 
tDTDcd  sharp  to  the  right,  and  with  lond  cheers  assaulted  in  flank  the  in- 
treiKhment  at  the  great  breach,  where  (he  third  dirislon  had  been  arrested ; 
■nd  by  I  mighty  elTort  of  both  united,  the  barriers  were  burst  throagh,  and 
Aetroopsmsbedin.  Some  irregular  fighting  occurred  in  the  streets,  but  no 
fcnber  systetnaiic  resistance  was  attempted ;  and  Dr.  Gurwood,  wfao,  tbongh 
vmnided,  had  maintained  his  post  at  the  head  of  the  third  ^Tision  when 
^r  carried  the  breach,  received  the  governor's  sword,  the  deserved  reward 
rflih  heroism,  at  the  gate  of  the  castle  (1).

ndscreamson  all  sidesfearfoilyintermittgledwilh  the  groans  of  the  wounded.

One  diTision  of  inbntx;  «looe  ic- 
nidned  on  the  Agueda,  to  ancconr  Qudtd  Rodrigo  if  Deccasar?,  and  retard 
an;  ioctirdon  whtdi  the  enemy  might  attempt  on  (be  Beira  fixintler,  winA 
vas  pnt  in  as  good  a  position  at  defence  as  cireumstanees  would  •dnait.  Tta 
Math  a.  GngUsh  general  arrived  at  Elvaa  on  the  11th,  and  immediately  pre- 
pared to  inrest  the  place ;  bat  incredible  difficolties,  vbich  wellni^  prmd 
ft(al  to  the  whole  enterprise,  retarded,  for  a  Tery  considerBble  period^  Ibe 
commencement  of  (be  siege.  No  representations  which  dlber  WelliDstoo,  « 
his  able  coadjator  Hr.  Stnart,  the  English  ambassador  at  Lisbon,  could  miJce, 
conld  indnce  the  Portognese  Regency  to  pnt  in  hazard  their  popularity,  by 
making  the  magistrates  draw  forth  the  resources  oftbeconntryforllMeoB- 
Teyance  of  the  ordnance  and  siege  equipage,  either  from  Almeida,  vhcsv 
some  of  it  came,  or  from  the  river  Caldao,  where  the  remainder  hnd  been 
bron^t  by  water-carriage.  Hence,  though  the  troops  crossed  the  Tncns  •■  a 
M^k  li.  bridge  of  boats  at  Valtabalho  on  the  9th  and  40th,  it  was  noi  tiQ  tbc 
18th  (bat  the  pontoons  conld  be  thrown  over  the  Guadiana,  nor  till  the  i7lk 
•far*  -I'  (bat  the  investment  of  the  fortress  could  tie  completed.  Tbe  Maj 
of  these  days  afterwards  reqiured  to  be  redeemed  by  torrenU  at  biCA 
blood  (1). 
c«»>««.  To  cover  the  si^,  Bill  was  posted  near  Almendralejos  with  Qant 
^^iLSt,  thousand  men,  of  whom  live  thousand  were  horse ;  while  WdHng- 
■<■"'■•"•'  ton himKlf,  with  twenty-two  thousand,  commanded  the  betieglBf 
force.  It  was  at  first  expected  that  Harmont  would  immediately  co-opetaM 
with  Soult  in  endeavouring  to  distnrb  the  operations  of  the  English  nnay; 
but  it  was  soon  ascertained  that  bis  divisions  had  all  marched  Oiroiieji  Oe 
Puerto  de  Pico,  from  the  valley  of  the  Tagus,  into  Castile,  in  obedlencse,  m  H 
i«nowknown,to  the  al»ardand  positive  orders  of  Napolion ;  andconMqnailly 
die  British  covering  army  was  relieved  of  all  anxiety  except  that  arising  fkt^ 
Soult,  who  was  approaching  from  Andalusia.  Meanwhile,  the  openiitnaaf 
the  siege  were  vigorously  conducted  ;  but  it  was  soon  apparebl  that  «  most 
desperate  as  well  81  sbilfnl  defence  might  be  anticipated.  Phitippon,  whose 
great  talents  in  this  species  of  warfare  had  been  experienced  in  the  fltraer 
siege,  had  been  indefatigable  during  the  six  months  that  had  since  ela^ 
aed,  in  improving  the  fortifications,  and  adding  to  the  strength  and  iuubiixj 
of  the  place.

Tmmi..  Tbeae  deftnriTe  preparations  had  rendered  a  renewal  of  the  at- 
SSi""^  1*ck  on  Fort  Cbrlstoval  imposaible;  and  therefore  Wellington  r«- 
%•  It-  nlrcd  to  coinroence  his  operations  against  an  outwork  called  Fort 
ftevint,  wilb  a  vtew  to  ibe  final  atuck  on  the  rampart  at  the  bastion  of  Tri- 
MMjirtilch  coald  be  breached  from  the  hill  on  which  it  stood.  Gronud  was 
krofccn  against  this  outwork,  unperceifed  by  the  enemy,  in  the  night,  and 
imlMs  atabhsbed  within  two  hundred  yards  of  its  walb.  Alarmed  at  the 
|ragras  of  this  approach,  Philippon,  two  days  after,  oHered  a  sortie  with 
Reen  hundred  men,  including  some  squadrons  of  cavalry,  by  the  gates  of  La 
ttMi*.  Trinidad.  These  gallant  men,  whose  approach  was  covered  by  a 
'Qdtk  fbg,  at  first  did  greatmiscbief  in  the  British  trenches,  driving  Uie  whole 
-mrkfog  parties  from  (heir  posts,  sweeping  away  several  hundred  intrench- 
hg  knit,  and  spreading  coiibsiott  as  far  even  as  the  bivouacs  and  depots  in 
fte  rear ;  bnt  Hcton's  whole  division  immediately  ran  to  arms,  and  the  ene*

Ikoo^  the  British  purchased  their  final  advantage  by  the  loss  of  a  hundred 
ad  fifty  men,  iDcloding  Colonel  Fletcher,  the  aide  chief  of  tlieengineers.  To 
ptEd  against  similar  checks  in  fatnre,  Wellington  removed  his  reserve  parks 
Mrlyhatf-a-milefartber  back,  and  establishedareserve  guard  of  six  field- 
Jjims  near  the  trenches,  with  a  signal  post  en  a  neighbouring  height  to  give 
(My  warning  of  the  enemy's  approach.  No  further  aUempt  was  made  by 
Ai  besieged  to  disturb  the  approaches  of  the  British ;  but  they  had  for  some 
4iyi  (  powerful  ally  in  the  rain,  which  descended  in  lucb  Aoods  that  the 
ftmdies  were  filled  with  water,  and  the  earth  was  so  saturated  that  it  was 
knkM.  impossible  to  cat  it  into  any  r^ular  form.

The  space  into  which  both  divisloas  had  now  dn> 
ceuded,  wasa  ditch  of  very  confined  dtmendons,  with  the  enemy's  rsmpart 
in  front  and  both  Banks ;  so  Ifaat  the  troops,  crowded  together  in  a  narrev 
space  at  the  bottom,  were  exposed  to  a  cross  planging  ftre  on  every  sde 
except  their  rear,  where  stood  a  ravine  filled  with  British  soldfen,  whon 
loud  cheers  and  incessant  Ihengh  ineffectnal  Bre  against  the  parapets,  raOer 
angmented  than  diminished  the  general  conftision.  The  enemy^  abovH, 
also,  from  the  l>reaehes  and  walls,  were  .lend  and  lerrible ;  and  the  buiaMn 
of  the  shells,  the  explosion  of  tin  powder  barrels,  the  heavy  crarti  «f  the 
deseending  logs,  the  eontlnned  stream  of  dre  from  the  rampam,  the  nwriai 
of  the  guns  from  either  Bank,  and  dinant  thunder  of  the  paralld  tiatlerM^ 
which  slill  threw  howitzers  on  the  breaches,  formed  a  scene  of  mattMes 
snblimily  and  horror.  SStl,  evm  In  this  awful  sitnatton,  the  gallantry  of  Ae 
oflkers  and  the  develiDn  of  the  men,' prompted  them  to  the  moat  hmie 
efforts :  the  toud  shoots  of  defiance  by  die  enemy  were  answered  by  TcAe- 
ment  cfaens  evm  from  dying  lips,  'and  reused  the  English  to  nwddened 
eB'orts ;  again  and  again  bands  of  daring  leaders,  followed  by  the  lii»vqt  M 
their  followers,  mshed  up  the  breaches,  and,  despite  every  otntade,  reached 
the  snmmils.  Vain  attempti  the  ponderoos  beams,  thick  stadded  with 
•word-tilades,  barred  any  fhrtber  pr^ress;  the  nameroos  spikes  set  uaong 
the  ruins  transfixed  their  feet;  disdiBrgei  vf  grape  and  moskelry,  vidita 
pistol-shot  on  either  flank,  tore  down  their  ranks ;  and  even  the  despoaWian 
of  the  rear,  who  strove  lo  force  the  front  forward,  in  wder  to  nssko  a  brtdp 
of  iheir  wridting  bodies ,  failed  in  shaking  the  steady  girdle  of  sMd.  Bane 
even  strove  lo  make  their  way  under  II,  and,  tnving  forced  their  Iwiadi 
through,  had  itieir  brains  beat  out  by  the  imt-nids  of  tlie  enemy's  iiiHsili 
Never  sinoe  the  invention  of  fire-arms  had  such  a  slaoghMr  l^en  plate  in  aa 
narrow  a  space  :  for  two  hours  the  men  continued  in  that  living  gnw,-^^ 
daining  to  retreat,  unable  to  advance;  and  itwasnotUU  tw«  iboMsanrt  had 
Mien  in  titis  scene  of  hoiror,  that  by  WeWngton's  orders  Ihey  vMlred  to  in- 
form for  a  second  assault  (B).

They 
amed  tix  ttnuD  at  iJw  fiiviiUs  bf  siocle  Gl«,  wider,  a  toribla  Ore  from  the 
nqpirtsi  for  Uie  foemr  broBcbt  every  fua  and  mnaket  (o  bear  on  Ibe  ad- 
nadng  man,  and  the  light  which  qtread  on  ali  sides  shDwed  each  mail  ai 
dnr  u  d^y,  Ba|)idlj  fuming  ^n  the  other  side,  th^  rushed  quickly  up  Uie 
TUffied  steep  ta  the  foot  of  the  castle  wall.  There  Kempt,  who  bad  hitherto 
headed  the  amaiili,  was  ainKk  down,  and  PictAB  was  left  ^ne  to  conduct  the 
'  taliuDB.  To  tlie  aool  gf  a  hen,  however,  he  uoited  the  skill  of  a  general ; 
nd  well  wen  both  tried  on  that  evesiful  nighu  Soon  the  palisades  were 
bmsl  throngh,  aod  in  ran  PicUtn  followed  by  his  mbn;  but  wheu  they  got 
UvMigh  aad  reached  the  foot  of  the  wall,  the  fire,  almost  perpendicularly 
iowu,  was  so  violent  that  th«  troopa  «iv«i«d :  in  an  instant  the  loud  voice

iithtful  crash,  cane  huge  logs  of  wood,  heavy  stones,  shells,  and  hand-gre- 
aues;  while  tbc  modtetry,  with  deadly  effect,  was  pliedfrem  above,  and  the 
Wsling  projeciiks,  tUumiMting  the  whole  battlements,  enabled  the  enemy 
.(t  lUe  aim  with  unevring  accuracy.  Several  of  the  Udders  were  broken  by 
Ibe  weight  (rf the  throng  who  preaed  aptbemtand  the  men,  falUog  from  a 
ptit  height  were  transfixed  on  the  bayonets  of  their  comrades  below,  and 
tiadoisenbly.  Still  fradiamaUutsswannedrhand  the  foot  of  the  Uddns: 
Wdreds  had  died,  bnl  hundreds  renaiaed  eager  for  the  fray.  Hacpher- 
Nn-of  Uie  4{Ub,  «Dd  Pakmban  (1),  reached  ibe  lop  of  the  rampart;  h«t 
nre  instantly  and  sev«dy  woandod,  and  Uirown  down.  Picton,  ihengh 
waanded,  called  tobiaman  that  they  bad  never  beoi  defeated,  and  thai  new 
nsfbetimetooonquer  or  die.  "  IfwocaBnMwinthe«Mtle,''iaidbe,")et 
m  die  upon  the  waBs."  Animated  by  his  voice,  they  again  nubed  fwward, 
te  again  all  the  bravest  were  struck  down.  PiclMi  himself  was  badly  . 
wndcd,  and  hit  men,  de«t>ito.all  their  valow,  were  eUifed  to  leeoil,  and 
Ue  ■hdto'  UBdv  a  pceiecticm  of  the  hill  (2).

ken  ilnck  down  during  the  asaanU— an  uapanlteled  leas,  proving  alike  Uie 
ikiU  aid  iatrefiidlty  ol  the  defance,  and  the  despwale  valour  of  the  attack. 
Bet  the  priM  was  iBUocoae,  and  the  coMeqnenoea  of  the  Iriemph  dedslve, 
in  the  nd,  a(  the  Ate  o<  the  Pealuale.  k  plaee  of  the  first  <»der,  with  the 
pnesTTition  of  which  the  bOBOni  of  three  French  amies  had  been  wound 
1^  to  the  best  eondltion,  garrisoned  by  fi?e  thousand  choice  troops,  and 
suiBMided  by  an  officer  of  eqnal  conrage  and  ability,  bad  been  captured 
lAff  a  siege  of  nineteen  days,  only  eleven  of  whidi  bad  been  open  trendies : 
Ins  (ban  half  the  time  which  Sachet,  with  superior  means  for  the  actual  siege, 
Ind  contianed  in  Aa  reduction  of  Taragena  (1).  One  hundred  and  seventy 
hsary  gtint.  Gen  dutosand  mukets,  and  sghty  thousand  ^ot  were  foond  in 
Ihsptsaei  three  ttwosand  eight  hnniked  naeD,  inolnding  tbeGoveraor  Phl- 
Enen,  were  made  priKnars ;  thirteen  hundred  bad  been  lulled  or  wounded 
■aeetlMeuMnraeementeftlMsiege.  But  what  was  of  far  more  importoace 
ttUDeventha  ndnetioo  of  such  a  fortress  in  such  a  time  and  with  such 
Maas,  Wellington  bad  now  clearly  obtained  the  superiOTily  over  the  Frrach 
■■erals;  Ibctolwoborderatrongbolds,  alike  a  barrier  for  defence  and  a  base 
ht  oSensfve  ^jeraliOB*  on  their  side,  bad  been  reduced  ;  the  path  was 
■oothad  to  the  Eq^h  amy  into  the  heart  of  Spain,  and  the  disnnioa 
ibaady  obrioasbetwean  the  Imperid  marshals,  might  be  reasonably  expected 
bbahMnased  rather  than  diminished  by  adisMter  which  would  expose  them 
kslh  to  the  viah^f  the  Qmperor'a  wrath  (2).

Ihe  disgraoafiil  na- 
Hsial  Tke  of  iBttmperance,  in  particular,  broke  forth  in  its  most  fright- 
U  eoloors;  all  the  wiDe-ebop*  and  vaults  were  broken  open  and  plnn- 
dvsd;  pUUge  was  nuiversal;  every  house  was  ransacked  for  valuables, 
Viiiu,  or  wine ;  and  erowds  of  druiAsn  scddiers,  ior  two  days  and  nights, 
ArOBgcd  ihe  Mreets ;  while  Ihe  breaking  open  of  deors  and  windows,  the 
npoct  oicasaal  muskets,  and  the  screams  of  the  despoiled  citizens,  resounded 
ODtUsldea.  At  length,  on  the  thiid  day,  Wellioglon  being  highly  iacensed  at 
tbeeonUsnanceof  the  disorders,  marched  two  fresh  divisions  into  the  lawn; 
sgallftWSwaseMcied  inUiegrektsquare,  a  ftw  of  the  worst  plunderers  were 
eieeuted,  and  thus  order  was  restored.

The  tola!  amount  of  the  troops  tboswithdnwnva 
little  short  of  forty  thousand  men ;  but  the  Imperial  muster-rQlls  stiOedubilcd 
an  army  of  two  huodred  an  J  eighty  thousand  soldiers  in  Spain,  of  whom  Im 
hundred  and  thirty  thousand  were  present  with  (he  eagles  (IJ.  On  the  oiba 
band,  tbe  British  forces  in  Portugal  at  this  period  amounted  to  fifty^^hnt 
thousand  infantry,  cavalry,  and  artillery,  of  whom  seven  thonund  fin 
hundred  were  horse ;  and  the  Poituguese  were  about  twenty-seTen  tluHuu^ 
in  all  eighty  thousand  mcn.(2J,  But  though  the  health  of  the  troops  n*- 
terially  improved  in  Uay,  while  they  lay  in  caotonmenls  on  the  Coa,  yet  sock 
was  the  general  sickness  which  prevailed,  especially  among  tbe  newly  inirel 
regiments,  at  a  subsequent  period,  that  the  whole  force  which  Welli^loi 
could  ever,  duringthecampaign,callect  under  his  standards,  was  lif[j-«ni 
thousand  men,  of  whom  twelve  thousand  were  under  the  orders  of  Bill  ii 
Estremadurs,  andforty-flve  thousand  under  his  ownconunand  on  iheCiadii 
Kodrigo  frontier.  Thus,  so  immense  were  the  resources  of  the  French  £»■

mast  impoTlaiit  duties;  suffering,  the  roast  effectual  regulator  of  impetuous 
dspoMons,  had  cooled  down  tbe  undue  vehemence  of  youthful  aspiration 
into  tlie  regulated  valour  of  tried  subordination.  The  British  array  now  set 
fcrtfi  io  its  career,  confident  not  merely  of  conquering  the  enemy  in  the  field, 
bnl  of  prerailing  over  him  in  the  campaign.  The  difliculties  of  sieges,  the 
intiti  of  retreat,  the  necessity  of  protracted  evolutions,  had  become  familiar 
hi  ill :  it  was  universally  fell  that  war  is  a  complicated  as  well  as  a  dilEcalt 
■tience,  but  that  there  were  none  of  its  contingencies  with  which  the  British 
Mldierswerc  not  familiar,  and  noAe  of  its  duties  to  which  the  British  generals 
were  not  adequate.  For  the  first  time  in  English  history,  a  British  army  now 
took  the  field  in  numbers  somewhat  approaching  to  those  of  the  continental 
powers,  and  with  the  experience  of  actual  warfare  superadded  to  the  native 
nnnieofthe  Anglo-Saxon  race,and  the  acquired  energy  of  English  freedom; 
md  in  the  consequences  of  this  combination — the  campaigns  of  Salamanca, 
Tlitoria,  and  Waierloo-^is  to  be  seen  the  clearest  evidence  of  the  incalculable 
(Act  it  was  fitted  lo  have  produced  on  human  affaifs,  and  decisive  proof  of 
th  universal  empire  to  which  it  must  have  led,  if  its  freeborn  energies,  like 
tbil  of  Borne,  had  been  ciclusively  directed  to  military  conquest,  and  its 
ntinioo  from  f^rovidence,  instead  of  being  the  spreading  the  blessings  of  re- 
B^ooand  the  light  of  knowledge  through  the  wilderness  of  nature,  had  been 
tlulof  sbbjugatinglhe  states  of  civilized  man  (1). 
tampim  The  Capture  of  Ciudad  Rodrfgo  and  Badajoz,  like  the  wrenching 
f^M  outoftwo  hngecomer-stones,  loosened  the  whole  fabric  of  French 
Mi^u"  power  in  Spain  :  nothing  was  wanting  but  a  blow  at  its  heart,  lo 
iiHtn.  maite  the  whole  edifice  crumble  into  ruins.  But  whether  to  deUver 
ibat  blow  at  Harraont  In  the  north,  or  Jourdan  in  the  centre,  was  the  que^ 
tioB.  Wellington,  judging  lil^eNapoMon  thai  the  vilal  point  En  Spain  was  the 
line  of  communication  between  Bayonne  and  Madrid,  wisely  chose  fho 
fonner  (i) ;  but,  before  commencing  his  operations,  he  resolved  to  strike  a 
blow  at  the  French  fortilicalions  recently  erected  at  Almarez,  which  com- 
mnded  the  important  bridge  of  boats  over  the  Tagus  at  that  place,  their 
dnrtest  and  best  Nnc  of  communication  from  the  southern,  to  the  northern 
Imiks  of  the  river,  AH  the  permanent  bridges,  from  Toledo  downwards,  had 
hen  destroyed  by  one  or  other  of  the  belligerents  in  the  course  of  the  war; 
rod  the  roads  teadingfrom  them,  beingalmost  all  over  mountain  ridges,  were 
tuteiy  practicable  for  carriages.  Sensible  of  the  importance  of  the  only  one 
remciniQg  at  Almarex,  Napoldon  had,  some  time  before,  directed  Uarmont 
la  eonstmct  strong  works  at  both  its  extremities,  capable  of  securing  them 
dlie  against  the  Spanish  guerillasand  the  British  incursions ;  and  the  French 
Wnhal  bad,  in  pursuance  of  his  instructions,  constructed  forts  at  that  im- 
portant point  of  a  very  solid  description  (3).  On  the  left  bank,  the  bridge 
*te  secured  by  fbe  Ute-de-pont  Lugar  Nuevo,  a  square  with  basttom,  sur- 
moDded  by  a  hi  gh  wall,  of  foirr  feet  in  thickness,  loopholed,  and  inclosing! 
great  depot  of  provisions.  Inft^nt  of  that  work,  audio  secure  an  eminence 
^ich  eomraanded  it,  was  the  Fort  Nap<drion  a  semicircular  redoubt  eon- 
sirncted  of  earth,  and  protected  in  the  gorge  with  a  square  loopholed  tower 
of  solid  masonry.  At  a  still  greater  distance,  about  a  league  from  the  Tagus, 
(be  fort  of  Mirabete  had  been  constructed  in  the  goi^es  of  the  mountains, 
**Olhig  the  southern  barrier  of  the  valley  of  the  Tagus,  and  commanding  the 
nwl  to  TrasiUo,  the  only  route  in  that  quarter  practicable  for  artillery.

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Finally,  oa  the  tight  bank  of  tbe  Tapu  w«i  Ite  Fort  RafHs,  i^wod  m  a 

emineBce  a  hundred  yards  from  the  rirer,  so  siUiU«d  ai  M  comiUBd  tfai 
other  fortifications  at  iba  hridge-head,  and  deprive  tbe  vamtj  of  la  «dna- 
tageous  point  for  attacking  them.  These  works  were  aimed  with  eighUa 
pieces  of  cannon,  and  garrisoned  by  a  baitthoD  and  aeTeral  coffipaataaf 
gunners;  in  all,  aboutelevcu  hundred  men  (1). 
uiiifn-  To  destroy  these  formidable  IbriilicttiMis  at  this  important  fn- 
S^^lT"  sage,  Uj  II  was  in  trusted  with  alight  colbrntiofsix  tbouaud  ran, 
•ucL  including  four  hundred  horse,  and  twelv«  light  aad  sii  bMTf 
guns.  Tbe  operation,  however,  which  had  been  originaBy  projected  by  VA- 
Imgton  previous  lo-  the  attack  on  Badajoz,  was  now  become  one  of  esiRM 
difficulty;  for  not  only  was  Drouet,  with  nine  thousand  men  behnigh^  Is 
Soult's  forces,  lying  at  Ilinojosa  de  C<»d«ra,  nearer  to  Heilda  tbaa  HiQ  at 
to  llmares,  but  Toy's  divisioii  of  Uarmonl's  army  was  at  Talaveca,  ii  fhi 
valley  of  the  Tagus;  and  D'Armagnac,  with  a  censiderable  body  froa  At 
ceBtre,wasaIgo  in  the  neighbourhood  of  that  river.  Thus  whsnUilLadvanMl 
■D  far  up  the  valley  of  the  Tagus  as  Almarez,  he  was  in  a  naaiMr  sufrouded 
by  enemies ;  for  two  divisioDS,  each  stranger  than  his  own,  l«y  at  m  gnsl 
distance  in  his  front,  and  anoiher,  by  a  rapid  loarch,  nugbl  from  thcaiaA 
intercept  his  retreat.  To  provide  against  these  dangers,  Grabam,  wUh  m 
divisions  and  Colton's  cavalry,  was  advanced  to  the  neighbonrfaood  of  fs^ 
talegre,  so  as  to  be  ID  a  situation  to  advance  to  Uilt'ssupportif  nc[uired;tel 
sllll  Drouet,  by  a  rapid  march,  might  interpose  between  him  and  HiD,  Ki 
beat  them  in  deta^;  and  the  French  in  the  upper  part  of  the  valley  irf  l^ 
Tagus,  mi^t  suddenly  fall,  with  superior  Cnxcs,  u|Min  the  troops  sa  ^ 
pushed  OD  as  the  bridge  of  Almarec,  and  desUoy  them  before  any  soctsR 
arrived ;  snd  thus  the  utmost  celerity  aad  secrecy  were  esseotial  i«  the  sw 
cess  of  the  enlerprise  (2). 
^Ili  The  better  to  deceive  the  enemy  as  to  the  real  ptuntaf  attadi, 

AknHnv.  rumours  were  spread  that  the  invasiou  of  Andalusia,  was  in  oa- 
temptation,  and  themilitiaof  the  Alentejo  moved  lowacdaNieUa,  to ^velk 
greater  appearance  of  probability  to  the  account;  while  tbe  bridge  at  Heridi, 
which  bad  been  broken  down  during  the  operations  against  B»dajnf|*n^ 
then  only  abandoned  because  neither  the  Spaniards  Bor  PorlugMse  omU 
furnish  the  means  of  drawing  the  guns,  was  restored,  with  theprofcsMdia* 
tention  of  transporting  lUlfs  battering  and  pontoon  train,  which  had  kea 
formed  at  Elvas,  on  the  same  destination.  These  precautiena  so  am[te'^ 
imposed  upon  Iho  enemy,  that,  although  tbe  bridge  at  Merida  lequiKd^ 
furtnigbt  for  its  repair,  aud  Ilill,  in  consequence,  could  not  break  upfrM 
his  cantonments  at  Almendralejos  till  the  ISIb,  no  suspicion  existed  oati' 
part  of  the  French  generals  of  the  quarter  where  the  blow  was  to  be  strOcL 
Hti  lE.  On  the  morning  of  the  iSth  the  troops  reached  Jaraiecje,  and  >«*

ttnt^  n«i^  tbe  head  of  the  column  under  General  Howard  got  to  the 
rn  pwDi  of  attack  in  audi  good  lime,  yet  such  were  (he  diOicullies  of 
'^"^  a  narcb  lis  miles  loagthrough  the  mountains,  that  a  considerable 
ttM  elapsed  befM«  Ae  rear  was  aufficiently  cloaed  up  to  permit  an  attack. 
Fvtonately,  during  this  anxious  interval,  the  troops  were  concealed  by  a 
deep  (DMrvining  nriite  and  some  small  billa  from  Ihe  enemy's  observation ; 
ud  tb«  FraiKh  adiiim  on  Fort  Nap<ridoH  were  crowding  the  ramparts,  lifr- 
le^  to  tbe  sound  ot  eannon  which  now  came  rolliBg  down  from  Fort  Mira- 
iMe,  aad  observing  tbe  volanei  of  smoke  which  mingled  with  the  clouds  on 
te  MBHaii  of  tlw  siwra,  when  a  loud  siiout  broke  oa  tbeir  ears,  and  the 
tvli  «f  British  bayeneta  wh  upon  them.  Though  surprised  at  tbe  suddrai- 
■mef  tbe  aiiaok,  they  were  not  noprepared,  as  tbey  had  received  intelligence 
(f  Hitt's  being  in  tbe  vkuDity,  and  the  garrison  of  Fort  A'apolton  had  in  con- 
^aeace  beat  strongly  reinforced  by  some  troops  in  the  neighbourhood.  A 
<mbiBg  volley  of  grafM  and  musketry  at  once  struck  tbe  head  of  the  Bri  tish

Jm'S"u?.i  oOlcers  and  men  alike  were  sharing  in  the  fcstirities  proTi<W 
for  tbem  by  the  gratitude  of  the  citizens,  and  feeling  "  the  electric  shock  rf 
a  nation's  gratitude  (1/,"  the  anxious  mind  of  (heir  chief  was  reTolnogtbe 
tneans  of  securing  the  fruits  of  this  important  conquest,  and  maintaining  At 
brilliant  but  hazardous  position  which  he  had  won  in  the  centre  of  Sfm. 
The  Reiiro  was  still  in  the  enemy's  hands,  and  garrisoned  by  serenieen  ban- 
dred  men ;  but  its  possession  was  of  the  vet7  highest  importance,  as  it  om- 
tained  the  greatest  arsenal  of  military  stores  and  artillery  which  the  Fnod 
possessed  in  the  country  ;  and  its  loss  would  entirely  disable  them,  nov  Hut 
the  Ciudad  Rodrigo  train  had  fallen  into  the  hands  of  the  British,  from  ob- 
dertaking  the  siege  of  any  considerable  fortress  for  a  long  period  of  tilu.  ID 
Ant-ii-  defences  were  immediately  reconnoitred,  end  were  found  to  cosHt 
of  a  double  set  of  intrenchments ;  one  so  large  that  an  army  would  hare  bra 
required  for  its  defence,  the  other  so  contracted  that  the  troops,  if  driTtn 
into  it,  could  hardly  be  expected  to  itithstand  a  vigorons  cannonade,  ^d- 
linglon  look  his  measures  accordingly.  Preparations  were  made  for  assinlt- 
ing  the  outer  intrenchments,  and  guns  placed  in  battery  to'  annihilate  tbe 
raemy  when  he  was  shut  up  in  theinleriorforl.  These  preparations,  npidly 
completed,  had  the  desired  effect :  the  commander  knoning  the  iv-eakao 
of  his  post,  no  sooner  saw  the  assanlling  columns  formed,  than  be  ha!l«nni 
to  make  his  submbsion ;  and  the  fort  was  surrendered  at  discretion,  irilh  iti 
wh(de  garrison,  one  hundred  and  eighty  pieces  of  artillery,  twenty  thonsaiid 
Btand  of  arms,  and  immense  magazines  of  carriages,  clothing,  and  raijjlin 
stores  of  all  kinds.  On  the  same  day,  Don  Carlo?  ll'Espana  was  appointri 
governor  of  Madrid,  and  the  constitution  proclaimed  with  great  solemnilfin 
tliG. principal  public  places,  amidst  shouting  crowds,  who  fondly  persoadcd 
tliemselves  that  the  Spaniards  had  now  established  their  freedom,  as  wdl" 
achieved  their  independence,  and  that,  having  gained  the  privileges,  ibci 
were  at  once  to  evince  the  iniclligence  and  earn  the  fame  of  the  ciiiiem  rf 
Athens  and  I.acedvroon  (SJ. 

Ueanwhilc  Joseph,  who  had  retreated  on  the  rood  to  AranjuM,  wis  re* 
ducedio  the  most  grievous  slate  of  perplexity.  At  the  head  of  only  tvclK 
thousand  soldiers,  he  was  followed  by  a  motley  crowd  of  above  tueniy  thou- 
sand persons  of  both  sexes,  and  all  ages  and  conditions,  who  were  L'nlfd 
to  the  fortunes  of  his  court,  and  whose  loud  lamentations,  clamorou)  irapot- 
tunily,  and  real  destitution,  added  inexpressibly  to  the  difficulties  of  !>■> 
siluaiiou.  The  mournful  procession,  which  extended  almost  the  whole*); 
from  Madrid  to  Aranjuez,  resembled  rather  those  lugubrious  troops  of  c*|<* 
lives  leaving  their  homes  under  the  stern  severity  of  ancient  war,of7bi(t 
classic  eloquence  lias  left  us  such  moving  portraits,  llian  any  of  the  otHatn 
"events  of  modem  warfare.  The  line  of  the  soldiers'  march  was  bnAw  i" 
upon  by  crowds  of  weeping  women  and  wailing  children ;  courtiers,  ctm  of 
(lie  hi^est  rank,  were  seen  desperately  contending  with  common  soUi« 
for  the  animals  which  transported  iheirfamilics;  multitudes  of  persons,  bref 
in  affluence  and  nnnscd  (o  hardship,  eagerly  sought  from  casual  pis90){!«' 
the  necessaries  of  life.  Tho  unhappy  monarch  had  earnestly  besQo^t  help 
from  Suchcl,  and  bccu  unsuccessful;  lie  bad  comoiaadcd  Soult  to  scd^  '"

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dMQSind  men  to  his  aid  ai  Toledo,  and  met  vhh  a  positire'refuut.  Thus 
desUlDle  alite  of  friends,  consideTalion,  or  autliorily,  he  was  surrounded  by 
1  starring  crowd  of  needy  depeodcnls :  he  had  literally  alt  ihc  burdens  of  a 
erovn  witbont  either  lis  poner,  its  respect,  or  its  oicans  of  benefMieDce. 
Sacb  was  the  miserable  condition  of  ibis  immeasearray,  that  Ibe  cavalry  alone 
of  tbe  Allies  wonid  have  sufGcedio  have  driven  the  nhole  into  theTagus;  and 
the  bridge  of  Aranjuez  might  have  renewed  the  horrors  of  the  passage  of  the 
I^ire[lJ,  oranlicipaled  those  of  the  Berezina;  but  Wellington  restrained  his 
soldiers,  and  suffered  the  crowd  to  pass  over  in  safety,  humanely  feeling  that 
the  deliverance  of  the  Spanish  capital  should  not  he  sullied  by  the  massacre 
of  ■  considerable  part  of  its  citizens,  and  wisely  judging  that  it  was  not  pditie 
to  disembarrass  a  fugitive  monardi  of  a  crowd  of  useless  and  destitute  re- 
tainers (2). 

2;2S,  Tf^B  French  affairs  in  every  part  df  the  Peninsnla  now  exhibited 
j'J'P'  that  general  crash  and  ruin  which  so  usually  follow  a  great  military 
P»ni>  disaster,  and  presage  the  breaking  up  of  p<dilical  power.  At  the 
'^Ti-  mne  time  that  the  Retire,  with  ib  immense  warlike  stores,  yielded 
Id  tbe  arms  of  Wellington,  Caadalaxara,  with  its  garrison  of  seven  hundred 
men,  snrrendered  to  those  of  the  Elmpecinado,  who  had  so  long  maintained 
■^  *>'  a  guerilla  warfare  in  the  mountains  in  its  vicinity :  three  hundred 
DMO  bad  recently  before  been  captured  by  the  parlidas  nearValladolid;  six 
thoasand  were  shnt  up  and  blockaded  in  Toro,  Tordesillas,  and  Zamora  on 
IheDoaro;  Aatorga,  long  closely  besieged,  at  last  surrendered  with  twelve 
<H.'^  hundrednieniSOonaftcr,Tordcn,  with  three  hundred,  capitulaftd; 
Ihe  tasde  of  Mirabetc,  near  Almarcz,  had  already  been  blown  up;  Talavera 
"*■'<■  andthePuertodeBanos  were  evacuated,  and  the  French  troops  in 
ibc  valley  of  theTagus  withdrawn  to  the  neighbourhood  of  Aranjucz.  Symp- 
iM  'I'  toms  also  of  tbe  evacuation  of  Andalusia  al  no  distant  period  were 
iireidy  apparent.  In  thcmiddle  of  August  the  castle  of  Niebia  was  destroyed, 
ind  the  whole  district  of  the  same  name  abandoned.  All  the  archives  and 
raloable  effects  at  Seville  were  packed  up,  and  thq  defences  of  llie  Cartusa 
wnrenl  in  its  neighbourhood  materially  strengthened ;  while  an  unusual  de- 
?tt  of  hustle  in  the  lines  in  front  of  i^Iadiz,  led  to  the  suspicion  that  tbe 
French  were  about  to'  retire  from  their  position  before  that  city.  No  decided 
'tis-  movement,  however,  to  that  effect  took  place  till  the  news  arrived 
>f  tbe  capture  of  Madrid ;  but  no  soonet  was  it  received,  than  the  sudden 
nnling  forth  of  Gerce  conflagrations  in  various  parts  of  their  lines  and  vio- 
ent  explosions  in  all  directions,  announced  that  the  long-beleaguered  city 
^^■•^  was  to  be  delivered.  At  nine  on  the  following  morning  the  British 
utd  Spanish  troops  made  a  general  sortie,  and  found  the  intrencbments  de- 
Ktle^,  and  the  work  of  destruction  already  far  advanced.  In  a  moment  the 
iib«ur  of  three  years  had  been  set  at  nought :  the  gigantic  inirenchments, 
XBslrucledat  so  incredible  a  cost  of  lime  and  money,  were  abandoned;  ths 
[iriacipBl  forts  were  consigned  to  tbe  flames;  while  the  rapid  approach  oC 
Ihe  be^^ed,  rescued  from  destruction  enormous  stgres  of  shot  and  other 
nriike  implements,  whicfi,  with  five  hundred  pieces  of  cannon  mounted 
HI  khe  works  (3),  besides  an  equal  number  which  had  been  destroyed  before 
tlie  garrison  came  up,  constituted  tbe  proud  warlike  trophies  of  the  battle  of 
Salamanca.

Neverwasa  mora  ]n«t  obserratiim  than  that  nudtbrth- 
pol^on  at  the  Tery  outset  of  the  war  (i), "  that  the  fate  of  Ae  Peitfnsnlt^i 
to  be  determined  in  the  nefshboufhood  ofTalladolid;  fbrastnkeMifeKl 
Aere  would  parslyM  all  Spain."  Already  from  its  effects  Ms  po*«er  had  bwa 
loosened  in  every  quarter:  the  valley  of  the  Tagns  had  been  abandoned, tint 
ijf  the  Doaro  conqnered;  Madrid  had  fcllen  into  the  hands  ofihe  AKes;  Ik- 
iJalusia  was  in  the  coune  of  bein^  abandoned  by  Hie Frmdi.  Whttwtirf 
inore  Importance  in  a  military  pointof  view,  the  army  of  the  nor4iwt9inv 
irrevocably  separated  from  that  of  the  centre :  the  former,  not  above  ttia^ 
thousand  strong,  was  thrown  bKk,  roaled  and  dtseoiir^ed,  iblo  the'sei^ 
bourhood  of  Burgos ;  the  latter,  encumbered  wfth  a  host  of  hgiUMs,  m 
Dying  in  dismay  over  the  plains  of  La  Hancha.  Bat  these,  certainly  graiid- 
yantages,  were  eonnlerbalanced  by  corresponding  dangers;  and  to  Uu  eT< 
which,  nndaiEled  by  present  events,  looked  fcrward  to  the  future  tsM*  il 
things,  there  were  many  causes  lor  anxiety  tn  the  prospects  of  the  EngiM 
general,  and  not  the  least  those  which  gave  the  greatest  Inatre  to  his  ptoNl 
situation.  The  power  of  the  French  in  Spain  had  been  loosened,  not  4e- 
troyed :  one  victory,  and  the  capture  of  two  fortresses,  couM  not  overtws*

and  SouU  accnsing  Jos^h,  to  the  French  war  miniHer,  of  disloyalty  to  Us 
brother,  and  forgetfulnesB  of  the  Emperor's  inleresis  in  the  separate  conMna 
of  hb  own  dominioiis. 

When  Wellington  Orst  moved  into  the  plains  of  Lei>n,IlillreeeiTedonlen(i 
remain  on  the  defensive  in  Estremadnra,  and  not  fight  with  his  opponoK 
nnless  an  opportunity  should  occnr  of  doing  so  obviMuly  to  ndmHagc.  JU 
this  period  it  was  Dronet's  interest  to  have  urged  on  a  battle,  as  ■  serioos  1m 
in  the  sonth,  even  Hconseqnent  on  a  victory,  might  have  con  polled  Wrilief- 
toD  to  delech,  or  even  arrest  bis  career  ^  snceess  in  the  nordi.  He  adrnxxd 
accordingly  with  twenty-four  tbousaad  men  to  Sanu  Martha,  with  Ae  ii 
tion  of  attacking  Hill's  corps;  but'  the  position  ^t  Alhuera,  now  e 
stren^bened  by  field-works,  which  IheEnglish  general  had  assumed,  vaio 
formidiUe  that  he  was  deieired  from  the  attempt,  and  retreated  towaida  lbs 
Sierra  Horeoa  on  the  very  day  of  the  battle  of  Salamanca.  A  vnnety  of  afUn 
of  outposts  afterwards  ensued  between  Uie  two  armies,  in  one  of  whiifa 
'■u  II-  Siad<^B  toigade  of  herae  gained  a  brilliant  advMitage  ever  tte 
French  cavalry.  Nothing  of  importance,  however,  ensued  between  (be  in 
armies  till  Uie  battle  of  Salamanca  had  imposed  on  Soult  the  neoesslty  of  will- 
drawing  his  troops  altogether  from  Estremadnra,  preparal«ry  to  the  genml 
evacuation  of  the  sonthem  proWoees ;  and  then  HiU  followed  Drovet,  ee  liii 
retreat  to  the  Sierra  Horau,  till  he  received  erden  from  Wellingtoo  to  adTiw 
up  the  Jarama  towards  Madrid,  to  cover  die  city  on  the  southern  side,  vUe 
he  himself,  with  the  hulk  of  bis  forces,  proceeded  northwud  to  thastegcrf 
Burgos  (2). 
moJlI>T"  Wellington  was  not  long,  after  he  arrivedatHadrid,  of  peKsiriig 
mIi^  that  the  north  was  the  quarter  in  which  matters  had  become  mast 
iSi^i.  urgmt,  and  thaiit  was  there  that  the  struggle  for  the  maiDteDtaa 
of  his  position  in  the  Peninsula  was  to  he  nndei^one.

Tbe  dtizens  had  liberally  fed  the  troops  in  ^rrison ,  and  tlw  stewards  of  the 
■eqneslered  and  royd  lands  had  realoofly  given  the  prodnoe  of  dieir  harvest 
DB  the  prapiae  of  future  payment;  hut  no  steps  whaterer  had  been  taken  to

An 
assault  was  instantly  ordered,  both  there  and  at  the  old  breach,  and  luih 
proved  successful.  Holmes,  with  the  Sd  battalion  of  the  2iih,quicldjfarcej 
his  way  through  the  smolie  and  crumbling  ruins,  almostbeforelberaltleof 
the  explosion  had  ceased ;  while  Lieutenant  Froser  of  Iho  samer^meDl,!!

Dubreton  and  his  brave  garrison,  who  throughout  the  whole aep 
discharged  with  incomparable  vigour  and  talent  the  important  duty  intnilri 
Id  them,  niade  the  most  strenuous  elTorls  to  dispossess  the  besi^enrflki 
vantage-ground  they  had  gained;  and,  in  the  first  instance  at  least,  »iibA 
looked-for  success.

If  Soult  had  remained,  with 
Ibiifarees  together,  for  a  week  longer,  one-half  of  bis  soldiers,  and  pro- 
UyaU  Us  horses,  would  have  perished  of  actual  famine;  and  ifWelling- 
b'i  retreat  in  similar  storms  had  continued  a  few  daysmore,  his  army  would 
ne been  wellnigb  dissolved.  Both  the  French  and  the  English  commanders 
oordingly  put  their  troops  into  winter-quarters,  and  the  vast  arrays  which 
idio  recently  crowded  the  banks  of  the  Tonnes  were  dispersed  over  a  wide 
ilent'of  snrftce.  The  British  went  into  cantonments  on  the  Cob  and  Uie 
Soedc;  the  left  being  thrown  back  to  Lamego,  and  the  right  advanced  so  far 
rward  as  to  hold  the  pats  of  Bejar.  Headquarters  were  again  established 
fireoa4a.  Soult's  noble  army  was  entirely  dislocated  :  his  own  head- 
Hrtets  were  eslablisbed  at  Toledo  in  La  Mancha ;  Joseph  returned  with  bla 
Wds  to  Madrid;  and  (he  bulk  of  the  army  was  cantoned  in  Old  and  New 
Mile,  between  the  Douro  and  the  Tagus,  Salamanca  being  occupied  in 
mgth  by  two  ebviaions.

ttais  purpose  addressed  a  severe  letter  of  admonition  to  the  officns  oanwnd- 
ing  divisions  and  brigades,  complainJDg  in  an  especial  maoner  of  thfbabitMi 
inattention  of  regimental  oOicecs  to  their  various  duties,  in  so  bra*  the  Ifr 
bordinition,  discipline,  and  comforts  of  the  troops  weje  concerBed^lj, 
^SiiU  •■  ^'<^^^^  *^'*^  *  document  published  bj  a  British  oommaoder  vhiii 
iiicir>ii|i.*'producedBslrongersensation,  or  gave  rise  to  raoieTeheDMnt feel- 
ings, than  this  celebrated  address.  That  the  complaints  were  in  great  p*t 
well  founded,  and  thateVery  one's  recollection  could  afford  ample  codSiih- 
tioDof  the  material  facts  stated,  was  indeed  cerlaiu;  but  still,  tbenecessitT 
of  publishing  them  to  the  army,  and  consequently,  by  the  Englidi  nev^ 
pers,  to  all  Europe,  did  notappcar  equally  apparent^  and  even  if  it  hidlMi 
necessary,  it  was  urged  that  some  allowance  should  have  been  made  far  am 
who  had  been  engaged  for  nearly  eleven  mouths  in  conatant  sieges,  mar^a, 
or  battles,  and  whose  edorts,  during  thai  period,  had  delivered  half  of  lit 
Peninsula,  and  drawn  upon  them  the  enemy's  military  force  from  the  vbsb 
of  Spain.  The  reproaches,  too,  though  generally  well  founded,  wereneli|i- 
plicable  to  some  corps,  particularly  the  light  division  and  foot  guards,  vki 
had  joined  from  Coruuua;  and  Wellington  was  not  aware  that  bis  own  adv- 
rable  arrangements  for  the  supply  of  provisions  to  his  troops  had  bea,  a 
many  cases,  rendered  toCally  nugatory,  from  the  impossibility  of  geUing^ 
means  of  transport  for  the  stores,  or  the  negligence  of  inferior  funclioiHris 
tn  carrying  bis  orders  into  execution ;  so  that,  when  he  supposed  the  nn 
were  getting  three  rations  a-day  regularly  served  out,  they  were  in  feel  linn 
on  acorns  which  they  picked  np,  or  s«ine  which  they  shot,  in  tbe  «'W^ 
For  these  reasons,  the  reproof  was,  not  without  grounds,  co ra plained  of  tf 
nnjustby  many;  but  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  to  the  great  body  of  lb 
troops,  the  justice  of  the  remarks  was  what  rendered  ihem  so  nopaiatiUt; 
and  that  the  cogency  of  the  maxim, — "  the  greater  the  truth,  the  gwl" 
the  libel,"  never  was  more  signally  evinced  than  on  this  occasion.  A*  i^ 
after  such  admonitions,  however,  the  reproof,  though  universally  complii*^ 
of,  in  the  end  produced  salutary  effects;  the  officers  loudly  declaimed  ipiH* 
the  injustice  with  which  they  had  been  dealt,  but  quietly  set  about  remedjiq 
the  disorders  which  they  were  well  aware  had  crept  into  the  servke;  tiS

WUletbfs  surprising  campaign  was  going  on  in  the  centre  and 
t^!^^  north  of  Spain,  the  operaUons  in  the  south  and  on  the  east  coast, 
^"^  4hon|b  not  equally  brilliant,  sustained  the  character  of  the  Brl- 
Dat  anns,  and,  In  their  nltimate  effects,  were  attended  with  iRiportant  re- 
srits  in  the  delirerance  of  the  Peninsula.  It  has  been  already  noticed  (2) 
bow  much  Wellington  fbnnd  his  operations  impeded,  Immediatety  before  the 
battle  of  Sdamanca,  by  the  project  of  Lord  TVitliam  Bentinck  tocommencs 
hfi  pmd  dlrerslon  on  the  Italian  shores,  thereby  redacing  the  British  ex- 
pediiioB  destined  to  act  on  the  east  of  Spain  to  six  thousand  mat.  Such  as  It 
was,  bowcTgr,  Ais  armament  produced  a  *erj  considerable  impression,  and 
deariy  prored  of  what  importance,  on  the  general  issue  of  the  campaign,  the 
qwratfoBB  in  that  quarter,  if  more  vigorously  conducted  and  wiUi  a  lai^er 
iBTce,  mtgbt  bave  been.  General  Uaitland,  who  commanded  this  force,  ar- 
iwt  k.  rlred  at  Port  Hahon  lu  Hinorea,  in  the  middle  of  July,  and  at  Gnt 
Eiaod  across  for  theeoast  of  Catalonia,  with  a  view,  if  possible,  to  neoapdt 
»tit  against  Taragona ;  but  finding  that,  though  preparations  far  a  consl- 
dnable  rising  in  that  quarter  had  been  made,  there  was  no  Spanish  force  in 
existence  capable  of  keeping  the  field  as  a  regular  anny,  and  that  (hey  could' 
'^'•-  only  bring  eight  thousand  somatenes  into  the  field,  while  the 
IVench  had  thirteen  ibousand  disposable  men  in  the  province,  besides  Su- 
diel's  force,  ofastill  greater  amount,  in  Talencia,  he  wisely  Judged  (bat  it

Gnmi  Such  was  the  memorable  campaign  of  Salamanca,  the  most  glort- 
™^  oni,  ia  a  mililary  pohit  of  view,  of  which  the  English  annals  can 
>^  boast;  Ibemost  decisive  in  its  results  in  faToar  of  the  Allied  cause, 
^licfa  bad  yet  oecurml  in  Die  Revdotionary  war.  For  the  first  lime  since 
fte  star  of  Napoleon  bad  appeared  in  the  ascendant,  the  balance  bad  not  only 
koag  even  li«iwe(n  die  coatending  powers,  but  Inclined  decidedly  lothe 
(Mbtrude.  At  the  opening  of  die  campaign,  the  French  armies  occupied  the 
rtole  8f  Spahi,  from  the  Asturian  rocks  to  the  bay  of  Cadiz.  Tiie  great 
frontier  fortresses  of  Badajoz  and  Ciudad  Rodrigo  were  in  their  hands ;  and 
tbaBfitishmny,reatraiDed  within  the  fooandsofPorlogal,  seemed  unable  to 
PM  thegianlawho  stood  to  guard  the  entrance  into  the  Spanish  territory. 
Al  ita  close,  both  these  vital  strongholds  had  been  wrested  from  their  arms ; 
A>dtlaAt,  and  thewMe  provinces  to  the  south  of  the  Sierra  Morena  de- 
^*«cd  frsea  their  oppression ;  a  mortal  blow  to  their  power  struck  on  th^ 
P^iin  of  Castile;  ladrid  had  welcomed  its  deliverers  within  ils  gates;  and 
Cidii ;  revived  after  its  three  years'  blockade,  beheld  the  gigantic  works  of 
in  bwegers,  aad  their  two  thousand  guns,  the  trophies  of  ita  deliverance.  Bi 
"•nJwl  Sonlt's  words,  the  battle  of  Salamanca  had  indeed  proved  a  great 
^•toric  event,  which  had  resounded  through  F.urope  and  the  New  World, 
^campaigns  oflarttHironghhadnosach  momentous  triumphs  tocommc- 
B»rate;  the  gloiies  at  Orecy  and  Azlncour  were  in  comparison  sterile  in 
^rdderemib. 

^  Great  as  was  the  disappointment  felt,  in  the  first  instance,  in  Eng- 
<wnur  land,  at  the  untoward  conclnsion  of  the  campaign^  and  the  cala- 
jSjiTiTftr  mitons  issue  of  the  retreat  from  Burgos,  it  was  yet  evident,  on  )i 
""•"^  calmretrospectof  ils  results,  and  the  relative  situatinn  of  panics  at 
"•  eaamencement  and  termination,  that  the  success  gained  had  been  im- 
■"we,  and  Uiat  the  French  power  in  the  Peninsula  had  received  a  fetal 
'onBti.  True,  ihe  British  standards  had  been  again  driven  from  the  Spanish 
''titOTy;  tnie,  Wellington  bad  re-assumed  his  old  positions  on  the  Coa  and 
'^tgneda :  buthow  had  this  been  effected?  By  a  concentration  of  the  French

tions  against  [fae  enemy  ^  while  the  evacuation  of  moro  than  faktf,  and^fe

The  secrecy  of  hii  {oefH*' 
i">>°'  tions,  the  rapidity  and  force  of  his  strokes,  liie  judicious dkeete 
of  his  attacks,  the  vast  efTecls  which  followed  from  them,  all  revtlMlki 
consummate  commander,  now  for  the  first  time  rdieved  from  the  load  lAA 
bad  oppressed  him,  and,  by  the  celerity  of  bis  movements,  and  the  lUW 
use  of  a  central  position,  couulerbalancing  what  would  otherwise  have  bw 
deemed  an  iowrmauntahle  superiority  of  numbers.  When  it  is  ttaHeOU 
that  Wellington,  with  an  army  which  never  could  bring  sixty  tbousapd  m» 
into  Ihe  lield,  gained  these  wonderful  successes  over  an  eneipy  wbo  bul  tw* 
hundred  and  forty  thousand  effective  veteran  troops  at  his  di^tosal,  and  O^ 
tured  the  two  great  frontier  fortresses  under  the  very  eyes  of  t*'o  b>u^iI>i 
who,  as  Ihe  event  proved,  could  assemble  a  hundred  thousand  men  fardMii 
relief,  it  is  evident  that  more  than  fortune  or  national  courage  bad  bMaf 
work,  and  that  consummate  generalship  had  come  to  the  direction  of  trin 
valour  and  experienced  discipline.

*pcntins.  The  ecceMlrie  imptton  into  AadalDsia,  when  Wellington  in  For- 
n)d  was  still  unsubdued,  is  the  chief  cnnse  to 'which  all  the  subsequent 
diiisters  in  Spain  are  to  be  ascribed ;  and  it  arose  clearly  from  the  necessily 
d  Mitiog  apoa  hitherto  nntondted  fields  of  ptnnder.  The  marshals  were 
M*er  weai7  of  exprearing  theh-  astonishnient  at  the  unwise  policy  which 
hpt  then- armies  detached  from  each  other,  and  melting  away  In  inglorious 
warfare  in  Ibeir  separate  proTlnees,  when  the  English  army  retained  a  cmtral 
fKOaa,  menacing  alike  to  them  all.  But  the  leerel  motf  ve  of  NapiMon  in  ao 
dlttribnting  Us  force  was  very  apparent.  If  he  brought  them  into  large  bo- 
Ha  ro  wage  a  united  war  with  the  English  general,  the  occupation  of  many 
sflhe  prorinces  would  require  to  be  diMontinncd,  the  lefylng  of  the  cootri- 
bBiioRB  would  eease,  and  the  coat  of  his  armies,  hitherto  wholly  defrayed  by 
Spnish  resonrees,  wenid  iril  with  ererwbelmiag  weight  on  the  Imperial 
■refiury.  Hence  arose  ilie  dispersion  of  the  armies,  the  military  govern- 
MSb,  the  jealousies  of  the  marshals,  the  weaknesaof  the  king,  the  ezaspera- 
in  of  the  inbabiunis,  thetrlnmphs  of  the  British,  and  the  loss  of  the  Pentn- 
•aW.  The  mighty  fabric,  based  on  injnstke,  reared  in  rapine,  cemenied  by 
Uood,  laT<dTed  in  itself  the  principles  of  its  own  destnicUon.  The  very  great- 
■Mi  of  its  pawn,  the  wide  spread  of  its  exiention,  only  aoceleraUd  the  pe- 
tM  of  its  fMl.  All  that  was  wanting  was  an  enduring  enenty,  that  had 
diMcnnnent  enough  to  see,  and  talent  adequate  to  improve,  the  dunces  thus 
■rhing  in  his  &vour,  and  a  position  where  a  sure  refuge  might  be  found  till 
■Ik  period  of  reaction  should  anlre.  'Hie  consianey  of  England  presentod 
Mrt  a  foe,  the  eye  of  Wellingian  constituted  luch  a  eotnmander,  and  the 
nAiaf  Torres  Tedras  furnished  such  a  stronghold.

Tie 
descendants  of  Shem,  the  dwellers  in  the  tents  of  the  East,  are  still  as  widdy 
separated  from  the  descendants  of  laphet,  as  when  the  snperi(H' vfgonr  onic 
European  race  impressed  open  the  Roman  poet  the  belief,  that  to  their  it«i 
race  alone  it  was  given  to  stru^le  with  the  difficulties  of  humanity,  and  B^ 
fold  the  secrets  of  nature  (i).  Their  joys,  equally  with  iheir  sorrows,  tttcfr 
virtues  and  their  vices,  their  triumphs  and  (heir  reverses,  the  sonrees  tt 
their  prosperity  and  the  causes  of  their  ruin,  are  essentially  distinct  in  tfacse 
two  quarters  of  the  gh)be;  white  the  peculiarities  of  the  third  great  tanllyaf

riocipal  diiTiculty  of  man  is  to  clear  out  the  prodigious  luxuriance  of  vege- 
lUon  which  springs  up  from  the  solir  warmth,  when  the  waters  of  the  river 
Hc  first  regained  their  natural  channel.  In  the  European  fields,  again,  llie 
[oduclive  powers  of  nature  require  to  be  drawn  forth  and  assisted  by  years 
[hnman  labour.  The  operations  of  draining,  planting,  and  enclosing,  which 
nessential  to  the  improvement  of  agriculture,  are  the  work  of  centuries; 
Dd  the  vast  proQU  which  in  the  East  reward  llie  first  and  infant  efforts  (k 
nman  cultivetiou,  are  gained  in  the  West  only  by  the  result  of  the  accu- 
miited  labour  of  many  successive  generations.  Agricultural  riches,  and  con- 
iqaent  commercial  opuleucej  spring  up  at  once  in  the  East  with  the  rapid- 
l.andtuxuriance  of  tropical  vegetation.lhey  are  of  slow  and  dilGcult  growth 
1  the  West,  like  the  oak  and  the  pine,  which  arrive  at  maturity  only  after 
^  Upse  of  ages. 

PnfMiw  But  in  proportion  (o  the  rapidity  with  which  vegetation  thus 
^Uni  springs  up  under  the  genial  warmth  df  an  Eastern  sun,  is  ihefra- 
-••v<'-..  giie  nature  of  the  materialsof  which  it  is  composed,  and  the  seeds 
fiapid  decay  which  are  involved  in  the  splendid  structure.  The  law  of  oa- 
Ofe  seems  to  he  of  universal  application — all  that  rapidly  comes  to  maturity 
isubject  to  as  speedy  decay — whatever  is  destined  fur  long  duration  is  of  the 
loweslgrowlb,  and  of  the  most  tardy  development.  The  early  prodigies  of 
'■Wilal  civilisation  were  of  no  longer  duration,  In  the  great  year  of  human 
'Ulence,  than  the  lirst  fruits  of  spring  amidst  the  quickly  succeeding  har- 
Bis  with  which  the  labours  of  the  natural  year  are  crowned.  The  sfieds  of 
■a;  were  sowD  with  oo  unsparing  hand :  firom  the  native  corruption  of  the

Id  by  far  the  greater  part  of  lbs  Aiiriit 
continent  the  physical  circumstuices  of  mankind  are  widely  dil[eTeDt;md 
hardship  and  suffering  have  imprinted  as  bold  and  encrgelica  charMler  qM 
the  human  mind,  as  ease  and  opulence  have  softened  and  ^alanditinttts^ 
tians  blessed  with  greater  natural  advantages.  Hie  children  of  the  dtswt  in 
ever  at  hand  [o  punish  the  vices  and  obliterate  the  corruptions  ef  the  sto 
of  the  plain.  In  the  sonibem  portiensof  Asia,  in  the  vast  peninsula  of  Anliis, 
a  race  of  men  have  eiisted  from  the  earliest  limes,  on  whom  liardsliiptf' 
dil&culty  have  eternally  imprinted  the  same  bold  and  daring  qnalitiei.  HiMth 
itig  in  no  respect  from  their  ancestor  in  the  days  of  Abrdiam,  tfae  duUiM'' 
Ishmael  are  still  lo  be  found  in  Uie  deserts  of  Arabia,  poor,  stdier,  and  tadir 
ing;  mounted  on  theirsieeds,  or  seated  on  theirouaels,  incpieat  ofawantf 
subsistence,  and  preserving  pure,  on  a  rocky  soil  and  under  ibe  raysofi  fV- 
ticalSnn,thesimplicityaud  the  energy  of  patriarchal  life:  slill,  as  in dwilip 
of  Cyrus,  the  pastoral  nations  of  the  nortb  wander  over  the  vast  labia  luA 
of  Tartary,  mulli plying  with  the  herds  and  flacks  which  graie  wound  tlm, 
and  possessing,  even  to  profusion,  liut  multitude  of  beraes  wldcli  hi  *nT 
age  bas  constituted  the  strength  of  the  Scythian  tribes(l).  It  is  Id  the  nfecaf 
ing  vigour  and  ceaseless  multiplication  of  thewnonude  tribes,  that  tfennwi 
of  the  continual  renovation  of  the  human  race  in  the  Asiatic  empire*  IM  AM 
provided.

The  vigour  of  a  great  monarch  wielding  the  despotic  povcss  of  gevan 
speedily  makes  itself  fielt  in  every  depvtment ;  order  is  maintained  hj  ik 
satraps  and  governors  of  provinces,  each  trembling  for  the  prescmlioD  tl 
bis  own  authority ;  industry  and  ]»t>perty  aie  protecied  auMog  the  pair; 
multitudes  flock  from  the  adjoining  slates,  to  share  in  the  prolectieo  rfii- 
gonr  and  justioej  warriors  crowd  from  all  quarters  to  follow  the  slandirril  i> 
victory  and  plunder.  Internal  triumph,  external  anocess,  thus  ra^dly  aua- 
muhte  round  theempireof  energy  and  courage;  ottd  the  inuBCaseiaafeiUc 
or  floating  population  of  Asia,  spe«]ily  causes  Bu  extraordinary  infloxaf  ia- 
habi Ian ts  into  the  principal  cities  of  the  empire.  The  whale  bislarysflk* 
East,  from  the  earliest  agas,  is  composed  of  the  suaceaai  va  eiavatioas  sf  djtai- 
ties  or  individuals  by  the  efforts  of  the  possessors  of  the  throne,  and  Ibiira 
uniform  decline,  and  ultimate  extinction,  from  the  dogenocacy  and  iKimt 
nacy  of  their  unworthy  succeaaors. 
PrtiHipuist  In  Earope,  alike  in  ancient  and  modtm  Umca,  «  gnatd«ps« 
^Ji^rfZTi^  stability  bu  been  eiHnmuDicated  to  iho  aequiremants  of  d?ili»- 
'ii^'  lion,  the  conquesla  of  power,  and  the  aaanmulaiipn  irfweiitfa;!*' 
E>»p*-  although  tlK  progress  of  nations  baa  beeo  interrupted  bj  o"^ 
vicissitudes  of  fortune,  yet  a  long  period  of  prMperity  and  grealwM  ^ 
been  imparted  to  national  euatance,  and  its  dedina  has  basB  owingia^fK- 
cession  of  causes  whkh  have  gradualiy  uodjfCHuned,  andM'UM.drifdvpl^ 
sources  of  prosperity.  But  in  the  East  a  very  different  provesi  ^nsnttil- 
scif.  The  rise  of  power,  the  growth  of  ciTiliaatioa,  the  marida  at  opajwffi 
have  been  fiir  mere  n|rid  tbui  to  the  Weatem  world ;  but,  on  tbaolhw  hue. 
the  cataslropbes  lowhieh  they  have  been  subject  have  ban  nod)  ■*>* 
rapid,  the  d^enoracy  by  which  they  have  been  uoderBintd,  infinitall  m" 
swift  in  its  pii«rfaB.  Tbaugh  the  voice  «r.nMU«n,  maiuiadhyMtelo'*^ 
experience,  cannot  as  yet  aUiriu  that  tbe  Kuropean  eonm unities,  with w 
their  advantage*  of  leligion  andkoowledge,  have  eraditat^fron  ibsiikMH 
the  seeds  of  mortality,  it  may  with  eonlid«ice  baanirn«d>thatuthtl>>''* 
been  slower  of  growth,  so  they  will  he  mMo  dunUa  in  exiiMWce  ibn  w 
Oriental  dynasties;  and  that  the  causes  of  decline,  canuncn  to  ^'""'^ 
have  been  oomhated  in  tbe  Western  by  far  Mrengei  pyineiplfll  of  vijW  *»■ 
renovation  than  have  ever  appeared  in  tbe  Eastern  world. 
But,  for  the  same  lewoD,  corruption,  when  it  does  spread  Uuoagki't' ^^ 
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JiJ^  of  A«  slate,  vill  be  more  deeply  rooted  In  Europe  tliai)  fnAsia- 
«"  ■!■.?"  Mtd  if  degeneracy  does  overiake  soclciy  in  iis  last  stages,  it  will  be 
fcrnere  unirentl  in  the  West  tbnn  in  the  East.  Nothing  is  so  remarbable  in 
tba  Asialic  states  as  tbe  simplicity  of  manners  and  habits  vhich  prevails  be- 
yoad  the  paie  of  those  who  actually  enjoy  the  transitory  wealth  or  power 
wineti  are  tbe  consequence  of  the  saltan's  brour.  TliBt  they  speedilv  are 
(smpted  by  the  ponession  of  weiritb,  and  that  the  descendants  even  of  ilie 
bnrest  men  become  so  utterly  d^eneraie  as  to  be  incapable  of  contributing 
any  tbiag  to  the  deftnee  of  the  stale  in  a  few  generations,  may  be  considered 
ai  dedstvdy  proTCd  by  every  period  of  Asiatic  history.  But  ihe  great  bulk  of 
'tte  people,  u  they  share  in  none  of  the  advantages  of  wealth  and  power,  so 
tbeyhavcatDO  period  been  generally  affected  by  its  corruptions.  If  a  travel- 
ler eaten  an  Asiatic  town,  be  finds  tbe  manners  of  the  people  and  simplicity 
af  diHnestic  life  nearly  as  they  appear  in  the  sacred  records  and  the  early  nar- 
ntive  of  Herodotus.  In  Eorope,  on  the  other  hind,  as  political  power  and 
epalenee  have  descended  far  more  generally  through  al)  classes  of  society, 
and  eommnnicated  in  consequence,  during  the  periods  of  public  virtue,  a 
fa-  greater  degree  of  dnrability  and  vigour  to  political  prosperity;  so  Uie 
feeds  of  eemptioni  when  they  do  spread,  will  be  in  proportion  more  gen- 
erally diffused,  and  degeneracy,  when  it  reaches  tbe  middle  ranks,  more 
nniTenal  and  hopeless. 
■■<■■»  Polygamy  is  and  ever  has  been  a  dreadful  evil  in  the  Cast ;  and 
Hi'^«r-  the  extraordinary  rapidity  with  which  all  races  of  conquerors  have 
TH^^iLi  degenerated,  in  a  few  generations  after  their  establislunent  in  the 
S^xTtH  conquered  districts,  has  been  doubtless  mainly  owing  to  this  ruin- 
^•H-  ous  institation,  which,  among  the  great  and  afSuent,  poisons  the 
•ooTMS  of  manhood  and  energy  in  the  cradle.  The  Scythian  conqueror  him- 
seK  was  bred  np  amidst  bis  herds  and  his  flocks  :  wandering  on  horseback 
from  morning  UU  night,  he  acquired  vigour  from  habit,  and  hardihood  from 
neeessity.  His  degenerate  offspring,  after  his  conquests  were  completed,  bred 
gp  in  theseclnsion  of  the  harem,  surrounded  by  women,  wealth,  and  flattery, 
lensual,  capricious,  and  tyrannical,  could  hardly  be  recognised  as  the  bff- 
iprio;  of  such  a  parent.  But  polygamy,  with  all  its  attendant  train  of  ills-^ 
hwaing  eanuchs,  fiery  passions,  luxurious  seraglios,  female  jealousy,  and 
lenatul  cormption  -  never  has,  and  never  can  be  a  vice  of  the  great  body  of 
he  people.  Necessity,  the  strongest  of  all  taws,  will,  in  every  age  and  part  of 
he  -world,  conBne  men  to  a  single  wife :  the  cost  of  several,  or  a  train  of  coo- 
(rtrfnes,  is  so  great,  that,  like  a  stud  of  hniiters  or  race-horses  in  England, 
t  b  altogether  bejond  the  reach  of  the  vast  majority  of  mankind.  By  leading 
a  tite  apeedy  cermpllon  of  the  higher  ranks,  this  ruinous  institution  may 
sdeed,  and  always  does,  exercise  a  fatal  influence  on  tbe  nalional  fortunes ; 
al  its  effect  on  general  manners,  domestic  purity,  or  the  progress  of  popula- 
nm,  is  very  Inconsiderable.  In  none  of  these  respects,  perhaps,  is  it  so 
oworfui  an  instrument  of  corroptien  as  the  female  profligacy  and  promis- 
noiM  concubinage,  which,  pervading  all  ranks,  b  felt  as  so  consnmingan  evil 
■  «n  the  great  cities  of  westran  Europe.

Some  are  devoted  to  the  culliTation  of  the  Mil,  and  wiaiM 
surplns  produce  maintain  the  other  elaases  of  IbelitdeiMiety,  OBongwbsa 
the  different  trades  of  Uackimiths,  carpenters,  bricklayers,  maanns,  baikn, 
bakers,  tailors, shoemalterB,andoihen,aredirided;  each  inemberefirtiA 
b  bound  in  hii  own  profession  to  coatribnte,  somelimee  by  money,  at  alkm 
by  a  return  in  kind  to  the  wants  of  the  other  nenibera  irf  tbecoanaB^- 
The  general  tas,  or  rsther  tribute,  which  is  Imposed  span  Ihe  wbde,  i> 
levied  by  certain  persons  chosen  by  all  the  membors,  who  allocate  wiA 
great  nicety  the  share  of  the  bnrden  upon  each  iildlvldiitl,  cliaife  tka- 
eelres  with  its  collection,  and  account  for  it  to  (he  pasha  tr  other  td- 
lector  of  (lie  revenue.  The  attachment  of  the  people  to  theae  llltle  eBnaai- 
wealths  is  so  strong  as  to  be  almost  inextinguishable;  if  tha  menben  ol  it 
are  dispersed  by  foreign  violence,  it  is  perpetnated  from  genertHon  logn»- 
ration :  the  ancient  landmarks  are  preserved  ;  even  the  aitea  of  the  diftrot 
cottages  are  Imprinted  on  their  memories,  and  handed  down  to  thefr  dil- 
dren;  and  if  happier  times  return,  and  the  dispersed  comnnnity  er  (bar 
descendants  can  re-assnnble,  they  rebuild  their  Allen  walk,  and  eacli  faaitT 
lights  its  fire  as  near  «■  possible  on  the  hearth  of  its  onceeton.  B«l  if  lU) 
Tillage  system  operates  as  a  protection  to  tbe  comrannity  dnring  prosperWi 
it  comes  to  press  often  with  dreadful  severity  in  adverse  times  :  tbe  govtn- 
mentwill  rarely,  if  ever,  remit  any  thing  of  the  fixed  tribute  from  lhe<^ 
munity :  the  weight  of  the  exaction  thus  often  conies  to  <all  npon  decSai^ 
numbers;  and  so  grievous  does  the  bnrden  become  when  the  memban  lath 
community  are  serionsly  impaired  by  sickness  or  the  sword,  Aat  lhens>^ 
ing  members  fly  to  the  desert  or  the  ttioanlains,  and  the  entire  depopnUtifl 
of  the  country  ensues.  It  is  to  this  canse  that  both  Gibbon  and  Ssmowlifl] 
ascribe  the  rapid  decline  of  population  in  the  rural  districts  of  theRsMi 
empire;  and  the  same  circumstance  is  considered  by  recent  observen  ■  Ae 
.  cause  of  the  rapid  decrease  of  the  popnlation  in  the  conlemporary  iiaM  ^

different  trades  in  towns  enjoy,  and  which  interpose,  between  die  indiwW 
and  the  oppression  of  the  tax-collector,  thelmporiani  shieM  ofaconmnitT 
having  a  common  Interest  with  himself.

hw_  The  great  strength  of  the  East,  in  every  age,  bos  been  found  to 
Mrillii  ot  con)i**  >»  the  multitode  and  odmir^le  dexterity  of  its  horsemen ; 
■^  >«'-  and  this  arises  from  the  number  of  uomade  tribes  who,  in  almost 
■h^  '  all  Asiatic  stales,  pervade  every  port  of  its  territory ;  and  vk-ho, 
iHlaatly  on  horseback,  hare  attained  a  proficiency  in  the  care  and  manage- 
Nt  af  that  Bobie  aninal,  unknown  in  any  other  port  of  the  world.  The 
voAa  0f  these  nomado  tribes  who  pervade  the  Persian  monarchy,  is  nearly 
million  ;  those  in  Asiatic  Turkey  arc  still  more  numerous  (5).  Nor  is  the 
i^  cstintalion  of  horses  confined  to  those  who  still  adhere  to  the  roving 
ibilaef  tbmr  fraefalhers;  it  pervades  the  whole  community,  and  descends 
ilbe.very  hujublest  and  most  Indigent  classes  of  the  people.  A  beggar  in 
nUa,w)(h  his  ^mily,  asks  charity  mounUd  on  several  bofses^  the  luxury 
f  thegreat  consists  iu  the  number  and  high  breeding  of  their  stallions.

_.».n.  powerful  antidote  to  the  numerous  evils  by  whidi  they  are  ep- 
prcseed  has  in  every  age  been  found  from  this  cause  in  the  £ast.  NotviA- 
standii>g  the  immense  superiority  which  Earope  has  long  enjoyed  fiom  tb 
energy  of  its  character,  the  freedom  of  iu  Institotions,  and  theiuperiorityof 
its  kaonledge.  It  may  be  doubted  whether  the  sacred  fi>nn(aiii  of  doinesik 
life  has  been  preserved  so  pure  among  the  poor  and  needy,  as  in  tbe  Kde- 
•ion  of  the  East.  Tiie  unrestrained  social  intercourse  of  Ibe  sexes ;  tbe  ia- 
cessant  activity  which  prevails ;  the  close  proximity  in  which  Ibe  poor  tarn 
and  women  in  great  cities  are  accumulated  together;  and  (he  general  Ucenx 
of  manners  which  has  flowed  from  the  liberty  that  prevails,  and  the  puiti 
for  ardent  spirits  which  is  so  common  among  the  working-classes,  hare  pn- 
daced  a  far  greater  degree  of  general  vice  and  misery  in  Europe  Uian  bisenr 
obtained,  at  least  among  the  middle  and  lower  classes,  in  the  East.  Tbe 
enormons  mass  of  female  profligacy  which  overspreads  almost  all  oar  ^1 
lowns,  is  there  almost  unknown.  From  Uke  seclusion  of  the  harem  hive,  k 
the  middle  classes  (2),  flowed  purer  manners  and  a  more  elevated  cbaneUr 
than  has  resulted  from  the  constant  intermixture  of  (he  sexes,  and  the  nbe- 
ment  passions  to  which  il  gives  rise.  Itisthts  simplicity  and  honesty  of  de- 
position, joined  to  the  uoaffbcted  devotion  and  martl^  qaalilies  by  whidi 
they  are  distinguished,  which  has  blinded  so  many  Europesn  travellenef 
Ihe  highest  talents  and  dlscemtlient  to  the  devastatiBg  effecis  of  Asiilie 
government,  and  the  mlnous  consequences  which  have  fiovred,  particelu^

Although  from  the  day  thu  Ih^  cannon  of  Mahomet  the  Second 
pened  the  breachinlhewallaofConstantiDoplc,  which  still  exists  to  attest 
be  fall  of  the  Emperor  of  the  East,  they  bare  been  the  undisputed  masters  of 
be  fairest  and  richest  domiuioD  upon  earth,  yet  the  great  body  of  ihcm  still 
Main  the  primitive  customs  and  habits  which  they  brought  with  them  from 
bemoHDtainsofKMHtJistaa.  They  hare  in  no  degree  either  shared  in  the 
mpraveioent,  or  adopted  the  manners,  or  acquired  the  Imowledge,  of  their 
European  neigbbours.  Their  gavemment  is  still  the  absolute  rule  of  the 
nJtans  and  the  pashas,  the  agas  and  the  Janissaries;  notwithstanding  their 
dose  proximity  to,  and  constant  intercourse  wilti,  the  democratic  commercial 
EOflunimi lies  of  modern  ^urope;  they  are  yet  the  derout  followers  of  Uaho- 
net,  notwithstanding  that  they  every  where  admit  that  the  star  of  the 
Crescem  is  waning  bdTore  that  of  Ibe  Cross,  Ibey  still  adhere  in  all  their  in- 
stitutions to  the  precepts  of  the  Koranj  they  rely  with  implicit  faith  on  the 
■id  of  the  Prophet,  aJtbongh  they  are  well  aware  that  the  followers  of  Christ 
■re  ultimately  to  oxpel  them  from  Europe,  and  themselves  point  to  the  gate 
hj  which  the  Uuacovite  battalions  are  to  enter  when  they  place  the  Cross 
apoa  the  donw  of  St.-Sophia. 

Mi^^  ^  '^y  sufBcient  reason  may  be  assigned  for  this  invariable 
w''.jttit  Ailltc^cc  of  Ihe  Turks  to  their  Asiatic  customs,  notwithstanding 
•Hrt«-  their  close  proximity  to  European  civilisation,  and  the  innumerable 
evils  which  they  have  suBered  from  the  superiority  of  the  European  discipline. 
Their  aRueioN  renders  them  incapable  either  of  alteration  or  improvement. 
The  Koran  contains  several  admirable  precepts  of  morality,  drawn  from  the 
nges  of  aniiquity,  and  many  sublime  truths  borrowed  from  the  Gospel ;  but 
is  ail  the  parts  where  it  is  origioal,  it  is  either  a  wild  rhapsody,  inapplicable 
lo  Ihe  rest  of  the  world,  or  a  rude  code  suited  to  none  but  a  horde  of  Oriental 
nuqueroTB.  Nevertheless,  it  forms  net  only  the  religious  standard  of  faith, 
bat  the  civil  code  of  law :  tiie  nhole  de^ioDS  of  the  cadis  in  Hussulman 
Ales  are  foended  on  texts  of  the  Koran ;  all  Ae  maxims  of  the  muftis  and 
»pteme  religious  council  are  drawn,  without  comment  or  ampUQcation, 
*»in  its  loJuneKons  («).  The  celebrated  saying  of  the  Arabiao  conqueror  who 
dssiroyed  the  AlezanoJian  library,  "  if  these  books  contain  the  truth,  it  is 
^^T  to  the  Koran,  and  therefore  Ihey  are  auperfluoos;  W  what  they  eon- 
lUB  is  not  |hflre,iL  is  false,  and  thoefore  they  should  be  destroyed,"  cootaioi 
(he  whole  system  of  their  dvil  and  ecclestastical  goTemment.

Prescribing  nothing fcr  eitcml  lorm,  enjefah^ 
littlefor  ecclesiastical  govcmrnent,  s1ndions);aToldfiig  alt  allnsion  ta  pelHkd 
Institutions,  the  Gospel  directs  all  its  efforts  to  the  purl Hcallcm  of  that  gnal 
fountain  of  evil — the  human  heart.  Destined  in  the  end  to  effiecl  powerM 
.  changes,  both  In  the  heart  of  man,  the  frSme  rf sortety,  and  the  pnm  if 
government,  it  aims  directly  at  tieilher  of  tiie  latter  objecu :  it  t*  («  woitovi 
the  destined  end,  to  accomplish  the  ultimate  designs  of  PiWrMenee,  bf  IK 
unobserved  influence  upon  the  human  heart.  The  Koran,  on  tbe  other  bnd, 
■pcclGcs  every  thing  which  its  disciples  are  to  do,  from  the  dtridon  of  pn- 
pcriy  among  children  upon  the  death  of  a  parent,  to  the  number  of  diilf 
ablations  to  be  performed  by  the  faiihftil.  Beform  ^  loslitmiom,  or  chnp 
of  manners,  therefore,  is  impossible  in  a  Mahometan  state;  fcr  it  emti 
attempted  only  at  (he  hazard  of  destroying  the  great  bond  of  naitondtf, 
Uahometanism  itself.  It  is  as  impossible  as  fbr  a  child  to  grow  to  matiuitT 
who,  in  early  youth,  has  been  cased  in  a  rigid  suit  of  armour :  his  fipnt 
cannot  enlarge  unless  his  fetters  are  burst.

•icutnioi  the  decline  of  the  Queen  of  the  East.  This  oriebrated  capital,  tht 
uT  ''''™  incomparable  excellence  of  wfaoseiitBBtion  attracted  the  eagle  eji 
of  Alexandu  the  Great,  yfhith  made  the  Remans  forget  (he  sanctity  ef  Qte 
Capitol,  and  transferred  (tie  metropolis  of  the  world  to  the  shorn  of  the 
Bosphoros ;  which  rent  in  twain  the  dominion  of  the  lemons,  and  yet  degtr 
■usiainedfor  a  thousand  years  the  empire  of  the  East ;  «4i[efa  drew  aside  tte 
crusaders  {torn  the  storm  of  Jerusalem,  and  attraeted  the  Osmwilis  from  IM 
deserts  to  the  shores  of  the  Bosphorus;  which  tbrealoncd  in  one  agecnry 
monarchy  in  Europe,  and  existed  in  another  hy  their  mutual  jentoasy  at  ib 
■cquisilion — bad  lougformed  the  real  object  of  discord  between  the  cooftsrf 
Paris  and  St  .•Petersburg.  The  desires  of  the  cabinet  of  St.-PMenbnrg  bd 
been  for  abore  a  century  fixed  on  its  acquisi lieu ;  towwds  that  ob}acl  all  tttt 
eflbrts  bad,  since  the  days  of  Peter  the  Great,  incessantly  been  diteded,  od 
it  was  only  by  the  actire  inter^erenee  of  England  that  the  toUl  oTCrthrariT 
Uie  Turliish  empire  had  been  averted,  on  the  ere  of  the  reretotioiMry  wa, 
after  the  fall  of  Ociakoff  (2).  So  irmly  bent  was  the  Empresa  Ca(bart«« 
this  splendid  acquisition,  that  she  named  het  eldest  grandson  Alexander,  snl 
his  second  brother  Consuntine ;  hoping  that  the  fenner  woold  rival  the  gk- 
ries  of  the  Macedonian  conqueror,  and  the  latter  again  renew  on  Oe  Bsaphs- 
mstheem|Hreoftbeerossand  the  lustreof  the  Eastern  empire.  Darmgtbt 
anxieties  and  dangtn  of  that  dreadful  contest,  the  doigiis  of  the  cabinet  if 
St.-Pelersburg  for  Ihe  acquisiUon  of  Constantinople  had  fora  tiase  hcei  «>■ 
ponded ;  but  its  projects,  guided  by  aristomtic-Aireslgbt,  were  never  for- 
gotten :  even  while  still  rceliiug  with  (he  blood  of  Priedland,  Aleunte 
turned  his  anxious  attontion  to  the  lon^ndwrished  pn^eels  of  his  family  isd 
court;  and  Napol^n,  bent  on  (be  acquisition  of  Spain  for  himself,  gmt 
verbal  consent  during  the  conference  of  Tilsit,  to  the  entire  expalshni  M  A* 
Turks  from  Europe  by  the  Russians  (3).  But  Roumslia  and  Constantinrlt 
were  excluded  from  this  partition,  and  their  destination  left  in  (be  dait,t«>

BiHnHKioii*aeil,ad 
the  lost  of  conqaest,  though  two  of  tbo  nost  powaftal  paaskais  wbUi  em 
rouse  thtbUMiibraast,  cannot  bo  relied  on  4»rperBiaiiMU  cfiiirts.  TmU 
Kenerally  buns  so  fieroriy  that  it  eitinguldies  iiaelf  dter  t  few  geMratei; 
die  second,  dependent  on  the  eicitement  of  worldly  dcaircs,  is  kept  ilin  d- 
moctenlirdy  by  the  continoanca  of  worldly  SDCce».  Hie  TicioatfMlitntisa 
and  wasting  tyranny  of  the  Tnrkisb  empire,  were  ineepaUe  of  farntaUasttal 
■teady  support  to  military  power  which  arose  from  the  herediMry  ariil»> 
cracy  and  free  spirit  of  Weatoni  Europe.  The  Christians  had  at  first  Ibe  ol- 
mostdifficulty  In  stemming  the  torrent  of  Asiatielnrasion;  and  the  dauaia 
flfthe  world  never,  perhaps,  hunghisonieea  balaneeaa  whcDCbario^M- 
quered  the  Saracens  on  the  Geld  of  Tours,  or  when  Jobs  Sobisskt  ni«d  At 
■lege  of  Vienna  with  the  Polish  bsces.  But  these  two  BCBoralria  bUda,  by 
■topping  the  career  of  conquest,  and  cooling  the  ardour  of  bnaticim  in  their 
ranks,  proved  {ital  to  their  cause  both  in  Western  and  Eastern  Earope.  fiit- 
aster  nerer  ceased  to  socceed  disMter,  tiU,  though  after  the  lapse  effluaf 
centuries,  ibeanns  of  the  Hoora  were  famed  backward  ftwii  ifaeliaria  of  Aa 
Loire  across  the  StrslH  of  fiibratUr ;  and  the  ^loosy  of  the  Enropeaa  psB> 
ers,  excited  by  the  inestimable  prize  ofCMstantiaople,  atoBahasprerenli^ 
them,  long  before  this  time,  from  driving  tin  Tnrks  acroaa  the  Baapbtfai 
into  their  native  Beats  in  ibe  deserts  of  Asia.

ImT  '"'*  ""^  ^'^  recede  for  a  hnndr^  and  Itfty  years,  ihey  hare,  bowno', 
m-l^.  maintained  many  long  and  bloody  wan  both  with  Uio  AntlrisBi 
and  Russians;  and  the  tenacity  with  which  they  ttfH  hold  di^  taniMy,tad 
the  vigour  with  which  they  have  so  often  risen  from  shwks  which  seem' 
fatal  to  iheir  cause,  prove  what  powerful  elemoils  of  >mBfth.axiil  la  ike 
coaragc  and  enei^y  of  the  Turkish  popvlatioB  (o  rcaisf  so  manyexiarMl  diM- 
tcrs,  and  the  more  unobserved  but  fklal  InBueBce  of  such  la»s-eoBtinoed» 
temal  oppression.  Tliis  tenacity  of  Kfe  Is  tiie  more  renarhaU*  vkeatt  ia  »• 
collected  that  every  where  three-fifths,  In  most  two-iMrds,  W  the  wW* 
population  of  the  empire  are  Christians;  and  that  nalioM  and  scdsef  d 
imaginable  varieties  compose  the  nniloy  array  of  Ibe  hifcrier  classei  of  >k 
.  Oltoman  empire.  The  merchants  are  almost  tM  Oroeks  or>  AniMaiaiMt  ^ 
sailors,  islandersfromthe  Arehipelago;  the money-lendsh,  Jews;  the  wito^ 
men  and  cultivators,  generally  the  descendants  of  tbe  iohriiUaals  of  ibe  w 
Greek  empire.  Three  milHons  of  Turks  in  Earope,  and  parhapaftur  aSSm 
in  their  Asiatic  dominions,  not  more  than  a  tMrd  of  Uio  whole  tnbiUM 
not  only  retain  all  this  varied  popelailoR  in  entiva  mbjeelto*,  bni  cMfd

Bra- 
bUaw,  WUdin,  mA  Bdgrede,  yMA  poaess  tiiow  adnitages,  luue  all  owol 
tben  to  tbe  Chritttan  powen  wbiefa,  at  diffbreat  tines,  have  bad  ttien  in 
Ihdr  fends.  Tbe  real  TarUibltirtreMi,  snch  as  SilisMa  and  Roadsebouck, 
M  tbeDmsfae,  ace  merely  mrreDtBdcd  by  a  lofty  wall,  in^ntof  wbieb 
nm  a  deep  dileb.  Hen  and  there  a  few  nvnd  towers  or  baatiauf  toim  M 
many  mUoM  angles,  bnt  Uiey  are  of  no  other  nse  than  to  meont  a  few  Can- 
aan. On  the  top  «f  tbe  wall  is  placed  a  row  of  gabions,  with  enbranres  for 
eannn,  bdind  wfaidk  tbe  beaieged  are  completely  aoreened  from  the  fire 
IMh  of  artillery  end  minlietry ;  and  >i  tbort  distanoea  are  loopholed  govd- 
bouMS,  Inta  which  tbey  keep  op  a  dcBtrnclive  fire  on  the  assailraU.

This  is  the  desert  and  peslileniiol  ntXure  of  the  tui  |itipi 
farming  the  lower  part  of  the  basis  of  theDanube,  which  hare  alwajtfwaid 
the  theatre  of  war  between  them  and  the  Christian  powers.  The  lltt  oirlstf 
Wallachii  and  Holdarla,  as  well  as  of  northern  Bulniia,  (Ive-iisths  nhiiA, 
from  the  deTastalion  of  long-continued  war,  aud  the  ceaseless-op^tsildi  of 
the  Turks,  arc  in  a  stale  of  nature  (i),  are  exceediogty  unhealui)-  in  the  n- 
tnmnal  months.  Their  bw  situation  exposes  them  (o  frequent  iBnMM 
and  deluges  of  wet  in  the  winter  and  early  part  of  the  season,  whi4  ibtjiRsi 
heatsandlangdroughtof  summer  dry  up,  and  render  the  tonrce rf ihA 
miatmata  of  the  moRl  fatal  kind  in  the  close  of  tbcwaaoD.  At  this  tine  n^ 
tation  is  withered;  the  pasture  for  the  CBTslry  disappears;  (he  earth,  )McM 
and  hardened,  cracks  in  several  places,  and  pestilential  eQlivia  spmJ  viA 
the  exhalations  drawn  up  from  the  dried  pools  by  the  burning  tun.

iriDmph.  wascTeatedCrand  Vizier,  and  for  some  months  the  maiihine  of  gs- 
vernment  went  on  smoothly  and  quietly;  but  it  vas  soon  discoTend  tU 
Suliaiin  Uahmoud  was  not  less  determitied  to  reform  the  national.  inUita- 
tions  than  Selim  had  been  i  that  to  this  disposition  he  joined  an  inB«iibiIitf 
of  character,  which  rendered  him  incomparably  more  formidable ;  and  UhI 
the  great  capacity  of  the  Grand  Vizier  rendered  it  highly  probable  thai  ibdr 
projects  would  soon  bo  carried  into  complete  ezecniion.  The  Jealousy  of  thi 
janissaries  was  again  awakened.  A  large  porllen  of  the  army  which  bit 
overthrown  Sultaun  Hustapha,  had  been  withdrawn  to  raaVe  bead  agtinst 
tie  Russians  on  the  Danube ,  and  the  opportunity  seemed  hvourable to 
again  assailing  the  new  order  of  things.  Tbe  nlemas,  the  mufti,  mi  it* 
leaders  of  the  disaffected,  again  (Mrganized  an  insurrection,  asd  it  broke  od 
in  the  middle  ofNovember. 

NolwUhstanding  all  the  precautions  which  Habmoud  and  tbe  Grand  Vioir 
Barayciar  could  Uke,  tbe  party  of  the  janissaries  on  this  occasion  prowi 
Tictorious.  A  furious  multitude  of  these  haughty  prnti^riatM  tnrrounded  ita 
noble  barracks  of  the  new  troops,  set  fire  to  them,  and  corosumed  stnnl 
hundreds  in  (he  conflagration,  whileanothcrbodydlrecttd^irirstepstDlfct 
palace  of  the  Grand  Vizier,  and  a  third  to  the  seraglio  Itself.  Yaar  Oanari 
chosen  guards  defended  the  8nl(ann,and  defeated  all  the  effbrts  tff  die  in- 
surgents at  that  point;  but  the  few  faithful  defenden  of  dit.Grtnd  ^dci 
'were  driven  into  his  palace,  to  which  (be  sarage  mnltiti^^  llnn'Mlatdj » 
Ore ;  and  the  heroic  Barayciar,  to  shorten  bis  saffbrings,  falms^.set  f^  ^ ' 
powder  magazine,  winch  he  had  provided  as  a  last  resource  a^iitft  U)  b>^ 
inies,  and,  with  his  whole  household,  was  blown  Into  th^  «7r.  Ivdi)piiii"' 
tiiesescencs  of  horror,  Sultaun  Hahmoud  gave  orders  fbr  Us  tTViP>lB'^' 
forth  from  the  seraglio,  and  others  from  the  adJoinittK  forts  of  QieBMp''^ 
to  enter  the  town;  and  Gonstantinopla  Immediately  bearin<lli«lhntre« 
general  bloodshed,  massacre,  md  conftAgratlOB.  TM  f onngenw  id  fin  <* 
every  quarter  of  which  they  obtained  possession  la  augment  tbefOBb^' 
and  meti,  women,  and  children  p»isbedalfkeby  the  sword  d-hliK'i*^ 
At  kngib,  after  forty-eight  bmtrs  of  «HittatMXl  eombaltul  ngiedaiaifc'*™' 
the  party  of  Ibe  janissaries  preniled  .•great  part  afaeHnrtm^MIM'is^ 
by  their  bands;  tbe  reRraittderrarreDdcfM;  afid  Ibe  BUluin«'<A»tal  ^ 
TioDSly  strangled  hb  rival  Hnstsphfa  in  prison,  wwnoiilpamd-*  f^ 
pcaceby  tbe  sacriGce  of  all  his  ministers  who  were  bent  on  tbe M*  ■((''* 
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Ihinp.  Tel  erm  in  (hese  mornents  uf  Tktorioos  iiunn-eclion,  the  force  of 
MMtMfaneniaadlbng-eMablisTied  loyalty  (o  Ihe  sacied  race  was  apparent. 
HihiDond,  thehstoflberaceofOlhraan,  wilh  wliich  ibe  eiistcnce  of  the 
m^n  vas  thoogfat  to  be  woaod  up ,  'became  the  olijecl  of  reneratioD  even 
tofte rtbds  who  had  snbTerled  his  ^vcrnment [!);  and  he  reigned  jn 
Mfclj,  wilfi  degpotic  power,  by  the  support  of  the  very  faction  who  would 
btre constgaed  him  to  the  dungeon,  and  probably  the  bowstring,  had  bis 
imprisoned  relative  survived  to  be  elevated  to  tbe  Uirono. 
hj^.  In  tbese  sanguinary  tomuUs,  tbe  great  bulk  of  the  people  re- 
dtt,  matned  in  a  state  of  passive  indifTercace,  ready  to  submit  impli- 
•J^^  dtiy  to  dlher  of  the  Actions  which  might  prove  viclorious  in  the 
*->*"■  strife.  The  contest  lay  between  the  nlemas,  the  mufti,  the  janis- 
Mries  on  tbe  once  aide,  and  the  court  and  offioers  of  stale,  with  such  of  tlie 
Mw  troops  as  they  had  organized,  on  Uie  other.  The  multitude  todinopart 
in  tbe  combat  till  the  insurgenU  roused  their  passions  by  the  hope  of  plunder 
orllte  sight  of  cboHagratioa.  Like  the  Parisian  populace,  on  occasion  of  the 
caotests  for  power  Uetwoeo  the  club  of  aicby  and  the  bayonets  of  Augereaa 
ml797,  or  the  grenadiers  of  Napol^h  and  the  council  of  tbe  Five  Hun- 
med  (i),  they  inbmilted  in  silence  to  power  which  they  could  not  resist,  and 
iroideda  coatest  in  which  they  had  no  interest.  Years  of  revolution  had  pro- 
dowd  tbe  same  result  in  (be  metropolis  of  France  which  centuries  of  despo- 
iMi  had  done  intbat  of  Turkey  ;  and  in  the  social  conDlcts  which  convulsed 
tbe  state,  fanaticism  and  tyranny  in  tbe  east,  praduced  almost  as  great  atro* 
<i  iaideliiy  and  democncy  had  dons  in  tbe  west  of  Europe  (3). 
^SSZXi  11"^  repeated  convulsioos  at  Constantinople  proved  highly  in- 
If;^;^^  jurious  to  the  Ottwnan  cause  in  the  iield  at  diplomacy,  because 
Tum.  they  gave  KapoUon,  as  already  noticed,  a  pretext  at  ihe  treaty  of 
Kbilfor  holding  out,  as  he  did,  that  his  engsgemenU  were  with  Sullaun 
Setaij  that  he  was  under  na  oUigation  lo  keep  faith  with  the  ferocious 
nbbie  who  had  overthrown  bis  govemmeot,  and  consigned  himself  lo  a 
doBgeon ;  and  that  tbe  Turks  had  now  proved  iberaselves  a  mere  horde  of 
barbarians,  who  oould  no  longer  be  tolerated  in  Europe.  It  was  one  of  the 
■ondiiioas,  accordingly,  of  the  treaty  of  Tilsit,  that  France  was  to  offer  its 
mdiathm  to«fotan  adjustment  of  the  differences  between  Russia  and  the 
Sablinte  PorU;  and  that,  in  tbe  event  of  the  lauw  declining  the  terms  ar- 
nsfed  between  Alexander  and  NapoI^D,  she  was  to  be  jointly  attacked  by 
ihcn  both.  Bussia  was  to  be  at  entire  liberty  to  annex  )ValUchia,  Moldavia, 
ind  fiolgaria  to  her  empire;  while  Uocdonia,  Thrace,  Greece,  and  the  islands 
of  the  Archipehigo,  were  to  be  allotted  to  the  French  Emperor,  who  imme- 
diately cpmmenced  enquiries  and  turTeyau  to  his  sbareln  tbe  partition  (4).

MtaMearmy.  The eommanderoflbati^ace,  however, abntUigaleaagaiDtt 
(b  fDrmidnble  guests ;  and  Bosniak  at  length  fbuiid  refuge  in  Plewne,  while 
e  Pseba  of  Ginrgaro  was  received  in  Tirnora.  MeaawbHe,  Nleopoliacapi- 
'■-■  tntated,  and  the  Russians  r»«rossed  tbe  Danube,  and  took  nptbeic 
•t«-qUBrters  for  the  most  part  in  Wallaehia  and  Moldavia,  leaving  three  . 
riiieBs  only  on  the  right  bank  at  Nioopblis,  Boudscbouck,  and  SlliMria. 
OB  after,  the  CtAinet  of  St.-Petershui^,  worn  out  with  this  endless  war  of 
jges,  in  which  tbey  frequently  combated  at  a  disadvantage,  and  foreseeing 
wnidable  struggle  neu'er  borae,  where  tbey  would  need  all  their  strength. 
It  orders  to  Kaniinski  lodestroy  all  the  foriified  places  on  the  right  hank  of 
t  DaAobe,  with  the  excepiion  of  Roudsebouck,  wbioh  was  to  be  retained 
Jy  as  a  Uie-de-poitt.

Incoiuequenceofwhieh,  KjunhuU,  before  bUiUneHnDderiBd  him  unfit  for 
•ervlce,  bad  mtde  «  Tigoroas  winler  march  agaiaat  Loweia,  wfaMt  -wis  s>r- 
priaedeDdlakeii  wlthfoarthouMiidmen,in  ibe  depth  of  wiat«r;  yetio^e- 
dialety  afterwards,  the  relations  between  the  cabinet  of  St.-PetardMiiB  aad 
that  of  the  Tuileries  became  so  meoaciug,  that  the  Gmperor  Alexjundcr  garc 
orden  for  five  divlaions  of  the  army  to  break  op  from  their  wintet^^autas 
on  the  Danube,  and  direct  their  march,  not  towards  the  Balkan  and  Co 
tinople,  but  to  Poland  and  the  Vistula,  lliis  great  deduction  at  once  n 
the  Russians  to  one-half  of  their  former  amount ;  and  willi  fifty  tl 
'  men  merely,  it  was  not  only  impossible  for  KntnsolT  to  proaecota  c 
operations  lo  the  south  of  the  Danube,  but  dilScult  for  him  even  lo  m^jntMn 
his  footing  on  the.  south  of  that  rirer  in  the  few  strongholds  of  wbieh  ifaey  still 
retained  possession.  Encouraged  by  this  great  diminnliou  in  the  strang:&rf 
their  enemies,  and  tborougbly  roused  by  the  dangers  they  had  iucuned  ii 
the  preceding  campaign,  the  Turkish  Government  made  the  ntost  rigonoi 
efforts  for  the  prosecution  of  the  war,  and  not  only  put  themselves  at  dl 
points  into  a  good  posture  of  defence,  but  prepared  to  take  advantage  of  the 
weakness  of  their  enemies,  and  regain  all  (he  strongholds  which  they  had 
loM  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Danube.  Achmel  Pasba,  who  had  gained  sock 
leoovD  at  the  assault  of  Brahilow,  commanded  the  main  army,  ithidi  nnm- 
bered  sixty  thousand  combatants,  with  seventy-eight  pieces  of  artillery  ad- 
mirably equipped :  he  advanced  in  the  middle  of  June  towards  RoadscJwn^ 
at  the  head  of  this  imposing  force,  while  at  the  same  time  a  corps  of  twly 
thousand  men  was  detached  to  the  left,  towards  ^Viddin,  to  keep  in  cbeci 
Czemy  George  and  the  Servians,  and  nearly  the  same  number  lo  the  ri^tl,  i* 
observe  Silistria,  NicopaUs,  and  Tourtoukai,  and  occupy  any  of  these  placa 
which  might  he  evacuated  by  the  enemy  (2). 

■"■Irit"'  '^  nfTords  a  strong  proof  of  the  native  vigour,  whidi,  despite  the 
_  ckuDi^k.  ianumerable  errors -of  their  political  institutions,  animated  the 
Turkish  empire,  that  they  were  capable,  in  the  third  year  of  the  war,  and 
without  any  external  aid,  of  putting  forlb  such  formidable  forces.  Their  ap- 
proach immediately  made  KutusolT  concentrate  his  troops,  and  he  hiMseif 
o^jssed  the  Danube,  and  took  post  with  eighteen  thousand  men  in  Itamt  af 
Mr  I.  Roudscbouck.  As  the  superiority  of  the  encany,  especiaUy  in  ca- 
valry, was  BO  great,  the  Russian  genoral  remained  on  the  defensJTe,  aail 
awaited  their  approach  in  the  regular  squares,  which  had  so  oftoi  djeaipatad 
the  innumerable  hordes  of  the  Osmanii  horse.  The  attack  of  the  OUawans 
was  made  in  their  usual  manner — charging  with  loud  shouts  these  sqoani 
on  three  sides  at  once;  but  in  the  tumult  ofihe  onset,  and  when  theimbntry 
were  in  a  manner  encircled  by  their  enemies,  the  disccmmmt  of  Ibe  Gnwl 
Vizier  had  prepared  a  separate  corps  which  was  to  penetrate  into  the  tnva. 
This  able  plan  all  but  succeeded.  The  Turkish  guns,  admirably  directed, 
ploughed  through  the  Russian  squares,  while  the  spahis,  in  every  qaaricr, 
threw  themselves  upon  them  with  impetuosity  over  the  whole  poiiiiaii.  Ibe 
squares  on  the  right,  where  they  had  the  advantage  of  having  one  Sank  se- 
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eared  by  die  predpitons  banks  of  Ibe  rim  Lotnin,  withstood  tbe  shock;  bat 
Ibectntre  suffered  MTere!;  from  Ibe  cannonade  of  th«Tiirk]ihbHterjeB,  and 
Dm  left  was  wdlnigh  swept  away  by  the  toTrent  erf  their  incomparable  horse. 
SnlDsoB'  brought  up  his  cavalry  to  keep  at  a  distance  the  increaiing  squa- 
drons of  the  spahis ;  but  then  was  seen  bow  inadequate  tb«  Enropean  is  to 
the  encounter  of  the  Asiatic  horse.  In  a  moment  the  advancing  mass  of  the 
Hnscovites  and  Cossacks  was  charged  in  flank,  pierced  through,  and  over- 
thrown. Fonr  regiments  were  almost  destroyed;  and  the  Ottoman  bersemen, 
deeming  the  victory  won,  dashed  through  the  intervals  of  the  squares  with 
deafening  cries,  disregarding  the  Sre  which  assailed  them  on  either  flank,  and 
penetrated  in  the  rear  even  as  f^  as  the  gardens  of  the  town.  AU  seemed 
lost-  and  if  the  Grand  Tider  bad  had  infantry  at  band  to  support  his  cavalry, 
It  would  have  been  so.  But  the  gallant  horsemen,  having  no  aid  from  foot- 
wldiers,  were  unable  to  eslaUtA  themsdves  in  the  fortress ;  the  grape-sbot 
from  the  ramparts  shook  their  ranks,  and  they  were  compelled  to  retreat 
ihrongfathesteadysqaares,  who  stood  immovable  as  if  rooted  to  the  ground, 
wd  again  poured  in  a  deadly  volley  on  dtber  side  of  their  now  dimini^ed 
squadrons.  This  completed  the  discomfiture  of  the  Turks,  who  look  refuge 
inthrir  intrenched  camp;  but  although  Kutusoff,  seeing  the  Beld  deserted, 
advanced  to  the  front  of  its  rampart,  be  did  not  venture  to  Itonn  the  works, 
ud  soon  after  withdrew  within  the  walls  of  Bondschouck,  with  tbe  loss  of 
three  thousand  men,  the  Turks  being  weakened  by  at  least  an  equal  num- 
bn(l]. 
In— rt«  Though  this  memorable  battle  was  highly  honourable  to  the  disd- 
t^atw,  pline  and  intrepidity  of  the  Russians,  considering  the  great  nn- 
2ii^  merical  superiority  of  their  enemies,  and  the  admirable  quality  of 
thdr  cavalry,  yet  it  convinctii  Kutnsoff  of  the  impossibility  of  maintaining 
his  footing  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Danube.  The  eiteusivc  works  of  Roods- 
choBckreqniredagarrisonofat  least  ten  thousand  men — nearly  half  the  dis- 
posable force  of  which  he  bad  the  command.  He  wisely  resolved,  therefore, 
to  prefer  a  campaign  in  the  field,  where  the  discipline  of  bis  troops  might 
give  them  the  advantage,  to  the  murderous  contest  behind  walls,  where  the 
Tnritt  were  so  formidable;  and  abandoning  to  his  antagonist  the  object  of  so 
■inch  bloodshed,vrilhdrcwfrom  Rondschouck  after  barbarously  burning  tbe 
lawn,  and  crossed  over  entirely  to  the  left  bank  of  the  river.  Bosniak  Aga, 
imidst  the  pomp  of  OrienUl  power  and  tbe  clang  of  military  instruments, 
•SUB  took  possession  of  the  ramparts  which  he  had  so  nobly  defended ;  the 
fiipiive  inhabilnnls  of  the  fortress  returned  in  joyful  crowds  to  their  much- 
loved  and  long-deserled  homes;  the  standards  of  Mahomet  were  again  dis- 
played from  the  baltlemcnis;  the  beautiful  vineyards  in  the  environs  were 
desred  out  and  dressed  by  the  bands  of  their  owners ;  and,  contrary  to  the 
wder  of  things  for  above  a  century,  the  Crescent  appeared  triumphant  over 
•tie  Cross  (2). 

Tta  Tnt.  Ovetjoycd  at  this  great  success,  the  Grand  Vizier  determined  to 
SStiT  cross  the  Danube,  and  expel  the  Russians  from  all  the  Turkish  ter-

Tet  all  these  accumulated  herran 
coold  not  shake  the  firm  min^  of  the  Turkish  general.  He  repeatedly  itkati 
the  most  advantageous  offers  of  capitulation ;  and  after  having  consunud  hit 
last  horses,  he  was  forming  the  audacious  project  of  cutting  his  way  by  a  sad- 
den irruption  through  the  Russian  left,  and  intrenching  himself  opposite  U 
Boudschouck,  and  under  the  shelter  of  its  guns,  when  a  conrention  condiuM 
at  Ciurgevo,  in  ibe  end  of  October,  with  a  view  to  a  peace  between  the  tw* 
powers,  put  an  end  to  the  miseries,  and  saved  (he  honour,  of  these  biave 
men  (t).

'*^  weO  aware  of  the  fannidable  contest  which  was  impeding  orer 
Aem  with  Kaptddon,  were  anxious  at  any  price  to  terminate  the  hostilities  on 
tte  Dannbe,  and  bring  KatnsolTs  force  to  (he  assistance  of  the  grand  armies 
BO  the  Niemen.  At  first  sight,  ft  might  have  been  supposed,  thai  what  it  was

doubt  from  the  minds  of  the  Turkish  ministers  as  to  the  immincut  danger  to 
which  they  would  be  exposed  if  Napoleon  should  obtain  the  same  supremacy 
iiiWesterB,whichhe  bad  long  enjoyed  in  Eastern  Europe.  The  English  made 
Iham  acquainted  with  the  secret  articles  of  the  treaty  of  Tilsit,  already  men- 
Uoned  {i),  whereby,  in  consideration  of  the  fidelity  with  which  they  had  ad- 
''ered  to  bis  fortunes  during  the  war  in  Poland ;  and  through  the  disasters 
of  Eylan,  the  French  Emperor  had  not  only  agreed  to  the  entire  partition  of 
tlieir  European  dominions,  Constantinople  and  Ronmelia  alone  excepted,  but 
tudaclualiy  stipulated  the  largest  shares,  viz.  Greece,  the  islands  of  the  Ar- 
chipelago, Albania,  and  Macedonia,  to  himself.

dlsiinKuisbed  the  Ottoman  councils.  They  knew  weUlbeiuuililrrfRB»l^ 
and  ibey  bad  often  experienced  tbe  v^ht  »f  iia  uoss  j  hiil  tbvf  bad  felt  ibt 
ingralilnde  of  Frame ;  and  tbe  desertion  of  a  friond  sinki  deeper  inia  ^ 
breul  Ibantheenmily  ofafM.

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VMnIa,  yet  thef  eppmCd  nearly  k  efltoual  a  resistance  to  the  MascorlM 
ai&las  the  Mbqotror  of  Wdtern  Europe.  The  contest  bef  an  DO  the  Danube, 
antit  terminated,  after  three  years'  bloodshed,  on  the  samo  river,  with  ths 
kos  of  oulj'  Sue  or  two  frontier  (owns  to  the  Ottomans.  This  broad  and  de- 
efatw  ttct  proves,  that,  althoQgh  the  poKtlcal  power  of  Turkey  fau  unque»- 
tkHuMy  deetiMd  lOr  the  last  century  and  a  haK,  and  the  enormous  abuses  ot 
Iti  dvl)  goTemtnenl  liare  occasioned,  during  that  period,  a  cdnstant  dlmjnu- 
tioD  hi  lis  Inbafoliants  and  strength,  yet  It  st)l)  possesses  great  resources  «heii 
they  are  ftlrly  drawn  forth  by  impending  danger ;  and  that  In  the  native 
bravery  of  Its  Inhabitants  is  often  to  be  foand,  as  in  the  English  soldiers, 
more  than  a  competisanon  for  all  the  errors  of  iheir  direction  or  govem- 
ment. 

J2;j^     Snilaun  Mahmoud,  who  attempted  to  arrest  (his  decay,  And  draw 
ibkKid.    forth,  under  more  enlightened  guidance,  the  still  powerful  re- 
sources of  tlie  Ottoman  empire,  was  one  of  those  remarkable  men  whose 
dmacter  has  stamped  a  mighty  Impress  on  the  age  in  which  he  lived.  Albeit 
bnd  is  the  seclusion  and  elTeininacy  of  the  harem,  he  possessed  the  native 
coarage  and  hardihood  of  his  race;  albeit  little  informed  by  education  or 
social  intercourse,  he  had  sagacity  enough  to  pereeire  the  increasing  infe- 
riority at  the  Mahometan  to  the  Christian  empires,  and  courage  to  nndertake 
what  was  thoogfat  to  be  the  remedy.  InstMd  of  ascriUng  the  decline  of  hie 
dominions,  like  most  of  his  countrymen,  to  the  irresistible  decrees  of  fate, 
ud  submitting  to  it  with  the  apathy  of  a  predestinarian,  he  set  himself 
vigorously  to  avert  the  evil,  and  sooght,  by  the  destruction  of  the  privileged 
dMses,  and  the  introduction  of  European  discipline  and  usages,  both  in  civil 
■ad  military  affairs,  to  communicate  to  his  aged  empire  a  portion  of  the 
enei^  of  western  civilisation.  The  contest  with  ancient  habits,  inveterate 
from  eusloiu,  engrafted  npon  low,  and  sanctified  by  religion,  was  long  and 
obstinate;  and  Uie  catastrophe  by  which  it  was  concluded,  in  the  destruction 
of  (he  jaatssaries  in  48SS,  was  one  of  the  most  awful  recorded  in  history. 
Whatever  the  ultimate  effect  of  that  tremendous  event  may  be,  it  stamped 
Mabmond's  character  for  ail  future  ages,  and  bespoke  the  fearless  energy,  the 
ovdaonted  courage,  the  unflinchtng  rigour,  which,  braving  the  perils  which 
W  proved  fatal  to  so  many  of  his  race,  could  thus  subdoe  tbem  all,  and  lix, 
M^issinglehand,  a  dilTerem  impress  upon  the  institutions  of  a  vast  empire. 
Nevertheless  Sultaun  Habmoud  will  not  bear  a  comparison  with  Peter  the 
Cnat;  and  the  desirnction  of  the  janissaries  will,  to  all  appearance,  be  at- 
tended with  very  different  effects  from  the  overthrow  of  the  Uuscovite 
slrelitzes.   Mahmond  would  never  bare  been  found  in  tlie  workshop  of. 
Surdam :  he  was  not  at  the  head  of  bis  troops  under  the  walls  of  Varna,  nor 
oo  the  held  of  Koniafa.  Political  regeneration,  difficult  in  all,  is  impossible  in 
Mahometan  slates ;  the  religion  and  institutions  of  the  Koran  preclude  the 
po^biliiy  of  expansion  or  alloratiou;  they  are  inconsistent  with  the  adop. 
tioD  of  improvement  by  foreign  usages.  The  power  of  Turkey  has  been  irre- 
tOTertbl;  broken  by  lite  destrnction  of  part  and  the  alienation  of  the  whole 
aftbeianistarybody;  the  national  resources  liavebeen  ruined,  without  the 
"Sour  of  a  different  civilisation  being  acquired;  the  strength  of  Asia  hat 
jiMilost,  without  that  of  Europe  being  gained.  Like  the  kingdom  of  Mysore, 
■a  Htndostan,  the  Ottoman  empire  has  sunk  to'  the  earth  in  the  attempt  to 
■abuiiuie  the  miliury  system  of  the  West  for  that  of  the  East.    This,  accor- 
™>S^1,  appeared  decisively  in  the  next  conieet  which  ensued :  the  line  of  the 
^^be  was  no  longer  maintained;  the  Balkan  ceased  to  be  an  impassable 
"I'rier;  in  two  campaigni,  Ruuia  was  at  Adrianople;  in  one,  the  Pasha  of 
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^ypt  was  wllbln  a  few  days'  march  of  Scatvi.  The  januuries  wme  danbllas 
a  serious  evil,  and  they  opposed  ac  impenetrable  barrier  (o  every  species  of 
improvement;  but  they  constituted  Ibe  military  strength  of  the  BatioD,ibey 
were  idcntiried  with  its  religious  spirit,  tbey  were  intefwoTen  with  its  mott 
Tencrable  institutions.  It  is  one  thing  to  see  thaia  disease  has  OTcrspresda 
vital  part  of  the  frame;  it  is  another  and  a  very  different  thing  to  be  abk  in 
matare  life  to  cut  it  out.  The  real  bond  of  union  in  every  great  empire  is  iti 
religion;  it  is  that  which  kniu  together  the  high  and  the  tow,  the  rich  and  dw 
poor ;  it  is  that  which  constitutes  iU  vital  spirit.  Change,  even  for  the  bettv, 
Is  generally  fatal;  the  substitution  of  ilbristiauily  itself  for  heathenism,  on- 
doublcdly  accelerated  the  fall  of  the  Roman  empire.  Let  every  slate  wbkh 
has  attained  mature  years,  and  consolidated  its  powN,  beware  of  making  a 
great  change  in  its  institutions,  especially  of  a  religions  character.  Eves 
though  those  which  are  introduced  may  be  preferable  in  the  general  case  te 
those  which  arc  abandoned,  it  is  rare  that  the  transition  can  be  naade  with 
safety;  a  certain  character  has  been  imprinted  by  the  hand  of  oaliire  iipaa 
every  old  established  nation,  as  upon  every  fnll-grown  individual,  and  any 
considerable  change  will  only  accelerate  the  descent  of  both  to  the  grave.

«iM«K  Ik  former  days,  Sweden  inaitilaiDed  a  distiDguished  platw  in  the 
S^jjj,"  European  commoDwealth ;  and  she  can  number  among  her  sons 
"■■^  wme  of  the  most  illualrious  men  whom  modem  times  have  pro- 
dnced.  The  Goibs,  who  spread  through  Poland  and  the  Ukraine  into  tbe 
iamvx  proTinces,  and  appeared  as  suppliants  on  the  banks  of  the  Danube, 
from  wbence  they  were  ferried  across  by  Roman  hands  never  to  return,  ori- 
^Qilly  came  from  the  soutbem  part  of  the  Scandinavian  peninsula ;  and  the 
pioriace  of  Gothland  still  attesU  tfae  original  seat  of  the  conquerors  of  Rome. 
Oa  many  occasions,  their  descendants,  who  remained  In  their  native  plains, 
have  caused  their  prowess  to  be  fell,  and  their  virtues  respected,  by  the 
Ddgbbonring  nations,  and  interfered  with  decisive  effecE  in  the  most  interest- 
ing contests  in  which  Earope  has  been  engaged.  The  name  of  Gustavus  Vasa 
i>  still  repeated  in  every  civilized  tongue,  among  the  patriot  heroes  whose 
ttlions  have  contributed  to  bless  mankind;  Proteslant  Europe  will  ever 
Kknowledge,  with  gratitude,  the  inestimable  services  rendered  to  the  great 
nose  of  religious,  and  through  it  of  civil  freedom,  by  the  heroic  valour  and 
pnt  warlike  abilities  of  GnstavusAdolpbus;  andifaeinierest  of  yootfatoths 
nd  of  the  world  will  be  fascinated  by  the  marvellous  story  of  Charles  XII; 
*hile  tbe  student  of  the  mihiary  art  will  study  with  care  the  history  of 
i^wse  wonderful  abiUcies  which  enabled  the  little  kingdom  of  Sweden,  with 
^i\j  two  millions  of  souli,  to  render  its  armies  a  match,  and  at  one  period 
Bote  than  a  match,  for  the  gigantic  strength  of  Russia,  led  by  (he  consum- 
niie  talents  of  Peter  the  Great.  Nor  has  science  less  reason  to  acknowledge 
^  lutre  with  which  the  light  of  Swedish  genius  has  illuminated  the  lo^ 
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night  «f  the  ueUc  circle :  for  she  ga\t  birth  (o  Copernlcns,  wtao  tot  diKo- 
vered  the  true  system  of  the  planetary  motions,  and  in  linnns  she  has  fbr 
ever  unfolded  the  hidden  key  by  which  the  endless  variety  of  floral  beauty  is 
to  he  classified,  and  the  mysterious  link  is  pretorved  between  vegetable  ind 
animal  life. 
Dutrj|ui»  But  with  ibc  advent  of  times  when  greater  empires  were  tHVB^ 
d^nt.u^"  into  the  lield,  and  the  wars  of  nations  came  to  be  carried  on  bf 
PriiiBwi..  numerous  standing  armies,  drawn  from  the  population  and  muD- 
tained  by  the  resources  of  vast  empires,  Sneden  was  unable  to  cootiDoe  ii 
this  elevated  station.  Her  physical  resources  are  wholly  inadeqaate  for  saA 
protracted  cfTorls  -,  and  itic  attempt  which  Charles  XII  made  to  engage  her  ia 
long  and  arduous  wars,  so  completely  drained  (he  resources  of  the  coonUy, 
that  they  did  not  recover  the  loss  for  half  a  century.  The  population  of  lbs 
Swedish  monarchy  in  1808,  including  Finland,  was  hardly  three  millioa!, 
and  these  scanty  numbers  were  scattered  over  so  rast  an  extent  of  snrbee, 
above  three  times  that  of  Ihe  British  isles,  as  greatly  dlfflitiished  the  nationri 
efliciency  in  eKlcrnalwarfarefll.  The  country,however,  possesses  great naluil 
advantages.  Though  the  climate,  frcto  its  situation,  is  rigorons  in  winter, yet 
It  Is  often  less  so  than  might  have  been  supposed  in  so  northern  a  Ulitodc; 
the  cold  damp  fogs  of  Germany  are  wanting;  the  bottoms  of  the  vallejs  in 
Gothland  and  the  southern  provinces,  which  are  the  residence  of  two-thirds 
of  the  inhsbitants  of  the  country,  are  capable  of  protfneing  admlntble  eropi 
of  wheat,  barley,  and  oats ;  rich  pastures  are  to  be  found  on  the  hill  side); 
and  the  vast  mountain  ranges  which  it  contains,  are  clothed  with  noble  fo- 
rests of  pine,  birch,  and  oak.  A  lofty  range  of  mountains,  rivalling  the  Alps 
in  grandeur  and  elevation,  interseco  the  whole  ^n(^aTian  praiMali, 
nearly  from  the  North  Cape  to  (he  waters  of  the  Sound,  and  forms  the  elcnd 
barrier  between  Sweden  and  Norway ;  hut  the  descent  to  the  Baltic  is  man 
gradual  than  that  to  the  German  ocean,  and  a  much  greater  quantity  of  lent 
and  arable  land  is  to  be  found  than  in  (he  mountain  clefts  and  alpite  nto 
which  inclose  the  happy  Norwegian  peasantry.  The  level  part  of  Sweden  ii 
intersected  in  many  places  by  long  ridges  of  granite  rock  of  no  great  eleva- 
tion, which  form,  as  it  were,  the  natural  walls  of  its  beautiful  valleys;  bitl 
within  these  rude  harriers,  beautiful  spots  of  verdure  and  rich  fields  an  l> 
be  found,  while  rich  woods  of  beech  and  oak  frequently  clothe  iheir  base,  i 
vast  number-  of  Inland  lakes,  easily  susceptible  of  artificial  comraunidtion, 
both  diversify  the  scene  in  the  interior,  and  furnish  themeansof  aneilra- 
sivcinlandcommerce;  rich  iron  mines  have  long  poured  a  perennial  slreim 
of  wealth  into  Datccarlia ;  and  farther  to  the  north,  where  Uie  rigour  of  the 
climate  almost  precludes  the  raising  of  grain  crops,  the  bounty  of  nature  hts 
given  a  short  but  warm  suinraer,  which  brings  to  maturity  the  richest  pas- 
tures, and  innumerable  lakes  and  monntainiorrents,  which  furnish  aceeplabte 
stores  for  the  long  winter ;  nor  is  a  more  delightful  picture  of  human  hap- 
piness any  where  to  be  found  than  in  those  woody  recesses  where  humJn  '«f 
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dMtrrhMclatTedoata^BWgneiisptOcmidttlbesiimHiBithig^ooai,  nd 
pihucTtt  1^  dweUg  fa  plepty  wideoiilcntMaM  (I).

The  anueBl  free 
u>  s>e*^  tipji-;^  «{ the  north,  that  noble  spirit  nltkh  has  spread  the  Eurc^ 
pein  raee  through  every  part  of  the  world,  and  is  ultimately  destio^  to  sub- 
due it,  has  always  lliMUished  in  il*  native  »eaU.  From  the  earUest  limes, 
Swedes  baa  enjoyed  the  advaaiage  of  a  free  coosiitutioa  a^l  representatiTe 
fenn  of  (ovenuneot;  and  ailboogh  the  want  of  coosidetable  towns,  and  th« 
■bseiKC  of  the  nercaatilc  ^nins,  erer  the  greater  part  of  their  lerrilory,  haf 
pmranted  the  vigour  of  the  proper  democratic  spirit  from  rising  among  thenif 
jet  the  mial  cultivators  have  ilways  preserved  in  a  high  degree  the  sturdy 
spirit  of  Gothic  freedom.  The  monarch  is  hereditary  ;  but  his  power  is  de- 
fined and  limited  hy  the  constitulion.  The  slates,  of  the  realm  must  concur 
in  all  laws  :  they  are  exclusively  vested  with  the  right  of  laying  on  taxes  and 
Bkiiiaging  the  public.  They  consist  of  four  orders  :  the  noblesse,  in  which 
each  noble  family  has  a  represenlative;  the  clergy,  represented  by  the  bis- 
ttofis  and  certain  deputies  from  the  rural  pastors;  the  burgesses,  chosen  by 
the  several  burghs ;  and  the  represen  la  lives  of  the  peasants,  elected  by  them- 
Hlvea  in  open  assemblies.  The  peopleareuniversally  educated;  landed  pro- 
perty, especially  in  the  northern  provinces,  is  very  much  divided  among 
ttwBi;  uid  no  oouDlry  in  the  world  possesses,  in  proportion  to  its  popula- 
tion, a  greater  number  of  clergy,  who  instruct  the  people  in  the  pure  tenets 
*f  the  Protestant  religion.  Vel,  notwithstanding  these  circa  ms  Is  nee  s,  of  all 
others  Ihemost  favourable  for  the  development  of  the  principles  of  freedom, 
■nd  despite  the  piCMmcc  of  a  House  of  Peasants,  peculiar,  of  all  the  Euro- 
pean mixurcbies,  to  Sweden  and  Norway,  many  of  its  monarchs  have  ruled 
tbecoDBlry  almost  wtUi  unlimited  authority;  and  it  is  only  since  the  consti- 
tution was  settled  in  1772,  that  the  requisite  boundaries  of  power  have  been 
■KRtained  :  while  the  luminous  fact,  that  Ihe  slates,  except  on  particular 
Bnergencies,  {»»emble  only  once  in  five  years,  demonstrates  how  far  the  po- 
pdir  part  of  the  consUlution  is  from  having  yet  attained  the  importance  and 
MOuderatioDwbithdtlong  ago  acquired  in  the  commercial  realm  of  Great 
Biiiain;  and  may  teach  us  bow  materiaily  the  practice  of  government  sorao- 
^n  differs  from  its  theory,  and  how  much  real  freedom  is  dependent  on  lbs 
^lirii  and  enei^  of  the  people,  rather  than  the  mere  forms  of  the  constilu- 

^f^S^     Industry,  till  of  late  years,  was  very  little  drawn  forth  in  Sweden. 

*"^  Id  1828  there  were  only  seven  thousand  manufacturers  in  the  whole 
nnotry,  aod  three  thousand  traders ;  a  state  of  things  which  amply  explains 
I|m  distant  ioiervals  at  wiiicli  the  slates  are  assembled,  and  Ihe  great  func- 
usns  which,  in  the  practical  administration  of  government,  have  come  to  be 
''solved  oD  the  sovereign  and  royal  council.  But  the  national  character  is 
■dmh^ble^  and  Ihe  manners  of  the  people,  except  in  one  unhappy  parlicu- 
l<r,  vorlhy  of  geueral  imitation.  Brave,  kind-hearted,  and  hospitable,  sin- 
*^e  in  their  devotion,  enlightened  in  their  Inlcllecis,  gentle  in  their  dispa> 
nUtnij obedient  to  the  laws,  and  yet  jealous  of  their  own  rights;  ihe  Swedish 
I**Mniry  exhibit  as  fair  a  specimen  of  European  rural  civilisation  as  is  to  be 
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raet'wIAtiitheiriioledaniatnsofthetimilyof J»phet.  B«t one fari liM- 
gence  has  wdlnigfa  obliterated  all  these  «dranUtges,ind  let  In  npaatUiiiB- 
pie,  Und-bcarted  people,  the  whole  catali^ae  of  hnman  sim.  Drinkrag  h 
nnirersal  :  the  liberty  of  distilling  In  every  separate  home,  en  payiag  t 
trifling  daty  to  govemmcnt  for  the  right  to  use  a  still,  has  front  tine  imB*- 
morial  lieen  established  among  the  vhole  peasantry  of  (be  coantry ;  tad  U 
this  moment  there  are  no  less  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  UtoosiiMl  of  thM 
manirfactories  of  *'  liqaid  hell-lire,"  as  it  has  been  well  denommaled,  wtuck 
distil  annually  thirty  mlHiont  of  gallons  of  spirits  for  Ihe  consnmptiM  ft 
three  millions  of  people  I  The  consequences  of  this  calaitftons  ftdiity  k 
producing  and  Alainiug  spirituous  liquors,  hare  been  to  the  last  degnefr 
■astrous.  Notnith  sun  ding  the  small  number  of  manufecturas  irhkh  an  o- 
tablished  m  the  country,  the  general  simplicity  of  rorat  life,  the  absnee  rf 
great  towns,  and  the  moderate  site  of  its  capital,  which  coniains  only  aghr 
thousand  inhabitants,  the  average  amount  of  crime  over  all  Sweden  eqadi 
that  of  the  most  depraved  ciUes  in  Great  Britain.  The  illegitimate  births  m 
to  the  Intimate,  o?er  the  whole  country,  as  one  to  thirteen ;  while  m  Ac 
capital  they  have  reached  the  astonishing  number  of  one  to  two  and  ihra- 
tenths,  exceeding  even  that  of  Paris  itself!  So  completely  does  this  desm^ 
tiye  passion  inQame  the  blood,  and  generate  crime,  even  in  the  coMeU  W- 
tndes ;  BO  perfectly  is  it  adequate  to  counteract  all  the  efforts  of  reasoa,  pn- 
dence,  morally,  and  religion;  and  so  deplorably  fallacious  is  the  sysls^ 
which,  proceeding  on  the  mistaken  assumption  that  the  people  wt  d 
themselves  abstain  from  snch  enjoyments  as  are  pernicious,  aUom  then  t* 
manufacture,  without  limit,  for  themselves,  this  most  seducing  anddni^ 
All  of  all  physical  and  moral  poisons  (1  J. 
i^S*  ^^^  ScandinaTian  peninsula,  now  happily  united  in  one  d»- 
^^^^  narchy,  numbering  about  four  millions  and  a  half  of  nub  ii  i* 
b~ul  united  territory,  increasing  at  the  rate,  as  it  now  does,  of  dooUi^ 
in  sixty  years  (1),  and  separated  from  Russia  by  the  impassdile  doerb 
'vdiich  surround  the  gulf  of  Bothnia,  and  from  all  the  rest  at  the  werid  bj 
the  encircling  ocean,  may  reasonably  hope,  with  the  aid  of  Engtand,  k 
be  ultimately  able  to  maintain  its  independence;  but  the  case  was  widdj 
diffierent  in  1808,  when  Norway  formed  part  of  a  separate  and  hostile  povtr, 
and  the  valuable  possessions  of  the  Swedish  crown  on  the  other  side  rf 
the  Baltic,  lay  close  to  the  metropolis  and  povrer  of  Russia.  Thecabiaet  rf 
St.  Petersburg  had  long  beheld  with  covetous  eyes  this  valaaUe  previBa 
running  up,  as  it  were,  to  the  very  gales  of  their  capital,  embradng  4* 
Boblc  fortress  of  Sweaborg,  the  key  to  the  northern  part  of  the  Baltic  a  R> 
territory,  and  alone  wanting  to  render  that  inland  sea  the  boundary  of  tb* 
dominions  from  the  mouths  of  the  Vistula  to  the  provinces  bordering  «  At 
i«>7»9.  frozen  oceaii.  They  had  never  forgotten,  that  in  the  last  war  wiA 
Sweden  the  cannon  of  the  Swedish  fleet  had  been  heard  by  the  EmpresO 
tharine  in  her  own  palace  at  St.  Petersbui^j  and  they  were  feelingly  aHw* 
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Ike  iBfolt  n  well  u  dings'  to  which  ibeir  capiial  would  be  almys  exposed, 
wbUaitwuMtiutcdao  cloge  to  the  territory  of  aneigbbouriiig  and  sometimes 
iw^ib*.  hostile  power.  It  hu  been  already  mentioned,  accordingly,  Ihat 
tlia  cabinet  of  St.  Petersburg  lost  no  lime  in  declaring  war  against  Sweden 
early  in  1808,  and  immediately  iovading  Finland  with  a  large  portion  of  the 
bvefia  who  hMl  been  rendered  disposable  by  the  termination  of  the  war  in 
Poland ;  kllbough  the;  could  assign  no  better  reason  for  their  hostility  than 
the  bonoDrahls  adbereace  of  the  conrt  of  Stockholm  to  those  principles  and 
Ibat  oiHse  which  they  ^emselres  had  so  refenUy  embraced,  and  from  which 
they  bad  only  been  driven  b;  the  untoward  issue  of  the  battle  of  Friodland(i). 
But  the  real  reason  was  the  agreement  formed  by  the  two  Emperors  at  Tilsit 
iur  the  division  of  the  continent  between  them ;  and  that  Alexander  bad  got 
a  carta  bUmche  as  to  Finland  and  Turkey,  in  consideration  of  Napol^n  get- 
ttng  ibe  tune  as  to  the  SfMnish  peninsala. 
»nw  However  mniji  the  patriot  historians  of  Sweden,  whose  first  doty 

i^M  is  to  have  the  interests  of  their  country  chieQy  at  heart,  may  with 
J;;;^^  reason  regret  the  determination  which  the  Swedish  monarch 
™yjg^  «t  Uiis  crisis  adopted  of  holding  out,  and  at  all  hazards  standing 
■V.  by  his  engagements,  the  general  historian  of  Europe  cannot  but 

iqvditaaa  sigiMliustanceofmagnanimity,  andsuchas,  ifit  hadbeengen- 
inl  am^mg  crowned  heads  and  their  ministers,  wontd  hate  achieved,  years 
before  it  acloally  occurred,  the  deliverance  of  Eorope.  In  this  determination 
the  King  was  supported,  with  mournful  resolution,  by  tbe  Swedish  nation  and 
pnriiameBL,  although  the  circumstances  of  Northern  Europe  left  hardly  any 
Impe  that  they  could  succeed  in  braving  the  hostility  of  their  colossal  neigb- 
hnn.  In  effect,  it  soon  appeared  that  the  determination  of  Ibe  Czar  drew 
**■  *■  after  it  the  hostility  of  all  Northern  Europe.  Denmark  declared  war 
afew  days  after  Bu&howden's  proclamation  on  the  part  of  Russia,  and  Prus- 
'^^■■-  Ha  did  the  same  on  tbe  11th  March.  But  the  determination  of  the 
td>iDGt  of  St.  Petersbui^,  to  unite  Finland  at  all  risks  to  tbeir  dominions, 
"^^  ■^  was  the  real  motive  which  had  led  to  iho  war ;  for  on  the  38th  of 
the  same  menUk  an  imperial  ultase  appeared  at  St,  Petersburg,  which  bora 
— '"  We  unite  Finland,  conquered  by  our  arms,  for  ever  to  our  empire,  and 
command  its  inhabilanls  forthwith  to  take  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  our 
thrwK  {!)," 

^!^^  Although  the  Russians  were  very  far  indeed  from  having  con- 
m™'  *luBred  Finland  at  the  lime  when  this  audacious  proclamation  waa 
t-iBit  issued,  requiring  its  inhabitants,  before  any  treaty  had  been  signed, 
tt  any  ces^on  made  by  their  legitimate  monarch,  to  take  the  oath  of  oUe- 
PUce  to  their  new  masters ;  yet  the  success  of  their  arms  had  been  sucli  as 
■o  jiutify  the  belief  that  the  whole  provinces  on  the  eastern  shore  of  the  Bai- 
lie would  erelong  be  in  their  possession.  The  King  of  Sweden,  brave,  chival- 
lou,  confiding  even  to  excess,  and  believiug  that  he  would  find  the  same 
K<K>d  faith,  at  least  in  legitimate  monarcbs,  which  he  felt  in  his  own  bosom, 
never  could  be  brought  to  believe  that  he  would  become  an  object  of  hosti- 
%  to  Rnasia,  merely  because  he  continued  faithful  to  his  eugagemenla,  and 
UK  baaour  which  be  had  pledged  to  that  power.  He  had  made,  according- 
•ti  very  little  preparation  for  the  defence  of  Finland ;  and  the  Russian  Go- 
^■neDtjwellawareof  that  circumstance,  resolved  to  precipitate  the  attack

II.  province,  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  invaders,  in  the  b^Ktur  of  Ifat 
X"^  •-  latter  town  the  great  fleet  of  Swedish  salleys  was  bomsd  ta  pce- 
rent  it  from  faUing  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy.  Encouraged  by  tfaese  too- 
eeues,  the  Rosslan  general  approached  Sweahorg,  the  Gibraltar  at  the  north, 
a  fortress  o(thefirst  order,  built  npon  seven  rockj  islands  altagciher  deUcfaad 
from  the  shore,  strongly  fortified  with  seven  hundred  pieces  of  ouuboa  an  the 
ramparts;  conlainiog  the  great  naval  and  mililarj  arsenal  of  FinUnd,  and  a 
bartraur  equal  to  any  in  Ibe  world  for  capadouuesa  and  d^lfa.  It  was  fir- 
risoned  by  three  thousand  regular  troops,  and  an  equal  number  at  —■"*", 
under  the  command  of  Admiral  Cronsledt,  an  officer  who  had  hitherto  bsra 
an  unblemished  reputation.  But  it  soon  appeared  that  if  Alnaoder  hoped 
to  rival  his  great  predecessor  of  the  same  name  in  the  ancient  world  by  Ibe 
lustre  of  his  military  exploits,  he  had  not  neglected  the  golden  key  by  wlilA 
his  father,  at  little  cost  of  blood  or  treasure,  secured  sud>  importuit  lus^A- 
tions  to  the  Macedonian  monarchy.

of  the  law  of  nations,  noways  justiliod  by  the  Uuscoviie  invasien  of 
as  the  ambassador,  at  le«st,  bad  no  share  in  that  unju^tifiaUe 
and  ncKt,  dreaming  of  Charles  XII.  and  the  conquest  of  Norway, 
assembled  twenty  thousand  men  for  the  subjugation  of  that  kiagdaa. 
was  the  depression  produced  by  those  untoward  events,  and  tbe  gai 
eoalilion  of  Korlhern  Europe  against  ihem,  diminialted  by  the  bm 
turn  which,  in  the  course  of  the  summer,  events  took  in  their  favasr.  AlaM 
and  Gothland,  which  had  yielded  to  the  Kussiaa  arms,  were  retakea  la  Mar, 
as  soon  as  the  opening  of  the  Baltic  enabled  the  Swedish  fleet,  nMaread  fcya 
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BritWi  fqaadron,  to  pnt  to  sea ;  and  Admiral  Bodiskow,  with  the  UosooTiU) 
a^,^.  garrison,  were  made  prisoners.  General  Klingspor  also,  at  the  head 
'^''-  of  the  Swedish  Iroops  in  ('inland,  after  having  retreated  as  tar  as 
Heiborg,  boldly  rssumed  the  offensive ;  turned  fiercely  on  his  pursuers,  and 
rainfarcing  his  army  b;  a  large  body  of  gallant  peasants,  who  fought  with 
hereic  valour  to  avert  the  dreaded  Muscovite  yoke,  forced  the  Russians  to  re- 
tmt,  defeatad  Iheqi  in  wveral  eDconniers,  captured  ninety-nine  pieces  of 
wuiOD,  and  expelled  them  from  the  whole  province  of  East  Bothnia.  At  sea, 
llu,  the  Swedish  arms  prevailed  over  those  of  Russia.  Admiral  Kaniko£F  set 
Bilmth  the  HusCDvile  fleet,  and  omitted  no  opportunity  of  attacking  the 
Srediabiquadronwithsaperior  forces;  but  the  neit  day,  the  British  fleet, 
Bndtf  Sir  James  Saumarei,  having  joined  the  Swedes  with  some  ships  of  iho 
bie,  the  Huuian  admiral  was  glad  to  make  the  best  of  his  way  to  bis  o«it 
kirbeon.

tioM,  abslaiaed  from  an  act  which,  how  glorious  soever,  might  have  inflamed 
tb  national  feelipg  of  Russia  and  converted  a  doubtful  into  a  real  enemy,  and 
mieittedbinuclf  with  blockading  it  there  till  the  approach  of  winter  obliged 
blffl  to  withdraw  from  the  Baltic  (IJ. 

^^  The  cabinet  of  St. -Petersburg  strongly  urged  Napoldon  to  taka 
« ioricp.  an  active  part  in  the  Swedish  war,  by  means  of  the  powerful  force 
w!™i1'  h«  possessed  inllolsteiu;  and  in  consequence  of  their  re presenta- 
^^m  lions,  Bemadolle  entered  Zealand  at  the  head  of  thirty  thousand 
"'''^-  man,  among  whom  were  the  Spanish  corps  of  the  Marquis  of  Rty* 
■ana,  who  were  shortly  after  rescued  from  their  thraldom,  as  already  do- 
lictd,  and  restored  to  the  patriotic  standards  in  the  Peninsula  (i).

■nt,  however,  who  were  not  aware  of  this  reluctance,  were  aeriously  iip- 
fNieotivB  of  the  passage  of  the  Sound  by  the  French  troops,  and  the  enUrs 
nbjDgation  ofSwedenby  the  arms  of  France,  and,  therefore,  they  dispatched

PeniBsnrareontest,  justly  anticipated  the  eutlteBub}Ugaiion  ofthe^aeaMyi 
and  rain  of  their  independence,  if  the  Mrtfc  were  any  longer  delayed,  b- 
floenced  by  Uiese  considera lions,  which  Ae  urgency  o*  the  case  sooo  i«a- 
dered  general,  and  swayed  also  not  a  Mile  by  a  susplctenns  to  the  sanity  rf 
the  monarch,  which  many  symptoms  had  rendered  more  MHm  dooMftil,  t 
general  undcrsUnding,  as  in  England  in  4G88,  took  place  among  til  ptrtH 
and  for  a  time  SQspended  iheir  political  Aftrences,  viz.,  Aat  ibe  dufco* 
ment  of  the  reigning  monarch,  and  the  elevation  of  his  ancle,  tbett^*' 
Sadermanle,  to  the  throne  bad  become  indispcnsabte;  and  this  vMnal,  Aff# 
not  y«*  eipressly  formed  conspiracy,  soon  acquired  fivaslnency,  and  >«'■' 
ripe  far  eseention  by  thcloatfing  officers  in  thearmy  engaged  in  il(S)-

Thesameparty  thni8p|riiedtoN«poBBin;bottar«flWii»" 
evasive  manner,  that  his  honour  was  pledged  to  the  fimpeter  ^f''"*"*^ 
the  Prhie»^oyal  of  Denmark.  The  Swedish  malceonlenis,  tbarefeRi  *** 
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coippelled  to  trwt  l»  tteir  own  rooiucea  for  Ihe  maiBtcnaace  of  their  inde^ 
pcndoMe ;  «Bd  (JMre  can  b«  no  doubl  Hut,  in  the  couree  which  Uiey  adoplad, 
tttey  acted  Ihe  put  of  good  patriots,  nhen  the  great  dan^n  with  which  they 
vne  snnoonded,  and  the  imminent  baxaid  of  the  independence  of  thdr 
oohntr;  bong  inerocably  detUoyed,  are  taken  into  account.  The  army  on 
»n*  1-  the  Norwf^ian  frontier  was  the  first  to  prepare  itself.  Early  is 
Muidi  Colonel  Adlesparre  set  ou  t  himself  from  that  force  at  the  head  of  three 
tboQMUid  men,  and  marched  npou  Stbckhohn,  while  the  remainder  of  the 
trtMips  to^  possession  of  Goitenbu^,  and  the  principal  harbours  in, the 
aoathem  provinces  of  the  kingdom.  Ho  sooner  was  Gnstavus  infonned  of 
these  events,  which  were  accompanied  by  ■  violent  popular  fermentation  at 
Slodtholm,  than  he  quilted  his  country  palace  at  Haga,  where  he  happened 
to  be  at  the  time,  and  hastened  to  the  capital,  where  he  shut  himself  up  in 
his  palace,  all  the  ivenues  of  which  were  strongly  occupied  by  his  guards. 
JUHk  ii.  The  king,  however,  soon  found,  that  even  these  faithful  defenders 
.eooUnot  be  relied  an;  the  night  was  passed  in  great  agitaLion,  and  in  giving 
the  most  contradictory  orders;  but  the  great  object  of  Ihe  unhappy  monarch, 
apon  finding  bimseH  deserted  by  all  his  subjects,  was  to  get  the  command  of 
(daysof  hsrsesiand  (o  raise  some  money  for  his  immediate  necessities  upon 
ibe  credit  of  the  Eugli^  subsidies.  But  he  soon  iound  it  impossible  to  attain 
dlher  of  these  objects.  At  Ihe  same  lime,  the  committee  of  insurrection  in 
.  Stockholm,  which  embraced  all  the  principal  men  in  the  capital,  particularly 
the  Bwon  d'Adlercranlz,  who  justly  enjoyed  a  laige  share  of  public  confi- 
deace,  and  General  Slingspor,  recently  so  distinguished  by  his  defence  of  the 
fHrenncoof  Bothnia,  deemed  it  of  essential  importance  not  to  permit  the  mo- 
hbaii.  narch  to  quit  ^le  capital.  And  the  keepers  of  tbe  public  treasury 
prerented  the  king  from  getting  any  money,  by  refusing  to  discharge  any  or- 
.  den  which  had  not  llie  authority  of  the  Stales  of  the  kingdom  (1  J. 
itn^  Bi  In  this  extremity,  as  Gustavus  still  persevered  iahis  resolution  to 
l^Vk*'  qoit  'h^  capital,  and  as  tlie  Duke  of  Sudermania  could  not  prevail 
rMfaiiioa  np^Q  him  to  abaadou  his  design,  the  Baron  Adlercrantz  and  Geue- 
mvma.  ral  KUnppor,  whose  connexion  with  the  insurgents  was  not  known, 
.  were  caUtd  in  to  assist  in  the  deliberations.  The  former  began  an  energetic 
TOBMistrance  against  the  king's  proposed  deparlure,  in  the  middle  of  which 
be  w«  interrupted  by  Gustavus,  who  exclaimed,  "  Treason  1  Treason !  You 
shall  all  be  pum'shed  as  you  deserve." — "  We  are  not  traitors,"  replied  the 
'  Baron  calmly,  "but  good  Swedes,  intent  only  on  the  happiness  of  your  ma- 
jesty and  of  the  country."  Ai  these  words,  the  king  drew  his  sword  and  threw 
himseK  on  the  baron,  but  the  latter  avoided  the  pjunge  and  seized  Ihe  mon- 
ueh  1^  the  middle,  while  Colonel  Silfesporre  got  possession  of  his  sword. 
"  Rescue,  rescue !  "  cried  the  king.  "  I  am  assassinated."  Upon  hearing  his 
sries,  ihc  guards  onlside  attempted  to  enter,  and  Qnding  the  door  of  the 
apartment  locked,  they  were  proceeding  to  break  it  open;  upon  which  the 
nnfhHinted  Adlercrantz  himself  unlocked  it,  and  seizing  the  ubre  of  a  hussar 
who  itoodiiear,  and  the  baton,  Ihe  ensign  of  command  of  the  adjutaui-gene- 
nl  of  the  guards,  threw  himself  before  the  troops,  who  bad  iheir  swords 
drawn,  and  exclaimed  in  a  loud  voice,  "  1  am  now  your  adjutant-general, 
•ltd  in  that  quality  i  command  you  guards  to  retire."  The  king  himself  also, 
from  a  feeling  of  humanity,  to  prevent  the  useless  effusion  of  blood,  made  a 
motion  with  bis  hand  for  them  to  withdraw.  Overawed  by  his  manner,  and 
conceiving  the  monarch  deposed,  the  guards  retired ;  but  in  the  confusion  the

The  Duke  of  Soda- 
mania  «a»  iuDtediately  proclaiiaed  regent ;  next  day,  (be  lung  wa>  oHidiKid 
as  a  priMoer  to  (he  Culle  of  DroUiogbolia,  from  whence  he  was  translBTri 
tolhapalaoeof  Crippiholm,  from  wlddi  a  fortnigbt  after  there  appeared hb 
Cmnal  reBsnelalion  of  tbe  crown,  grounded  on  (he  alleged  imposaibiliij «( 
eonUsuing  tbe  goveratnent  in- a  manner  censislwitwKb  the  interesUatflt 
kingdom.  So  oompleldy  were  the  pnbUe  in  Ktockholm  prepared  far  liii 
eveot,  that  no  diilurbancei  whatever  took  plaM  there  OD  tbe  change  ofdy- 
nasty  {1} ;  and  even  the  theatres  of  Stockholm  were  open  on  tbe  ni^t « 
whlid)  it  look  ]dace,  as  if  notbing  unusual  had  happened  (i). 
E»nii«i>t  This  violent  but  Uoodless  revolution  was  iminediatdy  laltmnd 
tMil^u  by  (be  elevation  of  Adlercrantz,  Elingipor,  and  Aldesparre  lo  Ih 
niSHt.  —I  '>'s'>^  ofDces  in  the  Swedish  ministry,  and  on  tbe  Stb  of  June  Ik 
F't.'"^  Dukeof  Sudermania  wasproelaimedSing.  The  &tatee  of  the  Uig- 
nl^i.'  dom  had  previously  solemnly  deposed  not  only  the  detbnHiednwB- 
arch,  hot  hii  whole  race  (S),  and  notbing  remained  but  to  declare  hi)  sac- 
eessor,  who  asc«ided  the  throne  by  the  title  of  Charles  tbe  Thirteenth.  The 
first  care  of  (be  new  monarch  was  to  conclude  a  peace  with  Ruiaia;  anib 
ordw  the  better  to  attain  diat  object,  he  wrote  to  NapoUon,  staling  "Ibalk 
plaeed  the  integrity  of  the  Swedish  throne  under  tlu  safeguard  df  the  |cm- 
rosity  of  Napolton  (4J."  The  French  Emperor,  however,  wbo  wasat  Ihstia- 
Biaat  engaged  in  a  doubtful  war  with  AusUia  on  tbe  thores  of  the  Danube, 
had  no  inclination  to  embroil  himself  with  the  court  of  St.-Peterdwij  m 
aooount  of  (he  integrity  of  Sweden ;  and  in  addition  to  that,  he  was  exprad; 
bound,  by  the  conferences  at  Tilsit,  to  snrrender  Finland  to  RaflsiaincMBi- 
deration  of  himself  being  permitini  to  seiie  upon  tbe  kingdom  of  tbe  Sft- 
nish  peninsula.  HapoUon,  therefore,  turned  a  deaf  ear  to  As  petition  sf^ 
Swedish  monarch,  and  (be  cabinet  of  St.^Petersburg,  determined  to  mI* 
upon  their  prey,  notified  to  the  court  of  Stockholm  that  they  wereiB"»- 
^tely  to  resume  hostilitiea.  Tbe  Swedes  were  in  no  cendiiioa  to  nuke  «T 
resisUnee ;  for,  independently  of  the  paraTysis  of  their  national  iicvf^ 
whieh  had  arisen  from  tbe  change  of  dynasty,  and  the  unirersal  deiinbr 
immediatB  peaoe  to  which  it  bad  been  owing,  ibe  Husiiana  bad  gaiM^  * 
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erireurdimrrr  adrantage  in  Ifae  spring  of  that  year,  by  the  bold  mudi  of  a 
fcneral  destined  to  Ae  highest  eelebrit]'  in  fatare  times,  Count  Barclay  do 
•fci*  »  TotlT)  who,  talcing  adrtnlage  of  llie  severe  frost  ot  spring  1809, 
bid  tbe  bafdffaood  to  erosa  the  CoH  of  BoUmia  on  the  ioe,  and  bad  arrired  in 
•  theiinddlet^HarcfaontfieSvediabsideasfarasGolbf.oD  the  road  lo  Stock- 
beba.  'nils  extraordinary  erent,  whkh  aloBO  w»  wanting  )«  eeotplete  the 
marreb  of  the  Frendi  rerolntionary  war,  put  a  deeisiTe  period,  as  well  it 
migbt,  to  die  contest  in  the  Scandinavian  peninsala.  The  cabinet  of  St.-Pe- 
lersburg  were  tnexorable ;  the  entire  ceiaioa  of  Finland  was  retolred  on ;  and 
Ufi-  n.  tatf.  on  these  termi  peac«  was  at  length  concladed  on  the  iTtb  of  Sep-' 
lember.  By  this  treaty  ftu3siaacq'aircdFitt)and,iheldesofAland,Savo!lax, 
Qain^le,  and  some  lesser  ones  in  die  Baltic,  end  the  whole  proTmce  ef  West 
Bothnia,  asftr  as  Tomea,  at  the  head  of  ^e€nlf  of  Bothnia,  and  from  thence, 
by  the  course  of  the  river  Joeki,  almost  to  the  mouth  of  the  frozen  ocean, 
Sweden  also  declared  its  accession  to  the  continental  syslon;  and  in  return 
Cm-  so  many  concessions,  thednchy  of  Ponwrania  was  restored  lo  tiie  Swedish 
crown,  and  Prince  Holslein  Augusienhnrg,  «m  of  the  Duke  of  Holstein  An- 
gustenharg,  wasdeclared  (be  Crown' Prince,  er,  in  other  words,  the  successor 
to  the  throne.  This  treaty  was  shortly  afterwards  followed  by  ibe  cdhcloBion 
of  1  treaty  belwecnSweden  and  France,  the  only  remarkable  feolnreof  which 
was  the  eitraordinary  rigonr  with  which  the  contin«ital  systnu  was  imjlased 
upon  tb^ Swedish  Dionarehf  (i). 
DKih.r  The  flames  otwarappenednoV  to  be  finally  stiBed  on  theshorec 
pkJ^T^  of  the  Baltic,  and  Sweden,  aMerlng  lo  ti)e  policy  of  endeavouring 
•■^'»  M  procnre  a  eonnterp^M  in  Ftanoa  aprinsi  the  exorbitant  power 
of  Bnssia.  bad  made  secret  propoaitions  to  NapoiCoh  for  an  alliance  between 
flie  Pilnee  Augustenburg,  the  heir-apparent  to  the  throne,  and  a  princess  of 
the  Impetlat  fkmily  of 'France.  Tbte  preposition,  howerer,'  was  coldly  re- 
.  MiTii.i<«>.  eeived  by  Napel^n,  who  had  no  inclination  to  precipiiBle  die  con- 
test which  be  saw  voiild  sooner  or  later  arise  with  the  RnssitAi  empire.  But 
all  these  projects  were  renderat  abertive  by  the  andden  death  of  the  young 
prince,  wtio  was  setied  nilb  a  stroke  of  apoplexy  on  hon^wck  when  review- 
ii^  a  r^mcnt  of  guards  alQuidinge  fn  Holstein,  and  died  immediately  after.  * 
Tbfs  nnezpected  event,  as  it  deprived  Sweden  of  a'sacoessor  to  the  throne , 
immediately  opened  np  a  vast  lietd  ef  fnlrigue  in  Ae  nerlfa  of  Europe ;  and 
▼ariotn  eSoris  were  nMde  to  piDCDre  the  etoction  of  different  persons  to  the 
Ai^ty,  which  shoiald  seeoiw  Ibe  ekimate  asemllo  the  Swedi^  throne. 
Ihe  light  of  election  was  vested  in  the  states  of  Sweden ;  but  ii  #as  easy  to 
see  that  they  would  be  swayed  by  exleraal  influence  in  their  chmee',  and  the 
two  powers  between  ^om  the  eonteat  neeeasarily  lay,  were  Prance  and 
Russia  (S). 
ut'ilMiir  Tt  was  obrionsly  the  intfcrest  of  Rossia  to  place  on  the  tbrone  of 
*fu>  ■«.  Sweden  a  prinoe  wb«  might  incline  to  il&protecliiMi  in  Miy  political 
ru^uit  crisis  that  might  arise,  and  die  secret  wishes  of  that  po^nx  lay  to- 
K^u^  wards  tbe  young  prince,  son  of  the  tate  id^;  but  (bare  was  an 
!■  imb.  obvious  AiRcaUy  in  obtaining  Ihe  consent  of  the  Swedish  Partla- 
nent  to  •  nensare,  ibe  effect  of  which  might  be  to  involve  almost  all  the 
teadiogmcnin  Ibe  kingdom,  at  some  future  period,  lu  tbe  penalties  of  high 
treason.  The  pftoe^tal  object  of  NapoUon  was,  to  secure,  in  the  suooessor  to 
the  Swedish  throne,  some  oounierpoiso  lo  Ibe  power  of  Russia;  forj  amidst 
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all  the  professions  of  mutnal  regard  by  the  two  emperon,  their  iDtcresls  faid 
already  begun  to  clash,  and  symptoms  of  cstrangeiDeol  already  appeared  in 
their  diplomatic  Id tercourse  with  each  otber.  Candidates,  howefcr,  were  wH 
wanting  for  the  situation.  The  King  of  Denmark  openly  aspired  to  Uie  bo 
nour,  and  endeavoured  to  impress  upon  Napol^n  the  great  pyliiical  advan-- 
tage  which  would  arise  to  France  from  the  uaion  of  the  three  crowns  of  Bo- 
mark,  Sweden,  and  Norway,  on  one  head,  as  a  counterpoise  to  the  powei «( 
Russia ;  but  the  King  of  Sweden,  well  aware  that  such  a  project  would  be 
viewed  with  extreme  repugnance  by  ihenobles  and  people  of  Sweden,  wiw 
were  actuated  by  a  jealousy  of  very  old  standing  towards  their  Danish  uj 
Norwegian  neighbours,  inclined  towards  the  young  prince  of  Holstein  Augiu- 
tenburg,  younger  brother  of  the  prince  who  had  just  perished,  and  inasectti 
correspondence  with  Napoleon,  he  disclosed  his  wishes  to  the  Emperor,  wb« 
professed  himself  favourable  la  the  design,  and  gave  the  most  Qatteriiig  u- 
surances  of  his  support ;  an  J,  in  particular,  the  advantages  it  would  bring  D 
both- countries  to  have  the  royal  families  of  Sweden  and  Dentnark  united  bj 
closer  ties.  But  the  King  of  Denmark,  who  was  brother-in-law  to  tbcPiian 
of  Augustenburg  prohibited  him  from  acceding  to  the  wishes  of  the  Singrf 
Swedenj  and  openly  set  forth  his  own  pretensions  to  Ibe  dignity,  in  a  leiUr 
to  the  latter  monarch  (1). 
Bi«ii"°  °f  UaUers  were  still  In  «  state  of  uncertainty  at  Stockholm,  «ha 
■*"••**"•■  an  article  in  the  Jouraat  det  Dibatt,  which  at  tbat  period  »m 
entirely,  under  Ibe  direction  of  the  Cabinet  of  the  Tuileries,  openly  aroKtd 
that  the  election  of  the  King  of  Denmark  to  the  Swedish  throne  would  bt 
agreeable  to  the  French  £mperor.  No  sooner  was  this  paper  received  in  ST^ 
den,  than  it  prodaced  the  greatest  consternation.  The'  leading  men  in  tbit 
kingdom  at  once  saw  that  they  were  about  to  be  sacrificed  to  the  balance  ol 
power  ia  Northern  Europe,  and  that,  under  the  pretence  of  the  necessity  «( 
providing  a  counterpart  ia  [bat4(uartor  to  the  exorbitant  power  of  Russia, 
by  uniting  the  throe  Baltic  crowns  on  one  head,  Ibey  were  in  elTect  lo  be 
subjected  to  the  rule  of  their  old  and  inveterate  enemies.  Colonel  Surenaint, 
a  Frenchman  by  birth,  but  long  aide-de-camp  lo  the  present  King  of  SweitcD, 
'  let  fall  the  expression  in  the  midst  of  die  general  disquietude,  "  The  lowest 
French  general  would  b'e  better  received  here  than  the  Kingof  Uenmark." 
Many  examples  had  recently  occurred  of  tbo  elevation  of  French  generals  la 
European  thrones,  and  the  Swedes  were  too  clearsighted  not  to  percein 
(hat  possibly,  by  the  election  of  sucti  an  officer,  they  might,  without  hazard 
lo  their  own  independence,  secure  the  powerful  support  of  France  agiiott 
the  enAoaohmcnts  of  Russia.  A.  powerful  party  in  Sweden,  accordingly, 
turned  their  eyes  to  Bcmadolte,  who  commanded  the  la^^e  French  anny  a> 
the  shores  of  the  Baltic,  and  who,  as  already  mentioned,  had  gained  tlie 
affccljons  of  a  great  mimber  of  the  best  bmilies  in  Sweden,  from  hb  kiodpesi 
toabodyofSwedtth  prisoners,  taken  in  thePolish  war'of  180T(2J.  Acorn- 
mitt<ee  of  twelve  was,  accordiog  to  the  form  of  the  Swedish  faw,  appoiaied 
to  recommend  a  successor  to  the  Diet ;  and  at  first,  eleven  votes  declared  ir 
the  young  Prince  of  Augusleobnrg,  atid  only  one  for  Bcmadotte.  Befan  ilu 
final  day  of  election  a  French  agent  arrived  al  Oerebro,  where  the  Uei  at, 
and  announced,  though  as  it  afterwards  appeared  without  any  auihorii;, 
tbat  the  wishes  of  Napot^u,  were  in  favour  of  the  election  of  bis  vicb»iaiu 
This  intelligence  immediately  altered  the  detenninatiM 
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of  the  coromittea.  At  the  public  election,  a  few  days  aflenirards,  ten  at  iho 
twelve  voted  for  Bcrcadolte,  and  their  choice  was  immediately  afternards 
Gonfirmed  by  the  Swedish  Diet.  He  was  shortly  afterwards  adopted  as  son 
by  Charles  XID. ;  and,  as  soon  as  PTapol^n  received  the  intelligence,  although 
he  expressed  his  surprise  at  it,  and  wrote  to  his  ambassador  at  St.-Pelers- 
buTg  that  he  would  have  preferred  to  see  the  Ringof  Denmark  on  the  throne, 
yet  he  nevertheless  advised  Bernadotie  to  accept  the  dignity  of  the  Crown 
Prince,  and  advanced  him  a  million  of  francs  for  the  expenses  immediately 
consequent  opoa  It  [)J. 
NukBtD.;.  Charles  John,  Prince  of  Ponlecorvo,  Marshal  Bemadotte,  and  now' 
Hin^  of  Sweden,  was  bora  at  Pau,  in  Beam,  in  (he  south  ef  France,  on  the 
6th  Off  January  1764.  lie  was  the  son  of  a  lawyer,  and  first  embraced  the  pro- 
fession of  arms  by  entering  as  a  private  in  tberegimentof  royal  marines  (2). 
In  that  capacity  Ike  served  in  India  during  the  American  war,'and  was  pre* 
sentat  the  taking  of  Pondicherry.  Upon  returning  to  Europe,  when  peace 
was  concluded  between  France  and  England  in  1783,  he  at  first  thought  of 
quitting  the  service,  and  embracing  the  profession  of  the  law  in  his  native 
town  ;  but  he  was  prevented  by  the  favour  of  his  colonel,  who  fixed  the  des- 
tinies of  the  young  soldier,  by  promoting  the  future  mai^ai  of  France  and 
king  of  Sweden  to  the  rank  of  sergeant.  At  the  breaking  out  of  the  Revoln- 
tion  it)  1793,  he  enjoyed  the  satisfaction,  at  Marseilles,  of  rescuing  from  « 
feroGious  mob  the  colonel  who  had  promoted  him,  and  saving  his  lift  at  the 
hazard  of  his  own.  When  the  war  broke  out  in  179S,  he  distingaished  him- 
self in  several  combatsin  Flanders,  and  had  attained  to  the  rank  of  a  general 
of  brigade,  at  the  battle  of  Fleurus,  in  1794.  He  continued  to  distinguish 
himself  in  the  war  on  the  frontier  of  the  Rhine,  particularly  at  the  passage 
of  the  Rhine  at  Niderworth,  in  the  year  1796.  In  1797  he  repeatedly  signa- 
lized himself  in  the  war  with  Austria,  especially  at  the  passage  of  the  Piave, 
and  in  the  siege  of  the  forlressof  Gradiska.  In  June  1798,  he  was  appointed 
ambassador  at  Vienna,  and  soon  after  married  the  daughter  of  a  merchant  at 
Marseilles,  of  the  name  of  Clary.  In  1799  he  refused  the  cotnniand  of  the 
■rmyin  Italy,  and  took  (he  command  of  that  on  the  upper  Rhine,  where  he 
soon  reduced  Uanbeim,  and, in  the  end  of  June  in  that  year,  he  was  appointed 
minister  of  war  at  Paris.  To'the  leal  and  ability  which  he  displayed  in  restor- 
ing the  shattered  ranks  of  the  republican  armies.  Napoleon  was  mainly  in- 
debted, as  already  ohan-ved,  for  his  astonishing  success  at  Marengo  (5).  But 
be  was  dismissed  from  the  office  of  minister  of  war  by  NapoUon,  to  whom 
bis  sturdy  republican  opinions  had  proved  highly  obnoxious,  on  the  occasion  - 
of  the  18ihof  Brumaire.  Napolten,  however,  who  was  aware  of  his  abilities, 
afterwards  appointed  him  to  the  head  of  the  army  whidi  invaded  Hanover

After  this  hefellinto  a  sort  e<di»|,irwe,and  il  wm  irhhoni  ibc 
knowledge  of  Napoti^on  that  he  was  sent  by  Ae  laimiilcr  «f  wur  {rvm  Paifa  la 
arrest  the  progreu  of  the  English  on  tbe  bankiof  the  Scbtfdt,  iftar  tb»bkia| 
of  Flushing.  Napoleon,  after  he  learned  Ae  cteetiaa  of  hia  old  Ueuteuia  m 
Ibe  rank  of  Cmwn  Prince  of  Sweden,  Sad  an  fnterrtew  with  Urn,  it  idikh, 
though  warmly  solicited,  he  refnsed'to  absolve bim  from  his  Mfh  of  allqiiaiKa 
to  France.  Bernadolle,  howerer,  was  Una ;  and,  afler  tome  illercBlioii,  fit 
polton  yielded,  and  dismissed  bfm  wfth  tfaeso  wards :  '^  Well— be  it  so ;  ki 
off.  I«t  oar  destinies  be  accomplished  (8)." 
Bi.  cuniv  It  need.bardly  be  said,  that  he  most  have  be«a  a  nost  retnirk* 
*"-  able  man  who  thus  nthed  himsdf  from  the  rank  oTa  prinlcsDldis 

to  that  of  Marshal  of  France  arid  King  of  8wed«n ;  ind  aUH  more,  who,  ate 
thef^liofNapoli^on  and  the  general  overthrow  of  the  RerolntloiMr;  authori- 
ties In  Europe,  conid  sncceed  in  rafthiiahiitig  his  pbee  apon  the  liimg, 
amidst  the  fall  of  all  the  other  potentates  who  had  «««d  Ihofr  rievatfoa  l«. 
his  triumphs.  In  tniib,  Bemadotte  was  unqnestfamablT  one  of  the  ablest  b«b 
of  the  age,  fniitful  as  it  was  in  the  greatest  ability  and  fte  nntt  bcroic  ek» 
raelers.  He  was  gifted  by  nature,  not  merely  with  themoM  fattrepideoonge, 
but  with  an  uncommon  degree  of  calmness  In  danger,  wMete  early  atBrnMl 
the  notice  of  his  comrades,  and  was  the  principal  cause  of  his  rapid  elentkn 
in  the  revolutionary  arm jea.  AilGcaltles  never  foond  him  uDpreparadrda- 
.ger&alway^andannted.  He  belonged  in  early  life  to  the  extrama Republic* 
party,  and  was  so  closely  allied  with  many  bf  the  worst  oharMters  iniba  Be- 
Tolution,  that  he  narrowly  escaped  destruction  on  oceaajen  of  tbe  Revolirii« 
in  1799,  which  elevated  Napolban  to  the  tbronA.  But,  fortniMtely  for  Bcr- 
nadoite,  his  duties  in  the  army  kept  him,  in  general,  ftrronored  fnm  ibi 
alrecitieG  of  the  Revolutlen;  and  bis  democratic  prineiplet,  bow  stroogio- 
ever,  wtre  not  so  deeply  rooted  but  what  they  re^ily  gave  place  (o  ibc  suf- 
*  gestfons  of  individaal  elevation.  Re  was  amUtlaus,  add,  like  ■MMlafA' 
other  marshals,  little  sempillous  in  the  means  which  he  adopted  lo  inerew 
his  fortune ;  bnt  though  rapacious  when  aoeideni  of  saceeatgava  biai  ikt 
means  of  plunder,  he  liad  nothing  cniel  or  vindictive  id  his  disposition;  isd 
he  was  mainly  indebted,  from  the  kindness  which  he  showed  to  Hit  WW 
prisoners  in  the  war  of  1807,  for  his  elevation  tf  the  throooof  CharltsUI- 
After  bis  destiny  wns  fixed,  he  attached  himseH,  in  good  etrneat,  to  itiem-  * 
tcrest  of  Swedep  ;  the  nnb«iraHe  arrogance  of  Napolton  combined  wWk  <*< 
influence  of  tbe  monarchy  to  which  he  hadbten  el(<elttl,  W  make  him  a- 
pouse  the  cause  of  Uu  Aiu  in  the  great  struggle  which  ensued  in  181!  b««*«» 
Ftlince  and  tliatpoweri  and  alltiough  afterwards,  when  the  fortunes  of  Ni- 
pol^n  appeared  on  the  wamr,  he  evinced  a  natural  repagnance  to  pusblih 
old  general  to  extremities,  and  was  only  held  to  bis  engagetGenU  by  i^ 
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mmaamithti»t4li»IkiiMk  w«7  it  fail  hsMlqiunai,  Lord  LmdoadCTTT, 
rat  Mprily  Must  p«bap>  ntbar  approve  Ibui  coudenm  a  feeling  which ,  vhea 
UwJBtaFMtafUicdopted  oountiT  were  Mcured,  led  htm  lo  iocline  loihat 
of  hift  Unfa.  Qb  1ft  fpfud  with  KuarlMble  lalenU  iot  conveiHlioo,  und  ahares 
JB  all  tba  dii^MitMK  1»  vanity  and  gascoiude  which  beioogs  lo  the  proTinca 
a(ki>blnbi(liutbatt«B(Uw«d  wiUtpeat  peneUatioa and  solidity  of jndg-  . 
BaM ;  U*  wii*  admimtntiMi  bas  gone  br  to  rec«aci|«  Uifl  Norwqians  lo  tbe 
h»tai  gomnunail  of  Swedan;  and  althougli  a  powerful  party  in  (he  kller 
kiiUJata  learetly  iMtalgCi  tbe  h^evf  the  r«tfoiatioD  of  ihelc^itimau  succeft- 
ur  lo  thelitraae,  he  tu»  done  as  mach  to  trapomit  tbe  crown  to  hii  poaterily, 
M  can  poaiilil;  be  Ihecag^  wiik  a  djnaUy  rebting  on  a  vi^lent^  area  though  a 
7  molutioa. 

While  ihew  i«|»rlmt  eranli  were  occurring  in  tbe  north  of  Eu- 
rope, Dod  detarauiiiDg  ia  their  uUiniftte  etfecU  the  fate  of  (be 
U^  ScandiiMTUa  peninauUt  Kapol^an  was  pursuing,  with  now  un- 
Mw^  di]ig)ii««d  avidity,  his  career  of  pacific  aggrandizement  in  the  cen- 
irol  parts  of.  Europe.  It  has  been  already  mentioned  that  Louis 
Bonaparte,  unable  to  endure  the  indi^ities  to  which  he  was  lubjected  bj 
mt,.u».  ibatjraiUiicaldispautieDofbiB  imperial  brother,  had,  id  July  1810, 
rwigwd  the  threoe  of  IWland,  which  wai  iiDinediatdy  incorporated  by  Na- 
fMUoBwitfatha  French  empire;  and  that  the  first  seeds  of  a  seriout  outbreak 
batWMU  bin  aad  tbe  £mpen»  Aiexaader  arose  from  the  irritation  produced 
IB  tbe  bnasl.of  die  latter  by  tbe  preferenco  given  by  Nt^l^on  lo  the  Arch- 
ducheiftlfaria-Louisaoveiihe  Grand  Duchess  Paulowoa  (1),  wiUiwhom  also 
1m  waa  in  treaty  for  laarriage.  These  aggresBiousaod  causes  of  irritation  were 
aoou  aftorwards  foJkiwad  by  others  of  a  &liil  more  serious  eomplexioo.  On 
Bw.u.  IbftlSlh  of  NoTOuber  the  republic  gf  the  Val^,  commandiug  the 
important  paiuge  of  the  Simplon  isio  liaXy,  was  incorporated  with  tbe 
Freneh  eiftpirerUpon  Uw  grouud  that  it  was  a  necessary  consequence  of  the 
inunensc  works  wbioh  tbe  Emperor  bad  for  tea  years  carried  on  in  that  part 
of  the  Alps  (2). 
■t'hhbI^  Tfa«  sane  mjwIu  auuitliMm  announced  to  the  world  other  strides 
ICrStXt  iBtheBorlfaof  Germany  of  a  still  more  serious  and  alarmuig  cha- 
otoMoi-  racier.  The  preamble  to  this  pari  of  the  decree  was; — I'TbeBri- 
FwK  '^  tish  Orders  in  Couucil,  and  ibe  Berlin  and  the  Uilan  Decrees  for 
^'^  180C  and  1807,  have  torn  to  shreds  thepublic  law  of  Europe.  A  new 
""'  order  .of  things  reigns  throughout  ihe  world.  Kew  guarantees  hav- 
ing bec^fl  necessary,  1  bave  considered  the  uoiou  of  the  mouths  of  ih^ 
Scheldt,  tbe  Ueuse,  and  tbe  Rhine,  of  Ibe  Ems,  Ibe  Weser,  and  the  Elbe,  to 
tbe  French  empire,  and  the  establishment  of  an  interior  line  of  communica- 
liaa  with  tbe  Baltic  sea,  have  appeared  to  me  lo  he  the  most  important.  I 
bave  aocordiogly  caused  a  pUu  to  be  prepared,  which  will  be  completed  ia 
five  years,  that  will  unite  the  Baltic  with  tiie  Seine.  Indemoity  shall  be  given 
lo  the  prince*  who  may  be  injured  by  this  great  measure,  which  necessity 
commands,  and  which  makes  tbe  right  of  my  empire  rest  on  the  Baltic  sea." 
This  immensemeasure  of  spoliation,  whicheilended  the  limits  of  the  French 
empirealmostto  the  froDliors  of  Russiar  involved  alike  ihc  posaessioos  of  the

thouMud  souls  were  by  tt  swept  eff  from  the  dominJoiisoftbeKiiigafWai- 
phalia,  Napoldeo's  own  hrolber,  and  (wo  kondred  ttMOBaad  fren  the  tori- 
tory  of  the  grand-dadi}  of  Berg,  wUck  be  bad  bestowed  upon  one  of  his 
.  lieutenants ;  but  what  was  muA  men  serioos,  it  swallowed  up  the  wbo)^ 
posaesslens  of  (he  Grand-Duke  of  Oldenhnrg,  the  tm]tber4n-Uw  of  the  £b- 
peror  Aleiaader,  and,  besid«s  entirelT  cntting  eff  Prussia  front  the  eaastrf 
the  German  ocean,  brought  the  Freaoh  empire  up  to  Lnheck,  almeat  wilhk 
ught  of  the  Russian  frontier  (f ). 
B^Z'lt'^  ThiiuionstroiiseiNTQachraeiUefNapoMon,  serfooBaftitwas-lraB 
ui^l^^^^  ttie  immense  extant  of  the  terrifary  ther^y  incorporaled  wi&  lbs 
^n<^  French  empire,  and  which  eiKutjied  its  domimon  fton  84  M  ISO 
depamneitts,  and  its  population  to  forty-two  millioDsofsoals,  excited  tbs 
most  violent  fedings  at  St.-Pelfr^urg,  and  blew  ioto  a  flame  tboae  foliii|S 
of  irritation  which  had  eiisted  in  Ibe  Emperor's  breast  ever  since  thesligbf 
thrown  upon  his  sister  by  the  marriage  of  NapoUon.  TbeencroachBieDt,  gmt 
as  it  was,  was  rendered  still  more  alarmiag  from  the  aanner  in  which  it  mi 
carried  into  effect;  for  here  an  immeitBetraclin  the  north  of  Cennanywasit 
once  annexed  to  the  French  empire,  without  either  ibe  fermatity  c^diplo- 
raatic  sanction,  or  the  rigfalaoqiiir«d  by  the  power  of  coaqOBat.  TheFrepcb 
Emperor  took  upon  himself  the  right  to  dispose  of  free  dlies  anA  lndependeBt 
potentates  in  the  north  of  Germany,  as  an  eastern  sttKanu  waaM  «f  the  for- 
tunes of  his  dependent  pashas.  Bvt,  however  great  and  nnprcoedeMed  tbe 
stretch  mlDfat  be,  it  was  obtious  that  Napoleon  was  prepared  to  mahe  it  pwd 
by  the  swtml,  and  that  it  would  be  wrendMd  from  him  only  by  -fiftrce  of  ams : 
u^i  n.  i*»  for  shortly  before,  he  hadi  whhoDt  any  apparent  raverse  tajasUff 
the  measure,  issued  a  decree,  orderiitg  the  levy  of  forty-five  tfkMJsaiid  sot 
for  the  service  of  the  nary,  and  one  handred  and  twenty-Qve  thoosand  nan 
for  the  army,  uken  from  the  youth  who  bad  arrived  at  the  age  of  nlneteai 
in  the  years  1810  and  1811  (2). 
't!Sr^'  ^ut>'ii  addition  to  this  great  and  welMoanded  caose  of  compliiBt, 
tt^ii"  ti  Russia  had  other  sourcai  of  disquietude,  which  were  not  so  sliw^T 
l£li.'."1ur'  established  in  sound  reason,  but  arose  rather  from  the  apprebeo- 
^^lon  of  ^.^^^  ^^  injustice  that  her  ill-gotten  gains  woald  be  ^Tested  fran 
her.  The  grand-ducliy  of  Warsaw  was  a  conlinual  object  of  jealousy  to  the 
cabinet  of  St.-I^tersburg;  and,  although  Napol^n,  as  already  moiiiened, 
'  'had  done  his  almost  to  remove  (heir  uneasiness  on  this  head,  and  eiprcsRd 
his  desire  "  (hat  the  name  of  Poland  should  disappear,  not  only  from  (be  po- 
lilicsltratisactionsof  Europe,  but  even  from  the  page  of  history  (3);"y(tba 
had  by  no  means  succeeded  in  allaying  their  apprehensions.  The  Busaiaa  "i- 
nistcrs  saw  very  little  of  Ibis  disposition  in  the  large  aogmesUtion  which  be 
had  given  to  this  duchy  out  of  the  spoils  of  the  Austrian  monarchy,  after  (be 
treaty  of  Vienna  in  1809;  and,  so  anxious  did  the  Emperor  AlexaDdcr  beams 
on  this  subject,  shortly  allM  the  conclusion  of  the  Austrian  treaty,  thai  bt 
opened  a  negotiation  with  Napolt^on,  with  a  view  to  theconclusipnofaeoa- 
venllon  which  should  for  ever  allay  all  the  apprehensions  which  he  fdi  m 
lu.  1,1110.  the  snbject.  A  convention,  accordingly,  was  dra^Ti  up,  which 
6hampagny  expressly  authorized  Caulaincourt,  the  French  ambassador  it 
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St.-l>MerAarg,  tosfgn,  whkft  Was  donoBccoiidls^y,  earlTiii4810,byiri)Mi 
it  VM  expressly  slipnlsMd  "  ihu  the  ktngdofn  of  Pobmd  shall  never  be  re- 
alsHkhed.  tht  high  contracting  pnrties  nuuutly  agree,  dMt^the  tmaa  of 
PoliDd  and  Poles  stnll  tiever  hi  future  be  appliod  t»  any  of  tke^iiricts,  or 
iDlMbttaiits,  wtia  fbmierW  ocwnpoeed  (lie  kini^doai  of  Poland,  andtllat  that 
nime  shall  be  effaced  for  ever  fratu  evtry  pabUe  and  offuial  «et .:  tkt  Psbih 
erdenof  cfairatry  ahall'be  abolistod;  and  Aiegrand-dDohy  of  Warsaw  shall 
oerer  be  extended  ovcrany  farther  portion  of  wliat^riiierly  conslitntcd  the 
neioRt  kingdom  of  Poland."  The  Emperor  of -Rnnia  lestiQed  the  mmi  ex- 
treme satisfaction  at  the  conclusinn  of  this  ^anventloB,  and  piofoised  Im 
ddigfii  at  again  feellnf  himself  at  liberty  to  giro  free  rant  to  his'  admiratioffl 
DfWgTMt  amanasNapoMon,  and  hie  anxious  hope  that  his  '*  favily  might 
oKdpy the Frencli  ihrone  forever  (1)." 

Had  this  eonvmtien,  as  signed  t^bis  am)>asmdor,.been  ratified  byNapo- 
Vm,  bto  destiny  might  penibly  hava  been  different,  a»d  his  fam^y,  aceord- 
ingio  Alexander's  wish,  still  on  tiie  throne  at  France.  But  the  coaventiaQ 
arriTtdin  Paris  at  a  critical  lime;  whetiNapeitlon,  ai  already  nentaavod,  bad 
■•ten  ombrage  at  the  tan pedi menu  thrown  in  the  way  of  the  proposals  ha 
lud  made  for  the  Grand^Duoboes  Paulowna,  knd  when  ho  was' already  in 
Ktret  treaty  for  tbe  Austrian  Arehducboss  {i).  He  declined,  therefore,  to 
mrfy  tbe  convMition ;  proposing,  in  lieu  of  tbe  first  article  of  it,  regardiag 
ibeUngdom  of  PotendneTerbeirnr  re-MtabUshed,  to  insert  one  "binding 
lunielf  to  gire  no  eneourageraent  to  any  attempt  tending  to  its  ra>«et8blirti- 
Min."  The  Emperor  of  Rnssia,  piqoed  at  tins  dedinalur*,  the  more  so  as  it 
dwuired  at  the  very  time  of  the  slight  thrown  on  his  asier,  inai^ed  warasly 
Nq  n,  ,i,t  -^xh  Cflulalncourt  lor  Q  Simple  adhesion  to  the  original  conveniion, 
Kit  stood  signedby  tbeanbaasador  of  France;  bat  he  never  co»ld  achieve 
1>ii  abject;  and,  in  a  pHrale  conversation  with  Caolnincourt,  be  aaid : —  "If 
'^lin  change,  it  is  not  my  faalt ;  I  will  not  be  the  first  to  tronUe  tbe  pence 
ofEarope:  t  will  attack  no  one;  bat,  if  Ihey  come  toseclinK,  I  will  defend 
mjseHfS)." 

S^j**  NapoHon,  however,  nevercodtd  lie  ftroughl  to  agree  lo  a  conven- 
^S^  lios  stjpnlating  that  tfce  kingdom  of  Poland  shonld  not  be  restored,  ■ 
I™  and  lie  antwered  the  Russian  minfsten  in  very  worm  terras,  when 
P'wwd  on  the  snbjeet.  Tbe  cabinet  of  Sl-Peiershurg,  thervfbre,  became  ap- 
P'^eiHive  ibatan  attack  on  Iheir  Polish  possessions  was  meMaled  by  Napo- 
™>-  So  serloos  had  their  fears  become,  that  a  great  angmeniation  of  tbelr 
'<ne  in' Poland  bad  ahvady  taken  place,  extensive  intrenehmenla  bad  been  • 
^^'^  *i  T>rfBsa  on  the  Dwtnai  capeUeof  GOBlaintng  a  vast  army ;  and  a  new 
2*J  ''Sd  been  ord'ered  throughoHithe  vast  dominions  of  tbe  Ciar.  Thaie  de-

ttlhJaButry  181J,by  which  it  was  atipulaled  that  the  Prussian  confiscations 
sfBfjtish  goods  ahpuld  be  acconuted  for  to  France,  but  be  taken  as  a  dedn^ 
timirain  the  amount  of  the  Prussian  debt  still  unpaid  from  the  war  coniri- 
butions.  Towards  the  court  of  Sweden  he  assumed  a  still  more  threatenitig 
IsK.

the  whole  population  (3 J.  Id  Russia,  Ibo  system  of  paper  credit  was  entirt^ 
ruined  by  the  effects  of  the  Continental  System)  and  goTerament  paper  bai 
Cillenso  low,  that  the  ruble  in  goyenuoent  paper  in  tbe  loan  negatialedviib 
Pichler,  on  37th  Marcb  1810,  was  estimated  at  just  one-balf  of  the  silrer  n- 
ble;  and,  taking  Ibis  depreciation  iolo  view,  ibe  interest  stipulated  b;  ibe 
lenders  ID  reality  amounted  to  twenty-eight  per  cent  (5J.  But  ^d  as  thisns, 
the  Gnancial  and  individual  ruin  in  Prussia  was  incomparably  greater :  ixt- 
dusiry  was  every  where  at  a  stand  from  the  want  of  eUernal  commerce,  aad 
Ibe  absorption  of  ail  domestic  funds  ia  tbe  Fiencb  requisitions;  Ibe  eidir- 
quer  was  p«mniless,  and  tbe  national  credit  exUact)  a  strong  feeling  of  nc:

las-galberera.  Ihe  au^enution  of  the  troops  in  har  territory  in  ibe  conn* 
of  1810  and  1811,  all  of  whom  were  fed,  c^thed,  paid,  and,  lodged,  at  tbe 
expense  of  ibe  bleeding  state,  was  such  as  to  exceed  belief,  if  it  were  not  il- 
tesled  by  contemporary  and  au|hculic  documenl5(4).  Umay  readily  bean- 
ceired  that  it  was  not  without  eitreme  ditlicully  that  such  prodigious  sums

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floii  and  exlisiution  of  the  countrr,  and  the  universal  terror  excited  by  ibe 
arms  of  Napal6)D,  that  (he  bohlest  heads  and  varm«st  hearts  in'  thai  coun- 
try, could  see  no  other  mode  of  prolonging  the  national  extslence,  and  avert- 
ing ibc  immediate  stroke  offkle,  but  in  a  dose  alliance  with,  andfiinqnalified 
mbmissioo  to  the  dictates  of  Napolton.  t'nder  the  influence  of  these  feelings, 
and  overawed  by  the  violent  seizure  of  Sftedtsh  Poinennia,  which  Marshal 
Daroirst  entered  in  February  1812,  and  immediately  ovemm,  at  the  head  of 
twenty  thousand  men,  on  the  one  side,  and  the  dread  of  the  resumption  of 
&lesis  by  its  old  owner  Austria,  now  in  close  alliance  with  France,  on  the 
odier,  the  cabinet  of  Berlfn  not  only  acceded  to,  but  invited,  the  conclusion 
r<vu,iii>.   of  a  treaty  offensive  and  defensive  with  France,  whereby  it  was 
stipulated  that  there  shonld  he  an  alliance  offensive  and  defensive  between 
the  two  monarchs:  that  they  should  mutuanygnarantee  the  itJlegrily  of  each 
other's  territories;  and  that  the  Continental  System  should  he  enforced  with 
the  utmost  rigour  in  all  the  Prussian  harbours.  It  was  stipulated,  however, 
m  secret  articles,  that  the  contlRgentofPrussia,  which  was  fixed  at  twenty 
thousand  men,  and  sixty  guns,  besides  twenty  thousand  men  in  garrison, 
"  should  not  be  exigible  on  account  of  any  wars  in  which  the  Emperor  might' 
engage  beyond  the  Pyrenees,  in  Italy,  or  Tark^y."  !n  addition  to  this,  the 
most  minute  stipulations  were  inserted,  in  separate  conventions,  concerning 
the  march  of  troops  through  the  Prusrfan  territories,  the  supplies  which  were 
to  be  furnished  to  them,  and  the  co-operation  of  Prtissia  in  the  projected  war 
with  Russia.  The  effects  of  this  treaty  appeared  in  the  entrance  of  a  hundred 
and  eighty  thousand  infantry,  and  seventy  thousand  cavalry,  which  imme- 
diately spread  like  a  deluge  through  the  Prussian  territory,  occupied  all  its 
fortresses,  and  devoured,  as  a  cloud  of  locusts,  the  whole  remaining  resour- 
ces of  the  country ;  while  the  Prossian  contingent  of  twenty  thousand  men. 
was, la  a  manner,  drowned  in  the  prodigious  multitude  by  which  It  was  sur- 
rounded. Shortly  after,  the  French  general,  Durutte,  was  appointed  gover- 
nor of  Berlin ;  and  a  royal  edict  prohibited  the  introduction  of  colonial  pro- 
dtice,0D  «ily  pretence,  from  the  Russian  iolo  the  Prussian  territory  [f). 
iM  wjik      This  treaty  was  immediately  followed  by  another  between  Prance 
**™^      and  Austria,  whidi  not  only  relieved  Napolton  of  all  anxiety  re- 
garding the  latter  power,  hot  pnt  a  considerable  part  of  ber  resources  at  his 
eammand.  Austria,  since  the  peace  of  Vienna,  had  been  treated  in  a  very 
different  manner  from  the  dominions  of  Frederick  William,  or  the  lesser  Ger- 
man states ;  her  territory  was  respected,  ber  fortresses  garrisoned  by  her  own 
troops,  and  the  arrears  of  contributions  collected  and  remitted  by  her  own 
ihRk  II,      authorities.  The  same  dlff«%nce  appeared  in  the  treaty  which  was 
""-  concluded  between  the  Cabinet  of  Vienna  and  that  of  the  Tuilerics. 

Austria  was  to  furnish  an  auxiliary  force  of  thirty  thousand  men,  and  sixty 
pieces  of  cannon :  the  integrity  of  the  dominions  of  the  Sublime  Porte  was 
^ranleed  against  Russia ;  the  two  powers  mutually  guaranteed  each  other's 
*'**>ninions,  and  coiufaided  an  alliance  offensive  and  defensive.  By  another 
f^eret  treaty  which  *s  attended  with  most  important  eCFects  in  the  sequel. 
It  was  provided  that  the  canu  faderu  should  not  apply  to  the  war  beyond 
^e  Pyrenees,  but  expressly  to  one  with  Russia  :  that  the  province  of  Gallicia

While  in  tlie  secret  treaty  vilh  FYussTa  he  expressly  protidd 
iM^  for  the  case  of  a  French  war  with  Tarkey,  vhich  be  dearly  oat- 
templated,  and  vblcb  was  declared  not  to  be  within  the  catag  faifni,— 
by  the  secret  trealy  with  Austria,  at  the  very  same  time,  he  disarmed  die 
fears  of  the  latter  power  on  the  Ottoman  question,  by  expressly  guim- 
teeing  the  integrity  of  the  Otlomau  dominions,  and  Inviting  that  pOTrtr  ti 
accede  to  the  general  league  against  Russia.

™i«*"  Austria  and  Prussia,  for  the  great  and  dwisive struggle  which  *» 
■li^"^  approaching,  England  and  Russia,  on  their  part,  were  not  idb]  n' 
an  ally  was  gained  for  the  cause  vf  Etiropean  independence  in  a  qmrts 
where  it  could  least  have  been  anticipated,  but  whose  co-operation  proved, 
in  the  end,  of  (he  most  decisive  importance  in  the  subsequent  conted. 
Sweden,  further  removed  from  the  scene  of  danger,  and  more  deeply  inlo- 
ested  than  either  Prussia  and  Austria  in  the  preservation  of  Ibreign  comnxne 
from  the  sterility  oflls  territory,  was  not  so  immediately  under  the  coutrolt' 
Napoli^on ;  and  both  Charles  XIII  and  Berna do tte  justly  apprehended  tbe'ora- 
throw  of  their  infant  d\-nasty,  if  they  acceded,  in  all  its  rigour,  to  the  impe- 
rious demands  of  the  French  Gmperor  for  war  with  England,  and  theeid*- 
sion  of  British  manufactures  from  the  Swedish  harbours.

of  either  a  war  wilh  France,  which  would  iwfolWed  by  the  conquest  efl*- 
merania,  or  the  immediate  commencement  of  hostilities  with  Eoglanl.  T« 
these  demands,  Remadolleanswered,  thaia  war  with  England  would  almnsl 
entirely  destroy  the  Swedish  revenue;  that  the  estates  of  the  kingdom  w*oU 
not  submit  to  any  direct  imposition  ;  that  the  arsenals,  in  consequence  of  ibe

vhole  hnat  of  Qtrlstettdom  Into  tiie  contest.  Influenced,  however,  by  the 
cdanJIoDs  issne  of  all  former  wars  against  Napol^n,  but  slender  hopes 
vne  entertained  of  any  successful  result  of  this  last  resislanee  now  attempted 
hi  the  north.

The  acknowled^  supremacy  of  bis  genius  had  exiinguisfied  the  jealenda 
even  of  the  armies  who  bad  sufiiered  most  in  bis  career.  Tlie  Aostriim  ai 
Italians,  the  PrBssiaos  uod  Bavarians,  manned  In  the  same  ranks  with  ik 
French  and  the  Poles.  The  partition  of  Polaod,  the  humiliation  of  Vzasai, 
the  conquest  of  Austria,  were  for  a  time  forgotten  :  the  eonqueren  ri  Hi- 
Tengo,  AusterliU,  and  Jena,  were  to  be  seen  side  by  side  with  the  TanpiiAtd 
in -these  disastrous  combats.  However  much  the  sense  of  present  homitiaiioo 
might  oppress  the  govemments,  or  the  recollection  of  recent  wrongs  raakle 
in  the  minds  of  the  people  he  had  Tanquisbed,  the  necessity  of  present  Hb- 
mission  was  felt  by  sU  :  one  only  paswon,  the  desire  of  conquest,  atrimitfll 
the  varied  bands  who  followed  his  standard ;  one  only  career,  that  of  aiiti- 
tary  glory,  remained  lo  the  youth  in  the  realms  he  had  subdued  (1 ). 
r'lhiL'illn  Inuring  thespringoflSiSlhewfaolerMdsof  France  and  Genonr 
Hia"  uch  were  ibronged  by  cavalry,  iilaatry,  and  srHltery,  hastening  to  tbc 
uL'V!^'  scene  of  the  approaching  conflict.  The  varied  aspect  and  ^lendid 
a^t^X  equipmeniof  iheMtroops,excaledthesti«itgesi  feeliDgsofenlliii- 
"°>>"''  siasm  in  the  military  people  through  lAon  Ihey  pnsed.  It  ip- 
jteared  impossible  that  any  human  cSbrts  could  resisl  the  tmmeBsefeRt 
which  was  converging  towards  the  Vistula :  thepreMioe  ofNapoKott  easmi 
victory ;  immediate  advancemeiu  and  lasting  glory  awaited  those  who  dii- 
Unguisbed  themseWes  in  the  combats.  Such  was  the  gcBeral  enthosiMi 
which  was  excited  in  every  pari  of  (he  Emperor's  vast  demiidoas,  that  jaof 
men  of  the  richest  and  the  noblest  families  eagerly  solicited  eupkyneMiiiii 
ezpedilion  where  success  appeared  certain,  and  danger  trolikdy.  Allbesdi 
were  turned  by  the  torrent;  ambition,  in  every  age  awl  itnk,  was  dauM 
by  the  apparent  brilliancy  of  the  prospecU  The  expedtUon,  said  Ifoey,  whic* 
is  preparing,  will  throw  Utat  of  £gypi  into  the  shade.  Never  bad  Ibe  insiisd 
of  war,  the  passion  for  military  glory,  more  stroogly  seconded  ibo  amlsM 
of  the  chief  of  an  empire.  "  We  are  setting  on!  for  Moscow,  but  we  will  ma 
return,"  were  thewordswiUi  which  ibejoyous  youth  every  where  toakltin 
of  their  parents,  their  relations,  their  fneads.  Hie  much  to  Pctetshmf  or 
Moscow  seemed  only  a  military  promenade— a  huHtiog  party  of  rix  maaib^ 
duration,  in  which  little  danger  was  to  be  met,  but  ample  exdiaamt  ei- 
perienced — a  last  effort,  which  would  place  the  empire  of  Nap«dta,  and  tb* 
gloryof  France,  beyond  the  reach  of  danger.  The  magniGoraceof  theipce- 
lacle,  and  the  brilliancy  of  the  prospects,  apnad  these  feefis^  even  uampl 
the  people  of  tbc  vanquished  stales :  the  ei|>ect«die>tOfalietiofMBDd,iDd 
humiliation  of  Russia,  gavean  air  of  romance  to  thetpproachin^aipadilioB.- 
and  thousands  breattied  wishes  for  its  success,  who  were  desliDedswm  la  be 
aroused  by  nubler  emoliaus,  or  lo  perish  in  a  holier  cause  (2). 
Mi^'oi  Hotwiihsiaudiiig,  however,  the. general  onihosiaam  which  sat- 
ifiwSl';.  mated  the  warlilie  multitude,  the  ditTereBtjuuioBs  of  whom  it •»

initrims,  ifter  baviiig  evntended  f*r  twenty  yeorg  with  France,  blushed  at 
twiDgthemselvesniigedMaaiiKaries  under  the  power  with  whom  they  had 
»In>gitmMledferiBaMery:a*Mi  (he  Qemons  of  tbe  Rhenish  confederacy, 
MtwiibstaiKliiig  riieir  Losgw  nnlon  with  tbe  troops  of  Nspoliktn,  were  Blled 
vitb  djseoMMtted  feelig^,  and  oonld  not  disf  also  the  conTiction,  that  every 
ndory  they  gaJned  for  Ae  imperial  despot  was  rlTclhig  more  firmly  the 
hiim  about  their  vwa  necks.  The  Poles  alone,  dieered  by  the  antieipaled 
nslontion  of  their  eeuDtry,  and  iDdignant  at  the  repeated  wrongs  they  had 
nperieoced  froat  Raiaii,  iirtmeeA  wtth  }eyftil  steps  to  the  conflict,  snd  pre- 
pwed  to  stribs  for  tbe  esnso  «f  naUoiwI  independenoe,  not  the  interests  or 
unhitioB  of  aay  external  pvwcr.

Frequently  be  hailed  ia  the  centra  of  a  reginicBt,  and, 
calling  tbe  troops  around  bim,  mqoired  wiialGoinniissioDsi»ereTaeaiit,aDd 
wbo  were  most  worthy  to  hold  tl^m;  and  baring  ascerUiaad  tb«  age,  ser- 
rices,  and  wounds  of  Uiose  specified,  inmediatflly  appoialed  then  lo  tbe  va- 
unt situalious  in  the  presence  of  their  Goouades.  ByatleBtiomanchaa.tbeH 
iM^lfen  gained  the  hearts  of  his  soldiers,  and  produced  that  eotbiMiaslic  a^ 
UehmeDt  to  his  person,  which,  as  mucb  as  the  splendour  of  his  miiitary  la- 
lent,  distinguisbed  every  period  of  bis  career  (1). 
^■^^  At  length  he  approached  tbe  Niemen,  and  the  luiBtenwi  batla* 
'™*^  lioDsofthe  Grand  Army  converged  towards  Kowoo,  wfaiehtMang 
IhSH.  the  extreme  point  of  a  client  angle,  wh«r«  (ho  Pruuian  projected 
into  the  Russian  territory,, seemed  a  favourable  point  forcoounendngopsa- 
tiims.  Tbe  infantry  arrived  in  good  order,  and  left  bat  {owstraggkrabebtDd; 
bat  the  cavalry  and  artillery  had  aJreadjr  begun  la  suSerseveiely:  Ibe  grass, 
the  hay,  the  meadows,  were  soon  eslirely  consumed  by  the  enortnous  mul- 
titude of  horses  which  passed  along,  and  the  succeeding  colurons  sufiered 
Jh't.  severely  from  the  devastaticm  of  those  which  bad  preceded  than. 
Iivo  hundred  and  twenty  thousand  men,  and  a  hundred  thousand  horses, 
now  c(»iccDtrated  at  tt^e  point  of  junction  of  four  different  roads  at  Interberg 
Mt  tbe  Pregel,  presented  a  mass  of  combatants  unparalleled  in  modern  timei 
for  thrir  efficiency  and  splendour.  Before  setting  out  for  the  Nienen,  the 
iTHips  were  all  served  with  provisions  to  convey  them  bejpnd  that  river  to 
Wilna,  the  capital  of  Russian  Poland-  But  all  the  care  of  the  Emperor  and 
bis  lieutenants  was  unable  to  provide  subsistence  for  such  unpendous  masses^ 
tbe  carriages  and  cattle  which  had  been  seized  in  Old  Prussia,  under  a  provi- 
iMm  that  they  should  be  sent  hack  as  soon  as  they  reached  tbe  Niemen,  were 
Oill  kept  for  service  beyond  that  river,  and  the  anha^y  owpers  resuinad  the 
road  to  ibeir  homes,  destitute  either  of  money  or  provisions,  and  ultcring  tbe 
kudest  complaints  against  the  injustice  with  which  they  bad  been  treated. 
Pillage  and  disorder  were  already  universal  on  the  Banks  of  the  army ;  and  it 
*u  easy  to  foresee  that  wast  of  provisions  would  |MOve  the  ^eat  diQiGuLty  of 
the  campaign.  The  masses,  however,  pressed  on  without  intermission ;  and

Already  the  eitiaordinary  cwHuopliw  a( 
human  life  in  the  campaign  had  become  appar«it ;  for  as  tbe  Emperor  re- 
Tiewed  the  troops  at  Wilna,  they  were  almost  stmck  down  by  Ibe  pestikntid 
smell  which  the  westerly  wind  blew  from  the  long  ^oe  of  carcasses  of  bona 
and  bodies  of  men  which  lay  unburied  on  the  road  frfliD  Kowno  (X).  Bnl « 
tiie  other  hand,  it  is  to  be  recollected  Ibat Lithuania  afforded  iM»ie4>f  the  re- 
sources for  a  victorious  army  wliich  the  opulent  and  cultirated  pUim  of 
Saxony  or  Bavaria  presented.  Vast  forests  of  pine,  or  deserts,  heaths,  aal 
sands,  offered  no  resources  for  tbe  troops.  Contrary  to  what  oblaios  is  lb 
.  old  ctviliied  stales  of  western  Europe,  the  ficiuity  of  the  bigbmys  «■ 
hardly  more  peopled  or  better  cultivated  thaa  the  unfrequented  diatricti; 
and  H  the  army  outstripped  the  coDvoye  which  accompanied  it,  the  soldioi 
would  have  perished  of  want,  or  themilitaryaixiy  been  dissolved  by  the  at- 
cessityof  separating  for  the  purpose  of  marauding  and  pilla^.  The  unpuil- 
leled  magnitude  of  bis  present  forces  necessarily  impeded  the  Emperotl 
movements;  and  hefelt  that  if  be  advanced,  without  due  precaution,  inUM 
sterile  a  region,  he  ran  the  risk  of  perishing,  Uke  Darius^  from  the  mollibide 
of  mouths  which  he  had  to  feed  {Z). 
Edib^u  The  ancient  and  unforgettea  patriotism  of  the  E*ole«  bunt fartt 
h'um'""'  without  control  for  some  days  after  the  occupation  of  Wihia.  Ki- 
"""■  poli-oQ  entered  that  city  at  tlie  head  of  the  Polish  regiment  caa- 
manded  by  Prince  Iladzlvil,  amidst  the  acclamations  of  the  hibabitaBis, 
who  regarded  him  as  their  liberator.  The  national  baimers  were  niied 
amidst  the  acclamations  of  multitudes ;  the  young  embraced  and  wept  io  lb* 
public  streets ;  the  aged  brought  forth  the  ancient  Polish  dreis;  which  bid 
almost  been  forgotten  during  the  days  of  tbeir  hnmiUatim.

AcedfroiD  tiie  map  of  Europe?  Hf  what  right  have  we  been  attacked,  in- 
vaded, dismembertid?  What  have  been  our  crimes,  who  oor  judges?  Russia 
iitheaaihDrof  all  our  ^oea.  Need  we  refer  to  that  execrable  day,  when,  in 
the  midn  of  the  shoots  of  a  ferocious  conciueror,  Warsaw  heard  the  last 
irons  of  the  population  of  Praga,  which  perished  entire  by  fire  or  swordT 
These  are  the  lilies  of  Russia  to  Poland :  force  has  forged  them,  force  can 
alone  buret  their  ffetlera.' Frontiers  traced  by  a  spoliating  hand  can  never  ei- 
tbgaish  our  common  origin,  or  destroy  our  common  rights.  TesI  we  are 
>tiU  Poles!  Theday  of  our  restoration  has  arrived:  the  land  of  theJagellons 
and  ibe  SoblesUs  is  to  resume  all  Its  glory."  The  clergy  were  nest  admo-  ' 
niihed  to  lollcit  die  Dirfne  protection ;  and  an  address  published  to  the  Li- 
thoanians  in  the  Tlussiin  army,  calling  upon  them  to  range  themselves  under 
flKbanners  of  their' country  (8). 

Si^Sir  ^"*  though  Napolten  was  not  insensible  to  the  advantages  which 
M  ,^,.  the  co-operation  of  the  Lithuanians  offered  him ;  yet  political  consi- 
derations  of  insurmountable  weight  prevented  him  from  tailing  that  decisive 
step  in  favour  of  the  restoration  of  Poland,  by  which  alone  its  independence, 
in  the  midst  of  so  many  powerful  neighbours,  could  be  effected ;  viz.  the  re- 
union of  all  its  partitioned  provinces  under  one  head.  He  was  well  aware  of 
the  ardent,  but  unsteady  and  factious  character  of  the  Poles,  and  deemed  the 
lid  of  their  tumsltuous  democracy  dearly  purchased,  if  the  friendship  of, 
Austria  or  Prussia,  bis  present  firm  allies,  were  endangered  in  its  acquisition. 
Be  replied,  therefore,  to  the  address  of  the  Polish  Diet, — "  I  approve  of  your 
efforts,  and  authorize  yon  to  continue  them.  I  will  do  all  in  my  power  to  se- 
cond yonr  resolutions,  tf  you  are  unanimous,  you  may  indulge  the  hope  of 
eobpelling^  the  enemy  to  recognise  your  rights;  but  in  these  remote  and 
widely  extended  countries,  it  is  solely  in  the  unanimity  of  the  efforts  of  the 
popaJailon  that  yon  can  find  hopes  of  establishing  it.

I  must  at  the  same  lime  inform  you,  that  I 
have  guaranteed  (he  int^rity  of  the  Austrian  dominions,  and  can  lanclion 
»  mwenwRl  wMeh  may  endanger  fh$  ptaceable  potteuion  of  her  Polith 
pnwincw."  These  words  froze  every  heart  with  horror.  It  was  evident  that 
lie  was  willing  enough  to  disturb  Russia  by  a  revolt  in  her  Lithuanian  domi- 
DioDs,  bat  bad  no  inclination  to  embroil  himself  with  Austria  or  Prussia,  by 
I  general  rennion  of  the  Polish  provinces;  and  without  that,  it  was  uuiver- 
■allyfeh  (he  reatoration  of  the  kingdom  would  prove  an  illusory  dream.  The 
proTfadal  gorennneni  wtueh  he  bad  established  did  not  possess  the  confi- 
<lence  of  the  nation;  "no  guarantee  for  the  restoration  of  the  monarchy  wu 
given ;  distrust  and  dlssatbhction  succeeded  to  the  transporU  of  iuconsiderate 
joy;  and  Napol^n,  by  yielding  to  the  dictates  of  a  cautious  policy,  lost  the 
•uppon  of  a  gallant  people  [5).

'  the  intrenched  camp  of  Drissa,  where  the  whole  army  was  ordered  to  reodes- 
Tous.  Bnt  the  rapidity  and  sluU  of  the  Hnisim  moToments,  joUied  to  the  iao-

^ssia  to  snbnii;  Urat  a  throne  raised  by  the  sword  would. be  endangered 
Irthe  least  pause  even  In  the  c^eer  of  success  whtdi  had  established  it ;  that 
the  peace  with  Turkey  and  Sweden  would  shortly  expose  his  flankt  to  attack 
fnm  forces  which  could  not  as  yet  be  brought  into  the  field ;  and  that  thm 
^  of  his  actnally  entering  Moscow  with  a  victorious  araiy,  demonstrates 
that  he  possessed  the  means  of  reducing  the  Riusians  lo  that  extremity,  in 
which,  according  to  all  former  experience,  he  might  expect  a  glorious  peace.

^^^^^  WapoWon  eonttniied  to  press  upon  the  retreathi^  Russian 'co- 
i-.f.n.  lunins;  but  on  the  fallowing  day  Newerofskoi  effected  a  junction 
with  RaeAkoi,  and  their  united  force  being  nineteen  thonsand  men,  thej  re- 
sotred  to  throw  themselres  Into  Smolmsko,  and  there  defend  themselves  to 
the  last  eitremity,  in  order  to  afford  time  for  the  main  body  of  the  Russian 
kmiT  to  advance  to  its  succour.  Barclay  and  Bagrathion,  meanrwhiie,  being 
apprised  of  the  approach  oTthe  French  towards  that  1o»ti,  and  IhelmmiDenf 
danger  of  their  columns  ofn  the  other  side  of  the  riTer,  retreated  with  the 
Htmost  eipedltion  in  that  direction.  At  dayhreili  on  the  morning  of  the 
16tb,  the  main  Russian  army  marched  on  Smolensko,  where  Raeffskoi  and 
Newerobkoi,  wiA  nineteen  thousand  men,  were  shnt  »p  in  presence  of  tha 
irbole  French  army  (2). 

DwiiriKH.  The  ancient  and  venerable  city  of  Smotenako  is  situated  on  two 
«tu>MMf.  hjiij^  ^,irich  there  restrain  Wi&in  a  narrow  channel  the  stream  of 
Ibe  Dnieper.  Two  bridge  secure  the  communication  between  the  two  divi- 
sions of  the  dly  and  opp«stle  Sides  of  the  riper.  An  old  wall,  Ibirty^ire  feet 
high  atid  eighteen  feci  thick,  sormoonted  by  thirty  lofty  towers,  formed  its 
prioclpat  [H^tection.  In  front  of  this  rampart  was  plaecd  a  dry  ditch,  a  c»- 
Tered  way,  and  a  glacis;  hui  the  ditch  was  shallow,  and  eipoeed  to  no  flank- 
ing fire,  and  the  eotend  way  had  no  communication  with  the  body  of  the 
place.  Fifty  guns  of  old  constrnclion  were  mounted  upon  the  ramparts,  but 
ttey  were  wJlbout  carriages  and  in  bad  order ;  and  the  ditch  was  wholly 
awanting  where  the  walls  adjobied  the  Dnieper.  Tltree  gates  only  formed 
n)«Biranceinto  the  town,  one  of  which  ted  to  Krasnoi,  one  to  a  suburb,  and 
tbe  third  aotiSB  Ibe  Dnieper  to  Moscow.  Near  the  gate  of  Krasnol  was  a  half- 
neon  beyond  the  ditch,  intended  to  coTcr  a  breach  in  Ibe  walls,  still  called 
tbe '  Royal  Breach,'  made  by  Sigismond,  King  of  Poland,  in  tte  days  when 
Sannatiaii  grandeur  had  not  yet  been  torn  in  pieces  by  democratic  freoey  and 
Mtemal  cupidity.  A.  citadel  of  more  modem  eonstruetioB  was  still  less  ca- 
pable of  defence,  from  the  decayed  state  of  its  ramparts,  which  in  many  placa 
ml^  be  aaeended  witbout  dUDenhy.  The  cathedral,  a  venerable  old  ediQce 
with  vast  gilded  domes, ~was  an  object  of  tbe  bluest  religious  veneration  to 
the  poaantry  of  Russia;  and  being  tbe  Antler  and  one  sf  the  chief  cities 
of  the  old  empire,  the  preserrBiioo  of  the  place  was  an  object  of  Hm  Mmost 
BoUcitade  to  tbe  soldien  (5). 
vmi  wuA  At  four  in  the  mondng,  Mra'at  and  Ney  appeared  before  Smo- 
o^^MA.  lensko,  and  tbe  Emperor,  having  arrived  an  hour  after,  ordcmd 
J^^a,  an  immediate  attack  on  (be  eitadel  by  Ney's  ewpi,^whieb  Haeff- 
'^-  >'■  skoi  repulsed  with  gteal  loss  before  any  succoor  from  Ibe  main 
army  arrived.  6U11  Ibe  ninoit  anxiety  filled  Ibe  breast  <rf  the  Rnsiian  gen- 
erals, and  every  eye  was  anxioiiriy  mraed  towards  tbe  side  of  Krasnoi, 
from  which  tbe  main  army  might  be  expected ;  for  tbe  French  eolumm,  in 
enormous  masses,  were  fast  crawding  round  tbe  town,  and  already  the 
standards  of  a  hundred  and  fifty  ibeusaod  men  might  be  counled  from  Um 
spires  of  Uie  cathedra).  At  leagib  vast  cloods  of  dust  were  seen  afar  off,  in 
Ibe  plain  on  the  t^posite  side  of  Ibe  river,  and  through  their  openings  ioi%

^'^"■^  for  a  gcaenJ  attack  on  the  loUowiog  day.  His  army,  ejiCliuiK  i' 
(•«>■  (he  corps  of  Junot  and  the  Viceroy,  which  were  not  come  uf, 
amounted  lo  a  hundred  and  eighty  tbouund  men,  with  fire  hundred  pi«a 
of  cannon.  The  Imperial  {uard  was  in  the  centre  :  Uural,  Ney,  and  DaTiwfW 
at  the  head  of  their  respective  forces,  were  prepared  to  commence  the  attack. 
The  £mperOT  planted  bis  teal  in  the  midst  of  the  first  line,  almost  wilbil 
cannon-shot  of  the  city  (3}- 
g«v  tr  Never  was  a  nobler  spectacle  presented  in  military  annals  tha 
UK^mrt^.''"^  French  army  eiJiibited  on  the  day  preceding  ibegiondiUwi 
lufwi  on  Smolenslio.  The  simulUQeously  converging  of  sg  vast  a  nnlii- 
tude  from  all  directions  to  the  westward,  presented  to  those  who  wilchcd 
their  movements  from  the  domes  of  the  cathcdralj  at  first  a  confused  nuilli- 
lude  of  oten,  horses,  artiUcry,  and  chariots,  who  covered  the  earth  ai  Uitt 
the  eye  could  reach ;  but  by  degrees  order  began  to  ajtpear  in  the  chut :  lU 
diCerent  corps  and  squadrons  took  up  their  allotted  ground ;  the  artiUoj 
ranged  itself  on  the  prominent  eminences,  and  the  admirable  airangetneali 
of  modem  discipline  appeared  in  their  higliest  lustre.  Sileoily  the  troops  it 
filed  out  of  the  crowd,  and  took  up  their  appointed  stations;  no  soujul  ff 
drums  or  trumpets  was  heard,  as  on  a  day  of  parade  :  the  solemnity  of  Ac 
occasion,  the  awful  nature  of  the  contest  which  awaited  them,  had  impre'v' 
every  heart :  even  the  voice  of  the  chiefs  when  giving  the  word  of  comaiuri 
was  grare,  some  times  faltering,  though  with  other  emotions  ttua  thM  nf 
fear  (3).

The  suburbs  were  filled  <)rith  mutketeers  pif^red  to  cmtaM 
BTcry  indt  of  graand ;  and  the  ramparls,  defended  b;  two  kundred  pteeee  «( 
heavy  laiiBOn  and  thirty  Iboasand  adnnrable  mwpR,  vomited  an  iaoMoanl 
fire  on  the  asudlanb ;  irhila  liie  French  masses,  preceded  by  a  nuaieniaB  tf* 
tiUery,  adnnced  with  stern  regularity  to  ibe  Mlack.  After  an  obtiiaate  con- 
ftiet,  titeb^egersesUblisbedthemadTes  in  tbesuburl>s,BndB  huadredand 
fifty  pieces  of  cannon,  within  point-blaali  range,  battered  the  walls  of  the 
city.  The  French  anny,  statioDed  on  tbeampbitbeatre  of  sorrounding  heights, 
haheld  with  breathless  aniiety  the  impending  confiict,  and  announced  with 
land  sbonts  the  advance  of  their  comrades.  The  Viceroy's  eorps  and  Aalof 
Jmot  successiTdy  arrived  before  five  o'clock,  and  fomwd  ibe  reserve  of  the 
uwllanta;  wthatnearly  two  hundred  thousand  combalaata  were  engaged  in 
the  aaaanll,  or  gnraped  ronnd  the  town,  prepared  to  lupport  the  mere  ad- 
vanced cokunns.  But  it  was  in  vain  that  their  batteries  Uiundered  against  tba 
andeirt  wdlsi  that  colnmn  after  column  advanced  throngh  a  storm  of  shot 
to  the  assault  of  the  citadel ;  and  that  the  ardent  intrepidity  of  the  Poles 
•ongfat  to  wrest  from  Rnsua' the  key  of  their  independence,  lo  oAen  in  for- 
Bier  days  maslered  by  their  ami.  Ihe  tbieloiess  <rf  the  ramparts  defied  the 
elfortB  of  the  artillery,  and  the  valour  of  tiie  assailants  sought  in  vain  to 
wrest  the  gales  from  their  defenders.  Towards  evening,  the  Fr«icb  bowitzen 
Mioceeded  in  setting  fire  to  some  houses  near  the  ramparts,  and  the  flames, 
aeixing  on  the  wooden  streets,  spread  with  frightful  rapidity ;  but  the  firm- 
ness of  the  Rmdans  remained  unshaken,  and,  placed  between  the  fire  of  the 
enemy  in  front  and  the  burning  city  behind,  they  continued  to  present  an 
tmdaionted  reftstaoce  lo  Ibe  aasaulto  of  their  enemies  {!}, 
JS^^!^  Discouraged  by  the  failure  of  such  repeated  and  Uoody  attacks, 
■r^™**  and  having  experienced  the  total  inabiUty  of  his  artillery,  witltont 
yta*.  regular  approachee,  lo  breach  (be  massy  walls  of  the  (own,  NapiH , 
Uao,  il  seven  in  the  ev^ng,  commanded  his  troops  to  draw  off,  and  at  nine 
tha  cannonade  ceased  ^t  all  points.  The  Russians,  after  an  arduous  conflict, 
remained  masters  of  the  city ;  and  their  advanced  posts  re-oceapied  the  co- 
Tevvd  way.  Thos  the  Pren<h  Emperor,  who  bad  brought  sevens  thousand 
Ben  to  the  attack,  bad  the  mortification  to  find  all  his  efforts  failed  by  a  Rus- 
iiaBcerpswbosflfweenevcr  exceeded  thklytlMasand  men,  supported  by  the 
iwratdable  ramptrta  wUtit  be  bad  the  botdnese  to  expect  to  carry  by  a  coup 
J»  wtain.  Fully  fifteen  Ibonsand  men  were  lost  to  the  invadw  in  theae  fruit- 
ku  assanUa;  while  (he  Rasaians,  on  the  1 7tb  alone,  loa  nearly  six  thousand, 
and  doring  the  vrttda  ceallict  not  leas  than  ten  thouand  men  (2). 
(pbBdid  The  weaUier  was  calm  and  aarcne,  and  the  unelonded  sky  reaanded 
JS'SI^.  die  Italian  sridiCTs  of  the  sunsets  in  their  beantiful  conntry.  To  the 
tH  ■■».  roar  of  artillery  and  the  tumult  of  vtxatai  eonlUci,  succeeded  a  night 
of  tranquillity  unusual  in  tb-;  midBt  of  mch  numerous  assemblages  of  men, 
the  result  of  the  fiitigue  and  exhaasUon  of  the  precedii^days.  In  ibemidstof 
this  momentary  repose  tbe  fires  spread  with  nareeisled  violence,  and  a  nst 
colnmn  of  flame  ascended  from  the  interior  of  the  city.  Around  this  blaEing 
centre,  the  corps  of  the  French  army  were  grouped  in  dense  masses  im  seve- 
ral miles  in  drcHmference ;  the  light  of  their  waUh-fues  illuminated  the 
heavens ;  but  evoy  eye  was  arrested  by  tbe  spectacle  of  tbe  burning  city 
within.

WMh  an  intTepid  Mep  the  Pmch  inftntry  ar- 
rind  to  wfthin  tweaty  yards  of  the  redodM :  the  cannim  on  either  tUit  n- 
miml  forlk  grapo^ot  on  tiidr  opponents,  and  the  danntlesa  antagooistt 
stood  at  Ihtt  abort  distaste  ^Mdurging  mntkotry  al  each  other.  At  lesglht 
after  I  fri^tfb!  stmggle,  tAe  rodooht  was  oanied  by  an  assault  of  the  37tb 
Frendi  Inbntry;  bat  the  Rnasians,  rettiraini  to  the  charge,  destroyed  tha 
troeps  who  had  entered  11,  md  It  was  three  times  taken  and  retaken  in  the 
conrw  of  (ha  evening  {i).

Napol^n, 
S'^u!"  tboagh  on  Ibe  rena  of  fate  himseH,  showed  on  this  occasion  no 
*■»■  fndulgeDce  for  the  faults  of  his  lienlenants,  and  bitterly  inveighed  . 
igikut  the  radlnesi  of  Uarraont,  which  had  endangered  all  his  successes  in 
Spata.  About  tfae  same  time  a  portrait  of  the  King  of  Rome'was  received 
from  Un  Empreaa  at  Parik.  Kt  the  sight  of  the  macMored  image,  the  Em- 
-perar,  ^0  was  tanderly  attached  lo  his  son,  melted  into  tears :  the  anxiety 
and  dangar  ef  the  moment  were  foi^olten  in  the  rccoltection  of  those  be  had 
lefl  behind  bim.  With  iA  own  bands  he  placed  the  picture  on  the  outside 
of  Us  tent,  and  called  the  offioen  and  privates  of  bia  ^itbfnl  guard  to  dure 
in  the  emotion  which  it  had  awakened  in  his  mind  (Z). 
SSTiTL  '^^^  the  mnskelry  ceased,  both  armies  took  np  their  posiUons, 
wiiM.  and  the  fires  of  Ibe  Utoudcs  were  lighted.  Those  of  the  Russiam 
flamed  in  an  itamtnse  semicircle,  which  illuminated  the  half  of  the  heavens : 
those  of  the  French  were  more  scattered  and  imequal,  as  Ihe  troops  succes- 
sfrdy  arrived  and  look  up  tbdr  ground.  -NapoWon's  tent  was  pitched  on  the 
left  of  the  great  road,  amidst  the  squares  of  the  Old  Guard  :  but  be  slept 
little,  bdng  cimtinoaliy  occupied  in  dispatching  orders  and  asking  queslloos.-

General  CoupaM  was  sevsely  wouwM  at  the  head  of 
UsdtTlsloii;  Rapp>  who soeeeeded  him  1«  the  oMBUMd,  seen  shued  die 
sametitei  DessvhL  also  was  sttuck  down,  who  soeoeeded  Raf^;  aad  Davanst 
UnMtf,  Injuivd  by  a  eooinsioa  received  in  the  iiU  of  Us  bone,  wu  for  a 
dMMt  lime  dialled.  Tbc  aooeeasivo  loMOf  all  their  ohfefc  far  aeate  time  threk 
mdectaloD  Into  the  French  illack ;  bBl  at  Usgdi  Ute  redenbtt  on  Ibe  left  w«a 
ctrrfed :  tbey  were  imnwdiataly  reUkes,  however,  by  the  teoood  line  of  the 
Knsrians,  wfaiefa  Barnthion  brought  «p  to  Ihe  attack :  die  combat  eonUnued 
wMi  die  utmost  fnrt;  and  Kntuoff,  fhreseting  thai  die  left  wing  emild  not 
loDK  vrithiUDd  die  repeal^  attacks  which  TtapeliM  direeted  against  it, 
moved  die  corps  efBagawoHtb,  from  Ihe  light  of  the  army,  to  111  nipport  (3).

^jTHSTT"  ^''Imd  *^  BmlBn  Intrendunoitg,  however,  on  the  left  were 
Bdwuii  carried,  napoMonreaolvedto  make  a  desperate  efTort  to  regain  his

pieeei  cf  oannon  were  directed  ^ainW  tbe  great  redoubt;  and,  while  the 
Vtecreiy  re-4onwd  hia  Avisiotis  fl>r  the  assault,  Cauiaincourt,  in  command  of 
Honbnin's  diviiioa  of  eutrasaiers,  which  he  had  assumed  as  that  General  had 
jast  been  sifwk  down  by  a  casnoiHlMt,  was  directed  to  penetrate  throngh 
Ibe  Rnnian  Une,  and,  wbeding  round,  enter  the  intrencbment  hy  hs  goige. 
*'  You  wUl  see  ■»,  immediately,  dead  or  aUve,"  was  U>e  answer  of  the  hiave 
geDenl;BiMl  he  set  offatthegallop  at  the  head  of  his  followers;  and  the  glit- 
tering nui  was  KMD  loat  in  the  volumes  of  smoke,  as  he  approached  the 
intraacbnionL  Tbe  ftuaiiani  hastened,  by  all  possible  means,  to  support  the 
point  of  atUok :  tbe  corps  of  OstermaBn  was  phtced  In  front,  and  the  rcgi- 
naents  of  the  gnarda,  I'rertwiteki  and  Semenowskcrie,  were  stationed  as  a 
reserve  in  their  rear.  Cauiaincourt,  advandug  with  the  utmost  rapidity,  ovei^ 
Ibiew  tbe  regiBaau  of  RnuiBa  horaewhom  Kutusoff  had  opposed  to  him, 
wbHe  tibe  great  redorirt  continued  to  vomit  fcrth  an  incessant  fire  upon  its 
aaaailants.  Eagtee  inth  hit  infantry  was  advancing  to  the  attack  :  tbe 
bayoaeU  ol  fail  troopi  were  already  gleaming  on  its  slopes,  when  the  columns 
of  the  eniraMiers  were  seen  ascending  tinvngh  the  clouds  of  smoke  which 
enveloped  tbe-tatranahninit :  It*  tides  seemed  dolhed  in  glittining  steel;  and 
ttwAre  froaa  ha  mnmit,  after  redoubling  in  filry  for  a  few  seconds,  suddenly 
eaaaed.

the  heights  in  the  rear,  EntuseffreSolved  to  make  a  Ibrward  ooTcaieni,  ii 
order  to  re-o«cupf  the  groaod  on  which  hj»  army  orfghwlly  stood  Is  ik 
centre  at  the  commencement  of  theactfoD.  03termanD*icoTps,' with  grt« put 
«r  the  fuard  and  a  large  body  of  catatry,  advanced  en  this  periloiu  misriM, 
Slowly  and  in  admirable  order  the  Rrasian  mama  moTed  forward  midtr  ite 
lire  of  the  redonbtable  batteries  which  the  French  had  eatabUsJied  ea  tkt 
helghti  wen  from  the  Ru&siaos,  and  eren  reached  the  fool  of  the  fnticack- 
menta,  where  eighty  pleceaof  cannon  thnnderod  on  their  dose  ranlu,  wllh 
a  severity  of  firb  unexampled  la  war;  while  (heir  caralry,  by  KT«d  ^Inl 
charges,  eren  carried  some  of  the  redonbta,  and  erected  the  Rvuiaa  stoidvA 
on  their  old  strongholds.

Thos  the  RusalanB  at  all  points,  at  (be  dose  of  the  day,,  bad  M 
dMir  or^aal  line  of  defmce.  fiat,  though  driven  from  their  btt  Una,  ikir 
cDtamm,  with  an  InnneBse  artHI«7,  were  ranged  in  mibnlmB  raats  ta  a 
second  po^on  still  stronger  than  the  drat;  while  (he  enemy,  eihMsUd  bf 
an  engagement  of  nnparalleled  aeverity,  were  in  no  coodiliMi  to  caaaNMt 
a  second  battle  to  comptele  (hehr  snccesses.

—"■  People  will  perhaps  be  astonished  that  I  hate  not  brought  formrd  ay 
reserves  to  obUiD  greater  success;  bat  I  fbtt  the  necessity  ofpwhefvingHw, 
lo  strike  a  decisive  blow  In  the  great  battle  which  the  enemy  will  pnfa^ 
gire  to  us  in  the  plains  in  front  of  Moscow.  Tlie  success  of  the  action  in  lAick 
webavebeenengage(Iwassecurcd;hutitwasmy  dnty  to  think  oftbegn^ 
ral  result  of  the  campaign,  and  it  was  for  that  that  1  spared  my  lewiiii.' 
Eigbl  years  afterwards  he  repealed  the  same  opinion  at  Si.-Helena.  In  trniV 
bad  the  Guard  been  seriously  injured  at  Borodino,  It  is  doabtfat  tf  anj  pait 
•(  the  anny,  of  which  it  was  the  heart,  and  of  which,  through  every  difi- 
enlty,  it  sustained  the  courage,  would  have  repassed  the  NlMtten.  It  is  ooe 
Ibing  to  hazard  a  reserve  in  a  situation  where  the  loss  it  may  snstaia  cu 
easily  be  repaired  ;  it  is  another,  and  a  very  diflerent  thing,  to  risk  its  exol- 
ence  in  the  centre  of  an  enemy's  country,  at  a  distance  from  refuforcemcDls, 
when  its  rain  may  endanger  the  whole  army.  The  falsi  result  to  Uk  Frenchrf 
tbe  battle  of  Waterloo  demonstrates  the  extreme  peril  of  engaging  die  le- 
sefves  before  the  strength  of  the  enemy's  force  has  been  Anally  broken  ;iiid 
the  risk  of  a  rout  at  Borodino  was  incomparably  greater  than  on  ibe  Fnod 
frontier.  Thaugh  driven  from  their  first  lIne,'theRnssians still  presenledn 
nndaunled  front  to'  the  Held  of  battle  :  they  were  masters  of  a  strong  pac- 
tion, defended  by  above  six  hundred  pieces  of  cannon ;  and,  notwitbstaiidi^ 
their  losses,  nearly  seventy  thousand  men  were  still  under  arms.  Tbeieeait 
advantages  had  been  too  dearly  purchased  to  admit  the  hope  of  decisive  sn- 
cess;  and,  if  the  action  was  renewed  on  the  fottowtng  day,  no  other  fane 
remained  either  to  ensure  victory  or  avert  disaster  (i). 
UnS"™  In  truth,  the  battle  of  Borodino  affords  one  example  of  i  f»« 
fc«i«r.  which  was  abundantly  demonstrated  during  the  remainder ofthe 
war,  that  when  troops  are  naturally  imye,  and  their  course  has  been  im- 
proved  by  discipline,  the  superiority  of  generalship  losses  mncb  of  itsin- 
portance.  If  large  bodies  of  armed  men  lay  down  th^r  arms  the  moment  Hkt 
■resumed  or  cut  off  from  their  comrades,  a  skilful  hnd  vigorous  attack  is 
almost  certain  of  snccess^ut  if  they  resist  tothemtermost,  and  turn  iiereelT 
on  their  assailants,  the  peril  is  nearly  as  great  to  tbe  auailtng  as  the  de- 
ftudingforce.  The  attacks  in  column  of  Napolfon,  were  frequentlj  croncri 
wiUi  the  most  signal  success  against  the  Austrians  and  Pms^ans,  but  thej 
•eldom  prevailed  against  the  steady  valour  of  the  Russians,  and  never  agaiatt 
the  murderous  Hre  of  the  English  infantry  (f). 
^1:;;^^  TheFreuch  army,  sensibleof  the  inagnlnHleoftheirloss,pi3scd 
ur  Vf,,^.  a  melancholy  night  after  the  battle.  The  marsbals  were  divided  n 
!filL'i^u«  to  the  prudence  of  a  further  advance.  !!»  heroic  Ney  kins* 
nrenuously  recommended  a  retreat.  Such  was  the  enormona  Mseanmlatiaa 
of  the  wounded,  that  they  ftr  exceeded  all  the  reMurces  (tf  tbe  PrbcI 
surgeons,  and  they  lay  for  days  together  neglecled  on  tin  field.  Ike  knl> 
bread  whJch  remained  was  soon  exhausted,  and  tbe  wmnidey  were  campcM 
to  live  on  horseflesh.  Even  straw  was  awantlngtn  tbe  abbey  of  Kohitslniatt 
tbe  neighbouring  Tillages,  which  were  converted  fnto  lemporary  basfAA, 
and  the  miserable  wretches  lay  on  the  floor  vrithoni  either  beddhig  ar  cav»- 
ing.  Dnring  the  night  the  Cossacks  made  an  frruption  fittolbcfr  liBM,  ui 
the  Imperial  guard  were  obliged  to  stand  to  the«r-«rms :  •  baialBaltag  *■ 
Gumstance  after  irtiat  was  brid  oot  as  a  deetllTe  Tfctwy  (S).  OntteMaRiil 
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day,  the  Empcnr  visited  tlu  field;  but  tlie  soldiers  were  toe  rouch  depressed 
to  receive  biu  will)  their  wonted  enthusiasm :  grouped  Id  small  bodies 
ronnd  their  eaglo,  sttined  with  blood,  aud  scorched  with  powder,  their 
iliouU  of  triumph  were  feebly  heard  admidst  the  cries  of  the  wounded.  The 
field  of  butle,  over  its  whole  extent,  was  strewed  with  dead  bodies,  broken 
gmu,  casques, '  cuirasses,  ai>d  helmets,  among  which  the  wounded  raised 
their  heads  to  implore  relief.  BleediDg  horses,  maddened  by  pain,  were  alone 
sem  moTiDs  in  this  wene  of  woe.  The  wounded  had  crept  in  great  numbers 
isto  UieraTines,  to  seek  shelter  from  the  storm  of  shot,  or  the  severity  of  the 
tempest  which  succeeded  it;  their  last  breath  uttered  the  names  of  their 
connlry,  their  iBolher,  or  Iheir  obpriug  (1). 
ontoitj  The  RiissiaDS  retired  the  day  after  the  battle,  on  the  great  road  to 
mr>«Dr  Hitjcofir.  The  uugBitude  of  their  loss  rendered  it  too  hazardoos  to 
'i«i^  hslc  the  remaitider  of  the  army  in  a  general  action  with  the  French, 
^>~™''  wiio  had  been,  cosuderably  reinforced  since  the  battle.  But  no 
signs  of  confosion  appeared  on  their  track;  neither  chariots,  cannon,  nor 
prisonere,  attested  the  retreat  of  a  broken  army.  A  severe  engagement  In 
BfL  •-  front  lOf  Itojaiik  with  the  rearguard,  terminated,  without  aqy  de- 
cisive  advantage,  in  the  loss  of  two  thoosaitd  men  to  each  side,  and  su(H- 
cieatly  taught  the  French  that  neither  the  courage  nor  discipline  of  their 
opponents  had  suffered  any  abatement.  The  good  countenance  preserved  by 
this  gallant  rearguard  on  ibh  occauon,  was  of  easenlial  service  to  the  Rus- 
siao  army;  it  enabled  KutusoS  to  retain  Mojaisk  till  not  only  his  whole  artil- 
lery and  chariots,  but  almoet  all  the  woanded  were  removed,  belbre  the  town 
was  evacuated  on  the  following  morning  at  ten  o'clock.  With  such  skill  was 
the  subsequent  retreat  conducted,  that  when  the  French  arrived  at  the 
separation  of  the  roods  of  Moscow  and  Kaluga,  they  were  for  some  time 
uncertain,  as  at  WiUpsk,  which  of  tiie  two  the  retreating  army  had  fol- 
lowed li). 

iM>HiB  Nafurthereogagemraitof  consequence  took  place.  Kapolfon,  on 
^^J^"  the  same  day  on  which  it  was  abandoned  by  the  Bussians,  entered 
oi^uX  "oi^i^i  ^'^^  eslablisbed  his  headquarters  in  that  town,  while  his 
^^^^  guard  bivouacked  round  it,  and  the  other  corps  of  the  army  slowly 
uoKBw-  follovred  the  enemy  towards  the  capital,  lite  retreat  was  con- 
ducted in  BO  leisurely  a  manoer,  and  the  pursnit  was  so  slack  that  the  army 
was  considerably  re-established  in  its  equipmenis  and  organization  after  the 
desperate  shock  it  had  received  before  it  apiHoached  Moscow ;  and  on  the' 
13lh  a  position  was  tafcea  up  half  a  ieagne  in  advance  of  that  city,  where 
fieU-works  had  beoi  commeoced.  Though  Kutnsoff  at  this  period  numbered 
only  fifty  thousand  regnlar  soldiers,  wiUi  twenty  thousand  militia  and  Cos- 
sacks round  bis  banners,  yet  they  were  animaled  with  the  best  spirit,  and  una- 
nimous in  the  desire  to  flght  another  battle  fi>r  the  defence  of  the  capital.  A 
eonncU  of  war  was  held  to  deb'berale  on  the  question,  whether  they  should 
adept  this  bold  resolution.  Some  were  of  opinion  that  the  position  they  oc- 
cupied was  not  teoahle,  and  that  they  should  retire  to  a  central  position  be- 
tween the  northern  and  southern  provinces;  Beniogsen  and  Doctoroff  were 
clear  for  fighting  where  they  stood,  as  they  maintained  the  army  still 
mustered  ninety  thousand  men,  and  the  loss  of  Moscow  would  spread  con- 
stemalioit  through  the  empire.  Eutusoff  and  Barclay  supported  the  proposal 
of  «  retreat,  assigsiBg  as  a  reason  that  it  was  indispensable  to  preserve  the 
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army  entire,  and  draw  near  to  the  etpeeled  rehifffrenhenu ;  and  thai  ibe 
abandonment  of  the  metropolis  "  would  Uad  the  eneeni  tAlo  a  tnare,  what 
Att  dettraellaa  woalA  be  inevitahU.'^  These  prophetic  words  determined  the 
assembly,  and  orders  were  immediately  given  for  the  troopi  to  retire  ta  the 
direction  of  Kolomna.  On  the  morning  of  (he  J4Ifa,  the  arUy  cantinned  lb 
retreat,  and  in  eihint  grief  denied  through  the  streets  of  the  sacrod  city  (l). 
^^J^  Nolwllhstanding  these  pinusihie,  and  Indeed  invincible  retMns 
■u^^n.ir  for'a  relreat,  according  to  the  informatton  which  Uie  TtmRiB 
ihf "..  general  possessed,  nothing  Is  more  certain  Ihan  that,  If  they  had 
DTTfoTI^  been  aware  of  the  real  slate  of  the  l^reDch  army,  they  wnnM  hate 
n't^M  ^^^^^  ^TfR,  and  that  Napoleon,  if  he  bad  hazarded  a  battle,  voold 
'*™'-  have  been  defeated,  or  driTen,  If  he  had  declined  it,  to  a  doastraus 
retreat.  Unknown  to  them,  the  French  Emperor  bad  advanced  so  inew- 
ilderately,  and  with  so  little  previous  preparation,  from  Smolensko,  that  he 
was  literally  destitute  of  the  means  of  fighting  another  battle.  The  botdfnwt 
assumed  by  Ifurat  and  the  advanced  guard,  alone  concealed  the  real  weak- 
ness of  the  Grand  Army,  and  above  all  ita  scanty  supply  of  atntnnnltioD.  il 
his  care  for  the  supply  of  the  army  had  been  confined  to  providing  for  bis 
base  at  Smolensbo;  from  that  point  he  had  plunged  into  the  beart  of  RuKia, 
with  no  magaiines  and  Hule  provisions,  except  what  the  soldiers  could  eol- 
lecl  on  their  line  of  march,  already  wasted  by  the  systematic  devartafiim 
of  the  retreating  enemy.  At  Vienna,  tittle  more  than  a  third  of  the  way,  the 
want  of  every  thing  bad  begun  to  be  experienced;  and  from  thai  lime,  is 
they  advanced  onwards  towards  llascow,'lhe  necessities  ef  the  troops  bad 
gone  on  continually  increasing.  The  houses,  to  the  distance  of  several  nilles 
on  both  sides  of  the  great  road,  were  invariably  burned,  either  by  acddeat 
or  design,  when  the  leading  columns  passed  through ;  and  those  wbieh  ^ 
lowed  found  the  country  a  perfect  desert.  In  Ihemlnsof  thedwetQngs.mn, 
horses,  and  baggage- waggons  were  iDdiscriminatety  huddled  together,  alUf 
the  manner  vf  barbarians.  The  ammunition  of  the'  army  was  aJequate  only 
for  a  slagle  battle ;  and  that  of  Borodino,  where  ninety-one  tfinound  caiiDOD- 
ahot  bad  been  discharged,  bad  reduced  the  reserved  stores  so  low,  that  that 
did  not  remain  enqugb  for  a  second  general  engagement  [%). 

A  large  convoy,  it  is  true,  had  on  the  Tih  September  passed  Smolensto; 
but  il  could  not  reach  the  army  for  a  fortnight  W  come,  and  il  was  Htierij 
Impracticable  fhr  the  troops  to  mBJiitaln  themselves  In  front  of  Mojaisfc  tiD 
that  supply  arrived.  The  little  bread  and  flonr  which  the  soldiers  broo^l 
with  them  from  Smolensko,  had  been  long  ago  exhausted ;  themiHswereiU 
destroyed,  and  the  grain  Temavedg  the  soldiers  aubsistod  im  nolhlag  but 
horse-desh,  and  the  few  potatoes  or  vegetables  which  they  (onW  disMverla 
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tbt  eirtli;  nedicines  for  tbe  sick,  bandages  and  beds  for  the  wounded,  were 
nowbere  to  be  found.  So  uoifersal  was  the  distress,  ihat  General  Matihieu 
SuiiMs,  wbo  held  the  high  sitiulion  of  adjutant-general  to  the  army,  has  de- 
ckred  that  he  regarded  tbe  burniag  of  Uuscow  as  an  advantage,  from  the 
belief  ibal  it  must  force  the  Emperor  to  an  immeiliate  retreat.  Had  the  Itus- 
liana  ,been  aware  of  these  disasiroui  circumstances,  tbey  would  doubtlesa 
bare  held  firm  at  Moscow,  and  >'apoli^oD  would  have  been  driven  to  a  retreat, 
ercn  in  sight  of  the  priie  whivb  be  so  eagerly  coveted.  But  they  could  not 
conceive  tbal  so  experienced  a  commander  would  have  precipitated  faimielf 
tbroe  hundred  miles  into  an  enemy's  country,  without  magazines  or  proTi- 
sioos,  and  ammunition  only  for  a  single  battle:  therefore  they  abandoned  tbe 
capital ;  and  to  this  ignorance  of  tbe  real  stale  of  tbe  French  array,  and  cdd- 
sequent  resplutioa  lo  ahandoo  their  metropolis,  ibe  total  overthrow  of  Napo- 
leon which  ensued,  is,  beyond  al!  question,  to  be  ascribed  (Ij. 
A^uoa'  Kothins  could  exceed  Ibe  consternation  of  the  inhabitanli  of  Kfos- 
Jl'5L°i.  **"  "  finding  themselves  thus  abandoned  hy  their  defenders.  They  ■ 
M»w.  had  previously  been  led  to  believe,  ttom  the  reports  published  by 
tbe  Itussian  Government^  that  the  French  had  been  defeated  at  Borodino,  or 
at  all  events  that  tbeir  entry  into  Moscow  was  out  of  the  question;  and  no 
preparations  for  leaving  the  city  had  been  made  by  the  inhabiUnts,  though 
arrangements  to  that  effect  bad  been  made  by  the  governor.  Count  Boerop- 
CHin,  wboM  name  has  acquired  an  immortal  celebrity  from  tJie  awful  calasr 
trophe  which  sow  followol.  Speedily,  however,  the  inhabitants  left  the  city : 
ia  that  extremity  they  reverted  at  ouce  to  the  nomadic  Irfe  of  their  anceston. 
In  a  few  days,  nearly  three  hundred  tliouiand  bad  departed.  The  troops  en- 
teced  the  gates  with  dejected  tooks,  shedding  tears  of  despair;  the  streets, 
ahnost  deserted  by  their  inhabitants,  mournfully  re-echoed  the  sound  of  their 
tread  (2)  :  it  seemed  as  if  Russia  was  attending  the  obsequies  of  her  metro- 
polis. Not  withstanding  tite  confusion  of  tbe  people,  however,  the  march  «f 
the  soldiers  was  conducted  in  admirable  order ;  and  the  army,  abandoniiig 
tbe  cradle  of  the  empire,  prepared  in  silence  lo  revenge  its  fall. 
uv^Im  ^^  eleven  o'clock  on  (he  l^Lh,  the  advanced  guard  of  the  Frew^ 
•iHoKo-.  army,  from  an  eminence  on  the  road,  descried  the  long  wished-for 
muurela  of  Hoacbw.  Tbe  domes  of  above  two  hundred  churches,  and  the 
massy  summits  of  a  thousand  palaces,  glittered  in  the  rays  of  the  sun  ;  the 
form  of  tbe  cupolas  gave  an  Oriental  character  to  the  scene ;  but,  above  all, 
the  cross  indicated  the  ascendency  of  the  European  religion, 
«_M«UM  The  scene  which  presented  itself  to  the  eye,  resembled  rattier  a 
°"'"''''  province  adorned  with  palaces,  domes,  woods,  and  buildiop,  than 
•  single  city.  A  houndlcM  accumulation  of  houses,  churches,  public  edtfices, 
rivers,  parks,  and  gardens,  siroiched  out  over  swelling  eminences  and  gentle 
Tales  ai  far  ai  the  eye  could  reach.  Tbe  mixture  of  archileclural  deeofaliott 
and  pillared  scenery,  with  the  bright  greea  of  foliiige,  was  peculiarly  fasci- 
Daling  to  European  eyes.  Every  tiling  announced  its  Oriental  ebwMtt.  Asia 
and  Europe  meet  i»  that  extraordinary  city,  li  reaemblas  Borne,  Mt  in  tbe 
character  of  its  edifices  or  architecture,  but  in  tbe  strange  variety  of  styles 
which  are  to  be  met  with,  and  wliich  at  once  bespeak  the  Queen  of  half  the 
globe.  Many  of  its  palaces  are  of  wood,  coloured  green,  yellow,  or  rose,  and 
with  the  eKterior  enuBiesied  with  aculplufe  iit  Moorish  or  Arabesque  taste. 
Rowhere  do«s  luxury  and  magniOcence  appear  In  a  more  imposing  form,  or 
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arc  placed  doM  betlds  poverty  in  a  m«e  hnttiliatiDK  aspect.  Tbo  Srcalin, 
th«  ancient  palace  of  tlie  Ciara  of  Haaooty,  irbere  tbey  aJlarBalely  MteM 
themielvM  agaimt  (he  Poles  and  Tartan,  ia  larroanded  by  a  high  bopboled 
wall,  flanked  by  towera,  which  roemble  rather  Ibe  iiii»ar«U  of  ■  Tarfcish 
uoBqns  than  the  snmniita  of  a  GuropBan  fortrcaa.  Bnt,  how  Oriental  lentr 
the  character  of  the  •ccne  aaay  be,  Uie  BUnbor  and  laagnificeocB  of  Ibt 
domes  and  diurdies,  with  iheir  gilded  eapolas  and  splendid  crosBCS,  teUlke 
bdioidar  at  orery  il^  that  be  to  in  the  midst  of  ibe  rde  «f  the  Chiistin 
bith  (1). 
^ifM^  Strackbytheaii^ificeBceof lbespectade,ibeleadiiiK«qwdram 
» iM  ifM.  halted,  and  exclaimed, "  Hqmow!  Hobcow!  "and  tbe  cry,  repealed 
from  rank  to  rank,  at  kngth  reacbtd  the  Emperor's  ^ard.  11h  soldienbrvik- 
ing  their  array,  rushed  tomnltoonsly  finrward ;  and  Napolten,  baMoiuig  ia 
tbe  midst  of  them,  gaud  impatiently  «i  tbe  sptendid  scene.  His  first  wordi 
were,  "Behold  at  last  that  braatudtyl"  the  next,  "ItwasfoU  tinol"  la- 
toxlcated  with  joy,  the  army  descended  from  (he  heigbia.  The  fatigues  aad 
dangers  of  the  campaigD  were  forgotten  in  the  triumph  of  the  moouot;  md 
eternal  glory  waA  antidpated  in  tbe  conquest  which  they  were  idKWt  to  mb- 
plele  (2). 

*v  rn<4  Hurat,  at  tbe  head  of  the  caralry,  speedily  advanced  to  the  gales, 
u '"li^*^  and  concluded  a  truce  with  Hilaradowitcbfortheeracnatioaoftbe 
-^  capital.  Bat  the  entry  of  tbe  French  troops  speedily  dispelled  (bs 
illusions  in  which  tbe  army  had  indulged.  Moscow  wai found  to  be  desnled. 
Its  long  streets  and  splendid  palaces  resounded  only  with  tbe  clang  of  tbe 
iuTaders'  march.  Not  a  sound  was  lo  be  heard  in  its  vast  drcnmfbrcnce :  Ibt 
dwellings  of  three  hundred  thousand  persons  seemed  as  silent  as  the  wilder- 
ness. Napol^n  in  vain  waited  lill  evening  for  a  deputation  from  the  magis- 
trates or  the  chief  nobility.

i>r.[w»  Tbe  Russians,  however,  in  abandoning  their  capital,  bad  resolred 
t,r  ui^w  upon  a  sacrifice  greater  than  the  patriotism  of  the  world  bad  jtt 
'^Z£!-a.  "hibited.  The  governor,  Count  Bostopchin,  bad  already  set  Ihs 
fir-  .  example  ofdevotion  by  preparing  the  means  of  destmctionte  his 
country  palaoe,  which  he  bad  set  fire  to  by  applying  the  torch  wiiiihisova 
bands  to  his  nuptial  bed ;  and  to  the  gates  of  the  palace  be  had  affiled  a 
writing  with  the  following  inscription  : — "  During  dgbtyeanl  have  embeJ- 
Usbed  thiscouDtryhoase,  and  lived  happily  in  it,  in  Ihebosqm  of  myfuailr- 
The  inbabiunUof  this  esUte,  to  the  number  of  sevim  thousand,  qoiiaifW 
approach,  in  ordw  thai  it  may  not  be  sullied  by  your  presence.  FjrenehmeB, 
at  Hobcow  I  have  abandoned  to  you  my  two  houses,  witb  their  {umitare, 
worth  haK  a  million  of  roubles ;  here  you  will  find  nothing  but  ashes  (4). 
The  nobles,  in  a  public  assembly,  detennined  to  imitate  the  uam^  >d  >»

hod  Ooatcd  in  his  mind.  Hfe  Mivwm,  dlspmad  e-rar  the  vast  extent  of  the 
dty,  Bucd  with  astonishnent  on  the  awoptoeai  priaoee  of  the  lebles  and 
tbeglldeddonesof  the  diHrehee.  The  mixture  at  archiieotiyal  decoratioa 
aad  shady  Miage,' of  GoiMe  magBlfieence  and  Eastern  taxury,  entied  tbe 
admirttlon  of  the  French  soldiers,  more  leaeeptiUe  than  aey  other  people  of 
impreseiom  of  that  descriptfon.  Evenisg  come  on:  ivith  increering  wonder 
the  Freoek  troops  traversed  the  centrat  parts  of  the  city,  recently  bo  crowded 
irith  panengns;  but  not  aHvIn);  creature  was  to  be  seen  to  explain  the  uni- 
versal desehSon.  h  seemed  like  a  city  of  the  deed.  Night  approached ;  an 
wtdonded  moon  illufninated  those  heautifal  palaces — those  vast  hotels — 
those  deserted  streets :  all  was  still — the  silence  erf  the  loEBb.  The  officers 
hrebe  open  the  doors  of  seme  of  the  principal  mansions  in  search  of  sleeping- 
qnorlen.  They  fonnd  every  thing  in  perfect  order;  thebedrooms  were  fully 
fumidied  as  if  guests  were  expected;  the  drawmg-rooms  bore  the  marks  of 
having  been  recently  fuhabited  ;  even  the  work  of  the  ladies  was  on  the  ta- 
bles, the  keys  in  the  wardrobes;  hot  still  not  an  Inmate  was  to  be  seen.  By 
tlegrees  a  few  of  tbe  lowest  chss  of  slaves  emeiged,  pale  and  Irembliiit;,  from 
tbe  cellars,  showed  the  way  to  the  sleeping  apartments  (2),  and  laid  open 
every  thing  which  these  surapluous  mansions  contained  ;  bot  the  only  ac- 
eonnt  they  cenid  giro  was  that  the  whole  Inhabitants  bad  Bed,  and  that  they 
rfone  were  left  In  the  deserted  city, 
SSiT^  Bnt  the  terrible  catastrophe  soon  commenced.  On  thenightof  the 
j^"»^  IStbsflrebrokeontin  theBonrse,  behind  the  Bazar,  which  soon 
s^  II.  consumed  that  noble  edifice,  and  spread  to  a  considerable  part  of 
the  crowded  streets  in  the  vicinity.  This,  however,  was'  but  the  prelode  to 
more  extended  calamities.  At  midnight  on  the  itSih,  a  bright  light  was  seen 
to  illtnninate  the  northern  and  western  parts  of  the  eiiy ;  and  tbe  senlinels 
on  watch  at  the  Kremlin  soon  diseemed  the  splendid  edifices  fn  that  qaorter 
to  be  in  flames.  The  wind  changed  repeatedly  during  --the  night ;  bnt  to 
vrhateverqnarier  it  veered  (he  conHagration  extended  iiscH;  frmb  Ores  vrere 
^erylnstimt  seen' breaking  out  in  sUdlrectlens;  and  Moscow  soon  exbiUted 
^  spectacle  of  a  sea  of  flame  agitated  by  the  wind.  The  soldiers,  drowned 
in  ileep  or  evereome  by  intoxication,  were  ineapable  of  arresting  its  progress; 
«d  the  burning  fragments  floating  thrmigh  the  hot  air  began  to  fall  on  the 
Kofe  and  courts  of  the  Kremlin.  Hie  Airy  of  an  autumnal  tempest  added  to 
Ihe  horrors  of  the  scene ;  and  it  seemed  as  if  the  wrath  of  heaven  had  oom- 
*med  with  the  vengeanee  of  man  to  coiaunie  the  inradera  hi  the  eity  they 
bad  conquered  (3J.

IV 
men  were  loaded  with  packages,  charged  with  tbeir  most  prerioos  cffseb, 
which  oftenleok  Are  M  they  were  carriod  along,  and  w4iidi  tlwy  wen  oWged 
to'threw  down  to  uie  thcnsriTes.  The  women  iMd  genenlly  two  or  tivte 
fihildren  on  their  backs,  and  aimany  led  by  the  tiand,  which,  with;  trembling 
steps  and  piteoas  cries,  songht  their  doricMs  way  threngb  tbe  labyrinth  trf 
Same.  Hanyold  men,  unable  to  walk,  were  drawn  on  hnrJee  orwiieolbar- 
TOWS  by  their  cbildreH  and  p'todcbildren,  whlta  their  burnt  beards  atul 
smoking  garmeniB  ihowed  with  what  diScuky  they  Iwd  been  resciied  from 
llie  Dames :  often  the  French  •oldlers,  tormented  Ity  hunger  and  thirst,  iiid 
looMned  from  all  discipline  l>y  the  iMiTOTf  which  surrounded  them, not  eon- 
tented  whh  the  booty  in  the  streeb,  rushed  headlong  into  the  btiRiiiigecfiflas 
toranssck  their  celUn  for  the  itoras  of  wltieandeplrlts  wtaidi  they  eoDtained, 
and  beneath  the  ruins  groat  numbers  perished  miserably,  tbe  Tiettmaof  bK 
temperance  and  tbe  surrounding  fire.

|iUlaj[a  and  deacrlcd  by  its  uibabUaDte,  offered  no  reaeoma  for  Uie  anny. 
HoKow  had  been  conquered  j  but  the  victon  had  gained  only  a  heap  of 
raias^). 
j)^^  "  XmagwaliDn  oanoot  aaiuMdvB  the  honwa  into  which  the  remnant 
jfu^  of  the  people  who  coald  not  abandon  tfuir  homei,  ware  plunged 
•HMi  hy  this  nnparallekd  saerifiee.  Benft  of  orery  thing,  they  waih- 
dwed  amidst  the  roini,  eagerly  searebkig  tor  a  pareM  or  an  iaCant  amidst 
iheaiBafcingheap»;  pLIa^hecamo  lulveraal,  aodfrunthe  soeneof  deras-. 
Uiion,  IhewreckioffomiermagaiGceace  were  ransacked  alike  by  the  lieei^ 
lieus  atddiery  and  die  snSbring  multitiide.  Th<;  city,  abandoned  (o  pillage, 
«u  ipoedily  filled  vitb  nMnuiden;  and,  in  idditioa  to  the  whole  French  . 
uny,  nnn^wn  flocked  in  froiB  the  country  to  share  in  the  general  li- 
cnue.  Furoitnra  of  the  moat  preonus  dnariplien,  splendid  jewrilery, 
Indian  and  Turkish  alnlft,  sbnrea  of  wine  and  braiidy,  §M  and  iHver 
plaie,  rioh  fan,  gu^aoua  trapping*  of  silk  and  satin,  were  spread  about 
in  piomiseuoDB  oonfuaian,  and  becane  the  ^ey  of  the  lent  Inioylcaled 
among  the  ■ullbade.  A  frightful  tumult  suoweded  to  the  sUllneoa  which 
bad  reigned  in  the  city  wl«n  the  troops  first  entered  it.  Ttte  cries  of  the 
fMllaged  InhabltaDts,  the  coane  imprecations  of  the  soldiers,  were  mingled 
with  the  laipenialioas  of  tboae  who  had  last  their  parents,  their  ohtMren, 
their  all,  in  the  oonflagratian.  Plunder  beoane  uniTersal  in  thoao  days  of 
nurestralned  Ueenae :  the  same  place  often  beheld  the  g^m-al's  uniform  ond 
the  soldiar's  humble  garpieBU  in  search  of  piUaga.  The  gvonnd,  In  iha  parts 
which  bad  been  consumed,  was  covered  wiih  a  motley  group  of  »ildicrs, 
peaioats,  and  marauders  of  all  coentriee  and  aspects,  who  sought  in  the 
MBokingruiusthe  remains  of  the  precious  articles  which  they  formerly  oon- 
Uined.  The  church  of  St. -Michael,  containing  rhe  tombs  of  the  Emperors  of 
Kussia,  did  not  escape  their  sacTil^ous  riolei^;  but  no  treasures  were 
found  to  reward  the  cupidity  of  the  depredators.  The  shouts  of  the  marau- 
ders 'ft-ere  interrupted  by  tlie  slirieks  of  the  victims  of  military  license,  and 
occasionally  drowned  in  the  roar  of  the  conflagration ;  while  not  the  least 
SxirsordiDBry  part  of  the  clamour  arose  from  the  bowling  of  the  dogs,  who, 
being  chained  to  the  gates  of  the  palaces,  w«re  consumed  ia  the  flames  with 
whicb  they  were  surrounded  (3J. 

WhUe  tbese  terrible  scenes  were  passing  in  the  metropolis,  the  Russian 
army  retired  on  the  road  to  Kolomna,  and  after  falling  back  two  marches 
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^k  ?i£f  in  that  direction,  wheeled  to  the  left,  and  hy  ■  semidreols 
f™'^«»i  """^  regained  the  routs  to  Kaluga,  in  the  neighboorhMd 
u^KomT  of  the  Sraolensko  road.  Bf  this  masterlr  moTement,  Kndisoff 
-  at  once  drew  near  to  his  rehiforceaants,  corered  the  richest  proTince 
of  the  empire,  secured  the  supplies  «f  ihe  trmy,  and  threatened  tbe  cata- 
manicatiana  of  the  enemy.  The  city  of  Kaluga,  stored  wilfa  ample  ma- 
gazines, serred  as  the  base  of  Itae  future  operations  of  the  army.  Tbe 
camp  at  Tarutlno,  where  be  loali  post,  was  speedily  filled  with  proTisioos, 
and  the  multitude  of  recruits  who  daily  arrived  horn  the  southern  pn- 
Tinces,  restored  the  spirits  of  the  soldiers.  Placed  on  the  central  reate 
between  Moscow  and  Kaluga,  this  position  enabled  the  Russians  to  defend 
all  the  avenues  to  that  important  city,  and  tbe  event  soon  showed  of  what 
eonieqiienee  llie  admirable  selection  of  this  station  w«s  to  the  iutare  snecen 
of  tbe  campaign  (f ). 

FrrJivii  In  making  this  circular  march,  the  troops  were  filled  with  tbe 
.  i.'imh!^  moat  melancholy  feelinp.  The  fugitives  from  the  metropolis  bad 
o"'™^  alread;f  spread  the  intelligence  of  the  lire ;  and  the  Inrid  K^t 
~""°"-  which  filled  one-half  of  the  heavens,  attested  loo  plainly  (he  tnitb 
ef  their  tale.  The  roar  of  the  flames,  and  the  fury  of  tlie  tempest,  occasioned 
by  the  extraordinary  heat  of  so  large  a  porlioo  of  the  umospbere,  wu  heard 
even  at  so  great  a  distance ;  and  as  the  troops  marched  at  night,  their  steps 
were  guided  hy  the  glare  of  the  conllagratian.  Oue  only  feeling  perraded 
every  breast,  that  of  profouDd  -and  ineffaceable  indignation ;  one  only  pas- 
aion  animated  every  bosom,  that  of  stem  and  collected  Tengeanee.  Tbe  biin- 
ing  of  the  holy  city  bad  cBaced  all  lighter  feelings,  and  impressed  a  rdigiotB 
aolemnity  on  ttaatmemorable  march.  Words  there  were  none  spoken  in  that 
vast  array;  the  hearts  of  all  were  too  big  for  utleraBce;  tbe  tread  of  the  nm 
alone  was  heard  from  the  ranks;  but  the  silent  lean  which  trickled  don 
the  cheek,  and  the  glance  of  fire  which  was  turned  towards  the  heaveDS, 
bespoke  the  deep  dcterminatioD  that  was  felt.  Silent  and  mournful  they 
continued  their  way,  Interrupted  only  by  the  burning  fraginenls  which  ae- 
casionally  fell  among  their  ranks,  and  for  a  moment  illuminated  the  stent 
visegea  of  the  soldiers.  Tbey  left  behind  them  their  palaces  and  ibeir  temples; 
monuments  of  art  and  miracles  of  luxury ;  tbe  remains  of  ages  which  bad 
passed  away,  and  of  those  which  were  yet  unfinished ;  the  tombs  of  tbeir 
ancestors  and  the  cradles  of  tbeir  descendants :  nothing  remairted  of  Moscow 
but  the  remembraoce  of  the  city  and  tbe  resoluUoB  to  4veBj;c  >t{2J.

Scfawartzenberg,  at  the  held  of  Uie  Anatriaas,  ra 
more  thnn  a  match  for  tacmaaaffi  and  St.-Cyr,  with  the  a>r|w  of  Ondtoot 
md  tha  BaTariam,  ms  dastiited  to  keepin  dteck  the  army  of  Wit^cnsteu. 
It  h  mnaitable  that  the  pemeintiiig  eye  of  the  Prench  Emperor,  so  eartf  as 
thoasthof  Angttst,  and  ofconrseprior  to  the  battle  of  Borodtato,  diaeeraed 
the  probahle  importance  of  the  ooontry  between  Hituk,  Smolenako,  aad 
Wtepsk,  in  the  nlterlor  operatlanB  wbidi  might  be  expected  before  the  date 
of  the  campaign,  and  that  be  made,  in  oonseqnence,  every  imagiaaUe  e&it 
to  strengthen  his  forces  in  tfiat  vital  point  of  bis  communicatioiis.  Tidor 
received  tite  command-ln-chief  ofthefncesinUlbnania:  he  was  to  estaUiih 
his  headquarters  st  Smolen^o;  and  powerfdl  reinforcements,  especially  <d 
Polish  and  Uthuinian  troops,  were  directed  from  all  quarters  to  varioos 
points  from  that  city  by  Borissow  to  Minsk.  The  great  objects  of  this  manhal 
were  to  be,  keeping  np  on  the  one  side  a  commonicatioD  with  Wilna,  whoe 
a  strong  garrimn  and  vast  magazines  were  statieoed,  and  on  the  other  with 
the  Grand  Array  in  tiie  interior  of  RnsBia  {2}. 
Hr..>..t.r-  Napol^nretumed tolhe.Rremtia,whichhadescapod  Ihefiames, 
wB^pi.t.on  the  tOth  September,  and  anxiously  awaited  the  impreanoa 
•f""!"  vbich  the  intelligence  of  his  soccess  should  produce  od  Uie  Bn*- 
■lan  Government.  To  aid  the  supposed  effect,  Count  Lauriaton  was  dl>- 
palched  to  the  headquarters  of  Kutusoff,  with  authority  to  propose  an  ar- 
mistice ;  and  Murat  had  an  interview  with  General  Beningsen.  Prince  Wolt 
oa.  II.  lilt,  onsky  was  fbnvardad  with  the  belter  of  NapoMon  to  Petenbog; 
while  the  French  deputation  were  amused  by  hopes  of  accommodaiion  heU 
out  by  the  Husaian  generals  (3). 
JJj^;^  Hcanvrhite,  Napoleon  lay  inactive  at  Moscow,  expecting  the  snb- 
-fii™  mission  of  the  Russian  Government.  Bnt  day  after  day,  and  week 
bZmI.  after  week,  colled  on  without  any  answer  to  his  proposals  :  the 
Winter  was  Tisibly  approaching,  and  the  anxiety  of  the  troops  in  regard  to 
their  future  destination  could  not  be  concealed.  Bis  first  proposal  was  to 
bum  the  remains  of  Moscow,  march  by  Twer  to  St.-Petersbnrg,  and  then 
form  ajunction  with  Uacdonald,  who  was  still  in  theiteigbboorhoodef  Big*. 
Bat  the'difficulty  of  advancing  vrith  an  army  encumbered  with heg^ige  and 
ar  lillery  on  a  single  chauss^,  traversing  morasses  and  forests  at  Ihecommonrt- 
ment  of  the  winter  season,  was  too  obvious  to  bis  generals,  and  speedBy 
led  to  the  abandonment  of  the  design.  He  risked  the  existence  of  hiaaray, 
therefore,  by  a  coTiii3jued  residence  at  the  Kremlin,  and  aBoweil  the  [uadoos 
hours,  wliich  could  never  be  recalled,  to  pass  away,  withent  taking  any  alivs 
towards  secarlng  permanent  quarters  for  the  winter  (4).

•>mmm  Meanwhile,  (hough  a  species-  of  ormlattce  reigned-  hehreen  'the 
m^  the  main  amfiea,  a  destmctiTa  wsrfiire  began  on  lite  fladKa  and 
n^«  ttT*  rear  of  the  French  position,  which  proved  of  the  aimoat  maifleBt 
f^,^  in  iltetoinHofttiecaoipaign.Afler  the  example  of  the  Spanftris, 
ri**^  fee  Russians  established  a  chain  of  partisans  round  fte  French 
amy,  which  cut  o7  ail  theirforaging  parties;  and,  growing  bolder  from  snc- 
cese,  soon  held  them  almost  imprisoned  in  their  cantonments.  The  mf  IMa  of 
Ifee  eoDtiguoas  provinces,  aided  by  the  Cossacks  of  the  Bon,  formed  a  vasf 
circle  round  Moscow,  occtipytng  every  road,  and  ctttting  off  all  snpplifes  of 
prtrvisiens  to  the  imadlng  army.  The  want  of  ftrage  was-mon  so  severefy 
Mt;  that  the  cavalry  were  obliged  to  penetrate  to  a  considerable  distance  hi 
quest  of  snbsistence;  and  these  detachments,  in  moct  case*,  feU  into  the 
hands  of  the  -nutteroos  corps  of  the  hostile  circle.  So  early  as  the  10th  Oc- 
tober General  Soroboff  captured  a  whole  battalion  of  Westphai^ns,  and  no- 
merons  nngazinei  in  the  town  of  Vereia;  wfrile  Colons  Devidoff,  oa  the 
great  road  to  Smotensko,  destroyed  numerous  detachments  even  of  the  Im- 
perial guard.  This  latter  officer  had  the  merit  of  recomntendfng,  and  tdmscH 
setting-Ae  example  of  the  organization  of  this  formidaUe  spedes  of  fares  In 
the  Russian  war;  and  the  event  soon  proved  that  It  was  calentatted  to  eifect 
<ir  greater  changes  (here  than  in  the  mountains  of  Spain,  as '  the  long  Hne  tt 
comiBmrication  in  the  French  rear  was  open  to  their  attadis,  and  the  hnre- 
gnlar  hordes  from  the  Don  {tarnished  an  ample  supply  of  tnwpa  admiraHf 
caleiriated  for  this  kind  of  warfare.  During  the  first  three  weeks  of  October, 
the  partrsans  round  Moscow  made  prisoners  of  no  less  than  fmr  thousand 
one  hundred  and  eighty  French  soldiers ;  and  the  T«par(i  firom  Moral  an- 
nounced the  alarming  intelligence,  that  one-Mfot  the  whole  surviving  ca- 
valry of  the  army  had  perished  in  fliese  inglorious  enconnten  (t). 
RDim  Although  the  principal  object  of  the  Russians  in  the  conflagralion 
^a,°;5*  of  Moscow  had  been  to  render  it  impossible  for  the  French  to  re- 
fl™^  mahi  there;  yet  the  eS^ct  whiiA  did  take  place,  was  not  in  the  end 
■™f-  less  disaslrons  to  the  arniy  of  the  invaders  than  the  des^  which 
was  otiginriiy  In  view  could  have  been .  After  the  troops  returned  t«  the  ca- 
pital, immense  stores  of  all  sorts  were  discovered,  wWch  had  been  deposited 
in  the  innumerable  cellars  »1th  which  the  city  abounded,  and  escaped  the 
conflagration.  The  magnitnde  of  the  booty  -which  thqs  came  to  be  at  ihdr 
disposal,  proved  &ta]  to  the  discipline  of  the  soldiers,  while  it  in  no  degree 
relieved  the  real  wants  of  the  army.

pell-mell  in  the  utmost  xoDfitaiont  asd  the  IddwmiU  expleisons  along  the 
whole  ]iae,  demonstrated  how  many  of  the  awaottition-waggens  required 
to  be  aacnlked  to  prevent  their  blliag  into  the  ka»ds  at  the  eneny.  The  re> 
treat  was  rapidly  becoming  «  flight  (3) ;  the  troops  were  be^miBg  to  separate 
fromtbenarchingcolumnsioqucet  of  plunder  Of  sobsisteQcei  anduumben

Mtm  On  the  id  Noven^er,  the  beadquarlera  reached  Wiazma.  The 
S!^:'  Emperor  flattered  himself  that  he  had  get-thestart  of  Kutusoff  by 
"«  •■  several  marches,  aod  that  his  troops  would  not  be  disiiuieted  by  Ibe 
enemy  during  iheremaioder  of  the  retreat)  but  this  delusive  quiet  wasMtuf 
long  continuance,  (te  approwhing  that  town,  the  corps  ft  Uavoust,  which 
formed  the  reargutrd  of  the  artMiy,  found,  an  the  3d,  the  adiranocd  guard  «f 
Uilaradowitch  posted  on  the  southern  aide  of  the  ^reat  coad,  iidiUe  Pkloff, 
with  a  large  body  of  Cossaclks^  pressed  the  resr  of  the  atmy,  Tha  Eaiporor, 
with  theguard  and  the  firstcorps  of  ibearmy,  was  abiudy  advanced  on  the 
roaii  to  SnolenaLo,  and  the  corps  of  thfl  Viceroy  and  Ney  alone  remained  (o 
resist  the  auack.  By  n  vigoroiu  dttrge,  the  Biaeiian  eav^ry,  audec  Was- 
ailchikoC,  iaLbelirst.MisiaucAljrokeij]  uponAhe  line  of  the li'ian^ retreat, 
and  establishfid  theatselivesasuidc  on  ^e' great  iwadt  m  the  jnterval  between 
the  corps  of  the  Viceroy  and  that  of  Davousi;  while  Pialoff,  the  moment  that 
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the  cannonade  commenced,  attacked  the  rear  of  tbe  latter  at  FedemntuHe,  8 
the  infantry  of  Hilaradowitch  had  been  at  hand  lo  supp<H-|  his  cavalry  vUe 
IbeCossacks  pressed  bis  rear,  the  corps  of  Davoust  vould  bsTe  ben  totfl; 
destroyed.  Bni  the  infantry,  unable  to  keep  pace  <Kritb  tbe  rapid  kdnnee  d 
the  cavalry,  was  still  far  behind;  and  General  WasnlchOuiS  vu  kfl,  ibr 
more  than  lialf  an  hoar,  to  resist  alone  all  tbe  eSorts  of  the  encw;  to  ditlMlgg 
him  from  his  position.  Meanwhile,  the  Vlcer<q[,  bearing  of  the  daa^i  rf 
Davoust*s  corps,  retraced  hts  steps,  and  drev  back  his  adTanced  guard,  «ludi 
had  already  reached  Wiazroa,  ta  the  scene  of  danger.  Hilaradowitdi,  in  In 
turn,  was  now  severely  pressed  between  lb?  advancing  troops  of  BtntBt 
and  the  returniiig  corps  of  Eugene;  but  be  bravely  maintakied  htipMtMV 
the  great  road  till  the  infantry  of  Prince  Eugtoe  of  Wirtembuix  came  up  la 
his  support.  But  the  moment  of  decisive  success  wa*  now  ovor.  DitwM, 
with  admirable  presence  of  mind,  bad  contrived  to  get  his  artyivy  ud 
baggage  across  (he  Gelds  iu  the  neighbourhood  of  Wassilcbikoff  dming  Iks 
continuance  of  tbe  action ;  and  the  united  fVeocb  corps  were  now  inUvt  wlf 
on  securinglbeir  retreat  to  Wiazma,  In  doing  so,  bowcYer,  they  wot  kaalT 
pursued  by  Hilaradowitch,  who  wu  now  supported  bolb  by  hiaowainfudrr 
and  tbe  Cossacks  of  Platoff;  a  nnmerous  artillery  thundered  on  their  rdmt- 
ing  columns ;  and  though  tbe  soldiers  of  the  Viceroy  still  kept  Ibeir  nab, 
those  of  Davoust,  exhausted  by  the  fatigues  of  the  retreat,  feU  into  cwrfaiint 
At  this  critical  moment,  the  vanguard  of  Kntusoff  beyond  Wlazma  washeiri 
to  commence  a  cannonade  on  tbecwpsof  Nej^  which  wasiDadraitceoftiM 
Viceroy;  and  the  troops,  conceiviDg.tbemselves  beset  on  all  sides,  iell  laA 
in  disorder  into  Wiazma.  General  Paskewilch,  at  the  bead  of  bis  bravt  iiyi- 
sion,  rushed  into  the  town,  and  drove  the  enemy  through  (be  streeU  at  it 
point  of  the  bayonet.  In  the  midst  of  (he  general  confusion,  the  boosea  utok 
fire,  which  stopped  tbe  pursuit;  and  ibc  shattered  corps  of  Davoust,  in  ibdt 
bivouacs  beyond  tbe  walls,  counted  their  diminished  rank!  and  rc-foniMil 
their  battalions  by  tbe  light  of  the  conflagratian  (1). 
Rsuin  Qt  Id  this  engagement  the  French  lost  above  sis  tboouad  bmd,  rf 
^^[^  whom  two  thousand  were  made  prisoners,  while  tbe  ten  af  >kt 
m|^^?^  Russians  did  not  exceed  two  thousand.  llieconwofDavonsthk, 
^™^  before  the  battle,  lost  iea  thousand  men  by  fatigue  or  deswtioB 
pwt.  since  the  retreat  commenced  at  Halo-Jensliwitz ;  and  tvaity* 
seven  pieces  of  their  artillery  had  fallm  into  the  bauds  of  tbe  enamy.  WbB 
(he  troops  resumed  their  march  on  the  following  day,  they  were  aslonislMd 
at  (be  smallness  of  their  numbers.  There  seems  to  be  no  room  hr  iaabt, 
that  had  KutusolT  supported  by  a  sulEcient  force  tbe  bold  advance  of  HiUn- 
dowitch,  or  hastened  bis  own  march  so  as  to  anticipate  the  French  Ttngnail 
at  Wiazma,  he  wonid  have  had  every  chance  of  destroying  a  graal  put  vf 
their  army;  and  his  own  troops  were  grievously  diuppoinled  at  theoppoi^ 
tunity  being  allowed  to  escape.  But  the  Russian  commander,  knowing  tb 
severity  of  the  season  which  was  about  to  commence,  and  tbe  mulltpUcdt^ 
siacles  which  were  preparing  to  arrest  the  retreat  of  Napolton,deaited,*M 
perhaps  wisely,  thatlhe  surer  course  was  to  let  tbe  enemy  wasteawiybrfm 
the  cold  of  winter,  beforebe  attempted  to  envelope  (he  main  body;  so''*''' 
fine  his  atucks  at  present  to  tbe  rearguwd,' whose  fttigueshadalrcadjR- 
duced  them  to  that  suie  of  debility  which  ioi|ht  soon  be  expected  (o  bec«M 
general  is  the  whole  army  (2).

]i^u_a«  fbe  corps  of  Dayonst,  wblcb  bad  suffered  so  gererely,  wu  now 
»ii?^'ii»  replaced  by  that  erf  Marshal  Nej  as  the  rearguard ;  sDd  this  heroic 
"■'•"^   generat  began  to  cover  that  retreat,  mortal  to  so  many  others,  im- 
mortal to  hiai.  On  the  4Lh  and  Sih  the  retreat  continued,  and  io  passing  the 
Lake  of  Semlewo,  the  grand  cross  of  Itui  and  the  armour  of  the  Kremlin,  the 
trophies  of  Moscow,  were  buried  In  the  wares  (1). 
■TrTirfibi    '^^^  weather,  though  cold  and  frosty  at  night,  had  hitberlo  been 
*^<J™;  clear  and  bright  daring  the  day;  and  the  continued,  though  now 
MmSi  ^^^''  ^"'^  powerless  sun,  had  cheered  the  hearts  of  the  soldin^. 
"*""*       But  OS  [heOthNoTember  the  Russian  winter  set  in  with  unwonted 
severity.  CoMfogsGrstfosefromthesurbceof  the  ground,  and  obscured  the 
berelofore  unclouded  f^ce  of  the  sun;  a  few  flaliea  of  snow  ncit  began  Io 
float  in  the  atmosphere,  and  flltcd  the  army  with  dread :  gradually  the  light 
of  day  declined,  and  a  thick  murky  daritn ess  overspread  the  0rmameat.  The 
wind  rose,  and  soon  blew  With  frightful  violence,  bowling  through  the  foresti, 
or  sweeping  over  the  plains  with  resistless  fuiy :  the  snow  fell  in  thick  and 
Otaliqaed  sbowers,  which  soon  eov«^  the  earth  with  an  impenetrable 
clothing,  confounding  all  objects  together,  and  leaving  the  anny  to  wander 
in  Uie  dark  through  an  icy  desert.  Great  numbers  of  the  soldiers,  in  strugglii^ 
to  getforward,  fell  Into  hoUovsor  ditches  which  were  concealed  by  the  trea- 
cherous snrface,  and  perished  miserably  before  the  eyes  of  their  comrades : 
others  were  swallowed  up  in  the  moving  hills,  which,  like  the  sands  of  the 
desert,  preceded  the  blast  of  death.  To  fall  was  certain  destruction ;  the  se- 
▼erity  of  ihe  tempest  speedily  checked  respiration ;  and  the  snow,  accumula- 
ting round  the  sulTererj.sobn  formed  a  little  sepulchre  for  bis  remains.  The 
road,  and  the  fields  in  its  vichiity,  were  rapidly  strewed  fith  these  melan- 
choly eminences  :  and  the  succeeding  columns  found  the  surface  rough  and 
almost  Impassable  from  the  multitude  of  these  icj  mounds  that  lay  upon  their 
route  (2). 
tiiUltM     Accustomed  as  the  soldiers  had,  been  to  death  in  its  ordinary 
■^^^1^    forms,  there  vassomething  singularly  appalling  in  the  uniformity 
Ik*  mio?  of  the  snowy  wilderness  which,  like  a  vast  winding-sheet,  seemed 
SU^"'    ready  to  envelope  the  remains  of  the  whole  army.  Hkhansled  by 
fatigue,  or  pierced  by  cold,  Ihey  sank  by  thousands  on  Ihe  road,  eastisg  a 
last  look  upon  their  comrades,  and  pronouncing  with  their  dying  breath  the 
names  of  those  most  dear  to  them-  Clouds  of  ravens,  like  the  birds  which  are 
only  seen  at  sea  when  a  ^ipwreck  is  at  hand,  issued  from  the  forests,  and 
hovered  over  the  dying  remains  of  the  soldiers :  white  troops  of  dogs,  which 
had  followed  the  army  fronr  Moscow,  driven  to  fury  by  suffering,  bowled  in 
the  rear,  and  often  fell  upon  their  victims  before  life  was  extinct.  The  only 
objects  that  rose  above  the  snovr  were  the  tall  pines,  whose  gigantic  stems 
and  funereal  foliage  cast  a  darker  horrOr  over  the  scene  (3J,  and  seemed  des- 
tined to  mark  the  grave  of  the  army  amidst  the  deathlike  uniformity  of  the 
wilderness. 
iDnmiii     The  weight  of  tiielr  arms  soon  became  intolerable  to  the  least  ro- 
2'Ili""    bust  of  the  soldiers  r  their  fingers  frequently  dropped  off  while 
'•"t^       holding  their  muskets,  and  the  useless  load  was  thrown  aside  in  the 
struggle  for  the  maintenance  of  life.  Amidst  the  general  ruin,  multitudes 
left  their  ranks,  and  wandered  on  the  flanks  or  rear  m'  the  army,  where  they 
were  speedily  massacred  by  the  peasants,  or  made  prisoners  by  the  Cossacks. 
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Bat  the  troopi  ntm  felt  the  consequence^  of  (heir  former  licentiousness :  die 
whole  conntry,  to  the  breadth  of  seven  6t  eighl  leagues  on  either  sWe  of  lie 
freat  road,  had  been  laid  waste  during  the  advance  of  the  army,  and  ibc 
exhausted  soldiers  were  now  naable  to  reach  Hie  limits  of  their  former  de- 
TutatJoa.  By  a  degree  of  reckless  rloleoce,  also,  of  which  It  is  dtfGnilt  to 
form  a  conception,  the  first  columns  of  the  army  destroyed,  along  the  nMt 
Una  of  the  reb^at,  the  few  remaining  houses  whicli  had  survired  the  mardi 
In  sammer :  and  the  rearguard.  In  consequence,  safTered  as  much  from  the 
madness  of  thdr  comrades  who  preceded,  as  the  hoslility  of  their  eDeniia 
who  fallowed  (hem :  Gre  was  before  them  with  its  ashes;  winter  followed 
diem  with  its  horrors.  Ibehorses  of  the  cavalry  and  artillery,  especially  Ibose 
which  camefromFranceand  Germany,  sufTered  dreadfully  from  the  scvnity 
of  the  cold.  In  less  than  a  week  after  it  commenced,  thirty  thousand  had  pe- 
rished. Caissons  and  cannon  were  abandoned  at  every  step  :  the  ascent  ^m 
a  stream,  or  the  fall  of  abridge,  occasioned  the  abandonment  of  whole  paiks 
of  artillery.  Famished  groups  threw  themselves  upon  the  dead  bodies  of  Ibe 
horses  to  satisfy  Ae  cravings  of  nature  (1) ;  and  in  many  instances,  even  Ibe 
repugnance  of  our  nature  at  human  fle^,  was  overcome  by  the  pangs  ofpm- 
traded  hunger. 

Night  came,  but  with  It  no  diminution  of  the  sufferings  of  the  aoldiin. 
Amidst  the  howling  wilderness,  the  wearied  men  sought  in  vain  for  the  shelter 
of  a  rot^,  the  cover  of  a  friendly  habitation,  or  the  warmth  of  a  Gre :  [be 
Mems  of  the  pine,  charged  with  snow  and  hardened  by  frost,  long  resisted 
the  flames  lighted  by  the  troops ;  and  when,  by  great  eicertions,  the  fire  ins 
kindled,  crowds  of  starving  men  prepared  a  miserable  meal  of  rye,  niiied 
with  snow-water  and  horse-flesh.  Steep  soon  closed  their  eyelids,  and  lor 
alsteen  long  hours  the  darknesswasilluminatedby  the  light  of  the  bivouacs; 
but  numbers  never  awoke  from  their  slumbers ;  and  on  the  following  diy 
(he  sites  of  the  night-fires  were  marked  by  circles  of  dead  bodies,  with  theb 
feet  still  resting  ()n  the  eiUnguished  piles  (%). 
SSThM.  Upon  the  great  body  of  the  soldiers  the  continuance  of  these  hor- 
jj^^""  rors  produced  the  usual  results  of  recklessness,  in  subordination, 
UMHMkn  ffbd  despair.  The  French  soldiers,  more  susceptible  than  any  olhos 
of  warm  impressions,  early  perceived  the  full  extent  of  their  danger,  and  be- 
came desperate  from  the  accumulation  of  perib  from  which  they  could  per- 
ceive n<>  possibility  of  escaping.  In  the  general  ruin  the  sympathies  and  ge- 
nerous feelings  of  our  nature  were  for  the  most  part  extinguished :  the  siren* 
instinct  of  self-preservation  concentrated,  in  these  terrible  moments,  erery

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one's  niorgief  on  hii  own  stfety ;  and  the  calutnpbea  of  lUhen  wei*  ud- 
beeded,  when  all  anticipated  similar  disasten  for  lbeBuel*cs.  Some,  how- 
ever, of  a  Grmer  character,  relisted  the  conta$iaa,  and  prcaeived,  eveu  in 
tbe  wreck  of  nature,  tbegaiety  and  sereoilj  of  indomitable  ininds(lj. 
^^^!^aK  ^  ^^  midst  of  these  suflerings  the  ^imy  arrived  at  Oorogohou^i 
rnrwu  The  Imperial  column  and  the  corpa  ofllavouat,  aftora^ortreal, 
iKair.  proceeded  on  the  road  to  Smolenslio ;  while  the  corps  of  Cug&ne 
was  directed  to  more  tiiwarda  the  DOrlh,  in  order  to  assist  Oudiuot,  who  was 
■everely  pressed  by  Count  Wittgdnstein.  Ney,  with  hig  corps,  now  Mrcrely 
veafcened  by  the  fatigues  of  the  retreat,  was  siill  intrusted  with  the  perilMu 
daty  of  protecting  the  rear;  hut  be  never  failed  in  its  j>erformaace,~-4ltscharf- 
fng  at  one  time  (be  duty  of  an  ahic  coipmander,  displaying  M  «notl)er  the 
conrage  of  a  simple  grenadier.  la  hia  reports  to  Kapoldon,  he  portrayed  in 
trne  coloun  the  frightful  condition  of  (he  army ;  hut  ia  tbe  Geld  be  was  al- 
ways to  be  found  with  tbe  rearguard,  combating  with  as  much  alacrity,  tbou^ 
a  marshal  and  prince  of  the  empire,  as  when  he  was  a  private  soldla  in  the 
rCTOlnlionarj'  army  f3). 
Duitn  lite  Viceroy,  in  idfaacing  towards  the  Dwina  from  Dorogobouge, 
l^okiT'  met  with  a  succession  of  disasters.  Before  arriving  at  the  banks  of 
;;;;^|,<;  the  Wop,  be  bad  been  compiled  tA  abandon  lUiy-four  pieoea  of 
*•«•-  cannon  and  three  thousand  detached  soldiera  to  bis  pvrsows;  hut 
on  the  margin  of  that  stream  a  new  difScuUy  awaited  him :  the  bridge  which 
he  bad  ordered  to  be  constructed  could  not  be  raised,  and  bis  troops  were 
obliged  to  cross  the  stream  amidst  floaiing  masses  of  ice,  with  the  water  19 
to  their  middles.  All  the  efforts  of  the  artillerymen  could  not  ob lain  a  pas* 
sage  for  the  cannon,  and  in  consequence,  the  whoje  remainiug  artillery  and 
all  the  baggage  of  the  corps  were  abandoned  to  tbe  Cossacks.  The  birouac  of 
the  following  night  was  eminently  disastrous  :  the  troops,  soaking  with  tbe 
water  of  the  Wop,  sought  in  vain  for  shelter,  and  multitudes  perished  from 
the  freezing  of  wet  garments  round  their  exhausted  limbs.  On  the  snow 
around  Ibom  was  to  be  seen  ibe  plunder  which  could  no  longer  be  dragged 
along :  the  riches  of  Paris  and  Uoscow  lay  scattered  on  aa  unknown  strand, 
amidst  the  dead  and  the  dying.  This  terrible  night  effected  the  lota)  disor- 
ganization of  the  corps;  and,  to  complete  his  misfortunes,  the  Viceroy,  on 
arriving  the  following  day  at  Doukbowtchina,  found  ihat  town  already  oc- 
cnpied  by  two  regiments  of  Cossacks.  But  jn  these  critical  circumstances  he 
did  not  lose  Ms  presence  of  mind.  Forming  the  Italian  Guard  and  a  few 
squadrons  of  eavalry,  wliich  still  preserved  their  horses,  into  a  square,  he 
attacked  and  carried  the  town ;  and  finding  that  a  retreat  in  the  direction  of 
Witepsk  would  expose  his  detached  corps  Incertaia  destruction,  he  made  in 
all  baste  for  Smolensko,  where  he  arrived  with  tbe  shattered  r^ains  of  his 
troops  on  the  1 3th  Ifovember,  and  found  the  other  corps  of  the  French  array 
already  assambled  (3).

and  lOl  tbe  disasters  ef  his  present  lituatjon  oould  hardly  withdraw  his  im- 
passioned imagination  from  the  conrulsiaos  which  be  antlciitated  in  ibc 
ceatre  of  his  power  (2) .

"^  they  continued  to  drop  in  from  the  9th  to  the  13th,  preseotcd  lite 
K—.t.t).  meat  dismal  spectacle.  At  the  sight  of  tbe  long  wished-for  toiren, 
Ihe  soldiers  could  no  longer  restrain  their  impalieace:  the  tittle  raotainiiig 
dfaeiplinc  instantly  gave  way,  and  officers  and  privates,  infantry  and  carilry, 
precipitated  themselves  in  an  undistinguished  mass  upon  the  gates.  Tbe  b- 
mifihing  troops  rushod  into  Uie  streets,  and  the  galea  of  the  Diagaiines  wot 
instantly  surrounded  by  crowds,  demanding,  with  earnest  cries,  ibe  ibsd 
which  they  had  so  long  been  promised.  Bread,  in  sulBcient  quantities,  csoU 
not  be  furnished  :  largesacksofgraia  were  thrown  out  to  the  applicants,  ud 
the  Buserable  soldiers  fought  with  each  otbcrfor  afew  pounds  of  dried  roots 
or  ^ain(3].  The  old  and  new  guard  alone  preserved  their  ranis  in  the  midit 
of  the  gmeral  confusion;  and  their  steadiness  seemed  in  some  dq;Tce  1* 
justify  that  indalgBnce  to  their  suffsciugs  which  exicited  such  violent  dissiiif- 
foctioD  among  the  other  troops.

The  secondary  armie*  of  Raaiia  had  eTery  Vban  re- 
named the  offensive  :  the  gigantfe  plan  «f  Atexaitder  for  the  captnte  «f  the 
Grand  Army  was  rapidly  adrancfBg  lo  taaiarlty  :  (be  flanaa  of  Moacov  bad 
Kt  the  whole  empire  on  fire. 

JtCEn  WTtigensteir's  army,  hsving  been  raised,  by  thejonctkin  of  Count 
itoM Ui  **'*'''^'"  *'■'*>  '^f  thousand  regular  troops  from  Finland,  the  mili- 
ii'iu.  tia  of  St.  Peienburg,  and  some  additional  reiAfarc^ments  from  the 
capital,  lo  fifty  thousand  men,  that  general  resumed  the  offtnsire.  HaviDg 
divided  his  army  into  two  columns,  at  the  head  of  thirty-eis  thousand  men, 
he  advanced  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Dwina  against  Harsbal  St.-Cyr,  while 
Stcinhitt,  with  thirteen  thousand,  operated  against  bis  rear  on  the  left  bank 
of  the  river.  Shut  up  in  Polotsk,  the  French  general  hod  only  thirty  thon- 
Mnd  men  to  oppose  to  these  ftrmidaMe  masses.  The  Russian  militia,  incor- 
porated with  the  regular  army,  soon  actpired  the  discipline  and  hardihood  of 
""■  •'  veteran  soldiers.  On  the  18th  October,  being  the  very  day  on  which 
KulusofTalUckcd  Murat  at  Winkowo,  Witlgenstehi  advanced  against  Polotsk, 
where  St.-Cyr  occnpied  an  intrenched  camp;  and  an  obstinate liattle  began 
along  the  whole  line  of  the  in  frenchmen  ts.  General  Mebitch,  who  com- 
manded the  advanced  guard,  supported  by  the  Bnssian  tirailleurs,  eomposed 
fcr  the  most  part  of  militia,  carried  the  French  redonbta  in  the  centre;  trhile 
l^nce  Jachwill  drore  them  under  cover  of  the  cannon  of  the  city  on  the 
Tight ;  but  on  the  left,  the  French,  after  s  furions  engagement,,  ma^iahied 
(heir  ground.  Night  put  an  end  to  the  battle,  and  thellussianswith'drew  fh>ib 
the  inlrcnchments  which  had  been  the  scene  of  so  much  carnage.  On  ihe  fol- 
lowing morning  at  ten  o'clock,  the  cannon  of  Count  Stelnhitl  on  the  left  of 
the  river  gave  the]oyfuI  intelligence  to  the  Russians  that  they  were  supported; 
■o  the  French,  that  their  retreat  was  in  danger.  St.-Cyr  immediately  made 
dispositions  for  a  retreat,  and  the  artfllery  were  silently  drawn  across  thebrld- 
E^;  but  towards  night  the  Russians,  who,  during  thfe  whole  day,  had  been 
^tablishing  their  batteries,  perceiving  the  movement,  opened  a  rancenlric 
fite  on  all  sides  upon  the  city.  The  wooden  houses  havlDg  been  set  on  fire  by 
we  shells,  the  flames  threw  so  bright  a  Hght  around  the  Inirvnchraenls,  that 
Inc  troops  fought  at  midnight  as  in  full  day.  At  two  in  the  morning  the  Ra»- 
iians  carried  the  ramparts,  and  drove  the  enemy  with  the  bayonet  through 
the  huroing  streets.  The  French,  nevertheless,  disputed  the  ground  so  brave- 
jTi  that  iliey  saved  almost  (lieir  whole  artillery,  and  rcoched  the  opposite 
"Dli  with  the  loss  only  of  four  thousand  killed  and  wounded,  and  two  thoo- 
"•■"i  I>ri9oncrs,  having  previously  broken  dovtn  the  bridge  over  the  Dwina  (3). 
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f^^;f,  Th«  Rnuiins  in  these  engagementg  bad  ilwut  three  tbonsad 
»|w^-''  killed  md  wounded; and  on  ttnfoDowlng day  Caaat StehihiU,hn^ 
rwr  ^  in^  been  attacked  by  ■  supBrioT  force  detacbed  by  St.-Cyr,  ml 
mi^  defeated  and  compiled  to  recross  the  Dvfna,  teavirig  dgfatea 
bsBdred  prisonen  In  the  hands  of  tiie  nemy.  There  appnn  to  bare  ben 
avantofeoncfftlnthetoDveiBeBtsof  ifae  Ruitian  generaboD  tbeoppniu 
•ides  of  the  siream.  Had  they  attacked  Tigorously  at  the  tame  moiimt, 
there  seenn  Bo  donU,  not  only  ibat  tbe  dnch  of  Connt  SteinblU  would  batt 
txea  avi^td,  but  the  grtatet  pari  of  tbe  French  army  made  prisomn.  Ii 
had  been  imended  by  Wit^nstem  to  turn  the  right  of  Si.-Cyr,  and  ibm 
ent  him  off  fran  his  cemmnnicBtions  with  Smolensko  and  the  Grind  Army. 
Bat  the  diffieuky  ttf  Arowlng  bridges  oter  the  river  at  Goriany  having  ren- 
dered thai  design  abortive,  the  French  general  retired  towards  StnoKanlzTt 
where  he  fomed  a  Jonction  on  the  Sist  October  with  Victor,  who  came  to  hi) 
BuppOTtfronSmolcnahowlth>twenty-five  thousand  men.  The  pursuit  of  ilu 
Jtuasians  was  retarded  for  several  days  by  tbe  difficulty  of  re-esUblisbing  Ike 
bridges;  but  they  overtook  them  near  Smoliantzy,  and  took  eight  hnndrtd 
prisonen  from  tbe  reai^ard.  Wittgenstein  iDtmediately  established  himstf, 
in  conformity  with  t)ie  plan  of  the  campaign,  on  the  banks  of  the  Oola,  and 
detached  a  division  to  take  possession  of  Witepsk,  which  was  captured,  *ith 
X  slender  garrison  and  large  magazines,  on  the  7lh  November  (1). 
^i^'rvic  Kapoleon,  alarmed  by  tbe  near  approach  of  SVittgeostein's  corps, 
Mr  ud  ordered  Victor  and  Oudinol,  who  now  had  resuBMd  the  comtniad 
b  •Iwk  of  St.-Cjr's  corps,  to  drive  K  back,  without  adrancing  too  farfrwn 
«r'.nt  «uiii  the  line  of  ihe  Grand  Army.  The  Russians,  perceiving  tbe  enemy^ 
viu^i  intention,  took  a  strong  position  at  Sraoliantzy,  and  called  in  their 
'■"™-  detached  ootumss  to  give  battle.  On  the  14tb  the  French  columns 
began  the  attack,  which  continued  with  various  SQCcess  during  ibe  whole  day; 
but  at  length,  after  the  village  of  Smoliantzy  had  been  six  times  takoi  rad 
reukcn,  the  French  marshals,  disconcerted  by  the  heavy  flr«  of  the  Rassiia 
batieries,and  desirous  not  to  risk  the  retreat  of  the  Emperor  by  a  more  serimn 
contest,  withdrew  jftom  the  fidd.  The  loss  of  each  party  was  about  three 
thousand  men  :  but  the  success  of  the  Russians  was  evinced  by  the  retreat 
of  their  adversaries,  and  the  re-establiduuent  of  thdr  remsining  posiiian  n 
the  banks  of  the  Oula  (2j. 
oprniim.  HeBuwhilo  Tcbit^agoff,  bavhig  rapidly  advanced  from  Dacharest, 
^rril.'^.''  which  he  left  on  the  31st  luly,  by  Jassy,  Chotsin,  and  Zaslaw,  t* 
MiK.  ii»k.  Ostrog,  effeetsd  his  junction,  behind  the  Styr,  wiUi  TonnasotT,  do 
the  ]4lh  September.  Sehwarlzcnberg,  whose  whole  force,  indnding  SaioBS 
and  Poles,  did  not  exceed  forty-three  thousand,  immediately  commeoccdhi) 
SCPL14.  retreat;  while  the  Russian  generals,  at  Ihe  bead  of  above  siity 
thousand  men,  resumed  oITensire  operations.  The  Austrians  fell  back  from  llw 
banks  of  the  Turia  to  these  of  ihe  Bug,  with  the  loss,  during  their  retreat,  rf 
two  thousaod  killed  and  wounded,  and  live  Utovsand  prisoners.  Tchlcbagoff 
having  thus  cleared  tbooountrj  of  these  ettemles,  and  coopeHed  themlofiS 
back  in  th«  directioa  of  AYarsaw,  dianged  the  direclien  of  bis  mereiiKBis, 
and  teaving  to  General  Sacken,  with  a  part  of  his  army,  the  task  of  observinf 
Schwaruenberg  and  preventing  him  from  retsmhig  to  the  theatre  of  «t| 
moved  himself,  with  the  main  bodyofhisforces,  inthedlreetlonof  IhaBere- 
Bina.

-  ™r^        Prince  Bolgorncki,  with  his  corps,  was  placed  astride  npon  the 
g^at  road  fronlkif  Smolensko,  while  (Seneral  KaeS^kei  vas  established  pa- 
rallel to  its  line  to  take  (he  advancing  columns  in  Sank.  Eugene,  after  pass- 
ing a  mls«abie  night  round  the  fires  of  his  hivonae,  was  advancing  slowly 
onfootaloDg  the  road  in  the  middle  of  his  staff,  when  he  was  met  by  an  offi- 
cer of  Hllaradowildi,  who  summoned  him  tosurtender.  The  French  general 
Guyon,  thesolesurrivor  of  hrs brigade,  Instantly  repriled  the  insulting  pro- 
posal ;  but  immediately  the  heeds  of  the  colnmn  were  arrested  by  a  shower 
of  cannon-shot;  the  hills  on  Iheleft  of  the  road  were  seen  brlsiting  with 
armed  men,aTidafenceofleTeIledbayoneisclosed  the  front.

But 
the  excessire  difficulty  ofthe  roads  in  thatdirectEon,  leading  through  forests 
and  morasses,  which  offered  no  resources  for  the  army,  and  the  experienced 
strength  of  the  Russian  pnsilinn  at  Smolcnsho,  having  cnmpelled  him  to  aban- 
don that  design,  he  moved  direct  upon  IheBereslns.  On  theroad  he  received 
the  disastrous  intelligence,  first,  of  the  capture  of  Minsk,  and  then  of  the 
bridge  of  Borissow,  by  TchiChagoflTs  army  :"the  only  passage  over  the  river 
was  now  in  the  enemy's  hands,  while  the  sudden  thaw  had  broken  np  its 
wintry  covering,  and  lilTcd  IHc  stream  With  fragments  of  floating  ice,  which 
rendered  it  apparently  Impossible  to  re-establish  a  communication  with  the 
opposite  shore.  In  front  was  Tihichagoff,  guarding  the  streait  with  thirty 
thousand  men ;  on  the  right,  Wiilgenstein  in  an  impr^nable  position;  on 
the  left,  KuiusoB  wiiB  the  main  Russian  army  {*}.

into  lb«  bands  oi  the  EuasiasB.  The  French  generats  made  a  vain  attempt  to 
rally  the  troops«ti  the  VistoU;  bat  their  dimulsbed  Bombers  precluded  all 
hope  of  mamlaiBing  that  position.

Arrini  tf  Oil  ihc  3Sd  Docembcr,  the  Empeiw  jUeiaader  airiTed  at  Wilni, 
wr»l"'i!!i"and  hastened  bt  award  to  the  troops  the  rewards  wfaich  their  glo- 
w^'ti'iki  ™^^  services  merited.  He  found  the  city  overwhelmed  with  pri- 
.koquub.  Sonera  and  wounded  men ;  eoniagtoua  diMBses  speedily  appeared ; 
and  Uie  mortality  toon  heume  exoeiai*e  both  omoeg  the  victors  and  van- 
qsished.  Blstery  has  not  prcaerred  a  more  noble  imuince  of  fortitude  and 
hnmaBily  than  waa  •ahituted  by  the  Eraperur  Aleiander  on  this  occasion. 
The  condition  of  the  prisoners,  till  his  arrival,  was  horrible  beyond  concep- 
tion. Huddled  tofBlfaa  in  hoepilalB,  without  either  fire,  water,  medicines, 
beds,  or  atrew,  they  lay  ob  the  bard  Boor,  often  ia  the  last  stage  of  cxhaus- 
tien  m  diasase.  Hmdrede,  in  cotneqnence,  died  every  day,  whose  bodies 
wae  lbt«wn  eal  of  die  windows  iato  the  sireetB  by  the  soldiers  in  attend- 
ance; but  their  place  was  imaiediately  supplied  by  multitudes  of  others,  who

•TOT  day,  and  which,  for  semal  racoeedlng  years,  spread  its  nngn 
tlniKi^  erary  country  tn  Europe  (1). 

Into  these  hidden  dens  of  misery  the  Emperor  Alexander  and  his  InllMt 
Constantlne  immediately  entered,  on  their  arriral  at  Wdmar,  on  the  9M 
of  December.  Profoundly  moved  by  the  dreadfhl  specUcle  of  human  snfl*- 
ing  whidi  was  there  exhibited,  the  Cur  imoedlBtely  took  die  moatafflcadon 
mearores  to  assuage  ibetintversalMliiriDg.  WtthoMcaathig  a  thought  irpff 
the  consideration  that  most  of  these  unfbrtnnMe  wrrtehes  had  been  bh  oa- 
tnies,  he,  along  with  Constantine,  distributed  mmey  largety  among  thoa. 
His  own  physicians,  includhig  the  able  and  faimpid  Dr.  Wyiie,  wbi)  aewr 
left  his  person,  were  sent  to  make  the  necessary  arrangements  far  putdagi 
Slop  to  these  horrors:  out  of  his  own  purse,  tbeEmpemrdBcbargedalirp 
part  of  the  arrears  of  pay  doe  to  the  troops  of  bis  enemies,  and  esiaUiAed 
Tost  hospitals  in  the  palaces  of  the  dty,  wber*  the  fVencb  rick  and  wsanM 
were  placed  beside  and  equally  well  treated  with  the  RnuiBn.  The  (W 
bodies  in  the  streets  were. collected  and  burned;  they  amounted  n  the fr 
tonishing  nnmber  of  seventeen  thousand.  The  total  unaber  consumed  tbirc, 
andbrougbtinfrom  the  vicinity,  exceeded  thirty  thonand.  Tlu&andDek* 
Constantlne  rivalled  his  brother  tn  these  acts  of  mercy.  Several  of  At 
wounded  vrere  bronght  to  bis  apartmenis,  and  tended  there ;  and  he,  in  caa- 
sequence,  caught  the  prevailing  epidemic,  though  the  strength  of  his  ma- 
fltitution  carried  him  safely  through  its  dangers.  Shortly  after,  dl  the  son- 
reigns  of  Europe  whose  subjecU  were  lying  in  the  hospitals  at  Wfait,  Met 
money  to  the  Emperor  to  relieve  their  distresses.  NapoMon  akBe,  cngrnci 
with  the  cares  of  his  situation,  sent  none.  Aleiander  and  CoailantiBe,  turn- 
ever,  were  inddatigable  in  their  attentions  to  the  prisoners  dwing  senni 
weeks  that  they  remained  at  Wilna ;  and  the  Emperor,  on  the  very  dt;  of 
his  arrival,  published  a  general  amnesty  to  the  Polirii  nati«n  lor  aay  pit 
they  might  have  Uken  in  the  insurrection  against  his  government  1  terainat- 
ing  thus  a  campaign  of  unexampled  dangers  and  glory,  by  deeds  gf  tnptta- 
dcnted  mercy  (2J,

The  partisans 

of  die  French  Emperor  bare  incessantly  nrged  that  the  destraction  of  the  ar- 

manient  was soMy  owing  to  the  seventy  of  the  winter;  that  the  Rnssians 

wera  bcatan  in  every  emomiter,  and  displayed  both  Ins  condtiet  and  conr^ 

age  than  on  fanner  ooew4ons;  and  that,  but  for  the  occnrrence  of  drcum- 

■tanees  wbicb  haisan  wisdom  conM  neither  foresee  nor  prevent,  the  irinmpb 

of  the  French  arms  would  have  been  complete.  On  the  ether  hand,  the  ad- 

bermls  of  the  Bourbons  bave  maintained  that  the  overthrow  was  mainly 

owing  to  the  impeioosily  and  want  of  foresight  of  the  Emperor  himself ; 

that  be  made  no  provision  for  a  retfent,  and  deviated  from  il»e  fundamental 

principle  of  a  base  in  military  operations-,  and  that,  Mndly  trusting  lo  his 

own  good  fortune,  he  rushed  headlong  on  destruction,  and  precipitated  his 

army  into  the  horrors  of  winter,  by  obstinately  clinging  to  Moscow,  when 

reawB  and  experience  should  equally  have  convinced  him  that  he  could  not 

maiMain  himsslf  in  that  position .

usually  porcbased;  to  have  united  forces  from  the  extremities  of  Enrope, 
and  brought  them  to  the  critical  point  of  the  enemy's  retreat,  at  the  very 
moment  when  he  was  compelled  to  pass  it, — are  achievements  almost  wilb- 
out  a  parallel  in  military  enterprise,  and  terUinly  withont  an  eqoal  in  mili- 
'tory  success.

If  they  had  realty  conijiiered  their  enemies  in  every  enchanter,  and 
vanquished  Russia  but  for  the  severity  of  its  climate,  what  prcveBied  then 
from  obtaining  the  mastery  of  its  reaources,  and  maintaining  themselves  in 
the  centre  of  the  country,  as  they  had  done  at  Berlin  and  Vienna  in  fonncr 
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campaigns,  or  as  &6  MIfes  sabsequeatly  did  at  Paris?  It  Is  obvious  that  the 
bet  of  their  retreating  implies  the  senseofaninferiority  in  the  field,  and  an 
inability  to  maintain  their  ground  before  the  growtngforces  of  their  enemies ; 
and  K  UiB  retreat  was  begun  at  a  haiardons  time,  so  much  the  greater  must 
h«Te  been  Gie  pressure  of  that  necessity  -which  compelled  them  to  embrace 
so  griermi  an  altemath-e.

niaMwm  3d,  The  cold  of  the  winter  in  1812  was  neilbar  prematnre  not 
dj^'  extraordinary  till  tbe  dose  of  the  campaign.  Napoltkm  repeatedly 
"""*'*'  expressed  bis  astonishment  in  the  bulletins  at  the  fineness  of  the 
weather  in  October  at  Moscow,  which  he  compared  to  the  autumn  at  Foniaine- 
bleau  (5),  and  the  winter  was  unusually  late  of  setting  in.  The  Russians  them- 
sdves  were  astonished  at  its  tardy  adfance,  and  began  to  fear  tbit  Providence, 
ont  of  AtTonr  to  Napol^,  bad  deprived  them  of  its  powerful  aid  (4J.  Tbe 
snow  did  not  begin  to  fall  till  the  6th  November ;  and  before  that  time,  Marshal 
Savoust's  corps  alone  bad  lost  ten  thousand  men  since  leaving  Uak-Jarosls- 
witx  from  tbe  fatigues  of  tbe  march  (S) ;  and  the  stragglers  from  tbe  army 
already  overwhelmed  tbe  reargdard.  The  cold  in  Holland  in  179S,  and  in 
Poland  in  1807,  was  more  severe  than  diatofRnssii  in  1813,  till  tbe  troops 
apfMtiached  Wjina  (6) ;  and  yet  no  disorder  prevailed  in  the  French  armies

Had  the  retreat  commenced  at  that  period,  howerer,  tbere  seems  no  nasM- 
able  ground  for  supposing  that  its  results  would  have  been  materially  dilfe-  - 
rent  from  what  it  actually  was.  The  approach  of  Tchichagoff  and  Wittgen- 
stein's armies  would  have  rendered  his  projected  winter-quarters  at  Soio- 
lenako  untenable ;  and  tbe  army  must  still  baye  ftllen  back  to  tbe  Niemen, 
harassed  and  surrounded  by  the  superior  lif^t  troops  of  tbe  enemy.  Hie 
evils  of  famine,  so  severely  felt  on  the  whole  load,  would  certainly  not  tiatv 
been  diminished  if  double  the  number  of  mouths  bad  remained  to  be  fed.  ff 
thcartUlo?  had  not  been  disabled  by  the  perishing  of  its  hones  from  ooM, 
it  would  have  been  as  seriously  impeded  by  the  ippossibtlity  of  maintainiiis 
them;  and  if  the  night  bivouacs  had  not  thinned  the  ranks  of  tbe  Frenoi 
army,  they  would  ngt  have  weakened  tbe  force  of  the  enemy  who  was  to 
assail  them.  Tbe  French  amry  lost  one-third  of  its  numbcn  by  tbe  maich 
through  Lithuania  is  summer,  when  the  resources  of  the  coantry  were 
still  untouched,  the  anny  fresh,  and  in  high  spirits  before  the  bloo^hed 
began :  what  had  it  to  expect  in  a  retreat  for  double  the  distance  in  autumn, 
aver  a  country  perfectly  eihauited,  with  depressed  and  wearied  troops,  and 
a  victorious  enemy  pressing  its  rear (8)?

d^Mts,  and  reinforcements.  2d,  His  advance  to  Moscow  after  the  bloody 
battle  of  Borodino,  and  when  his  cavalry  had  soflered  so  severely  as  to  pre- 
clude ft  from  taking  an  efficient  part  f<Mr  the  remainder  al  Uie  campaign.' 
8d,  The  alarming  and  extraordinary  increase  in  the  Russian  ligfat  horse  from 
the  juDctioD  of  the  Cossacks  of  Ibe  Don,  and  the  approximation  of  the  seal  of 
war  to  the  nomade  tribes  en  the  eastem  frontier  of  the  empire,  wliich  im- 
mediately prevented  the  French  from  foraging,  and  threatened  their  vast 
army  with  destraclion,  from  the  very  ma^inde  of  ila  own  numlwrs. 
4di,  The  condncling  of  Uie  retreat  by  sepanle  corps,  with  an  Inierval  of 
miles  between  them,  which  enaMed  tbeRouiao  army,  though notsuperior  in 
■amber  opon  the  whole  (o  the  accamolated  streiiglh  of  their  enemies,  to 
btl  with  an  orcrwbetnung  foree  on  iheir  detached  columns,  and  pass  their 
long  line  over  the  sword's  edge,  widwut  hardly  any  injury  to  themselves.  W 
this  method  of  retnating  was  naavoidaUe  for  the  supply  of  the  army  (3),  il 
only  d«m<»»lntes  the  more  deuly  the  imprudence  of  advancing  such  a  dis- 
tttoa,  wfacB  iw  betUr  Method  «f  escape  was  practicable,  and  tba  stroBsth  of 
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the  feebng  of  hiftriorltr  wfaldi  mart  ban  existed  to  eompd  »  gmi  a  eaplttn 
to  hazard  it. 

li^te!^  Of  these  causes,  the  most  important  place,  in  a  military  point  of 
n>  'ix  view,  nndoubtedlj  must  be  assi^ed  to  (he  immense  preponde- 
S"u™  ranee  which,  when  the  French  arrived  at  Moscow,  was  obtained  hy 
the  clouds  of  light  hone  who  crowded  to  the  Russian  standards  from  the 
iMnks  of  the  Don,  and  the  oifaernomade  provinces  of  the  empire.  The  more 
that  the  memorable  campai^of  1811  is  studied,  the  more  clearly  it  will  ap- 
pear that  this  was  the  real  canse  of  the  destmction  of  the  French  anny,  and 
that  it  must  have  proved  equally  fatal  to  them,  even  though  Hoccew  had  not 
been  burned,  or  ihe  frosts  of  winter  had  never  set  in.  If  a  European  army 
advances  in  good  order,  forming  magaiines  as  it  goes,  it  may  doubtless  be 
able  to  wiibstand  the  utmost  attacks  of  the  Asiatic  cavalry;  and  it  wn  be- 
cause they  took  these  precautions  that  the  armies  of  Alexander  and  tbe  Re- 
mans in  ancient,  and  of  the  British  and  Bnasiaiis  in  modem  times,  have  so 
often  prevailed  over  the  inuuDwrableBwaniu  of  the  Eastern  borse.  Batwben 
an  army  rashes  headlong  into  the  middle  of  Ibe  Scythiaa  cavalry  wilhoat 
having  the  means,  from  resoorces  of  its  own,  of  providbig  llaeK  with  sobaist- 
ence  and  forage,  it  is  certain  to  be  destroyed.  Alexander  the  Great  wiady 
avoided  such  a  danger,  and,  contenting  hlmseK  with  a  bairen  victory  onr 
Uie  Scythians  on  the  banks  of  the  Oxos,  turned  aside  ftxim  their  inbospiiaUe 
territory.  Darius,  with  all  the  ftirces  of  Persia,  penetrated  into  It  and  pe- 
rished. The  legions  of  Hart  Antony  and  Crassnisunk  under  the  incessant 
attacks  of  the  Parthian  horse ;  the  genius  of  Julian  proved  inadequate  to  tbe 
encounter;  tbe  henrism  of  Richard  Cceurde  Lion  was  shattered  against  Ae 
innumerable  squadrons  of  Satadin.  The  very  magnf  tnde  of  the  carriages  vidi 
which  a  European  army  invades  an  Asiatic  territory,  proves  tbe  immediale 
cause  of  iu  ruin,  by  augmenting  its  incumbrances,  and  accelerating  the  pe- 
riod when,  from  being  surrounded  by  the  light  horse  of  the  enemy,  it  most 
perish  from  want.  The  enterprise  of  Napolten  against  Russia  thus  proved 
abortive,from  the  same  cause  which,  in  every  age,  hasdefeated  the  attempts 
of  refined  nations  to  penetrate  the  Eastern  wilds;  and  it  is  a  striking  proof  of 
the  lasting  inlluence  of  general  causes  on  tiie  greatest  of  hnman  undertak- 
ings, that  the  overthrow  of  the  mightiest  armament  which  tbe  power  of  civi- 
lised man  ever  hurled  against  ibe  forces  of  tbe  East,  was  in  reality  owing  to 
the  same  causes  which  iu  every  age  have  given  vicUn7  to  the  arms  of  the 
shepherd  kings. 
^"uMi  m  Although,  however,  the  great  superiority  of  the  Russians  in  li^t 
C^icDi'r'horse  unquestionably  was  the  cause  of  the  inability  of  Ibe  French 
Mi^ '  to  remain  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Hoscow,  yet  tbe  disasters  of  tbe 
retreat  would  not  have  been  nearly  what  they  were  had  it  not  been  for  tbe 
entire  want  of  provisions,  on  Napolton's  part,  for  the  necessities  erf  a  retreaL 
lie  had  no  magazines  whatever  betweoi  Uoteow  and  Smolenako,  a  distance 
a  about  two  hundred  miles ;  and  accordingly  it  hu  been  diown  that  Genenl 
Barragaay  d'HiilierSgWho  was  entrusted  with  keeping  open  that  cemmanica- 
tion,  was  under  the  necessity  of  slopping  tbe  convoys  on  Ibeir  road  to  Nea- 
cow,  in  order  to  subsist  bis  troops  (1).  bnuienseinaguiBes,  indeed,  hadbeoi 
collectedatBori3sow,Minsk,«ndWilna,butbetwe€ailheniai>dSinQkiiikoU>ae 
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were  none ;  and  of  what  Bvail  were  tbeie  great  alores  Jn  Lithiunia,  when  Hie 
army  had  nearly  five  baudred  miles  to  march  before  they  cauM  reach  tbetu, 
and  when  the  forces  left  to  garrison  the  towns  where  they  were  placed  were 
■o  insuffioieit,  that  they  all  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy  as  boqq  as  they 
were  attacked  ?  How  waa  it  possible  that  any  troops,  even  if  the  weather  had 
been  as  fine  as  possible,  could  have  canicdprovisions  with  them  forao  great 
a  distance,  when  marching  over  a  country  of  which  the  resources  had  been 
entirely  consumed  by  the  passage  of  both  armies  over  it  in  the  early  part  irf 
Ae  campaign  7  Nay,  so  far  bad  the  Emperor  been  from  anticipating  a  re- 
treat, that  he  had  not  provided  any  thing  for  frosting  the  horses'  shoes — a 
drcomstance  which  was  the  immediate  cause  of  the  ruin  of  the  cavalry,  aqd 
the  necessity  for  soon  leaving  so  great  a  pert  of  the  artillery  behindhand 
eran  the  bridges  which  had  been  broken  ilown  in  the  coarse  i^  the  advance, 
faad.not  eren  been  repaired  wbenlfaelroopscame  to  them  again  during  their 
i«treal(l).  It  is  evident,  therefore,  that  Napol^n,  spoiled  by  the  successes 
of  twenty  campaigns,  bad  anticipated  only  a  residence  in  the  interior  of  Rus- 
sia, and  had  made  no  provision  whatever  for  a  retreat;  and  to  this  cause,  un- 
doDbtedly,  great  pari  of  the  unparalleled  calamities  in  which  he  was  involved 
is  to  be  ascribed. 
bimdmi-  Od  the  other  hand,  jusLce  requires  ihatduecrcdit  should  be  givc0 
"i^u"'"'  to  the  Russian  mode  of  pursuit  by  a  parallel  march  :  a  measure 
«M'iriU  vlii<^h  was  unquestionably  one  of  the  greatest  military  achiere- 
pinuL  ments  of  the  last  age.  Had  Kutusoff  pursued  bj  the  same  road  as 
(he  French,  his  army,  moving  on  a  line  wasted  by  the  triple  curse  of  throe 
previons  marches,  would  have  melted  away  even  more  rapidly  than  his 
enemy's.  Had  be  hazarded  a  serious  engagement  before  the  French  were 
completely  broken  by  their  sufferings,  his  own  loss  would  probably  have 
been  so  severe  as  to  have  disabled  bim  from  taking  advantage  of  them: 
Despair  rapidly  restores  the  courage  of  an  army:  a  disorderly  crowd  of  strag- 
glers often  resume  the  strictest  military  order,  and  are  capable  of  the  greatest 
eSbrts  when  the  animation  of  a  battle  is  at  hand.  The  passage  of  iheBeresina, 
the  battle  of  Corunna,  the  victory  of  Hanau,  are  not  required  to  demonstrate 
.this  important  truth.  Well  knowingthat  aconlinued  retreat  would  of  itself 
weaken  his  enemies,  the  Russian  general  manceuvred  in  such  a  manner  as, 
with  hardly  any  loss  to  himself,  to  make  prisoners  above  half  their  army;  and 
that  at  a  time  when  the  storms  of  winter  were  making  as  great  ravages  in  his 
own  troops  as  in  those  of  his  antagonists.  Had  he  not  pursued  at  all,  Pt'apo- 
Hon  wnuld  have  halted  at  Smolensko,  and  soon  repaired  his  disasters;  had 
he  fought  a  pitched  battle  with  him  on  the  road,  his  army,  already  grievotfsiy 
weakened  fay  the  cold,  would  have  probably  been  rendered  incapable  of 
pursuing  him  to  the  frontier.  By  acting  a  bolder  part,  he  might  have  gained 
a  more  brilKant,  but  he  could  not  have  secured  such  lasting  success  :  he 
would  have  risked  the  fate  of  the  empire,  which  hung  on  the  preservation  of 
his  army :  he  might  have  acquired  the  title  of  conqueror  of  Napolton,  hut  he 
woald  not  have  deserved  thatof  toviour  of  hiscoantry{2). 
Honijnn  But  it  would  have  been  in  vain  that  all  these  advantages  lay  within 
f^„rt^  the  reach  of  Russia,  had  their  constancy  and  firmness  not  enabled 
^^^Jl^her  people  to  grasp  them.  Justice  has  not  hilhertcbeen  done  to 
«xui!i    4),e  beroism  of  their  conduct.    We  admire  the  Athenians,  who 
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rahued  10  Ireal  with  XerxMtfUTihBatckvftbeir  city,  aad  tbelUHnuM,  wb 
tent  troops  to  Spain  after  tbe  defeat  of  CanBa  i  vlMt,  thea,  ^all  wf  aaj  of  the 
gonerali,  nbo,  whilo  their  arm;  was  yot  reekinf  with  |be  ilsagbtec  i( 
Borodino,  Awmed  ibe  project  of  envdoping  the  invader  in  the  eapilal  wbidi 
he  had  conquered  ?  what  of  the  cittzeoB,  who  fired  their  palace*  and  their 
temples  lest  they  should  fumiih  even  a  temporary  refnge  to  the  ioTadcr? 
and  what  of  the  Soverogn,  who,  undismayed  h;  tbe  fires  of  Hoaeow,  an- 
nounced to  his  people,  in  the  moment  of  their  greatest  agony,  his  reiolutioB 
never  to  submit,  and  foretold  theapproachingdeliTeraaceof  hiscoantryand 
of  the  worUT  Time,  the  great  sancUfier  of  evenb,  has  not  yet  lent  its  halo 
-  to  Ibese  sacrifices :  separate  interesU  have  arised;  the  terror  of  Rosaia  has 
eorae  in  place  of  tbe  jealonay  of  NapoUon ;  and  thoM  who  have  gained  meai 
by  the  heroism  of  tiieir  allies,  are  too  much  inllneneed  by  momoitary  coo- 
sideraliins  to  acknowledge  it.  But  when  these  fistn  and  jealonsies  shall  bare 
pawed  away,  and  the  pageant  of  Buvian,  like  that  of  French  ascendency, 
shall  have  disappeared,  tbe  impartial  voice  of  posterity  will  pronqunec  that 
the  history  of  the  world  does  not  aflbrd  an  example  of  equal  mwal  gna- 
deur. 
J^'uuT  ^"^  *"  '^  heroism  of  Alexander,  and  all  (be  devotion  of  tbe 
■wtpf  of  Rnisians,  great  and  meniwabte  as  they  were,  would  have  biled  in 
"S^!^.  prodndng  the  extraordinary  revolution  which  was  eBected  in  this 
campaign,  if  they  had  not  been  aided  by  tbe  m«al  laws  of  natnre,  which 
impel  guilty  Bmbi^on  into  a  boundless  career  of  aggreadou,  and  provides 
tandign  puniibment  in  the  vehement  and  universal  indignation  whidi  its 
violence  occasioo*.  Hadame  de  Stail  has  said,  that  Providence  oevtr  ap> 
ptared  so  near  human  alUirs  as  in  this  memorable  yeu;  and  the  ftithfu! 
tbroui^Mmt  Europe,  stmck  with  the  awfnl  nature  Ol  the  catastrophe,  re- 
peated, vrith  ifeelings  of  awe,  the  worda  of  the  Psdm :  "  Efflavit  I)«os  M 
disslpantor."  Yet,  while  no  reasonable  mind  will  donbi  Ibe  agency  of 
Supreme  power  in  this  awful  event.  It  is  perhaps  more  consooa»l  to  our 
ideas  of  the  Divine  admininration,  and  more  descriptive  of  the  eslablished 
order  of  the  nniverse,  to  behold  In  it  the  consequence  of  the  fixed  monl  law* 
of  our  being,  rather  than  any  special  outpouring  of  celestial  vrrath.  Ii  was 
the  necessity  of  conquest  to  existence,  which  Napoltea  througiiaat  hia  whole 
career  so  strongly  felt,  and  so  often  expressed,  which  was  tbe  real  caoie 
which  precipitated  him  upon  the  snows  of  Russia ;  and  we  are  not  to  regard 
the  calamitous  iieue  of  Hm  expedition  as  the  punishment  merely  of  hii 
individaal  ambition,  but  as  ibe  ineviuUe  result  and  just  retribution  of  tbe 
innumerable  ^mes  of  tbe  Revolution.  The  steps  which  brought  about  this 
consummation  now  stand  revealed  in  impwiahable  light :  the  unbounded 
pasrions  let  looae  during  the  first  Icrvour  of  that  convulsion,  impelled  tbe 
nation,  when  the  French  throne  was  overturned,  into  tbe  career  of  foreign 
conquest ;  the  anned  multitude  would  not  submit  to  the  cort  which  their 
armies  required ;  themaxim,  that  war  must  maintain  war,  flowed  frnn  tbe 
Impatience  of  taxation  in  the  Parisian,  as  it  had  done  in  the  Roman  people  j 
and  the  system  was  of  necessity  adopted  of  precipitating  armies,  withoul 
magaxines  or  any  other  resources  except  warUke  equipmeot,  to  seek  fer 
subsistence  and  victory  in  the  heart  of  the  enemy's  territory.  Tbence  tbe 
farced  requisitions,  the  scourging  ctwtributions,  the  wntiug  of  nationB,  and 
Ibe  univerul  exaaperatfon  of  mankind.  Nothing  was  wanting,  in  tbe  end, 
but  tbe  constancy  to  resist  the  vehemence  of  the  onset,  for  tbe  spirit  of 
universal  hostility  was  roused ;  and  this  was  found  in  tbe  firm  tenacity  il 
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Wdlii^n  ai  Torres  Tedns,  and  Ibe  devoted  heniim  of  AlexMMler  In 
Russia.  Hie  faithful  trembled  and  sunk  in  alence,  and  almtMt  doubted,  in 
the  long-conlinaed  triumpb  of  wicliedness,  the  reality  of  the  Dinne  admi- 
nistration of  the  nniverM;  but  the  laws  of  Prondence  were  Incessanlly 
Mting,  and  preparing  in  sUcaice  the  renovation  «f  the  world.
